Supplementary  Report. 

AVING  received  letters  from  two  inhabitants  of  Bristol,  complaining  that-  City  of  Bristol. 

the  master  had  exacted  the  sum  of  4/.  oa  the  admission  of  each  boy  r 

into  the  Free  Grammar  School  of  that  city,  although  the  sum  of  4 d.  was  all  rh° 1 

that  was  directed  by  the  instrument  of  foundation  to  be  paid  upon  such  v ' u’"  ‘ 

admission ; and  had  charged  for  books  and  stationery,  although,  as  had  appeared 
by  our  Report  already  made  respecting  this  charity,  the  master  was  to  be  at 
the  expense  of  providing  the  necessary  books  and  stationery  for  the  use  of  the 
school ; we  have  made  a fresh  inquiry  into  these  particulars,  and  find  that  by  one 
of  a set  of  rules  and  ordinances  made  on  the  26th  of  February  1666,  being  the 
earliest  document  among  the  records  relating  to  the  management  of  the  school, 
it  was  ordered  that  eacli  scholar,  being  the  son  of  a burgess,  and  dwelling  in 
the  said  city,  should  on  his  first  admission  pay  5 s.,  half  to  the  master  and  half 
to  the  usher,  and  that  no  alteration  was  made  in  this  respect  till  the  16th  of 
January  1812,  when  on  the  election  of  the  present  master  fresh  rules  and 
ordinances  were  made,  by  one  of  which  it  was  ordered  that  every  scholar,  being 
the  son  of  a freeman,  dwelling  within  the  said  city  or  within  one  mile  thereof, 
should  be  admitted  on  paying  4/.,  to  be  divided  between  the  master  and  usher, 
in  such  proportions  as  the  governors  might  from  time  to  time  direct,  for 
which  increase  of  the  admission-fee  the  governors  have  given  the  following 
reasons : 

That  they  consider  that  the  Corporation  in  the  year  1812,  in  revising  the 
ordinances,  saw  that  by  the  earliest  ordinances  in  their  possession  (those  of 
1666)  the  sum  of  5 s.  was  then  paid  on  the  admission  of  scholars,  and  that 
the  difference  between  4/.  and  5s.  was  probably  not  more  than  the  change  of 
time  justified : 

That  by  the  direction  of  the  founder  children  should  be  instructed  in  Gram- 
mar and  the  Latin  language  : 

That  by  the  said  ordinances  of  1666  the  head-master  should  be  a Master 
of  Arts  of  two  years  standing,  learned  in  the  Latin,  Greek  and  Hebrew 
languages  : 

That  the  school  has  been  since  endowed  with  several  exhibitions,  and  with 
two  scholarships  at  St.  John’s  College,  Oxford  : 

That  in  the  year  1745  an  Act  of  Parliament  was  passed,  whereby  the  school 
was  removed  from  its  then  to  its  presen/  situation,  being  a large  and  commo- 
dious house  well  adapted  for  the  reception  of  boarders,  the  children  of  trades- 
men and  of  other  respectable  burgesses  of  the  city,  who  might  be  deemed  eligible, 
to  avail  themselves  of  the  advantages  before  noticed,  for  which  the  children  of 
persons  of  a very  inferior  condition  (to  whom  the  payment  of  the  difference 
between  5 s.  and  4/.  would  be  an  object),  could  never  become  qualified  :

The  Free  Grammar  time,  although  only  5 s.  was  payable  by  the  scholars,  very  few  applications  for 
School.  admission  were  made  : 

continued.  That  if  the  school  could  be  placed  on  a respectable  footing,  and  young  men 

of  respectable  families  educated  there,  it  would  be  much  more  likely  to  be 
beneficial  to  the  city,  and  the  intention  not  only  of  the  founder,  but  also  of 
the  several  persons  who  have  since  established  exhibitions  and  scholarships, 
would  be  more  usefully  carried  into  effect  by  not  allowing  children  of  persons 
of  the  very  poorest  class,  who  could  not  advance  4>l.  to  be  admitted,  since  the 
increased  payment  could  only  operate  to  the  exclusion  of  children  of  the  last- 
mentioned  description,  who  could  be  more  properly  educated  in  some  of  the 
national  and  benevolent  schools  before  alluded  to : 

That  the  absolute  income  payable  to  the  school  is  extremely  limited,  and 
not  at  all  adequate  to  the  support  of  a head-master  and  usher,  and  the  main- 
tenance, repair  and  taxes  of  the  buildings,  without  the  aid  afforded  by  the 
increased  sum  established  as  the  admission-fee,  and  even  with  that  increase 
the  school  could  not  be  supported  without  the  voluntary  contribution  of  a con- 
siderable annual  sum,  which  the  corporation  advance  out  of  their  own  funds 
towards  the  support  of  the  school : 

That  by  extending  the  benefit  of  admission  to  the  children  of  burgesses 
residing  within  one  mile  of  the  city,  and  which  included  an  increase  of  from 
40  to  50,000  persons,  the  Corporation  were  very  largely  augmenting  the  utility 
of  the  establishment,  which,  until  the  year  1812,  was  confined  to  the  admission 
of  the  sons  of  burgesses  dwelling  within  the  city. 

We  have  thought  the  above  reasons,  given  by  the  governors  to  excuse  their 
authorizing  the  master  to  take  a fee  of  4>l.  on  the  admission  of  boys  into  the 
school,  unsatisfactory,  and  have  recommended  a strict  adherence  to  the  limita- 
tion imposed  by  the  founding  instrument. 

With  respect  to  the  charges  made  by  the  master  for  books  and  stationery, 
notwithstanding  the  statement  in  our  Report,  by  which  it  would  appear  that 
the  master  is  at  the  expense  of  finding  books  and  stationery  for  the  boys,  we 
learn  upon  further  inquiry  that  the  master  does  not  find,  nor  is  expected  by  the 
governors  to  find,  those  articles  of  expenditure,  but  that  the  same  has  been 
properly  charged  to  the  boys  or  their  parents,  having  never  been  considered  as 
paid  for  by  the  entrance-money  of  4/.,  nor  meant  to  be  provided  for  or  covered 
by  the  addition  made  to  the  master’s  salary. 

The  statement  made  by  us  in  our  former  account  of  this  charity  respecting 
the  above  fact,  was  the  result  of  an  erroneous  impression,  produced  by  an 
unintentional  ambiguity  in  the  answers  given  to  our  questions  upon  the 
examination.

Ann  Lysons’s  Charity. 


Mrs.  Ann  Lysons , late  of  Gloucester,  widow,  by  her  Will,  dated  18th  February, 
1705,  bequeathed  the  sum  of  120/.  to  be  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  free  lands, 
of  the  value  of  61.  yearly  for  ever,  which  was  to  be  disposed  of  in  buying  and 
making  six  cloth  gowns  and  petticoats  of  a grey  colour,  and  edged  black,  for 
the  clothing  of  six  poor  widows,  inhabitants  of  the  city  of  Gloucester,  who 
should  be  of  the  communion  of  the  Church  of  England,  to  be  delivered  to  them 
yearly  at  Michaelmas.  And  she  desired  that  her  executor  and  his  heirs  should 
lay  out  the  said  sum  in  such  manner  as  he  should  think  best  for  raising  the  said 
61.  per  annum,  and  upon  their  death  or  removal,  from  time  to  time  to  nominate 
others  to  supply  the  number  of  six  ; and  she  nominated  Daniel  Lysons,  of 
Hempstead,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  her  sole  executor. 

Shortly  after  the  said  testatrix’s  decease,  by  an  Indenture  dated  1st  August, 
1707,  made  between  the  said  Daniel  Lysons,  of  the  one  part,  and  Nicholas  Webb, 
esq.  and  four  other  persons  therein  named,  of  the  other  part,  reciting  the  said 
will,  and  that  the  said  Daniel  Lysons  not  having  opportunity  of  laying  out  the 
said  120/,  as  by  the  will  was  directed,  but  being  willing  to  secure  the  payment 
of  the  said  61.  per  annum  for  the  purposes  therein  mentioned,  had,  together 
with  the  several  other  persons  therein  named,  levied  a fine  of  a messuage 
or  tenement  in  Bulley,  in  the  said  county  of  Gloucester,  and  of  the  barn, 
buildings,  gardens,  orchards  and  closes  thereto  belonging,  and  of  certain 
closes  called  Shewell’s  Croft,  Shewell’s  Doole  alias  Little  Mead,  the  Farther 
Marsh  alias  Stoney  Fields  Marsh,  and  of  two  cottages,  with  the  appurte- 
nances, lying  in  Bulley  aforesaid ; it  was  by  the  same  indenture  declared  by 
between  the  parties  thereto,  that  the  said  fine  should  enure  as  concerning  the 
said  messuages  lands  and  premises  to  the  use  of  the  said  Daniel  Lysons,  his 
heirs  and  assigns,  for  ever,  chargeable  with  the  annuity  or  yearly  rent-charge 
after  mentioned;  viz.  that  they  the  said  Nicholas  Webb,  and  others  of  the 
second  part,  should  receive  an  annuity  of  61.  per  annum,  to  be  issuing  out  of 
the  said  messuage,  lands  and  premises,  and  to  be  paid  upon  the  29th  day  of 
September,  yearly,  at  one  entire  payment,  for  ever,  with  the  usual  powers  of  dis- 
tress and  entry,  upon  trust,  that  they  should  for  ever  thereafter  dispose  of  the 
same  yearly,  in  buying  and  making  of  six  cloth  gowns  and  petticoats  for 
the  clothing  of  six  poor  widows,  in  all  respects  as  by  the  said  will  was  directed, 
provided  that  the  trustees,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  should  permit  the  said  Daniel 
Lysons,  and  the  heirs  of  his  body,  or  any  descendant  from  him,  to  perform  the 
trust  as  long  as  he  or  they  should  not  neglect  to  do  the  same.  And  it  was 
thereby  provided,  that  when  the  trustees  should  be  reduced  by  death  to  three, 
or  two  at  the  least,  in  number,  then  such  survivors  should  grant  the  said  rent- 
charge  to  other  persons,  so  as  to  make  up  the  number  seven  at  the  least. 

The  said  rentcharge,  in  pursuance  of  the  above  provisions,  was  afterwards,  by 
an  indenture  dated  9th  September  1779,  conveyed  by  the  surviving  trustees  so 
as  to  vest  the  same  in  John  Wade,  Charles  Tyrrel  Morgan,  Samuel  Farmer, 
Nicholas  Webb,  the  Reverend  Richard  Brereton,  the  Reverend  Samuel  Rogers, 
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and  Benjamin  Burroughs,  therein  described  by  their  several  additions,  their 
heirs  and  assigns,  upon  the  trusts  declared  concerning  the  same  annuity  in  the 
said  recited  indenture  of  1st  August  1707- 

One  of  the  feoffees  only  now  survive,  Benjamin  Burroughs,  esq.;  and  the 
Reverend  Daniel  Lysons,  rector  of  Rodmarton,  is  the  lineal  descendant  of 
Mrs.  Ann  Lysons. 

The  property  charged  with  the  fi/.  per  annum  has  passed  into  the  hands  of 
Hiatt,  esq.,  of  Painswick.  The  annuity  is  regularly  paid  to  Mr.  Lysons, 
and  is  laid  out  by  him  according  to  the  will,  yearly,  in  the  purchase  of  six  gowns 
for  poor  widows  in  the  city  of  Gloucester. 

The  whole  sum  is  regularly  laid  out,  so  that  there  is  no  balance  in  hand.

ClIAIlITIES  COMING  FROM  TIIE  FAMILY  OF  YaTE. 

IN  a book  containing  entries  of  sundry  parish  matters  we  find  an  entry 
dated  20th  December  1788,  in  the  following  terms : 

Mrs.  Anne  Hayward , widow  of  the  late  Reverend  William  Hayward,  having 
paid  into  the  hands  of  the  rector,  H.  D.  G.  Yate,  the  sum  of  40/.  due  on  bond 
to  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  Bromsberrow  from  her  late 
husband,  those  officers  desired  that  the  money  might  remain  with  the  rector, 
who  accordingly  executed  a bond  for  70/.,  with  interest  at  51.  per-cent,  per 
annum,  a former  bond  for  30/.  being  cancelled.  This  sum  of  40/.  consists  of 
a donation  given  by  the  family  of  Leddington,  and  30/.  left  by  the  Will  of 
Catherine,  widow  of  Rice  Yate,  esq. 

The  interest  of  this  70/.  was  in  virtue  of  the  above  donations  to  be  annually 
distributed  to  the  poor  of  the  parish  on  St.  Thomas’s  Day ; and  it  appears  by 
a statement  of  the  Reverend  Charles  Hill,  the  present  rector,  that  Go/,  out  of 
the  70/.  was  invested  in  the  3-per-cents.,  the  remaining  10/.  having  been  added 
to  another  donation  left  by  Mrs.  Anne  Foot,  the  account  of  which  will  be 
next  given,  and  with  that  invested  in  a mortgage  as  hereafter  mentioned. 

The  charity-money  derived  from  the  above  Family,  was  before  this  time  kept 
in  the  hands  of  successive  incumbents  of  the  parish,  or  disposed  of  by  them  on 
various  securities,  according  to  their  discretion,  they  continuing  to  hold  them- 
selves responsible  for  the  same  at  5-per-cent.  The  mode  of  distribution  has  been 
and  is  to  divide  it  into  small  sums  of  shillings  and  sixpences,  and  to  spread 
the  same  over  the  whole  poor  of  the  parish,  after  Divine  Service  on  St. 
Thomas’s-day. 

This  mode  of  distribution  appearing  to  us  to  be  injudicious  and  unprofitable, 
we  have  recomended  that  the  relief  shall  be  confined  to  those  of  the  poor  who 
do  not  receive  the  parish  alms,  and  appear  to  be  deserving;  and  to  be  bestowed 
upon  them  in  amounts  proportioned  to  their  necessities  ; the  names  and  sums  to 
lie  previously  entered  on  a list  prepared  beforehand,  to  guide  the  distribution. 


Anne  Foot’s  Charity. 

Aim  Foot's  Mrs.  Anne  Foot,  by  her  Will,  dated  21st  December  1809,  gave  100/.  (10/. 

Charity.  of  which  was  sunk  in  the  legacy-duty)  to  the  rector  of  the  parish  of  Broms- 
berrow for  the  time  being,  to  be  laid  out  in  his  name  in  the  Government  funds, 
the  interest  to  be  laid  out  annually  on  St.  Thomas’s-day,  by  the  rector,  or 
officiating  minister,  for  the  poor  of  the  parish,  being  parishioners,  and  resident 
therein,  in  the  following  articles,  blankets  and  sheets  for  the  use  of  men  and 
women,  but  more  particularly  great  coats,  hats  and  shoes  for  men,  woollen 
petticoats,  cloaks  and  shoes  for  women,  preference  to  be  given  to  those  who 
should  be  sick  and  aged,  and  most  diligent  in  their  attendance  on  Divine  Service 
in  the  Church. 

The  above  90/.  increased  to  100/.  by  the  addition  of  10/.  taken  from  the 
above-mentioned  70 /.,  coming  from  the  family  of  Yate,  w^as  placed  out  in 
January  1827,  on  mortgage  of  some  lands  in  the  parish  at  5-per-cent,  before 
which  mortgage  the  rector  for  the  time  being  held  it  in  his  hands,  paying  an 
interest  for  it  at  5-per-cent. 

The  interest  of  this  money  has  been  regularly  expended  in  providing  clothing 
for  the  poor,  according  to  the  direction  of  the  said  will. 

There  are  two  other  charities  mentioned  in  the  Returns  under  Gilbert’s  Act, 
the  one  of  51.,  and  the  other  of  50/.,  for  teaching  poor  children,  which  appear 
to  have  been  lost  to  the  parish. 


There 
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There  are  some  church-lands,  of  which  the  parish  has  been  immemorially  in 
possession,  and  the  income  of  which  is  applied  wholly  to  the  repairs  of  the 
church  ; they  consist  of  about  five  or  six  acres. 


PARISH  OF  DYMOCIv. 

Robert  Wintour’s  Charity. 

Church-table. — “ 1717.  Robert  Wintour,  of  the  Inner  Temple,  London,  by 
“ his  last  Will  and  Testament,  gave,  for  ever,  to  the  minister  and  churchwardens 
“ of  the  parish  of  Dymock  for  the  time  being,  and  his  executor,  Sir  Orlando 
“ Humphreys,  the  annuity  or  yearly  sum  of  30/.  to  be  paid  out  of  all  his  estate 
“ of  which  he  died  possessed,  to  be  laid  out  by  them  in  clothing  20  poor 
“ people  inhabitants  of  the  said  parish,  who  did  not  or  should  not  receive  any 
“ alms  in  or  from  the  said  parish,  to  be  seen  in  the  said  clothes  yearly,  in  the 
“ said  parish-church  upon  every  Christmas-day. — The  said  annuity  to  be  paid 
“ clear  of  all  taxes.” 

Part  of  the  property  of  the  donor  consisted  of  the  great  and  small  tithes  of 
the  parish,  which  have  always  been  considered  as  subject  to  this  charge  of  30/. 
per  annum.  The  present  impropriator  is  Abraham  Thompson,  Esq.  of  Standbrook, 
in  the  parish  of  Powick,  near  Worcester,  by  whose  agent  the  annuity  is  regu- 
larly paid  to  the  minister  and  churchwardens,  and  the  same  is  laid  out  in  clothes 
for  ten  poor  men  and  ten  poor  women.  The  overseer  gives  a list  of  the  can- 
didates from  among  that  part  of  the  poor  not  receiving  parish  alms,  from  whom 
a selection  is  made  of  such  as  appear  to  be  deserving,  and  in  most  need. 
They  appear  every  Christmas-day  in  the  clothes  given  to  them. 

William  Skinner’s  Charity. 

Church-table. — “ 1C50.  William  Skinner , of  the  parish  of  Ledbury,  doctor 
“ of  laws,  gave,  for  ever,  to  the  poor  of  this  parish  the  yearly  sum  of  -is.  to  be 
“ paid  out  of  his  estate  called  the  Pear  Tree.” 

No  person  in  the  parish  can  recollect  this  charity  to  have  been  in  operation. 

William  Weale’s  Charity. 

Church-table.  — “ 1719.  William  Weale,  citizen  and  haberdasher,  London, 
“ gave,  for  ever,  to  the  poor  of  this  parish,  the  yearly  sum  of  51.  to  be  distri- 
“ buted  in  corn  at  the  feast  of  the  Nativity,  to  be  paid  by  John  Weale,  of  Ock- 
“ ington,  and  his  heirs,  for  ever.” 

There  is  no  memory  in  the  parish  of  this  having  ever  been  paid. 

William  Hooper’s  Charity. 

Church-table. — “ 1734.  Mr.  William  Hooper,  of  this  parish,  gave,  for  ever, 
“ towards  a charity-school,  the  yearly  sum  of  31.,  to  be  paid  clear  of  all  taxes 
“ out  of  his  estate  called  the  Wood  End.” 

The  estate  called  the  Wood  End  is  situate  in  the  parish  of  Dymock,  the 
proprietors  of  which  have  regularly  paid  the  31.  to  the  churchwardens,  and  the 
same  is  applied  towards  the  support  of  a school  in  the  parish,  which  has  been 
largely  provided  for  by  the  bounty  of  Mrs.  Ann  Cam,  of  whose  charity  an 
account  will  be  hereafter  given. 

Church-table. — “ The  above  William  Hooper  gave  the  sum  of  10s.  to  the 
“ minister  of  this  parish  to  preach  a sermon  to  recommend  charity,  on  Candle- 
“ mas-day,  and  catechise  the  children  of  the  above  school,  payable  out  of  a piece 
“ of  ground  between  Stoneberrow  Bridge  and  St.  Michael’s  Bridge.” 

The  land  charged  with  the  above  payment  is  well  known,  and  is  now  the 
property  of  Mr.  John  Hiatt,  by  whom  the  same  is  regularly  paid  to  the  clergy- 
man who  performs  the  duties  required  by  the  donor. 

William  Wall’s  Charity. 

Church-table. — “ William  Wall,  of  Luttridge,  Esq.  gave  for  the  use  of  the 
“ poor  of  this  parish,  for  ever,  three  tenements,  adjoining  to  Dymock-street, 
“ since  demolished,  with  a garden,  containing  at  the  east  and  west  ends 
“11  yards  each  in  length,  next  the  Bayce  Land;  on  the  north  side  72  yards 
“ 2 feet;  on  the  south  side  72 yards.” 

The  land  is  known,  but  it  does  not  appear  by  any  record  or  trace  to  have 
ever  been  in  the  possession  of  the  parish.

Thomas  Murzell’s 
Charity. 


Thomas  Murzell’s  Charity. 

Church-table. — “ Thomas  Murzell  gave,  for  ever,  to  10  poor  widows  of  this 
“ parish,  of  sober  conversation,  the  interest  of  10/.” 

There  is  no  other  evidence  of  this  charity  except  what  the  Church-table 
records  ; but  it  appears  that  a sum  of  10/.  has  been  successively  in  the  hands 
of  responsible  persons  in  the  parish.  Mr.  John  Thackwell  now  holds  the 
money,  having  received  it  from  a person  of  the  name  of  Cooper. 

The  interest  paid  for  the  money  has  been  five-per-cent.,  which  has  been  dis- 
tributed among  10  poor  widows,  according  to  the  directions  of  the  donor. 


Mrs.  Ann  Cam’s  Charity. 

Mis.  Aim  Cam’s  Ann  Cam , late  of  Dymock,  iu  the  county  of  Gloucester,  being  possessed  of 
charity.  a considerable  personal  estate,  by  her  Will,  bearing  date  15th  June  1779,  after 
giving  various  legacies  as  therein  mentioned,  gave  all  the  residue  of  her  per- 
sonal estate  and  effects  unto  James  Vaston,  his  executors  and  administrators, 
desiring  him  to  dispose  of  the  same  in  such  charities  as  he  should  think  fit,  but 
recommending  poor  clergymen  with  large  families,  and  of  good  character;  and 
she  thereby  appointed  John  Moggridge,  and  the  said  James  Vaston,  executors 
of  her  said  will. 

The  said  Ann  Cam  died  shortly  after  making  her  said  will,  leaving  the  said 
John  Moggridge  and  James  Vaston  surviving,  and  personal  property  to  a large 
amount,  not  specifically  disposed  of  by  her  said  will. 

To  establish  the  said  will,  and  to  carry  the  benevolent  purposes  of  the  said 
testatrix  into  effect,  a suit  was  instituted  in  the  Court  of  Chancery,  wherein  the 
said  John  Moggridge  was  plaintiff,  and  John  Thackwell  and  others  were 
defendants ; and  by  a Decree  in  the  same  cause,  dated  8th  May  1792,  it  was 
ordered  that  an  account  should  be  taken  of  the  personal  estate  of  the  said 
testatrix ; and  that  after  a due  administration  of  the  assets,  the  clear 
residue  should  go  and  be  applied  in  charity,  regard  being  had  to  poor  clergy- 
men of  good  character  and  with  large  families,  according  to  the  recommenda- 
tion in  the  will ; and  it  was  ordered  that  the  Master  should  approve  of  a scheme 
to  effectuate  the  purposes  of  the  charity,  the  parties  being  at  liberty  to  lay  pro- 
posals before  him  for  that  purpose. 

The  said  Master  made  his  report  in  pursuance  of  the  said  Decree,  and  thereby 
certified,  amongst  other  things,  that  a scheme  had  been  laid  before  him  for  effec- 
tuating the  purposes  of  the  said  charity,  whereby  it  was  proposed  that  a school 
should  be  established  at  Dymock,  the  place  of  the  residence  of  the  said  testatrix 
and  her  family,  for  poor  children  belonging  to  the  said  parish,  and  that  a cer- 
tain expenditure  should  be  made  thereupon,  which  he  approved,  and  the  same 
was  afterwards  confirmed,  subject  to  such  variations  and  directions  as  after 
mentioned. 

It  was  afterwards  ordered  to  be  referred  to  the  Master  to  approve  of  proper 
trustees  for  the  management  of  the  said  school,  and  to  receive  proposals  for 
the  establishment  and  conduct  thereof,  and  for  the  appropriation  of  the  several 
sums  directed  to  be  carried  to  the  account  of  the  said  school. 

A piece  of  ground  was  purchased  by  monies  raised  by  subscription  among 
the  inhabitants  of  the  said  parish,  for  a charity-school,  and  the  same  was,  by  an 
Indenture  dated  8th  March  1824,  conveyed  unto  the  Lord  Bishop  of  Glou- 
cester, the  Rev.  William  Beal,  vicar,  the  Rev.  John  Hutchins,  curate,  Robert 
Thurston,  William  Cummins,  John  Drummond,  John  Thackwell,  William 
Thurston,  John  Hiatt,  and  Thomas  Hill,  upon  trust,  to  appropriate  the  said 
premises  to  the  use  of  the  school,  for  teaching  so  many  poor  children  of  the  said 
parish  as  they  should  think  proper,  to  read  and  write,  and  for  instructing  them  in 
the  duties  of  religion  ; and  proposals  were  also  laid  before  the  said  Master  for 
the  establishment  and  conduct  of  such  intended  school,  and  afterwards  approved 
of  by  him,  and  confirmed  by  the  Court ; whereby  it  wras  arranged  that  two  school- 
rooms, with  a house  for  the  master  and  mistress,  should  be  built  upon  the  said 
premises,  which  were  situated  near  the  centre  of  the  town,  for  the  accommoda- 
tion and  instruction  of  50  boys  and  50  girls,  resident  within  the  said  parish  or 
the  neighbourhood ; which  said  erection,  according  to  an  estimate  then  lately 
made,  would  cost  the  sum  of  97 5/ ; and  the  vicar  and  churchwardens  for  the 
time  being  of  the  said  parish,  together  with  the  said  John  Drummond,  John 
Thackwell,  William  Thurston,  John  Hiatt,  and  Thomas  Hill, .being  some  of  the 

principal 
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principal  inhabitants  and  freeholders  of  the  said  parish,  were  nominated  to  be 
the  trustees  of  the  said  establishment,  the  vacancies  to  be  filled  up  by  the 
majority  of  the  surviving  or  acting  trustees,  subject  to  the  approbation  of  the 
Lord  Bishop  of  the  diocese,  therein  called  the  visitor  of  the  said  intended 
school. 

The  Accountant  General,  in  pursuance  of  an  order  dated  16th  April  1825, 
paid  97 51.,  part  of  the  monies  standing  to  the  credit  of  the  said  cause, 
Moggridge  r.  Thackwell,  on  account  of  the  testatrix’s  charity-school  at 
Dvmock,  to  the  trustees  of  the  said  intended  school ; and  in  pursuance  of 
another  order  of  the  same  Court,  the  said  Accountant  General  did  on  or 
about  the  first  day  of  March  1825  transfer  the  sum  of  3,02 61.  12 s.  Bank  three- 
per-cent.  annuities,  so  standing  in  his  name  in  trust,  in  the  said  cause,  on  the 
account  of  the  said  Ann  Cam’s  charity-school  at  Dymock,  into  the  names  of  the 
same  trustees. 

And  by  a Deed-poll,  bearing  date  28th  April  1825,  the  Rev.  William  Beale, 
the  Rev.  John  Hutchins,  Robert  Thurston,  William  Cummins,  John  Drum- 
mond, John  Thackwell,  William  Thurston  the  younger,  John  Hiatt,  and 
Thomas  Hill,  all  of  Dymock  aforesaid,  did  thereby,  in  pursuance  of  several 
orders  above  referred  to  of  the  Court  of  Chancery,  declare  that  they,  and 
the  survivors  and  the  survivor  of  them,  and  the  executors,  administrators  and 
assigns  of  such  survivor,  would  stand  possessed  of  the  said  several  sums  of 
3,02 61.  125.  Bank  three-per-cent,  annuities,  and  97 5/.  cash,  upon  trust,  as  to 
the  said  sum  of  975/.,  to  lay  out  and  dispose  thereof  in  building  upon  the 
premises  above  mentioned  a dwelling-house  and  two  school-rooms,  to  be 
called  Mrs.  Ann  Cam’s  Charity-school,  and  in  fitting-up  the  said  dwelling- 
house,  school-rooms  and  premises,  in  a suitable  manner,  according  to  the  es- 
timate and  plan  referred  to  and  approved  of  in  the  report  of  the  said  Master, 
and  the  order  made  thereupon  ; and  as  to  the  said  sum  of  3,02 61.  12 s.  three- 
per-cent  annuities  so  transferred  to  them  as  aforesaid,  upon  trust,  that  they  the 
said  trustees  should  pay  and  apply  the  interest  and  dividends  thereof  in  pro- 
viding a competent  schoolmaster  and  schoolmistress  to  attend  the  said  school, 
and  instruct  50  boys  and  50  girls,  the  children  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  said 
parish,  or  the  neighbourhood  thereof,  in  defraying  the  salaries  of  such  school- 
master and  schoolmistress,  and  in  providing  coals,  books,  clothes  and  rewards, 
and  discharging  all  other  expenses  incident  to  the  said  establishment. 

In  pursuance  of  the  above-mentioned  trusts,  orders  and  directions,  the  school- 
premises  were  erected  upon  the  said  ground,  and  completed  towards  the  end  of 
the  year  1825,  the  master  and  mistress  having  their  lodgings  in  the  centre  of 
the  building,  and  the  structures  on  each  side  forming  the  school-premises  for 
50  boys  and  50  girls  respectively.  The  master  and  mistress  have  each  20/. 
a year  allowed  them  for.  their  salary,  in  consideration  of  which  they  instruct 
the  boys  and  girls  in  reading,  writing  and  arithmetic,  the  writing  depart- 
ment being  considered  as  belonging  particularly  to  the  master,  with  respect  to 
both  the  boys  and  girls ; and  it  is  the  duty  of  the  mistress  to  instruct  the 
girls  to  sew  and  knit.  The  children  are  also  taught  the  Church-catechism, 
and  are  taken  to  church  regularly  on  the  Sunday.  The  teaching  is  not  at 
present  upon  the  national  plan ; but  we  are  given  to  understand  that  endea- 
vours are  about  to  be  used  to  introduce  that  mode  of  instruction,  and  as  an  ad- 
vance towards  it,  the  children  are  made  to  pay  each  a penny  a week.  Books 
for  the  children  are  provided  partly  out  of  the  pence-money,  and  the  children 
are  clothed  as  far  as  the  funds  will  admit,  which  are  occasionally  aided  by 
charity  sermons  and  collections  at  the  church.  The  school-premises  are  said 
to  be  very  commodious,  but  we  find  by  the  documents  that  the  trustees  have 
expended  nearly  1,200/.  upon  the  premises,  and  that,  in  consequence,  the  charity 
is  at  present  in  an  encumbered  state. 


PARISH  OF  KEMPLEY. 

Joan  Wotton’s  Charity. 

Church-table. — “ 1706.  Mrs.  Joan  Wotton  gave  by  Will  the  sum  of  105., 
“ payable  out  of  a small  estate  called  Saysells,  in  this  parish,  to  be  annually  dis- 
“ tributed  by  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  among  the  poor  inhabitants  of 
“ this  parish.”

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Kempley.  The  property  charged  consists  of  a cottage  and  garden,  the  proprietor  of 

— — f which  regularly  pays  the  rentcharge  to  the  churchwardens  of  the  parish,  who

continued.  poor  of  the  parish  not  usually  receiving  parish  relief,  a list  of  the  proper  objects 
y ^ s being  made  out  before  the  distribution,  and  entered  in  the  churchwardens 
book. 

Elizabeth  Pyndar’s  Charity. 

Elizabeth  Pyndar’s  Church-table. — “ 1755.  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Pyndar  gave  by  Deed  a small 

Charity.  “ parcel  of  land  situated  in  the  parish  of  Much  Marcle,  the  rent  to  be  applied 
“ to  the  instruction  of  poor  children  of  this  parish  to  read,  and  such  other 
“ charitable  purposes  as  the  minister  and  churchwardens  shall  from  time  to 
“ time  think  proper  ; and  also  the  annual  sum  of  3 /.,  payable  out  of  an  estate 
“ called  the  Court,  in  this  parish,  18  s.  of  which  is  to  be  applied  to  the  buying 
“ of  bread  and  wine  for  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord’s  Supper  ; the  remainder, 
“ 21.  2 s.,  to  the  minister  of  this  parish,  for  administering  the  same  every 
“ month.” 

The  premises  are  let  for  8 I.  per  annum  to  a tenant  from  year  to  year,  out  of 
which  rent  an  annual  sum  of  51.  5 s.  is  paid  to  a poor  woman  in  the  parish 
for  teaching  children  to  read  and  sew,  and  to  say  their  Catechism  : the  re- 
mainder (if  any)  is  distributed  together  with  the  annuity  of  10  s.,  mentioned  in 
the  above  case. 

The  3 l.  charged  upon  the  estate  called  the  Court  is  regularly  paid,  18  s.  of 
which  is  expended  upon  the  Sacramental  elements,  and  the  residue,  21.2  s.,  is 
paid  to  the  minister  of  the  parish  for  administering  the  Sacrament  every  month. 

Land  purchased  with  several  Donations. 

It  appears  that  at  a period  long  past  several  small  donations,  the  origin  of 
which  cannot  now  be  traced,  were  put  together  and  laid  out  in  the  purchase 
of  a piece  of  land  situate  near  Saysells  above  mentioned,  consisting  of  about 
2k.  Or.  35p.,  which  is  let  by  the  parish-officers  to  a yearly  tenant  for  the  rent 
of  2 1.  10  s.,  and  that  rent  applied,  together  with  the  above-mentioned  gifts, 
to  the  relief  of  the  poor  inhabitants  of  the  parish. 

Of  the  Gift  of  Mary  Worrall,  stated  in  the  Returns  under  Gilbert’s  Act  to 
have  been  two  acres  of  land,  for  teaching  poor  children,  we  could  obtain  no 
account ; search  has  been  made  for  the  will,  but  without  success. 


PARISH  OF  RUDFORD. 

ltudford.  There  is  a piece  of  land  consisting  of  about  one  acre  in  the  parish  of  lludford, 

which  has  been  considered  as  parish-property,  but  there  does  not  appear  to  be 
any  distinct  evidence  of  its  having  been  regularly  let  by  the  parish,  though  it 
is  said  that  some  money  in  the  shape  of  rent  has  been  formerly  paid  for  it  by 
the  occupier.  It  has  generally  been  enjoyed  by  the  owner  of  the  contiguous 
property,  who  does  not  admit  himself  to  be  a tenant  of  the  parish,  but  has 
usually,  it  appears,  paid  something  to  the  poor  in  respect  of  it. 

Most  of  the  land  in  the  parish  is  held  upon  lives,  or  renewable  terms,  under 
the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Gloucester ; but  upon  application  to  the  chapter- 
clerk,  it  does  not  appear  that  there  is  any  specific  mention  in  their  books  of 
this  land,  and  the  title  to  it  is  involved  in  so  much  obscurity  as  to  afford  little 
hope  of  its  being  recoverable.

PARISH  OF  BARNSLEY. 

Wise’s  Charity. 

Barnsley.  Mr.  William  Wise,  who  died  in  the  year  177L  gave  by  his  Will  the  sum  of 

Wise’s  Charity.  25  L,  the  interest  thereof  to  be  applied  to  the  use  of  the  second  poor  of  Barnsley 
for  ever,  by  the  minister,  churchwardens  and  overseers ; and  in  case  of  the 
death  of  the  daughter  of  Ann  Dean,  a minor,  (which  happened  in  the  year 
1778,)  he  gave  the  further  sum  of  100  /.,  the  interest  thereof  to  be  applied  in 
the  same  manner  for  the  use  of  the  said  poor. 


These 
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These  sums,  on  the  13th  of  April  1779,  were  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of 
200  /.  stock,  three-per-cent.  Consols,  in  the  names  of  the  Rev..  Charles  Coxwell, 
(the  then  and  present  rector,)  William  Whitehead  and  William  Shurman, 
churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  same  parish. 

The  dividends  being  61.  per  annum,  arising  from  that  fund,  have  been  regu- 
larly distributed  every  year,  generally  about  Chiistmas,  by  the  Rev.  Charles 
Coxwell  the  rector,  jointly  with  the  overseer  of  the  parish,  among  the  second 
poor,  always  in  money,  varying  in  amount  accoiding  to  the  cu  cumstances  ol 
each  case,  from  25.  to  about  7 s-  6d. 

Sir  James  Musgrave’s  Charity. 

Sir  James  Musgrave,  baronet,  who  died  27th  April  1814,  gave  by  his  Will 
as  much  stock  in  the  the  Public  Funds  as  would  produce  10/.  yearly  interest, 
for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Barnsley  ; one  half  to  be  given  on 
Midsummer-day,  and  one  half  on  Christmas-day,  in  every  year. 

On  the  4th  July  1815,  250/.  four-per-cents  stock  were  bought  and  placed 
in  the  names  of  the  Rev.  Charles  Coxwell,  Sir  James  Musgrave,  baronet, 
and  John  Cradock  of  Barnsley,  as  trustees  of  the  said  charity. 

The  four-per-cents  being  afterwards  reduced  by  Parliament  to  three-and- 
a-half-per-cents,  the  produce  of  the  stock  has  been  from  that  period  8/.  155. 

It  appears  that  the  interest  of  this  sum  has  been  distributed  chiefly  among 
the  second  poor,  under  the  directions  of  Sir  James  Musgrave. 


PARISH  OF  BIBURY. 

The  Almshouses. 

In  pursuance  of  a Commission  appointed  under  the  statute  43  Elizabeth,  for 
inquiring  into  the  abuses  of  charities,  dated  20th  October,  1 Jac.  1.  an  inquisi- 
tion was  taken,  which  set  forth  the  last  Will  of  Hugh  Westwood,  whereby  he 
gave  and  devised  lands  and  tenements  in  Peter  Ampney,  Holyrood  Ampney, 
and  Ashbrook,  to  certain  devisees  in  the  said  will  named,  to  the  intent  to  find 
four  poor  men  in  Bibury  aforesaid,  for  ever,  and  directed  that  his  said  devisees 
should  appoint  to  every  of  the  said  poor  men  10/i.  by  the  week  at  the  least,  and 
that  the  overplus  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  lands  should  be  employed 
towards  the  buying  of  wood  and  coal  to  serve  the  same  poor  men  in  the  winter 
time ; and,  by  the  decree  of  the  Commissioners,  reciting  a neglect  ou  the  part  of 
those  intrusted  with  the  performance  of  the  will  to  carry  its  provisions  into  due 
effect,  it  was  decreed  amongst  other  things,  that  as  touching  all  the  said  lands 
and  hereditaments,  the  persons  therein  mentioned  as  entitled  to  the  inheritance 
in  the  same  should  hold  the  same,  subject  to  the  payments  therein  mentioned ; 
and  it  was  thereby  further  directed  that  certain  persons  therein  named  as 
trustees  should  receive  certain  arrearages  of  rent,  amounting  to  44/.  5 s.,  and 
should  bestow  61.  135.  4<d.,  parcel  thereof,  in  the  purchase  of  ground  for 
building  an  almshouse  thereupon,  for  the  habitation  of  four  poor  men  of  the 
said  parish  of  Bibury  ; and  that  after  retaining  ^l.  11 5.  4 d.,  other  part  thereof, 
for  the  expenses  incurred  by  the  said  commission,  the  residue,  being  20/., 
together  with  other  part  of  the  rents  and  profits,  should  be  laid  out  in  erecting 
the  said  intended  almshouse  for  the  poor  men,  who  were  to  have  seats  in  the 
church  as  near  the  seat  of  the  minister  as  might  be  convenient.  And  it  was 
further  decreed  that  the  said  almshouse  so  to  be  built  should  be  called 
“ Jesus  Almshouse,  of  Hugh  Westwood’s  foundation,”  which  should  be  for 
ever  an  habitation  for  four  poor  inhabitants  of  the  said  parish,  and  con- 
sist of  one  master  and  three  co-brethren,  who  were  to  wear  on  the  fore 
part  of  their  upper  garment,  a plate  of  silver,  with  the  arms  of  the  said 
Hugh  Westwood,  and  the  letters  H.  W.  engraven  thereon,  the  better  to 
continue  the  memory  of  the  founder  ; and  further,  it  was  decreed — that  a plate 
of  brass  should  be  set  upon  the  wall  of  the  almshouse,  with  the  name  or  style 
of  the  same — that  the  vicar  of  Bibury,  and  the  churchwardens,  together  with 
seven  other  of  the  most  substantial  inhabitants  of  the  parish,  should  for  ever 
thereafter  be  governors,  visitors  and  overseers  of  the  said  almshouse — that 
the  vacancies  should  be  filled  by  the  surviving  or  continuing  governors,  and 
when  the  votes  were  equal,  the  vicar  to  have  a double  voice  in  the  election — 
that  governors  leaving  the  parish  to  dwell  elsewhere,  should,  after  six  months 
Rep.

Almshouses  vernors  should  elect  and  appoint  the  poor  men  from  amongst  the  most  ancient  of 

continued. ’ the  poor  inhabitants,  who  should  continue  in  the  almshouse  for  their  lives,  unless 
v -3— 7 expelled  for  disorderly  or  improper  behaviour,  or  other  cause  as  therein  men- 

tioned ; that,  one  should  be  always  chosen  master — that  the  almsmen  should  be 
unmarried,  if  it  might  be  convenient  to  appoint  such — that  they  should  attend 
the  Church  Service,  unless  absent  from  reasonable  cause — that  the  names  of  the 
governors,  and  also  of  the  poor  people,  should  be  entered  in  the  register-book 
to  be  kept  for  that  and  other  purposes — that  the  orders  for  the  regulation  of  the 
almshouse,  should  be  hung  up  in  the  chamber  of  the  master — that  the  church- 
wardens should  receive  the  income  of  the  almshouse  property,  and  distrain  for 
the  same  if  necessary,  who  should  on  that  account  be  called  the  treasurers  of 
the  almshouse,  and  bound  for  the  payment  of  the  pensions — that  the  rent 
payable  to  the  poor  almsmen  should  be  18/.  yearly;  that  the  master  should 
have  18d.,  and  the  others  1 (\d.  per  week,  out  of  the  18/. — that  the  four  old  men 
should  have  18  fid.  a-picce,  for  fire-wood,  and  a coat — and  that  the  neces- 
sary reparations  of  the  almshouse  should  be  abated  out  of  the  pensions  above- 
mentioned. 

The  property  charged  with  the  18/.  per  annum  is  an  estate  belonging  to 
George  Blackwell,  esquire,  in  the  parishes  of  Ampney  Peter,  Ampney  Crucis, 
and  Ashbrook  ; and  the  same  has  always  been  regularly  paid  to  the  church- 
wardens. 

The  almshouse  is  a stone  building  in  the  village  of  Bibury,  consisting  of 
four  rooms,  each  of  the  four  poor  people  having  a room  to  himself.  The  master 
receives  his  1.9.  6d.  per  week,  and  the  others  1 s.  4 d.,  each  of  them  also 
receiving  18s.  6d.  for  firing  and  clothes,  on  A31ha!lows-day. 

The  house  is  at  present  in  want  of  repair,  but  the  parish  has  always  kept  it 
up,  and  there  is  a probability  of  their  continuing  so  to  do. 

Poor  Widows  Money. 

Poor  Widows  The  parish  consider  tljemselves  bound  to  pay  10s.  annually  to  four  poor 
Money.  widows,  which  they  satisfy  out  of  the  church-rates. 

How  this  obligation  is  derived,  no  one  in  the  parish  knows.  The  inference 
from  the  practice  is,  that  the  sum  given  was  borrowed  for  the  church,  and  this 
appears  to  be  the  general  understanding, 

Tawney’s  Charity. 

Thomas  Tawney’s  A sum  of  50/.  appears  to  have  been  given  by  one  Thomas  Tawney,  in  the 
Chanty.  year  anci  we  collect  from  an  old  churchwarden’s  book,  that  in  1725, 

upon  the  church  being  new  paved,  the  same  sum  of  50/.  was  applied  towards 
that  object.  It  further  appears,  that  the  church-income  arising  out  of  land 
called  the  Church  Land,  immemorially  in  the  possession  of  the  parish,  is  con- 
sidered as  encumbered  with  a perpetual  payment  of  2/.  105.  per  annum,  in  re- 
spect of  such  appropriation. 

This  2/.  10  5.  is  laid  out  annually  in  the  purchase  of  linen  for  poor  old 
women  at  Easter,  or  about  that  time. 

Charities  of  Catherine  Sackville  and  Ann  Cresswell. 

Charities  of  We  find  in  the  same  old  churchwardens  book  above  alluded  to  an  entry  in 
Catherine  Sackville  the  WOl'ds  following  : 

and  Ann  Cresswell.  . . 

“ Mrs.  Catherine  Sackville,  by  a memorandum  put  into  her  will,  dated 

“ 16th  March  1759,  gave  in  these  words  ; 

“ To  the  poor  of  this  parish  100/.,  the  interest  of  it  to  be  laid  out  yearly,  as 
“ you  shall  think  proper,  meaning  me,  her  niece,  Ann  Cresswell.  I have  paid 
“ one  year’s  interest  for  the  same  since  my  said  aunt’s  death,  and  hereby 
“ direct  that  the  interest  of  the  said  100/.  shall  for  the  future  be  distributed  to 
“ the  poor  of  this  parish,  as  the  vicar  and  churchwardens  for  the  time  being 
“ shall  think  proper.” 

Dated  July  29th  1762.  (signed)  “Ann  Cresswell.” 

On  the  succeeding  page  of  the  same  book  we  find  also  the  following  entry  : 

Mrs.  Ann  Cresswell,  by  a clause  in  her  will,  dated  June  22d  1774,  gave  in 
these  words, 

; To  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Bibury,  the  sum  of  100/.  which  I will  shall 

“ be 
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be  placed  out  at  interest  by  my  heirs  or  executors,  and  the  interest  thereof 
to  be  distributed  among  such  poor  people  as  my  heirs,  and  the  vicar  and 
churchwardens  of  Bibury  for  the  time  being  shall  think  fit.” 

(signed)  William  Somerville , Executor  to  Mrs.  Ann  Cresswell.” 
Dated  July  29th  1791. 


Bibury. 
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Then  follows  the  acknowledgment  of  Estcourt  Cresswell,  Esquire,  in  these 
terms, 


“ I acknowledge  to  have  in  my  hands  the  aforesaid  charitable  bequest  of 
“ my  mother,  as  also  of  the  charity  of  100/.  left  to  the  poor  of  Bibury  by  my 
“ aunt  Mrs.  Catherine  Sackville,  for  the  principal  and  interest  of  both  which 
“ I am  responsible.” 

(signed)  “ Estcourt  Cresswell 


The  interest  of  these  two  sums  was  paid  and  applied  to  the  purposes  of 
those  bequests  down  to  Christmas  1823,  from  which  time  such  payment  and 
application  have  ceased  ; the  affairs  of  Mr.  Estcourt  Cresswell  having  been  in 
Chancery,  and  still  remaining  there  in  an  unsettled  state. 

Two  trustees  of  Mr.  Cresswell’s  property  have  been  lately  appointed  by  the 
Court  of  Chancery,  who  have  given  the  present  vicar  of  Bibury  to  understand 
that  the  principal  and  interest  will  be  paid  out  of  Mr.  Cresswell’s  estate  as  soon 
as  the  remaining  points  in  dispute  concerning  the  estate  can  be  settled,  so  as 
to  afford  a sufficient  fund  for  payments  of  the  debts  then  due.  When  the 
money  is  obtained,  it  is  proposed  to  find  a secure  investment  for  it,  and  to 
apply  the  income  of  it  to  the  most  deserving  among  the  second  poor. 


PARISH  OF  COLN  ST.  ALDWINS. 


Catherine  Ireton’s  Charity. 

Church-table. — “ Mrs.  Catherine  Ire  ton , of  Williamstrip,  widow,  who  died  Coin  St.  Aldwins. 

“ in  1 7 1 F,  gave  to  the  poor  of  this  parish,  for  ever,  being  Protestants,  10/.  to  

“ be  distributed  yearly  at  Christmas  in  the  church  by  the  churchwardens  and  Catherine  Ireton’s 
“ overseers,  as  follows,  viz.  a coat  to  a poor  man,  a gown  to  a poor  woman,  and  arlty‘ 

“ the  rest  in  bread.” 

This  is  a rentcharge  on  the  estate  of  Williamstrip,  belonging  now  to  Michael 
Hicks  Beach,  Esq.  and  is  regularly  paid  and  distributed. 


Elizabeth  Fettiplace’s  Charity. 

Church-table. — “ Mrs.  Elizabeth  Fettiplace,  late  of  this  parish,  sp'nster,  who  Elizabeth  Fetti- 
“ died  in  I716,  gave  to  the  poor  of  this  parish  the  sum  of  20/.  the  interest  to  place’s  Charity. 
“ be  distributed  yearly  by  her  executor  John  Bellars,  Esq.  late  of  this  parish, 

“ and  his  heirs  and  executors  for  ever.” 

This  sum  of  20/.  is  stated  to  be  in  the  hands  of  Thomas  Ingram,  Esq.  who 
has  for  many  years  past  paid  1 /.  towards  the  repairs  of  a passage  in  the  centre 
of  the  parish,  chiefly  used  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor. 

Lady  Bridges’s  Charity. 

Church-table. — “ Lady  Bridges  left  50/.  to  the  poor  of  this  parish.”  Lady  Bridges’s 

For  several  years  past  the  sum  of  2/.  10  s.,  as  interest  on  the  above  sum,  has  Charity, 
been  annually  paid  by  the  executors  of  Thomas  Ingram,  Esq.,  and  the  same, 
with  the  consent  of  the  vicar  and  churchwardens,  has  been  applied  towards  the 
support  of  a Sunday-school. 


PARISH  OF  EASTLEACH  MARTIN. 


Dr.  Smith’s  Charity. 

Dr.  Smith  by  his  Will,  made  in  or  about  the  year  1749,  gave  the  sum  of  5,0/. 
to  the  rector  and  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  Eastleach  Martin  alias  Bou- 
throp,  the  yearly  profit  to  be  disposed  and  given  by  them  yearly  on  St.  Thomas’s* 
day  to  5 poor  persons  (men  or  women),  such  as  the  rector  for  the  time  being  of 
the  said  parish  should  judge  to  be  most  in  want,  or  most  to  deserve  the  same,  and 

C 3 to 
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to  such  only  as  the  said  rector  should  think  fit;  the  number  of  the  poor  not  to 
exceed  5 persons  in  any  one  year  that  should  receive  the  same. 

The  money  has  long  been  a deposit  in  the  hands  of  individuals  who  have  paid 
4-per-cent,  interest  for  it : It  now  remains  with  Mr.  George  Nash  of  Worcester, 
upon  the  security  of  his  bond,  who  pays  interest  for  it  at  4 per  cent,  to  the 
churchwardens,  and  the  same  is  by  them  distributed  among  five  persons  who  do 
not  receive  alms  of  the  parish,  under  the  direction  of  the  rector,  to  whose  hands 
the  testator  has  given  the  exclusive  disposition  of  the  charity,  a point  which  we 
understand  has  been  disputed  from  ignorance  of  the  contents  of  the  will. 


PARISH  OF  EASTLEACH  TURVILLE. 

Howe’s  Charity. 

The  only  charity  in  this  parish  is  a sum  of  25  /.  left  by  the  Will  of  Thomas 
Howe,  dated  20th  January  1759,  to  the  churchwardens  and  overseers,  upon 
trust,  to  place  the  same  out  at  interest,  and  with  the  proceeds  thereof  to  provide 
20  loaves  of  bread,  and  distribute  the  same  on  Easter  Sunday  yearly,  to  such 
20  poor  persons  of  the  said  parish,  as  the  parish-officers  should  in  their  dis- 
cretion think  fit,  which  application  was  to  continue  for  2,000  years,  and  then 
the  principal  sum  was  to  go  to  the  warden,  fellows  and  scholars  of  Wadham 
College. 

This  sum  was  lent  out  on  private  security  till  the  year  1827,  when  it  was 
deposited  in  the  Savings  Bank  of  Cirencester. 

The  interest  is  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  loaves,  which  are  distributed  among 
20  poor  persons  of  the  parish  by  the  churchwardens  on  Easter  Sunday. 


PARISH  OF  FAIRFORD. 

The  Free  School. 

The  Honourable  Elizabeth  Farmior,  by  her  Will,  dated  8th  August  1704, 
declared  her  Will  to  be  that  her  executor  should  lay  out  the  sum  of  1,000/.  in 
the  purchase  of  lands  of  inheritance,  to  be  settled  for  such  charitable  and  pious 
uses  as  in  the  discretion,  and  on  the  best  advice  of  her  executor,  would  do  the 
most  good  to  the  world. 

The  same  testatrix  by  her  said  will  directed  that  her  executor  should  lay 
out  1,000/.  more  in  the  purchase  of  lands  or  tenements,  so  as  to  produce  the 
largest  yearly  income  that  could  be  got,  10  /.  of  which  income  should  be  applied 
to  the  benefit  of  a free-school  in  the  parish  of  Fairford.  And  she  further 
willed  that  her  uncle  Barker,  and  his  heirs,  should  for  ever  have  the  nomination 
of  a person  to  teach  20  poor  children  at  a time,  inhabitants  of  Fairford,  to  read 
English  well,  and  also  to  write  a good  legible  hand  ; the  said  Mr.  Barker  and 
his  heirs  having  also  the  nomination  of  the  children  so  to  be  taught ; and  the 
person  so  teaching  to  have  the  yearly  income  of  10/.  And  she  directed  that 
the  residue  of  the  said  yearly  income  of  the  said  lands  or  tenements  so  to  be 
bought  should  be  given  to  such  minister  as  her  said  uncle,  and  his  heirs,  from 
time  to  time,  should  nominate,  to  preach  every  Sabbath-day  in  the  afternoon  in 
the  parish-church  of  Fairford.  But  in  case  the  persons  having  the  nomination 
of  such  minister,  for  good  reasons,  should  not  think  fit  to  bestow  it  on  the 
minister  of  the  said  parish  of  Fairford  for  the  time  being,  but  should  choose 
some  other,  so  to  preach  as  aforesaid,  then  her  will  was,  that  if  the  said 
minister  or  ministers  so  to  be  chosen  as  aforesaid  might  be  freely  permitted  to 
preach  according  to  the  intent  and  meaning  of  her  said  will,  without  interruption 
by  the  minister  of  the  said  parish,  or  other  ecclesiastical  powers,  then  the 
minister  of  Fairford  for  the  time  being  should  have  yearly  out  of  such  residue 
the  sum  of  5 /.  But  in  case  the  persons  thereby  empowered  to  choose  a preacher 
should  not  make  choice  of  the  minister  of  the  said  parish,  and  any  other  they 
should  choose  should  not  be  permitted  to  preach  as  aforesaid,  then  her  will  was, 
that  her  bequest  of  so  much  of  the  1,000/.  as  related  to  preaching,  should  be 
void,  and  the  same  should  go  and  be  applied  to  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  poor 
widows  within  the  Lady  Mico’s  almshouses  at  Stepney,  in  the  county  of  Mid- 
dlesex, provided,  that  if  the  yearly  profits  of  the  lands  and  tenements  so  to  be 
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purchased  should  at  any  time  be  worth  more  than  50  /.  a year,  then  that  such 
overplus  should  be  distributed  among  the  poor  widows  above  mentioned. 

And  she  made  Samuel  Barker  executor  thereof,  who  died,  having  appointed 
Elizabeth,  his  sister,  the  wife  of  Sir  Thomas  Delves,  bart.  and  Mary  Barker,  his 
executrixes. 

An  estate  called  Brightor’s  Hill,  atChaceley  in  Worcestershire,  was  purchased 
with  the  second  legacy  of  1,000 /.  given  by  the  honourable  Mrs.  Farmor,  out  of 
the  rents  of  which  10  /.  is  yearly  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  this  school,  who  pays  it 
over  to  the  master.  And  also  out  of  the  same  estate  the  annual  sum  of  1 /.  5 s. 
in  virtue,  as  it  has  been  said,  of  the  donation  of  Mr.  Thomas  Smith,  but  of  this 
we  have  no  certain  evidence. 

Out  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  Chaccly  estate  a sum  of  40/.  per  annum 
is  paid  to  the  vicar  of  Fairford  for  preaching  the  sermons.  The  residue  of  the 
rents  and  profits  is  paid,  as  directed,  to  Lady  Mico’s  almshouses  at  Stepney,  as 
may  be  seen  by  referring  to  the  report  of  the  charities  belonging  to  the  Mercers 
company,  (G  Rep.  p.  317,)  in  which  are  stated  the  deeds  conveying  the  estate 
at  Chacely,  and  which  show  that  estate  to  be  subject  to  the  above-mentioned 
charge  of  1 /.  5 s.  per  annum. 

Bv  an  order  of  the  court  of  Chancery,  dated  12th  December,  3 Geo.  1,  in 
a suit  instituted  at  the  relation  of  the  churchwardens  of  the  parish  against  the 
personal  representatives  of  the  honourable  Elizabeth  Farmor,  it  was  decreed  that 
the  first-mentioned  sum  of  1,000/.,  and  the  interest  due  upon  the  same,  should 
be  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  lands  of  inheritance  to  be  allowed  by  the  Master 
of  the  said  court,  the  rents  and  profits  of  which  should  be  applied  to  such 
pious  and  charitable  uses  as  should  be  thought  most  proper  for  doing  most  good, 
as  the  said  court  should  direct ; and  the  defendants  in  the  cause  were  to  be 
at  liberty  to  propose  in  what  manner  they  would  desire  to  have  such  rents  and 
profits  disposed  of. 

When  the  interest  came  to  be  added  to  the  principal,  under  the  direction  of 
the  said  court,  the  amount  of  the  benefaction  was  augmented  to  1,570/.  16  s.  8 c/., 
but  by  the  application  of  certain  sums  out  of  the  said  legacy  for  the  benefit  of 
Cricklade  in  Wiltshire,  and  a workhouse  in  Bishopsgate-street,  the  sum  to  be 
laid  out  in  a purchase  of  land,  of  which  the  defendants  were  to  propose  how 
they  would  have  the  rents  applied,  was  reduced  to  the  sum  of  96G/.  11  s.  11  d. 
and  the  Master  having  reported  that  the  purchase  of  a farm  and  lands  of  Robert 
Tyler,  of  1,200/.  value  lying  in  Purton  alias  Puriton,  in  the  county  of  Wilts, 
was  a fit  investment  for  the  said  last-mentioned  sum,  by  an  indenture  dated 
25th  May  1722,  between  the  said  Robert  Tyler,  of  the  first  part,  Frances  Barker, 
widow,  and  Elizabeth  and  Esther  Barker,  the  children  and  coheirs  of  the  said 
Samuel  Barker,  by  the  said  Frances  Barker  of  the  second  part,  and  Sir  John 
Dutton,  bart.  and  others  of  the  third  part,  it  was  witnessed  that  in  consideration 
of  the  said  sum  of  1,200/.  paid  to  the  said  Robert  Tyler,  (600 /.  of  which  said 
sum  of  1,200/.  was  part  of  the  said  9GG/.  11  s.  11c/.  stated  in  the  said  Master’s 
report  to  be  remaining  in  his  hands,  above  the  sum  of  Gl9/-  16s.  1 d.  therein 
mentioned  to  belong  to  the  poor  inhabitants  of  Cricklade,  and  the  remaining 
part  of  which  purchase-money  was  made  up  from  the  last-mentioned  sum, 
leaving  19/.  lGs.  Id.  in  the  hands  of  the  said  Master)  he  the  said  Robert  Tyler 
did  thereby  grant  and  confirm  unto  the  said  Frances  Barker,  Elizabeth  Barker, 
and  Esther  Barker,  for  the  said  parish  of  Purton,  the  moiety  of  a house,  with 
the  stable,  outhouses  and  garden  to  the  same  belonging  ; the  moiety  of  a close 
of  meadow  or  pasture-ground,  containing  by  estimation  18  acres,  called  Ken- 
wrick  Prye  otherwise  Prye  Plott ; the  moiety  of  another  close  of  meadow  or 
pasture  called  Powell’s  Prye,  containing  by  estimation  9 acres  ; the  moiety  of 
four  beast  leazes  in  a common  in  Purton  aforesaid ; the  moiety  of  a close  of 
meadow  or  pasture  called  the  Prye  Mead,  containing  by  estimation  4 acres,  and 
the  moiety  of  a parcel  of  pasture-ground  called  the  Prye,  containing  by  estimation 
9a.  Or.  22p.  then  in  the  possession  of  Thomas  Burge,  abutting  as  therein  men- 
tioned, all  in  the  parish  of  Purton  : To  hold  unto  and  to  the  use  of  the  said 
Frances  Barker,  Elizabeth  Barker,  and  Esther  Barker,  their  heirs  and  assigns, 
upon  trust,  for  such  uses  and  purposes  as  the  said  Elizabeth  Farmor  had  signified 
and  declared  by  her  said  will  concerning  the  lands  thereby  directed  to  be  pur- 
chased with  the  said  sum  of  1,000/.  And  it  is  further  witnessed  by  the  said 
indenture,  that  the  said  Robert  Tyler,  for  the  considerations  therein  men- 
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Fairford.  tioned,  did  thereby  convey  to  the  said  Sir  John  Dutton  and  others,  the  other 
T'  FreeSchool  mo*ety  sahl  premises  so  conveyed  as  above  mentioned  : To  hold  the 

continued.  ’ same  unto  and  to  the  use  of  them,  the  said  Sir  John  Dutton  and  others 

^ ' upon  trust,  that  they  should  pay  and  apply  the  rents  and  profits  of  such  last- 

mentioned  moiety,  to  the  use  of  the  poor  inhabitants  of  Cricklade  as  therein 
mentioned. 

By  a Decree  of  the  Master  of  the  Rolls,  dated  21st  March  1737,  made  in 
a cause  between  the  Attorney  General,  at  the  relation  of  the  churchwardens 
of  Fairford,  plaintiff,  and  Frances  Barker,  widow,  and  James  Lambe,  esq. 
and  Esther  his  wife,  defendants,  reciting,  that  by  a previous  order  of  the  same 
court,  it  had  been  decreed  that  a moiety  of  the  rents  of  the  estate  at  Purton 
should  be  paid  to  the  schoolmaster  of  the  school  at  Fairford  for  the  time  being; 
and  that,  as  to  the  arrears  of  the  rents  of  the  said  moiety,  and  as  to  the  sum  of 
3661.  11.5.  11  d.  remaining  in  the  hands  of  the  said  Master,  the  said  defendants 
should  be  at  liberty  to  make  proposals  for  the  building  of  a school  as  therein 
mentioned,  the  said  Master  had  certified  that  he  had  found  that  the  said  sum  of 
366/.  11  s.  11  d.  had  been  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  South  Sea  Annuities; 
that  there  was  standing  in  the  name  of  the  Accountant  General,  to  the  credit 
of  the  cause,  the  sum  of  318/.  2.5.  9d.  South  Sea  Annuities  ; and  that  there  was 
remaining  in  the  Bank,  in  cash,  236/.  1,5.  3d. ; and  further,  that  it  had  been 
proposed  to  him  that  those  sums  might  be  paid  to  the  defendant  James  Lambe, 
to  be  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  a piece  of  gound  at  Fairford  for  erecting 
a schoolhouse ; that  the  schoolmaster  should  shoose  an  usher,  with  the  appro- 
bation of  the  Lord  and  Lady  of  the  manor  of  Fairford  for  the  time  being,  who 
should  be  allowed  10/.  a year  at  least  out  of  the  said  rents  ; that  the  lord  of 
the  manor  for  the  time  being  should  appoint  five  trustees  for  the  nomination 
of  the  boys  to  be  admitted  into  the  school,  and  for  supervising  and  ordering 
the  government  of  the  school,  which  trustees  were  proposed  to  be,  James 
Lambe  and  four  other  persons  therein  mentioned,  of  the  town  of  Fairford, 
three  to  be  a quorum  ; upon  the  deaths  of  any  of  whom  his  place  was  to  be 
supplied  by  the  appointment  of  the  lord  of  the  manor  of  Fairford  for  the  time 
being  ; that  the  town  or  parishioners  of  Fairford  should  have  liberty  to  send 
60  boys  to  the  school,  between  the  ages  of  five  and  twelve  years,  to  be  taught 
to  read  and  write,  and  vulgar  arithmetic,  to  be  nominated  by  a quorum  of  the 
trustees  ; that  on  a vacancy  produced  by  the  death  or  removal  of  one  or  more 
of  the  boys,  notice  in  writing  should  be  affixed  at  the  doors  of  the  church  and 
school-house,  one  week  before,  at  least,  for  the  trustees  to  meet  and  nominate 
another  boy  or  boys  ; the  trustees,  or  a quorum,  to  be  at  liberty  to  dismiss  boys 
on  complaint  of  misbehaviour  ; that  if  the  town  of  Fairford  should  not  supply 
40  boys,  that  number  might  be  made  up  from  the  adjacent  villages;  that  the 
trustees  should  meet  on  Thursday  in  every  Easter-week  certainly,  and  at  such 
other  times  as  they  should  think  convenient,  upon  the  affairs  of  the  school,  and 
to  audit  the  accounts. 

And  the  Master  further  reported,  that  the  produce  of  the  South  Sea  Annuities, 
and  the  sum  remaining  in  the  Bank,  would  make  together  the  sum  of  590/.  4,5. 
That  he  had  considered  the  proposal,  and  the  plan  for  erecting  the  school-house, 
the  estimate  whereof  amounted  to  543/.  8 s. ; and  that  it  was  admitted  before 
him,  that  besides  the  rents  of  the  said  purchased  premises,  the  moiety  of  which 
amounted  to  24/.,  there  were  several  other  estates  settled  for  the  maintenance 
of  the  school,  to  the  amount  of  36/.  18 s.,  which  increased  such  maintenance  to 
60/.  185.  a year.  That  the  said  proposals  were  approved  of  by  him,  and  that 
he  conceived  that  the  expense  of  the  meetings  of  the  trustees  from  time  to  time, 
for  the  better  regulation  of  the  said  school  and  charity,  should  be  paid  and 
borne  by  the  trustees  themselves,  and  not  out  of  the  rents  appropriated  to  the 
benefit  of  the  charity,  which  report  was  confirmed  by  a subsequent  decree. 

By  an  Indenture,  dated  18th  December  1739,  the  school-house,  garden, 
and  outhouses  thereto  belonging,  were  conveyed  so  as  to  vest  the  same  in 
James  Lambe,  esq.  the  lord  of  the  manor  of  Fairford,  for  the  use  of  the 
school.  But  by  an  order  of  the  Court  of  Chancery,  dated  21st  June  1817,  hi 
the  matter  of  the  Fairford  charity-school,  stating  that  new  arrangements  for  the 
extension  of  the  plan  of  the  school  had  been  made,  so  as  to  educate  both  boys 
and  girls  upon  the  national  plan,  it  was  ordered  that  the  moiety  of  the  estate  at 
Purton,  and  the  estate  at  Birch  Morton  hereafter  mentioned,  and  the  school- 
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they  should  attain  the  years  of  discretion,  a Bible  and  the  Whole  Duty  of 
Man. 

We  find  that  by  a decree  of  the  Court  of  Chancery  the  500/.  was  ordered  to 
be  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  lands,  with  the  approbation  of  the  Master  of 
the  Court,  in  pursuance  of  which  decree  a purchase  was  made ; and  that  by 
indentures  of  lease  and  release,  dated  25th  and  26th  July,  1721,  lands  and 
hereditaments,  by  the  description  of  a messuage  and  tenement,  situate  in  Birch 
Morton  in  the  county  of  Worcester,  and  certain  lands,  containing  in  the  whole 
about  24  acres,  in  the  parishes  or  towns  of  Birch  Morton  and  Castle  Morton, 
were  conveyed  by  Mary  Kemble  unto  and  to  the  use  of  Edmund  Bray,  John 
Bellars,  and  Frances  Barker,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  upon  the  trusts  declared 
by  the  said  will  of  the  said  Mary  Barker. 

In  addition  to  the  property  above  mentioned  the  school  enjoys  the  benefit 
of  a piece  of  meadow-land  of  about  four  acres,  in  the  parish  of  Upton,  in  the 
county  of  Worcester,  but  how  the  title  to  this  land  is  derived  there  is  no  dis- 
tinct trace  at  present  in  the  parish. 

John  Carter , by  his  Will,  dated  16th  November  1810,  bequeathed  the  sum  of 
850/.  four-per-cent,  consols,  to  the  vicar  and  churchwardens  of  the  parish 
of  Fairford,  upon  trust,  to  let  the  same  remain  at  interest  in  government  securi- 
ties, or  to  place  it  out  on  other  good  security  ; and  that  they  and  their  succes.- 
sors  for  the  time  being  should  pay  and  distribute  the  interest  and  dividends  of 
300/.,  part  of  the  350/.  four-per-cent,  annuities,  every  year,  on  the  second  Friday 
in  December,  to  the  most  sober,  honest,  and  industrious  persons  in  the  said 
parish  of  Fairford,  who  endeavoured  to  support  themselves  by  their  labour,  in 
such  proportions  as  should  appear  proper  at  the  time  of  distribution ; and  his 
desire  was,  that  the  aged  and  infirm,  and  those  who  were  most  constant  in  their 
attendance  at  divine  worship,  should  have  a larger  proportion  than  the  rest ; 
and  he  directed,  that  the  interest  and  dividends  of  the  remaining  50/.,  part  of 
the  said  350/.  annuities,  should  be  given  yearly  towards  the  support  of  the 
Sunday-schools,  on  the  church  establishment,  in  the  said  parish  of  Fairford,  so 
long  as  the  said  schools  should  be  continued ; but  if  at  any  time  the  said  schools 
should  be  discontinued  for  the  space  of  two  years,  then  that  the  said  50/.  annui- 
ties should  go  with  and  amongst  the  300/.  annuities. 

The  stock  in  the  four-per-cents,  has  been  reduced  to  three-and-a-half-per- 
cent.  by  the  Act  of  Parliament. 

Another  sum  of  69/.  105.  4 d.  in  the  same  stock  has  been  bought  with  part  of 
the  money  paid  as  a compensation  for  land  cut  through  in  Purton  by  the  Wilt- 
shire and  Berkshire  canal  in  1817.  And  a further  sum  of  60/.  9-?.  8 d.  in  the 
Rep.  20.  D same 
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house,  school-room  and  garden,  which  were  then  vested  in  the  lord  of  the 
manor,  should  be  conveyed  to  and  vested  in  the  trustees  of  the  charity,  who 
should  have  the  right  of  letting  the  said  moiety  and  estate,  and  receiving  the 
rents  and  profits  thereof,  and  should  thereout  put  the  school-house  and  school- 
room at  Fairford  in  repair,  and  have  power  to  apply  any  sum,  not  exceeding 
30/.  in  any  one  year,  in  and  towards  the  payment  of  a salary  to  the  school- 
mistress, and  the  maintenance  and  support  of  the  girl’s  school,  so  that  the 
clear  income  of  the  schoolmaster  should  not  in  any  year  be  reduced  below  60/., 
and  that  the  school-house  and  garden  should  continue  to  be  occupied  by  the 
said  schoolmaster. 

The  above-mentioned  trust-premises  were,  according  to  the  directions  of  the 
said  last-mentioned  decree,  conveyed  by  the  lord  of  the  manor,  John  Raymond 
Barker,  esq.,  by  indentures  of  lease  and  release  respectively  dated  21st  and 
22d  May,  18 17,  so  as  to  vest  the  same  in  the  said  John  Raymond  Barker, 
Benjamin  Carter,  Thomas  Richards,  John  Keble  the  younger,  and  Thomas 
Maule. 

Mary  Barker , of  Fairford,  by  her  Will,  dated  14th  September  1709,  directed 
her  executors,  Francis  Wyndham  and  Thomas,  Trye,  to  lay  out  500/.  in  pur- 
chasing lands  of  inheritance  in  trust,  with  the  rents  and  profits  thereof,  (except 
5/.,  which  she  directed  to  be  yearly  expended  in  books  as  thereinafter  men- 
tioned,) to  cause  40  poor  children  of  such  parish  or  parishes,  place  or  places,  as 
to  them  should  seem  meet,  and  they  should  judge  most  deserving  of  such  cha- 
rity, to  read  well,  and  write  a legible  hand ; and  the  51.  she  directed  to  be  laid 
out  in  books  proper  for  teaching  such  children  to  read,  and  to  buy  for  them,  as 
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Fairford.  same  stock  was  also  purchased  in  1819,  with  two  legacies,  believed  to  be  of 

, 2 51.  each,  by  William  and  Stephen  Carter,  making  together  180/.  in  the

^ ,!  . John  Michell,  George  Robbins,  and  Richard  Tovey,  the  late  vicar  and  church- 

wardens, producing  an  annual  sum  of  61.  6 s. 

The  premises  in  Purton  above  described  were  last  demised  by  the  trustees  of 
Fairford  school,  and  also  of  the  Cricklade  interest  in  the  charity,  to  Mr.  John 
Horton,  for  a term  of  12  years,  commencing  from  Lady-day  1827,  at  the  yearly 
rent  of  138/.,  one  moiety  of  which  rent  is  received  by  the  trustees  of  the  Fair- 
ford  school,  as  their  proportion  under  the  said  orders  and  decree  of  the  Court  of 
Chancery.  Previously  to  this  letting  it  was  demised  to  a yearly  tenant  for  90/. 
a year.  This  is  considered  as  a full  rent,  and  the  tenant  is  under  strict  cove- 
nants for  the  proper  management  of  the  land. 


The  property  specified  in  the  above  lease  is  46  measured  acres 
The  property  coming  under  Mrs.  Barker’s  Will,  situate  at  Birch  Morton, 
is  let  to  Francis  Cross,  who  holds  it  under  a lease  for  21  years,  com- 
mencing from  25th  March  1818,  at  a rent  of  42/.,  which  appears  to 
have  been  the  rent  some  years  before  ------

There  have  been  occasional  repairs,  and  a necessity  for  a considerable  ex- 
penditure on  that  object  is  soon  expected  to  arise.  The  trustees  are  also  under 
a covenant  to  lay  out  a sum  of  money  in  repairs  on  the  Purton  Estate,  which 
are  estimated  at  100/.  When  these  demands  upon  the  fund  shall  have  been 
satisfied,  for  which  the  trustees  have  been  obliged  to  make  a reserve,  they 
expect  to  be  in  a condition  to  raise  the  salaries  of  the  master  and  mistress. 

The  Purton  Estate  was  last  year  raised  from  90/  to  138/.,  making  an  increase 
of  income  to  this  charity  from  this  property  from  45  /.  to  69  /.  the  moieties 
of  those  rents  respectively.  We  found  the  accounts  correct. 

Till  the  year  1817  the  school  admitted  only  boys,  to  the  number  of  60 ; 
but  since  that  year,  the  date  of  the  last-mentioned  decree,  60  girls  have  also 
been  taught  in  the  school  under  a schoolmistress  ; the  whole  being  conducted 
on  the  national  plan,  and  attached  to  the  central-school  establishment.  The 
boys  and  girls  are  taught  agreeably  to  the  said  plan,  and  the  girls,  in  addition 
to  such  teaching,  are  instructed  in  plain  needle-work.  To  give  effect  to 
the  new  plan  it  was  necessary  to  enlarge  the  school-buildings,  the  expense 
of  which  was  defrayed  by  the  late  John  Raymond  Barker,  Esquire,  and  his 
family. 

We  are  enabled  also  to  add  that  the  schoolmaster  is  well  qualified  for  his 
office,  and  is  assiduous  in  the  discharge  of  it. 

Besides  the  120  children  above  mentioned,  who  are  taught  gratuitously, 
others  are  admitted  out  of  Fairford  parish  and  the  immediate  vicinity,  upon 
paying  one  penny  each  per  week. 

The  objects  of  a Sunday-school  are  also  comprehended  in  this  establishment, 
and  the  children  are  regularly  taken  to  the  parish-church  by  the  master  and 
mistress.  The  number  comprehended  under  these  several  systems  are,  all 
together,  between  200  and  300. 

Some  timber  was  lately  cut  down  on  the  Birch  Morton  Estate,  and  sold  for 
60/.  the  whole  of  which  was  absorbed  in  the  costs  of  the  chancery  suit,  and 
in  the  expenses  of  the  conveyance. 

In  I8I7  the  land-tax  was  redeemed  on  the  estates  at  Purton  and  Birch 
Morton. 
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Lady  Jane  Mico’s  Charity  for  Apprenticing. 

Lady  Jane  Mico , by  her  Will,  dated  1st  July  I67O,  gave  400/.  to  the  poor 
of  the  parish  of  Fairford,  to  be  laid  out  in  land,  the  yearly  revenue  whereof  was 
to  place  out  four  poor  boys  of  the  said  town  of  Fairford  apprentice,  and  so  to 
continue  for  ever.  And  the  said  testatrix,  by  her  said  will,  declared  that  she 
would  have  the  boys  to  be  such  as  could  say  the  Lord’s  Prayer,  the  Ten 
Commandments,  the  Belief,  and  the  Church-catechism.  And  she  appointed 
William  Robinson,  Esquire,  and  Elizabeth  Barker,  her  executor  and  executrix. 

By  an  Indenture,  dated  2nd  March  1673,  made  between  John  Pinfold,  and 
others,  of  the  one  part,  and  Samuel  Barker,  and  others,  of  the  second  part,  the 
said  John  Pinfold  assigned  unto  the  said  Samuel  Barker  and  others  a messuage 
situate  in  Lechlade,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  and  a garden  and  out-houses 
to  the  same  belonging,  and  also  three  closes  of  arable  or  pasture-ground  in 
Lechlade  aforesaid,  bounded  as  therein  mentioned,  called  the  Beanlield,  the 
Middle  Moor,  and  the  Lower  Moor,  containing  by  estimation  28  acres,  and  a 
close  or  closes  of  arable  or  pasture-land  in  Lechlade  aforesaid,  called  Swanfield 
and  Herrings,  containing  by  estimation  30  acres  ; to  hold  the  same  to  the  said 
•Samuel  Barker  and  others  for  the  residue  of  a term  of  900  years,  upon  trust,  to 
dispose  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  premises  to  the  uses  mentioned  in  the 
will  of  the  said  Lady  Mico. 

By  another  Indenture,  dated  lGth  April  1688,  it  was  declared  that  the 
500/.  therein  mentioned  to  be  paid  for  the  purchase  of  the  said  premises, 
included  the  sum  of  400/.  so  given  by  the  said  Lady  Mico,  with  20/.  interest 
for  the  same ; and  it  was  thereby  further  declared  and  agreed,  that  when  the 
trustees  should  be  reduced  to  two,  such  two  should  transfer  the  said  premises 
to  seven  other  substantial  inhabitants  of  the  said  parish,  to  be  approved  of  by 
the  Lord  of  the  Manor  of  Fairford,  and  the  vicar  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of 
the  parish  aforesaid : and  it  was  further  declared,  that  the  trustees  should  be 
restricted  to  making  leases  for  21  years  in  possession,  at  the  most  improved 
rent. 

The  trust-property  so  purchased  has  been  transmitted  through  a succession 
of  trustees,  till  by  an  Indenture,  dated  26th  May  1825,  the  same  became 
vested  in  the  Rev.  John  Keble  the  elder,  Daniel  Raymond  Barker,  Esquire,  the 
Rev.  Frederick  Morgan,  John  Price,  Charles  Cornwall,  George  Robins,  Richard 
Tovey  and  Richard  Adams,  of  whom  Daniel  Raymond  Barker  and  Richard 
Toveyare  since  deceased. 

The  premises  consist  of  a dwelling-house  in  Lechlade,  and  six  pieces  of 
land  in  the  same  parish. 

The  lands  are  let  together,  subject  to  tithes,  upon  a lease  for  21  years,  com- 
mencing from  29th  September  1819,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  55  /.  Upon  in- 
spection of  the  lease  we  find  the  quantity  of  the  land  there  expressed  to  be 
only  42  a.  2 r.  38  p.,  being  below  the  amount,  according  to  the  purchase-deed, 
by  15a.  lit.  2p.,  a discrepancy  too  great  to  be  accounted  for  by  any  difference 
in  the  mode  of  estimation  or  measurement ; but  the  trustees  acquiesce  in  the 
propriety  of  having  the  lands  accurately  measured,  as  they  are  at  present  occu- 
pied under  the  said  lease  ; and  if  they  should  be  found  in  any  considerable 
degree  to  fall  short  of  the  quantity  described  in  the  purchase-deed,  they 
propose  to  set  on  foot  the  best  methods  of  ascertaining  whether  any  part  has 
been  lost  or  encroached  upon,  and  to  take  the  most  advisable  course  for  re- 
covering and  securing  the  charity-property.  As  the  rent  reserved  under  the 
lease  appears  to  be  much  below  the  value  of  the  land  which  is  said  to  be  good 
in  quality,  the  trustees  have  further  undertaken  to  let  the  same  at  their  full 
value  as  soon  as  the  subsisting  lease  expires. 

The  dwelling-house  is  let  to  a tenant  for  a term  of  21  years,  commencing 
from  24th  June  1819,  at  a rent  of  7/.  10 s. 

The  trustees  are  in  possession  also  of  200/.  in  the  three-per-cent.  Consols, 
produced  by  a saving  during  a suspension  of  the  charity,  occasioned  by  the 
difficulty  in  finding  proper  masters  for  the  boys. 

The  several  sums  make  together  an  income  of  68/.  10  s. 

There  is  also  a debt  due  from  the  parish  to  the  trustees  of  84/.,  remaining' 
due  out  of  120/.  originally  lent  by  the  trustees  to  the  parish  for  the  building  of 

a workhouse.  * . 
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This  debt  will  be  liquidated  by  instalments  in  the  course  of  seven  years,  ac- 
cording to  agreement,  with  interest. 

The  income  has  been  bestow’edin  occasionallyapprenticing  boys  when  oppor- 
tunities have  arisen,  but  the  trustees  complain  of  frequent  breaches  of  their 
engagements  on  the  part  of  the  masters,  and  they  have  therefore  of  late  come 
to  the  resolution  of  giving  only  a part  of  the  apprentice-fee  on  binding  the  boy 
apprentice,  and  the  residue  at  the  expiration  of  the  term. 

The  accounts  are  correct,  except  that  they  do  not  appear  according  to  the 
terms  of  the  original  deed  of  trust  to  have  been  regularly  audited  or  signed, 
or  laid  before  the  vestry  annually  ; but  we  are  assured  that  these  requisites  will 
be  attended  to  strictly  in  future. 

Lady  Mico’s  Bread  Charity. 

By  an  Indenture,  made  19th  February  1669,  between  Andrew  Barker,  Esq. 
of  the  one  part,  and  Lady  Jane  Mico,  widow,  and  the  several  other  persons, 
inhabitants  of  the  parish  of  Fairford,  of  the  other  part,  the  said  Andrew  Barker, 
in  consideration  of  100 /.  to  him  paid  by  the  said  Lady  Mico,  did  thereby  grant 
unto  the  said  parties  thereto,  of  the  second  part,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  an 
annual  rentcharge  of  5 l.  4 s.,  to  be  issuing  out  of  a certain  close  of  meadow 
called  Settlethorn  Mead,  containing  by  estimation  nine  acres,  in  the  parish  of 
Maisey  Hampton,  to  be  payable  to  them  at  the  times  above  mentioned,  upon 
trust,  that  they  the  said  trustees,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  should  weekly,  on 
every  Sunday,  distribute  the  same  by  the  hands  of  the  churchwardens  and 
overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  said  parish  of  Fairford,  with  the  advice  and  direction 
of  the  Lords  of  the  Manor  of  Fairford  for  the  time  being,  at  the  gift  of  the 
said  Lady  Mico,  unto  and  amongst  the  poor  people  of  the  said  parish,  in  the 
church,  two  shillings  worth  of  bread  in  penny  loaves  weekly,  on  every  Sunday, 
for  ever.  And  it  was  thereby  declared,  that  when  the  said  trustees  should  be 
reduced  to  three,  such  three  survivors  should  grant  the  said  rent  to  12  other 
honest  and  able  men  of  the  said  parish,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  and  so  toties 
quoties. 

Settlethorn  Mead  is  a piece  of  pasture-land  in  the  parish  of  Maisey  Hampton, 
by  the  proprietor  of  which,  or  his  agent,  the  above-mentioned  rent-charge  is 
regularly  paid  to  a baker  in  the  parish  of  Fairford,  who  sends  to  the  church 
the  given  quantity  of  bread,  which  is  distributed  after  Divine  Service  by  the 
sexton,  under  the  direction  of  the  churchwardens. 

A list  is  made  by  the  Churchwardens  of  the  poor  people  to  whom  the  bread 
is  to  be  distributed,  upon  due  consideration,  as  it  is  said,  of  their  characters 
and  wants. 

This  bread  is  blended  with  another  bread-charity,  and  given  together  with  it, 
but  the  amount  of  both  these  charities  being  but  small  in  quantity  compared 
with  the  number  of  applicants,  it  has  been  considered  better  to  make  the  dis- 
tribution once  in  three  weeks  in  order  that  it  may  be  given  in  larger  loaves. 
The  trustees  have  never  been  renewed  since  their  first  appointment. 

The  Gifts  of  Thomas  Morgan,  Morgan  Emmot,  and  William  Butcher. 

According  to  an  old  document,  importing  to  be  an  account  of  all  the  charit- 
able gifts  in  the  parish  of  Fairford,  dated  15th  October  1683,  Thomas  Morgan 
gave  100/.  by  his  Will,  dated  20th  November  1632,  whereof  20/.  was  in  the 
hands  of  one  Thomas  Watkins,  of  Fairford,  innholder.  The  20/.  is  said  to  have 
been  lost,  and  the  residue,  with  51.  give  by  Morgan  Emmot,  was  lent  on  private 
security  and  repaid  to  the  parish  ; 30/.  out  of  the  money  so  repaid,  and  40/. 
given  by  William  Butcher , on  17th  June  1715,  to  the  poor  of  Fairford  in  weekly 
bread,  were  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  a messuage  called  the  Pest  House,  at 
present  consisting  of  two  tenements  under  one  roof,  and  used  by  the  overseers 
for  the  parish  poor.  What  became  of  the  remaining  part  of  the  money  so 
repaid  as  aforesaid  cannot  be  ascertained;  it  was  probably  expended  on  some 
temporary  parochial  objects,  as,  with  that  understanding,  the  parish  considers 
itself  responsible  for  the  interest  of  the  100/.,  in  reference  to  Morgan’s  charity, 
which  is  paid  out  of  the  rates  to  the  second  poor  on  Good-Friday. 

£.2  is  paid  out  of  the  parish-rates  in  respect  of  William  Butcher’s  40/.,  which 
is  laid  out  in  bread,  with  Lady  Mico’s  donation  before  mentioned,  every  third 
Sunday. 
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Mrs.  Morgan’s  Charity. 

Among  other  charities  mentioned  in  the  old  papers  above  alluded  to,  men- 
tion is  made  of  a gift  of  1 /.  per  annum  by  a Mrs.  Morgan  for  the  teaching  of 
four  poor  girls,  but  we  find  nothing  but  the  above  statement  respecting  such 
charity,  nor  is  there  any  memory  of  it  in  the  parish.  ' 

Widow  Cull’s  Charity. 

By  an  old  paper  in  the  church-chest,  authenticated  by  the  signatures  of  the 
vicar  and  the  churchwardens,  dated  the  15th  October  1683,  it  appears  that  the 
Widow  Cull  bequeathed  20/.  by  her  Will,  dated  May  5th,  1674,  to  William 
Oldisworth,  of  Coin  Rogers,  in  trust,  that  he,  his  executors  and  administrators, 
should  keep  the  said  20/.  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Fairford,  as 
he  and  they  should  see  best  for  the  benefit  of  the  said  poor  successively. 

And  the  same  paper  further  states  that  20/.  was  given  by  the  said  William 
Oldisworth  by  his  Will,  dated  20th  August  1680,  that  four  poor  boys  might  be 
heard  to  read  a chapter  in  the  Bible  every  Sunday,  and  have  six  penny  loaves 
of  good  wheaten  bread  divided  among  them,  in  manner  therein  mentioned. 

We  collect  from  another  paper  in  the  said  parish-chest,  that  the  last  men- 
tioned 20/.  appearing  to  have  been  given  by  William  Oldisworth,  was  the  same 
20/.  which  he  was  to  keep  for  the  use  of  the  poor,  under  the  will  of  Widow  Cull, 
but  it  appears  that  the  charity  is  altogether  extinct  and  lost  j nor  is  there  any 
trace  of  its  ever  having  been  in  operation. 

Charities  of  Robert  Jenner  and  Alexander  Colston  Ready. 

From  the  parish  documents  we  collect  that  Robert  Jenner , on  12th  January  Charities  of  Robert 
1770,  gave  10  /.  to  the  parish,  the  interest  to  be  divided  among  five  poor  widows  Jenner  & Alexander 
by  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  for  ever.  Colston  Ready. 

And  that  Alexander  Colston  Ready , by  his  Will,  dated  23d  September  1773, 
gave  105/.  to  the  churchwardens  of  Fairford,  in  trust,  to  pay  the  interest  yearly 
to  four  poor  widows  on  candlemas-day. 

The  sums  have  been  spent  upon  parish  objects,  but  the  charities  are  said  to 
be  answered  by  a distribution  among  poor  widows  of  the  parish,  amounting 
together  to  51.  5s.  and  paid  out  of  the  parish-rates. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Huntingdon’s  Charity. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Huntingdon,  by  Will,  dated  28th  April  1738,  gave  10/.  to  be  Re^^r^'r"tyns* 


put  out  by  the  parish-officers  of  Fairford  for  the  time  being,  the  interest  of  which 
he  directed  to  be  given  in  sixpenny  loaves,  to  be  distributed  in  the  church  by 
the  churchwardens  and  overseers  for  ever,  on  the  anniversary  of  his  interment, 
among  twenty  of  the  poorest  housekeepers,  not  receiving  alms  of  the  parish,  and 
duly  and  constantly  frequenting  the  church  of  England,  to  hear  the  prayers 
there  read,  and  the  doctrine  there  preached  and  delivered,  and  if  any  one  be- 
longing to  the  said  poor  families  should  at  any  time  go  to  any  meeting,  under 
what  denomination  soever,  his  will  was  that  that  family  should  not  receive  the 
benefit  of  the  bread  by  him  given. 

The  10/.  has  no  specific  existence,  some  poor-houses  having  been  built  with  the 
monies  left  by  Mr.  Robert  Jenner,  Mr.  Alexander  Colston  Ready,  and  the  donor 
of  the  above  charity.  But  interest  at  five-per-cent  is  paid  for  this  charity  out  of 
the  poor-rates,  and  laid  out  in  sixpenny  loaves  distributed  as  above  directed. 

John  Carter’s  Charity. 

By  referring  to  the  report  concerning  the  Fairford  free-school,  it  will  be 
found  that  John  Carter,  by  his  Will,  dated  16th  November  1810,  gave  350/. 
four-per-cent,  annuities  to  the  vicar  and  churchwardens  of  this  parish,  upon  trust, 
as  to  the  50/.  part  thereof,  for  the  benefit  of  the  school,  and  as  to  the  300/. 
residue,  in  trust,  to  distribute  the  same  among  the  aged  and  infirm  poor  of  the  said 
parish,  being  sober,  honest  and  industrious  persons,  in  such  proportions  as  the 
said  trustees  should  think  proper. 

The  annual  dividend  of  the  300/.  stock,  now  reduced  to  three-and-a-half-per- 
cents,  is  distributed  according  to  the  directions  of  the  donor. 
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PARISH  OF  KEMPSFORD. 

Lord  Viscount  Weymouth’s  Charity. 

There  is  upon  the  Church-table  an  inscription  to  the  following  effect, 

« By  the  Right  honourable  Thomas  Lord  Viscount  Weymouth,  20/.  per 
“ annum  to  augment  the  vicarage,  and  10/.  per  annum  to  teach  the  poor 
“ children  of  this  parish  to  read  and  write.” 

A school-house  was  built  in  the  year  1750,  upon  ground  given  by  Thomas 
Lord  Viscount  Weymouth,  a descendant  of  the  donor.  The  expense  of  the 
building  was  defrayed  by  a fund,  created  by  the  subscription  of  the  inhabitants, 
as  may  be  gathered  from  the  inscription  engraved  on  a stone  in  the  wall  of  the 
building,  expressing,  that  the  same  was  “ erected  by  the  inhabitants,  as  a testi- 
“ mony  of  gratitude  for  the  benefactions  above  mentioned,  as  well  as  to  promote 
“ useful  learning.” 

The  annual  sum  of  10/.  so  given  by  the  first-mentioned  Lord  Viscount 
Weymounth,  continues  to  be  paid  at  the  banking-house  of  Drummonds,  under 
an  order  of  the  present  Marquis  of  Bath.  And  the  same  appears  to  be  charged 
on  the  estates  at  Ross  and  Weobly,  now  or  lately  belonging  to  the  same  noble 
family. 

A school  is  carried  on  upon  the  premises  for  the  poor  children  of  the  parish, 
under  the  care  of  a master  and  mistress,  living  in  the  premises  rent  and  tax- 
free,  who  teach  the  children  to  read  and  write,  for  which  they  receive  the  said 
10  /.  yearly. 
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Edward  Dodge’s  Charity. 

There  are  no  documents  respecting  this  gift  in  the  possession  of  the  parish, 
but  we  collect,  that  in  1599,  Edward  Dodge  gave,  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  of 
the  parish,  an  annual  sum  of  5/.  to  be  issuing  out  of  a part  of  his  property, 
situate  in  the  parish  of  Lechlade,  and  which  appears  now  to  be  called  Dodge’s 
Dole,  and  is  part  of  a farm  called  the  Manor  Farm,  the  proprietor  of  which 
farm,  or  his  agent,  pays  regularly  5 /.  every  year  to  the  churchwarden  of 
Lechlade,  who  distributes  it  among  the  poor  of  the  parish,  generally  in  money, 
on  the  25th  of  April. 


William  Blomer’s  Charity* 

william  Blomer’s  The  Church-table  records,  that  in  “ 1602,  William  Blomer , esquire,  and  his 
Charity.  heirs,  were  commanded  by  a writ  of  execution  to  deliver  five  bushels  of  wheat, 
and  five  bushels  of  barley,  to  the  vicar  and  churchwardens,  on  Saint  Mark’s-day, 
to  be  distributed  to  the  poor  of  this  parish  out  of  the  profits  of  Dole  Mead.’’ 
There  is  some  land  called  Dole  Mead  in  this  parish,  which  is  considered  as 
charged  with  this  charity.  The  proprietor  thereof  pays  annually  the  worth  in 
money  of  five  bushels  of  wheat  and  five  bushels  of  barley,  according  to  the 
current  price,  to  the  churchwardens.  In  the  last  year  the  wheat  amounted  to 
1 /.  15 s.  and  the  barley  to  11.  5 s.  These  sums  are  distributed  on  the  same 
day  with  Dodge’s  dole  among  tlie  poor  generally. 

This  benefaction  used  to  be  carried  into  effect  specifically,  but  such  mode  of 
distribution  was  found  to  be  inconvenient,  and  was  therefore  discontinued. 


Richard  Wellman’s  Charity. 

Richard  Wellman’s  Richard  Wellman,  by  his  Will,  dated  22nd  July  1703,  gave  10  s.  yearly  to 
Chanty.  be  distributed  to  10  such  poor  widows  as  receive  the  Sacrament  on  Christmas- 
day,  payable  out  of  the  profits  of  Pigeon  House  Close. 

Pigeon  House  Close  is  a field  of  nearly  two  acres,  in  the  town  of  Lechlade, 
the  proprietor  of  which  pays  annually  to  the  churchwardens  10  s.,  which  is  laid 
out  in  bread,  and  distributed,  under  the  minister’s  superintendance,  to  10  poor 
widows  who  receive  the  Sacrament  on  Christmas-day 


Charities  of  Francis 
Loder,  John  Loder, 
and  Robert  Loder. 


Charities  of  Francis  Loder,  John  Loder,  and  Robert  Loder. 

Church-table. — “ Francis  Loder , gentleman,  gave  the  interest  of  100/.  to 
“ the  poorest  orphans  or  the  poorest  widows,  and  widowers  born  in  the  parish, 
“ or  towards  erecting  a school,  nominated  by  Robert  Loder,  gentleman,  or  his 
“ issue  for  ever.”  1721. 
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1721.  Robert  Loder,  gentleman,  20  s.  yearly,  to  be  distributed  in  bread.  Lechlade. 

1748.  The  Rev.  John  Loder  gave  the  interest  of  100/*  to  such  as  do  not  re-  TT 
ceive  alms,  to  be  distributed  yearly,  on  the  first  Wednesday  after  the  5th  of  Francis  Loder°  &c 
November.  /continued. 

The  traces  of  these  donations,  and  the  disposition  made  of  them,  lie  in  great  ^ ^ 
obscurity.  There  is,  however,  a deed,  that  shows  the  investment  of  the  money 
derived  under  the  will  of  Francis  Loder,  of  which  the  following  is  a short 
abstract, 

By  an  Indenture,  dated  2d  July  1737?  between  Robert  Hall  and  Ursula  his 
wife,  of  Lechlade,  of  the  one  part,  and  Robert  Loder,  Francis  Loder,  John 
and  Seymour  Loder,  of  the  other  part,  reciting  that  Francis  Loder,  late  of 
Lechlade,  deceased,  had,  by  his  will,  dated  29th  August  1720,  devised  in  the 
following  words,  viz. : “ I give  to  the  poorest  distressed  orphans  or  pupils,  or  , 
the  poorest  widows  or  widowers  in  the  parish  of  Lechlade,  the  sum  of  100/., 
for  ever,  to  commence  the  third  year  after  my  decease,  or  towards  a seminary 
and  foundation  for  erecting  a school,  which  should  be  deemed  most  proper, 
to  be  wholly  nominated  and  distributed  by  my  brother  Robert  Loder,  and  his 
issue,  for  ever,  to  whom  he  or  they  shall  declare  and  assign  to  be  the  most 
indigent,  thus  to  continue  and  succeed  for  ever.”  And  further  stating,  that 
the  said  Robert  Loder  was  since  dead,  leaving  issue,  the  said  Robert  Loder 
party  thereto,  Francis  Loder,  John  Loder,  and  Seymour  Loder,  who  in  com- 
pliance with  the  said  will  had  agreed  with  the  said  Robert  Hall  for  the 
purchase  of  the  hereditaments  thereinafter  mentioned : It  is  witnessed,  that 
in  consideration  of  the  sum  of  130/.  they  the  said  Robert  Hall,  and  Ursula 
his  wife,  did  thereby  grant  and  release  unto  the  said  Robert  Loder,  Francis 
Loder,  John  Loder  and  Seymour  Loder,  two  inclosed  arable  fields,  called 
Keble’s  Dryfields,  in  Lechlade,  containing  by  estimation  nine  acres,  bounded 
as  therein  mentioned,  to  hold  to  them  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part, 
their  heirs  and  assigns,  in  trust,  that  the  rents  and  profits  thereof  might  b$ 
yearly  distributed  in  such  manner  as  by  the  will  of  the  said  Francis  Loder  was 
directed. 

From  what  source  the  30/.  which,  with  Francis  Loder’s  gift,  made  up  the 
purchase-money  of  130/.  was  derived,  we  have  tried  in  vain  to  discover. 

From  a loose  scrap  of  paper  in  the  church-chest  we  gather  an  intimation  that 
Mr.  John  Loder’s  money  was  laid  out  upon  what  has  always  been  called  the 
Pest  House,  still  standing  on  the  nine  acres  conveyed  by  Robert  Hall,  and  Ursula 
his  wife  ; no  other  account  seems  now  possible  to  be  obtained  of  the  above- 
mentioned  sum  of  100  /.  The  nine  acres,  with  the  Pest  House  upon  it,  bounded 
by  an  ancient  inclosure,  and  lying  in  the  parish  of  Lechlade,  are  under  the 
management  and  disposition  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Simonds,  who  appears  to  have 
married  into  the  family  of  the  Loders,  the  representatives  of  which  family  are 
stated  to  have  always  let  and  disposed  of  the  ground  called  the  Pest  House 
Ground,  for  the  benefit  of  the  parish.  The  Pest  House  itself  is  used  as 
a receptacle  for  a portion  of  the  parish  poor,  such  especially  as  are  afflicted 
with  any  contagious  disease.  The  rent  of  the  land,  which  has  varied  with  the 
times,  is  now  20/. 

The  gentleman  above  mentioned,  who  exercises  the  authority  of  a trustee, 
bestows  the  rent  among  the  poor  orphans,  widows  and  widowers,  born  in  the 
parish.  The  person  immediately  engaged  in  the  distribution  is  an  old  servant 
in  the  family  of  the  Loders,  a respectable  person,  and  who  appears  to  make  an 
application  of  the  money  very  satisfactory  to  the  parish,  which  has  not  thought 
it  expedient  to  dispute  the  right  of  management  while  it  continues  in  this 
salutary  course. 

The  annual  sum  of  20  5.  given  by  Robert  Loder,  does  not  appear  capable  of 
any  further  elucidation  than  what  is  afforded  by  the  Church-table,  and  the 
present  practice.  It  is  regularly  paid  to  the  churchwardens  as  coming  out  of 
the  estate  of  the  family  of  the  Loders,  and  is  laid  out  in  bread,  which  is  dis- 
tributed among  the  poor. 

Richard  Ainge’s  Charity. 

Church  - table.— “ In  1725  Mr.  Richard  Ainge  gave  205.  yearly,  to  be  Richard  Aiuge’s 
“ distributed  in  bread  on  St.  Mark’s-day.”  We  can  only  learn,  with  respect  Charity, 
to  this  alleged  benefaction,  that  Mr.  Ainge,  in  his  life-time,  was  in  the  habit 
of  giving  away  205.  worth  of  bread  annually.  He  died  about  SO  years  agoy 
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Lechlade.

and  it  does  not  appear  that  Mr.  Ainge’s  will  made  any  provision  for  per- 
petuating his  bounty.  It  is  certain  that  it  has  not  been  paid  since  his  death. 

Ann  Simon’s  Charity. 

Church-table. — “ Mrs.  Ann  Simons , in  1769  gave  the  interest  of  200/. 
“ to  such  as  do  not  receive  alms,  to  be  distributed  yearly,  on  the  10th  of 
“ January.” 

This  sum  has  been  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  257/.  15  s.  3d.  three-per- 
-cent  Consols,  producing  the  interest  of  7 /•  14  5.  8 c/.  which  has  been  annually 
distributed  on  the  10th  of  January,  in  cash,  among  the  poor  not  receiving 
alms. 

Elizabeth  Underwood’s  Charity. 

Church-table. — “ In  1820  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Underwood  gave  the  interest  of 
“ 100/.  to  such  of  the  poor  of  this  parish  as  do  not  receive  alms,  to  be 
“ distributed  yearly,  on  the  10th  of  January.” 

This  sum  was  laid  out  in  the  four-per-cents,  since  reduced  to  three  and  a-half, 
and  the  amount  of  stock  on  the  last-mentioned  fund  so  derived  is  now 
107/.  4s.  7 d.  producing  an  interest  of  31.  18s.  6d.  which  is  distributed  at  the 
same  time  with  the  charity-money  of  Mrs.  Ann  Simons,  and  to  the  same  class 
of  persons,  by  the  minister  and  churchwardens. 


The  Charities  of  Thomas  Oatridge. 

Charities  of  Thomas  Oatridge , by  his  Will,  dated  14th  July  1787>  gave  the  interest  of 
Thomas  Oatridge.  100/.  stock,  in  the  three-per-cent  consols,  to  the  Sunday-schools  in  this  parish ; 

also  the  interest  of  100/.  stock  in  the  three-per-cent  Consols,  to  the  Friendly 
Society  or  club  in  this  parish.  The  dividends  of  the  above  stock  are  received 
by  the  Rev.  John  Leigh  Bennet,  the  incumbent,  and  remitted  by  him  to 
Mr.  Hall,  of  Lechlade,  by  whom  31.  is  yearly  paid  to  the  minister  for  the 
Sunday-schools,  and  31.  given  to  the  Friendly  Society,  according  to  the 
directions  of  the  said  will. 

The  same  testator  did  also  by  his  said  will  give  and  bequeath  to  Walter  Mathews 
200/.  stock  in  the  3-per-cent  Consols,  upon  trust,  that  he  the  said  Mathews 
should  pay  the  interest  and  dividends  thereof  to  his  cousin  Lydia  Deeton,  and 
her  assigns,  for  and  during  her  life,  and  after  her  decease,  then  upon  trust,  to 
transfer  the  same  200/.  stock  to  the  vicar  and  churchwardens  of  Lechlade, 
upon  trust,  to  pay  the  interest  and  dividends  thereof  upon  the  14th  day  of 
February,  yearly,  unto  and  amongst  the  12  oldest  people  of  the  parish  of 
Lechlade  aforesaid,  who  did  not  receive  the  common  or  public  alms  of  the 
said  parish,  in  equal  shares  and  proportions. 

Lydia  Deeton  has  only  been  dead  a few  months,  and  only  one  dividend  has 
become  applicable  to  the  charity-trusts,  which,  by  the  expenses  of  the  transfer 
and  power  of  attorney,  has  been  reduced  to  13s. 


John  Lifely’s  Charity. 

John  Lifely's  John  Lifely , by  his  Will,  dated  25th  July  1800,  gave  the  interest  of  100/.  to 

Charity.  this  parish  for  ever,  as  follows  : 10s.  6d.  to  the  minister,  to  preach  a sermon 
on  Good-Friday,  and  the  residue  to  be  given  in  bread  to  the  poor  of  the  parish 
not  receiving  alms. 

This  money  was  received,  and  invested  in  the  purchase  of  125/.  14s.  stock, 
3-per-cent  Consols,  now  standing  in  the  names  of  Joseph  Gearing  and  William 
Hall. 

The  minister  receives  the  10  s.  6d.  annually  for  the  sermon  on  Good-Friday, 
and  the  residue  is  given  in  bread,  after  Divine  Service  on  the  same  day,  to  the 
poor  in  attendance. 

Charities  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Bowles. 

Charities  of  Church-table. — “ Mr.  Bowles  gave  the  annual  dividend  of  666/.  13s.  4c/. 

5 r‘ & Mrs-  Bowles.  stock  in  the  3-per-cent  Reduced,  to  be  distributed  to  the  poor  of  this  parish, 
yearly,  on  Christmas  Eve. 

And  Mrs.  C.  Bowles,  in  1813,  gave  the  annual  dividend  of  333/.  6 s.  8 d. 
stock,  in  the  3-per-cent  Consols,  to  be  distributed  on  the  14th  day  of  May 
yearly,  at  the  discretion  of  the  minister  and  churchwardens.” 

The  dividends  of  the  stock  arising  under  the  above  charities  are  distributed 
by  the  minister  and  churchwardens  among  the  poor  generally,  on  the  respective 
days  mentioned  in  the  Church-tables. 
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Mrs.  Powell’s  Charity. 


Church-table. — “ Mrs.  S.  Powell,  in  1807,  gave  4 /.  per  annum,  for  ever, 
arisino-  from  the  3-per-cent  Reduced  annuities,  to  be  distributed  to  the  poor  of 
the  parish,  at  the  discretion  of  the  minister  and  churchwardens.” 

This  is  also  received  and  distributed  by  the  same  hands,  and  in  the  same 
manner  as  the  dividends  in  the  case  immediately  before  mentioned.

Robert  Wace’s  Charity. 

Church-table.— “ Robert  Wace,  Gentleman,  in  1820,  gave  the  annual  divi-  Robert  Wace’s 
dend  of  500/.  stock,  in  the  4-per-cent  annuities,  to  be  distributed  annually  on  Chanty, 
the  1st  of  January,  at  the  discretion  of  the  minister  and  churchwardens.” 

This  stock  was  reduced  to  3 f-per-cent,  and  produces  annually  17 /.  13s., 
which  is  bestowed  in  the  same  manner  as  in  the  cases  last  above  mentioned,  the 
distribution  being  made  on  the  first  of  January. 


Nicholas  Rainton’s  Charity. 

Church-table. — “In  1568  Nicholas  Rainton  gave  4/.  annually,  to  be  paid  Nicholas  Raintoa’s 
on  the  25th  of  March  and  the  29th  of  September,  by  two  equal  portions,  Charity, 
towards  the  repairs  of  the  church.”  This  is  a rentcharge,  arising  out  of  the 
manor  estate  situate  in  this  parish,  and  is  regularly  paid  by  George  Milward, 

Esquire,  the  proprietor  thereof,  to  the  churchwardens,  who  apply  it  towards 
the  repairs  of  the  church. 

As  the  minister  and  churchwardens  appear  to  have  the  management  of  almost 
all  the  charities  of  the  parish  of  Lechlade  ; and  as  an  opinion  seems  to  be  gene- 
rally entertained  by  them  and  others  that  all  the  poor  of  the  parish,  whether 
receiving  parish-alms  or  not,  and  without  regard  to  any  difference  in  their 
characters  or  peculiar  circumstances  of  distress  or  desert,  have  an  equal  right 
to  the  benefit  of  such  donations  as  are  not  expressly  restricted  by  the  terms 
of  the  gift,  or  expressly  subjected  to  the  discretion  of  the  distributors,  it 
seemed  expedient  to  suggest  to  them  a better  principle  and  mode  of  distribu- 
tion in  conformity  with  the  observations  subjoined  to  the  account  given  of  the 
Cirencester  charities. 


PARISH  OF  QUENNINGTON. 


Catherine  Ireton’s  Gift. 

Mrs.  Catherine  Ireton,  of  Williamstrip  Park,  who  died  in  1714,  left  by  her  Quennington. 
Will,  to  the  poor  of  Quennington,  10/.  per  annum,  chargeable  on  the  manor  r ~ ' 

farm,  now  the  property  of  M.  H.  Beach,  Esquire,  of  Williamstrip  Park,  and  which  at  ^'cift/6  " 
is  disposed  of  at  Christmas  by  the  parish-officers  in  the  following  manner  : 

A coat  and  gown  is  given  to  the  longest  married  persons  who  have  not  received 
parochial  relief  within  the  year,  and  the  residue  is  distributed  in  bread  in  like 
manner  at  the  church  after  Divine  Service,  commencing  the  first  Sunday  after 
Christmas,  and  continuing  each  succeeding  Sunday,  till  the  whole  is  expended 
The  charity  is  recorded  on  a stone  placed  in  the  chancel  of  the  church  to  the 
memory  of  the  donor,  and  on  which  it  is  further  stated  that  10/.  per  annum  is 
left  to  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Coin  St.  Aldwins. 


PARISH  OF  SOUTHROP. 

John  Bush’s  Charity. 

The  origin  of  this  charity  is  in  some  obscurity,  but  the  tradition  is,  that  one  Southrop. 

John  Bush,  about  120  years  ago,  bequeathed  100/.  the  interest  to  be  distributed  — — 
yearly  amongst  the  Second  poor.  John  Bush  sCharity. 

The  money  appears  to  have  rested  on  personal  security  for  many  years,  and 
the  interest  to  have  been  irregularly  paid  and  distributed.  It  is  traced  down, 
by  hearsay,  to  a person  of  the  name  of  Chandler,  who  is  said  to  have  kept  it 
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for  about  48  years  without  paying  interest  for  it,  or  making  any  distribution  of 
it.  He  is  stated  to  have  given  a bond  for  it,  and  to  have  become  partially 
insolvent,  so  that  the  whole  amount  could  not  be  obtained.  What  was  recovered 
was  put  into  the  hands  of  the  then  churchwardens,  by  whom  it  was  invested  in 
the  funds.  It  has  since  been  removed  out  of  the  original  stock  purchased 
with  it  into  the  3-per-cent  Consols,  in  which  fund  H7/.  is  now  standing  in  the 
names  of  the  Rev.  Thomas  Pettatt,  John  Tuckwell,  and  John  Newman.  The 
money  lay  neglected  in  the  original  fund  for  more  than  20  years,  and  the 
attention  of  the  parish  seems  only  to  have  been  drawn  to  it  by  the  publication 
of  the  unclaimed  dividends. 

We  are  given  to  understand  that  the  churchwardens,  by  the  desire  of  the 
parish,  omitted  to  call  for  the  dividends,  in  order  that  the  property  so  reduced 
by  the  failure  of  Chandler  might  accumulate  till  it  reached  the  amount  of  the 
original  donation. 

Since  this  property  has  been  thus  resumed,  only  one  half-year’s  dividend  has 
been  received  upon  it, — 11.  1 5 s.  8 cl.,  which  has  been  laid  out  in  bread,  and  dis- 
tributed by  the  churchwardens  among  the  poor. 


PARISH  OF  CIRENCESTER. 

St.  John’s  Hospital. 

From  the  earliest  evidences  which  appear  to  be  in  existence  respecting  this 
Institution  we  collect  that  it  was  founded  by  King  Henry  the  First,  soon  after 
he  had  completed  the  building  of  the  Abbey  of  Cirencester ; and  that  King 
Edward  the  Third,  by  his  charter,  made  in  the  17th  year  of  his  reign,  conferred 
the  mastership  of  it  upon  the  abbot  and  convent.  The  Hospital  stood  on  the 
north-east  side  of  Gloucester-street,  but  few  vestiges  remain  of  the  ancient 
structure.  When  it  was  standing,  it  had  a chantry  annexed  to  it,  in  which 
Divine  Service  was  performed.  It  consisted  of  dwellings  for  poor  hospitallers, 
with  an  estate  belonging  to  it  for  their  support. 

In  the  year  1793  the  old  premises  being  in  a ruinous  condition,  the  minister, 
churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  Cirencester,  who  acted  as  the  trus- 
tees, thought  proper  to  borrow  250/.  with  which  they  built  six  new  cottages  for 
the  almspeople  upon  the  Hospital  estate,  on  the  north  side  of  the  river  Churn, 
in  the  lane  called  Spital  Gate. 

Until  the  debt  incurred  by  the  expense  of  these  buildings  was  paid  off  out 
of  the  rents  of  the  Hospital  property,  the  new  buildings  were  not  occupied  by 
the  almspeople,  but  were  let  at  rents  to  accelerate  the  payment.  In  1807,  the 
debt  being  paid,  the  new  cottages  were  appropriated  to  the  almspeople. 

According  to  a minute  in  the  vestry-book,  dated  23d  November  1786,  the 
government  of  St.  John’s  Hospital  was,  by  a decree  of  the  Court  of  Chancery, 
made  in  the  6th  year  of  Charles  the  First,  vested  in  the  minister,  churchwardens, 
and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  Cirencester. 

And  in  the  same  Minute,  a resolution  of  the  vestry  is  recorded,  that  the  then 
minister,  churchwardens,  and  overseers  of  the  parish,  should  be  requested  to 
take  possession  of  all  the  lands  and  tenements  belonging  to  the  said  hospital ; 
and  to  apply  to  the  executors  of  one  Robert  Bush,  who  is  stated  to  have  sur- 
reptitiously obtained,  in  the  year  1740,  a grant,  under  the  privy  seal,  of  the 
mastership  of  the  same  hospital,  for  the  deeds  and  writings  in  their  possession, 
belonging  to  the  said  charity,  and  for  an  account  of  all  such  monies,  if  any, 
received  by  them,  and  not  applied  to  the  purposes  thereof. 

From  that  period  the  minister,  churchwardens,  and  overseers  for  the  time 
being  have  acted  as  the  governors  of  this  hospital,  and  have  managed  and  dis- 
posed of  the  property. 

The  estate  belonging  to  this  hospital  consists  of  lands  and  houses,  but  how 
the  same,  or  any  part  thereof,  became  annexed  to  the  hospital,  does  not  appear 
by  any  record  or  trace  whatever.  There  are  a great  number  of  leases  in  exist- 
ence, the  oldest  of  which  was  in  1620,  so  that  the  estate  seems  always  to  have 
been  under  special  management,  and  disposed  of  for  the  benefit  of  the  charity, 
and  there  is  no  reason  to  suppose  that  any  part  has  been  alienated  or  lost. 
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The  oldest  account-book  of  the  charity  contains  a rental  appearing  to 
been  made  about  40  years  ago,  which  is  as  follows  :

The  five  tenements  in  the  Pane  produced  a rent  of  6 1.  8s.  as  above  mentioned, 
but  they  have  been  for  some  time  past  occupied  by  the  almspeople,  and  are  con- 
sequently unproductive  to  the  charity. 

The  property  above  described  is  now  in  the  possession  of  the  trustees, 
except  certain  parcels  which  have  been  exchanged  under  the  late  Act  for  em- 
powering exchanges  of  charity-property. 

The  lands  so  exchanged  are  those  described  in  the  rental  as  lying  in  Preston 
and  St.  John’s  meadow,  being  together  7a.  Sr.  28 p.  The  estate  acquired  by 
the  charity  in  lieu  of  that  property  is  a piece  of  arable-land,  consisting  of 
13a.  Ip.  14 r.  which  is  considered  as  an  advantageous  negociation  for  the 
charity. 

The  land  in  Stratton  Field  is  divided  into  three  lettings  on  lease  for  99  years, 
determinable  with  lives,  which  has  been  the  prevailing  mode  of  letting  charity- 
property  in  this  neighbourhood.  Upon  these  three  tenures  the  aggregate 
reserved  rent  is  7 1.  45. ; about  two  years  value  is  the  fine  upon  the  renewal  of 
one  life.  As  the  present  tenures  expire,  we  have  suggested  the  propriety  of 
letting  the  lands  upon  short  leases  at  rack-rent. 

Some  alterations  have  also  taken  place  in  the  division  and  disposition  of  the 
houses,  so  as  to  increase  their  number;  but  in  all  other  respects  the  property 
belonging  to  the  charity  corresponds  with  the  rental,  which  has  been  above 
set  forth.

Eight  poor  almswomen  receive  out  of  the  funds  of  this  charity  3s.  6d. 
a week  each,  amounting  to  an  annual  aggregate  sum  of  7 2/.  16s.  Some  small 
sums  have  been  expended  in  repairs,  and  the  treasurer  has  52/.  in  his  hands. 
The  accounts  appear  to  have  been  regularly  kept,  and  occassionally  audited. 
The  poor  widows  are  appointed  by  the  trustees,  and  are  of  a respectable 
class. 


St.  Lawrence’s  Hospital. 

We  can  find  no  older  document  respecting  this  hospital  than  the  fallowing, 
which  is  an  Inquisition  taken  22d  September,  41st  year  Queen  Elizabeth,  con- 
cerning the.  lands  to  the  same  belonging,  among  other  lands,  in  which  the 
jurors  presented  upon  their  oaths  that  the  Hospital  of  St.  Lawrence  in 
Cirencester  was  founded  by  one  Edith , Lady  of  Wiggoll,  for  the  mainte- 
nance of  poor  people  who  were  wont  to  be  sustained  in  part  by  the  alms  of 
the  people  of  the  town  of  Cirencester,  and  partly  by  the  lands  and  tenements 
which  good  and  godly  people  gave  unto  the  aforesaid  house,  by  deeds  and 
assurances,  but  which  had  been  taken  and  carried  away  from  the  said  house 
by  Adam,  late  Abbot  of  Cirencester  aforesaid : That  the  said  hospital  did 
then  contain  two  poor  widows,  and  that  the  lands  and  tenements  of  right 
belonging  thereto  were  then  of  the  yearly  value  of  4/.  135.  8 d.  whereof  there 
was  allowed  to  either  of  the  said  two  poor  people  but  only  2 65.  8d.  by 
the  year.  The  particular  lands  were  therein  specified  as  follows  ; one  parcel 
of  meadow  lying  in  the  parish  of  Cirencester,  near  Burgeburyes,  containing 
by  estimation  one  acre  and  an  half,  or  thereabouts,  worth  by  the  year 
265.  8 d. ; two  little  closes  lying  in  Cirencester,  the  one  adjoining  to  the  chapel 
belonging  to  the  said  hospital,  the  other  lying  behind  the  said  hospital,  and 
two  acres  of  arable-land  lying  in  the  Barton  Field,  which  Elizabeth  Bridges, 
widow,  then  held  by  lease,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  10$. ; twelve  acres  of  arable-land, 
or  thereabouts,  in  Stratton  Field,  in  the  tenure  of  William  Greenaway,  at  the 
yearly  rent  of  2 s. ; one  tenement  lying  in  St.  Lawrence-street,  in  Cirencester,  in 
the  tenure  of  Edmond  Cawdwell,  worth  by  the  year  105. ; one  other  tenement 
in  the  same  street,  in  the  tenure  of  John  Mearingo,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  105. ; 
one  other  tenement  in  the  same  street,  in  the  tenure  of  Timothy  Parr  and 
Nicholas  Butler,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  105. ; one  other  tenement  in  the  same 
street,  in  the  tenure  of  Thomas  Gale,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  10 s.  ; the  chapel 
of  the  same  hospital,  then  used  for  a dwelling-house,  and  let  for  the  yearly 
rent  of  105.  ; one  other  tenement  in  the  same  street,  in  the  tenure  of  Thomas 
Hopkins,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  5 s.;  and  the  said  jurors  further  stated,  that 
Richard  George,  of  Cirencester,  did  detain  from  the  said  hospital  of  St. 
Lawrence  one  parcel  of  meadow  lying  in  Cirencester  aforesaid,  near  unto 
Burgeburyes,  containing  one  acre  and  an  half,  worth  by  the  year  265.  8 d.y 
and  had  detained  the  same  from  the  said  hospital  since  the  12th  of  March  last 
past. 

The  property  specified  in  the  above  document  is  answered  by  property  now 
in  the  possession  of  the  hospital,  corresponding  in  quantities,  if  not  in 
descriptions. 

The  acre  and  an  half  first  mentioned,  and  stated  to  be  near  Burgeburyes, 
appears  to  have  been  the  subject  of  an  exchange,  together  with  other  lands  of 
the  charity,  as  will  be  presently  mentioned.  Adjoining  to  the  hospital-yard 
there  is  a piece  of  garden-ground,  tenanted  by  Samuel  Webb,  consisting  of 
about  half  an  acre,  which,  according  to  a plan  in  the  margin  of  one  of  the  late 
leases,  seems  to  answer  to  the  two  little  closes  mentioned  in  the  Inquisition,  the 
one  said  to  be  adjoining  the  chapel  of  the  said  hospital',  and  the  other  to  be 
lying  behind  the  hospital. 
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The  two  acres  in  Barton  Field  are  now  under  lease  to  Lord  Apsley,  and 
mapped  on  the  margin  of  the  lease.  The  twelve  acres  in  the  Stratton  Field 
were,  by  the  award  of  the  commissioners  under  an  Inclosure  Act,  passed  about 
fifty  years  ago,  exchanged  for  an  allotment  of  7a.  2r.  21  p.  in  Stratton,  which 
allotment  is  comprehended  in  the  lease  to  Lord  Apsley  above  referred  to. 

The  hospital  is  in  possession  of  25  tenements,  in  St.  Lawrence-street,  six 
of  which,  including  what  was  once  the  chapel,  are  supposed  to  be  the  old 
tenements  enumerated  in  the  above  Inquisition,  and  to  most  of  these  tenements 
small  gardens  are  annexed. 

The  acre  and  a half,  which  by  the  Inquisition  is  found  to  have  been  detained 
by  Richard  George,  is  supposed  to  be  that  which  is  first  mentioned  in  the 
Inquisition,  and  the  same  appears  to  have  been  subsequently  recovered. 

Since  the  above  Inquisition  some  property  has  accrued  to  this  charity,  but 
by'  what  gifts  or  conveyances,  or  from  what  sources,  is  not  made  to  appear  by 
any  documents  extant. 

Among  the  lands  last  alluded  to  were  four  acres  in  Baunton  Field,  whereof 
the  charity  was  in  possession  at  the  time  of  the  inclosure  of  the  lands  in 
Baunton  parish,  which  took  place  many  years  ago.  Under  that  inclosure 
those  lands  were  exchanged  for  others,  consisting  of  2a.  2r.  34 p.  in  the 
same  parish,  and  which  again  were,  together  with  the  acre  and  half  at  Burge- 
burye,  mentioned  in  the  Inquisition,  exchanged  with  Miss  Master,  under  the 
Act  of  1 & 2 of  His  present  Majesty,  for  13  acres  of  arable-land,  situate  in 
Stratton  parish,  and  adjoining  other  lands  belonging  to  the  hospital. 

The  charity  is  also  possessed  of  a plot  or  piece  of  garden-ground,  containing 

10  perches,  on  the  north  side  of  a lane  in  Cirencester,  called  Gooseacre-lane, 
now  in  the  occupation  of  James  Wood. 

By  an  Indenture,  dated  7th  October  1817,  Earl  Bathurst,  as  governor  of  the 
hospital,  demised  to  Samuel  Webb  for  99  years,  determinable  with  three  lives, 

11  of  the  above-mentioned  tenements,  in  and  about  St.  Lawrence-street,  and 
also  the  two  little  closes  mentioned  in  the  Inquisition,  with  a malthouse,  at 
a reserved  rent  of  4/.  65.  8 d.  The  fine  taken  upon  which  lease  was  50/. 

And  by  an  Indenture,  made  1st  April  1821,  the  said  Earl,  with  the  sisters  of 
the  said  hospital  (being  the  three  almswomen,)  demised  to  Lord  Apsley,  his 
eldest  son,  for  a term  of  99  years,  determinable  with  three  lives,  divers  par- 
cels of  the  above-mentioned  charity-lands,  consisting  of  the  two  acres  in  Barton 
Farm,  the  plot  of  ground  in  Gooseacre-lane,  14  of  the  tenements  above  alluded 
to  in  or  about  St.  Lawrence-lane,  7a.  2r.  21  p.  in  Stratton  Field,  and 

2a.  2r.  34p.  in  Baunton,  since  exchanged  as  above  mentioned  with  Miss 
Master,  at  a reserved  rent  of  10/.  19-s.  4t/.  The  fine  upon  which  last  lease 
was  30/. 

According  to  an  old  estimate  or  survey  laid  before  us,  made  in  the  year  1722, 

12  acres  in  Baunton  Field,  inclosed,  then  belonged  to  the  charity ; it  is  there 
mentioned  to  be  in  the  possession  of  Giles  Clark,  and  valued  at  6/.  per  annum, 
Thomas  Master,  esq.  being  the  name  therein  inserted  as  the  immediate  tenant 
thereof  to  the  charity.  The  lease  of  this  land  had  probably  run  out,  as  no 
lease  is  mentioned  to  have  been  then  in  existence,  nor  any  rent  specified  under 
its  proper  head,  whereas  the  leases  and  reserved  rents  of  all  the  other  parts 
of  the  property  are  therein  particularly  enumerated.  The  charity  has  long  lost 
the  benefit  of  this  close  of  12  acres,  and  it  is  suspected,  as  we  are  informed, 
that  the  same  became  blended  with  Mr.  Master’s  property,  and  that  by  time 
and  neglect  the  right  of  the  hospital  to  the  premises  has  sunk  into  oblivion. 

It  appears  that  a fresh  survey  was  about  to  be  made  in  1793,  and  we  find 
it  stated  on  a loose  piece  of  paper,  containing  a sketch  of  the  rental  of  the  hos- 
pital property,  made  by  a former  steward  of  Lord  Bathurst,  that  it  was  then 
supposed  that  the  close  in  question,  belonging  to  the  hospital,  was  consolidated 
with  Mr.  Master’s  estate. 

When  the  lands  in  Baunton  parish  were  inclosed,  a map  was  probably  made, 
under  the  direction  of  the  commissioners,  of  all  the  lands  in  the  parish,  with 
the  names  of  the  supposed  donors,  which  document,  as  well  as  all  other  exist- 
ing sources  of  information,  will  be  investigated  for  further  elucidation  of  this 
subject. 

We  have  inspected  the  copy  of  the  survey  that  was  completed  for  Thomas 
Master,  esquire,  by  Richard  Richardson,  of  Darlington,  in  1774,  comprising 
the  manors  of  Stratton,  Baunton,  and  Preston,  in  which  all  the  property  belong- 

ing 
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ing  to  charities  is  said  to  be  included ; but  in  this  map  we  do  not  find  any 
specification  of  the  said  close  supposed  to.  form  part  of  this  charity.

The  two  fines  of  50/.  and  30/.,  with  interest  to  1821,  were  invested  in 
the  month  of  November  in  that  year  in  the  purchase  of  116/.  3 s.  10  d. 
3-per-cent  Consols,  as  has  appeared  by  the  stock-receipt  produced,  which 
stock  stands  in  the  name  of  Henry  Earl  Bathurst,  and  produces  the 
annual  dividend  of  _________

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Previous  to  the  above  two  last-mentioned  leases,  the  property  has  been  let  in 
small  parcels  upon  very  small  fines,  but  the  average  of  the  20  years  last  past  is 
about  6/.  or  7 /•  per  annum,  which,  if  added  to  the  above  income,  would  make 
the  same  about  25/. 

Upon  the  leases  respectively  made  to  Mr.  Webb  and  to  Lord  Apsley,  some 
observations  appear  necessary  to  be  made.  The  chief-rents  reserved  upon  the 
different  parcels  of  property  included  in  Mr.  Webb’s  lease,  amount  together  to 
41.  65.  8d.\  the  land-tax  paid  upon  the  whole  of  which  is  1 1.  1 5 s.  6 d.  per 
annum  ; and  an  average  of  the  repairs,  taken  upon  25  years,  amounts  to  about 
40/.  Mr.  Webb  has  made  a very  large  expenditure  in  rebuilding,  repairing, 
and  improving  the  premises  under  lease  to  him,  to  the  amount,  as  we  are  in- 
formed upon  oath,  of  1,000/.  and  upwards. 

The  rents  which  Mr.  Webb  receives  from  tenants  to  whom  he  has  underlet  the 
above  lands,  make  together  83/.  19s. ; from  which,  if  the  chief-rents  and  out- 
goings upon  these  premises,  amounting  to  46/.  2 s.  2 d.,  be  deducted,  there  will 
remain  37/.  16s.  10 d.,  the  net  amount  of  the  rents  received  by  Mr.  Webb. 
There  were  two  lives  subsisting  when  Mr.  Webb  took  his  last  lease  ; and  estimat- 
ing those>  lives  according  to  the  usual  calculated  value  in  approved  tables,  they 
would  amount  to  about  15  years  purchase  and  a fraction  ; and  the  added  life 
would  make  it  1 7 years  and  a fraction,  according  to  the  same  tables,  being  two 
years  difference.  If,  therefore,  37 /.  16s.  10c?.  be  multiplied  by  two,  7 51.  13s.  8 d. 
would  be  the  calculated  value  of  the  renewal,  which  exceeds  the  amount  of 
the  fine  actually  paid  by  2 51.  13s.  8 cl.  The  expense  of  the  lease  would  be 
about  12/. 

The  amount  of  the  reserved  rents  upon  the  lease  to  Lord  Apsley  is 
10/.  19s.  4 d.  ; the  land-tax  1/.  12s.  ; the  repairs  and  insurance,  one  year  with 
another,  17/.  10s. ; so  that  the  amount  of  the  rents  and  outgoings  upon  these 
premises  will  be  30  /.  1 s.  4 d. 

The  property  in  the  above  lease  produces,  upon  the  sub-letting  at  rack-rent, 
41/.  9s.,  from  which,  if  we  take  the  amount  of  the  rents  reserved  upon  the 
lease  for  lives,  and  the  outgoings  as  aforesaid,  there  will  remain  11/.  7 s.  8 d. 

When  that  lease  was  originally  made  to  Lord  Apsley  the  two  existing  lives 
were  30  and  60.  Upon  the  new  lease  a life  of  20  was  substituted  for  the  60, 
and  a new  life  of  10  was  added.  The  value  of  the  subsisting  lives  of  30  and 
60  would  be  14  years  purchase  and  a fraction ; according  to  Bailey’s  tables, 
the  worth  of  the  three  lives  of  10,  20,  and  30,  would  be  17  years  purchase  and 
a fraction.  If  the  net  rent  be  multiplied  by  three,  the  amount  will  be  34/.  3s., 
making  the  difference  between  the  fine  paid,  and  the  calculated  value,  41.  3s. 
The  expense  of  the  lease,  and  the  map  on  the  margin,  is  stated  to  have  been 
about  14/.  12  s. 

We  may  observe  also,  with  respect  to  this  mode  of  letting,  that  many  of  the 
tenements  are  very  old  and  decayed,  and  would  not  probably  be  repaired  or 
rebuilt,  as  occasion  demanded,  if  they  were  in  the  hands  of  poor  individuals  at 
rack-rent. 

It  may  be  proper  also  to  notice,  that  Earl  Bathurst  has  rebuilt  at  his  own 
expense  six  of  the  old  tenements,  and  converted  two  others,  which  were  a shop 
and  a stable,  into  two  dwelling-houses,  and  is  engagedin  further  improvements 
of  the  premises.  The  expenses  of  the  repairs  and  rebuilding  have  already  cost 
400/.,  and  when  the  plans  now  in  prosecution  are  executed  they  are  expected 
to  increase  the  amount  of  expenditure  to  700/. 
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Cirencester.  The  fines  about  half  a century  ago  appear  to  have  been  very  small,  the  re- 

, served  rents  being  the  same  as  at  the  present  time. 

S HoJitaT63  We  shall  close  this  statement  respecting  the  leases  by  observing,  thataccord- 
continucd.  ing  to  the  general  practice  throughout  the  country,  the  amount  of  the  fines 

v x actually  taken  is  less  than  the  value  calculated  according  to  the  tables. 

The  old  hospital  is  now  no  longer  standing,  but  two  cottages  have  been 
built  in  lieu  thereof,  it  is  said  within  these  40  years,  out  of  the  funds  of  the 
charity,  supposed  to.  be  upon  the  site  of  the  old  hospital,  in  which  two  poor 
widows  respectively  reside,  placed  there  by  the  governor  of  the  hospital. 
To  those  two  cottages  the  present  Earl  Bathurst  has  lately  added  a third, 
adjoining  the  former  two. 

The  three  widows  receive  3/.  15  5.  10c?.  in  equal  shares  quarterly,  making 
per  annum  15/.  3s.  4c/.,  which  annual  payment  is  made  to  them  by  applying 
to  that  purpose  the  chief-rents. 

The  fines  have  been  regularly  accounted  for. 

The  appointment  of  the  governors  of  the  hospital  appears  to  have  been  made 
under  the  Great  Seal,  but  for  what  reason  does  not  appear.  We  can  collect  from 
no  existing  evidences  what  were  the  original  provisions  in  this  respect  made  by 
the  founder  of  the  Institution.  In  looking  through  the  scattered  documents 
which  still  remain  respecting  the  charity,  we  trace  the  mastership  in  the  family 
of  the  Georges  from  the  middle  of  the  17th  century  to  the  beginning  of  the 
18th,  when  it  passed  into  the  family  of  the  Kingscotes,  and  from  thence  to 
the  Earls  Bathurst. 

Elizabeth  Bridges’s  Charity. 

Elizabeth  Bridges’s  Elizabeth  Bridges , by  her  Will,  dated  28th  June  1620,  gave  unto  six  poor 
Charity.  widows  of  the  town  of  Cirencester,  whom  her  executor  and  overseers,  their  heirs 
and  assigns  should  elect,  65.  a week  to  be  equally  distributed  amongst  them  at 
every  week’s  end ; and  in  case  her  said  executor  and  overseers,  their  heirs  and 
assigns,  should  dissent  in  making  choice  of  such  poor  widows  as  aforesaid,  that 
then  so  many  shillings  as  there  should  be  widow  or  widows  wanting  of  the 
number  aforesaid  should  be  weekly  paid  to  the  then  overseers  .of  the  said  town 
of  Cirencester,  and  by  them  distributed  to  such  poor  of  the  said  town  as  they 
should  think  fit  in  their  discretion,  until  such  time  as  her  said  executor  and 
overseers,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  should  agree  upon  their  election.  And  the 
said  testatrix  directed  that  the  sum  of  40/.  should,  within  the  space  of  one  year 
after  her  decease,  be  laid  out  upon  her  house  or  tenement  in  Cirencester,  in  a 
street  there  called  Dollar-street,  known  by  the  name  of  Hodden  House,  for  the 
making  of  it  fit  for  the  lodging  and  habitations  for  the  aforesaid  six  poor  widows, 
which  said  house,  together  with  the  said  annuity  of  65.  by  the  week,  should  be 
to  the  aforesaid  uses  for  ever.  The  said  testatrix  further  directed  that  the  said 
sum  of  65.  by  the  week  should  be  raised  out  of  her  lands  and  tenements  there- 
after devised,  which  said  lands  and  tenements  should  from  thenceforth  be  liable 
to  the  payment  thereof  for  ever.  And  she  gave  and  devised  unto  her  daugh- 
ters Elizabeth,  Margaret,  and  Jane,  all  the  rest  of  her  lands,  tenements  and 
hereditaments,  with  the  appurtenances,  situate  in  the  counties  of  Gloucester  and 
Wilts,  to  be  equally  divided  between  them,  and  appointed  her  son-in-law  Robert 
Bridges  sole  executor,  and  John  Breach  and  Richard  Stevens  the  overseers  of 
her  will. 

The  charity  called  the  Blue-school  is  in  possession  of  a piece  of  pasture-land 
called  Hicks’s  Leaze,  in  Cricklade  St.  Sampson,  consisting  of  13  acres,  now 
let  to  Ann  Ellison,  under  a lease  for  14  years,  at  a rent  of  22/.  125.  It  does 
not  distinctly  appear  why  Hicks’s  Leaze  should  be  particularly  subjected  to  this 
payment  of  the  65.  per  week  to  the  poor  women  ; but  it  is  considered  very  pro- 
bable that  such  land  was  by  an  agreement  specifically  charged  in  exoneration  of 
the  residue,  and  given  up  to  the  parish  for  their  security. 

The  65.  is  regulai'ly  paid  to  the  six  widows  by  the  tenant  of  the  land,  45.  to 
each,  monthly.  The  house  called  Hodden  House  being  very  much  out  of 
repair  was  a few  years  ago  taken  down,  and  a Mr.  John  Wilkins  was  allowed 
to  occupy  the  site  thereof,  with  a building  annexed  to  his  dwelling-house,  in 
consideration  of  which  accommodation  he  built,  in  a part  of  the  town  called 
Quern’s-lane,  in  the  town  of  Cirencester,  six  commodious  tenements  for  the  six 
widows  who  now  occupy  the  same.

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The  appointment  seems  now  to  be  in  the  minister  and  churchwardens. 

The  surplus  of  the  rent,  afterpayment  of  the  65.  per  week  to  the  widows,  is 
paid  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Blue  School,  who  applies  the  same  in  aid  of  that 
establishment,  as  will  be  seen  in  the  Report  of  the  same. 

Charity  of  William  George  and  Rebecca  his  Wife. 

By  an  Indenture  dated  16th  January  1702,  made  between  William  George,  of 
Cirencester,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  esq.,  and  Rebecca  his  wife,  of  the  one 
part,  and  Sir  Robert  Atkyns,  of  Pinbury,  in  the  said  county  of  Gloucester,  knt., 
Thomas  Master,  of  Cirencester  aforesaid,  esq.,  Robert  Pleydell,  of  Ampney,  in 
the  said  county  of  Gloucester,  esq.,  Brereton  Bourchier,  of  Barnsley,  in  the  said 
county  of  Gloucester,  and  Charles  Coxe  of  Lincoln’s-inn,  in  the  county  of 
Middlesex,  esq.,  of  the  other  part;  it  is  witnessed,  that  the  said  William  George 
and  Rebecca  his  wife  granted  and  confirmed  to  and  to  the  use  of  the  said  Sir 
Robert  Atkyns,  and  others,  of  the  second  part,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  for  ever, 
all  those  messuages  or  tenements  and  gardens  situate  in  Lewis-lane,  in  Cirencester 
aforesaid ; viz.  a tenement  and  garden  then  in  the  tenure  of  John  Paget ; a 
tenement  and  garden  adjoining  to  the  same,  then  in  the  tenure  of  Francis  Page; 
and  a tenement  and  garden  then  in  the  tenure  of  John  Peters,  on  lease  for 
99  years,  determinable  with  three  lives,  at  the  rent  of  10s.,  to  John  Jefferies ; 
a tenement  and  garden  in  the  tenures  of  Alice  Street  and  Elizabeth  Minor; 
a tenement,  stable  and  garden,  in  the  tenure  of  William  England,  known  by  the 
name  of  the  Crowe  ; a messuage  or  tenement,  with,  the  appurtenances,  situate  in 
Cricklade-street,  in  Cirencester,  bounded  as  therein  mentioned,  let  to  Elizabeth 
Templer  for  99  years,  determinable  on  her  life,  at  the  rent  of  31.,  and  a couple 
of  green  geese,  or  2s.  in  lieu  thereof,  and  then  in  the  possession  of  Richard 
Dunning;  and  a messuage  or  tenement,  and  garden,  situate  in  Cricklade-street 
aforesaid,  on  lease  to  Margaret  Spurrell  for  99  years,  determinable  with  three 
lives  at  the  rent  of  22s.,  then  in  the  occupation  of  Thomas  Cooke,  (in  right  of 
his  wife,  she  being  the  last  life  upon  the  premises,)  adjoining  on  the  north  side 
thereof  to  a tenement,  wherein  the  said  Thomas  Cooke  then  lived,  in  trust, 
during  the  lives  of  the  said  William  George  and  Rebecca  his  wife,  as  to  the 
said  messuages  or  tenements  in  Lewis-lane,  to  put  and  place  in  the  same  six,  or 
such  other  number,  as  the  said  George  and  Rebecca  his  wife,  or  the  survivor  of 
them,  should  think  convenient,  of  poor,  aged  and  impotent  widows,  whose  hus- 
bands had  lived  well,  and  been  substantial  housekeepers  within  the  said  parish  of 
Cirencester,  and  borne  some  parochial  or  ward  office  there  ; which  said  widows 
were  to  inhabit  in  the  said  respective  tenements,  or  the  apartments  thereof  to 
them  respectively  allotted,  during  their  natural  lives,  if  they  should  so  long 
civilly  and  decently  behave  themselves;  but  in  case  they,  or  any  of  them,  should 
be  guilty  of  profaneness,  or  any  other  immorality,  that  then  it  should  be  lawful 
for  the  said  William  George,  and  Rebecca  his  wife,  to  displace  such  widow 
whom  they  should  find  guilty  of  such  offence,  and  in  her  room,  or  upon  the  death 
of  any  of  the  said  widows,  to  place  another,  qualified  as  aforesaid.  And  that 
the  widows  receiving  the  benefit  of  the  said  charity,  (if  their  health  and  strength 
would  permit  them  so  to  do,)  should  twice  every  Sunday  at  the  least,  on  week-days, 
and  once  every  holy  day  repair  to  the  parish-church  of  Cirencester  aforesaid,  and 
there  hear  divine  service,  and  decently  and  reverently  behave  themselves,  and 
should  there  also  twice  in  every  year  receive  the  Sacrament;  and  in  case  it  should 
happen  that  any  of  the  said  poor  widows  should  neglect  or  refuse  to  go  to  the  said 
parish-church,  or  to  receive  the  said  Sacrament  as  aforesaid,  unless  sufficient 
cause  should  be  shown  to  and  allowed  of  for  the  contrary  by  the  minister  of  the 
parish-church  of  Cirencester,  that  they  should  then  be  declared  incapable  of 
enjoying  any  benefit  of  the  said  charity.  And  as  to  the  said  two  messuages  or 
tenements  in  Cricklade-street,  in  trust,  to  permit  the  said  William  George  and 
Rebecca  his  wife,  during  their  lives,  to  employ  the  rents  and  profits  of  those 
premises  for  the  benefit  and  advantage  of  the  said  poor  widows  in  such  manner 
as  they  in  their  discretion  should  think  convenient.  And  upon  further  trust, 
that  after  the  decease  of  the  said  William  George  and  Rebecca  his  wife, 
the  said  Trustees,  or  any  three  of  them,  should,  as  often  as  occasion  should  be, 
with  the  consent  and  approbation  of  the  ministers  of  the  parish-churches  of 
Cirencester  aforesaid,  and  of  Stratton  and  Preston  in  the  county  of  Gloucester 
for  the  time  being,  or  with  the  approbation  and  consent  of  any  two  of  them, 
whereof  the  minister  of  Cirencester  for  the  time  being  to  be  one,  place 
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any  widow  or  widows  in  the  said  tenements  in  Lewis-lane  aforesaid,  in  the  same 
manner  and  form,  and  under  the  same  restrictions  and  qualifications  as  before 
mentioned  to  be  observed  by  the  said  William  George  and  Rebecca  his  wife,  and 
employ  the  yearly  rents  of  the  said  tenement  in  Cricklade-street  aforesaid,  men- 
tioned to  be  in  the  possession  of  the  said  Richard  Dunning,  in  buying  of  cloth 
gowns  to  clothe  the  said  poor  widows  yearly  at  the  feast  of  St.  Thomas  ; and 
after  the  then  lease  thereof  should  be  determined,  should  let  the  same  premises 
for  any  term  of  years,  or  in  fee,  under  the  yearly  rent  of  6 /.  to  the  parish  or 
town  of  Cirencester  aforesaid,  or  to  improve  the  same  as  they  should  think  fit ; 
and  employ  the  said  6 /.  per  annum  in  providing  of  gowns  and  other  clothing 
for  the  said  poor  widows.  And  as  to  the  said  messuage  or  tenement  mentioned 
to  be  also  lying  in  Cricklade-street,  and  in  the  possession  of  the  said  Thomas 
Cooke,  that  they  should  employ  all  the  rents  and  profits  thereof  for  the  amend- 
ing and  repairing  of  the  messuages  or  tenements  in  Lewis-lane  aforesaid  for 
the  habitation  of  the  said  poor  widows.  And  it  was  provided,  that  when  the 
trustees  should  by  death  be  reduced  to  three,  three  others  should  be  nominated 
by  the  three  surviving  trustees  and  the  ministers  of  Cirencester,  Stratton  and 
Preston  aforesaid  for  the  time  being,  or  any  two  of  them,  whereof  the  minister 
of  Cirencester  should  be  one. 

The  houses  in  Cricklade-street,  described  as  being  in  the  possession  of  Richard 
Dunning,  shortly  after  the  above  institution  of  the  charity,  was  by  the  trustees 
mentioned  in  the  said  deed  of  grant  conveyed  by  lease  and  release,  the  release 
being  dated  7th  April  1710,  to  Stephen  Compeere,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  in  con- 
sideration of  the  payment  of  6 /.  as  a perpetual  rent  for  the  same  to  the  said 
Trustees,  and  of  the  lessees  undertaking  to  build  upon  the  same  a messuage  or 
tenement  as  therein  mentioned. 

The  houses  in  Lewis-lane,  originally  granted  by  the  above-mentioned  donors, 
were  six  in  number,  and  were  always  occupied,  as  long  as  they  were  standing, 
by  six  poor  aged  widows  of  the  town,  in  virtue  of  the  above  charity.  But  about 
fourteen  years  ago  those  houses  being  in  a ruinous  condition  were  taken  down, 
and  rebuilt  with  about  300 /.  out  of  the  funds  of  the  Yellow  School,  and  70 /. 
out  of  the  funds  of  the  Blue  School,  by  the  managers  of  those  institutions,  who 
appear  to  have  treated  the  house  in  Cricklade-street,  granted  by  the  above 
donors,  for  providing  for  repairing  the  said  almshouses,  as  part  of  their  general 
trust-property. 

The  new  houses  are  substantially  built  of  stone,  and  are  said  to  afford  very 
comfortable  accommodations  for  the  objects  of  the  charity  ; who  are  appointed, 
as  vacancies  occur,  by  the  trustees,  the  number  of  whom  have  been  duly  kept 
up,  and  the  property  transmitted  by  regular  feoffments. 

The  widows  receive  their  annual  stipend,  amounting  to  6 /.,  from  the  owner 
of  the  house  charged.  They  also  receive  6 /,  from  the  treasurer  of  the  Yellow 
School,  in  virtue  of  the  provision  in  Mrs.  Powell’s  will,  and  5 l.  per  annum  from 
the  treasurer  of  the  Blue  School,  out  of  Maskelyn’s  Ham,  as  will  appear  more 
particularly  in  the  Report  of  those  charities. 


The  Free  Grammar  School. 

The  Free  From  such  documents  as  have  been  laid  before  us,  we  collect  that  there  was 

Grammar  School,  a grammar-school  in  the  town  of  Cirencester  founded  by  Dr.  Thomas  Ruthall, 
bishop  of  Durham,  and  privy-counsellor  to  King  Henry  VIII. 

In  a parish-ledger,  which  has  been  long  under  the  care  of  the  vestry-clerks,  it 
is  stated  that  the  same  was  anciently  endowed  with  large  revenues,  which  being 
mixed  with  chantry-lands  were  lost  to  the  charity,  together  with  other  gifts  to 
superstitious  uses,  but  that  Edward  the  Sixth  did  afterwards  grant  to  the  said 
school  7/.  per  annum  under  his  Exchequer  seal,  and  that  queen  Elizabeth 
allowed  the  payment  of  13/.  per  annum  more  out  of  her  Exchequer,  in  augmen- 
tation of  the  maintenance  of  the  school. 

John  Jones , by  his  Will,  made  12th  August  1507,  gave  and  devised  certain 
tenements  in  the  town  of  Cirencester,  six  in  number,  to  trustees  therein 
named,  to  apply  the  rents  and  profits  thereof  to  uses  since  denominated 
superstitious,  and  as  such  invalid. 

By  an  Inquisition  taken  at  Cirencester  on  14th  October,  1 Jac.  I.,  under  the 
statute  43rd  Elizabeth,  it  was  found  that  John  George  and  Richard  Haydon 
(who  appear  to  have  been  surviving  feoffees  under  the  will  of  the  said 
John  Jones,)  had  granted  and  conveyed  unto  Robert  Strange  and  others  the 

said 
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;aid  six  tenements,  upon  trust,  that  they,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  should  permit  Cirencester. 

:he  churchwardens  of  Cirencester  for  the  time  being,  out  of  the  rents  and  

profits  of  the  said  premises,  to  pay  8 l.  towards  the  maintenance  of  a free  The  Fg^^mmar 
grammar-school  in  Cirencester,  for  the  good  education  and  virtuous  bring-  continued. 

mg  up  of  scholars  in  good  literature  and  learning,  and  that  the  same  8 1.  v 3 < 

had  been  continually  paid  to  the  schoolmaster  of  the  Free  Grammar  School 
of  Cirencester  for  the  time  being,  until  the  25th  year  of  Queen  Elizabeth  ; since 
which  time  the  same  had  been  withholden  by  the  churchwardens  and  feoffees 
from  the  said  schoolmaster,  contrary  to  the  intent  and  meaning  of  the  donors 
thereof. 

We  find  certain  rules  and  orders  composed  much  in  detail,  dated  15th  May 
1677,  and  entered  in  the  old  ledger-book,  the  preamble  of  which  is  as  follows  : 

“ Now  to  the  end  the  same  may  remain  for  ever  hereafter,  and  continue  ac- 
“ cording  to  the  first  institution  thereof,  a seminary  and  seed-plot  for  the 
“ education  of  youth  in  virtue  and  learning,  and  for  training  them  up  to  do 
“ some  service  in  the  Church  and  State,  to  the  honour  of  God  and  the  public 
“ good  we,  the  inhabitants  of  the  said  town,  whose  names  are  subscribed,  have 
tc  made  these  ordinances,  &c.  for  the  government  of  the  school,  &c.”  Among 
other  regulations  is  the  following,  which  is  extracted  in  order  to  show  the 
original  character  and  estimation  of  the  school : “ That  no  women  children 
“ be  admitted  there  to  be  taught,  nor  men  children,  except  those  that  at  the 
“ time  of  their  admittance  can  read  the  English  Testament ; and  every  scholar 
“ at  his  first  admission,  who  is  the  son  of  a townsman,  shall  pay  25.  6 d.  ; and 
“ every  scholar  who  is  not  the  son  of  an  inhabitant  of  the  same  town  shall  pay 

5 s.  to  the  schoolmaster  for  the  time  being ; and  the  schoolmaster  for  the  time 
“ being  shall  not  take  by  way  of  covenant  or  bargain  above  12  d.  per  quarter 
“ for  teaching  the  children  of  townsmen  that  pay  payments  to  the  poor,  unlesss 
“ any  of  the  townsmen  be  or  shall  be  contented  to  give  and  pay  more  to  the 
“ schoolmaster  for  the  time  being  for  teaching  and  instructing  of  their  children, 

“ and  those  children  whose  parents  are  poor  shall  be  taught  freely  without 
“ paying  any  thing  at  all,  either  for  their  admission  or  otherwise. 

“ That  such  scholars  as  can  speak  Latin  shall  within  the  school  use  no  other 
“ language  than  Latin  in  their  familiar  discourse,  and  that  yearly  upon  the 
“ 15th  day  of  May,  in  memory  of  the  time  when  these  orders  were  made,  there 
“ shall  be  15  Latin  epistles,  themes,  or  orations  made  by  15  of  the  scholars, 

“ and  delivered  by  them,  at  the  direction  of  the  schoolmaster,  to  the  governors 
“ of  the  said  school.” 

As  far  back  as  the  accounts  of  the  school  go,  the  schoolmaster  has  received 
the  sum  of  18  /.  18  s.  2 d.  out  of  the  proper  office,  reduced  by  the  detention  of 
the  fees,  and  8 l.  from  the  hands  of  the  churchwardens  out  of  the  rents  and 
profits  of  the  houses  coming  under  the  will  of  John  Jones,  the  residue  of  those 
rents  being  applied  to  the  repairs  of  the  church. 

These  houses  are  held  by  copy  of  court-roll,  and  have  been  regularly  trans- 
ferred in  the  manor-court  to  successive  trustees  ; and  upon  every  such  transfer 
a declaration  of  trust  has  been  executed  by  the  feoffees,  in  which  they  have 
acknowledged  themselves  to  receive  the  rents  and  profits  upon  trust,  to  pay  8 l. 
for  the  maintaining  of  the  said  free  grammar-school,  and  to  bestow  the  residue 
thereof  from  time  to  time  upon  the  reparations  of  the  trust-premises  and  the 
parish-church.  It  was  also  provided,  that  12  new  trustees  should  be  enfeoffed 
from  amongst  the  honest  and  discreet  persons  of  the  parish,  when  the  number 
should  be  reduced  to  four  ; that  the  bailiflj  treasurer  and  churchwardens  of 
the  parish-church,  with  the  consent  of  the  more  part  of  such  as  should  be  seised 
of  the  said  premises,  should  nominate  an  honest  and  learned  man,  of  good  dis- 
position and  name,  to  be  the  sole  master  of  the  said  free  grammar-school,  for 
the  good  education  and  virtuous  bringing  up  of  the  said  scholars  and  children  ; 
and  that  the  trustees  should  have  authority  to  remove  the  said  schoolmaster  for 
reasonable  cause,  upon  one  half-year’s  warning  to  be  given  to  him  by  the  said 
churchwardens. 

The  school-premises  consist  of  a dwelling  for  the  master,  and  a school-room 
for  the  boys,  the  site  of  which  premises  may  have  been  originally  given  by  Bishop 
Ruthall,  but  when  or  out  of  what  fund  the  present  structures  were  erected 
cannot  now  be  known.  These  premises  are  kept  in  repair  by  the  churchwardens 
out  of  the  revenue  of  the  church-lands4  which  we  find  to  have  been  the  prac- 
tice as  far  back  as  the  accounts  go.  By  an  entry  in  the  above  ledger-book,  dated 
Rep.  20.  F 2 10th 
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Cirencester.  10th  October  1665,  it  was  ordered  that  the  reparation  of  the  free-school  should

16  School "llllU  There  is  at  present  no  perfectly  free  instruction  given  at  the  school,  but  the 

continued.  master  declares  himself  ready  to  teach,  without  pay,  Latin  and  Greek,  to  any 

- ^ J boys  of  the  town  who  may  be  sent  there  for  that  instruction  exclusively. 

For  those  who  come  to  be  instructed  in  writing,  arithmetic  and  English  litera- 
ture, he  requires  five  guineas  per  annum,  and  to  such  he  also  affords  instruction 
in  the  classics,  if  required,  which  arrangement  applies  only  to  the  day -scholars, 
of  whom  lie  has  10.  The  master  receives  also  private  pupils,  boarded  in  his 
house,  for  general  tuition,  the  number  being  22.  Both  the  day-boys  and 
boarders  are  taught  in  the  same  school  and  at  the  same  hours. 

The  present  schoolmaster  is  a Master  of  Arts  of  the  University  of  Oxford, 
and  no  complaints  of  his  conduct  have  reached  us  ; but  it  seems  questionable,' 
whether  he  is  warranted  by  the  nature  and  objects  of  the  institution  under 
consideration,  in  confining  the  free  instruction  to  the  classics  wholly ; and  in 
demanding  from  the  towns-people  an  annual  payment  for  the  benefit  of  a more 
general  education.  At  the  same  time  it  cannot  but  be  felt,  that  without 
some  emolument  superadded  to  the  endowment  derived  out  of  the  original 
foundation,  it  would  be  not  only  unreasonable  to  expect  the  children  of  the 
Inhabitants  to  be  freely  instructed  in  classical  and  English  literature,  but  im- 
possible to  procure  any  person  to  undertake  the  situation  of  schoolmaster  upon 
such  terms,  properly  qualified  to  discharge  the  duties  of  the  office. 

The  last  appointment  of  the  feoffees  was  made  on  18th  January  1826, 
by  a regular  transfer  of  the  trust-premises  in  the  court  of  the  Lord  of  the 
Manor,  accompanied  by  articles  of  agreement,  or  a declaration  of  trust,  between 
William  Lawrence,  of  Cirencester,  esquire,  and  William  Jenner,  of  Barnsley,  in 
the  county  of  Gloucester,  of  the  one  part,  and  Lord  Apsley,  Henry  Anthony 
Pye,  minister  of  the  parish,  and  10  others,  inhabitants  of  the  parish,  of  the  other 
part,  in  the  words  of  the  original  declaration  of  trust  above  mentioned.  But 
notwithstanding  such  appointments  and  declarations  of  trust,  the  appoint- 
ment of  the  schoolmaster  is  at  present  made  by  the  Crown,  through  the 
Lord  Chancellor. 

The  first  time  of  the  Crown  exercising  this  appointment  was  about  70  years 
ago,  when  we  find  in  the  History  of  Cirencester  allusion  made  to  a violent 
contest  in  electing  representatives  for  the  borough,  in  which  the  conduct  of 
this  establishment  appears  to  have  been  implicated.  It  appears  also,  that  at 
the  same  period  the  master,  who  had  been  appointed  by  the  feoffees  as  usual, 
was  expelled,  and  the  place  filled  up  by  the  Lord  Chancellor. 

The  Blue  School. 

The  Blue  School.  We  collect  from  documents  in  the  parish,  that  a school,  called  the  Blue  Coat 
School,  from  the  dress  of  the  boys,  was  instituted  in  the  year  1714,  with 
monies  raised  by  donations  and  collections  made  in  the  town  of  Cirencester. 

According  to  the  book  called  the  Charity  Journal  of  the  Blue  School,  the  first 
amount  of  the  subscriptions  and  donations  was  228/.  10s.  In  1715  we  find  that 
sum,  which  must  be  considered  as  the  capital  of  the  school,  augmented  to 
24 31.  10s.;  in  1716  to  275/.  10s.;  in  1717  to  285/.  10s.;  in  1718  to  348/. 

5 s.  6d.  at  which  amount  it  remained  till  the  year  1727,  when  it  was  increased  to 
358/.  5 s.  6d.,  and  so  it  continued  till  1743,  when  the  funds  appear  to  have  been 
428/.  5s.  6d.  In  1749  the  capital  was  434/.  5s.  6d.,  at  which  sum  it  re- 
mained to  the  year  1755,  when  it  appears  that  the  loss  of  6/.  principal  money 
out  of  the  chest  in  the  church,  reduced  it  again  to  428/  5s.  6d.,  and  that  con- 
tinues to  be  the  amount  of  the  capital  of  the  school,  for  which  5/.  per-cent,  is 
paid  by  the  churchwardens. 

This  capital  of  428/.  5s.  6d.  has  been  blended  with  other  monies  in  the  hands 
of  the  churchwardens  of  the  parish  arising  from  other  sources,  and  usually  in- 
vested by  them  on  Turnpike  securities.  In  1787,  a sum  of 430/.  was  paid  back 
to  the  churchwardens  by  the  trustees  of  the  London  Turnpike  Road,  and  the 
same  sum,  in  1739,  was  lent  to  the  Cricklade  Turnpike  Trust  at  five-per-cent. 
It  did  not  appear  as  distinctly  as  it  ought,  that  the  above-mentioned  sum  of 
428/.  5 s.  6d.  was  specifically  invested  upon  these  securities,  we  therefore  re- 
commended a minute  to  be  entered  in  the  vestry-book,  with  the  signatures  of  the 
minister,  churchwardens,  and  some  of  the  principal  inhabitants,  stating  the  school- 
capital  of 428/.’  5s.  6d.  to  be  identically  a part  of  this  investment,  and  that  the 

same 
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same  now  stands  secured  upon  the  turnpike-tolls,  and  is  intended  when  repaid  to  Cirencester, 
the  churchwardens,  to  be  considered  and  treated  as  the  specific  property  of  the  BUnScliool 
school,  and  to  be  re-invested  by  them  for  the  exclusive  benefit  of  that  establish-  ^continued™  ’ 

ment  as  the  trustees  thereof,  and  not  in  any  way  to  be  blended  with  the  gene-  v ^ s 

nil  monies  of  the  parish,  or  any  other  monies  arising  from  other  sources.  We 
are  informed  that  the  interest  paid  by  the  turnpike-trustees  has  been  re- 
duced for  these  last  three  or  four  years  to  four-and-half-per-cent,  but  that 
there  is  no  reason  to  doubt,  that  if  five  per-cent  is  required  to  be  again  paid  for 
the  same,  the  requisition  will  be  complied  with  $ and  such  requisition  is 
accordingly  to  be  made. 

Thomas  Powell , of  Cirencester,  appears  to  have  given  in  his  life-time,  towards 
the  support  of  this  school,  an  annual  sum  of  15/.,  part  of  an  annuity  for  99 
years,  paid  out  of  the  Exchequer  (which  annuity  has  just  expired  by  the  ter- 
mination of  that  term),  and  by  his  Will,  dated  21st  October  1717>  he  devised 
unto  Rebecca  his  wife,  Charles  Coxe,  Henry  Hankey,  and  Richard  Plummer, 
their  heirs  and  assigns,  for  ever,  his  share  of  all  that  close  of  meadow  or  pasture- 
ground  lying  in  the  parish  of  Cricklade,  in  the  county  of  Wilts,  in  a common 
meadow  there  called  Maskelyn’s  Ham,  adjoining  to  a close  of  meadow  or 
pasture-ground  called  South  Mead,  containing  by  estimation  10  acres,  in  trust, 
that  they  the  said  trustees,  and  the  survivors  and  survivor  of  them,  and  the  heirs 
and  assigns  of  such  survivor,  should  from  time  to  time  pay  one  moiety  of  the 
yearly  rents,  issues  and  profits  of  the  said  premises,  towards  the  educating,  school- 
ing and  clothing  of  poor  children  of  Cirencester  aforesaid,  at  the  charity-school 
or  schools  of  Cirencester  for  ever,  in  such  manner  as  his  said  executors,  and 
the  survivors  and  survivor  of  them,  and  the  heirs  and  assigns  of  such  survivor, 
should  think  most  proper  for  the  benefit  of  such  charity-children  ; and  in  case 
there  should  be  no  charity-school  or  schools  for  the  clothing  and  education 
of  poor  children  of  Cirencester  aforesaid,  or  the  same  should  be  discontinued, 
then  he  devised  the  said  moiety  of  his  said  share  of  Maskelyn’s  Ham  unto  and 
amongst  all  such  poor  almswomen  for  the  time  being  as  should  reside  in 
the  tenements  in  Lewis-lane  in  Cirencester,  given  to  charitable  uses  by  his 
said  wife  and  her  former  husband  for  ever. 

He  further  directed,  that  his  said  executors  and  trustees,  and  the  survivors 
and  survivor  of  them,  and  the  heirs  and  assigns  of  such  survivor,  should  from 
time  to  time,  and  at  all  times  for  ever  thereafter,  pay  the  other  moiety  of 
the  said  yearly  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  premises  lying  in  Maskelyn’s  Ham 
aforesaid,  equally,  unto  and  amongst  all  such  poor  almswomen  for  the  time 
being  as  should  inhabit  and  reside  in  the  several  charity-houses  and  tenements 
in  Lewis-lane  in  Cirencester  aforesaid. 

Maskelyn’s  Ham  is  a piece  of  meadow-land  in  the  tithing  of  Chelworth  in 
the  parish  of  Cricklade  St.  Sampson,  consisting  of  10a.  2 r.  34p.,  which  is  let 
to  a tenant  from  year  to  year  at  20/.  per  annum,  the  whole  rent  being  received 
by  Mr.  Timothy  Stevens,  of  Cirencester,  the  steward  of  the  Blue  School,  who 
accounts  for  15/.  to  this  establishment,  5/.  only  being  paid  to  the  widows  alms- 
house in  Lewis-lane,  mentioned  in  the  said  will. 

Why  this  school  should  have  three  fourths  of  the  rents,  and  the  other  charity 
only  one  fourth,  we  do  not  distinctly  learn,  but  this  appears  to  have  been  the 
appropriation  for  a great  many  years. 

Under  the  Will  of  Elizabeth  Pledges,  dated  28th  June  1620,  [see  Elizabeth 
Bridges’s  charity  above  reported,]  a piece  of  land  called  Hicks’s  Leaze,  at  Chel- 
worth, has  become  the  property  of  this  school,  subject  to  tbe  payment  to  six 
widows  of  6s.  weekly,  Is.  to  each.  The  rent  of  that  land  has  for  many  years 
produced  a surplus  above  the  payments  so  directed,  and  that  surplus  has  always 
been  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Blue  School.  The  amount  of  the  surplus, 
under  the  present  lease,  which  is  for  14  years,  commencing  from  Lady-day, 

1823,  is  7/. 

The  treasurer  of  the  school  also  receives  two  small  rentcharges,  one  of 
1 /.  per  annum  out  of  an  estate  belonging  now  to  Mr.  John  Bennett,  situate  at 
Hilisome  in  the  parish  of  Tetbury,  and  supposed  to  have  been  given  by  one 
Hopeful  Vokins,  and  the  other  of  1 /.  given  by  Mr.  John  Bamford,  and  coming 
out  of  lands  in  the  parish  of  Cirencester,  the  property  of  Earl  Bathurst. 

In  virtue  of  a decree  of  the  Court  of  Chancery,  made  in  the  year  1737,  and 
under  the  general  power  given  to  the  trustees  by  the  will  of  Rebecca  Powell, 

E 3 20  /. 
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20/.  a year  was  appropriated  out  of  the  estates  bequeathed  by  Mrs.  Powell,  for 
endowing  the  Yellow  School  to  the  support  of  this  establishment. 

In  1744,  under  a Decree  of  the  same  court,  the  produce  of  a principal  sum 
of  580/.  was  ordered  to  be  paid  yearly  for  the  benefit  of  this  school,  after 
deducting  the  costs  incurred  in  the  suit,  as  a provisional  support  for  the  same, 
when  the  sums  payable  out  of  the  Exchequer  annuity  as  aforesaid  should  cease 
by  the  expiration  of  that  annuity.  The  sum  so  appropriated  to  the  benefit  of 
this  school  as  last  mentioned,  appears  to  have  been  inadvertently  omitted  in 
the  master’s  account  of  the  assets  of  the  estate  of  Mrs.  R.  Powell ; and  upon  the 
discovery  that  such  sum  was  due  from  that  estate,  Mrs.  Powell’s  executor  peti- 
tioned the  Court  to  have  the  produce  thereof  made  applicable  to  the  support  of 
the  Blue  School ; and  the  Court  ordered,  that  the  said  principal  money,  after 
the  costs  were  deducted,  should  be  placed  out  at  interest  in  the  same  manner 
as  the  other  charity-monies  stated  in  the  Master’s  report,  and  that  the  dividends 
and  interest  payable  for  the  same  should  be  made  applicable  to  the  support  of 
the  Blue  School,  to  supply  the  loss  of  the  annual  payment  coming  out  of  the 
Exchequer  annuity.  Under  this  decree  the  annual  sum  of  23/.  45.  is  paid  to 
the  school. 

This  charity  is  possessed  of  the  sum  of  450/.  in  the  three-per-cent  Consols, 
standing  in  the  name  of  the  Reverend  Henry  Anthony  Pye,  minister  of  the  parish, 
which  sum  appears  to  have  been  produced  by  perioclical  investments  made  out 
of  the  balances,  the  property  of  the  school  having,  as  appears,  been  under 
careful  management.  The  dividend  is  13/.  10s. 

It  has  been  customary  to  pay  51.  5s.  out  of  the  sacrament-money,  with  an 
additional  1/.  Is,  as  the  voluntary  subscription  of  the  minister  for  the  time  being 
towards  the  support  of  the  school. 

The  income  of  the  school  is  113/.  8s.  3d.,  composed  as  follows  :

The  balance  in  hand  is  about  100/. 

The  account  is  audited  annually  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Pye,  the  trustee. 

There  are  20  boys  and  20  girls  receiving  instruction  under  this  establishment, 
who  are  all  entirely  clothed. 

This  school,  as  will  be  shown  in  the  succeeding  Report,  is  carried  on  under 
the  same  management  as  the  Yellow  School,  under  which  head  the  particulars 
of  management  and  instruction  are  detailed.

The  Yellow  School,  and  other  Charities  of  Mrs.  Rebecca  Powell. 

Mrs.  Rebecca  Powell,  of  Cirencester,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  widow  and 
relict  of  Thomas  Powell,  esquire,  of  the  same  place,  by  her  Will,  dated  the 
17th  September  1722,  after  confirming  the  conveyance  of  certain  tenements 
in  Cirencester  aforesaid,  to  charitable  uses,  by  William  George,  her  former 
husband,  and  herself,  and  giving  to  Robert  George  certain  hereditaments 
therein  described,  on  condition  of  his  releasing  all  his  right  and  interest  of  and 
in  all  other  the  hereditaments  which  were  of  the  said  William  George  her 
said  former  husband,  gave  and  devised  unto  Charles  Cox  and  Joseph  Harrison 
(whom  she  therein  named  her  executors)  their  heirs  and  assigns,  for  ever,  all 
that  messuage  or  tenement  situate  in  Cricklade-stree  in  Cirencester  aforesaid, 
lately  leased  to  one  John  Harton,  for  lives  or  years,  determinable  upon  lives, 
under  the  yearly  rent  of  15  5.  and  renewable  upon  payment  of  35s.,  as  in  the 
said  lease  was  expressed,  upon  trust,  that  they  the  said  Charles  Cox  and  Joseph 
Harrison,  and  the  survivor  of  them,  and  the  heirs  and  assigns  of  such  survivor, 
should  from  time  to  time  pay  unto  the  minister  of  Cirencester  and  his  suc- 
cessors, the  yearly  chief-rent  of  15  s.,  to  be  by  him  and  them  applied  towards 
the  reparation  and  cleansing  of  Jesus  Chapel,  in  the  church  of  Cirencester 
aforesaid,  and  the  monument  therein  erected  ; and  upon  further  trust,  to  pay 
the  said  35  s.  as  often  as  the  same  should  be  received,  for  renewing  the  said 
premises  unto  the  said  minister  and  his  successors,  to  be  laid  out  in  the  pur- 
chase of  common-prayer  books,  which  they  were  to  dispose  of,  to  and  amongst 
such  poor  members  of  the  church  of  England  as  they  should  conceive  most 
likely  to  make  the  best  use  of  them  ; and  all  other  her  manors,  lands  and 
hereditaments,  and  all  the  rest  of  her  goods,  chattels  and  personal  estate,  not 
thereinbefore  bequeathed,  she  gave  unto  the  said  Charles  Cox  and  Joseph 
Harrison,  in  trust,  that  they  and  the  survivor  of  them,  and  the  heirs,  executors 
and  administrators  of  such  survivor,  should  sell  and  dispose  of  the  same, 
and  out  of  the  money  raised  by  such  sale  satisfy  her  debts,  funeral 
expenses,  and  the  legacies  thereby  given,  and  pay  and  dispose  of  the  residue 
thereof,  in  the  first  place  for  settling  upon  and  securing  unto  the  said  Joseph 
Harrison,  during  his  life,  and  to  his  successors,  ministers  of  Cirencester,  for 
ever,  the  sum  of  10/,  a year,  clear  of  all  deductions,  for  catechising  and 
expounding  the  Church-catechism  in  the  method  then  practised  by  the  said 
Joseph  Harrison,  every  Sunday,  at  five  of  the  clock  in  the  evening,  between 
the  Feast  of  St.  Luke  and  St.  Matthias,  for  the  better  propagation  of  Christian 
knowledge,  and  the  breeding  up  of  the  children  of  the  town,  in  the  principles 
and  doctrines  of  the  established  church  of  England;  and  she  directed  that 
the  minister  of  Cirencester  should  be  obliged  to  perform  the  said  office  in  his 
own  person,  unless  hindered  by  some  unavoidable  impediment ; and  in  the 
second  place,  for  settling  upon  and  securing  unto  and  amongst  all  such  poor 
almswomen,  for  the  time  being,  as  should  inhabit  the  several  charity-houses 
and  tenements  in  Lewis-lane  in  Cirencester  aforesaid,  given  and  settled  by  her 
said  late  husband  William  George  and  her,  for  habitations  for  such  poor 
women,  the  full  sum  of  205.  a-piece  yearly,  clear  of  all  deductions,  to  be  paid 
to  them  on  Whit-Sunday,  yearly,  to  buy  them  firing ; and  in  the  third  place 
for  erecting,  endowing  and  establishing  a charity-school  or  charity-schools  in 
the  parish  of  Cirencester  aforesaid,  under  such  regulations,  restrictions  and 
provisions  as  should  seem  to  them  most  expedient  and  conducive  to  the  honour 
of  God,  the  service  of  religion,  and  the  temporal  and  eternal  welfare  of  the 
poor;  and  fourthly,  for  settling  and  securing  405.  a year,  for  ever,  to  buy 
candles  for  the  use  of  the  congregation,  at  catechising ; but  the  said  sums  of 
405.  and  10/.  a year,  settled  upon  the  minister,  she  did  thereby  empower  her 
said  trustees,  upon  the  non-performance  of  the  office  for  which  the  said  12/. 
a year  was  given,  to  settle  and  appropriate  the  same  to  such  other  religious 
and  charitable  uses  as  they  should  think  proper  and  convenient. 

By  an  order  of  the  court  of  Chancery,  made  in  the  matter  of  this  charity,  at 
the  instance  of  certain  petitioners,  inhabitants  of  Cirencester,  bearing  date 
the  8th  day  of  June  1814,  It  was  ordered  that  it  should  be  referred  to  one  of 
the  Masters  of  the  court  to  inquire  what  real  estates  belonging  to  the  said 
charity,  established  by  the  will  of  Rebecca  Powell  the  testatrix,  were  vested  in 
Henry  Earl  Bathurst,  and  the  Rev.  Henry  Anthony  Pye,  clerk,  trustees  of  the  said 
charity-estates,  or  either  of  them  ; and  that  the  same  Master  should  inquire 
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Cirencester.  what  stocks  or  other  personal  estates,  also  belonging  to  the  said  charity, 

. " — were  standing  in  their  names,  as  such  trustees,  and  what  was  the  amount  of  the 
aifd  other  c kali  ties  rents  and  profits,  ancl  dividends  and  interest  of  the  said  real  and  personal 
of  Mrs.  Rebecca  estate,  and  for  what  purposes,  and  under  what  scheme,  the  same  were  applicable  ; 

Powell,  and  that  he  should  inquire  whether  it  would  be  for  the  benefit  of  the  town  of 
^ continued.  ^ Cirencester  to  have  a new  scheme  for  the  application  of  the  said  charity-estates, 
^ ’ ‘ consistent  with  the  will  of  the  said  testatrix  in  place  of  the  then  subsisting 

scheme,  for  the  application  thereof,  with  directions,  that  if  the  said  Master 
should  be  of  opinion  that  it  would  be  for  the  benefit  of  the  said  town  to  have 
a new  scheme,  the  said  Henry  Earl  Bathurst,  and  Henry  Anthony  Pye,  and 
the  petitioners,  or  any  of  them,  should  be  at  liberty  to  lay  proposals  before  the 
said  Master. 

On  the  16th  day  of  July  1816  the  said  Master  accordingly  made  his  Report, 
and  thereby,  after  setting  forth  so  much  of  the  said  will  as  related  to  the  said 
charities  of  the  said  Rebecca  Powell,  certified  that  a suit  had  been  instituted 
in  that  court,  wherein  the  said  Charles  Cox  and  Joseph  Harrison,  as  executors 
and  trustees  of  the  said  will,  were  plaintiffs,  and  Robert  George,  esquire,  and 
his  Majesty’s  then  Attorney  General  were  defendants  ; and  that  by  a decree 
made  in  the  said  suit,  bearing  date  the  26th  day  of  February  1725,  it  had  been 
amongst  other  things  ordered  that  the  said  charities  given  by  the  said  will 
should  be  established ; and  that  a former  Master,  on  a reference  to  him,  had 
made  his  Report,  dated  the  13th  day  of  July  1737>  and  thereby  certified  that 
he  had  inquired  into  the  particulars  and  value  of  the  residuary  estate,  both 
real  and  personal,  of  the  said  Rebecca  Powell,  which  had  been  devised  subject 
to  the  said  charities ; and  that  it  had  been  made  to  appear  to  him  that  the 
same  consisted  of  certain  particulars  in  the  first  schedule  annexed  to  his  said 
Report;  and  that  the  annual  value  of  the  said  real  estates  was  22 61.  7 s.  3d. ; 
and  that  the  amount  of  the  personal  estate  was  5,443/.  13 s.  7 d.,  but  which, 
after  deductions  for  the  purchase  of  the  house  mentioned  in  the  scheme  there- 
inafter contained,  and  for  the  payment  of  the  legacy,  and  of  certain  costs  men- 
tioned in  the  schedule,  would  be  reduced  to  3,443/.  13s.  7 d.,  for  the  application 
whereof  he  had  approved  of  a certain  scheme  to  the  following  purport ; viz. 
— First,  that  a convenient  strong  house  in  the  town  of  Cirencester  should  be 
purchased,  which,  with  the  furniture  thereinafter  mentioned,  might  cost  about 
1,000/.,  convenient  for  the  lodging,  maintenance  and  education  of  20  boys, 
inhabitants  of  the  said  town,  who  were  proposed  to  be  bred  up  and  instructed 
in  the  art  of  weaving  worsted  stockings,  in  order  to  which  there  should  be 
a master  appointed  to  teach  them  to  write  and  cast  accounts,  and  there  should 
be  bought,  a sufficient  number  of  frames,  and  a proper  person  employed  to 
instruct  them  in  the  said  trade,  and  after  they  were  perfect  therein,  one  boy 
should  be  set  up  in  trade,  and  supplied  with  materials  as  therein  mentioned, 
and  subject  to  the  conditions  therein  specified.  That  there  should  be  clothed, 
and  taught  to  read,  say  their  catechism  and  prayers,  and  to  spin,  at  the  expense 
of  the  charity,  by  a dame  properly  qualified,  20  girls,  inhabitants  of  the  town. 
That  the  lord  of  the  manor  of  Cirencester  for  the  time  being,  Thomas  Master, 
esquire,  the  Honourable  Henry  Earl  Bathurst,  the  then  members  of  Parlia- 
ment for  Cirencester,  the  churchwardens  of  the  parish,  and  the  two  chief  con- 
stables of  Cirencester  for  the  time  being,  together  with  the  trustees  themselves, 
should  be  constituted  governors  of  the  said  charity. 

By  a further  order  made  in  the  said  cause,  bearing  date  the  21st  day  of 
July  1739,  it  was,  amongst  other  things,  ordered  that  the  said  charity  should 
be.  established  according  to  the  scheme  contained  in  the  said  former  Master’s 
Report,  but  that  he  found,  from  the  testimonies  referred  to  by  him,  that  after 
a trial  of  70  years,  the  endeavour  to  establish,  by  means  of  the  said  charity, 
an  extensive  manufacture  of  worsted  stockings  in  the  town  of  Cirencester 
having  altogether  failed,  the  continued  appropriation  of  the  funds  of  the  said 
charity,  in  support  of  the  establishment  exclusively  for  teaching  such  trade 
and  manufacture,  could  no  longer  be  considered  useful  or  proper,  or  as  pro- 
ductive of  that  benefit  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  said  town  which,  from  its 
extent,  it  ought  to  afford ; and  the  said  Master  further  found,  from  the  exa- 
mination of  Henry  Earl  Bathurst,  and  Henry  Anthony  Pye,  clerk,  the  trus- 
tees of  the  said  charity,  that  there  was  then  vested  in  them  a considerable 
freehold  estate,  consisting  of  messuages,  lands,  and  tenements,  situate  within 
'the  town  and  borough  of  Cirencester  aforesaid,  the  parish  of  Preston  and 
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Ampney  St.  Peter  otherwise  Easington,  and  Badgington  in  the  county  of  Glou-  Cirencester, 
cester,  and  Cricklade  St.  Sampson  in  the  county  of  Wilts,  the  annual  rents  The  YeliowScbooI 
whereof,  in  the  month  of  May  1815  amounted  to  the  sum  of  628/.  85.  2c/.  but  and  other  charities 


which,  it  was  apprehended  by  the  said  trustees,  must  be  reduced  ; and  that 
there  was  then  standing,  in  the  name  of  the  said  Henry  Earl  Bathurst,  as 
such  trustee  as  aforesaid  in  the  books  of  the  Bank  of  England,  the  sum  of 
4,016/.  17  5.  11  d.  three-per-cent.  Consolidated  Bank  annuities,  the  annual  divi- 
dends whereof  amounted  to  the  sum  of  120/.  9s.  9c/.  and  that  they  were  pos- 
sessed, as  such  trustees,  of  household  furniture  and  working  implements,  to  the 
value  of  60/.  or  thereabouts  ; and  the  said  Master  further  found,  that  the  rents 
and  profits,  dividends  and  interest  of  the  said  charitable  estate,  had  hitherto 
been  applied  in  making  the  several  annual  payments  and  allowances  directed 
by  the  said  will,  and  in  carrying  on  the  scheme  before  stated ; but  that  the 
said  petitioners,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  said  Henry  Earl  Bathurst,  and 
Henry  Anthony  Pye,  the  trustees  had  proposed  the  following  scheme  for  the 
future  application  of  the  said  rents  and  profits,  dividends  and  interest,  viz. : 
first,  that  the  house,  buildings  and  premises,  situate  in  Gloucester-street,  in  the 
town  of  Cirencester  aforesaid,  which  had  hitherto  been  used  as  a school-house 
for  the  purposes  of  the  said  charity,  should  be  still  continued  and  applied  to 
the  same  purposes.  Secondly,  that  40  poor  boys  and  20  poor  girls  should  be 
kept  properly  clothed  at  the  expense  of  the  said  charity  ; the  boys  and  girls  to 
be  taught  reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic,  and  the  girls  to  be  also  instructed 
in  plain  needle-work  and  knitting ; their  education  to  be  conducted  ac- 
cording to  the  principles  of  the  Church  of  England ; and  that  when  the 
education  of  each  boy  or  girl  should  be  completed  as  far  as  the  design  of  the 
said  charity  should  extend,  such  boy  or  girl  should  be  discharged  from  the  said 
school,  and  should  either  receive  such  premium  for  the  purpose  of  putting  him 
or  her  an  apprentice  as  after  ynentioned,  or  not,  as  to  the  governors  of  the  said 
charity  should  seem  fit ; and  another  boy  and  girl,  as  the  case  might  be,  should 
be  elected  in  his  or  her  stead,  to  receive  the  benefits  of  such  clothing  and 
instruction  as  aforesaid.  Thirdly,  that  the  expense  of  keeping  the  said  school- 
house,  buildings  and  premises,  in  good  and  substantial  repair,  and  of  providing 
such  proper  clothing,  and  making  the  necessary  payments,  salaries,  and  allow- 
ances to  the  minister  of  the  church,  to  the  masters  and  mistresses  of  the 
several  schools,  for  providing  books,  and  for  all  other  the  necessary  and  proper 
expenses  of  such  education  and  instruction  and  management,  should  be  paid,  in 
the  first  instance,  out  of  the  net  annual  income  of  the  real  and  personal  pro- 
perty applicable  to  the  purposes  of  the  said  charity,  according  to  the  Schedule 
or  statement  thereinafter  contained.  Fourthly,  that  after  payment  and  dis- 
charge of  all  such  expenses  and  outgoings  as  aforesaid,  the  clear  residue  of  the 
annual  income  of  the  said  charity-estates  and  property  should  be  applied  in 
placing  out  apprentices,  annually,  such  number  of  poor  children,  with  any  sum 
not  exceeding  10/.  each,  as  the  governors  of  the  said  charity  should  think  fit, 
and  the  funds  thereof  might  allow.  Fifthly,  that  the  lord  of  the  manor  of 
Cirencester  for  the  time  being,  Thomas  Master,  esq.  the  Honourable  William 
Lennox  Bathurst,  the  Members  of  Parliament  for  the  borough  of  Cirencester, 
the  churchwardens  of  the  parish,  and  the  two  chief  constables  of  Cirencester 
for  the  time  being,  together  with  the  trustees  themselves,  should  be  constituted 
and  appointed  governors  of  the  said  charity  ; and  that  upon  the  death  of  the 
said  Thomas  Master  and  William  Lennox  Bathurst,  or  either  of  them,  the  other 
governors  should,  within  one  month  after  their  respective  deaths,  elect  a new 
governor  or  governors  in  his  or  their  room ; and  that  the  age,  qualification, 
election,  removal,  putting  out  apprentice,  and  dismission  of  the  children,  the 
master,  dames,  and  other  teachers,  officers,  and  servants,  the  economy  of  the 
house  and  school,  and  the  method  of  keeping  accounts,  and  manner  of  making 
and  altering  rules  and  orders  for  the  good  government  of  the  whole,  should  be 
vested  in  the  said  trustees  and  governors,  or  a major  part  of  them  present  at 
any  meeting  for  that  purpose.  Sixthly,  that  it  should  be  the  duty  of  the 
steward,  at  the  desire  of  any  of  the  trustees  and  governors,  signified  in  writing 
under  their  hands,  to  summon  all  the  governors  of  the  school  upon  any  special 
occasion,  and  to  give  timely  notice  of  the  day  and  time  of  their  meeting,  but 
the  17th  day  of  September,  the  day  of  the  date  of  the  will  of  the  foundress,  or 
when  that  fell  on  a Sunday,  the  Tuesday  following,  at  eleven  o’clock,  should 
be  the  day  and  hour  of  the  annual  meeting  of  the  governors  for  auditing 
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the  accounts  of  the  year,  and  for  examining  and  adjusting  all  other  affairs 
relating  to  the  charity.  Seventhly,  that  the  Schedule  annexed  to  the  said 
Report,  viz.,  the  annual  income  of  the  charity-estates  at  Lady-day  then  last, 
estimated  at  somewhere  about  640/.  (in  which  case  the  residue  would  not  extend 
to  apprentice  more  than  21  children  at  10/.  each)  should  be  taken  and  consi- 
dered as  part  of  the  scheme  ; and  the  said  Master  reported  that,  upon  consider- 
ation of  the  premises  he  was  of  opinion  that  it  would  be  for  the  benefit  of  the 
said  town  of  Cirencester,  that  the  said  new  scheme  proposed  as  aforesaid  for 
the  future  application  of  the  rents  and  profits,  dividends  and  interest  of  the 
said  charity-estates,  should  be  carried  into  execution. 

And  by  an  order  made  the  10th  day  of  August  1816,  it  was  ordered  that  the 
charity  in  the  said  last  report  mentioned  should  be  established  upon  the  scheme 
therein  contained,  and  approved  of ; and  further,  that  it  should  be  referred  to 
the  Master  to  tax  the  petitioners,  and  Henry  Earl  Bathurst,  and  Henry  Anthony 
Pye,  the  trustees  of  the  said  charity,  their  costs  incurred  in  that  matter ; and 
that  the  amount  of  such  costs,  when  taxed,  should  be  paid  by  the  said  trustees 
out  of  the  money  to  arise  from  the  sale  of  the  household  furniture  and  working 
implements  mentioned  in  the  same  Report,  and  out  of  the  rents  of  the  estates 
and  dividends  of  the  stock  belonging  to  the  said  charity  then  remaining  in  their 
hands. 


The  property  belonging  to  this  charity  consists  of  some  farms  and  lands, 
of  which  the  principal  is  situate  in  the  parish  of  Preston,  about  a mile 
from  Cirencester,  called  Norcote  Farm,  containing  236  a.  2 r.  21  p.  with  a 
convenient  dwelling,  and  considerable  outbuildings  upon  it,  now  held 
under  a lease  for  20  years  from  Lady-day  1823  determinable  at  the  end 
of  14  years,  by  either  party,  at  the  rent  of  -----  - 

which  is  considered  as  a fair  rent. 

As  it  has  been  objected,  that  the  trustees  of  the  charity  have  been 
profuse  in  their  expenditure  on  the  buildings  of  this  estate,  we  have 
inquired  into  the  circumstances,  and  find  that  the  house  was  a very 
inconvenient  and  unsuitable  dwelling  when  the  present  tenant  took 
the  farm,  on  which  account  the  charity  has,  from  the  year  1823  to  the 
present  time,  advanced  altogether  towards  the  building  and  repairs 
of  the  dwelling-house  and  outhouses  the  sum  of  400/.  13  s.  3d.,  in 
consideration  of  a larger  outlay  on  the  part  of  the  tenant,  who  had 
expended  the  sum  of  500/.  and  upwards  in  completing  the  building 
of  the  dwelling-house,  and  putting  all  the  out-houses  and  edifices  in 
substantial  repair,  so  that  at  the  termination  of  the  lease  a consider- 
able benefit  may  be  expected  to  accrue  to  the  charity. 

In  the  year  1812  this  farm  was  let  for  350/.  to  which  it  had  been 
raised  from  200/.,  the  preceding  rent,  which  variations  are  sufficiently 
accounted  for  by  the  fluctuation  in  the  price  of  agricultural  pro- 
duce. 

Another  farm,  with  a house  and  out-buildings  on  it,  situate  at  Ampney 
St.  Peter,  consisting  of  about  40  acres,  is  let  to  a yearly  tenant  for 

The  same  having  been  about  the  year  1808  rented  at  45/.,  and  in 
the  high  times  of  agricultural  produce  at  70/. 

The  charity  is  entitled  to  the  first  mowing  of  some  common  land  at 
Cricklade,  consisting  of  about  25  acres,  which  is  let  for  seven  years  from 
Lady-day  1824,  at  - --  --  --  --  - 

The  trustees  have  also,  on  behalf  of  the  charity,  a right  of  pasturage 
upon  the  said  land,  in  common  with  the  townspeople. 

There  are  also  seven  houses  in  the  town  of  Cirencester  belonging  to 
the  charity,  which  are  let  to  yearly  tenants,  producing  together  an  in- 
come of  - --  --  --  --  --  - 

In  the  year  1 823  an  exchange  was  effected  under  the  authority  of 
the  late  Act  of  the  1st  and  2d  of  His  present  Majesty,  between  the 
charity  and  the  Rev.  Edward  Andrew  i)aubeny,  in  which  the  charity 
trustees  conveyed  to  Mr.  Daubeny  a close  of  pasture-land,  called  the 
New  Close,  with  the  coppice  adjoining,  containing  10  a.  1 r.  20  p., 
lying  in  the  parish  of  Ampney  St.  Peter,  and  adjoining  other  land 
of  the  said  Edward  Andrew  Daubeny  on  the  west,  and  the  turnpike 
road  from  Cirencester  to  Fairford  on  the  south.  And  the  said  Mr. 
Daubeny  conveyed  to  the  trustees  of  the  said  charity  a parcel  of 
arable  land,  called  First  Trencher  Ground,  containing  3R.  21  p.,  an- 
other parcel  of  arable-land  called  Second  Trencher  Ground,  con- 
taining 1 a.  1 r.  i8p.,  and  a close,  partly  arable  and  partly  pasture, 
called  the  Upper  Mead,  containing  five  acres,  which  closes  adjoin  to 
a lane  called  Plank-lane  on  the  north,  and  to  lands  belonging  to  the 
charity  on  the  west,  and  are  situate  in  the  parish  of  Ampney  Crucis.

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Upon  the  above-mentioned  exchange,  the  sum  of  17 5/.  17  s.  9 d. 
was  paid  by  the  said  Edward  Andrew  Daubeny,  to  the  trustees  of 
the  charity,  as  the  price  or  consideration-money  agreed  to  be  given 
by  him  for  the  timber  and  trees  on  the  land  so  conveyed  to  him  by 
the  charity,  which  sum  of  17 5/.  17  s.  gd.  appeared  as  an  item  in  the 
accounts  laid  before  us. 

A small  piece  of  garden-ground,  containing  18  perches,  was  ex- 
changed on  22d  August  1826,  with  Miss  Master,  of  the  Abbey, 
Cirencester,  for  a piece  of  land  containing  four  acres  belonging  to 
that  lady,  lying  in  Preston  parish,  contiguous  to  Norcote  farm. 

The  original  property  was  let  for  99  years,  determinable  with  three 
lives,  and  the  land  taken  in  exchange  is  held  by  the  same  tenure  for 
a reserved  rent  of  3 /.  12  s.,  subject  to  a fine  upon  renewal. 

In  addition  to  the  above-mentioned  property  the  charity  has  also 
about  10  acres  of  land  in  the  parish  of  Badginton,  and  35  tenements 
in  the  town  of  Cirencester,  which  are  well  ascertained  and  defined  in 
a map  of  the  town  in  the  possession  of  Earl  Bathurst,  wherein  the 
charity-possessions  are  distinguished  by  particular  colours. 

These  are  let  upon  long  terms  of  years,  determinable  with  lives,  the 
aggregate  amount  of  the  reserved  rents,  being  _____

In  the  year  1806  some  reversionary  property,  out  upon  lives,  was  sold 
to  discharge  the  charity  from  the  land-tax ; and  in  this  transaction  all, 
except  that  part  of  the  estate  which  was  held  for  lives,  was  exonerated, 
and  the  land-tax  of  such  part  as  was  on  leases  for  lives,  amounting  per 
annum  to  15/.  as.  was  purchased,  and  consequently  makes  a part  of  the 
charity-income  ----------- 

The  personal  property  of  the  charity  consists  of  4,016/.  17  s.  11  d.  3-per- 
cent  Consols,  standing  in  the  name  of  Earl  Bathurst,  which  we  have 
recommended  to  be  transferred  into  the  names  of  Earl  Bathurst  and 
Henry  Anthony  Pye,  two  of  the  trustees,  producing  an  annual  divi-

The  average  expenditure  for  five  years  appears  to  have  been  about  630 /.,  leav- 
ing a surplus  of  about  100/.  in  the  treasurer’s  hands,  which  has  been  augmented 
by  the  payment  of  175/.  by  the  Rev.  Edward  Andrew7  Daubeny,  for  the  timber 
Rep.  20.  G 2 on 
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on  the  exchange  ; but  from  this  is  to  be  taken  certain  monies  amounting  to 
about  250/.  laid  out  in  1823  upon  the  farm-buildings ; and  it  is  proper  to 
observe  that  in  the  accounts  of  this  charity  there  appears  to  have  been  ex- 
pended, about  13  or  14  years  ago,  upwards  of  300/.  in  rebuilding  some  alms- 
houses in  Lewis-lane,  which  were  done  in  consideration  that  a tenement  in 
Cricklade-street,  had  been  given  by  Mr.  William  George  and  Rebecca  his  wife, 
to  provide  for  the  repairs  of  those  almshouses.  [See  Report  of  William  George's 
Charity.]  The  actual  balance  is  about  40/.  (April  1828.)  The  accounts  are 
annually  audited  by  the  trustees  at  a public  meeting,  and  what  can  be  spared 
out  of  the  balance  is  laid  out  in  apprenticing ; the  sum  allowed  for  apprenticing 
is  generally  from  10/.  to  15/. 

The  school  founded  in  pursuance  of  Rebecca  Powell’s  will  continues  to  be 
conducted  upon  the  premises  originally  built  for  that  purpose,  in  Gloucester- 
street,  in  Cirencester,  according  to  the  arrangements  and  provisions  as  con- 
tained in  the  aforesaid  scheme  or  proposal  lastly  submitted  to  the  Master  of  the 
Court  of  Chancery,  and  approved  of  by  him,  and  finally  confirmed  by  the 
Order  of  the  same  court. 

The  premises  consist  of  a large  stone  edifice,  comprehending  two  school- 
rooms, the  one  for  the  boys  and  the  other  for  the  girls,  and  also  appartments 
appropriated  to  the  use  of  the  master,  which  he  does  not  at  present  occupy. 
There  is  besides  a small  house  adjoining,  in  which  the  steward  of  the  establish- 
ment is  allowed  to  live  rent-free.  A master  and  mistress  conduct  the  two  schools 
respectively,  and  40  boys  and  20  girls  are  taught  and  clothed;  the  boys  are  taught 
reading  and  writing,  and  the  rudiments  of  arithmetic,  and  the  girls  have  the  same 
instruction,  besides  learning  to  knit  and  sew.  Other  institutions  for  the  instruc- 
tion of  poor  children  are  carried  on  under  the  same  roof,  viz. ; the  Blue  School, 
of  which  an  account  has  been  already  given,  and  the  Quarterly  Schools,  so 
called  in  reference  to  the  quarterly  payments  which  used  to  be  made  in  respect 
of  them.  These  last-mentioned  schools  appear  to  have  been  long  in  existence, 
and  to  have  had  a precarions  support,  until  they  were  allowed  to  participate  in 
the  funds  of  Mrs.  Powell’s  charity.  Under  this  description  of  quarterly  schools 
they  have  no  allowance  for  clothing ; and  all  the  children  of  the  resident  poor, 
whether  parishioners  or  not,  are  admitted  without  distinction. 

There  is  a Sunday-school,  open  to  all  the  children  of  the  parish,  carried  on 
under  the  same  roof  by  the  same  master,  with  assistants,  and  maintained  partly 
out  of  the  funds  of  Mrs.  Powell’s  charity,  and  partly  by  voluntary  subscriptions. 

The  mode  of  instruction  is  in  accordance  with  the  national  plan.  They 
are  all  taught  the  Church-catechism,  and  instructed  in  the  first  principles  of 
Christian  knowledge ; over  which  department  the  families  of  the  respectable 
inhabitants  are  said  to  exercise  an  active  superintendance.  The  children  are 
taken  to  church  twice  a day  on  the  Sunday.  The  number  of  children  taught  in 
these  schools,  including  those  in  the  Sunday-school,  is  286—131  boys,  and 
155  girls. 

The  whole  of  this  establishment  is  under  the  care  of  Henry  Paget,  the  clerk 
of  the  parish,  and  a schoolmistress,  who  have  the  testimony  of  the  neighbour- 
hood in  favour  of  their  assiduity  and  good  management ; but  we  have  still 
doubts  of  the  sufficiency  of  the  arrangements  made  for  carrying  on  this  large 
establishment  on  an  effectual  and  permanent  footing,  and  have  recommended  the 
Trustees  to  take  into  their  consideration  the  expediency  and  practicability  of 
improving  the  system,  which  we  have  found  them  very  ready  to  do  ; while 
it  must  be  confessed,  that  the  proficiency  of  the  children  testifies  the  pains  at 
present  taken  in  their  instruction. 

The  boys  appointed  to  the  benefit  of  the  clothing  establishment  are  selected 
from  the  quarterly  schools  by  the  minister  of  the  parish,  who  gives  this  advan- 
tage to  those  who  appear  to  him  best  entitled  to  it  by  their  good  behaviour. 

Of  the  two  persons  appointed  governors  by  the  decree,  in  addition  to  those 
named  in  virtne  of  their  office,  one  is  since  dead,  Thomas  Master,  esquire  ; 
and  as  it  seems  important,  in  a charity-concern  of  such  magnitude,  that  the 
number  should  be  full,  we  have  recommended  Mr.  Master’s  vacancy  to  be 
filled  up  as  soon  as  possible : and  we  are  informed,  that  as  a wish  has  been 
expressed  by  some  of  the  inhabitants  that  some  persons,  settled  in  the  place, 
might  be  specially  authorized  to  visit  the  school,  and  report  upon  the  conduct 
and  management  of  it  from  time  to  time : that  suggestion  will,  we  understand, 
at  the  next  meeting  of  the  governors,  be  taken  into  their  serious  consideration. 
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Philip  Marner’s  Charity. 

Philip  Marner,  by  his  Will,  dated  14th  September  1586,  devised  to  John 
Coxwell,  Henry  Powle,  and  John  Stacy,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  for  ever,  his 
messuage  or  tenement,  houses,  edifices  and  buildings,  situate  in  Dollar-street 
and  Abbot-street  in  Cirencester,  and  also  his  two  gardens,  the  one  adjoining  to 
his  said  messuage,  and  the  other  in  Abbot-street,  and  all  other  his  lauds,  tene- 
ments, &c.  whatsoever,  upon  trust,  to  pay  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  thereof 
6s.  8d.  yearly  for  preaching  a sermon  in  the  parish-church  of  Cirencester  on 
the  first  Friday  in  Lent,  for  ever,  and  then  and  there  to  distribute  among  such 
poor  people  present  at  the  said  sermon,  as  to  the  trustees  should  seem  meet,  the 
sum  of  46  s.  8 d. 

With  a provision,  that  on  the  death  of  any  one  of  the  trustees  another 
should  be  appointed  in  the  manner  therein  mentioned,  and  so  from  time  to 
time  for  ever. 

And  the  said  testator  gave  to  the  trustees  above  mentioned,  80/.  in  trust,  to  lend 
20/.  thereof,  free  of  interest,  to  four  young  men  of  trade  in  Cirencester,  on  their 
giving  good  security  for  repayment  thereof  at  the  end  of  one  year ; then  the 
same  to  be  lent  in  like  manner  in,  succession  to  four  young  men  of  Burford  in 
Oxfordshire,  four  young  men  of  Tetbury  in  Gloucestershire,  and  to  four  young 
men  of  Abingdon  in  Berkshire. 

It  appears  that  by  an  Indenture,  dated  1631,  reciting  a decree  of  certain 
commissioners,  under  the  statute  of  charitable  uses,  for  renewing  and  continuing 
the  trusts,  the  same  premises  were,  in  pursuance  of  the  said  decree,  conveyed 
to  new  trustees,  for  the  performance  of  the  charitable  uses  mentioned  in  the 
said  will. 

The  trust-property  consists  of  two  houses  in  Dollar-street,  between  the  river 
and  the  corner  of  Coxwell-street,  and  a piece  of  ground,  part  of  which  is  a 
garden,  and  part  a timber-yard,  with  a stable  in  Coxwell-street,  formerly  Abbot- 
street.  The  houses  are  upon  lease  to  Earl  Bathurst,  for  a term  of  99  years, 
determinable  with  three  lives,  at  the  reserved  rent  of  31.  3s.,  1 /.  11j.  6d.  each, 
one  of  which  leases  is  dated  25th  March  1808,  in  which  three  lives  were  put  in 
for  a fine  of  4/.  14s.  6d.,  being  three  times  the  rent;  the  other  is  dated 
1st  September  1819,  on  which  a fine  of  1/.  11  s.  6d.  was  paid  for  the  renewal 
of  one  life,  being  one  year’s  rent. 

The  last  lease  of  the  premises  in  Coxwell-street  was  made  to  the  Rev.  Lewis 
Clutterbuck  (lately  deceased),  on  the  same  terms,  dated  6th  April  1818,  for  the 
fine  of  10s.  6d.,  being  one  year’s  reserved  rent. 

The  fines  and  rents  of  these  premises  respectively  are  admitted  to  be  greatly 
below  their  value,  and  the  leases  contain  covenants  for  perpetual  renewal.  Earl 
Bathurst  appears  to  have  been  a purchaser  of  both  these  houses,  while  they 
were  under  leases  on  the  above  terms.  The  premises  in  lease  to  the  late  Mr. 
Clutterbuck  have  been  for  many  years  in  his  family. 

Earl  Bathurst,  and  the  representative  of  Mr.  Clutterbuck,  upon  being 
apprized  of  the  objectionable  nature  of  these  leases,  have  proposed  to  surrender 
them,  in  order  that  new  demises  may  be  made  to  them  upon  terms  correspondent 
to  the  real  value  of  the  lands,  to  be  properly  ascertained  by  a surveyor. 

The  income  of  this  charity  is  received  by  Mr.  Wilbraham,  one  of  the  three  sur- 
viving trustees,  to  whom  the  trust-premises  have  been  regularly  transmitted. 

The  6s.  8 d.  is  paid  to  the  clergyman  for  a sermon  on  the  first  Friday  in  Lent, 
and  the  residue  of  the  income  of  the  property,  consisting  of  rent  and  fines,  is 
given  by  Mr.  Wilbraham  among  poor  persons  at  his  discretion.  It  used  to  be 
distributed  in  the  church,  after  the  sermon,  but  on  account  of  the  disturbance 
which  has  generally  attended  the  distribution  in  that  place,  it  was  thought  more 
advisable  to  dispense  the  charity  among  the  poor  at  their  own  homes.  The 
number  that  participate  in  the  charity  are  about  30  or  40  in  the  year. 

The  80/.  appears  to  have  been  received,  and  to  have  been  lent  out  in  small 
sums;  but  Mr.  Wilbraham  the  present  trustee  gives  us  to  understand  that  the 
whole  sum  was  lost  by  the  default  of  the  borrowers  long  before  he  became  a 
trustee. 

Humphrey  Bridges’s  Charity. 

Humphrey  Bridges,  by  his  Will,  dated  11th  April  1598,  gave  to  the  poor 
people  within  the  town  of  Cirencester  a yearly  rent  of  40a’.,  issuing  out  of  a 
tenement  in  Cricklade-street,  Cirencester,  wherein  one  Philip  Newport  then 
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dwelt,  and  directed  that  such  messuage  or  tenement  should  remain  to  the  uses 
expressed  in  a deed  by  him  theretofore  made  to  certain  feoffees,  in  trust,  to  the 
use  of  the  said  poor  people.  And  he  further  directed  that  the  said  sum  of  40  s. 
should  be  distributed  amongst  the  said  poor,  the  most  part  thereof  in  a street 
called  St.  Lawrence-street,  by  the  appointment  of  his  heir,  the  feoffees,  and 
his  overseers,  yearly ; viz.  20  5.  upon  Good-Friday,  and  the  other  205.  upon 
Christmas-Eve. 

It  is  not  with  certainty  known  which  was  the  house  so  charged  by  the  above 
will,  but  the  churchwardens  on  behalf  of  the  parish  are  in  possession  of  an  estate 
in  houses  situate  in  Cricklade-street,  which  may  very  probably  comprise  the 
tenement  in  question,  the  rent  so  intended  to  be  issuing  out  of  such  house 
having  in  process  of  time  come  to  be  considered  as  one  of  the  chief-rents  re- 
served upon  their  leases.  They  have  at  least  nothing  else  to  show  for  the 
subject  of  the  above  devise. 

John  Webley’s  Charity. 

The  Will  of  John  Webley  is  dated  10th  April  1589.  whereby  he  gave  the 
yearly  rent  of  a messuage  or  tenement  in  Gosditch-street,  Cirencester,  towards 
the  relief  of  the  poor  in  Cirencester  aforesaid,  to  be  distributed  yearly  by  the 
churchwardens  of  the  parish-church  of  St.  John  Baptist,  upon  Good-Friday, 
for  ever. 

We  find  that  this  tenement  so  long  ago  as  in  the  year  1607,  was  exchanged 
with  Lord  Danvers  for  a rentcharge  issuing  out  of  premises  in  Dyer-street, 
late  the  Greyhound  Inn,  now  the  property  of  Lord  Bathurst,  who  in  respect 
thereof  pays  a rentcharge  of  1 1.  6 5.  8 d.  to  the  parish  churchwarden,  by  whom 
it  is  carried  to  the  charity-account, 

William  Hooper’s  Charity, 

William  Hooper , by  his  Will,  dated  1st  November  1605,  gave  (after  the 
decease  of  Edith  his  wife,)  to  the  constables  and  churchwardens  of  the  town  of 
Cirencester  for  the  time  being,  and  their  successors,  his  house  in  Little  Silver- 
street  in  Cirencester,  then  divided  into  two  tenements,  in  the  several  occupa- 
tions therein  mentioned,  at  rents  amounting  together  to  44  s .,  upon  trust,  to 
distribute  on  Good-Friday,  yearly,  the  sum  of  40  5.  among  the  poor  people  of 
the  said  town,  and  to  retain  1 5.  a-piece  for  their  pains  in  executing  the  said 
trust,  giving  an  account  of  such  distribution  yearly  to  the  said  parish.  And  he 
desired  that  his  said  trustees  should  suffer  the  tenants  in  possession  always 
from  time  to  time  to  have  the  preference  in  taking  or  renewing  their  estate  in 
the  said  house  before  any  other  at  the  same  rent,  provided  always,  that  the 
said  house  should  be  kept  in  good  reparations.  And  his  will  was,  that  not 
above  two  tenants  should  be  placed  in  the  said  house,  to  avoid  under-tenants  ; 
and  that  his  said  trustees  for  the  time  being  should  every  half  year  at  the  least 
enter  into  the  said  house,  and  view  whether  the  tenant  kept  the  same  in  good 
and  sufficient  repair. 

There  are  two  houses  in  Silver-street  which  are  supposed  to  be  either  the  same 
so  devised  by  the  said  testator,  or  erected  upon  the  site  thereof,  which  are 
demised  on  the  part  of  the  parish  by  the  parish-officers,  in  the  usual  way,  for 
99  years,  determinable  with  three  lives. 

The  ancient  chief-rent,  2 /.  4 5.,  continues  to  be  reserved  upon  the  leases.  The 
last  fine  which  was  received  in  1814  upon  the  renewing  of  a single  life,  was 
7 /.  10  5.  on  one  of  the  houses  ; and  in  1818  there  was  a renewal  of  the  other  for 
one  life,  for  which  a fine  of  15  l.  was  received. 

The  above  fines  appear  in  the  churchwardens  accounts,  and  are  there  included 
among  his  general  disbursements  : the  mode  of  distribution  will  be  mentioued 
at  the  end  of  these  cases. 


Richard  George’s  Charity. 

Richard  George , by  a Codicil  to  his  Will,  made  in  or  about  the  year  1 615, 
devised  20  5.  yearly  out  of  the  messuage  or  tenement  in  St.  Lawrence-street  in 
Cirencester,  then  in  the  occupation  of  Henry  Russell,  being  the  rent  reserved 
out  of  the  said  tenement  during  the  estate  of  the  said  Henry  Russell,  and  205. 
more  yearly  out  of  his  other  lands  during  the  said  Russell’s  lease  ; and  on  the 
expiration  of  the  said  lease  he  gave  and  devised  3 l.  yearly  out  of  the  said 

messuage 
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messuage  in  the  occupation  of  the  said  Henry  Russell,  or  his  assigns,  for  ever, 
to  the  intent  that  during  the  said  Russell’s  lease  therein,  one  apprentice  of  a poor- 
born  child  in  Cirencester  might  be  yearly  bound  apprentice  with  the  said  40  s. ; 
and  after  the  said  lease  was  ended,  that  then  with  the  said  3 /.  two  apprentices 
of  poor-born  children  in  the  said  town  might  be  yearly  bound  apprentices  from 
year  to  year,  for  ever. 

The  above  premises  were  demised  in  1716  by  the  Rev.  Joseph  Harrison,  the 
then  minister,  and  Thomas  Powell,  to  Walter  Nash,  for  a term  of  1000  years, 
at  the  reserved  rent  of  3 /.,  payable  to  the  parish  churchwarden. 

This  rentcharge  is  received  by  the  parish  churchwarden,  who  accumulates 
the  payments  till  he  has  raised  a sum  sufficient  to  afford  a premium  for  putting 
out  an  apprentice. 

Jeffery  Bathe’s  Charity. 

We  find  in  the  books  belonging  to  the  parish,  that  Jeffery  Bathe,  bailiff  of 
Cirencester,  did  in  his  life-time,  in  1618,  give  one  tenement  in  Cricklade-street 
in  Cirencester,  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  whereof,  6 s.  8 d.  was  to  be  paid  to  the 
clergyman  for  a sermon  to  be  preached  on  Ascension-day,  and  the  rest  to  the 
poor.  The  house  is  in  the  possession  of  the  parish,  which  the  churchwardens 
let  upon  terms  of  99  years,  determinable  with  three  lives,  at  the  reserved  rent 
of  2/.  The  last  fine,  which  was  paid  in  1795,  was  30/.,  upon  the  renewal  of 
one  life. 

The  profits  of  these  premises  are  received  by  the  parish  churchwarden,  and 
carried  to  his  account,  who  pays  in  respect  of  the  same  6 s.  8 d.  to  the  clergy- 
man for  the  sermon,  which  is  preached  accordingly ; and  the  rest  is  carried  to 
the  poor-account. 

Sir  Giles  Fettyplace’s  Charity. 

Sir  Giles  Fettyplace,  of  Powlton,  in  the  county  of  Wilts,  knight,  by  Deed- 
poll,  dated  23rd  February  1631,  reciting,  that  he  was  possessed,  for  a term 
of  2,000  years,  of  a close  of  meadow  in  the  Lot  Mead  and  Short  Mead,  in  St. 
Peter’s  Ampney  alias  Eastington,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  containing  by 
estimation  five  acres  together,  granted  unto  the  then  churchwardens  therein 
named,  of  Cirencester,  and  their  successors,  an  annuity  or  yearly  rentcharge 
of  20  s.  to  be  issuing  out  of  the  close  above  mentioned,  during  the  remainder 
of  the  said  term  of  2,000  years,  upon  trust,  to  pay  10  s.  thereof  to  some  good 
minister  for  a sermon  to  be  preached  on  the  5th  of  November,  yearly,  in 
the  parish-church  of  Cirencester  aforesaid,  in  commemoration  of  the  event  of 
that  day,  and  the  10  s.  residue  of  the  said  205.  upon  the  said  5th  of  Novem- 
ber, yearly,  for  the  ringing  of  four  peals  of  bells  in  that  church,  yearly,  on  the 
same  day. 

The  rentcharge  is  received  by  the  churchwarden  from  the  proprietor  of  the 
estate,  and  appropriated  according  to  the  directions  of  the  donor. 

Charity  of  Sir  Thomas  Roave. 

By  Indenture,  dated  13th  February  1637,  made  between  Sir  Thomas  Rowe, 
of  Cranford,  in  the  county  of  Middlesex,  knight,  of  the  one  part,  and  Alex- 
ander Gregory,  clerk,  and  17  others,  inhabitants  of  Cirencester,  of  the  other 
part ; the  said  Sir  Thomas  Rowe  granted  to  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part, 
their  heirs  and  assigns,  an  annuity  of  25  /.  to  be  issuing  out  of  a messuage  or 
farm  called  Mowswell,  at  Wapley,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  and  out  of  the 
several  closes  of  land  to  the  same  belonging,  and  therein  particularly  described  ; 
upon  trust,  yearly,  for  ever,  to  pay  40  s.  to  the  minister  of  the  same  town  for  the 
time  being  for  a sermon  to  be  by  him  preached,  or  Divine  Service  read,  on  the 
13th  of  September  yearly,  or  on  the  Monday  or  Tuesday  following,  in  case  the 
same  should  happen  to  fall  on  a Sunday ; and  after  the  said  service  ended,  he 
directed  that  his  said  trustees,  together  with  the  minister  and  parish-officers, 
should  make  choice  of  three,  four,  or  five,  or  fewer  or  more,  according  to  their 
discretion,  of  poor  orphans  or  children  born  or  inhabiting  in  the  said  town,  whose 
friends  or  parents  were  not  able  to  provide  for  them,  for  the  purpose  of  binding 
them  apprentice  with  masters  of  honest  and  civil  life,  to  mechanic  or  handicraft 
trades,  for  the  term  of  seven,  eight,  or  nine  years,  as  should  seem  meet  to  the 
said  trustees,  3 /.,  4 /.  or  5l.  a-piece  to  be  given  with  them.  The  said  trustees  to 
keep  in  stock,  yearly,  61.  at  the  least,  to  be  disposed  of  as  folloAvs,  viz. ; that  when 
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any  of  the  said  apprentices  should  have  truly  served  his  master  during  his  ap- 
prenticeship, and  should  on  the  aforesaid  day  of  meeting  present  unto  the 
trustees  a certificate  from  the  minister  of  the  parish  wherein  he  had  been 
bound  and  had  lived,  and  from  his  master,  whom  he  had  served,  testifying  his 
diligent  service  and  good  behaviour  during  his  apprenticeship,  that  then  the 
said  trustees  should  give  to  every  such  apprentice  20s.,  30s.,  or  40s.,  in  their 
discretion,  towards  the  setting  of  him  up  in  his  trade,  or  buying  of  necessary 
tools  ; and  that  the  said  apprentices  might  not  want  due  instructions  in  their 
trades,  nor  receive  any  detriment  or  hinderance  through  the  death  of  their 
masters,  the  trustees  should  from  time  to  time  provide,  by  an  agreement  to  be 
made  with  the  masters,  for  the  due  instructing  them  in  their  trades  ; and  that 
on  the  death  of  the  master  his  executors  or  administrators  should  turn  over  the 
said  apprentice  to  some  honest  man  of  the  same  trade,  or  restore  to  the  said 
trustees  some  part  of  the  apprentice-fee  ; and  if  it  should  seem  fitting  to  the 
said  trustees,  they  should  once  every  year,  in  the  place  of  such  poor  child  as 
aforesaid,  bestow  so  much  of  the  said  yearly  sum  of  25 1.  as  should  have  been 
bestowed  upon  one  such  poor  child,  upon  one  poor  honest  and  modest  maid,  born 
or  inhabiting  within  the  said  town,  for  her  preferment  in  marriage.  And  that  if 
once  in  every  three  years,  and  no  oftener,  there  should  be  presented  by  the 
parishioners  of  Rendcombe  in  the  said  county  of  Gloucester,  one  such  poor 
child  for  an  apprentice  as  aforesaid,  the  trustees  were  to  make  choice  of  the 
same  to  be  apprenticed  that  year.  The  trustees  to  show  no  favour,  nor  use  any 
indirect  means  in  choosing  the  children  so  to  be  apprenticed.  And  in  case 
it  should  happen  that  there  should  not  be  such  poor  children  to  be  found  within 
the  town  of  Cirencester,  the  children  should  be  chosen  from  any  of  the  adjacent 
parishes  within  10  miles  thereof;  the  trustees  to  keep  a book,  wherein  should 
be  registered  the  several  names  of  the  said  poor  children,  their  parents,  masters 
and  trades,  that  it  might  apper  how  the  said  money  had  been  disposed  of,  with 
a power  of  entry  and  distress  to  the  trustees  to  compel  payment.  On  the  death 
of  six  of  the  trustees,  six  others  to  be  chosen  in  their  room,  to  whom,  together 
with  the  six  survivors,  the  said  annuity  was  to  be  conveyed,  so  that  the  num- 
ber of  trustees  should  always  be  kept  up  to  12. 

For  many  years  past  a deduction  of  1/.  19s.  has  been  made  out  of  the  annual 
income  for  the  land-tax,  and  the  residue  has  been  brought  to  account  by  a re- 
gular statement  of  the  receipts  of  the  annuity,  and  the  application  of  the  same, 
after  payment  of  the  40  s.  for  the  sermon,  towards  apprentice-fees,  and  in  occa- 
sional rewards,  usually  of  1 1 .,  to  the  youths  who  have  served  out  their  time,  and 
brought  testimonials  of  their  good  behaviour.  The  sums  allotted  by  the  donor 
for  apprentice-fees  would  of  themselves  be  very  inadequate  to  that  purpose  ; 
they  have  therefore  been  added  to  other  provisions  for  the  same  objects,  coming 
out  of  the  funds  of  the  Yellow  School  and  other  charities  for  apprenticing. 

A regular  succession  of  trustees  has  been  appointed,  and  the  property  trans- 
ferred. The  present  surviving  trustees  are  Messrs.  Joseph  and  Edward  Cripps, 
bankers,  at  Cirencester. 

The  apprentices  are  always  the  sons  of  inhabitants  of  the  town. 

It  does  not  appear  that  applications  have  been  made  on  the  part  of  Rend- 
combe parish  till  very  lately  ; but  the  trustees  being  informed  that  the  parish 
of  Rendcombe  will  now  be  glad  to  avail  themselves  of  the  benefit  intended 
for  them  out  of  this  charity,  have  signified  their  intention  of  enabling  that 
parish  to  apprentice  out  a poor  child,  by  giving  them  51.  at  present,  and  51. 
upon  the  end  of  another  three  years,  on  their  producing  the  indentures  of 
apprenticeship. 

George  Monnox’s  Charity. 


George  Monnox’s  George  Monnox , by  his  Will,  made  in  or  about  the  year  1C38,  authorized  and 

Charity.  directed  certain  persons  therein  mentioned  to  convey  and  assure,  unto  16  men, 
and  their  heirs,  parishioners  of  the  parish  of  Cirencester,  such  as  the  minister, 
churchwardens  and  constables  of  the  said  parish  should  make  choice  of,  all 
his  messuages,  lands,  tenements,  orchards,  gardens  and  hereditaments,  with  the 
appurtenances,  situate  in  Cirencester,  upon  trust,  to  pay  out  of  the  rents  and 
profits  thereof,  81.  yearly,  for  ever,  for  the  preaching  of  12  sermons  yearly, 
in  the  parish-church  of  Cirencester  aforesaid,  on  the  several  days  therein 
mentioned,  13.9.  4 d.  for  every  sermon;  and  the  residue  of  the  said  rents  and 
profits,  after  deducting  6.9.  8 d.  to  be  given  to  the  minister,  churchwardens 
and  constables,  for  their  pains,  to  distribute  yearly,  for  ever,  upon  St.  Thomas’s- 

day 
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day,  in  the  forenoon,  amongst  such  of  the  poor  people  inhabiting  in  the  said  Cirencester, 

parish  of  Cirencester  as  should  be  reputed  by  the  said  minister,  churchwardens  — — 
and  constables,  to  be  in  most  need ; with  a provision,  that  on  the  death  or  Ge01ge  M^hok's 
decease  of  12  of  the  trustees,  eight  others  should  be  appointed  as  aforesaid,  continued. 
so  as  to  keep  up  the  number  16.  v ^ , 

And  the  said  testator  further  gave  to  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  parish  of 
Cirencester  the  sum  of  80/.,  which  he  willed  should  be  added  to  a former  sum 
of  20/.  theretofore  given  by  him  towards  the  relief  of  the  poor  of  the  said 
town,  which  said  100/.  he  directed  should  be  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  lands, 
tenements  and  hereditaments,  the  rents  and  profits  thereof  to  be  distributed 
amongst  the  poor  of  the  said  town  of  Cirencester  on  St.  Thomas’s-day,  yearly, 
for  ever. 

The  tenements  now  in  the  possession  of  the  trustees  of  this  charity  are  the 
following : 

A messuage,  in  the  occupation  of  Alexander  Smith,  a gardener  and  nur- 
seryman. 

A messuage,  called  the  Bear  Inn. 

Three  messuages  adjoining  together,  supposed  to  have  been  formerly  one. 

These  are  all  in  Dyer-street,  Cirencester,  lying  contiguous  to  one  another. 

Also  a dwelling-house  in  Gosditch-street. 

There  was  another  tenement  in  Dyer-street,  derived  under  the  same  gift, 
but  which  in  1811  was  sold  to  purchase  the  land-tax  upon  the  whole  property. 

On  looking  at  some  old  surrenders  in  the  Manor  Court  of  the  charity-pro- 
perty, the  earliest  of  which  is  dated  1639,  we  find  that  the  property  as  it  now 
stands,  including  the  house  sold  as  above,  answers  to  that  which  was  given  by 
the  testator.  These  tenements  are  all  let  upon  leases  for  99  years,  determina- 
ble with  three  lives. 


One  of  the  messuages  in  Dyer-street  is  held  by  Alexander  Smith,  under 
a lease,  dated  13th  November  1826,  the  reserved  rent  upon  which  lease 
is  ------------

The  Bear  Inn  is  let  to  William  Hoare,  by  a lease,  dated  27th  November 
1826,  at  a reserved  rent  of  --------

Robert  Croome  holds  the  three  tenements  in  Dyer-street,  under  a lease, 
dated  28th  February  1814,  the  reserved  rent  being  - 
Land-tax  ------------ 

The  house  in  Gosditch  street,  or  ward,  is  held  by  Thomas  Lediard,  by  a 
lease,  dated  23d  April  1827,  at  the  reserved  rent  of  - 
Land-tax  ------------ 

The  three  lives  upon  each  of  these  leases  are  in  existence  : 

Upon  the  purchase  of  the  land-tax  with  the  produce  of  the  sale  of  one 
of  the  tenements  as  aforesaid,  a surplus  stock,  beyond  what  was  re- 
quired for  that  purchase,  was  created,  to  the  amount  of  293/.  155.  5 cZ. 
three-per-cents  reduced,  which  has  been  transferred  from  the  name  of 
the  Accountant  General  into  the  names  of  the  Rev.  Henry  Anthony 
Pye,  and  Joseph  Cripps,  esquire,  producing  a dividend  of  - 

The  annual  income,  composed  of  the  above  rents,  the  purchased  land-tax 
and  dividends  of  stock,  amounts  to  - 
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Out  of  the  above  proceeds  8 /.  per  annum  is  paid  to  the  minister  of  Ciren- 
cester, for  12  sermons  preached  by  him  in  pursuance  of  the  donor’s  directions ; 
and  4 s.  every  month,  when  the  sermon  is  preached,  making  2/.  85.  per  annum, 
is  laid  out  in  bread  and  distributed  to  the  poor.  Ten  shillings  are  paid  to  the 
receiver  of  the  rents,  and  the  residue  is  paid  over  to  one  of  the  churchwardens 
to  whom  is  intrusted  more  particularly  the  distribution  of  the  charities  to 
the  poor,  and  is  accounted  for  by  him,  together  with  other  sums  expended  in 
clothing  and  bread,  as  will  hereafter  be  more  particularly  mentioned. 

In  1801  a fine  of  15/.  was  taken  for  three  lives  on  the  premises,  now  belong- 
ing to  Mr.  Thomas  Lediard  ; and  for  the  same  premises,  for  one  life,  in  1827, 
a fine  of  30/.  was  taken.  I11  1809,  a fine  of  31/.  10s.  was  taken  for  one  life,  on 
the  Bear  Inn,  and  in  1816  the  same  fine  for  one  life  ; and  again,  in  1826,  a fine 
of  40/.  for  a single  life.  In  1811,  25/.  was  the  fine  for  the  messuage  now  in 
Rep.  20.  H the 
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Cirencester.  the  occupation  of  Alexander  Smith,  for  one  life;  and  again,  in  1826,  37 /.  10  s. 

——  , for  one  life.  In  1814,  a sum  of  12/.  18 s.  was  taken  for  the  premises  held  by 

e°Charity n0X & ^°^ert  Croome,  for  one  life.  All  these  fines  were,  when  received,  paid  into 
continued.  the  hands  of  the  parish  churchwarden,  who  has  accounted  for  them  in  his  book 

/ of  receipts  and  disbursements,  under  their  proper  head.  The  mode  and  objects 

of  distribution  will  be  explained  hereafter. 

The  renewal  of  the  trustees  has  been  regularly  kept  up,  the  last  deed, 
being  dated  July  8th  1824,  under  which  Lord  Apsley,  the  Reverend  Henry 
Anthony  Pye,  and  eight  others,  are  the  surviving  trustees. 

The  100/.  coming  under  the  will  of  George  Monnox  is  one  of  the  consoli- 
dated charities  of  which  an  account  will  hereafter  be  given. 

John  Paeth’s  Charity. 

John  Paeth’s  In  the  parish-ledger  or  vestry-book  we  find  an  entry  dated  22d  June  1641, 
Charity.  by  which  it  is  recorded,  that  John  Paeth,  of  Cirencester,  surrendered  into  the 
hands  of  the  lord  of  the  manor  of  Cirencester  his  dwelling-house,  with 
a garden,  in  Dollar-street,  Cirencester,  to  hold  the  same  unto  Edward  King 
and  Thomas  Roberts,  and  their  heirs,  to  the  use  of  himself  during  his  life,  then 
to  his  wife  for  her  life,  afterwards,  to  raise  the  yearly  rent  of  40s.  out  of  the 
same  to  the  use  of  the  common  poor  of  the  said  town ; and  all  the  residue  of 
the  said  rents  and  profits  thereof  he  gave  to  the  poor  decayed  butchers  of  the 
same  town  yearly,  for  ever,  to  be  distributed  among  them  at  the  discretion  of 
the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  said  town  for  the  time 
being,  yearly,  for  ever. 

This  house  is  let  by  the  churchwardens  for  a term  of  99  years,  for  three 
lives,  at  a reserved  rent  of  4/.  The  last  line,  which  was  taken  in  1817,  was 
30/.  on  the  renewal  of  a single  life,  and  10  guineas  was  received  in  1803. 
The  average  of  the  fines  taken  for  the  last  20  years  is  30s.,  which,  added  to 
the  reserved  rent  of  4/.,  would  give  an  income  of  51.  10s. 

The  4/.  rent  is  paid  to  the  parish  churchwarden,  as  well  as  the  fines  when 
received,  which  he  carries  to  his  account.  We  find  in  his  accounts  specific 
payments  of  2/.  every  year  to  poor  butchers  ; the  residue  of  the  rents  is  applied 
to  the  general  poor. 

Sir  Anthony  Hungeuford’s  Charity. 

By  Indenture,  dated  20th  September,  18  Car.  I,  made  between  Sir  Anthony 
Hungerford,  of  Down  Ampney,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  knight,  and  Dame 
Jane  his  wife,  and  Samuel  Wichell,  therein  described,  of  the  one  part,  and  Sir 
William  Master,  of  Cirencester,  knight,  and  five  others  therein  named,  of  the 
second  part,  the  parties  of  the  first  part  granted  unto  the  parties  of  the  second 
part,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  for  ever,  a meadow-ground,  with  the  appurtenances, 
called  Westmead,  situate  in  Ampney  St.  Crucis,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester, 
containing  by  estimation  four  acres,  upon  trust,  to  receive  the  rents  and  profits 
thereof,  and  pay  the  same  to  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Ciren- 
cester aforesaid  for  the  time  being,  to  the  intent  that  the  said  overseers,  with 
the  advice  and  direction  of  the  minister  of  the  said  parish,  and  also  of  the 
ministers  of  Driffield,  Preston,  and  Stratton,  in  the  said  county,  should  once 
every  year,  for  ever,  provide  eleven  upper  coats  or  garments  of  cloth,  on  the  left 
sleeve  of  every  of  which  said  coats  should  be  the  letters  AHj  in  red  cloth, 

and  on  All  Saints  and  Saint  Andrew’s-day  distribute  the  same  unto  11  of 
the  most  poor,  aged  and  impotent  persons,  men  or  women,  of  the  parish  of 
Cirencester  aforesaid,  such  as  in  their  judgment  should  be  in  greatest  want ; 
and  if  there  should  be  any  overplus  of  the  said  rents  and  profits,  after  providing 
the  11  coats  as  aforesaid,  the  same  should  be  distributed  among  the  same  11  per- 
sons as  to  the  said  ministers  and  overseers  should  seem  meet : Provided  always, 
that  no  person  should  receive  more  than  one  coat  within  the  space  of  two  years. 
And  also,  that  the  said  ministers  of  the  said  four  several  parishes  for  the  time 
being,  together  with  the  said  collectors,  or  the  greatest  part  of  them,  should 
every  year  make  a note  in  writing  both  of  the  yearly  profits  of  the  said  pre- 
mises, and  also  of  the  disbursement  thereof,  and  the  names  of  the  persons  re- 
lieved under  the  said  charity,  that  the  same  might  be  read  openly  at  such  time 
as  the  said  overseers  should  give  up  their  accounts,  whereby  general  notice 
might  be  taken  by  the  parishioners  of  Cirencester  aforesaid,  whether  the  same 
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profits  were  duly  disposed  of.  When  the  feoffees  should  be  reduced  to  one  or 
two,  the  survivors  were  to  enfeoff  six,  five,  or  four  others  in  the  said  premises  to 
the  uses  aforesaid. 

The  property  so  devised,  which  is  a meadow  consisting  of  four  acres,  in  the 
parish  of  Ampney  Crucis,  is  now  in  the  possession  of  the  parish,  and  let  and 
managed  by  the  churchwardens.  We  can  trace  the  successive  appointments  of 
trustees,  and  transfers  of  the  trust-property  down  to  the  year  1713 ; the  last 
feoffment  being  dated  22d  February  1713. 

The  meadow  is  now  tenanted  from  year  to  year,  the  last  lease  which  was 
made  thereof  having  expired  25th  March  1821,  the  rent  reserved  upon  which 
was  9 /.,  and  it  has  been  held  ever  since  at  the  same  rent. 

The  9/.  would  not  supply  coats  for  11  persons,  but  there  are  upwards  of  50 
provided  with  coats  by  the  churchwardens,  in  virtue  of  this  and  other  funds 
having  a similar  appropriation.  The  above  rent  is  duly  brought  to  account  in 
the  churchwardens  books. 


William  Blomer’s  Charity. 

By  Indenture,  dated  1st  November,  24  Car.  I.,  made  between  Christian 
Chaunler,  widow,  and  Robert  Chaunler,  of  the  one  part,  and  Andrew  Sollars 
and  Thomas  Little,  churchwardens  of  the  parish-church  of  St.  John  Baptist  in 
Cirencester,  and  six  others  therein  mentioned,  being  the  constables  and  over- 
seers of  the  poor  of  the  said  parish  of  Cirencester,  of  the  other  part,  the  said 
Christian  and  Robert  Chaunler,  in  consideration  of  the  sum  of  10/.,  being 
parcel  of  the  charitable  gift  of  JVilliam  Blomer  deceased,  to  the  use  of  the  poor 
of  the  said  town  yearly,  for  ever,  and  of  five  years  interest  due  on  the  said  10/., 
granted  to  and  to  the  use  of  the  said  parties,  of  the  second  part,  their  heirs  and 
assigns,  a messuage  in  Cirencester  aforesaid,  in  a street  there  called  St.  Law- 
rence-street,  between  a tenement  then  in  the  tenure  of  Mary  Mathews,  being 
the  lands  of  John  Clutterbuck,  on  the  north-west  part,  and  a tenement  then  in 
the  occupation  of  John  Dubber,  being  the  lands  of  Edward  Wood,  on  the 
south-east  part,  upon  trust,  that  they  and  their  successors  should  distribute  the 
rents  and  profits  thereof  to  and  among  the  most  necessitous  poor  of  the  said 
town  yearly,  for  ever. 

A house  in  Gloucester-street,  or  St.  Lawrence-ward,  is  ascribed  to  the  above 
donation  of  William  Blomer,  which  is  usually  occupied  by  some  poor  person 
put  in  by  the  churchwardens. 


Gifts  imvested  in  the  Purchase  of  Lands  in  South  Cerney. 


A catalogue  of  the  benefactors,  in  a vellum  book  in  the  custody  of  the  vestry- 
clerk,  enumerates  the  following  gifts  to  the  poor  generally,  with  the  dates  to 
the  most  of  them,  in  the  following  order :

To  which  may  be  added  a gift  of  Mrs.  Chambers,  of  London,  daughter  of 
George  Monnox,  of  50/.,  the  interest  to  be  given  to  the  poor  in  bread,  when 
her  father’s  monthly  sermons  were  preached. 

Rep.  20.  H 2 We 
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We  find  that  all  the  several  sums  of  money  given  by  the  above-mentioned  per- 
sons (except  20/.  part  of  Mr.  Blomer’s  gift  of  40/.),  were  laid  out  in  the  purchase 
of  land  at  South  Cerney,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  and  that  10/.,  other  part 
of  Mr.  Blomer’s  gift,  was  laid  out  in  a house  in  Gloucester-street. 

By  an  Indenture  of  feoffment,  dated  9th  February  1653,  between  Sir  Neville 
Poole,  ot  W okesey,  in  the  county  of  Wilts,  knight,  and  others,  of  the  one  part, 
and  the  minister,  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor,  and  some  of  the 
principal  inhabitants  of  Cirencester,  of  the  other  part,  in  consideration  of 360/., 
a close  of  arable  and  pasture-ground,  lying  in  South  Cerney,  called  Black- 
breach  and  Westdown,  containing  by  estimation  40  acres,  parcel  of  the 
demesnes  of  the  manor  of  South  Cerney,  was  conveyed  to  the  said  parties 
of  the  second  part  without  any  mention  in  the  deed  of  the  charitable  uses. 

And  by  an  Indenture  of  Release,  dated  24th  June  1682,  between  Richard 
Mathews,  of  South  Cerney  aforesaid,  of  the  one  part,  and  the  churchwardens 
and  overseers  therein  named,  of  the  other  part,  the  said  Richard  Mathews  did 
thereby,  in  consideration  of  7 /•  grant  and  release  unto  the  said  parties  of  the 
second  part,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  of  Cirencester, 
one  half  acre  of  arable  or  pasture-land  known  by  the  name  of  Westdown, 
abutted  as  therein  mentioned. 

The  property  so  purchased  is  in  the  possession  of  the  parish,  and  let  and 
disposed  of  by  the  churchwardens.  It  is  all  pasture-land,  about  three  miles  from 
Cirencester,  and  held  at  present  under  a lease  for  21  years,  commencing  from 
25th  March  1809,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  100/. 

The  parish  also  receives  a rent  of  2/.  18  s.  4 d.  from  the  proprietors  of  the 
Thames  and  Severn  Canal,  in  compensation  for  a small  part  of  the  land  cut 
through  by  that  work. 

The  rent  of  this  land  has  been  progressively  increased,  and  is  considered  now 
at  its  full  amount,  being  let  by  tender. 

This  rent  is  paid  into  the  hands  of  the  poor  or  parochial  churchwarden,  who 
includes  it  in  his  general  account  of  the  distribution  of  the  charities  to  the  poor, 
as  will  be  more  particularly  shown  hereafter. 

Charity  of  John  Chaunler. 

By  Indenture,  dated  16th  September  1654,  made  between  Robert  Chaunler, 
of  Colne  Rogers,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  clerk,  and  Rowland  Freeman,  of 
Cirencester,  in  the  same  county,  of  the  one  part,  and  Giles  Hancox,  Edmond 
Freeman,  Thomas  Deacon,  and  John  Wood,  all  of  Cirencester  aforesaid,  of  the 
other  part ; It  is  witnessed  that  the  said  Robert  Chaunler  and  Rowland  Free- 
man, being  the  said  surviving  feoffees,  according  to  a deed  of  feoffment,  bear- 
ing date  4th  July  1632,  unto  them  and  others,  made  by  John  Chaunler , late  of 
Cirencester  aforesaid,  deceased,  thereby  showing  his  charitable  disposition 
towards  the  poor  people  of  Cirencester  aforesaid,  in  giving  the  messuage  or 
tenement,  with  the  appurtenances  thereinafter  mentioned,  unto  the  said  poor,  for 
ever,  granted,  enfeoffed  and  confirmed,  unto  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part, 
and  their  heirs,  for  ever,  a messuage  or  tenement,  with  the  appurtenances, 
situate  in  Cirencester  aforesaid,  in  a street  there  called  Insthrop-street  alias 
St.  Cicely-street,  late  in  the  tenure  of  the  widow  Clark,  or  her  assigns,  upon 
trust,  for  the  continuance  and  performance  of  the  charitable  uses  provided  and 
declared  by  the  said  John  Chaunler  in  the  said  deed  mentioned,  and  upon 
further  trust,  to  permit  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the 
said  town  to  receive  the  rents,  issues  and  profits  thereof,  yearly,  and  the  same 
and  every  part  thereof  to  distribute  amongst  the  said  poor,  according  to  the 
true  intent  and  meaning  of  the  said  John  Chaunler,  for  ever. 

We  find  in  the  account-book  of  the  vestry-clerk  that  Lord  Bathurst  pays 
2 /.  per  annum  to  the  parish  churchwardens,  as  Chaunler’s  gift,  for  a house  on 
Cicely-hill ; and  it  further  appears  by  that  same  account  that  the  same  has 
been  in  possession  of  the  Earl’s  family  since  the  year  1736. 

Isaac  Tebbatt’s  Charity. 

In  the  vellum  book  alluded  to  it  is  stated  that  Isaac  Tehbatt  gave  20/.  to 
the  sole  benefit,  in  bread,  of  the  poor  of  Castle  Ward. 

Of  this  particular  sum  nothing  appears  specifically  to  remain,  but  the 
churchwarden,  out  of  the  general  charity-fund  in  his  hands,  gives  20.?.  a year, 
in  bread,  to  the  poor  in  Castle  Ward. 
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Alice  Avening’s  Charity. 

We  find  by  an  entry  at  the  beginning  of  the  old  parish-ledger  book,  that 
Alice  Averting,  widow,  gave  a house,  lying  in  Dollar-street,  the  rent  to  be 
distributed  yearly  unto  the  poor  of  Cirencester,  on  Good  Friday,  for  ever. 

The  parish  is  in  possession  of  a tenement  in  Dollar-street,  which  is  ascribed 
to  the  bounty  of  Alice  Avening.  By  a lease,  dated  7th  January  1803,  the 
premises,  then  a plot  of  ground,  a house  having  since  been  built  upon  it,  was  let 
to  John  Mills  for  99  years,  upon  three  lives,  the  reserved  rent  being  91.,  and 
the  fine  for  all  the  three  lives  7 /•  105. 

The  profits  of  this  land,  both  rents  and  fines,  are  received  by  the  parish 
churchwarden,  and  brought  to  account  among  his  general  receipts  and  disburse- 
ments. No  fine  has  been  taken  since  that  above  mentioned,  which,  if  averaged 
for  twenty  years,  would  make  the  present  income  of  the  charity  9.1.  7 s. 

Rowland  Freeman’s  Charity. 

We  learn  from  the  History  of  Cirencester,  “ that  Rowland  Freeman,  in  1659, 
gave  a rentcharge  of  405.  on  a house  and  land  now  incorporated  with  Earl 
Bathurst’s  park.” 

The  parish  churchwarden  receives  every  year  this  rentcharge  from  the  agent 
of  Lord  Bathurst,  and  accounts  for  it  in  his  annual  receipts  and  disbursements. 

Edward  King’s  Charity. 

Edward  King,  of  Cirencester,  clothier,  by  an  Indenture,  dated  29th  October 
1686,  demised  unto  Richard  Stevens,  his  executors,  administrators  and  assigns, 
a messuage  or  tenement  in  Abbot-street  (now  Coxwell-street)  with  a garden  and 
appurtenances,  for  the  residue  of  a term  of  two  thousand  years  then  subsisting 
in  the  same,  at  the  rent  of  91.  5 5.  with  a power  of  distress  and  entry  for  compel- 
ling payment  thereof. 

And  in  the  year  1692  the  same  Edward  King  directed  by  his  Will  of  that  date 
the  above  rent  to  the  laid  out  in  four  large  coats,  to  be  given  at  Christmas,  to 
two  poor  men  and  two  poor  women,  but  not  oftener  than  once  in  two  years  to 
the  same  persons,  nor  ever  again  to  any  one  who  should  apply  the  garment  so 
given  to  any  other  use  besides  his  or  her  own  wear. 

The  91.  5 s.  is  paid,  by  the  proprietor  of  the  premises  charged,  to  the  parish 
churchwarden,  who  applies  the  same  in  clothing,  which  is  accounted  for  by  him 
under  the  items  for  clothing  given  to  the  poor. 

Gifts  invested  in  the  purchase  of  a House  for  the  Minister  of 

the  Parish. 

By  an  order  made  at  a vestry,  held  in  the  town-hall  of  Cirencester,  on  3 1st 
January  1695,  reciting  that  the  late  churchwardens  had  laid  out  the  sum  of 
204/.  55.  6d.  in  purchasing  and  repairing  the  house  lately  belonging  to  John 
Webb,  deceased,  for  their  minister  to  dwell  in  (who  appears  to  have  had  no 
dwelling  before  this  period)  and  that  the  said  sum  had  been  given  for  a stock, 
the  interest  thereof  to  the  poor  of  the  parish  for  ever,  by  the  several  bene- 
factors following.

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It  was  ordered  and  agreed  that  Mr.  Joseph  Harrison,  the  then  minister 
and  his  successors  ministers  of  Cirencester  for  the  time  being,  allowing  to  the 
churchwardens  for  the  time  being  for  the  use  of  the  poor,  the  G/.  which  used 
yearly  to  be  paid  out  of  the  church-income,  towards  the  minister’s  house-rent, 
and  paying  the  chief-rent  of  four  nobles  by  the  year  to  the  landlord  thereof, 
keeping  the  said  house  in  good  repair,  and  paying  all  taxes  which  should  be 
laid  thereon,  should,  under  the  considerations  aforesaid,  inhabit  the  said  house 
during  the  lease  thereof,  which  was  about  threescore  and  six  years  to  come. 
And  it  was  further  ordered  and  agreed  that  the  said  benefactor’s  gifts  should  be 
made  up  again  in  stock  for  the  uses  aforesaid,  out  of  the  church-rents  and  fines, 
so  soon  as  the  same  could  possibly  be  done.  And  lastly  that  the  remainder  of 
the  interest  of  204/.  5 s.  (id.,  over  and  above  the  6/.  yearly  to  be  paid  by  the 
minister  as  aforesaid,  should  be  made  up  to  the  poor  out  of  the  church-rents 
until  the  stock  could  be  made  up  again. 

In  the  year  1G99  the  quit-rent  for  the  same  house  was  remitted  to  the  minister 
by  the  landlord,  William  George,  esq.,  and  in  1708  his  widow,  Mrs.  Rebecca 
George,  gave  up  the  fee  simple  of  the  dwelling  to  the  minister’s  use. 

The  yearly  sum  of  10/.,  as  the  interest  of  the  charity-monies  so  borrowed,  has 
ever  since  the  above  transactions  been  paid  out  of  the  rents  of  the  church-lands 
by  the  minister’s  churchwarden,  by  whom  the  church-rents  have  been  received, 
to  the  poor  or  parochial  churchwarden,  and  the  same  has  always  been  considered 
as  a charge  upon  the  church-property. 

TheG/.  mentioned  in  the  above  resolution,  as  agreed  to  be  allowed  by  the 
minister,  used  to  be  applied  towards  the  satisfaction  of  the  rent  of  the  house  in 
which  he  lived,  before  the  above  mentioned  purchase,  which  61.  being  no  longer 
allowed  him  after  that  purchase,  was,  it  is  to  be  presumed,  included  in  the  10/. 
assigned  out  of  the  church  rents  to  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  poor. 

The  house  acquired  in  the  manner  above  stated  was  in  182G  exchanged 
with  Miss  Master,  near  whose  residence  it  stood,  for  a much  better  and  more 
convenient  dwelling  situated  in  another  part  of  the  town,  and  the  old  house  has 
been  since  taken  down. 


John  Coxwell’s  Charity. 

John  Coarwell,  as  appears  by  an  old  catalogue  of  benefactions  without  date, 
bequeathed  40s.  yearly  “ for  the  having  of  a godly  minister  in  Cirencester,  for 
the  exercise  every  Friday.” 

And  the  said  testator  also  gave  to  the  town  of  Cirencester  100/.,  to  be 
delivered  to  the  treasurers  and  churchwardens  of  the  parish-church  of  Ciren- 
cester, and  the  ancient  men  of  the  same  town,  to  the  following  use,  that  they 
should  deliver  the  whole  sum  of  100/.  to  ten  men  of  the  same  town,  of  the 
several  trades  therein  mentioned  for  one  whole  year,  paying  for  the  same  51.  10s. 
and  giving  security  for  the  repayment  thereof;  the  51.  10s.  to  be  disposed  of 
in  manner  following ; viz.  40s.  to  be  given  to  the  poor  on  Saturday  before 
Passion-Sunday,  40s.  on  St.  Andrew’s  day,  20s.  to  a godly  man  to  preach  two 
sermons  at  Christmas,  or  in  Lent,  as  the  treasurers  and  churchwardens  should 
think  meet,  and  5 s.  to  the  distributors  of  his  said  charity. 

Part  of  the  above  charity-money  has  been  laid  out,  together  with  other  monies, 
on  the  minister’s  house,  and  that  sum  continues  to  be  answered  by  an  appropria- 
tion of  so  much  of  the  annual  payment  of  10/.  as  is  equivalent  to  the  proportion 
it  bears  to  the  whole  sum  lent.  It  is  received  by  the  parish  churchwarden  to  be 
accounted  for  by  him  with  the  other  monies  that  constitute  the  funds  in  his 
hands  for  annual  distribution. 

With  respect  to  the  residue  of  the  100  /.  so  given  by  John  Coxwell  no  trace 
remains  in  any  account  produced  to  us.  Having  been  directed  to  be  lent  out 
to  tradesmen  of  the  town,  it  has  probably  been  lost  by  the  insolvency  of  the 
borrowers. 

It  does  not  appear  whether  the  testator  left  any  distinct  fund  for  the  payment 
of  the  40s.  for  the  sermon  ; and  it  seems  that  there  is  no  existing  source  out  of 
which  that  can  be  paid. 

Charities  of  John  Master,  M.  D.  the  Rev.  William  Master,  and 

Mrs.  Winifred  Master. 

In  1G95  John  Master,  doctor  of  physic,  fifth  son  of  Sir  William  Master,  gave 
200/.  to  buy  an  annuity,  or  yearly  income,  for  ever,  the  one  half  thereof  to  the 

minister 
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minister  of  this  town  for  the  time  being,  for  reading  morning  prayer,  and  the 
other  half  to  such  poor  housekeepers  as  did  not  receive  alms. 

The  Rev.  William  Master,  second  son  of  Sir  William  Master,  late  rector  of 
Woodford  in  Essex,  and  prebendary  of  St.  Paul’s,  gave,  in  1716,  50/.,  the  inte- 
rest of  which  was  for  ever  to  be  disposed  of  by  the  heir  of  that  family,  and  the 
minister  of  the  parish,  at  Christmas,  to  poor  decayed  housekeepers  who  received 
no  parish  collection. 

Mrs.  Winifred  Master,  sixth  daughter  of  Sir  William  Master,  bequeathed 
60/.,  the  interest  thereof  to  be  given  by  the  minister  of  the  parish  upon  the 
1st  day  of  March  yearly,  amongst  such  of  the  poor  of  this  parish  as  were  con- 
stant comers  to  daily  prayers,  and  frequent  receivers  of  the  sacrament. 

It  appears  that  Thomas  Master,  esquire,  for  many  years  one  of  the  represen- 
tatives of  this  borough,  during  his  life  paid  interest  at  the  rate  of  five-per-cent, 
for  the  said  three  several  sums,  which  was  applied  to  the  above-mentioned  uses  ; 
till,  on  the  4th  of  March  1772,  he  gave  notice  of  his  intention  no  longer  to  hold 
these  monies  at  interest,  but  to  pay  the  principal  into  proper  hands  ; in  conse- 
quence of  which  notice,  at  a vestry-meeting  held  8th  May  1773,  the  minister  and 
two  churchwardens  for  the  time  being  were  empowered  to  receive  the  said  sums, 
and  to  give  full  discharges  for  the  same ; and  they  directed  that  the  three  said 
several  sums  should  be  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  capital  stock  three-per-cent. 
Bank  Annuities,  the  dividends  whereof  were  te  be  applied  to  the  uses  and 
purposes  appointed  by  the  benefactors. 

In  pursuance  of  that  resolution,  400/.  Bank  three-per-cent.  Annuities  1726 
was  purchased  in  the  names  of  Robert  Sandford,  Richard  Selfe,  and  William 
Tanner,  and  the  surplus  was  paid  into  the  hands  of  Robert  Sandford,  esquire, 
amounting  to  51.  3s.  4 hd.,  which  sum  was  afterwards  ordered  at  vestry  to  be 
paid  to  one  of  the  churchwardens  for  the  year  1773,  to  be  disposed  of  at  or 
about  Christmas  to  poor  housekeepers  of  Cirencester,  receiving  no  parish  col- 
lection ; and  that  in  future  the  produce  of  the  said  400/.  stock  should  be 
appropriated  in  the  following  manner:  viz.  the  sum  of  3/.  12  s.,  part  thereof, 
to  the  minister  of  the  parish  for  the  time  being,  in  consideration  of  his  perform- 
ing what  the  benefactors  required  of  him  from  time  to  time  to  be  done  ; and 
and  also  to  the  said  minister  the  sum  of  2/.  3s.  ; one  other  part  thereof  to  be 
by  him  given  to  the  poor  of  the  said  parish,  agreeably  to  the  direction  of  Mrs. 
Winifred  Master  ; and  the  sum  of  6/.  5 s.,  the  other  part,  to  the  churchwardens 
for  the  time  being,  to  be  disposed  of  by  them  at  or  about  Christmas  in  every 
year,  to  such  poor  housekeepers  as  did  not  receive  alms,  the  better  thereby  to 
answer  the  ends  of  the  several  benefactors. 

From  an  omission  to  give  the  necessary  powers  of  attorney,  8|  years  divi- 
dends became  due  on  5th  January  1800,  amounting  to  the  sum  of  48/.,  which 
was  carried  to  the  credit  of  Robert  Sandford,  who,  in  the  statement  of  his 
accounts  showed  a balance  to  be  due  to  the  parish  of  47 /•  2 s.,  which  he  paid 
over  to  Edward  Cripps,  one  of  the  churchwardens. 

The  12/.  interest  of  the  stock  is  regularly  received  through  the  banking- 
house  of  Messrs.  Cripps  and  Co.  and  distributed  to  the  objects  of  the  charity 
as  agreed  upon  by  the  above  resolution  of  vestry. 

Richard  Note’s  Charity. 

Richard  Note , by  his  Will,  dated  14th  August  1697,  divised  to  trustees 
therein  named,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  his  messuage  or  tenement  situate  in 
Cricklade-street,  with  the  garden  and  appurtenances  thereto  belonging,  upon 
trust,  to  pay  the  rents  and  profits  to  his  wife  during  her  life,  and  after  her 
decease  to  the  heirs  of  the  body  of  his  son  John  Note  lawfully  begotten,  and 
to  their  right  heirs  lor  ever  : and  for  want  of  such  issue,  he  directed  that  his 
said  trustees  should  deliver  up  the  said  premises  into  the  hands  of  the  then 
churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  Cirencester,  for  them  to  clothe 
one,  two,  or  more  poor  old  men  yearly,  at  Christmas,  for  ever. 

The  parish  are  in  possession  of  this  property  in  virtue  of  the  above  devise, 
which  is  let  for  a term  of  99  years,  determinable  with  three  lives,  at  the  reserved 
rent  of  2/.  ; which  rent,  as  well  as  the  fines,  are  paid  to  the  parish  church- 
warden, and  by  him  disbursed,  together  with  what  are  called  the  coat-monies, 
in  clothing  for  the  poor  at  Christmas. 

1 lie  last  fine  was  45 /.  received  in  1819,  upon  the  renewal  of  one  life  in 
exchange  of  another,  and  we  find  that  fine  among  the  receipts  of  the  cliurch- 
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warden  in  that  year.  The  preceding  fine  was  only  4 /.  on  the  renewal  of  a 
single  life,  and  the  fines  were  formerly  very  small,  rather  nominal  than  real. 

Charities  of  Elizabeth  Cripps  and  Mrs.  Clutterbuck. 

Elizabeth  Cripps , by  her  Will,  dated  September  11th,  1713,  gave  to  the 
minister  and  churchwardens  of  Cirencester,  the  sum  of  500  /.  Old  South  Sea 
Annuities,  then  standing  in  her  name,  in  trust,  that  they  should  let  the  same 
principal  sum  remain  in  the  same  or  some  other  of  the  public  funds ; and  that 
they  should  yearly  distribute  the  interest  thereof,  at  Christmas,  equally  between 
10  widows  or  old  unmarried  women,  of  the  said  town  of  Cirencester,  who  did 
not  receive  alms  of  the  same  parish,  but  not  every  year  to  the  same  persons ; 
but  the  receiving  it  one  year  was  not  to  be  a bar  to  any  person’s  receiving  it  the 
third  year,  if  judged  proper. 

The  sum  of  285/.  14 s.  4 d.  Old  South  Sea  Annuities  was  left  by  Mrs.  Clut- 
terbuck, a relation  of  Mrs.  Cripps,  for  the  same  purposes  as  the  above  gift  of 
Mrs.  Cripps. 

These  two  sums,  in  the  same  stock,  and  standing  in  the  names  of  Benjamin 
Harrison  and  Joseph  Cripps,  esq.  produce  at  3£  per  cent,  27/.  10s.  per  annum, 
of  which  8/.  5s.  is  paid  to  each  of  the  churchwardens,  and  11/.  to  the  minister, 
to  be  distributed  by  them  respectively,  and  the  same  is  accordingly  bestowed 
upon  widows,  or  old  unmarried  women  of  Cirencester,  not  receiving  alms,  at 
Christmas. 

It  is  regularly  entered  in  the  churchwardens  accounts. 

Charities  of  John  Mate,  Thomas  Smith,  and  Elizabeth  Edwards. 

Elizabeth  Edwards , by  her  Will,  dated  3d  October  1726,  gave  to  Joseph 
Harrison,  the  vicar  of  Cirencester,  and  Joshua  Reynolds,  rector  of  Stoke,  their 
heirs  and  assigns,  four  small  tenements,  with  gardens,  in  Castle-street,  Ciren- 
cester, in  trust,  to  sell  the  same,  and  the  monies  arising  from  such  sale,  toge- 
ther with  the  further  sum  of  30/.  which  she  thereby  bequeathed  to  be  added 
thereto,  to  pay  into  the  hands  of  the  minister  and  churchwardens  of  Ciren- 
cester, to  be  placed  out  at  interest  by  them,  and  out  of  such  interest  to  pay 
61.  8 d.  to  the  minister,  5s.  to  the  churchwardens  for  their  trouble,  and  the 
residue  to  be  distributed  by  the  minister  and  churchwards  among  fou  poor 
families  of  the  said  parish  not  receiving  alms. 

Mr.  John  Maye , by  his  Will,  dated  18th  May  1615,  gave  to  the  poor  of 
Cirencester  10/.  to  employed  yearly  by  the  churchwardens  to  the  benefit 
of  the  poor. 

Thomas  Smith  gave  20/.  (the  date  of  this  gift  not  mentioned)  to  be  distributed 
yearly  by  the  churchwardens  among  the  poor  of  Cirencester. 

It  appears  that  the  tenements  left  by  Elizabeth  Edwards  were  sold  for  60/., 
making,  with  the  30/.  also  given  by  her,  the  sum  of  90/.  That  sum,  according 
to  a memorandum  at  the  foot  of  the  will  in  the  old  ledger-book,  was,  together 
with  100/.  more,  said  to  have  been  received  by  the  then  churchwarden,  of 
a Mr.  Willett,  as  the  gift  of  Elizabeth  Edwards,  laid  out  in  the  year  1732  in 
the  purchase  of  the  great  church-yard. 

Both  Maye’s  and  Smith’s  gifts  are  stated  in  the  History  of  Cirencester  to 
have  been  applied  in  the  purchase  of  the  church-yard,  and  we  could  find  no 
other  account  of  those  monies. 

Part  of  this  church-yard  is  let  out  in  gardens,  the  rents  whereof  are  distributed 
by  the  parish  churchwarden  and  carried  to  his  account. 

The  vellum-book  states  a gift  of  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Edwards  of  100/.  for 
apprenticing  a poor  child  from  the  charity-school,  which  probably  was  the 
same  above  alluded  to,  as  coming  through  the  hands  of  Mr.  Willett  from 
Mrs.  Elizabeth  Edwards. 

Charity  of  Samuel  Cockerill. 

Samuel  Coclcerill,  by  his  Will,  dated  27th  August  1733  (proved  in  the  Pre- 
rogative Court  of  Canterbury,  31st  January  1735),  after  various  dispositions, 
devised  in  the  following  terms  : 

“ Item.  I give  to  three  justices  of  the  peace  of  the  county  of  Gloucester, 

“ living  in  or  near  the  town  of  Cirencester,  in  the  said  county  of  Gloucester, 

“ and  to  their  successors  for  ever,  the  messuage  or  tenement,  and  wood-yard, 

“ now  in  the  possession  of  Matthew  Weaver  and  William  Donor,  andthetene- 

“ ment 
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“ ment  and  orchard  now  or  late  in  the  possession  of  William  Nest,  and  Robert  Cirencester. 

“ Davis,  grocer,  all  belonging  to  the  Black  Friars,  and  lying  in  the  parish  of  c}  of 
« St.  Mary  de  Crypt,  in  the  said  city  of  Gloucester,  to  the  intent  and  purpose  Samuefcockerill 
“ that  51.  shall  be  received  by  the  said  justices  ; and  at  the  end  of  every  four  continued. 

“ years,  for  ever,  20/.  shall  be  paid  and  applied  for  the  placing  out  of  a poor  v ^ ' 

boy  born  in  Cirencester,  an  apprentice,  whose  parents  received  no  relief  from 
**  the  parish,  to  a captain  of  a ship,  or  some  other  trade  in  London  or  Bristol ; 

“ and  the  residue  of  the  rents  and  profits  thereof,  after  repairing  the  said  tene- 
“ merits,  and  payments  of  the  said  51.  per  annum,  shall  be  yearly  applied  for 

the  buying  clothes  for  such  apprentice.” 

We  cannot  find  that  this  charitable  devise  has  ever  been  in  operation.  The 
existence  of  it  has  only  been  known  within  these  three  or  four  years,  having  been 
discovered  on  an  inspection  of  the  will  made  by  some  one  of  the  descendants 
of  the  testator,  for  ascertaining  and  recovering  other  property  comprised  in  it. 

There  may  be  great  difficulty  in  ascertaining  the  identical  property  so  destined 
to  the  above  charity,  and  still  greater  difficulty  in  bringing  it  back  to  the 
charity  after  such  a lapse  of  time  ; but  we  have  directed  every  inquiry  to  be 
set  on  foot  for  identifying  the  premises,  and  for  making  them  available,  if  pos- 
sible, to  the  beneficial  purposes  intended  by  the  donor. 

John  Day’s  Charity. 

By  Indenture,  dated  21st  December  1779  (enrolled  in  Chancery  6th  June  John  Days 
1780),  made  between  John  Day,  of  Lechlade,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  esq.  Charity, 
of  the  one  part,  and  the  Rev.  Martin  Smith,  rector  of  the  parish  of  Ciren- 
cester in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  and  John  Cripps  and  Robert  Croome, 
churchwardens  of  the  same  parish,  of  the  other  part : It  is  witnessed,  that  for 
the  nominal  consideration  therein  mentioned  the  said  John  Day  released  and 
confirmed  to  and  to  the  use  of  the  said  John  Martin,  John  Cripps,  and 
Robert  Croome,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  for  ever,  a messuage  or  tenement 
situate  in  the  parish  of  Pinkney,  in  the  county  of  Wilts,  known  by  the  name 
of  the  Parsonage  House  of  Pinkney,  with  the  pasture  adjoining,  and  also  the 
glebe-land  thereunto  belonging,  together  with  all  the  several  parcels  of  land 
thereunto  belonging,  known  by  the  names  and  descriptions,  and  containing 
the  several  number  of  acres  following,  computed  by  estimation ; viz.  a house, 
garden  and  barton,  38  perches;  rick-barton,  Oa.  1r.  Ip.;  Parsonage-close, 

Oa.  3r.  5p.  ; Little  Horns-bill  Corner,  2 a.  2r.  30 p.  ; a piece  of  land  in 
Long’s  Corner,  1a.  Or.  8p.  ; Lower  Horns-hill,  4a.  Or.  35p;  Middle  Horns- 
liill,  7a.  2r.  20p.  ; Upper  Horns-hill,  4a.  2r.  24p.  ; Abbot’s  Acre,  in  the 
Lays,  1a.  Or.  27p.  ; fish-pond  piece,  6a.  2r.  36p.  ; Fern-hill,  4a.  1r.  9p.  ; 

Coopers  Wobley,  6a.  3r.  5 p.  ; Little  Down,  4a.  Or.  Up.;  Passway  Piece, 

6a.  1r.  27p.  ; Little  Cowley’s  Leaze,  2a.  3r.  Op.;  Great  Cowley’s  Leaze, 

11a.  3r.  27p.  ; Buckley  Meadow,  2a.  1r.  8p.  ; and  Turks  Lays,  3a.  Or. 

38  p.,  which  said  pieces  or  parcels  of  inclosed  land  contained  in  the  whole  71a. 

Or.  29 p.  more  or  less';  and  15  pieces  or  parcels  of  open  and  uninclosed  land, 
containing  in  the  whole  19  acres,  more  or  less;  and  also  the  tithe  of  hay, 
corn  and  grain,  and  all  tithes,  both  great  and  small,  of  what  nature  and  kind 
soever,  arising  and  belonging  to  the  said  rectory  impropriate,  together  with  all 
other  the  hereditaments,  emoluments  and  appurtenances  to  the  said  pre- 
mises belonging,  or  therewith  enjoyed,  in  trust,  that  they  the  said  Martin 
Smith,  John  Cripps,  and  Robert  Croome,  and  the  survivors  and  survivor  of  them, 
should  take  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  above-mentioned  premises  during  the 
life  of  the  said  John  Day,  and  dispose  of  the  same,  after  paying  the  land-tax, 
and  other  necessary  outgoings,  in  manner  following ; viz.  in  the  first  place  in 
the  payment  on  the  first  day  of  February,  yearly,  of  the  clear  yearly  sum  of 
1/.  12s.  to  the  churchwardens  for  the  time  being  of  the  parish  of  Easton  Gray 
in  the  county  of  Wilts,  to  be  by  them  disposed  of  in  the  manner  thereinafter 
mentioned  ; and  upon  further  trust,  to  pay  and  dispose  the  residue  of  such  rents, 
issues  and  profits,  unto  and  amongst  such  and  so  many  poor  housekeepers  of 
the  Church  of  England  of  the  parishes  of  Cirencester  and  Minchinhampton,  or 
either  of  them,  whether  married  or  single,  not  receiving  alms  of  the  parish, 
by  such  payments,  and  in  such  shares  and  proportions,  as  he  the  said  John  Day 
should  from  time  to  time  during  his  life  direct  and  appoint ; and  from  and  after 
his  decease  to  and  among  so  many  poor  housekeepers  of  Cirencester  and 
Minchinhampton  as  he  should  by  any  instrument  in  writing,  or  by  his  last  will, 

Rep.  20.  I appoint, 
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appoint,  and  in  default  of  such  appointment  by  the  said  John  Day,  or  in  case 
any  such  appointment  should  be  made  which  should  not  be  a complete 
appointment  of  the  said  rents  and  profits,  then  as  to  so  much  and  such 
part  of  such  rents  and  profits  whereof  no  such  appointment  should  be 
made,  upon  trust,  that  they  should  apply  and  dispose  of  the  same  to  and 
among  such  poor  housekeepers  of  the  Church  of  England,  of  Cirencester 
aforesaid,  whether  married  or  single,  not  receiving  alms  of  the  parish,  by 
such  payments,  (but  not  seldomer  than  at  four  different  times  of  the  year,) 
and  in  such  shares  and  proportions  as  Samuel  Webb,  of  Minchinhampton, 
and  Mary  his  wife,  or  the  survivor  of  them  should  appoint ; and  after  the 
decease  of  the  survivor  of  them,  upon  trust,  that  the  trustees  for  the  time  being 
should  pay  and  dispose  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  premises,  after  paying 
the  land-tax  and  other  necessary  expenses  as  aforesaid ; and  also  the  said 
annual  sum  of  1/.  1 21.  to  the  churchwardens  of  the  said  parish  of  Easton  Gray 
as  aforesaid,  unto  and  amongst  such  and  so  many  poor  house-keepers  of  the 
Church  of  England  of  Cirencester,  whether  married  or  single,  not  receiving 
alms  by  such  payments  (but  not  seldomer  than  at  four  times  in  the  year)  and 
in  such  shares  and  proportions  as  the  rector  or  incumbent,  and  churchwardens 
for  the  time  being  of  the  said  parish  of  Cirencester  should,  by  some  writing 
under  their  respective  hands,  to  be  entered  in  the  book  of  accounts  thereinafter 
directed  to  be  kept,  direct  or  appoint,  yet  so  that  no  one  of  such  poor  persons 
should  receive  less  than  31.  per  annum,  nor  more  than  15/.  per  annum  ; and  in 
case  there  should  happen  to  be  any  difference  between  the  said  rector  and 
churchwardens  respecting  the  appointment  of  fit  objects  to  partake  of  the  said 
charity,  then  such  appointment  should  be  decided  by  a majority  ; such  nomi- 
nation to  be  made  on  the  15th  day  of  November,  yearly,  and  the  persons  so 
nominated,  to  continue  to  receive  such  donation  during  that  year,  until  the 
15th  of  November  next  ensuing,  unless  such  persons,  or  any  or  either  of  them, 
should  happen  to  die  during  such  year,  in  which  case  the  rector  and  church- 
wardens were  in  like  manner  to  choose  another  proper  object  at  the  next  quar- 
ter-day, to  whom  the  then  accruing  quarter  should  be  paid,  with  a provision 
that  on  the  death  or  refusal  to  act  of  any  of  the  trustees,  that  another  should 
be  chosen  in  his  or  their  stead,  within  the  space  of  three  months  from  the  time 
of  such  death  or  refusal,  unless  such  vacancy  should  happen  by  the  death  or 
departure  of  the  rector  for  the  time  being  of  the  parish  of  Cirencester,  then 
the  next  incumbent  to  be  appointed  a trustee  in  his  room  ; and  upon  every 
change  of  trustees,  proper  conveyances  for  transferring  the  trust-premises  were 
to  be  made  and  enrolled  in  the  Court  of  Chancery  ; a book  to  be  provided  and 
kept  in  the  vestry  of  the  parish-church  of  Cirencester,  in  a substantial  oak 
box,  in  which  book  should  be  regularly  entered  an  account  of  the  receipts  and 
payments  of  the  said  charity,  and  all  other  transactions  relating  to  the  trusts 
thereof.  No  leases  to  be  made  for  a longer  term  than  21  years,  and  the  same  to 
be  made  in  possession,  and  not  in  reversion,  nor  any  fine  or  premium  to  be  taken 
on  making  thereof ; the  same  to  contain  a power  of  re-entry  on  nonpayment  of 
rent,  with  the  other  usual  covenants ; with  a power  to  the  trustees  to  sell  and 
exchange  the  premises  ; every  such  exchange  to  be  with  a moderate  advantage 
to  the  charity,  and  to  be  made  for  other  lands  situate  somewhere  in  the  said 
county  of  Gloucester,  and  not  above  20  miles  from  Cirencester ; and  to  lay 
out  the  produce  of  every  such  sale  in  the  purchase  of  other  freehold  lands  or 
hereditaments  in  possession,  to  be  situate  somewhere  in  the  county  of  Glou- 
cester, and  not  above  20  miles  from  Cirencester,  and  to  be  of  a better  value, 
in  all  respects,  than  the  premises  so  sold ; the  money  arising  from  such  sale  or 
sales  to  be  invested,  in  the  interim,  in  the  public  funds,  or  on  real  security.  And 
the  said  Deed  further  declared  that  it  was  the  principal  intention  of  the  said 
John  Day,  in  that  his  charitable  devise,  to  relieve  the  unavoidable  misfortunes 
of  accidents,  decay  of  trade,  and  old  age,  and  to  encourage  industry  ; and  that 
therefore  no  person  should  be  eligible  as  a fit  object  of  those  his  charitable 
intentions  but  such  as  had  rented,  or  did  rent  in  the  said  parish  of  Cirencester, 
a house  at  the  rate  of  31.  per  annum,  taxes  included,  at  least;  and  that  in  the 
aforesaid  choice  and  nomination  of  fit  objects  for  the  aforesaid  charity,  it  was 
the  wish  of  the  said  John  Day,  that  in  case  of  old  age  and  incapacity  to  labour, 
especial  regard  should  be  had  to  the  respectable  condition  and  circumstances  in 
which  such  persons  had  formerly  lived. 

The  quantity  of  the  lands  so  given  and  put  together  amount  to  90  a.  29  p., 

the 
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the  whole  of  which  is  glebe,  and  which,  when  compared  with  a particular  of  the 
lands  taken  in  1806,  were  found  to  agree  pretty  nearly  in  the  names  of  the 
parcels,  but  to  differ  therefrom  in  the  quantities  assigned  to  those  parcels  : the 
present  total  quantity  however  exceeds  in  amount  the  total  quantity  of  those 
that  were  specified  in  the  above  abstracted  Deed  by  5 a.  Ik.  33 p. 

The  quantity  of  titheable  land  in  the  parish,  arable  and  pasture,  is 
750a.  1r.  11p.,  and  the  glebe  is  95  a.  2r.  22 p. 

The  whole  of  this  property  is  let  to  yearly  tenants  at  rack-rent. 

81a.  11p.  of  the  glebe,  and  the  tithes  upon  382a.  3r.  Up.,  are  held  by 
a tenant  who  pays  for  the  same  116/.  5 s.,  at  which  amount  it  has  remained  from 
the  year  1806. 

14  a.  2r.  11p.  of  the  glebe  and  the  tithes  upon  279  a.  2r.,  are  let  for 
51/.  4^.  6d.  rent. 

And  the  tithes  upon  88  acres  of  land  are  let  to  three  distinct  tenants,  whose 
rents  together  amount  to  12/.  105.  6d.  The  total  of  the  rents  upon  this 
property  being  180/. 

This  has  been  deemed  an  inadequate  consideration  for  the  land  and  tithes, 
and  the  lands  have  been  lately  valued  by  an  experienced  surveyor,  and 
estimated  at  263/.  105.  10 d.  Upon  the  strength  of  that  valuation  the  trustees 
have  agreed  to  re-let  the  lands  to  the  same  tenants,  which  will  make  the  total 
income  of  the  charity-property  254/.  85.  Ad.,  allowing  7 /•  65.  4 d.  for  the 
land-tax;  1/.  125.  for  the  rentcharge  to  Easton  Gray;  15.  6d.  for  what  is 
called  shrifting-money,  and  25.  4 d.  one  year’s  procuration,  making  together 
9/.  25.  4 d. 

This  estimated  amount  is  rather  above  the  annual  value  of  land  in  the  neigh- 
bourhood. But  when  these  lands  were  let  in  1806,  the  buildings  were  in  a very 
ruinous  state.  Within  the  last  year  or  two  some  of  the  premises  have  been 
rebuilt,  and  the  whole  put  into  substantial  and  complete  repair,  which  may 
account  for  the  improved  rent  last  agreed  for. 

This  property  is  under  the  management  of  the  minister  and  churchwardens, 
who  keep  a book  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements,  with  a list  of  the  names 
of  the  persons  relieved,  and  the  amounts  of  the  relief  in  such  cases. 

Some  years  ago  it  seems  to  have  been  raised  from  1 /.  to  10  /.,  but  of  late 
years  the  usual  sum  given  to  poor  persons  has  been  3 /. ; never  less,  sometimes 
a little  more. 

The  lists  are  said  to  be  founded  on  previous  inquiry  into  the  cases,  and 
again  at  a subsequent  period  to  be  examined,  and  the  name  of  any  per- 
son found  to  be  unworthy  struck  out.  The  persons  relieved  are  always 
housekeepers  of  the  parish  not  receiving  alms,  and  professing  themselves  to  be 
members  of  the  Church  of  England  ; and  it  has  hitherto  been  considered  that 
the  county  is  restricted  to  parishioners,  an  understanding  of  the  donor’s  ex- 
pressions which  may  be  thought  too  narrow.  Due  attention,  it  is  said,  is  paid 
to  the  characters  of  the  persons  admitted  to  partake  of  the  benefit  of  the  charity. 

It  is  agreed  by  the  minister  and  churchwardens  that  an  annual  meeting  shall 
be  held  expressly  for  the  purpose  of  making  their  appointments,  which  appoint- 
ments shall  be  entered  regularly  in  their  books ; and  that  in  order  to  inquire 
into  the  conduct  and  characters  of  the  persons  so  appointed,  and  in  other  respects 
to  control  the  disposition  of  the  charity  so  as  to  secure  its  beneficial  operation, 
four  meetings  shall  be  held  at  stated  times  in  the  year,  when  the  lists  shall  be 
inspected  and  rectified,  if  necessary.  It  is  also  agreed,  that  the  appointments 
shall  be  grounded  not  upon  the  application  of  the  parties  themselves,  but  upon 
the  personal  visitation  and  inquiry  of  the  trustees,  or  the  special  recommendation 
of  respectable  inhabitants  ; and  that  the  person  to  receive  the  bounty  shall  be 
required  to  have  been  a housekeeper  in  the  parish  not  receiving  alms,  habitually 
frequenting  the  church,  reduced  to  distress  by  misfortune,  and  not  by  vice  or 
crime.  Furthermore,  that  the  trustees  shall  make  their  selection  from  among 
those  who  have  sought  to  gain  their  livelihoods  by  their  own  industry,  and 
shown  the  greatest  reluctance  to  throw  themselves  upon  the  parish.  They 
propose  also  to  confine  the  benefit  to  persons  who  have  rented  or  do  rent  a house 
in  the  parish  of  Cirencester  at  the  rate  of  3 /.  a year,  taxes  included,  at  least. 
Such  mode  of  administration  being  in  accordance  with  the  expressed  intentions 
and  directions  of  the  donor,  and  calculated  to  render  the  charity  substantially 
beneficial  to  the  town. 

We  have  also  remarked  upon  the  ill  consequences  of  making  the  distribution 
llep.  20.  I 2 in 
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in  equal  sums  of  the  lowest  amount  to  which  the  donor  has  limited  the  appli- 
cation of  his  bounty.  Such  a mode  of  dispensing  the  charity,  besides  the 
tendency  it  has  to  create  in  the  minds  of  the  poor  an  impression  of  their  having 
vested  rights  to  fixed  annual  payments,  is  opposed  to  the  salutary  principle  of 
proportioning  the  relief  to  the  varying  conditions  of  the  objects,  both  as  to 
distress  and  desert.  It  is  to  be  remembered  also,  that  the  author  of  the  charity 
has  in  this  case  given  a range  to  the  discretion  of  the  trustees  from  3 /.  to  15  /., 
by  availing  themselves  of  which  latitude  they  may  give  larger  and  more  per- 
manent relief  to  that  class  of  the  poor  which  the  donor  had  evidently  in  his 
contemplation. 

John  Timbrell’s  Charity. 

John  Timbrell,  by  a Codicil  to  his  Will,  made  in  or  about  the  year  1793, 
gave  to  William  Shippen  Willes  and  William  Jenner,  the  sum  of  100 /.  which 
the  said  testator  directed  should  be  laid  out  on  Government  three-per-cent.  Con- 
solidated annuities,  in  the  names  of  the  then  minister  and  churchwardens  for 
the  time  being,  and  to  their  successors,  to  continue  and  be  in  their  names  ; and 
that  it  should  not  be  in  their  power  to  transfer  or  make  any  other  use  of 
the  interest  which  should  grow  due  on  the  same  than  to  pay  the  said  minis- 
ter for  the  time  being  the  sum  of  30  s.  for  him  to  preach  one  sermon  on  the 
23rd  February,  the  anniversary  of  the  testator’s  birth-day,  and  the  other  on  the 
anniversary  of  his  decease  ; but  that  prayers  should  be  read  before  the  said 
sermons  should  be  preached.  And  he  directed  that  the  remaining  30  5.  should 
be  laid  out  on  30  loaves  of  good  wholesome  household  bread,  to  be  given  imme- 
diately after  divine  service  to  such  poor  people  as  should  be  really  objects ; 
who  should  come  at  the  beginning  of  divine  service,  and  continue  there  until 
the  same  should  be  ended. 

The  sum  of  100/.  was  received  and  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  134/.  18s.  2 d. 
stock  in  the  three-per-cent.  Consols,  now  standing  in  the  names  of  the  Rev. 
Henry  Anthony  Pye,  Edward  Cripps,  and  Charles  Cripps,  esquires. 

The  minister  receives  the  whole  of  the  dividends,  half  of  which  he  retains  for 
his  sermon,  and  the  other  half  he  gives  to  the  churchwardens  to  be  distributed 
in  bread,  according  to  the  will. 

John  Morse’s  Charity. 

We  find  in  an  entry  at  the  beginning  of  the  old  parish  ledger  that  John  Morse 
gave  two  rooms  of  a house  lying  in  St.  Lawrence-street,  for  two  poor  widows  to 
dwell  in,  for  ever,  without  paying  any  rent. 

Nothing  appears  now  to  be  known  of  the  subject  of  this  donation. 

Henry  Hall’s  Charity. 

We  find  in  the  same  ledger-book  above  alluded  to,  that  Henry  Hall,  by  his 
Will,  made  in  or  about  the  year  1G32,  gave  30/.,  to  be  lent  for  one  whole  year 
to  six  men  of  trade  and  occupation,  inhabiting  in  the  town  of  Cirencester ; viz. 
5/.  a year  to  each  of  the  said  six  persons  for  one  whole  year,  and  no  longer. 

This  sum  has  long  been  lost  to  the  parish. 

Mrs.  Mabson’s  Charity. 

There  is  a gift  recorded  in  the  little  vellum  book  belonging  to  the  parish,  of 
10  s.  yearly,  for  a sermon  on  St.  Andrew’s-day,  by  Mrs.  Mabson,  in  the  year 
1681. 

This  is  all  that  we  can  find  relating  to  this  benefactress  ; but  we  are  given  to 
understand  that  the  churchwardens,  besides  paying  105.  for  the  annual  sermon, 
pay  also  145.  in  bread  to  the  poor  on  St.  Andrew’s-day,  which  they  bring  to 
account. 

Nicholas  Edwards’s  Charity. 

Nicholas  Edwards,  by  his  Will,  made  in  or  about  the  year  171 1,  gave  40/., 
the  interest  thereof  to  buy  coats  for  two  poor  men  and  two  poor  women  at 
Christmas,  yearly  ; he  also  gave  the  sum  of  10/.,  the  interest  thereof  to  buy 
20  loaves,  to  be  sent  upon  St.  Thomas’s-day,  by  the  direction  of  the  minister  of 
the  parish,  to  such  poor  housekeepers  as  received  no  collection. 

We 
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We  do  not  find  any  entry  in  the  parish-books  recording  the  receipt  of  the 
above  gift,  but  the  coats  and  the  bread  are  considered  as  satisfied  in  the  general 
distribution  of  bread  and  clothing. 

Fettiplace’s  Charity. 

In  the  same  vellum  book  it  is  stated,  that  Fettiplace,  in  1711,  gave 

20/.,  the  interest  thereof  to  be  given  to  the  poor,  in  bread,  upon  Ash  Wednes- 
day, yearly. 

This  gift  is  also  satisfied  by  a distribution  of  20 s.  worth  of  bread  among 
the  poor  on  Ash  Wednesday. 

Mrs.  Ashwell’s  Charity. 

It  appears  on  the  churchwardens  roll  that  Mrs.  Aslvwell  gave  10/.  for 
preaching  a sermon  on  the  30th  of  January.  At  the  foot  of  this  account,  on 
the  above  roll,  it  is  stated  that  “ this  principal  money  was  lost  out  of  the 
chest.” 

In  the  little  vellum  book  many  gifts  of  small  sums  are  mentioned,  which  do 
not  appear  to  be  in  the  possession  of  the  parish,  or  to  be  in  any  course  of 
application;  but  it  is  recorded  that,  about  the  year  1755,  the  church-chest,  in 
which  charity-monies  were  deposited,  was  plundered  of  157  /•>  including  lG /.  10s. 
sacrament-money. 


It  has  already  been  shown,  that  a great  mass  of  charities  are  placed  under 
the  management  of  the  churchwardens,  and  more  particularly  the  church- 
warden appointed  by  the  parish.  Of  these  charities,  the  estates  of  which  con- 
sist both  of  lands  and  houses,  a general  account  has  been  produced  to  us,  com- 
prising the  receipts  of  the  several  rents,  carried  on  through  the  several  successive 
years  of  the  continuance  in  office  of  each  churchwarden,  with  the  disburse- 
ments stated  in  a general  way,  in  money,  clothes,  and  bread,  (such  bread  and 
clothing  much  more  than  satisfying  the  quantity  directed  to  be  so  distributed  by 
the  particular  benefactions,)  in  which  account  some  items  appear  to  have  been 
introduced  not  immediately  connected  with  the  charities. 

We  have  directed  the  charity-accounts  in  future  to  be  kept  entirely  separate 
from  all  other  matters  of  receipt  or  expenditure,  so  as  to  exhibit  a clear  and 
distinct  view  of  the  total  receipts  and  disbursements  in  the  churchwardens 
book,  under  the  head  of  charities,  which  should  be  signed  by  both  the  church- 
wardens, in  order  that  they  may  be  a check  upon  each  other,  and  that  both  may 
be  equally  responsible  to  the  parish.  The  said  account  to  be  submitted  an- 
nually to  the  examination  of  the  vestry,  on  a day  specially  appointed  for  that 
purpose. 

We  have  recommended  also,  that  a book  should  be  made  out,  called  the  gift- 
book,  comprising  a short  statement  of  all  the  different  charities,  so  that  it  may 
be  seen  by  reference  to  the  accounts  whether  the  objects  in  the  view,  of  each 
■of  the  donors,  have  been  inclusively,  in  the  general  application  of  the  funds,  car- 
ried into  substantial  effect ; and  that  a third  book  should  be  kept,  called  the 
Charity  List-book,  in  which  should  be  specified  the  names  of  all  the  persons 
relieved  in  the  course  of  the  year ; with  a second  column  describing  shortly 
the  age,  families,  condition  and  characters  of  each  individual ; and  a third 
column  stating  the  mode  and  extent  of  relief  afforded  to  him  or  her,  whether  in 
clothing  or  in  bread,  in  paying  their  rent,  or  in  defraying  the  expense  of  sick- 
ness ; by  which  statement  it  may  be  made  to  appear  how  far  the  distributors 
of  these  charities  have  obeyed  the  express  directions  of  the  donors  ; and  in  cases 
where  no  such  express  directions  occur,  how  far  they  have  given  an  ameliorating 
and  beneficial  efficacy  to  the  charities  committed  to  their  discretion. 

We  have  suggested  also,  as  especially  important  in  the  administration  of  such 
a mass  of  charities,  that  four  meetings  should  be  held  in  the  year  by  the 
churchwardens  with  the  minister,  to  settle,  upon  the  best  inquiry  that  can  be 
instituted  for  that  purpose,  assisted  by  the  recommendation  of  the  respectable 
inhabitants,  a list  of  the  persons  proper  to  be  relieved. 

That  at  these  meetings  the  overseer  should  attend  with  his  poor-book,  to 
show  who  are  habitually  throwing  themselves  upon  the  parish  for  support,  in 
order  that  such  persons  may  be  excluded  from  the  benefit  of  the  charities  j 
and  that  where  relief  is  directed  by  donors  to  be  confined  to  members  of  the 
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Cirencester.  Church  of  England,  or  to  be  distributed  after  divine  service  or  sermons,  the 
minister  at  such  meetings  to  be  called  upon  to  state  whether  the  persons  pro- 
posed as  objects  of  such  charities  have  been  regular  attendants  at  the  church  on 
Sundays,  and  at  the  times  and  occasions  specified  ; and  we  have  also  suggested, 
that  as  in  most  of  the  gifts  to  this  parish,  great  stress  has  been  laid  by  the  bene- 
factors on  the  moral  qualifications  of  the  objects  of  relief,  the  trustees  and  parish- 
officers  cannot  attach  too  much  importance  to  the  duty  of  excluding  from  all 
participation  in  such  charities  persons  of  idle  and  dissolute  habits.  We  have  also 
advised  that  the  practice  of  making  a diffusive  and  promiscuous  distribution  of 
charity-monies  in  small  amounts  should  be  discontinued  ; and  that  where  the 
amount  is  in  the  discretion  of  the  distributors,  it  should  be  made  to  vary  with  the 
varying  exigences  of  the  cases,  as  well  on  account  of  the  greater  benefit  such 
a mode  of  distribution  must  necessarily  produce,  as  of  the  tendency  that  it  will 
have  to  correct  a very  common  prejudice  among  the  poor,  that  they  have  all  a 
right  on  the  score  of  poverty  alone  to  an  equal  share  of  the  charity-monies. 

For  some  time  there  prevailed  in  the  parish  a custom  of  dealing  out  to  all 
the  inhabitants,  poor  and  rich,  shillings,  called  Christmas  shillings,  where 
any  person  was  found  disposed  to  accept  such  gift.  The  ill  effect  of  which 
custom  is  too  apparent  to  need  any  comments.  To  the  great  credit  of  the  late 
and  present  churchwardens  this  practice  has  been  discontinued  for  these  two  or 
three  years  past,  and  we  should  not  now  animadvert  upon  it  but  that  we  un- 
derstand there  has  been  some  clamour  for  the  revival  of  it. 

With  respect  to  the  distribution  in  bread,  it  is  to  be  observed  that  there  are 
many  specific  donations  which  require  to  be  carried  into  effect  in  this  form.

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Enough  should  certainly  be  distributed  to  cover  the  amount  of  what  the  donors 
direct  to  be  given,  and  as  much  more  as  the  churchwardens  in  their  discretion 
may  deem  expedient  to  bestow  in  execution  of  the  general  money-gifts; 
but  the  wide-spread  and  indiscriminate  dispersion  of  loaves  of  bread  over  the 
whole  town,  hitherto  in  practice,  is  obviously  opposed  to  the  spirit  of  true 
charity,  and  must  in  justice  be  characterised  as  an  abuse. 

With  respect  to  the  leases,  it  should  not  be  forgotten,  that  it  is  the  duty  of 
the  churchwardens  and  trustees  to  renew  the  lives  for  fines  more  adequate  to 
their  value  than  has  hitherto  been  the  case  ; and  when  by  such  tenure  they  are 
restricted  from  turning  the  land  to  the  best  advantage,  the  lives  ought  to  be 
suffered  to  drop,  to  afford  an  opportunity  of  letting  at  rack-rent,  or  on  building 
or  repairing  leases. 

John  Jones’s  Charity. 

John  Jones,  by  his  Will,  dated  12th  August  1507,  devised  six  messuages 
situate  in  Gosditch,  Abbots  Castle,  and  Chipping-streets,  to  trustees  therein 
named,  in  trust,  for  certain  superstitious  uses  therein  mentioned. 

By  Articles  of  Indenture  bearing  date  21st  December  1719,  made  between 
Thomas  Roberts,  and  others,  of  the  one  part,  and  Gabriel  Cook  and  others,  of  the 
other  part,  it  was  agreed  that  the  Churchwardens  of  Cirencester  should  be  per- 
mitted to  receive  the  rents  of  all  the  said  messuages,  upon  trust  to  apply  8/.,  part 
thereof,  towards  the  Grammar  School  in  Cirencester,  and  the  residue  in  and 
about  the  reparations  and  maintaining  of  the  parish-church  of  Cirencester. 

The  application  of  the  above-mentioned  8/.  per  annum  has  been  made  to  ap- 
pear in  the  Report  of  the  Grammar  School.

The  accounts  of  the  receipts  and  expenditure,  in  respect  of  the  above- 
mentioned  property  of  the  parish,  which  are  kept  by  the  churchwarden 
appointed  by  the  minister,  were  laid  before  us  and  found  to  be  correct. 

St.  Thomas’s  Hospital. 

Sir  William  Nottingham , by  his  Will,  dated  1st  September  1483,  did,  among  St.  Thomas's 
other  things,  ordain  that  his  feoffees  of  all  his  lands,  tenements,  rents  and  Hospital, 
revenues,  which  he  had  bought  of  divers  persons  in  Down  Ampney,  Erdecotte, 

Cirencester,  and  Stratton,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  and  Shornecote  in  the 
county  of  Wilts,  should  convey  the  said  premises  to  the  persons  therein  named, 
amongst  other  things,  for  the  use,  profit  and  maintenance  of  four  poor  men, 
dwelling  in  a certain  house,  lately  built  by  him  in  Cirencester,  in  a street 
called  Battle-street,  and  for  the  use  of  them  who  after  his  decease  should 
dwell  in  that  house,  being  chosen  by  the  wardens  of  the  Weavers  Company  in 
Cirencester,  and  their  successors  ; and  he  directed  that  every  one  of  the  said 
poor  men  should  have  every  week  out  of  the  profits  of  the  said  premises  8 d.y 
making  in  the  whole  6/.  18  s.  8 cl.  per  annum. 

There  is  an  ancient  stone  building  in  St.  Thomas’s-street,  called  St.  Thomas’s 
Hospital,  supposed  to  be  the  house  originally  built  for  this  charity,  by  Sir 
William  Nottingham. 

Four  poor  men  receive  the  benefit  of  this  endowment,  two  of  whom  live  in 
this  house,  it  not  being  capable  of  holding  more.  These  inmates  of  the  house 
receive  7 s.  %d.  each  a quarter,  and  the  two  out-pensioners  10  s.  QcL,  making,  in 
the  whole,  6 /.  18  s.  8 d.  per  annum,  which  is  paid  out  of  an  estate  near  Thorn- 
bury,  in  Gloucestershire,  now  or  late  the  property  of  Miss  Pope  ; but  how  the 
rent  came  to  be  transferred  from  the  property  originally  made  subject  to  the 
same  to  that  out  of  which  it  is  at  present  paid,  we  could  not  learn.  The  trust 
has  devolved  upon  the  Rev.  Daniel  White,  and  Mr.  John  Godwin,  a weaver 
in  the  town,  and  some  other  persons,  who  still  represent  the  Weavers  Company, 
which  was  incorporated  by  a charter  of  Philip  and  Mary,  renewed  by  Queen 
Elizabeth. 

This  being  the  only  revenue  of  the  hospital,  the  repairs  of  the  house  are 
provided  for,  partly  by  funds  composed  of  the  fees  upon  admission  into  the 
Company,  and  partly  out  of  the  rent  of  a portion  of  the  Weavers  Hall,  which 
forms  a small  tenement  for  a poor  person. 

The  accounts  were  examined  and  found  to  be  correct. 

Thomas  Perry’s  Charity. 

Thomas  Perry,  by  his  Will,  made  about  the  year  1706,  gave  to  Edward  Thomas  Perry’s 
Butler,  and  others  therein  mentioned,  100/.  to  be  paid  to  him  by  his  executor  Charity, 
thereinafter  named,  to  the  intent  that  they  and  the  survivors  and  survivor  of 
them,  and  his  heirs  and  assigns,  should  lay  out  the  said  sum  in  the  purchase 
of  freehold  lands  and  tenements,  upon  trust,  with  the  rents  and  profits  thereof 
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yearly,  for  ever,  to  place  out  one  poor  boy  an  apprentice,  as  they  or  the  major 
part  of  them  should  nominate,  tiiat  should  be  born  in  the  town  of  Cirencester, 
and  whose  parents  should  be  of  good  reputation,  not  having  before  received 
collection,  and  that  when  four  of  the  trustees  should  die,  others  should  be 
appointed  in  their  place. 

It  appears  by  an  entry  in  an  old  account-book,  that  the  executor  of  the  said 
testator  paid  the  100/.  to  the  trustees,  which  they  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of 
a tenement  and  land  in  the  parish  of  Upton  St.  Leonard,  in  the  county  of 
Gloucester. 

The  land  so  purchased,  which  has  been  continued  down  to  successive 
trustees,  consists  of  2 a.  2 r.  of  pasture-land,  with  a small  dwelling-house,  and 
a blacksmith’s  shop  lately  built  thereon.  We  find  a note  or  memorandum  in 
one  of  the  pages  of  the  account-book  expressing  that  the  building  at  Upton 
St.  Leonard  being  in  such  a dilapidated  state  that  it  was  deemed  proper  by 
the  trustees  to  rebuild  it,  in  order  to  keep  up  the  charity  in  its  original  form, 
it  was  accordingly  done  at  an  expense  of  somewhat  more  than  100  /.,  and  that 
William  Gillman,  esquire,  of  London,  advanced,  in  1822,  60 /.  towards  enabling 
the  trustees  to  carry  the  same  into  effect,  to  be  repaid  out  of  the  rents,  with 
interest  at  five-per-cent. 

The  present  rent  for  the  house  and  land  is  11/.  11*'.  a year.  All  interest  has 
been  paid  up  for  the  sum  due,  and  30/.  towards  the  principal.  At  Lady-day 
next  it  is  expected  that  there  will  be  15/.  16s.  in  hand  towards  the  liquidation 
of  the  remaining  debt. 

When  the  charity  was  in  operation,  one  year’s  rent  was  applied  in  appren- 
ticing a boy  every  year,  which  of  course  will  be  resumed  when  the  mortgage- 
debt  is  discharged. 

Jane  Overbury’s  Charity. 


Jane  Overbury’s 
Charity. 


Jane  Overbury , by  her  Will,  dated  18th  November  1772,  gave  unto 
Nathaniel  Overbury,  and  others  her  trustees,  the  sum  of  150/.  upon  trust,  that 
they  should  place  the  same  out  at  interest,  and  dispose  of  the  yearly  produce 
thereof  as  follows,  viz.  the  interest  of  100/.,  part  thereof,  towards  the 
support  and  maintenance  of  the  minister  or  teacher  for  the  time  being  of  the 
congregation  of  Protestant  Dissenters,  denominated  Particular  Baptists,  meeting 
together  for  divine  service  in  Coxwell-street,  Cirencester  ; and  the  interest  of 
50/.,  remaining  part  of  the  said  sum  of  150  /.,  to  be  paid  quarterly  to  the  poor 
Baptists  belonging  to  the  said  meeting-house  in  Coxwell-street ; and  when 
either  of  the  trustees  should  die,  her  desire  was  that  another  should  be  chosen 
in  his  place  by  the  survivors. 

The  money  so  bequeathed  was  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  four-per-cent 
annuities,  since  reduced  to  three-and-a-half.  The  Baptist  minister  receives  the 
interest  of  100/.,  and  the  interest  of  the  remaining  50/.  is  bestowed,  under  his 
direction,  to  the  poor  of  that  congregation. 

The  names  of  the  present  trustees  are  John  North  Wilkins,  esquire,  and 
Mr.  William  Beddome,  of  London. 


Catherine  Stevens’s  Charity. 

Catherine  Stevens’s  Catherine  Stevens,  of  Cirencester,  by  her  Will,  dated  22d  June  1815,  among 
Charity.  other  dispositions,  gave  unto  the  Rev.  Daniel  White  of  Cirencester,  and 
Francis  Hoare,  of  the  same  place,  the  sum  of  450/.  stock  in  the  three-per-cent. 
Consols,  upon  trust,  to  permit  the  minister  for  the  time  being  of  the  Baptist 
church  in  Cirencester  aforesaid,  in  the  street  called  Coxwell-street,  to  receive 
yearly  out  of  the  dividends  of  the  said  450/.  stock  the  sum  of  12/.,  and  upon 
trust,  to  pay  the  remaining  part  of  the  said  dividends  unto  and  amongst  the  poor 
members  of  the  said  church  at  Christmas  every  year. 

To  pay  the  legacy-duty  of  27  /.,  and  the  power  of  attorney,  1/.  Is.,  it  was 
necessary  to  sell  out  the  50/.,  so  that  the  interest  and  dividends  of  the  remaining 
sum  amounted  only  to  the  12/.  specifically  appropriated  to  the  minister,  who 
regularly  receives  the  same. 


Richard  Mathews’s  Charity. 

Richard  Mathews’s  Tiichard  Mathews,  by  his  Will,  made  in  or  about  the  year  1727>  gave  to  his 
Chanty.  executors  thereinafter  named,  150/.  in  trust,  to  be  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of 
a good  freehold  of  inheritance,  in  fee-simple,  in  the  making  of  which  purchase 

he 
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he  desired  that  they  should  take  the  advice,  direction  and  assistance  of  the  two 
hio-h-constables  of  the  town  of  Cirencester,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  for  the 
time  being,  together  with  two  of  the  members  of  the  Presbyterian  or  Independent 
meeting  in  the  said  town,  and  two  of  the  Quakers  meeting  in  the  same  town, 
therein  respectively  mentioned.  And  that  when  either  of  the  said  dissenters  should 
die,  the  meeting  to  which  they  belonged  should  choose  another  to  succeed,  and 
so  from  time  to  time  ; the  whole  profits  and  income  of  which  purchase  should  be 
for  the  putting  out  one  poor  boy  of  the  said  town,  yearly,  to  be  an  apprentice  in  the 
city  of  London  ; provided  always,  that  the  said  boy  be  no  pensioner  of  the  said 
town  or  parish,  always  preferring  such  poor  boys  who  could  read  and  write  before 
others  that  were  ignorant  of  both ; and  that  the  said  constables  for  the  time  being, 
and  the  four  persons  before  mentioned  from  the  dissenting  meetings,  or  the 
major  part  of  them,  should,  from  time  to  time,  for  ever  appropriate  and  make 
use  of  the  same  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  according  to  the  true  intent  and 
meaning  of  his  said  will,  and  to  no  other  use  whatsoever,  and  should  give  such 
security  as  his  executors  and  overseers  should  think  fit  for  the  performing  of 
the  same ; and  further,  that  the  said  poor  boys  so  put  forth  should  subscribe 
the  following  indorsement  upon  their  several  Indentures : viz.  “ I do  hereby 
solemnly  promise,  in  the  presence  of  Almighty  God,  to  the  Trustees  of  Mr. 
Richard  Mathews,  deceased,  that  if  it  shall  please  the  Lord  in  mercy  to  raise 
me  to  any  competent  or  considerable  estate  in  the  world,  that  I will  remember 
to  give  monies  for  binding  forth  other  poor  boy  or  boys  as  the  said  Mr.  Richard 
Mathews  hath  done  for  me.” 

And  the  testator  directed  that  no  poor  boy  as  aforesaid  should  be  hindered 
of  that  his  charity  by  reason  of  his  parents  judgments  or  opinions  about  reli- 
gion. And  he  further  provided,  that  such  poor  boy  or  boys  that  should  be  of 
kindred  to  him,  or  bear  his  surname,  should  from  time  to  time  have  the  benefit 
and  preference  of  being  first  put  out  apprentice  by  that  his  charity ; and  that 
the  constables  of  the  said  town  of  Cirencester,  and  the  said  members  respectively 
of  the  said  Presbyterian,  or  Independent,  or  Quakers  meeting,  should  each  in 
their  turn  have  liberty  to  bind  a boy  apprentice  by  his  said  charity,  each  of  them 
a boy  once  in  three  years  ; and  in  case  the  said  constables  should  not,  so  far  as  to 
them  related,  comply  with  the  aforesaid  directions,  they  were  to  be  debarred  from 
any  right  or  privilege  in  his  said  gift,  such  right  to  be  wholly  vested  with  the 
persons  to  be  nominated  by  the  said  two  dissenting  meetings  as  aforesaid,  so 
that  each  in  their  turn,  that  was  to  say,  once  in  two  years,  should  put  forth  and 
bind  out  a boy  apprentice  by  the  said  charity. 

Pursuant  to  the  directions  of  the  said  will,  the  trustees  named  therein  pur- 
chased an  estate  at  South  Cerney,  in  Gloucestershire,  as  we  collect  from  the 
account-book  of  Richard  Mathews’s  charity;  but  the  precise  time  of  the  pur- 
chase, and  the  amount  of  the  purchase-money,  do  not  appear  from  that  docu- 
ment, the  purchase-deed  having  been  lost.  The  estate  so  purchased  is 
described  as  consisting  of  13  pieces  of  uninclosed  land,  in  the  parish  of  South 
Cerney,  by  estimation  12  acres,  and  two  inclosed  pieces,  the  one  called  the 
Wellmore,  and  the  other  lying  in  the  lane  leading  to  Ashton  Mead,  the  whole 
consisting  of  nearly  18  acres. 

Under  an  inclosure,  which  took  place  about  20  years  ago,  of  the  South 
Cerney  common  fields,  the  above-mentioned  parcels  of  land  were  exchanged 
for  another  portion  of  the  said  fields,  lying  together,  and  therefore  more  conve- 
nient for  occupation,  exceeding  the  former  quantity  by  four  or  five  acres,  and 
adjoining  the  Cricklade  road. 

In  consequence  of  the  inclosure  the  rent  was  increased,  and  progressively 
improved  till  it  has  amounted  to  27  /.,  which  is  considered  as  a full  rent. 

The  trustees  have  found  it  to  be  the  most  beneficial  mode  of  dealing  with 
this  property  to  apprentice  out  boys  with  it,  in  conjunction  with  the  trustees  of 
the  Yellow  School,  contributing  generally  about  51.  towards  making  up  the 
premium. 

This  expenditure  in  apprentice-fees  is  accounted  for  in  a book  exhibiting  the 
receipts  and  disbursements  under  the  charity.  Half  the  rent  of  the  land  is 
according  to  the  will  of  the  donor  placed  under  the  direction  of  the  Society  of 
Friends. 

Ihe  accounts  are  kept  one  year  by  the  trustees  of  the  Presbyterian  congre- 
gation, and  the  next  year  by  the  Quaker  trustees,  both  entering  their  accounts 
Rep.  20.  K 2 " in 
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in  the  same  book.  The  treasurer  of  the  one  set  of  trustees  handing  over  his 
balance  to  the  treasurer  of  the  other  trustees. 

James  Clutterbuck’s  Charity. 

The  Will  of  Mr.  Janies  ClutterbucTc  bears  date  12th  January  1683,  whereby 
he  bequeathed  to  certain  trustees  therein  named  the  sum  of  100/.,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  apprenticing  one  boy,  a native  of  Cirencester,  yearly. 

We  find  that  the  above  sum  of  100/.,  with  interest  due  thereupon,  amounting 
to  46/.,  was  paid  into  the  hands  of  certain  persons  on  whom  the  trusts  had 
devolved,  by  the  executor  of  the  late  Thomas  Bush,  esq.,  on  the  6th  February 
1795,  and  which  146/.,  so  composed  of  principal  and  interest,  appears  to  have 
been  invested  by  the  trustees  in  the  purchase  of  200/.  3-per-cent  Consols,  the 
same  being  the  present  amount  of  the  charity-fund. 

The  present  trustees  are  Mr.  Charles  Smith,  of  London,  and  Mr.  William 
Search,  of  Cirencester. 

The  annual  dividend  is  laid  out  yearly  in  apprenticing  poor  boys  of  the  town, 
in  the  same  way  as  in  Mathews’s  charity  last  reported. 

Charities  of  Elizabeth  Guerney  and  Benjamin  Guerney. 

The  above  congregation  of  dissenters  have  also  two  sums,  the  one  of  20/., 
given  by  Elizabeth  Guerney , and  the  other  of  50/.,  given  by  Benjamin  Guerney ; 
part  of  the  interest  of  which  is  paid  to  the  cleik,  and  the  residue  is  distributed 
among  the  poor  of  the  chapel.

Robert  Pleydell’s  Charity. 

By  an  Indenture,  made  2d  day  of  May  1722,  between  Henry  Raynes,  LL.D. 
and  Elizabeth  his  wife,  one  of  the  sisters  and  coheirs  of  Robert  Pleydell,  late  of 
Ampney  Crucis  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  deceased,  and  Charlotte  Louisa 
Pleydell,  the  other  sister  and  coheir  of  Robert  Pleydell,  of  the  one  part,  and  the 
Rev.  Ralph  Willett,  of  Cirencester,  and  Samuel  Sheppard,  of  Avening,  in  the 
same  county,  of  the  other  part : They  the  said  Henry  Raynes  and  Elizabeth 
his  wife,  and  Charlotte  Louisa  Pleydell,  for  a nominal  consideration,  and  for 
settling  the  messuages,  lands  and  hereditaments  thereinafter  mentioned,  upon 
the  several  charities  thereinafter  referred  to,  pursuant  to  the  design  and  intention 
which  the  said  Robert  Pleydell  had  in  his  life-time  expressed,  granted  and 
confirmed  to  and  to  the  use  of  the  said  Ralph  Willett  and  Samuel  Sheppard, 
their  heirs  and  assigns,  all  that  messuage  and  farm  called  Ranbury  Farm,  in 
St.  Peter  Ampney,  otherwise  Eastington,  in  the  said  county,  containing  the 
several  closes  and  parcels  of  land  following,  to  wit,  a close  of  arable-land, 
formerly  part  of  a farm  called  the  Laynes,  containing  11a.  1 r.  2p.  ; a parcel 
of  meadow  called  the  Upper  Bitterham,  containing  6 a.  2r.  27 p.  5 a parcel  of 
meadow  called  the  Lower  Bitterham,  containing  8 a.  3r.  30  p. ; a parcel 
of  arable-land  called  the  Great  Ranbury,  containing  37a.  2r.  7p*  ; a parcel  of 
meadow  called  Kertherham,  containing  6 a.  2 r.  39 p.  ; a parcel  of  meadow 
called  the  Middle  Ham,  containing  1a.  Or.  10p.  ; a parcel  of  pasture-ground 
called  the  Upper  Ham,  containing  2a.

36 p.  adjoining  to  the  said  messuage  or  farm-house,  and  a 
a close  of  meadow  or  pasture-ground  in  the  parish  of  St.  Peter  Ampney, 
called  Broad  Mead,  containing  12a.  0.  r.  20p.  upon  trust,  that  they  the  said 
Ralph  Willett  and  Samuel  Sheppard,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  should  out  of  the 
rents  and  profits  of  the  same  premises,  yearly,  for  ever,  apply  the  sum  of  65/.  for 
and  towards  the  instruction  of  such  poor  boys  or  girls,  and  for  the  master  or 
mistress  for  the  care  and  instruction  of  them,  as  they  the  said  Henry  Raynes, 
Elizabeth  his  wife,  and  Charlotte  Louisa  Pleydell  respectively,  and  the  respective 

heirs 
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heirs  and  assigns,  of  the  said  Elizabeth  and  Charlotte  Louisa,  should  think  fit  to  Ampney  Crucis.

of  the  same  poor  boys  and  girls  (the  said  Henry  Haynes  and  Elizabeth  his  wife  v ^ J 

being  to  nominate  one  moiety,  and  the  said  Charlotte  Louisa  Pleydell,  her  heirs 
and.  assigns,  the  other  moiety  of  the  said  poor  children)  ; and  that  they  the  said 
Ralph  Willett  and  Samuel  Sheppard,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  by  and  out  of  the 
rents  and  profits  of  the  said  premises  yearly,  for  ever  employ  the  further  sum  of 
15/.  towards  the  placing  such  of  the  poor  boys  and  girls  as  should  be  thought 
fit  and  proper,  as  apprentices  to  some  trade  or  calling  ; and  that  in  any  year 
wherein  none  of  the  said  children  should  be  fit  to  be  placed  out  as  apprentices, 
the  said  yearly  sum  of  15  /.  should  be  laid  up,  and  improved  until  a fit  occasion 
should  offer  for  placing  out  any  of  such  children  as  aforesaid.  And  that  they 
the  said  trustees  should  pay  all  the  residue  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said 
premises,  after  the  taxes  and  other  necessary  charges  should  be  deducted,  unto 
them  the  said  Henry  Raynes  and  Elizabeth  his  wife,  and  Charlotte  Louisa 
Pleydell  and  their  respective  heirs  and  assigns,  in  equal  portions ; and  upon 
further  trust,  that  the  trustees  should  observe  such  rules  and  directions  as  should 
from  time  to  time  be  made  in  writing  by  the  said  Henry  Raynes  and  Elizabeth 
his  wife,  and  Charlotte  Louisa  Pleydell,  or  the  respective  heirs  and  assigns  of  the 
said  Elizabeth  and  Charlotte  Louisa,  and  signed  by  them  for  the  better  manage- 
ment and  regulation  of  the  said  hereditaments,  or  of  the  rents  arising  thereupon, 
or  the  manner  of  clothing,  instructing  or  providing  for  the  said  poor  boys  and 
girls,  or  putting  them  out  apprentices.  The  respective  heirs  and  assigns  of  the 
said  Elizabeth  and  Charlotte  Louisa,  to  have  alternately  the  nomination  of  the 
children  to  be  placed  out,  and  so  successively  for  ever,  the  one,  her  heirs  and 
assigns,  first  to  nominate,  and  then  the  other,  her  heirs  and  assigns.  And  upon 
further  trust,  that  when  and  as  often  as  they  the  said  Henry  Raynes  and 
Elizabeth  his  wife,  and  Charlotte  Louisa  Pleydell,  and  the  respective  heirs  and 
assigns  of  the  said  Elizabeth  and  Charlotte  Louisa  should  judge  it  reasonable  or 
convenient,  that  the  said  Ralph  Willett  and  Samuel  Shepherd,  their  respective 
heirs  or  assigns,  should  have  added  to  them  any  other  or  greater  number  of 
persons  to  be  trustees,  then  that  they  should  convey  the  said  trust-heredita- 
ments to  such  person  or  persons,  and  Ins  or  their  heirs,  upon  the  same  charitable 
trust  as  they  the  said  Henry  Raynes  and  Elizabeth  his  wife,  and  Charlotte 
Louisa  Pleydell,  or  the  respective  heirs  or  assigns  of  the  said  Elizabeth  and 
Charlotte  Louisa  should  nominate  and  appoint  for  that  purpose. 

And  for  the  greater  convenience  and  accommodation  of  the  said  charitable  uses, 
and  that  there  might  be  a fit  house  for  the  reception  of  the  children,  and  the  master 
and  mistress,  they  the  said  Henry  Raynes  and  Elizabeth  his  wife,  and  Charlotte 
Louisa  Pleydell,  did  thereby  grant  to  and  to  the  use  of  the  said  trustees  all 
that  messuage  or  tenement,  with  the  barn,  yard,  orchard  and  appurtenance's, 
situate  in  the  said  parish  of  Ampney  Crucis,  then  in  the  possession  of  them  the 
said  Henry  Raynes  and  Elizabeth  his  wife,  and  Charlotte  Louisa  Pleydell,  upon 
trust,  that  the  said  trustees,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  should  employ  the  said  last- 
mentioned  premises  for  the  master  and  mistress  of  the  said  school,  and  should  fit 
up  and  make  use  of  the  said  barn  for  the  accommodation  of  the  said  poor  boys 
and  girls,  as  might  best  promote  the  true  intent  and  charitable  designs  of  that 
indenture.  The  farm  and  lands  so  subjected  to  the  above-mentioned  charitable 
objects  have  been  successively  transferred  to  new  trustees.  The  last  renewal  was 
by  indenture  dated  the  10th  October  1787?  under  which  William  Tyndale, 
lately  of  North  Cerney  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  esquire,  is  the  only  sur- 
vivor. 

The  appointment  of  the  new  trustees  appear  to  have  been  hitherto  made 
under  the  patronage  and  direction  of  the  family  of  the  Blackwells;  Samuel  Black- 
well,  esquire,  whose  grandson  and  heir  is  the  present  George  Graham  Blackwell, 
esquire,  having  purchased  the  Ampney  estate  from  Lord  Downe,  who  had  mar- 
ried into  the  family  of  Pleydell  the  founder.  Stephen  Wilkins,  esquire,  late 
ot  Cirencester,  deceased,  became  the  proprietor  of  Ranbury  Farm,  the  part  of 
the  estate  which  was  made  subject  to  the  school-annuity,  and  as  such  claimed 
the  right  to  exercise  the  superintendance  over  the  charity,  which  was  vested  by 
the  deed  above  abstracted  in  the  co-heirs  of  the  founder.  Mr.  Wilkins  is  lately 
dead,  and  the  only  surviving  trustee,  Mr.  Tyndale,  is,  or  was  lately,  in  the 
prison  of  the  King’s  Bench ; it  has  therefore  become  important  that  new  trustees 
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Ampney  Crucis.  should  be  appointed ; but  there  exist  considerable  doubts  and  embarrassments, 
— — with  respect  to  the  authority  by  which  such  appointment  can  be  made.  It  is, 

R°bCharityde11  S Per^iaPs»  therefore  advisable  to  obtain  the  opinions  and  directions  of  the  Court 
continued,  of  Chancery  for  the  settlement  of  that  question. 

i v ) There  do  not  appear  to  be  any  documents  to  show  how  the  school  was 

carried  on  anterior  to  1788,  at  which  time,  Mr.  Tyndale,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Boys, 
and  the  Rev.  James  Daubeny,  of  Stratton,  were  appointed  trustees,  who  in  the 
same  year  determined,  in  consideration  of  the  dilapidated  state  of  the  premises, 
to  build  a new  school-house.  Ever  since  this  erection  the  School  has  been 
carried  on  in  those  premises,  and  in  the  same  house  a master  and  mistress 
have  regularly  resided,  who  have  had  the  care  and  instruction  of  about  30  chil- 
dren of  Ampney  Crucis,  and  the  adjoining  parishes  of  Ampney  Peter  and 
Ampney  Mary. 

The  80/.  has  been  regularly  paid  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  Ranbury 
Farm.  The  master  and  mistress  have  had  between  them  20/.  a year,  with 
the  privilege  of  occupying  the  premises  rent-free.  About  50/.  has  generally 
been  expended  in  clothing  the  boys  ; 10/.  being  left  towards  carrying  into  effect 
the  apprenticing  objects  of  the  charity. 

The  persons  exercising  the  management  of  the  charity  of  late  years  have 
been  George  Graham  Blackwell,  esquire,  the  Rev.  Edward  Andrew  Daubeny, 
and  Stephen  Wilkins,  esquire,  and  we  are  given  to  understand  that  the  school 
has  been  effectually  carried  on. 

But  it  is  very  obvious  that  the  school  and  trust  should  be  placed  under  an 
authoritative  superintendance,  otherwise,  for  the  want  of  a legitimate  power  of 
control  and  management,  it  is  likely  to  fall  into  disorder  and  neglect. 

The  balance  in  the  hands  of  the  Rev.  A.  Daubeny,  who  has  acted  as 
treasurer  to  the  school,  appears  by  his  accounts  to  be  about  140/.

Church  and  Poors  Land. 

South  Cerney.  By  an  Indenture  made  Gth  June  33  Car.  II.,  between  Richard  Mathews, 

and  others  therein  named,  of  the  one  part,  and  Robert  Jenkins,  and  others,  inha- 

Chureh^and  Poors  jj^ants  and  parishioners  of  the  parish  of  South  Cerney,  of  the  other  part, 
reciting  that  William  Welladvized,  formerly  of  South  Cerney,  a desendant  of 
John  Welladvized,  had,  by  his  deed,  dated  2d  June,  44  Elizabeth,  in  which  a 
former  deed  was  set  forth,  dated  8th  October,  17  Henry  VIII.,  whereby 
Richard  Trinder  and  Robert  Robins  had  granted  to  the  said  John  Welladvized 
and  seven  other  persons,  and  their  heirs,  one  messuage  and  one  yard-land, 
called  Shermans,  in  South  Cerney  ; and  one  other  messuage  and  five  acres  of 
land  called  Brasiers,  also,  in  South  Cerney  aforesaid,  to  charitable  uses  most 
necessary  for  the  good  of  the  parishioners  of  South  Cerney  aforesaid ; viz., 
for  the  use  and  relief  of  the  poor  of  that  parish,  for  the  reparations  of  the  parish- 
church,  and  for  the  reparations  of  the  King's  highways  within  the  said  parish  ; 
and  reciting  successive  conveyances  by  surviving  feoffees,  whereby  it  was  made 
to  appear  that  the  trust-property  had  devolved  upon  the  said  Richard  Mathews 
and  others  named,  of  the  first  part,  as  the  surviving  feoffees  thereof:  It  is 
witnessed,  that  they  the  said  Richard  Mathews,  and  others,  did  thereby  convey 
the  said  messuage  and  yard-land  called  Shermans,  and  the  said  five  acres  of 

land 
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land  called  Brasiers,  to  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part,  their  heirs  and  Ampney  Crucis. 
assigns,  to  and  for  the  charitable  rises  before  specified.  

The  trust-property  as  above  described  appears  by  successive  transfers,  and  Robe^th^1.®yde11  s 
finally,  by  a feoffment  dated  2d  September  1801,  to  have  been  transmitted  by  continJed. 

the  same  description  of  a messuage  and  yard-land  called  Shermans,  and  a mes-  \ v > 

suage  and  five  acres  of  land  called  Brasiers,  to  new  feoffees  for  the  parish  ; in 
which  last-mentioned  indenture  the  messuages  appear  to  have  been  divided 
into  six  tenements,  in  four  of  which  tenements  some  of  the  poor  of  the  parish 
of  South  Cerney  did  then  inhabit,  and  the  remaining  two  had  been  converted 
into  the  parish  workhouse. 

Under  an  Act  passed  48  George  III,  intituled  an  Act  for  inclosing  lands 
in  the  parish  of  South  Cerney,  in  the  County  of  Gloucester,  some  part  of  the 
property  so  derived,  which  lay  dispersed  in  the  common  fields,  was  exchanged 
fora  piece  of  land  containing  3 a.  2r.  39  p. 

The  total  amount  of  what  the  feoffees  now  possess  in  virtue  of  the  old 
title  so  derived,  and  the  new  acquisition  under  the  Inclosure  Act,  amounts  to 
31a.  1 r.  7p.,  to  which  are  to  be  added  the  small  curtilages  annexed  to  the 
tenements  occupied  by  the  parish-poor. 

This  land  is  divided  among  five  tenants,  producing  an  aggregate  rent  of 
71 / . 5 s.,  which  is  divided  into  three  portions,  appropriated  to  the  poor,  church, 
and  highways  respectively.  The  poor  receive  24/.  19-s.  Id.  ; the  sum  of 
22/.  goes  to  the  church,  and  22/.  to  the  highways. 

The  Charity  School. 

In  the  year  1820  Mrs.  Ann  Edwards,  widow  of  the  late  curate  of  South  The  Charity  School 
Cerney,  gave  1,500/.  to  the  vicar,  the  Rev.  Richard  Wilbraham  Ford,  for  the 
purpose  of  establishing  a National  School  in  the  same  parish. 

Thomas  Jones,  esq.,  gave  a piece  of  land  for  the  school  to  be  built  upon,  and 
the  sum  of  67/.  12s.  was  subscribed  by  several  proprietors  of  land  in  the 
parish,  to  promote  the  undertaking.  The  National  Society  also  granted  70  /. 
and  the  Gloucester  Diocesan  Society  23/. 

With  these  sums  a substantial  building  was  erected,  comprising  two  school- 
rooms, the  lower  one  for  boys,  the  upper  one  for  girls,  capable  of  containing 
70  children  each.  The  management  of  this  charity  was  vested  in  seven  trustees, 
viz.,  Thomas  Jones,  esq.,  of  South  Cerney,  John  Thomas  Lloyd  Baker,  esq., 
of  Hardwick  Court,  the  Rev.  Edward  Daubeny,  the  Rev.  James  Buckoll, 
the  Rev.  John  Jones,  of  Even,  the  Rev.  Henry  Cripps,  all  neighbouring 
clergymen,  and  in  the  vicar  for  the  time  being,  and  the  trustees  have  power 
to  fill  up  their  number  whenever  two  vacancies  occur. 

With  the  money  thus  collected,  and  with  500/.  of  the  1,500/.  given  by 
Mrs.  Edwards,  the  buildings  were  paid  for,  and  the  remaining  1,000/.  was 
vested  by  the  trustees,  with  the  consent  and  approbation  of  Mrs.  Edwards, 
upon  a mortgage  of  the  turnpike-tolls  belonging  to  the  Crickley  Hill  Forest, 
running  from  Crickley  Hill  through  Northleach,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester, 
towards  Burford  in  the  county  of  Oxford.  The  interest  at  five-per-cent,  upon 
this  1,000/.  forms  the  salary  of  the  master  and  mistress,  and  private  subscriptions 
of  benevolent  persons  defray  the  charge  of  books,  fuel,  and  repairs.  About 
120  children  are  educated,  gratis,  in  this  school,  and  are  partly  clothed  by 
their  own  industry.  The  charity  is  said  to  have  greatly  benefited  the  parish. 

In  the  year  1825  Thomas  Jones,  esq.  presented  an  adjoining  piece  of  land 
to  the  trustees,  and  in  1827,  Mrs.  Edwards,  at  her  own  charge,  built  two  houses 
of  a superior  description  for  the  master  and  mistress,  at  a cost  exceeding  700/. 

Mrs.  Edwards  is  still  living. 


Jones’s  Charity. 

Thomas  Jones,  esquire,  a large  proprietor  in  the  parish,  pays  an  annual  sum  Jones’s  Charity, 
of  5 /.,  which  is  understood  to  have  been  charged  upon  his  estate  in  the  parish 
by  one  of  his  ancestors,  for  apprenticing  poor  boys  of  the  same  parish.  But 
the  instrument  whereby  the  same  was  charged  could  not  be  produced  to  us, 
nor  does  there  appear  to  be  any  document  in  the  parish  by  which  it  can  be 
ascertained  in  what  way  the  charge  was  imposed. 

The  5 /.  is  said  not  to  be  paid  regularly  every  year  ; but  it  is  admitted  that 
Mr.  Jones  is  bountiful  to  the  parish  to  an  extent  far  beyond  the  5 /.  per  annum. 
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PARISH  OF  COATES. 

Gifts  of Partridge  and  Rev.  William  Tyndale. 

It  appears  that  a Mr.  Partridge , and  the  Rev.  William  Tyndale,  a former 
rector  of  this  parish,  gave  each  a sum  of  10/.  to  the  poor  of  this  parish  not  re- 
ceiving parochial  relief. 

This  money  has  always  been  kept  by  the  rector  for  the  time  being,  and  at 
his  death  paid  over  to  his  successor  by  his  executors.  The  interest  is  given 
every  Christmas  to  those  parishioners  not  receiving  parish-pay,  who  appear  most 
to  want  the  same,  the  number  being  generally  about  12  in  each  year. 


PARISH  OF  DAGLINGWORTH. 

The  Charities  of  Jeremiah  Hancock  and  William  Belitha. 

Jeremiah  Hancock,  of  London,  by  his  Will,  dated  9th  May  1729,  gave  to  the 
rector  and  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  Daglingworth,  in  the  county  of 
Gloucester,  for  the  time  being,  for  ever,  and  to  Giles  Hancock  and  Thomas 
Hancock  the  sum  of  100/.,  in  trust,  to  be  by  them  put  to  interest  for  the  use 
of  the  poor  of  the  parish  for  ever,  such  interest  to  be  paid  and  applied  for  the 
schooling  of  the  poor  children  of  the  said  parish  ; and  the  testator  appointed 
Daniel  Hancock,  and  others  therein  mentioned,  executors  of  his  said  will. 

By  Indenture,  dated  24th  March  1740,  between  William  Stevens,  of  South 
Cerney,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  of  the  first  part;  Joseph  Harrison,  rector 
of  Daglingworth  aforesaid,  and  the  churchwardens  of  the  same  parish,  of  the 
second  part;  William  Belitha,  of  Teddington,  in  the  county  of  Middlesex,  of 
the  third  part ; and  Timothy  Webb,  and  others  therein  named,  of  the  fourth 
part;  reciting  the  said  will  of  the  said  Jeremiah  Hancock  ; and  that  the  said 
100/.  then  stood  secured  upon  the  bond  of  the  said  William  Belitha,  as  therein 
mentioned  ; and  further  stating,  that  the  said  William  Stevens  had  for  greater 
security  proposed  to  grant  an  annuity  of  4/.  10  s.  per  annum,  payable  out  of 
the  lands  thereinafter  mentioned,  in  consideration  of  135/.;  and  that  the  said 
William  Belitha  had  agreed  to  advance  the  sum  of  35  /.  towards  paying  for  the 
same:  It  is  witnessed,  that  in  consideration  of  the  said  100/.  by  the  said 
Joseph  Harrison  and  the  churchwardens  aforesaid,  and  the  sum  of  35  /.  by  the 
said  William  Belitha  respectively  paid,  the  said  William  Stevens  did  thereby 
grant  to  the  said  Joseph  Harrison,  Thomas  Hancock,  John  Haines,  Timothy 
Webb,  Giles  Hancock,  and  others  therein  mentioned,  and  parties  thereto,  one 
annuity  or  rentcharge  of  4/.  10s.  a year,  to  be  issuing  out  of  a close  of  pasture- 
ground  lying  in  South  Cerney  aforesaid,  called  Furzen  Leas,  containing  by 
estimation  12  acres ; To  hold  the  said  annuity  to  them,  their  heirs  and  assigns, 
upon  trust,  that  they  the  said  grantees,  and  the  survivor  of  them,  his  heirs  and 
assigns,  should  apply  the  same  in  paying  for  the  schooling  of  the  poor  children 
of  the  said  parish  of  Daglingworth,  with  the  usual  power  of  distress  and  entry, 
and  with  a demise  of  the  premises  charged  for  a term  of  500  years  to  the  same 
trustees,  as  a collateral  security  for  the  payment  of  the  said  annuity. 

The  land  charged  by  the  indenture  above  abstracted  is  situate  in  the  parish  of 
South  Cerney,  composing  part  of  a farm  belonging  to  a descendant  of  William 
Stevens  the  grantor,  who  pays  the  annuity  by  himself,  or  his  agent,  to  the 
Rev.  J.  Chapman,  the  rector  of  the  parish,  by  whom  4 /.,  by  quarterly  pay- 
ments of  1/.  each,  is  given  to  a schoolmistress  in  the  parish,  and  105.  is  laid 
out  in  books  for  the  children.  The  population  of  the  parish  is  said  to  be 
about  250,  and  all  the  poor  children  of  the  parish,  boys  and  girls,  to  the  num- 
ber of  about  20,  are  instructed  in  reading.  The  school  appears  to  be  well 
attended  to. 

Small  Gifts  of  sundry  Persons. 

We  find  four  sums  of  money  lodged  in  the  hands  of  three  individuals' who 
hold  themselves  responsible  for  the  same,  at  the  interest  of  5-per-cent. 

In  a book  called  the  Cluirch-book,  Edward  Haines  has  signed  an  acknowledg- 
ment, dated  19th  December  1818,  admitting  himself  to  have  in  his  hand  (Jl.  of  the 
poors  money,  which  he  therein  promises  to  pay  on  demand,  with  lawful  interest 
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for  the  same  ; William  Hinton  in  the  same  book  has  signed  an  acknowledgment 
of  the  same  date,  with  respect  to  another  sum  of  9/.  of  the  poors  money,  and 
enmming  himself  to  pay  the  like  interest ; another  9/.  of  the  poors  money  is  in 
the  same  book  admitted  by  the  Rev.  J.  Chapman,  the  rector,  to  be  in  his  hands 
on  the  same  account,  for  which  he  also  agrees  to  pay  die  like  mteiest ; and  the 
same  William  Hinton  acknowledges  himself  to  hold  20/.,  left  by  the  Will  of 
Mrs.  Mary  Haines,  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  of  Daglingworth,  payable  with 
interest,  as  aforesaid. 

These  sums,  though  arising  from  uncertain -sources,  have  been  thus  preserved 
for  many  years,  by  being  placed  out  in  private  hands,  the  interest  of  which  at 
5-per-cent  has  been  regularly  paid  to  the  churchwardens,  who  jointly  with 
their  minister  dispose  of  it  by  distributing  it  in  sums  of  different  amounts,  at 
Christmas,  among  the  second  poor. 


PARISH  OF  DRIFFIELD. 

The  Free  School. 

By  an  Indenture  made  29th  December  1825,  between  Arthur  Vansittart,  of 
Shottesbrook,  in  the  county  of  Berks,  esq.,  of  the  first  part,  Susannah  Cumber- 
land, widow  of  the  Rev.  Richard  Cumberland,  late  vicar  of  the  parish  of  Drif- 
field, in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  of  the  second  part,  and  Arthur  Vansittart, 
esq.,  the  Rev.  Robert  Ashe,  rector  of  Harnhill,  the  Rev.  Samuel  Mence,  then 
vicar  of  Driffield,  the  Rev.  E.  A.  Daubeny,  of  Easington,  in  the  same  county,  and 
the  Rev.  Henry  Cripps,  of  Preston,  in  the  same  county,  of  the  third  part, 
reciting,  that  the  said  Arthur  Vansittart  and  Susannah  Cumberland  were  de- 
sirous of  establishing  a charity-school  in  the  said  parish  of  Driffield,  and  that 
the  said  Arthur  Vansittart  had  agreed  to  grant  the  messuage  or  tenement  and 
garden  thereinafter  described  as  a school-house  for  the  use  of  the  said  charity, 
and  that  the  said  Susannah  Cumberland  had  agreed  to  give  the  sum  of  300/. 
sterling  for  the  purposes  of  the  same  charity ; It  is  witnessed  that  the  said 
Arthur  Vansittart,  in  pursuance  of  that  agreement,  did  thereby,  by  that  deed, 
indented  and  enrolled  as  therein  mentioned,  grant  to  and  to  the  use  of  the  said 
Robert  Ashe,  Samuel  Mence,  E.  A.  Daubeny,  and  Henry  Cripps,  their  heirs  and 
assigns,  a messuage  and  garden  at  Driffield,  called  Wise’s  Tenement,  adjoining 
Harnhill-lane,  upon  trust,  that  the  said  messuage  should  be  used  as  a school  for 
the  education  of  children,  and  for  the  residence  of  the  teacher  or  teachers  thereof ; 
and  further  reciting,  that  the  said  Susannah  Cumberland  had  also,  in  pursuance 
of  the  said  agreement,  paid  into  the  hands  of  the  said  trustees,  Arthur  Vansit- 
tart and  others,  of  the  third  part,  the  sum  of  300/.  sterling:  It  was  thereby 
declared  and  agreed,  that  the  said  trustees  should  invest  the  same,  and  all  other 
donations  that  might  be  given  to  the  school,  in  the  3-per-cent  Bank  annuities, 
and  stand  possessed  thereof,  upon  trust,  in  the  first  place,  to  pay  out  of  the  divi- 
dends the  necessary  expenses  of  keeping  the  school-premises  in  repair,  in  the 
next  place  to  pay  a proper  salary  to  the  teacher  or  teachers  of  the  said  school, 
in  the  third  place  to  pay  for  ail  proper  books  and  things  necessary  for  the  educa- 
tion of  the  charity-children,  and,  in  the  fourth  place,  to  apply  the  surplus 
towards  providing  suitable  dresses  for  such  children,  as  far  as  the  same  would 
extend.  All  poor  children  residing  in  the  said  parish  under  the  age  of  12  to 
be  eligible  to  the  said  school,  who  were  to  be  instructed  in  reading,  writing 
and  arithmetic,  and  such  other  things  as  might  be  considered  suitable  to  their 
station  in  life,  either  wholly  free  of  expense,  or  with  such  contributions  on  their 
parts  as  might  be  thought  expedient,  but  no  child  to  remain  at  school  after  the 
age  of  14.  The  appointment  of  a teacher  or  teachers,  and  their  salary,  the 
nomination  of  the  children  to  be  admitted,  and  the  management  of  all  the  con- 
cerns of  the  said  school,  to  be  vested  in  the  trustees,  or  the  major  part  of 
them,  as  long  as  they  should  exercise  the  same ; but  otherwise  the  said  power 
to  be  vested  in  the  minister  and  churchwardens,  or  the  major  part  of  them  ; 
the  trustees  to  be  renewed  when  reduced  to  three,  by  the  survivors,  or  con- 
tinuing trustees,  or  trustee. 

The  school-messuage  described  in  the  above  deed  is  a cottage  in  the  parish, 
substantially  built,  having  four  rooms,  two  on  the  ground-floor,  and  two  above, 
with  a garden  annexed,  sufficiently  large  for  the  house.  The  larger  of  the  two 
rooms  on  the  ground-floor  is  used  for  the  school.  The  average  number  of  the 
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children  on  the  week-days  is  20,  and  on  the  Sunday  about  30.  A man  and  his 
wife  live  on  the  premises,  the  children  being  under  the  care  of  the  wife,  by 
whom  they  are  taught  to  read,  and  to  say  their  catechism.  The  national  school 
books  only  are  used  in  the  school.  Writing  and  arithmetic  are  not  taught,  as 
the  funds  of  the  school  are  at  present  insufficient  to  remunerate  a person  for 
giving  such  instruction.  The  income  of  the  school  is  composed  of  the  interest 
of  304/.  8 s.  10 d.  new  4-per-cents,  in  the  purchase  of  which  the  above-mentioned 
300/.  was  invested,  and  some  voluntary  subscriptions  of  the  neighbourhood, 
amounting  one  year  with  another  to  about  18/.,  but  which  is  casual  and  fluc- 
tuating. The  school  is  superintended  by  the  minister  of  the  parish,  and  visited 
by  two  of  the  trustees  living  in  the  neighbourhood,  the  Rev.  E.  A.  Daubeny, 
and  the  Rev.  Henry  Cripps.  The  Rev.  U.  Evans,  the  officiating  minister,  acts 
as  the  treasurer  of  the  school.  He  has  produced  an  account  of  his  receipts  and 
disbursements,  which  we  have  inspected  and  found  correct. 

The  schoolmistress  receives  a salary  of  20/.,  and  3/.  is  allowed  her  for  coals  j 
the  rest  of  the  income  is  expended  in  books  and  occasional  repairs. 


PARISH  OF  DUNTSBORNE  ABBOTS. 

Muggleton’s  Gift. 

This  was  a gift  by  Thomas  Muggleton,  (who  died  1st  June  1059,)  of  a piece 
of  ground  in  the  parish  of  Duntsborne  ; the  rent  to  be  divided  between  the 
parishes  of  Duntsborne,  Winston  Side,  and  Miserden  : [see  the  Report  under  the 
head  of  the  parish  of  Miserden,  14  Rep.  p.  61.] 

The  churchwardens  of  Duntsborne  let  the  land,  which  is  five  acres  of  pasture, 
for  7 /.,  which  sum  is  equally  divided  between  the  parishes  entitled,  and  the 
share  of  Duntsborne  is  distributed  among  the  second  poor. 

William  Harding’s  Gift. 

In  the  History  of  Gloucestershire,  by  Bigland,  mention  is  made  of  a gift  by 
William  Harding,  in  the  following  terms  : 

“ William  Harding,  in  1785,  by  Will,  gave  20 /.,  the  interest  thereof  for  in- 
“ structingas  many  poor  children  as  the  officers  think  proper.” 

We  are  informed  by  the  rector  of  this  parish  that  though  there  is  a school- 
house  there,  he  believes  that  nothing  of  this  benefaction  is  appropriated  as 
above  specified,  and  that  there  is  no  one  in  the  parish  who  knows  anything  of  the 
supposed  gift.

The  whole  amount  of  the  above  charities  was  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  stock 
in  the  three-per-cent.  Consols,  by  the  Rev.  George  Clarke,  late  rector,  in 
January  1798,  to  which  has  since  been  added  his  own  legacy  of  5 /.  5 s.,  making 
277/-  65.  11  (/.  stock,  which  now  stands  in  the  names  of  the  Rev.  Frederick 
William  Holme,  the  present  rector,  Thomas  Maule,  Michael  Hicks  Beach, 
deceased,  and  William  Foreshew,  trustees  appointed  by  a Deed,  bearing  date 
25th  June,  1819.

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The  dividends,  amounting  to  8 /.  Gs.  4 d.  (except  31.  5 s.,  which  is  expended 
in  the  support  of  the  Sunday-school,)  is  laid  out  in  bread  for  the  poor,  and 
distributed  under  the  rector’s  superintendence. 


PARISH  OF  MINETY. 

Poors  Land,  called  the  Moor  Ground. 

There  is  a close  of  meadow-land  in  the  parish  of  Minety  called  the  Moor 
Ground,  which  has  been  in  the  possession  of  the  same  parish  for  a great  many 
years,  but  from  what  source  the  same  may  have  been  derived  there  is  no  docu- 
ment extant  to  show.  The  transfers  of  this  property  through  a succession  of 
parish  feoffees  may  be  traced  from  the  beginning  of  the  last  century,  and  the 
uses  expressed  in  the  several  deeds  of  transfer  have  been  always  for  the  distri- 
bution of  the  rents  and  profits  amongst  the  second  poor  of  the  parish  of  Minety. 
The  last  conveyance  of  the  land  in  question  was  made  in  the  year  1814,  under 
which  the  present  feoffees  hold  the  same,  who  let  and  manage  the  estate  for  the 
benefit  of  the  parish.  It  is  now  held  upon  a taking  for  two  years,  one  of  which 
is  expired,  at  the  rent  of  15/.  per  annum,  which  is  considered  as  a full  rent, 
being  the  most  that  could  be  obtained  for  it  at  a public  sale.  The  tenant  is 
placed  under  strict  conditions  for  the  best  cultivation  of  the  land. 

The  rent  is  distributed,  together  with  other  sums,  forming  a consolidated  fund 
for  the  relief  of  the  second  poor. 

The  Charity  of  a Person  unknown. 

A charity,  the  origin  of  which  is  fallen  into  oblivion,  is  understood  to  be  the 
source  from  which  a sum  of  71  has  come  to  the  parish.  This  sum,  according 
to  the  statement  made  to  us,  was  laid  out  about  50  years  ago  towards  the  pur- 
chase of  a house  for  the  receptacle  of  the  poor  of  the  parish,  with  a small  garden 
appurtenant  to  the  same,  and  the  parish  has  always  considered  itself  responsible 
for  the  payment  of  interest  at  four-per-cent,  being  21.  16s.  10 d.,  which  annual 
sum  makes  a part  of  the  sum  distributed  among  the  second  poor  as  above 
mentioned. 

Poors  Land,  called  Joachim’s  House  and  Ground. 

The  parish  is  also  in  possession  of  a messuage,  garden,  orchard,  and  a close  of 
pasture-land,  containing  altogether  nearly  about  four  acres.  The  house,  gar- 
den and  orchard,  are  said  to  have  been  the  property  of  the  parish  for  a long- 
course  of  years,  their  title  to  which  cannot  now  be  traced  to  its  commencement, 
but  the  pasture-ground,  which  may  be  about  three  acres,  appears  to  have  been 
allotted  to  the  parish  out  of  the  common  and  waste  lands,  when  the  same  were 
inclosed,  in  lieu  and  satisfaction  of  the  common  and  pasture  throughout  the 
wastes  of  the  Manor  of  Minety,  belonging  to  the  said  messuage  and  premises. 
This  inclosure  is  said  to  have  taken  place  about  150  years  ago.  By  an  inden- 
ture, dated  10th  January  1725,  we  find  this  property  conveyed,  by  a particular 
description,  to  the  then  trustees  of  the  said  parish,  for  the  use  and  benefit 
of  the  second  poor  thereof.  The  estate  in  these  premises  does  not  appear  to 
have  been  vested  by  any  conveyance  in  the  present  trustees  of  the  parish,  but 
the  same  is  considered  as  being  under  their  management,  and  applicable  to  the 
same  purposes  as  the  poor-land  mentioned  in  the  former  case. 

The  house  and  garden  are  let  at  21.  per  annum,  and  the  orchard  and  pasture- 
ground  for  14/.  3s.  per  annum,  making  together  16/.  3s.  The  rent  is  applied 
to  the  second  poor,  together  with  the  rents  of  the  before-mentioned  charity- 
property. 

On  an  inclosure  of  the  commons,  which  took  place  in  1813,  an  allotment  was 
assigned  to  the  parish,  in  consideration  of  the  rights  of  common  then  considered 
as  appurtenant  to  the  closes  before  noticed ; and  in  the  same  allotment  was 
merged  the  interest  which  the  parish  then  had  in  another  small  piece  of  ground 
consisting  of  less  than  an  acre. 

The  whole  allotment  together  consists  of3A.  2r.  27p.  It  is  let  at  a rent 
of  6/.  per  annum,  which  is  distributed  with  the  other  charity-monies  before 
mentioned.

Lady  Betty  Bathurst’s  Charity. 

Lady  Betty  Bathurst,  by  her  Will,  dated  7th  February  1769,  gave  the  sum 
of  gOO/.  to  the  poor  of  St.  Peter,  Siddington ; and  in  the  year  1775  the 
above  sum,  together  with  18/.,  the  interest  arising  therefrom,  was  laid  out  in 
the  purchase  of  250  /.  three-per-cent  Consols. 

The  interest  of  this  stock,  which  is  7 /.  10s.,  is  annually  distributed  at 
Christmas  to  the  poor  not  receiving  parish  relief. 

The  original  trustees  were  the  Duke  of  Chandos,  Earl  Bathurst,  Lord 
Apsley  (Lord  Chancellor),  Lord  Bruce,  the  Honourable  J.  Bathurst,  and 
Thomas  Mills  Hoare,  esq.  The  only  existing  trustee  is  the  present  Earl 
Bathurst,  whose  steward  regularly  remits  the  said  interest  to  the  incumbent  of 
the  parish,  by  whom  the  same  is  distributed  agreeably  to  the  directions  of  the  will.

PARISH  OF  BITTON. 

-\  Further  Report. 

Since  our  Inquiry  into  the  charities  of  this  parish,  which  took  place  in  the 
year  1820,  [17th  Report,  p.  396]  we  have  been  informed  of  the  following  charity, 
which  was  not  then  known  to  the  persons  to  whom  we  applied  for  information. 

A rentcharge  of  1 /.  Os.  4 d.  upon  some  houses  in  Tucker-street,  Bristol, 
has  been  paid  to  the  poor  of  this  parish  since  1693,  but  there  appears  to  be 
no  document  in  existence  by  which  it  can  be  ascertained  by  whom  the  same 
was  originally  given,  or  for  what  (if  any)  specific  objects  or  purposes.  But  we 
find  that  by  a deed  of  conveyance,  dated  23d  December  1742,  the  premises 
were  conveyed  by  Aaron  Millman  and  Ann  his  wife,  to  John  Ford  and  Thomas 
Webb,  to  hold  one  moiety  of  the  said  premises  to  the  use  of  the  said  John 
Ford,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  for  ever,  and  the  other  moiety  of  the  said  premises 
o the  use  of  the  said  Thomas  Webb,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  for  ever,  subject  to 
he  payment  of  the  yearly  rent  of  1/.  65.  4 d.  to  the  overseers  of  the  parish  of 
Bitton  in  the  county  of  Gloucester. 

This  rentcharge  appears  to  be  distributed  by  the  parish-officers  among  the 
poor  parishioners  selected  by  them.

The  sum  of  50/.,  composed  of  several  sums  left  by  different  persons,  and  some 
fines  imposed  for  offences  is  now  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Bartley  Wilson,  the 
churchwarden  of  this  parish,  who  pays  31.  per-cent  interest  for  the  same  ; which 
interest  is  distributed  among  the  second  poor  of  the  parish  on  every  25th  of 
March,  by  the  minister  and  churchwardens.

TOWNSHIP  OF  CALMSDEN. 

Allotment  to  the  Poor. 

Under  an  Act  of  Parliament  passed  in  1794,  for  inclosing  the  Commons  of 
North  Cerney,  an  allotment  was  directed  to  be  made  by  the  Commissioners  to 
the  rector,  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  that  parish,  and  to  their  successors 
for  ever,  of  a part  not  exceeding  20  acres,  nor  less  than  2 acres,  of  the  waste, 
called  Calmsden  Downs,  in  the  above-mentioned  parish,  for  the  purpose  of 
raising  furze  or  other  fuel,  or  for  any  other  beneficial  purpose,  for  the  use  of 
all  and  every  of  the  inhabitants  of  Calmsden  aforesaid,  who  should  appear  011 

examination 
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examination  to  be  entitled  thereto  ; which  said  allotment  should  be  subject  to 
such  regulations  with  respect  to  the  time  of  cutting,  as  the  Commissioners 
should  appoint ; and  that  the  grass  or  herbage  thereof  should  be  let  by  auction 
by  the  rector,  churchwardens  and  overseers,  and  the  rent  in  or  about  Christ- 
mas paid  and  divided  by  them  at  their  discretion,  unto  and  amongst  the  poor 
inhabitants  of  Calmsden,  regard  being  had  to  the  number  of  children  in  each 
family. 

The  allotment  so  set  out  is  said  to  be  about  12  acres,  producing  furze  and 
some  herbage,  which  is  let  to  Joseph  Cripps,  esq.  of  Cirencester,  for  the  rent 
of  61.  17  s.  6d. 

The  said  rent  is  paid  to  the  churchwardens,  and  distributed  by  them,  with 
their  minister,  among  the  poor  inhabitants  of  the  parish,  in  equal  sums  ; but  we 
have  suggested  that  the  clause  in  the  Act  confers  the  power  of  dividing  this 
sum  among  the  poor,  at  their  discretion,  and  that  a difference  in  the  amount 
of  the  relief  proportioned  to  the  necessities  and  burthens  of  the  poor  would 
be  a more  discreet  and  useful  application  of  the  charity.

HUNDRED  OF  WEST  DERBY. 

PARISH  OF  ALTCAR. 

School. 

THERE  is  an  entry  in  a parish-book,  dated  March  31st,  1741,  to  the  fol-  Altcar, 
lowing  effect : 

There  was  left,  by  Thomas  Tickle,  of  Altcar,  some  time  since  deceased,  the  v c 100 

sum  of  30/.  the  interest  to  go  for  the  use  of  the  schoolmaster  for  ever.  The 
inhabitants  of  the  parish  of  Altcar  thinking  there  could  be  no  better  security 
than  the  said  parish,  and  having  occasion  to  discharge  a debt  due  to  the  work- 
house  for  money  borrowed  by  the  churchwardens,  and  several  others  of  the 
principal  inhabitants  of  the  said  parish,  agreed,  on  the  day  bearing  date  as 
above,  to  pay  unto  the  schoolmaster  for  ever  the  interest  of  the  said  30  /.  after 
the  rate  of  5 1.  per-cent. 

Nothing  is  now  known  of  this  specific  bequest ; but  an  annual  payment  from 
the  rates  has  been  made  to  the  master  of  a parish-school  in  Altcar  from  at  least 
the  year  1753,  which  may  probably  include  the  interest  of  the  sum  of  30/. 
above  mentioned. 

From  1753  to  1782  the  schoolmaster  received  7 /•  yearly.  The  payment  was 
afterwards  increased  to  8 /.,  and  in  1811  to  24/.,  for  which  salary  he  teaches 
eight  poor  children  free,  and  also  acts  as  parish-clerk.  The  same  person  has 
the  profits  of  a close  of  about  an  acre  and  a half,  given,  during  pleasure,  by  the 
Earl  of  Sefton,  for  the  benefit  of  the  schoolmaster. 
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Wilson’s  Charity. 

William  Wilson,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  27th  December  1665,  gave  201.  to 
be  put  forth  upon  use,  and  the  interest  to  remain  to  the  poor  of  Altcar  and 
Lydiate  for  ever,  equally  to  be  divided  between  them,  at  the  discretion  of  his 
executors. 

A memorandum  of  this  bequest  is  entered  in  an  old  parish-book,  and  the 
moiety  due  to  the  poor  of  Altcar  is  noticed  in  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of 
1786.  Nothing  is  now  known  of  this  bequest. 

The  incumbent  of  Altcar  has  for  upwards  of  50  years  received  annually  from 
the  parish-rates  the  sum  of  31.  10s.  as  the  interest  of  70/.  It  is  understood  that 
this  is  not  applicable  for  any  charitable  purpose,  but  is  the  produce  of  money 
given  heretofore  for  the  use  of  the  incumbent. 

Goore’s  Charity. 

Ellen  Goore,  who  died  7th  May  1789,  left  40/.  to  the  poor  of  Altcar,  the 
interest  to  be  divided  amongst  the  poor  women  who  should  attend  the  sacra- 
ment of  the  Lord’s  Supper. 

This  bequest  appears  to  have  been  taken  by  the  parish,  as  the  sum  of  40s. 
yearly  is  paid  out  of  the  poors  rate,  as  “ interest  of  Ellen  Goore’s  legacy.” 

The  money  is  distributed  amongst  the  poor  women  attending  the  quarterly 
Communion,  10s.  each  time.  There  are  generally  five  or  six  poor  persons 
between  whom  it  is  divided. 


PARISH  OF*  CHILDWALL. 

Watmough’s  Charity. 

It  is  stated  on  a table  of  benefactions  in  Childwall  Church  that  Henry 
Watmough  gave  by  Will  the  yearly  sum  of  21.  10s.,  charged  on  a field  called 
Doe  Park,  to  be  distributed  to  the  poor  of  Childwall  parish,  in  bread,  at  the 
discretion  of  the  minister  and  churchwardens  on  every  Lord’s-day,  for  ever. 

This  sum  of  21.  10s.  is  paid  by  Mr.  John  Roskell,  the  owner  of  the  field 
called  Doe  Park,  in  the  township  of  Much  Wool  ton,  in  this  parish. 

Twelve  penny  loaves  are  given  away  every  Sunday  in  Childwall  church,  by 
the  churchwarden,  to  poor  persons  of  the  parish  frequenting  the  church. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  CHILDWALL. 

Hey’s  Charity. 

It  is  stated  on  a table  in  Childwall  church  that  Jane  Hey  left  by  Will, 
February  14,  1722,  10s.  per  annum  to  the  vicar  of  Childwall  and  his  suc- 
cessors, and  16  s.  per  annum  to  the  poor  of  the  said  township,  which  sums  were 
charged  on  an  estate  in  Halewood,  called  the  Newhouse,  formerly  Jonathan 
Harrocks,  and  were  to  be  paid  respectively  every  Good-Friday,  for  ever. 

The  sum  of  16  s.  payable  to  the  poor,  is  paid  to  the  parish-clerk  by  Thomas 
Atherton,  the  occupier  of  the  New-house  tenement  in  Halewood,  which  is  the 
property  of  John  Tarleton,  esq.,  of  Liverpool. 

This  payment  has  for  many  years  been  improperly  carried  to  the  poors  rate, 
but  on  our  suggestion  that  it  ought  to  be  given  away  to  the  poor  as  charity, 
we  were  assured  that  it  should  be  so  applied  in  future. 

Carter’s  Charities. 

It  is  stated  on  a table  in  Childwall  church  that  William  Carter  gave  to  the 
poor  of  Childwall  the  overplus  of  such  legacies  as  were  mentioned  in  his  Will, 
which  it  was  hoped  would  amount  to  50/. 

Upon  the  authority  of  an  old  book  which  was  produced  to  us,  it  would 
appear  that  about  the  year  1730  there  was  at  interest  48/.  19$.  8 d.,  derived 
from  William  Carter’s  bequest,  but  nothing  is  now  known  of  this  charity. 
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TOWNSHIP  OF  GARSTON.  Garston. 

Charities  of  Hayes  and  others. 

By  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release,  bearing  date  22d  and  23d  January  Charities  of 
1790,  Elizabeth  Lightbody  and  Thomas  Hodgson,  in  consideration  of  50/.,  Richard  Hayes  and 
conveyed  to  Edward  Wilson  and  Matthew  Plumb,  and  their  heirs,  a cottage  or  oli^ers~ 
dwelling-house,  with  the  appurtenances,  and  the  garden  or  piece  of  land 
thereto  belonging,  in  Garston,  containing  in  breadth  18  yards,  and  in  depth 
backwards,  45 f yards,  together  with  the  right  of  passage  over  certain  pre- 
mises sold  to  Ralph  Burrows,  and  a road  not  exceeding  three  yards  wide 
over  other  premises  belonging  to  the  said  Elizabeth  Lightbody  and  Thomas 
Hodgson. 

No  trusts  are  declared  in  the  above  deed ; but  by  a memorandum  of  the 
same  date,  signed  by  Matthew  Plumb,  it  is  stated  that  the  above-mentioned 
indenture  related  to  the  purchase  of  a cottage  and  piece  of  ground  which  was 
paid  for  with  50/.  belonging  to  the  township  of  Garston,  and  that  the  names 
of  Wilson  and  Plumb  were  used  only  in  trust  for  the  said  township.  From  the 
Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786  it  appears  that  the  sum  of  50/.  arose  front 
the  following  bequests ; 

Richard  and  Mary  Hayes,  to  poor  housekeepers  - £.  25.  0.  0. 

Thomas  Fazakerley  - - - - ditto  ...  go.  0.  0. 

John  Arington ditto  - - - 5.  0.  0. 

These  several  sums  are  stated  to  produce  50s.  yearly,  and  we  find  that 
before  the  purchase  of  the  cottage  that  sum  was  annually  distributed  to  the 
poor. 

Before  the  year  1820  there  was  only  one  old  cottage,  which  was  in  bad  con- 
dition, and  was  let  with  the  garden  at  4/.  or  51.  a year,  out  of  which  50  s.  was 
given  to  the  poor,  in  cloth,  and  the  remainder  carried  to  the  poors  rate,  out 
of  which  fund  the  buildings  were  repaired. 

In  the  year  1820  the  old  cottage  was  pulled  down,  and  two  new  cottages 
built  upon  the  site,  one  of  which  is  now  let  at  61.  and  the  other  at  51.  10s. 
per  annum.  To  pay  for  the  building,  the  sum  of  84/.  was  borrowed  by  the 
township  of  Francis  Grace,  an  occupier  of  land  in  Garston.  After  paying  out 
50s.  for  distribution  in  cloth,  and  5l.  per-cent,  interest  on  the  above  debt,  the 
remainder  has  been  applied  to  reduce  the  principal,  and  there  was  due  to 
Francis  Grace  on  the  1st  January  1828,  49/.  12s.  2 d. 

The  cloth  purchased  with  the  sum  of  50  s.  is  distributed  by  the  overseer 
amongst  the  poor  of  the  township  of  Garston,  not  receiving  relief. 

As  we  found  it  to  be  the  intention  of  the  overseers  only  to  distribute  50  s. 
yearly,  as  heretofore,  even  when  the  debt  should  be  paid  off,  we  suggested,  that 
as  the  premises  were  originally  purchased  with  money  belonging  to  the  poor, 
and  the  debt  was  to  be  liquidated  from  the  rents,  the  poor  would  be  entitled  to 
the  whole  income,  as  it  should  become  available,  and  in  consequence  of  our 
suggestion,  a public  meeting  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  township  has  been  held, 
at  which  it  was  unanimously  resolved,  that  the  whole  rental  of  the  two  cot- 
tages should  (as  soon  as  the  debt  due  upon  them  should  be  paid)  be  applied 
to  poor  persons  belonging  to  the  township,  in  charity. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  HALE. 

School. 

By  Indenture  of  Bargain  and  Sale,  enrolled  in  the  Court  of  Chancery,  and 
bearing  date  14th  September  1750,  between  Ireland  Green,  and  Mary  Green, 
ladies  of  the  manor  of  Hale,  of  the  first  part,  William  Part,  of  the  second  part, 
and  Caryl  Fleetwood,  and  eight  others,  of  the  third  part,  reciting  that  the  said 
William  Part  had  some  time  since  obtained  from  Isaac  Green,  and  Mary  his 
wife,  both  deceased,  the  lord  and  lady  of  the  manor  of  Hale,  a free  gift,  for 
the  purposes  thereinafter  mentioned,  of  a parcel  of  waste  ground  near  the 
brick-kiln  pits,  fronting  the  Church-street,  in  Hale,  upon  which  the  said 
William  Part  had,  principally  at  his  own  charges,  erected  a convenient  building 
for  a school  and  stable,  and  other  erections,  and  had  inclosed  and  improved 
the  remaining  part  of  the  said  ground,  and  made  the  same  convenient  for  the 
habitation  and  benefit  of  the  master  of  the  said  school ; and  that  he  had,  or 
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intended  shortly  to  give  a considerable  sum  of  money  as  a provision  for  the 
said  school,  as  his  circumstances  would  permit.  And  also  reciting,  that,  by 
Indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  16th  and  17th  April  1742,  the 
said  William  Part  conveyed  the  said  premises  to  Isaac  Green,  and  eleven 
others,  of  whom  the  parties  above  named,  of  the  third  part,  were  the  sur- 
vivors, and  their  heirs,  upon  the  trusts  thereinafter  mentioned  ; but  that  the 
said  William  Part  had  not  obtained  a sufficient  title  to  the  said  premises,  so 
that  they  descended  to  the  said  Ireland,  and  Mary  Green,  as  the  co-heiresses 
of  the  said  Isaac  Green,  and  Mary  his  wife  ; the  said  Ireland  and  Mary 
Green,  by  the  direction  of  the  said  William  Part,  conveyed  the  said  school, 
stable,  and  other  buildings  and  premises  before  mentioned,  to  the  use  of  the 
said  Caryl  Fieetwood,  and  others,  parties  of  the  third  part,  and  of  the  said 
Ireland  and  Mary  Green,  and  their  heirs,  upon  trust,  for  a schoolmaster  of 
the  said  school,  to  be  from  time  to  time,  for  ever,  appointed  by  the  said 
Ireland  and  Mary  Green,  Caryl  Fleetwood,  and  others,  parties  of  the  third 
part,  and  their  heirs,  subject  to  such  regulations  as  the  said  William  Part,  by 
a deed,  bearing  date  16th  April  1742,  had  directed,  or  by  any  other  deed, 
should  thereafter  direct,  for  the  better  regulation  of  the  school,  schoolmaster, 
and  scholars. 

By  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release,  bearing  date  1st  and  2d  January  1796, 
reciting  the  indenture  of  14th  September  1750,  Mary  Gascoyne,  relict  of 
Bamber  Gascoyne,  deceased,  formerly  Mary  Green,  who  survived  the  other 
trustees  named  in  the  indenture  of  1750,  conveyed  the  premises  mentioned  in 
the  said  indenture,  to  the  use  of  herself  and  John  Blackburne,  of  Hale,  esq., 
the  Rev.  Thomas  Blackburne,  John  Blackburne,  of  Garston,  esq.  William  Fleet- 
wood,  the  Rev.  Joseph  Airey,  Richard  Weston,  William  Hulgrave,  Richard 
Halsall,  and  John  Halsall,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  upon  trust,  for  the  use  of 
a schoolmaster,  to  be  appointed  according  to  the  statutes  made  16th  April 
1742. 

The  statutes  above  alluded  to  are  contained  in  a schedule  annexed  to  the 
indentures  of  lease  and  release  of  1742,  and  contain  directions  for  the  conduct 
of  the  master  and  trustees,  and  for  the  general  regulation  of  the  school. 

Amongst  the  regulations  is  one  which  directs  that  no  person  in  holy  orders, 
who  should  have  accepted  any  benefice,  should  be  capable  to  be  elected  master 
or  usher,  and  that  if  any  master  should  accept  of  any  benefice  the  school  should 
be  judged  vacant. 

It  was  also  directed  that  the  children  of  persons  inhabiting  the  township  of 
Hale,  should  be  taught  gratis,  and  as  soon  as  the  clear  income  of  the  master 
should  amount  to  20/.  the  school  should  be  free  to  children  of  any  place,  on 
the  terms  thereinafter  mentioned,  viz.  that  every  scholar,  except  the  children 
of  poor  persons  settled  in  Hale,  should  at  his  entrance  pay  5 s.,  and  at  Shrovetide 
Is.  6d.  and  that  every  scholar  should  pay  1 s.  for  fuel. 

The  Church-catechism,  or  some  orthodox  explanation  thereof,  was  ordered 
to  be  taught  in  the  school. 

And  it  was  ordered,  that  the  lord  or  lady  of  the  manor  of  Hale  might  have 
power  to  make  such  alterations  in  the  statutes  as  they  should  think  for  the 
benefit  of  the  said  school,  so  that  the  same  should  not  alter  any  essential  part 
thereof. 

The  said  William  Part  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  22d  August  1753,  bequeathed 
to  his  executors  200/.  upon  trust,  to  pay  the  same  to  the  minister  of  the  chapel 
in  Hale,  and  the  chapelwardens  and  overseers  of  the  township  of  Hale  for  the 
time  being,  or  to  such  of  them  as  the  said  curate,  chapelwardens,  and  overseers 
should  direct,  to  be  placed  out  at  interest  by  them,  and  in  their  names,  and  the 
interest  of  100/.  thereof  to  be  paid  to  the  schoolmaster  of  the  school,  by  him 
lately  built  at  Hale,  subject  to  such  rules  as  the  testator  had  by  a certain  in- 
strument in  writing  prescribed  for  the  government  of  the  said  school ; and  the 
interest  of  the  remaining  100/.  to  be  applied  towards  the  repairs  of  the  said 
school  and  buildings  thereto  belonging,  particularly  the  windows  ; and  in  case 
there  should  be  any  surplus,  he  directed  that  it  should  be  laid  out  in  buying 
books,  and  paying  for  the  teaching  of  poor  children  belonging  to  Hale,  to  be 
sent  to  the  said  school,  at  the  discretion  of  the  said  curate,  chapelwardens,  and 
overseers,  and  that  in  case  the  interest  of  the  last-mentioned  sum  should  not 
be  sufficient  to  repair  the  said  school  and  buildings,  the  deficiency  should  be 
made  good  out  of  the  interest  of  the  100/.  to  be  paid  to  the  schoolmaster. 

The 
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The  school  was  built  by  William  Part  in  1737*  and  there  is  a good  garden 
attached  to  it.  The  school  and  school-house  premises  are  in  good  repair,  and 
altogether  are  worth  at  least  10/.  a year. 

The  200/.  bequeathed  by  William  Part  was  in  the  hands  of  Thomas 
Claughton,  esq.,  upon  a promissory  note,  dated  February  19th  1822.  In 
October  the  same  year  the  trustees  applied  for  payment  of  the  principal,  but 
without  effect,  and  Mr.  Claughton  became  a bankrupt  soon  afterwards.  The 
trustees  were  admitted  to  prove  under  the  commission  for  210/.,  being  the 
principal,  and  a year’s  interest  due  February  1824. 

The  interest  of  the  money  in  Mr.  Claughton’s  hands  was  paid  over  to  the 
schoolmaster,  who  undertook  to  repair  the  school,  and  to  teach  twelve  children, 
boys  or  girls,  of  Hale  township,  free,  for  the  produce  of  this  bequest,  and  also 
for  the  advantage  which  he  derived  from  the  occupation  of  the  school-house  and 
premises.  Since  Mr.  Claughton’s  bankruptcy  the  trustees  have  reduced  the 
number  of  free  scholars  to  six,  thinking  that  a fair  proportion. 

Ellen  Bushell,  who  died  about  twenty  years  ago,  left  to  the  trustees  for  the 
school  at  Hale,  80/.  together  with  the  residue  of  her  personal  estate  not  other- 
wise disposed  of,  which  she  directed  to  be  paid  by  them  for  the  use  of  the 
schoolmaster  there  for  teaching  four  boys  free. 

It  is  stated,  that  with  the  residue  of  her  property  the  whole  bequest  amounted 
to  100/. 

This  money  is  in  the  hands  of  John  Blackburne,  esq.  who  has  given  a pro- 
missory note  for  the  same,  dated  1st  November  I8O7,  and  payable  to  the  trustees 
of  William  Part’s  bequest  above  mentioned. 

Mr.  Blackburne  pays  51.  a year  interest,  which  is  given  to  the  schoolmaster, 
who  on  account  thereof  teaches  four  poor  children  of  Hale,  free. 
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Part’s  Charities. 

The  said  William  Part , by  his  Will,  further  gave  to  his  executors  100/.  Part’s  Charities, 
upon  trust,  for  the  said  curate  and  chapelwardens,  to  be  by  them  laid  out  at 
interest,  and  the  produce  applied  in  providing  three  halfpenny  loves,  to  be  by 
the  curate  and  chapelwardens  distributed  in  Hale  chapel  every  Sunday,  in  the 
forenoon,  after  divine  service,  amongst  poor  persons  inhabitants  within  the 
chapelry  of  Hale  attending  divine  service,  at  the  discretion  of  the  said  curate 
and  chapelwardens.  And  he  also  gave  to  his  said  executors  100/.  in  trust,  for 
the  said  curate  and  chapelwarden,  to  be  placed  out  in  their  names,  and  the 
produce  by  them  distributed  yearly  on  the  11th  November,  in  money  or  clothes, 
among  such  poor  housekeepers  and  widows,  inhabitants  of  Hale,  as  the  curate 
and  chapelwarden  should  think  fit  objects  of  charity. 

The  amount  of  these  legacies  is  in  the  hands  of  John  Blackburne,  esq.  who 
has  given  a promissory  note  for  the  amount,  dated  12th  April  1823,  with  law- 
ful interest. 

The  sum  of  51.  annually  is  laid  out  in  bread,  15  loaves  being  given  away 
every  Sunday  morning  amongst  the  poor  of  the  chapelry  attending  divine 
service  at  the  chapel.  The  chapelwarden  of  Hale,  and  sidesman  of  Halewood, 
superintend  the  distribution. 

The  sum  of  5/.  to  be  disposed  of  in  money  or  clothes,  is  given  away  on  the 
22d  November  yearly,  being  the  testator’s  birth-day,  according  to  the  new  style. 

A list  of  poor  housekeepers  and  widows  of  the  township  of  Hale  is  made  out 
by  the  minister  and  chapelwarden,  and  each  person  included  therein  receives 
a ticket,  which  entitles  them  to  articles  of  clothing  at  a mercer’s  or  draper’s 
shop  to  the  value  of  from  35.  to  6 s.  No  distinction  is  made,  whether  the  poor 
receive  parochial  relief  or  not. 

Charity  of  Middleton,  and  Others. 

A tablet  in  the  chapel  states  that  Jane  Middleton,  in  1703,  gave  10/.  towards 
a yearly  stock  for  the  poor  of  Hale. 

That  in  1713  Ellen,  the  wife  of  John  Wainwright,  gave  to  the  poor  of  Hale 
and  Halewood,  to  be  equally  divided  between  them,  towards  the  yearly  stock 
of  each,  5 /.

It  is  also  understood  that  some  other  person  gave  10  5.,  making  up  the  whole 
sum  13  /.  This  money  is  in  the  hands  of  the  township,  and  13  5.  is  paid  yearly 
as  the  interest  from  the  poors  rate,  and  is  given  away  to  poor  widows  on  St. 
Thomas’ s-day,  in  small  sums,  varying  from  9 d.  to  15  d. 

Halsall’s  Charity. 

Ellen  Halsall,  by  her  Will,  bearing  date  24th  September  1734,  reciting  that 
by  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  3d  and  4th  January  1732,  her 
husband,  Richard  Halsall,  granted  to  John  Wright  and  Henry  Mackmurry,  their 
heirs  and  assigns,  several  messuages  and  tenements  in  Tithe-Barn-street,  and 
Kay-street,  Liverpool,  on  trust,  to  the  use  of  her  husband  and  his  assigns 
for  life,  and  then  for  the  raising  of  an  annuity  of  205.  to  be  paid  to  her  and 
her  heirs,  devised  the  said  annuity  to  the  minister  of  Hale  chapel,  and 
his  successors,  and  to  the  chapelwardens  and  their  successors,  payable  on 
the  26th  December,  yearly,  in  the  porch  of  the  parochial  chapel  of  St. 
Nicholas,  in  Liverpool,  in  trust,  to  apply  the  same  yearly  in  the  purchase 
of  “ the  most  easy,  choice,  valuable,  authentic,  approved,  and  elaborate 
treatises  of,  in,  and  upon  the  study,  science,  art,  rudiments  and  learning 
of  arithmetic  and  mathematics,”  to  be  used  by  boys  legitimately  born  of 
parents  living  in  or  lately  residing  within  the  township  of  Hale,  and  who 
should  have  settlements  there,  and  to  be  used  by  such  boys  as  their  own 
books.  And  she  directed  that  in  case  any  of  the  family  of  the  Halsalls 
should  become  necessitous,  their  children  should  have  a preference  in  the  dis- 
tribution of  the  books ; and  she  directed,  for  the  preservation  of  the  said  cha- 
rity, that  the  said  lease  and  release  should  be  preserved  in  the  vestry-chest  of 
Hale  chapel. 

The  Indentures  referred  to  in  the  will  were  also  produced  to  us. 

The  will  contains  an  apportionment  of  the  charge  of  205.  amongst  several 
houses  in  the  streets  therein  mentioned,  which  it  is  not  necessary  to  specify,  as 
the  whole  rentcharge  of  20  5.  is  paid  by  the  treasurer  of  the  corporation  of 
Liverpool,  the  houses  out  of  which  the  payment  arose  having  been  purchased 
by  them,  and  partly  pulled  dowrn  for  the  improvement  of  the  town.  The 
money  is  laid  out  by  the  minister  of  Hale  chapel  in  the  purchase  of  books  of 
arithmetic,  history,  and  geography,  which  are  given  to  such  poor  boys  of  Hale 
as  he  thinks  most  deserving  of  them. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  HALEWOOD. 

Lyon’s  Charity. 

A table  of  benefactions  in  Childwall  church  states  that  John  Lyon,  gave 
to  the  poor  of  Halewood  the  yearly  sum  of  1 /. 

This  sum  is  paid  yearly  iii  respect  of  an  estate  in  Upton,  in  the  parish 
of  Prescot,  the  rents  of  which  are  received  by  the  trustees  of  the  Prescot 
charities. 

It  is  given  away  by  the  overseer,  generally  in  March,  to  poor  persons  of 
Halewood,  in  sums  varying  from  1 5.  6 d.  to  2 5. 

Donor  unknown. 

The  further  sum  of  2 l.  10  5.  is  paid  to  the  overseer  of  this  township  from  an 
estate  in  Halew'ood,  belonging  to  John  Tarleton,  esq.  of  Liverpool,  in  the  occu- 
pation of  Thomas  Atherton. 

It  is  not  known  how  this  payment  arose.  It  is  given  away  in  the  same 
manner  as  the  sum  of  1 /.  before  mentioned. 

Tyldesley’s  Charity. 

Thomas  Tyldesley , in  1778,  bequeathed  20/.  for  the  use  of  poor  house- 
keepers in  Halewood. 

This  sum  is  now  in  the  hands  of  John  Smith,  of  Halewood,  tanner,  who 
distributes  about  Christmas,  yearly,  205.  as  the  interest,  in  sums  varying  from 
1 5.  to  5 5.  or  65.  to  poor  persons  of  Halewood,  generally  widows,  or  very 
poor  housekeepers. 


As 
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As  Mr.  Smith  stated  that  he  was  anxious  to  pay  in  the  principal,  we  recom- 
mended him  to  place  the  sum  of  20/.  in  a Savings-bank,  in  the  name  of  the 
Rev.  William  Stewart,  incumbent  of  the  Chapelry  of  Hale,  as  the  charity  of 
Thomas  Tyldesley. 

Lost  Charities. 

A table  of  benefactions  in  Halewood  chapel  mentions  three  other  small 
bequests,  but  nothing  is  now  known  of  them. 


TOWNSHIP  OF  MUCH  WOOLTON. 


School. 

There  is  an  ancient  School-room  in  Much  Woolton,  with  respest  to  which 
there  is  an  entry  in  an  old  parish-book,  under  the  date  of  1641,  stating  that 
the  house  was  built,  and  a stock  raised  at  the  common  charge. 

The  following  account  of  the  school  is  copied  from  a paper  in  the  hand- 
writing of  Mr.  Markland,  who  was  vicar  from  1690  to  1721. 

There  is  a school  at  Much  Woolton,  by  whom  founded  not  known.  There 
is  a stock  of  257 /.  belonging  to  it,  157/.  old  stock  and  100/.  added  to  it  by 
the  last  will  of  Sir  William  Norris.  The  school  is  free  to  the  township  of  Much 
Woolton,  and  likewise  to  such  children  as  go  to  it  from  Childwall  ( ) house, 

that  house  being  charged  with  6 s.  8 d.  yearly  to  the  said  school.  It  is  repaired 
at  the  charge  of  the  whole  parish,  except  the  chapelry  of  Hale,  which  pays 
nothing  to  it.  There  are  two  schoolreeves  chosen  by  the  parish  every  Easter, 
to  whom  is  committed  the  care  of  putting  out  the  money  and  paying  the 
interest  to  the  master,  as  also  seeing  that  the  school  be  kept  in  due  repair. 

By  an  entry  in  the  church warden’s-book,  it  appears,  that  on  the  31st  March 
1730,  the  vicar,  churchwardens  and  parishioners  of  the  parish  of  Childwall,  at 
a meeting  held  in  the  church,  agreed  that  the  then  vacancy  of  the  school  at 
Woolton  should  be  filled  by  the  same  person  who  was  elected  to  the  chapel 
at  Garston,  provided  Richard  Norris,  of  Speke,  in  consideration  of  their 
annexing  their  school  to  the  said  chapel,  would  annex  to  the  vicarage  of  Child- 
wall  certain  tithes  and  other  advantages  therein  mentioned,  otherwise  they 
stated  that  they  elected  Thomas  Mercer  to  teach  their  school  at  Much  Wool- 
ton.  This  entry  is  followed  by  a statement,  dated  15th  October  1730,  whereby 
it  appears  that  John  Norris  was  elected  in  consequence  of  the  preceding  agree- 
ment, and  obtained  a license. 

Under  the  date  of  the  year  1748,  is  an  entry,  that  at  a vestry-meeting  held 
at  the  church  at  Childwall,  it  was  ordered  that  inquiry  should  be  made  into 
the  school-stock,  and  Mr.  William  Lake  and  Thomas  Tatlock  were  elected 
wardens  or  schoolreeves,  and  were  directed  to  take  measures  concerning  the 
same ; at  the  same  meeting,  Mr.  Barlow,  the  then  schoolmaster,  produced 
an  account  of  the  school-stock  given  to  him  by  Mr.  Norris,  the  late  master, 
and  securities  were  exhibited  for  the  sum  of  236/.  the  amount  of  the  said 
stock,  and  it  is  there  stated  that  formerly  there  was  more  money  belonging  to 
the  school,  but  that  the  same  was  lost  by  the  insolvency  of  Henry  Taylor,  of 
Liverpool. 

It  is  also  stated  that  upon  inquiry  the  following  ancient  rents  were  found  to 
belong  to  and  be  payable  to  the  said  school.

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On  the  27th  January  1774)  the  minister,  churchwardens  and  inhabitants  of 
Childwall,  at  a public  vestry  held  for  examining  into  the  right  of  election  of 
a master  to  the  vacant  school  at  Much  Woolton,  agreed  that  the  nomination 
and  the  repairs  of  the  said  school  belonged  to  the  honourable  Topham 
Beauclerc. 
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Mr.  Beauclerc  claimed  the  nomination  as  possessor  of  Speke  Hall,  by  his 
marriage  with  the  heiress  of  the  family  of  Sir  William  Norris,  and  the  school- 
masters were  appointed  by  him  as  long  as  he  lived.  The  right  of  appointment 
at  present  is  supposed  to  be  in  Richard  Watt,  esq.,  the  proprietor  of  Speke 
Hall,  whose  great  uncle  purchased  it  of  the  family  of  the  Beauclercs. 

All  the  property  at  present  belonging  to  the  school  consists  of  the  sum  of 
225/.  15.9.  7 d.,  which  is  in  the  hands  of  John  Shaw  Leigh,  esquire,  solicitor,  of 
Liverpool,  having  been  formerly  in  the  hands  of  his  father,  who  was  agent  for 
the  Childwall-hall  property.  Mr.  Leigh  pays  4 ^-per-cent  interest  to  the 
schoolmaster  in  May,  annually,  but  it  does  not  appear  that  any  security  has 
been  given  for  this  money. 

We  can  obtain  no  information  relating  to  the  small  rents  mentioned  in  the 
old  churchwardens  book.  They  have  not  been  collected  for  many  years. 

The  present  master,  Richard  Speakman,  was  appointed  many  years  ago  by 
the  father  of  the  present  Mr.  Watt.  He  is  86  years  old,  very  infirm,  and 
totally  unable  to  discharge  the  duties  of  the  school,  on  which  account, 
although  he  is  permitted  to  receive  the  interest  of  the  money,  an  assistant 
schoolmaster  has  been  appointed  by  Mr.  W att,  who  is  paid  by  subscription  of 
the  inhabitants. 

The  school  is  aided  by  voluntary  subscriptions,  and  is  open  to  all  chil- 
dren who  are  recommended  by  subscribers,  each  child  paying  1 d.  or  2 c/.  a 
week  according  to  what  they  learn. 

There  are  now  85  boys  in  the  school. 

Crompton’s  Charity. 

In  a table  of  benefactions  in  the  church  at  Child  wall,  dated  1702,  it  is  stated, 
that  Mr.  Thomas  Crompton , minister,  gave,  to  pay  for  the  books  and  schooling 
of  poor  children  in  Childwall  and  the  two  Wooltons,  20/. 

This  money  was  in  the  hands  of  the  late  Richard  Wainwright,  who  died 
in  1790,  and  afterwards  of  William  Wainwright,  his  eldest  son,  who  died 
in  1816.  The  schoolmaster,  Richard  Speakman,  is  too  infirm  to  give  any 
information,  but  we  are  informed  by  Mr.  Henry  Wainwright,  the  nephew  of 
William  Wainwright,  that  his  uncle  paid  a sum  of  money  to  the  schoolmaster 
of  Much  Woolton  annually,  up  to  the  time  of  his  death,  but  that  he  has 
understood,  that  when  the  school  at  Much  Woolton  had  a bad  master,  his  uncle 
gave  the  money  to  the  schoolmaster  of  Huyton  school. 

Mr.  Henry  Wainwright  has  undertaken  to  consult  with  his  family,  in  order 
that  steps  may  be  taken  for  securing  in  future  the  regular  application  of  this 
legacy,  for  the  use  for  which  it  was  bequeathed. 


PARISH  OF  LIVERPOOL. 

Grammar  School. 

There  was  an  ancient  Grammar-school  at  Liverpool,  supposed  to  have 
been  built  by  a person  of  the  name  of  Cross,  who  by  Will,  dated  15th  May 
1515,  gave  certain  lands  in  the  town  of  Liverpool,  to  maintain  a priest, 
to  say  mass,  and  keep  a grammar-school  there. 

After  the  dissolution  of  Chantries,  a payment  of  51.  13 s.  3d.  was  appro- 
priated for  the  stipend  of  the  schoolmaster ; and  by  Letters  Patent,  under  the 
seal  of  the  Duchy  of  Lancaster,  dated  at  Westminster,  30th  October  1565, 
reciting,  that  Sir  Walter  Mildmaye,  and  Robert  Keleway,  esq.,  Commissioners 
appointed  by  force  of  a commission  to  them  directed,  touching  order  to  be 
taken  for  the  maintenance  and  continuance  of  schools,  and  preachers,  &c. 
by  their  warrant,  directed  to  the  chancellor  of  the  duchy  of  Lancaster 
for  the  time  being,  amongst  other  things  appointed  that  the  chapel  of  Liver- 
pool, in  the  parish  of  Walton  in  the  county  of  Lancaster,  should  continue, 
and  the  then  incumbent  thereof  should  serve  there,  and  have  for  his  wages 
4/.  179.  5d.  yearly  ; and  that  the  grammar-school  in  the  same  parish  should 
continue  as  theretofore  it  had  been  used  ; and  that  the  then  schoolmaster 
thereof  should  remain  and  continue  in  the  same  room,  and  should  have  for 
his  stipend  and  wages,  yearly,  51.  139.  3d.,  Queen  Elizabeth,  minding  that 
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the  said  chapel  and  grammar-school  should  continue,  authorized  the  mayor 
and  burgesses  of  Liverpool,  and  their  successors,  by  the  advice  and  assent 
of  the  bishop  of  Chester,  and  his  successors,  to  nominate  a person  to  be 
minister  in  the  said  chapel ; and  also  such  a discreet  and  learned  person 
to  be  a schoolmaster  of  the  said  grammar-school  in  the  said  parish  as  to 
them  should  seem  best,  as  well  for  edifying  the  parishioners  there,  as  also 
for  the  virtuous  bringing  up  and  godly  education  of  young  children  in  the 
said  school  from  time  to  time  in  virtue  and  godly  learning,  and  as  the  same 
had  been  theretofore  well  used,  continued  and  done.  And  the  receiver 
of  the  honour  of  Lancaster  was  ordered  to  pay,  yearly,  unto  the  said  mayor 
and  burgesses,  and  their  successors,  during  her  Majesty’s  pleasure,  the  said 
several  yearly  salaries  to  the  uses  aforesaid,  and  the  auditor  was  ordered  to 
allow  the  same. 

There  does  not  appear  to  have  been  any  school  or  school-house  for  a great 
many  years.  Among  the  orders  in  the  parish  vestry-book,  under  the  date  of 
1745,  it  was  ordered  “ that  the  school  adjoining  to  St.  Nicholas  church,  in 
which  John  Walter  teaches,  being  ruinous,  and  a great  nuisance,  be  taken 
down.”  This  order  is  supposed  to  relate  to  the  house  in  which  the  gram- 
mar-school was  then  kept,  and  it  was  afterwards  held  in  a building,  the  rent 
for  which  was  paid  by  the  corporation,  by  whom  also  the  master  and  assistants 
were  paid. 

The  last  place  in  which  the  grammar-school  was  kept  was  a building 
belonging  to  the  Blue-coat  Hospital  (an  establishment  supported  principally 
by  voluntary  contributions)  for  which  20/.  a year  was  paid  by  the  corporation. 

In  the  records  of  the  corporation  are  several  entries  relating  to  the  school 
from  the  year  1555,  from  which  it  appears  that  all  expenses  of  building,  salaries, 
&c.  were  defrayed  by  the  corporation,  and  that  the  master  in  1718,  was  to  teach 
the  children  of  freemen  gratuitously,  on  receiving  a certificate  from  the  mayor, 
with  liberty  to  teach  other  children  on  payment  of  such  sum  as  the  mayor 
should  order. 

In  the  year  1745  it  is  stated  that  the  free-school  was  attended  with  an 
expense  of  62/.  per  annum  to  the  corporation,  and  in  1748  rules  and  regu- 
lations were  drawn  up  for  the  direction  of  the  master,  and  a writing-master 
was  afterwards  added  to  the  establishment. 

The  school  was  continued  till  1803,  the  salaries  of  the  master  and  assistants, 
amounting  to  170/.  per  annum,  being  paid  by  the  corporation.  About  that 
time  Mr.  Baines  the  master  died,  and  on  his  death  the  school  was  discon- 
tinued. 

The  stipend  of  51.  135.  3d.  was  received  by  Mr.  Baines  to  the  time  of  his 
death,  but  it  has  not  been  demanded  since.  There  does  not  appear  to  have 
been  any  other  endowment,  except  from  the  sum  of  12/.  10  5.,  stated  to  have 
been  left  in  1635,  by  Mrs.  Darbie,  and  51.  left  subsequently,  by  Robert  Wil- 
liamson, of  which  nothing  is  now  known. 

The  re-establishment  of  the  school  was  frequently  discussed  in  the  common 
council,  but  no  measure  was  adopted  till  the  year  1825,  when  it  was  determined 
to  build  two  schools,  one  on  the  north,  and  one  on  the  south  part  of  the  town, 
each  capable  of  containing  600  children,  boys  and  girls,  to  be  taught  on  the 
National  system,  instead  of  re-establishing  the  free  grammar  school. 

The  corporation  have  completed  these  two  schools  at  an  expense  of  upwards 
of  12,000/.,  and  salaries  to  the  amount  of  390/.  a year  are  paid  to  the  masters 
and  mistresses  out  of  the  corporation  funds,  from  which  also  all  the  contingent 
expenses  of  the  school  are  defrayed. 

Charities  of  Stephen  and  Frances  Waterworth,  including  Hunter 

Street  School. 

By  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release,  enrolled  in  the  High  Court  of  Chancery, 
bearing  date  30th  and  31st  May  1793,  between  Stephen  Waterworth , of  the  one 
part,  and  the  Rev.  George  Hodson,  one  of  the  rectors  of  Liverpool,  the  Rev. 
Richard  Formby,  minister  of  the  church  of  the  Holy  Trinity  there,  John 
Bolton,  Allen  Pearson,  Harry  Thompson,  and  George  Crooke,  of  the  other  part, 
reciting  that  a school-house  had  been  lately  built  by  charitable  means,  upon  the 
ground  thereinafter  mentioned,  of  which  the  said  Stephen  Waterworth  was 
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seised  in  fee  ; the  said  Stephen  Waterworth,  to  the  intent  that  the  said  school- 
house  and  its  appurtenances  might  for  ever  thereafter  be  vested  in  proper  trus- 
tees, for  the  purposes  thereafter  mentioned,  granted  and  conveyed  the  said  new 
erected  school-house,  consisting  of  a room  on  the  ground-floor,  and  a room  over 
the  same,  on  the  south-west  side  of  Hunter-street,  in  Liverpool,  with  the  yard 
behind  the  same,  containing  in  front  21  yards,  and  in  depth  30,  to  the  use  of 
himself  and  the  other  parties  thereto,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  in  trust,  to  permit 
the  said  school-house,  which  should  be  called  the  Liverpool  Sunday-school,  in 
Hunter-street ; to  be  for  ever  used,  as  well  on  Sundays  as  week-days,  under  the 
management  of  the  trustees  above  named,  for  the  purpose  of  instructing  such 
poor  children  of  each  sex  inhabiting  in  the  said  parish,  or  the  neighbourhood 
thereof,  as  they  should  think  proper  objects  of  the  charity,  to  spell  and  read, 
and  in  the  principles  of  the  Christian  religion,  as  professed  by  the  Church  of 
England,  the  knowledge  of  the  Holy  Scriptures,  good  morality,  and  orderly 
and  decent  behaviour ; and  on  week-days  in  writing  and  casting  accounts,  or 
such  other  things  as  the  trustees  should  think  necessary  or  proper  to  qualify 
them  to  be  useful  to  themselves  and  beneficial  to  society  ; that  the  teachers 
should  be  appointed  by  the  trustees,  who  should  have  the  discretionary  power 
at  pleasure  to  discharge  them,  and  appoint  others  in  their  stead ; and  it  was 
expressly  provided,  that  all  the  children  who  should  be  admitted  into  the  said 
school  should  constantly  attend  Divine  Service  of  the  Church  of  England, 
and  sermon,  at  some  church  or  chapel  in  Liverpool,  every  Sunday  morning 
and  evening,  except  for  some  reasonable  excuse,  to  be  allowed  by  a visitor, 
or  when  none  should  be  present,  by  the  head  teacher  in  the  school ; and  that 
no  children  should  be  taught  in  the  school  on  any  week-day  who  should  not 
have  attended  at  the  said  school,  and  at  church,  both  morning  and  evening, 
the  Sunday  preceding,  except  as  aforesaid ; and  that  no  children  should  be 
taught  or  suffered  to  learn  any  thing  contrary  to  the  doctrine  of  the  Church 
of  England  ; and  power  was  given  to  the  trustees  for  the  time  being  to  make 
such  rules  for  the  government  of  the  school,  and  all  matters  relating  thereto, 
as  they  should  think  proper ; and  it  was  further  provided,  that  whenever  the 
trustees  should  be  reduced  to  three,  the  survivors  should  choose  four  respect- 
able persons,  members  of  the  Church  of  England,  and  regular  attenders  on  its 
worship,  to  make  up  the  number  seven,  and  should  convey  the  above-men- 
tioned premises  to  the  use  of  themselves,  and  such  new  trustees,  upon  the  like 
trusts,  and  assign  accordingly  all  stocks  and  securities  whereupon  any  donations 
to  the  said  school  should  have  been  invested. 

Frances  Waterworth,  by  her  Will,  bearing  date  10th  March  1800,  and  proved 
at  Chester,  gave  to  the  trustees  of  the  Liverpool  Sunday-school,  in  Hunter-street, 
4,000/.  which  she  desired  might  be  applied  towards  carrying  on  the  design  of 
that  charitable  institution.  And  she  further  gave  to  the  same  trustees  1,000/., 
on  trust,  to  place  out  the  same  on  public  or  private  security,  and  apply  the 
yearly  produce  for  or  towards  the  relief  or  release  of  such  poor  persons  as 
should  be  confined  for  debt  within  the  gaol  for  the  borough  of  Liverpool,  as 
the  trustees  for  the  said  Sunday-school  for  the  time  being,  or  the  major  part  of 
them,  should  think  objects  of  compassion,  and  in  such  manner  as  they  should 
think  fit ; and  the  testatrix,  although  she  thought  that  stock  in  the  public  funds 
was  a good  mode  of  investment,  desired  her  said  trustees  to  invest  the  said 
sum  of  1,000/.  in  such  manner  as  they  should  think  fit,  but  recommended  them 
never  to  let  more  of  the  said  monies  than  100/.  in  the  whole  stand  on  per- 
sonal security  only.  And  the  testatrix  gave  the  residue  of  her  personal  estate 
to  her  executors,  on  trust,  to  sell  the  same,  and  to  dispose  of  the  profits  to  be 
distributed  in  such  manner  as  she,  by  a codicil  to  her  will,  should  direct,  and  in 
default  of  such  direction,  she  directed  that  the  same  should  be  applied  towards 
the  relief,  support,  or  advancement  of  such  poor  orphan  children,  or  poor 
destitute  children,  without  preference  on  account  of  their  place  of  nativity, 
whether  such  children  should  or  should  not  be  admitted  into  the  said  school, 
and  whether  related  to  the  testatrix  or  not,  as  her  executors  should  think  fit 
objects  of  compassion,  or  that  the  whole  thereof  might  be  distributed  for  the 
benefit  of  such  persons,  and  in  such  manner  as  her  executors  should  think  pro- 
per, or  that  the  whole  might  be  applied  for  the  relief,  support,  or  advancement 
of  such  poor  orphan  children,  or  poor  destitute  children,  and  in  such  manner  as 
her  executors  should  think  proper;  and  in  case  of  the  death  of  all  her  execu- 
tors 
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tors  before  distribution  thereof  should  be  fully  made,  she  directed  that  the  Liverpool. 

residue  of  the  whole  thereof,  if  no  part  had  been  distributed,  should  be  paid  

to  the  trustees  of  the  said  Sunday-school,  to  be  by  them  distributed  as  afore-  Chanties  of 
said,  or  that  a part  thereof  only  might  be  by  them  distributed  as  aforesaid,  cervyiaerworth!0* 
and  the  residue  be  applied  towards  carrying  on  the  charitable  design  of  that  including  Hunter 
institution,  in  defraying  the  salaries  of  the  teachers  there,  or  for  the  use  and  Street  School, 
benefit  of  the  said  school  and  scholars  thereat,  for  their  advancement  in  continued. 

learning,  or  in  business.  And  she  appointed  Jacob  Nelson,  Allen  Pearson,  v ^ J 

Thomas  Corrie  and  John  Lightbody  her  executors. 

By  Indenture  of  Bargain  and  Sale,  bearing  date  27th  January  1824,  between 
the  Rev.  Richard  Formby,  John  Bolton,  and  George  Crooke,  of  the  one  part,  and 
Thomas  Littledale,  Thomas  Corrie,  Ambrose  Lace,  and  the  Rev.  George  Hesketh 
Formby,  of  the  other  part,  reciting  the  indentures  of  1793  above  abstracted,  and 
that  the  parties  of  the  second  part,  being  qualified  according  to  the  provisions  of 
such  indenture,  had  been  nominated  in  the  room  of  the  deceased  trustees,  the 
said  Richard  Formby  and  others  bargained  and  sold  to  the  use  of  all  the  said 
parties,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  the  above-mentioned  premises  in  Hunter-street, 
upon  the  trusts  declared  in  the  preceding  indentures  ; and  reciting  that  the  sum 
of  3,780/.  new  4-per-cents,  was  standing  in  the  names  of  Stephen  Waterworth 
and  six  others,  the  original  trustees,  it  was  agreed  that  the  survivors  should 
transfer  the  same  to  the  names  of  the  then  trustees,  on  trust,  for  the  purposes 
of  the  said  charity. 

the  two  legacies  of  4,000/.  and  1,000/.  bequeathed  by  Frances  Waterworth, 
were  (after  deducting  the  legacy-duty)  paid  to  the  trustees  by  the  transfer  of 
the  undivided  sum  of  4,867/.  Navy  5-per-cent  stock,  at  94  l-per-cent.  By  the 
reduction  of  the  5-per-cents,  the  stock  was  converted,  by  the  addition  of 
243/.  7 s.  (being  a bonus  of  5-per-cent,)  into  5,110/.  7 s.  new  4-per-cents, 
whereof  the  sum  of  4,088/.  5s.  7 d.  or  four  fifths,  belonged  to  the  school,  and 
1,022/.  15  s.  or  one  fifth,  to  the  debtors  fund.  In  1825  the  trustees  purchased 
411/.  145.  5d.  additional  stock  for  the  school,  making  the  principal  sum,  for 
that  branch  of  the  charity,  4,500/.,  and  the  whole  amount  5,522/.  I5.  5d. ; 
this  stock  stands  in  the  names  of  Thomas  Corrie,  Thomas  Littledale,  and 
Ambrose  Lace. 

The  whole  dividends,  amounting  to  220/.  17$.  6d.  per  annum,  are  carried  to 
one  account,  180/.  thereof  being  applicable  to  the  school. 

The  school  in  Hunter-street,  described  in  the  deed  of  1793,  has  been  lately 
repaired  at  an  expense  amounting  altogether  to  nearly  200/.  Mrs.  Waterworth’s 
executors  have  contributed  from  the  residue  of  her  estate  136/.  17$.  towards 
this  sum,  and  have  also  lent  to  the  school  50/.,  to  enable  the  trustees  to  build 
a wall,  to  divide  the  yard,  so  that  the  boys  and  girls  may  each  have  a separate 
play-ground. 

In  this  school  160  boys,  and  100  girls,  are  educated.  The  room  will  not 
accommodate  a greater  number  ; applications  for  admission  are  made  to  the 
trustees,  who  having  satisfied  themselves  that  the  children  are  fit  objects  for  the 
charity  give  an  order  for  their  admittance.  The  names  are  then  placed  upon 
the  master’s  list,  and  he  admits  them  according  to  priority.  The  children  are 
taught  free,  on  the  National  System,  and  the  directions  of  Mr.  Waterworth’s 
deed,  with  regard  to  their  attendance  at  church,  are  strictly  observed. 

The  girls  take  in  work,  and  the  profits  are  carried  to  a particular  account, 
and  disposed  of  in  presents  to  the  children,  under  the  direction  of  ladies  who 
superintend  the  female  school. 

The  master  receives  a salary  of  84/.  and  the  mistress  a salary  of  50/.  Until 
the  present  year  (1828),  a secretary  received  a salary  of  20/.  for  keeping  the 
accounts,  and  managing  the  funds,  as  well  of  the  debtor’s  charity  as  of  the 
school ; but  the  trustees  having  thought  that  the  services  of  the  secretary 
might  be  dispensed  with,  and  one  of  the  trustees  having  offered  to  act  gratuitously, 
this  expense  will  be  saved  in  future. 

The  other  payments  are  very  trifling,  being  chiefly

At  the  end  of  the  year  1827  there  was  a balance  of  89/.  135.  9 d.  in  the 
bankers  hands,  (of  which,  however,  60/.  45.  9 d.  was  on  account  of  the  debtors 
fund)  and  2/.  17 5.  4 ft/.  in  the  hands  of  the  treasurer. 

There  is  no  reason  to  believe  that  the  expenditure  will  exceed  the  income 
in  future,  now  the  repairs  are  finished. 

Debtor's  Fund. — The  sum  of  40/.  175.  6d.  per  annum,  set  apart  as  the 
interest  of  the  debtors  fund,  is  applied  for  the  release  of  persons  confined  for 
debt  in  the  borough  gaol.  The  sum  of  61.  is  the  utmost  allowed  in  any  one 
case.  The  administration  of  this  branch  of  the  charity  is  chiefly  undertaken 
by  Mr.  Lace,  one  of  the  trustees,  who  is  a solicitor. 

In  the  year  1825  there  were  eight  persons  released,  the  sums  paid 
amounting  in  the  whole  to  48/.  In  1826  seven  persons  were  released  for  the 
sum  of  41/.  ; and  in  1827  three  persons,  for  the  sum  of  15/. 

At  the  time  of  our  inquiry  (March  1828)  there  was,  as  before  stated,  in  the 
bankers  hands  a balance  of  60/.  45.  9 d.  on  account  of  this  branch  of  the 
charity. 

Residuary  Estate. — On  referring  to  the  will  of  Frances  Water  worth  it  will  be 
seen  that  the  testatrix  bequeathed  the  residue  of  her  estate  to  trustees,  with 
a discretionary  power  to  apply  it  to  such  charitable  objects  as  they  should  think 
most  deserving.  We  learn  from  Mr.  Corrie,  one  of  the  executors,  that  the  pro- 
perty undisposed  of  in  April  1828,  consisted  of  3,200/.  05.  5 d.  new  4-per-cent 
stock,  and  91/.  165.  2 d.  cash  at  the  bankers,  which  two  sums  were  liable  to  the 
payment  of  an  annuity  of  42  /.  per  annum,  during  the  life  of  a lady  aged  7 3, 
and  to  unsettled  claims  on  the  estate,  amounting  to  540/.  165.  Id. 

The  sums  which  have  been  granted  and  paid  by  the  executors  for  charitable 
purposes,  out  of  the  residuary  fund,  according  to  the  terms  of  the  will,  are  as 
follows,

And  the  executors  have  lent  to  the  trustees  of  the  Hunter-street  school  a 
further  sum  of  50/. 

The  executors  have  not  yet  determined  how  any  further  part  of  the  surplus 
shall  be  applied,  although  they  have  had  the  subject  under  consideration. 

Scarsbrick’s  Almshouses. 

Scarsbrick’s  Alms-  James  Scarsbrick,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  19th  June  1718,  (as  recited  in 
houses.  the  agreement  hereafter  mentioned)  among  other  gifts  and  bequests,  gave  to 
his  executors  all  his  shares  of  every  ship  which  he  should  be  possessed  of  at 
the  time  of  his  decease,  for  the  purpose  of  building  almshouses  for  sailors 
widows  only,  with  power  either  to  continue  their  interest  in  the  said  shares,  or 
dispose  thereof,  as  they  should  think  fit,  and  he  appointed  his  wife  Elizabeth, 
Bryan  Blundell,  and  John  Scarsbrick,  his  executors. 

Elizabeth  Scarsbrick,  by  her  Will,  bearing  date  19th  February  1730,  after 
bequeathing  several  specific  legacies,  directed  her  executors  to  apply  the 
residue  of  her  personal  estate  towards  the  building  of  one  or  more  almshouses 
as  near  as  might  be  to  the  almshouse  then  built  at  Liverpool,  with  the  money 
left  by  her  late  husband  for  that  purpose,  and  appointed  Bryan  Blundell  and 
John  Scarsbrick  her  executors. 

With  the  produce  of  the  former  of  these  bequests  six  almshouses  were 
built  in  Dale-street,  and  four  were  added  by  the  produce  of  the  estate  of 
Elizabeth  Scarsbrick,  and  the  representative  of  James  and  Elizabeth  Scars- 
brick nominated  sailors  widows  to  inhabit  the  houses  as  vacancies  occurred. 

By  Articles  of  Agreement,  bearing  date  1st  May  1788,  between  Thomas  Earle, 
George  Case,  and  John  Crosbie,  of  the  one  part,  and  Jonathan  Blundell,  esq., 
surviving  executor  of  the  will  of  his  father  Bryan  Blundell,  deceased,  who  was 

surviving

surviving  executor  of  the  will  of  James  Scarsbrick,  and  also  of  Elizabeth 
Scarsbrick,  of  the  other  part ; Reciting  the  will  of  James  Scarsbrick  as  above 
abstracted,  and  that  a building,  consisting  of  six  mansions,  viz.  three  above, 
and  three  below,  fronting  the  south  side  of  Dale-street,  or  Shaws  Brow,  was 
erected  by  the  executors  of  the  said  James  Scarsbrick,  with  an  inscription  on 
a stone,  stating  that  the  said  almshouse  was  built  at  the  charge  of  James 
Scarsbrick,  for  the  use  of  poor  sailors  widows,  A.  D.  1724,  which  stone  was 
by  accident  destroyed ; and  reciting  also  the  will  of  Elizabeth  Scarsbrick, 
and  that  her  executors  had  erected  four  almshouses  for  the  habitation  of  sailors 
widows,  on  which  was  engraven  that  they  were  built  by  the  bequest  of 
Elizabeth  Scarsbrick,  for  the  use  of  sailors  widows  ; and  that  the  said  alms- 
houses had  been  used  as  such  accordingly,  and  the  vacancies  supplied  by  the 
representatives  of  the  said  James  and  Elizabeth  Scarsbrick ; and  further 
reciting,  that  the  common  council  of  the  corporation  of  Liverpool,  for  the 
purpose  of  making  improvements  in  the  place  where  the  said  almshouses  were 
erected,  and  the  neighbourhood  thereof,  were  desirous  to  pull  down  the 
same,  and  to  build  others  in  their  stead ; and  that  the  said  Thomas  Earle,  and 
others,  as  a committee  for  that  purpose,  had  applied  to  the  said  Jonathan 
Blundell,  as  legal  representative  of  the  said  James  and  Elizabeth  Scarsbrick, 
to  enter  into  an  agreement  for  effecting  the  same,  to  which  the  said  Jonathan 
Blundell  had  agreed ; it  is  witnessed,  that,  in  order  to  enable  the  common 
council  to  execute  their  improvements,  and  in  consideration  of  their  building 
good  and  substantial  dwelling-houses  in  all  respects  as  large  and  convenient 
as  those  to  be  pulled  down,  and  for  ever  keeping  the  same  in  sufficient  repair, 
the  said  Jonathan  Blundell,  for  himself,  his  heirs,  executors  and  administrators, 
covenanted  with  the  said  Thomas  Earle,  and  others,  their  heirs  and  assigns, 
that  he  would,  before  the  1st  of  August  then  next,  at  the  costs  and  charges  of 
the  corporation,  convey  to  them  the  said  almshouse ; and  the  said  Thomas 
Earle,  and  others  covenanted  with  the  said  Jonathan  Blundell,  that  in  con- 
sideration of  such  conveyance  the  corporation  of  Liverpool  would,  before  the 
said  1st  August,  convey  to  the  said  Jonathan  Blundell,  his  heirs  and  assigns, 
such  part  of  the  new  area  or  square  as  was  then  erecting,  (for  the  use  and 
occupation,  as  well  of  the  occupants  of  the  said  almshouse  as  of  several  others 
in  Liverpool,  in  like  manner  intended  to  be  pulled  down)  situate  in  a field 
belonging  to  Joseph  Brookes,  in  or  near  Martindale  Hill  in  Liverpool,  as 
would  consist  of  ten  mansions  or  dwelling-houses,  with  necessary  conveni- 
ences thereto,  and  as  good  in  all  respects  as  the  almshouses  before  mentioned, 
upon  trust,  that  the  said  Jonathan  Blundell,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  should  be 
seised  of  the  same  upon  the  same  trusts  as  the  almshouses  by  him  agreed  to 
be  conveyed  were  originally  built ; and  further,  that  a new  stone,  with  the 
inscription  to  the  effect  first  above  mentioned,  should  be  put  upon  the  centre 
of  the  front  of  such  new  almshouses,  and  that  the  stone,  with  the  inscription 
thereon,  then  in  the  front  of  the  almshouses  built  by  the  executors  of  Eliza- 
beth Scarsbrick,  should  be  fixed  in  the  centre  of  the  new  almshouses  to  be 
erected  and  granted  in  lieu  thereof,  in  order  to  ascertain  the  donors,  and  the 
intention  of  the  same  ; and  that  the  said  new  buildings  with  the  appurtenances 
should  for  ever  thereafter  be  kept  in  good  repair  at  the  expense  of  the 
corporation. 

In  pursuance  of  this  agreement  the  ancient  almshouses  in  Dale-street  were 
pulled  down,  together  with  several  others  in  different  parts  of  the  town,  the 
foundation  of  which  will  be  mentioned  hereafter,  and  also  several  belonging 
to  the  corporation ; and  a new  building  was  erected  in  1788  in  lieu  thereof  at 
the  expense  of  the  corporation,  on  a place  formerly  called  Martindale  Hill,  at 
the  top  of  Mount  Pleasant.  This  new  building  occupies  three  sides  of  a quad- 
rangle, and  contains  2 5 tenements  on  the  ground-floor,  and  23  on  the  upper.  Two 
widows  occupy  each  tenement,  there  being  one  sitting-room  and  two  bed- 
rooms in  each.  The  corporation  nominate  to  16  of  these  tenements,  8 are 
filled  by  the  overseers,  14  by  the  representatives  of  the  families  of  Tatlock 
and  Richmond,  as  hereafter  mentioned,  and  Henry  Blundell  Hollinshed,  esq., 
as  eldest  son  of  Jonathan  Blundell,  party  to  the  deed  above  abstracted, 
nominates  to  the  ten  remaining  tenements.  The  only  persons  admitted  into 
almshouse  are  sailors  widows. 
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There  is  no  allowance  appropriated  for  the  widows  appointed  to  Scarsbrick’s 
almshouses. 

Richmond’s  Almshouse. 

There  are  eight  tenements  in  the  new  building,  the  inmates  of  which  are 
appointed  by  Sylvester  Richmond,  esq.,  as  representative  of  Dr.  Sylvester 
Richmond,  by  whom  some  ancient  almshouses  were  erected  in  Dale-street. 
We  have  not  been  able  to  discover  any  account  of  the  building  of  these 
houses;  but  we  find  that  Sarah  Richmond,  by  her  will,  gave  50/.  to  the  use 
of  the  Almshouse  theretofore  erected  by  her  late  husband  at  Dale-street  End, 
the  interest  to  be  employed  for  the  repairs  of  the  same,  and  for  the  use  of  the 
poor  widows  placed  therein ; and  she  appointed  the  rectors  of  Liverpool  and 
their  successors,  trustees  for  the  managing  and  distributing  the  same. 

These  almshouses  were  pulled  down,  and  others  erected  in  their  stead  on  Martin- 
dale  Hill  as  before  stated,  and  it  is  probable  that  the  same  agreement  with  the 
corporation  was  made  in  this  as  in  the  former  instance,  but  we  have  not  been 
able  to  find  any  deed  relating  to  the  transaction. 

The  above-mentioned  sum  of  501.  was  lent  to  the  corporation  on  bond,  dated 
16  December  I7O8.  We  do  not  find  that  any  interest  is  now  paid  upon  it, 
which  probably  arises  from  the  circumstance  that  the  corporation  have  under- 
taken to  keep  all  the  almshouses  in  repair. 

The  inhabitants  of  these  almshouses  are  entitled  to  a moiety  of  the  sum  of 
7/.  2s.  8 d.  arising  from  Starkie’s  charity  hereafter  mentioned. 

Warbrick’s  Almshouse. 

Richard  Warbrick , by  his  Will,  bearing  date  27  January  1827,  reciting  that 
he  was  seised  of  a copyhold  messuage  and  tenement  in  West  Derby,  which  he 
had  surrendered  to  the  use  of  his  will,  and  two  small  messuages  in  Castle-street, 
in  Liverpool,  and  two  other  messuages  in  Moor-street,  devised  the  same,  after 
a term  of  six  years  which  he  gave  therein  to  his  executors  for  the  payment  of 
his  debts,  to  William  Mercer,  John  Wetham,  and  Richard  Wetham,  for  their 
lives,  as  tenants  in  common,  and  to  their  issue  lawfully  begotten  ; and  in  case 
any  of  them  should  die  without  issue  he  devised  their  respective  proportions  in 
the  said  premises  to  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Liverpool,  and 
their  successors,  to  the  intent  that  they  should  dispose  of  the  yearly  rents  and 
profits  towards  the  maintenance  and  support  of  poor  seamens  widows  that 
should  inhabit  in  the  almshouses  in  Liverpool,  erected  by  his  late  uncle 
Richard  Warbrick ; and  he  thereby  directed  that  only  seamens  widows,  and 
such  sailors  widows  only  who  should  be  the  greatest  objects  of  charity  should 
be  maintained  and  relieved  by  such  charity.  And  he  further  directed  that  the 
said  overseers  should  yearly,  at  Easter,  account  to  the  vestry  for  the  rents  and 
profits  by  them  received  and  applied.  He  also  gave  to  Alderman  Edward 
Ratchdale  and  Elizabeth  his  wife,  and  the  survivor  of  them,  for  their  lives,  his 
messuage  and  dwelling-house  in  Chapel-street ; and  after  their  decease  he  gave 
the  same  to  the  said  overseers  and  their  successors,  the  rents  and  profits  to  be 
yearly  employed  towards  the  maintenance  and  support  of  seamens  widows  as 
aforesaid  that  should  live  in  the  said  almshouses,  the  said  overseers  to  account 
as  aforesaid. 

There  is  a memorandum  indorsed  on  an  old  copy  of  the  will,  that  on  the  3d 
November  170S  the  executors  of  Richard  Warbrick  (viz.  the  uncle)  paid  to  the 
bailiff  30  /.  on  condition  that  the  corporation  would  undertake  and  give  secu- 
rity under  the  corporation-seal  to  keep  the  almshouse,  then  newly  built  by  the 
said  executors  at  ^ord-street  End,  beyond  St.  Peter’s  Church,  in  repair  for 
ever ; and  that  the  same  was  ordered  by  the  council  to  be  performed,  and  a 
security  to  be  given  for  it. 

William  Mercer  and  Richard  Wetham  died  without  issue,  whereby  two  thirds 
of  the  devised  premises  came  to  the  overseers  upon  the  trusts  declared  in  the 
will  of  Richard  Warbrick.  An  arrangement  was  made,  whereby,  amongst 
other  things,  it  was  agreed  that  John  Wetham,  who  was  entitled  to  one  third 
of  all  the  devised  premises,  should  pay  to  the  overseers  70  L and  convey  to 
them  all  his  interest  in  the  houses  in  Castle  Street  and  Moor  Street,  on  being 
permitted  to  hold  and  enjoy  the  copyhold  estate  in  W~est  Derby,  as  and  for  his

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third  part  of  the  whole  of  the  devised  premises.  This  agreement  was  carried  Liverpool, 

into  effect  by  the  following  deeds  : -77- 

By  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release,  bearing  date  1st  and  2d  March  1744,  house, 

between  John  Whittam,  of  the  first  part,  Mary  Hull,  widow,  daughter  of  John,  continued . 

the  elder  brother  of  Henry,  who  was  the  father  of  the  late  Richard  Warbrick,  ' ^ — — 

of  the  second  part,  and  Thomas  Wharton,  William  Neal,  and  Thomas  Gee, 
overseers  of  the  poor  of  Liverpool,  of  the  third  part ; Reciting  the  will  of 
Richard  Warbrick  as  far  as  relates  to  the  devise  of  the  premises  in  West  Derby, 

Moor-street,  and  Castle-street,  and  that  the  said  Richard  Whittam  and  William 
Mercer  were  dead  without  issue,  whereby  two  thirds  of  the  said  premises  had 
come  to  the  said  overseers ; but  that  the  said  Mary  Hull,  as  the  heir-at-law 
of  the  said  testator,  had  claimed  the  same,  and  suits  at  law  and  in  equity  had 
been  commenced  touching  the  said  premises  ; and  further  reciting,  that,  by 
articles  of  agreement,  bearing  date  29th  October  174-,  between  the  said  Mary 
Hull,  John  Whittam,  and  the  then  overseers,  it  was  agreed  that  the  said 
Mary  Hull,  or  her  heirs,  should,  before  the  2d  February  then  next,  surrender 
and  release  to  the  said  John  Whittam  and  the  heirs  of  his  body  one  third  part 
of  the  said  premises,  and  to  the  said  overseers  two  third  parts,  to  the  uses 
mentioned  in  the  will  of  the  said  Richard  Warbrick,  in  consideration  of  the 
sum  of  18  /.,  one  third  whereof  was  to  be  paid  by  the  said  John  Whittam,  and 
two  thirds  by  the  said  overseers  ; and  further  reciting,  that,  by  other  articles 
of  agreement  bearing  date  25th  July  then  last,  between  the  above-named 
overseers  and  the  said  John  Whittam,  (reciting  that  the  said  John  Whittam  had 
been  in  possession  both  of  the  freehold  and  copyhold  premises  devised  by  the 
said  'testator  as  aforesaid,  and  had  on  25th  July  then  last  settled  an  account 
of  his  receipts  and  disbursements  with  the  said  overseers  up  to  the  year  1741 
then  last,  from  which  it  appeared  that  he  had  in  his  hands  the  sum  of  94  l.  6 s. 

4|  d .),  the  said  John  Whittam  agreed  to  pay  to  the  said  overseers  two  thirds  of 
the  said  sum,  being  62 /.  17  s.  7 d .,  to  account  in  like  manner  for  his  subsequent 
receipts  and  disbursements,  and  to  pay  two  thirds  of  the  balance  to  the  said 
overseers,  and  that  the  rents  then  outstanding  should  be  divided  between  the 
said  John  Whittam  and  the  said  overseers  in  the  same  proportions ; and  fur- 
ther, that  the  said  Thomas  Wharton  and  others,  in  consideration  of  70 /.,  to 
be  paid  by  the  said  John  Whittam,  should  suffer  him  to  hold  and  enjoy  the  said 
copyhold  premises  in  West  Derby  as  and  for  one  third  part  of  the  said  premi- 
ses, and  that  the  said  overseers  and  their  successors  should  hold  and  enjoy  the 
said  messuages  in  Moor-street  and  Castle-street,  and  the  said  sum  of  70  /•  as 
their  two  third  parts  ; and  that  each  of  the  said  parties,  and  the  heir-at-law  of 
the  said  testator,  should  join  in  executing  proper  conveyances  ; and  that  the  said 
sum  of  18  Z.  and  interest,  should  be  paid  to  the  said  Mary  Hull  on  her  joining 
in  such  conveyances,  two  third  parts  thereof  to  be  paid  by  the  said  overseers, 
and  one  third  part  by  the  said  John  Whittam  ; and  further  reciting,  that  upon 
a settlement  of  the  accounts  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  said  John 
Whittam,  and  of  the  said  overseers,  subsequently  to  the  year  1741,  there  was 
due  so  much  from  the  overseers  as  reduced  the  sum  payable  to  them  to 
60/.  Os.  11  d.  on  account  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  premises,  which 
sum,  together  with  the  sum  of  70 /•  above  mentioned,  had  that  day  been  paid 
to  the  said  Thomas  Wharton  and  others  ; the  said  John  Whittam,  for  the  per- 
formance of  the  agreement  before  mentioned,  and  the  said  Mary  Hull,  in 
consideration  of  13/.  10  s.  being  two  thirds  of  the  said  sum  of  18  /.  with  inte- 
rest thereon,  conveyed  and  confirmed  to  the  said  Thomas  Wharton  and  others 
their  heirs  and  assigns,  a messuage  and  tenement  on  the  west  side  of  Castle- 
street,  theretofore  in  possession  of  William  Naylor,  between  the  messuages  of 
William  Whalley  on  the  north,  and  William  Peters  on  the  south,  and  a mes- 
suage or  tenement,  with  the  appurtenances,  on  the  north  side  of  Moor-street, 
with  the  garden  on  the  back-side,  extending  as  far  as  the  spinning-place,  upon 
trust,  to  permit  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  Liverpool,  and  their  successors,  to 
receive  and  employ  the  rents  towards  the  maintenance  and  support  of  poor 
seamens  widows  that  should  inhabit  the  almshouses  erected  by  Richard  War- 
brick, the  uncle  of  the  said  testator,  who  should  yearly  account  to  the  vestry 
of  the  said  parish  at  Easter,  pursuant  to  the  will  of  the  said  Richard  Warbrick 
the  nephew. 

Moor-street  Premises. — By  Indenture  of  Lease,  bearing  date  14  May  1747> 
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between  Thomas  Wharton,  William  Neale,  and  Thomas  Gee,  of  the  one  part, 
and  Thomas  Rigby  of  the  other  part,  reciting  the  indentures  of  lease  and  re- 
lease above  abstracted,  bearing  date  1 and  2 March  1744,  and  reciting  that, 
the  premises  on  the  north  side  of  Moor-street  being  capable  of  improvement  by 
j building,  for  the  advancement  of  the  said  charity,  it  had  been  proposed  and 
agreed  to  between  the  said  Thomas  Rigby,  and  the  said  trustees  and  overseers 
of  the  poor,  with  the  consent  of  the  vestry,  that  he  the  said  Thomas  Rigby 
should  undertake  to  build  one  or  more  messuages  or  dwelling-houses  upon  the 
garden,  parcel  of  the  said  premises,  and  towards  the  expense  of  building  the 
same  should  receive  the  sum  of  100/.,  and  should  have  a lease  of  the  said  pre- 
mises for  the  term  of  99  years,  at  the  clear  yearly  rent  of  1 51. ; and  that  the 
said  Thomas  Rigby  had  erected  two  messuages  upon  the  said  garden,  fronting 
the  opening  leading  into  Fenwick-street ; the  said  Thomas  Wharton  and  others 
demised  to  the  said  Thomas  Rigby,  his  heirs,  executors,  &c.  the  aforesaid  mes- 
suage, with  the  appurtenances  formerly  erected  on  the  north  side  of  Moor- 
street,  and  also  the  two  new  erected  messuages,  with  the  appurtenances  and  all 
other  the  premises  late  belonging  to  Richard  Warbrick,  on  the  north  side  of 
Moor-street  aforesaid,  for  the  term  of  99  years,  from  2d  August  then  last,  at 
the  clear  yearly  rent  of  15  /.,  payable  half-yearly  on  the  25th  September  and 
25th  March,  provided  that  if  the  said  rent  should  be  paid  to  the  overseers  for 
the  time  being,  their  receipt  should  be  a sufficient  discharge  ; and  the  said 
lessee  thereby  covenanted  to  keep  the  said  messuages  and  premises,  and  all 
other  buildings  which  should  be  erected  thereon,  with  all  needful  and  necessary 
repairs. 

By  Indenture  of  Lease,  bearing  date  19th  March  1805,  between  Thomas 
Clay,  heir-at-law  of  William  Neale,  deceased,  who  it  is  recited  survived  the 
said  Thomas  Wharton  and  Thomas  Gee,  of  the  first  part,  George  Bainbridge 
and  Daniel  Allen,  churchwardens,  and  Makin  Simmons  and  Edward  Lewis, 
overseers  of  the  poor  of  Liverpool,  of  the  second  part,  and  Deborah  Rigby, 
Elizabeth  Kewley,  widow,  and  Thomas  Rigby,  the  only  surviving  children  and 
next  of  kin  of  Thomas  Rigby,  deceased,  of  the  third  part ; Reciting  the  inden- 
tures of  lease  and  release  of  1744,  and  the  lease  of  1747  ; and  further 
reciting,  that  the  said  messuage  and  out-buildings  on  the  north  side  of  Moor- 
street  (since  the  erection  thereof  converted  into  two  dwelling-houses)  were 
in  a ruined  and  decayed  state,  not  from  the  want  of  necessary  repairs,  but 
from  age,  and  the  instability  of  the  materials  whereof  the  same  were  con- 
structed ; and  reciting  that  the  said  Deborah  Rigby  and  others,  parties  of 
the  third  part,  had  proposed,  in  consideration  of  their  having  an  extension 
of  the  said  leasehold  term  for  a period  of  60  years,  to  commence  on  the  expira- 
tion of  the  term  of  99  years,  to  pay  to  the  said  George  Bainbridge  and  others, 
for  the  benefit  of  seamens  widows  theretofore  mentioned,  the  sum  of  150/., 
and  to  prostrate  the  several  messuages  then  standing  on  the  ground  fronting 
Moor-street,  and  erect  upon  the  site  thereof  a warehouse  or  other  buildings 
of  the  value  of  1,000/.,  and  that  the  said  Thomas  Clay,  in  consideration  of  the 
premises,  with  the  approbation  of  the  said  George  Bainbridge  and  others,  had 
agreed  to  the  said  proposition  ; the  said  Thomas  Clay,  for  a nominal  considera- 
tion, and  the  said  George  Bainbridge  and  others  in  consideration  of  150/., 
demised  to  the  said  Deborah  Rigby  and  others,  their  executors,  &c.  the 
aforesaid  premises  in  Moor-street,  for  the  term  of  GO  years  from  the  expira- 
ration  of  the  said  term  of  99  years,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  15/. ; provided,  that 
if  the  same  were  paid  to  the  overseers  for  the  time  being,  their  receipt 
should  be  a sufficient  discharge  ; and  the  said  Deborah  Rigby  and  others 
covenanted  within  18  months  to  prostrate  the'  messuages  fronting  Moor- 
street,  and  on  the  site  thereof  to  erect  one  or  more  substantial  ware- 
houses, which  when  completed  should  be  of  the  value  of  1,000/.,  and  also 
to  keep  the  premises  in  repair,  as  well  during  the  term  of  99  years  as 
during  the  term  of  60  years,  with  liberty  for  the  lessors  to  enter  to  view  the 
state  of  repairs. 

In  the  margin  there  is  a plan  of  the  premises,  describing  them  as  four 
houses,  measuring  in  front  and  at  the  back  35  feet,  and  in  depth  88  feet  and 
10  inches,  and  the  boundaries  are  described. 

These  premises  now  belong  to  Mrs.  Kewley.  They  are  numbered  28  and  29 
in  Moor-street,  and  are  worth  about  GO  /.  a year,  and  in  case  some  intended 
improvements  in  the  town  are  carried  on,  the  value  will  be  much  increased. 

Castle . 
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Castle-street  Houses.— By  Indenture  of  Lease,  bearing  date  14th  May  I747, 
reciting  the  indentures  of  lease  and  release  of  1st  and  2d  March  1744,  and  also 
reciting  that,  the  front  part  of  the  messuage  and  tenement  in  Castle-street  being 
old  and  much  decayed,  and  the  rebuilding  of  it  becoming  necessary,  Thomas 
Wharton,  William  Neale,  and  Thomas  Gee,  with  the  consent  of  the  vestry,  had 
come  to  an  agreement  with  William  Whaley,  and  John  Davies  that  they  should 
rebuild  the  same,  and  pay  a clear  yearly  rent  of  26/.,  which  was  a considerable 
increase  of  rent,  and  that  they  should  have  a lease  granted  to  them  for  99  years, 
upon  the  terms  thereinafter  mentioned ; the  said  Thomas  Wharton  and  others, 
in  consideration  of  the  expenses  that  the  said  William  Whaley  and  John  Davies 
had  been  at  in  building  and  improving  the  said  premises,  demised  the  said  mes- 
suage or  tenement,  with  the  appurtenances,  on  the  west  side  of  Castle-street, 
and  all  improvements  made  thereon,  to  the  said  William  Whaley  and  John 
Davies,  their  executors,  &c.  for  the  term  of  99  years  from  1st  August  then  last, 
at  the  clear  yearly  rent  of  26  /.,  provided,  that  if  the  same  should  be  paid  to  the 
overseers  for  the  time  being,  their  receipt  should  be  a sufficient  discharge,  with 
a covenant  on  the  part  of  the  lessees  to  keep  the  premises  in  repair. 

By  an  Act  of  Parliament,  passed  26  Geo.  3.  c.  12,  power  was  given  to  the 
mayor,  bailiffs,  and  common  council  of  Liverpool,  to  make  certain  streets  in  the 
town,  and  to  widen  others,  and  amongst  other  things  to  open  and  make  in 
the  centre  of  the  south  side  of  an  area,  which  they  were  empowered  to  make  on 
the  north  side  of  the  exchange,  a street  of  20  yards  wide,  and  for  these  purposes 
to  purchase  all  the  houses  and  premises  which  were  bounded  as  therein  men- 
tioned, and  amongst  others  those  bounded  on  the  east  by  Castle-street ; and 
a power  was  given  to  all  persons,  bodies  politic,  corporate  or  ecclesiastical, 
feoffees  in  trust,  and  others  who  were  seised  of  or  interested  in  such  premises, 
to  sell  and  convey  the  same  to  the  said  mayor,  bailiffs,  &c.  provided  that  the 
principal  money  to  arise  from  such  sales  should  be  paid  to  such  persons  as  the 
said  bodies  politic,  feoffees  in  trust,  &c.  should  respectively  nominate  to  receive 
the  same,  in  trust,  with  all  convenient  speed,  to  be  reinvested  in  the  purchase  of 
other  messuages,  lands,  tenements,  and  hereditaments,  to  be  settled  upon  the 
same  uses  on  which  the  premises  sold  had  been  settled. 

In  pursuance  of  the  powers  of  this  Act  of  Parliament,  by  Indenture  bearing 
date  29th  December  1787,  between  John  Leigh,  of  the  first  part,  Thomas 
Earle,  mayor,  and  Thomas  Staniforth  and  Clayton  Tarleton,  bailiffs  of  the  town 
of  Liverpool,  and  the  burgesses  of  the  same  town,  of  the  second  part,  and  John 
Colquitt,  a trustee,  appointed  on  behalf  of  the  said  mayor,  bailiffs  and  burgesses, 
of  the  third  part,  reciting  an  indenture  of  assignment  to  the  said  John  Leigh, 
bearing  date  1st  July  1784,  in  which  the  original  lease  of  14th  May  1747  and 
several  subsequent  assignments  thereof  were  recited,  the  consideration  whereof 
was  515/.;  and  further  reciting  the  Act  of  Parliament  passed  26  Geo.  3.  the 
said  John  Leigh,  in  consideration  of  920/,,  assigned  to  the  said  John  Colquitt 
the  several  messuages  or  dwelling-houses  and  buildings  situate  on  the  west 
side  of  Castle-street,  thereinbefore  (and  in  the  recited  lease  of  1747,  and  the 
assignments  thereof)  mentioned,  for  the  residue  of  the  said  term  of  99  years, 
for  the  use  of  the  said  mayor,  bailiffs  and  burgesses,  and  their  successors. 

The  houses  in  Castle-street  were  pulled  down  about  40  years  ago,  at  the  time 
the  improvements  there  took  place.  From  an  inspection  of  the  plans  made  at 
that  time,  it  appears  that  the  greater  part  of  the  site  of  these  houses  is  now 
thrown  into  Castle-street,  and  that  an  area  of  about  144  square  yards  is  built 
upon.  The  corporation  purchased  all  the  land  on  the  west  side  of  Castle-street, 
and  having  taken  what  was  required  for  the  improvement  of  the  street,  sold  or 
leased  the  remaining  ground  between  the  new  Castle-street  and  back  Castle-street 
to  different  persons  for  building  upon,  according  to  a certain  specified  plan 
and  elevation.  The  premises  in  question  do  not  extend  to  back  Castle-street. 
From  the  different  inclination  of  the  line  of  houses  in  the  new  street  and  in  the 
old  street,  such  part  of  the  premises  as  is  not  thrown  into  Castle-street  now 
appears  to  form  part  of  three  different  properties,  numbered,  on  the  map  of  the 
corporation  estates,  35,  36,  and  37,  the  larger  portion  being  in  the  middle 
number,  which  was  leased  for  three  lives  and  21  years  to  Thomas  Penny.  Nos. 
35  and  37  were  first  leased  in  the  same  manner,  and  afterwards  conveyed  in  fee, 
the  former  to  John  Brennand,  the  latter  to  John  Swainson.  The  value  of  land 
in  this  situation  is  stated  to  be  about  10/.  the  square  yard. 
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The  whole  area  built  upon  at  that  rate  would  be  worth  1,440/.,  which  at  5-per- 
cent. would  produce  JQl.  per  annum. 

As  the  corporation  only  purchased  the  leasehold  interest  in  these  premises, 
(which  expires  in  1846,  at  which  period  the  charity  would  be  entitled  to  the 
reversion),  and  as  part  of  the  premises  have  been  disposed  of  by  the  corporation, 
it  appears  necessary  for  them  to  make  some  arrangement  for  securing  to  the 
charity  an  improved  rent,  or  some  other  sufficient  compensation  for  the  fee- 
simple  of  the  property,  and  we  have  reason  to  believe  that  steps  will  be  taken 
for  effecting  such  an  arrangement. 

The  two  rents  of  15/.  and  26/.  are  received  half-yearly  by  the  assistant 
overseer,  the  former  from  Mrs.  Kewley,  and  the  latter  from  the  treasurer  of  the 
corporation. 

Until  the  present  year  (1828,)  the  rent  was  divided,  as  soon  as  received, 
equally  between  the  16  inmates  of  the  eight  tenements  in  the  almshouses 
built  by  the  corporation,  which  were  appropriated  to  Warbrick’s  charity,  and  the 
inmates  of  which  are  appointed  by  the  overseers  or  churchwardens.  In  the  pre- 
sent year  the  assistant  overseer  was  directed  by  an  order  of  the  select  vestry  to 
give  each  of  the  16  almswomen  Is.  a week,  which  amounts  to  something  more 
than  41/.  per  annum.  Many  of  the  poor  women  previously  received  Is.  oi- 
ls. 6d.  a week  from  the  parish  rates,  besides  the  half-yearly  rents  of  Warbrick’s 
charity  ; but  by  the  present  arrangement  none  of  them  (except  in  two  instances) 
receive  more  or  less  than  the  sum  of  1 s.  a week  above  mentioned,  and  which 
most  of  them  would  otherwise  receive  as  parish  relief,  for  which  the  proceeds 
of  Warbrick’s  charity  are  thus  improperly  substituted. 

We  cannot  trace  the  receipt  or  application  of  the  two  several  sums  of  70/- 
and  60/.  Os.  11  d.  paid  by  John  Whittam  to  the  overseers  in  1744;  it  appears, 
however,  that  on  granting  the  lease  in  1747  of  the  houses  in  Moor-street,  the 
sum  of  100/.  was  paid  to  the  lessee  towards  the  expense  of  building,  and 
a further  sum  of  13/.  10s.  was  paid  to  Mrs.  Hull,  which  payments  will  account 
for  a large  proportion  of  the  money  received. 

With  respect  to  the  sum  of  150/.,  which  was  paid  as  a consideration  for  the 
extension  of  the  lease  in  1805,  we  find  that  sum  was  received  by  the  church- 
wardens 15th  April  1805,  and  carried  to  the  credit  of  their  general  account,  no 
part  of  it  having  been  appropriated  to  the  charity.  This  is  therefore  a debt  due 
from  the  parish,  and  we  have  suggested  that  the  produce  of  this  sum,  together 
with  the  rent,  should  in  future  be  applied  strictly  for  the  comfort  of  the  widows 
appointed  to  fill  the  apartments  in  the  almshouse  appropriated  to  Warbrick’s 
charity. 

Tatlock’s  Charity. 

Tatlock’s  Charity.  Edward  Tatloclc,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  21st  November  1748,  (as  recited 
in  the  following  indenture)  gave  the  residue  of  his  personal  estate  to  James 
Fleetwood,  Thomas  Wharton,  and  John  Brookes,  in  trust,  to  be  disposed  of  in 
such  charities  as  they  should  think  fit. 

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  12th  December  1782,  between  Elizabeth  Aldcroft 
and  two  others,  executors  of  the  will  of  Thomas  Wharton,  who  was  the  survivor 
of  the  trustees  above  named,  of  the  one  part,  and  John  Yates,  Matthew  Nicholson 
the  elder,  Matthew  Nicholson  the  younger,  Thomas  Fleetwood,  and  John 
Howard,  of  the  other  part ; reciting  the  will  of  Edward  Tatlock,  and  that  his 
trustees  had  expended  a part  of  the  residue  in  purchasing  from  the  corporation 
of  Liverpool  a plot  of  ground  called  the  Little  Heath  (as  w-ould  more  fully  appear 
by  a lease  from  the  corporation  granted  to  the  said  James  Fleetwood,  Thomas 
Wharton,  and  John  Brooks,  for  the  term  of  500  years,  dated  the  19th  April 
1759,)  whereon  the  said  trustees  had  erected  two  double  almshouses  for  poor 
people,  and  had  also  from  the  said  residue  placed  out  100/.  the  interest  to  be 
applied  to  the  like  purposes,  which  was  then  in  the  hands  of  Margaret  and  Mary 
Fleetwood  ; the  said  Elizabeth  Aldcroft  and  others,  as  executors  of  Thomas 
Wharton,  appointed  the  said  John  Yates  and  others,  parties  of  the  second 
part,  trustees  of  the  said  charity,  and  transferred  to  them  their  whole  interest 
in  the  said  two  almshouses,  in  trust,  to  apply  the  said  almshouses  without  rent, 
to  the  sole  reception  and  use  of  such  poor  people  as  by  them  should  be  deemed 
proper  objects  of  such  charity,  and  also  to  invest  the  said  100/.  as  often  as  it 
should  be  paid  in  and  apply  the  interest,  first  to  repair  the  said  almshouses,  then 
to  defray  the  expense  of  assigning  the  trust  from  time  to  time,  and  to  divide 
the  remainder  amongst  the  poor,  according  to  the  original  design  of  the  trust. 

All 
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All  the  persons  named  in  the  above  deed  are  dead,  except  Matthew  Nicholson 
the  younger,  who  resides  at  Manchester. 

John  Yates,  who  died  in  November  1826,  had  the  sum  of  100/.  in  his  hands, 
and  for  many  years  had  the  entire  management  of  the  trust ; and  since  his 
death  the  management  has  devolved  upon  his  son  Joseph  Brooks  Yates,  esq. 

These  Almshouses  were  also  pulled  down,  and  others  built  by  the  corporation, 
and  although  there  is  no  agreement  or  deed  to  be  found  relating  to  the  trans- 
action, it  is  probable  that  the  trustees  in  1788  gave  up  their  interest  in  the 
original  almshouses  upon  the  agreement  that  the  corporation  should  build 
others  in  a convenient  situation,  and  engage  to  keep  them  in  repair. 

In  the  new  almshouses  there  are  six  tenements  assigned  to  Tatlock’s  charity. 

Mr.  Yates  fills  up  the  vacancies  in  the  tenements,  and  disposes  of  5 /.  yearly, 
as  the  interest  of  the  100  /.,  amongst  the  inmates  thereof.  Though  it  does  not 
appear  that  the  trusts  of  the  charity  limit  the  distribution  to  the  poor  in  the 
almshouses,  yet  such  has  always  been  the  practice.  Mr.  Yates  supplies  each  of 
the  tenements  with  about  half  a ton  of  coals  at  the  approach  of  winter,  which 
costs  about  2 /.,  and  the  remainder  he  gives  away  to  the  inmates,  in  small  sums, 
from  time  to  time  when  he  visits  the  almshouses,  and  sees  any  of  them  in  tem- 
porary want. 

As  all  the  trustees  but  one  are  now  dead,  Mr.  Yates  has  expressed  his  inten- 
tion of  having  a new  trust-deed  prepared  immediately. 

Tarleton’s  Charity. 

Edward  Tarleton  left  to  the  poor  of  Walton  and  Liverpool  50/.,  the  interest  Tarleton’s  Charity, 
to  be  given  in  bread  by  the  rector  of  Walton,  in  the  parish-church  there,  and 
the  chapel  of  Liverpool,  viz.  15  s.  yearly  to  the  poor  of  Walton,  and  45  s. 
yearly  to  the  poor  of  Liverpool,  on  the  Sundays  before  Christmas,  Easter-day, 
and  Whitsunday. 

The  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786  state  the  date  of  Edward  Tarleton’s  Will 
to  be  1698.  Liverpool  was  made  a distinct  parish  by  Act  of  Parliament  in  the 
year  1699,  before  which  time  it  was  a township  in  the  parish  of  Walton. 

The  sum  of  50  /.  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  corporation  of  Liverpool,  by  whom 
5-per-cent  interest  is  paid  for  it.  The  yearly  sum  of  1 /.  17  s.  6 d.,  being  three 
fourths  of  the  interest,  is  distributed  by  the  mayor  in  the  manner  hereafter 
mentioned,  with  Ann  Clieveland’s  charity. 

The  sum  of  12  5.  6 d.  as  the  residue  of  the  interest,  is  paid  over  to  the  vicar 
of  Walton  for  distribution  in  that  parish,  as  hereafter  mentioned. 
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Clieveland’s  Charity. 

Ann  Clieveland  (as  appears  from  a recital  in  the  bond  hereafter  mentioned)  left 
300  /.  to  the  mayor  and  rectors  of  Liverpool,  in  trust,  to  be  by  them  employed 
and  distributed  among  such  poor  housekeepers  of  Liverpool  as  should  not  par- 
take of  any  relief  or  other  charity  left  to  the  poor. 

In  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786  it  is  stated  that  Mrs.  Clieveland’s  Will 
was  dated  in  1730. 

This  money  is  secured  by  bond  under  the  corporation-seal,  dated  23d  De- 
cember 1751,  whereby  the  mayor,  bailiffs,  &c.  were  bound  to  pay  to  Edmund 
Rigby,  Thomas  Baldwin,  and  Thomas  Brereton,  or  their  successors,  mayor 
and  rectors  of  Liverpool,  300  /. 

The  distribution  of  the  interest  of  this  money,  15  /.,  is  left  by  the  rectors  to 
the  mayor,  who  on  some  day  about  Christmas  distributes  from  the  bench  the 
produce  of  this  and  Tarleton’s  charity  to  such  poor  persons  as  are  recommended 
to  him  as  proper  objects,  and  who  produce  certificates  that  they  are  widows  of 
seamen,  1 s.  being  given  to  each  person. 

The  distribution  comprises  a much  larger  sum  from  the  corporation-funds 
than  the  amount  of  these  charities. 

Molyneux’s  Charity. 

Ann  Molyneux , by  her  Will,  bearing  date  the  19th  January  1727,  bequeathed 
to  the  mayor  of  the  borough  of  Liverpool  and  his  successors,  and  to  the  rectors 
of  the  parish-church  of  St.  Peter,  and  parochial  chapel  of  St.  Nicholas  in 
Liverpool,  and  their  successors,  200/.  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  poor 
Pr  isoners  for  debt,  or  otherwise,  in  the  gaol  or  prison  of  the  said  borough  ; 
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anti  the  testatrix  declared  that  it  was  her  will  that  the  said  mayor  and 
rectors,  and  their  successors,  should  place  the  said  sum  out  upon  land- 
security,  if  such  might  be  had,  and  dispose  of  the  interest  yearly,  for  and 
towards  the  maintenance  of  the  said  prisoners  in  the  said  gaol  or  prison ; and 
she  also  bequeathed  to  the  said  rectors  and  their  successors  300/.,  upon  trust,  to 
place  the  same  out  upon  land  security,  if  such  might  be  had,  and  dispose  of  the 
interest  yearly  to  and  amongst  poor  old  sailors,  and  sailors  widows,  inhabiting 
in  Liverpool,  especially  to  those  of  them  that  dwelled  in  the  almshouses,  and 
in  such  manner  and  proportion  as  the  said  rectors  and  their  successors  should 
think  tit  to  appoint ; and  the  said  testatrix  appointed  Ralph  Williamson  and 
Robert  Whittle,  her  executors. 

By  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release,  bearing  date  8 and  9 October  1732, 
between  the  said  Ralph  Williamson  and  Robert  Whittle,  of  the  first,  part, 
George  Tyrer,  of  the  second  part,  Hannah  Tyrer,  of  the  third  part,  and  Richard 
Gildart,  mayor  of  Liverpool,  and  the  Rev.  John  Stanley,  and  the  Rev.  Thomas 
Baldwin,  rectors  of  Liverpool,  of  the  fourth  part ; Reciting  the  will  of  the  said 
Ann  Molyneux,  and  also  reciting  that  the  said  George  Tyrer,  for  securing 
the  repayment  of  200/.  with  interest,  by  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bear- 
ing date  the  1st  and  2d  October  then  last,  conveyed  to  the  said  Ralph  William- 
son and  Robert  Whittle  three  closes  in  a certain  place  in  Liverpool  called 
Mosslake,  containing  by  common  estimation  seven  acres  of  land  of  the 
large  measure  there  used,  subject  to  a proviso  for  redemption  on  re-payment 
of  the  sum  of  200/.  with  interest ; and  reciting  that  the  said  Ralph  Williamson 
and  Robert  Whittle  had  paid  off  both  the  said  legacies  of  200/.  and  300/., 
with  interest  for  the  same  from  the  8th  March  1729,  amounting  in  the  whole 
to  the  sum  of  575/.  8 s.  ; and  also  reciting  that  the  said  mayor  and  rectors  had 
purchased  from  the  said  George  Tyrer  the  equity  of  redemption  of  the  said 
closes  for  the  sum  of  420/.,  part  of  the  said  charity-money,  the  remainder  of 
the  said  legacies  being  intended  to  be  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  other  lands 
for  the  same  purposes  ; the  said  Ralph  Williamson  and  Robert  Whittle,  George 
Tyrer  and  Hannah  Tyrer,  in  consideration  of  a release  given  by  the  said  mayor 
and  rectors  to  the  said  Ralph  Williamson  and  Robert  Whittle  for  both  the  said 
legacies,  and  also  in  consideration  of  210/.  paid  by  the  said  corporation,  which, 
with  the  money  due  upon  the  said  mortgage,  made  up  in  the  whole  the  said 
sum  of  420/.,  bargained  and  sold  to  the  said  Richard  Gildart,  John  Stanley,  and 
Thomas  Baldwin,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  the  aforesaid  three  several  closes, 
with  their  appurtenances,  upon  trust,  to  convert  and  employ  two  fifth  parts  of 
the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  premises  for  the  maintenance  and  subsistence 
of  the  poor  prisoners  for  debt,  or  otherwise,  in  the  aforesaid  gaol ; and  to  employ 
and  distribute  the  remaining  three  fifth  parts  of  the  said  rents  and  profits  to  and 
amongst  poor  sailors  and  sailors  widows  inhabiting  in  Liverpool,  especially  those 
in  the  almshouses,  but  at  the  discretion  of  the  said  rectors  and  their  successors  for 
the  time  being,  according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  the  said  will ; and 
it  was  provided,  that  whenever  any  two  of  the  said  mayor  and  rectors  should  die, 
the  survivor  should,  within  six  months  after  the  death  of  the  second  person, 
convey  the  said  premises  to  the  succeeding  mayor  and  rectors  in  such  manner 
that  the  interest  might  be  continued  in  succession  according  to  the  intent  of 
the  donor  ; and  that  the  succeeding  mayor  and  rectors  should  have  the  same 
power  of  voting  in  the  disposal  of  the  said  charity  as  if  the  legal  interest  in 
the  said  premises  were  in  them  according  to  the  direction  of  the  said  will. 

By  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release,  bearing  date  16th  and  17th  October  1733, 
between  Benjamin  Brancker,  of  the  first  part,  Thomas  Moss,  of  the  second  part, 
the  said  Ralph  Williamson  and  Robert  Whittle,  of  the  third  part,  and  Thomas 
Brereton,  mayor  of  Liverpool,  and  the  Rev.  John  Stanley,  and  the  Rev. 
Thomas  Baldwin,  rectors  of  the  parish  of  Liverpool,  of  the  fourth  part;  reciting 
the  will  of  Ann  Molyneux,  and  also  reciting  that  the  said  mayor  and  rectors 
had  purchased  from  the  said  Thomas  Moss  two  closes,  with  the  appurtenances, 
for  the  sum  of  130/.,  part  of  the  charity-money;  the  said  Benjamin  Brancker, 
by  the  direction  and  appointment  of  the  said  Thomas  Moss,  in  consideration  of 
130/.,  conveyed  to  the  said  Thomas  Brereton,  John  Stanley,  and  Thomas 
Baldwin,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  the  said  two  closes,  with  their  appurtenances, 
situate  in  Liverpool,  in  a place  called  the  Mosslake,  containing  two  and  a half 
acres  of  the  measure  there  used,  or  thereabouts,  upon  the  same  trusts  and  with 
the  same  provisoes  as  declared  in  the  former  deed. 
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The  mayor  and  the  two  rectors  for  the  time  being  in  succession  have 
had  the  management  of  the  property  comprised  in  these  several  indentures, 
which  is  called  the  Rectors  Fields,  but  no  subsequent  conveyance  appears  to 
have  taken  place  to  new  trustees ; and  consequently,  as  by  the  deeds  above 
abstracted  the  premises  were  conveyed  to  the  individuals  who  were  in  the  v- 
years  1732  and  1733  respectively  mayors  of  Liverpool  and  rectors  of  Liverpool, 
and  to  their  heirs  and  assigns,  upon  their  decease,  the  estates  became  vested  in 
the  heir  of  the  Rev.  John  Stanley,  who  was  the  survivor. 

By  an  Act  of  Parliament  passed  in  the  present  session  of  Parliament  (1828,) 
provision  is  made  for  vesting  the  property  belonging  to  this  charity  in  the  mayor 
and  the  two  rectors,  and  their  respective  successors,  without  further  convey- 
ances, as  more  particularly  stated  hereafter. 

In  the  year  1800  an  agreement  was  entered  into  by  the  several  proprietors  of 
lands  in  Mosslake,  bearing  date  26th  November  in  that  year,  for  laying  out  the 
said  lands  for  building,  according  to  a plan  then  fixed  upon  ; and  for  the  conve- 
nience of  all  parties  it  was  thereby  agreed,  amongst  other  things,  that  two  small 
parcels  of  land  therein  described  as  part  of  the  lands  called  the  Rectors  Fields, 
should  be  exchanged  for  two  other  parcels  of  land  adjoining  thereto,  , and 
deeds  of  exchange,  bearing  date  respectively  29th  February  1816,  and  1st 
March  1816,  were  executed  by  William  Barton,  esquire,  the  then  mayor,  and 
the  Reverend  R.  H.  Roughsedge,  and  the  Reverend  Samuel  Renshaw,  the 
then  rectors,  on  the  one  part,  and  the  mayor,  bailiffs  and  burgesses  of  Liver- 
pool, on  the  other. 

Some  other  small  parcels  of  land  were,  for  the  further  improvement  of  the 
charity-estate  given  up  in  1805,  and  laid  into  certain  streets  called  Falkner- 
street,  and  Upper  Parliament-street;  and  by  an  agreement  bearing  date  8th 
March  1828  the  mayor  and  rectors  agreed  with  the  trustees  of  the  late  Arthur 
Heywood,  esq.  to  give  up  to  them  two  small  parcels  of  land  adjoining  their 
property,  in  exchange  for  two  parcels  of  land  wrhich  laid  more  convenient  for 
the  charity-estate,  with  reference  to  the  proposed  plan  of  building. 

Some  expense  has  already  been  incurred  in  taking  these  steps  towards  the 
improvement  of  the  Rector’s  Fields,  and  the  trustees  have  borrowed  several 
sums  of  money  amounting  to  482/. 

In  the  Act  of  Parliament  to  which  we  have  already  referred,  the  foundation 
of  the  charity,  and  the  several  circumstances  above  mentioned,  are  fully 
recited,  and  it  is  thereby  enacted,  that  the  exchanges  made  in  1816  should  be 
confirmed,  and  that  two  undivided  fifth  parts  of  the  estate  (except  the  two 
parcels  of  land  given  up  to  the  mayor,  bailiffs  and  burgesses,  but  including 
those  taken  from  them  in  exchange)  should  thenceforth  be  vested  in  Thomas 
Colley  Porter,  esq.,  mayor  of  the  borough  of  Liverpool,  and  his  successors  in 
the  said  office,  who  were  thereby  made  a body  corporate  for  that  purpose,  and 
in  the  Rev.  Samuel  Renshaw  and  his  successors,  and  the  Rev.  Robert  Hankin- 
son  Roughsedge  and  his  successors,  rectors  of  the  said  parish-church  of 
St.  Peter,  and  parochial  chapel  of  St.  Nicholas,  in  Liverpool,  and  that  the 
remaining  three  undivided  fifth  parts,  should  be  vested  in  the  said  Samuel 
Renshaw,  and  Robert  Hankinson  Roughsedge,  and  their  respective  successors 
rectors  as  aforesaid ; and  that  the  said  mayor  and  rectors,  and  their  suc- 
cessors, should  respectively  hold  the  said  premises  upon  the  several  charitable 
trusts  declared  in  the  will  of  the  said  Ann  Molyneux,  and  the  indentures  of 
the  9th  October  1732,  and  17th  October  1733 ; and  the  said  mayor  and 
rectors,  and  their  successors  respectively,  according  to  their  respective  shares, 
were  authorized  to  carry  into  effect  the  above-mentioned  agreement  for  an 
exchange  with  the  trustees  of  the  said  Arthur  Heywood,  bearing  date, 
8th  March  1828.  And,  in  order  to  enable  the  said  mayor  and  rectors,  and 
their  successors,  to  raise  money  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  said  sum  of 
482/.  already  borrowed  by  them,  with  interest  thereon,  and  also  all  such 
further  monies  as  might  be  requisite  for  defraying  the  expenses  of  carrying 
into  execution  the  proposed  exchange,  and  the  sales  thereinafter  authorized, 
and  of  laying  out  the  said  premises,  and  carrying  into  execution  the  powers 
thereby  given,  the  said  mayor  and  rectors,  and  their  successors,  were 
thereby  authorized,  with  the  sanction  and  under  the  order  of  the  High 
Court  of  Chancery,  upon  a petition  to  be  for  that  purpose  presented  by  them, 
to  sell  and  dispose  of  such  parts  of  the  said  lands  as  the  said  court  should 
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think  fit  to  direct  to  be  sold,  either  by  public  auction  or  private  contract, 
for  the  best  prices  that  could  be  gotten  for  the  same,  and  upon  payment  of 
the  purchase-money  into  the  Bank  of  England,  in  the  name  of  the  Account- 
ant General  as  therein  particularly  directed,  to  convey  the  premises  which 
, should  be  so  sold  to  the  purchasers  thereof.  And  it  was  further  enacted, 
that  such  monies,  or  a competent  part  thereof,  should  be  applied  from  time 
to  time,  under  the  direction  of  the  said  court  of  Chancery,  (to  be  obtained 
upon  petition)  in  the  payment  of  all  costs,  charges  and  expenses  whatso- 
ever which  had  been  or  should  be  from  time  to  time  incurred  in  the  execu- 
tion of  the  several  trusts  and  powers  thereby  created,  or  in  anywise  rela- 
ting thereunto  ; and  that  the  surplus,  if  any,  of  such  monies  should  be 
applied  and  disposed  of  for  the  benefit  of  the  charities,  in  the  proportions 
aforesaid,  in  such  manner  as  the  said  court  of  Chancery  should  direct.  And 
the  said  mayor  and  rectors  were  thereby  authorized  from  time  to  time  to 
set  out  any  parts  of  the  said  charity-estate,  for  streets,  roads,  &c.  to  make 
sewers  and  drains,  and  to  set  out  in  lots  all  the  residue  of  the  said  lands,  for 
sites  of  dwelling-houses  or  other  buildings,  with  suitable  yards,  gardens,  &c. 
to  be  attached  thereto,  and  generally  to  appropriate  the  said  lands  in  such 
manner  as  they  in  their  discretion  should  think  most  beneficial  for  the  objects 
of  the  said  charities  ; also  from  time  to  time  to  demise  all  or  any  parts  of  the 
said  lands  for  any  terms  (not  exceeding  99  years)  for  the  purpose  of  building, 
or  for  any  terms  not  exceeding  40  years,  for  the  purpose  of  repairing  any 
messuages  or  buildings,  provided  that  there  should  be  reserved  in  every  such 
building  or  repairing  lease  the  best  and  most  improved  yearly  rents  that 
might  be  reasonably  had  for  the  same,  without  taking  any  premium  or  fine. 
And  it  was  further  enacted,  that  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  lands  should 
be  applied  in  paying  all  such  costs  and  expenses  as  should  be  from  time  to 
time  incurred  in  the  management  of  the  said  trust-estate,  and  which  in  the 
judgment  of  the  said  trustees  should  be  fitting  to  be  paid,  and  that  the  residue 
thereof  should  be  from  time  to  time  disposed  of  to  the  objects  and  purposes, 
and  in  the  proportions  and  manner,  mentioned  in  the  will  of  the  said  Ann 
Molyneux. 

The  property  now  held  by  the  trustees,  containing  about  nine  acres,  at  eight 
yards  to  the  perch,  was  let  to  the  parish  of  Liverpool  for  seven  years  from  1822. 
No  lease  was  executed,  but  a memorandum  was  signed  by  the  secretary  of  the 
select  vestry,  which  states  that  the  parish  engaged  for  a lease  of  the  whole 
of  the  rectors  fields  for  seven  years,  on  the  following  terms,  namely,  at  the 
rent  of

That  the  premises  were  to  be  inclosed  by  the  parish,  who  were  to  take  possession 
on  the  11th  April  1822,  the  rent  to  commence  from  2d  February  preceding. 

Previous  to  this  letting  the  fences  were  in  very  bad  condition,  and  the  rectors 
were  unable  to  procure  a tenant,  although  the  land  was  advertised.  The  parish- 
officers  seeing  the  neglected  state  of  the  property  offered  to  take  it  upon  the 
terms  before  mentioned,  principally  with  a view  of  employing  the  poor,  and 
the  land  has  been  since  fenced  and  drained,  and  is  now  greatly  improved. 

Three  fifths  of  the  annual  rent  is  disposed  of  by  order  of  the  rectors,  together 
with  the  produce  of  several  other  charities  in  the  manner  hereafter  mentioned 
under  the  head  of  Pendleton’s  Charity,  and  the  other  two  parts  are  paid  to  the 
mayor  for  distribution  among  the  prisoners  in  the  borough  gaol. 

The  mode  of  applying  this  branch  of  the  charity,  adopted  by  the  successive 
mayors,  is  in  compounding  or  paying  the  debts  of  those  who  are  committed  for 
small  sums,  and  thereby  obtaining  their  discharge. 

The  governor  of  the  gaol  affords  information  to  the  mayor  as  to  the  objects 
most  deserving. 
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It  is  stated  in  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786  that  Isabell  James  in  1755  Charities  of 
left  100/.  for  sailors  widows.  That  Bryan  Blundell  in  1756  left  10/.  for  the  James  and  others^ 
same  purpose.  And  that  several  persons  by  contributions,  from  1737  to  1750,  s ' 

contributed  for  the  same  purpose  several  sums  amounting  with  the  two  bequests 
above  mentioned  to  510/. 

Of  this  sum  300/.  was  lent  to  the  parish  of  Liverpool,  as  appears  by  a bond 
for  that  sum,  bearing  date  3d  June  1 757,  given  by  Thomas  Wakefield  and  five 
others,  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  said  parish,  to  the  Rev.  Robert 
Brereton,  and  the  Rev.  Henry  Wolstenholme,  and  their  successors  rectors  of 
Liverpool.  In  the  condition  of  the  bond  it  is  recited  that  a sum  of  money  had 
been  raised  by  charitable  contributions  towards  raising  a stock  for  the  main- 
tenance of  poor  seamens  widows,  and  seamen  and  their  families,  parishioners  of 
Liverpool,  who  by  age  or  misfortnne  might  become  incapable  of  getting  sub- 
sistence, or  for  any  other  poor  of  the  said  parish,  the  said  stock  to  be  under  the 
direction  of  the  rectors  of  Liverpool  for  the  time  being,  to  be  laid  out  by  them, 
and  the  income  to  be  disposed  of  in  such  manner  as  the  contributors,  or  the 
major  part  thereof,  should  direct.  And  it  is  further  recited,  that  the  sum  of 
300/.,  part  thereof,  had  been  lent  to  the  parish  of  Liverpool  to  discharge 
debts  owing  by  the  parishioners. 

The  sum  of  15  /.,  as  the  interest  of  300  /.,  was  paid  by  the  parish  to  the  rec- 
tors for  distribution  till  the  year  1807.  In  that  year  228  /.,  part  of  the 
principal,  was  paid  by  the  parish  to  the  rectors,  to  be  laid  out  by  them  in 
making  a road  on  the  south  side  of  the  rectors  fields,  belonging  to  Molyneux’s 
charity.  When  this  money  was  so  advanced,  interest  was  paid  only  on  the 
remaining  72  /.  by  the  parish,  and  no  interest  was  paid  on  the  228  /.  so  lent  to 
the  trustees  of  the  rector’s  fields.  In  1824,  an  investigation  took  place  into 
the  several  charities,  and  this  irregularity  was  set  right  ; the  sum  of  22S  /.  is 
considered  now  as  owing  to  the  parish  from  the  trustees  of  the  rectors  fields, 
whilst  the  parish  remains  indebted  to  the  poor  in  the  original  sum  of  300  /., 
the  full  interest  of  which  has  again  been  distributed  since  the  year  1824. 

The  payment  of  the  debt  due  to  the  parish  is  provided  for  by  the  Act  of 
Parliament  which  has  just  passed  for  the  improvement  of  the  rectors  fields. 

The  remainder  of  the  sum  of  510  /.  above  mentioned  is  placed  at  interest 
with  the  corporation  of  Liverpool,  secured  by  bond  for  210  /.  dated  8th  July 
1785,  the  interest,  amounting  to  10/.  10  s.  yearly,  is  paid  to  the  rectors,  and 
this,  with  the  yearly  sum  of  15  /.  paid  by  the  parish,  forms  part  of  the  money 
distributed  by  the  rectors  as  hereafter  mentioned  under  the  head  of  Pendleton’s 
Charity. 


Ratchdale’s  Charity. 

It  is  stated  in  an  ancient  list  of  Charities  under  the  date  of  1 January  1735,  Ratctdale  s 

that  Alderman  Edward  Ratclidale  gave  50  /.  the  interest  to  be  yearly  distributed  Charity, 
to  poor  widows. 

This  money  is  in  the  hands  of  the  parish,  and  the  sum  of  50  s.  yearly  is 
paid  from  the  rates  in  respect  of  it. 

This  interest  was  formerly  paid  to  the  rectors,  but,  for  some  years  previous 
to  1825,  it  was  paid  to  the  overseers.  The  mistake  has  however  been  rectified, 
and  from  1825  the  interest  has  been  received  by  the  rectors,  and  has  been 
disposed  of  with  other  money,  the  distribution  of  which  will  be  stated  here- 
after under  the  head  of  Pendleton’s  Charity. 


Cain’s  Charity. 

Elizabeth  Cain,  by  her  Will,  bearing  date  8th  June  1778,  directed,  that  after  Cain’s  Charity, 
the  payment  of  several  legacies  thereby  bequeathed,  the  residue  of  her  personal 
estate  should  be  continued  at  interest  on  the  then  securities,  or  placed  out  on 
the  bond  of  the  corporation  of  Liverpool,  or  in  the  public  funds,  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  her  executors,  and  the  survivor  of  them,  and  the  rectors  of  Liver- 
pool, and  after  the  death  of  her  executors,  of  the  rectors  aforesaid  for  the 
time  being;  and  she  directed  that  after  the  death  of  certain  annuitants  therein 
mentioned,  the  interest  thereof  should  be  distributed  by  the  said  rectors,  toge- 
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Liverpool.  ther  with  Ralph  Peters,  for  his  life,  and  after  his  death  by  the  said  rectors, 

■ — — amongst  such  poor  sailors  widows  and  orphans,  inhabitants  of  Liverpool,  as 

Cam’s  Chanty,  tjiey  should  think  deserving  objects.  And  she  appointed  the  Rev.  R.  H. 
v contl’^ed-  , Roughsedge  and  William  Yates  her  executors. 

The  principal  money  arising  from  this  bequest  amounted  to  430/.  7s.  7 d„ 
of  which  430/.  was  in  the  hands  of  Ralph  Peters,  nephew  of  the  testatrix,  at 
4-per-cent  interest,  and  secured  by  bond  given  to  her,  and  dated  5th  February 
1778. 

Upon  the  death  of  Mr.  Peters  the  principal  was  paid  in,  and  428/.  17s.  6d. 
(the  difference  between  that  sum  and  430/.  7 s.  7 d.  being  deducted  for 
expenses)  was  placed  with  Mr.  Blackstock  the  vestry-clerk,  in  whose  hands  it 
remained  for  some  years  at  5-per-cent  interest,  which  was  paid  to  the  rectors 
for  distribution. 

About  the  year  1816  part  of  the  principal,  amounting  to  254/.  9 s.  9 d.  was 
paid  in  by  Mr.  Blackstock,  by  order  of  the  vestry,  to  be  laid  out  upon  the  im- 
provement of  the  rectors  fields  before  mentioned,  but  for  several  years  after- 
wards the  full  interest  of  21/.  8s.  lOd.  was  paid  by  him  to  the  rector  as  if  no 
part  of  the  principal  sum  had  been  repaid.  On  settling  with  Mr.  Blackstock 
about  the  year  1823,  it  was  found  that  he  had,  by  continuing  to  pay  the  full 
interest,  reduced  the  amount  of  the  principal  in  his  hands  to  131/.  16s.  7 d.,  and 
therefore  interest  upon  that  sum  only,  viz.  61.  11s.  10  c/.  was  for  a year  or  two 
paid  over  for  distribution.  This  matter  has  subsequently  been  arranged,  and 
it  is  now  settled  that  the  original  sum  of  428/.  17  s.  6 d.  shall  be  considered 
as  still  due  to  this  charity  from  the  parish,  and  that  the  sum  of  254  /.  9s.  9 d. 
shall  be  repaid  to  the  parish  from  the  rents  of  the  rectors  fields  to  the  improve- 
ment of  which  it  was  applied. 

The  full  interest  of  21/.  8 s.  10 d.  has  been  paid  over  to  the  rectors  from  the 
year  1824,  and  distributed  with  other  charities  as  hereafter  mentioned,  under 
the  following  head. 

Pendleton’s  Charity. 

Pendleton’sCharity.  James  Pendleton,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  10th  July  1802,  gave  to  his 
mother  Ann  Pendleton  all  the  residue  of  his  property  in  money,  or  any  other 
effects,  not  before  disposed  of,  and  in  case  his  said  mother  should  depart  this 
life  before  him,  he  gave  all  that  residue,  that  he  intended  for  her,  to  the  widows 
and  children  of  seamen  belonging  to  the  town  of  Liverpool. 

By  an  order  of  the  Court  of  Chancery  (a  copy  of  which  was  sent  to  the 
Rev.  R.  H.  Roughsedge,  15  July  1818,  together  with  the  receipt  for  the  stock 
hereafter  mentioned)  made  in  a cause,  wherein  Thomas  Powell  was  plaintiff, 
and  the  Attorney  General  and  Robert  Pendleton,  defendants,  it  was  ordered 
that  the  residue  of  the  money  that  should  arise  from  the  sale  of  1,325/.  18  s.  6d. 
3-per-cent  annuities,  standing  in  the  name  of  the  Accountant  General,  and  the 
residue  of  a sum  of  238/.  135.  6d.  cash,  after  the  payment  of  a legacy  of  100/. 
and  interest  thereon,  and  the  costs  of  the  parties  to  the  said  suit,  should  be 
paid  to  Samuel  Renshaw  and  Robert  Hankinson  Roughsedge,  the  then 
rectors  of  Liverpool,  to  be  by  them  laid  out,  in  their  names,  in  the  3-per-cent 
Consols,  the  same  on  the  death  or  resignation  of  either  of  them  to  be  trans- 
ferred into  the  names  of  the  rectors  for  the  time  being ; and  it  was  ordered 
that  the  dividends  should  be  applied  by  them  for  the  benefit  of  widows  and 
children  of  poor  seamen  belonging  to  the  port  of  Liverpool,  in  like  manner 
as  the  proceeds  of  the  property  devised  by  Elizabeth  Cain,  and  according  to 
her  will. 

The  sum  received  under  the  order  of  the  Court  of  Chancery  was  710 /. 
195'.  3d.,  out  of  which  58/.  35.  was  paid  for  legacy-duty,  commission,  &c.,  and 
652/.  165.  3d.  was  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  839/.  125.  7 d.  3-per-cent, 
consols,  in  the  names  of  the  Rev.  Samuel  Renshaw,  and  the  Rev.  Robert 
Hankinson  Roughsedge. 

The  yearly  dividends,  amounting  to  2 51.  3s.  8 d.,  are  disposed  of  by  the 
rectors,  with  the  produce  of  Cain’s  and  other  charities,  in  the  manner  hereafter 
mentioned. 

The  income  received  by  the  rectors  from  the  live  preceding  charities  has 
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for  many  years  been  carried  to  one  account,  called  the  rectors  charity.  In  the 
year  1826  the  produce  was  as  follows,  viz.

In  1827  there  was  an  addition  of  61.  on  account  of  the  increased  rent  of 
Molyneaux’s  charity-estate,  which  in  that  year  produced  110/. 

The  amount  of  these  charities  is  distributed  yearly  under  the  superintendence 
of  the  rectors,  or  such  persons  as  they  may  appoint  to  act  for  them,  amongst 
poor  seamen  of  the  merchant  service  belonging  to  the  port  of  Liverpool,  or 
widows  of  such  seamen.  The  widows  in  the  almshouses  are  allowed  to  partake 
of  these  charities  upon  the  same  terms  as  other  claimants,  but,  except  under 
particular  circumstances,  any  persons  who  are  in  the  workhouse  are  rejected. 
Unless  the  claim  has  been  allowed  in  a former  year,  a certificate  is  required  of 
the  qualification  of  each  applicant.  The  distribution  takes  place  at  the  work- 
house,  generally  at  the  end  of  February,  on  three  successive  days,  of  which 
previous  notice  is  given  in  the  two  parish-churches.  The  sums  apportioned 
to  each  person  varies  from  Is.  6d.  to  7 s-  C d.,  according  to  the  number  of 
children  the  claimant  may  have  under  10  years  of  age,  and  the  rank  which  the 
claimant,  or  if  a widow,  her  husband,  held  in  the  merchant  service.  The 
governor  of  the  workhouse  attends  the  distribution  in  order  to  give  the  rectors 
such  information  as  they  may  require  respecting  the  characters  of  the  indi- 
viduals. 

The  number  of  persons  annually  partaking  of  this  distribution  has  been,  on 
an  average  of  the  three  last  years,  about  800. 

The  amount  thus  distributed  in  the  last  four  years  has  been  as  follows  :

The  distribution  of  the  last  year  exceeded  the  amount  in  hand  by  about 
51.  5s.,  which  was  advanced,  to  be  repaid  out  of  the  receipts  of  the  following 
year. 

It  appears  to  us  that  these  charities  might  be  more  usefully  disposed  of  if 
they  were  confined  to  a smaller  number  of  persons,  and  care  was  taken  to 
relieve  such  objects  only  as  were  most  deserving. 

Plumbe’s  Charity. 

The  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786  state  that  William  Plumbe,  in  1760,  gave  plumbe’s  Charity. 
50/.  to  the  churchwardens  and  overseers,  to  be  distributed  to  poor  housekeepers 
of  Liverpool. 

This  money  was  carried  to  the  account  of  the  parish,  and  2/.  10s.  as  the 
interest  thereof,  is  yearly  paid  out  of  the  rates,  and  distributed  with  the  produce 
of  Stanley’s  charity  next  mentioned. 

Stanley’s  Charity. 

The  R ev.  John  Stanley,  as  recited  in  the  bond  hereafter  mentioned,  be-  Stanley’s  Charity, 
queathed  to  the  churchwardens  of  Liverpool  50/.,  upon  trust,  to  place  the  same 
out  at  interest,  and  distribute  the  produce  amongst  five  poor  sailors,  and  sailor’s 
widows,  there  resident,  who  should  receive  no  relief  from  the  parish. 

This  money  is  in  the  hands  of  the  corporation,  secured  by  bond,  bearing  date 
5th  February  1782,  and  given  to  William  Dickson  and  Thomas  Hughes,  church- 
wardens of  Liverpool. 

The  interest  of  this  sum  at  5-per-cent,  as  also  that  of  Plumbe’s  charity,  was  dis- 
tributed by  the  assistant  overseer  to  the  poor  in  the  almshouse,  together  with 
the  produce  of  Warbrick’s  charity  before  mentioned,  until  the  present  year, 
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when  the  new  arrangement,  before  stated  to  have  been  improperly  made,  took 
place.  Since  the  practice  has  been  adopted  of  paying  1 s.  a week  to  each  of  the 
almspeople,  as  from  Warbrick’s  charity,  the  produce  of  Plumbe’s  and  Stanley’s 
seems  not  to  have  been  disposed  of. 

It  is  to  be  observed  that  the  latter  is  expressly  directed  to  be  divided  between 
five  poor  sailors  and  sailors  widows  only,  and  this  direction  ought  to  be  strictly 
attended  to. 

Starkie’s  Charity. 

Many  Starlcie,  by  her  Will,  bearing  date  30th  March  1737,  directed  that  all 
her  goods  and  effects  should  be  sold,  and  converted  into  money,  and  that,  after 
payment  of  her  debts  and  the  legacies  therein  mentioned,  the  residue  should  be 
placed  out,  and  the  interest  paid  to  Margaret  and  Martha  Anyon  for  their  lives, 
and  after  their  deaths  she  bequeathed  the  said  residue  with  the  growing  interest 
to  the  senior  rector  of  Liverpool  and  his  successors,  for  ever,  in  trust,  to  distribute 
105.  of  the  interest  to  the  curate  of  Sankey  chapel,  and  one  moiety  of  the 
remainder  for  purchasing  coals  for  such  widow  or  widows  dwelling  in  Mr. 
Richmond’s  almshouses  at  the  bottom  of  Dale-street,  Liverpool,  and  the  other 
moiety  amongst  such  other  poor  widows  residing  in  the  said  town  of  Liverpool, 
as  the  said  senior  rector  should  think  most  necessitous  or  deserving.  And  she 
appointed  the  Rev.  Thomas  Baldwin  executor. 

By  bond,  bearing  date  26th  December  1763,  reciting  the  will  of  Mary  Starkie, 
and  further  reciting,  that  the  said  Margaret  and  Martha  Anyon,  and  Thomas 
Baldwin,  were  deceased,  and  that  John  Baldwin,  executor  of  the  said  Thomas, 
had  paid  into  the  hands  of  the  Rev.  Robert  Brereton,  senior  rector  of  Liverpool, 
the  remainder  of  the  said  Mary  Starkie’s  personal  estate ; that  the  said  Robert 
Brereton,  with  the  approbation  of  the  churchwardens  and  some  of  the  principal 
parishioners  of  Liverpool,  had  paid  to  Edward  Owen,  officiating  minister  of 
Sankey,  10/.  in  full  discharge  of  the  said  annual  sum  of  105.,  whereof  the  said 
Edward  Owen,  and  several  of  the  landowners  of  Sankey,  had  released  the  said 
Robert  Brereton,  and  all  future  rectors;  and  that  the  said  Robert  Brereton  had 
agreed  to  pay  into  the  hands  of  Richard  Houghton  and  Thomas  Stainforth 
142/.  125.  (id.  being  the  remainder  of  the  personal  estate  of  Mary  Starkie,  in 
order  that  the  same  might  be  placed  at  interest  with  the  parish  of  Liverpool; 
Richard  Houghton  and  Thomas  Stainforth,  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of 
Liverpool,  became  bound  to  the  Rev.  Robert  Brereton,  senior  rector,  for  the 
payment  of  the  said  sum,  with  interest  at  the  rate  of  5-per-cent,  to  be  applied 
for  the  purposes  mentioned  in  the  will  of  the  said  Mary  Starkie. 

This  sum  of  142/.  125.  6d.  appears  to  have  been  carried  to  the  account  of 
the  parish,  and  the  interest,  amounting  to  7 /•  25.  8 d.,  is  now  paid  out  of  the 
poors  rate.  The  whole  has  been  for  many  years  given  by  the  overseer  to  the 
widows  in  Richmond’s  almshouse,  to  buy  coals,  but  it  is  intended  in  future  to 
pay  it  to  the  rector,  to  whom  the  distribution  was  intrusted  by  the  testatrix. 

Okill’s  Charity. 

John  Oldll,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  15th  February  1769,  directed  that  a 
fund  of  40/.  should  be  placed  out  at  interest  in  the  names  of  the  churchwardens 
or  chapelwardens  of  the  parochial  church  of  St.  Thomas  in  Liverpool,  the  in- 
terest to  be  distributed  by  them  impartially,  in  cash  or  bread,  on  St.  Thomas’s- 
day,  annually,  immediately  after  morning  service,  publicly  in  the  chapel,  among 
such  of  the  poor  of  the  congregation  as  should  reside  on  the  south  side  of  the 
old  wet  dock  in  Liverpool. 

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  30th  April  1787,  between  Thomas  Vernon, 
grandson,  and  heir-at-law  of  Thomas  Vernon,  deceased,  of  the  first  part,  Ralph 
Eden,  executor  of  the  said  Thomas  Vernon,  of  the  second  part,  and  Thomas 
Elams,  and  James  Sutton,  churchwardens  of  St.  Thomas,  Liverpool,  of  the 
third  part,  reciting,  that  the  said  Thomas  Vernon,  deceased,  had  purchased  two 
seats  or  pews,  being  Nos.  65  and  66,  at  the  west  end  of  St.  Thomas’s  church, 
each  containing  in  length  six  feet  four  inches,  and  in  breadth  two  feet  four 
inches,  under  payment  of  a yearly  rent  of  135.  for  each  of  the  said  pews,  to  the 
churchwardens  of  the  said  church  ; and  reciting  the  will  of  John  Okill,  as 
above  abstracted,  and  that  his  executors  had  paid  the  interest  of  the  said  legacy 
from  time  to  time  to  the  churchwardens  of  St.  Thomas’s,  and  had  then  agreed 
to  pay  the  principal ; that  at  a vestry-meeting  it  had  been  resolved  that  a pew 
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in  the  same  church  should  be  purchased  for  the  use  of  the  ministers  for  the 
time  being,  and  that  the  said  Thomas  Elams,  and  James  Sutton  as  churchwar- 
dens, in  order  to  carry  the  said  resolution  into  effect,  and  to  secure  the  said  sum 
of  40/.,  had  agreed  for  the  purchase  of  the  said  two  pews,  No.  65  and  66,  then 
converted  into  one  pew,  at  the  price  of  37/.  10s.;  the  said  Thomas  Vernon 
conveyed,  and  Ralph  Eden  confirmed,  unto  the  said  Thomas  Elams,  and 
James  Sutton,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  the  said  pew,  paying  to  the  said  church- 
wardens the  yearly  rent  of  1/.  6s.,  upon  trust,  that  the  said  Thomas  Elams, 
and  James  Sutton,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  or  the  churchwardens  for  the  time 
being,  should  distribute  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  pews  (after  deducting 
the  annual  rent  of  1/.  6 s.)  in  such  manner  as  the  interest  of  the  said  legacy 
was  directed  to  be  distributed,  it  being  the  intention  of  the  proprietors  of  pews 
in  the  said  church  that  the  churchwardens  should  permit  the  ministers  of  the 
same  to  enjoy  the  said  pews. 

By  a memorandum  entered  in  the  vestry-book,  under  the  date  of  27th  March 
1788,  it  appears  that  the  sum  of  37 /.  10s.  was  inserted  by  mistake  in  the 
above  conveyance  for  the  sum  of  36/.  15s.,  but  that  there  was  paid  for  the 
expenses  of  the  conveyance,  and  an  upholsterer’s  bill,  7 /•  6s.  6d.  making  up 
44/.  Is.  6<l. 

There  are  now  two  pews,  one  of  which  is  occupied  by  the  lecturer  and  his 
family,  and  the  other  by  the  incumbent  of  St.  Thomas’s  church. 

By  the  Act  of  Parliament  under  which  this  church  was  built,  all  the  pews 
are  subject  to  a certain  ground-rent  towards  defraying  the  general  expenses  of 
the  church.  Among  other  disbursements  made  by  the  churchwardens,  the 
sum  of  40s.  is  given  away  annually  in  bread  on  St.  Thomas’s-day,  to  the  poor 
of  the  district,  usually  attending  the  church. 


We  found  two  or  three  other  small  benefactions  noticed  in  an  old  table  of 
benefactions,  with  respect  to  which  we  could  obtain  no  information.

It  appears  from  certain  proceedings  in  the  Court  of  Chancery  for  the 
County  Palatine  of  Lancaster,  that  by  an  Inquisition  taken  at  Ormskirk,  the 
27th  September  1610,  it  was  found  that  several  sums  of  money,  in  the  whole 
amounting  to  the  sum  of  136/.  11 5.  8 d.  had  been  given  by  Henry  Ascroft, 
gentleman,  deceased,  and  divers  other  persons,  to  and  for  the  use  and  main- 
tenance of  a free  grammar-school  at  Ormskirk  ; after  reciting  this  inquisition, 
the  following  orders  were  made  touching  the  government  of  a free  grammar- 
school,  to  be  founded  and  erected  at  Ormskirk,  and  for  the  disposition  and 
ordering  of  the  money,  goods,  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments,  which 
were  given  and  bestowed  towards  the  benefit  and  maintenance  thereof,  by 
lhomas  Tyldesley,  esquire,  and  others,  by  virtue  of  his  Majesty’s  commission 
under  the  seal  of  the  County  Palatine  of  Lancaster,  bearing  date  28th  Sep- 
tember 1612. 
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That  the  Right  honourable  William  Earl  of  Derby  and  his  heirs,  the  vicar 
of  Ormskirk  and  his  successors,  his  Majesty’s  preacher  at  Ormskirk  and  his 
successors,  and  Sir  Cuthbert  Hallsal,  knight,  and  16  others,  described  as  of 
different  places  in  the  parish  of  Ormskirk,  during  their  respective  lives  should 
j be  the  governors  of  the  free  grammar-school  of  Ormskirk,  and  of  the  stock 
of  money,  and  other  the  profits  belonging  to  the  said  school ; and  that  they, 
or  any  six  of  them  at  the  least,  should,  from  time  to  time  put  forth  and  dis- 
burse the  same  as  in  their  discretions  should  be  thought  most  meet: 

And  for  the  better  collection  of  the  same,  being  then  in  several  mens  hands, 
it  was  further  ordered,  that  two  of  the  governors  therein  named  should  be  the 
collectors  until  Tuesday  in  Easter-week  then  next,  upon  which  day  they  should 
make  account  to  the  said  governors  in  the  church  at  Ormskirk,  upon  which 
day  also  the  said  governors,  or  any  six  of  them,  should  in  the  said  church  of 
Ormskirk  elect  other  two  out  of  the  number  of  the  said  governors  to  be  col- 
lectors as  aforesaid  for  one  year,  and  so  yearly,  for  ever  : 

It  was  also  ordered,  that  there  should  be  a chest  made  by  the  said  collectors, 
with  three  locks,  in  which  all  writings  concerning  the  said  school  should  be 
kept ; that  the  said  chest  should  be  kept  in  the  custody  of  the  constable  of  the 
town  of  Ormskirk  for  the  time  being ; that  one  of  the  keys  should  remain 
with  the  vicar,  another  with  the  schoolmaster,  and  the  third  with  the  collec- 
tors for  the  time  being  : 

That  the  said  collectors,  or  one  of  them,  should,  as  often  as  need  should 
require,  by  public  notice  to  be  given  on  a Sabbath-day  in  the  church  of  Orms- 
kirk, warn  the  said  governors  to  come  and  meet  at  the  said  church  at  such 
days  as  should  be  prefixed,  to  confer  of  such  matters  as  should  be  needful 
touching  the  said  school  and  the  stock  thereof: 

And  also  that  the  said  governors,  or  the  more  part  of  them,  should,  as  often 
as  it  should  happen  that  any  of  the  said  governors  should  die,  elect  one  other 
fit  and  sufficient  man  out  of  the  same  town  wherein  the  governor  dying  did 
inhabit,  to  supply  the  room  and  place  of  a governor  in  his  stead,  and  this  within 
six  weeks  next  after  the  death  of  any  such  governor : 

And  that  the  governors,  or  any  twelve  of  them  at  the  least,  should  have 
power  to  elect,  from  time  to  time,  one  or  more  sufficient  and  discreet  person 
or  persons  to  be  schoolmaster  and  usher  for  the  said  school,  as  the  profits 
belonging  to  the  said  school  would  extend  and  afford ; and  that  they  should 
conclude  and  agree  with  such  master  and  usher  for  such  wage  from  time  to 
time  as  they  in  their  discretion  should  think  fit  and  reasonable. 

In  a Decree  of  the  Duchy  Court  of  Lancaster,  dated  the  4th  May  1639,  in 
a cause  wherein  Hugh  Rose  and  others  were  plaintiffs,  and  the  Reverend  John 
Broxopp  and  others,  defendants,  it  is  recited,  that  it  had  been  referred  to  certain 
commissioners  therein  named  to  inquire  whether  the  persons  who  had  acted  as 
governors  in  the  election  of  the  said  Hugh  Rose  to  the  office  of  schoolmaster 
were'  lawful  governors  of  the  said  school,  and  whether  the  said  Hugh  Rose  was 
duly  elected  schoolmaster  ; and  also  to  examine  the  orders,  hereinbefore  men- 
tioned, and  to  certify  to  the  court  such  new  orders  as  they  should  think  fit  for 
the  better  government  of  the  said  school,  and  the  revenues  thereof,  and  of  the 
governors,  master,  usher,  and  other  officers  thereof ; and  it  was  thereupon 
certified  by  the  said  commissioners,  that  the  said  Hugh  Rose  was  never  duly 
elected  schoolmaster,  eight  of  the  governors  by  whom  he  was  elected  having 
been  chosen  by  fewer  number  of  governors  than  was  appointed  by  the  said 
oi'ders,  and  some  of  them  elected  out  of  the  town  where  the  governors,  in  whose 
places  they  were  elected,  had  inhabited.  And  the  said  commissioners  having 
found  the  said  orders  in  some  parts  defective,  and  requiring  divers  alterations 
and  additions,  made  certain  new  orders,  which  by  the  said  decree  were  ratified 
and  confirmed,  viz.  ; 

Whereas  by  the  said  former  orders  it  was  appointed,  that  there  should  be 
24  governors,  it  was  ordered  that  15  persons  should  be  sufficient,  and  that  the 
Earl  of  Derby  and  his  heirs,  the  vicar  of  Ormskirk  and  his  successors,  and 
the  King’s  preacher  at  Ormskirk  and  his  successors,  and  Sir  Edward  Stanley 
and  1 1 others  therein  named,  during  their  several  lives,  should  thenceforth  be 
governors  of  the  said  school : 

And  whereas  by  the  said  former  orders  it  was  limited  that  six  of  the  gover- 
nors at  the  least  should  put  forth  and  dispose  the  money  and  revenues  of  the 
said  school,  it  was  ordered  that  the  goods  and  revenues  of  the  said  school 

should 
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should  be  from  thenceforth  put  forth  and  disposed  as  follows,  viz.  : that  the 
vicar  of  Ormskirk  for  the  time  being,  and  in  his  absence  his  curate  there, 
should,  so  often  as  the  said  vicar  should  see  cause,  and  so  often  as  he,  or  his 
curate  in  his  absence,  should  be  thereunto  required  by  any  three  or  more  of  the 
said  governors,  give  public  warning  in  the  church  of  Ormskirk  upon  some  Sun- 
day immediately  after  Divine  Service  in  the  forenoon,  that  the  governors  should 
meet  in  the  said  church  on  some  convenient  day,  which  should  be  eight  days 
at  the  least  and  not  above  fifteen  days  after  the  day  of  publication,  and  that 
the  greater  number  of  the  said  governors  for  the  time  being,  that  should  there- 
upon assemble,  should  have  power  to  disburse  the  same,  or  do  any  other  act 
therein  that  might  be  for  the  well  ordering  or  government  of  the  said  school 
and  revenues  thereof,  and  not  otherwise,  of  which  greater  number  it  was 
ordered  that  the  said  earl  or  his  heirs,  or  the  vicar  of  Ormskirk  for  the  time 
being,  should  be  always  one  : 

And  it  was  ordered,  that  from  thenceforth  the  election  of  new  governors 
might  be  at  any  convenient  time  within  six  weeks  after  the  death  of  the  old 
governor,  so  as  such  new  election  should  be  made  after  public  warning  to  be 
given  in  the  said  church,  by  the  collectors,  or  by  the  vicar  for  the  time  being, 
and  at  the  time  and  place  so  appointed  by  such  public  warning,  and  by  the 
.greater  number  of  the  governors  then  and  there  assembled  ; and  that  it  should 
be  of  persons  in  the  same  towns  wherein  the  former  governors  dying  inhabited, 
so  as  it  should  be  in  the  parish  of  Ormskirk,  and,  if  any  governor  should  inhabit 
and  die  out  of  the  said  parish,  then  in  any  place  within  the  said  parish  : 

And  it  was  further  ordered,  that  the  election  of  the  schoolmaster  and  usher, 
and  the  agreement  or  allowance  of  their  wages  should  be  by  the  greater  number 
of  the  governors,  for  the  time  being,  that  should  meet  at  some  day  to  be 
appointed  by  such  publication  or  warning  to  be  given  in  manner  aforesaid,  of 
which  greater  number  the  said  earl  and  his  heirs,  or  the  vicar  for  the  time 
being,  should  be  always  one  : 

And  it  was  also  ordered,  that  the  said  governors,  for  the  time  being,  or  the 
greater  number  of  them,  of  whom  the  said  earl  or  his  heirs,  or  the  vicar,  should 
be  one,  should  from  time  to  time,  in  their  public  assembly,  upon  such  like 
public  warning  as  before  mentioned,  have  lull  power  and  authority,  upon  just 
cause  seeming  unto  them,  to  remove  and  displace  the  master  and  usher  of  the 
said  school,  or  either  of  them;  and  then  and  there,  or  at  any  other  time  or  place 
to  be  then  and  there  prefixed,  to  elect  some  other  meet  person  or  persons  to  be 
master  or  usher  of  the  said  school  : 

And  in  regard  the  said  earl  and  his  heirs,  by  reason  of  their  great  and  honour- 
able employment,  could  not  be  intended  at  all  times  to  execute  in  person  the 
office  of  a governor,  as  it  was  ordered  all  the  rest  of  the  governors  should  do,  it 
was  ordered  that  the  said  earl  and  his  heirs  should  have  liberty,  at  all  the 
assemblies  of  the  said  governors,  to  send  thither  their  deputy,  deputed  in  writing 
under  their  hands,  to  represent  their  persons,  and  at  such  assemblies  to  do  the 
office  of  a governor  in  the  place  and  stead  of  the  said  earl  and  his  heirs,  and 
that  whatsoever  such  deputy  should  do,  or  consent  unto,  for  or  in  the  name  of 
the  said  earl  or  his  heirs,  should  be  available  and  effectual. 

The  stock  of  money  with  which  this  school  was  first  endowed  was  probably 
disposed  of,  as  opportunities  offered,  in  the  purchase  of  land. 

By  indenture  of  feoffment,  bearing  date  18th  June  1 625,  Richard  Kilshaw, 
in  consideration  of  25/.  paid  to  him  by  the  governors  of  the  grammar-school  of 
.Ormskirk,  whereof  20/.  was  lately  given  by  Mr.  Ralph  Gleast,  deceased,  there- 
with to  purchase  some  lands  for  the  better  maintenance  of  the  said  school, 
^granted  and  enfeoffed  to  the  Rev.  Henry  Ambrose,  vicar  of  Ormskirk,  and 
seven  others,  described  as  eight  of  the  governors  of  the  grammar-school  of 
Ormskirk,  and  of  the  stock  and  profits  belonging  to  the  same,  their  heirs  and 
assigns,  two  houses  and  small  tenements,  with  the  appurtenances,  in  Ormskirk, 
in  a street  there  called  Mearebrook-street,  upon  trust,  that  the  rents  and  profits 
thereof  should  be  from  time  to  time  employed  for  the  good  and  maintenance  of 
the  said  school. 

By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  28d  and  24th  January  1694, 
John  Caunce  and  Hannah  his  wife,  in  consideration  of  90/.  paid  to  them  by 
Archippus  Kippax,  and  eight  others,  feoffees  of  the  grammar-school  of  Orms- 
kirk, and  the  further  sum  of  50/.,  paid  by  Ellen,  the  widow  of  John  Chorley, 
being  a legacy  given  by  him  for  the  use  of  the  free  grammar-school  of  Ormskirk, 
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conveyed  to  the  said  Archippus  Kippax  and  others,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  the 
closes  called  the  Riding,  and  the  Green,  in  Ormskirk,  containing  by  estimation 
four  acres. 

By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  2d  and  3d  March  1756, 
Thomas  Lathom,  in  consideration  of  105/.,  conveyed  to  William  Hill,  his  heirs 
and  assigns,  a close  in  Ormskirk,  containing  by  estimation  one  acre  of  the 
measure  there  used,  called  the  Golden  Acre. 

By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  29th  and  30th  December 
1760,  reciting  the  indentures  above  abstracted  of  2d  and  3d  March  1756,  and 
that  the  sum  of  105/.,  the  consideration  of  the  said  purchase,  was  money  of  the 
free  grammar-school  of  Ormskirk,  the  said  William  Hill  conveyed  the  said  pre- 
mises to  Edward,  Earl  of  Derby,  and  five  others,  trustees  for  the  free  grammar- 
school  of  Ormskirk,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  in  trust  for  the  benefit  of  the  said 
school. 

By  Indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  6th  and  7th  August  1761, 
Archippus  Kippax,  in  consideration  of  300/.,  conveyed  to  Edward,  Earl  of 
Derby,  and  six  others,  trustees  for  the  free  grammar-school  of  Ormskirk,  their 
heirs  and  assigns,  the  several  closes  in  Ormskirk  adjoining  Lidiate-lane,  and  called 
the  Golden  Acre,  the  Long  Butts,  and  the  Little  Nook,  containing  by  estima- 
tion two  acres,  upon  trust,  for  the  sole  use  and  benefit  of  the  said  free  grammar- 
school. 

By  Indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  9th  and  10th  September 
1811,  Richard  Greaves  Townley,  esq.  the  heir  of  the  surviving  trustee  under 
the  marriage  settlement  of  Thomas  Plumbe  and  Elizabeth  Tempest,  by  the  direc- 
tion of  John  Plumbe  and  the  said  Elizabeth,  then  Elizabeth  Plumbe,  widow,  and 
in  consideration  of  505/.  paid  to  the  said  John  Plumbe,  conveyed  to  Edward, 
Earl  of  Derby,  the  Rev.  James  Stanley,  vicar  of  Ormskirk,  the  Rev.  Gilbert 
Ford,  Edward  Wilbraham  Bootle,  Thomas  Scarisbrick,  Thomas  Langton,  John 
Mawdesley,  Harvey  Wright,  Benjamin  Bromfield,  Thomas  Brandreth,  esqs., 
Thomas  Walkden,  Richard  Prescott,  gentlemen,  the  Rev.  John  Ireland,  Thomas 
Houghton,  and  James  Palmer,  gentlemen,  governors  of  the  free  grammar-school 
of  Ormskirk,  and  their  heirs,  a cottage  or  dwelling-house,  with  the  appur- 
tenances, in  Ormskirk,  in  or  near  Church-street,  at  a place  called  Barkhouse- 
hill,  and  a parcel  of  land  in  front  of  the  same,  and  the  garden  or  orchard  behind, 
and  a croft  adjoining  the  said  garden,  containing,  as  appears  by  a plan  of  the 
premises  indorsed  thereon,  1a.  1 r.  35p.  statute-measure,  in  trust,  according  to 
the  foundation  and  establishment  of  the  said  school. 

By  Indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  10th  and  11th  December 
1819,  Edward  Earl  of  Derby,  in  consideration  of  90/.,  conveyed  to  the 
Rev.  Joshua  Thomas  Horton,  Thomas  Walkden,  Richard  Prescot,  Harvey 
Wright,  the  Rev.  John  Ireland,  and  Thomas  Houghton,  their  heirs  and  assigns, 
two  messuages  or  cottages,  with  the  garden  thereto  belonging,  on  Barkhouse- 
hill,  containing  by  estimation  13  perches,  large  measure,  and  also  a parcel  of 
land  on  the  east  side  of  the  church-yard,  in  Ormskirk,  containing  in  the  w'hole 
91  square  yards,  in  trust,  as  to  the  messuages  and  garden  first  mentioned  for 
the  governors  of  the  grammar-school  of  Ormskirk,  and  to  permit  them  to  take 
the  rents  and  profits  thereof  for  the  benefit  of  the  said  school,  and  as  to  the 
parcel  of  land  on  the  east  side  of  the  churchyard  for  the  parish  of  Ormskirk, 
and  the  township  of  Ormskirk  respectively,  and  to  permit  the  churchwardens  of 
the  said  parish  to  add  part  thereof  to  the  said  churchyard,  and  the  surveyor 
of  the  highways  to  add  other  part  to  the  highway,  in  such  manner  as  the  inha- 
bitants should  direct. 

The  cottages  and  garden  conveyed  for  the  use  of  the  school  by  the  above 
indentures  were  the  only  premises  for  which  the  consideration  of  90/.  was  paid 
to  Lord  Derby.  The  other  premises  conveyed  for  the  use  of  the  inhabitants 
having  been  in  fact  a gift  from  his  Lordship,  and  the  conveyance  thereof 
included  in  the  above  indentures  in  order  to  save  expense. 

The  property  now  held  by  the  governors  consists  of  the  premises  comprised 
in  the  several  deeds  above  abstracted.  They  have  not  now  any  stock  of  money, 
and  were  in  fact  obliged  to  borrow  for  the  purpose  of  completing  the  purchases 
made  in  1811  and  1819-  In  the  year  1811  they  were  possessed  of  300/.  stock, 
3-per-cents,  which  was  sold  out  for  193/.,  and  they  had  also  in  the  hands  of  the 
collectors,  and  in  a bank,  157 1-  1 5s. ; and  to  make  up  the  sum  required  for  the 
premises  purchased  of  John  Flumbe,  and  other  contingent  expenses,  they  bor- 
rowed 
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rowed  190/.  of  Mathias  Smith,  of  which  sum  l60/.  remained  due  in  Sep-  Ormskirk. 
tember  1827.  r 7 

In  1819  they  borrowed  a further  sum  of  120/.  to  enable  them  to  purchase  ^SchTol^^ 
the  premises  bought  of  the  Earl  of  Derby,  and  to  pay  the  expenses  of  some  continued. 
repairs;  this  sum  was  repaid  in  September  1825,  by  Mr.  Palmer  and  Mr.  ^ ^ 
Brandreth  the  two  collectors,  who  advanced  the  money  for  the  purpose,  and 
there  was  in  September  1827  a balance  due  to  them  of  79/.  3s.,  exclusive  of 
any  interest  on  the  sum  so  advanced  by  them.  There  is  therefore  a debt  now 
due  from  the  charity,  amounting  at  least  to  239/.  3 s. 

The  following  is  an  account  of  the  present  state  of  the  school-property  :

that  they  were  to  keep  the  same  in  repair)  as  follows :

The  cottages  last  above  mentioned  are  in  bad  condition,  and  the 
repairs  have  been  very  expensive,  but  notwithstanding  it  is 
considered  as  having  been  an  eligible  purchase  on  account  of 
the  contiguity  of  the  premises  to  the  school.

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All  the  tenants  above  mentioned  hold  from  year  to  year,  and  the  rents 
reserved  are  as  good  as  can  be  obtained. 

The  only  remaining  property  is  a dwelling-house  intended  for  the  master, 
and  a school-room,  which  is  under  the  same  roof,  but  without  any  internal  com- 
munication. These  premises,  which  adjoin  the  church-yard,  appear  to  be  ill 
adapted  for  the  purposes  of  a school,  as  well  from  the  state  of  the  buildings,  which 
are  very  old,  as  from  the  badness  of  the  situation.  On  the  latter  account,  the 
house  is  an  unfit  residence  for  a clergyman  and  his  family,  and  the  present 
master  does  not  reside  there  himself,  but  permits  a relation  to  occupy  it  without 
paying  any  rent.  ■* 

It  is  in  contemplation,  whenever  the  state  of  the  funds  will  admit  of  the 
expense,  to  build  a new  school,  with  a house  for  the  master,  on  part  of  the 
premises  purchased  in  1811. 

By  the  last  regulations,  ratified  by  the  decree  of  the  Duchy  Court  of 
Lancaster,  it  was  appointed  that  there  should  be  15  governors,  and  that  a 
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new  governor  should  be  from  time  to  time  elected  in  the  manner  therein 
prescribed,  within  six  weeks  after  a vacancy  occasioned  by  death.  With 
respect  to  the  period  in  which  the  election  ought  to  take  place,  these  regula- 
tions have  been  totally  disregarded,  but  new  governors  have  been  elected 
occasionally,  and  frequently  when  the  governors  have  been  reduced  to  a very 
small  number,  either  by  death  or  by  removal  out  of  the  parish,  which  has  been 
considered  as  also  creating  a vacancy.  It  seems  therefore  questionable  whether 
the  present  governors  have  legally  any  authority  to  act  in  the  affairs  of  the 
school. 

On  the  1st  May  lSlOthe  Earl  of  Derby,  by  his  deputy,  and  the  Rev.  James 
Stanley,  vicar  of  Ormskirk,  being  the  then  only  governors,  appointed  13  others, 
some  of  whom  are  since  deceased,  and  others  have  removed  from  the  parish  of 
Ormskirk.  The  following  persons  are  still  surviving,  and  resident  in  the  parish, 
Edward  Wilbraham  Bootle,  esq.  now  Lord  Skelmersdale,  Thomas  Scarisbrick, 
esq.,  Thomas  Walkden,  Richard  Prescot,  Rev.  John  Ireland,  and  James  Palmer, 
and  since  May  1810,  Thomas  Brandreth,  esq.  and  Edward  Houghton,  have  been 
elected,  and  the  Rev.  J.  Stanley  has  been  succeeded  in  the  vicarage  by  the 
Rev.  Joshua  Thomas  Horton. 


Great  irregularity  seems  also  to  have  prevailed  with  respect  to  transferring 
the  property  belonging  to  the  school  to  new  trustees.  All  the  persons  to  whom 
the  several  estates  purchased  prior  to  the  year  1811  were  conveyed,  appear  to 
have  died  without  having  assigned  such  estates,  and  consequently  in  order  to 
vest  the  property  in  new  trustees  it  will  be  necessary  that  conveyances  should 
be  executed  by  the  heirs  of  the  respective  survivors. 

Such  proceedings  would  necessarily  be  attended  with  considerable  expense. 
It  seems,  however,  important  that  some  steps  should  be  taken,  as  well  for  the 
purpose  of  having  the  whole  property  legally  vested  in  one  body  of  trustees,  as 
for  obtaining  the  directions  of  a court  of  equity,  as  to  the  appointment  of 
governors,  who  may  be  legally  authorized  to  act,  and  for  some  less  inconve- 
nient regulations  with  respect  to  the  supplying  vacancies  a.  they  occur. 

The  management  and  letting  of  the  property  is  left  to  two  of  the  governors, 
who  are  appointed  collectors  ; the  present  collectors  are  James  Palmer,  esq. 
and  Thomas  Brandreth,  esq.  each  of  them  having  held  this  office  for  several 
years.  The  rents  are  received,  and  all  the  payments  made,  by  Mr.  Palmer,  and 
his  accounts  are  audited  every  Easter,  provided  there  is  a meeting  of  the  gover- 
nors competent  for  the  purpose,  it  being  necessary  that  the  Earl  of  Derby,  or 
his  deputy,  or  the  vicar,  should  be  present.  His  accounts  for  the  years  ending 
at  Easter  1822  and  1823,  were  regularly  audited  at  such  meetings;  those  for 
the  two  following  years  were  examined  and  signed  by  two  of  the  governors,  in 
the  absence  of  the  Earl  of  Derby,  and  his  deputy,  and  the  vicar,  and  since 
Easter  1825  no  meeting  of  the  governors  has  been  held,  and  the  accounts, 
though  made  up,  have  not  been  audited  or  examined. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  governors  should  not  meet  at  least  once  in  every 
year  to  transact  the  necessary  business  relating  to  this  school. 

Out  of  the  income,  the  gross  amount  of  which  is  now  13S/.  155.  per  annum, 
there  is  paid  to  the  Rev.  Charles  Forshaw,  the  master,  a salary  of  GO/,  per  annum. 
In  addition  to  this  salary  he  is  allowed  by  the  trustees  to  accept  a gratuity  from 
any  of  the  scholars,  not  exceeding  in  any  instance  1/.  Is.  per  annum.  This 
payment  is  not  demanded,  nor  is  it  universally  offered.  Any  boy  belonging  to 
the  parish  is  admitted  to  the  school  on  application  to  the  master,  provided  he 
can  read  with  tolerable  facility : no  charge  is  made  for  instruction,  but  each 
boy  pays  Js.  6d.  yearly  for  firing. 

There  were  at  the  time  of  our  Inquiry  42  boys  in  the  school,  of  whom  40 
were  free-scholars,  belonging  to  the  parish  of  Ormskirk,  and  two  were  out- 
parishioners,  with  whom  the  master  makes  his  own  terms.  One  of  these  boys 
boards  with  the  master,  he  having  been  permitted  by  the  governors  to  take  him 
as  a boarder,  though  in  general  this  is  not  allowed. 

The  scholars  are  taught  English  grammar,  writing  and  arithmetic,  and  Latin 
and  Greek,  in  the  manner  usually  practised  in  classical  schools.  Mathematics, 
surveying,  and  geometry,  are  also  taught  in  the  school. 

Out  of  the  residue  of  the  income  there  is  paid,  for  interest  at  4-per-cent  on 
the  sum  of  lGO/.,  due  to  Mathias  Smith,  61.  8 s.  per  annum,  and  the  surplus,  after 

deducting 
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deducting  the  charges  for  repairs  and  other  incidental  expenses,  is  applied  in  the 
reduction  of  the  debt  owing  to  the  collectors. 

Previously  to  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Forshaw  in  1825,  the  salary  allowed 
the  master  was  55/.  per  annum,  but  in  addition  to  this  payment  an  allow- 
ance was  made  for  about  three  quarters  of  a year  at  the  rate  of  25  /.  per 
annum,  to  a master  who  had  retired,  and  for  three  years  the  brother  of  the 
master,  who  immediately  preceded  Mr.  Forshaw,  acted  as  usher,  and  received 
a salary  of  20/.  There  is  now  no  usher  in  the  school,  though  part  of  the 
endowment  was  expressly  intended  for  an  usher.  For  a short  time  the  present 
master  provided  one  at  his  own  expense. 

English  School. 

The  School  in  Church-street,  known  by  the  name  of  the  Charity  School,  English  School, 
and  which  has  an  inscription  stating  it  to  have  been  built  by  an  Earl  of  Derby, 
in  the  beginning  of  the  last  century,  was  in  1819  united  to  a Sunday-school 
then  existing  in  Ormskirk.  The  old  school-building  had  been  suffered  to  fall 
very  much  into  decay,  and  the  sum  of  90/.,  due  from  the  treasurer  for  arrears 
of  interest,  was  paid  over  and  applied  in  putting  the  building  in  repair.  The 
schools  are  now  called  the  United  Charity  Schools,  and  the  funds  originally 
applied  for  the  Sunday-school  and  the  old  school  are  now  applied  to  these  new 
schools,  which  are  held  in  the  ancient  school-house,  and  conducted  on  the 
National  System.  The  permanent  funds  produce  about  32/.  a year,  consisting 
of  600/.,  3-per-cent  Consols,  and  242/.  105.  3d.,  4-per-cent  Annuities,  the 
latter  was  left  by  Bryan  Molyneux,  esq.,  and  100/.  was  left  in  1815  by  Edward 
Tatlock,  to  the  Sunday-school. 

The  annual  expenses  are  about  90/.,  the  difference  being  supplied  by  sub- 
scriptions and  contributions,  and  the  whole  concerns  of  the  charity  are  managed 
by  a committee  of  trustees  and  subscribers. 

Blackleech’s  Charity. 

By  Indenture  of  Feoffment,  bearing  date,  28th  May  1633,  between  Edmund  Blackleech’s 

Smoult  and  Ellen  his  wife,  and  Thomasin  Smoult,  widow,  of  the  first  part,  Charity, 

and  Abraham  Blackleech  and  Thomas  Browne,  executors  of  the  Will  of  James 
Blackleech,  the  Rev.  George  Walker,  and  the  Rev.  John  Broxop,  overseers  of 
the  said  will,  and  ten  others  of  the  other  part,  the  said  Edmund  and  Thomasin 
Smoult,  in  consideration  of  100/.,  paid  by  the  said  executors,  granted  and 
enfeoffed  to  the  said  Abraham  Blackleech  and  others,  parties  of  the  second 
part,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  a messuage,  tenement  or  farm,  with  all  barns, 
buildings,  &c.  and  the  following  closes,  viz.  the  High  Field,  containing  by 
estimation  three  acres,  the  Marter  Hey,  containing  two  acres,  the  Oxcroft 
Shoot,  containing  three  roods,  the  nearer  Little  Hey,  containing  one  and  a half 
acre,  the  further  Little  Hey,  containing  one  acre  and  three  roods,  the  Barn 
Croft,  containing  three  roods,  and  all  other  their  lands,  &c.  in  the  townships 
of  Lathom,  or  Ormskirk,  to  the  use  of  the  said  Abraham  Blackleech  and 
others,  and  it  was  declared  that  a fine  levied  at  the  then  preceding  Lent  Assizes, 
at  Lancaster,  was  to  the  same  uses. 

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  26th  June  1640,  between  the  said  George  Wal- 
ker, and  eight  others,  who  appear  to  have  been  the  surviving  feoffees  named 
in  the  preceding  deed,  and  Edward  Smoult,  of  the  first  part,  and  Richard 
Case,  of  the  other  part,  the  said  George  Walker  and  others,  the  surviving 
feoffees  above  mentioned,  in  consideration  of  10  /.  16  s.  3d.  paid  to  them  by 
the  said  Richard  Case,  (being  money  in  arrear  due  to  the  poor  of  Ormskirk 
for  the  messuage  and  lands  thereinafter  mentioned)  and  in  consideration  of 
102/.  17 s.  Qd.  paid  to  Edmund  Smoult  by  the  said  Richard  Case,  at  the 
request  and  with  the  privity  and  consent  of  the  said  Edmund  Smoult,  demised 
the  messuage  and  tenement,  with  the  closes  above  mentioned  in  the  pre- 
ceding abstract,  (described  as  containing  by  estimation  9 acres  and  29|  falls 
of  land,  large  measure,  and  situate  in  Lathom,  with  all  mines,  &c.  he. 
which  premises  it  is  therein  stated  had  been  formerly  the  inheritance  of 
the  said  Edmund  Smoult,  Ellen  his  wife,  and  Thomasin  his  mother,  or  some 
of  them,  and  had  been  by  the  said  Edmund,  Ellen,  and  Thomasin,  lately 
bargained  and  sold  to  the  said  George  Walker  and  others,  since  deceased, 
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Ormskirk.  by  Indenture,  bearing  date  28  May  1633,)  to  the  said  Richard  Case,  for  the 

term  of  1,000  years  from  the  date  thereof,  without  impeachment  of  waste,  pay- 

Blackleech’s  jng  to  the  trustees,  their  heirs  or  assigns,  or  to  the  churchwardens  of  the 
Continued  parish  of  Ormskirk,  the  churchwardens  for  the  town  of  Ormskirk  always  to  be 

con  mu t . ^ one^  the  yearly  rent  of  5 /.  for  the  use  benefit  and  relief  of  the  poor  within 

the  parish  of  Ormskirk,  according  to  the  intention  of  the  will  of  James  Blackleech, 
late  of  London,  bearing  date  31  July  1631,  and  20 for  the  use  and  towards 
the  maintenance  of  the  weekly  lecture  at  Ormskirk,  so  long  as  any  lecture 
should  be  continued  according  to  the  said  will,  the  said  rents  to  be  paid  half- 
yearly,  1st  December  and  1st  June,  with  a power  of  distress  in  case  of  non- 
payment, and  also  paying  all  chief-rents,  leys,  gelds  and  demands,  what- 
soever. 

It  does  not  appear  why  the  sum  of  money  mentioned  in  the  indenture  last 
abstracted  was  paid  to  Edmund  Smoult,  he  having  previously  sold  the  premises 
for  100/.  Neither  can  we  ascertain  the  reason  for  granting  the  lease  for  1,000 
years,  which  transaction,  however,  appears  closely  connected  with  the  original 
purchase,  and  as  such,  cannot  we  conceive  be  called  in  question  at  the  present 
time. 

The  interest  in  the  lease  is  stated  to  be  vested  in  Hugh  Forshaw,  esq.,  of 
Liverpool,  by  whose  tenant  the  yearly  sum  of  5 /.  is  paid  regularly,  in  April, 
to  a baker,  for  bread.  The  ancient  mode  of  supplying  this  bread  was  to  place 
12  two-penny  loaves  every  Sunday  in  Ormskirk  church,  for  the  use  of  the 
respective  townships,  in  the  following  proportions,  being  according  to  the  ac- 
customed mode  of  collecting  the  church-rates.

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The  bread  thus  supplied,  at  the  rate  of  8 s.  worth  every  four  weeks,  would 
amount  to  5/.  4s.  per  annum. 

Of  late  years,  since  a chapel  has  been  built  in  Skelmersdale,  no  bread  has 
been  placed  in  the  church  for  the  poor  of  that  township,  hut  bread  to  the 
amount  of  13s.  yearly,  being  one  eighth  part,  is  sent  to  Skelmersdale,  when 
required,  by  the  churchwardens  of  that  township. 

The  bread  placed  in  the  church  is  given  away  to  the  poor  of  the  respective 
townships  by  the  churchwarden  chosen  for  that  place,  every  Sunday  after 
divine  service.  It  often  happens  that  from  some  of  the  townships  only  one  or 
two  persons  attend,  and  in  such  case  the  whole  of  the  bread  is  given  to  them. 


Smith’s  Charity. 

Smith’s  Charity.  For  the  particulars  of  this  charity,  see  4th  Rep.  p.  448,  and  11th  Rep. 
p.  789. 

The  churchwardens  receive  annually  from  Mr.  Bray,  the  solicitor  for  the 
trustees,  a portion  of  the  rents  of  an  estate  at  Longney  in  Gloucestershire. 
The  estate  was  let  in  the  spring  of  1827,  at  the  annual  rent  of  500/.,  the 
churchwardens  of  Ormskirk  having  been  consulted  according  to  custom,  upon 
the  letting.  The  share  for  the  year  1826,  received  in  January  1827,  amounted 
to  21  /. ; the  sum  received  annually  is  divided  amongst  the  several  townships,  in 
the  following  proportions,  viz.  one  fourth  to  each  of  the  townships  of  Scarisbrick 
and  Lathom,  and  one  eighth  to  each  of  the  four  other  townships,  this  being 
the  proportion  in  which  they  severally  pay  to  the  church-rate. 

The  share  for  the  township  of  Ormskirk,  is  laid  out  by  the  churchwarden 
in  different  articles  of  clothing,  which  are  distributed  amongst  the  poorest 
widows,  widowers  and  orphans,  whether  they  receive  relief  or  not. 


Each 
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Each  person  receives  a sufficient  quantity  of  cloth  to  make  one  article  of  Ormskirk. 

clothing,  or  one  pair  of  stockings,  &c.  . SmithTcharity, 

The  list  of  the  persons  receiving  the  charity,  both  in  this  and  the  other  continued. 
townships,  is  hung  up  in  the  vestry  for  a twelvemonth,  and  a return  is  regu-  ^ , 

larly  sent  to  Mr.  Bray  of  the  mode  in  which  it  has  been  distributed. 

The  same  mode  of  distribution  prevails  in  all  the  other  townships  except 
Bickerstaff,  in  which  it  is  generally  distributed  in  money. 

Lathom’s  Charity. 

For  the  particulars  of  this  Charity  see  15th  Rep.  p.  134.  Latkom’s  Charity. 

It  will  be  sufficient  to  state  here,  that  five  of  the  townships  of  this  parish, 
and  the  hamlet  of  Newburgh  in  the  township  of  Lathom,  are  each  entitled  to 
one  seventeenth  part  of  the  rent  of  certain  estates  purchased  under  the 
direction  of  the  will  of  Peter  Lathom,  and  which  at  Christmas  1826  amounted 
to  17/.  10  s.  for  each  share. 

The  different  portions  of  this  charity  are  directed  by  the  donor  to  be  laid 
out  by  the  trustees,  or  whom  they  should  appoint  (and  not  by  any  public 
officer  or  overseer  of  the  poor)  in  cloth,  linen  or  woollen,  or  corn,  if  it  should 
be  dear,  or  in  such  like  charitable  acts  which  the  said  trustees,  or  whom  they 
should  appoint,  should  think  most  proper  and  agreeable  to  the  will  and  mind  of 
the  said  testator. 

The  share  applicable  to  the  township  of  Ormskirk  is  transmitted  by  Mr. 

Wareing,  solicitor  to  the  trustees,  to  the  Rev.  Thomas  Bold,  who  lives  at 
Bootle,  near  Liverpool,  and  whose  brother  formerly  lived  in  Ormskirk,  and  had 
the  distribution  of  it  for  several  years.  The  amount  received  is  laid  out,  under 
the  directions  of  Mr.  Bold,  in  linen  or  calico,  which  is  apportioned,  at  a meeting 
of  the  vicar,  curate,  overseer,  and  other  inhabitants,  amongst  such  poor  persons 
belonging  to  the  township  as  are  considered  proper  objects,  and  who  have  not 
received  parochial  relief  within  twelve  months.  The  quantity  given  to  each 
person  varies  from  three  to  seven  or  eight  yards,  according  to  the  number  in 
family.  The  distribution  takes  place  generally  at  the  town-hall  about  Christ- 
mas, previous  notice  having  been  given  by  the  bellman. 

In  the  township  of  Bickerstaffe  the  money  is  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of 
linen,  and  distributed  chiefly  to  poor  housekeepers  who  have  no  parochial  relief, 
on  the  Monday  after  old  May-day.  It  is  given  away  by  one  of  the  trustees, 
in  quantities  varying  from  four  to  twelve  yards,  according  to  the  necessities 
of  the  parties.  The  number  of  persons  in  this  township  who  received  the 
charity  in  1826,  was  59. 

In  the  township  of  Burscough  it  is  distributed  under  the  directions  of 
Richard  Prescot,  of  Lathom,  one  of  the  trustees,  at  a meeting  of  the  inha- 
bitants on  the  27th  September.  The  distribution  is  in  linen,  and  is  confined 
to  persons  not  receiving  relief  from  the  township.  In  September  1827  about 
95  persons  partook  of  the  charity,  receiving  generally  from  five  to  eight  yards 
each. 

In  the  hamlet  of  Newburgh,  in  the  township  of  Lathom,  the  money  is  laid 
out  in  the  purchase  of  linen,  which  is  distributed  in  the  presence  of  the  above- 
mentioned  Richard  Prescot,  and  some  of  the  principal  inhabitants  of  Newburgh. 

On  the  28th  June  1827,  linen,  to  the  amount  of  17  /.  10  s.  was  given  amongst  49 
poor  housekeepers  receiving  no  relief  from  the  township,  in  portions,  varying 
according  to  the  number  in  family,  from  seven  to  sixteen  yards. 

The  portion  for  the  township  of  Scarisbrick  is  laid  out  in  woollen  cloth, 
and  linsey,  which  is  distributed  on  the  first  Monday  after  Christmas-day 
amongst  poor  persons  of  the  township  not  receiving  relief.  The  cloth  is 
divided  into  portions  sufficient  for  jackets  and  petticoats  ; and  where  there 
are  large  families  in  need,  several  individuals  of  it  receive  a portion.  About 
1 1.  is  paid  out  of  the  sum  received  for  the  expenses  incurred  on  the  day  of 
distribution. 

The  share  applicable  to  the  township  of  Skelmersdale  is  laid  out  by  Richard 
Prescot,  of  Dalton,  one  of  the  trustees,  in  the  purchase  of  linen.  The  last 
distribution  was  amongst  45  poor  housekeepers  not  receiving  relief,  in  portions 
varying  from  seven  to  sixteen  yards. 
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TOWNSHIP  OF  ORMSKIRK. 

Crosby’s  Charity. 

Catherine  Crosby , of  Ormskirk,  widow,  by  her  Will,  bearing  date  4th  Au- 
gust 1741,  gave  30/.  towards  buying  a handsome  silver  chalice  for  the 
communion-table,  in  the  parish-church  of  Ormskirk ; also  10/.  to  the  charity- 
school  in  Ormskirk,  towards  augmenting  then*  stock. 

Also  to  the  grammar-school  10/.  for  the  like  purpose. 

Also  20/.  to  the  vicar  and  churchwardens  of  Ormskirk,  and  their  successors, 
the  interest  to  be  given  to  20  poor  widows  or  families  that  should  have  no  pay  of 
the  town  of  Ormskirk,  on  the  24th  December,  yearly. 

Also  SI.  as  a dole  to  poor  families  within  Ormskirk. 

Also  to  the  vicar  and  churchwarden  of  Ormskirk,  and  their  successors,  26/., 
the  interest  to  be  given  in  household  or  wheaten  bread,  the  first  Sunday  in  every 
month,  in  the  parish-church  of  Ormskirk,  to  12  poor  families,  or  widows  of  the 
said  town. 

It  is  stated  on  the  table  of  benefactions,  that  46/.,  the  principal  sum  of 
Mrs.  Catherine  Crosby’s  legacy,  producing  2/.  2s.  per  annum,  was  paid  in  on 
May  15th  1797>  and  invested  in  the  purchase  of  100/.  3-per-cent  Consols,  by 
Samuel  Hawarden  Fazakerley,  and  John  Burton,  at  their  joint  expense,  in  the 
name  of  the  Rev.  Handel  Andrews,  vicar,  as  by  account  lodged  in  the  town- 
chest,  to  be  given  in  bread,  monthly,  to  the  poor. 

This  stock  is  now  standing  in  the  names  of  Edward  Bootle  Wilbraham,  (now 
Lord  Skelmersdale,)  Rev.  Gilbert  Ford,  and  the  Rev.  John  Williamson. 

The  dividends  are  received  by  Messrs.  Coutts,  on  account  of  Lord  Skelmers- 
dale, and  by  them  forwarded  to  James  Palmer,  Esq.  of  Ormskirk,  for  distribution. 
By  his  order  a baker  places  in  the  church  seven  two-penny  loaves  every  Sunday, 
which  are  given  away  by  the  churchwarden  immediately  after  divine  service  in 
the  morning,  to  seven  poor  persons  of  Ormskirk.  If  a person  who  has  been 
used  to  receive  it  is  prevented  by  illness  from  attending,  a loaf  is  sent  to  him. 
In  every  other  case  it  is  given  to  those  only  who  attend  divine  service. 

Bayliff’s  Charity. 

It  is  stated  on  the  table  of  benefactions  in  Ormskirk  church  that  John  Bayliffi 
in  174i9,  left  to  the  poor  of  the  town  in  bread,  monthly,  the  interest  of  24/. 

It  is  supposed  that  this  legacy  was  paid  to  the  township  of  Ormskirk,  as  we 
find  that  for  many  years  the  constable  paid  out  of  the  township-lay  1 /.  4s. 
yearly,  in  respect  of  Bayliff’s  charity,  of  which  6 s.  was  given  in  bread  on  Sundays, 
and  18  s.  in  cash  on  Christmas- day,  to  poor  widows  of  Ormskirk. 

The  payment  appears  at  intervals  from  1768  to  1802,  since  which  year  no 
distribution  has  taken  place  in  respect  of  this  charity ; but  no  reason  is  assigned 
for  stopping  the  payment. 

Aspinall’s  Charity. 

It  is  stated  in  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786,  that  Peter  Aspinall  left  to 
the  poor  of  Ormskirk,  not  receiving  relief,  30/.  which  was  then  vested  in  the 
constable.  In  the  constable’s  accounts,  under  the  date  of  24th  December  1767 
is  the  following  entry  ; Paid  Aspinall’s  legacy  to  the  poor,  1 /.  10s.  A similar 
entry  appears  in  subsequent  years';  and  in  1772  there  is  an  account  of  the  distribu- 
tion, containing  the  names  of  each  person  receiving  the  charity,  which  is  stated 
to  be  distributable  only  to  poor  housekeepers  of  the  township  of  Ormskirk.  The 
same  sum  appears  to  have  been  paid  regularly  to  1821,  inclusive. 

In  March  1822  there  was  a vestry-meeting,  at  which  the  charities  were  taken 
nto  consideration,  and  the  lay-payers  thinking  that  they  had  had  no  benefit 
from  the  money  which  their  ancestors  had  so  taken,  refused  to  pay  this  charity 
any  longer,  and  it  will  be  seen  that  from  the  same  time  the  payment  of  several 
other  charities,  which  up  to  this  period  had  been  paid  from  the  poors  rate,  was 
discontinued. 

Rigby’s  Charity. 

It  is  stated  on  the  table  of  benefactions  that  Eleanor  Rigby,  in  1774,  left  the 
interest  of  20/.  to  be  given  in  threepenny  wheat  loaves,  on  Christmas-day  and 
Good-Friday,  to  the  poor  of  the  town  of  Ormskirk. 
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The  interest  of  this  money  used  to  be  paid  from  the  poors  rate  until  1822,  Ormskirk. 

'when  it  was  discontinued  under  the  circumstances  stated  in  the  preceding  

account  of  Aspinall’s  Charity. 

Taylor’s  Charity. 

The  table  of  benefactions  state  that  Ann  Taylor,  in  1791,  left  by  Will  10/.,  Taylor’s  Charity, 
the  interest  to  be  distributed  as  the  gift  of  Mrs.  Eleanor  Rigby. 

We  could  not  find  any  trace  of  the  existence  of  this  charity. 

Platt’s  Charity. 

Ralph  Platt,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  2d  April  1703,  gave  to  the  church-  Platt’s  Charity, 
wardens  and  overseers  of  Ormskirk  10/.,  to  be  by  them  placed  out  on  good 
security,  and  the  interest  thereof  to  be  expended  and  laid  out  in  the  purchase 
of  threepenny  loaves,  to  be  distributed  by  them  and  their  successors  amongst 
such  poor  persons  belonging  to  Ormskirk  as  they  should  think  fit  objects  of 
charity,  on  the  27th  September,  yearly,  the  said  churchwardens,  &c.  to  give 
security  to  his  trustees  for  the  due  application  thereof 

This  legacy  was  received  about  the  year  1796  by  Richard  Cocker,  who  was 
then  overseer,  and  carried  to  the  account  of  the  township,  and  interest  was  paid 
for  it  from  the  poors  rate  until  1822,  when  this  was  also  discontinued. 

It  is  supposed  that  this  legacy,  and  the  bequest  of  Eleanor  Rigby,  about  the 
time  the  former  was  paid,  were  laid  out  in  part  payment  of  the  purchase  of 
a cottage,  now  held  by  the  township,  in  Backhouse-hill,  Ormskirk,  the  rest 
of  the  money  having  been  paid  out  of  the  overseers  accounts.  We  could 
not  however  refer  to  the  overseers  books  of  that  period,  which  could  not  be 
found,  as  it  is  the  practice  for  every  new  set  of  overseers  to  begin  a new  book, 
leaving  the  preceding  accounts  in  the  hands  of  their  predecessors,  a practice 
necessarily  producing  confusion ; and  we  were  assured  that  no  conveyance  of 
the  premises  was  to  be  found. 

Kippax’s  Charity. 

There  is  an  inscription  on  the  table  of  benefactions  in  the  church,  bearing  Kippax’s  Charity, 
the  date  of  1800,  to  the  following  effect: 

Elizabeth  Kippax,  of  Ormskirk,  grand-daughter  to  the  Rev.  Archippus 
Kippax,  formerly  vicar  of  this  parish,  gave  in  her  lifetime  to  the  Rev.  Randel 
Andrews,  and  his  successors  in  the  vicarage,  and  Thomas  Houghton,  gent., 
and  his  successors  in  the  churchwardenship  of  Ormskirk,  and  also  to  Edward 
Wilbraham  Bootle,  William  Hill,  and  Samuel  Hawarden  Fazakerley,  esqrs.  the 
sum  of  100/.,  which  was  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  Bank  annuity,  of 

which  she  directed  the  annual  interest  and  dividends  to  be  laid  out  in  bread,  to 
be  distributed  to  the  poor  of  the  town  of  Ormskirk  quarterly,  viz.  1st  January, 

25th  March,  24th  June,  and  29th  September.  She  also  directed  that  when  one 
or  more  of  the  above-named,  or  of  any  succeeding  trustees,  should  die,  or  decline 
to  act,  others  should  be  appointed  in  their  room  by  the  surviving  trustees,  so  that 
there  might  at  all  times  be  five. 

The  above-mentioned  sum  of  100/.  was  invested  in  the  purchase  of  170/.  18s. 
stock,  in  the  3-per-cent  Consols,  now  standing  in  the  names  of  E.  Bootle 
Wdlbraham,  esq.,  (now  Lord  Skelmersdale,)  the  Rev.  George  Vanbrough,  and 
the  Rev.  John  Williamson,  and  producing  yearly  dividends  to  the  amount  of 
51.  2s.  6c?. 

This  sum  is  divided  into  four  quarterly  payments,  as  mentioned  in  the  table 
in  the  church,  and  distributed  in  bread.  It  is  given  away  to  the  persons  (such 
of  them  at  least  as  are  now  living)  originally  nominated  by  the  donor  herself, 
a threepenny  loaf  to  each.  The  vacancies  that  occur  by  death,  or  removals 
from  the  town,  are  filled  up  from  time  to  time  by  the  persons  who  have  the  dis- 
tribution of  this  charity,  under  the  direction  of  Lord  Skelmersdale.  The  distri- 
bution is  not  confined  to  settled  persons  in  the  township  or  parish,  but  it  is 
required  that  they  should  be  resident  in  Ormskirk. 
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TOWNSHIP  OF  BICKERSTAFFE. 

Watkinson’s  Charity. 

Robert  JVatkinson,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  3d  August  1816,  gave  to 
the  churchwarden  of  Bickerstaffe,  in  the  parish  of  Ormskirk,  and  the  overseer 
or  overseers  of  the  poor,  and  their  respective  successors,  53/.,  upon  trust,  to  be. 
placed  out  at  4-per-cent,  and  the  interest  laid  out  yearly  in  the  purchase  of 
seven  sixpenny  loaves  of  household  bread,  every  calendar  month,  such  loaves 
to  be  given  in  Ormskirk  church  on  the  first  Sunday  in  every  month,  by  the 
churchwarden  of  Bickerstaffe,  to  seven  poor  persons  belonging  to  Bickerstaffe, 
such  as  the  churchwarden  and  overseer  or  overseers  should  think  fit  objects 
of  charity. 

By  a codicil  to  his  will,  bearing  date  14th  August  1816,  the  testator  directed 
that  the  bread  should  be  given  in  Ormskirk  church  on  the  same  Sunday  in 
every  month  in  which  bread  for  Bickerstaffe  poor  was  then  given,  instead  of 
the  first  Sunday  in  every  month  as  mentioned  in  his  will. 

The  produce  of  this  legacy  was  laid  out  in  the  year  1818  in  the  purchase 
of  58/.  96'.  8 d.  stock,  in  the  three  per  cent  Consols,  in  the  names  of  Thomas 
Walkden,  and  Thomas  Rimmer,  producing  annual  dividends  to  the  amount  of 
about  1 /.  156. 

For  the  first  year  or  two  after  the  decease  of  the  testator  the  amount  was 
given  away  in  bread,  but  afterwards  the  acting  churchwarden  thought  it  more 
desirable  that  it  should  be  given  in  linen  cloth,  as  he  found  very  few  (some- 
times only  one  or  two)  persons  of  Bickerstaffe  attended  at  Ormskirk  church, 
to  receive  the  bread  provided  in  respect  of  this  benefaction  and  Blackleech’s 
charity.  The  present  distribution  is  in  linen  cloth,  of  which  a quantity  sufficient 
for  one,  two,  or  three  garments  is  given  to  poor  persons  of  the  township,  gene- 
rally to  those  not  receiving  parish  relief.  In  1827,  it  was  divided  between 
seven  persons. 

This  distribution  is  opposed  to  the  positive  directions  of  the  testator  ; and 
we  think  that  the  mode  of  distribution  prescribed  by  the  will  should  be  adopted 
in  future. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  BURSCOUGH. 

School. 

John  Houghton , by  his  Will,  bearing  date  21st  March  1732,  amongst  other 
bequests  hereafter  mentioned,  gave  to  the  churchwarden  and  overseers  of 
Burscough  10/.  towards  erecting  a public  school  on  the  brow  or  vacant  piece 
of  land  near  the  Pinfold,  as  an  encouragement,  and  towards  making  a provision 
for  a schoolmaster  thereof ; and  he  gave  the  said  churchwardens  and  over- 
seers 100/.,  to  be  by  them  placed  out,  and  the  interest  thereof  to  be  paid 
yearly  to  the  schoolmaster  of  the  said  school,  for  teaching  such  persons 
children  within  Burscough  whose  parents  should  not  have  an  estate  of  the 
yearly  value  of  10/.  within  Burscough ; and  he  declared  that  these  several 
legacies,  together  with  others  thereinbefore  mentioned,  and  given  to  the  church- 
wardens and  overseers,  were  upon  this  express  condition,  that  if  they  should 
neglect  or  refuse  to  build  the  public  school  near  the  Pinfold,  within  the  said 
town,  within  twelve  months  next  after  his  decease,  all  the  said  legacies  should 
be  void,  and  he  gave  the  same  amongst  his  relations. 

The  sum  of  10/.  left  towards  building  the  school  was  laid  out  for  that 
purpose  in  the  following  year  by  the  township  ; and  it  appears  by  the  accounts, 
that  in  the  year  1734  a schoolmaster  received  5/.  as  a year’s  wages  pursuant 
to  the  will  of  the  said  John  Houghton. 

The  school  was  rebuilt  and  much  enlarged  about  10  years  ago,  at  the 
expense  of  the  township ; and  a house  near  the  school  was  built  by  the  town- 
ship, about  40  or  50  years  ago,  which  with  a small  garden  was  appropriated  to 
the  residence  of  the  master. 

The  present  master  was  appointed,  in  April  1819,  by  the  jury  at  the  Court 
Baron  for  the  manor  of  Burscough.  His  income  is  derived  from  the  following 
sources : 

He 
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He  receives  4/.  10s.  as  the  interest  of  the  100/.  left  by  John  Houghton, 
which  is  invested,  with  other  charity-money,  upon  the  security  of  the  tolls  of 
the  Leeds  and  Liverpool  canal,  as  hereafter  mentioned. 

He  also  receives  2/.  10s.  from  Thomas  Tasker,  esq.,  being  the  interest  of 
50/.,  bequeathed  in  1803,  as  will  be  stated  more  particularly  hereafter  by  the 
will  of  John  Tasker,  for  teaching  the  children  of  such  persons  in  Burscough 
as  should  not  be  possessed  of  an  estate  or  farm  of  10/.  a year. 

He  also  lets  the  school-house,  intended  for  the  residence  of  the  master,  at 
6/.  a year,  and  a small  cottage  adjoining  the  school,  which  was  repaired  and 
fitted  up  at  the  expense  of  the  township,  to  increase  the  schoolmaster’s  salary, 
at  3/.  10^.  a year. 

In  respect  of  this  income,  and  a gratuity  of  21.  2s.,  which  he  receives  from 
the  Earl  of  Derby,  he  teaches  free,  any  children  who  apply,  provided  they 
belong  to  the  township,  and  their  parents  do  not  live  on  a farm  of  10/.  yearly 
value  ; the  number  of  scholars  of  this  description  varies  from  15  to  25.  They 
are  taught  reading  without  any  charge,  but  if  they  learn  writing  they  pay  the 
same  as  other  scholars. 

The  master  also  takes  other  children  who  pay,  and  has  usually  from  60  to 
80  or  90  scholars. 

Wallas’s  and  Hill’s  Gifts  for  Books. 
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William  Wallas,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date,  January  11th,  1749,  bequeathed  Wallas’s  and  Hill* 
to  his  executors,  William  Hill  and  two  others,  10/.  on  trust,  to  place  the  same  Gifts  for  Books, 
out  in  their  own  names,  or  in  the  names  of  such  person  or  persons  as  they  should 
think  proper,  and  to  apply  the  interest  thereof,  yearly,  in  buying  books  for  poor 
children  who  should  be  taught  at  the  school  in  Burscough  town. 

The  table  of  benefactions  states  that  William  Hill,  gentleman,  in  1811, 
gave  12/.,  the  interest  to  be  laid  out  yearly  in  Bibles  or  common-prayer  books, 
for  the  use  of  the  poor. 

These  two  sums  are  considered  as  forming  part  of  a sum  of  950/.  hereafter 
mentioned,  secured  upon  the  tolls  of  the  Leeds  and  Liverpool  canal ; and  the 
sum  of  1 /.  or  1 /.  25.,  according  to  the  rate  of  interest,  has  been  paid  to  the 
schoolmaster  for  providing  books  to  that  amount  for  the  children  who  are 
taught  free  in  the  school ; a regular  account  being  kept  of  the  expenditure. 


Sutch’s  Charity. 

William  Sutcli,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  8th  March  1638,  gave  to  Elizabeth  Suteh’s  Charity. 
Blackledge,  his  wife’s  daughter,  and  her  heirs,  for  ever,  2 \ acres  of  meadowing, 
called  Porter’s  Meadow,  lying  within  Lathom,  so  that  she  and  her  heirs  should 
pay  every  Candlemas-day  to  the  constables  of  Burscough,  205.  to  be  given  to 
the  poor  on  that  day,  and  in  default  of  payment  of  the  said  sum  of  205.,  he 
empowered  the  said  constables  to  enter  until  they  should  be  satisfied  for  the 
same.  He  also  gave  the  house  and  land  which  he  lately  purchased  of  William 
Moorcroft  to  his  sister,  Catharine  Blake,  and  her  heirs,  provided  she  should 
pay  on  Candlemas-day,  yearly,  to  the  constables  of  Burscough,  505.,  405. 
thereof  to  be  given  by  them  to  the  poor  of  Burscough,  and  105.  to  the  con- 
stables for  their  pains  ; and  in  case  of  non-payment,  he  empowered  the  con- 
stables to  enter  into  the  meadow  near  adjoining  to  Ellerbrook,  and  the  banks 
next  adjoining  to  the  said  meadow-ground,  until  they  should  be  satisfied 
for  the  same ; and  if  the  said  Catherine  Blake  should  die  without  heirs  of 
her  body,  he  gave  the  aforesaid  house  and  land  called  Moorcroft  to  the 
children  of  James  Smallhouse,  and  their  heirs,  for  ever,  paying  to  the  constable 
of  Burscough  as  aforesaid. 

The  sum  of  1/.,  which  was  charged  on  Porter’s  Meadow,  is  not  now 
received  ; it  is  understood  that  it  was  regularly  paid  till  about  the  year  1803, 
by  Mr.  Hill  and  his  family,  who  had  long  possessed  property  in  Lathom,  but 
which  they  sold  about  that  period,  and  the  payment  has  from  that  time  been 
discontinued.  There  is  not  any  land  now  known  by  the  name  of  the  Porter’s 
Meadow  in  any  part  of  the  township  ; we  therefore  must  consider  this  charity 
as  lost. 

The  other  rentcharge  of 505.  is  paid  every  Candlemas-day  by  John  Reynolds, 
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the  owner  of  the  meadow  adjoining  Ellerbrook  ; of  this  sum,  40.9.  is  disposed 
of  amongst  the  poor,  and  forms  part  of  the  Candlemas  distribution  hereafter 
mentioned,  the  remaining  105.  being  ^retained  by  the  two  constables  for  their 
trouble. 

Houghton’s  Charity. 

John  Houghton , by  his  Will,  bearing  date  21st  March  1732,  and  proved  at 
Chester,  gave  to  the  poor  of  Burscough  20/.,  the  interest  thereof  to  be  yearly 
laid  out  by  the  constable  of  Burscough,  in  bread  and  beef,  to  be  dealt  to  and 
among  such  of  the  poor  yearly,  as  the  said  constable  for  the  time  being,  and 
the  substantial  inhabitants,  should  think  fit ; and  he  gave  to  the  churchwarden 
and  overseers  of  the  town  of  Burscough,  and  their  successors  80/.,  to  be  put 
forth,  and  the  interest  thereof  to  be  applied  towards  binding  out  such  poor 
children  apprentices  as  they,  with  the  substantial  inhabitants  of  the  said  town, 
should  think  fit ; and  he  directed  that,  if  at  any  time  there  should  be  no  poor 
child,  boy  or  girl,  to  be  bound  in  any  one  year,  the  interest  should  be  applied 
for  the  use  of  the  next  apprentice,  that  should  be  loose  of  his  or  her  apprentice- 
ship, towards  buying  him  or  her  apparel  or  other  necessaries  as  should  be 
thought  proper  by  the  said  inhabitants ; and  after  giving  10/.  for  building 
a school,  and  100/.  for  the  use  of  a schoolmaster,  as  already  stated,  he  gave 
the  residue  of  his  personal  estate,  not  before  disposed  of,  to  the  said  church- 
warden and  overseers,  to  be  put  forth,  and  the  interest  distributed  to  such 
poor  persons  within  the  said  town  not  receiving  relief,  as  they,  with  the  most 
substantial  inhabitants,  should  think  fit ; and  he  declared  that  the  said  several 
legacies,  given  to  the  churchwardens  and  overseers,  were  upon  this  express 
condition,  that  if  they  should  neglect  or  refuse  to  build  the  public  school 
near  the  Pinfold  within  the  said  town,  within  twelve  months  next  after  his 
decease,  all  the  said  legacies  should  be  void  ; and  he  gave  the  same  amongst 
his  relations. 

It  is  stated,  in  an  old  book  of  accounts,  that  the  residue  of  the  testator’s 
property  produced  210  /. 

The  several  specific  legacies  above  mentioned,  with  210/.  the  amount  of  the 
residue,  form  part  of  the  sum  secured  upon  the  tolls  of  the  Leeds  and  Liverpool 
Canal  as  hereafter  mentioned. 

In  respect  of  the  first-mentioned  sum  of  20/.,  1/.,  as  interest,  is  carried  to 
the  account  of  the  beef  distribution  at  Christmas. 

In  respect  of  the  sum  of  80/.,  given  for  apprenticing,  boys  are  occasionally 
bound  out  apprentices.  Six  boys  have  been  placed  out  in  the  last  10  years,  with 
premiums  of  4/.  or  51.  each.  If  in  any  one  year  no  boy  has  applied  for  the 
benefit  of  this  branch  of  the  charity,  it  has  been  considered  that  a greater 
number  of  applicants  might  be  admitted  in  the  following  year,  but  the 
directions  of  the  testator,  that  the  interest  of  this  money  should  in  such  case 
be  disposed  of  in  supplying  clothes  for  those  who  have  passed  through  their 
apprenticeship,  have  not  been  attended  to. 

The  schoolmaster  also  receives  4/.  105.  as  the  interest  of  100/.  already 
noticed. 

And  in  respect  of  the  residue  which  was  given  to  the  poor,  a sum  which  has 
varied  from  11/.  to  14/.,  is  given  away  in  May,  at  some  public-house,  to  poor 
persons  of  the  township  not  receiving  weekly  relief.  The  list  of  persons  who 
are  to  partake  of  this,  which  is  called  the  May  distribution,  is  made  out 
according  to  the  direction  of  the  principal  landowners ; 80  or  90  persons 
generally  receive  from  15.  to  5s.  each. 

Sharrock’s  Charity. 

. Thomas  Sharroclc , by  his  Will,  bearing  date  19th  June  1729,  and  proved  at 
Chester,  bequeathed  to  the  poor  of  Burscough,  that  should  attend  divine 
service  at  the  parish-church  of  Ormskirk,  52/.  the  interest  to  be  laid  out  in 
bread  for  the  said  poor,  to  be  distributed  weekly  at  the  aforesaid  parish-church, 
at  the  discretion  of  the  vicar  or  curate,  and  churchwardens  ; and  he  directed 
that  the  said  sum  should  be  paid  into  the  hands  of  John  Houghton,  William 
Hill,  and  Thomas  Sutch,  with  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor 
of  Ormskirk ; and  that  they,  their  heirs  and  successors  in  the  office  of  church- 
wardens 
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wardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor,  should  be  intrusted  for  the  same,  that  the 
interest  thereof  might  be  faithfully  distributed  for  ever. 

The  amount  of  this  legacy  was  invested  in  July  1804  in  the  three-per-cent 
reduced  annuities,  and  forms  part  of  the  sum  of  177 /.  7 s.  8 d.  stock,  standing 
in  the  names  of  Richard  Prescott,  Thomas  Fletcher,  and  Henry  Forshaw,  of 
whom  the  first  only  is  living. 

In  respect  of  this  charity,  six  twopenny  loaves  are  placed  in  Ormskirk 
church  every  Sunday,  which  are  given  away  by  the  churchwardens  at  the 
church,  to  poor  persons  of  Burscough,  who  attend  divine  service,  and  who  are 
generally  the  same  persons  as  receive  the  monthly  distribution  of  bread  to 
this  township  derived  from  Blackleech’s  charity. 

Platt’s  Charity. 

Ralph  Platt,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  2nd  April  1793,  bequeathed  to  the 
churchwarden  and  overseers  of  the  township  of  Burscough,  50/.,  to  be  placed 
out,  and  the  interest  to  be  laid  out  in  cloth,  to  be  distributed  by  them  and 
their  successors,  amongst  such  poor  persons  belonging  to  the  said  township  as 
they  in  their  judgment  should  think  fit  objects  of  charity,  on  27th  September 
yearly ; and  he  directed  that  the  said  churchwardens  and  overseers  should 
give  security  to  his  trustees  when  they  should  pay  them  the  said  legacy  for 
the  application  thereof,  pursuant  to  his  will,  and  should  also  make  and  deliver 
a full  and  true  account  to  every  succeeding  churchwarden  and  overseer,  or 
some  of  them,  one  month  before  the  27th  September  every  year,  of  the  poor 
persons  to  whom  they  should  have  distributed  such  linen  cloth,  and  the  price 
and  quality  of  the  cloth,  or  that  the  same  should  be  withheld  or  forfeited,  as 
the  case  might  happen,  and  paid  to  his  residuary  legatees. 

This  money  appears  to  have  been  laid  out  in  1804  in  part  purchase  of  the 
sum  of  177/.  7 s.  8 d.  3-per-cent,  reduced,  before  mentioned. 

The  dividends  on  the  stock  are  received  by  Mr.  Wareing,  a solicitor  of 
Ormskirk,  and  after  paying  thereout  the  amount  of  the  sum  disposed  of  in 
bread,  in  respect  of  Sharrock’s  charity,  he  accounts  with  the  officers  of  the 
township  for  the  residue,  out  of  the  general  charity-account,  to  which  the 
sums  received  by  the  township  officers  from  Mr.  Wareing  are  carried.  £.2.  10s. 
per  annum  is  generally  laid  out  in  respect  of  this  charity  in  the  purchase  of 
linen,  which  is  distributed  amongst  20  or  25  poor  persons  by  the  overseer,  with 
some  of  the  principal  inhabitants,  on  27th  September ; but  this  expenditure 
has  not  been  regular. 

Alty’s  Charity. 

Richard  Alty , by  his  Will,  bearing  date  30th  January  1802,  and  proved  in 
the  Prerogative  Court  of  Canterbury,  bequeathed  to  Daniel  Alty  and  Richard 
Reynolds,  and  the  survivor  of  them,  his  executors,  &c.  20/.,  upon  trust,  to  place 
the  same  out  in  their  own  names,  and  the  names  of  any  two  or  more  of  the 
principal  inhabitants  of  the  township  of  Burscough,  on  good  government  or 
real  securities,  and  that  the  said  Daniel  Alty  and  Richard  Reynolds,  and  the 
survivor  of  them,  and  after  their  decease,  the  churchwarden  and  overseer  of 
the  township  of  Burscough,  assisted  by  one  other  principal  inhabitant  thereof, 
should  apply  the  annual  produce  thereof  in  the  purchase  of  good  and  whole- 
some cow-beef,  and  distribute  the  same  yearly,  011  the  Friday  preceding 
Christmas-day,  amongst  such  poor  housekeepers  within  the  said  township  of 
Burscough  having  a lawful  settlement  therein,  as  they  should  think  most  de- 
serving objects  of  charity,  the  said  legacy  to  be  paid  after  the  death  of  his 
wife. 

This  legacy  was  reduced  to  17/.  17  s.  6d.  by  payment  of  the  legacy-duty 
and  receipt  stamp. 

The  amount  is  lodged  in  the  Lathom  savings-bank,  and  produces  14.?.  in- 
terest, being  at  the  rate  of  4/.  per  cent. 

This  is  given  away  in  beef,  as  hereafter  mentioned,  the  interest  being  carried 
to  the  general  charity-account. 
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Tasker’s  Charity. 

John  Tasker,  who  died  8th  March  1803,  by  his  Will  bequeathed  to  the 
churchwarden  and  overseers  of  the  township  of  Burscough  80/.,  upon  trust 
that  the  said  churchwarden  and  overseers  for  the  time  being  should,  in  the 
names  of  themselves  and  of  two  or  more  respectable  freeholders  residing  in  the 
said  township,  place  the  same  out  on  real,  government,  or  other  good  security, 
and  with  the  assistance  of  the  constable,  and  one  or  more  respectable  inha- 
bitants of  the  said  township,  apply  the  proceeds  of  the  sum  of  30/.,  part  thereof, 
in  the  purchase  of  good  and  wholesome  cow'-beef,  and  distribute  the  same 
yearly,  on  the  Friday  before  Christmas-day,  amongst  such  poor  householders  in 
the  township  of  Burscough,  having  a lawful  settlement  therein,  and  not  receiv- 
ing other  relief  therefrom,  as  they  should,  from  time  to  time,  think  the  most 
deserving  objects  of  such  charity,  and  that  they  should  also  pay  the  annual 
proceeds  of  50/.  residue  thereof,  to  the  schoolmaster  for  the  time  being  officiat- 
ing at  the  school  in  Burscough,  in  augmentation  of  his  salary  for  the  teaching 
and  instructing  the  children  of  such  persons  belonging  to  and  residing  in  Burs- 
cough, as  should  not  be  possessed  of  an  estate  or  farm  of  the  clear  annual 
value  of  10/. 

This  legacy  remains  in  the  hands  of  Thomas  Tasker,  esq.  of  Billinge,  son  and 
executor  of  the  testator,  who  is  possessed  of  considerable  property  in  the  neigh- 
bourhood. He  pays  5-per-cent,  interest.  Of  the  interest  the  sum  of  305.  is 
added  to  the  distribution  of  beef  at  Christmas  ; and  as  the  greater  number  of 
persons  receiving  the  beef  have  no  relief  from  the  township,  it  may  be  con- 
sidered that  the  directions  of  the  testator,  who  limited  the  distribution  to  those 
not  receiving  relief,  is  substantially  complied  with. 

The  interest  of  the  sum  of  50/.  is  paid  to  the  schoolmaster  as  already 
stated. 

Scarisbrick’s  and  Walker’s  Charities. 

It  is  stated  on  a table  of  benefactions  that  Roger  Scarisbrick  and  Gabriel 
Walker  gave  the  sum  of  20  /.,  the  interest  to  be  laid  out  in  beef,  and  given  to 
the  poor  at  Christmas,  yearly. 

It  appears  from  part  of  an  office-copy  of  the  will  of  the  above-mentioned  Ga- 
briel Walker,  which  copy  was  made  and  examined  24th  June  1G92,  the  first 
part  thereof,  including  the  date,  being  wanting,  that  he  bequeathed  to  the  most 
poor  and  indigent  people  within  Burscough,  G /.,  the  same  to  be  put  out  in  the 
names  of  two  such  persons  as  his  executors,  William  Prescott  and  Henry  Draper, 
should  think  ft,  the  interest  thereof  to  be  yearly  distributed  to  fourteen  of 
the  most  needy  and  indigent  poor  within  Burscough,  who  should  be  constant 
goers  to  the  parish-church  of  Ormskirk,  at  the  discretion  of  his  said  executors, 
as  long  as  they  should  live,  and  afterwards  to  be  distributed  at  the  discretion  of 
the  persons  in  whose  names  the  same  should  be  put  out  as  aforesaid. 

The  sum  of  20/.  was  part  of  the  money  laid  out  on  the  security  of  the  tolls  of 
the  Leeds  and  Liverpool  Canal  as  hereafter  mentioned,  and  the  interest  accruing 
in  respect  thereof  is  carried  to  the  general  account,  and  is  considered  as  forming 
part  of  the  money  disposed  of  annually  in  beef. 

Charity  of  Richard  Berry  the  elder. 

The  table  of  benefactions  states  that  Richard  Berry,  son  of  James  Berry,  in 
1799,  gave  to  the  poor  of  Burscough,  10/.  105.,  the  interest  to  be  laid  out  in 
beef,  and  distributed  at  Christmas,  yearly. 

This  legacy  is  also  invested  on  the  security  of  the  tolls  of  the  Leeds  and 
Liverpool  Canal,  and  the  interest  forms  part  of  the  money  distributed  annually 
in  beef. 

Charities  of  Parrpoint  and  Baldwin. 

The  table  of  benefactions  states  that  Alice  Parrpoint  in  1768  gave  14/.  to 
the  poor  of  Burscough,  the  interest  to  be  distributed  the  2d  February  yearly  ; 
and  that  Thomas  Baldwin,  by  Will,  left  to  the  poor  of  Burscough  5 /.  The 
amount  of  these  benefactions  is  also  supposed  to  be  part  of  the  money  secured 
on  the  tolls  of  the  Leeds  and  Liverpool  Canal,  and  the  interest  forms  part  of 
the  money  distributed  annually  in  beef. 
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James  Berry’s  Charity. 

It  is  stated  on  the  table  of  benefactions  that  James  Berry  gave  to  the  poor  of 
Burscough  5 /.,  the  interest  to  be  laid  out  in  bread,  and  distributed  at  Christ- 
mas yearly.  . 

This  sum  of  5 /.  also  forms  part  of  the  money  placed  out  on  the  security  of 
the  canal  tolls,  and  the  interest  is  carried  to  the  general  account  hereafter 
mentioned,  without  any  specific  appropriation.

Robinson’s  Charity. 

Richard  Robinson,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  30th  July  1800,  proved  1 May  Robinson’s  Charity. 
1801,  gave  his  undivided  moiety  or  share  of  the  pew,  No.  5,  in  the  south  gallery 
of  Ormskirk  church,  to  his  son  James  Robinson,  his  heirs,  executors,  &c.  with 
leave  for  each  of  his  unmarried  daughters  to  sit  in  the  same,  subject  to  5 s.  to 
be  distributed  annually,  for  ever,  in  bread,  by  his  said  son  and  his  heirs  the 
week  before  Christmas-day  amongst  the  poor  inhabitants  of  Burscough. 

The  sum  of  5 s.  a year  is  paid  by  the  tenant  of  the  pew  in  Ormskirk 
church,  now  belonging  to  the  executors  of  James  Robinson,  the  son  of  the 
testator. 

It  is  paid  to  a baker  of  Ormskirk,  who  provides  annually  5s.  worth  of  two- 
penny loaves,  which  are  sent  to  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  Burscough, 
on  the  Friday  before  Christmas-day,  and  these  loaves,  together  with  other 
bread  of  the  same  description,  to  the  amount  of  20  s.  in  the  whole,  are  distri- 
buted by  them  at  a meeting  of  the  inhabitants,  amongst  the  poor  of  the 
township. 

Charity  oe  Richard  Berry  the  y^ounger. 

Richard  Berry,  who  died  seven  or  eight  years  ago,  directed  by  his  Will  that  Charity  of 
his  son  Peter  Berry  should  give  6s.  yearly,  during  his  life,  to  be  dealt  in  bread  Rivard  Berry  the 
on  the  Friday  before  Christmas-day.  Mr.  Peter  Berry  pays  the  yearly  sum  of  ounser* 

6 5.,  with  4,f.  in  addition,  as  his  own  gift,  and  another  person  of  the  same  name 
gives  5 s.  more  as  a gift.  These  sums  make  up  the  sum  of  20  5.,  distributed 
in  twopenny  loaves,  as  stated  under  the  preceding  head. 


We  have  above  given  a statement  of  all  the  charities  left  to  this  township ; 
and  it  will  be  observed,  that  the  amount  of  the  several  bequests  above  men- 
tioned scarcely  exceeds  one  half  of  the  sum  of  950  /.,  secured  upon  the  tolls  of 
the  Leeds  and  Liverpool  canal. 

In  October  1774  the  then  acting  trustee,  Mr.  William  Hill,  who  had  long 
had  the  management  of  the  charities  (the  accounts  of  which  had  become  very 
much  involved),  was  compelled  to  render  an  account  to  the  township,  and  the 
sum  of  625  l.  was  found  to  be  in  his  hands.  Of  this  sum,  25  /.  was  paid  over  by 
him  to  the  parish-officers,  and  600  /.,  which  was  for  some  time  allowed  to  remain 
in  his  hands  on  bond,  was  afterwards  invested  on  a mortgage  of  an  estate  in 
Ditton,  the  interest  was  however  paid  irregularly,  and  a solicitor  was  employed, 
who  took  possession  of  the  estate,  and  held  it  till  1805.  The  accounts  were 
then  balanced,  and  it  appeared  that  for  principal  and  interest  there  was  due  to 
the  township  827  l.  This  sum  was  paid  upon  the  sale  of  the  estate,  which  then 
took  place,  and  the  amount  was  placed  in  a banker’s  hands,  where  the  principal 
was  increased  by  interest  to  upwards  of  900  /.,  small  sums  being  from  time  to 
time  drawn  out  to  pay  the  interest  of  some  few  of  the  charities. 

In  1812  the  sum  of  900  l.  was  lent  to  the  Leeds  and  Liverpool  canal  com- 
pany, at  5-per-cent.,  and  in  1815  the  further  sum  of  501.  was  placed  out  on  the 
same  security. 

The  interest,  which  has  been  since  reduced  to  4s  per-cent.,  amounts  to 
42/.  155.  per  annum.  This  sum  is  carried  to  one  general  account,  to  which  is 
also  added  the  yearly  sum  of  40  5.  paid  in  respect  of  Sutch’s  charity;  14  5.  re- 
ceived from  the  savings-bank  as  Alty’s  charity;  and  the  produce  of  Platt’s  charity, 
about  2 /.  14  5.  per  annum,  being  the  amount  of  the  dividends  on  177  /•  7 s.  8 d , 
3-per-cent,  reduced,  after  deducting  2/.  12  5.  for  Sliarrack’s  and  1 /.  10  5.  for 
Tasker’s  charity. 

Out  of  these  funds  there  is  distributed  yearly,  at  Candlemas,  a sum  varying 
from.  11/.  to  14 /.  The  churchwarden  and  overseers,  with  the  assistance  of 
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Burscough.  some  of  the  principal  landowners,  direct  the  distribution,  and  about  100  poor 

- — persons  of  the  township  usually  partake  of  it,  receiving  from  1 s.  to  5 s.  each. 

The  same  persons  continue  to  receive  the  benefit  of  the  distribution  from  year 
to  year,  unless  there  is  some  reason  for  excluding  them,  and  no  distinction  is 
made  whether  they  receive  parochial  relief  or  not. 

There  is  also  distributed  in  May,  in  like  manner,  a sum  varying  from  11 /.  to 
14  /.,  as  already  mentioned  under  the  head  of  Houghton’s  charity. 

And  a sum  varying  from  9 /.  to  13/.  is  expended  annually  in  the  purchase  of 
beef,  which  is  distributed,  under  the  direction  of  the  same  persons,  amongst  the 
poor  of  the  township,  on  the  Friday  before  Christmas-day.  The  usual  practice  is 
to  purchase  a cow,  which  is  killed,  and  divided  into  portions  varying  from  four 
to  eight  pounds,  and  by  adopting  this  plan  the  meat  is  obtained  considerably 
under  the  market-price. 

Out  of  this  account  there  is  also  paid  to  the  schoolmaster,  5 /.  or  4/.  10s.,  the 
interest  of  100/.  given  by  John  Houghton;  17.  or  1/.  2s.  for  books,  in  respect 
of  Wallas’s  and  Hill’s  gifts;  and  about  21.  10  s.  in  cloth,  in  respect  of  Platt’s 
charity;  and  apprentice-fees  are  also  occasionally  paid  thereout  in  respect  of 
Houghton’s  legacy  for  that  purpose.

As  in  the  distribution  of  these  funds  little  regard  seems  to  be  paid  to  the  wills 
of  the  respective  donors,  with  reference  to  the  great  increase  of  the  principal, 
we  thought  it  our  duty  to  recommend  a new  scale  of  dividing  the  interest  on 
the  money  lent  to  the  canal  company,  increasing  the  produce  of  each  charity  in 
proportion  to  the  actual  increase  of  capital  in  the  following  manner :

Our  recommendation  to  this  effect  having  been  laid  before  a meeting  of  the 
township,  convened  for  the  purpose  by  public  notice  in  November  1827,  we 
have  since  been  informed  that  the  persons  present  agreed  that  the  suggestion 
was  just  and  reasonable,  and  should  be  attended  to  in  the  future  distribution. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  LATHOM. 

Newburgh  School. 

Lathom.  Crane’s  Gift. — The  Rev.  Thomas  Crane,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  12th  June 

~7“  1717,  declared  that  he  had  bought  a small  parcel  of  land  in  Newburgh,  the  place 

ew  urg  c 100 . j^g  an£j  had  erected  a school  thereon,  and  a small  house  for  keeping 

a servant  for  the  master’s  conveniency,  which  parcel  of  land,  school,  and  house 
erected  thereon,  he  bequeathed  and  assigned  to  public  use  for  the  teaching  and 
instructing  of  youth  and  children,  for  ever,  paying  the  usual  wages,  the  poorer- 

sort 
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sort  to  be  kindly  treated  for  their  quarterage  ; and  all  children  whose  names  Lathom. 

were  Crane,  or  whose  mothers  name  was  Crane,  to  be  privileged  and  exempt,  and  — 

such,  if  duly  qualified,  to  be  made  master  or  under-master  before  another  ; and  * eWc0U^M^°°: 
further,  after  all  legacies  and  expenses  therein  before  and  after  mentioned  were  ^ - 
discharged,  he  entirely  devoted  and  gave  all  the  residue  and  remainder  of  his 
estate,  both  real  and  personal,  of  what  kind  soever,  for  and  towards  the  main- 
tenance of  such  school  ; and  that  his  pious  design  might  take  good  effect  he  hum- 
bly directed  his  much-honoured  and  obliging  friends,  Thomas  Hesketh,  esquire, 
lord  of  Rufford,  Thomas  Legh,  esquire,  lord  of  Bank,  and  Nicholas  Rigby, 
junr.  of  Harrock,  gentleman,  that  they  and  their  male  heirs  for  ever  would 
vouchsafe  to  become  feoffees  in  trust  for  the  same  school,  and  of  all  that  might, 
and  should  belong  unto  it ; and  being  well  assured  that  Mr.  William  Taylor,  of 
Seword,  would  be  very  solicitous  and  industrious  for  promoting  and  procuring 
a good  settlement  to  the  school,  he  desired  that  he  would  accept  of  the  trust, 
and  act  as  feoffee  in  conjunction  with  the  abovesaid  gentlemen,  by  whose  in- 
spection, care  and  interest,  the  said  school  would,  he  hoped,  daily  acquire 
a great  improvement  and  reputation ; and  to  make  it  the  more  easy  and  less 
charge  to  them  he  appointed  his  nephew,  William  Crane,  of  Newburgh,  and 
his  cousin,  George  Crane,  of  Lathom,  that  they  also,  together  with  the  aforesaid, 
should  undertake  the  charge,  and  act  as  feoffees  for  the  said  school,  and  as 
much  as  in  them  lay,  see  that  all  things  should  be  duly  performed,  and  that  no 
irregularities  should  be  committed  touching  or  concerning  the  said  school- 
masters or  scholars,  but  if  any  thing  amiss,  or  misrule  should  at  any  time  happen, 
they  should  forthwith  inform  and  consult  with  the  aforesaid  gentlemen,  in 
charge  with  themselves,  for  speedy  redressing  of  whatever  should  happen  to  be 
amiss.  And  he  directed  that  the  said  William  and  George  Crane  should 
appoint  their  successors  in  this  trust  and  charge  out  of  their  respective  families, 
and  that  their  choice  should  make  choice  of  others,  from  time  to  time  as  it 
should  be  required  successively  for  ever.  And  the  testator  further  directed 
that  a table  should  be  hung  up  in  the  school,  wherein  he  would  have  fairly 
written  all  the  benefactors  names,  and  their  several  gifts  to  the  school,  which 
might  be  satisfaction  to' the  donors  and  their  friends,  as  well  as  a motive  and 
encouragement  for  others  to  bestow  their  charity.  And  he  further  directed 
that  if  ever  the  salary  should  exceed  SOI.  the  children  within  Newburgh  and 
Lathom  should  be  exempted  quarterage. 

And  as  a supplement  to  his  will,  he  declared  that  in  the  case  last  mentioned 
it  was  not  his  meaning  that  those  of  ability  should  be  excused  quarterage  unless 
such  should  contribute  to  the  school-stock  such  sum  or  sums  as  the  feoffees 
should  approve,  and  judge  sufficient  to  excuse  their  children. 

Upon  a brass  plate  in  the  school  there  is  an  inscription,  both  in  Latin  and 
English,  stating  that  the  said  Thomas  Crane  did  in  1714  erect  the  school, 
endowing  the  same  with  a salary  of  1 51.  per  annum. 

At  a court  held  for  the  vill  and  burgh  of  Newburgh,  13th  November  1816, 
the  jury  presented,  that  Thomas  Rigby,  theretofore  of  Harrock,  esquire,  Sir 
Thomas  Hesketh,  theretofore  of  Rufford,  bait,  and  Peter  Legh,  theretofore  of 
Lyme,  esquire,  all  deceased,  held  by  copy  of  court-roll,  according  to  the  custom 
of  the  said  vill  and  burgh,  a parcel  of  burgage-land,  called  the  Paddock,  con- 
taining 20  perches  of  land,  or  thereabouts,  with  the  appurtenances,  of  the  ancient 
burgage  rent  of  one  penny.  And  they  also  presented  that  the  said  Sir  Thomas 
Hesketh  survived  the  said  Thomas  Rigby  and  Peter  Legh,  and  died  without 
issue,  and  that  Sir  Thomas  Dalrymple  Hesketh  was  his  great  nephew  and  heir- 
at-law,  and  that  he  ought  to  be  admitted  tenant  of  the  said  burgage-premises. 

And  the  said  Sir  Thomas  Dalrymple  Hesketh,  by  his  attorney,  was  at  the  same 
court  admitted  tenant  of  the  said  burgage-premises,  to  hold  the  same  to  him 
and  his  heirs,  according  to  the  custom  of  the  said  vill  and  burgh,  upon  such 
trusts  as  were  expressed  and  declared  in  the  will  ot  the  said  Thomas  Crane 
touching  and  concerning  the  said  premises. 

The  premises  above  mentioned  consist  of  a dwelling-house,  with  a small 
garden,  and  a school,  now  separated  therefrom  by  a road.  The  dwelling-house 
and  garden  are  occupied  by  James  Monk,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  4/.  a year 
according  to  an  agreement  made  between  him  and  the  present  schoolmaster, 

Sir  Thomas  Dalrymple  Hesketh  not  having  interfered  in  the  letting.  The 
school  is  used  by  the  master.  Upon  these  buildings  a sum  of  about  40/.  has  been 
expended  within  the  last  20  years,  and  they  are  now  in  good  condition. 
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There  is  also  a freehold  estate  in  Dalton,  in  the  parish  of  Wigan,  con- 
sisting of  a house  and  outbuildings,  with  7 a.  3r.  20p.  of  land,  large  measure. 
This  estate  is  supposed  to  have  been  also  derived  from  the  said  Thomas  Crane, 
but  we  have  not  been  able  to  discover  any  deed  of  trust  relating  thereto. 
It  is  let  by  the  schoolmaster,  and  is  now  in  the  occupation  of  Ann  Fish  wick, 
as  yearly  tenant,  at  the  rent  of  26/.  ; the  buildings  are  kept  in  repair  by  the 
master,  at  his  own  expense. 

O hell's  Gift. — By  Deed  of  Acquittance,  bearing  date  2nd  December  1765, 
as  appears  by  a copy  produced  to  us  by  Sir  Thomas  Dalrymple  Hesketh  ; 
Reciting  that  Richard  Okell , late  of  Newburgh,  schoolmaster,  by  his  Will, 
bearing  date,  1st  May  1761,  and  proved  at  Chester,  bequeAned  to  Thomas 
Rigby,  of  Harrock,  esquire,  100/.  in  trust,  that  he  and  his  successors,  and  heirs 
of  Harrock,  would  vouchsafe,  at  their  discretion,  to  place  out  the  same  to  the 
best  advantage,  and  the  clear  yearly  produce  thereof  to  pay  to  the  school- 
master of  Newburgh  for  the  time  being,  and  for  such  benefaction,  permit  the 
house  where  he  the  said  testator  then  inhabited,  and  the  children  who  should 
dwell  therein  for  the  future,  to  be  exempt  from  school-wages  and  quarterage 
for  ever ; and  that  he  further  bequeathed  thereby  to  the  said  Thomas  Rigby, 
50/.  in  trust,  that  he,  his  successors,  &c.  should  place  the  same  out  to  the 
use  of  such  curate  as  should  officiate  at  Douglas  chapel,  in  the  parish  of 
Eccleston,  according  to  certain  directions  therein  specified  ; and  that  he 
bequeathed  all  the  residue  of  his  personal  estate,  not  before  disposed  of,  to  such 
persons  as  in  a schedule  thereto  to  be  annexed  should  be  declared  ; and  that  the 
testator  appointed  Richard  Moorcroft  and  William  Johnson  his  executors  ; and 
further  reciting,  that  by  a schedule  annexed  to  the  said  will,  bearing  date 
31st  August  1761,  the  testator  directed,  that  as  to  the  residue  of  his  personal 
estate  not  before  disposed  of,  his  executors  should  make  a fair  distribution 
thereof  amongst  the  legatees  mentioned  in  his  will ; and  that  the  said  William 
Johnson,  one  of  the  executors,  had  paid  to  the  said  Thomas  Rigby  the 
said  two  several  legacies  of  100/.  and  50/.,  but  that  some  difference  had 
arisen  touching  the  distribution  of  the  residue  of  the  testator’s  personal  estate ; 
and  further  reciting,  that  a bill  had  been  fled  in  the  Court  of  Chancery  for 
the  county  palatine  of  Lancaster,  by  Richard  and  Ann  Moorcroft,  infants, 
by  Thomas  Knowles,  their  next  friend,  on  behalf  of  all  the  legatees,  against 
the  said  executors,  and  Catherine  Okell,  widow  of  the  said  testator,  the  said 
Thomas  Rigby,  and  his  Majesty’s  Attorney  General  for  the  said  county  palatine, 
in  order  to  have  a distribution  of  the  said  residue  ; whereupon  it  had  been 
referred  to  the  deputy  registrar  of  the  said  court  to  take  an  account  of  the 
said  residue ; and  it  having  been  declared  by  the  court  that  the  said  Thomas 
Rigby  was  entitled  to  a proportionable  part  of  such  residue  with  the  other 
legatees,  for  the  benefit  of  the  said  school  and  chapel,  in  respect  to  the  two 
sums  of  100/.  and  150/.  it  was  referred  to  the  said  deputy  registrar  to  ascertain 
the  amount  of  such  proportionable  parts ; and  further  reciting,  that  the  said 
registrar  had  reported  that  the  said  defendant  Thomas  Rigby  was  entitled,  in 
respect  of  the  legacy  of  100/.,  to  the  two  sums  of  12/.  5 s.  10</.  and  88/.  2 s.  6d. 
from  money  in  the  hands  of  the  said  William  Johnson  ; and  in  respect  of  the 
legacy  of  50/.,  to  the  two  sums  of  61.  2 s.  \\d.  and  44/.  Is.  3d. ; and  that  the 
said  report  had  been  confirmed  by  the  decree  of  the  said  court,  1 6th  October 
1765  ; and  further  reciting,  that  the  said  William  Johnson  had  paid  the  several 
sums  of  12/.  5s.  10 d.,  88/.  2s.  6r/.,  61.  2s.  1 1 c/.,  and  44/.  Is.  3d.  to  the 
said  Thomas  Rigby;  he  acknowledged  the  receipt  of  the  same,  and  of  the  said 
legacies  of  100/.  and  50/.  and  released  the  said  executors  from  all  demands 
concerning  the  said  two  legacies,  and  all  other  gifts  or  legacies  contained  in  the 
will  of  the  said  Richard  Okell. 

In  addition  to  the  sum  of  200/.  8 s.  4 d.  which  was  derived  for  the  support 
of  the  school  from  this  bequest,  there  was  in  1804  a further  sum,  making 
up  in  the  whole  400/.  This  money  was  in  the  hands  of  three  several  persons, 
viz. :

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Sir  Thomas  Dalrymple  Hesketh,  upon  his  undertaking  to  act  as  trustee  for 
i the  school  in  1804,  endeavoured  to  call  in  all  these  sums.  In  November  1807 
he  received  the  first-mentioned  sum  of  120/.,  and  six  years  interest  thereon, 
amounting  to  32  /.  8 s.  For  the  sum  of  140  /.  in  the  hands  of  Thomas  Baldwin, 
he  was  compelled  to  institute  legal  proceedings,  and  in  June  1821,  and  at  sub- 
sequent periods,  he  received  260  /.  in  respect  of  the  principal,  and  interest 
thereon  for  twenty  years  ; the  further  sum  of  6 /.,  which  was  due  from  him, 
and  32/.  17s.,  the  amount  of  the  legal  expenses  for  recovering  this  debt,  re- 
mains still  unpaid.  The  remaining  sum  of  140  /.  was  increased  by  an  accumu- 
lation of  interest  to  156/. ; this  was  demanded  of  Mr.  Woodcock’s  son,  now 
partner  in  a bank  at  Wigan,  but  he  declined  paying  it  in  on  the  ground  that 
there  were  no  trustees  capable  of  giving  him  a discharge.  Sir  Thomas 
Dalrymple  Hesketh,  considering  that  the  money  was  in  secure  hands,  did 
not  persist  in  the  demand,  and  interest  has  been  paid  by  Mr.  Woodcock  to  the 
schoolmaster  on  156/.,  at  the  rate  of  4£-per-cent;  the  interest  which  had 
accrued  upon  the  other  sums  of  120/.  and  140/.,  subsequently  to  the  appoint- 
ment of  the  present  master,  was  also  paid  to  him.  The  sums  received  by 
Sir  Thomas  Dalrymple  Hesketh  form  part  of  a balance  of  400  /.  in  his  hands.

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From  this  sum  of  400/.  there  are  to  be  deducted  several  law-charges  which 
have  been  paid  by  Sir  Thomas  Dalrymple  Hesketh. 

Lucas’s  Gift. — Jonathan  Lucas,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  1st  April  1793,  and 
proved  at  Chester,  gave  to  Robert  Master,  D.  D.,  and  his  heirs  male,  his  free- 
hold and  leasehold  estates  therein  mentioned,  and  all  the  residue  of  his  personal 
estate,  and  appointed  the  said  Robert  Master  and  his  heirs  male,  executor  and 
executors  of  his  will ; and  if  there  should  be  a surplus  out  of  his  freehold  and 
personal  estate,  after  the  payment  of  his  debts  and  funeral  expenses,  and  certain 
bequests  therein  mentioned,  he  gave  to  the  officiating  master  of  the  grammar- 
school  of  Newburgh,  within  Lathom,  51.  a year  out  of  the  yearly  issues  and 
profits  of  his  freehold  and  personal  estates,  to  be  paid  him  yearly  by  his  exe- 
cutor and  executors,  for  which  he  should  constantly  teach  and  instruct  12  poor 
children  belonging  to  Newburgh  and  Lathom,  to  be  appointed  from  time  to 
time  by  his  said  executor  and  executors,  or  by  such  persons  as  they  should 
order ; and  he  directed  that  the  children  should  be  of  such  parents,  and 
instructed  in  such  branches  of  learning  as  thereinbefore  mentioned,  with 
respect  to  certain  payments  which  he  directed  to  be  made  to  the  masters  of  the 
schools  in  Croston  and  Burtonwood,  that  is  to  say,  that  their  parents  should 
have  no  weekly  relief,  and  that  the  children  should  be  instructed  in  reading, 
writing,  and  adding  and  subtracting  money,  coins,  weights  and  measures,  and 
the  catechism  of  the  church  of  England,  and  that  they  should  be  brought  to 
church  to  say  the  same. 

By  a decree  of  the  Court  of  Chancery  of  the  county  palatine  of  Lancaster, 
made  29th  March  1810,  in  a cause  wherein  the  Rev.  Streynsham  Master, 
the  surviving  executor  and  heir-at-law  of  the  said  Robert  Master,  was 
plaintiff,  and  John  Lucas,  and  others,  defendants,  it  was  declared  that  the  gift 
of  5l.  a year  to  Newburgh  school,  as  also  a gift  of  20s.  a year,  charged  in  like 
manner  for  the  Croston  school,  were  void  under  the  statute  of  9 George  2. 
c.  36,  so  far  as  the  testator  ordered  them  to  issue  out  of  his  real  estate,  and 
were  only  to  be  answered  out  of  his  residuary  personal  estate,  which  by  the 
admission  of  the  plaintiff  and  defendants  was  sufficient  for  that  purpose  ; and 
it  being  admitted  that  the  said  payment  of  51.  had  not  been  claimed  or  paid, 
it  was  ordered  that  an  account  should  be  taken  of  the  arrears  thereof,  and  that 
what  should  appear  due  on  such  account  should  be  paid  by  the  plaintiff  into 
the  Bank  of  England,  and  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  three-per-cent  Consols, 
in  the  names  of  the  deputy  registrar  of  the  court,  and  the  plaintiff,  to  the 
separate  account  of  the  said  charity ; and  that  the  plaintiff  should  invest  in 
the  purchase  of  like  annuities,  a sufficient  sum  to  produce  the  annual  sum 
of  51.,  and  that  the  master  of  the  Newburgh  school  should  be  at  liberty  to 
apply  to  the  court  concerning  the  said  charitable  fund. 

In  respect  of  the  bequest  to  the  Newburgh  school,  the  sum  of  301/.  5s. 
stock,  three  per  cent  Consols,  was  purchased  in  the  names  of  the  Rev.  Streyn- 
sham Master,  and  the  late  T.  S.  Shuttleworth,  the  then  deputy  registrar,  and 
this  stock  now  stands  in  the  name  of  the  Rev.  Streynsham  Master  as  the 
survivor. 

The  arrears  of  the  dividends  for  about  six  years  were  received  in  April  1826, 
by  R.  W.  Hopkins,  esquire,  a solicitor,  of  Preston,  under  a power  of  attorney 
which  he  received  from  Mr.  Master,  who  we  are  informed  is  now  residing 
abroad. 

The  present  schoolmaster  was  appointed  by  Sir  Thomas  Dalrymple  Hesketh 
in  1804,  he  has  the  use  of  the  school,  and  receives  the  following  income  from 
the  sources  above  mentioned  :

All  the  poor  children  of  Lathom  and  Newburgh  are  admitted  into  the  school 
on  application  to  the  master,  and  are  taught  reading,  and  some  of  the  poorest 
are  also  taught  writing  and  accounts,  without  any  charge.  When  the  master 
applied  for  the  dividends  payable  in  respect  of  Lucas’s  gift,  he  was  called  upon 
* for 
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for  a list  of  12  children  whom  he  had  instructed  as  free  scholars  in  reading, 
writing,  and  accounts,  he  accordingly  made  out  a list  of  12  children,  to  whom 
in  each  of  the  preceding  six  years  he  had  given  such  instruction,  and  he  has 
now  12  children,  whom  he  teaches  free  in  respect  of  this  benefaction.  He  has 
upon  an  average  upwards  of  100  scholars,  of  whom  about  40  are  free  scholars, 
at  least  as  far  as  instruction  in  reading.  Six  or  seven  of  the  boys  are  learning 
Latin,  and  he  has  had  some  who  have  learnt  Greek. 

We  have  suggested  to  Sir  Thomas  Dalrymple  Hesketh  the  expediency  of 
appointing  some  persons  of  the  neighbourhood  to  act  with  him  as  trustees  for 
this  school,  and  of  procuring  a conveyance  and  assignment  of  the  property  be- 
longing to  the  school  to  the  use  of  himself  and  such  new  trustees,  and  it  is  to 
be  hoped  that  this  may  be  done  without  the  expense  of  an  application  to  the 
Court  of  Chancery. 

Lathom  Almshouse  and  Almonry. 

In  the  township  of  Lathom  13  poor  persons,  men  or  women,  appointed  by  Almshouse  and 
the  possessor  of  Lathom  House,  receive  yearly  the  sum  of  31.  65.  each.  There  Almonry, 
are  not,  we  understand,  in  the  possession  of  Lord  Skelmersdale  any  documents 
to  show  the  origin  of  these  payments.  His  lordship  states,  that  when  he  suc- 
ceeded to  this  property  in  1799,  he  found  that  the  same  payments  were  then 
made,  and  had  been  made  as  long  as  could  be  remembered. 

There  is  in  Lathom  Park,  at  the  distance  of  a quarter  of  a mile  from  the 
house,  an  ancient  chapel,  with  six  small  tenements  close  adjoining,  called  the 
almonry,  in  which  six  of  these  pensioners  reside  rent-free,  being  placed  there  by 
Lord  Skelmersdale.  It  has  never  been  considered  necessary  that  any  of  the 
13  pensioners  should  reside  in  the  almshouses,  or  that  those  persons  who  reside 
therein  should  receive  the  stipend  of  31.  6s.  The  late  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wilbraham 
Bootle,  about  the  year  1791,  built  four  additional  houses  contiguous  to  the  six 
ancient  almshouses,  and  similar  to  them,  for  the  reception  of  married  servants 
or  labourers.  One  of  the  present  inmates  of  these  new  cottages  is  a pen- 
sioner. 

The  chapel  is  a domestic  chapel,  and  is  attended  by  his  lordship’s  family, 
and  by  his  tenants  and  labourers  who  live  near,  as  also  by  the  residents  of  the 
surrounding  neighbourhood,  who  have  permission  to  do  so,  the  parish- church 
being  about  three  miles  distant.  Divine  Service  is  performed  twice  on  every 
Sunday,  and  on  the  great  fasts  and  festivals.  The  Sacrament  is  administered 
there,  and  the  chapel  contains  a congregation  of  about  300  in  number. 

The  minister  resides  in  a house  out  of  the  park,  which  has  been  assigned  as 
a residence  for  the  almoner  since  the  year  1811,  but  which  does  not  belong  to, 
and  is  not  connected  with,  this  establishment.  He  is  appointed  by  the  owner  of 
Lathom  House,  but  is  merely  nominated,  without  presentation  or  institution. 

The  minister  or  chaplain  so  appointed  has  always  been  called  the  Almoner  of 
Lathom  ; he  performs  no  parochial  or  other  duty  ; he  has  always  been  considered 
as  removable  at  the  pleasure  of  the  owner  of  Lathom  House,  and  the  diocesan 
has  never  claimed  any  jurisdiction  over  him  or  the  chapel. 

With  respect  to  the  income  of  the  almoner,  it  appears  from  the  published 
life  of  Dr.  Wilson,  bishop  of  Sodor  and  Man,  that  about  the  year  1693  or  1694, 
he  was  appointed  almoner  of  Lathom  by  the  Earl  of  Derby,  the  then  owner  of 
Lathom  House,  the  value  of  which  appointment  was  then  said  to  be  20/,  per 
annum. 

Among  the  deeds  and  papers  in  Lord  Skelmersdale’s  possession  there  is  not 
to  be  found  any  reference  whatever  to  the  foundation  of  any  almshouse  or  other 
eleemosynary  establishment,  or  to  any  endowment  for  the  benefit  of  an  almoner 
or  poor  persons.  The  earliest  mention  of  such  an  establishment  is  found  in  the 
deed  of  conveyance  of  the  Lathom  estate  by  Henry  Furnese,  esq.,  (who  pur- 
chased it  a few  years  before  of  Lord  Ashburnham,  and  his  lady,  the  eldest 
daughter  of  William  Richard  George,  ninth  Earl  of  Derby),  to  Sir  Thomas 
Bootle,  dated  12th  July  1732,  in  which,  among  the  rights  and  privileges  con- 
veyed by  that  deed  is, 

“ The  right  and  power  of  nomination  and  appointment  of  almoner  and  chap- 
lain ot  and  to  the  almshouse-chapel  in  the  said  manor,  and  also  of  poor  persons 
to  the  said  almshouses,  and  all  other  rights,  members  and  appurtenances  to  the 
said  manor  belonging.” 
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Sir  Thomas  Bootle,  in  1751,  purchased  of  Henry  Ashhurst,  esquire,  certain 
estates  in  Dalton  and  Upholland,  and  the  copyholds  of  Upholland.  In  the 
covenant  against  encumbrances  is  the  following  exception, 

« And  also  except  the  yearly  rent  or  sum  of  2 51.  for  ever,  payable  to  the 
almshouse  at  Lathom  aforesaid,  out  of  the  said  copyhold  rents  issuing  out  of  or 
due  or  payable  for  certain  tenements,  lands  or  hereditaments  in  Upholland 
aforesaid  hereinbefore  mentioned,  and  intended  to  be  hereby  granted  or 
released.” 

Sir  Thomas  Bootle,  by  his  Will,  dated  December  8th  1753,  gave  “by  way  of 
augmentation  to  the  almshouse  at  Lathom  an  annual  rentcharge,  or  sum  of  20/., 
to  be  for  ever  applied  and  bestowed  in  like  manner  as  the  charity  already  given 
thereto  was  applied  and  disposed.”  And  lie  charged  his  manors,  messuages, 
farms,  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments  in  the  counties  of  Lancaster  and 
Chester  with  the  payment  of  the  same. 

From  1780  to  1793  the  income  of  the  almoner  and  the  before-mentioned 
pensioners  was  derived  from  the  two  several  payments  of  2 51.  and  20/.,  and 
from  a farm  of  about  10  \ acres,  at  8 yards  to  the  perch,  in  the  townships  of 
Christleton  and  Littleton  in  Cheshire,  and  from  about  6 or  7 acres,  like  mea- 
sure, lying  in  detached  parcels  in  various  parts  of  the  township  of  Lathom. 

From  these  several  sources,  together  with  a small  rent  of  1/.  18*'.  from  a 
cottage  since  pulled  down,  and  some  reserved  rents  of  a few  shillings,  of  the 
origin  of  which  no  traces  are  to  be  found,  together  with  the  rent  of  some  pews 
in  the  chapel  to  the  value  of  31.  17 s.  was  produced  an  income  of  about  100/., 
which  was  divided  as  follows  :

The  residue  was  received  by  the  almoner,  who  was  liable  to  the  repairs  of  the 
chapel  and  of  the  six  almshouses  adjoining. 

In  the  year  1793  the  property  in  Cheshire  was  sold,  by  an  agreement  between 
the  late  Richard  Wilbraham  Bootle,  esquire,  and  his  wife,  then  possessors  of 
Lathom  House,  and  the  Reverend  Johnson  Tatlock,  the  almoner,  and  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  sale  were  taken  by  the  former,  who  also  took  into  their  own  hands 
the  other  detached  lands  in  the  township  of  Lathom.  It  was  arranged  between 
them  that  the  almoner  should  be  paid  a clear  income  of  80/.,  and  should  be 
exempted  from  all  liability  to  repair  the  chapel  and  almshouses,  which  should 
thenceforward  be  kept  in  repair  by  the  owner  of  the  Lathom  estate,  by  whom 
also  the  pensioners  were  to  be  paid. 

There  does  not  appear  to  have  been  any  written  agreement ; and  most  of  the 
preceding  information  was'obtained  by  Lord  Skelmersdale  from  a person  who  was 
steward  in  the  family  in  1793,  and  who  died  1811. 

In  1811,  on  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Tatlock,  and  the  appointment  of  the 
Rev.  Robert  Mayow,  Lord  Skelmersdale  increased  the  income  of  the  almoner 
to  100/.,  and  gave  him  the  use  of  a commodious  house  and  large  garden  at  the 
distance  of  a quarter  of  a mile  from  the  chapel,  in  which  he  and  his  successor 
resided,  and  which  is  now  occupied  by  the  present  almoner.  Lord  Skelmers- 
dale a few  years  ago  repaired  and  ornamented  the  chapel  at  an  expense  of  nearly 
1,200/..  His  lordship  has  also  erected  on  the  site  of  the  cottage  adjoining  to 
it,  a day-school,  at  which  70  girls  are  educated  at  his  own  expense,  and  the 
premises  and  almshouses  are  all  kept  by  him  in  a perfect  state  of  repair. 

As  no  legal  provision  was  at  the  time  of  the  arrangement  in  1793  made  for 
securing  the  payment  to  the  almoner  and  to  the  pensioners,  Lord  Skelmers- 
dale is  desirous  that  a charge,  equal  not  only  to  the  amount  of  the  alienated 
property,  but  to  the  present  salary  of  the  almoner,  as  increased  subsequently  by 
himself,  should  be  rendered  permanent,  either  by  a rentcharge  on  his  estate, 
or  by  an  endowment  in  land,  or  in  money,  both  as  respects  the  income  of  the 
almoner  for  the  time  being,  and  the  pensioners,  and  he  is  willing  to  take  upon 
himself  and  his  successors  the  repairs  of  the  almshouse  and  chapel. 


In 
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In  the  absence  of  any  original  deed  of  endowment,  we  have  no  means  of  Lathom. 

saying  how  far  Lord  Skelmersdale’s  estate  is  chargeable  with  any  payments  be-  — and 

yond  those  of  25/.  and  20/.  above  mentioned.  It  may,  however,  be  inferred  Almonry, 

from  long  usage,  that  the  farm  in  Cheshire  which  was  sold,  and  the  detached  continued. 

parcels  of  land  in  the  township  of  Lathom,  which  were  given  up  in  1793, 7 

belonged  to  the  almoner  and  almspeople.  The  value  ot  them  should  be  ascer- 
tained, and  the  amount  might  be  invested  in  the  funds,  or  in  the  purchase  of 
other  land,  for  the  same  objects  that  were  provided  for  by  the  property  alien- 
ated. With  the  disposition  manifested  by  Lord  Skelmersdale  there  will  be  no 
difficulty  in  effecting  such  an  arrangement  which  we  think  very  desirable  for 
all  parties. 

Halsai.l’s  Charity. 

Heyrick  Halsall,  of  Lathom,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  31  July  1724,  as  recited  Halsall’s  Charity, 
in  the  following  Indentures,  devised  the  residue  of  his  real  and  personal'estate, 
after  payment  of  his  debts  and  legacies,  to  James  Halsall,  William  Taylor,  and 
Roger  Topping,  and  their  heirs,  upon  trust,  to  dispose  of  and  settle  the  same 
to  and  for  such  charitable  uses,  within  the  township  of  Lathom  as  they  or  the 
major  part  should  think  fit,  deducting  10/.  each  for  their  trouble,  and  appointed 
them  his  executors. 

By  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release,  bearing  date  7 and  8 December  1825, 
between  Edward  Bootle  Wilbraham  and  Thomas  Rigby,  of  the  one  part, 

Richard  Bootle  Wilbraham,  Robert  Roger,  Edward  Boyer,  Richard  Prescot, 

Richard  Holcroft,  John  Rigby,  all  of  Lathom,  and  Richard  Prescot,  of  Dalton, 
of  the  other  part,  reciting  the  Will  of  Heyrick  Halsall  as  above  abstracted,  and 
that  James  Halsall  and  William  Taylor  died  in  the  life-time  of  Roger  Topping, 
who  afterwards  died  without  making  any  disposition  of  the  trust-estate,  which 
thereby  became  vested  in  his  son  and  heir-at-law  Richard  Topping ; and  that 
the  said  Richard  Topping,  by  Indenture  of  bargain  and  sale,  enrolled  in 
Chancery,  bearing  date  12th  October  1759,  bargained  and  sold  to  Richard 
Wilbraham  Bootle  and  nine  others,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  a messuage  and 
tenement  in  Lathom,  called  Heyricks,  with  the  closes  thereto  belonging,  called 
the  Lower  Moor  Fields,  the  two  Higher  Moor  Fields,  the  large  meadow,  the 
croft  behind  the  old  house,  the  croft  behind  the  barn,  called  the  Hemp 
Yard,  and  the  croft  behind  the  orchard,  containing  seven  acres,  or  thereabouts, 
large  measure,  theretofore  the  estate  of  the  said  Heyrick  Halsall ; and  also  a 
leasehold  tenement,  the  interest  wherein  had  long  since  expired,  upon  trust,  to 
pay  and  apply  the  rents  for  such  charitable  uses  within  the  township  as  the  said 
trustees  should  think  fit ; and  upon  further  trust,  that  whenever  the  trustees 
should  be  reduced  to  three  or  fewer,  the  survivors  should  appoint  six  or  more 
persons  living  within  Lathom,  or  some  adjoining  township,  and  convey  the 
premises  to  the  use  of  such  new  and  old  trustees;  and  further  reciting,  that  by 
Indenture  of  Bargain  and  Sale,  bearing  date  2d  November  1786,  enrolled  in 
the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  of  the  county  of  Lancaster,  15  January  1787? 
new  trustees  were  appointed,  to  whom  the  trust-estate  was  conveyed,  all  of 
whom  were  dead,  except  the  said  Edward  Bootle  Wilbraham  and  Thomas 
Rigbv  ; the  said  Edward  Bootle  Wilbraham  and  Thomas  Rigby  conveyed  to  the 
said  Richard  Bootle  Wilbraham  and  others,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  the  free- 
hold premises  before  mentioned  (the  leasehold  premises  not  being  noticed)  to 
the  use  of  such  new  and  old  trustees,  upon  the  trusts  before  mentioned,  with 
the  same  directions  as  to  the  appointment  of  new  trustees. 

The  property  now  considered  as  belonging  to  this  charity  consists  of,  1st,  the 
estate  in  Lathom,  called  Heyricks,  which  comprises  a farm-house  and  out- 
buildings, with  about  seven  acres  of  land,  at  eight  yards  to  the  perch,  let  to 
James  Halton  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the  nominal  rent  of  35/.  but  he  has  received 
an  abatement  of  31.  annually  since  1815,  and  in  one  year  (1822)  of  7 /• 

2dly.  A field  in  Newburgh,  containing  nearly  three  fourths  of  an  acre,  like 
measure,  let  to  James  Leatherbarrow,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  51.  a year. 

3rdly.  Two  cottages  in  Newburgh,  let  to  two  poor  persons,  one  at  2/.  10-s. 
a year,  and  the  other  at  155. 

The  whole  rents  amount  to  40/.  5s.  per  annum,  and  the  outgoings,  except- 
ing the  abatement  made  to  the  tenant  of  the  Lathom  estate,  are  very  trifling. 

It  is  not  known  how  the  property  in  Newburgh  came  to  the  trustees,  but  it 
has  been  always  considered  and  treated  as  part  of  Halsall’s  charity,  and  the

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Lathom.  rents  have  been  regularly  entered  in  the  accounts  from  at  least  the  year  1786, 
tt  , •.  when  the  account-books  now  in  use  begin.

continued.  The  leasehold  tenement  mentioned  m the  indenture,  the  interest  in  which 

v d is  stated  to  have  expired,  is  now  the  property  of  Lord  Skelmersdale,  who 

suffers  the  rent  of  some  cottages  standing  thereon  and  occupied  by  poor  per- 
sons, whose  rent  is  paid  by  the  township,  to  be  added  to  the  account  of  this 
charity,  and  to  be  distributed  with  it.  These  rents  at  present  amount  to  7 /. 
a year. 

The  income  of  the  charity  is  distributed  yearly  in  November,  in  drab  cloth, 
linen  and  flannel.  A list  is  made  out  of  all  poor  persons  belonging  to  the 
township  who  apply  for  the  charity.  It  is  then  ascertained  how  many  children 
there  are  in  each  family,  and  whether  the  parents  are  proper  objects  with  regard 
to  industry,  good  conduct,  and  not  receiving  large  regular  parochial  allowance. 
Each  person  states  what  they  most  want,  and  they  are  supplied  with  one  or 
other  of  the  articles  accordingly.  The  smallest  quantity  given  is  six  or  seven 
yards  of  linen,  and  some  of  the  persons  receive  linen  and  flannel,  and  cloth 
too,  according  to  their  wants  and  the  number  in  family.  Notice  is  given  of 
the  day  when  applications  are  to  be  made  for  tickets,  and  the  articles  are  dis- 
tributed at  the  school. 


In  the  year  1826,  185  families  received  the  benefit  of  this  charity,  and  of 
Crane’s  (which  will  be  afterwards  mentioned),  and  which  is  distributed  at  the 
same  time,  and  in  the  same  manner.  1,206  yards  of  cloth,  flannel  and  linen, 
were  distributed  in  that  year,  for  the  purchase  of  which  there  was  paid  out  of 
this  charity,  45/.  18s.  8 d.,  and  from  Crane’s  Charity,  13/.  19s.  2 d. 

The  trustees  are  anxious  to  reduce  the  number  of  persons  who  receive  the 
charity,  in  order  to  make  it  more  available  to  the  more  deserving.  In  the 
course  of  the  last  three  years  the  number  has  been  gradually  diminished. 
The  whole  amount  of  the  rents  is  generally  distributed,  and  at  the  time  of  our 
Inquiry  there  was  a balance  of  4/.  5 s.  10  d.  due  to  the  trustees. 


Charities  of  Richard  Andern,  Richard  Crean,  James  Cropper, 
Thomas  Baldwin,  John  Crean. 

Charities  of  In  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786  it  is  stated  that  the  persons  above 
Andern  and  others,  named  in  1743,  bequeathed  for  bread  to  the  poor  of  Lathom  32/.,  producing 
annually  1/.  10s.,  and  .then  vested  in  Thomas  Prescot. 

The  interest  of  this  money  used  to  be  distributed  in  bread  on  Easter-eve. 

In  the  year  1799  the  principal  was  called  in,  and  applied  in  part  payment  of 
the  purchase  of  a rentcharge  and  arrears  as  stated  in  the  report  of  Crane’s 
charity  next  following,  and  since  the  year  1800,  out  of  the  income  of  that 
charity,  the  sum  of  31.  18s.,  yearly,  has  been  given  away  in  bread  in  the 
manner  hereafter  mentioned,  part  being  in  respect  of  the  interest  of  this  sum 
of  32/.,  and  the  other  part  for  the  bequest  of  George  Crane. 


Crane’s  Charity. 

Crane’s  Charity.  George  Crane,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  12  April  1751,  reciting  that  he  had 
purchased  an  estate  of  inheritance  of  Ralph  Balshaw,  of  Ormskirk,  lying  at 
Moor-street  End,  in  Ormskirk,  declared  his  will  to  he  that  4/.  10  s.  a year 
should  be  issuing  and  payable  out  of  that  his  estate,  late  Balshaw’s,  and  he 
thereby  charged  the  same  with  the  said  payment  yearly,  for  ever.  And  he 
directed  that  50s.,  part  thereof  should  be  paid  yearly  into  the  hands  of  some  of 
the  most  substantial  inhabitants  of  Lathom,  in  order  to  buy  woollen  cloth,  to 
be  by  them  distributed  amongst  necessitous  housekeepers  in  Lathom,  on  the 
30th  November,  yearly ; and  that  40s.,  the  remainder,  should  be  paid  to  the 
churchwardens  of  Lathom,  to  be  applied  in  buying  bread  to  be  distributed  to 
the  poor  of  Lathom,  by  them,  at  the  parish-church  of  Ormskirk,  three  Sundays 
together  out  of  four  throughout  the  year,  in  equal  allotments,  to  encourage  the 
poor  of  Lathom  to  attend  service.  The  testator  afterwards  directed  his  estates 
to  be  sold,  for  which  purpose  he  devised  them  to  his  executors,  and  directed 
that  the  money  arising  therefrom  should  be  distributed  in  the  way  mentioned 
in  his  will  amongst  his  relations. 


From 
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From  a statement  of  a case  drawn  up  by  the  inhabitants  in  1792,  with  a view  Lathom. 

of  obtaining  legal  advice,  we  learn  the  following  particulars ; the  testator’s  

! executors,  Jane  Crane,  Joseph  Charles,  and  Richard  Moorcroft,  by  indenture  continued^' 
of  27th  March  1752,  conveyed  the  estate,  called  Balshaw’s,  to  John  Hilton,  in  t con  mvec. 

: fee,  “ he  the  said  John  Hilton,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  yielding  and  paying  there- 
fore yearly  unto  the  said  Jane  Crane,  Joseph  Charles,  and  Richard  Moorcroft, 
their  heirs  and  assigns,  for  ever,  the  yearly  rent  of  4/.  10,?.  on  every  11th  day 
of  November,  free  of  taxes,”  with  a clause  of  re-entry  in  case  of  nonpayment. 

Mr.  Hilton  took  possession,  and  paid  one  year’s  rent  only,  which  was  distri- 
buted, and  about  March  1757  he  sold  the  premises,  subject  to  the  annual 
payment  of  4/.  10s.,  to  Peter  Coupland  for  60/.  of  which  he  received  331.  but 
the  remaining  27 /.  the  purchaser  retained  in  his  hands  as  the  arrears  of  the 
charity,  but  never  accounted  for  the  same  either  to  Hilton  or  the  poor  of 
Lathom.  Peter  Coupland  enjoyed  the  premises  till  1765,  when  the  heir-at-law 
of  the  testator,  George  Crane,  conceiving  the  charity  to  be  void,  exhibited  a bill 

in  the  Duchy  Court  of  Lancaster,  against Moorcroft  the  surviving  executor, 

and  Peter  Coupland,  for  an  account.  The  defendants  put  in  answers,  admitting 
the  principal  facts.  The  matter  rested  for  several  years.  Peter  Coupland  died, 
and  the  bill  was  dismissed  for  want  of  prosecution.  Richard  Coupland  succeeded 
to  the  estate,  and  died,  leaving  three  children,  some  of  whom  were  devisees  of  the 
premises.  It  is  further  stated  that  the  heirs  of  Mr.  Crane  were  willing  to  convey 
the  rentcharge  to  trustees  for  the  poor  of  Lathom,  to  carry  into  effect  the 
intention  of  the  said  George  Crane,  and  that  Moorcroft  was  ready  to  join.  It 
is  stated  that  there  was  180/.  and  upwards  due,  and  that  part  of  the  building 
was  in  a very  ruinous  state. 

It  appears  from  the  following  Indenture  that  the  parties  afterwards  agreed 
to  carry  the  testator’s  intention  into  effect. 

By  Indenture  of  Bargain  and  Sale,  bearing  date  14th  March  1799,  (enrolled 
in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  peace  of  the  county  of  Lancaster,)  between  Ann 
Crane,  of  Ormskirk,  the  only  surviving  daughter  and  coheiress  of  James  Crane, 
who  was  the  only  brother  and  heir-at-law  of  George  Crane,  which  said  Ann 
Crane  was  also  devisee  of  the  estate  and  effects  of  her  sister  Sarah  Segar,  widow, 
deceased,  the  other  daughter  and  coheiress  of  James  Crane,  of  the  one  part, 
and  Mary  Wilbraham  Bootle,  Edward  Wilbraham  Bootle,  William  Hill,  James 
Rigby,  Richard  Prescot,  Peter  Smith  and  Michael  Harrison,  of  Lathom,  of 
the  other  part,  reciting  the  will  of  George  Crane  as  above  abstracted,  and  that 
the  said  rentcharge  was  void,  and  became  vested  in  his  heir-at-law,  and  that 
Ann  Crane,  as  such,  was  entitled  thereto,  and  that  the  said  yearly  rent  was 
considerably  in  arrear ; and  that  the  said  Mary  Wilbraham  Bootle  and  others 
had  contracted  and  agreed  with  the  said  Ann  Crane  for  the  absolute  purchase 
of  the  said  rentcharge,  and  of  all  arrears  due  in  respect  thereof,  at  the  price  of 
80/.  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  of  the  township  of  Lathom  ; the  said  Ann  Crane, 
in  consideration  of  80/.,  bargained  and  sold  to  the  said  Mary  Wilbraham  Bootle, 
and  others,  their  executors,  administrators  and  assigns,  all  the  arrears  of  the 
said  rent  then  due  and  unpaid,  and  all  powers  for  the  recovery  of  the  same,  in 
trust,  in  the  first  place,  to  retain  and  pay  the  said  sum  of  80/.  so  paid  to  the  said 
Ann  Crane,  with  interest  thereon,  and  to  dispose  of  the  residue  for  the  common 
use  and  benefit  of  the  poor  of  Lathom  ; and  the  said  Ann  Crane  bargained  and 
sold  to  the  said  Mary  Wilbraham  Bootle,  and  others,  their  heirs  and  assigns, 
the  said  yearly  rentcharge  of  4/.  10s.,  arising  out  of  the  messuages  and 
dwelling-houses,  part  thereof  converted  into  workshops,  at  Moor-street  End, 
in  Ormskirk,  to  hold  the  same  upon  trust,  that  the  said  trustees,  the  survivors 
and  survivor  of  them,  his  heirs  executors  and  administrators,  should  lay  out  50s. 
and  40s.  in  the  manner  above  expressed  in  the  will  of  George  Crane. 

Of  the  above-named  trustees,  Edward  Wilbraham  Bootle,  (now  Lord 
Skelmersdale,)  Richard  Prescot,  and  Peter  Smith,  are  living.  The  latter  keeps 
the  accounts,  but  was  too  infirm  to  attend  us.  He  has  had  the  management  of 
the  houses,  out  of  which  the  rentcharge  was  payable  since  the  year  1794,  to 
enable  him  to  receive  the  accruing  rent  in  lieu  of  all  arrears.  The  premises 
were  let  to  Henry  Manchester  on  lease  for  21  years  from  25th  March  1796,  at 
10/.  a year.  The  houses  were  in  a very  ruinous  state  at  the  time,  and  Manchester 
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Crane’s  Charity, 
continued.

took  tliem  upon  a repairing  lease,  and  at  the  expiration  of  that  term  continued 
to  hold  at  the  rent  of  I7/.IO5.  which  he  pays  at  present. 

The  sum  of  80/.,  the  consideration-money,  stated  in  the  above  deed,  was 
derived  from  the  rents  accrued  between  the  year  1794  and  1799,  and  from  the 
sum  of  32/.  taken  from  the  preceding  charities  as  above  mentioned. 

The  whole  of  the  income  of  the  charity  arises  from  the  rent  of  the  premises, 
in  Moor-street  End,  which  now  consists  of  a house  and  wheelwright’s  shop, 
yard  and  garden,  occupied  by  Henry  Manchester,  and  a small  cottage  which 
he  lets. 

The  sum  of  31.  185.  is  paid  annually  for  bread,  being  probably  intended  as  the 
amount  of  40s.  for  the  bequest  of  Crane,  and  1 /.  12s.  as  interest  of  the  32/.  above 
mentioned,  to  which  is  added  the  sum  of  6s.,  in  order  to  complete  the  supply 
for  39  Sundays,  at  2s.  each.  The  mode  of  distributing  the  bread  is  as  follows  : 

There  are  12  two-penny  loaves  placed  in  OrmSkirk  church,  in  a partition, 
with  Lathom  written  over  it,  every  Sunday  ; on  three  of  these  Sundays  bread  is 
supplied  from  this  charity,  and  on  the  fourth  Sunday  from  Blackleech’s,  before 
mentioned.  These  loaves  are  given  by  the  churchwarden  to  poor  persons  of 
Lathom,  attending  church,  after  morning  service. 

The  remainder  of  the  rent  is  given  in  flannel  and  linen  to  the  poor  of 
Lathom  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  as  the  charity  of  Heyrick 
Halsall  is  distributed,  being  in  the  manner  directed  as  to  the  50  s.,  by  the  will 
of  George  Crane. 

Whilst  the  rent  was  10/.,  about  51.  was  given  away  yearly  in  this  manner. 
Since  the  rent  has  been  17 /.  10s.  from  12/.  to  14/.  has  been  given.  For  the 
year  1826,  13/.  19s.  2 d.  was  given  as  before  mentioned,  and  there  then  re- 
mained a balance  in  Peter  Smith’s  hands  of  13/,  8s.  9 \d. 


The  accounts  are  inspected  annually,  in  April  or  May,  by  the  principal 
inhabitants,  and  their  approbation  of  the  accounts  is  written  underneath. 

It  does  not  appear  that  any  provision  has  been  made  for  repaying  the  sum 
of  32/.  borrowed  as  above  mentioned,  from  the  arrears  of  the  rentcharge. 
We  think,  however,  that  this  ought  to  be  done  ; that  when  merely  the  rent- 
charge  of  4/.  10s.  shall  be  received,  there  may  be  the  interest  of  the  ancient 
bread-money  to  add  to  the  40s.  from  Crane’s  bequest,  applicable  to  the 
same  purpose,  and  which  will  make'  up  the  distribution  of  2 s.  per  week  for 
39  weeks  in  the  year. 


Sir  Thomas  Bootle’s  Charity. 

Sir  Thomas  Bootle’s  Sir  Thomas  Bootle,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  December  8th,  1753,  directed 

Charity.  that  there  should  be  paid  by  the  owners  of  his  mansion-house  at  Lathom  the 
yearly  sum  of  5 /.  to  be  distributed  in  bread  or  money  among  the  poor  of 
Lathom  every  Christmas-day. 

This  money  was  for  many  years  given  away  by  the  owners  of  Lathom  House, 
in  sums  of  25.  6 cl.  but  latterly  it  has  been  given  in  coals,  with  a considerable 
addition,  amounting  in  the  whole  to  between  30/.  and  40/.  annually  to  the 
poor  of  the  township  and  neighbourhood. 


HAMLET  OF  NEWBURGH. 

Robinson’s  Charity. 

Newburgh.  The  sum  of  10/.  annually  is  paid  from  an  estate  in  Newburgh,  which  was 

“7~  . left  by  the  late  Mrs.  Margaret  Robinson,  subject  to  that  payment,  for  chari- 
iomsons  ianty"  table  purposes  in  Newburgh.  The  estate  now  belongs  to  Mr.  George 
Robinson,  of  Wigan. 

James  Robinson,  as  agent  for  George  Robinson,  sends  yearly,  linen  cloth  to 
the  amount  of  61.  to  Mr.  Rigby,  John  Fell,  and  other  inhabitants  of  New- 
burgh, by  whom  it  is  distributed  in  quantities  varying  from  three  to  six  or 
eight  yards  ; this  is  generally  given  on  Midsummer-day,  and  by  Mr.  Robin- 
son’s direction,  the  same  persons  provide  beef  on  St.  Thomas’s-day  to  the 
amount  of  4/.,  which  is  given  away  by  them  amongst  upwards  of  60  persons. 
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TOWNSHIP  OF  SCARISBRICK. 

School. 

By  Indenture,  bearing  date,  28th  August  1719,  between  Henry  Smith,  of 
the  one  part,  and  William  Smith,  and  six  others,  of  the  other  part,  reciting  that 
Henry  Harrison,  alias  Hill,  and  Thomas  Hill,  his  son  and  heir-apparent,  by 
deed,  bearing  date  20th  April  1648,  conveyed  a parcel  of  ground,  containing 
in  length  18  yards,  and  in  breadth  14  yards,  besides  the  ditches,  in  a field 
called  the  Great  Hey,  at  Barclay  Hey,  within  Scarisbrick,  to  certain  inhabit- 
ants of  Scarisbrick,  for  erecting  a chapel  or  school ; and  reciting  that  the  Com- 
missioners under  a Commission  of  Charitable  Uses  had  made  a decree  to  con- 
firm the  same  to  the  said  Henry  Smith,  and  several  other  inhabitants  of  the  said 
township,  who  were  all  dead  except  the  said  Henry  Smith,  the  said  Henry 
Smith  bargained  and  sold  to  the  said  William  Smith  and  others,  and  their  heirs, 
the  parcel  of  land  above  mentioned,  with  the  chapel  or  building  erected 
thereon,  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  township  of  Scaris- 
brick, according  to  the  donation  of  the  said  Henry  and  Thomas  Hill. 

James  Carr,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date,  19th  October  1720,  as  recited  in  the 
following  Indenture,  gave  100/.  to  the  chapel-school  in  Scarisbrick,  to  be 
placed  at  interest  by  the  feoffees  or  trustees  of  the  school,  the  stock  to  remain 
for  ever  towards  bringing  it  on  to  be  a free-school,  and  the  interest  to  be  applied 
towards  paying  for  the  learning  of  the  poorest  children  of  Snape  and  Scaris- 
brick ; and  he  appointed  Hugh  Watkinson  and  three  others  his  executors. 

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  24th  October  1749,  between  the  said  Hugh 
Watkinson  and  Henry  Hill,  surviving  trustees  for  the  chapel  or  school-house 
in  Scarisbrick,  of  the  one  part,  and  John  Sefton,  and  four  others,  all  of  Scaris- 
brick, of  the  other  part,  reciting  the  will  of  James  Carr  as  above  abstracted, 
the  said  Hugh  Watkinson  and  Henry  Hill  conveyed  to  the  said  John  Sefton 
and  others,  and  their  heirs,  the  said  chapel  or  school-house,  and  a small 
parcel  of  land  thereunto  belonging,  upon  trust,  that  they  and  their  heirs 
might  be  trustees  of  the  said  chapel  or  school,  and  managers  of  the  said  100/. 
which  it  is  stated  was  then  placed  out  at  interest,  with  power,  as  often  as  they 
should  see  occasion,  to  appoint  other  sufficient  persons  within  the  township  of 
Scarisbrick  to  be  trustees  of  the  said  school  and  charity. 

Ann  Palmer,  widow,  of  the  parish  of  St.  George,  Hanover-square,  by  her 
Will,  bearing  date  5th  July  1782,  as  recited  in  the  following  indentures, 
directed  that  her  executors  should  dispose  of  her  household  goods,  except  as 
therein  excepted,  and  pay  the  money  arising  therefrom  to  the  churchwardens 
and  overseers  of  the  parish  of  Scarisbrick  for  the  time  being,  to  be  by  them 
placed  out  at  interest ; and  she  gave  the  produce  thereof  to  be  yearly  divided 
amongst  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Scarisbrick,  and  appointed  her  nephew 
Thomas  Eccleston,  esquire,  her  executor. 

By  Indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  respectively  5th  and  6th 
June  1816,  between  Richard  Darbyshire,  Thomas  Heyes,  and  James  Dobson, 
the  supposed  surviving  trustees  of  and  in  the  premises  thereinafter  mentioned, 
of  the  one  part,  and  Thomas  Scarisbrick,  Thomas  Heyes,  John  Heaton,  John 
Rymer,  Evan  Heaton,  o’-th’-fields,  Evan  Heaton  o’-th’-bridge,  Thomas  Spencer, 
Richard  Sefton,  James  Charnock,  and  John  Worthington,  all  of  Scarisbrick,  of 
the  other  part,  reciting  the  deed  dated  20th  April  1648,  as  recited  in  the 
indenture  of  28th  August  1719,  above  abstracted;  and  reciting,  that  the  said 
land  and  school  were  vested  in  the  said  Richard  Darbyshire,  and  the  parties  of  the 
first  part,  and  reciting  the  will  of  James  Carr,  and  that  the  said  sum  of  100/.  was 
then  in  the  hands  of  the  said  Richard  Darbyshire  ; and  further  reciting  the  will 
of  Ann  Palmer,  and  that  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the 
township  of  Scarisbrick  received  105/.  in  discharge  of  the  said  legacy,  of  which 
the  sum  of  100/.,  being  the  net  principal,  was  placed  in  the  hands  of  Thomas 
Eccleston,  since  deceased,  who  had  paid  the  interest  to  the  schoolmaster  of  the 
said  school  in  augmentation  of  his  salary,  and  for  his  teaching  poor  children 
of  the  township  of  Scarisbrick,  and  that  the  said  100/.  was  in  the  hands  of  the 
executors  of  the  said  Thomas  Eccleston,  the  said  parties  of  the  first  part  ap- 
pointed the  parties  of  the  second  part  to  act  as  trustees  with  them  for  the  said 
school  and  funds,  and  also  conveyed  to  them  and  their  heirs  the  said  parcel  of 
ground,  and  all  erections  thereon,  consisting  of  a dwelling-house  and  school, 
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upon  trust  for  the  uses  of  the  school  as  theretofore,  and  also  to  transact  therein 
the  public  affairs  of  the  said  township,  not  thereby  obstructing  the  schoolmaster, 
and  to  suffer  the  said  dwelling-house,  garden,  and  other  premises  to  be  enjoyed 
j by  the  schoolmaster,  or  otherwise  to  let  the  same,  and  pay  him  the  rents  thereof ; 
and  it  was  declared  that  the  said  trustees,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  should 
elect  the  master,  and  should  have  power  to  displace  him,  and  to  make  rules  and 
regulations  for  conducting  the  school ; and  that  they  would  stand  possessed  of 
the  said  several  sums  of  100/.  and  100/.  to  place  and  keep  the  same  out  at 
interest,  and  pay  the  proceeds  thereof  to  the  schoolmaster  of  the  said  school,  on 
the  condition  of  his  teaching  and  instructing  in  reading,  six  such  of  the  poorest 
children  of  the  township  of  Scarisbrick  as  the  said  trustees  should  yearly  ap- 
point ; and  it  was  provided  that  whenever  the  said  trustees  should  be  reduced 
to  five,  the  survivors  should  within  six  calendar  months  assure  the  premises  to 
new  trustees,  householders  and  inhabitants  of  Scarisbrick,  so  as  to  make  up  the 
number  thirteen  upon  the  like  trusts. 

The  present  school,  and  a small  school-house  adjoining,  were  built  about  10 
years  ago,  at  an  expense  of  upwards  of  330/.,  the  old  school  being  dilapidated 
and  dangerous.  The  sums  of  100/.,  given  by  Mrs.  Ann  Palmer,  and  180/.,  be- 
queathed by  Edward  Tatlock  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  Scarisbrick,  as  hereafter 
mentioned,  were  laid  out  for  this  purpose,  the  township  having  made  themselves 
debtors  to  this  amount,  and  having  also  made  up  the  remainder. 

The  new  school  is  built  upon  the  site  of  the  old  one,  and  there  is  a small 
piece  of  garden-ground  enjoyed  with  it,  for  which  the  lord  of  the  manor  receives 
2 s.  6d.  a year  from  the  township. 

The  master  has  the  use  of  the  school  and  school-house  rent  and  tax-free. 
He  has  a house  of  his  own  in  which  he  resides,  and  he  lets  the  school-house, 
which  is  divided  into  two  tenements,  to  two  families,  at  4/.  a year  each.  He 
receives  also  from  the  township-officers  51.  as  the  interest  of  100/.  left  by  James 
Carr,  and  5 /.  as  the  interest  of  Ann  Palmer’s  legacy,  and  in  respect  thereof  he 
instructs  in  reading  five  children,  appointed  by  the  trustees,  free  from  any 
expense.  There  are  altogether  about  30  children  on  an  average,  boys  and 
girls,  in  the  school. 

Culshaw’s  Charity. 

Culshaw’s  Charity.  Henry  Culshaw,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  3d  April  1761,  (proved  at  Chester), 
bequeathed  to  his  sister  Margaret  Oran,  Thomas  Jump,  and  James  Gradwell, 
80/.  upon  trust,  that  they  and  the  survivor  of  them,  and  the  executors  and  ad- 
ministrators of  such  survivor,  should  put  the  same  out,  and  apply  the  yearly 
interest  thereof  in  buying  cloth  for  the  poor  of  the  township  of  Scarisbrick  for 
ever. 

This  money  came  to  the  hands  of  Thomas  Heyes,  who  married  the  daughter 
of  Thomas  Jump,  and  is  now  lodged  in  the  savings-bank  at  Ormskirk  in  his 
name,  with  other  money  of  his  own.  Four-per-cent,  interest,  amounting  to 
31.  4s.  per  annum,  is  now  paid  for  it. 

The  interest  of  this  money  was  for  many  years  distributed  by  Thomas  Jump, 
and  subsequently  by  his  daughter.  Since  her  death,  nearly  30  years  ago, 
Thomas  Heyes,  her  husband,  has  distributed  it.  It  is  given  away  in  linen 
cloth,  on  the  first  Monday  after  Michaelmas-day,  with  other  charities,  a shirt 
or  shift  being  usually  given  to  each  family. 

We  recommended  to  Mr.  Heyes  to  separate  the  charity-money  from  his  own 
private  funds,  and  to  let  it  stand  apart,  as  the  money  of  Henry  Culshaw’s  cha- 
rity for  Scarisbrick  poor,  which  he  undertook  to  do. 

Tatlock’s  Charity. 

Tatlock's  Charity.  Edward  Tatlock,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  7tb  September  1815,  bequeathed 
to  the  churchwarden  and  overseer  of  the  township  of  Scarisbrick,  200/.,  the 
interest  thereof  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  poor  inhabitants  of  the  said 
township. 

The  sum  of  180/.,  received  after  the  payment  of  the  legacy-duty,  was  bor- 
rowed by  the  township,  and  laid  out  as  above  mentioned  in  building  the  new 
school. 
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The  interest  at  4-per-cent.,  amounting  to  7 /.  4 s.  per  annum,  is  paid  out  of 
the  constables  rates,  and  laid  out  by  the  churchwarden  and  overseer  in  linen 
cloth,  which  is  distributed  on  the  first  Monday  after  Michaelmas-day  with 
Culshaw’s  charity,  as  already  stated. 

Watkinson’s  Charity.

Robert  Watlcinson,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  3d  August  1816,  gave  to  the 
churchwarden  and  the  overseers  of  Scarisbrick,  and  their  respective  successors, 
200/.,  to  be  placed  out  at  4-per-cent,  and  the  interest  of  100/.  to  be  distri- 
buted by  them  in  cloth  on  St.  John’s  Day,  yearly,  (27th  December)  unto  and 
amongst  such  of  the  wives  of  the  poorest  housekeepers  living  in  the  hamlet  or 
division  of  Snape,  within  Scarisbrick,  as  they  should  think  fit  objects  of 
charity;  and  the  interest  of  the  other  100/.  to  be  distributed  in  cloth  as  afore- 
said, yearly,  on  the  same  day,  amongst  such  of  the  wives  of  the  poorsest  house- 
keepers living  in  any  other  part  of  Scarisbrick  than  Snape,  by  the  said  church- 
warden and  overseers,  as  they  should  think  fit  objects  of  charity. 

The  executors  of  Mr.  Watkinson,  on  1st  July  1818,  transferred  to  Richard 
Heyes,  churchwarden,  and  Peter  Ackers  ffiid  Richard  Banks,  overseers  of 
Scarisbrick,  two  several  mortgages  for  100/.  each,  secured  upon  the  tolls  of 
the  turnpike-road  between  Preston  and  Liverpool.  As  20/.  was  to  be  paid 
for  the  Legacy-duty  the  township  made  up  20/.,  and  accepted  the  securities 
for  200/.,  180/.  only  of  that  sum  being  the  funds  of  the  charity. 

The  interest  paid  was  4-per-cent,  till  lately,  but  the  last  payment  was  four 
and  a half.  It  is  paid  by  Mr.  Thomas  Houghton,  attorney,  of  Ormskirk, 
treasurer  to  the  trustees  of  the  turnpike  road. 

The  portion  applicable  to  Scarisbrick,  amounting  to  4 /.  1 s.,  is  given  away 
on  the  Monday  after  Christmas-day,  in  linsey,  to  poor  women,  wives  or 
widows,  of  the  township  of  Scarisbrick,  exclusive  of  the  hamlet  of  Snape,  and 
the  other  moiety  is  given  away  at  the  same  time  to  similar  objects  of  charity 
in  the  hamlet  of  Snape,  selected  in  both  instances  by  the  churchwarden  and 
overseers,  and  principal  inhabitants. 

A sufficient  quantity  for  a petticoat  is  given  to  each  poor  person. 

HAMLET  OF  SNAPE. 

Sutch’s  Charity. 

The  particulars  of  this  charity  have  been  already  stated  in  our  account  of  the 
parish  of  Aughton  in  the  19th  Report,  p.  11 6. 

The  poor  of  the  hamlet  of  Snape  in  this  township  receive  annually  10  s.  from 
Henry  Underwood,  of  Aughton,  the  owner  of  land  called  the  Little  Hey  and 
the  Long  Hey. 

This  is  distributed  in  money,  in  sums  of  1 s.  or  1 s.  6 d. ; Richard  Banks, 
who  rents  a farm  in  Snape,  has  lately  had  the  distribution  of  it,  as  he  knows  the 
poor  of  that  place. 

Edwardson’s  Charity. 

A table  of  benefactions  states  that  James  Edwardson,  in  1732,  left  20/.  to 
Snape  poor. 

This  money  has  long  been  in  the  hands  of  the  township  of  Scarisbrick,  and 
I65.,  as  the  interest  of  it,  is  given  away  on  the  Monday  after  Christmas-day,  in 
sums  varying  from  Is.  to  2s. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  SKELMERSDALE. 

School. 

By  Indenture  of  Feoffment,  bearing  date  2d  October  1732,  Thomas  Henry 
Ashhnrst,  Lord  of  the  Manor  of  Skelmersdale,  for  the  settling  the  building  and 
ground  thereinafter  mentioned,  granted  and  enfeoffed  to  John  Longworth,  and 
eleven  others  of  Skelmersdale,  and  their  heirs,  a building  then  lately  erected 
in  Skelmersdale,  upon  the  waste,  commonly  called  the  School,  together  with 
the  ground  adjoining  thereto  lately  inclosed  from  the  waste,  containing  20 
perches,  or  thereabouts,  in  trust,  to  convert  the  same  into  a school  for  the  in- 
struction of  youth,  and  for  a place  for  the  lord  of  the  manor  of  Skelmersdale 
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to  hold  his  Court  Baron  and  to  receive  his  rents  there,  and  for  the  inhabitants 
to  assemble  to  transact  their  township-business  ; and  it  was  declared  that  the 
continued  trustees  should  have  power  to  appoint  or  remove  any  master  as  they  should  see 
c n ” ‘ ' / occasion  ; and  that  whenever  the  trustees  should  be  reduced  to  five,  the  sur- 

vivors should  assure  the  premises  to  other  persons,  householders  and  inha- 
bitants in  or  near  Skelmersdale,  as  they  should  think  fit,  to  make  up  13  to  act 
jointly  with  them  in  the  trusts. 

By  Indenture,  enrolled  in  the  High  Court  of  Chancery,  bearing  date 
19  September  1774,  between  Roger  Topping,  eldest  son  and  heir-at-law  of 
Richard  Topping,  of  the  one  part,  and  Richard  Wilbraham  Bootle,  the  Rev. 
William  Knowles,  vicar  of  Ormskirk,  and  John  Pye,  and  eight  others,  of  the 
other  part,  the  said  Roger  Topping  bargained  and  sold  to  the  said  Richard 
Wilbraham  Bootle  and  others,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  a messuage  and  tene- 
ment in  Skelmersdale,  with  the  lands  thereto  belonging,  called  Sutch’s,  also 
a close  of  copyhold  land  in  Upholland,  called  Naylor’s  Hey,  containing  by 
estimation  two  acres,  large  measure,  of  the  customary  rent  of  Is.  4>d.,  in  trust, 
as  to  the  said  premises  in  Skelmersdale,  with  part  of  the  rents  to  maintain  the 
messuage  in  good  repair,  and  to  apply  the  residue  for  the  increase  of  the  salary 
of  the  schoolmaster  of  Skelmersdale,  upon  condition  that  the  master  of  that 
school  should  teach  the  children  of  all  the  inhabitants  of  Skelmersdale  that 
should  not  have  of  their  own  or  rent  an  estate  of  10/.,  without  any  reward  or 
wages ; and  as  to  the  said  close  of  land  in  Upholland,  in  trust,  to  keep  the 
same  in  repair,  and  to  apply  the  residue  of  the  rents  in  buying  wheat-bread, 
to  be  distributed  in  the  parish-church  of  Ormskirk,  three  Sundays  in  each 
month  in  the  year,  yearly,  for  ever,  immediately  after  morning-service,  to  such 
only  of  the  poor  inhabitants  of  Skelmersdale  as  should  on  those  days  resort  to 
the  parish-church  ; and  upon  further  trust,  when  the  trustees  should  he  re- 
duced to  three,  to  appoint  six  or  more  other  persons  living  within  Skelmers- 
dale, or  some  adjoining  township,  and  assure  the  premises  to  them  upon  the 
same  trusts  ; and  it  was  provided  that  no  schoolmaster  should  have  power  to 
cut  down  timber  upon  the  lands  in  Skelmersdale,  which  together  with  such  as 
should  be  growing  on  the  land  in  Upholland,  should  only  be  disposed  of  by  the 
trustees,  and  appropriated  by  them  so  as  to  increase  the  yearly  income  of  such 
respective  donations  to  the  Schoolmaster,  and  for  providing  wheat-bread. 

This  is  the  earliest  conveyance  to  charitable  uses  of  the  estates  called  Sutch’s 
and  Naylor’s  Hey  that  was  produced  to  us,  both  of  which  seem  to  have  been 
given  by  Roger  Topping.  There  is  a supposition  in  the  township  that  these 
estates  were  given  originally  by  Thomas  Sutch  for  the  uses  above  mentioned. 
We  cannot  however  find  any  deed  or  instrument  to  confirm  this  idea.  Thomas 
Sutch,  by  his  will,  dated  4th  June  17-53,  devised  (together  with  other  estates)  the 
copyhold  estate  called  Naylor’s  Hey  ( which  he  had  previously  surrendered  to 
the  use  of  his  will),  to  Richard  Topping  and  his  heirs,  who  was  admitted  there- 
to in  1757. 

By  Indenture  of  Bargain  and  Sale,  bearing  date  2d  January  1806,  and  en- 
rolled in  the  court  of  Chancery,  reciting  the  indenture  of  19th  September  1774, 
above  abstracted,  so  far  as  the  same  relates  to  the  premises  thereby  conveyed, 
for  the  increase  of  the  salary  of  the  schoolmaster  of  Skelmersdale,  John  Pye, 
the  only  surviving  trustee  named  therein,  bargained  and  sold  to  Edward  Wil- 
braham Bootle,  esquire,  and  eleven  others,  (of  whom  the  Reverend  Thomas 
Bold,  James  Culshaw,  James  Morris,  George  Pye,  Richard  Prescott,  James 
Ashhurst,  Robert  Bullen,  and  Philip  Rotherham,  are  still  living),  their  heirs 
and  assigns,  to  the  use  of  all  the  said  parties,  the  messuage  and  tenement,  with 
the  lands  and  hereditaments  thereto  belonging,  in  Skelmersdale,  called  the 
Sutch’s,  containing,  by  estimation,  of  the  measure  there  used,  about  8 acres, 
upon  the  trusts  declared  concerning  the  said  premises  in  the  said  indenture 
of  1774. 

It  will  be  observed  that  this  Indenture  relates  only  to  the  estate  called  Sutch’s, 
in  the  township  of  Skelmersdale.  The  estate  in  Upholland  is  copyhold,  and 
was  surrendered  to  new  trustees  in  1804,  as  hereafter  mentioned  in  our  account 
of  this  estate  under  a distinct  head. 

The  estate  called  Sutch’s  is  let  to  Thomas  Barton,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a fair 
rent  of  29  /.  It  was  let  by  Mr.  Ireland,  the  late  master,  for  the  best  rent  he 
could  obtain. 


Evan 
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Evan  Swift,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  8th  September  1726,  (as  recited  in 
the  following  Indenture),  devised  to  John  Ashhurst  and  John  Bickerstaffe, 
their  heirs  and  assigns,  a close  or  parcel  of  ground  in  Skelmersdale,  commonly 
known  by  the  name  of  Anna’s  Acre,  containing  one  acre  and  one  rood  land  of 
ground,  or  thereabouts,  upon  trust,  after  the  decease  of  Elizabeth  his  wife,  to 
dispose  of  the  clear  yearly  rents  for  the  paying  the  school-wages  of  such  or  so 
many  poor  children,  inhabitants  in  Skelmersdale,  as  should  learn  at  the  school 
in  Skelmersdale,  as  they  the  said  John  Ashhurst  and  James  Bickerstaffe,  and 
the  survivor  of  them,  or  the  trustees  for  the  time  being,  or  the  major  part  of 
them,  should  in  their  discretion  think  fit ; and  if  it  should  happen  at  any  time 
thereafter  that  there  should  be  no  school  or  schoolmaster  in  Skelmersdale  where 
children  might  be  taught  as  aforesaid,  then  and  in  such  case,  upon  further 
trust,  that  the  said  trustees  for  the  time  being  should  dispose  of  the  rents  to- 
wards the  binding  and  putting  forth  poor  children,  inhabitants  in  Skelmersdale, 
apprentices  to  honest  callings.  And  he  gave  his  trustees  power  to  nominate 
other  inhabitants  in  Skelmersdale  to  be  trustees  with  them,  and  to  convey  the 
said  premises  to  the  use  of  themselves  and  such  new  trustees  upon  the  trusts 
above  mentioned. 

By  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release,  bearing  date  12  and  13  February  I76O, 
reciting  the  will  of  Evan  Swift  as  above  abstracted,  Ann  Pye,  of  Skelmersdale, 
widow,  only  surviving  daughter  and  heir  of  James  Bickerstaffe,  who  survived 
John  Ashhurst,  conveyed  the  said  premises  to  Thomas  Ashhurst,  John  Ash- 
hurst, and  four  others,  on  the  trusts  declared  in  the  will  of  Evan  Swift. 

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  6th  November  1809,  John  Ashhurst  (who  is 
since  dead)  conveyed  the  trust-premises  to  Robert  Bullen,  William  Bennett, 
Peter  Ditchfield,  David  Speid,  and  two  others  since  deceased,  on  the  same 
trusts. 

This  land  called  Anna’s  Acre,  or  the  School  Field,  is  let  to  William  Ash- 
croft, as  yearly  tenant,  at  51.  a year,  which  is  received  by  Robert  Bullen,  and 
paid  by  him  to  the  schoolmaster. 

Richard  Ashcroft , by  his  Will,  as  recited  in  the  following  Indenture  (no  date 
being  mentioned),  gave  100/.  for  the  increase  of  the  salary  of  the  schoolmaster, 
to  teach  children  at  the  school  lately  set  up  within  Skelmersdale,  and  appointed 
James  Dawber,  Roger  Topping,  and  Elizabeth  Ashcroft,  his  executors. 

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  23d  January  1729,  between  Henry  Ashcroft,  of 
the  one  part,  and  James  Dawber  and  Roger  Topping,  of  the  other  part,  recit- 
ing the  will  of  Richard  Ashcroft  as  above  abstracted,  the  said  Henry  Ashcroft, 
in  consideration  of  100/.,  granted  to  the  said  James  Dawber  and  Roger  Top- 
ping, and  their  heirs,  an  annuity  or  clear  yearly  rentcharge  of  4 /.  10 s.,  to  be 
issuing  out  of  two  cottages  and  tenements,  and  the  closes  and  parcels  of  land 
thereto  belonging,  lying  in  Skelmersdale,  viz.  ; the  orchards,  the  hemp-yards, 
the  bean-yards,  the  fields,  the  meadows,  the  broad  hey,  the  old  marled  earth, 
the  thistle  hey,  the  lower  long  hey,  the  higher  long  hey,  the  intack  and  top- 
moss,  containing  by  estimation  15  acres,  payable  yearly  on  the  22d  day  of  Janu- 
ary, in  the  south  porch  of  the  parish-church  of  Ormskirk,  between  the  hours 
of  eight  and  twelve  in  the  forenoon,  with  power  of  distress,  &c.  upon  the 
trusts  declared  in  the  will  of  the  said  Richard  Ashcroft. 

The  property  out  of  which  this  payment  is  made  now  belongs  to  the  incum- 
bent of  the  chapelry,  by  whom  the  rentcharge  is  regularly  paid. 

There  is  also  belonging  to  the  school  a sum  of  about  422/.  stock,  in  the  tln  ee- 
per-cent  consolidated  Bank  annuities,  standing  in  the  names  of  Edward  Wil- 
braham  Bootle,  esquire,  (now  Lord  Skelmersdale)  Meyrick  Banks,  esquire,  and 
the  Rev.  Thomas  Bold.  This  stock  was  purchased  with  money  arising  from 
timber  sold  from  the  school-property  in  1805  and  1808,  to  the  amount  of 
372/.  18s.  In  1805  an  expense  of  108/.  17-s.  1 d.  was  incurred  for  repairs, 
and  with  the  residue  in  1808  the  stock  above  mentioned  was  purchased.  The 
dividends  amount  to  12/.  12s.  10 d.  per  annum. 

There  was  also  a sum  of  12/.  in  the  hands  of  David  Speid,  having  been 
given  by  12  trustees  of  the  property  hereafter  mentioned,  called  Naylor’s  Hey, 
the  interest  to  be  applied  to  the  use  of  the  poor,  or  of  the  school.  For  some 
time  the  interest  was  paid  to  the  schoolmaster,  but  nothing  has  been  paid  for 
upwards  of  20  years.  David  Speid  is  now  insolvent,  and  there  is  no  chance  of 
recovering  this  money. 
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The  income  of  the  school  derived  from  the  sources  above  mentioned  was 
received  by  the  Rev.  John  Ireland,  who  held  the  situation  of  schoolmaster  for 
20  years  previous  to  September  1824,  when  he  resigned.  The  school  having 
fallen  into  a reduced  state,  and  the  premises  very  much  dilapidated,  the  trustees 
determined  to  put  the  old  school  into  a complete  state  of  repair,  and  Lord 
Skelmersdale  agreed  to  erect  a room  adjoining  to  the  old  school  for  the  pur- 
pose of  a Sunday-school.  Since  1824  Mr.  Boyer,  as  agent  for  Lord  Skelmers- 
dale and  the  trustees,  has  received  all  the  school-income,  except  the  rent  of 
Anna’s  Acre,  which  has  been  paid  to  the  person  who  has  been  permitted  to 
teach  school  while  the  old  school  was  repairing. 

The  school  is  now  repaired,  and  a new  school-room  added,  the  latter  is  used 
for  the  boys  day-school  and  Sunday-school,  and  the  upper  room  of  the  old 
school  is  used  for  a girls  day-school,  and  the  upper  and  lower  rooms  are  both 
used  for  the  girls  Sunday-school.

Charles  Rigby  has  taught  the  boys  school  since  1824  ; he  has  not  received 
any  regular  appointment,  but  he  has  had  the  use  of  the  school,  and  has  received 
the  rent  of  the  Anna’s  Acre  or  School-field,  as  before  stated.  He  has  instructed 
gratuitously  in  reading  and  writing  the  poor  children  whose  parents  had  not 
10/.  a year.  He  has  hitherto  given  satisfaction  to  the  trustees,  and  now  that 
the  income  of  the  school  is  clear,  and  the  premises  in  good  repair,  it  is  intended 
to  appoint  him,  if  upon  examination  he  is  found  to  be  sufficiently  qualified. 

The  schoolmistress  who  teaches  the  girls  receives  no  income  from  the  charity, 
and  the  girls  school  is  not  considered  as  forming  any  part  of  the  establishment. 

There  was  a further  sum  of  20/.  said  to  have  been  given  by  Thomas  Rigby, 
towards  building  Skelmersdale  chapel,  the  interest  of  which  is  reported  to  have 
been  applied  yearly  for  the  use  of  the  school.  Nothing  was  received  in  respect 
of  it  by  Mr.  Ireland  during  the  20  years  he  was  master,  and  it  is  supposed  to 
have  been  lost. 

Naylor’s  Hey  Estate. 

Naylor’s  Hey  We  have  already  given,  in  our  account  of  the  school,  an  abstract  of  an  inden- 
Estate.  ture,  bearing  date  19  th  September  1774,  whereby  Roger  Topping  conveyed  to 
trustees  a close  of  copyhold-land  in  Upholland,  called  Naylor’s  Hey. 

At  a court  held  for  the  manor  of  Upholland,  on  the  same  19th  September 
1774,  Roger  Topping  surrendered  the  premises  to  the  use  of  the  same  trustees, 
and  on  the  trusts  declared  in  the  said  indenture.  At  a court  held  for  the  same 
manor,  June  4th,  1804,  John  Pye,  who  had  survived  the  other  trustees,  surren- 
dered the  premises  to  the  use  of  William  Charles,  Thomas  Plumbe,  Robert 
Bullen,  William  Bennett,  Philip  Rotherham,  Peter  Ditchfield,  James  Ashhurst, 
Thomas  Ashton,  James  Culshaw,  George  Pye,  and  James  Morris,  who  were 
admitted  accordingly  on  the  trusts  declared  in  the  indenture  of  1774. 

All 
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All  these  trustees,  except  the  two  first  named,  were  living  in  1827.  William 
Charles  had  the  chief  management  of  this  charity  as  long  as  he  lived,  and  since 
his  death  Robert  Bullen  has  succeeded  him. 

The  close  called  Naylor’s  Hey  consists  of  about  an  acre  and  half  of  land,  at 
eight  yards  to  the  perch,  and  was  let  to  Thomas  Wilkinson,  about  five  years  ago, 
for  seven  years,  at  the  rent  of  4/.  a year,  by  William  Charles.  The  rent  was  5/. 
previous  to  the  last  letting,  and  was  reduced  to  4/.  in  consideration  of  the  tenant 
having  undertaken  to  level  a piece  of  waste  ground  on  the  property.  The  ground 
is  now  levelled,  and  the  land  is  said  to  be  worth  51.  per  annum. 

Some  timber  was  formerly  cut  down  on  this  estate,  the  produce  of  which  was 
invested,  according  to  the  directions  of  the  trust-deed,  for  the  increase  of  the 
income.  The  amount  of  the  money  thus  obtained  appears  to  have  been  30/. 
which  was  for  some  time  lent  out  at  interest,  but  about  1812  it  was  called  in, 
and  laid  out,  with  other  charity-money,  in  building  a cottage  on  the  waste  at 
Sandy-lane  Head  in  this  township.  This  cottage  is  let  to  Ann  Huyton,  at  the 
yearly  rent  of  51.,  of  which  2/.  annually  is  considered  as  the  proportion  due 
to  the  trustees  of  this  charity  for  the  money  advanced  by  them  towards  the 
building. 

The  rents  above  mentioned  are  paid  to  Robert  Bullen,  who  states  that  he 
disposes  of  the  same  in  the  purchase  of  bread,  which  is  distributed  in  Skelmers- 
dale  chapel  amongst  the  poor  of  this  township,  according  to  a list,  containing  the 
names  of  10  or  11  persons,  originally  made  out  by  William  Charles,  in  which 
a few  alterations  have  been  made  subsequently.  The  poor  persons  generally 
attend  Divine  Service,  unless  prevented  by  sickness.  Mr.  Bullen  states  that 
upon  every  Sunday  on  which  he  determines  to  make  any  distribution,  he 
disposes  of  9$.  or  105.  worth  of  bread,  but  there  is  no  regularity  in  the  quantity 
provided,  nor  in  fixing  the  days  of  distribution.  No  account  has  been  rendered 
to  the  other  trustees  by  Mr.  Bullen,  nor  indeed  has  he  kept  any  accounts. 
When  called  upon  by  us  he  produced  a statement  that  he  had  since  the  death 
of  William  Charles,  received  five  years  rent  of  Naylor’s  Hey,  amounting  to  20/., 
and  five  years  rent  at  2/.  a year  for  the  Sandy-lane  cottage,  amounting  altogether 
to  30/.  and  that  he  had  given  away  bread  to  the  amount  of  26/.  9 s.  leaving 
a balance  of  31.  1 1 5.  due  to  the  charity.  But  this  statement  was  made  out 
merely  from  recollection,  Mr.  Bullen,  having  as  he  declared  to  us,  no  memo- 
randum-book, or  any  other  vouchers  for  his  disbursements,  than  two  receipts  for 
bread,  which  had  been  provided  three  years  ago,  to  the  amount  of  12/. 

It  was  obviously  the  intent  of  the  donor  of  this  charity  to  supply  a fund  for 
bread  to  be  disposed  of  in  Ormskirk  church  to  the  poor  of  Skelmersdale  at- 
tending Divine  Service  there  before  the  chapel  at  the  latter  place  was  built,  on 
the  three  Sundays  on  which  the  poor  of  this  township  received  no  share  of 
Blackleech’s  charity.  We  have  already  stated,  that  since  the  chapel  at  Skel- 
mersdale has  been  built,  the  bread  which  was  before  given  away  to  the  poor  of 
that  township  in  Ormskirk  church  has  been  sent  to  Skelmersdale  chapel. 
With  the  addition  of  the  rents  of  Naylor’s  Hey  a considerable  distribution  of 
bread  might  be  made  regularly  every  Sunday. 

It  will  be  seen  in  our  account  of  other  charities  in  this  township,  that  Mr. 
Bullen  has  offered  to  resign  the  situation  of  trustee,  and  we  trust  therefore  that 
steps  will  be  taken  immediately  for  the  appointment  of  other  persons,  by  whom 
this  and  the  other  charities  will  be  more  regularly  administered.

Moss’s  Charity. 

By  Indenture  of  Feoffment,  bearing  date  15th  March  1702,  between  Richard  Moss’s  Charity. 
Moss,  of  the  one  part,  and  Henry  Blundell,  Evan  Swift,  and  Henry  Prescott,  of 
the  other  part,  the  said  Richard  Moss  granted  and  enfeoffed  to  the  said  Henry 
Blundell  and  others,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  a close  of  land  in  Dalton,  com- 
monly called  the  Pickles,  to  the  use  of  the  said  Richard  Moss  and  Isabel  his 
wife,  and  the  survivor  of  them,  for  their  lives,  and  after  the  decease  of  the  sur- 
vivor, on  trust,  to  employ  the  rents  and  profits  thereof  for  the  binding  such  poor 
children  apprentices  as  should  be  born  in  and  chargeable  to  the  township  of 
Skelmersdale  ; and  it  was  provided,  that  the  said  trustees  and  their  heirs  should 
Rom  time  to  time  for  ever  thereafter  (with  the  consent  and  advice  of  the 
churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor  for  the  time  being  of  the  township 
of  Skelmersdale)  employ  the  produce  of  all  timber  growing  upon  the  said  pre- 
Rep.

inhabiting  within  the  same  township. 

By  Indenture  of  Bargain  and  Sale,  bearing  date  5th  February  1761,  (and 
enrolled  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  peace,)  between  Richard  Swift,  of 
Lathom,  only  son  and  heir  of  Henry  Swift,  who  was  brother  and  heir  of  Evan 
Swift,  who  was  the  last  surviving  trustee  named  in  the  deed  above  abstracted, 
of  the  one  part,  and  John  Rigby  and  five  others,  of  whom  John  Ashhurst  was 
one,  of  the  other  part,  reciting  the  indenture  of  15th  March  1702,  the  said 
Richard  Swift  conveyed  to  the  said  John  Rigby  and  others,  and  their  heirs, 
the  said  close  called  the  Pickles,  described  as  containing  by  estimation  one  acre, 
or  thereabouts,  upon  the  like  trusts  as  declared  in  the  indenture  of  1702 ; and 
it  was  provided  that  the  three  survivors  should  after  the  death  of  any  four 
of  the  said  trustees  meet  and  elect  four  other  persons  of  good  credit  and  sub- 
stance, inhabitants  or  land-owners  within  Skelmersdale,  and  should  within  one 
month  next  after  such  election,  by  bargain  and  sale  enrolled  at  the  quarter 
sessions,  convey  the  said  premises  to  the  use  of  such  new  trustees  and  the 
said  survivors. 

By  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release,  bearing  date  4th  and  Gth  November 
1809,  John  Ashhurst,  of  Skelmersdale,  conveyed  the  premises  to  the  use 
of  himself  and  Robert  Bullen,  William  Bennett,  William  Charles,  Peter 
Ditchfield,  David  Speid,  and  William  Rotherham,  all  of  Skelmersdale. 

Of  the  trustees  named  in  the  last  deed  John  Ashhurst,  William  Charles,  and 
William  Rotherham,  are  dead,  Robert  Bullen,  and  William  Bennett,  are  living 
at  Skelmersdale  ; Peter  Ditchfield  and  David  Speid  live  at  Bolton. 

The  land  called  Pickles  consists  of  about  an  acre,  and  is  in  the  occupation 
of  the  township  of  Dalton,  who  took  it  upon  an  agreement  for  a lease  from 
2d  February  1818,  for  seven  years,  at  the  full  rent  of  9/-  10s.  a year.  There 
is  a dwelling-house  and  outbuildings  upon  the  land. 

From  the  year  1809  to  1824  this  charity  seems  to  have  been  left  to  the  care 
of  David  Speid  and  William  Charles.  The  management  of  it  having  given 
great  dissatisfaction,  a township-meeting  was  called  in  August  1824,  at  the 
school-house,  at  which  several  of  the  trustees,  freeholders  and  inhabitants 
attended.  At  that  meeting  David  Speid  produced  some  accounts,  which,  by 
a minute  entered  in  the  book  in  which  the  accounts  were  kept  and  signed  by 
the  chairman,  appear  to  have  been  examined  and  passed. 

At  the  time  of  our  Inquiry  (September  1827)  David  Speid  was  alive,  but 
from  age  and  infirmity  unable  to  give  us  any  account  on  which  we  could  rely, 
and  as  he,  with  the  late  William  Charles,  had  had  the  entire  management,  we 
could  only  learn  from  these  accounts  what  has  been  the  application  of  the 
charity-funds  for  several  years. 

From  these  accounts,  it  appears,  that  from  the  year  1809  to  February  1st 
1823  the  sum  of  93/.  11  s.  10  \ d.  in  the  whole  had  been  expended  on  account 
of  the  estate  called  Pickles,  whereof  the  sum  of  29/.  8 s.  5d.  had  been  applied 
in  putting  out  apprentices  according  to  the  following  statement ;

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There  was  also  paid  to  Mr.  Waring,  a solicitor,  in  1809,  for  making  new 
trust-deeds,  10/.  I I s.  5 d.,  and  the  remainder  was  expended  in  building  on  the 
premises. 

During  the  same  period  there  was  received  on  account  of  the  same  charity, 
the  sum  of  154  /.  1G  s.  Of  d.,  being  rent  for  the  premises  from  Peter  Dean  for 
apart  of  the  time,  namely,  to  1818  at  10/.  a year,  and  latterly  at  9 /.  10  s. 
a year  from  the  overseers  of  Dalton  up  to  February  1823,  and  also  interest 
from  Henry  Winstanley,  who,  it  appears,  had  some  money  in  his  hands,  and 
10  /.  in  money  entered  as  cash  from  the  same  person,  and  also  from  Robert 
Bullen  9/.  5 s.  2d.,  and  from  John  Ashhurst  3 /.  12$.  6d. 


The 
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The  difference  between  the  receipt  and  expenditure  on  account  of  this  Skelmersdale. 

charity  being  upwards  of  60/.  appears  by  the  same  accounts  to  have  been  ; — — 
disposed  of  in  repairing  or  rebuilding  three  cottages.  One  of  them  called 

Andertons,  was  an  ancient  cottage,  situate  on  the  waste,  and  was  rebuilt  in  1814,  , __  _ 

at  an  expense  of  57  /•  0 s.  9 ^ d.,  which  was  defrayed  from  this  charity, 
and  from  the  rent  of  the  cottage  when  built,  which  produced  51.  10  s.  per 
annum  from  1814  to  18 23,  being  in  the  whole  49/.  10  s.  This  cottage  is  now 
occupied  by  Richard  Davis,  at  51.  10  s.  a year,  which  is  paid  to  the  overseer, 
and  has  been  carried  to  the  general  account  of  the  township  since  1824,  when 
David  Speid’s  accounts  were  produced,  before  which  time  part,  at  least,  was 
given  away  in  linen  cloth,  about  Christmas  as  hereafter  mentioned. 

In  1816  another  cottage  was  built,  called  Lydiates,  from  the  balance  of  the 
preceding  account,  and  from  the  surplus  of  Moss’s  charity,  at  an  expense  of 
531.  8 s.  7 d.  There  are  two  cottages  on  this  spot,  one  ancient,  and  one  added 
in  1816.  Two  families  live  in  them  ; one  has  agreed  to  pay  4/.  a year,  and  the 
other  is  to  reside  rent-free.  When  rent  was  received  for  either  of  these  cotta- 
ges it  has  been  carried  to  the  account  of  the  township. 

We  have  already  adverted  to  the  third  cottage,  namely  that  in  Sandy-lane> 
in  our  account  of  the  premises  called  Naylor’s  Hey.  The  whole  expense 
amounted  to  58/.  12s.,  of  which  30/.  was  defrayed  from  the  source  before 
mentioned,  and  the  remainder  from  Moss’s,  or  from  the  general  balances  of  all 
these  accounts.  From  1814  to  February  1823,  rent  was  received  for  this  cot- 
tage to  the  amount  of  61/.  The  rent,  as  before  stated,  is  51.  a year,  31.  of  which 
is  received  by  Robert  Bullen,  and  added  to  the  rent  of  Pickles,  as  hereafter 
mentioned. 

From  the  same  accounts  it  appears,  that  from  1813  to  1822  there  was  an 
annual  distribution  of  linen  cloth  by  David  Speid,  and  2 /.  yearly  for  bread 
making  in  the  whole  the  following  expenditure  for  the  respective  years

The  land  called  Pickles  is  still  let  to  Dalton  Township,  from  year  to  year, 
at  9/-  10  5.  a year. 

Robert  Bullen  receives  the  rent,  and  also  3 /.,  as  part  of  the  rent  of  Sandy - 
lane  cottage,  as  before  stated.  He  had  at  the  time  of  our  Inquiry  (October  1st, 
1827),  received  the  rents  for  three  years  to  Candlemas  1827,  amounting  to 
37/.  105.,  and  none  of  it  had  been  disposed  of  except  8 /.,  which  he  had  lent  to 
his  son-in-law,  no  application  having  been  made  for  apprentice-money. 

It  is  evident  from  the  above  statement  that  the  administration  of  the  chari- 
ties in  this  township  has  for  many  years  been  very  much  neglected.  There  are 
now  very  few  resident  trustees,  and  the  persons  who  have  lately  had  the 
management  seem  not  to  have  been  well  qualified  for  the  duties  they  had  to 
perform.  We  have  recommended  that  Robert  Bullen  and  David  Speid  should 
resign  their  situations  as  trustees,  and  that  a new  appointment  of  others  should 
take  place  immediately,  an  arrangement  to  which  there  seems  no  objection. 
The  money  received  by  the  former  has  been  paid  over  to  Mr.  Boyer,  the  stew- 
ard of  Lord  Skelmersdale,  and  has  been  lodged  in  the  Ormskirk  savings-bank, 
and  Mr.  Boyer  is  authorized  for  the  present  to  receive  all  the  rents  as  they 
become  due. 

It  appears  to  us  that  the  rent  of  the  several  cottages  for  which  rent  is  received, 
ought  not  to  be  carried  to  the  township-account,  but  should  be  added  to  the 
rent  of  Pickles,  and  applied  in  the  same  manner  ; for  although  the  money  laid 
out  in  rebuilding  or  repairing  cottages  for  the  habitation  of  poor  people  may

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Skelmersdale.  be  consistent  with  the  trusts  of  the  charity  so  long  as  the  poor  receive  the 

benefit,  yet  it  never  could  have  been  intended  that  the  profit  produced  by  such 

expenditure  should  form  a fund  lor  the  benefit  of  the  township.

Thomas’s  Charity. 


Thomas’s  Charity.  A table  of  benefactions  in  the  church  states  that  Samuel  Thomas,  who  died 
21st  February  1726,  left  5 l.,  the  interest  to  be  given  in  bread,  at  the  parish- 
church  of  Sephton,  on  St.  Thomas’s-day. 

It  is  supposed  that  this  sum  was  applied  to  the  use  of  the  church,  as  interest 
for  it  is  now  paid  out  of  the  church-rate. 

Sixty  penny-loaves  are  given  away  to  the  poor,  after  Divine  Service  on  St. 
Thomas’s-day,  in  the  church,  on  the  parish  bier,  which  is  placed  for  that  pur- 
pose over  the  grave  of  the  donor.

Poors  Money. 


Poors  Money.  The  townships  of  Sephton,  Netherton,  and  Lunt,  were  formerly  united  for 
the  purposes  of  the  poor,  but  about  two  years  ago  they  were  divided  into  three 
separate  townships,  each  maintaining  its  own  poor.  ■, 

There  is  a poor-stock  of  84/.,  producing  4/.  4s.  yearly  interest,  divisible 
among  the  three  townships,  but  it  is  not  known  from  whence  this  sum  arose. 
The  sum  of  30/.,  part  of  the  above,  was  contributed  to  purchase  a share  in  the 
Ormskirk  workhouse,  for  the  benefit  of  the  three  townships,  and  30s.  interest 
is  regularly  paid  for  this  sum  out  of  the  accounts  of  the  three  overseers. 

The  remaining  54/.  was  lent  to  the  surveyors  of  the  highways  for  the  town- 
ship of  Sephton,  and  the  interest,  2/.  14  s.,  is  paid  out  of  the  highway-rate, 
on  St.  Thomas’s-day.  ; 

The  interest  is  divided  among  the  three  townships  in  the  following  manner  : 
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The  above  sums  are  given  away  on  St.  Thomas’s-day  by  the  overseers  of  the 
several  townships,  among  their  respective  poor  not  receiving  relief.  In  Sephton 
it  is  distributed  amongst  ten  or  twelve  persons ; in  Netherton  to  six  or  seven, 
and  in  Lunt,  where  there  are  very  few  poor,  to  one  or  two  persons. 

Molyneux’s  Charity, 

Molyneux’s  Ann  Molyneux , by  her  Will,  bearing  date  19th  January  1727,  gave  to  the 

Charity.  churchwardens  of  the  parish-church  of  Sephton  and  their  successors,  52/.,  to 
be  placed  out  at  interest,  and  the  produce  laid  out  in  penny  loaves,  to  be  dis- 
tributed by  equal  shares  on  every  Sunday,  to  and  amongst  the  poor  of  the 
townships  of  Sephton,  Netherton  and  Lunt,  as  the  churchwardens  should  think 
fit. 

By  a codicil  to  her  will,  bearing  date  31st  August  1728,  the  said  Ann  Moly- 
neux  revoked  the  legacy  of  52/.  before  given  to  the  churchwardens  of  Sephton, 
stating  that  she  had  already  paid  them  the  said  sum  herself. 

This  money  is  now  in  the  hands  of  John  Eccleston,  of  Lunt,  who  jointly 
and  severally,  with  John  Abraham  as  a surety,  has  given  a promissory  note, 
dated  16th  April  18 lG,  payable  to  the  churchwardens  of  Sephton  for  the 
amount. 

Interest  at  5-per-cent  is  regularly  paid  for  this  sum,  and  12  penny  loaves  are 
given  away  every  Sunday  after  morning  service  in  Sephton-church,  to  12  poor 

persons 
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persons  of  Sephton,  Netherton  and  Lunt ; it  is  given  away  by  the  church- 
wardens, and  the  same  persons  generally  continue  to  receive  the  loaves  for 

life. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  NETHERTON. 

Poors  Stock. 

The  township  of  Netherton  is  entitled  to  the  sum  of  120/.,  which  has  been 
long  in  the  hands  of  John  Knowles,  of  Liverpool,  and  Charlotte  Dunbabin. 
They  have  lately  given  a bond  for  the  amount,  dated  16th  September,  1825. 

It  is  not  known  from  whence  this  money  was  derived. 

The  interest  at  5-per-cent  is  paid  and  distributed  soon  after  St.  Thomas’s- 
day  yearly,  according  to  a list  previously  agreed  upon,  in  sums  usually  varying 
from  7 s.  to  11. 

The  distribution  is  confined  to  poor  persons  of  Netherton,  and  to  such  as  do 
not  receive  parish  relief. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  GREAT  CROSBY. 

Grammar  School. 

This  school  was  founded  and  endowed  by  the  Will  of  John  Harrison , dated 
15th  May  1618,  who  bequeathed  500/.,  and  certain  estates  to  the  master  and 
wardens  of  the  Merchant  Tailors  Company,  for  that  and  other  charitable  uses. 
An  abstract  of  the  Will  has  been  already  given  in  our  17th  Rep.  p.  445,  in  the 
account  of  the  charities  vested  in  that  company.  We  have  now  only  to  add 
such  further  information  relating  to  the  present  state  of  the  school  as  our 
examination  on  the  spot  has  enabled  us  to  supply. 

A small  piece  of  ground  containing  17  perches,  at  eight  yards  to  the  perch, 
was  bought  by  the  company  in  1799,  and  added  to  the  school-premises,  and 
it  is  now  enjoyed  by  the  master,  together  with  the  garden  originally  belonging 
to  the  school.  The  whole  of  the  school-premises  contain  one  rood  and  five 
perches,  eight  yards  to  the  perch. 

The  buildings  are  repaired  at  the  expense  of  the  company,  and  are  in  good 
condition. 

The  Rev.  Matthew  Chester  was  appointed  master  in  1788,  having  filled  the 
situation  of  usher  for  a short  time  previous  ; he  resides  in  the  school-house, 
and  receives  30/.  a year,  and  his  son  received  20/.  as  usher,  and  assisted  in  the 
school  till  his  death  in  January  1828.  Another  usher  had  not  been  appointed 
at  the  time  of  our  Inquiry  in  March  1828,  but  Mr.  Chester  proposed  to 
nominate  one  as  soon  as  he  could  find  a proper  person,  and  in  the  mean  time 
he  stated  that  he  was  competent  to  discharge  the  duties  of  the  school  without 
one. 

When  Mr.  Chester  first  came  to  the  school  he  taught  grammar  and  Latin, 
(for  which  there  was  then  some  little  demand)  and  reading,  writing  and 
accounts,  without  making  any  charge.  The  former  master  used  to  charge  for 
the  little  boys  till  they  could  read  in  the  Testament.  If  after  that  they  were 
taught  only  reading  and  grammar,  they  paid  nothing,  but  if  they  were  taught 
writing  or  accounts  they  paid  accordingly.  As  Mr.  Chester  made  no  charge 
for  writing  and  accounts,  applications  were  made  by  boys  not  of  the  township 
of  Great  Crosby  but  of  the  neighbouring  townships,  to  be  taught  free  also. 
This  claim  he  resisted,  and  he  insisted  that  he  was  bound  to  teach  grammar  only 
free,  even  to  those  of  the  township  of  Great  Crosby,  and  he  applied  to  the 
company  for  their  opinion  as  to  the  construction  of  the  founder’s  will,  and  what 
class  of  persons  were  to  be  taught  free. 

In  1811  he  received  their  opinion  that  he  was  at  liberty  to  charge  what  he 
thought  fit  for  writing  and  arithmetic,  and  that  he  was  only  obliged  to  teach 
Latin  and  grammar  on  account  of  the  stipend  received  from  the  company. 

The  opinion  of  the  company  was  made  known  by  printed  notices,  and 
Mr.  Chester  declared  his  intention  to  act  upon  it ; this  gave  offence,  and  since 
that  time  he  has  had  very  few  scholars,  and  none  learning  Latin  or  grammar. 

In  March  1828  he  had  21  boys  in  the  school,  who  attended  very  irregularly  ; 
these  children  are  of  the  class  of  the  labouring  poor  belonging  to  the  township, 
and  are  taught  reading  without  any  charge,  some  of  them  from  their  first 
letters.  Four  or  five  of  them  were  learning  writing  and  accounts,  and  if  their 
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Great  Crosby,  parents  had  been  able  to  pay,  the  master  would  have  made  a charge  for  teaching 

them,  but  in  fact  none  of  them  did  pay,  except  one  boy  not  belonging  to  the 

Gra=W00,J  township,  from  whom  the  master  received  6d.  a week. 

° ' A charge  of  2 s.  6d.  for  entrance,  and  the  same  sum  annually  for  firing,  is 

made.  These  payments  were  formerly  1 s.  each,  but  were  increased  by  the 
present  master ; the  greater  part  of  the  boys  pay  these  sums,  but  some  of  the 
poorest  do  not. 

A committee  of  the  company,  consisting  of  the  master,  one  of  the  wardens, 
and  the  clerk,  visited  the  school  in  1822,  but  they  made  no  alteration  in  the- 
existing  regulations. 

Girls  School. 

Girls  School.  There  is  another  school  at  Great  Crosby  called  the  Mistress’s  School,  kept  in. 
a house  which  is  rented  for  the  purpose  by  the  schoolmistress. 

This  school  was  founded,  or  at  least  endowed,  by  the  devisees  under  the  wilL 
of  Catherine  Halsall,  bearing  date  23d  August  17-58,  whereby,  after  devising 
certain  property  therein  mentioned,  she  gave  all  her  real  estates  not  therein 
before  bequeathed,  and  her  copyhold  and  leasehold  premises,  with  the  appur- 
tenances, to  her  executors  thereinafter  named,  and  their  assigns,  to  be  sold,  to 
answer  the  purposes,  and  discharge  the  debts,  legacies  and  annuities  therein 
specified,  and  she  appointed  John  Formby,  esq.  Robert  Moss,  esq.  and  the. 
Itev.  Edward  Owen,  her  executors. 

It  appears  by  the  finding  of  the  jury  at  a court  held  for  the  manor  of  Great 
Crosby,  23d  November  1759,  that  the  said  Catherine  Halsall  was  seised  ac- 
cording to  the  custom  of  the  said  manor  of  a messuage,  with  a yard  and  garden, 
a barn  and  three  closes,  called  Scab-lane  Hey,  two  acres,  Ackers’s  Croft,  one  acre. 
Little  Moor  Hey,  one  acre,  and  three  cowgates  to  the  said  messuage  belonging 
on  Crosby  Marsh,  and  at  the  same  court  the  devisees  under  the  will  surren- 
dered part  of  the  devised  premises  which  they  had  sold  to  two  purchasers,  and 
the  remaining  part  still  stands  in  the  court-rolls  as  property  of  which  Catharine 
Halsall  died  seised,  but  there  is  little  doubt  but  that  this  land  was  given  up  by 
the  devisees  to  the  use  of  a schoolmistress,  although  no  trustee  appears  to- 
have  been  admitted  thereto. 

The  property  now  enjoyed  by  the  schoolmistress,  and  which  appears  clearly 
to  have  formed  part  of  the  premises  of  which  Catherine  Halsall  died  seised,, 
consists  of  3 a.  27p.,  at  eight  yards  to  the  perch,  of  old  inclosed  land,  in 
Great  Crosby,  and  also  about  two  acres  of  new  inclosure  on  Great  Crosby 
Marsh,  and  some  sandhills,  at  present  unproductive,  but  which  may  hereafter, 
by  extension  of  the  town  of  Great  Crosby,  become  valuable  for  building. 

The  schoolmistress  lets  this  land  herself.  The  old  inclosure,  with  the  cot- 
tage, is  let  to  William  Bennett,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  13/.  a year,  which  is  a fulL 
rent ; and  the  marsh-land,  consisting  of  2 a.  3 ft.  lr.  is  let  to  Edward  Bradshaw, 
for  seven  years  from  Candlemas  1827,  at  5/.  a year,  of  which  there  is  a written 
memorandum. 

The  Sandhills,  which  consist  of  less  than  a quarter  of  an  acre,  are  included, 
in  the  letting  to  Bradshaw. 

The  mistress  also  receives  Is.  6d.  yearly  from  the  Rev.  Matthew  Chester, 
who  is  the  owner  of  an  inclosure  of  land  in  Great  Crosby,  within  the  boundaries 
of  which  three  perches  and  a half  of  land  belonging  to  the  schoolmistress  have 
by  some  means  been  included. 

Mr.  Chester  purchased  some  land  of  James  Sudell,  by  whom  the  same  sum  of 
Is.  6d.  was  paid,  as  appears  from  the  entry  of  his  admission  on  the  rolls  of  the- 
court,  dated  20th  July  1784.  At  this  court  James  Sudell  was  admitted  tenant; 
on  the  surrender  of  Thomas  Billington,  made  on  25th  June  then  last,  in  con- 
sideration of  42/.  of  a close  in  Great  Crosby  called  Hend  Butts,  or  End  Butts, 
containing  by  estimation  50  perches,  at  eight  yards  to  the  perch,  to  the  intent 
that  the  said  lord  should  regrant  the  same  to  James  Sudell,  his  heirs  and  assigns, 
subject  to  the  payment  of  6d.  to  the  said  lord,  and  the  yearly  rent  of  Is.  6d . 
to  the  mistress’s  school  in  Great  Crosby,  and  such  other  claim  as  the  trustees- 
of  the  said  school  had  to  three  and  a half  perches  of  land  in  the  said  close. 

When  Mr.  Chester  purchased  of  James  Sudell  he  was  admitted  on  the  same 
terms. 

The  mistress  is  appointed  by  the  Rev.  Richard  Formby  (son  of  John  Formby, 

esquire, 
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esquire,  one  of  the  executors  of  Catharine  Halsall)  who  is  considered  as  the  only 
acting  trustee,  and  who,  if  admitted  in  that  character  by  the  lord  of  the  manor, 
might  surrender  to  the  use  of  himself  and  such  new  trustees  as  he  should 
appoint. 

The  school  is  free  to  all  the  poor  children  of  Great  Crosby.  The  boys  are 
taught  reading,  and  the  girls  reading,  knitting  and  sewing.  The  mistress  has 
about  40  children  in  the  school,  many  of  them  extremely  young. 

Fowler’s  Charity. 

The  only  account  we  can  obtain  relating  to  this  charity  is  from  entries  in  an  Fowlers  Charity 
old  township-book,  one  of  which  states  that  Thomas  Fowler , by  his  Will,  be- 
queathed 20/.  towards  binding  poor  children  to  trades,  which  money  was  then 
out  at  interest,  and  secured  by  a bond,  bearing  date  16  January  1733. 

Another  entry  states  that  the  20/.,  left  by  Thomas  Fowler,  with  interest, 
amounting  in  the  whole  to  SO/.,  was  laid  out  towards  making  the  Thornback 
Pool  drain  in  1787. 

And  it  is  further  entered,  under  the  date  of  21st  December  1787,  that  at  a public 
meeting  of  the  townships  of  Great  and  Little  Crosby,  in  April  then  last,  it  had 
been  agreed  to  make  a stone  drain  at  Thornback  Pool,  and  that  the  expenses 
incurred  amounted  to  51/.  13  s.  7 d.,  towards  the  payment  of  which,  20/., 
part  of  Fowler’s  money  paid  in  by  the  overseers  of  the  highway,  and  10/.  the 
remainder  thereof,  and  9/.  other  town’s  money  for  the  use  of  the  poor,  were 
applied.  And  at  the  vestry  held  on  the  said  21st  December,  it  was  ordered 
that  the  interest  of  the  above  sums  of  30/.  and  9/.  should  be  paid  annually  by 
the  constable  on  or  before  21st  December,  and  distributed  at  the  vestry-meet- 
ing held  annually  on  that  day. 

The  yearly  sum  of  1 /.  19  s.  as  interest  of  the  39/.  above  mentioned,  is 
paid  annually  out  of  the  constable’s  rate  to  the  incumbent  of  the  chapelry,  and 
he  distributes  it  on  St.  Thomas’s-day,  in  sums  varying  from  3 s.  to  6 s.  amongst 
nine  or  ten  of  the  poorest  housekeepers  of  Great  Crosby,  not  receiving  relief. 

The  same  mode  of  application  has  been  adopted  for  many  years,  no  part  of  this 
money  having  been  applied  in  binding  out  apprentices. 

Charities  of  Lurting,  Rice,  and  Williamson. 

In  the  book  above  mentioned  it  is  stated  that  10/.,  left  by  John  Fur  ting  and  Charities  of 
James  Rice,  the  interest  to  be  distributed  yearly  by  the  executors  to  such  poor  LurtinS’  Rlce>  and 
necessitous  people  as  they  should  think  fit,  was  secured  by  a bond,  bearing 
date  2d  February  1733,  and  that  15/.  was  left  by  George  Williamson  (his  Will 
bearing  date,  according  to  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786,  in  1750),  the  in- 
terest to  be  distributed  to  the  most  needy  and  deserving,  by  the  minister  of 
Great  Crosby. 

The  principal  of  these  legacies  has  been  from  time  to  time  placed  in  the 
hands  of  the  incumbent  of  Great  Crosby.  On  29th  April  1818,  the  present 
curate,  the  Rev.  Jacob  Hodgson,  received  37/.  16  s.  from  the  then  overseer,  to 
whom  that  sum  had  been  paid  upon  the  resignation  of  the  late  incumbent,  and 
a memorandum  thereof  was  entered  in  the  book  above  mentioned,  stating  also 
. that  Mr.  Hodgson  had  agreed  to  pay  5-per-cent  interest  thereon.  It  has  been 
considered  that  this  money,  instead  of  the  30/.  given  by  Thomas  Fowler,  was 
given  for  placing  out  children  apprentices,  and  that  the  principal  sum  was 
originally  30/.,  and  interest  has  accordingly  been  paid  on  30/.,  the  residue 
having  been  held  by  the  incumbent,  ready  to  be  disposed  of  whenever  it  may 
be  required. 

In  respect  of  these  charities,  premiums  varying  from  30s.  to  4/.  were  till 
lately  paid  with  poor  boys  of  the  township  on  their  being  placed  out  appren- 
tices under  the  direction  of  the  vestry. 

In  1827,  in  consequence  of  a boy  who  had  been  bound  out  returning  to 
Great  Crosby  without  having  gained  a settlement,  a plan  was  adopted  by  the 
vestry  of  allowing  a sum  of  2 /.  to  apprentices  at  the  end  of  their  term,  as  soon 
as  it  should  be  proved  that  they  had  gained  settlements  out  of  the  township. 

The  boys  have  therefore  been  left  to  be  bound  out  by  their  parents,  and  are 
generally  bound  out  without  paying  any  premium. 

It  seems  to  us,  however,  that  this  is  an  improper  mode  of  applying  this  fund, 
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and  that  the  interest  of  the  apprentice-fund  should  be  disposed  of  in  assisting  poor 
children  on  their  being  placed  out,  and  that  the  payment  should  not  be  deferred 
to  the  end  of  the  term,  or  depend  upon  the  boys  acquiring  a settlement  in  some 
other  township. 

On  the  21st  December  1827  there  was  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Hodgson  a balance 
of  9 /.  15  5.  4 d .,  including  the  interest  up  to  that  day  ; and  it  was  agreed  at  a 
vestry  meeting  held  on  that  day,  that  two  sums  of  2 /.  each  should  be  paid  to 
two  boys  who  had  been  bound  out  apprentices,  as  soon  as  it  should  be  proved 
that  they  had  gained  settlements  by  apprenticeship  out  of  the  township.  These 
payments  had  not  been  made  at  the  time  of  our  Inquiry,  the  question  with 
respect  to  their  settlement  not  having  been  decided  upon. 

Molyneux’s  Charity. 

Ann  Molyneux,  by  Will,  bearing  date  19th  January  1727>  gave  to  the  rector 
of  Sephton,  and  the  master  of  the  free-school  of  Great  Crosby,  and  their  suc- 
cessors, 10/.,  to  be  placed  out  on  land  security,  and  the  interest  laid  out  yearly 
in  Church-catechisms  and  other  good  books,  amongst  the  poor  children  coming 
to  Crosby  school. 

This  money  was  laid  out  on  the  workhouse  at  Ormskirk,  to  which  the  town- 
ship of  Great  Crosby  contributes,  and  the  sum  of  10  s.  is  annually  paid  out  of 
the  poor-rates  as  the  interest  of  the  above-mentioned  legacy,  to  the  Rev. 
Matthew  Chester,  the  master  of  the  free-school,  who  applies  it  in  purchasing 
school-books  for  poor  children  attending  the  school. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  LITTLE  CROSBY. 

Cross’s  Charity. 

In  the  constables  book  belonging  to  this  township  there  is  an  entry  which 
states  that  Thomas  Cross,  of  Little  Crosby,  by  his  last  Will  bequeathed  40/.  to 
the  lay -layers,  overseers,  and  other  officers  of  the  township,  and  their  succes- 
sors, upon  trust,  that  the  same  should  be  sunk  and  expended  in  the  repairs  of 
the  highways,  or  other  act  of  general  utility  to  the  township,  and  that  the 
interest  should  be  disposed  of,  one  half,  or  20  s.  annually  to  the  officiating 
priest  of  Little  Crosby  Chapel,  and  the  other  half,  or  20s.  amongst  the  poor 
housekeepers  of  the  said  township,  as  the  trustees  should  think  proper. 

Subjoined  to  this  memorandum  is  an  acknowledgment  of  the  receipt  of  the 
said  40  /.,  signed  by  fourteen  principal  persons  of  the  township,  engaging  for 
themselves  and  their  successors  that  the  same  should  be  disposed  of  as  directed, 
and  the  interest  faithfully  paid  and  distributed. — Dated  6 April  1801. 

The  sum  of  40  /.  is  understood  to  have  been  laid  out  in  the  repairs  of  the 
highways,  and  the  sum  of  1 /.,  as  one  moiety  of  the  interest,  has  been  regu- 
larly paid  out  of  the  overseers  account  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor,  and  distri- 
buted with  the  produce  of  the  poor-stock  next  mentioned. 

Poor’s  Stock. 

It  appears  that  other  small  sums  have  been  given  to  the  poor,  and  carried  to 
the  township-accounts,  from  which  a sum  of  money  has  annually  been  given  as 
charity. 

In  1762  the  sum  of  1 /.  2 s.  is  entered  as  cash  given  to  poor  housekeepers. 
In  following  years  the  sum  entered  is  1 /.  2 s.  G d.,  and  since  1802,  2 /.  2 s.  6d ., 
1 /.  thereof  being  in  respect  of  Cross’s  gift. 

From  1803  the  above-mentioned  sum  of  2 /.  2 s.  6d.  lias  been  annually  distribu- 
ted, shortly  before  Christmas,  amongst  poor  housekeepers  not  receiving  relief, 
in  sums  varying  from  2 s.  to  5 s. 


Bread  Money. 

From  at  least  the  year  1783,  5 s.  has  been  paid  out  of  the  overseers  accounts 
for  bread  for  the  poor,  but  it  is  not  known  from  whence  this  payment  arose. 

Ten  poor  housekeepers,  not  receiving  parochial  relief,  are  appointed  to 
receive  a sixpenny  loaf  each,  which  is  delivered  to  them  upon  application  to  a 
baker  in  the  township,  whenever  they  think  fit  to  call  for  it. 
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TOWNSHIP  OF  INCE  BLUNDELL. 

School. 

By  Indenture  of  Demise,  bearing  date  19th  April  1808,  between  Henry 
Blundell,  of  the  first  part,  Thomas  Stonor,  Stephen  Tempest,  and  John  Stonor, 
trustees  appointed  for  the  schoolmaster  for  the  time  being  of  Ince  school,  of  the 
second  part,  and  Thomas  Marshall,  of  Formby,  of  the  third  part,  it  is  witnessed, 
that  the  said  Henry  Blundell,  in  consideration  of  42/.,  demised  to  the  said 
Thomas  Marshall,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  a dwelling-house,  with  out-buildings, 
and  four  closes  of  land,  containing  5 a.  2r.,  parcel  of  a tract  of  land  known  by 
the  name  of  the  Sixteen  Acre,  to  hold  for  the  lives  of  Thomas  Marshall,  aged 
26,  James  Marshall,  aged  20,  and  Richard  Marshall,  aged  14,  sons  of  the  said 
Thomas  Marshall,  paying  to  the  said  Henry  Blundell  105.  on  the  24th  June, 
yearly,  and  to  the  said  Thomas  Stonor  and  others,  10/.  on  the  1st  January, 
yearly,  during  the  said  term,  in  trust,  to  apply  the  same  for  the  sole  use  and 
benefit  of  the  master  of  the  school  at  Ince  Blundell  for  the  time  being. 

The  three  lives  are  still  in  existence. 

There  is  a school  in  Ince  Blundell  which  is  supposed  to  belong  to  the  inha- 
bitants of  the  township,  and  is  repaired  by  them. 

The  schoolmaster  receives  the  sum  of  10/.,  payable  under  the  lease  above 
abstracted,  and  for  that  sum  teaches  ten  poor  children  of  the  township  to  read, 
free  of  any  charge.  If  they  learn  to  write  they  pay  like  other  scholars. 

In  an  old  township-book  there  is  an  entry  which  states  that  Thomas  Cross , by 
his  Will,  bequeathed  to  Ince  school  the  interest  of  20/.,  to  be  paid  to  the  master 
thereof  annually ; and  it  is  further  stated  that  the  said  sum  of  20  /.  was,  6th 
April  1801,  paid  by  the  executor  and  executrix  of  the  testator  into  the  hands 
of  the  persons  whose  names  were  thereto  subscribed,  upon  condition  that  the 
same  should  be  disposed  of  in  something  of  general  utility  to  the  township  of 
Ince  Blundell,  and  that  the  interest  thereof  should  be  paid  annually  out  of  the 
constables  ley  to  the  master  of  the  said  school  and  his  successors,  according  to 
the  intent  of  the  donor,  signed  by  nine  inhabitants  of  the  said  township. 

In  the  constables  accounts  of  the  year  1801  the  receipt  of  the  sum  of  20/.  is 
entered,  and  1 /.  as  the  interest  is  regularly  paid  thereout  to  the  schoolmaster. 


Charities  of  Prevarius  and  others. 

In  a book  containing  different  orders  and  memorandums  re- 
lating to  the  township,  there  is  an  entry,  under  the  date  of 
21st  December  1784,  of  the  distribution  of  “the  poors  mo- 
ney,” 13  /.  4 5.  6 d.,  and  there  is  a note  stating  that  of  the 
above  sums  there  was  paid  for  monies  in  the  hands  of  the 

township

Of  the  sums  above  mentioned,  51.  appears  to  have  been  left  to  the  poor  by 
the  Will  of  Richard  Tristram,  bearing  date  17th  February  1727. 

The  two  sums  of  7 1-  105.  and  2/.  25.  have  since  1784  been  carried  to  the 
township-account,  out  of  which  95.  6d.  is  still  paid  as  the  interest  thereof, 
making  the  whole  sum  paid  by  the  township  8/.  145.  6d. 

The  sum  of  100/.,  the  interest  of  which  was  paid  by  the  late  Mr.  Blundell, 
was  laid  out  by  him  (probably  with  some  addition  of  his  own  to  make  up  an 
even  sum)  in  the  purchase  of  200/.  3-per-cent.  Consols.  This  stock  was  after- 
wards transferred  by  Mr.  Blundell  into  the  name  of  Thomas  Stonor,  esq.  of 
Stonor  Park,  Oxfordshire,  in  whose  name  it  now  stands.  Mr.  Blundell,  at  the 
time  of  the  transfer,  informed  Mr.  Stonor  that  the  stock  belonged  to  the  over- 
seers of  the  poor  of  Ince  Blundell. 

Mr.  Stonor  remits  the  interest  yearly,  and  he  states  that  it  is  his  intention  to 
take  an  early  opportunity  of  transferring  the  stock  into  the  joint  names  of  him- 
Rep.20;  U2  self 
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self  and  Mr.  James  Fletcher,  of  Ormskirk,  Mr.  Blundell’s  steward,  through 
whose  hands  the  dividend  is  at  present  paid  to  the  overseer. 

The  whole  money,  amounting  to  14/.  14/.  6d.,  is  given  away  on  St.  Thomas’s 
day  in  the  school. 

A list  is  prepared  before  that  day  by  the  schoolmaster,  which  is  shown  to 
Mr.  Blundell  and  the  principal  landowners  in  the  township,  who  make  such 
alterations  as  they  think  proper. 

The  distribution  is  not  confined  to  those  who  do  not  receive  relief  from  the 
rates,  but  widows,  and  those  who  are  not  upon  the  books,  have  larger  sums.  It 
is  generally  given  to  between  50  and  60  persons,  in  sums  varying  from  2 s.  to 
12s.,  and  in  one  instance  1 /.  has  been  given  to  a poor  widow  who  has  no  allow- 
ance from  the  township. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  THORNTON. 

Holme’s  Charity. 

Edward  Holme,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  30th  December  1695,  appointed 
Edward  Darbyshire  and  Humphrey  Holme  his  executors,  to  whom  he  gave  the 
remainder  of  his  goods,  &c.  after  payment  of  several  legacies,  and  his  debts 
and  funeral  expenses,  to  be  disposed  of  by  them  as  in  their  discretion  should 
seem  meet,  either  to  the  most  needy  poor  of  Thornton,  or  to  be  let  out  to 
interest  by  his  said  executors,  and  be  a poor-stock  for  the  said  poor,  the  interest 
to  be  paid  to  them  for  ever. 

By  Deed-poll  bearing  date  25th  February  1697,  reciting  the  will  of  Edward 
Holme  as  above,  the  said  Humphrey  Holme,  one  of  the  said  executors,  declared, 
that  having  in  his  hands  goods,  &c.  of  the  said  testator,  amounting  in  the  whole 
to  the  value  of  100/.  after  the  payment  of  his  debts,  &c.,  he  had  put  the  sum 
of  100/.  out  to  interest  to  William  Bolton,  who  had  given  a mortgage  as  a secu- 
rity for  the  same.  And  he  further  declared,  that  the  said  sum  of  100/.  was 
put  out  to  interest  for  the  sole  benefit  of  the  poor  of  Thornton  according  to 
the  will  of  the  said  Edward  Holme  deceased. 

This  sum  of  100/.,  with  an  addition  of  10/.,  was  placed  in  the  hands  of  the 
Rev.  William  Plumbe,  secured  by  bond  bearing  date  22d  March  177L  given 
by  the  said  William  Plumbe,  Roger  Jennings,  and  John  Whalley,  to  Robert 
Bootle,  John  Abram,  and  John  Rose  (all  since  deceased),  their  executors, 
&c.  as  trustees  for  the  poor  of  the  township  of  Thornton. 

The  payment  of  interest  is  regularly  indorsed  on  the  bond  up  to  29th  July 

1827. 

Previous  to  the  year  1808,  51.  10 s.  was  paid  as  the  interest.  From  that  year 
the  amount  is  not  stated,  but  it  is  entered  “ received  interest  of  the  within 
bond,”  but  in  fact,  5 /.  only  has  been  paid,  and  the  persons  acting  as  trustees  do 
not  seem  to  have  been  aware  that  the  bond  was  given  for  110/. 

The  interest  is  now  paid  by  Robert  Whalley,  the  son  of  John  Whalley,  ojie 
of  the  obligors,  he  having  been  called  upon  as  the  representative  of  the  said 
John  Whalley,  in  consequence  of  Mr.  Plumbe  having  left  the  country  in 
embarrassed  circumstances. 

The  persons  who  act  as  trustees  at  present  are  John  Bootle,  the  brother  of 
Robert  Bootle,  named  in  the  bond,  John,  the  son  of  John  Abram,  and 
Richard,  the  son  of  John  Rose,  named  in  the  bond. 

The  three  persons  above  named  meet  some  day  in  July,  at  a public-house 
near  Sephton  church,  when  the  interest  is  received  and  distributed  amongst 
about  six  housekeepers  of  Thornton  not  receiving  relief  from  the  township,  in 
sums  varying  from  10^.  to  1/.,  5s.  being  deducted  for  the  expenses  and  trouble 
of  distribution. 


PARISH  OF  WALTON. 

School. 

There  is  an  ancient  school,  with  dwelling-rooms  over  it,  in  the  church-yard 
of  Walton,  of  the  foundation  of  which  we  have  not  been  able  to  obtain  any 
authentic  account. 

It  is  stated,  in  an  old  paper  writing  produced  to  us,  to  have  been  built, 
according  to  tradition,  by  a person  who  gave  300/.  for  the  maintenance  of 
a master,  50/.  of  which  was  lost  by  the  insolvency  of  the  person  in  whose  hands 

5 it 
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it  was  placed.  The  same  paper  further  states,  that  the  land  belonging  to  it 
was  let  about  the  year  1719,  at  51.  per  annum,  and  that  there  was  155/.  10s. 
upon  bond ; that  the  rector  and  vicar  nominate  the  master ; and  that  the  writ- 
ings were  destroyed  in  the  Rebellion. 

The  school-building  is  in  good  condition,  having  been  repaired  within  a few 
years  at  the  expense  of  the  parish. 

The  property  at  present  belonging  to  the  school  consists  of  two  closes  of 
copyhold  land  in  West  Derby,  containing  4a.  Or.  26  p.  at  7£  yards  to  the 
perch.  The  land  is  let  by  the  vicar  and  churchwardens,  who  act  as  trustees,  to 
Arthur  Hey  wood,  esquire,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the  very  high  rent  of  40/.,  which 
is  paid  clear  to  the  master. 

There  is  also  a school-stock  of  131/.  which  was  lent  on  bond  for  many  years, 
but  being  paid  in  is  now  in  the  hands  of  John  Shaw  Leigh,  esquire,  the  owner  of 
large  property  in  the  parish,  at  five  per  cent.,  which  is  paid  to  the  schoolmaster. 
Mr.  Leigh  has  not  given  any  security  for  the  money. 

We  cannot  state  from  what  source  this  money  was  derived,  but  it  probably 
comprises  part  at  least  of  the  following  donations  recorded  in  a table  of  bene- 
factions : 

Thomas  Harrison , by  Will,  dated  May  25th,  1613,  left  120/.  to  the  use  and 
maintenance  of  a free-school  in  Walton. 

Alexander  Molyneux , in  1630,  gave  20/.,  and  Richard  Whitfield , in  1690, 
10/.  to  the  same  use. 

An  inscription  on  the  table  of  benefactions,  dated  1813,  states  the  school- 
stock  as  131/.,  and  this  sum  is  all  that  has  been  known  to  exist  for  a long 
time. 

The  school  is  open  to  all  the  boys  of  the  parish,  but  it  is  chiefly  those  of 
Walton,  and  the  townships  more  immediately  adjoining,  who  attend. 

The  children  of  poor  persons  are  taught  reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic, 
and  merchants  accounts,  if  required,  free  of  any  charge,  but  the  master  is 
allowed  to  charge  5 s.  quarterly  for  teaching  arithmetic,  and  3 s.  for  writing,  to 
children  of  farmers,  and  those  who  are  competent  to  pay  it. 

The  number  of  boys  in  the  school  varies  according  to  the  season,  from  45 
to  79,  about  one  half  of  whom  are  taught  free. 

Johnson’s  Charity. 

Ellen  Johnson,  otherwise  Jameson , by  her  Will,  bearing  date  12tn  June  1775, 
devised  to  her  executors,  in  trust  for  her  niece  Ellen  Armstrong  and  her 
issue,  a messuage  with  the  appurtenances,  in  Tithe  Barn-street,  Liverpool, 
charged  with  the  payment  of  20  s.  yearly,  which  she  directed  to  be  properly 
secured  ; 10s.  for  the  use  of  the  poor  in  Liverpool ; 3s.  for  the  poor  in  Bootle; 
3s.  for  the  poor  of  Walton-on-the-Hill ; 2s.  for  the  poor  of  Kirkdale,  and  2s. 
For  the  poor  of  Fazakerley ; and  in  case  her  said  niece  should  die  without 
issue,  she  devised  the  said  premises  to  John  Potts,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  charge- 
able with  the  said  sum  of  20s.,  and  also  another  sum  of  20s.  payable  for  the 
same  uses. 

It  is  supposed  that  the  messuage  charged  as  above  mentioned  no  longer 
exists,  the  site  having  been  sold  to  the  corporation  of  Liverpool,  for  the  im- 
provement of  the  town,  by  indentures  bearing  date  15th  December  1820, 
whereby  Edward  Gibbon,  and  Jane  his  wife,  and  John  Albinson,  devisees  in 
trust,  and  executors  appointed  by  the  will  of  John  Houghton,  conveyed  to  the 
mayor,  bailiffs,  and  burgesses  of  Liverpool,  in  consideration  of  760/.,  a parcel 
of  land  on  the  north  side  of  Tithe  Barn-street,  bounded  as  therein  mentioned, 
for  the  improvement  of  the  town  of  Liverpool,  subject  to  the  payment  of  20s. 
for  ever  ; 10s.,  part  thereof,  to  the  poor  of  Liverpool ; 3s.  to  the  poor  of  Bootle; 
3s,  to  the  poor  of  Walton-on-the-Hill ; 2s.  to  Kirkdale,  and  2s.  to  Fazakerley, 
and  also  subject  to  a further  charge  of  20s.  to  be  divided  in  the  same  manner, 
making  in  the  whole  an  annual  charge  of  40s. 

The  treasurer  of  the  corporation  pays  annually  1 /.  to  the  vicar  of  Walton, 
who  distributes  it  amongst  poor  persons  of  the  townships  of  Bootle,  Walton, 
Kirkdale,  and  Fazakerley,  in  the  proportions  specified. 

The  other  sum  of  20s.  is  distributed  to  the  poor  of  Liverpool  as  already 
mentioned.

Fazakerley’s  Charity. 


At  a court  held  for  the  manor  of  West  Derby,  6th  May  1696,  it  was  certified 
by  two  customary  tenants  of  the  said  manor,  that  on  5th  May  1696,  Thomas 
Fazakerley  surrendered  the  several  closes  called  the  Robert  Meadow,  the 
Wheat  Hey,  the  Rye  Hey,  the  Ellins  Acre,  the  Canfer  Croft,  the  Pingot, 
the  Roberts  Yorl,  and  Cropps  Acre,  containing  by  estimation  eight  acres  of  the 
measure  there  used,  with  the  appurtenances,  to  the  intent  that  the  lord  of 
the  said  manor  should  according  to  the  custom  of  the  said  manor  grant  the 
same  to  the  said  Thomas  Fazakerley  and  his  assigns,  for  life,  and  after  his  de- 
cease to  John  Fazakerley,  his  brother,  and  his  assigns,  for  his  life,  and  after  the 
decease  of  both  of  them  to  the  Rev.  Richard  Richmond,  rector  of  Walton,  and 
the  Rev.  Thomas  Marsden,  vicar  of  Walton,  and  their  successors,  and  William 
Fazakerley,  of  Prescott,  his  heirs  and  assigns^;  and  it  was  declared  that  the 
intent  of  this  surrender  was,  that  the  premises,  after  the  decease  of  the  said 
Thomas  and  John  Fazakerley,  should  be  chargeable  with  the  payment  of  12/. 
yearly,  for  ever,  if  the  clear  yearly  profits  should  amount  to  so  much,  and  that 
the  said  trustees,  their  heirs  and  successors,  should  distribute  the  clear  yearly 
profits  to  the  following  uses,  namely,  52 s.  yearly,  part  thereof  to  the  church- 
wardens of  the  parish  of  Walton,  12  d.  every  Sunday,  to  be  employed  in  buying 
white  bread,  to  be  distributed  in  the  parish-church  amongst  so  many  poor  indi- 
gent people  of  the  townships  of  Walton  and  Fazakerley  as  should  attend  Divine 
Service,  and  85.,  further  part  thereof,  to  the  churchwardens  for  their  pains; 
and  it  was  declared  that  if  there  should  not  be  poor  people  of  the  township  of 
Fazakerley  to  receive  one  moiety  of  the  said  bread,  the  churchwardens  should 
distribute  more  than  a moiety  to  the  poor  of  Walton  ; the  sum  of  50s.,  further 
part  thereof,  to  be  paid  to  the  churchwardens  on  St.  Thomas  the  Apostle,  to 
be  by  them  distributed  amongst  the  poor  of  the  township  of  Walton,  on  that 
day,  yearly,  for  ever,  provided  that  such  poor  people  should  on  that  day  attend 
the  parish-church,  and  hear  Divine  Service  and  a sermon;  and  the  sum  of  31., 
further  part  thereof,  to  be  yearly  distributed  on  the  same  day  by  the  church- 
wardens amongst  the  poor  people  within  the  township  of  Fazakerley,  and  10s. 
to  be  paid  on  the  same  day  to  the  vicar  of  Walton  for  preaching  a sermon  on 
that  day;  and  also  58  s.,  further  part  thereof,  to  be  paid  on  the  same  day  to  the 
overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  township  of  West  Derby,  to  be  by  them  distributed 
amongst  the  poor  and  indigent  people  of  that  township,  and  2s.,  residue 
thereof,  to  be  paid  to  the  said  overseers  of  West  Derby  for  their  pains ; and  it 
was  provided,  that  if  the  rent  of  the  premises  should  fall  short  of  12/.  all  the 
payments  should  abate  proportionably ; and  it  was  declared  that  such  poor  only 
as  were  of  the  communion  of  the  church  of  England  should  be  partakers  of  this 
charity ; and  the  rector  and  vicar  of  Walton,  for  the  time  being,  and  their 
respective  successors,  with  the  churchwardens  of  Walton  inhabiting  in  the 
townships  of  Walton  and  Fazakerley,  and  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  West 
Derby,  were  intrusted  to  see  the  same  justly  and  duly  distributed  according  to 
the  intent  of  the  said  surrender. 

The  estate  consists  of  16  a.  31  r.  statute-measure,  and  was  let  to  Zachariah 
Harrison,  who  is  lately  dead,  for  a term  of  seven  years,  of  which  about  two  are 
unexpired,  at  a good  rent  of  35  /.  a year. 

The  rent  is  divided  in  the  following  manner  :

For  the  sum  of  2/.  125.  one  dozen  of  penny  loaves  are  given  away  every 
Sunday  to  poor  persons  of  Walton  and  Fazakerley.  There  are  seldom  many 
claimants,  and  the  bread  is  divided  amongst  those  who  are  present. 

On  St.  Thomas’s  day,  yearly,  Divine  Service  is  performed,  and  a sermon 
preached  in  Walton  church,  on  which  occasion  the  parish-officers  of  the  three 
townships  of  Walton,  Fazakerley,  and  West  Derby,  attend  with  the  poor  per- 
sons 
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sons  who  are  to  receive  the  charity,  and  after  deducting  the  several  allowances 
for  bread,  for  the  vicar  and  churchwardens,  and  tenants  expenses,  the  re- 
mainder is  divided  equally  amongst  the  officers  of  each  of  the  three  townships, 
for  separate  distribution  to  their  own  poor,  and  is  given  away  by  them  on  the 
spot.  The  same  proportion  of  division  has  prevailed  for  many  years. 

In  the  township  of  Walton  the  objects  are  selected  by  the  vicar  and  church- 
wardens. They  are  the  most  aged  and  infirm,  and  the  most  regular  commu- 
nicants. The  money  given  varies  from  about  3s.  to  18s.  or  20  s.,  and  a pre- 
ference is  given  to  those  not  receiving  parochial  relief. 

In  the  township  of  Fazakerley  a list  is  prepared,  before  St.  Thomas’s-day, 
by  the  overseers,  and  some  of  the  principal  land-owners,  and  the  money  is 
divided  accordingly  in  sums  varying  from  5 s.  to  about  18  s. 

It  is  distributed  amongst  the  poor  of  the  township  of  West  Derby  by  the 
overseer,  in  different  sums,  according  to  the  age  or  necessities  of  the  claimants, 
in  sums  varying  from  3 s.  to  6 s.  or  7 s. 

TOWNSHIPS  OF  WALTON  AND  BOOTLE.  Walton  and  Bootle. 

Berry’s  Charity. 

Thomas  Berry , by  his  Will,  bearing  date  2d  July  1 601,  gave  to  the  parson  Berry’s  Charity, 
and  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  St.  Mary  Magdalen,  old  Fish-street, 

London,  and  their  successors,  the  eighth  and  last  messuage  or  tenement  which 
he  bought,  to  him  and  his  heirs,  of  Edward  Street,  by  the  name  of  the  Red 
Cross,  then  converted  into  two  messuages,  in  the  parish  of  St.  George  in 
Southwark,  then  in  the  occupation  of  James  Swift  and  his  assigns,  for  the 
yearly  rent  of  10/.,  upon  trust,  that  they  should  pay  yearly,  for  ever,  to  the 
parson  and  churchwardens  of  the  parish-church  of  Walton  in  Lancashire,  and 
to  their  successors  or  assigns  54s.,  by  half-yearly  payments,  52  s.  thereof  to 
provide  52  dozen  of  white  bread  for  every  Sunday  in  the  year,  to  be  brought 
and  left  in  some  convenient  place  of  the  said  church,  then  and  there  to  be 
given  to  12  poor  people  at  the  churchwardens  discretion,  whereof  he  desired 
that  three  should  be  of  the  poor  of  Bootle,  and  the  other  2s.  he  gave  to  the 
churchwardens  for  their  pains  ; and  he  desired  that  the  said  parson  and  church- 
wardens should  follow  the  former  directions  prescribed  to  Walton  for  bread 
for  the  poor  of  St.  Mary  Magdalen,  the  like  quantity  at  their  good  discretion, 
with  the  2s.  yearly  for  their  pains  therein  to  be  taken,  the  parson  not  exempted  ; 
and  he  desired  that  the  said  parson  and  churchwardens,  and  their  successors, 
should  yearly  pay,  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  messuages  or  tene- 
ments, to  two  honest  and  sufficient  men  of  the  town  of  Bootle,  or  to  their 
sufficient  deputy  or  deputies,  50s.,  at  any  time  within  ten  days  before  Christmas- 
day,  30  s.  thereof  to  provide  a dinner  every  St.  Thomas’s-day  in  his  brother 
James’s  then  dwelling-house  in  Bootle,  for  all  the  householders  and  married 
people  of  the  said  town,  with  so  many  of  his  kinsfolks  as  should  please  to 
come  thither,  and  20s.  for  a supper  in  the  same  place  for  all  the  youth  and 
young  people  of  the  said  town,  and  of  his  kindred  likewise  as  should  please  to 
resort  thither.  The  other  42  s.  of  the  said  yearly  rent  of  10/.  he  referred  to 
the  good  discretion  of  the  said  parson,  with  the  common  council  of  the  parish 
of  St.  Mary  Magdalen,  and  the  churchwardens,  whether  to  dispose  that  to  the 
poor  of  the  parish,  or  towards  paying  of  fifteens  for  such  as  should  not  be  able 
to  pay,  being  no  subsidy-people. 

The  particulars  of  this  charity  will  be  found  in  our  account  of  those  of 
St.  Mary  Magdalen,  Fish-street  Hill,  London,  contained  in  the  present  Report. 

The  vicar  of  Walton  receives  annually  from  the  rector  and  churchwardens 
of  that  parish  the  sum  of  4/.  105.  as  the  amount  of  a year’s  legacy  (deducting 
the  land-tax)  due  to  the  townships  of  Walton  and  Bootle. 

Of  this  sum  2/.  7 s.  is  reserved  for  bread-money,  and  the  sum  of  2/.  3 5.  is 
paid  to  the  overseer  of  Bootle,  the  145.  deducted  for  land-tax  being  divided 
equally. 

Twelve  penny  loaves  are  placed  in  Walton  church  every  Sunday,  and  given 
away  after  morning  service  to  the  most  deserving  poor  of  Walton,  and  three 
from  Bootle,  selected  by  the  minister  and  churchwardens,  5s.  being  added 
annually  from  the  sacrament-money  to  make  up  an  equal  distribution.  The 
churchwardens  do  not  receive  the  25.  given  to  them  for  their  trouble, 
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The  money  paid  over  to  the  township  ot  Bootle  is  distributed  amongst  poor 
persons  of  that  township,  in  sums  varying  from  2 s.  to  7 s,  It  has  lor  many 
years  been  given  in  the  same  manner. 

In  our  account  of  the  charities  in  St.  Mary  Magdalen,  Fish-street-HiB, 
London,  will  be  found  a statement  ol  the  increase  in  the  annual  value  of  the 
property  devised  by  Thomas  Berry,  to  which  we  must  refer,  and  it  is  only 
necessary  shortly  to  repeat,  that  in  our  opinion  the  poor  of  Walton  and  Bootle 
are  entitled  to  an  increased  payment,  bearing  the  same  proportion  to  the 
present  rent  as  the  share  originally  given  to  them  bore  to  the  rent  at  the  date 
of  the  testator’s  will. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  WALTON. 

Tarleton’s  Charity. 

The  particulars  of  this  charity  have  been  already  given  in  our  account  of 
those  in  the  parish  of  Liverpool. 

The  sum  of  12  s.  6d.  annually  is  received  from  the  treasurer  of  the  corpo- 
ration of  Liverpool,  as  the  interest  of  the  Walton  share  of  this  bequest 
of  50/. 

This  sum  is  given  away  by  the  vicar,  amongst  such  poor  persons  as  he  may 
find  in  want  in  the  course  of  the  year. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  FAZAKERLEY. 

School. 

There  is  a small  school-house  in  the  township  of  Fazakerley,  which  was  the 
gift  of  Samuel  Turner , in  the  year  1725,  as  stated  in  an  inscription  on  a stone 
at  the  end  of  the  house.  There  is  about  a rood  of  land,  at  eight  yards  to  the 
perch,  belonging  to  it. 

A schoolmistress  taught  in  this  house  till  between  two  and  three  years  ago* 
when  she  died,  and  since  that  time  no  person  has  lived  there,  and  the  house  has 
fallen  very  much  into  decay. 

There  wras  also  a school-stock  of  100/.  (supposed  to  have  been  left  by  the 
same  Samuel  Turner)  in  the  hands  of  Henry  Lawrence,  of  Liverpool,  at  five 
per  cent,  interest,  which  used  to  be  paid  to  the  schoolmistress. 

Mr.  Lawrence  became  bankrupt  about  15  or  16  years  ago,  and  the  dividend 
received  from  his  estate  amounted  to  58/.  2 s.  c2d .,  which  is  now  in  the  hands 
of  Edward  Rogerson,  of  Fazakerley  who  received  the  dividend,  being  at  that 
time  overseer  of  the  poor. 

Since  the  time  of  Mr.  Lawrence’s  failure  the  schoolmistress  received  5L 
annually  from  the  township-rate,  although  only  2/.  was  received  as  the  interest 
of  the  money  recovered  from  Mr.  Lawrence’s  estate,  and  that  payment  was 
continued  till  she  died ; since  her  death  the  interest  has  been  received  from 
Mr.  Rogerson  as  it  became  due,  and  paid  over  to  the  township-account  in  re- 
payment of  what  had  been  advanced.  The  last  interest  received  was  2/.  2 s., 
formerly  it  was  only  2 /. 

The  land  belonging  to  the  school  has  been  let  since  the  schoolmistress  died, 
the  first  year  for  10  s.,  and  the  second  for  11.,  these  rents  have  been  received 
and  carried  to  the  township-account.  The  land  is  now  let  at  1/.  a year.  Meet- 
ings have  been  held  in  the  township  respecting  the  propriety  of  repairing  tho 
school-house,  and  we  were  informed  that  it  was  probable  a subscription  would 
be  raised  for  that  purpose. 

We  suggested  that  another  meeting  should  be  held  forthwith,  in  order  that 
the  inhabitants  might  be  induced  to  come  to  some  agreement,  by  which  the 
school  should  be  restored,  and  a person  appointed  to  receive  the  interest  of  the 
money  as  well  as  the  rent  of  the  land.  We  have  since  been  informed  that  a 
meeting  was  held  on  March  25th,  1828,  but  that  nothing  was  decided  upon 
relating  to  the  school ; we  trust,  however,  that  the  inhabitants  will  not  long 
neglect  to  take  such  steps  in  this  respect  as  their  duty  requires. 
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TOWNSHIP  OF  FORMBY. 
School. 


Richard  Marsh,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  9th  September  1703,  bequeathed 
to  the  school  of  Formby  the  interest  of  400/.,  then  in  her  Majesty’s  hands  in 
the  Exchequer,  the  interest  of  300/.  thereof  for  the  use  of  the  upper  school- 
master, and  the  interest  of  the  remaining  100/.  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
under  schoolmaster. 

The  testator  afterwards  devised  certain  estates  to  his  son  Richard  Marsh, 
and  the  heirs  of  his  body,  and  declared  his  meaning  to  be,  that  in  case  his  said 
son,  and  his  heirs,  should  die  without  issue  of  their  bodies  living,  he  gave  his  and 
their  proportion  to  be  employed  for  erecting  a school  at  Formby,  and  he  di- 
rected that  no  parson  or  minister  residing  in  or  within  10  miles  of  Formby 
should  serve  as  upper  or  under-master,  but  that  there  should  be  a new  master 
elected  once  every  year  as  the  town  of  Formby  should  think  fit. 

By  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release,  bearing  date  27th  and  28th  February 
1709,  between  Thurston  Haddock,  of  the  first  part,  and  Henry  Blundell,  and 
seven  others,  of  whom  Richard  Formby,  esquire,  was  one,  of  the  other  part,  the 
said  Thurston  Haddock,  in  consideration  of  410/.,  conveyed  to  the  said  Henry 
Blundell  and  others,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  a messuage  or  tenement,  with  the 
appurtenances,  in  Kellamergh  and  Wrea,  or  one  of  them,  and  the  closes  thereto 
belonging,  called  the  Crofts,  the  Houltrey  Crowns,  the  Three  Inn  Fields,  the 
Little  Barn  Brick,  and  the  Broad  Meadow,  (one  small  parcel  of  the  said  Broad 
Meadow,  containing  about  one  acre,  late  the  inheritance  of  Edward  Rigby, 
esquire,  excepted),  containing  by  estimation  25  acres,  upon  trust,  to  apply  three 
fourth  parts  of  the  clear  yearly  rents  towards  the  support  and  maintenance  of 
the  head  or  upper  schoolmaster  of  the  school  of  Formby  for  the  time  being, 
and  the  remaining  fourth  part  towards  the  support  and  maintenance  of  the 
under  schoolmaster  of  the  said  school  for  the  time  being,  according  to  the  in- 
tent of  the  will  of  Richard  Marsh,  deceased,  bearing  date  9th  September  1703, 
and  of  a decree  made  in  the  High  Court  of  Chancery,  10th  February  1708,  for 
establishing  the  charity,  in  a cause  between  the  Attorney-General,  at  the  rela- 
tion of  John  Whitehead  and  others,  complainants,  and  John  Harrison,  and 
Elizabeth  his  wife,  and  Mary  Marsh,  defendants. 

Indorsed  on  the  said  Indenture  is  the  receipt  of  410/.,  400/.  part  thereof, 
from  one  of  the  Masters  of  the  High  Court  of  Chancery,  and  10/.,  the  residue 
thereof,  from  the  inhabitants  of  Formby. 

It  does  not  appear  that  there  has  been  any  subsequent  appointment  of  trus- 
tees, and  it  is  not  known  who  is  the  heir  at  law  of  the  survivor.  Charles  Blun- 
dell, esq.  and  the  Rev.  Richard  Formby,  act  as  trustees. 

There  are  two  school-rooms  at  Formby.  The  one  near  the  Cross  is  built  upon 
the  waste,  and  called  the  higher  or  upper  school.  There  had  been  an  ancient 
school  upon  the  spot,  which  was  rebuilt  in  the  year  1785  at  the  expense  of  the 
township.  The  other  school-room  is  situate  at  the  north  end  of  Formby,  near 
Ainsdale.  This  also  stands  upon  the  waste,  and  is  repaired  by  the  township. 

The  masters  of  both  these  schools  receive.  The  benefit  of  the  endowment  de- 
rived from  Richard  Marsh,  it  being  thought  more  advisable  to  have  two  schools 
in  different  parts  of  the  township,  than  one  large  school  with  two  masters. 

Both  the  masters  are  appointed  by  Charles  Blundell,  esquire,  and  the  Rev. 
Richard  Formby,  the  inhabitants  of  the  township  being  consulted  in  the 
appointment. 

The  only  endowment  belonging  to  these  schools  is  the  land  in  the  parish  of 
Kirkham,  purchased  with  the  money  left  by  Richard  Marsh. 

This  estate  consisting  of  a cottage  with  small  outbuildings,  in  bad  condition, 
and  about  23  acres  of  land,  at  seven  and  a half  yards  to  the  perch,  was  let  up  to 
Candlemas  1827  to  the  following  persons,  as  yearly  tenants,  at  the  following 
rents :

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The  estate  was  thus  let  by  a former  master,  and  so  continued  by  the  present 
master  until  a short  time  ago,  when  two  gentlemen  were  sent  by  Mr.  Blundell 
and  Mr.  Formby  to  relet  the  lands  upon  better  terms.  They  agreed  with  John 
Worthington,  the  tenant  of  the  principal  part,  to  take  the  whole  estate,  from 
Candlemas  1827,  for  21  years,  at  the  rent  of  31.  per  acre  for  the  first  seven 
years.  It  was  to  be  left  to  the  arbitration  of  two  persons  named  in  the  agree- 
ment, whether  the  rent  should  be  31.  10  s.  or  4/.  per  acre,  or  any  sum  between 
those  two  for  the  last  14  years.  The  other  two  tenants  received  notice  to  quit, 
or  pay  double  the  rent,  in  order  to  enable  the  trustees  to  give  possession  of  the 
whole  to  John  Worthington  at  Candlemas  1827,  hut  Thomas  Rawstorne  having 
refused  to  quit,  the  trustees  were  unable  to  give  Worthington  possession  at  the 
time  specified,  and  he  therefore  refused  to  take  the  land  upon  the  terms  above- 
mentioned,  but  continued  the  following  year  to  occupy  the  land  he  before  held 
at  the  old  rent  of  17 /•  105. 

Thomas  Rawstorne  having  declared  his  intention  to  remain,  and  pay  double 
rent,  held  on  accordingly  till  Candlemas  1828,  when  having  received  a second 
notice  he  gave  up  possession,  but  he  only  paid  31.  towards  his  rent,  and  it 
seems  doubtful  whether  the  remainder  will  be  recovered. 

The  land  held  by  William  Hargreaves  was  given  up  by  him  at  Candlemas 
1827,  and  was  unoccupied,  and  consequently  unproductive  for  the  following 
year. 

At  Candlemas  1828  the  whole  estate  was  placed  under  the  management  of 
Mr.  Worthington,  as  agent  for  the  trustees,  until  some  agreement  could  be 
made  for  letting  it.  The  property  was  in  this  unsettled  state  at  the  time  of  our 
Inquiry  in  March  1828,  but  we  have  since  been  informed  that  the  estate  has 
been  let  to  John  Worthington,  at  the  rent  of  34/.,  until  Candlemas  1829,  at 
which  period  it  is  hoped  better  terms  will  be  obtained. 

The  inhabitants  of  Formby  have  agreed  to  raise  20/.  to  be  laid  out  in  the 
purchase  of  manure  or  lime  for  improving  the  estate,  on  condition  that  the 
upper  school  shall  be  conducted  in  future  in  a more  satisfactory  manner. 

Previously  to  1827  the  acting  trustees  appear  never  to  have  interfered  in 
the  letting  of  the  property,  and  it  was  left  to  the  schoolmaster  for  the  time 
being,  who  generally  let  the  lands  to  yearly  tenants,  without  any  conditions  as 
to  the  cultivation  or  manuring  thereof,  at  the  highest  rent  they  could  obtain, 
by  which  practice  the  premises  have  become  much  deteriorated,  and  are  in  very 
bad  condition. 

The  rent  when  received  was  divided  between  the  masters  of  the  higher 
school  and  lower  school,  two  thirds  being  paid  to  the  former,  and  one  third  to 
the  latter. 

The  masters  of  each  of  the  schools  are  bound  to  take  all  the  children  of  the 
township  who  offer  themselves,  and  teach  them  reading,  writing  and  accounts, 
without  any  charge.  There  are  seldom  fewer  than  80  children  in  the  upper 
school,  and  sometimes  as  many  as  100,  and  generally  about  40  children  in  the 
lower  school  in  the  winter,  and  from  20  to  30  in  the  summer. 

Some  complaints  have  lately  been  made  of  the  conduct  of  the  master  of  the 
upper  school,  and  the  condition  under  which  the  sum  of  20/.  was  agreed  to  be 
advanced  by  the  township  had  reference  to  his  misconduct. 

The  want  of  trustees  for  the  proper  management  of  this  charity  is  very  sen- 
sibly felt,  and  we  think  that  Mr.  Blundell  and  Mr.  Formby,  who  have  for  many 
years  acted  in  some  measure  as  trustees,  ought  to  take  such  steps  as  may  be 
advised  for  appointing  some  persons  to  act,  and  obtaining  such  a conveyance  as 
may  have  the  effect  of  vesting  the  property  in  themselves  and  such  new  trustees. 
Considering  the  length  of  time  that  has  elapsed  since  the  conveyance  of  1709, 
it  is  not  to  be  expected  that  a regular  conveyance  from  the  heir  at  law  of  the 
last  surviving  trustee  can  be  obtained  without  great  difficulty  and  expense. 


Shakrock’s  Charity. 

Sharrock’s  Charity.  It  is  stated  in  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786  that  Mr.  Sharrock,  in 
1732,  left  52/.  (producing  2/.  125.  yearly)  for  bread,  to  the  poor  of  Formby. 

The  sum  of  2/.  12  5.  is  paid  annually  by  the  chapelwarden,  out  of  the 
rate,  and  laid  out  in  bread,  which  is  given  away  by  him  in  the  chapel  to  poor 
persons  attending  Divine  Service.  Bread  is  not  distributed  every  Sunday,  but 
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at  the  discretion  of  the  chapelwarden  for  the  time  being,  who  takes  care  that 
in  the  course  of  the  year  the  whole  amount  shall  be  distributed. 

Sutton’s  and  Williamson’s  Charities. 

In  a book  belonging  to  this  township  are  the  following  entries : 

June  13th  1749. 

Received  of  Elizabeth  Shaw  and  Mr.  Brethagh,  10/.,  by  the  chapel  wardens 
and  overseers  of  the  poor,  which  was  left  to  the  poor  of  Formbv  by  John 
Sutton , the  interest  thereof  to  be  dealt  on  Good-Friday  and  at  Christmas,  at 
Formby  church,  by  the  curate  of  Formby  for  the  time  being,  to  such  poor 
people  as  he  should  think  proper,  5 s.  at  a day,  for  ever. 

December  5th  1749. 

Received  of  Ellin  Brown,  executor  to  George  Williamson , late  of  Formby 
school-master,  10  /.,  to  be  put  to  interest,  and  the  interest  given  to  such  poor 
widows  as  the  curate  of  the  town  might  think  objects  of  charity,  yearly,  the 
above  sum  received  by  the  chapelwardens  and  the  overseers  of  the  poor. 

The  above  sums  the  township  of  Formby  took  into  their  hands,  to  discharge 
a 50/.  bond  due  to  William  Scarisbrick,  esquire,  which  was  borrowed  for  the 
erecting  and  finishing  the  new  chapel  in  Formby. 

The  sum  of  lOs.  yearly,  in  respect  of  Williamson’s  charity,  is  paid  from  the 
rates,  by  the  chapelwarden,  to  the  curate,  and  by  him  given  to  10  poor  widows, 
chosen  by  himself,  with  the  advice  of  the  chapelwarden. 

The  distribution  of  Sutton’s  charity  does  not  appear  to  have  been  made  re- 
gularly. Formerly,  the  yearly  sum  of  10s.  was  paid  from  the  rates,  and  5s. 
was  given  at  the  altar  to  the  poor  every  Good-Friday  and  Christmas-day,  but 
this  payment  has  been  omitted  lately,  which  is  accounted  for  by  supposing 
that  in  the  succession  of  chapelwardens  notice  of  this  charity  has  not  been 
communicated  from  one  to  the  other.  The  present  chapelwarden  has  under- 
taken to  distribute  it  this  year,  and  if  in  future  the  disposal  of  it  were  placed 
in  the  hands  of  the  curate,  as  according  to  the  entry  in  the  township-book, 
it  ought  to  be,  there  would  be  a better  chance  of  its  being  recollected. 

Charities  of  Marsh  and  others. 

In  an  old  township-book  are  several  entries,  from  which  it  appears  that 
persons  of  the  names  of  Marshy  Everard,  and  Dr.  Davy,  left  money  to  the 
poor  of  Formby. 

The  sum  given  away  yearly,  as  the  interest  of  this  money,  has  varied,  but  at 
least  from  the  year  1753,  SI.  18s.  has  been  paid  out  of  the  poors  rates,  and  31. 
by  the  corporation  of  Liverpool,  as  the  interest  of  Richard  Marsh’s  charity, 
the  principal  having  been  placed  there  for  security.  We  could  not  obtain 
copies  of  the  wills  of  any  of  the  parties  above  named. 

An  account  of  the  application  of  these  sums  is  entered  in  the  township-book, 
with  the  names  of  the  persons  receiving  the  charity.  About  5 s.  is  paid  every 
year  for  obtaining  the  interest  from  Liverpool,  and  after  deducting  the  expenses 
of  distribution,  the  residue  is  distributed  amongst  poor  persons  of  Formby,  in 
sums  of  5 s.  and  6s.  each.  The  persons  are  selected  by  the  curate,  chapel- 
wardens and  overseers,  and  are  generally  such  as  do  not  receive  relief. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  KIRKBY  AND  SIMONS  WOOD. 

School. 

There  was  an  ancient  school  in  this  township  which  was  built  on  the  glebe- 
land,  and  was  long  since  burnt  down.  The  school  was  afterwards  kept  in  the 
vestry,  until  about  20  years  ago,  when  a room  was  erected  for  this  purpose  by  Lord 
Sefton  on  his  own  estate.  The  present  master  teaches  in  this  school,  and  re- 
ceives 8/.  a year  from  the  following  charity,  which  is  the  only  endowment 
thereto,  but  for  this  sum  he  does  not  teach  any  children  free. 

The  Billinge  Charity. 

It  is  stated  on  a table  of  benefactions  put  up  in  Kirby  chapel  about  40 
years  ago,  that  there  was  “ a moiety  of  a yearly  rent  from  Nehemiah  Cowley’s 
freehold  estate,  in  Billinge,  left  to  the  school-poor,  &c.  10/.” 
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We  could  not  obtain  any  other  account  of  the  origin  of  this  charity,  which  is 
known  by  the  name  of  the  Billinge  Charity. 

The  yearly  sum  of  10/.  is  paid  by  Thomas  Cowley,  of  Billinge,  in  the  parish 
of  Wigan,  owner  of  a freehold  estate  there,  which  he  inherited  from  his  father, 
Nehemiah  Cowley.  Of  this  sum  81.  is  paid  to  the  schoolmaster,  as  before  men- 
tioned, 105.  to  the  person  who  goes  to  obtain  the  payment,  and  1/.  105.  is 
given  to  the  poor,  part  on  St.  Thomas-day,  and  part  on  Good-Friday.  It  is 
given  to  all  the  poor  who  usually  attend  Divine  Service  on  those  days,  unless 
prevented  by  illness  or  infirmity,  whether  they  receive  relief  or  not. 

Fleetwood’s  Charity. 

The  table  of  benefactions  further  states,  that  William  Fleetwood  left  to  the 
poor  of  Kirkby,  yearly,  2/. 

The  yearly  sum  of  2/.  is  paid  out  of  an  estate  in  Kirkby,  reported  to  have 
belonged  formerly  to  the  Fleetwood  family,  and  now  belonging  to  John  John- 
son, esquire,  of  Liverpool.  It  consists  of  a house  and  about  half  an  acre 
of  land,  at  eight  yards  to  the  perch,  and  is  in  the  occupation  of  Winifred 
Howard. 

Of  this  sum  205.  is  paid  on  Good-Friday,  and  205.  on  St.  Thomas’s-day, 
and  the  amount  is  given  away  on  those  days  by  the  incumberlt,  chapelwarden 
and  overseer,  to  poor  persons  who  have  no  other  relief  from  the  township. 

Pickup’s  Charity. 

By  a writing  on  parchment,  bearing  date  24th  September  1743,  and  signed 
by  the  donor  Lawrence  Piclcup,  of  Liverpool,  it  is  stated,  that  at  the  instance 
and  request  of  Mary  his  wife,  one  of  the  daughters  of  John  Kirkby,  tailor, 
and  Elizabeth  his  wife,  both  deceased,  he  had  delivered  into  the  hands  of  the 
Rev.  William  Mount,  then  curate  of  Kirkby,  10/.,  to  be  by  him  and  the  over- 
seers, and  the  succeeding  curate  and  overseers,  put  forth  to  interest,  and  3s.y 
part  of  the  produce  thereof,  to  be  applied  to  the  use  of  the  curate,  and  the 
residue  amongst  so  many  poor  people  of  Kirkby  as  they  should  think  fit, 
being  protestants,  and  frequenting  the  chapel  of  Kirkby  on  St.  Thomas’s-day ; 
and  he  directed  that  any  one  of  the  overseers  and  curate  might  place  out  the 
stock  and  distribute  the  interest. 

This  sum  of  10/.  was  applied  to  the  use  of  the  township,  and  the  overseer 
pays  yearly  out  of  the  rates  105.  on  St.  Thomas’s-day,  3 s.  thereof  to  the  minister, 
and  7 s.  is  given  amongst  6 or  7 poor  persons  who  are  the  most  regular  attendants 
at  divine  service  at  Kirkby  chapel  throughout  the  year,  whether  they  belong  to 
the  township  or  not. 

Mount’s  Charity. 

William  Mount , who  died  about  the  year  1766,  gave  for  the  use  of  the  poor 
people  of  the  chapelry  of  Kirkby,  and  Simonswood,  20/.,  the  interest  to  be 
distributed  by  the  curate  and  chapelwardens  to  such  as  attend  the  chapel  on 
St.  Thomas’s-day ; and  he  desired  that  the  said  20  /.  should  be  put  out  upon 
security  for  that  use  for  ever. 

This  sum  of  20/.,  was  applied  long  ago  by  the  chapelwardens  towards  pay- 
ing the  expense  of  new  roofing  the  chapel,  and  the  sum  of  20  5.  yearly  is 
paid  as  interest  thereof  out  of  the  chapel-rate,  two  thirds  of  which  are  given 
to  the  poor  of  Kirkby,  and  one  third  to  those  of  Simonswood. 

The  sums  given  to  each  person  on  St.  Thomas’s-day  and  Good  Friday,  from 
this  and  the  other  charities  above  mentioned,  vary  from  15.  to  15.  8 d. 

Aspe’s  Charity. 

The  particulars  of  this  charity  will  be  found  under  the  head  of  the  township 
of  West  Derby  immediately  following  : 

The  rent  as  there  stated  is  paid  to  the  township  of  West  Derby,  and  this 
township  alternately. 

The  rents  received  by  this  township  are  carried  to  an  account  called  the 
Apprentice  Fund,  out  of  which  boys  of  the  township  are  bound,  with  premiums 
varying  from  4/.  105.  to  8/. 


In 
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In  the  last  33  years  49  boys  have  been  bound  out,  and  there  is  a balance  in 
hand  of  about  49/. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  WEST  DERBY. 

Free  School. 

We  have  not  been  able  to  obtain  any  account  of  the  original  foundation  of 
the  free-school  in  this  township. 

At  a Court  held  for  the  Manor  of  West  Derby,  9th  January  1667,  Ann 
Dwerrihouse  surrendered  a messuage  and  tenement,  and  two  acres  and  one 
penny  rent  of  land,  containing  two  and  a half  acres,  or  thereabout,  in  Edge- 
lane,  in  West  Derby,  of  the  yearly  rent  of  1 %d.  the  acre,  to  the  use  of  William 
Smith  and  Henry  Mercer,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  upon  trust,  for  the  use  of  the 
free-school  of  West  Derby. 

At  a court  held  for  the  said  manor  on  the  12th  April  1823,  Thomas  Moly- 
neux  and  Henry  Lawrence,  who  had  been  admitted  in  1798,  on  the  surrender 
of  Henry  Smith,  great-grandson  of  the  said  William  Smith,  surrendered  the 
same  premises  to  the  use  of  the  said  Thomas  Molyneux,  and  Thomas  Colley 
Porter,  and  Thomas  Parr,  upon  the  same  trusts  as  before  expressed  in  the 
surrender  of  9th  January  1767. 

There  is  now  no  house  on  these  premises  ; the  land  is  let  to  Ezekiel  Pierre- 
point  for  the  term  of  nine  years,  of  which  about  two  are  unexpired,  at  a good 
rent  of  17  /. 

There  is  also  a school-stock  of  43/.  5 s.,  for  which  the  surveyor  of  the 
highways  of  West  Derby  pays  2/.  3s.  3d.  yearly,  as  the  interest  out  of  the 
highway-rate. 

Ann  Molyneux,  by  her  Will,  bearing  date  19th  January  1727,  gave  to  the 
minister  of  West  Derby  chapel,  and  the  schoolmaster  of  the  free-school  there, 
and  their  successors,  10/.,  to  be  placed  out,  and  the  interest  laid  out  in  Church- 
catechisms  and  other  good  books,  yearly,  among  the  poor  children  that  should 
come  to  the  said  school. 

It  is  not  known  whether  this  bequest  forms  any  part  of  the  sum  of  43  /.  5 s> 
above  mentioned. 

It  is  stated,  that  there  were  formerly  also  some  small  payments  made  to  the 
school  from  different  estates  in  the  township,  but  these  have  not  been  paid  for 
many  years,  and  there  appears  to  be  no  evidence  now  to  support  a claim 
thereto. 

The  school  was  formerly  held  in  an  old  house,  which  a few  years  ago  was 
found  to  be  insufficient  for  the  purpose,  and  a subscription  was  raised  in  the 
township,  amounting  to  upwards  of  r/00l.  for  the  purpose  of  building  a new 
school ; but  as  the  trustees  could  not  find  any  ground  in  all  respects  convenient 
to  build  upon,  Mr.  James  Bevan  undertook  to  build  a school  at  his  own  expense 
in  a central  situation  near  the  chapel,  for  which  he  was  to  receive  a fair  rent 
according  to  the  money  laid  out,  and  a lease  for  21  years  was  secured  to  the 
trustees. 

The  subscription  not  being  required  for  the  purpose  of  building,  was  in- 
vested in  the  purchase  of  Navy  5 per  cent  stock,  since  converted  into  854  /.  18  s. 
new  four  per  cents,  producing  a dividend  of  34/.  3 s.  10  d. 

Before  the  reduction  of  the  5 per  cents.  27/.  12s.  per  annum  was  paid  out  of 
the  dividends,  as  rent,  to  Mr.  Bevan,  and  there  remained  12/.  which  was  paid 
over  to  the  schoolmaster ; the  same  payments  have  been  continued  notwith- 
standing the  reduction  of  the  dividends,  so  that  there  is  now  a balance  of 
7/.  9s.  3d.  due  to  the  trustees. 

The  old  school-house  was  converted  into  a cottage,  and  is  now  let  by  the 
schoolmaster,  with  the  permission  of  the  trustees,  at  5 /.  a year. 

The  schoolmaster  now  receives  from  the  trustees  of  the  copyhold  land  the 
whole  of  the  clear  rents  thereof,  after  deducting  the  amount  of  any  expenses 
which  may  be  incurred  in  repairing  the  school-house,  the  amount  of  the  interest 
paid  by  the  surveyor  of  the  highways,  the  yearly  sum  of  12/.  of  the  dividends  on 
the  stock,  and  the  rent  of  the  old  school-house.  This  income,  if  no  deductions 
are  made,  amounts  altogether  to  361.  3s.  3d. 
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West  Derby.  The  master  has  also  the  use  of  the  school  built  by  Mr.  Bevan,  which  con- 
— tains  one  room  on  the  ground-floor  for  the  boys,  and  another  above  for  the 

I ree  S«hool,  girls.  In  respect  of  these  emoluments,  he  and  his  wife  teach  60  children,  boys 

contmut  . ^ an(j  g^r]Sj  0f  the  township,  free,  the  number  having  been  lately  increased 
from  40. 

The  children  are  appointed  by  the  trustees,  who  keep  a list  of  the  applicants, 
and  as  vacancies  occur  admit  them  according  to  priority.  The  master  also 
takes  some  pay-scholars,  with  the  permission  of  the  trustees.  All  the  children 
are  taught  reading,  writing,  and  accounts,  and  the  girls  are  also  taught  knitting 
and  sewing  by  the  mistress. 

Dwerrihouse’s  Charity. 


Dwerrihouses  Ann  Dwerriliouse , by  her  Will,  bearing  date  Gth  December  I672,  gave  to 
Charity.  William  Smyth  and  Henry  Mercer,  and  their  heirs,  two  closes  in  Thingwall, 

called  the  Oldmarled  Ley,  and  Lyons  Sand  Field,  lying  near  Hollands  Land, 
containing  by  estimation  4 a.  1r.  large  measure,  on  trust,  to  receive  the  rents 
thereof,  and  pay  yearly  to  the  chapelwarden  of  West  Derby,  and  his  successors, 
to  the  end  that  they  should,  of  the  clear  yearly  rents  and  profits,  every  Sunday 
in  the  year,  pay  to  12  of  the  poorest  people  inhabiting  within  the  chapelry  of 
West  Derby,  12  d.  in  wheat-bread,  that  is  to  say,  one  penny  loaf  to  each,  and  if 
any  surplusage  over  and  besides  the  payment  of  lc2d.  every  Sunday  should 
remain  at  the  end  of  any  year,  she  directed  that  the  said  chapelwarden  should, 
on  the  21st  of  December,  pay  the  same  to  William  Longworth,  his  heirs  and 
assigns,  the  said  chapelwarden  for  the  time  being,  deducting  2 s.  for  his 
trouble. 

This  bequest  is  recorded  on  a small  brass  tablet  in  the  chapel. 

The  chapelwarden  receives  every  half  year  27 s.  from  Joseph  Reddish,  of 
Liverpool,  as  trustee  and  agent  for  Mr.  Thomas  Ainsworth,  of  West  Derby, 
the  possessor  of  the  lands  in  the  hamlet  of  Thingwall,  devised  as  above  stated 
by  Ann  Dwerrihouse. 

Twelve  penny  loaves  are  given  away  every  Sunday  in  the  chapel  at  West 
Derby,  to  12  of  the  poorest  persons  of  the  township  attending  Divine  Service. 
The  same  persons  generally  continue  to  receive  the  loaves  every  Sunday.

Stones’s  Charity. 


Stones’s  Charity.  It  is  stated  in  the  terrier  of  the  vicarage  of  Walton,  that Stones  gave 

some  land  situate  in  WTest  Derby,  now  called  Stones’s  Land,  for  the  use  of  the 
vicar  of  Walton,  subject  to  the  payment  of  1 /.  a year  to  the  poor  of  West  Derby. 

The  vicar  pays  1/.  yearly  to  the  churchwarden  on  St.  Thomas’s-day,  and  it  is 
given  away  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  as  the  portion  of  Faza- 
kerley’s  charity  applicable  to  the  poor  of  this  township. 


Woods’s  Charity. 

Wood’s  Charity.  It  is  stated  in  the  table  of  benefactions  in  West  Derby  chapel,  that  James 
Woods , who  died  February  13th,  1678,  left  by  Will  four  penny  loaves  to  be 
distributed  to  the  poor  of  West  Derby,  in  the  chapel  every  Lord’s-day,  for 
ever,  and  2 s.  to  the  school,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  lands  of  George  W'oods,  in 
the  Town-row. 

The  sum  of  17 s.  4 d.  is  received  by  half-yearly  payments  as  Woods’s  charity, 
from  James  Widdowson,  of  West  Derby,  the  owner  of  a field  called  Chapel 
Croft,  containing  about  one  acre,  at  7 } yards  to  the  perch. 

Four  penny  loaves  are  distributed  in  respect  of  this  charity,  to  four  poor 
persons  of  the  township  attending  Divine  Service,  in  the  same  manner  as 
Dwerrihouse’s  charity  before  mentioned. 

Smarley’s  Charity. 

Smarley’s  Charity.  Elizabeth  Smarley,  who  died  11th  September  1780,  by  her  Will,  directed  her 
executors  to  pay  to  John  Pulford  and  Edward  Chaffers,  and  to  the  curate  and 
chapelwarden  for  the  chapel  of  West  Derby,  GO/.,  upon  trust,  to  place  out  the 
•same  at  interest  in  their  names  ; and  after  the  death  of  the  said  J.  Pulford 
and  E.  Chaffers,  in  the  names  of  the  said  curate  and  chapelwarden  for  the  time 
being,  the  yearly  interest  to  be  applied  at  the  end  of  every  second  year,  in  the 
J purchase 
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purchase  of  Bibles  and  Common  Prayer-books,  part  thereof  to  be  of  large  print  West  Derby. 

proper  for  elderly  persons,  to  be  from  time  to  time  distributed  among  such  

poor  persons  and  children  residing  within  the  township  of  West  Derby  as  the  Smarley’s  Charity, 
trustees  for  the  time  being  should  think  fit  objects  of  such  donations.  continued. 

The  will  also  contains  a bequest  of  51.  5 s.  a year,  for  a schoolmistress  at 
West  Derby,  charged  upon  land  ; this  was  paid  for  a short  time,  but  has  not 
now  been  paid  for  at  least  20  years,  being  a void  bequest  by  the  statute  of 
9 George  2,  c.  36. 

The  legacy  of  60/.  is  invested  on  the  security  of  the  tolls  of  the  Liverpool, 

Prescot,  and  Ashton  turnpike-road,  and  bears  interest  at  present  at  the  rate  of 
4 | per-cent. 

The  incumbent  of  the  chapel  receives  the  interest  every  two  years,  and  dis- 
poses of  it  in  the  purchase  of  Bibles  and  Prayer-books  of  large  and  small 
print,  from  the  society  for  promoting  Christian  Knowledge.  By  means  of  this 
donation  the  poor  of  the  township  are  well  supplied  with  Bibles  and  Prayer- 
books. 


Mercer’s  Charity. 

At  a Court  held  for  the  Manor  of  West  Derby,  5th  April  1689,  Andrew  Mercer’s  Charity. 
Mercer  surrendered  to  Andrew  Sargeant,  sundry  parcels  of  land  in  West 
Derby,  chargeable  with  the  sum  of  31.  annually,  whereof  12 d.  was  directed  to 
be  distributed  every  Sunday,  in  wheat-bread,  to  three  poor  persons  residing  in 
Town-row  quarter,  and  to  three  poor  persons  of  the  Wood-side  quarter,  at  the 
chapel  of  West  Derby,  by  the  overseers  of  those  quarters  for  the  time  being, 
and  8s.,  the  remainder  thereof,  was  to  be  retained  by  the  said  overseers  for  ' - 
their  trouble  in  distributing  the  same. 

By  the  surrender  a power  of  revocation  is  reserved  to  the  donor,  and  as  we 
do  not  find  that  any  payment  has  been  paid  in  respect  of  this  charity  in  the 
memory  of  any  person  living,  it  is  not  improbable  that  the  power  of  revoca- 
tion was  exercised,  and  that  the  charity  never  took  effect.  It  is  noticed,  how- 
ever, in  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786. 


Aspe’s  Charity. 


At  a court  held  for  the  Manor  of  West  Derby,  12th  April  1699,  it  was  Aspe’s  Charity 
presented,  that  Thomas  Aspe,  on  the  3d  June  1698,  surrendered  a messuage  and 
lands  in  West  Derby,  containing  by  estimation  three  acres  and  three  roods, 
at  the  yearly  rent  of  3s.  10 d.  to  the  intent  that  the  lord  should  regrant  the 
same  to  the  use  of  the  said  Thomas  Aspe,  for  his  life,  and  after  his  death,  and 
the  expiration  of  12  years  from  the  date  of  the  said  surrender,  to  the  use  of  the 
minister  of  the  chapel  of  Kirkby,  and  of  William  Fazakerley,  Henry  Mercer, 

Edward  Tatlock,  and  Thomas  Bullinge,  and  their  heirs,  for  ever,  jointly  with  the 
minister  of  Kirkby,  and  also  to  the  use  of  the  minister  of  West  Derby  and 
William  Ryding,  Robert  Knowles,  Thomas  Wolful,  and  their  heirs,  jointly  with 
the  minister  and  the  churchwardens  of  Kirkby  and  West  Derby  successively 
for  the  binding  of  a poor  child  apprentice. 

No  subsequent  surrender  appears  to  have  taken  place  until  the  year  1806, 
but  at  a court  held  on  15th  January  1807,  it  was  presented  that  on  the  24th 
November  then  last,  William  Ryding,  heir-at-law  of  Hugh  Ryding,  in  whom 
the  premises  had  become  vested,  surrendered  a messuage,  land  and  tenement, 
containing  3 a.  3ii.,  theretofore  the  inheritance  of  Thomas  Aspe,  with  the  appur- 
tenances, to  the  intent  that  the  lord  of  the  manor  might  re-grant  the  same  to 
Edward  Faulkner,  Thomas  Molyneux,  Henry  Lawrence,  John  Leigh,  and  John 
Atherton,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  to  hold  according  to  the  custom  of  the  said 
manor,  upon  such  trusts  as  were  declared  in  a surrender  acknowledged  by  the 
said  Thomas  Aspe,  3d  June  1698,  or  as  near  thereto  as  circumstances  would 
permit. 

The  trustees  above  named  were  all  of  the  township  of  West  Derby,  no  com- 
munication having  taken  place,  as  we  are  informed,  with  the  inhabitants  of  the 
township  of  Kirkby  as  to  the  appointment  of  trustees,  though  they  were  equally 
interested  in  the  charity,  and  half  the  number  of  the  original  trustees  were  of 
that  place.  The  incumbent  of  the  chapelry  of  Kirkby  has  however  had  the 
principal  management  of  the  charity,  jointly  with  Thomas  Molyneux,  esquire, 
one  of  thetrustees  above  named. 
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The  property  consists  of  a house  with  outbuildings,  and  about  3 1 acres  of 
land,  at  7 1 yards  to  the  perch,  and  is  now  let  to  James  Newton  as  yearly  tenant, 
at  a good  rent  of  25  /. 

The  rent  is  paid  every  alternate  year  to  Mr.  Molyneux,  for  the  township  of 
West  Derbv,  by  whom  it  is  disposed  of  as  hereafter  mentioned,  and  in  intervening 
years  it  is  paid  to  the  incumbent  of  Kirkby,  and  disposed  of  as  already  mentioned 
in  our  account  of  the  charities  of  that  township. 

The  amount  of  the  rents  reserved  for  the  township  of  West  Derby  is  added 
to  the  produce  of  Gleast’s  charity,  hereafter  mentioned,  and  applied  in  binding 
out  boys  and  girls  of  the  township  apprentices. 

About  six  apprentices  are  placed  out  on  an  average,  out  of  these  charities, 
every  year,  with  premiums  of  4 </.  with  each  ; the  masters  engaging  to  give  two 
suits  of  clothes  to  the  apprentices  at  the  end  of  the  term. 

A regular  account  is  kept  by  Mr.  Molyneux;  and  at  the  time  of  our  Inquiry 
he  had  68/.  12s.  10 \d.  in  the  chest;  and  300/.  arising  from  former  balances 
was  invested  in  or  about  March  1826,  on  the  security  of  the  tolls  of  the  road 
from  Prescott  to  Liverpool,  at  4 per  cent,  which  interest  is  carried  to  the  account 
of  the  apprentice-fund. 

It  is  stated  that  the  population  of  West  Derby  is  increasing  rapidly,  so  that 
in  a few  years  there  is  expected  a great  increase  in  the  number  of  applicants 
for  these  charities. 

Gleast’s  Charity. 

Gleast’s  Charity.  Eleanor  Gleast  is  supposed  to  have  devised  in  1699  some  land  in  Page  Noss, 
in  West  Derby,  for  binding  poor  children  within  the  said  township  apprentices. 
And  she  also  gave  a rentcharge  of  405.  for  the  like  purpose. 

We  have  not  been  able  to  discover  any  document  with  respect  to  the  land 
at  Page  Noss,  but  as  to  the  rentcharge  of  40  5.,  it  appears,  that  at  a court  held 
for  the  manor  of  West  Derby,  30th  April  1712,  it  was  presented,  that  on  the 
day  preceding  the  Rev.  William  Pilkington  and  Alice  his  wife,  Robert  Mark- 
land  and  Ellen  his  wife,  and  Ann,  the  widow  of  John  Radcliffe,  in  consideration 
of  177/.  paid  by  William  Mercer,  surrendered  certain  messuages  and  tene- 
. ments,  with  their  appurtenances,  containing  by  estimation  three  acres  of  the 

measure  there  used,  and  the  closes  called  Henshaw’s  Fields,  also  containing 
three  acres  like  measure,  and  the  closes  called  Button’s  Field,  containing  two 
acres  like  measure,  all  in  West  Derby,  and  late  in  the  occupation  of  Eleanor 
Gleast,  to  the  intent  that  the  lord  of  the  said  manor  should  re-grant  the  said 
premises  to  Henry  Mercer,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  according  to  the  custom  of 
the  said  manor,  charged  with  the  yearly  sum  of  40  5.  to  be  by  the  said  Robert 
Markland,  and  Alice,  the  wife  of  the  said  William  Pilkington,  employed  and 
disposed  of  for  the  binding  such  poor  protestant  children  apprentices,  being 
born  within  the  said  manor  and  township  of  West  Derby,  as  they  and  their 
heirs,  with  the  principal  inhabitants  of  the  said  township,  or  some  of  them, 
should  think  fit,  which  said  sum  of  40  5.  was  chargeable  upon  the  said  premi- 
ses and  other  lands,  under  the  will  of  the  said  Eleanor  Gleast.  And  it  was 
declared,  that  the  other  lands  not  included  in  the  said  surrender  should  be 
discharged  from  the  same. 

In  addition  to  the  rentcharge  of  40  5.  there  are  three  or  four  closes,  with  a 
cottage,  containing  about  5 £ acres,  at  7 I yards  to  the  perch,  in  West  Derby, 
supposed  to  have  been  derived  from  the  same  Eleanor  Gleast.  These  lands  are 
let  by  Thomas  Molyneux  and  Henry  Lawrence,  two  of  the  trustees  of  Aspe’s 
charity,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  principal  inhabitants  of  the  township  of 
West  Derby.  They  are  now  in  the  occupation  of  Thomas  Whittle,  as  yearly 
tenant,  at  a good  rent  of  30  /.  to  which  it  was  lately  reduced  from  35  /. 

The  rentcharge  of  40  5,  is  paid,  30  s.  thereof  by  Samuel  Bagnell  Wyld,  the 
owmer  of  Henshaw’s  Fields,  mentioned  in  the  surrender,  and  10  5.  by  Henry 
Mercer,  the  owner  of  Button’s  Field. 

The  rent  and  the  amount  "of  the  rentcharge  are  carried  to  the  same  account 
as  Aspe’s  charity,  and  disposed  of  as  above  mentioned.

Charities  of  Burgess  and  others. 


By  Indenture,  bearing  date  21  th  June  1762,  between  John  Lawrenson  and 
four  others,  of  the  one  part,  and  Daniel  Mather  and  eight  others,  of  the  other 
part,  reciting,  that  Richard  Wainwright,  William  Mercer,  and  several  others, 
therein  named,  had  settled  several  sums  of  money  for  the  uses  in  certain  inden- 
tures mentioned  ; and  also  reciting,  that  the  executors  of  John  Burgess  had 
settled  20/.  by  indenture  bearing  date  10th  November  1716,  for  the  uses 
therein  declared  ; that  Lewis  Jenkins  and  Hannah  his  wife,  by  indenture, 
bearing  date  18th  June  1 720,  had  settled  4 31.  65.  8 d.  for  the  uses  therein 
declared ; and  that  Samuel  Mercer  had,  by  indenture  bearing  date  22d  February 
1730,  settled  20  /.  for  the  uses  therein  declared ; and  reciting,  that  the 
two  several  sums  of  20/.  each,  and  10/.,  part  of  the  said  43/.  65.  8 c/.,  were 
settled  upon  trustees,  upon  trust,  to  put  forth  the  same,  and  distribute  the 
interest  thereof  yearly  among  such  poor  housekeepers  as  should  from  time  to 
time  reside  in  Toxteth  Park,  and  as  the  trustees  in  their  discretion  should  think 
proper  objects  of  charity,  and  fit  persons  to  receive  the  same ; and  further 
reciting,  that  the  several  other  sums  of  money  were  settled  on  trustees  for  the 
yearly  benefit  of  a preaching  protestant  orthodox  minister  at  Toxteth  Chapel, 
professing  the  doctrinal  Articles  of  the  Church  of  England,  required  to  be  ap- 
proved and  subscribed  by  the  statute  of  1 st  William  & Mary,  which  said  minister 
should  preach  at  the  chapel  in  Toxteth  Park,  or  such  other  chapel  or  meeting- 
house as  the  congregation  thereto  belonging  should  at  any  time  erect  in  Toxteth 
Park ; and  in  case  the  laws  of  the  realm  should  not  permit  such  protestant 
orthodox  minister  to  officiate  there,  nor  the  said  monies  to  be  disposed  of  as 
before  mentioned,  then  upon  trust,  that  the  yearly  profit  of  the  said  monies 
should  be  disposed  of  for  the  use  of  such  poor  indigent  persons,  and  inhabitants 
of  Toxteth  Park,  or  other  charitable  uses  in  the  same  place,  as  the  trustees 
should  think  fit ; and  further  reciting,  that  the  before-mentioned  sums  of 
money  amounted  in  the  whole  to  283  /.  6 s.  8 d.,  and  that  there  was  also  out  at 
interest  16/.  13  s.  4 d.  more,  making  in  the  whole  300/.;  and  that  in  each  of 
the  said  deeds  there  was  a power  given  to  continue  the  trusts,  and  choose  new 
trustees  ; the  said  John  Lawrenson  and  others,  parties  of  the  first  part,  being 
surviving  trustees  in  some  one  or  other  of  the  aforesaid  deeds,  and  being  desirous 
to  continue  the  trusts,  therefore  nominated  and  elected  the  parties  of  the 
second  part  to  be  trustees  with  them,  to  act  in  the  said  trusts  according  to  the 
several  uses  expressed  in  the  several  trust-deeds. 

By  Indenture  bearing  date  18th  December  1824,  between  William  Mercer, 
Joseph  Balmer,  and  Robert  Balmer,  of  the  one  part,  and  Joseph  Mercer,  Samuel 
Mercer,  Thomas  Blackburne,  John  King,  James  Marsden,  John  Astley  Mars- 
den,  Nathan  Litherland,  Samuel  M'Culloch,  and  Thomas  Gregson,  of  the  other 
part,  reciting,  that  by  several  indentures,  particularly  by  the  indenture  of  1762, 
above  abstracted,  the  sum  of  300/.  therein  mentioned  was  vested  in  trustees 
for  the  uses  therein  expressed,  namely,  as  to  three  several  sums  of  20/.,  10/., 
and  20/.,  that  the  interest  thereof  should  be  yearly  distributed  among  such  poor 
housekeepers  resident  in  Toxteth  Park  as  the  trustees  in  their  discretion  should 
think  fit ; and  as  to  the  other  sums  of  money  for  the  use  of  such  protestant 
orthodox  minister  as  before  mentioned;  the  said  William  Mercer,  Joseph 
Balmer,  and  Robert  Balmer,  the  survivors  of  certain  trustees  appointed  by 
indenture,  bearing  date  1st  July  1801,  nominated  the  parties  of  the  second  part 
to  act  with  them  in  the  trusts,  and  declared  that  they  should  stand  interested 
in  the  said  sums  of  money  together  with  them  for  the  uses  aforesaid. 

The  sum  of  300/.  above  mentioned  is  lent  on  bond,  bearing  date  20th  March 
1817,  to  the  corporation  of  Liverpool. 

Of  the  sum  of  15/.,  received  as  the  yearly  interest  thereof,  13/.  is  considered 
as  belonging  to  the  minister,  and  2/.  to  the  poor,  and  such  has  been  the  division 
for  many  years  ; it  seems,  however,  evident  from  the  preceding  indentures,  that 
2/.  10  s.  yearly,  ought  to  be  distributed  to  the  poor,  as  the  interest  of  50/. 

Jonathan  Mercer,  one  of  the  trustees,  distributed  the  sum  of  2/.  during  his 
life,  and  since  his  death  his  nephew  William  Mercer  has  disposed  of  it.  He 
has  given  the  whole  to  a very  aged  poor  woman  of  Toxteth,  the  mother  of  the 
person  who  officiates  as  clerk  in  Toxteth  chapel.

In  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786  the  branch  of  this  charity,  of  which 
the  immediate  benefit  was  given  to  the  poor,  seems  to  be  noticed,  but  it  is 
described  as  a sum  of  40/.  only,  given  by  Susannah  Burgess  in  1747,  and  pro- 
ducing 91.  a year  as  interest. 

Lost  Charities. 

The  following  charities  are  stated  on  the  table  of  benefactions  in  the  church 
at  Walton : 

1630.  Alexander  Molyneux  left  to  the  poor  of  Walton 
1690.  Richard  Whitfield  left  to  the  poor  of  Walton  cum  Fazakerley 
1735.  Mr.  Everard  left  to  the  poor  of  Walton  - 

It  is  also  stated  under  the  date  of  1686,  that  John  Fleetwood,  of  Knowsly, 
was  obliged  to  pay  to  the  poor  of  Walton  and  Kirkdale  205.  yearly,  charged 
upon  him  by  his  uncle,  William  Tatiock,  of  Kirkby,  one  moiety  to  be  paid  in 
the  church  of  Walton  on  St.  Thomas’s-day,  and  the  other  on  Good-Friday. 

These  several  charities  are  no  longer  in  existence,  and  we  have  not  been  able 
to  obtain  any  account  of  them.

Free  Grammar  School. 

By  Deed  of  Feoffment,  bearing  date  16th  April  1526,  the  Rev.  Ralph  Pole, 
Richard  Sneyd,  esq.  and  the  Rev.  William  Plumtre,  (who  it  appears  were  the 
executors  of  Sir  Thomas  Boteler,  then  deceased),  granted  and  enfeoffed  to  Sir 
Richard  Bold,  knight,  and  fifteen  others,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  two  messuages 
or  tenements,  with  the  appurtenances,  in  Tyldesley,  in  the  county  of  Lancaster, 
late  the  property  of  John  and  Hugh  Chaddock,  and  all  the  lands  and  tenements, 
with  the  appurtenances,  in  Tyldesley,  late  the  property  of  the  said  John  and 
Hugh  Chaddock,  and  also  a messuage  or  burgage  in  Warrington,  and  all  the 
lands  and  tenements,  with  the  appurtenances,  in  Warrington,  late  the  property 
of  the  Rev.  James  Heapay ; also  11  acres  of  land,  with  the  appurtenances,  in 
Wigan,  late  the  property  of  Robert  Ormston  and  Margaret  his  wife,  and  200 
acres  of  land,  10  acres  of  meadow,  300  acres  of  pasture,  and  300  acres  of  moor, 
with  the  appurtenances,  in  Arrows,  in  the  county  of  Chester,  late  the  property 
of  Richard  Tyldesley  and  Ralph  Arrowsmith,  and  20  acres  of  land,  4 acres  of 
meadow,  40  acres  of  pasture,  one  acre  of  wood,  and  10  acres  of  moss,  with  the 
appurtenances,  in  Goosnargh,  Threlfall,  and  Chipping,  in  the  county  of  Lan- 
caster, late  the  property  of  Thomas  Masey,  to  hold  the  same  to  the  use  and 
intent  declared  in  a schedule  annexed  thereto. 

By  the  Indenture  or  schedule  thereto  annexed  of  the  same  date,  between 
Thomas  Boteler,  esquire,  son  and  heir  of'  Sir  Thomas  Boteler,  knight,  of  the 
first  part,  Dame  Margaret  Boteler,  widow  of  the  said  Sir  Thomas,  the  above- 
mentioned  Ralph  Pole,  Richard  Sneyd,  and  William  Plumtre,  executors  of  the 
will  of  the  said  Sir  Thomas  Boteler,  of  the  second  part,  Sir  Richard  Bold,  and 
the  fifteen  other  persons  named  in  the  indenture  of  feoffment  above  abstracted, 
and  described  “ as  the  feoffees  of  the  lands  and  tenements,  with  the  appur- 
tenances, expressed  in  the  Indenture  whereunto  this  schedule  was  annexed,” 
of  the  third  part,  and  Sir  Richard  Taylor,  clerk,  named  and  ordained  school- 
master of  a new  free-school,  ordained  by  this  schedule,  at  Warrington,  of  the 
fourth  part ; reciting  that  the  said  Sir  Thomas  Boteler  had  intended  to  have 
established  a free  grammar-school  in  Warrington  if  he  had  lived  a fewr  years 
longer,  and  that  he  had  by  his  will  declared  that  the  said  grammar-school 
should  be  founded  after  his  death,  and  made  for  ever  to  endure ; the  said 
parties,  for  the  accomplishment  of  the  said  will,  ordained,  established,  and 
made  a free  grammar-school,  to  be  kept  and  liolden  for  ever  in  Warrington, 
and  also  divers  convenient  ordinances  and  statutes  concerning  the  same ; 
and  first,  they  made  and  ordained  the  said  Richard  Taylor,  schoolmaster  of  the 
said  free  grammar-school,  for  his  life,  and  that  he  and  every  other  priest,  that 
should  be  chosen  schoolmaster,  should  be  called  the  schoolmaster  of  Boteler’s 
free-school  of  AVarrington  ; and  that  the  said  Sir  Richard  Bold,  and  others, 
his  co-feoffees,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  should  from  thenceforth  stand  seised  of 
a house  in  Warrington,  in  a lane  called  Bag-lane,  and  also  of  a little  croft 

adjoining; 
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adjoining  the  same,  on  the  north,  to  the  use  of  the  said  schoolmaster  for  the  Warrington, 

time  being,  therein  to  keep  the  said  free-school,  and  that  the  same  should  be  — — 
called  the  School-house  of  Warrington,  and  should  be  repaired  at  the  cost  of 
the  schoolmaster  of  the  same  school  for  ever ; and  further,  it  was  agreed  continued. 

between  the  said  parties,  that  the  said  feoffees  should  from  thenceforth  stand  v ^ 

seised  of  all  the  lands  and  tenements  mentioned  in  the  indenture  of  feoffment 
whereunto  this  schedule  was  annexed,  to  the  use  of  the  said  Sir  Richard  Taylor, 
and  of  any  other  priest  which  should  be  schoolmaster  of  the  said  school,  as 
long  as  he  or  they  should  be  schoolmasters  thereof,  for  his  stipend,  wages  and 
living,  and  for  such  other  things  as  thereinafter  specified ; and  should  suffer 
him  and  them  to  take,  yearly,  all  the  issues  and  profits  thereof,  except  only  the 
messuages,  lands  and  tenements  which  were  lately  the  lands  of  John  and  Hugh 
Chaddock,  of  which  premises  the  said  feoffees  should  make  a lease  to  Thurstan 
Tyldesley,  esquire,  for  the  term  of  threescore  years,  paying  yearly  to  the 
feoffees,  to  the  use  of  the  schoolmaster  for  the  time  being,  SI.  13  5.  4>d.  per 
annum  ; and  in  case  the  said  Thurstan  Tyldesley,  or  his  heirs,  should  at  any 
time  within  the  said  term  require  the  said  feoffees  to  make  to  him  or  them 
another  lease  for  other  threescore  years,  in  the  manner  before  mentioned,  the 
said  feoffees  should  be  ready  to  accomplish  the  same,  at  the  costs  of  the  said 
Thurstan  Tyldesley  and  his  heirs,  and  so  from  time  to  time  as  they,  within  any 
term  of  60  years,  or  at  the  end  thereof,  should  be  required  so  to  do  ; and  it  was 
further  agreed,  that  whenever  twelve  of  the  said  feoffees  should  be  dead,  the 
four  survivors  should  within  one  month  enfeoff  two  honest  priests  who  should 
re-enfeoff  to  the  said  four  survivors,  and  twelve  other  of  the  most  honest  and 
discreet  persons  of  the  parishes  of  Warrington,  Winwick,  Leigh  and  Groppen- 
hall,  to  be  appointed  by  the  said  survivors,  and  so  from  time  to  time  for  ever. 

And  further,  that  whenever  the  schoolmaster  should  happen  to  die,  or  to  be 
removed  from  the  mastership  for  any  cause  thereinafter  declared,  the  said 
Dame  Margaret  Boteler,  Ralph  Pole,  Richard  Sneyd,  and  William  Plumtre, 
and  the  survivors  of  them,  should  appoint  another  honest  and  discreet  priest, 
sufficiently  and  groundedly  learned  in  grammar,  and  able  to  teach  grammar,  to 
be  schoolmaster  of  the  said  school ; and  after  their  decease,  that  the  said 
Thomas  Boteler  and  his  heirs  should  appoint  such  a priest  to  be  schoolmaster  ; 
and,  in  case  the  said  Thomas  Boteler,  and  his  heirs,  within  a month  after  the 
avoidance  of  the  said  schoolmaster  should  not  appoint  another,  that  the  parson 
of  Warrington  for  the  time  being  should  have  the  nomination,  and,  if  he  should 
neglect  for  the  space  of  another  month,  or  in  the  time  of  the  vacation  of  the 
said  parsonage,  the  warden  of  the  college  of  Manchester  for  the  time  being 
should  have  the  nomination. 

And  for  the  statutes  and  ordinances  of  the  said  free-school  it  was  ordained, 
that  the  said  schoolmaster  for  the  time  being  should  teach  any  scholar  coming 
to  the  said  school  after  Whittington’s  grammar,  or  such  grammar  as  should  be 
most  used  to  be  taught  thereafter  in  free  grammar-schools,  the  same  to  be  taught 
freely,  without  taking  any  reward,  stipend  or  school-hire,  or  any  other  thing  by 
promise,  grant  or  covenant  before  made  ; but  it  was  provided  that  it  should  be 
lawful  for  the  schoolmaster  for  the  time  being  to  take  of  any  scholar  of  the 
said  school,  learning  grammar,  four  pennies  a year ; viz.  in  the  quarter  after 
Christmas,  a cock-penny,  and  in  the  three  other  quarters  one  potation-penny, 
and  that  for  the  same  he  should  make  a drinking  for  all  the  said  scholars  in 
any  of  the  said  three  quarters  ; and  directions  were  given  as  to  the  ferial-days 
and  holidays  to  be  allowed  in  the  school,  as  to  the  school-hours,  and  as  to  the 
master  and  scholars  going  to  the  parish-church  every  Sunday,  Wednesday  and 
Friday,  to  sing  and  join  in  the  performance  of  Divine  Service  according  to 
the  usage  of  that  period  : 

That  if  the  schoolmaster  for  the  time  being  should  be  proved  before  the 
official  of  Chester,  by  four  honest  persons  of  Warrington,  not  diligent  in 
attending  or  teaching  the  said  scholars,  or  not  honest  in  his  living,  by  in- 
continence or  viciousness,  or  not  discreet  in  correction  of  the  said  scholars, 
and  if  he  should  not  amend  after  three  monitions  given  to  him  by  him  that 
should  have  the  nomination  of  the  said  schoolmaster,  the  person  to  whom 
such  nomination  should  belong  should  amove  him  and  put  in  another  suffi- 
cient and  able  priest : 

That  the  schoolmaster  should  appoint  every  day  one  of  his  scholars  learning 
grammar,  of  the  two  highest  forms,  one  after  another  as  they  should  sit  in  order.

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to  teach  all  infants  that  should  come  to  the  said  school  to  learn  their  a,  b,  c, 
and  primers,  and  so  forth,  until  they  should  be  entered  into  the  learning  of 
grammar : 

That  if  the  schoolmaster  should  happen  to  be  sick  or  diseased,  so  as  to  be 
unable  to  teach  the  scholars,  he  should  cause  another  able  priest  to  supply  his 
room  during  his  sickness  or  disease,  and  pay  to  him  such  wages  as  they  should 
agree  upon  : 

" That  every  schoolmaster,  when  he  should  be  put  into  the  said  office,  should 
covenant  by  deed,  with  him  that  should  appoint  him,  to  keep  all  the  statutes, 
and  that  he  should  not  depart  from  the  said  office  without  giving  one  quarter’s 
warning  to  the  person  to  whom  the  next  nomination  should  belong  : 

That  the  feoffees,  within  one  year  after  the  nomination  of  every  schoolmaster, 
should  make  a sufficient  lease  to  the  said  master  of  all  the  messuages,  lands  and 
tenements  for  60  years,  provided  that  if  he  should  be  expelled,  or  die,  or  leave 
the  school  within  the  60  years  the  lease  should  be  void,  and  that  after  such 
lease  made  the  schoolmaster  should  have  full  power  to  demise  the  same  at  his 
pleasure,  for  terms  of  ten  years  only  : 

That  the  schoolmaster  should  have  a seal  made,  and  known  for  the  school- 
master’s seal,  with  which  he  should  seal  all  writings  concerning  the  said  school, 
and  which  should  be  delivered  over  from  one  schoolmaster  to  another  : 

That  all  deeds  and  evidences  concerning  the  said  lands  and  tenements 
should  be  delivered  by  the  said  schoolmaster  to  the  college  of  Manchester, 
there  to  be  kept,  and  copies  thereof  to  be  delivered  to  the  said  master  ; and 
that  in  case  of  any  variance  or  suit  the  warden  of  the  said  college  should 
deliver  to  the  said  schoolmaster  all  such  deeds  as  should  concern  the  lands 
then  in  variance,  if  need  should  require,  the  same  to  be  re-delivered  into  the 
said  college  within  one  month  after  the  determination  of  the  said  suit  or 
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variance. 

And  after  providing  for  an  anniversary,  when  certain  masses,  &c.  should  be 
said,  it  was  ordained  that  the  schoolmaster  should  every  year,  on  the  day  of 
such  anniversary,  make  account  of  all  the  issues  and  profits  of  the  said  lands 
and  tenements,  which  he  should  have  received  that  year,  before  the  parson  of 
Warrington,  and  the  other  cha untrey -priest,  and  if  he  should  have  received 
more  than  10/.  besides  the  costs  of  the  anniversary,  the  overplus  should  be  put 
into  a coffer  for  the  costs  of  renewing  the  feoffment,  &c.,  for  the  defence  of 
the  title  of  the  premises,  and  for  the  ornaments  of  the  chapel,  if  need  should 
require  : 

And  that  if  any  variance  or  doubt  should  happen  between  the  feoffees  and  the 
schoolmaster,  as  to  the  said  statutes,  the  same  should  be  ordered  and  reformed 
after  the  decease  of  the  executors  above  named,  by  the  patron  of  the  said 
schoolmaster  and  the  official  of  Chester,  according  to  the  true  meaning  of  the 
said  statutes. 

By  another  Indenture  of  Feoffment,  bearing  date  6th  February  1527,  and 
also  annexed  to  the  schedule  above  abstracted,  the  above-named  Ralph  Pole, 
Richard  Sneyd,  and  Richard  Plumtre,  granted  and  enfeoffed  to  the  said  Sir 
Richard  Bold,  and  others,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  a messuage  or  burgage  in 
Warrington,  situate  in  Kirk-street,  with  a garden  and  croft  adjoining,  on  the 
north,  which  messuage  was  commonly  called  the  Priests  Chamber,  and  also 
3 messuages,  30  acres  of  land,  3 acres  of  meadow,  40  acres  of  pasture,  and 
2 acres  of  wood,  in  Hulse,  Rudheath,  and  Stubleach,  in  the  county  of  Chester, 
to  the  use  and  intents  declared  in  the  schedule  thereto  annexed. 

The  preceding  abstracts  are  taken  from  ancient  copies,  the  original  deeds 
having  been  lost,  and  similar  copies  having  been  produced  and  admitted  as 
authentic  in  a suit  lately  determined  in  the  High  Court  of  Chancery. 

In  the  year  1607,  and  several  years  subsequently  thereto,  proceedings  took 
place  in  the  Duchy  Court  of  Lancaster,  with  respect  to  the  estates  conveyed  to 
the  feoffees  for  the  support  of  the  school,  and  several  commissions  of  charitable 
uses  were  issued  from  the  said  court  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  rights 
of  the  several  parties  concerned  therein.  From  these  proceedings  it  appears 
that  John  Mainwaring,  who  married  Margaret  the  heir  of  the  founder,  claimed 
divers  parcels  of  the  school-lands,  in  Arrowe  in  the  county  of  Chester,  under 
a grant  from  Queen  Elizabeth,  as  concealed  lands ; that  he  also  claimed  certain 
lands  in  Rudhealh  in  the  said  county,  under  a lease  from  the  said  queen,  and 
certain  messuages  and  lands  in  Goosnargh,  Chipping,  and  elsewhere  in  the 
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hundred  of  Amounderness,  and  in  Tyldesley,  and  Wigan,  under  a lease  from 
Sir  Thomas  Gerard,  deceased,  who  had  been  the  surviving  feoffee  of  the  lands, 
tenements,  &c.  belonging  to  the  said  school.  It  further  appears  that  Thomas 
Tyldesley,  esq.  as  heir  to  Thurstan  Tyldesley,  named  in  the  indentures  of  16th 
April  1526,  claimed  a lease  of  the  lands  in  Tyldesley,  to  be  renewed  from  CO 
years  to  60  years,  for  ever,  paying  the  ancient  rent  of  31.  14s.  4 d.,  according 
to  the  terms^expressed  in  the  said  indenture  of  1526;  and  that  John  Sherrington, 
pretending  a title  to  the  lands  in  Wigan,  claimed  a lease  thereof  renewable  from 
60  years  to  60  years,  at  the  ancient  rent  of  20s.  The  right  of  appointing  the 
schoolmaster  also  came  into  question,  and  it  appears  that  an  agreement  was 
made,  that  after  the  decease  of  Margaret,  the  wife  of  John  Main  waring,  the 
same  should  be  vested  in  Thomas  Ireland,  the  then  owner  of  the  manor  of 
Warrington,  his  heirs  and  assigns. 

While  these  proceedings  were  going  on,  an  indenture  of  feoffment  was  executed, 
bearing  date  4th  May  1608,  in  pursuance  of  certain  orders  of  the  said  court  then 
lately  made,  whereby  Sir  Peter  Warburton,  knight,  Sir  Thomas  Gerard,  knight, 
Thomas  Ireland,  John  Main  waring,  and  Margaret  his  wife,  and  Richard  Penketh, 
conveyed  all  the  premises  in  the  counties  of  Lancaster  and  Chester,  which  had 
been  theretofore  given  to  maintain  the  said  school,  to  16  persons  therein  named, 
as  feoffees,  for  the  maintenance  of  the  said  school ; and  to  the  intent  that  the 
said  John  Mainwaring,  and  Margaret  his  wife,  during  the  life  of  the  said 
Margaret,  and  after  her  decease,  the  said  Thomas  Ireland,  his  heirs  and  assigns, 
should  have  the  nomination  of  the  schoolmaster  whenever  the  place  should 
happen  to  be  vacant ; and  a schedule  was  annexed  to  the  said  deed,  whereby  it 
was  provided,  amongst  other  things,  that  the  said  feoffees  should  permit  the 
schoolmaster  for  the  time  being  to  have  and  enjoy  a messuage  in  Warrington, 
situate  in  Bag-lane,  and  a croft  adjoining  thereto  on  the  north  side,  therein  to 
keep  the  free-school,  and  for  the  recreation  of  the  scholars,  which  messuage  was 
called  the  School-house,  and  had  been  used  for  that  purpose  ever  since  the 
foundation  of  the  said  school ; and  also  to  have  his  dwelling  in  the  messuage  or 
house  in  Warrington  called  the  Priests  Chamber  ; that  the  said  feoffees  should 
join  in  making  leases  of  the  messuages  and  lands  in  Goosnargh,  Threlfall,  and 
Chipping,  after  the  end,  or  upon  surrender  of  the  leases  then  in  being,  and  also 
of  the  lands  in  Rudheath,  Hulse,  and  Stubleach,  for  2L  years  in  possession, 
reserving  the  ancient  rent,  and  taking  for  every  such  lease  20  years  rent  for 
a fine  ; and  that  they  should  grant  leases  of  the  lands  in  Arrowe  for  the  like 
term,  reserving  10/.  yearly,  and  taking  10  years  rent  at  the  same  rate  for  a fine. 

By  a decree  of  Commissioners  of  Charitable  Uses,  bearing  date  11th  September 
l6l0,  referring  to  several  prior  orders  of  the  Duchy  Court,  and  the  indenture 
of  feoffment  of  4th  May  1608,  it  was  ordered,  amongst  other  things,  that  the 
schoolmaster  should  enjoy  the  several  premises  in  the  same  manner  as  men- 
tioned in  the  said  indenture  of  feoffment : That  whenever  the  number  of 
feoffees  should  be  reduced  to  ten,  the  six  survivors  should  convey  the  pre- 
mises settled  upon  the  school  to  the  use  of  themselves,  and  ten  other  gentle- 
men of  worth,  credit  and  reputation,  of  the  counties  of  Lancaster  and  Chester, 
so  that  of  the  old  and  new  feoffees  the  numbers  of  each  county  might  be 
alike,  as  near  as  could  conveniently  be  : That  after  the  end  of  the  leases 
then  in  being  they  should  make  new  leases  of  the  lands  in  Rudheath,  Hulse, 
Stubleach,  Goosnargh,  Threlfall,  and  Chipping,  upon  the  same  terms  as  above 
mentioned  in  the  said  indenture  of  feoffment  of  1608  : That  they  should  also 
from  time  to  time  grant  to  Thomas  Tyldesley,  and  his  heirs,  leases  of  the  lands 
and  tenements  in  Tyldesley,  from  60  years  to  60  years  for  ever,  at  the  ancient 
rent  of  31.  14  s.  4>d.  ; and  that  they  should  grant  to  John  Sherrington,  and  his 
heirs,  leases  of  the  lands  and  tenements  in  Wigan,  from  60  years  to  60  years, 
at  the  ancient  rent  of  20  s.  ; and  directions  were  given  as  to  the  hours  during 
which  the  schoolmaster  should  teach  his  scholars  ; and  it  was  ordered  that  the 
said  John  Mainwaring  and  Margaret  his  wife,  and  after  her  death,  the  said 
Thomas  Ireland,  and  his  heirs,  should  appoint  a schoolmaster,  with  a proviso, 
that  in  case  of  his  neglect  for  one  month  the  parson  of  Warrington,  and  in  case 
of  his  neglect  for  another  month,  the  warden  of  Manchester  should  appoint. 

By  an  order  of  the  Duchy  Court  of  Lancaster,  made  22d  November  1610, 
though  it  appears  that  the  said  John  Mainwaring  still  claimed  part  of  the 
school-lands  in  right  of  his  wife,  the  decree  of  the  Commissioners  ol  11th 
September  1610  was  confirmed. 
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It  does  not  appear  whether  in  pursuance  of  the  orders  above  referred  to 
any  leases  were  granted  to  Thomas  Tyldesley,  or  John  Sherrington,  of  the 
lands  in  Tyldesley  and  Wigan,  or  whether  the  lands  in  Arrowe  were  ever 
demised  upon  the  terms  therein  prescribed.  The  schoolmaster  for  the  time 
being  having  had,  until  within  a few  years,  the  whole  management  of  the 
property,  the  trustees  have  no  documents  from  which  any  information  on  this 
subject  can  be  derived,  but  there  is  no  doubt,  but  that  for  many  years  past 
these  estates  have  been  let  from  time  to  time  at  the  best  rent  that  could  be 
obtained  for  them. 

With  respect  to  the  lands  in  Goosnargh,  Threlfall,  and  Chipping,  we  have 
not  been  able  to  obtain  any  account  whatever,  either  as  to  their  description  or 
locality.  The  trustees  are  not  now,  nor  have  they  been  within  the  memory  of 
any  persons  living,  possessed  of  lands  in  either  of  those  places,  and  it  is  pro- 
bable that  they  have  been  in  some  manner  alienated,  though  there  is  no  evidence 
remaining  of  such  transactions.  It  is  to  be  observed  however,  that  in  the 
modem  conveyances  to  new  trustees,  the  premises  in  Goosnargh,  Threlfall  and 
Chipping,  have  been  included  by  the  same  description  as  in  the  original  inden- 
ture of  feoffment  of  1526. 

The  last  conveyance  to  trustees  was  by  Indentures  of  lease  and  release, 
bearing  date  18th  and  19th  October,  1821,  between  George  Harry  Earl  of 
Stamford  and  Warrington,  Sir  Richard  Brooke,  the  Rev.  George  Heron,  John 
Blackburne,  Meyrick  Bankes,  since  deceased,  and  Isaac  Blackburne,  esquire, 
of  the  one  part,  and  Wilbraham  Egerton,  George  John  Legh,  John  Ireland 
Blackburne,  Thomas  Legh,  esquires,  the  Rev.  James  John  Hornby,  Thomas 
Lyon,  George  Eaton,  Thomas  Wilson,  since  deceased,  Peter  Heron,  and  Peter 
Langford  Brooke,  esquires,  all  of  the  counties  of  Lancaster  or  Chester,  of  the 
other  part,  whereby  the  said  Earl  of  Stamford,  and  others,  parties  of  the  first 
part,  conveyed  to  the  use  of  themselves  and  the  said  Wilbraham  Egerton  and 
others,  parties  of  the  second  part,  and  their  heirs,  all  the  messuages,  lands  and 
tenements  in  the  counties  of  Lancaster  and  Chester,  which  had  been  there- 
tofore granted  for  the  maintenance  of  the  free  grammar-school  in  Warrington, 
viz. , a messuage  or  dwelling-house  in  Warrington,  in  a street  called  the  Bag- 
lane,  and  a little  croft  adjoining  thereto  on  the  north,  appointed  by  the  foun- 
dation of  the  said  school,  and  used  for  the  keeping  of  the  said  school-house 
therein ; and  all  the  lands  and  tenements  which  were  formerly  the  property  of 
the  Rev.  James  Heapay,  and  then  in  the  occupation  of  the  Rev.  William  Bord- 
man;  another  messuage  in  the  Church-street  in  Warrington,  with  the  garden 
and  croft  adjoining,  on  the  north  side,  which  said  messuage  was  called  the 
Priests  Chamber,  or  the  Schoolmasters  Chamber ; also  two  messuages,  with 
the  appurtenances,  in  Tyldesley,  and  all  other  the  messuages,  lands  and  tene- 
ments in  Tyldesley,  which  were  the  inheritance  of  John  and  Hugh  Chaddock  ; 
also  11  acres  of  land,  with  the  appurtenances,  in  Wigan,  formerly  the  inhe- 
ritance of  Richard  Ormston  and  Margaret  his  wife,  called  Russell’s  Heys,  and 
Broom  Croft ; also  20  acres  of  land,  four  acres  of  meadow,  40  acres  of  pasture, 
one  acre  of  wood,  and  10  acres  of  moss,  in  Goosnargh,  Threlfall  and  Chipping ; 
also  three  messuages,  30  acres  of  land,  three  acres  of  meadow,  40  acres  of 
pasture,  and  two  acres  of  wood,  in  Hulse,  Rudheath,  and  Stubleach ; and 
200  acres  of  land,  10  acres  of  meadow,  300  acres  of  pasture,  300  acres  of 
moor,  in  Arrowe,  all  which  messuages,  lands  and  tenements,  it  is  stated,  were 
purchased  by  Sir  Thomas  Boteler,  deceased,  at  his  own  charge,  and  appointed, 
for  the  maintenance  of  the  free  grammar-school  aforesaid  ; and  also  two  acres 
of  ground  lying  on  Woolston  Moss,  in  the  said  county  of  Lancaster,  granted 
by  Ralph  Standish,  esquire,  and  others,  on  the  14th  June,  1624,  to  the  school- 
master of  Warrington  and  his  successors,  for  the  term  of  31  years,  and  after 
the  expiration  thereof  for  the  term  of  1,500  years,  without  impeachment  of 
waste ; and  also  a rentcharge  of  5 1.  per  annum,  issuing  forth  of  a house  in 
Bridge-street,  in  the  city  of  Chester,  payable  at  the  four  usual  feasts,  for  in- 
crease of  the  said  schoolmaster’s  wages,  “ by  Sir  Peter  Warburton,  knight, 
deceased,  late  one  of  the  justices  of  the  Common  Pleas”;  and  also  a close, 
with  the  appurtenances,  in  or  near  Bag-lane,  in  Warrington,  commonly  called 
the  School  Field,  or  School  Croft,  containing  by  estimation  3r.  lie.  of  the 
measure  there  used,  late  the  inheritance  of  the  Rev.  Edward  Owen,  and  by 
him  sold  and  conveyed  to  the  trustees  of  the  said  grammar-school ; and  also 
a fee-farm  or  other  rent  of  10s.  issuing  out  of  a messuage  and  tenement  in 
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Warrington,  called  the  Marsh  House  estate,  upon  the  trusts  declared  by  the 
indenture  or  schedule  of  16th  April,  1526,  subject  to  such  other  orders,  trusts. 
Sec.  as  had  been  declared  by  the  High  Court  of  Chancery,  and  other  lawful 
jurisdiction,  for  and  concerning  the  government  and  maintenance  of  the  said 
free  grammar-school,  and  which  then  lawfully  affected  the  same. 

The  orders  of  the  High  Court  of  Chancery,  to  which  reference  is  made  in 
the  indentures  above  abstracted,  were  pronounced  in  a suit  instituted  in  the 
year  1810,  by  the  Attorney  General,  upon  the  relation  of  several  persons  in- 
habitants of  Warrington  against  the  then  trustees  and  the  rector  of  Warring- 
ton, who  was  also  the  schoolmaster,  these  situations  having  been  before  held 
by  the  same  person.  The  principal  object  of  the  suit  was  to  obtain  a decision 
that  the  office  of  schoolmaster  was  incompatible  with  that  of  the  rector.  These 
offices  were  declared  to  be  incompatible,  and  another  master  was  appointed 
under  the  directions  of  the  court  in  1815. 

The  following  rules  were  also  approved  for  the  better  government  of  the 
school,  and  confirmed  by  the  court  in  1820  : 

1st.  That  the  person  who  should  be  from  time  to  time  appointed  by  the 
patron  to  be  the  master  of  this  school,  pursuant  to  the  foundation-deed,  should 
diligently  apply  himself  to  the  duties  of  his  office  in  the  education  and  in- 
struction of  the  scholars  attending  the  said  school,  by  teaching  them  gram- 
matically the  learned  languages  ; and  in  case  it  should  appear  to  the  trustees 
that  from  the  number  of  scholars  in  the  said  school,  or  any  other  cause,  it 
would  be  beneficial  to  the  said  school  that  the  master  should  have  some  assist- 
ance, he  should  be  at  liberty,  with  the  approbation  of  the  trustees,  to  appoint 
one  or  more  proper  person  or  persons,  duly  qualified  to  teach  grammatically  the 
learned  languages,  as  usher  or  ushers  to  assist  him  : 

2d.  That  a writing-master  should  be  provided,  and  appointed  by  the  school- 
master, with  the  approbation  of  the  trustees,  to  teach  writing  and  arithmetic  to 
the  scholars  attending  the  said  school,  at  such  hours  as  would  not  interfere  with 
their  grammatical  learning : 

3d.  That  there  should  be  paid  to  the  schoolmaster,  by  the  trustees,  out  of 
the  rents  and  revenues  of  the  said  charity-estates,  the  clear  annual  sum  of 
300/.,  by  half-yearly  payments  ; and  that  in  order  to  proportion,  in  some 
degree,  the  profits  of  the  master  to  the  number  of  free-scholars  educating 
therein,  such  further  yearly  sum  (not  exceeding  one  half  part  of  the  clear 
yearly  surplus  of  the  rents  and  revenues  of  the  said  charity,  after  payment  of 
all  salaries,  charges  and  expenses,  payable  thereout)  as  the  said  trustees  at 
their  annual  meeting  should  approve  and  direct,  should  be  paid  to  the  master 
in  addition  to  the  said  salary  during  such  time  as  the  number  ot  free-scholars 
should  exceed  the  number  of  thirty ; and  that  there  should  be  paid  by  the 
said  trustees,  out  of  the  rents  and  revenues  of  the  said  charity-estates,  to  the 
usher  or  ushers,  to  be  appointed  as  aforesaid,  such  annual  stipend  or  salary 
(being  not  less  than  60/.  nor  more  than  100/.  to  each  usher)  as  the  said  trus- 
tees should  think  proper;  and  that  the  said  trustees  should  also,  out  of  the  said 
rents  and  revenues,  pay  such  annual  stipend  or  salary  (being  not  less  than  40/. 
and  not  more  than  60/.  to  the  writing-master,  to  be  appointed  as  aforesaid,  as 
the  said  trustees  should  think  proper  : 

4th.  That  the  schoolmaster  should  have  full  power  and  authority  to  direct 
the  usher  or  ushers  to  instruct  the  said  scholars,  and  to  act  in  the  said  school 
in  such  manner  as  he  should  think  fit,  subject  nevertheless  to  the  rules  or 
orders  of  the  trustees  to  be  made  as  thereinafter  mentioned  ; and  that  it 
should  be  lawful  for  the  said  master  to  displace  or  discharge  any  usher  on 
account  of  neglect  of  duty,  incapacity,  immorality,  or  other  reasonable  cause  ; 
and  that  no  license  which  such  usher  might  have  obtained  to  teach  in  the  said 
school  should  be  of  any  avail  whatever  to  prevent  such  removal ; and  that  in 
case  of  any  reasonable  cause  of  complaint  against  the  schoolmaster  for  neglect 
of  duty,  incapacity,  immorality,  or  any  other  misconduct,  the  trustees,  or  the 
major  part  of  them,  should  examine  into  the  subject-matter  of  such  complaint; 
and  that  if  the  same  should  appear  to  them  to  be  well  founded,  they  should 
exhibit  such  complaint  in  writing,  with  their  opinion  thereon  to  be  signed  by 
them,  to  the  patron  for  the  time  being,  in  order  that  he  might  act  therein  pur- 
suant to  the  tenor  of  the  foundation-deed  of  the  said  school : 

5th.  That  the  school-rooms  then  used  for  the  said  school  should  he  the 
place  in  which  the  free-schoolars  should  be  taught,  but  that  if  the  same  should 
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v — - — ^ additions  thereto  : 

The  6th  and  8th  Kules  prescribe  the  holidays,  and  the  hours  of  attendance. 
7th.  That  on  the  opening  of  the  school  in  the  morning,  and  in  the  evening 
immediately  before  the  dismissal  of  the  scholars,  appropriate  prayers  to  be 
selected  from  the  Liturgy  of  the  Church  of  England  should  be  read  by  the 
master,  or  one  of  the  ushers,  or  free-scholars,  as  the  master  should  direct,  and 
that  the  master,  by  himself,  or  with  the  assistance  of  the  usher  or  ushers,  should 
with  due  diligence  instruct  the  scholars  in  the  principles  of  the  Christian  Reli- 
gion, according  to  the  Liturgy  of  the  Church  of  England,  and  for  that  purpose 
should  cause  the  said  scholars  to  learn  and  repeat,  and  should  explain  to  them, 
the  Church-catechism : 

9th.  That  no  boy  should  be  sent  to  the  said  school  until  he  should  be  of  the 
age  of  seven  years  ; and  that  all  the  boys  entitled  to  be  educated  therein  should 
be  admitted  by  the  master,  and  should  be  taught  without  fee  or  reward,  except 
the  four  pennies  mentioned  in  the  original  foundation-deed  ; and  that  no  en- 
trance-money, or  other  gratuity,  should  be  taken  by  any  master  or  usher  on  any 
pretence  whatsoever : 

10th.  That  the  master  of  the  said  school  should  keep  a regular  and  correct 
register-book,  containing  the  name  and  age  of  every  boy  admitted  as  a scholar 
into  the  said  school,  with  the  times  of  his  admission,  and  of  his  leaving  the  same; 
and  that  such  book  should  at  all  times,  when  required,  be  produced  by  him  for 
the  inspection  of  the  trustees,  or  any  of  them  : 

11th.  That  each  scholar  should  appear  at  school  clean  and  decently  clothed, 
and  that  the  master  should  not  admit  into  the  school  any  boy  having  any  infec- 
tious or  offensive  disease,  or  permit  any  such  scholar  to  continue  therein  : 

12th.  That  all  books,  pens,  ink,  paper  and  slates,  requisite  for  the  said  scho- 
lars, should  be  provided  and  paid  for  by  their  parents  : 

13th.  That  in  addition  to  his  salary,  the  master  should  be  permitted  to  hold 
and  enjoy  the  school-house,  with  the  out-buildings,  garden  and  land  thereto 
adjoining  and  belonging,  free  of  any  rent,  but  subject  to  the  payment  of  all 
tenants  levies  and  taxes  in  respect  thereof,  and  the  keeping  in  repair  the  glass 
of  the  windows,  and  the  papering,  painting  and  whitewashing  the  interior 
parts  of  the  said  house,  and  out-buildings  belonging  thereto,  and  also  the  white- 
washing of  the  school-rooms  at  least  once  in  each  year,  and  keeping  the  same 
in  clean  order,  and  properly  supplied  with  fires  during  the  winter ; and  that  the 
master  should  not  let  or  otherwise  part  with  the  possession  of  the  school-house, 
garden,  land  and  premises,  and  school-rooms,  or  any  part  thereof,  but  should 
himself  occupy  the  same,  and  not  be  absent  therefrom  without  reasonable  cause  : 
14th.  That  the  several  estates  belonging  to  the  charity,  except  those  men- 
tioned in  the  preceding  rule,  should  be  let  by  the  trustees  for  terms  not  exceed- 
ing eleven  years,  at  such  fair  improved  annual  rents,  at  such  times,  and  in  such 
manner,  as  they  in  their  discretion  should  think  proper  ; and  that  the  annual 
rents  and  revenues  thereof  should  be  received  and  collected  by  the  trustees  or 
such  person  as  they  should  appoint,  and  that  they  should  allow  thereout  such 
salary  to  the  persons  employed  in  the  collecting  the  rents,  and  in  the  applica- 
tion and  management  thereof,  as  they  in  their  discretion  should  think  reasonable 
and  proper,  not  exceeding  one  shilling  in  the  pound  on  the  rents  reserved;  and 
that  the  trustees  should  have  power  to  lay  out  and  employ  so  much  of  the  rents 
and  profits  of  the  said  charity-estates  as  they  should  deem  necessary  and  expe- 
dient in  reparations  or  improvements  of  the  said  charity-estates,  and  of  the  said 
school-house  arid  school ; and  in  discharge  of  taxes,  charges,  renewal  of  the 
trust,  and  any  other  contingent  expenses  which  should  from  time  to  time  arise 
or  become  necessary  to  be  defrayed  for  or  on  account  of  the  said  charity,  and 
the  several  estates,  matters  and  things  relating  thereto ; and  that  they  might 
retain  in  the  hands  of  their  receiver  such  a sum  as  they  should  think  necessary 
to  answer  the  current  expenses  of  the  trust ; that  the  receiver  should  collect 
the  rents  and  profits  of  the  estates,  and  obey  the  directions  of  the  trustees  in 
the  application  thereof,  and  in  the  management  of  the  said  estates  ; and  that 
all  orders  and  proceedings  of  the  trustees  should  be  registered  in  a book  to  be 
kept  for  that  purpose : 
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at  any  time,  from  the  increase  in  the  number  of  free-scholars,  become  not 
sufficiently  capacious  for  that  purpose,  the  trustees  should  have  power  from 
time  to  time,  as  they  should  think  fit  and  necessary,  out  of  the  surplus  rents 
and  revenues  of  the  said  charity-estates,  to  enlarge  the  same,  or  to  make  any 


15th. 
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15th.  That  the  trustees  should  take  care  that  all  deeds,  writings,  and  instru- 
ments relating  to  the  said  school  and  charity  should  be  properly  preserved  and 
deposited  in  a place  of  safety,  and  should  cause  abstracts  to  be  made  of  all  such 
deeds,  instruments,  and  writings  containing  the  dates  thereof,  the  names  of  the 
parties  thereto,  and  the  material  contents  thereof ; and  that  to  such  abstracts 
should  be  added  a reference  to  the  place  where  such  original  instrument  is  depo- 
sited and  kept,  for  the  more  easy  finding  them  when  wanted : 

lGth.  That  a meeting  of  the  trustees  should  be  had  on  the  day  therein  men- 
tioned, in  the  year  1820,  and  in  the  month  of  August  in  every  year,  on  such 
day,  and  at  such  place  in  the  town  of  Warrington,  as  they  should  at  the  pre- 
ceding meeting  from  time  to  time  appoint ; and  in  case  of  no  such  appointment 
being  made,  on  the  third  Monday  in  August,  at  the  place  at  which  the  last  pre- 
ceding meeting  was  held,  at  which  meetings  not  less  than  five  of  the  trustees 
should  be  present  and  competent  to  act ; and  that  the  person  employed  in  col- 
lecting the  rents  should  at  every  such  meeting  produce  an  account  in  writing 
of  all  sums  of  money  by  him  received  or  paid  for  or  on  account  of  the  said 
charity  up  to  the  last  day  of  the  preceding  month  of  July,  and  should  verify 
such  account  by  proper  vouchers,  or  otherwise ; and  that  the  trustees  then 
present  having  settled  the  said  account,  and  ascertained  the  balance  due 
thereon,  should  then  and  there  make  order  for  payment  of  such  part  thereof  to 
the  master  of  the  said  school  as  they  should  approve,  pursuant  to  the  third  rule, 
and  for  the  investment  of  such  balance,  or  such  part  thereof  as  they  should 
think  proper,  in  some  of  the  public  funds,  in  the  names  of  four  of  the  said 
trustees,  to  be  disposed  of  as  the  said  trustees,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  at 
any  annual  meeting,  should  think  for  the  benefit  of  the  said  school ; and  that 
at  such  annual  meeting  the  said  trustees  might  make  fit  and  wholesome  rules 
and  orders  in  writing  touching  the  stipends  of  the  master,  usher  or  ushers,  and 
writing-master,  and  the  ordering  and  governing  and  disposition  of  the  said  cha- 
rity-estates, rents,  &c.  and  the  sustaining  of  the  school,  and  touching  all  other 
matters  whatever  relating  thereto  : 

17th.  That  in  case  any  three  or  more  of  the  said  trustees  should  at  any  time 
think  it  necessary  or  proper,  they  might  call  a special  meeting,  giving  to  all  the 
other  trustees  at  least  ten  days  notice  thereof  in  writing,  and  that  the  trustees 
present  at  such  meeting  (not  being  less  than  five  in  number)  should  have  power 
to  make  such  rules  and  orders,  and  do  all  such  other  business  as  they  were 
authorized  to  make  and  do  at  the  annual  meeting ; and  it  was  provided  that 
the  said  trustees  should  not  make  any  rules  or  orders  whatsoever  which  might 
in  any  manner  alter  or  defeat  the  foregoing  rules,  or  any  of  them,  or  the  ori- 
ginal institution  of  the  said  school,  as  a free  grammar-school,  for  the  teaching 
grammatically  the  learned  languages,  as  declared  in  the  decree  of  the  said 
Court  of  Chancery. 

In  pursuance  of  the  directions  of  the  Court  of  Chancery  the  trustees  have 
now  the  management  of  the  school-estates,  which  was  formerly  left  entirely  to 
the  schoolmaster  for  the  time  being. 

The  following  is  an  account  of  the  present  state  of  the  property. 

1.  The  premises  in  Warrington,  described  in  the  last  trust-deed  as  formerly 
the  property  of  the  Rev.  James  Heapay.  They  consist  of  a good  dwelling- 
house,  containing  a school-room  with  outbuildings,  and  the  croft  behind  the 
same,  now  used  as  a garden.  There  is  also  a close  containing  about  three 
roods  on  the  south  side  of  the  school-house,  and  the  opposite  side  of  Bag-lane. 
The  greater  part  of  this  close  is  supposed  to  have  formed  part  of  the  original 
endowment  of  the  school,  and  a part  on  the  west  side  was  purchased  of  the 
Rev.  Edward  Owen,  formerly  schoolmaster,  as  more  particularly  stated  here- 
after. 

These  premises  are  in  the  occupation  of  the  Rev.  William  Bordman,  the 
schoolmaster,  rent-free.  The  buildings  are  in  good  condition,  having  been 
repaired  and  much  improved  by  the  trustees,  upon  the  appointment  of  the 
present  master,  at  an  expense  of  25$/.  Ids.  2 d.  which  was  defrayed  out  of 
the  funds  of  the  charity. 

2.  The  premises  in  Church-street  called  the  Priests  or  Schoolmasters  Chamber 
with  a garden  and  croft. 

By  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release,  bearing  date  12th  and  13th  December 
1?6G,  the  Rev.  Edward  Owen,  the  then  schoolmaster,  and  John  Blackburne, 
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esquire,  and  five  others,  the  then  trustees  of  the  school,  granted  these  premises 
by  the  description  of  an  orchard  or  garden  near  Church-street,  containing  1290 
square  yards,  or  thereabouts,  to  Thomas  Wishaw,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  for  ever, 
subject  to  the  payment  of  the  yearly  rent  of  3 L 3s.,  and  to  a further  sum  of  one 
halfpenny  for  every  square  yard,  that  he  should  build  upon  beyond  the  quantity 
of  258  square  yards  ; and,  the  said  Thomas  Wishaw  thereby  covenanted  to  erect 
one  or  more  dwelling-houses  on  the  said  land,  and  to  keep  the  same  in  repair, 
so  that  they  should  be  always  of  the  annual  value  of  10/.  Buildings  were 
erected  upon  the  premises  by  the  lessee,  and  they  were  afterwards  mortgaged, 
and  subsequently  sold  to  the  late  John  Clare,  and  in  1804  his  devisees  sold  the 
same  to  Josiah  Clare  in  consideration  of  402/. 

The  validity  of  this  conveyance  was  brought  before  the  Court  of  Chancery  in 
the  proceedings  above  mentioned,  and  by  a decree,  made  5th  March  1814,  it 
was  ordered  that  the  said  Josiah  Clare  should  be  considered  a trustee  for  the 
charity,  in  respect  of  the  said  premises  ; and,  he  having  waved  any  demand  for 
the  money  laid  out  thereon,  upon  having  a lease  of  the  premises  made  to  him 
for  a reasonable  term,  it  was  referred  to  the  Master  to  inquire  what  would  be 
a proper  term  to  be  granted  to  him  at  the  rent  at  which  he  then  held  the  same, 
or  at  any  other  rent,  and  upon  what  terms,  as  a compensation  for  the  money 
which  had  been  laid  out  thereon  by  him,  or  the  persons  from  whom  he  claimed, 
the  same  regard  being  had  to  the  term  for  which  the  premises  had  been  enjoyed 
under  the  indentures  of  12th  and  13th  November  1766. 

The  Master  by  his  report,  made  10th  December  1819,  certified  that  he  was  of 
opinion  that  a term  of  99  years,  to  commence  from  the  29th  September  1818, 
at  the  rent  of  31.  3s.,  would  be  a proper  term  to  be  granted  of  the  said  buildings 
and  premises,  as  a compensation  for  the  sum  of  682/.,  which  he  found  had  been 
laid  out  by  the  said  Josiah  Clare,  and  the  persons  under  whom  he  claimed,  in 
substantial  repairs  and  lasting  improvements. 

A lease  has  been  prepared,  bearing  date  21st  August  1826,  for  the  term  of 
99  years,  from  29th  September  1818,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  31.  3s.  with  a cove- 
nant on  the  part  of  the  lessee  to  keep  the  premises  in  repair,  and  to  rebuild  the 
same  in  case  of  their  being  destroyed  by  fire.  The  lease  had  been  executed  at 
the  time  of  our  Inquiry  by  all  the  trustees  except  one,  and  it  was  intended  to 
obtain  his  signature,  and  then  to  deliver  the  same  to  the  lessee  upon  his 
executing  the  counterpart. 

The  premises  now  held  by  Josiah  Clare  under  the  terms  above  mentioned, 
consist  of  a dwelling-house,  orchard  and  garden  on  the  north  side  of  Church- 
street,  in  his  own  occupation,  and  two  dwrel  ling-houses  adjoining  each  other, 
with  a yard,  &c.,  a warehouse,  and  a cottage  adjoining,  all  which  are  occupied 
by  undertenants.  The  present  value  of  the  premises  is  stated  to  be  from  20/. 
to  30/.  per  annum. 

3.  The  estates  in  Tyldesley. 

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  25th  December  1782,  between  Edward  Owen,  the 
schoolmaster,  and  John  Blackburne,  and  four  others,  trustees  of  the  school, 
of  the  one  part,  and  Samuel  Clowes,  esquire,  of  the  other  part,  the  said 
Edward  Owen  and  others,  in  consideration  of  the  surrender  of  a leas®  thereto- 
fore made  to  Samuel  Clowres  the  grandfather,  demised  to  the  said  Samuel 
Clowes,  party  thereto,  his  executors,  &c.  a messuage  and  tenement,  with  the 
appurtenances,  in  Tyldesley  with  Shackerley,  called  Grundys,  and  several 
closes  therein  named,  containing,  according  to  a late  admeasurement,  15  a. 
Or.  Up.  and  59  yards,  at  8 yards  to  the  perch,  and  another  messuage  and 
tenement  in  Tyldesley  with  Shackerley,  called  Urmstons,  with  the  lands  and 
closes  therein  named,  containing  by  estimation  8a.  Or.  31  p.  and  141  yards, 
timber-trees,  and  mines  excepted,  for  the  term  of  99  years,  if  Samuel  Clowes 
the  younger,  aged  seven,  John  Clowes,  aged  five,  and  William  Legh  Clowes, 
aged  three,  or  any  of  them,  should  so  long  live,  (subject  to  a conveyance 
theretofore  made  to  the  Duke  of  Bridgewater  of  the  mines  of  coal  and  other 
minerals  under  the  said  premises),  at  the  yearly  rent  of  14/.  14s. 

The  conveyance  of  the  coals  above  referred  to  was  by  Indentures  of  Lease 
and  Release,  bearing  date  24th  and  25th  December  1782,  between  the  Rev. 
Edward  Owen,  master  of  the  school,  and  the  then  surviving  trustees,  of  the 
one  part,  and  the  Duke  of  Bridgewater,  of  the  other  part,  whereby  the  said 
master  and  trustees  granted  to  the  said  Duke  of  Bridgewater  all  the  coal  and

other  minerals  under  the  lands  of  the  said  master  and  trustees  in  Tyldesley,  Warrington, 
quarries  of  free-stone  and  lime  excepted,  with  power  to  enter  on  the  lands,  and  ^ ^ ^ 

dig  and  carry  away  the  same,  subject  to  the  payment  of  one  full  eighth  of  the  ^chooT11^ 
value  of  the  bed  of  coal  called  the  Four-foot  coal,  within  the  level  therein  par-  continued. 

ticularly  described,  not  making  less  to  the  master  and  trustees  than  50/.  in  any ^ 

one  year,  the  first  payment  to  commence  on  the  24th  of  June  1786  ; and  if  the 
rent  duty  thereby  reserved  should  in  some  years  exceed,  and  in  other  years  be 
less  than  the  said  sum  of  50/.,  it  was  agreed  that  the  overplus  of  one  year  should 
be  applied  to  make  good  the  deficiency  of  another,  until  the  whole  of  the  coal 
could  be  reasonably  got  and  paid  for  as  aforesaid  ; and  also  subject  to  the  pay- 
ment of  one  eighth  part  of  the  value  of  all  the  coal  or  other  minerals  upon  the 
surface  of  the  said  premises,  or  beneath  the  level  thereinbefore  mentioned ;; 
with  liberty  for  the  master  and  trustees,  or  their  agent,  to  enter  and  to  measure 
the  places  where  such  coal  or  mineral  should  be  got. 

By  a Decree  of  the  Court  of  Chancery  in  the  late  proceedings,  it  was  directed 
that  the  Master,  to  whom  it  had  been  referred  to  inquire  into  the  particulars  of 
the  charity-estates,  should  make  a separate  Report  as  to  the  premises  comprised 
in  the  indentures  of  lease  and  release  of  24  and  25  December  1782,  and  in  the 
lease  to  Samuel  Clowes  of  the  25th  December  1782. 

The  Master,  by  his  Report,  made  10th  August  1820,  certified  that  the 
yearly  rent  of  50/.,  reserved  upon  the  sale  of  the  coal,  was  paid  by  the  late 
Duke  of  Bridgewater  to  the  schoolmaster,  Edward  Owen,  to  Midsummer  1795. 

That  the  said  Duke  of  Bridgewater  died  8th  March  1803,  having  by  his  Will 
appointed  Robert  Haldane  Bradshaw,  esquire,  Sir  A.  Macdonald,  and  the  Arch- 
bishop of  York,  his  devisees  in  trust,  and  having  constituted  the  said  Robert 
Haldane  Bradshaw  sole  superintendant  of  his  canals,  collieries,  &c.,  in  the 
county  of  Lancaster.  That  the  said  R,  H.  Bradshaw  had,  as  such  devisee, 
and  by  purchases  of  his  own,  become  the  manager  of  several  estates  in  Tyldes- 
ley, in  which  there  were  coals  contiguous  to  and  almost  surrounding  the  estates 
belonging  to  the  school,  and  with  a view  to  getting  such  coals  had  put  down 
engines,  &c.  at  a great  expense  ; and  to  secure  accommodation,  with  respect  to 
the  surface  of  the  estates  on  lease  to  the  said  Samuel  Clowes,  he  agreed  with 
the  Clowes  family  to  purchase  their  interest  in  the  lease  of  25th  December 
above  mentioned,  and  that  he  then  began  to  work  the  mines  under  part  of  the 
school-estates  and  continued  so  to  do  from  1807  to  1817-  He  further  cer- 
tified, that  the  said  R.  H.  Bradshaw  caused  accounts  to  be  kept  of  the  work- 
ing of  such  coals,  and  that  by  a summary  of  such  accounts  it  appeared,  that 
reckoning  the  lord’s  part,  namely  the  value  of  one  eighth  part  of  all  coals  got 
out  of  the  school-estates,  according  to  the  rates  mentioned  in  the  release  of 
1782,  and  after  taking  credit  for  the  sum  of  500/.  paid  by  the  late  duke  to  the 
said  Edward  Owen,  there  was  a balance  in  the  hands  of  the  said  R.  H.  Brad- 
shaw of  1,100/.  due  to  the  trustees.  That  the  said  R.  H.  Bradshaw  was  willing 
to  pay  the  said  balance  into  court,  upon  having  the  grant  to  the  said  duke  and 
the  lease  of  25th  December  1782  confirmed,  in  which  case  he  was  willing  to 
proceed  with  the  working  of  the  coals,  for  the  purpose  of  getting  which,  and 
other  coal  adjoining,  he  had  recently  expended  upwards  of  10,000/.,  in  sinking 
pits  and  erecting  engines,  nearly  on  the  edge  of  the  school-estate,  but  that  if 
such  deeds  were  not  confirmed  he  should  consider  himself  entitled  to  set  up 
a claim  of  indemnity  in  regard  of  the  large  sums  expended  by  him  on  faith  of 
the  said  deeds  ; and  after  giving  the  substance  of  the  affidavit  of  Moses  Bury, 
a surveyor,  who  had  been  employed  as  an  overlooker  of  collieries  for  15  years, 
and  who  stated,  amongst  other  things,  that  the  coals  could  be  worked  more 
beneficially  to  the  school-estate  by  the  person  who  held  the  surface  thereof, 
than  by  any  other  persons,  and  that  they  were  not  of  an  extent  sufficient  to  be 
likely  to  induce  any  other  person  to  erect  engines  and  sink  pits  solely  for  the 
purpose  of  getting  them,  there  being  only  six  acres  of  coal,  at  eight  yards  to 
the  perch,  the  Master  certified  that  it  would  not  be  for  the  benefit  of  the 
charity  that  any  steps  shoidd  be  taken  for  setting  aside  the  said  indentures  of 
lease  and  release,  or  the  said  indenture  of  lease  to  Samuel  Clowes,  or  either  of 
them. 

The  Report  of  the  Master  was  confirmed,  and  the  said  II.  H.  Bradshaw  paid 
into  court  the  sum  of  1,100/.  found  to  be  due  from  him.  He  has  since  resumed 
the  working  of  the  collieries,  and  the  trustees  have  received  as  the  lord’s  share 
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the  following  sums,  which  they  have  ascertained  to  be  correct,  according  to  the 
quantity  of  coal  got.

Two  of  the  lives  mentioned  in  the  lease  to  Samuel  Clowes  are  still  in  exist- 
ence. With  respect  to  the  annual  value  of  the  estate,  we  are  informed  that 
the  land  is  worth  from  30 5.  to  405.  per  acre,  statute-measure,  which  would 
amount  to  about  84 /.  per  annum. 

There  is  also  another  estate  in  Tyldesley,  consisting  of  a dwelling-house, 
with  outbuildings,  gardens,  and  cottages,  and  19  a.  Or.  16p.  of  land,  statute- 
measure,  let  to  Thomas  Smith,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a good  rent  of  7 5/.  per 
annum.  The  annual  value  of  the  house,  which  is  of  a superior  description,  is 
stated  to  be  about  40/. 

4.  The  estate  in  Wigan.  Part  of  these  premises,  comprising  two  closes, 
called  the  Guinea  Field,  and  the  Far  Russel  Hey,  together  with  a long  narrow 
field  or  lane,  containing  by  admeasurement  7 a.  1 r.  32r.,  statute-measure,  is  let 
on  lease,  bearing  date  1st  March  1823,  to  Ralph  Thicknesse,  of  Wigan,  banker, 
for  nine  years,  from  2d  February  then  last,  at  15/.  J s.  per  annum. 

The  residue,  consisting  of  three  closes,  called  the  Near  Russel  Hey,  the 
Near  Meadow,  and  the  Far  Meadow,  containing  by  admeasurement  7 a.  1r. 
21  p.  like  measure,  is  let  to  Joseph  Bevan,  esquire,  on  lease,  bearing  date 
1st  March  1824,  for  nine  years,  from  2d  February  then  last,  at  the  rent  of  10/.  I85. 
per  annum.  All  the  lands  in  Wigan  were  in  1820  let  to  one  tenant  at  40/. 
per  annum,  but  he  injured  the  lands  by  over-cropping  them,  and  when  he  gave 
them  up  the  rents  reserved  by  the  leases  above  mentioned  were  considered  as 
high  as  could  be  obtained  from  proper  tenants. 

5.  The  lands  in  Goosnargh,  Threlfall,  and  Chipping,  appear  to  have  been 
lost  many  years,  as  already  noticed. 

6.  An  estate  in  the  townships  of  Rudheath  and  Hulse,  in  the  parish  of  Rud- 
worth,  and  Stubleach,  in  the  parish  of  Middlewich,  in  the  county  of  Chester, 
consisting  of

These  premises  were  let  to  John  Carter  previously  to  the  year  1822,  at  62/. 
per  annum,  upon  an  understanding  that  he  should,  if  he  pleased,  have  a lease 
for  nine  years,  but  which  has  not  yet  been  executed.  It  has  since  been  thought 
right  to  make  him  an  abatement  of  10  per  cent,  and  to  allow  him  a further  sum 
of  10  per  cent,  on  the  rent  originally  reserved,  on  condition  that  he  should  lay 
out  this  sum  in  manure.  The  tenant  has  for  the  last  five  years  received  this 
additional  allowance  upon  producing  certificates  of  his  having  laid  out  61.  45. 
in  the  purchase  of  manure,  so  that  the  clear  rent  may  be  taken  at  55/.  165. 
per  annum. 

7.  The  estate  in  Arrowe,  in  the  c'ounty  of  Chester,  now  consisting  of  two 
separate  farms,  with  a dwelling-house  and  outbuildings  on  each,  the  whole 
estate  comprising  346 a.  Or.  39 p.  statute-measure.  This  is  let  on  lease,  bearing 
date  1st  March  1825,  to  James  Woods,  for  the  term  of  11  years  from  the 
2d  February  then  last,  as  to  the  lands,  and  from  the  1st  May  then  next  as  to 
the  houses  and  buildings,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  350/.,  with  the  usual  covenants 
for  good  husbandry,  and  the  lessors  thereby  agreed  to  provide  rough  materials 
for  the  roofs  of  the  buildings,  the  lessee  doing  the  workmanship,  and  a power 
was  reserved  to  the  lessors  to  enter  and  cut  timber,  and  to  inclose  any  parcels 
of  waste  land. 

In  the  year  previous  to  the  granting  of  this  lease  the  estate  was  held  by  the 
above-named  James  Woods,  rent-free,  in  consideration  of  certain  expenses 
which  he  undertook  at  his  own  charge,  and  these  expenses,  which  exceeded  one 
year’s  value  of  the  estate,  were  taken  into  consideration  when  the  rent  and  the 
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term  in  the  lease  were  fixed.  There  has  also  been  laid  out  from  the  funds  of 
the  charity  the  sum  of  839/.  19  s.  in  repairs,  building,  and  improvements,  which 
l were  considered  beneficial  to  the  charity,  and  29 31.  1 5 s.  was  paid  as  the  pro- 
portion of  the  owner  of  this  estate  for  the  repairs  of  the  roads  which  were 
under  indictment. 

8.  The  property  in  Woolston,  in  the  parish  of  Warrington,  consisting  of  two 
closes,  containing  4a.  2r.  16p.  statute-measure,  let  to  John  Massey,  as  yearly 
tenant,  at  a fair  rent  of  10/.  per  annum. 

9.  The  yearly  rent  of  51.  which  appears  to  have  been  charged  upon  some 
houses  in  Bridge-street,  in  the  city  of  Chester,  but  when  or  by  whom  we  have 
not  been  able  to  ascertain.  This  is  now  paid  by  the  devisees  of  the  late  John 
Roberts. 

10.  With  respect  to  the  property  described  in  the  conveyance  to  trustees 
in  1821  as  a close,  with  the  appurtenances,  in  or  near  Bag-lane,  in  Warrington, 
commonly  called  the  School  Field,  or  School  Croft,  containing  by  estimation 
three  roods  and  eleven  perches  of  the  measure  there  used,  late  the  inheritance 
of  the  Rev.  Edward  Owen,  and  by  him  sold  and  conveyed  to  the  trustees, 
the  following  history  is  given. 

A sum  of  400/.  was  paid  by  Samuel  Clowes,  esq.  as  a consideration  for  a lease 
granted  to  him  in  1769,  for  three  lives,  which  was  afterwards  surrendered  on 
the  granting  of  the  lease  of  1792.  This  sum  was  paid  to  the  late  Mr.  Owen, 
the  then  schoolmaster,  and  was  thus  accounted  for  by  him  ; 1.50/.  was  consi- 
dered as  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  a piece  of  land  adjoining  to  a close  which 
had  long  before  formed  part  of  the  school -property,  and  501.  as  expended  in 
improving  these  lands  and  the  house  and  school  ; and  200/.  was  to  be  laid  out 
in  further  improvements,  which  we  are  informed  were  afterwards  done  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  trustees. 

The  conveyance  of  the  land,  purchased  by  Dr.  Owen,  to  the  trustees  was  not 
produced  to  us,  but  we  are  given  to  understand  that  the  land  contains  about 
one  quarter  of  an  acre. 

This  land  is  occupied  by  Mr.  Bordman,  the  schoolmaster,  with  other  premises 
as  already  mentioned. 

11.  Nothing  is  known  of  the  fee-farm  rent  of  10s.  included  in  the  deed  of 
1821,  or  what  was  intended  by  the  Marsh-house  estate  in  respect  of  which  it 
is  stated  to  have  been  payable. 

The  introduction  of  this  rent  appears  to  have  arisen  from  following  the  form 
of  the  older  deeds  of  trust. 

The  Rev.  Edward  Owen,  who  died  April  1807,  bequeathed  100/.  to  his 
successor  as  schoolmaster  of  Warrington,  upon  trust,  therewith  to  build  a stable 
for  the  use  of  the  school,  in  lieu  of  an  old  stable  which  lay  contiguous  to  the 
main  entrance  to  the  school,  and  which  the  testator  stated  was  a great  nuisance, 
and  had  been  converted  by  him  into  a comfortable  parlour ; and  he  recom- 
mended for  the  new  stable  a convenient  place  on  the  east  side  of  the  school, 
which  he  had  made  by  filling  up  an  old  unfrequented  road,  and  making  a brick 
arched  drain  through  the  whole  length  of  it  to  carry  oft'  the  water  from  the 
house  and  school. 

The  amount  of  this  legacy  was  allowed  in  account  with  the  Rev.  R.  A. 
Rawstorne,  the  present  rector,  who  succeeded  Mr.  Owen  as  schoolmaster,  he 
having  agreed  to  purchase  of  the  representatives  of  Mr.  Owen  a field  on  the 
east  side  of  the  school-premises,  containing  1a.  1 r.  20  p.  statute-measure, 
having  a good  stable  theretofore  erected  thereon,  which  as  we  are  informed 
could  not  have  cost  less  than  150/. 

The  refusal  of  this  field  was  offered  to  the  trustees  in  pursuance  of  Mr.  Owen’s 
wishes  on  that  subject,  and  as  they  had  not  the  means  of  paying  for  it,  at  that 
period,  Mr.  Rawstorne  purchased  it  in  his  own  name,  with  a view  of  conveying 
it  to  the  trustees  on  repayment  of  the  purchase-money. 

The  trustees  have  agreed  to  take  the  field  upon  these  terms,  as  soon  as  they 
can  conveniently.  The  possession  thereof  has  been  given  up  to  them,  and 
32/.  165.  6d.  is  allowed  to  Mr.  Rawstorne  as  the  interest  on  the  sum  which  is 
to  be  paid  to  him.  The  account  between  him  and  the  trustees  is  made  out 
as  follows : 

The  sum  paid  by  him  for  the  field  was  600  /.,  towards  which  he  received  90  /. 
the  amount  of  Mr.  Owen’s  bequest,  after  the  payment  of  the  legacy-duty, 
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leaving  the  sum  of  510/.  To  this  is  added  a sum  due  for  interest  up  to  the 
year  1823,  whieh  as  appears  from  the  amount  now  paid  to  him  for  interest  was 
taken  at  146/.  10  s.,  making  in  the  whole  6.561.  10  5. 

The  principal  object  of  the  trustees  in  desiring  to  become  possessed  of  this 
field,  is  to  prevent  any  person  from  taking  it  for  building  thereon,  for  which 
purpose  it  is  stated  it  would  be  of  considerable  value,  though  if  it  could  be 
only  used  for  agricultural  purposes,  it  would  not  be  worth  more  than  390  /. 

The  field,  with  the  stable  thereon,  is  now  in  the  occupation  of  the  Rev.  W. 
Bordinan,  the  schoolmaster,  nominally  at  the  rent  of  1G  /.,  but  he  only  pays  12  /. 
a year,  the  sum  of  4 /.  being  considered  as  the  interest  of  Mr.  Owen’s  legacy, 
to  which,  or  to  such  a stable  as  might  be  erected  for  90/.,  he  would  be  entitled. 

This  field,  and  that  on  the  south  side  of  the  school,  both  of  which  were  for- 
merly in  pasture,  have  been  ploughed  up  within  the  last  five  years.  This 
appears  to  have  been  an  improper  mode  of  cultivation. 

The  income  arising  from  the  sources  above  mentioned,  exclusive  of  the  pay- 
ments for  coals  under  the  grant  to  the  late  Duke  of  Bridgwater,  is  551/.  185-. 
per  annum,  out  of  which  there  is  to  be  deducted  5-per-cent,  which  is  allowed 
to  John  Fitchett,  a solicitor  in  Warrington,  for  collecting  the  rents. 

The  accounts  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  trustees  from  the  time 
of  the  death  of  Mr.  Owen,  when  they  first  commenced  receiving  the  rents,  up 
to  November  1819,  were  produced  and  examined  before  the  Master  in  Chan- 
cery, to  whom  the  cause  was  referred.  It  appears  by  these  accounts  that  there 
was  paid  for  costs,  and  for  other  expenses  incurred  in  the  suit,  349/.  17$*  6d.t 
and  in  January  1819  the  sum  of  850/.,  in  the  hands  of  the  receiver,  was  paid 
into  Court,  and  a further  sum  of  126/.  15  s.  4 d.  was  afterwards  paid  into  Court, 
being  the  amount  of  the  balance  in  the  receiver’s  hands  in  the  beginning  of 
April  1820. 

In  April  1820  a new  account  was  opened  by  Mr.  Fitchett. 

From  that  time  to  August  17,  1827,  he  has  received,  besides  the  current 
rents,  as  follows  :

The  accounts  are  audited  at  a meeting  of  the  trustees  held  annually  in 
August,  according  to  the  directions  of  the  Court  of  Chancery. 

The  trustees  have  also  quarterly  meetings  in  the  year,  and  other  meetings,  if 
occasion  requires. 

In  addition  to  the  balance  of  560/.  11  s.  8 d.  in  the  hands  of  Messrs.  Fit- 
chett and  Wagstaffe,  there  is  also  a considerable  sum  remaining  of  the 
money  which  has  been  paid  into  the  Court  of  Chancery. 

There  is  now  paid  to  the  Rev.  William  Bordman,  the  schoolmaster,  a salary 
of  300/. 

And  to  a writing-master  a salary  of  45  /. 

The  appointment  of  the  schoolmaster  is  vested  in  Lord  Lilford,  by  whose 
father  Mr.  Bordman  was  appointed  in  1815.  The  writing-master  is  nominated 
by  the  head-master,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  trustees. 

The  school  is  free  to  all  boys  from  whatever  place  they  may  come,  and  they 
are  admitted  on  presenting  themselves  to  the  master,  provided  they  are  above 
the  age  of  seven  years  as  prescribed  by  the  rules  confirmed  by  the  Court  of 
Chancery,  and  provided  also  they  are  able  to  read  English  with  tolerable  ease. 
One  day  in  each  quarter  is  appointed  for  the  admission  of  scholars,  and  for 
this  purpose,  the  day  on  which  the  trustees  meet  is  chosen,  in  order  that  if 
any  dispute  should  arise  as  to  the  admissibility  of  a boy  it  may  be  immediately 
referred  to  them.  No  charge  is  made  for  instruction,  except  that  according  to 
the  foundation-deed  each  scholar  pays  1 d.  a quarter. 

The  instruction  in  the  school  under  the  head  master  is  entirely  classical,  and 
at  stated  periods  the  scholars  learn  writing  and  accounts  under  the  writing 
master. 

The  school-house  is  sufficient  for  the  accommodation  of  from  25  to  30 
boarders.  Since  1820,  Mr.  Bordman  has  not  expressed  any  anxiety  to  take 
boarders,  and  has  not  had  more  than  three,  two  of  whom  were  still  with  him  at 
the  time  of  our  Inquiry,  March  1828.  He  had  at  one  period  36  day-scholars, 
and  until  lately  was  assisted  by  an  usher,  who  received  a salary  of  7*5/.  per 
annum.  The  late  usher  resigned  in  January  1827,  and  no  person  has  been 
appointed  in  his  room,  nor  under  the  present  circumstances  would  the  trustees 
think  the  number  of  scholars  such  as  to  justify  them  in  confirming  the  appoint- 
ment if  an  usher  was  presented  to  them. 

At  the  time  of  our  Inquiry,  March  1828,  there  were  only  20  day-scholars 
attending  the  school,  and  two  boarders,  as  above  mentioned.  This  appears  a 
very  small  number  of  scholars  considering  the  extent  of  the  population  of  the 
town  of  Warrington,  although  by  the  greater  number  of  the  inhabitants  a 
classical  education  may  be  considered  as  of  little  importance  compared  with 
that  of  a mercantile  description.  The  present  state  of  the  school  is  attributed 
to  the  unpopularity  of  the  master,  which  is  stated  to  have  arisen  in  some 
measure  from  a party  feeling  which  originated  in  the  late  litigation  in  the 
Court  of  Chancery.  The  trustees  have  taken  this  subject  into  their  conside- 
ration, and  a proposal  having  been  made  by  Mr.  Bordman  that  he  would 
resign  the  situation  of  master  upon  certain  terms,  they  have  determined  to 
accede  thereto  as  far  as  lies  in  their  power,  with  a view  of  promoting  the 
welfare  of  the  school,  and  giving  the  inhabitants  of  Warrington  the  benefit  to 
which  they  are  entitled  from  this  foundation.  The  terms  proposed  by  Mr. 
Bordman  are,  that  he  should  receive  400/.,  and  that  he  should  continue  to 
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receive  150/.  per  annum  for  his  life.  The  trustees  have  agreed  to  pay  him  the 
sum  of  400/.,  and  having  given  directions  for  payment  thereof,  150/.  had  been 
paid  at  the  time  of  our  Inquiry,  to  Mr.  Bordman’s  order.  With  respect  to  the 
allowance  of  150/.  a year,  it  has  been  left  to  Lord  Lilford,  the  patron,  to  make 
such  arrangements,  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  purpose,  with  the  person  whom 
he  may  appoint  to  the  situation  of  master  on  the  vacancy  taking  place.  The 
legality  of  this  transaction  appears  very  questionable  ; for  though  the  trustees 
might  perhaps  make  such  disposition  of  the  sum  of  400  /.  under  the  powers 
given  to  them  by  the  orders  of  the  Court  of  Chancery,  of  disposing  of  any 
balance  which  may  arise,  in  such  manner  as  they  should  think  for  the  benefit 
of  the  school,  any  arrangement  made  with  the  succeeding  master  to  pay  to  his 
predecessor  any  part  of  the  salary  of  300/.  seems  to  be  in  direct  violation  of  the 
order  of  the  Court  of  Chancery,  which  directs  that  the  master  for  the  time 
being  should  receive  the  clear  annual  sum  of  300/.  We  feel  it  however  our 
duty  to  state  that  the  trustees,  in  having  listened  to  these  proposals,  have 
been  actuated  solely  by  an  anxious  desire  to  do  their  utmost  for  the  benefit  of 
the  school,  and  we  feel  convinced  that  as  long  as  the  present  master  continues 
to  hold  his  office  there  is  no  prospect  of  any  material  improvement,  neither 
does  it  appear  that  there  are  sufficient  grounds  to  justify  the  patron  in  pro- 
ceeding to  discharge  him. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  WARRINGTON. 

Blue  Coat  School. 

In  a register  containing  the  earlier  accounts  of  this  charity,  commencing  in 
the  year  1677>  it  is  stated,  that  John  Allen,  of  Westminster,  gave,  by  Will,  to 
the  churchwardens  of  Warrington,  a legacy  of  180/.  to  put  out  five  several  poor 
boys,  14  years  of  age,  to  apprenticeships  to  handicraft  trades,  and  that  several 
of  the  principal  inhabitants  thinking  it  better  to  raise  a stock  for  the  poor,  than 
to  put  out  five  poor  boys,  had  contributed  good  sums  to  that  end,  and  added 
13/.  9 s.  Gd.  of  some  old  stock,  and  had  appointed  trustees  amongst  themselves 
to  put  the  stock  to  interest,  and  apply  the  produce  for  the  use  of  the  poor. 
Additional  benefactions  have  been  received  from  time  to  time,  and  the  trustees 
have  been  enabled  to  purchase  several  estates  for  the  support  of  the  charity/ 
and  other  lands  have  been  given  by  different  persons  in  aid  thereof. 

Gallon's  Acre,  in  Warrington. — The  first  acquisition  of  land  was  a field  called 
Gallows  Acre,  in  Warrington,  which  appears  to  have  been  purchased  in 
1674. 

We  could  not  learn  that  there  were  any  deeds  in  existence  relating  to  this 
purchase,  but  there  is  an  entry  in  the  charity-register,  under  the  date  of  1677> 
of  the  receipt  of  rent  for  the  field  above  mentioned  for  three  years,  in  which  it 
is  described  as  having  been  purchased  of  John  Ashworth. 

Poors  Intacks,  in  Warrington. — By  Indenture  of  Feoffment,  bearing  date 
1st  January  1705,  Dame  Ann  Edgeworth,  widow  of  Sir  John  Edgeworth,  in 
consideration  of  27/.  conveyed  to  Jonathan  Blackburn  and  others,  and  their 
heirs,  a plot  of  ground  on  Warrington  Heath,  whereon  her  father,  Edward 
Bridgman,  esquire,  who  inclosed  the  same,  had  erected  a building,  which  had 
been  burnt  down,  which  said  plot  of  ground  having  been  lately  mered  out  by 
some  of  the  ancient  inhabitants,  contained  70  yards  square,  in  trust,  to  employ 
the  yearly  rents  and  profits  thereof  towards  the  binding  such  poor  children  iu 
the  town  of  Warrington  apprentices  as  to  them  should  seem  meet. 

There  is  an  entry  in  the  register,  under  the  date  of  1706,  which  states  that 
the  premises  purchased  of  Dame  Ann  Edgeworth  being  found  inconvenient  for 
the  road,  Lord  Warrington,  on  application  made  to  him,  made  a deed  of  ex- 
change, whereby  he  gave  the  south  side  of  the  heath  for  the  east  side,  and 
though  the  deeds  are  not  now  to  be  found,  it  appears  by  the  accounts  that 
a payment  was  made  to  Lord  Warrington’s  steward  for  deeds  of  exchange. 

Leigh’s  and  Pennington's  Tenements  in  JVest  Leigh,  Borron's  Gift. — About  the 
year  1682  a messuage  and  tenement  in  West  Leigh,  called  Leigh’s  Tenement, 
and  another  messuage  and  tenement  there  called  Pennington’s,  appear  to  have 
been  given  for  the  support  of  this  charity  by  Arthur  Borron. 

The  deeds  by  which  these  premises  were  conveyed  to  the  trustees  are  not  to 
be  found,  but  the  rent  has  been  brought  to  account  from  the  year  1685,  in 
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which  year  it  is  entered  in  the  register  as  from  West  Leigh,  “ the  gift  of 
Arthur  Borron.” 

Burrow's  Tenement , and  Houlbrook’s  Tenement , 8$c.  in  Hutton. — By  Inden- 
tures of  Lease  and  Release,  bearing  date  2d  and  3d  May  1692,  Thomas  ^ 
Sherwin,  and  Margaret  his  wife,  in  consideration  of  471/.  Is.  6r/.  conveyed 
a messuage,  with  the  appurtenances,  in  Hatton,  near  Daresbury,  in  the  county 
of  Chester,  commonly  called  Burrow’s  Tenement,  with  the  closes  thereto  be- 
longing, and  also  two  pieces  of  land,  the  one  called  the  Fleame  Hey,  and  the 
other  the  Butty  Hey,  and  containing  one  acre  and  a quarter,  formerly  par- 
cels of  a farm  called  Taylors,  and  another  parcel  of  land  called  the  Milne 
Acre,  containing  about  an  acre ; and  also  a messuage  or  tenement,  with  the 
appurtenances,  in  Hatton,  called  Houlbrook’s  tenement,  with  the  closes  therein 
mentioned  as  belonging  thereto,  to  John  Earle,  John  Barnes,  and  William 
Patten  ; And  by  indenture  of  feoffment,  bearing  date  1st  May  1702,  reciting  the 
former  conveyance,  and  that  the  consideration  thereof  was  money  given  by 
several  persons  for  the  binding  of  poor  children  in  the  town  of  Warrington 
apprentices,  the  said  John  Earle,  being  the  survivor  of  the  three  persons  above 
named,  conveyed  the  said  premises  to  Jonathan  Blackburne  and  others,  upon 
trust,  to  employ  the  yearly  rents  and  profits  for  the  binding  of  such  poor  child- 
ren in  the  town  of  Warrington  apprentices  as  to  them  should  seem  fit. 

Priest  Field,  in  West  Leigh. — By  Indenture  of  Feoffment,  bearing  date 
28th  October  1717>  Alexander  Radcliffe,  Edward  Green,  and  Joseph  Parr,  in 
consideration  of  22/.  conveyed  a close  in  West  Leigh,  called  the  Priest  Field, 
containing  by  estimation  1a.  1 r.  28p.,  part  of  the  demesne  lands  of  West 
Leigh  Hall,  to  Thomas  Richardson  and  his  heirs  ; and  by  indenture  of  feoff- 
ment, bearing  date  2d  February  17 18,  the  said  Thomas  Richardson,  for  the 
like  consideration,  conveyed  the  same  to  Jonathan  Blackburn  and  others,  upon 
trust,  to  employ  the  rents  towards  the  teaching  such  poor  children  of  the  town 
of  Warrington  to  read  English,  and  to  bind  them  apprentices  as  they  should 
think  fit. 
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Pickerings,  fyc.  in  Hatton. — By  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release,  bearing  date 
22d  and  23d  August  17-53,  Henry  Legh,  of  High  Legh,  in  consideration  of 
315/.  conveyed  to  John  Blackburne,  and  others,  and  their  heirs,  four  closes,  in 
Hatton,  in  the  county  of  Chester,  called  Pickering’s  Town-field-lounts,  Bate 
Madge,  Hey  Madge,  Hey  Lounts,  the  Great  Annatts-lane,  and  the  Little 
Annatts-lane,  containing  by  estimation  eight  acres  and  a quarter  of  the  measure 
there  used. 


Yates's  Tenement,  in  West  Leigh.— By  In  denture,' 'bearing  date  9th  November 
1765,  Thomas  Chesshyre,  John  Copeland,  and  Ellis  Bent,  in  consideration  of 
428/.,  conveyed  to  John  Blackburne  and  others,  trustees  of  the  charity-school  in 
Warrington,  and  their  heirs,  a messuage  or  tenement  in  West  Leigh,  contain- 
ing by  estimation  seven  acres  and  a half  of  the  measure  there  used,  formerly 
part  of  an  estate  called  Yates’s  Tenement,  with  the  appurtenances.  And  the 
said  Thomas  Chesshyre  and  John  Copeland  thereby  also  assigned  to  the  said 
trustees  the  residue  of  a term  of  1,000  years,  to  attend  the  inheritance. 

Partington's  Tenement,  in  West  Leigh. — By  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release, 
bearing  date  25th  and  26th  June  1770>  Ann  Walmsley,  and  John,  James,  and 
Joseph  Partington,  in  consideration  of  the  sum  of  402/.  paid  to  them  in  pro- 
portion to  their  respective  interests  therein,  conveyed  to  John  Blackburne,  and 
others,  trustees  for  the  poor  of  the  charity-school  of  Warrington,  their  respec- 
tive shares  in  a messuage  or  dwelling-house  and  tenement,  with  the  appur- 
tenances, called  Partington’s,  situate  in  West  Leigh,  with  the  closes  called  by 
the  several  names  therein  mentioned,  and  containing  by  estimation  seven  acres, 
at  eight  yards  to  the  perch,  except  a plot  of  land  at  the  corner  of  the  coppy, 
and  a close  called  Page  Croft ; and  also  in  a cottage  and  tenement  with  the 
appurtenances,  within  the  fold  of  the  above-mentioned  premises,  in  trust,  for 
the  purposes  declared  in  the  trust-deeds  relating  to  the  poor  of  the  charity- 
school,  subject  to  the  payment  of  the  yearly  chief-rent  of  18s.  10c/.  to  the  said 
Ann  Walmsley,  and  her  heirs. 

Twanbrook’s  Tenement,  in  Hatton.  —By  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release,  the 
latter  bearing  date  25th  March  1786,  between  John  Blackburne,  esquire,  of 
the  first  part,  Birchall  Twanbrook,  of  the  second  part,  and  Thomas  Dannett  and 
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Warrington.  Richard  Phipp,  of  the  third  part,  reciting  a mortgage  of  the  premises  therein- 

— - after  mentioned,  whereupon  there  remained  due  to  the  said  John  Blackburne 

Blue  Goat  School,  600/.,  the  said  John  Blackburne  and  Birchall  Twanbrook,  in  consideration  of 
v cont!^e(!-  J tiie  sum  Gf  1,010/.,  paid  to  them  in  the  proportions  therein  mentioned,  conveyed 
to  the  said  Thomas  Dannett  and  Richard  Phipp  a messuage  and  tenement,  with 
the  closes  thereto  belonging,  in  Hatton,  in  the  County  of  Chester,  called  Twan- 
brook’s  Tenement,  containing  by  estimation  18  acres,  Cheshire  measure. 

And  by  Indentures  [of  Lease  and  Release,  bearing  date  4th  and  5th  April 
1791,  reciting  the  indentures  above  abstracted,  and  that  the  consideration, 
1,040/.,  was  money  belonging  to  the  trustees  of  the  charity-school  in  Warring- 
ton, and  that  the  conveyance  was  made  to  the  said  Thomas  Dannett  and 
Richard  Phipp,  upon  trust,  that  they  should  convey  the  same  to  the  use  of 
themselves,  they  being  two  of  the  said  trustees,  and  of  the  other  trustees,  their 
heirs  and  assigns,  the  said  Thomas  Dannett  and  Richard  Phipp  conveyed  the 
said  premises  to  the  Rev.  Arthur  Borron,  John  Blackburne  and  others,  the 
then  trustees,  with  the  said  Thomas  Dannett  and  Richard  Phipp,  to  the  use  of 
all  the  said  parties,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  upon  the  trusts  declared  in  an 
indenture  of  release,  bearing  date  Gth  June  1783,  being  one  of  the  trust-deeds 
hereafter  noticed. 

Old-Field,  in  Latchford,  Dannett’s  Charity. — By  Indenture  of  Bargain  and 
Sale,  enrolled  in  the  Court  of  Chancery,  and  bearing  date  21st  August  1792, 
Elizabeth  Dannett,  for  augmenting  the  charity  called  the  Blue  Coat  Charity 
School  in  Warrington,  granted  to  Thomas  Patten  and  others,  trustees  for  the  said 
charity,  and  their  heirs,  a close  in  Latchford,  in  the  county  of  Chester,  called 
the  Farther  Great  Old-Field,  or  Butty  Old-Field,  containing  by  estimation 
two  acres  and  a quarter  of  the  measure  there  used,  upon  trust,  to  apply  the 
rents  and  profits  thereof  in  augmention  of  the  income  of  the  said  charity- 
school,  towards  the  clothing  and  maintenance,  education,  bringing  up,  and 
binding  out  apprentices,  such  poor  children  as  should  from  time  to  time  be 
taken  into  the  said  charity-school. 

Rixton  Field,  in  Warrington. — By  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release,  bearing 
date  8th  and  9th  September  1822,  Thomas  Harrison  and  Mary  his  wife,  and 
John  Jackson,  Jonathan  Jackson,  and  John  Haddock,  devisees  in  trust  with 
the  said  Mary  Harrison,  under  the  will  of  James  Milnes,  deceased,  with  the 
consent  of  James,  William,  and  Mary  Milnes,  the  children  of  the  said  testator, 
conveyed  to  Isaac  Blackburne  and  three  others,  and  their  heirs,  in  consideration 
of  the  sum  of  300/.,  a close  on  the  east  side  of  Longford-lane,  in  Warrington, 
called  Rixton  Field,  containing  by  estimation  one  acre,  of  the  measure  there 
used.  No  trusts  are  declared  in  these  indentures,  and  the  purchasers,  of 
whom  Isaac  Blackburne  is  the  only  survivor,  are  not  described  in  the  deed  as 
trustees. 

Sankey  Farm,  Watkins’s  Gift. — By  Indenture  of  Bargain  and  Sale,  enrolled  in 
the  Court  of  Chancery,  and  bearing  date  23d  February  1797,  between  John 
Watkins,  of  Warrington,  esquire,  of  the  one  part,  and  Thomas  Patten,  esquire, 
and  others,  trustees  of  the  charity-school  called  the  Blue  Coat  School,  in  War- 
rington, of  the  other  part,  the  said  John  Watkins,  for  augmenting  the  said 
charity,  granted  to  the  said  Thomas  Patten  and  others,  their  heirs  and  assigns, 
a messuage  and  tenement,  with  the  out-buildings,  folds,  gardens  and  appurte- 
nances, in  Great  Sankey,  in  the  county  of  Lancaster,  and  the  several  closes 
thereto  belonging  in  Great  Sankey,  known  by  the  several  names  therein  men- 
tioned, and  containing  by  estimation  37  acres  of  the  measure  there  used 
(eight  yards  to  the  perch),  subject  to  an  indenture  of  lease,  bearing  date 
2d  February  1794,  whereby  the  said  John  Watkins  demised  the  said  premises 
to  Thomas  Nonnah  for  the  term  of  three  lives  ; upon  trust,  that  the  said  Thomas 
Patten  and  others,  and  their  heirs,  should  apply  the  rents  and  profits  thereof  in 
augmentation  of  the  income  of  the  said  charitv-school  in  and  towards  the 
clothing,  maintenance,  education,  bringing  up,  and  binding  out  apprentices  such 
poor  children  as  should  be  from  time  to  time  taken  into  the  said  charity- 
school. 

The  said  John  Watkins  also,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  8th  November  1805, 
devised  to  his  executors,  after  the  decease  of  his  wife,  all  his  real  estates,  upon 
trust,  to  sell  the  same,  and  out  of  the  produce  thereof,  and  of  his  personal  estate, 
which  he  also  gave  to  them,  in  the  first  place  to  pay  several  legacies  to  different 
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persons,  to  the  amount  of  14,000/.  and  upwards,  which  legacies  he  directed 
should  be  paid  out  of  the  proceeds  of  the  real  estate,  if  sufficient  for  the  purpose, 
but  that  if  they  were  not  sufficient,  the  produce  of  his  personal  estate  should 
be  applied  in  making  up  the  deficiency.  And  he  directed  his  executors,  in  the 
next  place,  to  pay  to  the  trustees  of  the  Blue  Coat  School,  in  Warrington,  4,000/. 
in  augmentation  of  the  fund  of  the  said  charity,  and  also  the  several  sums  of 
500/.,  250/.,  400/.  and  400/.  ; and  he  directed  that  the  said  trustees  should  lay 
out  the  said  sum  of  500/.  in  building  a chapel  upon  the  land  adjoining  and 
belonging  to  the  said  school,  for  the  use  thereof,  and  the  said  sum  of  250/.  in 
providing  an  organ  for  the  said  chapel,  and  that  they  should  place  out  the 
several  sums  of  400/.  and  400/.  at  interest,  and  pay  the  produce  thereof  to 
a clergyman  of  the  church  of  England,  to  be  appointed  by  a majority  of  the 
said  trustees,  to  officiate  in  the  said  chapel  every  Sunday  evening,  and  to  an 
organist  there,  to  be  appointed  in  like  manner ; but  the  testator  declared  his 
will  to  be,  that  in  case  the  said  charity  shonld  not  be  carried  on  according  to 
its  institution  established  in  1778,  the  said  legacies  should  be  forfeited,  and  go 
to  the  other  charities  thereinafter  mentioned  proportionably.  And  he  further 
gave  several  other  legacies  to  different  charitable  institutions  at  Warrington, 
Liverpool,  and  Manchester,  principally  supported  by  voluntary  contributions. 
And  he  further  directed  that  his  said  executors  should  pay  all  the  residue  of 
his  effects,  after  discharging  the  said  several  legacies,  to  the  trustees  of  the  said 
charity-school  at  Warrington,  in  further  augmentation  of  the  said  fund,  but 
subject  nevertheless  to  such  proviso  as  aforesaid,  with  respect  to  the  govern- 
ment of  the  said  charity,  according  to  its  institution  established  in  1778. 

By  the  codicils  annexed  to  this  will  the  testator  made  several  alterations  in 
the  disposal  of  his  property,  and  bequeathed  other  legacies,  leaving  however 
the  residue  to  the  trustees  of  this  charity. 

The  will  of  John  Watkins  was  disputed,  and  a suit  was  instituted  in  the 
Court  of  Chancery.  In  the  course  of  these  proceedings  it  was  referred  to 
the  Master  to  take  an  account  of  the  testator’s  effects,  and  amongst  other 
things  to  report  what  was  due  to  this  charity.  The  Master,  by  his  report 
made  16th  November  1826,  certified  that  the  sum  of  3,037/.  165.  10 d.  was 
due  to  the  trustees  of  the  IJlue  Coat  Charity,  as  an  apportionment  due,  in 
respect  of  the  specific  legacies  bequeathed  to  them,  and  this  sum  has  been 
accordingly  paid,  and  invested  in  the  funds  in  the  name  of  the  Accountant 
General,  for  the  benefit  of  the  charity.  The  Master,  to  whom  the  cause  was 
referred,  required  proof  that  the  charity  was  still  conducted  on  the  plan  of 
1778  ; this  expression  in  the  testator’s  will  appears  to  have  had  reference 
to  the  system  of  boarding  a certain  number  of  the  scholars,  as  well  as  pro- 
viding them  with  clothes  and  instructing  them,  which  was  first  adopted  about 
that  period.  The  Master’s  report  had  not  been  confirmed  at  the  time  of  our 
Inquiry. 

We  are  given  to  understand  that  no  further  sum  is  to  be  expected  from  the 
residuary  bequest  contained  in  the  will  of  the  testator,  his  effects  having  been 
insufficient  to  pay  the  amount  of  his  legacies  in  full. 

The  earliest  deeds  made  for  the  purpose  of  transferring  any  part  of  the  pro- 
perty purchased  as  above  mentioned,  to  new  trustees,  were  made  in  the  year 
1720,  when  by  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  18th  and  19th 
April  in  that  year,  between  Jonathan  Blackburne,  Thomas  Patten,  gentleman, 
and  Thomas  Patten,  merchant,  of  the  one  part,  and  Thomas  and  Elmes  Holford, 
of  the  other  part,  the  said  Jonathan  Blackburne,  and  others,  as  the  surviving 
trustees  of  the  lands  theretofore  purchased  with  the  poors  stock,  given  by 
several  persons  for  binding  poor  children  of  the  town  of  Warrington  apprentices, 
in  divers  deeds  mentioned  and  named,  conveyed  all  the  premises  which  up  to 
that  period  had  been  purchased  or  given  for  the  benefit  of  the  charity,  viz.  j 
the  tenement  called  Burrows,  with  the  lands  called  the  Fleame  Hey,  the  Butty 
Hey,  and  the  Milne  Acre,  the  tenement  called  Holbrook’s,  in  Hatton,  the 
tenements  called  Leigh’s  and  Pennington’s,  and  the  Priest  Field,  in  West  Leigh, 
and  the  fields  called  the  Gallows  Acre,  and  the  Poors  Intacks  in  Warrington, 
to  the  said  Thomas  and  Elmes  Holford,  who  by  indentures  of  lease  and  release, 
bearing  date  20th  and  21st  April  1720,  reconveyed  the  same  to  the  said  Jonathan 
Blackburne,  Thomas  Patten,  gentleman,  and  Thomas  Patten,  merchant,  and  also 
the  Rev.  Thomas  Egerton,  rector  of  Warrington,  John  Blackburne,  the  Rev.

John  Worsley,  minister  of  the  new  chapel  in  Warrington,  and  five  others,  their 
heirs  and  assigns.  The  trusts  declared  in  these  indentures  will  be  mentioned 
hereafter. 

Subsequent  conveyances  were  made  to  new  trustees  in  1738  and  1783,  and 
lastly,  by  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  21st  and  22d  October 
1801,  Thomas  Patten  and  John  Blackburne,  esquires,  and  eight  others,  conveyed 
to  Roger  Topping  and  John  Litton,  and  by  indentures  of  lease  and  release, 
bearing  date  23d  and  24th  October  1801,  the  said  Roger  Topping  and  John 
Litton  re-conveyed  to  the  said  Thomas  Patten,  John  Blackburne,  and  others, 
and  also  to  Thomas  Lee,  gentleman,  and  20  others  (of  whom  the  said  John 
Blackburne,  and  Isaac  Blackburne,  John  Arthur  Borron,  Joseph  Lee,  Edward 
Greenall,  and  John  Howard,  are  the  survivors,  all  the  messuages  and  tene- 
ments above  mentioned,  as  having  been  given  to  or  purchased  by  the  trustees 
previously  to  the  date  thereof  (except  the  tenement  in  Hatton,  called  Twan- 
brook’s,  which  was  purchased  in  1786,  and  conveyed  in  179L  to  the  then  trustees, 
of  whom  John  Blackburne,  esquire,  is  the  only  survivor),  to  hold  the  same  to 
them  and  their  heirs  upon  the  trusts  declared  in  a prior  conveyance  to 
trustees,  bearing  date  5th  and  6th  June  1783,  the  terms  of  which  will  be  stated 
hereafter. 

The  re-conveyance  is  executed  by  John  Litton  only,  but  we  are  informed  by 
Mr.  Peter  Nicholson,  the  solicitor  to  the  trustees,  who  is  the  subscribing 
witness  thereto,  that  finding  when  he  first  became  concerned  in  the  trusts  about 
1810,  that  these  deeds  were  not  executed,  he  procured  the  execution  of  John 
Litton  (Roger  Topping  being  then  dead). 

There  was  also  included  in  the  conveyance  of  1801  a building  at  the  back 
of  Trinity  Chapel,  in  Sankey-street,  whereof  (it  is  therein  stated)  part  of  the 
ground-floor  was  used  as  a repository  for  the  fire-engines,  and  the  other  part  as 
a stable  ; and  of  the  two  rooms  over,  one  was  occupied  by  Mrs.  Bolton,  and  the 
other  as  a school  by  John  Evans. 

It  appears  that  these  premises  wrere  by  Indenture  bearing  date  19th  Sep- 
tember 1709,  granted  by  Peter  Legh,  of  Lyme,  esquire,  for  endowing  the 
chapel  called  Trinity  Chapel,  in  Warrington,  to  the  Honourable  and  Reverend 
Edward  Finch,  rector  of  Wigan,  and  other  trustees  therein  named,  by  the  de- 
scription of  “ An  edifice  or  building  in  or  near  Sankey-street,  then  lately 
erected  and  intended  for  a school  ” the  said  Peter  Legh  also  conveyed  to  the 
said  trustees,  by  the  same  deed,  a building  in  or  near  Sankey-street,  lately 
erected  for  a chapel,  and  four  shops  there,  and  all  other  the  ground  of  the 
said  Peter  Legh  near  adjoining, 
as  to  the  building  intended  for 
and  dispose  the  same  for  ever,  in  such  sort  manner  and  form  as  that  the  said 
edifice  or  school-house  might  be  used  and  employed  for  a school  for  teaching  of 
children  to  read  English,  and  to  write  and  cast  accounts,  by  such  person  as 
from  time  to  time  should  be  nominated  by  the  said  Peter  Legh  and  others  to 
be  clerk  of  the  said  chapel,  or  schoolmaster  of  the  said  intended  school,  and 
should  be  licensed  by  the  Bishop  of  Chester  to  keep  and  teach  such  school ; 
and  that  the  profit,  benefit  and  advantage  to  be  made  of  the  school-house  might 
be  had  or  enjoyed  for  the  maintenance  and  benefit  of  the  person  so  nominated 
to  officiate  as  clerk  of  the  said  chapel,  during  such  time  as  he  should  officiate 
there. 

The  Blue  Coat  School  was  formerly  taught  on  these  premises,  but  about  the 
year  1780  a new  building  was  erected  for  this  purpose  on  part  of  the  Gallows 
Acre,  and  the  premises  in  Sankey-street  were  then  let  by  the  trustees  of  the 
Blue  Coat  charity,  part  thereof  to  a person  who  kept  school  in  one  of  the 
upper  rooms,  part  to  Mrs.  Bolton,  who  kept  the  George  Inn  on  the 
adjoining  premises,  and  the  residue  to  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  Warrington, 
for  the  purpose  of  keeping  the  town  fire-engines  therein.  The  rents  reserved 
on  these  premises  were  received  by  the  trustees  from  1780  till  1807,  when 
the  premises  were  let  to  William  Newsham,  of  the  George  Inn.  Notice

of  Thomas  Legh,  of  Lyme,  esquire, 


his  ancestors  for  the  purpose  of  a school,  and  that  as  they  were  no  longer  used 
for  that  purpose  he  was  entitled  to  them.  It  may  be  a question  whether  Mr. 
Legh  is  or  is  not  entitled  to  resume  these  premises  ; but  it  appears  clear  that 
the  trustees  of  the  Blue  Coat  charity  have  no  title  thereto. 


With 
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With  regard  to  the  trusts  upon  which  the  property  now  belonging  to  the 
establishment  called  the  Blue  Coat  Charity  School  is  held,  it  will  be  necessary 
to  trace  shortly  the  progress  of  this  charity.  The  earliest  donations  appear  to 
have  been  given  for  the  purpose  of  binding  out  apprentices  ; but  there  is  an 
old  entry  in  the  register,  without  date,  but  probably  made  about  the  year  1G80, 
in  which,  after  stating  the  gift  of  John  Allen,  and  that  the  principal  inhabit- 
ants had  added  thereto  an  old  stock  of  13/.  9-s.  6c/.,  and  contributed  largely 
to  raise  a stock  for  the  poor,  as  already  mentioned,  it  is  added,  that  the  trustees 
who  had  been  appointed  to  put  the  stock  to  interest,  and  apply  the  produce  for 
the  use  of  the  poor,  had  acted  at  their  discretion  in  placing  out  poor  children 
apprentices,  sending  up  students  to  the  Universities,  paying  rents  for  the  poor, 
clothing  poor  children,  preferring  them  to  services,  carrying  poor  people  to 
London  and  Ireland,  and  paying  for  the  table  of  poor  children. 

"In  1710,  as  appears  by  an  entry  in  the  register,  the  trustees,  finding  that 
the  lands  belonging  to  the  charity  were  advancing,  and  that  gifts  were  coming 
in  to  teach  poor  children  to  read,  write,  &c.,  thought  it  necessary,  in  order  to 
rescue  the  poor  children  who  were  to  be  placed  out  apprentices  from  ignorance 
and  vicious  courses  of  living,  and  to  make  them  fit  for  apprenticeships,  to  bring 
them  under  good  discipline  first,  by  putting  them  to  the  charity-school,  there 
to  learn  the  knowledge  and  practice  of  the  Christian  religion  as  professed  in  the 
Church  of  England,  to  learn  to  read,  write,  say  the  Church-catechism,  and  sing 
psalms,  and  to  go  to  church  every  Lord’s-day,  and  to  prayers  on  week-days  ; and 
they  declared,  that  to  put  the  children  to  apprenticeships  in  these  circumstances 
was  certainly  the  best  way  to  make  them  good  servants  to  God  and  their  mas- 
ters. It  is  added,  that,  all  these  things  considered,  the  trustees  did,  in  1711, 
put  24  boys  to  school,  all  with  caps  and  bands,  and  to  encourage  their  parents 
to  keep  them  to  school,  determined  to  clothe  12  of  them  once  a year,  and  at 
about  fourteen  years  of  age,  to  put  them  to  apprenticeships  with  new  clothes, 
bible  and  common  prayer-book. 

In  the  indentures  of  1720  the  following  trusts  are  declared ; viz.  that  the 
trustees  should  employ  the  clear  rents  and  profits  for  teaching  such  and  so 
many  of  the  poor  children  of  the  township  of  Warrington,  to  read,  write  and 
cast  accounts,  there  being  a convenient  school-house  already  built  in  the  said 
town  for  that  purpose,  and  a schoolmaster  provided,  the  better  to  enable  and 
fit  them  for  being  apprentices  ; and  to  pay  the  schoolmaster  reasonable  wages, 
and  to  find  the  said  children  with  books,  coats,  caps,  shoes,  stockings,  shirts, 
and  bands,  and  to  bind  such  and  so  many  of  the  said  poor  children  apprentices 
as  they  in  their  discretion  should  think  fit. 

In  the  indentures  of  1783  the  trusts  are  expressed  as  follows,  viz. ; that  the 
trustees  should  employ  the  clear  yearly  rents  and  profits  of  the  charity-estates, 
in  the  first  place  in  the  necessary  repairs  of  the  premises,  and  in  the  next  place 
in  the  clothing,  maintenance,  education  and  bringing  up  at  the  charity-school 
in  Warrington,  until  they  should  be  of  proper  age  to  be  bound  apprentices, 
such  and  so  many  poor  children  of  the  township  of  Warrington,  as  the  said 
trustees,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  should  in  their  discretion  think  fit,  and  in 
paying  the  master’s  and  mistress’s  and  servants  wages  ; and,  so  soon  as  any  of 
the  said  children  should  become  fit,  in  binding  out  apprentice  such  and  so  many 
of  them  as  the  said  trustees,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  should  in  their  discre- 
tion think  fit ; and  that  before  any  public  meeting  for  carrying  the  trusts  therein 
contained  into  execution,  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  such  meeting  should 
be  given  in  Trinity  Chapel,  in  Warrington,  on  some  Sunday,  at  least  ten  days 
and  not  exceeding  twenty  days  before  such  meeting,  immediately  after  morning 
or  evening  prayers. 


In  the  indentures  of  1801,  under  which  the  present  trustees  hold,  the  pro- 
perty was  conveyed  upon  the  trusts  declared  in  the  above-mentioned  indentures 
of  1783. 

The  property  now  held  by  the  trustees  for  the  charity  consists  of  the  fol- 
lowing particulars : 


1.  The  field  called  the  Gallows  Acre.  Upon  this  field  there  is  erected 
a large  building,  consisting  of  three  stories,  and  comprising  a school-room 
for  boys,  and  another  for  girls,  a chapel,  apartments  for  the  residence  of 
the  master  and  mistress  and  for  the  children,  and  a kitchen  and  other  apart- 
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ments  amply  sufficient  for  the  purpose  of  the  establishment.  A part  of  the 
house,  which  was  intended  originally  for  a workshop,  and  in  which  the  chanty- 
boys  were  for  many  years  employed  at  looms,  is  now  used  for  a girls  school, 
supported  by  voluntary  contributions,  and  called  the  Ladies  Charity  *,  and  the 
mistress  of  that  school  has  the  use  of  two  rooms,  one  of  which  was  formerly 
used  for  a committee-room  for  the  trustees.  This  building  was  erected  at  a 
very  great  expense,  by  voluntary  contributions  raised  expressly  for  this 
purpose. 

There  is  also  some  garden-ground,  which  is  kept  for  the  use  of  the  establish- 
ment, and  a play-ground  for  the  scholars.  The  buildings  are  in  good  condition 
being  kept  in  repair  out  of  the  funds  of  the  charity. 

The  residue  of  the  Gallows  Acre  is  fenced-off  from  the  school-premises,  and 
consists  of  a close,  containing  about  one  acre,  at  eight  yards  to  the  perch,  let 
to  Thomas  Broadhurst  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a good  rent  of  10/.  10s. 

2.  The  fields  called  the  Poors  Intacks,  now  called  the  Bewsey  Fields,  and 
containing  about  21  acres  at  7 yards  to  the  perch,  let  to  Joseph  Wagstaffe,  as 
yearly  tenant,  at  a good  rent  of  28  /. 

3.  The  estates  in  West  Leigh,  viz. 

A house,  with  a garden  and  croft,  and  three  closes,  containing  in  the  whole 
4 a.  Or.  31  p.  at  eight  yards  to  the  perch,  let  to  Thomas  Harrison,  as  yearly 
tenant,  at  a good  rent  of  18/.  a year. 

A house,  with  outbuildings,  and  garden  and  five  closes,  containing  in  the 
whole  0 a.  3 r.  7p*  like  measure,  let  to  Betty  Livesey,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a 
good  rent  of  30/.  a year. 

The  outbuildings  on  Harrison’s  farm  are  stated  to  be  in  very  bad  repair,  and 
application  has  been  made  to  the  treasurer  to  rebuild  them,  but  it  has  not  yet 
been  determined  what  is  to  be  done.

* The  late  John  Watkins,  Esquire,  who  was  a benefactor  to  the  Blue  Coat  School,  also  gave  to  the 
treasurer  of  the  Ladies  Charity  500/.  to  enable  them  to  build  or  rent  a suitable  building  (or  the  pur- 
poses of  that  Charity,  in  case  the  trustees  should  not  sutler  them  to  use  the  apartments  they  then  did. 
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There  is  also  another  farm  in  West  Leigh,  consisting  of  a house,  barn  and 
outbuildings,  and  several  cottages  and  lands,  containing  in  the  whole 
li  14a.  1r.  19p.  at  eight  yards  to  the  perch,  let  to  James  Platt  and  William 
I Lamb,  at  a fair  yearly  rent  of  551. 

In  1817,  the  trustees  demised  to  the  said  James  Platt  and  William  Lamb 

ithe  coal  under  the  lands  now  occupied  by  them,  and  those  occupied  at  that 
time  by  James  Ainscough  for  21  years,  from  Michaelmas  1817,  at  the  yearly 
rent  of  80/.,  and  a further  payment,  according  to  the  rate  therein  mentioned, 
for  all  the  coal  that  should  be  got,  but  it  was  provided,  that  if  the  lessees  should 
i find  a main-fault,  and  the  trustees  should  decide  that  the  said  fault  ought  not 
<:  to  be  cut,  they  should  be  at  liberty  to  determine  the  lease. 

Under  this  lease,  80/.  a year  was  paid  up  to  November  1821 ; about  that 
; period  the  lessees  came  to  great  difficulties  in  working,  and  were  put  to  con- 
i' siderable  expenses  on  account  of  the  faults  they  met  with,  in  consequence  of 
which  a fresh  negociation  was  entered  into,  and  a lease  was  prepared  of  the 
farm  as  well  as  the  coal-mine  for  21  years,  reserving  the  rent  of  60/.  for  the 
latter,  to  be  payable  annually  throughout  the  term,  whatever  might  be  the 
quantity  of  coal  got,  and  a rent  of  551.  for  the  farm.  In  consequence  of  the 
state  of  these  coal-mines  the  lease  has  not  yet  been  executed,  but  from  March 
1825  the  lessees  have  paid  at  the  rate  of  60/.  a year  for  the  coals,  and  551.  for 
the  farm. 

No  rent  was  paid  by  the  lessees  for  the  coal-mine  from  Lady-day  1822  to 
Michaelmas  1824,  each  inclusive.  Whether  these  arrears  are  to  be  demanded 
or  not,  has  not  yet  been  determined  by  the  trustees,  but  it  seems  probable, 
that  in  consideration  of  the  great  losses  the  lessees  have  suffered,  they  will  be 
induced  to  forego  any  claim  on  this  account. 

4.  The  estate  in  Hatton,  Cheshire,  comprising  as  well  the  premises  pur- 
chased in  1692,  as  those  in  1791 ; it  consists  of  a house,  outbuildings  and 
garden,  and  54  a.  1 r.  1 p.  of  land,  eight  yards  to  the  perch,  including  the 
site  of  the  house  and  the  roads. 

Some  of  the  fields  having  been  intermixed  with  the  lands  of  Lieutenant 
General  Peter  Heron,  and  other  persons,  it  has  been  thought  advisable  for  the 
benefit  of  the  charity  to  make  certain  exchanges. 

By  an  agreement,  bearing  date,  1st  September  1817,  between  Joseph  Lee 
and  two  others,  for  themselves  and  the  other  trustees  of  the  one  part,  and 
Lieutenant  General  Peter  Heron,  of  the  other  part,  the  said  trustees  agreed 
to  give  the  Clay  Lane  field,  containing  1a.  Or.  18  p.,  eight  yards  to  the  perch, 
part  of  the  Hatton  Estate,  in  exchange  for  the  Pillam  Hey,  in  Hatton,  con- 
taining 1a.  3 r.  85  p.,  and  to  pay  90/.  for  equality  of  exchange,  the  same  to 
be  completed  by  deed  as  soon  as  on  the  coming  of  age  of  his  son,  the  said 
! Peter  Heron,  could  make  a good  title  thereto,  and  interest  on  the  sum  of  90  L 
was  to  be  paid  by  the  trustees  in  the  mean  time. 

By  another  agreement  made  in  1822,  (as  appears  from  the  draft  thereof  pro- 
duced to  us)  between  Edward  Greenall  and  two  others,  on  behalf  of  themselves 
and  the  other  trustees  of  the  one  part,  and  William  Smith,  esquire  of  the  other 
||  part,  the  said  trustees  agreed  to  give  the  Farthing  Croft,  the  Spring  Field,  the 
* Dun  Meadow  and  the  Mile  Bangs,  containing  6 a.  Or.  35 p.  (eight  yards  to 
tithe  perch)  for  the  Fleam  Iley  and  Town  Fields,  containing  5 a.  2 r.  6p.  like 
. measure,  and  the  said  William  Smith  agreed  to  pay  8/.  15  s.  4>d.  for  equality 
{ of  exchange.  The  timber  on  these  lands  was  afterwards  valued,  and  the  trus- 
t tees  in  1823,  paid  14/.  as  the  balance  due  to  Mr.  Smith  from  the  charity,  after 
i;  giving  credit  for  the  sum  of  8 /.  15  s.  4 d.  above  mentioned. 

Another  exchange  with  Mr.  Eaton,  was  made  about  1818,  by  straightening 
a fence  which  divided  his  land  from  that  belonging  to  the  charity,  so  that  in 
I some  places  land  was  given,  and  in  others  taken  by  the  charity,  but  no  deed  or 
written  agreement  was  executed  in  witness  of  this  transaction. 

The  farm  is  now  let  to  John  Cartwright  on  lease,  for  the  term  of  11  years, 
from  June  1821,  at  a good  yearly  rent  of  180/.  Since  1821,  the  trustees  have 
laid  out  considerable  sums  in  repairing  and  improving  the  farm-house  and  out- 
buildings, and  rebuilding  four  cottages,  which  were  nearly  burnt  down  about 
I two  years  ago.  - J 

5.  The  old  field  in  Latchford,  containing  about  two  acres  and  a quarter,  at 
eight  yards  to  the  perch,  let  to  James  Taylor  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a good  rent 
I of  16/. 
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6.  The  Rixton  Field,  containing  rather  more  than  one  acre,  at  seven  yards 
to  the  perch,  let  to  Thomas  Haddock  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a good  rent  of  12/. 

7.  The  premises  conveyed  by  John  Watkins  to  the  trustees  in  1797>  are  still 
held  under  the  lease  for  lives,  granted  by  the  donor  in  1794,  and  the  trustees 
receive  the  yearly  rent  of  10/.  reserved  thereon. 

There  is  also  a small  piece  of  waste  land  adjoining  these  premises,  which  the 
trustees  planted  in  1817-  This  is  at  present  unproductive. 

In  December  1815  the  trustees  laid  out  588/.  17$.  Gd.  in  the  purchase  of 
700/.  stock,  Navy  5-per-cents.  In  1822  the  interest  was  reduced  to  4-per-cent. 
351.  being  added  to  the  principal ; and  in  January  1823,  200/.  was  sold  out  to 
enable  the  trustees  to  purchase  the  Rixton  Field  from  the  devisees  of  James 
Milnes.  The  remainder  535/.,  new  4-per-cents.,  now  stands  in  the  names  of 
Isaac  Blackburne,  Thomas  Lyon,  John  Howard,  and  Joseph  Lee,  producing 
dividends  to  the  amount  of  21/.  85.  per  annum. 

The  yearly  income  derived  from  the  sources  above  mentioned  amounts  to 
450/.  8 s.  6 id.  The  charity  was  formerly  aided  by  annual  subscriptions  and 
collections,  but  these  have  ceased  for  several  years. 

In  1802,  soon  after  the  last  appointment  of  new  trustees,  the  charity  was 
found  to  be  indebted  to  the  late  Thomas  Lyon,  esquire,  who  had  acted  as 
treasurer,  and  to  other  persons,  to  a considerable  amount,  and  though  Mr. 
Lyon  gave  up  the  balance  due  to  him,  amounting  to  upwards  of  47O/.,  it  was 
found  necessary  to  shut  up  the  Blue  Coat  School  for  a short  period.  In  the 
latter  end  of  1804  the  school  was  re-opened,  but  day-scholars  only  were  ad- 
mitted till  1814,  when  six  boys  and  four  girls  were  appointed  to  be  maintained 
in  the  house,  and  clothed,  according  to  the  practice  which  had  formerly  pre- 
vailed. The  number  of  children  in  the  house,  and  of  the  day-scholars,  has 
since  that  time  been  gradually  increased. 

Robert  Horrocks,  the  present  schoolmaster,  who  was  appointed  by  the 
trustees  in  1814,  receives  for  himself,  and  for  his  wife,  who  teaches  the  girls, 
a salary  of  80/.  per  annum;  he  has  also  the  use  of  the  school-house,  and  is 
supplied  with  provisions  for  himself  and  his  family.  The  house  is  furnished 
from  the  funds  of  the  charity,  and  a maid-servant  is  kept,  whose  wages  are 
allowed  to  the  master  in  his  accounts. 

Fourteen  boys  and  ten  girls  are  maintained  and  provided  with  every  article 
of  clothing  ; and  120  boys  and  30  girls  are  admitted  as  day-scholars.  All 
these  children  are  instructed  in  reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic,  upon  the 
national  system,  and  the  girls  are  also  employed  in  needle-work.  At  the  age  of 
14  the  children  are  discharged,  or  sent  to  service,  or  bound  out  to  apprentice- 
ships, but  of  late  years,  though  it  is  stated  that  the  trustees  are  always  ready  to 
pay  a small  premium  for  this  purpose,  very  few  have  been  placed  out  appren- 
tices. 

The  day-scholars  are  admitted  upon  the  recommendation  of  any  one  of  the 
trustees,  and  the  only  qualification  required  is,  that  they  should  be  resident  in 
the  township  of  Warrington.  The  children  who  are  admitted  into  the  house 
are  chosen  by  ballot  from  the  day-scholars,  but  those  only  are  eligible  whose 
parents  are  settled  inhabitants  of  the  township. 

Provisions  are  ordered  by  the  treasurer  for  the  maintenance  of  the  houshold, 
and  he  pays  the  several  tradesmen  by  whom  they  are  supplied.  The  articles  of 
clothing  are  also  procured  by  the  treasurer,  part  of  which  is  made  up  by  the 
girls  in  the  school  with  the  assistance  of  the  schoolmistress. 

All  the  children,  including  the  day-scholars,  are  supplied  with  such  books 
and  stationery  as  may  be  necessary,  and  each  of  them  receives  a bible  and  prayer- 
book  on  leaving  the  school. 

Prayers  are  read  in  the  school  by  the  master  every  evening,  and  on  Sundays 
they  are  taken  to  a chapel  of  the  established  church,  called  Trinity  Chapel. 
Prayers  are  also  read  according  to  the  service  of  the  Church  of  England  in  the 
chapel  in  the  school-house,  every  Sunday  evening,  by  one  of  the  boys,  and 
psalms  or  hymns  are  sung  by  the  children,  accompanied  by  an  organ,  and  in  the 
middle  of  this  service  the  children  are  examined  in  the  catechism.  The  chapel 
is  open  upon  these  occasions,  and  is  often  attended  by  the  parents  and  friends 
of  the  children  in  the  school. 
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The  following  is  a summary  of  the  expenses  incurred  on  the  establishment  in 
the  three  years  ending  31st  December  1826 :

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The  accounts  are  kept  by  Mr.  John  Howard,  one  of  the  trustees,  who  has 
acted  as  treasurer  from  the  year  1802,  and  in  that  character  has  the  principal 
management  of  the  estates,  and  makes  all  the  disbursements.  With  respect 
to  the  internal  arrangements  of  this  establishment  we  observed  a great  want  of 
systematic  management.  This  may  be  in  some  measure  attributed  to  the  habits 
of  the  master,  who  appears  deficient  in  that  sort  of  exertion  which  is  essential 
to  the  welfare  of  establishments  of  this  character  ; but  another  great  defect 
seems  to  be  the  want  of  a superintending  committee  of  trustees.  For  though 
the  present  treasurer  frequently  visits  the  establishment,  it  is  scarcely  possible 
ifor  any  one  person  adequately  to  supply  the  place  of  such  a committee. 

As  there  are  now  only  seven  trustees  living,  few  of  whom  are  resident  in 
[Warrington,  it  seems  advisable  that  a new  appointment  should  take  place,  and 
that  a committee  should  be  from  time  to  time  appointed  for  the  purpose  of  con- 
stantly inspecting  the  management  of  the  charity. 

When  this  appointment  takes  place  care  should  also  be  taken  that  the  tene- 
ment called  Twanbrook’s,  in  Hatton,  which  is  now  vested  in  John  Blackburne, 
esquire,  and  the  close  in  Longford-lane,  purchased  in  1822,  should  be  vested 
in  the  new  trustees,  upon  the  same  trusts  as  the  other  property. 

Daintith’s  Charity. 

Joseph  Daintith,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  29th  December  I7S7,  and  proved  Daintith’s  Charity, 
at  Chester,  gave  10/.  a year  for  the  promotion  and  encouragement  of  the  Sun- 
day-school in  Warrington,  which  he  had  established,  and  directed  his  executors, 
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and  the  survivor  of  them,  and  his  heirs,  to  pay  the  same  from  time  to  time  to 
proper  masters,  for  instructing  poor  children  on  Sundays  to  write  and  read,  and 
for  bringing  them  to  and  attending  them  at  church,  so  long  as  such  instruction 
and  attendance  should  be  given.  • •• 

And  he  appointed  his  wife  Elizabeth  Daintith,  and  his  relations,  John  Boyer  * 
the  elder,  and  John  Boyer  the  younger,  John  Clare  the  elder,  John  Clare  the 
younger,  John  Chorley  and  Bartholomew  Hardy,  his  executors ; and  he  left 
his  personal  estate  to  John  Boyer  the  elder,  John  Boyer  the  younger,  and  seve- 
ral other  persons,  of  whom  Lydia  Rydiart  was  the  survivor,  with  directions 
that  jf  any  of  them  should  happen  to  die  without  issue,  his  or  her  share  should 
go  to  the  survivors. 

Upon  the  settlement  of  the  testator’s  effects,  property  was  given  up  to 
John  Clare,  the  younger,  upon  condition  that  he  should  pay  the  yearly  sum  of 
10/.  for  the  support  of  the  Sunday-school.  The  property  thus  given  up  con- 
sisted of  ground-rents  amounting  to  61.  14  5.  3d.  per  annum,  and  he  has  also 
received  through  his  father,  who  was  one  of  the  legatees,  a share  of  the  testa- 
tor’s personal  property,  sufficient  to  supply  the  remainder. 

Lydia  Rydiart,  the  last  survivor  of  the  legatees,  is  lately  dead,  and  we  are 
informed  by  Mr.  Clare,  that  upon  the  division  of  the  personal  property  of  which 
she  had  the  enjoyment  for  her  life,  he  will  receive  fully  sufficient  to  raise  the  sum 
of  10/.  a year  ; and  that  in  consequence  of  a communication  which  he  has  had 
with  the  rector,  he  proposes  to  invest  in  the  funds  a sufficient  sum  to  raise  10/. 
a year  for  the  purposes  of  this  charity. 

A Sunday-school  is  kept  in  a building  erected  by  the  legatees  under  the  will 
of  Joseph  Daintith,  upon  land  purchased  by  them  for  the  purpose,  at  their  own 
voluntary  charges,  and  Mr.  Clare  pays  to  the  rector,  who  has  the  management 
of  the  school,  10/.  per  annum,  out  of  which  a salary  is  paid  to  the  schoolmaster, 
and  the  residue  is  expended  in  providing  stationery  and  other  articles  necessary 
for  the  establishment.  About  70  girls  and  80  boys,  of  the  town  of  Warrington, 
are  appointed  by  the  rector,  and  attend  the  Sunday-school,  and  are  brought  to 
church. 

The  schoolmaster,  in  addition  to  his  salary,  is  allowed  the  use  of  the  school 
on  week-days,  and  he  keeps  a pay-school  there. 

Brownfield’s  Almshouses. 

Brownfield’s  Alms-  John  Brownfield,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  l6th  December  1697>  and  proved 
houses.  at  Chester,  gave  20/.  to  build  two  almshouses  in  the  held  commonly  called 
Gallows  Acre,  for  the  poor  widows  of  Warrington  to  live  in,  for  ever.  And 
lie  gave  to  John  Goulborne  and  Thomas  Howard  50s.  each  to  see  his  will  per- 
formed. And  he  appointed  his  wife,  Mary  Brownfield,  sole  executrix. 

Mary  Brownfield,  widow  of  the  said  John  Brownfield,  by  her  Will,  bearing 
date  4th  January  1704,  and  proved  at  Chester,  gave  20/.  to  the  use  following ; 
viz.  that  her  nephew,  John  Goulborne,  should,  on  every  25th  day  of  March 
yearly,  during  his  life,  pay  245.  as  the  interest  of  the  said  20/.  equally  between 
two  such  poor  indigent  widows  as  should  be  put  to  inhabit  in  the  two  alms- 
houses, built  in  the  poors-field  by  the  order  of  her  late  husband,  provided  they 
should  be  born  in  the  town  of  Warrington,  and  be  put  into  the  said  almshouses 
by  the  appointment  of  her  said  nephew  and  the  majority  of  the  trustees  of  the 
poor-stock  of  Warrington  ; and  that  her  said  nephew  should  within  twelve 
months  after  her  decease  give  bond  or  other  security  to  the  said  trustees,  to 
pay  the  said  20/.  at  his  death,  the  interest  to  be  disposed  of  as  aforesaid  by  the 
majority  of  the  trustees  for  the  poor-stock,  for  ever. 

John  Goulborne,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  10th  November  1724,  gave  to 
John  Holbrook  one  acre  of  land  lying  in  Arpley,  commonly  called  Postlewait’s 
Acre,  he  paying  to  the  almshouse  in  Warrington  245.  yearly;  and  he  gave 
other  estates  to  his  nephews  John  and  Samuel  Holbrook,  and  also  gave  to  them 
all  his  interest  and  tenant-right  in  the  real  estates  in  his  will  before  mentioned. 

The  land  called  Postlewait’s  Acre  appears  to  have  come,  with  other  property 
from  the  Holbrooks,  to  Mr.  William  Woodcock,  the  grandfather  of  Holbrook 
Gaskell,  esquire,  and  an  arrangement  appears  to  have  been  made  for  charging 
another  part  of  the  property  which  was  derived  from  that  family,  with  the  pay- 
ment of  205.  per  annum,  in  exoneration  of  the  land  called  Postlewait’s  Acre. 
Whether  the  annual  payment  was  reduced  to  205.,  as  being  the  interest  of  20/., 
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or  by  a reduction  on  account  of  land-tax,  or  for  what  other  reason,  does  not 
appear. 

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  26th  March  1788,  between  Roger  Gaskell,  of 
the  one  part,  and  Samuel  Gaskell  of  the  other  part,  reciting  that  each  of  them 
was  entitled  to  one  undivided  moiety  of  a messuage  or  tenement  and  closes 
1 called  the  Swan  House,  situate  at  the  bottom  of  Butter  Market  Street,  in  War- 
rington, containing  by  estimation  1a.  2r.  7p->  customary  measure,  for  the  re- 
mainder of  a term  of  2,000  years,  from  1597,  which  premises  belonged  to 
William  Woodcock,  and  were  by  him  given  to  his  daughters  Ann  and  Esther, 
wives  of  the  said  Roger  and  Samuel  Gaskell,  the  said  Roger  Gaskell,  in  consi- 
deration of  462/.  17 s.,  conveyed  his  undivided  moiety  in  the  premises  above- 
mentioned  to  Samuel  Gaskell,  his  executors,  See.  subject  to  the  payment  of  the 
yearly  sum  of  20s.,  issuing  out  of  the  said  premises,  towards  the  support  of  two 
poor  women  to  be  supported  in  the  almshouses  within  Warrington. 

There  are  in  the  township  of  Warrington,  on  the  Winwick  road-side,  and 
on  the  edge  of  the  close  called  Gallows  Acre,  which  belongs  to  the  Blue  Coat 
Charity  School,  two  houses,  which  were  probably  built  according  to  the  direc- 
tions of  the  will  of  John  Brownfield.  For  these  houses,  Mr.  Gaskell  is  sup- 
posed to  be  the  only  trustee,  as  representing  the  family  of  Holbrook.  One  of 
these  houses  is  occupied  by  an  old  woman  placed  there  by  Mr.  Gaskell’s  father, 
and  she  receives  from  Mr.  Gaskell  10s.  a year,  by  quarterly  payments,  as  one 
moiety  of  the  20s.  payable  out  of  the  Swan  House  property.  The  other  house 
being  in  very  bad  condition,  and  not  inhabited,  the  remaining  10s.  has  not  been 
paid,  but  Mr.  Gaskell  states  that  he  is  ready  to  account  for  that  sum  for  the 
last  four  years,  during  which  he  has  been  in  possession  of  the  estate.  He  fur- 
ther states,  that  he  will  apply  the  amount  of  the  arrears  now  due  from  him 
towards  the  repairs,  and  that  when  the  house  is  in  a fit  state  he  will  appoint 
a poor  widow,  or  some  other  proper  object  of  charity,  to  reside  therein,  and  to 
receive  the  quarterly  allowance  of  2 s.  6d. 

There  are  also  two  other  houses,  one  at  each  end  of  the  buildings  above 
mentioned.  Whether  these  houses  were  also  built  in  pursuance  of  the  will  of 
John  Brownfield,  or  at  a subsequent  period,  does  not  appear.  The  inmates,  as 
far  as  we  could  ascertain,  had  been  placed  there  by  the  overseers,  and  though 
it  seems  questionable  whether  they  have  any  right  to  them,  yet  considering 
that  there  is  no  fund  for  the  repairs  thereof,  or  any  endowment  for  the  mainte- 
nance of  such  persons  as  may  be  placed  therein,  it  is  not  likely  that  their  right 
will  be  disputed. 

Royle’s  Charity. 
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Ann  Royle , by  her  Will,  bearing  date  25th  May  1731,  devised  her  cot-  Royle's  Charity, 
tage  or  dwelling-house,  with  the  appurtenances,  in  or  near  the  Church- 
street,  in  Warrington,  which  was  purchased  by  her  late  husband,  Samuel 
Royle,  deceased,  of  John  Waterson,  to  the  rector  of  Warrington,  his  heirs  and 
successors,  rectors  of  the  said  parish,  for  ever,  in  trust,  that  he  and  his  succes- 
sors should  stand  seised  of  the  said  premises,  and  distribute  the  rents  and  pro- 
fits thereof  yearly,  on  every  Christmas-day,  amongst  six  poor  housekeepers  in 
Church-street,  whom  the  said  rector  and  his  successors  should  from  time  to 
time  think  most  needy  and  proper.  And  she  also  devised  other  premises,  in 
the  case  of  failure  of  issue  of  Elizabeth  Worthington,  to  the  use  of  the  poor 
people  of  the  township  of  Warrington,  chargeable  amongst  other  things  with 
the  payment  of  10s.  per  annum  to  the  rector  of  Warrington  and  his  suc- 
sors,  for  ever,  for  a sermon  to  be  preached  by  him  in  the  parish-church  on 
every  anniversary-day  of  her  funeral. 

And  by  a Codicil,  bearing  date  19th  June  1731,  she  devised  the  last-men- 
tioned premises  to  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  Warrington,  and  their  successors, 
in  the  case  of  such  failure  of  issue  as  aforesaid,  upon  trust,  that  they  should 
distribute  the  rents  and  profits  amongst  such  of  the  poor  people,  inhabitants 
within  Warrington,  as  should  not  receive  any  relief  or  benefit  from  the  public 
workhouse  then  erected. 

It  does  not  appear  that  the  premises  last  mentioned  ever  came  to  the  posses- 
sion of  the  rector,  or  to  the  overseers. 

The  property  now  belonging  to  this  charity  consists  of  a small  cottage 
adjoining  the  Church-street,  in  the  town  of  Warrington.  It  is  let  by  the  rector 
for  the  time  being,  and  is  now  in  the  occupation  of  Martha  Horrobin,  as 
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yearly  tenant,  at  365.  per  annum.  The  expenses  of  repairs  have  hitherto  been 
discharged  by  the  rector  from  his  own  funds,  but  it  is  stated  that  the  premises  are 
now  in  bad  condition,  that  it  would  require  at  least  20/.  to  complete  the  neces- 
sary repairs,  and  that  the  premises  would  then  be  worth  4/.  4s.  per  annum. 

It  appears  that  it  would  be  ultimately  for  the  benefit  of  the  charity  if  the 
rector  would  advance  the  money  necessary  for  this  purpose,  and  retain  the 
rents  until  he  is  repaid,  as  he  proposes  doing. 

The  amount  of  the  rent,  36s.  per  annum,  has  been  regularly  distributed, 
though  the  tenant  is  somewhat  in  arrear,  amongst  poor  widows  of  the  tow  n of 
Warrington,  in  sums  of  6d.  or  Is.  The  rector  or  his  curate  superintends  the 
distribution,  which  takes  place  on  the  day  before  Christmas-day. 

CHAPELRY  OF  BURTOXWOOD. 

School. 

By  Deed  Poll,  bearing  date  8th  April  1766,  Thomas  Croft  and  John  Holbrook, 
by  virtue  of  a power  vested  in  them  by  a certain  indenture,  bearing  date  22d 
March  .1741,  between  Peter  Bold,  deceased,  of  the  one  part,  and  the  said 
Thomas  Croft  and  John  Holbrook,  and  five  others,  of  the  other  part,  appointed 
Thomas  Croft,  junr.,  Thomas  Barrow,  Thomas  Gaskell,  and  three  others,  to  be 
trustees  with  them,  upon  trust,  to  permit  the  inhabitants  of  Burtonwood  to  enjoy 
the  carriage -house,  and  to  keep  therein  the  public  carriage  belonging  to  the  said 
town,  and  the  other  part  of  the  building  called  the  School-house,  to  be  used  for 
a public  school,  for  the  teaching  children  of  the  inhabitants  or  land-owners  of 
the  township,  in  such  kind  of  learning  as  usually  taught  in  such  schools,  so  as 
such  schoolmaster  should  not  claim  or  demand  any  quarterage,  or  pay  for  so 
teaching  such  children,  save  the  salary  which  had  been  usually  paid  to  him  by 
the  trustees  of  Burtonwood  chapel,  out  of  the  monies  called  the  contract- 
money,  arising  from  the  loan  of  money  at  interest  belonging  to  the  common 
stock  of  the  ministers  and  schoolmaster,  and  save  also  what  he  might  reasonably 
deserve  for  instructing  in  writing  and  arithmetic  ; and  it  was  declared  that  he 
might  demand  pay  for  instructing  children  not  inhabiting  within  Burtomvood, 
whose  parents  should  not  be  owners  of  some  real  estate  therein  ; and  upon  fur- 
ther trust,  to  permit  the  inhabitants  of  Burtonwood  and  their  successors  to  erect 
any  additional  buildings  on  the  said  ground,  not  to  the  prejudice  of  the  school- 
house,  to  be  applied  to  such  purposes  as  the  owners  of  lands  in  the  township, 
or  the  major  part  of  them,  should  direct. 

Thomas  Gaskell  is  the  only  survivor  of  the  trustees  above  named. 

There  is  in  the  township  of  Burtonwood  an  ancient  school-room,  a short 
distance  from  the  chapel,  which  is  repaired,  from  time  to  time  out  of  the  poor- 
rates  of  the  township,  and  in  the  year  1798  a house  for  the  residence  of  the 
master  was  • erected  by  subscription.  The  schoolmaster  at  present  does  not 
himself  occupy  this  house,  but  he  lets  it  at  6/.  a year. 

The  money  described  in  the  deed  of  I76G  as  contract-money,  is  collected  by 
the  chapelwarden  from  the  occupiers  of  land  in  the  township,  according  to  an 
old  rate.  The  whole  sum  thus  collected  is  22/.  5s.,  of  which  the  rector  of 
Warrington  receives  4/.,  the  curate  of  Burtonwood  chapel,  12/.  3s.  4 d.  and  the 
remainder,  61.  Is.  8 d.  is  paid  to  the  schoolmaster. 

Ancient  School  Stock. — There  was  also  an  old  school-stock,  amounting  to  561. 
which  was  in  the  hands  of  Thomas  Claughton,  esquire,  and  for  which  he  had 
given  a promissory  note,  bearing  date  18th  July  I8O7.  The  interest  thereon 
at  5-per-cent  was  paid  to  the  schoolmaster  up  to  the  20th  August  1823  ; but 
soon  after  that  period  Mr.  Claughton  became  a bankrupt.  The  debt  was 
proved  under  the  commission  ; but  no  dividend  had  been  received  at  the  time 
of  our  Inquiry,  we  were  informed  however  that  a dividend  of  2s.  6d.  in  the 
pound  was  expected  shortly  to  be  made. 

Lucas' s Gift . — Jonathan  Lucas,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  1st  April  1793,  and 
proved  at  Chester,  gave  to  Robert  Master,  D.D.  and  his  heirs  male,  his  free- 
hold and  leasehold  estates  therein  mentioned,  and  all  the  residue  of  his  personal 
estate,  and  appointed  the  said  Robert  Master,  and  his  heirs-male,  his  executor 
and  executors,  and  if  there  should  be  a surplus  out  of  his  freehold  and  personal 
estate,  after  the  payment  of  his  debts,  &c.,  he  gave  40/.  to  be  paid  by  his 
executor  and  executors  to  the  officiating  master  of  the  grammar-school  at 
Burtonwood,  provided  the  master  should  be  duly  qualified  to  teach  and  instruct 
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the  children,  in  Virgil,  Horace,  and  Homer,  the  Greek  Testament,  &c.,  the  same 
being  a grammar-school,  for  which  he  directed  that  the  master  should  teach 
eight  poor  children  belonging  to  Burtonwood,  whose  parents  should  not  have 
weekly  pay  from  the  town,  to  be  chosen  by  the  trustees  of  Burtonwood  school ; 
and  he  directed  that  they  should  be  taught  in  the  same  manner  as  certain 
children  thereinbefore  directed  to  be  taught  in  Croston  school,  viz;  to  read, 
write,  and  add  and  subtract  money,  coins,  weights,  and  measures,  and  the 
catechism  of  the  church  of  England,  and  that  the  schoolmaster  should  bring 
them  to  church  there  to  say  the  same  ; and  he  directed  that  the  schoolmaster 
should  bring  to  his  executor  an  account  of  the  children,  signed  by  three  or 
four  of  the  trustees. 

By  a decree  of  the  Court  of  Chancery  for  the  county  palatine  of  Lancaster, 
in  a cause  wherein  the  Rev.  Streynsham  Master  wras  plaintiff,  and  John  Lucas 
and  others,  defendants,  made  29th  March  1810,  the  court  directed  that  the 
interest  of  40/.  given  by  the  said  testator  to  the  master  of  Burtonwood  school 
should  be  answered  and  paid  accordingly,  as  directed  by  the  said  testator; 

• and,  it  being  admitted  that  the  interest  of  the  said  40/.  had  not  been  at  any 
time  claimed  or  paid,  that  an  account  should  be  taken  of  the  arrears  thereof, 
and  that  what  should  appear  due  on  such  account,  and  the  said  sum  of  40/. 
should  be  paid  by  the  said  plaintiff  into  the  Bank  of  England,  and  laid  out  in 
the  purchase  of  three-per-cent  consolidated  Bank  annuities,  in  the  names  of  the 
deputy  registrar  of  the  said  court,  and  of  the  said  plaintiff  in  trust  in  the  cause, 
to  be  placed  to  the  separate  account  of  Burtonwood  school ; and  that  the 
dividends  thereof  should  be  from  time  to  time  laid  out  in  like  manner,  and 
placed  to  the  same  account. 

It  appears  that  the  sum  of  40/.,  and  the  arrears  of  interest  due  thereon,  were 
never  laid  out  by  the  Rev.  Streynsham  Master,  as  directed  by  the  court,  but 
remained  in  his  hands  until  he  made  an  assignment  of  his  property  for  the 
benefit  of  his  creditors. 

We  are  informed  that  there  has  been  paid  from  the  estate  to  other  creditors, 
a dividend  of  12  5.  in  the  pound,  and  that  a sum  of  62/.  25.  8 d.  has  been 
retained  by  the  assignees  to  answer  the  dividend  upon  the  sum  of  103/.  11 5.  2 d. 
as  the  amount  due  therefrom  in  respect  of  the  legacy  of  40/.  and  the  arrears 
of  interest. 

Application  has  been  made  to  the  solicitor  for  the  assignees  for  the  payment 
of  the  dividend  above  mentioned,  either  to  Mr.  Thomas  Gaskell,  as  the  only 
surviving  trustee  of  the  school-premises,  or  to  some  other  persons  as  trustees 
for  the  school  ; and  we  hope  that  the  assignees  may  be  advised  to  accede  thereto, 
as  in  case  of  their  refusal  it  will  be  necessary  to  incur  the  expense  of  an  appli- 
cation to  the  Court  of  Chancery. 

The  schoolmaster,  on  account  of  the  emoluments  received  by  him  from  the 
school-premises,  and  such  part  of  the  contract-money  as  is  paid  to  him,  takes 
all  the  children  of  landholders  of  the  township  who  apply  for  admission,  and 
teaches  them  in  reading  without  any  charge,  but  he  receives  pay  for  instructing 
them  in  writing  and  accounts ; he  has  generally  about  50  scholars.  There  has 
not  been  for  many  years  a master  competent  to  teach  the  classics,  though,  as  it 
would  appear  from  the  will  of  Jonathan  Lucas,  such  was  the  case  formerly. 

Poors  Stock. 

In  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786  it  is  stated  that 

Thomas  Travers,  in  1686,  left  to  poor  householders  - - £.10 

Henry  Ditchfield,  in  1693,  gave  for  bread  to  the  poor  - - 50 

And  Gilbert  Cheshire,  in  1696,  left  to  the  poor  - - - 1 
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The  sum  of  63/.  105.,  the  amount  of  these  charities,  with  a small  addition 
thereto,  was  in  the  hands  of  Thomas  Claughton,  esquire,  who  gave  a promis- 
sory note  for  the  repayment  thereof,  bearing  date  22d  September  1819. 

Upon  Mr.  Claughton’s  failure  this  debt  was  proved  under  the  commission, 
and  a dividend  of  2 5.  6 d.  in  the  pound  is  expected. 

When  the  interest  was  received  it  was  disposed  of  in  linen  on  St.  Thomas’s - 
day,  amongst  the  poor  of  the  township  of  Burtonwood. 
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TOWNSHIP  OF  POULTON  WITH  FEARNHEAD. 

Charities  of  Leigh  and  others. 

In  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786  it  is  stated  that  Peter  Leigh,  Robert 
Barnes,  William  Bankes,  and  a person  unknown,  left  for  linen  cloth  to  the  poor 
of  Poulton  the  several  sums  of  100/.,  40/.,  40/.,  and  40/.,  amounting  to 
220  /.,  then  in  the  hands  of  William  Bankes,  and  producing  per  annum  9/.  18  s. 

William  Bankes,  mentioned  in  these  Returns,  was  the  owner  of  an  estate  at 
Houghton,  in  the  parish  of  Winwick,  and  that  property  was  afterwards  sold  to 
Mr.  Mayer,  and  subsequently  came  to  Thomas  Claughton,  esquire.  The  three 
persons  above  mentioned  in  succession,  as  they  came  to  that  property,  paid  11  /. 
a year  as  the  interest  on  220/.  Mr.  Claughton  became  bankrupt  in  1823,  and 
no  interest  has  been  received  since  the  10th  April  in  that  year  ; we  are  informed 
however,  that  the  debt  was  proved  under  the  commission,  Mr.  Claughton 
having  acknowledged  the  same,  and  at  the  time  of  our  Inquiry,  March  1828,  it 
was  expected  that  a dividend  of  2 s.  6cl.  in  the  pound  would  be  shortly  paid. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  RIXTON  WITH  GLAZF.BROOK. 

Clare’s  Charity. 

Thomas  Clare,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  24th  May  1730,  devised,  after  the 
death  of  Martha  Rogers,  therein  named,  a close,  or  parcel  of  land,  which  he 
had  in  fee-simple,  in  Glazebrook,  to  the  poor  of  Rixton  and  Glazebrook,  the 
profits  thereof  to  be  distributed  by  his  executors  and  their  successors  for  ever, 
yearly,  on  St.  Thomas’s-day.  This  will  was  proved  at  Chester  by  Francis 
Massey,  one  of  the  executors. 

The  close  in  Glazebrook  thus  devised  is  called  the  Town  Field,  and  contains 
rather  more  than  one  acre,  at  eight  yards  to  the  perch. 

It  is  supposed  to  be  vested  in  Charles  Tempest,  esquire,  as  trustee  thereof, 
and  is  let  from  time  to  time  by  his  agent;  it  is  now  in  the  occupation  of  Henry 
Lawton,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a good  rent  of  9/. 

We  are  informed  by  John  Green,  Mr.  Tempest’s  agent,  that  he  disposes  of 
the  rent  in  the  purchase  of  bedding  and  clothing,  which  he  distributes  soon 
after  the  1st  January,  yearly,  to  poor  persons  of  the  township  of  Rixton  with 
Glazebrook  not  receiving  parochial  relief.  He  has  not,  however,  kept  any 
regular  accounts  of  the  distribution,  but  we  recommended  that  he  should  in 
future  do  so,  and  that  they  should  be  occasionally  submitted  to  the  inspection 
of  the  inhabitants. 


PARISH  OF  WINWICK. 

Free  Grammar  School. 

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  6th  April  1619,  between  Sir  Peter  Legh,  of 
Lyme,  knight,  of  the  one  part,  and  Sir  Thomas  Gerard,  and  eight  others,  of  the 
other  part,  reciting  that  Gwalter  Legh,  great  uncle  of  the  said  Sir  Peter  Legh, 
gave  and  assured  a yearly  rent  of  10/.,  or  certain  lands  of  the  yearly  value  of 
10/.,  for  and  towards  a free  grammar-school  in  or  for  the  town  and  parish  of 
Winwick,  the  said  Sir  Peter  Legh,  for  the  further  provision  for  ever,  to  be  had 
of  and  for  the  yearly  rent  or  sum  of  10/.  per  annum  more,  which  he  was  willing 
to  give  and  assure  for  the  further  and  better  yearly  maintenance  or  salary  of 
the  schoolmaster,  for  the  instruction  of  children  in  a grammar-school,  to  be  for 
ever  thereafter  kept  and  exercised  in  a school-house,  which  for  that  purpose  he 
had  lately,  at  his  own  charges,  erected  in  the  town  of  Winwick,  for  the  town 
and  parish  of  Winwick,  granted  to  the  said  Sir  Thomas  Gerard  and  others,  par- 
ties of  the  second  part,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  a yearly  rent  of  10/.,  to  be 
issuing  out  a messuage  or  tenement,  and  the  lands  thereto  belonging,  in  Latch- 
ford,  in  the  county  of  Chester,  then  or  late  in  the  tenure  of  John  Ga'rwick,  and 
purchased  by  the  said  Sir  Peter  Legh  of  the  late  Lord  Gerard  and  William 
Boderick,  esquire,  payable  on  the  feasts  of  St.  John  the  Baptist,  and  St.  Martin 
the  Bishop,  with  power  of  entry  and  distress  in  case  of  non-payment ; and  it 

was 
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was  agreed  between  the  said  parties  that  the  said  yearly  sum  of  10/.  should  at 
all  times,  for  ever,  after  the  decease  of  the  said  Sir  Peter  Legh,  bona  Jide  be 
wholly  employed  for  the  maintenance  of  such  person  as  for  the  time  being 
should  be  the  schoolmaster,  and  keep  a grammar-school  for  and  within  the 
said  town  and  parish  of  Winwick  ; and  it  was  further  agreed,  that  in  case  the 
said  school  should  be  vacant  by  the  death  of  the  schoolmaster,  and  so  continue 
for  the  space  of  one  whole  year  or  more,  the  said  rent  accruing  during  such 
vacancy  should  be  employed  for  the  use  and  advancement  of  Francis,  Thomas, 
and  Peter  Legh  the  younger  sons  of  the  said  Peter  Legh,  and  of  their  heirs  ; 
and  it  was  further  agreed,  that  in  case  of  the  decease  of  any  two  of  the  said 
trustees,  the  survivors  should,  at  the  request  and  charges  of  the  said  Sir  Peter 
Legh,  Sir  Thomas  Gerard,  and  others,  or  any  of  them,  their  heirs  and  assigns, 
convey  their  interest  to  six  other  persons,  to  be  nominated  by  the  said  survivors, 
so  long  as  any  three  of  the  trustees  therein  named  should  be  living,  and  after- 
wards to  be  nominated  by  any  ten  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  said  parish  of 
Winwick. 

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  18th  March  1723,  between  Peter  Legh,  of  Lyme, 
esquire,  of  the  one  part,  and  the  Honourable  and  Reverend  Henry  Finch,  rector 
of  Winwick,  of  the  other  part,  reciting  that  the  said  Peter  Legh  had  for  some 
years  past,  “ of  his  own  free  gift,”  paid  an  annual  sum  of  24/.,  for  the  better 
maintenance  of  the  free-school  of  Winwick,  and  was  willing  to  establish  and 
secure  the  same  to  have  continuance  for  ever,  or  to  pay  the  sum  of  600/.,  in 
lieu  thereof,  the  said  Peter  Legh  granted  to  the  said  Henry  Finch,  and  his  suc- 
cessors rectors  of  Winwick,  a clear  yearly  rent  of  24/.,  issuing  out  of  all  the 
lands  and  tenements  of  the  said  Peter  Legh  situate  in  Bleakby,  in  -the  county 
of  Lancaster,  for  the  use  of  the  schoolmaster  of  the  free-school  of  Winwick,  to 
be  paid  in  the  south  porch  of  the  parish-church,  by  half-yearly  payments,  on 
the  1st  August  and  2d  February,  with  power  of  distress  in  case  of  non-pay- 
i ment ; and  it  was  provided,  that  if  the  said  Peter  Legh,  or  his  heirs,  should  at 
any  time  pay  to  the  said  Henry  Finch,  and  his  successors  rectors  of  Winwick, 
600/.,  or  should  secure  the  payment  of  24/.  for  the  use  of  the  school  of  Win- 
wick out  of  other  lands,  this  indenture  should  be  void. 

The  yearly  rent  of  24/.  mentioned  in  the  deed  last  abstracted,  appears  to 
have  been  settled  in  lieu  of  the  former  charges  of  20/.,  and  not  wholly  in  addi- 
tion thereto,  the  yearly  sum  of  24/.  only  having  been  paid,  as  far  back  as  can  be 
remembered,  by  Peter  Legh,  esquire,  and  his  predecessors. 

Soon  after,  or  about  the  period  of  the  first  endowment  of  the  school,  a rent 
of  51.  appears  to  have  been  given  for  its  further  maintenance  by  Sir  Gilbert 
Ireland.  We  have  not  been  able  to  discover  any  deed  relating  to  this  gift, 
though  in  his  Will,  bearing  date  23d  August  1675,  he  alludes  to  a settlement  of 
all  his  manors,  lands,  &c.,  in  the  counties  of  Chester  and  Lancaster,  on  certain 
trustees,  subject  to  the  payment  of  sundry  annual  sums,  but  without  particu- 
larizing the  same. 

The  yearly  sum  of  5 1.  is  paid  by  Lord  Lilford,  as  a charge  upon  a farm 
called  the  Gate  Warth,  containing  about  40  acres,  on  the  side  of  the  River 
Mersey,  near  the  Sankey-bridges. 

The  school  is  also  endowed  with  a further  yearly  sum  of  51.,  as  to  the  origin 
of  which  we  have  not  been  able  to  obtain  any  information  ; it  appears,  how- 
ever, that  a messuage  and  tenement  in  Much  Hoole,  with  the  closes  thereto 
belonging,  late  the  property  of  James  Rothwell,  esquire,  has  been  conveyed 
from  time  to  time  as  free  from  all  encumbrances,  except  the  yearly  rent  of  5 l. 
payable  thereout  “ to  the  poor  of  Winwick.” 

This  sum  has  been  paid  annually  to  the  schoolmaster  for  the  time  being,  by 
the  owner  of  the  premises  above  described. 

From  these  sources  the  whole  income  of  this  school  is  derived,  viz.

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There  is  in  the  township  of  Winwick-with-Hulme  a school  and  dwelling- 
house  for  the  master,  which  from  the  inscription  thereon  appears  to  have  been 
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built  by  Sir  Peter  Legh,  knight,  in  the  year  1G18,  and  also  about  half  an  acre 
of  garden  or  pleasure-ground.  The  buildings  on  these  premises  are  repre- 
sented as  requiring  some  repairs,  though  they  were  considerably  improved  and 
partly  rebuilt  in  the  year  1822.  The  house  is  capable  of  accommodating  several 
boarders. 

At  the  time  of  our  Inquiry,  March  1828,  the  Rev.  J.  Williamson,  who  had 
been  appointed  master  by  Mr.  Legh,  the  patron,  in  1822,  still  held  that  situa- 
tion ; the  school,  however,  was  at  that  period,  and  had  been  for  several  weeks, 
shut  up,  and  Mr.  Williamson  was  residing  at  a place  twenty  miles  distant,  with- 
out ever  coming  to  Winwick,  except  to  perform  Divine  Service  in  one  of  the 
chapels  in  the  parish. 

We  are  also  informed,  that  he  has  at  other  times  absented  himself  be- 
tween the  usual  periods  of  vacation,  and  shut  up  the  school  for  several  weeks 
together. 

The  present  master  has  never  taken  boarders,  and  the  number  of  day-scholars 
under  him  appears  at  no  period  to  have  exceeded,  and  generally  to  have  fallen 
short  of,  five,  any  boy  of  the  parish  being  considered  admissible. 

We  are  given  to  understand  by  Mr.  Williamson,  that  immediately  previous 
to  his  appointment  there  were  not  more  than  five  scholars,  and  there  is  no 
doubt  that  the  number  of  day-scholars  desirous  of  learning  grammar  and  the 
classics,  to  which  the  free-instruction  in  this  school  is  confined,  would  he  very 
small,  but  formerly  it  is  stated  there  was  a school  here  of  some  note,  though 
consisting  chiefly  of  boarders. 

During  our  stay  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Winwick  we  were  led  to  hope  that 
Mr.  Williamson  would  immediately  resign  this  situation,  but  we  regret  that  we 
have  to  state  that  this  has  not  yet  been  done,  in  consequence  of  a dispute 
between  him  and  Mr.  Legh  as  to  the  payment  of  the  yearly  sum  of  24/.,  which 
has  been  retained  by  Mr.  Legh’s  agent,  for  the  purpose  of  repaying  a sum 
advanced  by  Mr.  Legh  towards  the  expenses  of  repairing  and  improving  the 
school-house  in  the  year  1822.  How  far  Mr.  Legh  engaged  to  pay  those 
expenses  himself,  or  advanced  the  money  for  the  purpose  on  the  account  of 
Mr.  Williamson,  is  a matter  which  ought  to  be  settled  between  the  parties 
themselves,  but  the  resignation  of  the  office  of  the  master,  to  the  duties  of 
which  Mr.  Williamson  has  paid  so  little  attention,  ought  not  to  depend  upon  the 
determination  of  that  question. 

Charities  for  Bread. 

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  29th  September  1G9S,  between  Edward  Herle,  of 
the  first  part,  and  the  Honourable  and  Reverend  Henry  Finch,  rector  of  Win- 
wick, and  nine  others,  of  the  other  part,  reciting  that  Richard  Sherlock , D.D., 
late  rector  of  Winwick,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  14th  June  16S9,  directed  that 
all  sums  of  money  that  had  been  by  him  laid  out  for  the  poor-stock  of  bread, 
and  were  concluded  irrecoverable,  should  be  paid  by  his  executors,  so  that  the 
whole  which  had  been  given  and  laid  out  for  that  use  by  him  and  others  might 
be  made  300/.  complete,  to  be  laid  upon  land  for  the  use  of  the  poor,  for  ever  ; 
and  further  reciting,  that  the  said  executors  had  paid  45/.  for  what  was  laid 
out  by  the  testator  on  Cooks,  alias  Brotherton’s  tenement,  and  2/.  105.  in  part 
of  the  purchase  of  Samuel  Marsh’s  tenement,  and  had  further  paid  to  the  poor- 
stock  7 /•  105.,  making  in  the  whole  55  /.,  “ to  make  good  the  money  laid  out  by 
the  testator,  and  looked  upon  as  desperate and  that  there  remained  in  their 
hands  “235/.  to  make  up  the  300/.  complete,”  which  sum  the  said  executors,  by 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  parties  to  this  indenture,  who  were  the  most 
substantial  parishioners  in  the  parish,  and  of  the  churchwardens  and  overseers 
of  the  poor,  had  laid  out  on  the  several  rents  thereafter  mentioned  for  the  use 
of  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Winwick  for  ever,. so  that  the  said  executors  had 
truly  fulfilled  their  trust;  the  said  Edward  Herle,  in  consideration  of  the  sum  of 
23G/.,  granted  and  confirmed  to  the  said  Henry  Finch  and  others,  their  heirs 
and  assigns,  several  rentcharges,  chief-rents,  or  fee-farm  rents,  thereinafter  par- 
ticularly described,  and  payable  out  of  the  messuages,  lands,  and  tenements 
therein  mentioned  (all  of  which  are  described  as  situate  in  Croft,  except  as  to 
one  yearly  rent  of  15.  2d.,  payable  out  of  a tenement  in  Middleton),  and 
amounting  in  the  whole  to  10/.  5s.  4 d.,  and  payable  from  24  different  tene- 
ments in  different  sums,  varying  from  4 d.  to  17s-  10 d.,  in  trust  for  the  poor  of 
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the  parish  of  Winwick,  and  the  deed  contains  a power  of  distress  and  entry  in 
case  the  said  rents  should  be  in  arrear. 

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  30th  July  1707,  between  the  said  Edward  Herle, 
of  the  first  part,  and  the  Honourable  and  Reverend  Henry  Finch,  and  eight 
others,  of  the  other  part,  reciting  that  Barbara  Visitelly  bequeathed  20/.,  Thomas 
Brotherlon  2/.,  and  Thomas  Frith  2/.  10s.  for  the  use  of  the  poor,  which  last- 
mentioned  sum,  with  interest,  and  other  monies  advanced  by  the  parishioners, 
was  made  up  to  31.,  that  the  said  Henry  Finch  had  advanced  1 /.  10s.,  in  the 
whole  amounting  to  26/.  10s.,  the  said  Edward  Herle,  in  consideration  of  the 
said  sum  of  2 61.  10s.,  granted  to  the  said  Henry  Finch  and  others,  parties  of 
the  second  part,  and  their  heirs,  an  annual  rentcharge  or  chief- rent  of  1 /.  3 s.  1 d. 
issuing  out  of  certain  lands  or  tenements  in  Croft,  then  belonging  to  Alice 
Gouldin,  widow,  with  a power  of  entry  and  distress  in  case  of  nonpayment, 
in  trust,  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Winwick  for  ever. 

The  several  rents  comprised  in  each  of  the  indentures  above  abstracted  have 
been  conveyed  from  time  to  time  by  separate  deeds  to  new  trustees,  till  the 
year  1734,  when  all  the  surviving  trustees  joined  in  conveying  the  whole  of  the 
rents  to  the  same  persons. 

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  19th  March  1827,  Edward  Bootle  Wilbraham, 
esquire,  Wilbraham  Egerton,  and  William  Fox,  devisees  under  the  will  of  the 
late  Earl  of  Wilton,  who  was  the  survivor  of  certain  trustees  appointed  in  1763, 
conveyed  the  said  rents  to  Thomas  Earl  of  Wilton,  the  Honourable  E.  G.  S. 
Stanley,  Sir  John  Gerard,  Thomas  Legh,  John  Ireland  Blackburne,  Meyrick 
Bankes,  Thomas  Ellanes  Withington,  James  Leigh,  John  Greenall,  Robert 
Worsley,  Henry  Shaw,  and  Ralph  Worsley,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  in  trust, 
for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Winwick.  In  this  deed,  the  several 
rents  as  they  were  then  paid,  and  the  names  of  the  owners  of  the  tenements  in 
Croft  and  Middleton  chargeable  therewith,  are  enumerated. 

At  a General  Vestry  Meeting  held  19th  April  1824,  it  was  agreed  that  the 
parish-bread  charity,  arising  from  certain  fee-farm  rents  in  Croft  and  Middleton, 
amounting  to  11/.  8s.  5d.  per  annum,  should  be  divided  amongst  the  several 
townships  in  the  same. proportion  as  they  contributed  to  Winwick  church-rates 
as  follows  ; viz.  that

chapel,  by  the  minister  and  warden  thereof. 

Five  sixteenths  - -311  5 -to  the  townships  of  Ashton  and  Haydock,  and  disposed 

of  at  Ashton  chapel  by  the  minister  and  warden 
thereof. 
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Three  sixteenths  -2  2 10  - to  the  townships  of  Lowton,  Golborne,  and  Kenyon,  and 

disposed  of  at  Lowton  chapel  by  the  minister  and 
warden  thereof. 

And  4 sixteenths  - 2 17  1 - to  the  quarter  of  Culcheth,  2/.  7 s.  id.,  part  thereof,  to  be 

disposed  of  at  Newchurch  chapel  by  the  minister  and 
warden  thereof  to  the  poor  of  the  township  of  Culcheth, 
and  that  part  of  the  township  of  Croft  which  attended 
Divine  Service  there,  and  ios.,  the  remainder  thereof, 
to  be  disposed  of  at  Winwick  church  by  the  rector, 
curate,  and  churchwardens  to  the  poor  of  the  town- 
ship of  Houghton,  Middleton,  and  Arbury,  and  that 
part  of  Croft  (which  attended  Divine  Service  at  the 
church. 


And  it  was  further  agreed  that  the  several  sums  so  apportioned  should  within 
each  year  be  expended  in  the  purchase  of  bread,  to  be  given  to  the  aged, 
needy,  and  deserving  poor  who  should  attend  Divine  Service  at  the  said 
church  and  chapels  on  the  day  of  distribution ; that  no  part  of  the  charity 
should  be  sent  to  persons  who  had  not  attended,  unless  they  should  have  been 
prevented  by  sickness  and  infirmity,  and  were  partakers  of  the  said  charity  be- 
fore they  were  so  afflicted. 

The  rents  are  collected  by  the  churchwardens  appointed  for  Culcheth  quar- 
ter, in  which  quarter  the  premises  in  Croft  and  Middleton  charged  herewith 
are  situate ; the  amount  has  been  divided  since  the  date  of  the  resolution 
Rep.  20.  C c in 
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Winwick.  in  vestry,  according  to  the  regulations  then  agreed  upon,  and  each  share  is 

disposed  of  in  bread  by  the  respective  ministers  and  officers  as  therein 

directed. 

Finch’s  Charity. 

Finch’s  Charity.  The  Honourable  and  Rev.  Henry  Finch , Dean  of  York,  who  died  Septem- 
ber 8th  1728,  bequeathed  to  the  rector  and  churchwardens  of  Winwick  200/., 
to  be  put  out  at  interest,  or  laid  out  in  land,  with  the  approbation  of  the  rector, 
curates,  and  churchwardens  of  the  said  parish,  the  produce  to  be  laid  out 
yearly  in  buying  Bibles  and  common  prayer-books,  to  be  distributed  yearly 
among  the  poorer  sort  of  people  within  the  said  parish,  by  the  rector  and 
curates,  or  to  be  laid  out  at  their  discretion  in  paying  for  the  teaching  poor 
children  to  read,  and  instructing  them  in  the  catechism  of  the  Church  of  Eng- 
land, desiring  them  to  choose  such  as  should  be  the  greatest  objects  of  charity 
in  what  township  soever  they  should  happen  to  live. 

The  amount  of  this  legacy  was  invested  in  the  purchase  of  stock,  and  there 
is  now  the  sum  of  244/.  145.  10 d.  new  four-per-cents,  standing  in  the  names  of 
the  Rev.  James  John  Hornby  and  the  Rev.  Giles  Chippendale,  producing 
a yearly  dividend  of  9/*  155.  8 d. 

The  practice  has  been  to  permit  the  dividends  to  accumulate  for  three  or 
four  years,  and  at  the  end  of  such  period  they  are  received  by  the  rector,  and 
a portion  is  retained  by  him  for  the  benefit  of  that  part  of  the  parish  which 
attend  the  parish-church,  and  the  residue  is  divided  amongst  the  incumbents 
of  the  several  chapelries  in  different  proportions,  as  their  districts  are  more  or 
less  populous. 

The  rector  disposes  of  his  own  share  in  the  purchase  of  Bibles  and  prayer- 
books,  which  he  usually  gives  away  to  the  poor  himself.  The  incumbent  of 
the  chapelry  of  Newchurch  has  been  in  the  practice  of  purchasing  a greater 
number  of  books  of  this  description  than  the  funds  of  the  charity  would  be  suf- 
ficient to  pay  for,  and  selling  them  to  the  poor  at  a low  price,  and  the  rector 
has,  in  some  instances,  adopted  the  same  system.  In  the  chapelries  of  Lowton 
and  Ashton  a part  has  been  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  Bibles  and  prayer- 
books,  which  have  been  given  to  the  poor,  and  part  has  been  given  towards 
paying  for  the  instruction  of  children  in  the  Sunday-schools;  and  in  the  chapelry 
of  Newton  the  whole  has  been  applied  in  support  of  the  Sunday-schools. 


Stanley’s  Charity. 


Stanley’s  Charity. 

By  Deed  Poll,  bearing  date  28th  June  1772,  the  Rev.  John  Stanley,  rector  of 
Winwick,  after  stating  that  he  was  possessed  of  1,000/.  secured  upon  the  tolls 
arising  from  the  turnpike-road  between  Warrington  and  Wigan,  and  that  he 
was  determined  to  give  the  same  for  the  uses  thereafter  mentioned,  declared, 
and  directed,  that  he  and  his  successors,  rectors  of  Winwick,  should  stand  pos- 
sessed of  the  same,  and  from  time  to  time  place  out  the  same  at  interest  in  the 
public  funds,  or  on  real  security,  and  pay  the  proceeds  in  the  manner  follow- 
ing, viz. 


To  the  curate  of  Winwick  quarter  -

upon  trust,  that  the  said  curates  should  distribute  the  same  amongst,  or 
for  the  occasional  benefit  of  such  sober,  honest,  and  industrious  poor  house- 
keepers, or  labouring  individuals,  without  distinction  of  communions,  residing 
within  their  respective  curacies,  not  receiving  parochial  relief,  save  as  there- 
after mentioned,  and  who,  by  reason  of  sickness,  not  caused  by  their  own  intem- 
perance, or  of  age  or  any  other  casualty  or  infirmity,  should  be  unable  to  work 
and  earn  a competent  subsistence,  in  such  manner  as  to  the  said  curates  should 
seem  most  proper,  but  so  as  seldom  to  distribute  less  than  5 5.  and  never  more 
than  20  5.  at  any  one  time,  it  not  being  intended  that  any  part  of  the  money 
thereby  given  should  be  applied  in  aid  of  the  rates,  but  only  for  a temporary 
relief  in  such  cases  as  aforesaid,  although  on  extraordinary  occasions  the  charity 
might  be  extended  as  thereafter  mentioned  to  those  receiving  relief  from  the 
parish,  where  the  parish  allowance  was  not  lessened  thereby ; and  upon  further 

trust. 
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trust,  to  divide  the  residue  of  the  proceeds  amongst  such  objects  of  charity  as 
before  mentioned,  residing  within  the  township  of  Winwick  and  Hulme,  or  any 
other  part  of  the  parish,  those  residing  within  Winwick  and  Hulme  to  have 
the  preference,  in  such  manner  as  he  the  said  John  Stanley  and  his  successors 
should  think  fit ; and  it  was  provided  that  if  the  said  rector  and  curates  should 
, be  satisfied  that  the  allowance  made  by  any  of  the  townships  for  the  support  of 
such  objects  should  be  such  as  might  reasonably  be  expected,  it  should  be 
lawful  for  such  rector  and  curates  to  administer  additional  relief  so  long  as 
: such  parochial  relief  should  be  administered,  but  no  longer  ; and  it  was  pro- 
vided, that  if  the  yearly  dividends  should  fall  short  of  the  several  sums  before 
mentioned,  each  share  should  abate  proportionably,  and  that  in  case  of  a sur- 
plus, the  same  should  be  laid  up  for  the  purposes  aforesaid ; and  it  was  further 
provided,  that  the  several  curates  should  yearly,  on  the  feast-day  of  St.  John 
the  Baptist,  deliver  a faithful  account  to  the  rectors  of  Winwick  of  the  money 
committed  to  their  care,  and  the  objects  by  them  relieved ; and  that,  if  in  the 
execution  of  the  charity  the  good  and  charitable  purposes  intended  should  be 
defeated,  either  through  want  of  proper  objects,  or  by  the  inhabitants  of  the 
townships  withholding  from  necessitous  poor  people  such  allowance  as  ought  to 
be  made,  in  expectation  that  they  would  be  relieved  by  the  charity,  whereby 
the  same  would  become  a mere  saving  to  the  parish  or  town-rates,  then  it 
should  be  lawful  for  the  rector  and  curates  for  the  time  being  to  apply  the 
trust-money  to  such  other  charitable  use  as  they  should  unanimously  be  of 
opinion  would  be  more  beneficial  to  the  poor  inhabitants  residing  in  the  parish 
of  Winwick,  and  more  especially  if  it  should  be  a spiritual  one,  or  for  the  good 
of  their  souls. 

The  sum  of  1,000/.  is  still  vested  on  the  security  of  the  turnpike-road  from 
Warrington  to  Wigan.  The  interest,  which  has  varied  from  4 to  4 \ and  5 
per-cent  is  now  paid  at  the  rate  of  5-per-cent. 

The  annual  amount  is  received  by  the  Rev.  James  John  Hornby,  the  rector, 
and  is  divided  in  the  proportions  directed  by  the  donor. 

The  sum  of  50/.  now  received  is  divided  as  follows;  the  sum  of  11/.  is 
appropriated  to  Winwick  quarter,  which  comprises  the  township  of  Winwick- 
with- Hulme,  and  the  township  or  chapelry  of  Newton.  This  sum  is  sub- 
divided into  two  portions,  61.  whereof  is  given  to  the  curate  of  Winwick,  to  be 
ditributed  in  the  township  of  Winwick-with-Hulme,  and  5 /.  to  the  curate  of 
Newton,  to  be  distributed  in  the  township  of  Newton. 

The  sum  of  10  /.  is  given  to  the  curate  of  Ashton,  to  be  distributed  in  the 
township  of  Ashton,  which  is  co-extensive  with  the  chapelry  and  with  the 
quarter  of  Ashton. 

The  sum  of  10/.  is  given  to  the  curate  of  the  chapelry  of  Newchurch,  to  be 
distributed  in  the  townships  of  Culcheth,  of  Southworth  and  Croft,  and  of 
Houghton,  Middleton  and  Arbury,  forming  the  quarter  of  Culcheth. 

The  sum  of  9 /.  is  given  to  the  curate  of  Lowton,  to  be  distributed  in  Low- 
ton  quarter,  consisting  of  the  townships  of  Lowton,  Haydock,  Golborne,  and 
Kenyon. 

The  remaining  sum  of  10/.  is  distributed  by  the  rector,  as  he  finds  objects 
in  any  part  of  the  parish. 

The  several  sums  above  mentioned  are  disposed  of  in  various  modes,  as  the 
different  persons  to  whom  the  distribution  is  intrusted  think  most  beneficial  to 
the  poor.  The  rector  and  the  curate  of  Winwick  give  their  respective  shares 
generally  to  such  persons  as  on  account  of  sickness  or  age  seem  particularly  to 
require  assistance  ; the  incumbent  of  Newton  has  generally  added  the  money 
he  has  received  to  a subscription  for  providing  coals  for  the  poor.  In  Ashton 
the  money  is  distributed  amongst  poor  persons,  generally  such  as  do  not  receive 
parochial  relief,  in  sums  seldom  less  than  5 s.,  and  never  exceeding  1 /.  In  Cul- 
cheth quarter  it  was  the  practice  till  the  last  year  to  purchase  blankets  and  linen 
or  woollen  cloth,  and  to  sell  these  articles  to  the  poor  at  half  price,  but  in  the 
last  year  this  share  has  been  given  away  to  poor  persons,  as  opportunities  have 
occurred,  in  sums  of  about  2s.  6d.  at  each  time.  The  incumbent  of  Lowton 
has  distributed  three  fourths  of  his  share  to  poor  persons  of  Lowton,  Golborne, 
and  Kenyon,  in  sums  varying  from  about  5s.  to  155.,  and  he  has  given  the 
other  fourth  part  to  one  of  the  township-officers,  who  distributes  the  amount  in 
smaller  sums  to  the  poor.

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Win  wick.  Lists  of  the  distribution  in  each  place  are  generally,  though  not  invariably, 

- — transmitted  to  the  rector  every  year,  as  directed  by  the  donor.  If  these  direc- 
Staaley<!;rae<i rity’  tions  were  strictly  complied  with  the  practice  would  probably  have  the  effect  of 
u'ut“™e,h'  , preserving  the  particular  mode  of  distribution  which  was  intended  by  the 
donor,  a departure  from  which  may  be  already  observed  in  some  parts  of  the 
parish. 

Mather’s  Charity. 

Ms&ei’s  Charity.  Adam  Mather , by  his  Will,  bearing  date  11th  August  1818,  and  proved  at 
Chester,  gave  to  his  executors,  James  Clarkson  and  Joseph  Berry,  30 /.  on  trust, 
to  invest  the  same  in  Bank-stock  or  Government  funds,  to  be  settled  upon  the 
churchwardens  of  Winwick  for  the  time  being,  and  the  yearly  interest  to  be 
expended  by  the  said  churchwardens  in  bread,  to  be  distributed  by  them  every 
Christmas  and  Easter-day,  amongst  such  of  the  poor  and  needy  persons  of  the 
parish  of  Winwick  as  should  attend  the  Communion  at  the  said  church  on  those 
days. 

This  legacy  was  invested  in  the  purchase  of  43/.  3s.  4 d.,  three-per-cent 
Consols,  in  the  names  of  the  Reverend  James  John  Hornby,  and  the  Reverend 
Giles  Chippendale,  since  deceased.  No  subsequent  transfer  has  been  made. 

The  dividends,  amounting  to  1/.  5 s.  10 d.  per  annum,  are  received  by  Mr. 
Hornby’s  banker,  and  of  the  amount  one  half  is  laid  out  at  Christmas,  and  the 
other  half  at  Easter,  in  the  purchase  of  shilling  loaves,  which  are  given  by  Mr. 
Hornby’s  curate  to  the  poor  communicants  at  Winwick  Church,  after  Divine 
Service. 

Guest’s  Charity. 

Guest's  Charity.  This  parish  was  one  of  those  entitled  to  a share  of  John  Guest’s  charity,  the 
particulars  of  which  were  stated  in  our  19th  Report,  amongst  those  in  the  parish 
of  Bury.  We  have  not  been  able  to  discover  any  further  trace  of  the  existence 
of  any  fund  derived  from  this  charity  for  the  benefit  of  the  parish  of  Winwick, 
except  that  the  name  of  John  Guest  is  mentioned  in  the  register  of  the  charities 
of  the  parish  of  Winwick,  amongst  those  belonging  to  the  township  of  Cul- 
cheth,  as  having  given  13/.  for  the  poor  of  that  place,  but  this  sum  appears  to 
have  been  lost  many  years  ago. 
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Charities  of  Dr.  Sherlock  and  others. 

By  Deed  Poll,  bearing  date  24th  November  1685,  reciting  that  several  sums 
of  money  had  theretofore  been  given  to  help  and  relieve  die  poor  and  dis- 
tressed people  within  the  township  of  Winwick-with-Hulme,  by  several  chari- 
table persons,  viz.  by  Mrs.  Petronella  Stanley,  Matthew  Bretherton,  John 
Eden,  John  Barker,  Thomas  Goulden,  and  Richard  Woodcroft,  and  also  that 
the  following  persons  had  respectively  given  the  sums  affixed  to  their  names  j 
viz.

Richard  Sherlock , D.D.,  rector  of  Winwick,  declared  that  for  the  love  and 
affection  he  had  to  his  tenants,  and  to  the  poor  of  the  said  township,  he  had 
given  to  the  town-stock  89/.,  towards  buying  the  said  poor  woollen  and  linen 
cloth  for  their  better  clothing  in  winter;  and  for  the  more  prudent  management 
of  all  such  sums  as  had  been  given  by  himself  or  others  to  the  poor,  amount- 
ing to  120/.,  he  thereby  appointed  John  Goulden  and  five  others,  living  within 
the  said  township,  and  William  Blackburne,  of  Groppenall,  in  the  county  of 
Chester,  trustees  for  the  said  sums  of  money,  to  put  the  same  out  at  interest  as 
to  them  should  seem  meet,  so  that  they  should  dispose  of  the  interest  of  60/., 
part  thereof,  in  woollen  cloth,  and  the  interest  of  the  remaining  sum  of  60/.  in 
linen  for  the  clothing  of  the  poor  inhabitants  born  within  the  lordship  of  Win- 
wick-with-Hulme, the  woollen  cloth  to  be  distributed  annually  by  the  said 
trustees  on  every  St.  Martin’s-day  in  winter,  and  the  linen  every  St.  Thomas’s- 
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day,  to  the  poorest  people  of  the  said  lordship,  without  partiality  or  affection, 
and  a power  was  given  whenever  any  two  trustees  should  be  dead  for  the  rector 
and  the  survivors  to  appoint  so  many  more  as  they  in  their  discretion  should 
think  meet. 

In  a Deed  Poll,  containing  an  appointment  of  a new  trustee,  bearing  date 
9th  November  1713,  there  are  noticed  the  following  subsequent  benefactions : 

By  Catherine  Cories  2 /. 

And  by  Thomas  Marsh , the  interest  to  be  applied  in  binding  apprentice  poor 
1 children  of  the  township  of  Winwick-with-Hulme  501. 

Further  particulars  with  respect  to  the  last-mentioned  benefaction  will  be 
given  hereafter  under  a distinct  head. 

This  deed-poll  contains  the  same  power  of  appointing  trustees  as  the  deed  of 
1685.  By  a subsequent  deed,  bearing  date  9th  July  1721,  the  trustees  appointed 
in  1713  renounced  the  trust,  and  by  another  deed-poll,  bearing  date  4th  October 
1721,  the  Honourable  and  Reverend  Henry  Finch  appointed  the  same  persons 
trustees,  with  directions  that  the  rector  for  the  time  being  should,  after  the 
death  of  any  of  the  trustees,  by  deed  or  by  indorsement  on  that  deed,  appoint 
new  trustees,  and  should  also  in  like  manner  remove  and  displace  any  of  the 
trustees,  and  appoint  others  in  their  stead. 

New  trustees  have  been  appointed  from  time  to  time  by  the  rector  for  the 
time  being,  by  indorsement  on  the  deed  of  1721,  and  in  this  manner,  under  the 
date  of  15th  May  1801,  the  Reverend  Geoffrey  Hornby,  the  then  rector,  in  pur- 
suance of  the  powers  given  to  him,  appointed  the  Reverend  James  John  Hornby, 
then  curate  of  Winwick,  William  Cawley,  jun.,  John  Jackson,  James  Howard, 
and  Peter  Roberts,  since  deceased,  trustees,  with  Ralph  Unsworth,  since 
deceased,  who  had  been  appointed  by  the  preceding  rector  in  1768. 

Thomas  Knowles,  and  Ralph  Unsworth  the  younger,  have  been  appointed 
and  have  acted  as  trustees  in  the  place  of  those  who  have  died,  but  their 
appointment  is  not  indorsed  upon  the  above-mentioned  deed. 

Subsequently  to  the  year  1721,  Henry  Low,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  11th 
March  1724,  gave  to  the  poor-stock  of  cloth  of  Winwick-with-Hulme  50s. 

And  Mrs.  Jane  Chesshyre , as  entered  in  an  old  register  gave  for  the  same 
purpose  5 1. 

In  the  same  register,  it  is  stated  that  George  Bate  gave  5 1.  for  this  purpose, 
but  that  it  appeared  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  3d  November  1731,  that  he 
charged  his  estates  in  Croft-eeves  with  the  payment  of  the  yearly  sum  of  20s. 
for  the  poor  of  Croft,  and  the  sum  of  20s.  to  the  poor  of  Winwick,  the  same  to 
be  distributed  by  the  overseer  of  each  town,  every  St.  Stephen’s-day. 

The  sum  of  51.  was  probably  accepted  in  lieu  of  the  annual  payment 
of  40  s. 

The  whole  of  the  benefactions  above  mentioned,  exclusive  of  those  for  bind- 
ing out  apprentices,  amounted  to  134/.  10s.,  but  the  stock  has  been  subse- 
quently reduced  by  losses  to  114/.,  and  this  sum,  with  the  money  belonging  to 
other  charities,  amounting  to  142/.,  is  placed  out  at  interest  on  the  security  of 
the  tolls  of  the  Wigan  and  Warrington  turnpike-road,  and  a bond,  bearing  date 
30th  September  1773,  was  given  to  James  Holbrook  and  others,  all  since 
deceased,  as  “trustees  for  the  poor.”  Upon  this  sum  of  142/.,  five-per-cent 
interest  is  paid  annually  to  such  one  of  the  trustees  as  calls  for  it. 

The  whole  interest,  amounting  to  7 /•  2 s.  per  annum,  is  laid  out  by  two  of  the 
trustees,  who  act  in  rotation,  in  the  purchase  of  linen,  which  is  distributed 
amongst  poor  cottagers  of  Winwick-with-Hulme,  selected  by  the  trustees  and 
the  rector,  on  St.  Thomas’s-day.  From  50  to  60  persons  usually  receive  the 
benefit  of  this  charity.  The  distribution  is  made  publicly,  and  the  trustees 
produce  at  the  time  a receipt  for  the  price  of  the  cloth,  showing  that  they 
have  expended  the  whole  of  the  funds. 

Charities  of  Marsh  and  Low. 

The  bequest  of  Thomas  Marsh,  for  the  purpose  of  placing  out  apprentices.  Charities  of 
has  been  already  noticed  under  the  preceding  head.  The  amount  of  his  legacy,  Marsh  and  Low. 
50/.,  and  2/.  stated  to  have  been  given  by  Henry  Low  for  the  same  purpose, 
was  formerly  placed  out  at  interest,  but  it  appears  to  have  been  reduced  by 
losses  to  25 1. 
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This  sum  is  placed  out  with  other  money  on  the  security  of  the  tolls  of  the 
Wigan  and  Warrington  turnpike-road,  and  the  interest  which  is  paid  in  respect 
thereof  is  received  by  the  trustees  of  the  preceding  charity,  and  has  hitherto 
been  improperly  applied  in  the  purchase  of  linen  for  the  poor  in  aid  of  the 
funds  of  that  charity. 

Bankes’s  Charity. 

It  is  understood  in  the  parish  that  John  Bankes , who  was  schoolmaster  in 
Winwick,  and  died  in  177-5,  gave  31.  to  buy  books  for  the  use  of  the  children 
who  should  attend  the  day-school  in  Winwick  church-yard. 

This,  with  the  sums  of  114/.  and  25/ . mentioned  under  the  two  preceding 
heads,  make  up  142  /.,  now  secured  on  the  tolls  of  the  Warrington  and 
Wigan  turnpike-road.  Nothing  has  been  distributed  in  books  out  of  the  in- 
terest thereof,  the  whole  interest  having  been  disposed  of  as  before  mentioned 
in  linen. 


TOWNSHIP  OF  ASHTON. 

School. 

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  1st  August  1588,  between  Thomas  Gerard  and 
James  Byrchall,  of  the  first  part,  William  Slynehead  and  Henry  Knowell,  of  the 
second  part,  and  William  Knowell  and  William  Byrchall,  of  the  third  part, 
reciting  that  Robert  Byrchall,  deceased,  perceiving  the  great  abundance  of 
poor  persons  and  of  youth  and  young  children,  resident  and  daily  increasing  in 
the  lordship  of  Ashton,  in  Makerfield,  and  other  towns  there  adjoining,  alto- 
gether destitute  of  good  discipline,  or  school  of  learning  for  their  good  educa- 
tion, and  being  minded  to  provide  some  convenient  remedy  in  the  premises, 
called  before  him  the  parties  above  named,  and  delivered  unto  them  divers 
sums  of  money,  viz.  60 /.,  10/.,  and  4/.,  to  be  for  ever  employed  for  the  purposes 
thereinafter  expressed,  which  it  was  agreed  should  be  set  down  in  writing  in- 
dented, to  the  intent  that  the  same  might  plainly  appear  for  ever,  It  was  agreed 
between  the  said  parties  that  there  should  be  a convenient  school-house  erected 
with  all  convenient  speed  in  Ashton,  in  a place  called  Philidore  Steele,  near  to 
Sineley  Green,  there  to  be  maintained  at  the  discretion  of  the  said  parties  and 
their  successors,  in  case  the  said  place  might  be  conveniently  obtained  of  Sir 
Thomas  Gerard,  and  in  default  thereof,  in  some  other  convenient  place  near 
thereto  ; and  that  the  said  parties  and  their  successors  should,  as  often  as  need 
should  require,  provide  a sufficient  person  to  teach  all  such  youth  and  young 
children  within  Ashton,  and  other  places  adjoining,  as  should  from  time  to  time 
be  willing  to  repair  to  the  said  school-house,  gratis,  without  taking  any  stipend, 
wages,  &c.,  except  the  interest  and  profits  arising  from  the  sum  of  60/.  above 
mentioned,  if  the  same  interest  would  suffice  to  satisfy  the  salary  and  wages  of 
such  schoolmaster,  and  that  if  the  same  should  not  suffice,  they  should  give,  in, 
for  and  after  such  rate,  manner  and  form,  as  should  be  thought  best,  at  the 
discretion  of  the  said  parties  and  their  successors  ; and  it  was  provided,  that 
upon  good  cause  and  due  consideration  it  should  be  lawful  for  the  said  parties 
and  their  successors  to  remove  or  change  the  said  schoolmaster ; and  it  was 
further  agreed,  that  the  said  parties  and  their  successors  should  yearly  employ 
the  interest  of  the  said  sum  of  10/.  for  the  relief  of  the  most  poor  and  needy 
persons  in  Ashton  aforesaid,  and  other  places  adjoining,  with  shirts,  smocks 
and  other  necessaries  ; and  further,  that  they  should  apply  the  interest  of  the 
said  sum  of  4/.  for  the  repairing  of  the  most  needful  foul  ways,  or  relieving  of 
the  poor  within  Ashton,  and  other  places  convenient  near  thereto  adjoining, 
and  in  other  good  and  godly  purposes,  so  far  as  the  same  would  extend ; and  it 
was  further  agreed,  that  the  several  sums  above  mentioned  should  be  put  forth 
by  the  said  parties  and  their  successors  to  the  uttermost  of  their  power,  for  the 
better  continuance  and  maintenance  of  the  purposes  above  mentioned  ; and  it 
was  provided,  that  whenever  any  of  the  said  trustees  should  die,  the  survivors 
should  within  20  days  afterwards  appoint  one  or  more  substantial  persons  to 
supply  the  vacant  place,  whose  names  should  be  indorsed  upon  the  said  inden- 
ture, and  should  be  signified  to  the  jury  to  be  impannelled  at  the  court  at 
Ashton,  and  that  at  the  next  court  this  indenture  should  be  renewed ; and 
further,  that  a copy  of  this  indenture  should  be  entered  and  preserved  on  the 
court-rolls.

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By  Deed-poll,  bearing  date  24th  September  (1589J,  reciting  that  Robert 
Byrchall  had  in  his  life-time  given  60/.  for  a school  in  Ashton,  Sir  Thomas 
Gerard,  of  Brine,  knight,  and  Thomas  Gerard,  his  son  and  heir-apparent, 
granted  to  Thomas  Gerard,  of  Garwood,  and  others,  a piece  of  ground  on 
Syneley  Green,  containing  44  feet  in  length  and  30  in  breadth  for  a school. 

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  10th  August  1614,  between  William  Slynehead, 
and  three  others,  of  the  first  part,  Thomas  Birchall,  and  three  others,  of  the 
second  part,  and  Thomas  Eden,  and  three  others,  of  the  third  part,  reciting  the 
gift  of  Robert  Birchall ; and  that  other  persons  had  given  the  sums  therein- 
after mentioned,  viz.

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The  said  parties  agreed  to  apply  the  several  sums  given  for  the  school  in  man- 
ner therein  mentioned,  being  in  substance  the  same  as  was  agreed  upon  in 
1588  ; it  being  recited,  that  according  to  the  intent  of  the  said  Robert  Birchall, 
a school-house  was  erected  at  the  place  pointed  out  by  him  by  the  gift  of  Sir 
Thomas  Gerard,  as  appeared  from  his  deed  ; and  as  to  the  sum  of  10/.  given 
by  Robert  Birchall,  and  7 /•  by  Humphry  Layland,  it  was  declared  that  the 
interest  should  be  applied  in  the  same  manner  in  substance,  as  was  directed  by 
the  said  Robert  Birchall  as  to  the  said  sum  of  10/. ; and  as  to  the  sum  of  4/. 
given  by  Robert  Birchall,  it  was  declared  that  the  interest  should  be  given  for 
repairing  needful  foul  ways,  or  relieving  the  poor  in  Ashton  and  other  con- 
venient places  adjoining.  The  indenture  contains  no  directions  as  to  the  appli- 
cation of  the  interest  of  the  6/.  given  by  Thurstan  Birchall.

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  24th  June  1629,  between  Bryan  Sixsmith,  and 
William  and  Thomas  Sixsmith,  his  sons,  of  the  first  part,  and  Richard  Birchall,

veyed to  the  said  Richard  Birchall  and  others,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  a mes- 
suage, and  the  moiety  of  a farm  and  tenement  and  all  houses  thereon  erected,

a half ; three  other  crofts,  called  the  Higher  Crofts  and  the  Lower  Croft,  con- 
taining two  acres  ; a close  called  Pyngott,  containing  three  roods,  and  also 
a lane  from  the  lordship  of  Ashton  to  the  township  of  Billing,  all  along  the 
v said  closes,  paying  a yearly  rent  of  7 s.  8 d.  to  Sir  Thomas  Gerard,  to  hold  the 
same  upon  trust  for  the  use  of  the  said  grammar-school,  according  to  the  intent 
of  the  deed  of  10th  August  1(314,  before  recited. 

John  Lowe,  by  a Codicil  to  his  Will,  bearing  date  16th  August  1707,  charged 
the  lands  and  real  estate  which  he  gave  to  his  grandson  and  his  heirs,  with  the 
payment  of  100/.  to  the  trustees  of  the  Syneley  Green  school  in  Ashton,  for 
purchasing  land  therewith,  or  placing  the  same  out  at  interest,  upon  trust,  to 
employ  the  profits  thereof  towards  the  yearly  maintenance  of  the  schoolmaster 
there,  provided  the  said  schoolmaster  should,  yearly,  out  of  the  profits,  pay  5s. 
every  4th  July,  being  the  testator’s  birth-day,  with  which  he  should  buy  ale 
and  cakes,  to  be  given  to  the  scholars  in  the  said  school,  about  10  o’clock,  and 
then  give  that  day  for  a play-day  ; and  if  the  4th  July  should  fall  on  a Sunday 
the  money  to  be  spent  on  the  Monday. 

The  further  sum  of  100/.  was  given  by  John  Ashton,  who  in  a letter,  bearing 
date  2 d.  January  1748,  directed  to  the  schoolmaster  at  Ashton,  stated  that  he 
proposed  to  give  to  the  trustees  of  Ashton  School  100/.,  on  condition  that  the 
then  and  every  succeeding  schoolmaster  should  be  obliged  to  employ  the  whole 
time  of  school-hours  of  the  first  day  of  teaching  in  every  week  in  the  best  man- 
ner they  could,  to  instruct  all  the  children  sent  there  in  the  principles  of  re- 
ligion, virtue  and  morality,  as  far  as  their  several  understandings  should  be 
capable  of  receiving  such  instructions. 

The  trustees,  having  agreed  to  these  proposals,  received  the  sum  of  100/., 
which  was  added  to  the  school-stock. 

By  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release,  bearing  date  12th  and  13th  January 
1825,  between  Richard  Derbishire,  Henry  Leyland,  Robert  Clough,  Hugh 
Leyland,  John  Penketh  Ashton,  Adam  Downall,  James  Haselden,  and  Edward 
Holt,  surviving  trustees,  named  in  a prior  conveyance  of  1807,  of  the  first 
part,  and  Henry  Shaw,  Thomas  Clough,  Robert  Richard  Derbishire  (of  Liver- 
pool), James  Woodward,  and  William  Jackson,  of  the  other  part,  reciting  the 
indentures,  of  1589  and  1614,  and  reciting  the  fact  of  the  purchase  made  in 
1629,  and  the  prior  conveyance  to  trustees  in  1807,  the  said  Richard  Derbi- 
shire and  others,  parties  of  the  first  part,  appointed  the  said  Henry  Shaw,  and 
others,  co-trustees  with  themselves,  except  James  Haselden,  who  thereby 
resigned,  and  conveyed  to  the  use  of  all  the  said  parties,  except  as  aforesaid, 
and  their  heirs,  the  premises  comprised  in  the  indentures  of  1589  and  1629, 
and  assigned  to  them  all  money  and  personal  effects  to  which  they  were  entitled 
as  such  trustees  as  aforesaid,  and  all  bonds  and  securities  for  the  same,  for  the 
use  of  the  free-school  in  Ashton,  and  the  maintenance  of  the  master  thereof. 

There  is  a building  used  for  a school  situate  at  Seneley  Green,  in  Ashton,  on 
the  land  given  for  that  purpose  by  Sir  Thomas  Gerard.  This  school  wras  re- 
built in  1728  by  subscription,  and  it  has  lately  been  thoroughly  repaired. 
About  35/.  was  laid  out  for  this  purpose,  and  in  some  repairs  of  the  farm- 
buildings,  a part  of  which  was  defrayed  by  the  income  arising  during  two 
periods  when  the  school  was  vacant,  and  there  is  still  owing  to  Mr.  Henry 
Shaw,  who  acts  as  the  treasurer,  a balance  of  16/.  17$.  8 cl. 

The  farm  in  Ashton,  which  was  purchased  in  1629,  comprises  a farm-house 
and  outbuildings,  and  several  closes,  containing  in  the  whole  7 a.  1 r.,  at  eight 
yards  to  the  perch.  This  is  let  to  Thomas  Ward,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the  rent 
of  33/.  per  annum,  from  this,  which  appears  to  be  a high  rent,  an  abatement  of 
ten-per-cent  has  been  made  to  the  tenant,  in  conformity  with  what  was  done  by 
other  land-owners  in  the  neighbourhood,  but  the  tenant  has  since  agreed  to  lay 
out  the  amount  of  the  sum  so  given  up  to  him  in  manure.  The  buildings  on 
this  farm  are  stated  to  be  in  tenantable  repair. 

There  is  also  belonging  to  the  school  a sum  of  26l  /.,  being  the  amount  of 
the  old  school-stock,  remaining  after  the  purchase  in  1629,  mid  the  subsequent 
benefactions  already  noticed. 

Of  this  sum  241  /.  was  placed  out  on  turnpike  security,  and  20/.  was  lent  out 
on  bond  until  the  7th  April  1819,  when  these  sums  wrere  called  in  and  lent  to 
the  apprentice-stock  charity  hereafter  mentioned.  The  sum  of  13/.  Is.,  being 
interest  at  the  rate  of  five-per-cent,  is  paid  annually  from  the  funds  of  that 
charity,  and  bi  ought  to  the  account  of  the  school.

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The  following  rules  were  agreed  to  at  a meeting  of  the  trustees  held 
4th  August  1827. 

That  the  master  should  not  make  any  charge  for  English,  Latin  or  Greek  : 

That  he  should  give  up  the  school  after  six  months  notice  from  the  trustees, 
and  should  give  three  months  notice  previous  to  quitting,  or  pay  the  sum 
of  10/.  : 

That  he  should  not  obtain  any  license  : 

That  in  obedience  to  the  injunction  of  John  Ashton,  of  Liverpool,  he  should 
instruct  the  children  in  the  principles  of  religion,  virtue  and  morality,  especially 
in  the  Bible,  Testament,  and  Catechism  of  the  Established  Church  : 

That  he  should  teach  five  days  in  every  week,  with  the  exception  of  four 
weeks  at  Christmas,  and  two  at  Midsummer : 

That  after  the  Midsummer  holidays  the  school  should  re-connnence  on  or 
before  the  4th  July,  yearly,  on  which  day  5 s.  was  directed  by  the  will  of  John 
Low  to  be  given  to  the  scholars,  in  ale  and  cakes : 

That  any  master  not  teaching  should  receive  no  pay  : 

That  the  trustees  should  have  the  management  of  the  school-property,  but 
that  the  schoolmaster  should  keep  the  school  in  repair. 

The  present  schoolmaster  was  appointed  on  the  4th  August  18*27,  and  in 
conformity  with  the  resolutions  above  mentioned  he  gave  a bond,  bearing  date 
27th  August  1827,  with  a surety  in  the  penalty  of  100/.,  to  observe  the  rules 
and  regulations  of  the  said  school. 

Out  of  the  income  7 s.  8 d.  is  payable  for  a chief-rent,  and  it  has  been  agreed 
between  the  schoolmaster  and  the  treasurer  that  40/.  a year  is  to  be  paid  to  the 
schoolmaster,  and  that  the  residue  of  the  income  is  to  be  applied  in  discharge 
of  the  debt  incurred  in  repairs  as  already  noticed,  until  the  same  is  paid  ofi*. 

The  school  is  open  to  all  the  children,  boys  and  girls,  of  the  township  of 
Ashton,  who  are  admitted  by  the  master,  upon  presenting  themselves,  without 
any  appointment  of  the  trustees,  and  they  are  taught  English,  and  Latin  and 
Greek  if  required,  without  any  charge.  For  instruction  in  writing  and  accounts 
the  master  is  paid. 

There  are  about  70  children  in  the  school,  some  of  whom  come  from  the 
neighbouring  townships  as  pay-scholars.

A rentcharge  of  1 /.  was  paid  for  some  time  out  of  an  estate  in  Hatton,  in 
aid  of  the  funds  of  this  school.  We  are  informed,  however,  that  the  payment 
arose  under  the  will  of  Richard  Hatton,  bearing  date  in  1782,  and  the  gift  was 
consequently  void  under  the  statute  of  9 Geo.  2,  c.  36. 

Linen-Stock  Charity. 


In  the  Indenture  of  1st  August  1588,  an  abstract  of  which  is  given  under 
the  head  of  the  school,  there  is  noticed  a sum  of  10/.  given  by  Robert  Byrchall, 
the  interest  thereof  to  be  applied  in  buying  shirts  and  smocks  for  the  poor  of 
Ashton;  and  also  a sum  of  4/.  given  by  the  same  person  for  repairing  of  the 
foul  ways  in  Ashton.  Both  these  sums  have  been  brought  to  the  account  of 
the  charity  called  the  Linen-stock  Charity. 

There  are  also  mentioned  in  our  account  of  the  school  the  donations  of  7 /•  by 
Humphrey  Layland  and  6 /.  by  Thurston  Birchall.

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  1st  August  1625,  between  William  Rogerson 
and  Henry  Williamson,  his  son  and  heir  apparent,  of  the  one  part,  and 
William  Birchall,  and  eleven  others,  of  the  other  part,  reciting,  that  Robert 
Birchall  and  other  persons  had  given  divers  sums  of  money,  amounting  to 
108/.,  for  the  relief  of  the  poor  within  Ashton,  to  be  disposed  of  according  to 
an  indenture  bearing  date  10th  August  1614,  (before  abstracted  under  the 
head  of  the  school),  which  sums  of  money  had  been  lent  out  to  interest,  but 
for  the  preservation  thereof,  the  said  William  Birchall  and  others  had  laid  out 
the  same  in  the  purchase  of  the  premises  thereinafter  mentioned,  the  said  Wil- 
liam Rogerson  and  Henry  Williamson  in  consideration  of  the  sum  of  108/. 
above  mentioned,  and  of  15/.  85.  9d.,  making  up  153/.  85.  9 d.,  granted  and 
enfeoffed  to  the  said  William  Birchall  and  others,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  five 
closes,  with  the  appurtenances,  in  Ashton,  called  the  Two  Makerfields,  the  Two 
Lower  Overfields,  and  the  Overfields  next  the  lane,  containing  by  estimation 
9 a.  3r.  20  r.  of  the  measure  there  used,  upon  trust,  for  the  relief  of  the  poor 
in  Ashton,  according  to  the  meaning  of  the  indenture  of  1614,  paying  to 
Sir  Thomas  Gerard  the  yearly  rent  of  145.  6d.,  part  of  a fee-farm  rent  of 
345.  2 d. 

To  the  stock  in  money  which  remained  from  the  donations  above  mentioned, 
after  the  purchase  in  1625,  there  is  to  be  added  a sum  of  about  80/.,  the  pro- 
duce of  some  timber  sold  in  1789.  It  is  stated  that  in  the  year  1814,  55/.  was 
expended  in  building  upon  the  charity-estate  in  Ashton,  after  which  there 
remained  a sum  of  121/.,  of  this  sum  a part  has  been  since  laid  out,  as  will  be 
mentioned  hereafter. 


By  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release,  bearing  date  12th  and  13th  January 
1825,  between  Richard  Derbishire,  Henry  Leyland,  Robert  Clough,  Hugh 
Leyland,  John  Penketh  Ashton,  Adam  Downall,  James  Haselden,  and  Edward 
Holt,  the  surviving  trustees  of  the  messuages,  &c.,  thereinafter  mentioned,  of 
the  first  part,  and  Henry  Shaw,  Thomas  Clough,  Robert  Richard  Derbishire, 
James  Woodward,  and  William  Jackson,  of  the  other  part,  reciting  the  inden- 
ture of  10th  August  1614,  and  the  fact  of  the  purchase  made  in  1625  ; and 
also  reciting  a subsequent  conveyance  to  trustees  in  1807  ; and  that  the  trustees 
had  erected  a dwelling-house  and  other  buildings  upon  the  premises  purchased 
as  above  mentioned  ; the  said  Richard  Derbishire  and  others,  parties  of  the  first 
part,  appointed  the  said  Henry  Shaw  and  others  to  act  with  themselves,  (except 
the  said  James  Haselden,  who  resigned)  and  conveyed  to  the  use  of  all  the 
parties  (except  as  aforesaid),  and  their  heirs,  the  closes  mentioned  in  the  deed 
of  1625,  being  then  occupied  as  nine  fields,  known  by  the  names  therein  men- 
tioned, and  containing  10  acres  of  the  large  measure  there  used,  and  the  dwell- 
ing-house thereon  erected  ; and  they  also  assigned  to  the  said  parties  all  sums 
of  money  of  which  they  were  possessed  as  such  trustees  as  aforesaid,  and  all 
securities  for  the  same,  upon  trust,  to  dispose  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  all 
the  said  premises  for  the  relief  of  poor  persons  within  the  said  township  of 
Ashton,  according  to  the  indenture  of  1614. 

The  property  belonging  to  this  charity  consists  of  a farm-house  with  out- 
buildings, and  ten  acres  of  land,  eight  yards  to  the  perch,  and  there  is 
a weaving-shop  adjoining  the  house,  built  in  1822,  at  an  expense  of  about  20/. 
These  premises  are  let  to  Henry  Pimlet,  on  lease,  bearing  date  13th  January 
1825,  for  nine  years,  from  Candlemas  1825,  at  a good  rent  of  36/.,  and  the 

lessors 
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lessors  thereby  agreed  to  allow  him  6/.  for  each  of  the  two  first  years,  and  2/.  in 
every  year  during  the  residue  of  the  term,  upon  his  satisfying  them  that  he  had 
ch  in  manure  upon  his  meadows.  The  buildings  on  this  farm  have 
repaired,  and  are  now  in  good  condition. 

of  121/.,  which  was  left  in  the  hands  of  the  trustees  as  above- 
mentioned,  71/.  is  secured  by  the  bond  of  Thomas  Downall,  bearing  date  1st 
January  1802,  and  the  interest  is  now  paid  by  Joseph  Downall,  his  brother,  the 
obligor  being  dead ; 30/.  was  laid  out  in  building  the  weaving-shop  and  re- 
pairing the  buildings,  and  the  remaining  20/.  is  in  the  hands  of  Henry  Shaw, 
who  acts  as  treasurer,  bearing  interest  at  five-per-cent. 

In  1819,  in  consequence  of  a considerable  sum  of  money  having  been 
expended  in  repairs,  this  charity  was  in  debt  to  Robert  Clough,  the  treasurer, 
and  2 51.  was  advanced  by  the  trustees  of  the  apprentice-stock  charity  for  the 
purpose  of  clearing  this  account.  It  is  to  be  observed,  however,  that  a sum  of 
about  10/.  had  some  years  before  been  advanced  from  the  linen-stock  towards 
building  a stable,  on  property  belonging  to  the  apprentice  stock  charity,  and 
that  125.  yearly  had  been  paid  in  respect  thereof.  Upon  the  advance  of  the 
sum  of  2 51.  in  1819  it  was  agreed  between  the  respective  trustees  that  in  con- 
sideration thereof  the  payment  of  125.  per  annum  should  be  discontinued. 

The  present  annual  income  of  this  charity  arising  from  the  rents  of  the 
estate  in  Ashton,  and  the  interest  of  money,  amounts  to  41/.  11 5.,  subject  to 
the  deduction  of  the  sum  which  according  to  the  terms  of  the  lease  is  to  be 
allowed  to  the  tenant  for  manure. 

This  income  is  applied  in  the  purchase  of  linen.  A list  is  made  out  of  the 
poor  persons  in  Ashton  not  receiving  relief  from  the  township,  with  the  num- 
ber in  each  family,  and  the  linen  is  divided  amongst  them  in  portions  varying 
from  three  to  seven  yards.  About  280  families  generally  partake  of  the  benefit 
of  the  charity  ; the  quantity  of  linen  given  away  has  been  lately  between 
1,000  and  1,100  yards  in  each  year.  Several  of  the  trustees  attend  the  distri- 
bution, which  takes  place  on  the  second  Thursday  in  January,  at  a school-room 
in  the  township  called  Ashton  Higher  School. 

The  accounts  are  kept  by  Mr.  Henry  Shaw,  one  of  the  trustees,  who  acts  as 
treasurer. 

Woollen-Stock  Charity. 

Thomas  Harrison,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  21st  March  1692,  gave  to  John  Woollen  Stock 
Atherton  and  James  Lowe,  50/.  to  be  put  out  to  the  best  advantage  for  the  Charity, 
poor  of  Ashton,  the  interest  to  be  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  grey  woollen 
cloth,  to  be  made  into  coats  commonly  called  jumps,  edged  down  the  seams 
with  red,  and  with  a red  cross  upon  the  right  shoulder,  the  same  to  be  dealt 
yearly  at  the  house  wherein  he  then  inhabited  in  Ashton,  to  the  most  poor  and 
aged  men  and  women,  and  for  want  of  such,  to  the  poorest  children  in  the 
town,  at  the  discretion  of  the  said  John  Atherton  and  James  Low,  their  heirs 
and  assigns,  every  All  Souls-day. 

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  5th  August  1720,  Roger  Rosbotham,  in  consi- 
deration of  115/.,  conveyed  to  John  Atherton,  James  Orrell,  Thomas  Richard- 
son, Thomas  Low,  and  William  Chadwick,  and  their  heirs,  two  closes  of  land 
in  Ashton,  called  the  Two  Stubshaws,  containing  by  estimation  four  acres ; 
and  it  was  declared  that  one  moiety  of  the  said  sum  of  115/.  was  a charity 
given  by  the  will  of  Thomas  Harrison  for  buying  woollen  cloth,  to  be  made  into 
garments  and  distributed  amongst  poor  men,  women  and  children  in  Ashton, 
and  that  the  other  moiety  was  part  of  a charity  given  by  the  will  of  John  Low,  of 
Ashton,  to  be  distributed  in  breeches  amongst  the  poor  people  within  Ashton ; 
that  they  were  only  named  as  trustees  for  the  management  of  the  said  cha- 
rities, and  that  they  would  dispose  of  the  rents  according  to  the  directions  of 
the  said  testator. 

There  is  an  indorsement  on  this  indenture  stating  that  the  consideration- 
money  within  mentioned  was  made  up  as  follows  :

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By  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release,  bearing  date  9th  and  10th  August 
1732,  between  Catherine  Wallis,  of  the  first  part,  Ralph  Turton  and  John  Ash- 
ton, of  the  second  part,  and  Nicholas  Waddington,  and  three  others,  of  the 
third  part,  the  said  Catherine  Wallis  granted  to  Nicholas  Waddington  and 
others,  and  their  heirs,  a messuage  and  tenement  in  Ashton,  containing  16 
acres  of  land,  large  measure,  upon  trust,  after  her  death,  to  raise  the  sum  of 
40 .s\  yearly,  10s.  thereof  to  be  paid  to  the  officiating  curate  of  Ashton  chapel, 
to  preach  a sermon  on  St.  John’s-day,  yearly,  and  the  remaining  30s.  to  be  laid 
out  in  buying  drab-coloured  woollen  cloth,  to  be  distributed  on  the  24th  June, 
yearly,  amongst  such  of  the  impotent  poor  of  Ashton  as  the  said  Nicholas  AVad- 
dington  and  others  should  think  fit ; and  the  said  estate  was  settled  to  different 
uses  subject  to  the  payment  of  the  40s.  above  mentioned. 

On  a table  of  benefactions  in  the  chapel  the  following  donations  are  also 
mentioned  as  having  been  given  for  the  purpose  of  buying  coats  and  breeches 
for  the  poor,  the  charities  for  these  purposes  having  been  formerly  kept  sepa- 
rate. though  for  several  years  they  have  been  considered  as  forming  one  and 
the  same  charity :

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  13th  January  1825,  between  Richard  Derbishire, 
Randolph  Penswick,  Robert  Clough,  John  Leyland,  and  James  Haselden,  sur- 
viving trustees  of  the  premises  thereafter  mentioned,  of  the  first  part,  James 
Woodward,  surviving  trustee  of  the  rentcharge  thereinafter  mentioned,  of  the 
second  part,  and  Henry  Shaw,  Thomas  Clough,  Robert  Richard  Derbishire, 
Hugh  Leyland,  Daniel  Hatton,  Thomas  Hilton,  James  Melling,  and  the  said 
James  Woodward,  of  the  third  part,  reciting  the  Will  of  Thomas  Harrison  ; 
and  reciting  also  that  John  Lowe,  by  his  will,  dated  in  May  1614,  bequeathed 
a considerable  sum  of  money  as  a charity,  to  be  distributed  amongst  the  poor 
people  within  Ashton  ; and  reciting  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release,  bearing 
date  3d  and  4th  November  1795,  being  the  last  conveyance  to  trustees ; and 
further  reciting,  that  the  trustees  had  erected  a messuage  and  outbuildings 
upon  the  land  called  Stubshaws  ; the  said  Richard  Derbishire  and  others,  parties 
of  the  first  part,  the  surviving  trustees  named  in  the  indentures  of  3d  and  4th 
November  1795,  nominated  the  said  Henry  Shaw  and  others,  parties  of  the 
third  part,  to  be  trustees  with  them  in  the  place  of  the  deceased  trustees ; and 
of  James  Haselden,  who  had  resigned,  and  conveyed  to  the  use  of  themselves, 
except  the  said  James  Haselden,  and  the  said  Henry  Shaw  and  others,  parties  of 
the  third  part,  and  their  heirs,  the  closes  called  the  Stubshaws,  containing  by 
estimation  four  acres,  and  the  messuage  and  buildings  built  thereon.  And 
further  reciting  the  indenture  of  10th  August  1732,  whereby  Catherine  Wallis 
gave  30^.,  yearly,  to  be  laid  out  in  cloth  as  above  mentioned  ; and  reciting  that 
the  said  rentcharge  was  then  vested  in  James  \\roodward,  the  said  James  AVood- 
ward  conveyed  the  same  to  the  said  parties  of  the  first  and  third  parts,  except 
James  Haselden,  and  their  heirs,  upon  the  trusts  declared  in  the  indenture 
of  1732. 

The  property  now  belonging  to  the  A\roollen  Stock  charity  consists  of  the 
property  purchased  in  1720,  and  the  buildings  which  have  since  been  erected 
thereon. 

About  the  year  1807,  a dwelling-house,  with  weaving-shops  and  out-build- 
ings, was  erected  under  the  superintendance  of  Henry  Leyland  and  Robert 
Clough,  two  of  the  trustees,  at  an  expense  of  282/.  10s.  Id.  These  expenses 
were  defayed  partly  by  the  produce  of  timber  cut  upon  the  premises,  which 
with  the  bark  was  sold  for  29  /.  7^.  6 d,  and  partly  by  a sum  of  68  /.,  of  which 
67/.  had  been  lent  out,  and  1/.  was  the  interest  due  thereon,  when  the  principal 
sum  was  called  in.  Of  this  sum  of  67/.,  32/.  10s.  appears  to  have  been  derived 
from  the  gift  of  AAfilliam  Newton,  four  fifths  for  the  poor  of  this  township,  and 
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one  fifth  for  the  poor  of  Abram,  in  the  parish  of  Wigan.  The  sum  given  by 
William  Newton  having  been  originally  50/.,  was  afterwards  reduced  by  the 
insolvency  of  a person  in  whose  hands  it  was  placed  to  32/.  10s.  This  charity 
is  now  considered  as  indebted  to  the  poor  of  Abram  in  the  sum  of  6/.  10s.,  and 
cloth  to  the  amount  of  6s.  6d.  is  sent  annually  to  be  distributed  there  to  the  poor. 
The  bills  for  materials,  and  work  for  the  buildings  above  mentioned,  were 
paid  from  time  to  time  by  Mr.  Leyland  and  Mr.  Clough,  and  we  are  informed, 
that  it  appeared  by  their  accounts,  that  over  and  above  the  sum  of  29/.  7 s.  6d . 
and  68/.  above  mentioned,  the  said  Henry  Leyland  advanced  111/.  7s.  11  d., 
and  the  said  Robert  Clough  7^1.  14  s.  Sd. 

On  the  11th  January  1809  the  balance  of  111/.  7s • llr/.,  due  to  Henry 
Leyland,  was,  with  the  permission  of  the  trustees  of  the  Apprentice-stock  cha- 
rity hereafter  mentioned,  entered  in  the  accounts  of  that  charity,  for  which  Mr. 
Leyland  also  at  that  time  acted  as  treasurer  ; and  in  the  same  accounts  credit 
was  given  for  the  sum  of  14/.  19s.  10 \d.,  the  balance  which  remained  in  Mr. 
Leyland’s  hands  in  that  year,  on  making  up  his  accounts  of  the  Woollen-stock 
charity.  After  inserting  the  sums  above  mentioned,  by  way  of  charge  and 
discharge,  the  balance  due  to  Mr.  Leyland,  on  making  up  his  accounts  of 
the  Apprentice-fund  in  the  year  1819,  amounted  to  7 0/.  15s.  5\d.,  and  after 
his  death  this  sum,  with  interest  thereon  at  4/.  15  s.  per-cent,  was  allowed  by 
the  trustees  of  the  Apprentice-stock,  in  account  with  his  executors,  as  more 
particularly  mentioned  hereafter  under  the  head  of  the  Apprentice-stock  cha- 
rity. The  result,  with  respect  to  the  Woollen-stock  charity  is,  that  the 
sum  of  96/.  8s.  0 id.,  (being  the  difference  between  111/.  7 s.  11  d.  and 
14/.  19-?.  10  fr/.)  was  advanced  in  aid  of  the  said  charity  by  the  trustees  of 
the  Apprentice-stock. 

With  regard  to  the  sum  of  7 31.  14s.  8 d.,  advanced  by  RobertClough,  it  appears, 
that  that  sum  was  entered  in  1812  in  the  general  account  of  the  Woollen-stock 
charity,  as  due  for  money  advanced  by  him  on  the  buildings,  and  the  balance  in 
his  favour  on  the  general  account  was  carried  on  to  the  succeeding  accounts  till 

1819.  A balance  of  71  /.  13  s.  6 \ d.  was  in  that  year  due  to  Robert  Clough,  and 
in  part  payment  thereof  45  /.  9 s.  was  then  paid  to  him,  that  sum  having  been  re- 
ceived from  Richard  Hatton,  on  account  of  40/.  10  s.  principal  money  in  his 
hands,  belonging  to  the  Woollen-stock  charity,  and  4/.  19  s.  for  interest.  The 
residue  of  the  balance  above  mentioned,  being  26/.  4 s.  6hd.  with  2/.  16  s.  for 
interest,  was  paid  out  of  the  general  account,  and  in  order  to  balance  the  ac- 
counts, the  distribution  of  cloth  in  respect  of  this  charity  was  withheld  totally  in 
the  year  1821,  and  in  1822  a small  portion  only  was  distributed. 

The  farm  called  Stubshaws,  with  a good  house  and  outbuildings  thereon, 
and  about  4 acres  of  land,  at  8 yards  to  the  perch,  is  now  let  to  Catherine 
Ashton,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a good  rent  of  24  /.  15  s.  a year,  15  s.  having 
been  lately  added  on  account  of  a bakehouse  which  was  added  thereto  in 

1820. 

Except  in  the  years  1821  and  1822,  the  clear  rents  have  been  applied  in 
purchasing  coats  and  breeches.  Since  the  accounts  were  balanced  in  1822  the 
distribution  which  has  taken  place  is  as  follows :

The  objects  receiving  this  charity  are  poor  persons  of  the  township  not 
receiving  regular  relief,  and  not  partaking  of  the  Linen-charity,  those  being 
generally  selected  who  are  most  advanced  in  years ; subject  to  such  minor 
regulations  as  the  trustees  from  time  to  time  find  it  expedient  to  make. 

The  trustees  attend  to  the  distribution  of  the  charity,  and  the  accounts  which 
are  kept  by  Mr.  Henry  Shaw  are  examined  and  audited  at  their  annual  meeting, 
held  on  the  feast  of  All  Souls,  when  the  coats  and  breeches  are  disposed  of. 
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The  trustees  also  receive  annually  in  respect  of  the  gift  of  Catherine  Wallis, 
305.,  from  the  representatives  of  the  late  Sir  William  Gerard,  as  charged  upon 
lands  belonging  to  him  in  Ashton,  and  10  5.  from  George  Latham,  the  owner  of 
a house  and  garden  in  Ashton. 

Of  these  sums  105.  is  paid  to  the  incumbent  for  preaching  a sermon  on 
St.  John’s- day,  and  30  5.  is  laid  out  by  Mr.  Shaw  (the  treasurer)  in  woollen 
cloth,  and  he  distributes  the  same  in  portions,  containing  about  three  yards 
each,  amongst  poor  women  ot  the  township. 

Apprentice  Stock  Charity. 

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  1st  April  1704,  between  the  Rev.  William 
Pilkington,  of  the  first  part,  Sir  William  Gerard,  of  the  second  part,  and  John 
Naylor,  churchwarden,  and  three  other  inhabitants  of  Ashton,  of  the  third  part, 
reciting,  that  James  Pilkington,  by  his  Will',  bearing  date  24th  December  1671, 
devised  all  his  lands  and  tenements  in  Blakeley,  to  the  churchwardens  and 
overseers  of  the  parish  of  Ashton,  to  be  by  them  disposed  of  yearly  in  binding 
out  poor  children  of  the  said  town  apprentices,  with  the  consent  of  Sir  William 
Gerard,  and  other  persons  therein  named  ; and  reciting,  that  some  differences 
had  lately  happened  between  the  said  William  Pilkington,  as  heir-at-law  of  the 
said  testator,  and  the  other  parties,  for  the  ending  of  which  they  had  referred 
the  same  to  Thomas  Banks,  esquire,  who  by  his  award,  bearing  date  7th  March, 
then  last,  had  ordered  that  the  said  William  Pilkington  should  release  all  his 
interest  in  the  premises,  and  that  the  said  parties  should  consent  that  a decree 
should  pass  in  the  Court  of  Chancery  for  the  county  palatine  of  Lancaster,  for 
the  confirmation  of  the  said  award,  which  had  been  accordingly  done  ; the  said 
William  Pilkington,  by  the  direction  of  the  said  Sir  William  Gerard,  the  sur- 
viving trustee  in  the  will  named,  released  to  the  said  John  Naylor  and  others, 
and  their  heirs,  all  his  right  and  interest  in  the  said  premises  at  Blakeley. 

By  Deed-poll,  bearing  date  3d  March  1688,  reciting  that  several  inhabitants 
within  the  township  of  Ashton,  whose  names  were  expressed  in  a schedule 
thereto  annexed,  had  paid  into  the  hands  of  Sir  William  Gerard  and  John 
Launder  the  several  sums  of  money  in  the  said  schedule  set  against  their  names, 
amounting  in  the  whole  to  11(3/.,  the  interest  thereof  to  be  employed  towards 
binding  of  the  poor  inhabitants  children  apprentices  in  husbandry,  according  to 
their  several  needs,  or  otherwise  to  be  disposed  of  to  their  profits  in  such  manner 
and  form  as  from  time  to  time  should  be  adjudged  most  convenient  by  the  said 
Sir  William  Gerard  aiid  John  Launder;  and  that  it  was  declared  by  the  persons 
in  the  said  schedule  mentioned,  that  the  said  Sir  William  Gerard  and  John 
Launder  should  make  other  honest  men  trustees  : the  said  Sir  William  Gerard 
and  John  Launder  assigned  to  William  Gerard  and  ten  others,  all  of  Ashton, 
the  said  sum  of  116/.  upon  trust,  that  they  should  employ  the  interest  thereof 
towards  the  relief  of  the  poor  inhabitants  within  the  township  of  Ashton,  as 
was  thereinbefore  expressed  and  declared  ; and  it  was  provided,  that  whenever 
six  of  the  trustees  should  be  dead,  the  survivors  should  elect  in  their  stead  six 
other  fit  persons  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  said  township ; and  that  it  should  not 
be  lawful  for  the  said  trustees  to  charge,  convey,  employ  or  convert,  the  said  sums, 
or  any  part  thereof,  or  the  profits  thereof,  to  any  other  uses  than  those  above 
mentioned,  without  the  consent  of  the  most  and  chiefest  part  of  the  said  trustees 
for  the  time  being  first  had  and  obtained  ; and  further,  that  two  of  the  trustees 
should  be  appointed  annually  collectors  in  rotation. 

Upon  a table  of  benefactions  in  the  church  there  are  the  names  of  several 
persons,  who  as  it  is  there  stated  contributed  in  the  year  1686  to  a subscription 
for  binding  the  poor  children  of  the  poor  inhabitants  of  Ashton  apprentices  ; 
amongst  the  contributors  there  are  noticed,

By  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release,  bearing  date  2d  May  1740,  between 
Robert  Waring,  of  the  first  part,  and  Legh  Master,  and  five  others,  surviving 
trustees  of  a stock  for  the  binding  poor  children  belonging  to  Ashton  appren- 
tices, of  the  other  part;  the  said  Robert  Waring,  in  consideration  of  90/.  con- 
veyed to  the  said  Legh  Master  and  others,  and  their  heirs,  a messuage  and 
tenement,  with  a small  parcel  of  land  or  garden  thereto  belonging,  lying  near 
the  chapel  in  Ashton,  known  by  the  sign  of  the  Bulls-head,  with  the  appur- 
tenances, except  one  third  of  a pew  in  Ashton  chapel,  for  placing  out  poor 
children  apprentices  as  aforesaid. 

By  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release,  bearing  date  12th  and  13th  January 
1825,  between  Robert  Clough,  Randolph  Penswick,  James  Haselden,  Thomas 
Jameson,  James  Woodward  and  Richard  Hatton,  the  surviving  trustees  for  the 
premises  thereinafter  mentioned,  of  the  one  part,  and  Richard  Derbishire, 
Henry  Shaw,  Thomas  Clough,  Hugh  Leyland,  Daniel  Hatton,  Thomas  Hilton, 
James  Melling  and  William  Jackson,  of  the  other  part,  reciting  the  deed-poll 
of  1686,  and  another  deed  of  appointment  of  trustees  in  1703,  and  also  the 
will  of  James  Pilkington ; and  further  reciting,  that  the  trustees,  to  preserve 
the  trust-fund,  had  contracted  for  the  purchase  of  the  premises  comprised  in 
the  indentures  of  1740,  and  thereinafter  mentioned,  which  were  duly  conveyed 
to  them  ; the  said  Robert  Clough  and  others,  parties  of  the  first  part,  appointed 
the  said  Richard  Derbishire  and  others  to  act  with  themselves,  except  James 
Haselden,  who  thereby  resigned  the  trust,  and  conveyed  to  the  use  of  all  the 
parties  (except  as  aforesaid)  a messuage  and  tenement,  with  the  lands  and 
hereditaments  thereto  belonging  in  Blakeley,  containing  three  acres,  or  there- 
abouts, and  a messuage  or  dwelling-house  in  Ashton,  used  as  a public-house, 
and  known  by  the  sign  of  the  Fleece,  with  the  outbuildings,  &c.  thereto 
belonging,  upon  the  trusts  declared  in  a former  trust-deed,  bearing  date 
3d  and  4th  November,  1800,  that  is  to  say,  to  apply  the  yearly  rents  and 
profits  for  the  binding  out  of  poor  children  belonging  to  Ashton  apprentices 
to  such  trades,  callings  or  employments  as  the  majority  of  the  said  trustees 
should  from  time  to  time  think  fit,  with  a power  upon  the  death  of  any  of  the 
said  trustees  for  the  survivors,  by  deed,  in  writing,  in  the  presence  of  two 
witnesses,  to  nominate  one  or  more  persons,  as  the  case  should  require,  residing 
in  Ashton,  and  to  convey  the  premises  accordingly. 

In  the  year  1800  the  stock  of  money  belonging  to  this  charity  amounted 
to  220/.  in  the  hands  of  Sir  William  Gerard,  and  50/.  in  the  hands  of  Richard 
Derbishire.  ' ~ 

In  1819,  the  principal  sum  in  the  hands  of  Sir  William  Gerard,  and  114/.  7s. 
for  interest  for  ten  years  and  145  days,  making  in  the  whole  334/.  7^*  was 
received  by  the  trustees. 

It  appears  that  the  sum  of  50  /.  above  mentioned  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Der- 
bishire was  placed  out  by  Henry  Leyland,  one  of  the  trustees,  with  other 
money  belonging  to  himself ; and  that  from  July  1809  no  interest  had  been 
received  thereon  by  the  trustees,  but  the  same  had  been  paid  to  the  executors 
of  the  said  Henry  Leyland. 

In  1819,  an  inquiry  was  instituted  on  this  subject,  and  it  appeared  that  the 
sum  due  from  the  executors  of  Mr.  Leyland  for  principal  and  interest,  in 
respect  of  the  above-mentioned  sum  of  50/.,  amounted  to  73/.  15s.,  but  that 
there  was  due  to  Mr.  Leyland  104/.  Os.  5 id.  for  principal  and  interest,  in 
respect  of  a balance  of  70^*  15s.  5 Id.  which,  as  explained  under  the  head  of 
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There  is  also  mentioned  on  the  same  table  the  gift  of  James  Pilkington,  of 
the  estate  in  Blakeley,  and  another  gift  of  the  same  donor,  of  a rentcharge  of 
31.,  for  the  discharge  of  which  his  heir  paid  the  sum  of  60  /.,  making  with  the 
other  benefactions  above  mentioned  158/.  10s. 

There  are  also  mentioned  on  the  same  table  the  gifts  of 
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the  Woollen  Stock  Charity,  was  found  due  to  him  from  the  apprentice-stock,  in 
May  1809,  so  that  on  taking  these  accounts  the  trustees  of  the  Apprentice- 
stock  stood  indebted  to  the  executors  of  Mr.  Leylaiul  in  the  sum  of  30/.  5 s.  5{d. 
This  was  paid  out  of  the  money  received  from  Sir  William  Gerard  ; and  out 
of  that  money  there  was  also  paid  25/.  to  Robert  Clough,  for  the  purpose  of 
discharging  a debt  owing  to  him  by  the  trustees  of  the  Linen-stock,  which 
sum  was  granted  to  them  in  consideration  that  the  payment  of  125.  which  they 
had  received  annually  out  of  the  Fleece-inn,  on  account  of  money  theretofore 
advanced  to  the  Apprentice-stock  for  improving  those  premises,  should  cease 
and  determine. 

After  these  payments  there  then  remained  of  the  sum  of  334/.  7 s.,  paid  by 
Sir  William  Gerard,  279/.  1 s.  0>\d.  In  1817  the  Fleece-inn  was  for  the  most  part 
taken  down  and  rebuilt,  and  a new  slaughter-house  and  butchers  shop  erected 
on  the  back  part  of  the  said  premises,  the  expenses  of  which  amounted  in  the 
whole  to  548  /.,  according  to  the  particulars  entered  in  the  minute-book. 
Towards  paying  these  expenses  the  sum  of  279/.  Is.  ti\d.  above  mentioned 
was  applied,  and  the  trustees  also,  on  the  7th  April  and  20th  May  1819,  bor- 
rowed of  the  trustees  of  the  Seneley  Green-school  the  sum  of  261/.,  for  which 
they  agreed  to  pay  interest  at  the  rate  of  5-per-cent.,  the  residue  of  the  ex- 
penses being  7 /•  18$.  5 Id.  was  paid  out  of  the  general  funds  belonging  to 
the  Apprentice-stock,  and  charged  in  the  accounts  under  the  date  of  29th 
July  1819. 


The  property  now  belonging  to  this  charity  consists  of, 

1.  The  estate  at  Blakeley,  given  by  James  Pilkington,  viz.  a small  farm- 
house, shippon,  and  outbuildings,  two  cottages,  and  about  three  acres  of  land, 
eight  yards  to  the  perch,  let  to  James  Travis,  on  lease,  bearing  date  6th  August 
1788,  for  the  term  of  40  years  from  12th  May  1789,  at  the  yearly  rent  of 
8 /.  8^.,  the  lessee  thereby  covenanting  to  build  a good  dwelling-house  near  the 
old  dwelling-house,  and  to  raise  the  walls  of  the  old  dwelling-house  to  the 
height  of  the  new  house.  The  interest  in  this  lease  was  sold  by  the  represen- 
tatives of  the  original  lessee  in  May  1822.  At  the  auction  Benjamin  Binyon, 
of  Manchester,  was  declared  the  purchaser,  and  the  rent  is  now  received  from 
him,  though  it  is  conjectured  that  he  acts  merely  as  an  agent. 

In  consequence  of  a notice  given  by  the  trustees  in  1822, 
have  been  properly  repaired,

The  annual  value  of  the  farm  is  estimated  at 


was  purchased  in  1740.  The  principal  part  of 
the  public-house,  with  a stable  and  brewhouse, 
which  were  built  in  1826  and  1827,  is  let  to  James  Eckersley,  brewer,  on  lease, 
for  the  term  of  nine  years  from  12th  May  1828,  at  a good  yearly  rent  of  47  /. 
The  lessee  however  took  possession  of  the  premises  on  25th  October  1827,  under 
an  agreement  that  he  was  to  pay  rent  at  the  rate  of  47  /.  a year  from  thence 
to  the  period  when  the  term  in  his  lease  was  to  commence. 

The  butcher’s  shop  and  slaughter-house,  &c.  which  was  erected  in  1819,  is  let 
to  James  Wood,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a good  rent  of  7/. 

Out  of  the  income  arising  from  the  sources  above  mentioned  there  is  paid 
13/.  Is.,  as  the  interest  of  the  sum  of  231/.  borrowed  from  the  School-stock, 
and  31.  3 s.  per  annum  to  Mr.  Shaw,  for  keeping  the  accounts,  nothing  being 
charged  by  him  on  this  account  to  the  other  charities,  for  which  he  also  acts  as 


treasurer.  A few  incidental  expenses  are  also  incurred,  and  out  of  the  residue 
boys  and  girls  of  the  township  of  Ashton  are  placed  out  apprentices,  with  pre- 
miums never  exceeding  the  sum  of  31.  The  expenses  of  drawing  the  inden- 
tures are  also  paid,  and  occasionally  the  children  are  provided  with  a portion  of 
clothing.  In  some  instances  no  premium  is  paid,  and  in  others  merely  a sum 
of  5s.  In  the  last  six  years  89  children  have  been  thus  placed  out. 

In  the  years  1822,  1823,  and  1824,  the  expenditure  beyond  the  payment  of 
apprentice-fees,  and  the  expenses  attendant  thereon,  was  very  small,  and  in 
January  1825  there  was  a balance  of  17 /.  14-5.  11c/.  Since  that  time  the  fol- 
lowing payments  have  been  made  :

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These  payments  were  made  according  to  a resolution  of  the  trustees,  at  a 
meeting  held  12th  January  1826,  at  which  ten  of  the  trustees  were  present,  in 
consideration  of  the  state  of  the  funds  of  the  apprentice-stock  charity,  and  the 
increase  which  the  said  charity  would  receive  on  the  falling-in  of  the  Blakeley 
estate.  And  it  is  stated  in  their  resolution  that  they  acted  upon  the  proviso  in 
one  of  the  old  deeds  of  the  apprentice-stock,  whereby  it  was  provided,  that  it 
should  not  be  lawful  for  any  trustees  to  convert  any  part  of  the  said  sum  of 
money  to  any  other  use  without  the  consent  of  the  chiefest  part  of  the  trustees 
for  the  time  being.  We  conceive,  however,  that  the  trustees,  particularly  as 
there  is  no  clause  to  this  effect  in  the  modern  trust-deeds,  or  in  the  deed  of 
1825,  under  which  they  hold,  are  not  justified  in  applying  the  income  in  any 
©ther  manner  than  in  placing  out  apprentices,  and  paying  the  necessary  expenses 
of  the  trust. 

After  the  payment  of  the  sums  above  mentioned  there  was,  on  the  12th 
January  1826,  a balance  of  22/.  15  s.  2 d.  against  the  charity. 

In  1826  and  1827  a sum  of  about  230/.  was  laid  out  in  building  a new  stable, 
hayloft  and  granary  above,  and  a brewhouse  and  pantry  at  the  Fleece  Inn. 

The  balance  against  the  charity,  10th  January  1828,  was  239/.  3s.  8 d.  With 
respect  to  this,  and  the  other  charities  in  this  township,  interest  is  allowed  to 
the  treasurer  on  the  sums  advanced  by  him,  and  paid  by  him  for  any  balance 
he  may  have  in  hand. 

Burn’s  Charity. 


James  Burn , by  Deed-poll,  bearing  date  26th  January  1782,  charged  his  Burn's  Charity, 
messuage  and  tenement,  called  Stubshaw  Cross,  with  the  several  closes  there- 
unto belonging,  situate  in  Ashton,  with  the  payment  of  42 s.  yearly,  from  the 
time  of  the  decease  of  himself  and  his  wife,  on  the  1st  October  yearly,  to  the 
minister  and  chapelwardens  for  the  time  being  of  the  chapel  of  Ashton.  And 
he  directed  that  the  said  minister  and  chapelwardens  for  the  time  being  should 
lay  out  the  same  (except  2 s.  to  be  retained  for  expenses)  in  the  purchase  of  bed- 
gowns and  petticoats,  and  should  distribute  the  same  on  5th  November,  yearly, 
amongst  poor  widows  of  and  belonging  to  Ashton,  and  he  gave  a power  of  entry 
and  distress  to  the  said  minister  and  chapelwardens  in  case  of  non-payment. 

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  12th  May  1798,  reciting  an  indenture  of  feoff- 
ment, bearing  date  28th  January  1782,  whereby  James  Burn  conveyed  to 
Richard  Cookson  and  his  heirs  the  messuage  called  Stubshaw  Cross,  subject  to 
the  payment  of  42s.  yearly,  as  above  mentioned,  upon  trust,  that  after  the  decease 
of  the  said  James  Burn  and  his  wife  the  said  Richard  Cookson  should  sell  the 
same,  and  apply  the  produce  as  therein  mentioned ; and  further  reciting,  that 
the  said  James  Burn  and  his  wife  being  dead,  the  premises  above  mentioned 
were  sold  by  auction  on  the  12th  October  then  last  past,  and  that  James 
Davenport  was  the  purchaser  thereof,  subject  to  the  said  rentcharge  of  42s.,  at 
the  price  of  704/.,  the  said  Richard  Cookson,  in  consideration  of  the  said  sum  of 
704/.,  granted  to  the  said  James  Davenport  and  his  heirs  the  messuage  and 
tenement  called  Stubshaw  Cross,  with  the  closes  thereto  belonging,  containing 
by  estimation  5 l acres,  large  measure,  to  the  intent  that  the  curate  and  chapel- 
wardens of  the  chapel  of  Ashton,  should  yearly,  on  the  1st  October,  receive  for 
the  purposes  in  the  said  indenture  of  feoffment  mentioned,  out  of  the  profits  of 
the  said  premises,  42  s.,  chargeable  with  which  the  said  James  Davenport  had 
purchased  the  same,  and  might  in  case  of  failure  thereof  recover  the  same  by 
distress,  and  subject  thereto  to  the  use  of  the  appointee  of  the  said  James 
Davenport ; and  the  said  Richard  Cookson  covenanted  against  all  encum- 
brances except  the  said  yearly  rent  of  42s.  And  the  said  James  Davenport 
for  himself,  his  heirs,  &c.  covenanted  with  Richard  Cookson  that  he  would 
pay  the  said  rentcharge  yearly  on  the  1st  October,  to  the  curate  and  chapel- 
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Ashton.  wardens  of  Ashton  ; and  further,  that  he  would,  at  the  request  and  charge  of 

the  said  Richard  Cookson,  or  of  the  said  curate  and  chapelwardens,  do  all 

Burn's  Charity,  furt]ier  acts  for  the  better  securing  the  said  rentcliarge. 

i cmllnu^(  • ■ rjpjie  premises  were  subsequently  sold  by  Mr.  Davenport  to  Mr.  Claughton, 

who  became  bankrupt  in  1824,  and  the  estate  in  question  was  sold  by  the 
assignees,  under  his  commission,  by  auction,  in  September  1826,  with  other 
estates  belonging  to  the  bankrupt. 

Lot  50  comprises  the  estate  called  Stubshaw  Cross,  which  in  the  printed 
particulars  is  stated  to  contain  a house,  barn,  &c.  and  closes,  containing  in 
the  whole  4 a.  3r.  16p.  Cheshire  measure,  and  the  following  words  are  added, 
“ This  estate  is  subject  to  the  payment  of  2/.  2 s.  per  annum  to  the  curate 
and  chapelwardens  of  the  chapel  of  Ashton.” 

This  lot  was  purchased  by  Mr.  Burgess,  of  Ashton. 

It  appears  that  the  yearly  sum  was  paid  formerly,  but  since  Mr.  Burgess 
purchased  the  estate  the  payment  has  been  refused,  on  the  ground,  that  as  the 
deed  by  which  the  rentcharge  wras  intended  to  have  been  created  was  not 
enrolled,  the  gift  was  void  under  the  statute  of  9 Geo.  2,  c.  36. 

Ashton’s  Charity. 

Ashton’s  Charity.  In  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786  it  is  stated  that  Gerard  Ashton,  by 
Will,  in  1759,  gave  land  for  charitable  purposes  in  this  township,  then  vested  in 
William  Birchal,  and  producing  4/.  os.  per  annum.  Nothing  is  now  received 
in  respect  of  this  charity. 


We  are  informed  that  a sum  of  about  4/.  per  annum  was  formerly  paid  in 
respect  of  some  houses  in  Ashton,  and  distributed  to  the  poor,  but  that  these 
houses  were  held  on  lease  for  lives,  and  that  upon  the  determination  of  such 
lease  the  payment  was  discontinued. 

Culcheth.  TOWNSHIP  OF  CULCHETH. 

Twiss  Green  School. 

Twiss  Green  In  the  parish-register  there  is  an  entry,  stating  that  John  Guest , of  Abram, 
School.  gave  so  much  money  as  built  the  School  at  Twiss  Green,  and  also  gave  the 

sum  of  10/.  towards  a stock  for  the  said  school;  and  that  Adam  Share  and 
Christopher  Boardman  gave  10/.  each  for  the  same  purpose. 

The  school  supposed  to  have  been  erected  by  John  Guest  formed  part  of  an 
cld  building,  the  remainder  of  which  has  been  used  for  a great  length  of  time 
as  a workhouse.  In  the  year  1808,  a dwelling  for  the  master  having  been 
erected,  trustees  were  appointed,  and  by  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release, 
bearing  date  2d  and  3d  October  in  that  year,  between  the  several  persons  whose 
names  were  thereunto  subscribed,  land-owners  and  inhabitants  of  the  township 
of  Culcheth,  of  the  one  part,  and  the  Rev.  Geoffrey  Hornby,  rector  of  Win- 
wick,  the  Rev.  Thomas  Heyes,  of  Newchurch,  and  thirteen  others,  of  the 
other  part,  reciting,  that  the  messuage  or  dwelling-house,  school-house,  and 
hereditaments  thereinafter  mentioned,  were  some  time  theretofore  built  and 
intended  as  a school,  for  the  purpose  of  instructing  the  children  of  the  said 
township  and  its  immediate  neighbourhood  in  the  English  language,  and  in  the 
precepts  of  the  Christian  religion,  the  expenses  of  which  were  defrayed  by 
public  subscription  of  the  land-owners  and  inhabitants  of  the  said  township  and 
its  vicinity ; and  that  at  a meeting  of  the  said  land-owners  and  inhabitants  at 
Newchurch,  on  3d  July  last,  it  was  resolved,  that  it  would  materially  tend  to 
the  benefit  of  the  said  school  if  the  management  thereof  were  vested  in  the 
several  persons  above  named,  parties  of  the  second  part ; the  several  persons 
parties  of  the  first  part  conveyed  to  the  said  G.  Hornby  and  others,  and  their 
heirs,  the  said  messuage,  with  the  school-house,  upon  trust,  to  permit  the 
master  of  the  said  school  for  the  time  being  to  enjoy  the  said  dwelling-house, 
with  its  appurtenances,  and  to  permit  the  said  school-house  to  be  used,  as  it 
then  was,  for  a school  to  instruct  the  children  of  the  said  township  and  its 
neighbourhood  in  the  English  language,  and  the  precepts  of  the  Christian  reli- 
gion. And  it  was  provided,  that  the  said  trustees,  and  their  successors,  from 
time  to  time  as  occasion  should  require,  should  elect  a proper  schoolmaster  to 
teach  in  the  said  school,  and  should  have  power,  as  there  should  be  occasion, 

to 
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to  displace  him  from  teaching  and  inhabiting  the  said  dwelling-house  ; and 
it  was  further  provided,  that  whenever  the  number  of  trustees  should  by  death 
or  otherwise  be  reduced  to  six,  the  survivors  should  appoint,  and  convey  the 
said  premises  to,  so  many  other  persons  as  would  complete  the  number  of 
fifteen,  being  land-owners  or  inhabitants  of  the  said  township,  so  as  the  rector 
of  Winwick  and  the  curate  of  Newchurch  for  the  time  being,  should  always 
be  included  in  the  number  of  the  said  trustees.  Subscribed  to  the  said  inden- 
tures are  the  names  of  James  Smith  and  39  other  persons. 

About  the  year  1820  a subscription  was  raised  and  applied  in  erecting  a new 
school-house,  about  30  yards  from  the  buildings  before  mentioned,  and  the 
old  school-house,  except  the  east  end  of  it,  was  given  up  to  the  township  for 
a workhouse.  The  east  end  was  retained  with  the  intention  of  fitting  it  up  for 
the  residence  of  a master,  who  should  teach  the  boys,  in  respect  of  Johnson’s 
charity  hereafter  mentioned  ; but  this  plan  has  not  yet  been  carried  into 
execution. 

Two  of  the  sums  of  10  /.,  mentioned  in  the  register,  with  a further  sum  of 
80  /.,  bequeathed  by  Thomas  Shaw  for  the  use  of  the  poor,  making  up  all  toge- 
ther 100/.,  appear  to  have  been  placed  several  years  ago  in  the  hands  of  one 
John  Battersby,  deceased  ; and  it  is  supposed  that  two  cottages,  with  some  land 
belonging  thereto  in  Culcheth,  formerly  the  property  of  John  Battersby,  were 
charged  witli  the  payment  of  the  interest.  We  have  not,  however,  been  able 
to  discover  any  documents  relating  to  this  security.  The  interest  has  been 
regularly  paid  on  or  about  St.  Thomas’s-day,  by  the  owners  of  the  premises 
above  mentioned,  which  are  now  the  property  of  Abraham  Peters,  of  Parbold. 

The  other  sum  of  10  /.  is  supposed  to  have  been  laid  out  in  like  manner  upon 
the  security  of  a field  called  Wood’s  Field,  formerly  the  property  of  Ann  Green, 
and  now  of  Christopher  Green,  of  Risley,  who  pays  10  s.  yearly  to  the  school- 
master, as  the  interest  thereof. 

The  schoolmaster,  who  is  appointed  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  in- 
dentures executed  in  1808,  has  the  use  of  the  new  school-house,  and  in  respect 
of  the  sum  of  30 s.  paid  to  him  as  the  interest  of  the  30  /.  above  mentioned,  he 
instructs  in  reading  four  poor  girls,  who  are  appointed  by  the  overseers,  or  some 
of  the  principal  inhabitants,  every  St.  Thomas’s-day.  He  has  also  other  scho- 
lars, for  whose  instruction  he  makes  his  own  charge ; and  he  likewise  instructs 
a certain  number  of  boys  in  respect  of  the  following  charity. 

Johnson’s  Charity. 

Henry  Johnson,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  29th  July  1727,  gave  to  his  wife 
during  her  widowhood  the  interest  of  221  /.  3s.  3d.  South  Sea  stock,  of 
221/.  3s.  3d.  South  Sea  annuities,  and  of  50/.  which  he  had  in  the  India 
Company,  and  after  her  death  or  marriage  he  gave  the  said  South  Sea  stock 
and  annuities,  and  the  interest  of  the  50/.  bond,  and  also  the  interest  of  120/., 
for  which  he  had  bonds  by  him,  for  the  free  schooling,  at  Twiss  Green  school, 
within  Culcheth,  of  so  many  of  the  poorest  Protestant  children  within  Cul- 
cheth, as  the  interest  would  yearly  find,  with  schooling  and  books,  and  with 
a new  coat,  waistcoat  and  breeches,  shoes  and  stockings,  and  a bonnet  for 
each  of  them,  to  be  made  and  given  to  them  by  the  trustees  in  the  new  church 
on  All  Saint’s-day ; and  he  appointed  the  Rev.  Dr.  Annesley,  rector  of  Win- 
wick, and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Ward,  curate  of  Winwick,  and  their  successors, 
trustees,  with  full  power  to  act  therein  ; and  he  directed  his  executors  to  build 
a seat  between  the  church-door  and  the  belfry,  for  the  accommodation  of  the 
children,  with  the  consent  of  the  rector  and  ordinary. 

The  property  derived  from  the  above-named  testator,  consists  of  132/.  17$.  6d. 
New  South  Sea  annuities,  645/.  9s.  3d.  Old  South  Sea  annuities,  and 
48/.  14^.  7 d.  South  Sea  stock,  standing  in  the  name  of  the  Accountant 
General  to  the  credit  of  the  cause,  Attorney  General  v.  Stanley,  in  pursuance 
of  an  order  of  the  Court  of  Chancery  in  the  said  cause,  made  12th  April,  1758. 
The  annual  produce  of  these  funds  amounts  to  2 51.  Is. 

There  is  also  a sum  of  155  /.  placed  out  at  interest,  with  other  money 
belonging  to  the  incumbent  of  the  chapelry  of  Newchurch,  and  now  in  the 
hands  of  John  Cockshot,  esquire. 

For  these  sums  the  rector  of  Winwick,  and  curate  of  Newchurch,  hold  two 
bonds,  the  one  bears  date  29th  August  1783,  and  was  given  by  Thomas 
Naylor,  and  James  Naylor,  to  the  Rev.  Geoffrey  Hornby,  and  the  Rev.  Robert 
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Culcheth.  Barker,  for  the  sum  of  l80/.  with  interest;  of  which  sum,  it  appears  by  a 
note  upon  the  bond,  50/.  belonged  to  the  curate  of  Newchurch. 

Johnson’s  Chanty,  The  other  bond  bears  date  29th  August  1809,  and  was  given  by  Thomas 
v-  u,ntl™e( ' j Green  and  John  Cockshot,  Joseph  Green  and  Richard  Swarbreck,  to  the  Rev. 

Geoffrey  Hornby  and  the  Rev.  Thomas  Heys,  for  the  sum  of  120/.  with 
interest,  at  5 per  cent,  and  indorsed  thereon  is  a memorandum  stating  that 
25/.  belonged  to  Johnson’s  charity,  and  9 51.  to  the  curate  of  Newchurch. 

The  interest  on  these  bonds  at  5 per  cent,  amounting  to  7 /•  15 s.  per  annum, 
is  regularly  paid  by  Mr.  Cockshot,  one  of  the  obligors  in  the  bond  of  1809, 
and  the  representative  of  the  obligors  in  the  bond  of  1783.  It  seems  however 
desirable  that  fresh  securities  should  be  given  for  these  sums. 

The  income  arising  from  the  sources  above  mentioned,  and  now  amounting 
to  32/.  16^.  per  annum,  is  received  by  the  Rev.  Joseph  Jones,  the  curate  of 
Newchurch,  who  has  for  several  years  had  the  sole  management  of  this 
charity. 

Sixteen  boys  of  the  township  of  Culcheth  are  appointed  by  Mr.  Jones  to  be 
taught  by  the  master  of  the  school  at  Twiss  Green,  who  receives  on  this 
account  a salary  of  91.  per  annum.  The  boys  are  appointed  generally  when 
about  eight  years  of  age,  and  are  allowed  to  remain  in  the  school  for  three 
years  ; they  are  taught  reading,  without  any  charge  to  their  parents,  but  if 
they  learn  writing  or  accounts,  they  are  required  to  pay  for  such  instruction. 
They  are  also  completely  clothed  twice  during  the  three  years  they  stay  at 
the  school.  The  income  of  the  charity  is  not  more  than  sufficient  to  supply 
these  demands. 

Shaw’s  and  Risley’s  Charities. 

Shaw’s  and  Risley’s  It  is  stated  in  the  register,  that  Thomas  Share,  who  was  also  a benefactor  to 
Chanties.  the  school,  gave  to  the  use  of  the  poor  80  /. ; and  that  John  Risley  gave  to  the 
poor  60/.,  which  lay  on  the  workhouse  in  Culcheth. 

The  sum  of  80/.  appears  to  have  been  laid  out,  with  20/.  belonging  to  the 
school,  as  already  stated  in  a former  part  of  this  Report,  and  the  60/.  given  by 
John  Risley  is  supposed  to  have  been  laid  out,  as  noticed  in  the  register,  in 
building  or  repairing  the  workhouse.  The  yearly  sum  of  3/.  is  paid  out  of  the 
poors  rate  as  the  interest  thereof,  and  added  to  the  interest  of  Shaw’s  legacy. 

The  amount,  viz.  7 /.  per  annum,  is  distributed  by  the  overseer  on  St. 
Thomas’s-day,  in  small  sums  varying  from  6d.  to  2 s.  amongst  such  of  the  poor 
of  the  township  as  are  thought  to  be  in  need.  A regular  account  is  kept  of 
the  distribution. 

Smith’s  Charity. 

Smith’s  Charity.  In  the  register  above  mentioned  it  is  also  stated  that  William  Smith,  of 
Culcheth,  left  lands  in  Culcheth,  called  Gregory’s  Land,  to  Ralph  Bate  and  his 
heirs,  paying  yearly  to  the  poor  of  Culcheth,  &c.  the  interest  of  GO/.  In  the 
Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786  this  benefaction  is  mentioned  as  having  been 
given  by  will  in  1626. 

The  property  charged  with  this  payment  comprises  two  fields,  called 
Shackshots,  part  of  a farm  now  belonging  to  Ellen  Clare.  These  fields  were 

bought,  as  we  are  informed,  by  her  grandfather  Blackburn,  subject  to 

this  charge. 

The  yearly  sum  of  SI.  appears  to  have  been  paid  formerly  in  respect  of  this 
benefaction,  but  for  several  years  past  the  payment  has  been  (improperly,  as  it 
seems)  reduced  to  48  s.  per  annum. 

This  sum  is  added  to  the  produce  of  the  following  charity,  and  distributed 
therewith  in  the  manner  hereafter  mentioned. 

Garton’s  Charity. 

Garton’s  Charily.  In  the  same  register  it  is  stated  that  Richard  Garton  gave  to  the  poor  5 1. 

a year,  to  be  paid  off  certain  lands  called  Radcliffe  Meadows.  In  the  Parlia- 
mentary Returns  of  1786  this  benefaction  is  mentioned  as  having  been  given 
by  will  in  I67O. 

The  lands  called  Radcliffe  Meadows  consist  of  five  or  six  Cheshire  acres, 

situate  in  the  township  of  Kenyon,  and  are  now  the  property  of 

Arrowsmith.  The  yearly  sum  of  5 /.  is  paid  by  Joseph  Hickson,  Mr.  Arrow- 
smith’s  tenant,  and  is  added  to  the  sum  of  2/.  8 s.  paid  in  respect  of  the  pre- 
ceding 
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ceding  charity.  The  amount,  7 1.  8 s.,  is  distributed  by  the  overseer  in  small 
sums,  varying  from  6d.  to  2s.  amongst  such  poor  persons  of  the  township  as 
are  thought  in  need,  every  Holy  Thursday. 

Yates’s  Charity. 

Ambrose  Yates,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  15th  January  1722,  gave  to  his 
cousins,  Henry  Bate  and  James  Bate,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  his  messuage  and 
tenement,  lands  and  premises,  with  the  appurtenances,  situate  on  or  near  Twiss 
Green,  within  Culcheth,  upon  trust,  that  they  should  yearly,  and  every  year, 
convert  the  yearly  rents  and  profits  into  money,  and  should  every  2d  February 
for  ever  distribute  the  same  to  and  amongst  such  poor  inhabitants  of  the  said 
town  of  Culcheth  as  they  and  the  survivors  of  them,  and  the  heirs  of  the  sur- 
vivor, should  conceive  to  have  need  and  want  thereof,  and  in  such  proportions 
as  they  should  think  meet  and  convenient. 

In  a conveyance  of  the  property  above  mentioned,  viz.  Indentures  of  Lease 
and  Release,  bearing  date  18th  and  19th  April  1698,  whereby  Geoffery  Flit- 
croft  conveyed  the  same,  in  consideration  of  90/.  to  the  testator,  Ambrose 
Yates.  The  premises  are  described  as  a messuage  and  tenement,  with  the 
closes,  &c.  in  Culcheth,  containing  by  estimation  four  acres,  or  thereabouts. 

The  premises  are  known  by  the  name  of  Quakers,  and  consist  of  a house 
and  outbuildings,  and  about  three  acres  of  land,  at  eight  yards  to  the  perch. 
They  are  now  in  the  occupation  of  John  Richardson,  as  yearly  tenant,  at 
10/.  10s.  per  annum  ; but  it  is  stated  that  12/.  or  13/.  would  not  be  too  high 
a rent.  A family  in  Culcheth,  of  the  name  of  Bate,  have  for  many  years  had 
the  letting  of  the  property,  and  the  sole  management  of  the  charity,  probably 
as  the  representatives  of  the  devisees.  After  the  death  of  the  late  Henry  Bate, 
his  sister,  Ann  Bate,  who  is  now  living  at  Risley,  succeeded  to  the  manage- 
ment of  the  charity,  and  continued  to  receive  the  rent,  and  dispose  of  it,  till  the 
present  year  1827,  when  her  nephew,  Thomas  Bate,  of  Macclesfield,  as  the  heir 
at  law  of  the  above-named  Henry  Bate,  and  consequently  the  legal  trustee  of 
the  charity,  demanded  the  rent  of  the  tenant.  He  has  since  received  about 
10/.  as  rent,  and  he  has  also  given  orders  for  cutting  down  some  trees  growing 
upon  the  land,  the  value  of  which  was  estimated  at  4/.  10s.  declaring  that  he 
intended  applying  the  produce  in  the  repairs  of  the  buildings. 

Previously  to  the  year  1828  the  amount  of  the  rent  was  distributed  to  the 
poor,  generally  in  the  month  of  May,  but  no  distribution  took  place  in  May 
1828,  although  Mr.  Bate  had  received  rent  from  the  tenant.  In  consequence 
of  this  circumstance,  connected  with  the  directions  for  cutting  down  and 
selling  the  trees  as  above  mentioned,  and  the  distance  at  which  Mr.  Bate 
resides  from  this  township,  considerable  dissatisfaction  appears  to  have  arisen. 

It  appears  to  us  that  this  charity  ought  not  to  be  left  entirely  to  the  manage- 
ment of  any  one  individual,  and  that  some  persons  resident  in  the  neighbourhood 
should  be  appointed  trustees,  to  whom  a conveyance  of  the  property  should  be 
executed ; and  we  trust  that  Mr.  Bate  will  consent  to  take  the  necessary  steps 
for  doing  this,  so  that  there  may  not  be  any  necessity  of  applying  to  the  Court 
of  Chancery. 

The  state  of  the  buildings  appears  to  be  such  as  to  require  a considerable 
sum  to  be  laid  out  in  repairs. 

LORDSHIP  OF  RISLEY. 

Almshouse. 

In  the  parish-register  it  is  stated  that  John  Risley  directed  that  an  almshouse 
should  be  built  for  the  poor  of  Risley  lordship,  which  was  built  accordingly; 
and  in  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786  it  is  stated  that  200/.  was  given  for 
this  purpose. 

There  are  six  small  tenements  in  Risley,  (which  is  a lordship  in  the  town- 
ship of  Culcheth),  with  good  gardens,  occupied  rent-free  by  six  poor  families  of 
that  lordship,  placed  there  by  the  agent  of  John  Blackburne,  esquire,  of  Hale, 
to  whom  the  lordship  of  Risley  belongs. 

Such  repairs  as  are  required  are  paid  for  by  the  occupiers  of  the  houses. 
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Ashton’s  Charity. 

William  Ashton , who  died  in  the  island  of  St.  Croix,  in  1814,  by  his  Will, 
bearing  date  1st  May  1813,  duly  executed  according  to  the  laws  of  that  island, 
after  leaving  several  pecuniary  legacies,  bequeathed  all  the  remainder  of  his 
estate,  real  and  personal,  arising  from  mortgages,  lands,  debts,  or  otherwise,  to 
Thomas  Hill  and  William  Smith  equally,  they  paying  out  to  the  poor  of  Risley, 
in  the  township  of  Culcheth,  in  Lancashire,  the  sum  of  10,000/.  sterling,  at  the 
discretion  of  his  executors  ; and  he  appointed  Arthur  Cooper,  George  Cooper, 
and  the  said  William  Smith  and  Thomas  Hill,  his  executors. 

The  amount  of  the  effects  left  by  the  testator  in  this  country  appears  to  have 
been  very  small,  and  to  have  been  received  by  Messrs.  Barrow  and  Nottage,  to 
whom,  as  creditors  of  the  deceased  administration,  with  the  will  annexed,  was 
granted  at  Chester,  23d  October  1817. 

For  securing  the  legacy  left  to  the  poor  of  Risley,  a bond  duly  executed  and 
registered,  bearing  date  St.  Croix,  2d  January  1819,  was  given  by  William 
Smith,  of  the  island  of  St.  Croix,  one  of  the  executors,  whereby,  for  value 
received,  he  acknowledged  himself  justly  indebted,  and  bound  himself  to  pay 
in  the  following  manner  the  sum  of  10,000/.  sterling  money  of  Great  Britain, 
with  legal  and  indemnifying  interest  from  that  date,  viz.,  to  pay  to  the  legal 
representatives  of  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Risley,  or  his  or  their  order,  on  the 
1st  June,  annually,  the  interest  on  the  said  10,000/.,  the  first  payment  to  com- 
mence on  the  1st  June  then  next,  and,  in  case  of  its  being  determined  to  with- 
draw this  money  from  the  dominions  of  his  majesty  the  King  of  Denmark, 
he  thereby  bound  himself,  on  having  12  months  notice,  to  pay  to  the  aforesaid 
representatives  the  sum  of  7,500  /.  sterling,  by  five  equal  and  annual  instal- 
ments, with  the  legal  and  indemnifying  interest  on  the  same  ; and  also  to  pay 
on  the  same  terms,  into  his  Majesty’s  treasury,  the  remaining  2,500/.,  being 
the  sixths  and  tenths  due  on  such  legacy,  being  so  remitted  to  a foreign  coun- 
try ; all  the  said  payments  to  be  made  on  the  1st  of  June  of  the  year  in  which 
they  should  be  due.  And  for  the  due  performance  of  the  said  bond  he  thereby 
mortgaged  the  estate  called  Enfield  Green,  situate  in  Princes  Quarter,  No. 

, of  the  island  of  St.  Croix,  with  all  the  negroes,  buildings,  stock  and 
appurtenances,  next  in  priority  after  those  encumbrances  already  recorded 
against  the  property ; and  he  thereby  further  subjected  himself  for  punctual 
fulfilment  of  this  bonded  engagement  to  a special-court-action  in  Christian- 
stad’s  jurisdiction. 

In  January  1816  an  information  was  filed  by  the  Attorney -general  at  the 
relation  of  John  Blackburne,  esquire,  against  Thomas  Hill  and  William  Smith, 
two  of  the  executors  of  the  said  William  Ashton,  setting  forth  the  will  of  the 
said  testator,  and  stating  that  at  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  entitled  to  a small 
real  estate  in  this  country,  and  was  also  possessed  of  considerable  personal  estate 
to  a large  amount ; and  also  stating,  that  the  said  Thomas  Hill  and  William  Smith, 
two  of  the  said  executors,  and  the  residuary  legatees  named  in  the  said  will, 
had  proved  the  same  in  the  proper  ecclesiastical  court,  and  had  possessed  them- 
selves of  personal  property  of  the  said  testator  sufficient,  after  payment  of  his 
debts,  &c.  to  pay  the  said  legacy  of  10,000/.;  that  the  said  John  Blackburne 
was  the  owner  of  the  whole  or  the  principal  part  of  Risley,  which  was  a hamlet 
in  the  township  of  Culcheth,  and  was  desirous  of  having  the  said  legacy  applied 
for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  said  hamlet.  The  information  further  stated, 
that  Arthur  Cooper  and  George  Cooper,  the  other  executors,  were  resident 
abroad;  and  it  was  prayed  that  the  said  legacy  of  10,000/.  to  the  poor  of 
Risley  might  be  declared  a good  and  valid  bequest,  and  that  the  same  might 
be  paid  pursuant  to  the  directions  of  the  said  testator ; that  the  said  executors 
should  prepare  a scheme  for  the  application  of  the  said  charity,  and  that  it 
might  be  referred  to  one  of  the  Masters  for  his  approval,  and  that  he  should 
also  approve  of  proper  persons  to  be  trustees  ; that  the  said  defendants  might 
be  compelled  to  pay  the  said  legacy  into  court,  and  that  the  same  might  be  in- 
vested in  their  names,  or  in  the  names  of  such  persons  as  should  be  appointed 
trustees,  and  that  in  case  the  said  defendants  should  not  admit  assets,  an  account 
might  be  taken  of  the  testator’s  personal  estate,  and  of  the  application  thereof, 
and  of  his  debts,  &c.  and  the  said  debts  might  be  paid  in  a due  course  of  adminis- 
tration. 
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tration,  but  first  out  of  the  said  testator’s  money,  secured  by  mortgage,  so  far  Risley. 
as  the  same  would  extend.  r . 

Thomas  Hill,  one  of  the  defendants,  put  in  his  answer,  in  which  he  stated  J S continued'1 

that  the  whole  of  the  personal  estate  and  effects  of  the  said  testator,  except  the  v ^ ✓ 

sum  of  1,000  /.,  or  thereabouts,  in  the  bank  of  Messrs.  Heywood  and  Co.,  of 
Liverpool,  were  in  the  Island  of  St.  Croix,  and  that  the  same  were  liable  to 
answer  debts  owing  by  the  testator  to  a large  amount ; that  the  will  of  the 
said  testator  had  not  then  been  proved  in  this  country ; that  he  the  said 
defendant  had  not  possessed  himself  of  any  part  of  the  testator’s  personal 
estate,  but  whether  his  co-executors  had  so  done,  or  whether  the  said  testator’s 
property  was  more  than  sufficient  to  satisfy  all  his  debts  and  the  legacies  given 
by  his  said  will  the  defendant  did  not  know. 

In  March  1820,  a petition  was  presented  to  the  Court  of  Chancery  by  John 
Blackburne,  esquire,  and  John  Ireland  Blackburne,  his  eldest  son,  proprietors 
of  lands  within  the  lordship  of  Risley,  the  Reverend  James  John  Hornby,  rector 
of  Winwick,  the  Reverend  Joseph  Jones,  incumbent  of  the  chapel  of  New- 
church,  Abraham  Brookes,  and  John  Winstanley,  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  said 
township  of  Culcheth  ; setting  forth  the  will  of  the  said  testator  ; that  he  died 
7th  September  1814  ; that  the  said  will  was  proved  by  all  the  executors  in  the 
Island  of  St.  Croix ; that  William  Smith  was  then  resident  in  England,  and 
that  he  had  proved  the  will  in  the  ecclesiastical  court  of  Chester,  and  thereby 
became  the  legal  personal  representative  of  the  said  testator  resident  in  Eng- 
land, and  that  the  other  executors  were  resident  in  the  Island  of  St.  Croix  ; 
that  all  the  debts,  &c.,  of  the  said  testator  had  been  paid,  and  that  there  re- 
mained in  the  hands  of  his  executors  more  than  sufficient  for  the  payment  of 
the  legacies  given  by  the  will  of  the  said  testator.  The  petition  also  set  forth 
the  bond  of  2d  January  1819,  which  bond,  it  was  stated,  was  deposited  in  the 
hands  of  the  government  of  the  Island  of  St.  Croix,  and  that  the  interest 
thereon  was  at  the  rate  of  61.  15 s.  per  cent;  and  it  further  stated,  that  the 
township  of  Culcheth  comprised  four  lordships,  viz.  Culcheth,  Risley,  Holcroft, 
and  Pesfurlong,  and  other  estates,  which  formed  no  part  of  the  said  lordships, 
and  that  all  the  rates  for  the  poor,  &c.  were  levied  upon  the  township  at  large. 

The  petition  further  stated,  that  the  testator  had,  as  it  was  alleged,  frequently 
declared  his  intention  that  the  said  legacy  should  be  applied  lor  the  education 
of  the  poor  of  Risley,  but  that  the  petitioners  were  unacquainted  with  the 
facts  of  such  declaration,  and  submitted  the  effect  thereof,  if  such  should 
have  been  made,  to  the  court;  and  that  the  petitioners  were  desirous  of 
having  the  said  legacy  remitted  to  this  country,  and  applied  according  to 
; the  directions  of  the  will ; and  it  further  stated,  that  an  information  had 
been  filed  as  above  mentioned;  that  “William  Smith ” had  alone  appeared 
and  put  in  his  answer,  and  that  no  further  steps  had  been  taken  on  ac- 
count of  the  residence  of  the  other  executors  out  of  this  country.  And  the 
petition  prayed  that  the  said  William  Smith  might  be  ordered  to  call  in  the 
said  legacy  of  10,000/.,  and  that  the  same,  or  such  parts  thereof  as  should  be 
remitted  to  this  country,  might  be  invested  according  to  the  directions  of  the 
court ; that  it  might  be  declared  to  what  purpose  the  legacy  was  applicable  ; 
that  it  might  be  referred  to  the  Master  to  approve  of  a scheme  for  the  said 
charity ; that  if  necessary,  trustees  should  be  appointed  to  act  with  the  said 
executors ; that  the  Master  might  inquire  to  what  deductions  the  said  legacy 
was  liable  by  the  laws  of  the  island  of  St.  Croix  ; and  that  the  said  John 
Blackburne  might  be  indemnified  in  obtaining  leave  to  dismiss  the  said  informa- 
tion, and  that  his  costs,  and  those  of  the  other  parties,  might  be  allowed  out  of 
the  said  legacy. 

By  an  order  of  the  Court  of  Chancery,  made  upon  the  said  petition  of  John 
Blackburne  and  others,  on  the  2d  August  1820,  it  was  referred  to  Mr.  Stephen, 
one  of  the  Masters  of  the  said  court,  to  inquire  and  state  to  the  court  what 
deduction  would  be  made  by  the  law  of  Denmark  on  remitting  the  said 
legacy  of  10,000/.  And  it  was  further  ordered,  that  Arthur  Cooper,  George 
Cooper,  William  Smith,  and  Thomas  Hill,  the  executors  of  the  said  testator, 
should  get  in  and  remit  to  England  so  much  of  the  said  legacy  as  should  remain 
after  such  deduction,  and  after  making  all  just  and  proper  allowances  ; and  that 
the  same,  after  deducting  the  amount  of  costs  as  thereinafter  mentioned,  as  the 
same  should  be  received,  should  be  paid  into  the  Bank,  with  the  privity  of  the 
Accountant-general,  and  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  3 per  cent  Consols.  And 
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it  was  further  ordered  that  it  should  be  referred  to  the  said  Master  to  approve 
of  a scheme  for  carrying  the  charitable  intention  of  the  said  testator  into  exe- 
cution, and  that  the  said  Master  should  tax  the  costs  (as  between  solicitor  and 
client)  of  the  petitioners,  and  of  the  said  executors,  and  the  costs  of  all  parties 
to  the  information  filed  on  the  19th  January  1816  ; and  that  such  costs  when 
taxed  should  be  paid  out  of  the  money,  when  so  remitted,  previously  to  the 
same  being  paid  into  court. 

A scheme  was  prepared  by  the  petitioners  for  erecting  almshouses,  and  for 
establishing  a charity-school,  and  for  other  modes  of  applying  the  income  of 
this  charity,  when  the  legacy,  and  the  interest  thereon,  should  be  remitted. 

No  further  proceedings  have  hitherto  taken  place  in  the  Court  of  Chancery. 
The  first  step  to  be  taken  was  to  obtain  the  appointment  of  an  agent  who 
would  give  such  security  as  required  by  the  rules  of  the  court,  and  who  should 
have  power  to  act,  as  should  seem  best  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  the  prin- 
cipal or  the  interest  of  the  legacy. 

Endeavours  have  been  made  by  Mr.  Blackburne  to  find  some  person  who  will 
undertake  this  agency,  but  hitherto  without  success.  We  understand,  however, 
that  he  is  still  waiting  for  an  answer  to  an  application  which  he  has  made  for 
this  purpose. 

Inquiries  have  also  been  made  as  to  the  property  upon  which  the  money  is 
secured.  From  the  different  accounts  received  it  seems  doubtful  whether  the 
estate  is  of  sufficient  value  to  satisfy  all  the  debts  with  which  it  is  encumbered. 

Mr.  Blackburne  has  already  incurred  a considerable  expense  in  attempting 
to  recover  this  benefaction,  but  under  all  the  difficulties  which  occur  it  seems 
very  questionable  how  far  any  advantage  will  ultimately  be  derived  from  it. 

In  July  1823  a memorial  was  drawn,  praying  that  the  king  of  Denmark  would 
be  pleased  to  remit  the  payment  of  his  rights  upon  the  legacy  above  mentioned, 
which  was  presented  through  the  medium  of  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state, 
and  in  October  1823,  it  was  notified  to  J.  Blackburne,  esquire,  that  his 
Danish  majesty  had  been  pleased  to  accede  to  the  request  contained  in  suclv 
memorial. 


TOWNSHIP  OF  GOLBORNE. 

School. 

By  Indenture  of  Feoffinent,  bearing  date  19th  August  1826,  between  Wilmot 
Street,  the  elder,  of  the  one  part,  and  Samuel  Street,  and  eleven  others,  of 
the  other  part ; reciting  that  about  the  year  1791  the  said  Wilmot  Street 
and  other  persons  since  deceased,  being  desirous  of  establishing  a school  in 
the  township  of  Golborne,  for  the  educating  and  instructing  children  to  read 
and  write,  and  in  other  proper  and  useful  learning,  built  a school  and  dwelling- 
house  for  the  master,  in  Golborne  ; and  that  as  an  endowment  for  the  same,  120/. 
was  appropriated  the  yearly  interest  thereof  to  be  paid  to  the  master  for  the 
time  being,  which  was  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  then  surveyor  of  the  highways, 
and  laid  out  in  the  improvement  thereof ; and  that  interest  thereon  at  the  rate 
of  5 per  cent  had  been  paid  by  the  said  surveyor  from  that  time,  for  the  benefit 
of  the  said  master,  but  that  no  settlement  or  declaration  of  trust  had  been 
executed,  the  said  Wilmot  Street  granted  and  enfeoffed  to  the  said  Samuel 
Street,  and  others,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  the  said  dwelling-house  and  school, 
with  the  yard,  garden,  See.  thereto  belonging,  and  assigned  to  them,  their  exe- 
cutors, &c.  the  said  sum  of  120/.  upon  trust,  to  suffer  the  schoolmaster  for  the 
time  being  to  reside  in  the  said  dwelling-house,  and  to  use  the  said  school,  and 
to  receive  the  yearly  interest  of  the  said  120/.  to  his  own  use  ; and  it  was 
provided  that  he  should  in  consideration  thereof  keep  the  said  premises  in  good 
repair,  and  teach  such  poor  children  belonging  to  the  township  of  Golborne  to 
read  and  write,  and  in  such  other  useful  and  proper  learning  for  poor  children, 
as  the  acting  trustees,  or  the  majority  of  them,  should  direct,  without  receiving 
any  other  salary,  gratuity  or  reward ; and  that  the  said  schoolmaster,  and  poor 
scholars,  should  from  time  to  time  be  nominated,  and  removed  and  suspended  for 
any  gross  offence,  irregularity,  miscarriage  or  neglect,  by  the  trustees,  or  the 
major  part  of  them  for  the  time  being ; the  schoolmaster  to  be  a person  profess- 
ing and  practising  the  principles  of  the  church  of  England ; that  the  said 
schoolmaster  should  be  at  liberty  to  take  any  other  scholars,  and  to  take  such 
.salaries  or  rewards  for  teaching  them  as  the  said  trustees  should  think  fit;  that 
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the  trustees  should  once  or  oftener  in  every  year  meet  at  the  said  school-house 
to  examine  into  any  neglects  or  irregularities  of  the  master  or  scholars,  and 
should  make  laws  and  ordinances  for  the  better  managing  of  the  said  school, 
and  the  better  government  of  the  master  and  scholars.  And  it  was  further 
provided  that  whenever  the  number  of  the  acting  trustees  should  be  reduced 
to  three,  the  continuing  or  acting  trustees  should  grant  and  assign  the  premises 
and  money  aforesaid  to  other  persons,  to  be  nominated  by  them  to  make  up  the 
number  12. 

The  school-premises  consist  of  a good  dwelling-house,  and  a school-room 
under  the  same  roof,  with  a garden  and  yard.  The  buildings  are  kept  in  repair 
by  the  master,  and  are  in  good  condition. 

The  master  receives  from  the  surveyor  of  the  highways  6/.  yearly,  as  the 
interest  of  the  sum  of  120/.  mentioned  in  the  deed  above  abstracted,  and  for 
this  payment  he  instructs  in  reading  and  writing  six  children  of  the  township  of 
Golborne,  who  are  nominated  by  the  trustees.  He  has  also  about  CO  scholars 
who  pay  for  their  instruction. 

Leadbeater’s  Charity. 

The  particulars  of  this  charity,  in  respect  of  which  the  poor  of  the  township 
of  Golborne  are  entitled  to  one  moiety  of  the  rent  of  certain  premises  in  this 
township,  will  be  found  in  our  account  of  the  charities  for  the  township  of 
Lowton. 

Mather’s  Charity. 

John  Mather , by  his  Will,  bearing  date  15th  May  1731,  gave  to  his  grand- 
son, Thomas  Mather,  all  his  housing  and  land  in  Golborne ; and  he  charged 
his  said  estate  with  the  sum  of  10  5.  per  annum,  to  be  paid  into  the  hands  of 
Leadbeater’s  feoffees,  every  2d  February,  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  Golborne 
for  ever. 

The  yearly  sum  of  105.  is  paid  by  Robert  Worsley,  the  owner  of  a house  and 
land  in  Golborne  called  Mather’s,  and  the  amount  is  added  to  the  share  of 
Leadbeater’s  charity  applicable  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  of  Golborne. 

Hooper’s  Charity. 

It  is  understood  in  the  township  that  Hannah  Hooper  left  20/.  to  the  poor  of 
Golborne  ; and  it  appears  from  a memorandum  written  upon  the  occasion,  that 
James  Leigh,  one  of  her  executors,  paid  over  the  amount  in  1782  to  Thomas 
Dickinson  for  the  township  of  Golborne. 

This  sum  was  probably  carried  to  the  township-account,  as  the  yearly  sum  of 
1 /.  is  paid  annually  out  of  the  rates.  This  is  also  added  to  the  share  of  Lead- 
beater’s charity  before  mentioned. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  HAYDOCK. 

Poors  Stock. 

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  24th  November  1706,  between  James  Kenyon, 
Edward  Worsley,  and  Matthew  Naylor,  of  the  one  part,  and  Matthew  Hough- 
ton, John  Birchall,  and  Henry  Banks,  of  the  other  part,  reciting  that  William 
Williamson,  alias  Harrison,  and  several  other  persons  therein  named,  gave 
several  sums,  amounting  in  the  whole  to  18/.  105.  for  the  relief  of  the  poor  in 
Haydock,  which  sum  was  at  the  disposal  of  the  parties  above  named ; in  per- 
formance of  the  charitable  intent  of  the  said  donors,  it  was  agreed  that  the  said 
parties,  and  such  other  persons  as  should  be  elected  as  thereinafter  mentioned, 
should  be  taken  to  be  rulers  and  governors  of  the  said  stock,  and  should  place 
out  the  same,  and  apply  the  interest  thereof,  on  St.  Thomas’s-day,  on  Haydock 
Green,  yearly,  for  the  relief  of  the  most  poor  and  needy  persons  dwelling  in  the 
lordship  of  Haydock,  in  shirts,  smocks,  or  other  necessaries ; and  that  when- 
ever any  of  the  said  governors  should  die,  or  depart  out  of  Haydock,  and  reside 
elsewhere,  the  governors  should  appoint  any  other  person  in  their  stead  to 
makeup  the  number  of  six,  provided  that  at  every  such  election  the  inhabitants 
of  the  then  dwelling-house  of  Henry  Banks  and  of  Matthew  Naylor  should  be 
chosen  before  any  other  persons. 

At  the  bottom  is  a list  of  several  additional  benefactions,  amounting,  with 
those  mentioned  in  the  deed,  to  the  sum  of  98/.  105. 
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A sum  of  money  arising  from  these  benefactions  is  supposed  to  have  been 
laid  out  on  the  workhouse  at  Newton,  in  this  parish,  belonging  to  the  townships 
of  Newton,  Haydock,  and  Golborne. 

The  exact  amount  of  this  money  is  not  known,  and  the  sum  allowed  as  the 
interest  thereof,  which  is  paid  out  of  the  township-rates,  has  varied  from 
61.  to  11. 

The  overseer  of  the  township  lays  out  this  money  annually  in  the  purchase 
of  linen,  which  is  distributed  in  portions  of  about  three  yards  to  each  person. 
The  distribution  takes  place  near  the  school,  generally  in  the  presence  of  two 
or  three  of  the  inhabitants.  As  the  whole  amount  of  the  benefactions  to  this 
township,  of  which  any  evidence  appears,  did  not  exceed  98/.  105.,  the  annual 
sum  for  which  the  township  is  to  be  considered  as  liable  may  perhaps  be  taken 
as  the  interest  on  that  sum,  viz.  4/.  185.  6d.  per  annum.

Poors  Cottages. 

Poors  Cottages.  In  the  register  of  the  charities  of  the  parish  of  Win  wick  there  is  an  account 
of  certain  monies  belonging  to  the  poor  of  Houghton,  Middleton,  and  Arbury, 
from  which  it  appears  that  there  were  in  the  hands  of  different  persons,  upon 
bond  or  mortgage,  several  sums  amounting  to  43/.;  and  it  is  also  stated,  that 
Mr.  Houghton  paid  125.  a year  off  the  Delf  House,  in  Middleton,  to  the  poor. 

It  further  appears,  that  with  part  of  the  principal  sums  above  mentioned  two 
cottages  in  Middleton  were  purchased  about  the  year  1745,  the  one  called 
Bates’s  and  the  other  Arrowsmith’s ; and  it  is  stated  in  the  register  that  in 
1755,  10/.  was  all  the  poors  stock  remaining. 

These  cottages  are  now  let  by  the  overseers  at  rents  amounting  together  to 
11/.  per  annum,  the  amount  of  which  appears  always  to  have  been  carried  to 
the  account  of  the  poors  rate,  though  it  seems  probable  that  it  ought  to  have 
been  distributed  to  the  poor  as  charity. 

Nothing  has  been  received  for  many  years  in  respect  of  the  125.  stated  to 
have  been  formerly  paid  by  Mr.  Houghton. 

Lowton.  TOWNSHIP  OF  LOWTON. 

School. 

School.  By  Indenture,  bearing  date  17th  December  1751,  between  Peter  Legh,  of 

Lyme,  lord  of  the  manor  of  Lowton,  Sir  Thomas  Grey  Egerton,  and  several 
others,  described  as  charterers  and  freeholders  of  the  said  manor,  of  the  one 
part,  and  Bennett  Legh,  eldest  son  of  the  said  Peter  Legh,  and  four  others, 
of  the  other  part ; the  said  Peter  Legh  and  others,  parties  of  the  first  part, 
granted  and  conveyed  to  the  said  Bennett  Legh  and  others  a new-erected 
building,  called  Lowton  School-house,  situate  at  the  north-west  end  of  the 
waste  called  Lowton  Heath,  and  a piece  of  ground  called  the  Little  Marsh, 
lying  on  the  north  side  of  Lowton  Common  Marsh,  and  divided  therefrom  by 
the  Marsh  Brook,  and  another  parcel  of  waste  ground  in  Lowton,  adjoining  to 
the  east  end  of  Ralph  Legh’s  orchard  in  Lowton,  containing  in  the  whole,  by 
estimation,  two  acres,  upon  trust,  that  all  the  said  parties  thereto  should  stand 
possessed  of  the  same,  for  the  use  of  such  wise,  prudent  and  discreet  per- 
son as  should  be  duly  elected  master  of  Lowton  school,  towards  the  aug- 
mentation of  his  salary ; and  that  every  such  person  as  should  receive  the 
rents  of  the  said  premises,  should  in  consideration  thereof  yearly,  teach  and 
instruct  in  Latin,  English,  writing  and  accounts,  any  number  of  poor  necessitous 
children,  of,  in,  or  belonging  to  the  township  of  Lowton,  free,  without  any 
reward  whatever,  not  exceeding  six  in  number,  at  the  discretion  of  the  trus- 
tees. And  it  was  agreed  that  the  said  trustees  should  have  the  nomination  of 
every  schoolmaster,  with  powers  to  have  every  candidate  examined  as  to  his 
learning  bv  the  curate  of  Lowton  for  the  time  being,  or  some  other  competent 
judge  ; and  that  they  should  have  power  to  remove  any  schoolmaster  that  should 
not  be  studious  and  diligent  in  his  place,  or  should  get  or  endeavour  to  get 
a settlement  in  the  said  township  for  himself  or  servants,  or  should  endeavour 
to  get  a license  for  the  said  school,  or  be  guilty  of  any  act  whatever  that  should 
be  displeasing  to  the  said  trustees.  And  it  was  provided,  that  whenever  the 
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trustees  should  be  reduced  to  three,  or  fewer,  the  survivors  should  within  12 
months,  at  the  cost  of  the  schoolmaster,  or  otherwise,  at  their  discretion,  con- 
vey the  said  premises  to  other  charterers  and  freeholders  of  Lowton. 

New  trustees  have  been  appointed  from  time  to  time  ; and  by  Indentures  of 
Lease  and  Release,  bearing  date  18th  and  19th  January  1824,  John  Blackburne, 
the  then  only  surviving  trustee,  conveyed  to  Thomas  Legh,  the  Rev.  Peter 
Legh,  the  Rev.  John  Pennington,  Richard  Marsh,  James  Bevan,  Philip  New- 
torn  James  Leigh,  Thomas  Darwell,  Richard  Poole,  Thomas  Houghton,  James 
Edwardson,  James  Worsley,  Anthony  Tyrer,  Ralph  Worsley,  and  John  Green, 
who  it  is  stated,  had  been  approved  of  as  trustees  by  the  freeholders,  at  a meet- 
ing called  for  the  purpose,  the  several  closes  of  land  called  the  School-lands, 
containing,  by  estimation,  3 acres  of  the  measure  there  used,  upon  the  trusts 
on  which  the  same  were  vested  in  the  said  John  Blackburne. 

The  premises  comprised  in  the  deed  above  abstracted  consist  of  a school,  and 
dwelling-house  for  the  master,  with  about  3 acres  of  land,  at  8 yards  to  the 
perch.  They  are  given  up  to  the  schoolmaster,  who  is  allowed  to  let  them  in 
such  manner  as  he  may  think  most  beneficial.  The  dwelling-house  and  land 
are  now  let  by  him,  and  are  stated  to  be  worth  about  20/.  a year. 

The  buildings  are  kept  in  a good  state  of  repair  at  the  expense  of  the  town- 
ship. 

The  present  master  was  appointed  about  two  years  ago,  having  been  first 
examined  and  found  competent  by  the  incumbent  of  the  chapelry.  He  takes 
six  children,  who  are  instructed  in  reading,  writing,  and  accounts,  without  any 
charge : he  has  also  other  children,  for  whose  instruction  he  is  paid,  but  the 
number  of  such  scholars  does  not  exceed  twenty-five. 

Leadbeater’s  Charity. 

The  Deed  whereby  this  charity  was  founded  appears  to  have  been  lost  for 
many  years.  It  is  however  alluded  to  by  the  founder,  William  Leadbeater,  in 
his  Will,  bearing  date  12th  March  1685,  and  proved  at  Chester,  whereby, 
after  stating  that  he  had  in  his  possession  an  estate  in  land  lying  in  Lowton  and 
Golburne,  which  he  had  already  settled,  so  that  the  yearly  profits  thereof  might 
be  paid  to  the  poor  people  living  in  Lowton  and  Golburne,  equally  betwixt  them, 
for  ever,  he  gave  40  /.  to  erect  at  his  house  in  Lowton  two  good  bays  of 
building,  and  10/.  more  to  raise  up  the  bay  called  the  Shop,  the  height  of  the 
aforesaid  bays,  which  he  computed  at  14  feet,  so  as  to  carry  slate  ; and  he 
thereby  directed  that  the  timber  on  his  said  lands  which  should  be  necessary 
for  the  building  should  be  cut  for  that  purpose  ; and  he  further  directed  that 
a large  stone  should  be  laid  upon  his  burial-place,  and  inscribed,  that  people 
might  read  and  know  how  he  had  left  his  estate  to  the  poor  of  Lowton  and 
Golburne. 

By  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release,  bearing  date  18th  and  19th  December 
1820,  between  Wilmot  Street,  and  Henry  Worsley,  of  the  first  part,  and  Henry 
Worsley  the  younger,  Joseph  Street,  Joseph  Bancks,  Samuel  Street,  the  Rev. 
John  Pennington,  curate  of  Lowton  chapel,  James  Bevan,  James  Worsley, 
Robert  Worsley,  Anthony  Tyrer,  Edward  Bancks,  James  Edwardson,  and 
John  Pennington,  of  the  other  part;  reciting  the  will  of  William  Leadbeater; 
and  further  reciting,  that  the  settlement  of  the  said  testator,  and  the  subse- 
quent deeds,  had  been  accidentally  destroyed  ; and  that  by  Indentures  of 
Lease  and  Release,  bearing  date  13th  and  14th  February  17875  reciting,  that 
the  premises  settled  by  the  said  testator  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  Lowton  and 
Golborne  had  been  from  time  to  time  vested  in  twelve  trustees,  and  that  three 
trustees  only  were  then  living,  the  said  three  survivors  conveyed  the  said  pre- 
mises to  certain  persons  therein  named,  of  whom  Wilmot  Street  and  Henry 
Worsley  the  elder,  of  Golborne,  were  the  survivors  ; the  said  Wilmot  Street  and 
Henry  Worsley  conveyed  to  the  said  Henry  Worsley  the  younger,  and  others, 
then  heirs  and  assigns,  a messuage  or  dwelling-house  and  tenement,  and  the 
closes  thereto  belonging  in  Lowton,  commonly  called  Leadbeater’s,  containing 
by  estimation  4|  acres  of  the  measure  there  used,  and  also  several  closes  in 
Golborne,  containing  by  estimation  3a.  3r.  like  measure,  in  trust,  to  apply 
the  rents  and  profits  to  poor  persons  of  the  like  description,  in  the  like  propor- 
tions, in  the  same  manner  and  at  the  same  times,  as  the  said  charity  had  usually 
theretofore  been  given  and  disposed  of ; and  it  was  provided,  that  when  the 
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number  of  trustees  should  be  reduced  to  three,  the  survivors  should  elect  and 
convey  to  twelve  new  trustees,  upon  the  like  trust. 

The  property  belonging  to  the  charity  consists  of  the  following  particulars  : 

1.  A house,  with  outbuildings  and  land,  in  Lowton,  containing  about  three 
acres  and  a half,  at  eight  yards  to  the  perch,  let  to  Robert  Livesey,  as  yearly- 
tenant,  at  a good  rent  of  22/.  10s.  a year. 

2.  About  an  acre  of  land  in  Lowton,  like  measure,  let  to  Thomas  Robinson, 
as  yearly  tenant,  at  a fair  rent  of  51.  10s.  This  land  was  allotted  about  the 
year  1703,  by  the  commissioners  of  the  Lowton  Inclosure,  to  the  trustees  of 
Leadbeater’s  charity. 

3.  A house  in  Lowton,  with  a small  garden  attached  thereto,  let  to  Peter 
Lythgoe,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a fair  rent  of  G /. 

4.  A farm-house,  with  shippon  and  weaving-shop,  and  about  three  and  three 
quarters  of  land,  like  measure,  in  Golborne,  let  to  William  Mort,  as  yearly 
tenant,  at  a fair  rent  of  18/. 

5.  A close  in  Golborne,  containing  about  three  quarters  of  an  acre,  like 
measure,  which  was  allotted  to  the  trustees  of  this  charity  at  the  time  of  the 
Golborne  Inclosure,  now  let  to  James  Unsworth,  at  a fair  rent  of  31. 

Out  of  these  rents,  amounting  at  the  present  time  to  551.  per  annum,  any 
expenses  which  may  have  been  incurred  are  first  deducted,  and  the  residue  is 
divided  into  equal  parts,  one  moiety  thereof  for  the  poor  of  Golborne,  and  the 
other  moiety  for  the  poor  of  Lowton. 

The  only  expense  which  has  occurred  of  late  years,  except  some  of  trifling 
amount,  was  that  of  recovering  part  of  the  premises  from  a former  tenant  by  an 
action  of  ejectment,  which  cost  about  40/. 

The  moiety  appropriated  to  the  poor  of  Golborne  is  received  by  Mr.  Wilmot 
Street,  one  of  the  trustees,  and  he  distributes  annually,  about  February,  a quan- 
tity of  linen  amongst  the  poor  of  that  township.  It  appears,  however,  that  he 
has  for  several  years  past  reserved  a balance  in  his  hands  varying  from  8 /.  to 
12/.,  and  at  the  last  distribution,  previously  to  our  Inquiry  in  March  1828,  about 
10/.  was  left  undisposed  of.  As  there  seemed  to  be  no  reason  for  reserving 
any  money  in  hand,  we  suggested  the  propriety  of  disposing  of  this  balance  to 
the  poor,  and  we  were  assured  that  immediate  steps  would  be  taken  for  this 
purpose. 

The  other  moiety  of  the  clear  rents  is  laid  out  in  linen  or  flannel,  which  is  dis- 
tributed under  the  superintendance  of  the  Reverend  John  Pennington,  the 
incumbent  of  the  chapelry,  to  the  poor  of  the  township  of  Lowton. 


France’s  Charity. 

France’s  Charity.  In  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786  it  is  stated  that  Richard  France  gave 
by  his  Will  to  the  poor  of  Lowton  the  sum  of  51.  then  vested  in  Thomas 
Guest. 

The  yearly  sum  of  5s.  is  paid  by  the  overseer  of  Lowton,  out  of  the  poor 
rates  in  respect  of  this  charity,  and  the  amount  is  distributed  with  the  share  of 
Leadbeater’s  charity  appropriated  to  the  poor  of  Lowton. 

Turner’s  Charity. 

Turner’s  Charity.  The  only  authentic  document  we  have  seen  which  refers  to  this  charity  is 
a Deed-poll,  bearing  date  18th  May  1713,  whereby  Henry  Morris  released  to 
the  executors  of  his  uncle,  Nicholas  Turner,  all  gifts,  &c.,  bequeathed  to  his 
said  uncle,  by  his  will  bearing  date  lGth  July  1712,  except  his  interest  in 
a close  called  the  Little  Meadow  in  Golborne,  charged  by  his  said  uncle’s  will 
with  the  payment  of  the  annual  sum  of  20s.  for  buying  linen  cloth  for  the  use 
of  the  poor  of  the  township  of  Lowton. 

A paper  was  also  produced  to  us  without  date,  which  stated  that  the  trustees 
named  in  the  will  of  the  late  Nicholas  Turner  were  James  Greene,  Richard 
Baxter,  Thomas  Guest,  and  Thomas  Greene,  and  that  the  annuity  of  20s.  was 
payable  yearly  on  the  feast  of  St.  John  the  Baptist. 

The  yearly  sum  of  20  s.  is  now  paid  by  Mr.  James  Leigh,  of  Ardwick,  the 
owner  of  a field  in  Golborne,  called  Golborne  Meadow.  This  sum  is  added  to 
the  Lowton  share  of  Leadbeater’s  charity,  and  distributed  therewith  to  the  poor 
of  Lowton. 
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Byrom’s  Charity. 

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  21st  February  1738,  between  Rebecca  Alanson, 
widow,  surviving  executrix  of  Robert  Alanson,  Mary  and  Thomas  Richardson, 
executors  of  John  Richardson,  Ralph  Leigh,  administrator  of  George  Leigh, 
and  Thomas  Naylor  and  John  Kenyon,  of  the  first  part,  and  John  Naylor, 
Thomas  Guest,  Hugh  Stirrup,  and  Henry  Ingham,  of  the  other  part;  reciting 
that  Elizabeth  Byroni,  widow,  bequeathed  to  the  poor  of  Lowton  501.,  and  that 
the  said  Robert  Alanson,  John  Richardson,  George  Leigh,  Thomas  Naylor, 
and  John  Kenyon,  had  laid  out  21/.,  part  thereof,  in  the  purchase  of  a cottage 
from  Francis  Battersby,  and  had  expended  9/.  in  repairing  and  building  a new 
house ; the  said  Rebecca  Alanson  and  others,  parties  of  the  first  part,  bargained 
and  sold  to  the  parties  of  the  second  part,  their  executors,  administrators  and 
assigns,  a messuage  or  dwelling-house,  orchard  and  garden,  in  Lowton,  called 
Brown’s  Cottage,  upon  trust,  to  employ  the  proceeds  for  the  maintenance  and 
relief  of  such  poor  persons  inhabiting  and  belonging  to  the  township  of  Low- 
ton,  in  such  manner  as  the  said  parties  of  the  first  and  second  part  should 
think  fit. 

By  Indenture  of  Lease,  bearing  date  14th  February  1791,  Thomas  Guest, 
overseer,  the  Reverend  Robert  Barker,  incumbent  of  Lowton,  James  Leigh, 
John  Worsley,  John  Green,  Henry  Worsley,  James  Clayton,  and  Thomas 
Leigh,  demised  to  Henry  Henshaw  a cottage  and  garden  in  Lowton,  called 
Brown’s  tenement,  and  also  a cottage,  with  a wheelwright’s  shop  adjoining, 
lately  built  by  the  said  Henry  Henshaw  upon  part  of  the  said  garden  and  pre- 
mises, for  the  term  of  99  years,  from  the  13th  February  then  last,  if  Henry 
Henshaw,  aged  20  years,  John  Henshaw,  aged  7,  and  Daniel  Henshaw,  aged 
6 years,  or  any  of  them,  should  so  long  live,  and  for  the  term  of  21  years  after  the 
death  of  the  survivor  of  them,  at  the  clear  yearly  rent  of  2/.  10s.;  and  the 
said  Henry  Henshaw  covenanted  to  keep  the  said  cottages  in  repair  during  the 
said  term. 

The  lessors  acting  as  trustees  of  a charity  seem  to  have  exceeded  their  autho- 
rity in  granting  this  lease,  though  it  were  in  consideration  of  the  expenses 
which  the  lessee  had  incurred  in  building  the  cottages  and  the  wheelwright’s 
shop.  The  premises  are  stated  to  be  worth  about  15/.  per  annum.  The 
three  lives  are  still  in  existence,  and  the  term  is  vested  in  Henry  Henshaw, 
the  son. 

The  yearly  rent  of  2 /.  10 s.  is  added  to  the  Lowton  share  of  Leadbeater’s 
charity,  and  distributed  therewith  to  the  poor. 

Poors  Cottages. 

The  overseers  of  the  township  have  in  their  possession  two  cottages,  with  a 
small  allotment  of  land,  the  rents  of  which  appear  formerly  to  have  been  dis- 
tributed to  the  poor. 

It  appears  however,  by  the  several  purchase-deeds  which  were  produced  to 
us,  that  the  premises  were  bought  for  the  general  use  of  the  township,  and 
there  is  no  reason  to  believe  that  the  consideration  was  derived  from  any 
charitable  bequest. 

The  rents  now  amounting  to  22/.  lOs.  per  annum,  are  applied  in  paying  off 
a sum  advanced  by  the  township  for  rebuilding  the  houses. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  NEWTON. 

School. 

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  17th  February  1752,  between  Peter  Legh,  of 
Lyme,  lord  of  the  manor  of  Newton,  of  the  first  part,  Thomas  Brotherton,  and 
several  others,  described  as  charterers,  and  freeholders  of  the  borough  and 
township  of  Newton,  of  the  second  part,  and  Bennett  Legh,  William  Banks 
the  younger,  John  Blackburne,  Thomas  Plumbe,  and  John  Legh,  of  the  third 
part ; reciting  that  John  Stirrup,  by  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release,  bearing 
date  20th  and  21st  November  1699,  conveyed  to  Peter  Legh  and  others  a 
messuage  called  Dean  School,  and  a close  of  ground  thereto  belonging,  in 
Newton,  without  declaring  any  trusts  of  the  same,  but  that  it  was  intended 
that  the  same  should  be  held  in  trust  for  the  schoolmaster  of  Dean  School ; 
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and  that  upon  the  death  of  the  said  Peter  Legh,  named  in  the  said  recited 
indentures,  the  property  became  vested  in  Peter  Legh,  party  thereto  ; and 
further  reciting,  that  the  said  John  Stirrup  gave  to  the  master  of  Dean  School 
an  annuity  of  SI.  issuing  out  of  a messuage  in  Newton  called  Crow-lane 
House,  which  premises  were  then  the  inheritance  of  the  said  Peter  Legh, 
party  thereto  ; the  said  Peter  Legh  granted  and  confirmed  the  said  annuity  of 
SI.  issuing  out  of  the  said  messuage  to  the  said  Thomas  Brotherton,  and 
others,  parties  of  the  second  and  third  parts,  their  heirs  and  assigns  ; and 
also  conveyed  to  them  the  said  messuage  or  tenement  called  Dean  School* 
and  the  ground  thereto  belonging  thereinafter  mentioned ; and  the  said 
Peter  Legh,  and  the  parties  of  the  second  part,  also  conveyed  to  the  said 
Bennett  Legh  and  others,  parties  of  the  third  part,  their  heirs  and  assigns, 
a close  containing  by  estimation  four  acres  of  land,  lately  inclosed  from  that 
part  of  Newton  Common  called  Leylands  Common,  upon  trust,  that  all  the 
said  parties  thereto,  except  Mrs.  Markland  and  Margaret  Stirrup,  should  be 
trustees  for  all  the  said  premises,  for  the  use  of  the  schoolmaster  of  Dean 
school ; and  upon  further  trust,  that  the  person  who  should  be  the  master  of 
the  school  for  the  time  being,  and  should  receive  the  rents  of  the  said  premises, 
should  yearly  teach  and  instruct  in  English  any  number  of  poor  necessitous 
children  of  the  said  township,  not  exceeding  ten  ; and  it  was  agreed  that  the 
said  Peter  Legh,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  should  have  the  sole  right  of  nomination 
of  such  schoolmaster,  with  power  of  displacing  and  removing  at  his  and  their 
will  and  pleasure  any  master  who  should  not  be  studious  and  diligent  in  his 
place,  or  who  should  obtain  for  himself  or  servants  a settlement  in  Newton,  or 
obtain  a license  for  the  said  school,  or  do  any  thing  displeasing  to  the  said 
Peter  Legh  and  his  heirs  ; and  it  was  provided,  that  whenever  the  number  of 
trustees  should  be  reduced  to  three,  the  survivors  should  within  12  months 
convey  their  inheritance  to  the  use  of  themselves  and  some  other  substantial 
persons,  charterers  and  freeholders  of  Newton,  upon  the  same  trusts. 

The  trustees  above  named  being  all  dead,  it  seems  desirable  that  a convey- 
ance should  be  obtained  from  the  heir  of  the  last  survivor  to  new  trustees, 
freeholders  of  Newton,  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  indentures  above 
abstracted. 

The  property  now  belonging  to  the  school  consists  of, 

1.  The  building  described  in  the  indentures  of  1699  as  a messuage,  called 
Dean  School,  which  is  now  converted  into  a cottage,  and,  with  a garden  and 
a close  containing  about  half  an  acre,  at  eight  yards  to  the  perch,  is  let  by  the 
schoolmaster,  at  8/.  a year. 

2.  Four  acres  of  land,  at  eight  yards  to  the  perch,  formerly  part  of  Ley- 
lands  Common,  and  another  close  taken  from  the  common  at  a later  period, 
with  the  consent  of  the  freeholders,  and  containing  nearly  the  same  quan- 
tity. These  premises  are  let  to  Thomas  Legh,  esquire,  at  a high  rent  of  38/. 

3.  There  is  also  another  field,  containing  nearly  two  acres,  like  measure, 
adjoining  the  last-mentioned  inclosure,  which  was  taken  from  the  common  at 
a still  later  period,  this  is  let  by  the  schoolmaster  at  a good  rent  of  61.  10 s. 
per  annum. 

4.  There  is  paid  the  yearly  rentcharge  of  31.  by  the  tenant  of  the  Crow-lane 
House  now  the  property  of  Thomas  Legh,  esquire. 

The  letting  of  the  lands  above  mentioned  is  left  entirely  to  the  schoolmaster, 
who  receives  the  rents,  and  the  annuity  of  31.  The  present  master  was  ap- 
pointed by  Thomas  Legh,  esquire,  in  1818  ; he  keeps  school  in  the  Court-house, 
which  has  been  used  for  this  purpose  for  upwards  of  50  years,  and  he  has  from 
70  to  100  children,  upon  an  average,  in  the  school,  chiefly  from  the  township 
of  Newton. 

The  children  belonging  to  the  township  are  taught  reading,  writing  and 
accounts,  without  any  charge. 


Charity  of  Low  and  Others. 

Lo^hant^  of  It  is  stated  on  tables  of  benefactions  in  the  chapel  of  Newton  that  James 
ow  and  others.  £ow,  in  1334^  an(]  many  other  persons  subsequently,  gave  several  sums, 
amounting  in  the  whole  to  273  /.,  for  the  use  of  the  poor. 

From  a book  of  accounts,  commencing  in  1733,  it  appears  that  the  poors 
stock  arising  from  these  sources  was  placed  out  in  small  sums  in  the  hands  of 

different 
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different  persons,  at  interest ; that  in  1767,  a part  having  been  probably  lost, 
there  was  ont  at  interest  243/.,  viz.  240/.  in  the  hands  of  Peter  Legh,  esquire, 
and  3 /.  in  the  hands  of  the  township.  In  1782,  an  additional  benefaction  of 
51.  was  added,  and  in  1793,  there  is  an  entry  in  the  township-books,  stating  that 
the  poors  stock,  then  amounting  to  288/.,  was  laid  out  upon  the  workhouse. 
Up  to  this  period  the  interest  appears  to  have  been  laid  out  in  linen,  which  was 
distributed  to  the  poor. 

At  a meeting  of  the  township,  held  26th  December  1825,  for  the  purpose  of 
appointing  trustees  for  the  management  of  the  poors  stock,  and  other  purposes 
relating  to  the  said  charity,  the  following  persons  were  appointed : — Thomas 
Legh,  esquire,  of  Lyme,  Meyrick  Bankes,  esquire,  the  Rev.  Peter  Legh,  and  the 
minister,  the  chapelwarden,  the  sidesman,  and  the  schoolmaster  for  the  time 
being.  It  was  also  agreed,  that  of  the  arrears  of  interest  due  up  to  that  time, 
amounting  to  144/.,  32/.  should  be  given  to  the  poor  in  cloth,  and  that  the 
remainder,  112/.,  should  be  added  to  the  poor-stock,  making  the  whole  amount 
400/.,  on  which  sum  it  was  agreed  the  interest  should  in  future  be  paid  at  the 
rate  of  5 per  cent,  out  of  the  poors  rates,  the  same  to  be  given  annually  on  St. 
Thomas’ s-day,  or  on  the  following  day,  if  it  should  happen  on  a Sunday.  It  was 
also  agreed  that  the  resolution  of  the  meeting,  so  far  as  determined  the  amount 
of  the  sum  to  be  given  in  future  years,  should  be  placed  on  the  tables  in  the 
chancel.  This  however  has  not  yet  been  done. 

In  the  year  1825  the  sum  of  46/.  8f.  was  paid  out  of  the  poor-rates,  viz.  32/. 
part  of  the  arrears  of  interest,  and  14/.  85.,  the  interest  on  288/.  for  that  year, 
and  in  1826  and  1827,  20/.  was  paid  from  the  poor-rates  as  the  interest 
on  400/. 

The  sums  thus  paid  have  been  laid  out  in  the  respective  years  above  men- 
tioned, with  the  interest  of  the  following  charity,  in  the  purchase  of  linen,  which 
has  been  distributed  by  the  chapelwarden,  at  Christmas,  to  such  poor  persons  set- 
tled in  the  township  of  Newton  as  have  not  received  parochial  relief  within  the 
preceding  twelve  months.  It  is  also  required  that  the  objects  of  charity  should 
be  frequent  attendants  at  some  place  of  divine  worship,  and  a certificate  to  this 
effect  is  required  of  those  who  reside  out  of  the  township. 

The  number  of  persons  who  received  the  benefit  of  these  charities  in  each  of 
the  two  last  years  was  about  190,  and  the  quantity  oflinen  given  to  each  person 
varied  from  three  to  twelve  yards. 

Bankes’s  Charity. 

In  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786  it  is  stated  that  Robert  Bankes , by  his 
Will,  in  1747,  Rft  to  the  poor  not  receiving  parish  relief,  40/.,  producing 
1/.  165.  per  annum. 

The  same  sum  is  entered  in  the  book  containing  the  accounts  of  the  pre- 
ceding charity  as  interest  of  money  in  Mr.  Bankes’s  hands  from  1790  to  1793, 
and  again  from  1825,  when  the  accounts  recommence.  This  sum  was  paid 
regularly  by  the  late  Meyrick  Bankes,  esquire,  and  is  now  paid  by  the  steward 
of  his  successor.  The  amount  since  1824  has  been  distributed,  with  the  pro- 
duce of  the  preceding  charities,  in  linen  to  the  poor. 

Charities  of  Brotherton  and  Legh. 

In  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786  it  is  stated,  that  — Brotherton 

gave  50/.  for  bread  to  the  poor,  producing  2/.  5 s.  per  annum. 

A sum  of  50/.,  probably  derived  from  the  donor  above  mentioned,  together 
with  100/.  left  by  Mrs.  Legh,  the  grandmother  of  Thomas  Legh,  esquire,  about 
the  year  1800,  appears  to  have  been  placed  in  the  hands  of  Thomas  Claughton, 
esquire,  who  became  bankrupt  about  four  years  ago. 

There  is  however  some  dispute  whether  Mr.  Claughton,  who  paid  7 /•  10s. 
yearly,  as  the  interest  of  this  money,  paid  the  whole  of  such  interest  on  his  own 
account,  or  whether  the  interest  of  50  /.,  part  thereof,  was  not  paid  on  account 
of  Thomas  Legh,  esquire,  for  whom,  during  his  minority,  and  several  years 
afterwards,  Mr.  Claughton  acted  as  agent.  The  chapelwarden  at  the  time  of 
Mr.  Claughton’s  bankruptcy  was  only  allowed  to  prove  100/.  under  the  com- 
mission, Mr.  Claughton  having  admitted  that  sum  only  to  have  been  in  his 
hands. 
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We  have  not  been  able  to  discover  any  evidence  tending  to  show  that  any 
part  of  this  money  was  in  Mr.  Legh  s hands. 

A dividend  of  about  2 s.  6d.  in  the  pound  was  at  the  time  of  our  Inquiry 
(March  1828,)  expected  to  be  made  from  Mr.  Claughton’s  effects. 

Don  on  UNKNOWN. 

The  yearly  sum  of  5l.  was  paid  annually  for  several  years  by  Mr.  Wagstaff, 
as  a«-ent  for  the  late  William  Brown  Brotherton,  esquire,  to  the  oldest  poor 
widow  in  Newton. 

This  payment  was  supposed  to  be  a charge  upon  Mr.  Brotherton’s  estate  in 
Newton,  which  was  sold  about  seven  years  ago  to  Thomas  Legh,  esquire,  and 
since  that  period  the  payment  has  been  discontinued. 

We  have  not  been  able  to  obtain  any  evidence  as  to  the  origin  of  this  pay- 
ment, or  any  proof  in  addition  to  what  is  above  stated  as  to  the  liability  of  the 
estate  purchased  by  Mr.  Legh. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  SOUTHWORTH  WITH  CROFT. 

School. 

By  Indenture  of  Feoffment,  bearing  date"  10th  July  1787>  between  the  Rev- 
Geoffrey  Hornby,  rector  of  Winwick,  and  the  Rev.  John  Lowe,  and  four  others 
therein  named,  and  also  the  several  other  persons  whose  names  were  thereunto 
subscribed,  being  freeholders  or  landowners  in  South worth-with-Croft,  of  the 
one  part,  and  the  Rev.  Thomas  Heyes,  curate  of  Newchurch,  of  the  other  part ; 
reciting  that  there  was  no  school  in  the  township  of  Croft,  and  that  the  inhabit- 
ants and  freeholders  there  had  lately  caused  a dwelling-house  and  school  to  be 
erected  on  or  near  a piece  of  waste  ground  called  Croft  Heath,  and  had  inclosed 
the  said  heath,  being  about  one  acre  of  land,  for  the  use  of  the  master  of  the 
said  school  for  the  time  being  ; the  said  Geoffrey  Hornby  and  others,  parties  of 
the  first  part,  according  to  their  several  interests  therein  granted  and  enfeoffed 
to  the  said  Thomas  Heyes,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  the  said  dwelling-house  with 
the  school,  and  also  the  piece  of  waste  ground  lately  inclosed  from  the  said 
heath  to  the  use  of  the  said  Geoffrey  Hornby,  and  his  successors  rectors  of 
Winwick,  the  said  Thomas  Heyes,  and  his  successors  curates  of  Newchurch, 
and  the  said  John  Lowe,  and  four  others  therein  above  named,  and  their  succes- 
sors, to  be  appointed  as  thereinafter  mentioned,  upon  trust,  to  permit  the  school- 
master for  the  time  being  to  enjoy  the  said  premises,  and  receive  the  rents  and 
profits  thereof;  and  it  was  agreed  that  the  said  trustees  and  their  successors 
should  for  ever  thereafter  choose  such  persons  as  in  their  discretion,  they  should 
think  most  proper  to  be  schoolmasters,  and  should  have  power  to  displace  the 
said  schoolmaster  as  often  as  they  should  think  proper  ; and  it  was  provided 
that  when  any  two  of  the  said  John  Lowe  and  four  others  should  he  dead  (or 
sooner,  if  thought  fit)  the  survivors  should  appoint  other  fit  persons,  being  land 
owners  in  Southworth-with-Croft,  to  be  trustees  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  and 
should  execute  the  necessary  deeds,  which  should  be  paid  for  by  the  schoolmaster 
for  the  time  being. 

By  Indenture  of  Feoffment,  bearing  date  9th  June  1825,  between  the  Rev. 
James  John  Hornby,  rector  of  Winwick,  and  the  Rev.  Joseph  Jones,  curate  of 
Newchurch,  of  the  first  part,  Nicholas  Heyes,  heir-at-law  of  the  Rev.  Thomas 
Heyes,  deceased,  of  the  second  part,  and  Richard  Swarbrick  and  sixteen  others, 
freeholders  in  Southworth-with-Croft  of  the  third  part;  reciting  the  indenture  of 
10th  July  1787;  and  that  all  the  parties  named  therein  were  dead,  and  that 
Thomas  Heyes  was  the  survivor ; and  reciting,  that  doubts  had  been  entertained 
whether  the  said  trust-estates  were  vested  in  the  said  James  John  Hornby  the 
then  rector  of  Winwick,  and  the  said  Joseph  Jones  curate  of  Newchurch,  as 
the  successors  of  the  said  Geoffrey  Hornby  and  Thomas  Heyes,  or  in  the  said 
Nicholas  Heyes,  as  the  heir  of  the  said  Thomas  Heyes,  the  said  James  John 
Hornby,  Joseph  Jones,  and  Nicholas  Heyes,  according  to  their  respective  in- 
terests in  the  said  premises,  granted  and  enfeoffed  to  the  said  Richard  Swarbrick, 
and  his  heirs  the  premises  described  in  the  preceding  indenture,  to  the  use  of 
the  said  James  John  Hornby,  and  his  successors  rectors  of  Winwick,  Joseph 
Jones,  and  his  successors  curates  of  Newchurch,  and  the  said  Richard  Swarbrick 
and  others,  parties  of  the  third  part,  and  their  successors,  to  be  appointed  as 

thereinafter 
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thereinafter  mentioned,  upon  the  trusts  declared  in  the  indenture  of  10th  July  South  worth-withe 
1787,  with  a like  provision  as  to  the  appointment  of  trustees. 

The  premises  comprised  in  these  conveyances  consist  of  a school,  and  dwell-  School, 
ing-house  for  the  master,  and  a field  containing  about  one  acre  and  a half,  continued. 
statute-measure,  which  is  let  by  the  master  at  4/.  4.?.  a year. 

The  master  also  receives  from  John  Cockshot,  esquire,  51.  a year,  as  the 
interest  of  100/.  supposed  to  have  been  bequeathed  for  the  augmentation  of 
the  schoolmaster’s  income,  by  the  late  Thomas  Naylor. 

All  the  children  of  the  township  of  Southworth-with-Croft  are  admitted  to 
the  school,  but  each  scholar  pays  according  to  a rate  fixed  by  the  trustees, 
which  is  somewhat  lower  than  the  usual  charges  in  schools  of  the  same  discrip- 
tion.  At  the  time  of  our  Inquiry  the  master  had  about  70  scholars. 

Barker’s  Charity. 


By  Indenture,  bearing  date  28th  July  1797?  between  the  Rev.  Robert  Barker,  Barker’s  Charity, 
of  Winwick,  of  the  one  part,  the  Rev.  Geoffrey  Hornby,  rector  of  Winwick, 

Edward  Alanson,  and  John  Alanson,  of  Liverpool,  and  Ralph  Lee,  of  Lowton, 
of  the  other  part ; reciting  that  the  said  Robert  Barker  was  desirous  of  giving 
two  several  sums  of  105/.  for  the  charitable  uses  thereinafter  mentioned,  and 
had  agreed  that  the  same  should  be  paid  by  his  heirs,  executors,  &c.  within  six 
months  after  his  decease,  if  not  in  his  life-time  ; the  said  Robert  Barker,  for  him- 
self, his  heirs,  executors,  &c.  covenanted  that  he,  in  his  life-time,  or  they  within 
six  months  after  his  decease,  would  pay  to  the  said  Geoffrey  Hornby  and  others 
105/.,  in  trust,  to  be  by  them  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Society  for  promoting 
Christain  Knowledge,  towards  carrying  on  the  charitable  designs  of  that  society  ; 
and  the  further  sum  of  105/.  upon  trust,  to  be  by  them  paid  to  the  trustees  for 
the  time  being  of  the  free-school  of  Croft,  in  the  parish  of  Winwick,  whom  he 
directed  to  place  out  the  same  at  interest,  on  real,  government,  or  other  securities, 
and  to  apply  the  produce  thereof  to  the  master  of  the  said  school  so  long  as 
such  school  should  exist,  for  teaching  six  poor  children  to  read  the  English 
language,  which  children  should  be  annually  recommended  and  appointed  by 
the  rector  of  Winwick,  and  the  curate  of  Newchurch  for  the  time  being ; and 
it  was  agreed  between  the  parties,  that  if  the  master  of  the  said  school  should 
not  discharge  his  duty  to  the  satisfaction  of  a majority  of  the  trustees  thereof, 
it  should  be  lawful  for  the  said  trustees  to  withhold  the  interest,  and  to  apply  it 
for  any  charitable  purpose,  until  the  master  should  return  to  his  duty,  or  a new 
master  should  be  appointed. 

We  are  informed  that  Mr.  Barker  died  about  22  years  ago,  but  we  have  not 
been  able  to  discover  that  either  of  the  sums  of  105/.  were  paid,  and  we  appre- 
hend that  there  would  be  considerable  difficulty  in  making  any  attempt  to  obtain 
the  payment  at  this  distance  of  time. 


Spearman’s  Charity. 

Richard  Speakman,  of  Winwick,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  14th  February  Speakman’s 

1791,  gave  to  the  trustees  of  Croft  school  20/.,  upon  trust,  to  apply  the  yearly  Charity, 
interest  in  purchasing  such  books  for  the  use  of  Croft  school,  as  the  rector  of 
Winwick,  and  his  successors,  should  from  time  to  time  direct  ; and  he 
appointed  James  Speakman,  of  Croft,  and  Peter  Roberts,  of  Winwick,  his 
executors. 

This  sum  of  20/.  appears  to  have  been  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Rev. 

Geoffrey  Hornby,  late  rector  of  Winwick,  as  the  books  were  supplied  by  him 
for  the  children  in  the  school,  in  the  first  leaf  of  which  was  written  “ the  gift 
of  Richard  Speakman,  of  Winwick.” 

Since  the  death  of  the  late  Mr.  Hornby  in  1812,  no  books  have  been  pro- 
vided, or  any  interest  paid  on  the  sum  of  20/.,  nor  does  it  appear  that  his 
executors  had  any  knowledge  that  this  sum  had  been  placed  in  Air.  Hornby’s 
hands.  We  have  reason  however  to  believe  that  the  principal  and  interest 
from  the  year  1812  will  be  paid  by  the  executors,  and  placed  out  upon  proper 
security. 

Poors  Cottages. 

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  14th  June  1723,  Thomas  Gerard  granted  and  Poors  Cottage 
conveyed  to  Thomas  Stanley,  his  executors,,  &c.  a cottage  or  dwelling-house, 
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croft  and  parcel  of  ground,  situate  in  Croft,  which  the  said  Thomas  Stanley 
had  for  a considerable  number  of  years  past  holden  and  enjoyed,  inclosed, 
erected  and  built  upon  the  waste  lying  between  Croft  Town,  and  the  Mill- 
houses,  to  hold  the  same  from  the  day  before  the  date  thereof  for  1,000  years, 
paying  yearly  2 s.,  on  Martinmas-day. 

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  14th  July  1730,  Thomas  Stanley,  in  conside- 
ration of  20/.  theretofore  at  several  times  paid  for  and  towards  his  maintenance 
and  relief,  assigned  to  George  Sorocold,  John  Naylor,  and  two  others,  trustees 
for  the  poor-stock  of  Croft,  their  executors,  &c.  the  said  cottage  and  premises, 
to  hold  for  the  remainder  of  the  said  term  of  1,000  years. 

By  Indenture,  bearing  date,  6th  July  1763,  between  John  Naylor  the  elder, 
of  the  one  part,  and  Edward  Rigg,  John  Bent,  John  Lowe,  John  Naylor  the 
younger,  James  Naylor,  and  Thomas  Naylor,  of  the  other  part ; reciting  the 
above  indenture  of  14th  July  1730,  and  that  the  said  John  Naylor  the  elder 
was  the  surviving  trustee ; and  further  reciting,  that  Thomas  Goodall,  of  Cul- 
cheth,  and  James  Urmston,  by  bond,  bearing  date  6th  May  1755,  became 
bound  to  the  said  John  Naylor  the  elder  for  the  payment  of  60  /.,  with  interest 
at  4 per  cent ; and  further,  that  Richard  Acton,  James  Acton  and  William 
Acton,  by  bond,  bearing  date  5th  March  1745,  were  bound  to  the  said  John 
Naylor  and  others  for  the  payment  of  10/.  with  lawful  interest,  for  the  use 
and  benefit  of  the  poor  of  the  township  of  Croft ; and  reciting,  that  the  said 
last-mentioned  bond  was  vested  in  the  said  John  Naylor  for  the  purposes  afore- 
said ; and  that  the  estate  of  the  said  John  Naylor  in  the  said  cottage  and  croft 
was  vested  in  him,  in  trust,  for  the  poor  of  Croft ; the  said  John  Naylor, 
assigned  to  the  said  Edward  Rigg  and  others,  their  executors,  administrators 
and  assigns,  the  cottage  and  tenement  before  mentioned,  for  the  residue  of  the 
said  term  of  1,000  years,  in  trust,  to  apply  the  rents  and  profits  towards  the 
maintenance  and  support  of  the  poor  of  the  township  of  Croft  ; and  the  said 
John  Naylor  also  assigned  to  the  same  parties,  their  executors,  administrators 
and  assigns,  the  said  two  bonds,  with  power  to  sue  for  the  same,  in  trust,  to 
apply  the  produce  to  such  and  the  same  uses  as  the  rents  of  the  cottage ; and 
it  was  agreed,  that  whenever  the  trustees  should  be  reduced  to  any  number  not 
less  than  two,  the  survivors  should  assign  the  trust-premises  and  money  to  some 
person  or  persons  possessed  of  lands  in  Croft,  to  the  use  of  such  survivors  and 
such  new  trustees. 

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  27th  May  1765,  between  John  Naylor  the 
elder,  of  the  first  part,  Thomas  Waring  and  Elizabeth  his  wife,  Ellen  Birchall 
and  Jane  Birchall,  which  said  Elizabeth  Waring,  and  Ellen  and  Jane 
Birchall,  were  the  daughters  and  legal  representatives  of  Geoi'ge  Birchall, 
of  the  second  part,  and  Edward  Rigg,  John  Bent,  John  Lowe,  John  Naylor 
the  younger,  James  and  Thomas  Naylor,  of  the  third  part ; reciting  that,  by 
Indenture,  bearing  date  23d  February  1712,  Thomas  Gerard  granted  to 
Roger  Birchall  a cottage  or  dwelling-house,  which  the  said  Robert  Birchall  had 
lately  erected  at  his  own  costs,  on  the  waste  in  Croft,  belonging  to  the  said 
Thomas  Gerard,  with  his  license,  and  that  the  said  premises  were  then  vested 
in  the  said  John  Naylor,  for  the  benefit  of  the  said  Elizabeth  Waring,  Ellen 
Birchall,  and  Jane  Birchall;  the  said  John  Naylor,  Thomas  Waring  and  others, 
in  consideration  of  “ 41  /.  105.”  conveyed  the  said  cottage  to  the  said  Edward 
Rigg  and  others,  for  the  remainder  of  the  said  term,  in  trust,  to  apply  the 
rents  for  and  towards  the  maintenance  and  support  of  the  poor  of  and  belong- 
ing to  the  township  of  Croft,  subject  to  the  payment  of  the  rent  reserved  by 
the  said  recited  Indenture  ; and  it  was  thereby  declared  by  the  said  John  Rigg 
and  others,  that  the  sum  of  “ 10/.,”  part  of  the  consideration-money  above  paid, 
was  principal  and  interest  due  upon  the  bond  of  Richard,  James,  and  William 
Acton,  and  which  was  assigned  to  the  said  Edward  Rigg  and  others,  by  Inden- 
ture, bearing  date  6th  July  1763,  and  that  the  sum  of  “ 40/.”  further  part  thereof, 
was  part  of  the  principal  money  and  interest  due  and  owing  from  the  bond  of 
Thomas  Goodall  and  James  Urmston,  also  assigned  over  by  the  said  last- 
mentioned  indenture. 

None  of  the  trustees  above  named  are  now  living,  nor  does  it  appear  that 
any  subsequent  conveyance  has  taken  place. 

The  property  consists  of  the  cottage  conveyed  to  the  trustees  by  Thomas 
Stanley,  called  Arkenshaw,  situate  between  Croft  and  the  Mill-houses,  and  two 
other  cottages,  the  one  called  Round  Thorn,  and  the  other  the  Smithy. 


These 
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These  appear  to  be  the  premises  purchased  of  the  representatives  of  George 

Birchall. 

These  cottages  are  let  by  the  overseers,  and  are  now  held  by  three  several 
tenants,  at  the  rent  of  4/.  each  ; one  of  the  tenants  is  however  very  poor,  and 
has  not  paid  any  rent  for  several  years,  but  it  is  intended  to  take  steps  for 
obtaining  the  payment  in  future,  or  of  letting  the  cottage  to  another  tenant. 

The  rents  are  carried  to  the  overseers  account,  out  of  which  a sum  of  money, 
varying  from  51.  to  7 !•>  is  annually  disposed  of  in  linen  and  calico,  which  is 
distributed  to  the  poor  of  the  township  every  St.  Stephen’s-day,  by  the  over- 
seer, with  such  other  persons  of  the  township  as  think  fit  to  attend.  It  appears 
to  us  that  the  whole  of  these  rents  ought  to  be  given  in  charity  to  the  poor.

Stanley’s  Charity. 

By  Deed-poll,  bearing  date  22d  May  1779>  the  Honourable  and  Reverend  Stanley’s  Charity. 
John  Stanley,  rector  of  Winwick,  declared  that  he  had  paid  to  the  Rev.  Ed- 
ward Owen,  rector  of  Warrington,  and  treasurer  of  the  fund  raised  at  Warring- 
ton for  the  relief  of  the  widows  and  children  of  the  poor  clergy  within  the 
archdeaconry  of  Chester,  the  sum  of  400  /.,  upon  trust,  that  he  should  place 
the  same  out  in  the  names  of  the  rectors  of  Winwick  and  Warrington  for  the 
time  being,  in  the  public  funds,  or  other  good  security,  who  should  stand  and 
be  possessed  of  the  same,  and  from  time  to  time  call  in  and  change  the  securi- 
ties, and  from  year  to  year  pay  and  dispose  of  the  dividends  and  proceeds 
thereof  to  some  one  necessitous  and  worthy  clergyman,  being  a rector  or  vicar, 
or  in  failure  of  such,  to  extend  it  upon  some  extraordinary  emergency  even  to 
a curate,  in  the  like  circumstances,  within  the  said  archdeaconry,  as  should 
from  time  to  time  be  nominated  and  recommended  by  the  clergy,  determining 
proper  objects  to  partake  of  the  benefit  of  the  fund  before  mentioned,  at  their 
annual  meeting  to  be  held  for  that  purpose,  provided  such  recommendation 
should  be  approved  by  the  rectors  of  Winwick  and  Warrington,  and  the  rector 
of  Bury,  or  the  major  part  of  them  ; but  if  such  person  as  should  be  so  recom- 
mended should  not  be  approved  as  aforesaid,  for  any  cause  whatsoever,  or  if 
no  person  should  be  so  recommended,  upon  trust,  to  pay  and  apply  the  divi- 
dends and  proceeds  of  the  said  400  /.  to  such  other  necessitous  and  worthy 
clergyman,  rector,  vicar,  or  curate,  within  the  said  archdeaconry,  as  the  said 
rectors,  or  any  two  of  them,  should  think  proper. 

The  sum  of  400  /.  above  mentioned  was  placed  in  the  hands  of  a person  who 
failed  about  twenty  years  ago,  and  a dividend  of  about  15  s.  in  the  pound  was 
received  and  laid  out  in  the  funds.  The  dividends  were  for  some  time  after- 
wards reserved,  and  laid  out  in  the  same  stock  to  make  up  the  deficiency. 

There  is  now  the  sum  of  330  /.  10  s.  6 d.  new  4 per  cents,  standing  in  the 
names  of  the  Rev.  Robert  Atherton  Rawstorne,  rector  of  Warrington,  and  the 
Rev.  Geoffrey  Hornby,  deceased,  late  rector  of  Winwick  ; and  also  731.  3 s. 

11  d.,  like  stock,  standing  in  the  names  of  the  Rev.  R.  A.  Rawstorne,  and  the 
Rev.  James  John  Hornby,  the  present  rector  of  Winwick. 

The  yearly  dividends,  amounting  to  about  16  /.  a year,  are  received  by  Mr, 

Rawstorne,  and  paid  to  a poor  clergyman  of  the  archdeaconry  of  Chester, 
chosen  and  approved  of  by  the  rectors  of  Winwick,  Warrington,  and  Bury. 

The  same  person  has  rarely  been  appointed  to  receive  the  benefit  of  this  charity 
more  than  once.

PARISH  OF  ST.  MARTIN  VINTRY. 

Fellowes’s  Charity. 

By  Indenture  of  Demise,  dated  14  November  1720,  made  between  William 
Fellowes,  esquire,  and  Sir  John  Fellowes,  executors  of  the  will  of  Thomas 
Coulson,  of  the  one  part,  and  Sir  John  Eyles,  baronet,  and  eleven  others,  of 
the  other  part,  reciting,  that  Henry  Haylyn,  esquire,  had,  for  the  considera- 
tion of  300/.,  by  Indenture  of  Bargain  and  Sale,  dated  7th  March  1688, 
granted  to  the  said  Thomas  Coulson  and  his  heirs,  to  the  use  of  him  and  his 
heirs,  two  messuages  or  tenements,  with  the  appurtenances,  situate  on  the  west 
side  of  St.  Nicholas  Lane,  in  the  parish  of  St.  Nicholas  Aeons,  London  ; and 
also  reciting,  that  Thomas  Coulson,  by  his  Will,  dated  11  October  1697>  had 
devised  all  the  residue  of  his  real  and  personal  estates  to  the  said  William  Fel- 
lowes and  Sir  John  Fellowes,  and  their  heirs  ; and  further  reciting,  that  at 
a vestry  held  for  the  united  parishes  of  St.  Michael  Royal,  and  St.  Martin 
Vintry,  in  the  year  1712,  it  had  been  agreed  by  the  then  rector  of  the  said 
parishes,  with  the  approbation  of  the  churchwardens  and  principal  parishioners 
thereof,  that  the  said  William  Fellowes  and  Sir  John  Fellowes  should  have 
liberty  to  build  a vault  on  the  north  side  of  the  chancel  of  the  church  of  St. 
Michael  Royal,  to  be  a place  of  burial  for  themselves  and  their  families  ; and 
that  the  said  William  Fellowes  and  Sir  John  Fellowes,  at  their  own  costs,  had 
caused  a vault  to  be  built  in  the  chancel  of  the  said  church,  in  which  vault  the 
said  Thomas  Coulson  had  been  since  interred  : It  was  witnessed,  that  in  pur- 
suance of  an  agreement  made  some  time  after  the  death  of  the  said  Thomas 
Coulson  with  Montague  Wood,  the  then  rector,  and  the  parishioners  of  the 
said  united  parishes,  and  in  honour  of  the  memory  of  the  said  Thomas  Coulson, 
and  to  the  intent  that  the  said  vault  might  always  thereafter  be  appropriated 
by  the  said  William  Fellowes  and  Sir  John  Fellowes,  their  heirs,  &c.  as  a place 
of  burial  for  themselves  and  their  families,  freed  and  discharged  from  the  pay- 
ment of  all  duties  and  fees  of  burial  in  the  said  vault,  except  such  as  were 
thereinafter  mentioned,  they  the  said  William  Fellowes  and  Sir  John  Fellowes 
demised  unto  the  said  Sir  John  Eyles  and  others,  their  executors,  &c.  the 
aforesaid  two  messuages  or  tenements  in  the  said  parish  of  St.  Nicholas  Aeons, 
with  the  appurtenances,  to  hold  to  them,  their  executors,  See.  from  the  Christ- 
mas ensuing  the  date  of  the  said  indenture,  for  1000  years,  at  the  yearly  rent  of 
6 s.  8d.,  payable  at  Michaelmas.  And  it  was  by  the  said  indenture  declared, 
that  the  said  demise  w^as  upon  trust,  that  they  the  said  Sir  John  Eyles  and 
others  should  in  the  first  place,  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  premises, 

pay 
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pay  to  the  said  Montague  Wood,  and  his  successors  rectors  of  the  said  united 
parishes,  the  clear  yearly  sum  of  5 l.  by  two  half-yearly  payments ; and  on 
further  trust,  that  they  should  dispose  of  the  residue  of  the  rents  and  profits  of 
the  said  premises  towards  placing  out  and  apprenticing  such  and  so  many  poor 
children,  male  and  female,  born  within  the  said  parish  of  St.  Martin  Vintry,  to 
such  honest  trades  and  employments  as  the  said  Sir  John  Eyles  and  others,  or 
the  majority  of  them,  should  think  fit ; and  it  was  provided,  that  the  money 
paid  on  apprenticing  any  one  such  poor  child  should  not  exceed  the  sum  of  10  /., 
with  a proviso,  that  so  often  as  the  trustees  should  be  reduced  to  the  number 
of  five,  the  survivors  should  assign  the  term  to  so  many  other  persons,  officers 
or  inhabitants  of  the  said  ward  and  united  parishes,  as,  with  the  surviving  trus- 
tees, should  make  up  the  number  of  eleven  persons,  of  which  number  the  aider- 
man  and  deputy  alderman  of  the  said  ward  of  Vintry,  and  the  rector  of  the 
said  parishes  for  the  time  being,  should  always  be  three. 

The  above  statement  is  taken  from  a recital  in  a trust-deed,  bearing  date 
14th  March  177-5.  The  last  trust-deed  bears  date  the  20th  October  1820,  and  at 
the  time  of  our  Inquiry  there  were  12  trustees  living,  including  the  rector  of  the 
nnited  parishes,  and  the  deputy  alderman  of  the  Ward  of  Vintry. 

The  trust-property  at  present  consists  of  a warehouse,  which  was  built  about 
40  years  ago  upon  the  site  of  the  houses  above  mentioned  and  is  now  in  the 
occupation  of  Sophia  Rackett  Crank,  under  a repairing  lease  for  21  years  from 
Midsummer  1819,  at  a good  rent  of  65/.  per  annum.  Mr.  Crank,  uncle  of 
the  present  tenant,  was  the  lessee  under  a building-lease  for  42  years,  which 
expired  at  Michaelmas  1818,  at  the  rent  of  12/.  per  annum.  The  present  lease 
was  made  in  pursuance  of  an  agreement  with  him  as  the  highest  bidder,  at 
a meeting  held  by  the  trustees,  of  which  public  notice  was  previously  given  by 
advertisement  in  the  newspapers. 

The  premises  being  in  every  bad  repair,  one  of  the  trustees,  who  is  by  pro- 
fession a builder,  was  appointed  at  a meeting  of  the  trustees  to  survey  the 
premises,  report  their  state,  and  to  give  notice  to  Mrs.  Crank  of  the  repairs 
required  to  be  done.  The  survey  was  accordingly  made,  and  notice  given,  and 
the  repairs  have  been  commenced  by  Messrs.  Babington  and  Co.,  who  are 
undertenants  of  Mrs.  Crank. 

The  sum  of  51.  a year  has  been  regularly  paid  to  the  rector  of  the  two 
parishes,  and  the  residue  of  the  rent  has  been  applied  in  occasionally  appren- 
ticing poor  children  of  the  parish  of  St.  Martin  Vintry,  except  that  the  sum  of 
1 /.  was  annually  paid  out  of  it  from  the  year  1812  to  1816  inclusive,  to  the 
vestry-clerk,  who  is  stated  to  have  received  the  rents,  and  kept  the  accounts 
for  a former  treasurer  of  the  charity.  The  premium  allowed  was  formerly  5 /., 
but  the  trustees  have  lately,  in  some  instances,  increased  it  to  10/. 

The  number  of  apprentices  placed  out  [during  the  last  eight  years  has  been 
nineteen  ; there  is  now  (July  1828)  a balance  in  favour  of  the  charity  of 
416/.  7s.  This  balance  is  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Thomas  Whitby,  deputy-alder- 
man, and  a trustee  of  the  charity,  at  interest,  at  live  per  cent,  and  that  gentle- 
man has  kept  an  account  of  the  sums  received  by  him,  and  the  sums  disposed 
of  towards  apprenticing. 

We  think  it  our  duty  to  recommend  that  the  balance  should  be  invested  in 
the  public  funds,  in  the  names  of  some  of  the  trustees,  and  that  the  dividends 
should  be  applied  for  the  purpose  of  apprenticing. 

The  annual  rent  of  65.  8 cl.  has  not  been  paid  to  the  grantors  of  the  lease  for 
many  years,  no  demand  having  been  made  of  it. 

Henry  Trevilian’s  Charity. 

It  will  be  seen,  on  reference  to  our  Statement  of  the  Charities  belonging  to 
the  Dyers  Company,  at  page  254  of  our  6th  Report,  that  Henry  Trevilian,  by 
Will,  bearing  date  24th  September  1636,  gave  to  that  company  100/.,  to  be 
disposed  of  to  the  best  advantage  ; and  directed  that  out  of  the  benefit  of 
the  said  100/.  4/.  should  be  applied  every  other  year  to  buy  eight  gowns  of 
10s.  price  a-piece,  to  be  given  by  the  master  and  wardens  of  the  company 
to  four  men  and  four  poor  women  of  the  parish  of  St.  Martin  Vintry,  that 
should  be  of  the  age  of  50  years  at  the  least,  or  otherwise  lame  or  impotent,  on 
the  2d  February,  every  second  year,  for  ever. 

The  master  and  wardens  of  the  company  do  not  bestow  the  gowns  in  the 
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specific  manner  directed,  but  every  other  year  4/.  is  paid  by  the  company, 
which  is  expended  in  the  purchase  of  gowns  given  to  poor  widows,  selected  by 
the  churchwardens.  The  distribution  of  this  charity  has  been  for  many  years 
confined  to  women. 

John  Heydon’s  Charity. 

It  will  be  seen,  on  reference  to  our  account  of  the  charities  under  the  manage- 
ment of  the  Mercers  Company,  at  page  294  of  our  6th  Report,  that  John 
Hey  don , amongst  other  charitable  bequests,  gave  to  the  company  300 /.,  to  be 
lent  to  six  young  men  of  the  company,  at  interest,  amounting  in  the  whole  to 
10/.  per  annum,  of  which  31.  per  annum  was  to  be  applied  to  the  poor  of  St. 
Martin  Vintry;  and  that  that  sum,  together  with  2/.  6 s.  7 d.,  being  the  divi- 
dend on  77 /•  145.  Id.,  old  South  Sea  annuities,  which  had  been  invested  by 
the  company  in  respect  of  arrears  due  from  it  to  this  parish  on  account  of  this 
benefaction,  and  another  of  l6s.  3d.  a year,  given  by  Martha  Barrett  to 
this  parish,  as  hereinafter  next  mentioned,  is  annually  paid  to  the  parish. 

The  entire  sura  of  51.  65.  7 d.  is  annually  received  from  the  company,  and 
is  carried  to  an  account  including  the  distributions  of  bread,  clothes  and  money, 
to  the  poor. 

Martha  Barrett’s  Charity. 

It  wiU  be  seen  also,  on  reference  to  our  account  of  the  charities  connected 
with  the  Mercers  Company,  that  Martha  Barrett , by  Will,  bearing  date 
25th  September  1584,  gave  to  the  said  company  100/.,  to  be  lent  to  young 
men  thereof,  at  the  interest  of  31.  6s.  8 d,  of  which  the  sum  of  16  s.  8 d.  was 
to  be  paid  to  the  poor  of  St.  Martin  Vintry. 

This  sum  is  annually  paid  by  the  Mercers  Company,  and  is  carried  to  the 
above-mentioned  account. 

Henry  Billage’s  Charity. 

It  appears  from  an  entry  in  a court-book  of  the  Company  of  Stationers, 
bearing  date  4th  December  1604,  that  the  company  received  a legacy  of  52/. 
from  the  executor  of  Henry  Billage , in  respect  of  which  they  were  to  pay 
yearly  to  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  St.  Martin  Vintry  525.,  the  same 
to  be  distributed  by  12  d.  every  week,  in  bread,  to  the  poor  and  needy  of  the 
said  parish.  It  further  appears  by  an  entry  in  another  book  of  the  company, 
dated  7th  February  1675,  that  a sum  due  for  five  years  arrears  of  the  said  52s. 
per  annum  was  ordered  to  be  paid  to  the  parish,  and  that  it  was  also  ordered 
that  the  company  should  be  obliged  by  writing  for  the  true  payment  of  the 
said  annuity  in  future. 

It  does  not  appear  that  any  such  obligation  is  now  in  the  possession  of  the 
parish,  but  the  sum  of  52  s.  is  'annually  paid  by  the  company,  and  is  carried  to 
the  above-mentioned  account,  out  of  which  a weekly  distribution  of  bread  is 
made. 

George  Swaine’s  Gift. 

A tablet  in  the  church,  which  contains  a list  of  the  benefactions  which  have 
been  made  to  this  parish,  records  that  George  Swaine  gave  5s.  per  annum,  for 
ever,  to  the  poor  of  this  parish,  to  be  paid  by  the  Company  of  Coopers. 

This  sum  is  regularly  received  at  Midsummer  from  the  Coopers  Company, 
and  is  carried  to  the  general  account. 

Susan  Amyas’s  Donation. 

Amongst  the  charities  recorded  on  the  tablet  above  mentioned  it  is  stated 
that  Susan  Amyas  gave,  in  the  year  1650,  51.  per  annum,  for  ever,  to  the  poor 
of  this  parish,  to  be  paid  by  the  trustees  of  her  almshouses  in  Old-street,  in  the 
parish  of  St.  Luke. 

This  sum  is  received  annually  by  the  churchwardens  from  one  of  the  trus- 
tees of  Amyas’s  almshouses,  and  is  carried  to  the  general  account. 

Peter  Thomegay’s  Gift. 

It  is  stated  in  the  Returns  made  to  Parliament  in  1786,  that  Peter  Thomegay 
gave,  by  Will,  the  date  of  which  is  not  mentioned,  50/.  South  Sea  annuities  to 
the  poor  of  this  parish,  then  vested  in  the  East  India  Company,  and  producing 
305.  per  annum. 


A transfer 
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A transfer  has  been  made  of  this  sum  into  the  3 per  cents,  reduced,  and  the 
sum  of  50/.  stock  now  stands  in  that  fund,  in  the  names  of  Mr.  Thomas  Whitby 
and  Mr.  Joseph  Proud,  the  dividends  of  which  are  carried  to  the  general 
account. 

Rand’s  Charity. 

John  Rand,  by  his  Will,  dated  27th  August  1706,  and  proved  in  the  Preroga- 
tive Court  of  Canterbury,  gave  to  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor 
belonging  to  the  parish  of  St.  Martin  Vintrv,  London,  and  their  successors,  for 
ever,  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  said  parish,  a rentcharge  of  28  s.  per  annum, 
for  ever,  issuing  and  payable  out  of  a large  messuage  or  tenement  called 
Fishermens  Hall,  situate  in  Thames-street,  London,  and  directed  that  the  said 
churchwardens  and  overseers,  and  their  successors,  should  lay  out  the  said 
rentcharge  in  buying  of  bread,  and  on  every  Sunday,  for  ever,  divide  and  dis- 
tribute the  said  bread  amongst  the  poor  of  the  said  parish  of  St.  Martin  Vintry, 
London,  not  exceeding  one  penny  loaf  a piece. 

The  tenement  called  Fishermens  Hall  is  supposed  to  have  been  taken  down 
a great  many  years  ago,  and  a warehouse,  formerly  used  by  a sugar-baker,  was 
built  upon  its  site,  being  No.  78,  Upper  Thames-street. 

The  firm  of  Clemetson  and  Robinson  are  the  present  occupiers  of  this  ware- 
house and  premises,  and Knowlys,  esquire,  is  the  owner  of  the  in- 

heritance. 

In  consequence|of  the  rentcharge  having  been  unpaid  for  many  years,  ap- 
plication was  made  to  Newman  Knowlys,  esquire,  a trustee  for  the  proprietor, 
who  was  then  a minor,  and  it  was  agreed  between  him  and  the  parishioners, 
that  the  arrears  of  the  annuity  for  six  years  should  be  paid.  The  sum  of  8/.  8s. 
was  accordingly  paid  by  Mr.  Knowlys,  as  due  at  Lady-day  1828,  and  was  car- 
ried to  the  general  account  of  the  present  year. 

Margaret  Dane’s  Charity. 

The  particulars  of  this  charity,  in  respect  of  which  the  sum  of  7 s.  Q>d.  per 
annum  is  received  from  the  Ironmongers  Company,  are  detailed  at  page  234 
of  our  Tenth  Report.  This  small  sum  is  carried  to  the  general  account. 

The  following  distributions  are  made  in  respect  of  the  eight  last-mentioned 
charities  : Fifteen  two-penny  loaves,  the  cost  of  which  is  6/.  10s.  per  annum, 
are  given  every  Sunday  to  as  many  poor  people  as  apply,  their  number  usually 
varying  from  five  to  eight.  A sum,  generally  amounting  to  5 /.,  is  also  given 
at  Christmas,  together  with  a share  of  the  King’s  bounty-money,  which  for  the 
last  ten  or  twelve  years  has  been  51.  per  annum  ; and  a sum  varying  from  31.  to 
4/.  is  bestowed  on  the  poor  at  Easter. 

Of  the  money  thus  given,  that  denominated  the  King’s  Bounty  is  given  to 
poor  housekeepers  residing  in  the  parish,  but  the  residue  is  distributed  among 
those  who  receive  parochial  relief. 

The  last-mentioned  distributions  are  made  on  Christmas- eve,  or  the  day  pre- 
ceding, and  in  Easter-week,  and  all  applicants  belonging  to  the  parish  receive 
either  more  or  less  in  proportion  to  their  wants,  and  the  numbers  of  their  fami- 
lies. It  is  stated  that  upon  these  occasions  the  distributions,  including  the 
sum  expended  in  bread,  always  exceed  the  money  received  on  account  of  the 
respective  charities,  and  that  the  surplus  beyond  such  receipt  is  paid  out  of  the 
poors  rate. 

The  vestry-clerk  and  the  churchwardens  enter  in  the  minute-book  of  the 
vestry  an  account  of  the  sums  distributed  at  Christmas  and  Easter ; and  the 
sum  paid  for  the  Sunday-bread  is  brought  into  the  churchwardens  account, 
a general  statement  of  which,  including  the  receipt  and  expenditure  of  all  the 
charities,  except  Fellowes’s,  is  printed  annually,  and  distributed  to  every  payer 
of  rates  in  the  parish,  but  we  think  it  desirable  that  a book  should  be  provided, 
in  which  a statement  of  the  money  received  'and  applied  in  respect  of  the 
various  charities  should  be  kept  distinct  from  those  in  which  the  parochial 
accounts  of  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  are  entered. 

Dr.  Humphry  Hody’s  Charity. 

Dr.  Hody,  by  Will,  dated  9th  November  1706,  gave  to  the  united  parishes 
of  St.  Michael  Royal,  and  St.  Martin  Vintry,  100/.  for  apprenticing  poor  chil- 
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dren  ; and  for  the  ordinary  visitor  of  that  his  charity  he  nominated  the  Arch- 
bishop of  Canterbury  for  the  time  being.  The  charity  therefore  being  thus 
placed  under  the  superintendance  of  a special  visitor  we  have  abstained  from 
any  further  inquiry  relating  to  it.

Berry’s  Charity. 

Thomas  Berry,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  2d  July  lGOl,  gave  to  the  parson 
and  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  St.  Mary  Magdalen,  near  old  Fish-street, 
London,  and  their  successors,  the  eighth  and  last  messuage  or  tenement  which 
he  bought  to  him  and  his  heirs  of  Edward  Street,  by  the  name  of  the  Red 
Cross,  then  converted  into  two  messuages,  in  the  parish  of  St.  George  in  South- 
wark, then  in  the  occupation  of  James  Swift  and  his  assigns,  for  the  yearly 
rent  of  10  /.,  upon  trust,  that  they  should  pay  yearly,  for  ever,  to  the  parson 
and  churchwardens  of  the  parish-church  of  Walton  in  Lancashire,  and  to 
their  successors  or  assigns,  54  s.,  by  half-yearly  payments,  52s.  thereof  to  pro- 
vide 52  dozen  of  white  bread  for  every  Sunday  in  the  year,  to  be  bought  and 
left  in  some  convenient  place  of  the  said  church,  then  and  there  to  be  given 
to  twelve  poor  people  at  the  churchwardens  discretion,  whereof  he  desired 
that  three  should  be  of  the  poor  of  Bootle,  and  the  other  2 s.  he  gave  to  the 
churchwardens  for  their  pains. 

And  he  desired  that  the  said  parson  and  churchwardens  should  follow  the 
former  directions  prescribed  to  Walton,  for  bread  for  the  poor  of  St.  Mary 
Magdalen,  the  like  quantity  at  their  good  discretion,  with  the  2s.  yearly  for 
their  pains  therein  to  be  taken,  the  parson  not  exempted ; and  he  desired  that 
the  said  parson  and  churchwardens,  and  their  successors,  should  yearly  pay 
out  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  messuages  or  tenements,  to  two  honest 
and  sufficient  men  of  the  town  of  Bootle,  or  to  their  sufficient  deputy  or 
deputies,  50s.  at  any  time  within  ten  days  before  Christmas-day,  30s.  thereof 
to  provide  a dinner  every  St.  Thomas’s-day  in  his  brother  James’s  then  dwell- 
ing-house in  Bootle,  for  all  the  householders  and  married  people  of  the  said 
town,  with  so  many  of  his  kinsfolks  as  should  please  to  come  thither,  and  20  s„ 
for  a supper  in  the  same  place  for  all  the  youth  and  young  people  of  the  said 
town,  and  of  his  kindred  likewise  as  should  please  to  resort  thither. 

The  other  42  s.  of  the  said  yearly  rent  of  10/.,  he  referred  to  the  good  dis- 
cretion of  the  said  parson,  with  the  common  council  of  the  parish  of  St.  Mary 
Magdalen,  and  the  churchwardens,  whether  to  dispose  of  that  to  the  poor  of 
the  parish,  or  towards  paying  of  fifteens  for  such  as  should  not  be  able  to  pay, 
being  no  subsidy-people. 

The  premises  above  devised,  have  from  time  to  time  been  leased  by  the 
rector  and  churchwardens,  and  lastly  by  Indenture,  bearing  date  3d  July  1776, 
whereby  William  Fitzherbert,  rector  of  the  parish-church  of  St.  Mary  Mag- 
dalen, old  Fish-street,  and  William  Sharp,  and  John  Charles  Beard,  church- 
wardens, in  consideration  of  the  surrender  of  a former  lease,  and  of  100/., 
demised  to  James  Cross  and  his  assigns  sixteen  messuages,  formerly  fourteen, 
belonging  to  the  parish  of  St.  Mary  Magdalen,  in  the  parish  of  St.  George  the 
Martyr,  Southwark,  being  upon  a certain  piece  of  ground  there,  called  the 
Red  Cross-inn,  together  with  the  said  piece  of  ground  as  therein  particularly 
described,  and  as  delineated  in  the  ground-plot  of  the  same,  in  the  margin  of 
the  deed,  to  hold  for  61  years,  from  the  feast  of  St.  John  the  Baptist  then  last, 
at  the  rent  of  30/.  for  the  first  ten  years,  and  40/.  for  the  remainder  of  the 
term,  payable  quarterly,  the  lessee  covenanting  to  lay  out  400/.  during  the 
term,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  lessors  and  their  surveyor,  to  keep  the  premises 
in  repair  and  leave  them  so. 

The  premises  at  present  consist  of  one  brick-built  house,  known  by  the  sign 
of  the  lied  Cross,  and  14  or  15  small  houses,  principally  built  of  timber,  and 
of  a very  poor  description,  only  one  or  two  of  them  having  brick  fronts. 

The  original  lessee  has  assigned  the  premises  to  Fox,  who  has  let 

the  public-house  to  Messrs.  Barclay,  Perkins  and  Co.,  and  the  rest  of  the  houses 

to  Philips,  who  underlets  them  to  several  tenants  j the  public-house 

is 
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is  in  good  repair.  The  other  houses  are  in  bad  condition,  but  Mr.  Philips  has 
engaged  to  repair  them.  The  present  annual  value  of  the  whole  is  estimated 
at  about  100/.  The  neighbourhood  at  the  back  of  the  houses  is  very  bad,  and 
the  situation  will  not  admit  of  much  improvement  by  good  buildings. 

The  rent  of  40/.  is  regularly  received  by  the  churchwardens,  and  carried  to 
the  general  parish-account,  out  of  which  the  sum  of  4/.  10  s.  yearly,  is  paid 
to  the  parish  of  Walton  and  township  of  Bootle,  as  stated  more  particularly  in 
our  account  of  the  charities  of  those  places  contained  in  the  present  Report. 
The  same  sum  only  has  been  paid  for  at  least  40  years,  the  difference  between 
that  sum  and  51.  4 s.  directed  to  be  paid  by  the  will,  being  deducted  for 
land-tax. 

From  the  same  general  parish-account  the  sum  of  7 /•  16  5.  yearly,  is  dis- 
tributed in  bread,  3 s.  worth  being  given  away  every  Sunday,  to  nine  poor 
persons  attending  Divine  Service.  This  sum  of  7 /•  165.  is  composed  of 
5 1.  45.  derived  from  Lockington’s  charity  hereafter  mentioned,  and  2/.  12.5. 
arising  from  Berry’s  will,  which  latter  sum,  added  to  the  sum  of  4/.  105.,  paid 
annually  to  Walton  and  Bootle,  making  together  the  sum  of  7 1.  2 s.  annually, 
is  the  only  part  of  the  rent  of  40/.  applied  to  charitable  uses,  the  remainder 
forming  part  of  the  fund  which  supplies  the  general  parish  expenditure. 

It  appears  from  this  statement  that  from  the  year  1786,  when  the  rent  of  40/. 
first  became  payable,  the  parish  has  received  upwards  of  30/.  annually,  which 
has  been  applied  generally  for  parochial  purposes  ; upwards  of  1,200/.  having 
been  thus  improperly  withheld  from  the  charitable  purposes  intended  by  the 
testator.  A portion  of  this  sum  was  however  directed  to  be  applied  for  the 
poor  of  the  parish  of  St.  Mary  Magdalen,  at  the  discretion  of  the  parson  and 
churchwardens,  but  we  conceive  that  the  parish  of  Walton  and  the  township  of 
Bootle  are  also  entitled  to  a proportionate  increase  in  respect  of  the  share 
originally  given  to  the  poor  of  those  places  by  the  testator.  At  the  time  the 
testator  made  his  will,  he  describes  the  whole  of  the  demised  premises  as  pro- 
ducing a rent  of  10/.  yearly,  the  whole  of  which  is  directed  to  be  disposed  of; 
and  it  appears  to  us  that  the  present  rent,  and  any  future  increase  at  the  expi- 
ration of  the  present  lease,  ought  to  be  divided  in  the  same  proportion  ; the  sum 
of  5/.  45.  of  every  10/.  of  clear  annual  rent  being  assigned  to  the  poor  of  Walton 
and  Bootle,  and  the  residue  4/.  165.  to  the  parish  of  St.  Mary  Magdalen. 

Kendall’s  Charity. 

The  particulars  of  this  charity  will  be  found  in  our  account  of  those  under 
the  management  of  the  Wax-chandlers  Company,  4th  Rep.  p.  162. 

Jenyns’s,  Randolph’s,  and  Halsey’s  Charities. 

The  particulars  of  these  charities  will  be  found  in  our  account  of  those  under 
the  management  of  the  Fishmongers  Company,  12th  Rep.  pp.  109,  111,  and  119. 

The  several  sums  of  135.  4a/.,  11.,  and  31.,  received  by  the  churchwardens 
in  respect  thereof,  are  brought  to  the  account  of  the  bounty-book,  as  hereinafter 
mentioned. 


Randall’s  or  Randolph’s  Charity. 

The  particulars  of  this  charity  have  already  been  given  amongst  those  of  the 
parish  of  St.  Michael,  Queenhithe,  4th  Rep.  p.  144. 

The  several  sums  of  1/.  125.  and  65.  8 d.  received  from  the  churchwardens 
of  St.  Benett,  Paul’s- wharf,  and  the  churchwardens  of  St.  Michael,  Queenhithe, 
respectively,  are  brought  to  the  account  of  the  bounty-book,  as  hereafter 
mentioned. 

Arnold’s  Charity. 

Edmund  Arnold,  by  Will,  dated  19th  April  1676,  left  5 1.  yearly  to  the  poor  of 
St.  Mary  Magdalen,  charged  upon  premises  which  he  devised  to  the  parish  of 
St.  Benett,  Paul’s-wharf.  The  particulars  of  this  charity  will  be  found  in  our 
account  of  the  latter  parish  in  a future  Report. 

The  sum  of  5/.  is  regularly  received,  and  carried  to  the  bounty-book,  as  here- 
after mentioned. 
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Lockington’s  Charity. 

The  sum  of  51.  4>s.  annually  is  received  by  the  churchwarden  from  the 
treasurer  of  Christ’s  Hospital,  as  the  charity  of  Thomas  Lockington , to  be  laid 
out  in  bread  every  Sunday. 

The  particulars  of  this  bequest  are  reserved  for  further  inquiry  among  the 
charities  under  the  management  of  the  governors  of  Christ’s  Hospital. 

The  amount  of  the  several  charities  above  mentioned,  16  Z.  16  s.,  together  with 
a sum  arising  from  the  proportion  of  the  King’s  bounty,  annually  given  to  this 
parish,  generally  61.,  making  altogether  22/.  16s.  is  carried  to  account  in  a book 
called  the  bounty-book,  kept  by  the  churchwardens  for  the  time  being. 

Part  of  this  sum  is  distributed  by  the  senior  churchwarden,  who  goes  round 
the  parish,  which  is  very  small,  and  distributes  the  money  at  his  discretion, 
giving  generally  a larger  portion  to  housekeepers,  and  a smaller  share  to  those 
who  receive  parish  relief.  The  names  of  the  persons  receiving  the  money  are 
entered  in  the  bounty-book,  which  is  laid  before  the  parishioners  for  their 
inspection  at  the  yearly  meeting. 

It  has  happened,  at  least  from  the  year  1818,  that  the  whole  sum  has  not 
been  given  away,  and  what  remains  at  the  end  of  the  year  is  carried  to  the 
general  parish-account. 

The  sums  so  paid  over  to  the  general  parish-account  since  1820  are  as 
follows :

The  account  for  1828,  had  not  been  audited  at  the  time  of  our  Inquiry  in  June, 
but  it  appeared  that  nearly  the  whole,  22/.  16s.,  had  been  given  away. 

It  would  appear  from  this  statement  that  the  parish  was  indebted  to  the 
charity-account  in  the  sum  of  75/.  11  s.  9 cL,  being  the  amount  of  the  several 
balances  so  paid  over  to  the  general  account  of  the  parish  in  the  seven  years 
specified.  But  against  this  amount  is  to  be  placed  the  sum  of  51.  4s.,  (part  of 
the  7 /•  lGs.  before  mentioned)  which  is  paid  annually  for  bread  out  of  the 
general  account,  and  which,  amounting  to  36/.  8 s.  for  seven  years,  would  reduce 
the  debt  to  that  extent,  leaving  a balance  of  39/.  3s.  9 d.  still  due  to  the  several 
charities  for  the  last  seven  years. 

We  have  recommended  that  in  future  the  charity-accounts  should  be  kept 
distinct  from  those  of  the  parish,  and  that  the  twelve  two-penny  loaves  given 
away  weekly  on  account  of  Lockington’s  charity  should  be  paid  for  out  of  what 
is  called  the  bounty-book,  to  which  the  receipt  of  51.  4 s.  given  for  that  purpose, 
is  in  the  first  instance  carried ; and  that  the  whole  of  the  several  sums  now 
entered  in  that  book  should  be  applied  to  the  charitable  uses  for  which  they 
were  intended. 

We  have  also  recommended  that  henceforth  a separate  account-book  should 
be  kept  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  on  account  of  Berry’s  charity; 
that  the  several  portions  applicable  to  this  parish,  and  the  parish  of  Walton, 
may  be  readily  ascertained. 
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PARISH  OF  ST.  OLAVE,  HART-STREET. 

Lord  Sudbury’s  Charity. 

Paul  Bayninge  Lord  Bayninge , Viscount  Sudbury,  by  his  Will,  dated  12th 
July,  5 Car.  1,  bequeathed  to  his  executors  thereinafter  named  the  sum  of 
1220/.  for  the  buying  of  land  in  the  parish  of  St.  Olave,  Hart-street,  and  for  the 
building  and  perpetual  reparations  of  one  hospital  or  almshouse  for  the  har- 
bouring of  ten  poor  aged  people,  men  and  women,  who  had  been  householders 
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in  the  said  parish,  of  good  name  and  reputation,  and  had  fallen  into  poverty 
and  decay ; and  he  further  gave  to  his  executors  the  sum  of  2,280 /.,  more  to  be 
employed  for  the  purchase  of  lands  for  the  perpetual  maintenance  of  those  10 
aged  poor  people,  which  purchase  and  foundation,  and  erection  of  the  said 
hospital  or  almshouse,  he  appointed  should  be  made  as  soon  as  conveniently 
might  be  after  his  decease,  or  at  the  farthest  within  three  years  after  the  day  of 
his  decease.  And  he  appointed  that  his  executors,  and  the  survivor  or  sur- 
vivors of  them,  should  have  the  first  nomination  and  placing  of  the  poor  in  the 
said  Hospital,  and  so  from  time  to  time  until  his  heir  should  attain  the  age  of 
21  years,  then  such  heir  to  have  the  nomination  and  appointment  of  such 
others  in  the  room  or  place  of  such  as  should  die,  or  be  removed,  wherein  he 
did  advise  that  they  should  take  the  opinions  and  judgments  of  the  vestrymen 
of  the  said  parish,  or  of  some  convenient  member  of  the  antientest  and  dis- 
creetest  of  them.  And  he  appointed  that  the  said  poor  people  should  at  all 
times  thereafter  be  elected,  displaced,  removed,  ordered,  visited  and  ruled  by 
such  orders,  laws,  and  ordinances  as  his  executors  should,  under  their  hands 
and  seals,  make,  ordain,  or  appoint,  or  the  survivor  or  survivors  of  them  ; and 
that  the  same  hospital  or  almshouse  should  be  founded  by  the  advice  of  counsel 
learned  in  the  law,  and  that  it  should  be  called  “ Viscount  Sudbury’s  Hospital, 
founded  in  the  honour  of  God  and  for  relief  of  his  poor.” 

The  said  testator  appointed  Sir  George  Croke,  knight,  one  of  the  Justices 
of  the  Court  of  King’s  Bench,  and  Jeffery  Kirby,  of  London,  esquire,  to  be 
executors  of  his  said  will,  and  Sir  Thomas  Glenham,  knight,  Sir  John  Wolsten- 
liolme,  knight,  and  Edward  Bishop,  esquire,  overseers  thereof. 

The  above  extract  of  the  will  of  Lord  Sudbury  is  taken  from  a book  in  the 
possession  of  the  parish,  called  the  Register-book,  for  entering  the  deeds  and 
writings  of  the  estates  left  to  the  parish  of  St.  Olave,  Hart-street,  in  which  book 
the  whole  will  is  set  forth  ; and  immediately  after  follows  an  extract  from  Lord 
Bayning’s  will,  to  which  there  is  the  following  heading : 

“ The  following  matters  are  taken  from  the  copy  of  the  young  Lord  Bayn- 
ing’s will,  being  the  substance  thereof,  as  far  as  relates  to  the  almshouses 
therein  given  and  bequeathed  by  him  to  the  parish  of  St.  Olave,  Hart-street, 
London,  which  copy  is  very  much  torn  and  defaced.” 

In  the  said  extract  is  the  following  clause  : 

“ I will  that  mine  executors  shall  within  two  years  after  my  decease  build 
in  the  parish  where  I was  born  one  almshouse,  for  the  dwelling  of  ten  poor 
people,  in  such  form  as  the  almshouse  founded  by  my  father  is  built,  and  that 
the  said  ten  poor  people  shall  have  such  yearly  allowance  and  maintenance  as 
is  appointed  by  my  said  father’s  will  for  his  ten  poor,  and  that  my  said  alms- 
house, and  the  poor  people  therein,  shall  be  qualified  in  all  respects,  and  visited 
and  placed  by  such  person  and  persons  as  by  my  father’s  will  are  to  have  the 
placing  of  my  said,  father’s  poor  in  the  almshouse  already  by  him  built  in  the 
parish  of  St.  Olave,  Hart-street.” 

And  the  said  testator  appointed  his  wife,  and  his  uncle  Sir  ThomasGlenham, 
executrix  and  executor  of  his  said  will,  and  Sir  Joseph  Jacob  and  Sir  John 
Woolstenholme,  knight,  overseers  thereof. 

After  the  last  above-mentioned  extract  several  circumstances  are  stated  in 
the  same  book  respecting  the  execution  of  the  above  gifts,  from  which  it  appears 
that  the  executors  of  Lord  Bayning  (meaning,  it  is  supposed,  the  first  testator) 
purchased  some  land,  and  built  thereon  an  hospital  for  ten  poor  people,  and 
also  built  seven  tenements,  which  in  the  opinion  of  those  who  caused  these 
entries  to  be  made,  could  only  have  been  for  the  perpetual  reparations  of  the 
said  hospital  and  tenements,  and  not  for  the  maintenance  of  the  poor  people. 

A memorandum  then  follows,  which  states,  that  at  the  first  paying  of  the 
pensioners  they  had  8 /.  per  annum,  after  that  61.,  which  continued  until  the 
year  1650,  but  that  no  mention  was  made  of  the  rents  being  applied  for  the 
payment  of  the  poor  until  that  year,  and  that  since  that  time  they  were  allowed 
not  above  4 /.  per  annum. 

According  to  a short  rental  annexed,  the  proceeds  of  these  tenements 
amounted  to  49  L per  annum,  and  it  is  further  stated,  that  the  reparations  of 
the  almshouse  and  tenements,  and  short  rents  and  taxes,  were  also  taken  out 
of  the  said  49  l. 

It  seems  that  the  above  particulars  were  collected  by  some  persons  on  behalf 
Rep.  20.  H h 2 of 
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St.  Olave,  Hart-  of  the  parish,  as  the  ground  of  a remonstrance  which  was  afterwards  made  by 
street.  the  minister,  churchwardens  and  inhabitants  thereof,  and  supposed  to  have 

~~  ’ been  delivered  to  the  Commissioners  for  Charitable  Uses  appointed  at  that  time. 

Charity,^  8 which  appears  to  have  been  about  the  year  1653. 

continued.  The  remonstrance  having  set  forth  the  contents  of  the  above  will  of  the  first 

^ ' testator,  as  far  as  relates  to  the  said  intended  almshouse,  proceeded  to  state, 

that  the  foundation  of  the  said  almshouse  had  been  laid  and  finished,  and  seven 
tenements,  built  for  the  perpetual  reparations  of  the  almshouses  only,  and  not 
(as  was  conceived)  for  the  maintenance  of  the  poor  people,  the  charges  of  those 
buildings  coming  far  short  of  3,500  /. 

That  at  first  the  true  executors  did  allow  unto  each  of  the  poor  people  8 L 
per  annum,  which  was  constantly  paid  them  quarterly,  whether  the  rents  of 
the  tenements  were  paid  or  not,  neither  were  they  so  much  as  named  ; since 
which  time  other  executors  coming  to  the  management  of  that  estate  had  paid 
them  but  6 /.  per  annum,  and  in  the  year  1650,  and  ever  since,  they  had  not 
paid  them  any  thing,  (a  statement  at  variance  with  the  terms  of  the  foregoing 
memorandum  in  this  respect)  telling  them  that  the  rents  of  those  tenements 
were  all  that  was  appointed  for  their  perpetual  maintenance. 

The  said  remonstrance  then  states  the  bequest  of  Lord  Bayning,  son  of  the 
first-mentioned  testator,  as  above  set  forth,  averring,  that  the  said  last-mentioned 
gift  had  not  at  all  as  yet  been  performed,  nor  any  such  almshouse  built  accord- 
ing to  the  intent  of  such  second  donor.  It  was  therefore  prayed  that  provision 
might  be  made  that  the  respective  gifts  of  the  said  donors  might  be  paid  and 
performed,  according  to  the  true  intent  of  their  respective  wills. 

A note  occurs  in  the  same  book,  stating,  that  on  the  1st  of  December  1 653 
the  parish  had  a verdict  against  the  executors  of  the  young  Lord  Bayning,  but 
for  what  does  not  appear,  unless  it  may  have  been  for  certain  sums  mentioned 
in  the  margin  to  wit,  3,500/.,  2,625/.,  100/. 

The  above  book  contains  no  mention  of  any  other  particulars  relating  to  the 
said  donations,  but  in  1817  application  was  made  by  petition  to  the  Court  of 
Chancery  on  behalf  of  Elizabeth  Fowlser  and  Bridget  Newan,  two  poor 
inhabitants  of  the  parish  of  St.  Olave,  Hart-street,  against  the  churchwardens 
and  overseers  of  the  same  parish,  in  respect  of  the  same  charity,  in  which 
petition  were  set  forth  the  particulars,  as  the  same  are  furnished  by  the  said 
register-book,  adding  that  search  had  been  made  among  the  Records  of  the 
City  of  London  for  the  year  1653,  and  in  other  places,  to  ascertain  whether  the 
said  parish  had  received  from  the  executors  of  Lord  Sudbury  any  part  of  the 
sums  stated  to  have  been  recovered  upon  verdict,  but  that  no  trace  whatever 
could  be  found  of  any  verdict  having  been  entered  upon  record,  or  that  any 
sum  had  been  paid.  It  then  complains,  that  it  appeared  from  the  records  of 
the  parish,  that  some  time  in  the  year  1738,  or  thereabouts,  the  hospital  belong- 
ing to  the  said  charity  had  been  converted  into  a workhouse  for  the  reception 
of  the  poor,  and  had  ever  since  that  time  been  so  continued.  It  proceeds  to 
set  forth  what  appeared  from  the  accounts  of  the  several  churchwardens,  to 
have  been  the  monies  received  by  them  on  account  of  the  said  charity,  from 
1695  to  1743,  concluding  with  an  averment,  that  for  the  last  50  years  the 
parish  had  made  use  of  the  hospital  for  their  own  parish  poor-house,  which,  at 
the  yearly  rent  of  21  /.  during  that  period,  would  produce  1,050/.  That,  in 
1766,  a small  part  of  the  hospital-ground  was  sold  to  the  city  of  London  for 
the  sum  of  260/.  ; that  in  1769  a part  of  the  hospital-ground  was  let  on  lease 
for  71  years,  at  4/.  per  annum,  producing  a sum  of  200/.  That  in  1817> 
another  part  of  the  hospital-ground  had  been  let  on  lease  for  6l  years,  at  the 
rent  of  15/.  15 s.  per  annum;  and  they  charged  that  the  before-mentioned 
sums  had  been  received  by  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  parish, 
and  that  the  same  had  not  been  applied  according  to  the  intentions  of  the  late 
Lord  Sudbury. 

In  consequence  of  the  said  petition  reference  was  made  to  one  of  the 
Masters  of  the  court,  who  by  his  report,  dated  3d  August  1819,  certified, 
amongst  other  things,  that  it  had  appeared  that  the  executors  of  the  said  Lord 
Sudbury  had  performed  the  directions  of  his  will  touching  the  building  of  ail 
hospital  or  almshouse,  and  the  endowment  of  the  same.  That  part  of  such 
hospital  or  almshouse,  or  of  the  wall  which  formed  the  court-yard  thereof,  was 
still  existing,  bearing  the  arms  of  the  said  testator,  together  with  the  following 

inscription : 
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inscription,  “ Viscount  Sudbury’s  hospital,  founded  in  honour  of  God,  and 
for  relief  of  his  poor.”  That  he  had  examined  the  hooks  of  the  church- 
wardens from  the  year  1 691 , being  the  earliest  period  to  which  they  referred, 
and  had  found  that  preceding  the  entries  of  such  accounts  in  the  first  of  such 
books,  commencing  in  1691,  was  contained  an  enumeration  of  various  rents  and 
other  annual  receipts,  but  without  any  reference  to  rents  or  other  benefit 
accruing  to  the  parish  in  respect  of  the  said  Lord  Sudbury’s  benefaction ; nor 
did  it  appear  from  the  said  accounts,  which  were  regularly  entered  from  the 
period  aforesaid,  that  any  sum  was  received  by  the  parish-officers  on  the  said 
account  during  that  and  the  five  succeeding  years,  but  that  in  the  account  of 
the  churchwarden  from  Easter  1697>  to  Easter  1698,  was  an  entry  of  sums 
received  by  him  in  respect  of  the  almshouse-rents  in  Gunpowder-alley,  and 
that  from  that  period  the  rents  of  the  houses  in  Gunpowder-alley  appeared  to 
have  continued  to  have  been  received  by  the  succeeding  churchwardens,  and 
accounted  for  by  them.  That  he,  the  said  Master,  further  found,  that  in  the 
year  1697  the  parish-officers  of  the  said  parish  had  possessed  themselves 
of  the  almshouse  and  the  seven  tenements  in  Gunpowder-alley,  and  continued 
in  possession  thereof  until  the  same  were  disposed  of  as  thereinafter  men- 
tioned : That  in  the  year  1737  it  wras  resolved  at  a vestry-meeting  that  the 
hospital  in  Gunpowder-alley  should  be  continued  an  hospital  for  the  same  use 
it  had  previously  been  applied  to,  and  that  it  should  be  fitted  up  for  the  recep- 
tion and  maintenance,  from  time  to  time,  of  the  poor  of  the  parish,  and  for 
setting  such  of  them  as  were  able,  to  work,  in  order  to  the  help  and  supporting 
of  such  as  by  age  and  other  infirmities  were  rendered  incapable  so  to  do ; and 
that  a committee  should  be  appointed  from  time  to  time  of  20  persons,  besides 
the  rector,  churchwardens,  and  overseers  of  the  poor,  to  transact  business  for 
the  service  of  the  poor  of  the  said  parish,  subject  to  such  orders  of  vestry  as 
should  be  made  from  time  to  time ; and  that  the  committee  should  forthwith 
contract  for  the  repairs  in  fitting  and  making  the  said  hospital  a more  conve- 
nient place  for  the  receiving  and  maintaining  of  the  said  poor,  having  regard  to 
reduced  housekeepers : That  from  the  said  last-mentioned  period,  the  said 
hospital  or  almshouse  had  been  used  for  the  reception  and  support  of  the  poor 
of  the  parish  until  the  year  1766,  when  part  of  the  said  hospital  was,  by  virtue 
of  an  Act  of  Parliament,  sold  to  the  Corporation  of  the  city  of  London  for  the 
sum  of  260/.,  and  that  the  remaining  part  of  the  building  was  continued  to  be 
used  for  the  purposes  for  which  it  had  been  appropriated  as  before  mentioned, 
until  the  poor  were  removed  from  thence  as  after  mentioned : That  as  to  the 
houses  in  Gunpowder-alley,  he  found  that  the  same  had  been  let  to  yearly 
tenants  until  the  year  1739,  when  five  of  the  same  were  let  to  the  parish  of  St. 
Helen,  Bishopsgate,  for  the  purpose  of  being  converted  into  a workhouse  for 
that  parish,  for  the  rent  of  21/.:  That  at  Christmas  1761,  the  same  five  houses 
were  let  to  Elizabeth  Dodd,  at  the  same  rent  of  21  /.,  until  Midsummer  1767 : 
That  it  having  been  judged  that  by  the  said  sale  to  the  City  of  London  the  said 
hospital  would  be  rendered  too  small  for  the  reception  of  the  poor  of  the  said 
parish  of  St.  Olave,  it  was,  at  a vestry-meeting  held  on  the  9th  of  July  1764, 
determined  that  the  poor  in  the  said  house  should  be  removed  into  the  premises 
formerly  let  to  the  parish  of  St.  Helen,  and  then  in  the  occupation  of  Eliza- 
beth Dodd,  which  should  be  repaired  out  of  the  sum  of  260/.  received  from  the 
City  of  London  as  aforesaid,  which  resolution  was  carried  into  effect  upon  the 
said  Elizabeth  Dodd  quitting  the  said  premises  at  Midsummer  1767  • That 
the  same  last-mentioned  premises  had  been  accordingly  used  and  occupied  as 
the  workhouse  of  the  said  parish : That  one  of  the  seven  houses  had  fallen  down, 
and  the  site  thereof  been  subsequently  let  by  Indenture,  dated  1st  July  1769, 
for  the  term  of  71  years,  upon  a building  lease,  at  4/.  per  annum  : That  the 
remaining  house  in  Gunpowder-alley  was  supposed  to  have  fallen  down,  and 
was  probably  comprised  in  the  part  sold  to  the  City  of  London,  as  he  the  said 
Master  had  not  been  able  to  find  any  account  of  rents  received  for  the  same 
since  the  year  1716  : That  such  parts  of  the  estate  as  remained  in  the  possession 
of  the  said  parish,  or  of  the  rents  of  which  the  parish  were  then  in  the  receipt, 
consisted  of  the  said  workhouse  or  premises  formerly  occupied  by  the  said 
Elizabeth  Dodd,  the  site  of  the  unsold  part  of  the  said  hospital,  and  the  wall 
standing  thereon,  part  of  such  site  being  occupied  by  a committee-room,  and 
the  remainder  let,  on  9th  July  1817,  to  David  Evans,  for  the  term  of  6l  years, 
commencing  at  Michaelmas  then  last,  at  the  rent  of  15/.  15$.  The  said  Master 
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then  proceeded  to  state,  that  he  was  of  opinion  that  the  rents  and  profits  of  the 
houses  in  Gunpowder-alley  applicable  to  the  purposes  of  the  charity,  which 
had  been  received  by  the  parish-officers  of  the  parish  of  St.  Olave,  Hart-street, 
from  the  time  they  first  assumed  the  possession  thereof  to  the  year  1738,  when 
the  said  almshouse  was  converted  into  a workhouse,  had  been  properly  applied; 
but  he  thought  that  the  proceedings  of  the  vestry  in  the  year  1738,  whereby 
the  said  hospital  or  almshouse  was  converted  into  a workhouse  for  the  parish, 
was  a diversion  of  the  funds;  and  he  was  of  opinion  that  the  rents  and  profits 
received  in  respect  of  the  said  houses  in  Gunpowder-alley  from  the  month  of 
June  1738,  had  not  been  properly  applied  ; and  that  the  parish  of  St.  Olave, 


Hart-street,  ought  to  stand  charged  therewith,  after  deducting  what  had  been 


expended  in  such  repairs  and  outgoings  as  would  have  been  payable  thereout 
in  case  such  rents  and  profits  had  been  continued  to  be  applied  for  the  purposes 
of  the  said  charity. 

So  much  of  the  Report  as  sought  to  charge  the  parish  with  the  rents  from 
1738,  and  to  fix  on  the  parish-officers  a responsibility  with  respect  to  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  said  charity-property,  was  not  confirmed  by  the  order  of  the  Master 
of  the  Rolls  made  in  November  1819,  but  it  was  thereby  directed  that  it  should 
be  referred  back  to  the  Master  to  certify  what  were  the  premises  then  in  the 
occupation  of  the  said  parish,  and  to  approve  of  proper  persons  to  be  trustees 
of  the  charity,  to  whom  the  parish-officers  should  deliver  up  the  premises ; and 
further,  that  the  said  Master  should  approve  of  a proper  scheme  for  carrying 
into  effect  the  intentions  of  the  testator,  and  for  the  application  of  the  future 
rents. 

By  a further  Report  of  the  said  Master,  dated  24th  July  1820,  made  in  pur- 
suance of  the  above  order,  after  setting  forth  that  according  to  an  agreement 
surveyors  had  been  appointed  to  survey  and  value  the  premises  in  the  posses- 
sion of  the  parish,  and  that  they  had  returned  a survey  thereof,  bearing  date 
24th  January  1820,  and  that  it  had  been  admitted  before  him  the  said  Master, 
by  the  solicitor  to  the  petitioners,  that  he  had  been  unable  to  obtain  any  in- 
formation as  to  the  extent  of  the  property  belonging  to  the  said  charity,  other 
than  as  mentioned  in  such  survey,  the  said  Master  certified  that  he  found  that 
the  premises  then  in  the  occupation  of  the  parish  of  St.  Olave,  Hart-street, 
which  were  formerly  the  property  of  Lord  Sudbury,  and  intended  by  him  to 
be  applied  to  the  purposes  of  the  charity,  consisted  of  a house,  No.  12,  Crutched 
Friars,  occupied  by  Mr.  Landon,  and  certain  buildings,  yards  and  premises  in 
Gunpowder-alley,  in  the  city  of  London,  and  which  were  then  occupied  by  the 
said  parish  as  a house  for  the  reception  of  their  poor,  except  a small  part  thereof 
which  was  made  use  of  by  a Mr.  David  Evans,  for  his  trade,  the  particulars  of 
which  premises  were  delineated  and  described  in  a plan  annexed  to  the  said 
valuation. 

And  he  further  certified,  that  the  petitioners  had  proposed  that  the  rector 
and  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  St.  Olave,  Hart-street,  should  be  ap- 
pointed the  trustees  of  the  said  charity,  which  proposal  he  had  approved ; and 
that  with  regard  to  a scheme  for  carrying  into  effect  the  intentions  of  the 
testator  in  respect  of  the  property,  and  of  the  application  of  the  rents  and 
profits  thereof,  and  other  annual  produce  of  the  said  charity,  it  had  been  pro- 
posed that  the  whole  of  the  future  rents  and  profits  of  the  charity-estates  should 
be  applied  for  the  relief,  support  and  maintenance  of  as  many  poor  persons  of 
the  description  mentioned  in  the  testator’s  will,  not  exceeding  ten  in  number 
(of  which  the  surviving  petitioner,  Elizabeth  Fowlser,  was  to  be  one  during  her 
life,)  at  their  own  residence,  or  out  of  any  house  or  hospital  belonging  to  or  at 
the  expense  of  the  said  charity,  as  the  said  trustees  should  from  time  to  time 
think  proper,  and  to  be  paid  as  portions  to  such  poor  persons  at  the  times  and 
in  the  manner  thereinafter  mentioned  in  that  Report ; and  that  having  consi- 
dered of  such  scheme  or  proposal,  and  it  being  admitted  before  him  by  the 
respective  solicitors  for  the  petitioners  and  parish  that  there  was  hardly  a vestige 
of  the  original  hospital  founded  by  the  late  testator,  Lord  Sudbury  then  re- 
maining ; and  that  the  property  which  had  been  ascertained  to  belong  to  the 
charity  was  very  inadequate  to  maintain  such  a foundation  or  establishment  as 
was  intended  by  the  testator  ; and  it  appearing  to  the  Master  that  the  applica- 
tion of  the  funds  of  the  charity  as  above  proposed  was  as  nearly  within  the 
intent  and  meaning  of  the  directions  in  the  testator’s  will  as  the  then  present 
circumstances  would  admit  of,  he  approved  of  such  last-mentioned  scheme  for 

carrying 
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carrying  the  intentions  of  the  testator  into  effect,  and  for  the  application  of  the  St.  Olave,  Hart- 
future  rents  of  the  premises  ; and  he  further  certified,  that  according  to  the  street, 

directions  of  the  preceding  order  he  had  taxed  the  petitioner’s  costs  in  the  sum  Lord  Sudbury’s 
Of  191/.  Is*  9d.  Charity, 

By  a final  Order  of  the  said  court,  dated  31st  July  1820,  the  said  Master’s  continued. 

Report  was  confirmed  ; and  it  was  further  directed  that  the  whole  of  the  future  v ^ * 

rents  and  profits  of  the  said  charity-property  subject  to  the  said  costs  should  be 
applied  for  the  relief  of  as  many  poor  persons  of  the  description  in  the  testator’s 
will  mentioned,  not  exceeding  ten  in  number  (the  petitioner  to  be  one  during 
her  life),  at  their  own  residence,  or  out  of  any  house  or  hospital  belonging  to 
or  at  the  expense  of  the  said  charity,  as  the  said  trustees  should  from  time  to 
time  think  proper,  the  same  to  be  paid  to  such  poor  persons  in  equal  proper- 
tions  half  yearly,  at  Christmas  and  Midsummer  every  year  ; and  that  the 
trustees  in  their  nomination  of  the  said  poor  persons,  and  in  the  application  of 
the  funds,  should  take  the  opinion  and  advice  of  the  committee  of  trustees  for 
the  management  of  the  estates  belonging  to  the  same  parish. 

The  property,  according  to  the  plan  referred  to,  as  annexed  to  the  surveyor’s 
valuation  of  January  1820,  consists  of  the  following  particulars: 

1.  A messuage  or  dwelling-house  No.  12,  in  Crutched  Friars,  and  several 
buildings,  yards  and  premises,  in  Gunpowder-alley,  which  are  now  used  by  the 
parish  for  the  purpose  of  a house  for  the  reception  of  their  poor,  except  a small 
part  thereof  covered  with  buildings  by  Mr.  David  Evans,  a stove-grate  manu- 
facturer, for  the  purposes  of  his  trade. 


The  house  No.  12,  is  held  of  the  parish  under  an  unexpired  building- 
lease,  granted  in  1769,  for  71  years,  at  a ground-rent  of  per  annum 
The  premises  used  by  the  parish  for  their  poor,  with  the  committee-room 
are  tenanted  by  the  parish  at  per  annum  ------ 

The  part  occupied  as  before  mentioned  by  Mr.  Evans  is  considered 
as  being  held  by  him  as  the  under-tenant  of  the  parish,  being 
included  in  the  lease  from  the  trustees  of  the  charity  to  the 
committee  of  trustees  for  the  management  of  the  poor :

When  the  lease  of  the  house  No.  12,  in  Crutched  Friars,  shall  have  expired, 
the  premises  may  be  expected  to  produce  40/.  rent,  according  to  the  said 
valuation  of  the  surveyor. 

The  income,  after  paying  the  expenses  incident  to  the  trust,  is  applied  in 
payments  to  ten  poor  persons,  men  and  women,  who  have  been  housekeepers,  in 
equal  half-yearly  payments,  in  fulfilment  of  the  directions  of  the  final  decree 
above  referred  to,  the  petitioner  Elizabeth  Fowlser  receiving  her  proportion, 
viz.  1 51.  a year,  which  is  intended  to  be  continued  to  her  during  her  life. 

The  objects  of  the  charity  are  nominated  by  the  minister  and  church- 
wardens, with  the  advice  of  a committee  for  the  management  of  the  estates  of 
the  parish. 

The  accounts  of  the  charity  appear  to  have  been  regularly  kept,  and  audited 
every  year. 

Walter  Hull’s  Charity. 

Walter  Hull,  by  his  Will,  appearing  to  have  been  made  about  the  year  1640,  Walter  Hu] 
gave  and  devised  unto  the  parson,  churchwardens  and  parishioners  of  the  parish  Charity, 
of  St.  Olave,  in  Hart-street,  their  successors  and  assigns,  two  messuages  or 
tenements,  with  a garden  and  orchard  thereto  belonging,  occupied  as  therein 
mentioned,  situate  in  the  parish  of  St.  Mary  Matfellon,  otherwise  Whitechapel ; 
a messuage,  with  a garden-plot  or  parcel  of  ground  therein  described,  and 
another  parcel  of  ground  in  the  several  occupations  therein  mentioned,  situate 
in  the  same  parish  ; a piece  or  parcel  of  land  commonly  called  Swayne’s  Hill, 
situate  at  Lewisham,  in  the  county  of  Kent,  containing  by  estimation  three 
acres ; his  messuages  or  tenements,  with  the  barn,  stable,  orchard  and  ground 
thereto  belonging,  situate  at  Lewisham  aforesaid,  containing  by  estimation 
four  acres ; and  a messuage,  and  one  acre  of  ground,  or  thereabouts,  thereto 
belonging,  situate  in  the  parish  of  East  Ham,  in  the  county  of  Essex,  to  hold 
the  said  premises  to  the  said  parson,  churchwardens  and  parishioners,  and  their 
successors,  from  and  after  the  decease  of  the  said  testators’s  wife,  for  the  uses, 
intents  and  purposes  thereinafter  mentioned ; viz.  that  a sermon  should  be 
preached  in  the  church  of  St.  Olave  by  the  parson  of  the  said  parish,  and  his 
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successors,  upon  Thursday,  in  the  forenoon  in  every  week,  between  the  feasts 
of  St.  Michael  and  St.  John  the  Baptist,  yearly,  who  should  receive  and  enjoy 
to  their  own  proper  use  the  sum  of  20/.  per  annum,  out  of  the  rents  and 
profits  of  the  premises  thereinbefore  devised,  to  be  paid  by  the  churchwardens 
and  collectors  for  the  poor  of  the  parish  aforesaid,  to  whose  care  and  trust  he 
recommended  the  collecting  and  receiving  of  the  said  rents,  and  the  disposing 
of  the  same  : That  the  annual  sum  of  5 l.  4 s.  should  be  bestowed  in  bread  to 
the  poor  people  inhabiting  in  the  said  parish,  2 s.  worth  every  Lord’s-day,  for 
ever : That  40s.,  yearly,  should  be  retained  by  the  churchwardens  and  their 
successors,  as  a recompense  for  their  pains  in  receiving  and  disposing  of  the 
said  rents  : That  20  s.  should  be  given  to  the  collectors  for  the  poor  of  the 
said  parish  for  their  assistance  to  the  churchwardens  : That  1.5  s.  a year  should 
be  paid  to  the  clerk  and  sexton  of  the  said  parish,  respectively,  in  recompense 
lor  their  services  at  the  said  weekly  sermons  : That  the  sum  of  40s.,  yearly, 
should  be  paid  to  the  Company  of  Merchant  Tailors,  by  quarterly  payments, 
to  be  given  to  two  poor  members  of  the  same  company,  at  the  pleasure  of  the 
master,  wardens  and  assistants,  and  to  the  clerk  of  the  said  company  the  sum  of 
4 s.,  yearly  ; and  he  directed  that  his  said  trustees  and  their  successors  should 
reserve  and  employ  the  remainder  of  the  rents  and  profits,  amounting  to  the 
sum  of  4/.  10s.  a year  for  such  repairs  of  the  messuages  and  buildings  on  the 
said  devised  premises  as  the  landlord  of  the  premises  ought  to  maintain  ; and 
all  other  surplus  rents  or  improvements  of  rents  he  left  and  referred  to  the 
disposition  of  his  devisees  and  their  successors,  amongst  the  poor  inhabitants 
of  the  said  parish  ; with  a proviso,  that  in  case  the  parson,  churchwardens 
and  parishioners  of  the  said  parish,  should  not  accept  of  the  said  lands  and 
tenements  for  the  performance  of  the  uses  or  duties  aforesaid,  or  should  permit 
the  said  weekly  sermon  to  cease,  or  should  not  employ  the  other  sums  therein 
mentioned  in  manner  directed,  then  that  his  gift  or  devise  of  the  said  lands  or 
hereditaments  should  be  void,  and  he  thereby  devised  the  same  to  the  parson, 
churchwardens  and  parishioners  of  the  parish  of  St.  Botolph  without  Aldgate, 
and  their  successors,  for  ever,  for  the  uses  and  purposes  therein  mentioned. 

The  above  particulars  are  collected  from  the  recitals  in  the  copy  of  a bill  in 
Chancery,  inserted  in  a parchment  register  of  the  deeds  and  muniments  of  this 
parish,  made  in  1739,  which  bill  purports  to  have  been  filed  in  the  time  of 
Lord  Chancellor  Clarendon,  (but  without  any  date  being  mentioned,)  for  the 
settling  of  the  charity  against  the  claims  of  the  pretended  heir-at-law  of  the 
testator,  and  there  is  no  copy  of  the  decree  or  other  proceedings  in  the  cause. 

The  property  derived  under  the  said  devise  consists  of  the  following  par- 
ticulars : 


1.  A messuage  or  clwelling-house,  with  sundry  small  messuages,  and  other 
premises,  situated  in  Whitechapel  Road,  near  a yard  called  Green 
D ragon  Yard,  held  under  a building  lease  for  sixty-one  years  com- 
mencing at  Lady-day  1785,  originally  granted  to  Thomas  Ellis,  at  the 
yearly  rent  of  ---------- 

These  premises  are  understood  to  comprise  the  whole  of  the  said 
trust-estate  in  Whitechapel,  as  the  site  thereof  has  been  in  the  pos- 
session of  the  parish  for  a great  number  of  years,  and  always  been 
considered  to  be  the  same  property  as  that  which  was  devised  by  the 
said  will. 

2.  A house  and  seven  acres  of  land  situate  at  Lewisham,  at  a place  called 
Perry  Vale,  at  present  held  by  Mr.  William  Kerl,  under  a lease  for  fifty 
years,  commencing  from  Michaelmas  1825,  at  the  annual  rent  of 

The  above  lease  was  granted  on  condition,  and  with  covenants  on 
the  part  of  the  lessee  for  repairing  and  enlarging  the  dwelling-house 
and  offices  on  the  report  of  a surveyor  employed  by  the  trustees. 

A small  piece  of  land  on  the  inclosure  of  Sydenham  Common  in  1814, 
containing  2 a.  1 r.  22  p.,  was  awarded  by  the  commissioners  to 
the  trustees,  and  by  them  demised  shortly  after  to  James  Burgie  on 
a lease,  dated  30th  December  1814,  for  sixty-one  years,  to  commence 
from  the  Midsummer  preceding,  with  covenant  for  inclosing  and  fencing- 
in  the  allotment,  and  for  erecting  tenements  thereon,  at  a ground-rent 
of  - --  --  --  --  --  - 

The  lease  is  at  present  held  by  Mr.  Kerl,  who  purchased  the  same, 
and  the  ground  is  partly  covered  with  tenements,  four  orfive  in  number, 
with  gardens  and  ground  attached  to  them. 

3.  A house,  with  garden  and  field  at  the  back  thereof,  containing  together 
about  an  acre,  situate  at  Wall  End,  in  East  Ham,  in  the  county  of

The  whole  of  the  above  devised  property  is  managed  and  disposed  of  by  the 
rector,  the  churchwardens,  and  the  committee  of  trustees  for  managing  the 
estates  of  the  parish,  being  such  parishioners  as  have  passed  the  office  of 
churchwarden. 

Tite  rents  of  these  premises,  together  with  the  income  of  all  the  other  charities 
given  to  the  parish,  have  for  the  last  eight  or  ten  years  been  received  by  the 
upper  churchwarden  as  belonging  to  his  department ; the  receipt  and  application 
of  the  general  parish-levies  for  the  poor  being  intrusted  to  the  under  church- 
warden, and  accounted  for  by  him. 

Out  of  the  income  of  this  general  fund  in  the  hands  of  the  upper  church- 
warden arising  as  aforesaid,  all  the  express  objects  of  the  testator’s  bounty 
are  specifically  satisfied,  viz  ; a sum  of  20/.  a year  is  paid  to  the  minister  of  the 
parish  for  the  sermons  which  are  preached  every  Thursday,  between  the  feast 
of  Michaelmas  and  St.  John  the  Baptist ; 51.  4 s.  is  laid  out  in  weekly  bread ; 
2/.  45.  is  paid  to  the  Merchant  Tailors  Company;  2/.  to  the  churchwardens  ; 
1/.  to  the  overseer,  and  11.  10s.  to  the  parish-clerk  and  sexton.  There  is  also 
a sum  of  10/.  paid  in  addition,  to  the  minister  for  reading  prayers  on  the  same 
days,  which  payment  has  been  made  since  1814,  and  was  determined  upon  in 
the  hope  of  ensuring  the  attendance  of  a fuller  congregation  than  had  before 
attended  the  sermons. 

The  residue  of  the  proceeds  of  this  charity-estate  is  carried  by  the  upper 
churchwarden  to  his  general  account.  The  application  thereof  will  be  stated  at 
the  end  of  our  Report  of  the  charities  of  this  parish. 


Sir  John  Wolstf.nholme’s  Charity. 

By  an  Indenture,  bearing  date  12th  September  I67O,  made  between  Sylvester  yir  John  V,  olsten- 
Dennis,  of  the  first  part,  Sir  Thomas  Wolstenholme,  son  and  heir  and  executor  lu>  mcs  ^liarity 
of  Sir  John  Wolstenholme,  baronet,  deceased,  who  was  son  and  heir,  and  also 
executor,  of  Sir  John  Wolstenholme,  of  London,  knight,  grandfather  of  Sir 
Thomas  Wolstenholme,  party  thereto,  of  the  second  part,  and  the  then  rector 
and  churchwardens  of  St.  Olave,  Hart-street,  of  the  third  part,  reciting  that  the 
said  Sir  John  Wolstenholme,  the  grandfather,  by  his  Will,  dated  24th  November 
1639,  appointed  the  sum  of  100/.  to  be  bestowed  by  his  executor,  with  the 
consent  of  the  rector  and  churchwardens  of  St.  Olave,  Hart-street,  for  the 
purchasing  of  a yearly  revenue  for  the  poor  of  the  said  parish ; and  stating  also, 
that  the  performance  of  the  said  trust  had  been  obstructed  by  the  late  civil 
wars,  and  also  by  the  want  of  an  opportunity  for  making  such  purchase  as 
aforesaid,  it  is  witnessed,  that  in  consideration  of  100/.  paid  by  the  said  Sir 
Thomas  Wolstenholme,  with  the  consent  of  the  said  rector  and  churchwardens, 
and  also  the  further  sum  of  7 0/.  by  the  said  rector  and  churchwardens  paid 
unto  the  said  Sylvester  Dennis,  he  the  said  Sylvester  Dennis  thereby  conveyed 
unto  the  said  rector  and  churchwardens  a piece  of  ground  situate  near  London 
Wall,  in  the  parish  of  St.  Ethelburgh,  containing  in  length  from  east  to  west 
on  the  south  side  thereof,  thirty  feet,  on  the  north  side  thereof,  thirty  feet  ten 
ten  inches,  and  at  the  east  end  thereof,  twenty-six  feet  eight  inches,  together 
with  the  buildings  thereon,  to  hold  to  them  and  their  successors  for  ever,  for 
a revenue  for  the  poor  of  the  said  parish. 

It  appears  by  a note  in  the  register-book  of  the  deeds  and  writings  of  the 
estates  left  to  the  parish  of  St.  Olave,  Hart-street,  from  whence  the  said 
abstract  is  taken,  that  the  above  premises  were  let  on  the  day  the  above  deed 
was  executed  by  the  rector  and  churchwardens  for  a term  of  56  years,  at  the 
rent  of  8/.  10s.  per  annum. 

And  it  also  appears  from  the  same  book  that  the  said  premises  were  after- 
wards demised  by  the  then  rector  and  churchwardens  on  the  22d  March  1720, 
for  a term  of  31  years  from  the  Christmas  preceding,  by  the  description  of  three 
cottages,  messuages,  or  tenements,  situate  in  Helmet-court,  near  Bishopsgate, 
in  the  parish  of  St.  Ethelburgh,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  7 1.  10s. 
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St.  Olave,  Hart-  In  the  above  book  no  other  record  of  the  demise  of  these  premises  occurs  ; 

street.  but  for  a seiqes  of  years  after  the  last-mentioned  transaction  the  account-books 
Sir  Job^  Wolsten-  contain  items  of  the  receipt  of  ll.  10.s.,  as  the  rent  of  this  property,  and  of  the 
holme’s  Charity,  application  of  61.  out  of  the  same  for  the  general  poor  of  the  parish,  distributed 
continued.  by  the  church  wardens  ; and  it  further  appears,  under  the  head  of  Sir  John 

v ^ Wolstenholme’s  gift,  that  the  constant  annual  payment  to  the  use  of  the  poor 

has  been  no  more  than  61.,  the  donation  being  always  mentioned  as  Sir  John 
Wolstenholme’s  gift  of  61.  to  the  poor. 

In  the  year  1803  the  premises  were  let  at  14/.  per  annum  upon  building- 
terms,  and  in  the  year  1813  or  1814  they  were  let  for  13/.  upon  a demise  to 
Mr.  James  Burgie  for  Gl  years,  under  stipulations  to  pull  down  and  rebuild  as 
therein  mentioned. 

By  the  entries  in  the  rent-ledger  of  the  upper  churchwarden  it  appears  that 
this  13/.  continued  to  be  regularly  paid  till  Midsummer  1823,  when  Mr.  Burgie 
having  become  bankrupt,  and  not  having  satisfied  his  building-covenants,  the 
lease  was  surrendered,  and  a new  lease,  dated  27th  September  1825,  to  com- 
mence from  24th  June  1823,  was  made  to  William  Thomas  lloper  for  51  years, 
at  a pepper-corn  rent  for  the  first  year,  and  a ground-rent  of  15/.  per  annum 
for  the  remainder  of  the  lease,  those  terms  having  been  settled  by  a surveyor. 

Mr.  Roper  completed  the  demolition  of  the  old  tenements,  and  erected  on 
the  site  thereof  substantial  warehouses  agreeably  to  the  plan  settled  by  the 
same  surveyor. 

The  sum  applied  under  the  will  of  Sir  John  Wolstenholme  continues  to  be  only 
61.  per  annum,  which  probably  has  been  appropriated  in  satisfaction  of  the  in- 
terest of  the  original  sum  bequeathed,  but  there  are  no  express  entries  to  support 
such  a supposition.  The  61.  has  always  been  given  to  certain  persons  selected 
as  the  objects  of  the  bounty  from  among  the  poorer  part  of  the  parish,  who  are 
not  living  in  any  of  the  parish  poor-houses,  and  the  payments  are  continued  to 
the  same  persons  as  long  as  they  live,  being  chargeable  to  the  parish,  but  not 
inhabiting  the  poor-houses.  The  surplus  is  comprehended  in  the  general 
accounts  of  the  upper  churchwarden. 

John  Lowen’s  Charity. 

John  Lowen  s 

Clmrity.  John  Lo'zcen,  by  his  Will,  dated  19th  September  1669,  gave  to  the  poor  of 

the  parish  of  Rainham,  in  Essex,  the  sum  of  52  s.  yearly,  to  be  paid  in  bread, 
2Gi’.  at  Michaelmas,  and  26s.  at  Lady-day,  the  first  payment  to  be  made  within 
one  month  after  either  of  the  said  feasts  which  should  first  happen  after  his 
decease,  to  the  vicar  and  churchwardens  of  the  said  parish,  to  provide  seven 
twopenny  loaves  every  Sunday  in  the  year,  to  be  brought  into  the  church,  and 
distributed  to  seven  of  the  poorest  aged  and  most  infirm  of  the  parish,  whereof 
the  clerk  of  the  said  parish  was  appointed  always  to  have  one  ; and  the  said 
testator  further  gave  and  devised  the  same  yearly  allowance  to  be  disposed  of 
accordingly,  to  the  minister  and  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  St.  Olave, 
Hart-street,  London,  for  the  benefit  of  seven  of  the  poorest  of  that  parish,  in 
the  same  manner  as  was  expressed  for  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Rainham  in 
Essex. 

The  payment  to  this  parish  of  52s.  a year  has  been  heretofore  made  by  the 
proprietor  of  a farm  called  Gerpen’s,  or  Jaspin’s  Farm,  situate  at  Rainham,  in 
Essex,  which  formerly  belonged  to  a family  named  Hawes,  and  is  now  the  pro- 
perty of  a Mr.  Marden.  The  farm  was  purchased  upwards  of  20  years  ago  by 
William  Marden  of  Mr.  Denham  Barrons  and  others.  The  payment  had  been 
made  by  Mr.  Hawes  and  his  predecessors  in  the  farm  for  many  years,  and 
it  was  subsequently  made  by  Mr.  William  Marden  till  within  the  last  six  years, 
when  it  was  first  discontinued. 

This  benefaction  when  paid  was  received  by  the  upper  churchwarden,  and 
carried  by  him  to  his  general  account,  but  the  object  of  the  charity  was  speci- 
fically performed  by  the  distribution  of  one  shilling’s  worth  of  bread  every 
Sunday. 

With  reference  to  the  above  charity  the  following  entry  occurs  in  the 
register-book  of  the  deeds  of  the  estates,  See.  above  referred  to,  commencing 
in  1739.

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“ Dr.  John  Lowen’s  gift  at  Rainham  in  Essex,  of  two  £.  s.  d. 
pounds  twelve  shillings  per  annum,  sometimes  paid  by 
Mr.  Francis  Gregory,  and  sometimes  paid  by  Captain 
Hardwick,  in  Goodman’s  Fields,  now  by  Mr.  Samuel 
Barrons,  in  Ayliffe-street,  chargeable  on  Garpin  Farm 
in  Essex  - - - - - - - - - 2 12- 

The  vestry-clerk  states  that  he  has  himself  received  this  rentcharge  from 
the  year  1798  down  to  the  year  181G,  or  thereabouts,  from  the  above  men- 
tioned John  Hawes,  in  the  hrst  instance,  and  afterwards  from  Mr.  Marden, 
and  that  the  receipts  express  the  payment  to  have  been  made  in  respect  of 
Jaspin’s  farm. 

No  satisfactory  reason  having  been  assigned  by  Mr.  Marden  for  the  discon- 
tinuance of  this  payment,  we  have  directed  the  application  to  him  for  the 
arrears  of  the  rent  to  be  renewed,  and  we  have  reason  to  expect  that  it  will  be 
attended  with  effect. 

Mary  Bayneham’s  Charity. 

This  charity  is  set  forth  among  the  charities  reported  of  the  parish  of  All- 
hallows,  Staining,  (6th  Rep.  p.  1?7»)  where  the  particulars  of  the  property,  and 
of  the  management,  will  also  be  found  upon  reference  thereto  to  be  accurately 
set  forth. 

The  share  belonging  to  St.  Olave,  Hart-street,  is  regularly  paid  over  to  the 
churchwardens  of  that  parish. 

The  weekly  sum  of  2 s.  is  distributed  after  Divine  Service  at  the  church,  in 
fourpences,  to  poor  persons. 

The  share  of  the  residue  of  the  rents  due  to  this  parish  is  received  by  the 
upper  churchwarden  and  carried  to  his  general  account. 

Sir  James  Deane’s  Charity. 

The  only  document  respecting  this  charity  now  extant  is  one  of  two  tables 
i in  St.  Olave’s  church,  dated  1763,  by  which  it  appears  that  51.  4s.  per  annum, 
the  donation  of  Sir  James  Deane,  issuing  out  of  Ash  farm,  near  Basingstoke, 
was  to  be  disposed  of  in  bread,  weekly,  at  2 s. 

The  rentcharge  has  been  regularly  paid  by  the  proprietor  of  the  estate 
charged,  or  his  agent. 

The  above  table  expresses  it  to  have  been  paid  by  William  Porter,  esquire, 
who  is  presumed  to  have  been  the  then  owner  of  the  estate. 

This  charity  is  specifically  carried  into  effect  by  a regular  distribution  of  26. 
in  bread,  weekly,  to  the  poor. 

John  Hylord’s  Gift. 

The  church-tabie  of  the  above  mentioned-date  states  that  this  was  a gift 
of  2/.  per  annum,  issuing  out  of  two  houses  in  Hylord’s-court  in  Clutched 
Friars,  to  the  pjoor  for  ever,  for  coals,  yearly. 

The  premises  are  now  in  the  possession  of  the  East  India  Company,  who 
regularly  pay  the  rentcharge  to  the  churchwardens,  by  whom  the  same  is  laid 
out  in  coals,  which  are  distributed  among  the  poor  on  St.  Thomas’s-day. 

Richard  Cheyney’s  Gift. 

By  referring  to  Richard  Cheynej/s,  gift,  reported  under  the  charities  of 
St.  Mary  Woolnoth,  (4th  Rep.  p.  123.)  it  appears  that  406'.  per  annum,  under 
the  will  of  Richard  Cheyney,  was  to  be  paid  to  four  poor  men  or  women  of 
this  parish,  by  2 s.  6d.  a-piece,  quarterly,  as  therein  mentioned. 

The  sum  of  406.  is  annually  paid  by  the  churchwardens  of  St.  Mary  Wool- 
noth to  the  upper  churchwarden  of  this  parish,  and  makes  a part  of  his  annual 
account.  It  is  stated  that  the  parish  has  not  been  hitherto  aware  of  the  precise 
intention  of  the  donor,  not  being  in  possession  of  any  copy  or  extract  of  the 
will.  The  terms  of  that  will  are  supplied  from  the  Report  of  the  Charities 
in  the  parish  of  St.  Mary  Woolnoth,  and  we  are  now  assured  that  the  intention 
of  the  testator  will  in  future  be  punctually  carried  into  effect  by  the  payment 
of  26.  6rl.  quarterly,  to  four  poor  men  or  women. 
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Andrew  Windsor’s  Charity. 

According  to  an  extract  of  the  Will  of  Andrew  Windsor , dated  15th  May 
1625,  hung  up  in  a frame  in  the  vestry-room,  the  testator  gave  the  sum  of 
6/.  135.  4>d.  yearly,  issuing  out  of  a house  in  Crutched  Friars,  to  the  rector 
and  churchwardens  of  St.  Olave,  to  distribute  among  poor  people  inhabiting 
in  the  same  parish. 

The  rentcharge,  subject  to  a deduction  of  1 l.  65.  8 d.  for  land-tax,  is  paid 
in  respect  of  the  house,  No.  40,  in  Crutched  Friars,  now  belonging  to  the 
Commissioners  of  Excise. 

This  is  also  carried  by  the  upper  churchwarden  to  his  general  account. 

Margaret  Deane’s  Charity. 

This  parish  participates  in  the  gift  of  Margaret  Deane , of  2 51.  per  annum, 
distributable  among  24  wards  of  the  City  of  London,  the  report  of  which 
donation  will  be  found  among  the  charities  vested  in  the  Ironmongers  Com- 
pany, (see  10th  Rep.  p.  234.) 

Benjamin  Smith’s  Charity. 

Benjamin  Smith,  by  his  Will,  dated  3d  September  1719,  gave  the  sum  of 
100/.  to  be  put  out  at  interest  by  the  discretion  of  John  Turton,  Francis 
Browne,  Thomas  Fryer,  and  Major  Matthew  Belcher,  and  the  interest  thereof 
to  be  applied  by  them  towards  the  maintenance  and  relief  of  five  poor  old  men, 
and  five  poor  old  women,  who  should  be  inhabitants  of  the  parish  of  St.  Olave, 
Hart-street,  to  be  divided  amongst  them  every  new’-year’s  day,  immediately 
after  morning  prayer,  at  the  church  of  the  said  parish. 

This  100/.  was  laid  out,  together  with  three  other  gifts  next  after  mentioned, 
in  the  purchase  of  291  /.  9s.  10c/.  old  South-sea  annuities,  producing  the  yearly 
dividend  of  8 /.  145.  10c/.  The  stock  stands  in  the  names  of  the  rector  and 
churchwardens,  and  so  much  of  the  interest  thereof  as  is  referrible  to  the  above 
gift,  is  distributed  among  five  old  men  and  five  old  women,  according  to  the 
testator’s  directions. 

Richard  Evans’s  Charity. 

Richard  Evans,  by  his  Will,  dated  12th  April  1740,  gave  to  the  rector  and 
churc  hwardens  of  this  parish,  and  their  successors,  the  sum  of  20/.,  the  interest 
thereof  to  be  on  every  St.  Thomas’s-day,  yearly,  after  Divine  Service,  at  the 
church  of  the  said  parish,  equally  divided  and  distributed  among  such  poor 
widows  of  the  said  parish  as  the  said  rector  and  churchwardens  should  think 
proper  objects  of  charity. 

The  objects  of  this  donation  receive  their  proportions  out  of  the  said  divi- 
dend of  8/.  145.  10c/.  It  has  been  the  custom  to  give  it  to  four  poor  widows. 

Sir  Daniel  Lambert’s  Charity. 

Sir  Dcniel  Lambert,  who  died  in  or  about  the  year  1742,  according  to  the 
benefaction-table,  gave  60/.,  the  interest  to  be  paid  to  poor  men  and  poor 
women  of  this  parish,  yearly. 

Upon  every  new-year’s  day  a proportion  of  the  said  dividends,  answering 
to  tne  said  donation,  is  given  to  poor  persons  of  the  parish. 

John  Williams’s  Charity. 

John  Williams,  by  his  Will,  dated  29th  May  I78O,  gave  to  the  parish  of  St 
Olave,  Hart-street,  the  sum  of  60/.,  the  interest  thereof  to  be  every  year  divided 
amongst  three  poor  people  not  taking  alms  of  the  parish. 

Three  poor  persons,  not  receiving  parish-alms,  are  relieved  under  this  dona- 
tion, by  the  application  of  a proportional  part  of  the  dividends  of  the  stock 
above  mentioned. 


OBSERVATIONS. 

The  residue  of  the  whole  income  arising  from  the  said  charities,  after  the 
satisfaction  of  the  particular  and  express  objects  as  above  enumerated,  amounts 
to  the  sum  of  I67/.  18  5.  8 d.,  constituted  as  follows  :

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This  I67/.  18^.  8d.  is  disposed  of  in  the  following  manner,  viz.;  the  sum  of 
10 l.  is  annually  paid  to  the  rector,  in  addition  to  the  20/.  for  the  sermons  under 
Hull’s  charity,  in  consideration  of  his  reading  prayers  on  the  days  the  sermons 
are  preached  ; 7-5  /•  is  paid  by  vote  of  vestry  to  the  Sunday  afternoon  lecturer, 
who  is  not  a beneficed  clergyman,  to  save  the  necessity  of  his  making  personal 
application  for  voluntary  contributions.  The  incidental  expenses  incurred  by 
the  trustees  in  the  care  and  management  of  the  estate,  together  with  any  law 
expenses,  also  come  out  of  this  fund,  and  what  remains  is  expended  on  general 
parochial  purposes,  exclusive  of  the  maintenance  or  relief  of  the  poor. 

As  a reason  for  thus  dealing  with  the  above  residue  in  the  hands  of  the  upper 
churchwarden,  it  has  been  alleged,  that  as  the  said  donors  appear  to  have  had 
in  contemplation  the  general  poor  inhabitants  and  dwellers  of  the  parish,  and 
as  there  are  few,  if  any,  poor  persons  in  the  parish  coming  within  the  descrip- 
tion intended  to  be  relieved,  the  houses  in  the  parish  of  St.  Olave  being 
generally  of  a scale  that  will  not  admit  of  persons  in  indigent  circumstances 
inhabiting  them,  and  a great  part  of  the  parish  being  occupied  by  the  ware- 
houses of  the  East  India  Company,  it  has  been  considered  that  the  surplus 
income,  as  above  constituted,  could  not  be  literally  applied  in  execution  of  the 
directions  of  the  donors  without  a virtual  departure  from  their  real  intentions ; 
but  it  is  admitted  that  the  class  of  persons  to  whom  the  above  charities  are 
properly  applicable  is  become  more  numerous,  and  the  circumstances  of  the 
parish  being  now  such  as  to  afford  opportunities  of  disposing  of  such  surplus 
in  a beneficial  way,  it  is  intended  to  make  a distribution  of  it  as  far  as  it  can 
be  usefully  done,  among  the  poorer  inhabitants,  and  when  no  proper  objects 
present  themselves,  it  is  proposed  to  reserve  and  invest  the  surpluses  as  a fund 
for  providing  for  cases  of  distress  and  desert  as  they  shall  arise.

Brampton’s  Charity. 


St.  Thmiias  Apostle. 


William  Brampton , by  his  Will,  dearing  date  lGth  April  1456,  and  enrolled 
in  the  Court  of  Hustings,  devised  to  the  rector  and  churchwardens  of  the  parish 
of  St.  Thomas  Apostle,  and  their  successors,  a shop,  with  the  houses  thereon 
erected,  and  the  appurtenances  in  old  Fish-street,  in  the  parish  of  St.  Nicholas, 
Cold  Abbey,  London,  in  trust,  that  they  should  keep  the  said  premises  in 
repair,  and  should  annually  keep  the  anniversary  therein  mentioned,  on  the 
6th  day  of  October,  and  that  they  should  on  that  day  distribute  the  sum  of 
11.  5 s.  8 d.,  of  which  9 s.  4 d.  was  for  superstitious  uses,  and  the  rest  was  to 
be  distributed  as  follows  :

BCharPitynS  9uer>  restored  to  the  parish,  subject  only  to  the  charge  of  9s.  4 d.  the  amount 

continued.  of  the  payments  to  superstitious  uses,  which  were  directed  to  be  paid  in  future 
' — ' to  the  Crown. 

The  premises  remained  in  the  possession  of  the  parish  until  1666,  at  the 
annual  rent  of  4/.  In  that  year  they  were  burnt  down  in  the  great  fire,  and 
the  site  being  afterwards  taken  for  the  purpose  of  enlarging  the  street,  24/. 
was  paid  to  the  parish  by  the  City  of  London  as  a compensation. 

It  does  not  appear  that  any  disbursement  has  at  any  time  been  made  in 
respect  of  this  property,  except  the  sum  of  105.,  being  9*.  4c?.  to  the  Crown, 
and  8 c/.  for  the  acquittance. 


Bromwell’s  Charity. 

Bromwcll’s  William  Bronvwell,  citizen  and  mercer,  of  London,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date 

Charity.  25th  November  1536,  and  eni oiled  in  the  f^ouit  of  llustings  in  1 5 56 , as  to 
the  disposal  of  “ a tenement  and  void  land,  with  the  appurtenances,  lying  and 
being  in  the  parish  of  St.  Thomas  the  Apostle,  in  the  ward  of  the  Vintry  of 
London,  whereon  sixteen  messuages  some  time  were  budded,”  willed  that  Joan 
his  wife  should  have  the  same  to  her  and  her  assigns,  for  the  term  of  her  life, 
she  making  certain  payments  therein  mentioned  ; and  after  her  decease  he  gave 
the  said  tenement  and  void  land,  with  the  appurtenances,  to  the  then  rector 
and  three  churchwardens  of  the  said  parish,  to  hold  the  same  to  them  and  their 
successors,  parson  and  churchwardens  for  the  time  being,  for  ever,  upon  intent 
and  condition  thereafter  following,  viz.  that  they  should  find  two  obits  on  the 
1st  June  and  1st  December,  and  that  the  said  churchwardens  and  their  succes- 
sors should  yearly,  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  tenement  and  void  land, 
give  and  distribute  to  the  ministers  and  poor  parishioners  of  the  said  parish, 
31.  7 5.  And  the  testator  then  directed  that  1 /.  7 s.  thereof  should  be  disposed 
of  to  certain  superstitious  uses  therein  specified,  and  that  the  remaining  405, 
should  be  distributed  as  follows  ; to  twelve  householders,  such  as  should  be  poor 
of  the  said  parish,  the  man  and  his  wife  being  of  honest  conversation,  and 
being  at  every  of  the  said  obits,  or  having  lawful  cause  to  be  absent,  125.,  to 
every  man  and  his  wife  12  d.,  the  tenant  of  the  said  tenement  and  void  land  to 
be  one  ; to  other  12  persons  of  the  said  parish,  duelling  in  chambers  or  other- 
wise, being  at  every  of  the  said  ohits,  or  absent  with  reasonable  cause,  6s.,  to 
every  of  them  6d. ; to  six  other  persons  of  the  said  parish,  1 5.  6d.,  to  every  of 
them  3 d. ; and  to  other  three  poor  chamberers  of  the  said  parish,  6d.,  to  every 
of  them  2 d.  ; and  he  directed  that  the  churchwardens  for  the  time  being,  at 
every  of  the  said  obits,  should  nominate  such  persons,  as  by  them  should  be 
thought  most  meritorious,  to  whom  the  said  alms  should  be  given  ; and  if  the 
churchwardens  should  not  agree  in  the  nomination  of  such  persons,  or  if  they 
should  dispose  of  the  same  for  love  or  favour,  and  leave  any  honest  parishioner 
who  should  have  more  need  than  such  persons  as  they  should  name,  then  he  willed 
that  the  parson  of  the  said  parish,  or  his  deputy  in  his  absence,  should  appoint 
such  person  or  persons  of  the  said  parish  as  he  should  think  in  conscience  most 
meritorious.  The  residue  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  tenement  and  void 
land  he  willed  should  be  laid  out  for  the  necessary  buildings  and  reparations  of 
the  said  tenement  and  void  land  with  the  appurtenances,  by  the  discretion  of  the 
said  parson  and  churchwardens  for  the  time  being,  and  that  the  said  church- 
wardens should  make  account  to  the  parishioners  by  a book  by  themselves,  at 
every  time  when  they  should  make  and  give  up  their  account  of  other  goods 
belonging  to  the  said  church,  and  all  such  sums  and  surplusage  as  should 
remain  above  the  reparations  to  be  put  into  the  chest  of  treasury  belonging  to 
the  said  church,  there  to  remain  to  the  use  of  the  reparations,  and  maintaining 
of  the  said  tenement  and  void  land  with  the  appurtenances;  provided,  and  his 
will  was,  that  the  aforesaid  parson  and  his  successors,  after  the  decease  of  the 
testator’s  wife,  should  have,  hold,  occupy  and  enjoy  the  garden  which  he  (the 
testator)  then  held,  parcel  of  the  said  tenement  and  void  ground,  yielding 
therefore  yearly  towards  the  performance  of  that  his  will,  to  the  aforesaid 
churchwardens  and  their  successors,  205.  half  yearly,  at  Lady-day  and  Michael- 
mas, with  power  to  the  said  churchwardens,  in  default  of  payment  for  six  weeks 
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to  enter  into  the  said  garden,  and  amove  the  said  parson  and  his  successors  from  S:. Thomas  Apostle, 
the  same  ; and  he  declared  that  from  thenceforth  the  said  devise  thereof  to  them 
made  should  be  clearly  void  and  of  none  effect,  and  that  upon  such  entry  it 
should  be  lawful  for  the  said  churchwardens  and  their  successors  to  let  the 
said  garden  for  the  most  profit,  and  the  money  thereof  coming  to  dispose  of  in 
performance  of  that  his  will. 

By  a codicil,  bearing  date  28th  November  in  the  same  year,  the  testator  directed 
that,  if  the  parishioners  of  the  said  parish,  or  any  other  person  or  persons,  should 
at  any  time  thereafter  be  willing  to  build  a tenement  or  tenements  on  the 
ground  of  the  garden,  contained  in  his  will,  which  might  be  for  the  more  prove- 
ment,  profit  and  advantage  than  the  yearly  rent  of  the  20s.,  which  the  parson 
or  his  successors  should  pay  for  the  same,  then  the  parishioners,  or  other  person 
or  persons  so  willing  to  build  such  tenement  or  tenements,  should  have  as 
much  ground  of  the  said  garden  as  should  be  requisite  for  the  said  building, 
without  contradiction  or  gainsaying  of  the  said  parson  or  his  successors. 

This  property  also  was  taken  possession  of  by  the  Crown,  as  being  given  to 
superstitious  uses,  and  was  subsequently,  upon  process  in  the  exchequer,  restored 
to  the  parish,  subject  only  to  the  charge  of  1/.  7s.  the  amount  of  the  payment 
to  superstitious  uses,  which  was  directed  to  be  paid  in  future  to  the  Crown. 

By  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release,  bearing  date  25th  and  2Gth  January 
1731,  between  George  Woodford,  son  and  heir  of  George  Woodford,  of 
the  one  part,  and  Michael  Bradshaw  and  Henry  Emmett,  churchwardens, 
and  five  others,  parishioners  and  inhabitants  of  the  said  parish,  appointed,  by 
a vestry  of  the  said  parish,  feoffees  for  the  use  and  benefit  only  of  the  said 
parish,  or  the  parishioners  thereof  for  the  time  being,  of  the  messuages  and  pre- 
mises thereinafter  mentioned,  of  the  other  part;  reciting,  that  William  Bromwell 
and  William  Champneys  were  severally  theretofore  seised  in  fee  of  divers 
messuages,  tenements  and  hereditaments  in  the  city  of  London,  of  which  the 
messuages,  tenements  and  hereditaments  thereinafter  conveyed  were  parcel ; 
and  being  so  seised  did,  by  good  and  sufficient  assurances  in  the  law,  settle  and 
assure  the  same  in  fee  on  divers  persons  for  the  benefit  of  the  said  parish  ; since 
which  time  the  persons  first  appointed  feoffees,  and  divers  who  had  succeeded 
them  in  their  trust,  had  departed  this  life,  and  the  premises  thereinafter  con- 
veyed, being  part  of  the  premises  so  conveyed  and  assured  by  the  said  William 
Bromwell  or  William  Champneys,  or  one  of  them,  became  vested  in  divers 
trustees,  several  of  whom  afterwards  died,  and  by  course  of  common  law,  by 
right  of  survivorship,  the  same  premises  accrued  unto  Thomas  Rapior,  George 
Woodford,  and  four  other  persons,  and  their  heirs,  but  that  the  several  feoffments 
or  conveyances  made  thereof  were  not  then  to  be  found,  the  same  being  either 
burnt  or  destroyed  in  the  dismal  fire  in  London  in  1666  ; and  further  reciting, 
that  the  last-named  trustees  were  since  deceased,  and  that  the  said  George 
Woodford  the  father  was  the  survivor,  so  that  the  inheritance  of  the  said  pre- 
mises had  come  to  the  said  George  Woodford  party  thereto ; it  was  witnessed, 
that  the  said  George  Woodford,  party  thereto,  in  consideration  of  5s.,  conveyed 
to  the  said  Michael  Bradshaw  and  others,  of  the  second  part,  and  their  heirs,  all 
those  two  messuages  or  tenements  situate  in  the  said  parish  of  St.  Thomas  the 

Apostle,  then  in  the  possession  of Allen,  and  Robert  Rampshire,  and 

erected  on  certain  ground  or  tofts  belonging  to  the  parish,  as  therein  mentioned, 
upon  trust,  to  permit  the  churchwardens  of  the  said  parish  for  the  time  being  to 
receive  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  premises,  to  be  employed  and  bestowed 
by  them  from  time  to  time  to  and  for  the  only  benefit,  profit  and  advantage  of 
the  said  parish  of  St.  Thomas  the  Apostle  ; and  it  was  provided,  that  whenever 
the  said  trustees  should  be  reduced  by  death  to  three  or  less,  the  survivors 
should  within  three  months  convey  the  trust-estate  to  the  use  of  themselves 
and  such  other  parishioners  and  inhabitants  of  the  said  parish,  as  by  order  of 
vestry  should  be  appointed,  upon  the  trusts  before  mentioned. 

By  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release,  bearing  date  24th  and  25th  February 
1731,  between  Gregory  Pocock,  son  and  heir  of  Gregory  Pocock,  deceased,  of 
the  one  part,  and  Michael  Bradshaw,  &c.  (the  same  parties  and  described  in 
the  same  manner  as  in  the  preceding  deed)  of  the  other  part,  containing  recitals 
similar  to  those  in  the  preceding  deed,  concerning  other  premises  formerly 
belonging  to  William  Bromwell  and  William  Champneys,  and  which  had  passed 
through  another  succession  of  feoffments  to  other  feoffees  since  deceased,  of 
whom  the  said  Gregory  Pocock,  the  father,  was  the  survivor,  so  that  the  in- 
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homas Apostle,  heritance  thereof  had  come  to  the  said  Gregory  Pocock,  party  thereto,  it  was 

witnessed,  that  the  said  Gregory  Pocock,  party  thereto,  in  consideration  of  5 s. 

Kn unwell's  conveyed  to  the  said  Michael  Bradshaw  and  others,  and  their  heirs,  two  several 

confaiucd.  messuages  or  tenements,  with  the  appurtenances,  and  also  a piece  of  ground 

J. j situate  in  the  parish  of  St.  Thomas  the  Apostle,  all  which  premises  it  is  recited 

had  been  theretofore  leased  by  the  said  parish  to  three  several  lessees,  John 
Scott,  Joseph  Ball,  and  Michael  Wheatley,  as  therein  mentioned,  and  which 
piece  of  ground  is  describeil  as  containing  in  length  10  feet,  and  in  breadth,  at 
one  end,  6 feet  8 inches,  and  at  the  other  5 feet  2 inches,  and  as  adjoining  to 
the  church-yard  of  the  said  parish  on  the  one  side,  and  the  messuage  thereto- 
fore of  James  Ball  on  the  other  side,  upon  the  same  trusts  as  in  the  preceding 
deed. 

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  19th  May  1732,  between  the  said  Michael 
Bradshaw  and  others,  and  Thomas  Walker,  and  John  Jarrett,  churchwardens, 
of  the  one  part,  and  Edward  Acton,  of  the  other  part,  the  said  Michael  Brad- 
shaw and  others,  parties  of  the  first  part,  for  the  considerations  therein  men- 
tioned, covenanted  with  the  said  Edward  Acton,  his  executors,  &c.,  to  levy 
a fine  to  the  use  of  the  said  Michael  Bradshaw  and  others,  their  heirs  and 
assigns,  of  all  the  premises  mentioned  in  the  preceding  deed,  and  also  of  divers 
other  premises  therein  enumerated  and  described,  upon  trust,  to  permit  such 
person  and  persons  who  should  be  from  time  to  time  appointed  by  any  order  or 
orders  to  be  made  at  a vestry  of  the  parishioners,  duly  summoned  and  held  for 
the  said  parish,  to  receive  and  take  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  premises, 
upon  trust,  after  the  necessary  charges  in  repairing,  supporting  and  amending 
the  said  premises  should  be  deducted,  to  be  for  and  towards  the  maintenance 
of  such  poor  people  who  should  be  parishioners  of  the  said  parish,  or  for  or 
towards  such  repairs  or  ornaments  for  the  church  with  which  the  parish-church 
formerly  belonging  to  St.  Thomas  the  Apostle  was  united,  in  such  manner  as 
the  parishioners  in  vestry  assembled  should  from  time  to  time  order ; and  in 
default  of  such  order  or  appointment,  then  for  and  towards  the  maintenance  of 
such  poor  parishioners  as  the  churchwardens  of  the  said  parish  should  for  the 
ease  of  the  said  parish  think  fit,  with  directions  that  the  said  trustees  should 
let  the  premises  from  time  to  time  according  to  the  directions  of  the  vestry, 
with  a proviso  for  the  renewal  of  the  trust  as  in  the  preceding  deeds. 

A fine  was  accordingly  levied  in  Easter  Term  5 Geo.  2. 

There  are  three  subsequent  conveyances  to  new  trustees  by  Bargain  and 
Sale  enrolled,  respectively  dated  31st  March  1773,  23d  December  1796,  and 
31st  May  1810;  by  the  last,  the  premises  became  vested  in  John  Harrington, 
John  Vickerman  the  elder,  John  Garratt,  John  Vickerman  the  younger,  Samuel 
Brooks,  Gustavus  Adolphus  Smith,  Robert  Jackson,  Thomas  Halifax,  James 
Whale,  Thomas  Garratt,  Robert  Cecil,  John  Johnson,  Joseph  Gattie  the 
younger,  John  Hardy,  and  George  Cook,  upon  the  same  trusts  as  declared  iu 
the  deed  of  1732. 

The  Gift  of  William  Champneys,  referred  to  in  the  foregoing  deeds,  appears 
to  have  been  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  on  the  Wednesday  after  the  Feast  of  St. 
John  the  Baptist  1360,  and  enrolled  in  the  Court  of  Hustings  the  following 
year,  whereby  he  charged  his  tenement,  with  the  appurtenances,  in  the  parish 
of  St.  Thomas  the  Apostle,  London,  situate  as  therein  described,  with  the 
payment  of  eight  marks  per  annum  for  certain  superstitious  uses,  and,  subject 
to  that  payment,  devised  the  same  to  John  Atteweld,  and  Isabella  his  wife, 
and  the  heirs  of  their  bodies,  and  on  failure  of  such  heirs,  willed  that  the  said 
tenement,  with  the  appurtenances,  should  remain  to  the  rector  of  the  church  of 
St.  Thomas  Apostle,  and  his  successors  rectors  of  the  said  church,  for  ever, 
subject  to  the  same  payment. 

This  property,  after  being  seized  under  the  statute  for  the  dissolution  of 
Chantries,  was  given  up  by  the  crown,  reserving  only  the  payment  of  the  eight 
marks  per  annum,  which  is  still  made  out  of  the  churchwardens  account. 

Under  the  fine  levied  as  before  mentioned,  the  trustees  for  the  parish  are 
now  possessed  of  several  houses  in  different  parts  of  the  parish,  the  rents  of 
which,  amounting  in  the  whole  to  831/.  per  annum,  after  paying  the  yearly 
sum  of  1/.  4^.  8 d.  to  the  grantee  of  the  Crown,  are  paid  to  the  parish-officers 
and  carried  to  the  general  account  of  the  church  and  poor-rate.  There  is  no 
question  that  this  property  comprises  the  premises  respectively  given  by  the 
wills  of  Bromwell  and  Champneys.  The  precise  situations  and  boundaries  of 
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those  premises  are  at  present  a matter  of  controversy,  but  it  is  supposed  that  st.ThomasApostle 
the  houses,  No.  7,  8,  9,  and  10,  in  Little  St.  Thomas  Apostle,  and  part  of 
No.  25,  in  Queen-street  (the  rents  of  which  amount  together  to  260/.  per 
annum),  occupy  the  site  of  the  premises  given  by  Bromwell. 

Upon  these  facts  three  questions  arise  ; The  first  is,  whether  the  405.  a year 
charged  by  Bromwell  upon  the  property  devised  by  him  for  distribution  among 
the  poor  at  his  obit,  ought  not  now  to  be  disposed  of  in  charity  to  the  poor.  Upon 
this  point,  we  conceive  that,  as  the  Crown  restored  the  property  to  the  parish 
without  making  any  reservation  in  respect  of  this  portion  of  the  charge  upon  it, 
as  having  been  affected  by  superstitious  uses,  the  charge  should  still  be  con- 
sidered as  existing  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor,  discharged  of  the  condition 
annexed  to  it  by  the  donor,  and  that  it  ought  therefore  to  be  applied  in  a cha- 
ritable distribution. 

The  second  question  is,  whether  the  improved  rents  of  such  parts  of  the 
premises  given  by  Bromwell  as  are  not  comprised  in  the  site  of  the  garden, 

(when  the  same  are  ascertained,)  in  so  far  as  they  are  not  wanted  for  the  repairs 
of  the  premises,  ought  not  also  to  be  disposed  of  in  charity  to  the  poor,  instead 
of  being  carried  to  the  general  parish-account  in  aid  of  the  rates.  We  do  not 
feel  warranted  in  saying  that  they  ought  to  be  so  disposed  of.  The  only  trust 
declared  by  Bromwell’s  will  as  to  the  surplus  rents  is,  that  they  should  remain 
in  the  chest  of  treasury  belonging  to  the  church,  to  the  use  of  the  reparations 
and  maintenance  of  the  devised  premises  ; and  we  conceive  that  under  all  the 
circumstances  of  this  case  a court  of  equity  would  not  decree  the  application 
thereof  to  any  charitable  use.  If  not  required  for  the  specified  purpose,  it 
seems  to  us  that  they  may  be  considered,  especially  after  the  long  usage  that 
has  prevailed,  as  applicable  for  the  general  use  of. the  parish.  If  so,  whatever 
obscurity  may  exist  as  to  the  circumstances  under  which  this  property  became 
first  vested  in  the  hands  of  trustees  for  the  benefit  of  the  parish,  we  see  no 
reason  to  object  to  the  declarations  of  trust  under  which  it  is  now  held  ; and  the 
application  actually  made  of  the  rents  seems  to  us  to  be  a substantial  perform- 
ance of  those  trusts.  The  vestry  might,  if  they  chose,  direct  the  money  to  be 
applied  in  specific  distributions ; as  they  have  not  done  so,  the  trustees  are  to 
apply  it  towards  the  maintenance  of  such  poor  parishioners  as  the  church- 
wardens should,  “ for  the  use  of  the  parish,”  think  fit.  Under  these  expres- 
sions it  seems  to  us  competent  to  the  churchwardens  to  direct  that  it  shall  be 
applied  in  aid  of  the  poors  rate.  , 

The  third  question  is,  whether  the  rector  is  not  entitled  to  the  rents  of  the 
houses  which  have  been  erected  on  the  site  of  the  garden  mentioned  in  Brom- 
well’s will,  paying  thereout  an  annual  rent  of  1 1.  to  the  churchwardens,  as  well 
as  to  the  premises  given  by  Champneys.  If  we  are  right  in  the  view  wre  take 
of  the  case  as  above  stated,  this  is  a mere  question  of  title  between  the  rector 
and  the  parishioners,  not  affecting  the  application  of  the  rents  to  any  purpose  of 
charity  wrhich  alone  would  give  us  ground  or  authority  for  entering  into  the 
consideration  of  it. 


Hindman’s  Charity. 

Richard  Hindman,  citizen  and  broiderer,  of  London,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  Hindman’s  Charity 
30th  June  1569,  devised  a messuage  in  Bow-lane,  after  the  decease  of  his  then 
wife,  to  the  Broiderers  Company,  on  condition  to  pay  yearly  13s.  to  the  poor  of 
the  said  Company,  4 d.  to  the  beadle,  and  to  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  St.  Thomas 
the  Apostle  13  s.  4 d.,  to  be  paid  between  the  feast  of  St.  Thomas  the  Apostle 
and  Christmas,  and  directed  that  the  Company  should  never  let  the  messuage 
at  above  4/.  per  annum,  and  in  default  of  performance  of  these  conditions  he 
devised  the  messuage  over  to  the  parson  and  churchwardens  of  St.  Thomas 
Apostle,  paying  as  aforesaid. 

The  sum  of  13s.  4 d.,  together  with  another  payment  under  Mark  Howse’s 
charity,  next  mentioned,  is  annually  received  from  the  Embroiderers  Com- 
pany, who  are  owners  of  a house  in  Bow-lane. 

It  is  distributed  with  other  charities  in  the  manner  hereafter  stated. 


Howse’s  Charity. 

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  12th  March  1629,  between  the  Company  of  Broi-  Howse’s  Charity. 
derers,of  the  one  part,  and  William  Cooper,  and  fourteen  others,  of  the  other  part. 
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St.  Thomas  Apostle,  reciting  that  Marie  Hoxvse,  citizen  and  broiderer,  on  the  day  of  the  date  of  that 
— deed,  gave  and  delivered  to  the  keepers  of  the  said  Company  140/.,  for  the 

purposes  following,  viz.  That  the  Company  should  purchase  lands  of  7/.  per 
^ con  in "ci . , annum>  to  the  intent  that  out  of  the  rents  thereof  the  several  uses  thereafter 

mentioned  might  be  performed ; and  the  said  Company  covenanted  with  the 
said  trustees  to  pay  yearly  certain  sums  to  the  poor  of  the  said  Company,  and 
to  pay  to  the  churchwardens  of  St.  Thomas  Apostle,  yearly,  for  the  poor  of  the 
the  said  parish,  the  sum  of  405.,  on  Maunday  Thursday,  or  within  two  days 
after,  to  be  distributed  among  12  of  the  poor  of  the  said  parish,  the  sexton  to 
be  one,  at  3s.  4>d.  each,  by  the  churchwardens  and  parson. 

By  another  Indenture,  dated  12th  December  1633,  between  the  said  Com- 
pany,  of  the  first  part,  and  the  Governors  of  Christ’s  Bridewell  and  St.  Thomas’s 
Hospital,  of  the  other  part,  reciting  the  above-mentioned  deed  of  the  12th  of 
March  1629,  and  that  the  said  Mark  Howse  had  paid  the  Company  the  further 
sum  of  400/.  for  the  purposes  therein  following,  the  Company  covenanted  within 
two  years  to  lay  out  the  said  sums  of  140/.  and  400/.,  in  the  purchase  of  lands 
of  7/.  per  annum,  and  20/.  per  annum,  the  7 1-  per  annum  to  be  for  the  uses  of 
the  above  deed,  and  the  20/.  per  annum  to  the  uses  following,  viz.  after  the 
deaths  of  certain  persons  therein  mentioned,  to  pay  certain  sums  therein  speci- 
fied to  the  Company  and  the  Company’s  officers,  and  to  the  poor  of  the  Com- 
pany, and  also  405.  to  the  churchwardens  of  St.  Thomas  Apostle,  and  405.  to 
Bridewell  Hospital,  for  putting  two  poor  girls  out. 

It  appears  from  the  inspection  of  the  old  churchwardens  book,  that  the  sums 
received  from  the  Embroiderers  Company  varied  very  much,  fluctuating  from 
2/.  to  4/.  per  annum. 

The  last  payment,  recorded  in  it,  is  in  1725,  when  31.  6s.  4?d.  was  received 
for  the  two  gifts  of  Mark  Howse  and  Hindman. 

In  the  preceding  year  the  same  sum  is  entered,  with  a note  that  it  should 
have  been  31.  135.  4 d. 

From  1686  to  1724  there  is  no  entry  in  the  churchwardens  book,  and  there 
is  a note  in  1687,  stating  that  all  the  charities  were  entered  in  a charity-book. 

There  are  no  entries  of  these  charities  in  the  churchwardens  book  subsequent 
to  1729,  and  none  of  the  charity-books  are  now  extant  previous  to  the  present 
one,  which  begins  in  1777*  That  book  contains  regular  annual  receipts  from 
the  Embroiderers  Company  of  31.  13  5.  4 d.  (reduced  by  a deduction  of  12  5. 
3 d.  as  for  land-tax,  to  3 /.  1 5.  1 d.)  on  account  of  the  charities  of  Mark  Howse 
and  Hindman.  There  is  no  specific  distribution  made  on  account  of  these 
charities,  but  it  is  carried  to  the  general  distribution-account  as  hereafter  men- 
tioned. 

According  to  the  import  of  the  deeds  above  abstracted  the  sum  to  be  paid 
by  the  Embroiderers  Company  in  respect  of  Howse’s  charity  was  4 /.  per  an- 
num ; nor  are  we  furnished  with  any  means  of  accounting  for  its  reduction  to 
3 /.,  which  appears  to  have  taken  place  for  at  least  100  years  past. 

Heydon’s  Charity. 

Heydon’s  Charity.  Two  pounds  a year  are  received  from  the  Mercers  Company  as  the  gift  of 
John  Heydon,  and  is  added  to  the  distribution  hereafter  mentioned.

Spencer’s  Charity. 

Spencer’s  Charity.  It  will  be  seen  in  the  account  of  the  charities  under  the  management  of  the 
Merchant  Taylors  Company,  given  in  our  17th  Report,  p.  434,  that  Nicholas 
Spencer , by  his  Will,  dated  3d  July  1597>  devised  to  that  company  his  shop, 
warehouse  and  garret,  in  Little  St.  Thomas  the  Apostle,  on  condition  that  the 
said  company  should  (among  other  things)  weekly,  on  every  Sunday,  cause  to 
be  given,  in  the  parish-church  of  St.  Thomas  the  Apostle,  to  12  poor  folkes  of 
the  said  parish  (whereof  the  sexton  for  the  time  being  to  be  one)  12 d.  in  bread, 
to  be  equally  divided  between  them,  and  also  to  5 of  the  poorest  of  the  said 
poor  folkes  weekly,  5 cl.  viz.  to  every  of  them  1 d.  at  the  time  of  the  delivery 
of  the  said  bread. 

It  appears,  that  the  house  charged  with  the  payment  of  this  charity  (being 
31.  13  5.  8 d.  per  annum)  to  the  poor  of  St.  Thomas  Apostle  was  burnt  down 

in 
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in  the  Fire  of  London,  and  that  by  a decree  of  the  Court  of  Judicature  erected  Sr.  Thomas  Apostle, 
for  determining  differences  respecting  houses  then  burnt,  it  was  ordered  that  ~~ 

the  rent  of  4< /.,  payable  under  a building  lease  which  had  been  granted  for  6l  continued^  ’ 

years  from  1668,  should  be  apportioned  between  the  parishes  of  Boddington  _ . 

and  St.  Thomas  Apostle,  and  that  there  should  be  paid,  in  satisfaction  of  Spencer’s 
charity,  to  St.  Thomas  the  Apostle,  2 /.  6 s.  8 d.  a year,  and  that  on  the  ex- 
piration of  that  lease  the  full  payments  directed  by  the  will  should  be  resumed. 

The  company  paid  to  the  parish  2 /.  6 s.  8 d.  a year  under  this  decree,  but 
did  not  increase  the  payment  to  the  original  amount  till  the  year  1821,  being  in 
ignorance,  as  it  would  appear,  of  the  circumstances  before  stated.  From  that 
time  the  sum  of  3 /.  13  s.  8 d.  has  been  paid  by  them  in  respect  of  the  house 
now  No.  7,  in  Tower  Royal,  on  lease  to  Thomas  Croucher. 

The  31.  13  s.  8 d.  is  carried  to  the  general  account  for  distribution. 

Beeston’s  Charity. 

In  the  earliest  account  books  belonging  to  this  parish,  and  which  commence  Beeston’s  Charity, 
in  1612,  mention  is  made  of  the  receipt  of  a legacy  of  2 /.  12  s.  given  by  Roger 
Beeston  to  the  poor  of  this  parish  ; and  from  subsequent  entries  it  appears  that, 
this  legacy  was  a rentcharge  issuing  out  of  lands  in  Hendon,  called  Galley- 
lands. 

This  rentcharge  is  now  received  from  the  occupier  of  the  Welsh  Harp  public 
house  on  the  Edgware-road,  in  the  parish  of  Hendon,  which  he  holds  as 
tenant  to  Mrs.  Harrison,  of  Kingsbury,  under  a lease  from  the  late  Mr.  William 
Harrison. 

The  2/.  12^.  is  added  to  the  general  distribution. 

Lawrence’s  and  Beard’s  Charities. 

Lawrence's  Charity. — In  the  vestry  minute-book  of  12  January  1697-8,  is 
the  following  entry : “ Peter  Lawrence,  resident  in  Oporto,  in  the  kingdom  of 
Portugal,  makes  his  Will,  dated  23d  January  1695,  and  gives  as  followeth, 
viz. ; “ Item,  for  the  poor  of  the  parish  where  I was  born,  100/.,  to  be  put  out 
at  interest,  and  the  interest  thereof  to  be  distributed  yearly  on  21st  day  of  March, 
being  my  birth-day,  to  six  of  the'  poorest  people  of  the  said  parish,  for  each  a 
shirt,  a pair  of  shoes,  and  a pair  of  stockings,  and  the  remainder,  if  any,  in 
brown  bread,  to  the  rest  of  the  poor  of  the  said  parish.” 

From  a previous  entry  of  20th  September  1696  it  appears,  that  this  legacy 
was  received  by  the  parish  of  St.  Thomas  the  Apostle  (being  the  parish  where 
the  testator  was  born),  and  placed  in  the  hands  of  Sir  John  Lethuiller,  upon 
his  note  of  hand. 

It  was  afterwards  placed  in  the  hands  successively  of  the  Skinners  and  of  the 
Stationers  Companies. 

Beard's  Charity. — Upon  a page  in  the  vestry  minute-book  is  pasted  a paper, 
dated  2d  March  1707-8,  and  signed  Nathaniel  Higginson,  George  Stileman, 

Matthew  Collett,  the  contents  of  which  are  as  follows : “ We  the  subscribers, 
executors  of  the  last  will  and  testament  of  John  Beard,  esquire,  deceased,  in 
India,  do  hereby  signify  to  the  vestry  of  the  parish  of  St.  Thomas  Apostle  in 
London,  that  it  is  our  desire  and  request  that  the  50  /.  bequeathed  to  the  poor 
of  the  said  parish  by  the  said  John  Beard,  and  now  paid  by  us  unto  Edward 
Burford  and  James  Preedy,  churchwardens,  for  the  use  of  the  said  poor,  be 
laid  out  in  a ground-rent,  and  that  the  annual  income  thereof  be  distributed  in 
sea-coal  among  the  said  poor,  some  time  in  the  month  of  September  yearly.” 

By  a vestry-minute  of  the  14th  February  1 707-8,  entered  upon  the  same 
page,  it  was  agreed  that  the  churchwardens  should  be  desired  to  pay  the  said 
50  /.  into  the  Stationers  Company,  and  to  take  their  bond  for  the  use  of  the 
parish. 

It  appears  from  subsequent  entries  that  the  sum  of  150/.  derived  from  these 
two  benefactions  was  received  from  the  Stationers  Company,  and  laid  out  in 
lottery-annuities  which  were  afterwards,  in  pursuance  of  an  order  of  22d  July 
1720,  subscribed  into  the  stock  of  the  South  Sea  Company. 

There  are  entries  in  the  minute-book  of  the  17th  September  1724,  and  of  the 
17th  December  1730,  by  which  it  was  ordered  that  the  stock  in  the  South  Sea 
Company,  belonging  to  the  parish,  should  be  sold,  and  an  annuity  bought  with 
the  money ; and  in  the  former  of  them  it  is  stated  that  the  money  was  deficient 
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for  the  said  charity  of  Mr.  Lawrence,  and  the  churchwardens  were  empowered 
to  lay  out  what  more  was  wanting  to  make  up  100/. 

It  does  not,  however,  appear  that  these  orders  were  acted  on,  for  we  find  on 
the  12th  February  1765,  a further  order  that  the  Old  South  Sea  annuities, 
74/.  8 s.  Od.  should  be  made  even  out  of  the  overplus  dividend,  and  the 
remainder  disposed  of  according  to  the  will  of  the  donor. 

There  is  nothing  further  appearing  on  the  minute-books  from  which  it  can 
be  explained  in  what  manner  the  150/.  invested  from  the  gifts  of  Lawrence  and 
Beard  were  reduced  to  this  amount. 

From  the  date  of  this  last  entry  the  stock  has  been  kept  to  the  amount  of  7 51., 
in  the  names  of  successive  trustees  till  the  year  1811. 

In  that  year  the  stock  was  sold  in  pursuance  of  an  order  of  vestry  of  24th 
July,  and  applied,  with  other  funds  raised  for  the  purpose,  in  the  purchase  of  an 
outstanding  lease  of  part  of  the  parish-estates,  and  which  property  the  parish 
were  thereby  enabled  to  let  on  more  advantageous  terms.  And  in  the  year 
1820,  in  pursuance  of  an  order  of  20th  June  in  that  year,  the  7 51.  Old  South 
Sea  annuities  was  replaced  in  the  names  of  Mr.  Thomas  Garratt,  Mr.  Robert 
Jackson,  and  Mr.  John  Vickerman,  as  trustees  for  the  parish. 

During  this  interval  nothing  was  distributed  as  the  interest  or  dividend  of 
this  money,  but  before  the  sale,  and  since  the  re-investment,  the  dividends, 
being  2/.  5s.  per  annum  have  been  carried  to  the  general  account  for  dis- 
tribution. 

The  charities  which  now  compose  this  fund  are  the  following,

No  specific  payment  is  made  in  respect  of  any  one  of  these  particular  charities, 
but  the  whole  is  given  away  by  the  overseer  under  the  direction  of  the  church- 
wardens, to  poor  parishioners,  in  sums  of  money,  generally  of  10s.  each,  and 
under;  the  sums  of  10s.  are  usually  given  to  poor  housekeepers.  In  one 
instance,  in  the  year  1824,  a poor  woman  resident  a short  distance  out  of  the 
parish  received  in  successive  gifts  to  the  amount  of  3 /. 

These  charities  have  occasionally  been  distributed  in  clothing,  but  this  does 
not  appear  to  have  often  taken  place. 

The  greater  part  of  the  money  is  given  away  in  the  month  of  January.  The 
remainder  at  different  periods  in  the  year.  In  January  1827,  after  the  distribution 
which  took  place  in  that  month,  there  was  a balance  due  to  Mr.  Vickerman,  the 
overseer,  of  1 /.  8 s.  1 d. 

Upon  referring  to  the  specific  modes  of  distribution  directed  by  the  donors 
of  these  charities,  we  see  that  Spencer’s  charity  was  to  be  distributed  in  twelve 
penny  loaves,  to  twelve  poor  of  the  parish,  and  5d.  in  money  to  the  poorest  of 
the  said  twelve  every  Sunday  in  the  parish-church.  No  bread  is  now  distributed 
from  the  fund  above  mentioned  in  respect  of  this  charity,  but  six  two-penny 
loaves  are  given  away  at  the  church  every  Sunday,  which  are  paid  for  out  of 
the  churchwardens  general  account,  for  which  there  does  not  appear  to  be  any 
corresponding  specific  receipt. 

We  see  also  that  two  thirds  of  the  interest  of  the  South  Sea  annuities  should 
be  distributed  in  clothing  on  the  21st  March,  in  pursuance  of  Lawrence’s  gift, 
and  the  remaining  one-third  in  sea-coal  in  the  month  of  September,  under 
Beard’s  gift. 

To  this  distributable  fund  ought  to  be  added  51.  4s.  a year,  under  Shipham’s 
gift,  (next  mentioned)  to  be  distributed  in  2s.  worth  of  bread  every  week,  and 
also  2 /.  a year  to  be  distributed  to  the  poor,  according  to  the  will  of  William 
Bromwell. 


St.  Thomas  Apostle. 
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Siiipham’s  Charity. 

In  the  Will  of  Richard  Shipliam,  dated  20th  July  1604,  is  as  follows : 

“ Item,  to  the  poor  of  St.  Thomas  Apostle,  instead  of  the  10/.  already  devised 
to  them,  2 s.  2d.  a week  in  bread,  for  ever,  to  be  assured  to  be  delivered  every 
Wednesday.” 

In  an  old  churchwardens  book  of  this  parish  is  entered  an  account  made  12th 
May  1612,  by  the  then  churchwardens,  “ concerning  the  purchase  made  by 
the  parishioners  thereof  of  two  houses  in  Silver-street,  London,  of  the  Right 
Honourable  Philip  Earl  of  Montgomery,  and  others,  whereby  the  gift  of  Richard 
Shipham,  some  time  a parishioner  of  this  parish,  amounting  to  2 s.  the  week,  to 
be  distributed  to  the  poor  of  this  parish  for  ever,  in  bread,  might  be  fulfilled 
according  to  the  last  will  and  testament  of  Richard  Shipham.”  From  this 
account  it  appears  that  there  was  paid  by  the  churchwardens  to  the  agent  of 
the  Earl  of  Montgomery,  for  the  purchase,  of  the  said  houses,  and  for  the 
different  charges  attending  the  purchase  the  sum  of  119/.  14$.  8 d.  and  that  this 
purchase-money  was  supplied  by  the  following  sums  : 

The  sum  of  73  /.  10s.,  stated  to  have  been  received  of  the  executors  of 
Richard  Shipham,  by  virtue  of  a composition  with  them  by  the  parishioners, 
towards  the  purchase  of  the  said  two  houses,  whereby  the  gift  of  2 s.  the  week 
in  bread  given  by  the  said  Richard  Shipham  might  be  established  for  ever : 

The  sum  of  40/.,  received  for  a fine  for  the  said  houses,  in  consideration  of 
a lease  granted  by  the  parishioners  of  the  same  to  Clement  Bagby  for  the  term 
of  50  years  ; and 

Two  sums,  amounting  together  to  51.  4 5.  8d.  taken  out  of  the  church-stock, 
for  the  purpose  of  completing  the  purchase. 

By  Indenture  of  Feoffment,  with  livery  of  seisin  indorsed,  dated  3d  July  1735, 
between  William  Seaward,  and  John  Horton,  of  St.  Thomas  the  Apostle,  of  the 
one  part,  and  Isaac  Fryer,  and  five  others,  of  the  said  parish,  of  the  other  part, 
the  said  William  Seaward  and  John  Horton,  for  the  settling  and  assuring  of  the 
premises  thereinafter  mentioned,  enfeoffed  to  the  said  Isaac  Fryer  and  others, 
and  their  heirs,  a messuage,  with  the  appurtenances,  in  Silver-street,  in  the 
parish  of  St.  Alban,  Wood-street,  abutting  north  on  Silver-street,  and  another 
messuage  on  the  same  side  of  the  same  street,  upon  trust,  to  permit  and  suffer 
the  person  or  persons  to  receive  the  rents,  who  should  be  from  time  to  time 
appointed  by  any  order  duly  made  at  a vestry  of  the  parishioners  of  St.  Thomas 
the  Apostle,  to  receive  and  take  the  same,  and  in  default  of  such  order,  upon 
trust,  to  apply  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  premises  after  the  necessary 
charges  for  repairs,  towards  the  maintenance  of  such  poor  people  as  should 
be  parishioners  of  the  said  parish,  or  for  or  towards  such  repairs  or  ornaments 
of  the  church,  to  which  the  parish-church  formerly  belonging  to  the  said  parish 
of  St.  Thomas  was  united,  in  such  manner  as  the  parishioners  of  the  said  parish 
for  the  time  being,  in  the  vestry  to  be  held  for  the  said  parish  duly  assembled, 
should  from  time  to  time  order ; and  in  default  of  such  order,  towards  the 
maintenance  of  such  poor  parishioners  of  the  said  parish  as  the  churchwardens 
for  the  time  being  should,  for  the  ease  of  the  said  parish  think  fit ; and  the 
said  feoffees  covenanted  to  demise,  lease,  or  grant  the  said  premises  at  all 
times,  according  to  the  orders  of  the  said  vestry ; and  it  was  provided,  that 
when  the  number  of  feoffees  should  be  reduced  to  three  the  survivors  should, 
at  the  cost  of  the  said  parish,  convey  the  premises  to  the  use  of  themselves  and 
new  trustees,  as  the  parishioners  should  in  vestry  direct. 

The  trusts  of  this  property  have  been  continued  by  subsequent  conveyances, 
the  last  of  which  is  by  Lease  and  Release,  dated  2d  and  3d  January  1823, 
whereby  the  premises  were  vested  in  John  Vickerman,  John  Tons,  John 
Hall,  John  Henry  Ohrley,  Samuel  Parker,  Robert  Jackson,  Abraham  Self, 
and  John  Houseman,  all  parishioners  of  St.  Thomas  Apostle,  their  heirs 
and  asssigns,  upon  the  same  trusts  as  in  the  indenture  of  feoffment  above 
abstracted. 

The  houses  mentioned  in  these  deeds  (and  which  appear  to  be  those  pur- 
chased as  above  mentioned  in  1612,  the  parish  possessing  no  other  tenement 
that  can  answer  thereto)  are  Nos.  25  and  No.  28,  on  the  south  side  of  Silver- 
street,  held  under  lease,  dated  1st  of  October  1808,  granted  by  John  Harring- 
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St. Thomas  Apostle,  ton  and  others,  the  then  surviving  trustees,  in  pursuance  of  an  order  of  vestry, 
— to  Philip  Perkins,  for  the  term  of  21  years  from  Michaelmas  then  last,  at  the 
.Shiplnm  s^Charir , year]y  rent  of  24/.  payable  to  the  said  feoffees,  on  the  trusts  declared  in  the 
con  lauct.  trust-deeds,  with  the  common  repairing  covenants. 

This  rent  appears  at  the  time  to  have  been  a high  one.  The  houses  are  old, 
and  it  is  probable  that  when  the  lease  expires  it  will  be  necessary  to  reduce  the 
rent,  in  order  to  let  them  on  such  terms  as  may  induce  a tenant  to  put  them  in 
sufficient  repair. 

Soon  after  the  lease  was  granted  they  were  put  into  substantial  repair  by  the 
tenant.  The  present  state  of  repair  will  be  looked  into  before  the  lease 
expires. 

The  rent  is  carried  to  the  combined  account  of  the  churchwardens  and 
overseers,  and  applied  to  the  general  disbursements  of  that  account. 

In  the  old  churchwardens  book,  beginning  in  1613,  there  are  entries  in  that 
year  of  the  payment  of  51.  4 s.  for  bread  in  respect  of  this  charity,  and  for 
some  years  previously  to  1684  it  is  united  with  the  other  bread-money  before 
mentioned,  7 /•  l6s.  being  charged  amongst  the  payments  for  bread.  In  1684 
this  specific  payment  ceases,  and  there  is  no  further  entry  in  the  book  of  any 
fixed  sum  ; occasional  charges  appear  for  bread  for  the  sacrament,  and  for 
the  poor  in  one  item. 

There  are  now  indeed,  as  we  have  already  stated,  and  have  been  for  a great 
many  years,  six  two-penny  loaves  distributed  at  the  church  every  Sunday, 
which  are  paid  for  from  the  churchwardens  general  account ; but  this  distribu- 
tion would  seem  rather  to  have  reference  to  Spencer’s  charity  than  to  Ship- 
ham’s,  though  in  fact,  the  money  received  on  account  of  Spencer’s  charity,  is 
given  away  (as  we  have  seen)  in  money.  At  all  events,  it  is  clear  that  bread 
should  be  distributed  in  respect  of  both  these  charities,  and  that  51.  4s.  a year 
out  of  the  rent  of  the  houses  in  Silver-street  should  be  specifically  applied  in 
such  distribution,  on  account  of  Shipham’s  charity.

The  deputies  of  those  wards  receive  re- 
spectively 1 /.  each  from  the  Ironmongers  Company  on  account  of  Margaret 
Dane’s  charity,  of  which  the  former  gives  one  half  to  two  poor  widows  of  this 
parish  (the  other  half  being  given  to  two  poor  widows  of  St.  Mary  Aldermary, 
the  other  parish  in  the  ward),  and  the  latter  gives  two  eighths  to  poor  persons 
in  this  parish,  the  rest  being  divided  in  portions  of  three  eighths  each,  between 
the  poor  of  the  two  other  parishes  in  Vintry  Ward,  St.  Martin  Vintry,  and 
St.  James,  Garlick  Hill.

In  our  Second  Report,  p.  59,  we  gave  an  account  of  the  charity  of  Dame 
Ann  Pciclcington,  as  being  partly  for  the  education  of  poor  mens  children  of 
this  parish. 

Since  the  period  of  our  former  Inquiry  an  information  has  been  filed  by  His 
Majesty’s  Attorney  General  against  the  master,  wardens  and  commonalty  of 
Clothworkers  of  the  City  of  London,  for  the  purpose  of  having  the  boundaries 
of  the  charity-lands  ascertained,  and  for  an  account  of  the  rents  and  profits 
thereof ; and  also  for  a scheme  for  the  application  of  the  surplus  rents ; and 
by  an  order  of  the  Court  of  Chancery,  made  6th  June  1825,  it  was  referred  to 
one  of  the  Masters  to  take  such  account  from  the  17th  December  1822,  the 
time  of  filing  the  said  information,  to  ascertain  the  proportion  of  the  purchase- 
money  which  ought  to  be  paid  to  the  said  charity  for  certain  land  sold  to  the 
Regent’s  Canal  Company ; and  it  was  ordered  that  a commission  should  issue 
for  distinguishing  the  lands  belonging  to  the  charity  by  metes  and  bounds,  or 
setting  out  an  equivalent  for  them  ; and  it  was  further  ordered,  that  the  Master 
should  settle  a scheme  for  the  future  application  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the 
said  charity-estate,  and  the  costs  of  the  Attorney  General  were  to  be  taxed  as 
between  solicitor  and  client,  and  to  be  paid  by  the  defendants  out  of  the  money 
which  should  be  found  to  be  due  on  taking  the  account  above  mentioned. 

The  Master,  by  his  report,  made  27th  November  1827,  found  that  the  devised 
premises  were  copyhold,  and  held  of  the  manor  of  Islington  by  the  said 
defendants,  who  were  long  since  admitted  as  tenants  thereof:  That  the  said 
defendants  had  for  a great  length  of  time  been  seised  of  lands  lying  contiguous 
to  and  intermixed  with  the  said  premises  for  their  own  use  : That  in  18 17  the 
said  defendants  let  their  own  estate,  together  with  a portion  of  the  charity- 
estate,  to  Samuel  Rhodes,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the  rent  of  395/.  17$.,  and  the. 
same  had  been  since  the  year  1821,  and  then  was,  occupied  by  the  same  person 
as  yearly  tenant  at  the  same  rent ; and  that  the  proportion  of  the  said  yearly 
rent  belonging  to  the  said  charity  was  213/.;  and  he  further  found  that  in 
1819,  2 a.  2 r.  33p.  of  land  at  Islington  were  taken  for  the  use  of  the  Regent’s 
Canal  Company,  by  virtue  of  an  Act  of  Parliament,  passed  52d  George  3rd. : 
That  the  sum  paid  for  the  purchase  thereof  was  settled  by  arbitration  at  1,670/., 
which  by  the  payment  of  the  expenses  was  reduced  to  1,500/. : That  this  was 
paid  into  the  Bank  with  the  privity  of  the  Accountant  General,  to  an  account 
intituled,  “ Ex  parte  the  Company  of  Proprietors  of  the  Regent’s  Canal,”  and 
had  since  been  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  2,094/.  45.  10 d.  three  per  cent 
Consols,  which  still  stood  in  the  name  of  the  Accountant  General,  in  trust,  to 
the  like  account ; and  that  the  sum  of  1,237/.  135.  8 d.  stock  was  the  pro- 
portion belonging  to  the  said  charity  in  respect  of  the  charity-land  taken  by 
the  said  Canal  Company,  and  37/.  25.  7 d.,  the  proportion  of  the  yearly  divi- 
dends payable  thereon.  And  the  Master  further  found,  that  the  charity-estates, 
including  2 u.  22  p.  set  out  under  a commission  issued  in  pursuance  of  the  said 
decree,  consisted  of  the  following  particulars :

And  the  Master  further  found,  that  the  several  sums  of  money  received  by 
the  defendants  in  respect  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  charity-lands,  from 
the  17th  day  of  December  1822,  amounted  to  1787/.  18s.  2 d.  as  set  forth  in 
a schedule  to  his  report  annexed,  and  after  stating  that  the  present  annual 
income  of  the  charity  amounted  to  440  /.  or  thereabout,  he  approved  of  the  fol- 
lowing scheme  for  the  application  thereof,  viz.  That  the  yearly  rents  and 
profits  of  the  charity-estates  and  funds  should  in  future  be  divided  into  sixteen 
parts,  and  be  applied  by  the  clothworkers  company  in  manner  following : 

Four  sixteenth  parts  thereof  to  be  distributed  yearly  among  the  poor  people 
being  inhabitants  within  the  parish  of  St.  Dunstan  in  the  West,  between  the 
1st  November  and  the  1st  February,  in  such  form  and  proportions  as  the  master, 
wardens,  and  commonalty  of  the  said  company  should  think  necessary  and 
convenient : 

Eight  sixteenth  parts  thereof  to  be  distributed  yearly  among  the  poor  people 
inhabitants  within  the  parish  of  St.  Botolph,  Aldersgate,  being  the  parish  in 
which  the  said  testatrix  was  buried,  in  manner  following ; that  is  to  say,  three 
sixteenth  parts  towards  the  finding  of  poor  mens  children  of  the  same  parish  to 
school  and  learning  ; other  three  sixteenth  parts  to  be  yearly  distributed  among 
the  poor  people  of  the  same  parish,  between  the  1st  of  November  and  the  1st  day 
of  February  ; and  that  two  sixteenth  parts  should  be  distributed  to  poor  people 
in  alms  by  the  said  master,  wardens,  and  commonalty,  on  such  days  as  the 
sermons  thereinafter  mentioned  should  be  preached  : 

That  the  said  clothworkers  company  should  procure  two  sermons  to  be 
yearly  preached  on  such  days,  and  at  such  respective  places,  and  by  such 
preachers,  as  the  said  testatrix  had  by  her  will  pointed  out,  and  that  the  said 
company  should  pay  to  each  of  such  preachers  the  sum  of  21  s.  for  each 
sermon. 

And  that  the  other  four  sixteenth  parts  of  such  rents  and  profits,  after  pay- 
ment for  the  sermons  last  mentioned,  should  be  retained  by  the  master, 
wardens,  and  commonalty  of  the  clothworkers  for  the  use  of  the  company,  in 
consideration  of  their  pains  and  trouble  to  be  taken  in  and  about  the  execution 
of  the  premises,  and  for  and  towards  the  payment  of  the  fines  and  surrenders, 
and  the  expenses  incidentally  attending  the  management  of  the  estate,  and  the 
due  distribution  of  the  charity : 

That  in  the  distribution  of  the  charity  preference  should  in  all  cases  be  given 
to  such  persons  as  had  never  received  parochial  relief,  or  had  been  the  longest 
without  having  received  such  relief : 

That  distinct  accounts  should  be  kept  of  the  receipts  and  expenditure  on 
account  of  the  charity,  and  such  accounts  audited  once  a year,  and  when  so 
audited,  signed  by  the  master  and  wardens  of  the  company  :

account  of  the  said  charity,  so  for  as  concerns  such  parishes  respectively,  with 
an  explanation  of  its  objects. 

And  the  Master  taxed  the  costs  of  the  Attorney  General  at  the  sum  of 
225/.  15^.  to  be  paid  by  the  said  defendants,  as  ordered  by  the  said  decree. 

By  a further  report  made  1st  July  1828,  in  pursuance  of  an  order,  bearing 
date  19th  February  1828,  the  Master  certified  that  he  had  taxed  the  subsequent 
costs  ; that  the  whole  amounted  to  522/.  3d.,  which  being  deducted  from  the 
sum  of  1787/.  18 5.  2 d.,  found  to  be  due  to  the  charity  from  the  said  defend- 
ants, left  1265/.  175.  Hr/.,  which  was  ordered  to  be  paid  into  the  hands  of 
the  Accountant  General,  to  the  credit  of  the  cause. 

These  proceedings  having  now  been  brought  to  a conclusion,  the  charity 
is  about  to  be  disposed  of  according  to  the  new  scheme  adopted  by  the  Court 
of  Chancery. 

The  sum  of  13/.  has  hitherto  been  paid  by  the  clothworkers  company  as 
follows;  viz.  they  have  paid  65.  8 d.  to  a clergyman  for  preaching  a sermon  in 
the  parish-church  of  St.  Botolph  on  St.  Bartholomew’s-day,  and  have  distributed 
2/.  to  poor  persons  of  the  parish  after  the  sermon,  the  residue,  10/.  135.  4 d., 
lias  been  paid,  and  carried  to  an  account,  to  which  also  are  carried  the  rents  of 
certain  parish  property,  and  the  money  collected  by  the  poor  and  church  rates, 
nothing  being  paid  thereout  to  the  school,  as  in  our  second  Report,  upon  the 
information  we  had  then  received,  we  stated  was  the  practice. 

Out  of  this  general  account  several  payments  are  made  for  charitable  uses, 
which  will  be  more  conveniently  referred  to  in  one  general  statement  after  we 
have  given  the  particulars  of  the  foundation  of  each  charity. 

Cripps’s  Charity. 

Cripp’s  Charity.  Robert  Cripps , by  his  Will,  bearing  date  1st  February  1576,  gave  to  the 

poor  people  of  the  parish  of  St.  Botolph,  Aldersgate,  205.  to  be  distributed 
amongst  them  at  the  discretion  of  his  executor  and  overseers,  or  else  at  the 
discretion  of  the  master  and  wardens  of  the  Brewers  Company,  to  be  pay- 
able out  of  his  messuages  on  the  west  side  of  Aldersgate,  in  the  parish  of 
St.  Botolph. 

By  a decree  of  Commissioners  of  Charitable  Uses,  bearing  date  20th  July, 
32  Chas.  1,  it  was  ordered,  that  certain  premises,  theretofore  called  or  known 
ty  the  sign  of  the  Seven  Stars,  in  Aldersgate-street,  then  divided  into  several 
e nements,  should  stand  charged  with  the  payment  of  the  said  annuity  at 
the  feast  of  the  Annunciation,  yearly,  to  the  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of 
St.  Botolph  for  the  time  being. 

This  sum  of  1 /.  is  paid  yearly  by  Thomas  Loveland,  the  owner  of  several 
houses  on  the  west  side  of  Aldersgate-street,  and  the  amount  is  carried  to  the 
general  account  above  mentioned. 

Margaret  Dane’s  Charity. 

Margaret  Dane’s  The  particulars  of  this  charity  will  be  found  amongst  those  under  the  ma- 
Chanty.  nagement  of  the  Ironmongers  Company,  in  our  10th  Report,  p.  234. 

Of  the  yearly  sum  of  11.  Os.  10  d.,  paid  to  the  Ward  of  Aldersgate  Without, 
10  5.  is  received  by  the  churchwarden  of  this  parish  from  the  deputy  of  the 
Ward,  and  the  amount  is  carried  to  the  general  account  above  mentioned. 

Adams’s  Charity. 

Adam’s  Charity.  The  particulars  of  the  charity  of  Richard  and  Margaret  Adams  will  be  found 
amongst  those  belonging  to  the  parish  of  St.  Michael  Bassishaw,  in  our  4th 
Report,  p.  132. 

The  yearly  sum  of  10  5.  is  paid  by  Mr.  Perry,  a builder  in  Oxford-street,  on 
account  of  Mrs.  Noyes,  and  is  carried  to  the  general  account  above  men- 
tioned.

Skydmore’s  Charity.  gate. 

The  particulars  of  Stephen  Skydtnore’ s charity  have  already  been  given  Skydmore’s 

amongst  those  of  the  parish  of  St.  Stephen,  Coleinan-street,  4th  Rep.  p.  147.  Charity. 

The  yearly  sum  of  1 /.  is  received  from  the  renter-warden  of  the  Vintners 
Company,  and  is  carried  to  the  general  account  above  mentioned. 

Morley’s  Charity. 

In  a book  called  the  Record-book,  containing  copies  of  the  documents  relat-  Morley’s  Charity, 
ing  to  the  greater  number  of  charities  for  this  parish,  there  are  entered  copies  of 
the  following  documents  relating  to  the  charity  of  John  Morley,  viz. ; a deed 
bearing  date  20th  January  1588,  whereby  the  Company  of  Goldsmiths  granted 
a rentcharge  of  5 /.,  out  of  a messuage  in  Foster-lane,  to  John  Sotherton,  and 
his  heirs,  as  stated  in  our  8th  Report,  p.  331.  Also  a testamentary  paper, 
bearing  date  24th  January  1588,  whereby  the  said  John  Sotherton  devised  the 
said  rentcharge  to  the  parson  and  churchwardens  of  St.  Botolph,  and  their  suc- 
cessors ; and  also  a deed  of  covenant,  bearing  date  29th  January  1588,  whereby 
the  parson  and  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  St.  Botolph  covenanted  with 
Edward  Caryll  and  Elizabeth  his  wife,  late  wife  of  John  Morley,  that  they 
would,  yearly,  pay  weekly  upon  every  Sunday  throughout  the  year,  in  the  parish- 
church,  five  groats  to  five  poor  men  inhabitants  of  St.  Botolph,  of  the  most 
aged  and  impotent,  one  groat  to  each,  which  would  amount  to  4 /.  65.  8 d.\  and 
also,  that  the  said  churchwardens  would  cause  a sermon  to  be  preached  on  the 
feast  of  St.  John  the  Baptist,  in  remembrance  of  the  donor ; and  that  they 
would  pay  to  the  preacher  65.  8 d.  for  the  sermon  ; and  that  of  the  other  6 s. 

8 d.  one  moiety  should  be  given  to  the  churchwardens,  and  the  other  to  the 
parish-clerk.  And  it  was  agreed  that  the  five  poor  men  should  be  inhabitants 
within  the  parish,  and  be  nominated  by  the  churchwardens  and  the  more  part 
of  the  discreet,  substantialest  and  honest  parishioners,  at  a vestry,  or  otherwise, 
at  their  discretion. 

The  yearly  sum  of  5 l.  is  paid  to  the  churchwardens  by  the  clerk  of  the  Gold- 
smiths Company,  and  is  carried  to  the  general  account  above  mentioned,  out 
of  which  6s.  8 d.  is  paid  to  the  minister,  and  3 s.  4 d.  to  the  parish-clerk  ; the 
churchwardens,  though  in  fact  they  have  never  taken  it,  are  entitled  to  the 
further  sum  of  3s.  4>d.,  leaving  4/.  6 s.  8 d.  applicable  to  the  poor. 

Conyers’s  Charity. 

The  abstracts  of  the  following  documents  are  also  taken  from  the  record-book  Conyers’s  Charity, 
above  mentioned. 

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  11th  April  1592,  the  master,  wardens  and  assist- 
ants of  the  company  of  Merchant  Tailors,  in  consideration  of  100/.  of  the 
money  of  John  Conyers,  granted  to  John  Sotherton,  one  of  the  barons  of  the 
exchequer,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  a yearly  rentcharge  of  5 /.,  issuing  out  of  their 
great  messuage  and  tenement  thereto  adjoining,  with  the  appurtenances,  in 
Aldermanbury,  on  the  east  side  of  the  same,  in  the  parish  of  our  Lady  Alder- 
manbury,  payable  at  the  four  usual  feasts,  with  a power  of  entry  and  distress 
in  case  of  non-payment. 

The  said  John  Sotherton,  by  a Testamentary  Writing,  bearing  date  10th  of 
May  1592,  gave  the  said  yearly  rentcharge  of  51.  to  the  parson  and  church- 
wardens of  the  parish-church  of  St.  Botolph  without  Aldersgate  ; and  by 
Indenture,  bearing  date  11th  May  1592,  the  parson  and  churchwardens  of 
St.  Botolph  without  Aldersgate  covenanted  with  the  said  John  Conyers  that 
the  churchwardens  of  the  said  parish  and  their  successors  would  yearly  distri-  . 
bute  the  amount  of  the  said  rentcharge  in  manner  following  ; viz.  weekly,  on 
every  Sunday  throughout  the  whole  year  in  the  parish-church  of  St  Botolph, 
as  of  the  free  gift  and  alms  of  the  said  John  Conyers,  the  sum  of  five  groats, 
amongst  five  of  the  poorest  and  neediest  men  and  women,  being  inhabitants 
within  the  said  parish,  and  the  most  aged  and  impotent  men  of  the  said 
parish,  to  every  of  them  one  groat,  immediately  after  morning  or  evening 
prayer,  which  would  amount  yearly  to  the  sum  of  4/.  65.  8 d.  And  also,  that 
the  said  churchwardens  and  their  successors  would  yearly  cause  a sermon  to  be 
preached  by  some  godly,  learned  and  discreet  preacher,  in  remembrance  of  the

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St.  Botolph,  Alders-  donor,  on  Rogation  Sunday,  in  the  said  parish-church,  and  would  pay  to  him 
gate.  upon  the  finishing  of  every  such  sermon  the  sum  of  65.  8 d.,  and  that  they 

-7—,  . would  distribute  the  remaining  65.  8 d.,  one  moiety  thereof  to  the  church- 

wardens,  and  the  other  to  the  parish-clerk,  for  their  pains  in  the  receipt  and 
v LU"  w ' , distributing  the  said  money,  and  warning  the  poor  men  from  time  to  time  that 

should  receive  the  same,  the  said  poor  men  and  women  to  be  nominated  from 
time  to  time  by  the  said  churchwardens  and  the  more  part  of  the  discreet, 
substantialest  and  honest  parishioners,  at  a vestry,  or  otherwise,  at  their  dis- 
cretion. 

The  Merchant  Tailors  Company  are  in  possession  of  an  inn  in  Aldermanbury, 
called  the  George,  which  is  supposed  to  be  the  property  charged  with  the 
annuity  of  51.  as  stated  in  our  17th  Report,  p.  433. 

The  yearly  sum  of  4>l.  (1  /.  being  deducted  for  land-tax)  is  received  from  the 
company  by  the  churchwardens,  and  carried  to  the  general  account  above 
mentioned,  out  of  which  is  paid  to  a clergyman,  for  preaching  a sermon  on 
Rogation  Sunday,  6s.  8 d.,  and  3s.  4 d.  to  the  parish-clerk. 

The  churchwardens  are  also  entitled  to  the  sum  of  3 s.  4 d.,  leaving  3/.  6s.  8d. 
for  the  benefit  of  the  poor. 


OsMOTHERLAW’s  CHARITY. 

Osmotherlaw's  The  particulars  of  the  charity  of  Richard  Osmotherlarv  will  be  found  in  our 
Chanty.  17th  Report,  p.  438,  amongst  those  under  the  management  of  the  Merchant 
Tailors  Company. 

The  sum  of  4/.  is  paid  to  the  churchwardens  of  this  parish,  1/.  being  de- 
ducted for  land-tax  from  the  sum  originally  given.  This  is  carried  to  the 
general  account  above  mentioned,  out  of  which  6s.  8 d.  is  paid  to  the  minister, 
and  2s.  8 d.  to  the  clerk  and  sexton.  The  churchwardens  do  not  take  the  4 s. 
directed  by  the  donor  to  be  paid  to  them,  so  that  there  remains  31.  10s.  4 d. 
payable  from  the  general  account  to  the  poor.

Taylor’s  Charity. 


In  the  record-book  above  mentioned  there  is  entered  a copy  of  an  Inden- 
ture, bearing  date  15th  June  1616,  between  Roger  Taylor , of  the  one  part, 
and  Edward  Topsell,  minister  of  the  parish-church  of  St.  Botolph  without 
Aldersgate,  and  Matthias  Kempster  and  Christopher  Walton,  churchwardens, 
of  the  other  part,  whereby  the  said  Roger  Taylor  granted  to  the  said  minister 
and  churchwardens,  and  their  successors,  an  annuity  of  5/.,  payable  out  of  the 
mansion-house  of  the  grantor  in  Aldersgate-street,  in  the  parish  of  St.  Botolph, 
yearly,  upon  Ash  Wednesday,  for  ever  ; and  he  gave  the  said  minister  and 
churchwardens  power  to  distrain  if  the  same  should  be  in  arrear  for  14  days, 
with  power  of  re-entry  in  case  of  non-payment  for  28  days  ; and  the  said  minis- 
ter and  churchwardens  covenanted  with  the  said  Roger  Taylor  that  every  year, 
on  Maundy  Thursday,  there  should  be  a sermon  preached  in  the  parish-church 
in  the  forenoon,  and  that  they  and  their  successors  would  then  and  there  dis- 
tribute the  said  5 /.  in  manner  following,  viz.

11th  Report,  p.  7^9.  Charity. 

The  sums  paid  to  the  churchwardens  of  this  parish  out  of  the  estate  at 
Stoughton  in  Leicestershire,  which  was  appropriated  for  the  benefit  of  this  and 
other  parishes  (the  share  of  this  parish  now  amounting  to  about  49/.  per 
annum),  are  also  carried  to  the  general  account  above  mentioned,  out  of  which 
account  a considerable  sum  is  expended  in  clothing  for  the  poor,  and  in 
bread  and  meat ; and  a list  is  made  out  annually  of  persons  who  have  received 
articles  of  this  description  to  the  amount  of  the  rent  received  in  the  year, 
which  is  transmitted  to  the  secretary  to  the  trustees. 

Kempster’s  Charity. 

The  particulars  of  Matthew  Kempster’s,  charity  will  be  found  amongst  those  Kempster’sCharity. 
under  the  management  of  the  Tallow  Chandlers  Company  in  our  6th  Report, 

p.  341. 

This  sum  of  11.  is  received  regularly  from  the  renter-warden  of  the  Tallow 
Chandlers  Company,  and  carried  to  the  general  account  above  mentioned. 


Tamworth’s  Charity. 


Christopher  Tanvworth,  esquire,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  28th  April  1624, 
and  proved  in  the  Prerogative  Court  of  Canterbury,  directed  that  his  executors 
thereinafter  named  should  deliver  into  the  hands  of  the  dean  and  prebend  of 
the  college  of  St.  Peter,  of  the  city  of  Westminster,  400  marks,  to  the  intent 
that  they  might  therewith  cause  20  marks  of  land  of  inheritance  of  yearly  rent  to 
be  purchased  with  the  consent  of  his  executors  and  the  parishioners  of  the  parish 
of  St.  Botolphus  without  Aldersgate,  whereby  there  might  be  one  in  holy  orders 
maintained  to  say  such  Divine  Service  as  the  church  of  England  should  allow 
of,  every-working  day  in  the  year  twice,  viz ; at  or  about  nine  o’clock  in  the 
morning,  and  at  or  about  three  o’clock  in  the  afternoon,  in  the  parish-church 
of  St.  Botolphus  aforesaid  ; and  he  declared  that  if  the  curate  of  the  said  church 
would  undertake  it  he  would  be  a fit  man,  but  if  he  did  it  not  daily,  duly, 
orderly,  and  reverently,  and  at  or  about  the  times  prefixed  ; and  of  right,  and  in 
regard  of  this  pension  only  of  all  others,  he  would  not  have  him,  nor  any  of  his 
successors,  to  have  it,  for  that  his  meaning  was  not  to  augment  the  curate’s  wages, 
but  to  have  Divine  Service  said  there  to  the  honour  and  glory  of  God;  and  he 
further  declared,  that  his  meaning  was,  that  the  dean  and  prebend  aforesaid, 
with  the  consent  of  the  said  parishioners,  should  for  ever  appoint  a fit  person  to 
say  Divine  Service  as  aforesaid ; and  that  the  parishioners  of  right  should  claim 
and  challenge,  in  regard  of  that  annual  pension  and  stipend,  to  have  Divine 
Service  said  accordingly  ; and  that  if  there  should  be  default,  upon  complaint  by 
the  said  parishioners  to  the  Lord  Chancellor  of  England,  or  the  Lord  Keeper 
of  the  Great  Seal  of  England  for  the  time  being,  that  the  Lord  Chancellor  or 
Lord  Keeper  should  take  order  that  the  land  intended  to  be  purchased  should 
be  employed  for  the  uses  aforesaid,  and  not  to  any  other  use  whatsoever. 


The  testator  also  directed  his  executors  to  deliver  400/.  more  into  the  hands 
of  the  said  dean  and  prebend,  to  the  end  that  they  should  see  20/.  of  land  of 
annual  revenue  of  inheritance  bought  with  it,  to  allow  perpetually  to  six  poor 
men  past  labour,  dwelling  and  inhabiting  within  the  parish  of  St.  Botolph 
aforesaid,  40 s.  every  year,  a-piece,  during  their  lives,  and  to  four  poor  widows 
likewise  past  labour,  so  long  as  they  should  continue  widows,  dwelling  in  the 
said  parish,  40  s.  a-piece  every  year  during  their  lives,  with  this  limitation,  that 
both  the  six  poor  men,  and  the  four  poor  widows,  should  be  bound  to  repair 
every  working-day  in  the  year,  twice,  to  hear  Divine  Service  in  the  said  parish-

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St.  Botolph,  Alders-  church,  at  the  hours  and  times  before  prefixed  ; and  he  directed  that  if  any  of 
§ate*  the  said  poor  men  or  widows  should  refuse,  or  voluntarily  neglect,  without  just 

Tamworth’s  cause,  to  come  to  the  said  church  to  hear  Divine  Service,  all  the  time  of  Divine 

Charity,  Service,  others  should  be  chosen  in  their  place  by  the  discretion  of  the  curate 

s — - — / of  the  said  parish,  the  churchwardens  and  the  constables  for  the  time  being,  and 

six  of  the  principal  parishioners  named  for  that  purpose  by  the  residue  of  the 
parishioners ; and  that  the  said  poor  men  and  widows  should  have  their 
pensions  paid  them  quarterly  ; and  he  further  directed,  that  all  the  lands  so  to 
be  purchased  should  be  continually  in  the  hands  of  ten  feoffees  at  the  least  to 
the  uses  aforesaid,  being  all  freeholders  in  the  said  parish,  or  persons  of  good 
account,  and  dwelling  in  the  said  parish  ; and  that  upon  every  new  feoffment 
the  number  of  24  or  30  persons  should  be  feoffees. 

The  several  sums  bequeathed  by  Christopher  Tamworth  for  the  benefit  of  a 
minister  who  should  read  Divine  Service  in  the  parish-church  twice  every  day, 
and  of  poor  persons  who  should  attend  thereat,  appear  to  have  been  laid  out 
in  the  purchase  of  an  estate  in  Vang,  and  others  places  in  the  county  of  Essex. 
This  estate  was  however  sold  ; and  by  indenture,  bearing  date  17th  August 
1658,  between  James  Flesher,  and  twenty-four  others,  parishioners  of  St.  Botolph, 
of  the  one  part,  and  the  Rev.  George  Maule,  of  the  other  part,  the  said  James 
Flesher  and  others,  by  the  order  and  with  the  consent  of  the  parishioners  of 
St.  Botolph,  assembled  in  vestry  to  treat  of  the  affairs  of  that  parish,  in  consi- 
deration of  470/.,  conveyed  to  the  said  George  Maule,  and  his  heirs,  the  said 
estate,  by  the  description  of  a messuage  or  farm,  commonly  called  Lunses  alias 
Moyses,  or  Colehams,  with  all  the  lands,  &c.  thereto  belonging,  containing  by 
estimation  152  acres,  and  situate  in  the  parishes  of  Fang  alias  Vang,  Pitsey, 
Bartlesden,  andNovingdon,  or  some  or  one  of  them,  in  the  county  of  Essex  ; and 
the  said  James  Flesher  and  others  covenanted  that  the  said  premises  should  be 
for  ever  freed  and  discharged  from  the  payment  of  the  several  yearly  sums  of 
20  marks  and  20/.,  and  all  other  charitable  uses  limited  or  appointed  by  Chris- 
topher Tamworth,  esq.  deceased,  by  his  will  of  the  date  above  mentioned. 

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  30th  April  1658,  between  Edward  Fust  and 
others,  executors  of  Edmund  Denton,  deceased,  of  the  one  part,  and  James 
Flesher,  and  24  others,  parishioners  of  St.  Botolph  without  Aldersgate,  of  the 
other  part,  reciting  that  the  dean  and  chapter  of  St.  Peter,  Westminster,  late 
parson  of  the  parish  of  St.  Botolph  aforesaid,  and  Thomas  Smith  and  another, 
churchwardens  of  the  said  parish,  had  by  indenture,  bearing  date  18th  Decem- 
ber 2d  Charles,  demised  to  Sir  Henry  Martin  for  the  term  of  60  years  from 
Lady-day  then  next,  under  the  yearly  rent  of  1 /.  135.  8d.  a tenement,  with  the 
cellars,  and  a court-yard,  sometime  a garden,  thereto  adjoining,  with  the  appur- 
tenances, called  the  Church-house,  situate  in  Aldersgate-street  adjoining  to  the 
sign  of  the  Peacock  there ; and  further  reciting,  that  the  warden  and  scholars 
of  New  College,  Oxford,  by  indenture,  bearing  date  19th  July,  14th  Charles, 
demised  to  the  said  Sir  Henry  Martin  for  the  term  of  40  years  from  Lady- 
day  then  last,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  8/.,  nine  messuages,  cottages  or  tenements, 
with  the  garden,  yards  and  buildings  then  newly  erected  byr  the  said  Sir  Henry 
Martin,  lying  in  Petty  Wales,  or  elsewhere  in  the  parish  of  Great  St.  Bartho- 
mew  near  West  Smithfield  ; and  further  reciting,  that  the  interest  in  the  said 
several  indentures  had  become  vested  in  the  said  Edmund  Denton  ; and  further 
reciting,  that  by  indenture,  bearing  date  11th  July  1655,  reciting  that  part  of 
the  staircase  and  larder  of  the  great  messuage  in  Aldersgate-street,  whereof 
the  said  Edmund  Denton  was  then  possessed,  with  the  cellar  under  and  terrett 
over  the  said  larder,  was  erected  on  part  of  the  lands  belonging  to  St.  Bartho- 
lomew’s Hospital,  being  formerly  parcel  of  their  inn  called  the  Peacock  ; and 
that  the  mayor,  commonalty  and  citizens  of  London,  governors  of  the  said 
hospital,  had  demised  the  said  inn  to  William  Millett  for  a certain  term,  the 
said  William  Millett,  demised  to  the  said  Edmund  Denton,  the  parcel  of  land 
whereon  the  said  staircase,  &c.  had  been  built,  for  the  term  of  20  years  from 
Lady-day  then  last,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  205. ; the  said  Edward  Fust  and  others, 
executors  of  the  said  Edmund  Denton,  in  consideration  of  76O /.  paid  by  the 
churchwardens  and  parishioners  of  St.  Botolph  aforesaid,  (as  well  for  the  pur- 
chase of  the  premises  before  mentioned,  as  for  a stable  and  coach-house,  with 
the  waste  grounds  whereon  the  same  stood,  which  had  been  sold  by  the  said 
executors  to  the  said  parishioners)  and  by  the  direction  of  the  parishioners 
assembled  in  vestry,  conveyed  to  the  said  James  Flesher  and  others,  their  exe- 
cutors 
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cutors,  &c.  the  said  premises  for  the  residue  of  the  said  terms  of  years,  upon  St.Botolph,  Alders- 
trust,  that  they  should  with  so  much  of  the  surplusage  of  the  rents  and  profits  gate- 

1 thereof  (above  the  rents  reserved  by  the  said  leases)  as  should  be  necessary  Tamworth’s 

1 during  the  continuance  of  the  said  leases  support,  maintain  and  perform  the  Charity, 
charitable  uses,  trusts  and  purposes  relating  to  the  said  church  and  parish  of  continued. 

| St.  Botolph,  and  the  minister  and  poor  there  limited  and  appointed  by  the  last  v 

will  of  Christopher  Tam  worth,  esquire,  bearing  date  28th  April  1624  ; part  of 
the  purchase-money  before  mentioned,  viz.  460 /.  being  raised  by  the  sale  of  a 
farm  in  or  about  Vang  in  Essex,  formerly  bought  with  the  money  given  by  the 
said  Christopher  Tamworth  for  the  maintenance  of  the  said  charitable  use, 
which  farm  the  said  parishioners  were  forced  to  sell  in  regard  the  same  was  so 
decayed  that  it  would  not  yield  above  20/.  per  annum  ; and  upon  further  trust, 
to  suffer  the  churchwardens  for  the  time  being  to  receive  and  dispose  of  the 
residue  of  the  rents  to  such  uses  as  the  said  parishioners  should  appoint. 

The  premises  described  in  the  preceding  indenture  as  the  Church-house, 
with  the  appurtenances,  appear  to  have  been  vested  in  the  dean  and  chapter  of 
Westminster,  the  rectors  of  this  parish,  and  the  churchwardens,  prior  to  the 
passing  of  the  statute  for  the  dissolution  of  chantries,  and  they  were  after- 
wards granted  out  by  the  Crown  to  Edmund  Duffield  and  John  Babington,  who 
conveyed  the  same  to  William  Wilford  and  Nicholas  Wilson  ; and  by  indenture, 
bearing  date  1st  November  1658,  John  Wilford,  son  and  heir  of  William  Wilford 
who  was  the  survivor,  conveyed  the  same  to  James  Flesher  and  others,  parish- 
ioners of  St.  Botolph,  upon  trust,  to  demise  the  premises  in  such  manner  as 
the  parishioners  in  vestry  should  appoint,  and  to  permit  the  churchwardens 
to  receive  the  rents  for  such  charitable  uses  and  purposes  as  the  same  had  been 
usually  disposed  of  and  employed  by  the  said  parishioners  in  and  about  the 
repairs  of  the  said  church,  the  relief  of  the  poor,  and  other  the  public  affairs  of 
the  said  parish. 

These  and  all  the  other  premises  mentioned  in  the  indenture  of  30th  April 
1658,  except  the  leasehold  premises  held  under  the  warden  and  scholars  of 
New  College,  have  been  conveyed  to  new  feoffees  from  time  to  time,  upon  the 
like  trusts  as  declared  in  the  indenture  of  1st  November  1658. 

The  premises  held  under  lease  from  the  warden  and  scholars  of  New  College 
have  been  demised  from  time  to  time  at  the  expiration  of  every  14  years, 
for  similar  terms  of  40  years.  The  present  lease  was  granted  in  the  present 
year  1828,  to  the  same  persons  as  are  feoffees  for  the  other  property. 

From  these  documents  it  appears  that  the  sum  of  470/.,  the  consideration 
for  the  sale  of  the  estate  in  Essex,  which  was  purchased  with  the  bequest  of 
Christopher  Tamworth,  was  laid  out  by  the  parishioners,  with  other  money,  in 
obtaining  the  immediate  possession  of  certain  premises  to  the  reversion  of 
which  they  were  previously  entitled,  and  the  payment  of  the  two  yearly  sums  of 
20/.,  and  13/.  6 s.  8 d.  in  respect  of  Tamworth’s  charity,  has  been  considered 
as  charged  upon  these  premises  part  of  which  form  the  site  of  the  parish  work- 
house,  the  residue  of  the  rents  and  profits  being  applicable  according  to  the 
trusts  declared  in  1658  for  the  general  use  of  the  parish. 

Out  of  the  general  account  there  is  paid  to  the  minister  the  sum  of 
13/.  65.  8d.,  and  10s.  a quarter  to  each  of  10  poor  persons  called  prayer 
people,  viz.  six  men  and  four  women.  These  pensioners  are  appointed  from 
time  to  time  as  vacancies  occur,  in  manner  following : 

Notice  is  given  in  the  church  of  the  vacancy,  and  a meeting  is  appointed  to 
be  held  on  the  following  Sunday,  after  morning  service,  at  which  the  persons 
appointed  for  the  purpose  of  electing  by  the  will  of  the  donor,  or  so  many  of 
them  as  think  proper  attend,  and  the  vacancy  is  then  filled  up  by  the  election 
of  a man  or  woman,  as  the  case  may  require,  such  person  not  receiving  regu- 
larly weekly  allowance  from  the  poors  rate. 

Gadbury’s  Charity. 

Richard  Gadhury , by  his  Will,  bearing  date  10th  August  1624,  as  entered  in  Gadbury’s  Charity, 
the  record-book  above  mentioned,  gave  his  house  and  land  at  Eyworth,  in  the 
county  of  Bedford,  to  Edmund  Anderson,  and  his  heirs,  upon  condition  that 
he  should  pay,  amongst  other  things,  the  yearly  sum  of  4/.  65.  8 d.,  in  the 
parish-church  of  St.  Botolph,  to  the  deputy  of  that  ward,  and  the  two  church- 
wardens of  the  said  parish,  by  two  payments,  one  on  the  feast  of  St.  Thomas 
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the  Apostle,  and  the  other  on  the  1st  May,  and  directed  that  the  said  deputy 
and  churchwardens,  with  the  minister  of  the  said  parish,  should  see  the  same 
bestowed  as  follows : viz.  that  he  should  have  two  sermons  preached  yearly  in 
the  parish-church,  one  on  the  26th  May,  and  the  other  on  the  1st  of  January, 
and  that  the  preacher  should  receive  for  his  pains  105.  each  time,  and  that  he 
should  give  to  30  poor  people  of  the  said  parish,  15  men,  and  15  women,  Is-, 
each,  half  yearly,  on  the  days  aforesaid,  immediately  after  the  sermon,  to  the 
clerk  of  the  parish  25.,  and  to  the  sexton  for  tolling  the  bell  16  d.  each 
time. 

The  yearly  sum  of  4/.  65.  Sd.  is  received  from  Messrs.  Burley  and  Moore, 
solicitors,  of  Lincoln’s-inn,  as  agents  for  Lord  Yarborough,  to  whom  we  are 
informed  the  estate  charged  with  this  payment  now  belongs. 

This  sum  is  also  carried  to  the  general  account  above  mentioned,  out  of 
which  there  are  paid  the  sums  of  1 /.  to  the  minister,  though  in  fact  no  sermon 
is  preached  on  either  of  the  days  appointed,  and  45.,  and  25.  8 d.  to  the  clerk 
and  sexton,  and  the  residue,  3/.,  forms  part  of  the  general  distribution  from  the 
above-mentioned  account,  nothing  being  given  to  30  poor  people  in  the  pecu- 
liar manner  directed  by  the  donor. 

Dawtrey’s  Charity. 

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  6th  January  1631,  as  appears  from  the  record 
book  above  mentioned,  between  Thomas  Smith,  of  the  one  part,  and  Sir  Henry 
Martin,  Sir  Richard  Sutton,  and  22  others,  parishioners  or  inhabitants  within 

the  parish  of  St.  Botolph,  of  the  other  part,  reciting  that  Dawtrey, 

of  her  charitable  disposition  towards  the  poor  of  St.  Botolph,  wherein  she  had 
spent  some  part  of  her  time,  did  in  her  life-time  declare  her  desire  that  her  son 
Henry  Dawtrey  should  distribute  some  part  of  her  estate  for  the  relief  of  the 
poor  of  the  same,  and  other  parishes,  and  that  the  said  Henry  Dawtrey  had 
paid  to  the  churchwardens  20/.  in  performance  of  his  mother’s  desire,  and  51. 
more  as  his  own  gift,  to  the  intent  that  a rentcharge  might  be  purchased  there- 
with, the  said  Thomas  Smith,  in  consideration  of  the  said  sum  of  2 51.  granted 
to  the  parties  of  the  second  part  a rentcharge  of  265.,  payable  yearly  at  Lady- 
day,  out  of  a messuage  called  the  Golden  Ball,  in  Aldersgate-street,  within  the 
parish  of  St.  Botolph,  with  a power  of  distress  and  entry  in  case  of  non- 
payment. 

The  rentcharge  of  1/.  65.  is  paid  regularly  at  the  office  of  the  chamberlain 
of  the  city  of  London,  who  probably  became  liable  to  this  payment  by  pur- 
chasing the  house  charged  therewith  for  the  enlargement  of  Aldergate -street. 

This  sum  is  also  carried  to  the  general  account  above  mentioned. 

Fryer’s  Charity. 

The  particulars  of  the  charity  of  Henry  Fryer , so  far  as  relates  to  the  yearly 
sum  of  100/.,  payable  to  the  three  parishes  of  Chiswick,  St.  Botolph  without 
Aldersgate,  and  Harleton,  have  been  already  stated  amongst  those  belonging 
to  the  parish  of  Chiswick  in  our  Fourteenth  Report,  p.  177* 

It  further  appears  that  the  said  Henry  Fryer,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  27th 
May  1631,  bequeathed  to  his  brother  Thomas  10/.  per  annum,  payable  out  of 
the  same  premises,  to  give  to  such  poor  as  he  should  think  tit,  and  desired  that 
the  same  should  be  so  settled  that  it  might  be  paid  for  ever. 

By  a decree  of  the  Court  of  Chancery,  made  6th  April,  28th  Charles  2, 
which  also  contains  directions  as  to  the  sum  of  100/.  above  mentioned,  reciting 
that  it  did  not  appear  that  any  appointment  had  been  made  relating  to  the  said 
10/.,  it  was  ordered,  that  in  regard  that  the  greatest  part  of  Henry  Fryer’s  estate 
lay  within  the  parish  of  Aldergate,  for  which  parish  he  had  a particular  kindness, 
as  appeared  by  his  will,  the  said  sum  of  10/.  should  be  paid  out  of  the  same 
estates  to  the  poor  of  St.  Botolph,  Aldersgate,  as  an  additional  and  further  cha- 
rity of  the  said  Henry  Fryer,  to  be  annually  paid  to  the  churchwardens  on  the 
20th  December,  and  to  be  yearly  distributed  by  the  vicar,  churchwardens,  and 
common  councilmen  of  the  parish,  amongst  20  poor  widows  of  that  parish,  to 
each  of  them  105.,  and  for  want  of  such  poor  widows  the  number  to  be  made 
up  from  poor  men  of  the  said  parish. 

The  two  annual  sums  of  40/.  and  10/.  are  paid  by  the  treasurer  of  Christ’s 
Hospital  to  the  churchwardens  annually,  about  May,  and  the  amount  is  carried 
to  the  general  account  above  mentioned. 
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Snow’s  Charity. 

Thomas  Snow,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  2d  May  1651,  as  entered  in  the 
record-book  above  mentioned,  directed  that  his  brother  Samuel  and  his  heirs 
should  pay  yearly,  out  of  his  messuages  in  Fann’s-alley,  to  the  churchwardens 
or  other  officers  of  St.  Botolph  without  Aldersgate,  4/.,  by  quarterly  payments, 
to  be  distributed  by  the  said  churchwardens  or  other  officers  in  bread,  among 
poor  people  inhabiting  the  said  parish,  weekly,  viz.  every  Sunday  one  dozen  and 
a half  of  bread,  and  if  any  part  of  the  said  4/.  should  remain  at  the  year’s  end, 
he  directed  the  same  to  be  distributed  in  bread  on  Easter-day  amongst  the 
poor. 

This  yearly  sum  of  4/.  is  paid  by  Mr.  Isaac  Dimsdale,  the  owner  of  the  pre- 
mises in  Fann’s-alley,  charged  therewith,  and  the  amount  is  also  carried  to  the 
general  account  above  mentioned. 

Ward’s  Charity. 

In  the  record-book  above  mentioned  it  is  stated  that  Mrs.  Ward,  in  1660, 
gave  60/.  to  the  minister  and  churchwardens,  to  settle  31.  yearly,  for  ever,  to 
be  paid  on  Good  Friday,  namely,  to  the  poor  2/.,  to  the  minister,  1/. ; and  it  is 
added,  that  the  parishioners  agreed  to  secure  the  payment  thereof  out  of  the 
rents  of  their  houses  in  Black  Horse-alley. 

The  feoffees  of  the  parish  have  some  houses  in  Black  Horse-alley,  the  rents 
of  which  are  carried  to  the  general  account,  out  of  which  1/.  per  annum  is 
paid  to  the  minister,  and  the  residue  is  to  be  considered  as  charged  with  the 
yearly  sum  of  2/.  for  the  poor. 

Pease’s  Charity. 

In  a small  book  containing  an  account  of  the  benefactions  to  the  parish  it 
is  stated  that  William  Pease,  by  Will,  bearing  date  23d  of  December  16821, 
charged  his  lands  at  Harrow  or  Pinner,  in  the  county  of  Middlesex,  during  the 
residue  of  a term  of  1,500  years  granted  in  the  reign  of  Edward  6th,  with  the 
payment  of  an  annuity  of  2/.  12  s.  to  the  churchwardens  of  this  parish  to  be 
by  them  and  their  successors  laid  out,  yearly,  in  good  and  sound  bread  for  the 
relief  of  the  poor  of  the  said  parish,  at  the  rate  of  12  c?.  a week,  weekly. 

We  shall  probably  be  enabled  to  state  some  further  particulars  as  to  this 
charity  at  a future  period  amongst  the  charities  under  the  management  of  the 
Sadlers  Company,  from  whom  the  churchwardens  receive  the  sum  of  2/.  12 s. 
annually,  on  the  Wednesday  after  Lady-day.  This  is  also  carried  to  the  general 
account  above  mentioned. 

Normansed’s  Charity. 

In  a list  of  the  benefactions  to  the  poor  entered  in  the  record-book  above- 
mentioned,  it  is  stated  that  Richard  Normalised  in  1694  gave  to  the  poor  of 
this  parish  the  yearly  sum  of  51.  ; and  in  a small  book  containing  an  account  of 
the  benefactions  which  has  been  copied  from  older  books  of  the  same  descrip- 
tion, it  is  added  that  this  annuity  is  to  be  applied  towards  the  relief  of  poor 
decayed  housekeepers  of  this  parish,  at  Michaelmas  and  Lady-day,  yearly,  and 
that  the  donor  charged  his  estate  in  Cross  Key-court,  Little  Britain,  with  the 
payment  thereof. 

The  yearly  sum  of  51.  is  now  paid  to  the  churchwardens,  2/.  10s.  thereof 

by  Mr.  Colman  on  account  of  the  Reverend Hicks,  and  2/.  10s.  by 

Mr.  Clarke.  Mr.  Hicks  and  Mr.  Clarke  being  respectively  the  owners  of 
several  houses  in  Cross  Key-court. 

These  sums  are  also  carried  to  the  general  account  above  mentioned. 

Carter’s  Charity. 

John  Carter,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  10th  of  April  17S0,  as  entered  in  the 
small  book  of  benefactions  already  noticed,  gave  to  the  churchwardens  of  the 
parish  of  St.  Botolph,  and  their  successors,  100/.  three  per  cent  Consols,  to  visit 
his  tomb-stone  in  the  church  at  Edmonton,  on  the  27th  June,  yearly,  and  see 
that  the  inscription  was  continued  thereon,  the  dividend  to  be  divided  as 
follows  :

This  stock  now  stands  in  the  names  of  Edward  Hill  and  William  Lewis 
Nichol,  who  were  churchwardens  at  the  time  it  was  transferred. 

The  amount  of  the  yearly  dividends  is  carried  to  the  general  account  above 
mentioned,  out  of  which  4s.  is  given  annually,  to  the  clerk  and  sexton  of 
Edmonton.  Nothing  is  taken  from  this  account  by  the  churchwardens  for  their 
own  use  in  respect  of  this  or  any  other  gift  for  their  benefit. 

The  sum  of  1 /.  applicable  for  the  purchase  of  bread  may  be  considered  as 
disposed  of  to  that  purpose,  with  other  money,  as  hereafter  mentioned.

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In  respect  of  these  charities  distributions  are  made  amongst  the  poor  of  mo- 
ney, clothing  and  bread  in  the  following  mode  : 

In  January,  when  there  is  also  received  from  the  Chamberlain’s  office  a sum 
of  money  known  by  the  name  of  the  King’s  Bounty,  tickets  are  given  to  all  the 
poor  of  the  parish  who  are  thought  in  want  of  it,  and  are  not  receiving  paro- 
chial relief.  By  these  tickets  they  are  entitled  to  receive  from  such  bakers  as 
are  fixed  upon  by  the  churchwardens,  one  or  more  loaves  of  four  pounds  each, 
according  to  their  number  in  family ; and  at  the  same  time  money  is  given  to 
such  persons  as  are  in  want,  and  it  is  thought  will  not  make  an  improper  use  of 
it,  in  sums  of  5 s.  or  7 s.  The  amount  thus  disposed  of  in  bread  and  money  is 
not  limited,  but  varies  according  to  the  number  of  applicants  and  their  apparent 
wants.  In  the  year  1827  the  amount  was  in  money  16/.  7 s • 6r/.,  and  in  bread 
50/.  19^.  6 d.,  making  67/.  7 s->  towards  which  40/.  was  received  as  the  King’s 
bounty,  leaving  27  /.  7 s-  to  be  paid  from  the  general  account  of  the  charities. 
The  distribution  takes  place  at  the  parish  committee-room,  and  is  superintended 
by  the  parish-officers  for  the  time  being,  and  those  who  have  previously  been 
in  office.  The  objects  of  charity  are  generally  recommended  by  some  of  the 
principal  inhabitants,  and  a list  is  made  out  at  the  time  of  the  poor  persons,  and 
of  the  allowance  made  to  each,  which  is  kept  for  the  purpose  of  future  infor- 
mation. 

A quantity  of  meat  and  flour  is  also  disposed  of  yearly  amongst  the  poor  ; 
these  articles  are  not  given  away  on  any  particular  day,  but  occasionally  as  any 
objects  of  distress  present  themselves  to  either  of  the  churchwardens.  The 
same  class  of  persons  are  selected  for  the  charity,  and  an  order  upon  a butcher 
or  baker  is  given  to  them.  In  1826-7  these  bills  amounted  to  15  /.  4 s.  3 d. 

There  are  also  given  away  to  the  poor  every  Sunday,  in  the  church,  52  loaves 
of  2 £ lbs.  each.  A list  is  kept  of  52  poor  persons  who  attend  at  the  vestry 
previously  to  the  commencement  of  the  service,  and  receive  a ticket,  on  the 
production  of  which,  after  service,  the  bread  is  delivered  to  them,  and  if  any 
person  does  not  attend  church,  without  sufficient  excuse,  some  other  person  is 
nominated  by  the  churchwardens  in  their  stead  ; the  vacancies  on  the  list  are 
also  filled  up  by  the  churchwardens,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  minister 
or  some  other  respectable  inhabitants.  In  the  year  1827,  58/.  10  s.  5 d.  was 
expended  in  this  weekly  distribution  of  bread. 

We  have  also  already  noticed  the  payment  of  20/.  to  poor  pensioners  in  res- 
pect of  Tamworth’s  charity. 

The  several  sums  of  27/.  7 s.,  15/.  4 s.  3d.,  58/.  10  s.  5d.,  and  20/.  amount- 
ing to  121/.  1 s.  8 d.  are  all  the  payments  that  can,  as  it  appears  to  us,  be  fairly 
charged  to  the  credit  of  the  parish  against  the  sums  carried  to  the  general 
account  from  the  different  charities,  though  they  have  considered  subscriptions 
to  the  following  institutions,  as  also  made  in  respect  of  the  charitable  fund,  viz. 

To  the  Fever  Hospital,  31.  3 s.  ; General  Dispensary,  2 /.  2 s.  ; and  to  the 
Truss  Society,  11.  1 s. 

The  addition  of  these  sums  will  not,  however,  make  up  the  amount  of  the 
different  charities  carried  to  the  general  account  in  1827,  and  hi  previous  years 
it  would  not  be  found  that  there  was  any  material  difference  in  the  accounts. 

This  incorrectness  has  evidently  arisen  partly  from  blending  the  charity- 
accounts  with  those  of  the  parish,  and  partly  from  not  adhering  to  the  particu- 
lar directions  of  the  respective  donors  as  to  the  distribution. 

As  to  the  first  point,  it  seems  peculiarly  desirable  that  a distinct  account 
should  be  kept  of  the  charities,  distinguishing  what  sums  are  received  in  respect 
of  each.  With  regard  to  the  application  of  those  of  smaller  amount,  the  strict 
observance  of  the  mode  pointed  out  by  the  donors  would  undoubtedly  be 
attended  with  a great  deal  of  trouble,  and  perhaps  without  any  great  advantage. 

It  appears  certainly  advisable  that  the  produce  of  the  larger  charities,  viz.  ; 
Henry  Smith’s,  Henry  Fryer’s,  and  Christopher  TamwTorth’s,  should  be  dis- 
posed of  by  themselves,  and  with  reference  to  the  intentions  of  the  respective 
donors.  With  respect  to  Fryer’s  charity,  no  particular  mode  of  application  is 
pointed  out,  but  as  the  income  is  comparatively  of  large  amount,  it  seems  to 
require  peculiar  attention. 
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Hyde’s  Charity. 

The  particulars  of  this  charity  will  be  found  amongst  those  of  St.  Dunstan 
in  the  East,  4th  Rep.  p.  104. 

The  sum  of  4/.  10s.  is  received  bv  the  churchwardens  every  tenth  year  from 
the  clerk  of  the  Salters  Company,  and  the  amount  is  then  distributed  amongst 
poor  maids  and  widows  of  the  parish,  by  the  minister  and  churchwardens,  and 
a list  is  sent  to  the  Salters  Company. 

The  sum  received  in  respect  of  this  charity  is  not  carried  to  the  general  parish 
account  as  those  already  noticed. 


PARISH  OF  ST.  GILES,  CRIPPLEGATE. 

THE  parish  of  St.  Giles,  Cripplegate,  originally  comprised  two  divisions ; 
the  one  called  the  Freedom  part,  lying  within  the  City  of  London,  and  the 
other  called  the  Lordship  part,  lying  within  the  county  of  Middlesex.  In  the 
year  1732,  the  latter  division  was,  by  Act  of  Parliament  of  the  6th  Geo.  2, 
made  a distinct  parish,  now  called  the  Parish  of  St.  Luke,  in  the  county  of 
Middlesex. 

By  this  Act,  after  reciting  that  there  were  several  gifts  and  donations  left  to 
the  parish  of  St.  Giles,  Cripplegate,  by  well-disposed  persons,  some  part  where- 
of were  for  the  sole  and  separate  use  of  the  Freedom  part  thereof,  some  other 
part  to  the  sole  and  separate  use  of  the  Lordship  part  thereof,  and  the  residue 
to  both  the  Freedom  and  Lordship  parts  thereof,  and  which  had  hitherto  been 
by  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  each  part  of  the  said  parish 
received,  and  by  them  distributed  as  such  well-disposed  persons  directed  and 
appointed,  it  was  enacted,  that  all  charities,  gifts  and  donations,  that  had 
before  the  making  of  the  Act  been  given  to  the  said  parish  of  St.  Giles,  Cripple- 
gate, should  at  all  times  thereafter  be  received  and  enjoyed  by  the  vicar, 
churchwarden  or  churchwardens  of  the  present  parish  of  St.  Giles,  Cripplegate, 
and  the  churchwarden  or  churchwardens  of  the  said  new  intended  parish,  by 
such  shares  and  proportions,  and  by  the  same  ways,  means  and  methods,  as 
they  were  done  before  the  passing  of  the  Act. 

Prior  to  the  passing  of  this  Act,  it  appears  that  an  apportionment  of  the  cha- 
rities between  the  two  divisions  of  the  old  parish,  had  been  settled  under  an 
order  of  vestry  made  the  19th  of  June  1691,  whereby  it  was  ordered,  that 
certain  persons  therein  named  for  the  Freedom  and  Lordship  parts  of  the  parish 
respectively,  together  with  the  four  churchwardens,  should  be  a committee,  who, 
or  the  major  part  of  them  on  each  side,  were  desired  with  all  convenient  speed, 
to  part,  proportion,  and  divide  betwixt  the  said  Freedom  part  and  Lordship 
part  of  the  parish,  all  and  every  the  rents  and  gifts  belonging  thereunto  wherein 
the  said  Freedom  part  and  Lordship  part  were  jointly  concerned,  for  the  use 
of  the  poor,  and  that  according  to  each  part’s  respective  rights  and  interest 
therein. 

On  the  20th  of  October  following,  the  committee’s  report  of  the  partition  and 
division  of  the  said  rents  and  gifts  was  presented  to  the  vestry,  when  they  were 
allowed  and  confirmed,  and  it  was  ordered  that  the  same  should  be  entered  and 
registered  in  two  ledger-books,  one  whereof  to  be  kept  by  the  Freedom  part, 
and  the  other  by  the  Lordship  part  of  the  parish,  to  the  end  that  for  the  future 
all  differences  relating  to  the  said  gifts  and  rents  might  cease  and  be  pre- 
vented. 

It  appears  from  a subsequent  order,  made  at  a vestry  holden  the  31st  March 
1692,  that  the  two  ledger-books  were  accordingly  prepared,  and  being  presented 
to  the  vestry  were  allowed  and  confirmed,  and  it  was  ordered  that  they  should 
be  signed  and  subscribed  by  the  several  gentlemen  of  that  vestry. 

Neither  of  these  ledger-books  is  now  to  be  found.  But  as  the  apportion- 
ment of  the  joint  charities  between  the  two  parishes  which  now  takes  place,  has 
continued  without  variation  as  Far  back  as  there  are  any  parish  documents  relat- 
ing thereto,  it  may  be  presumed  that  it  is  conformable  to  that  which  was  settled 
by  the  above-mentioned  proceeding. 

Since  the  separation  of  the  parishes  in  1732,  the  management  of  the  charity 
estates  jointly  belonging  to  both  parishes  has  been  confided  to  a joint  com- 
mittee. 
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mittee,  constituted  of  26  vestrymen,  13  from  each  parish,  nominated  by  the  St.  Giles,  Cripple- 
respective  vestries.  The  respective  trustees  of  these  estates  act  entirely  under  gate. 

the  direction  of  this  committee,  except  in  one  instance,  that  of  Mills’s  charity  

hereafter  mentioned. 

The  rents  and  other  revenues  of  the  charities  belonging  to  both  parishes,  and 
of  those  belonging  to  Cripplegate  alone,  (with  the  exception  of  Sir  William 
Staines’s,  Mills’s,  Ilitchins’s,  Jones’s,  Judith  Alston’s,  Gervies’s,  Ann  Duckett’s, 

Dandy’s,  and  Margaret  Dane’s),  are  received  by  the  churchwardens  of  Cripple- 
gate,  who  pay  over,  (or  account  for),  to  the  churchwardens  of  St.  Luke  the 
proportion  of  the  joint  charities  due  to  that  parish.  Of  the  charities  separately 
given  to  Cripplegate,  and  the  shares  of  that  parish  in  the  joint  charities,  some 
are  specifically  applied  according  to  the  directions  of  the  donors ; but  the 
greater  part  of  them  are  brought  into  a general  fund,  from  which  distributions 
are  made  to  the  poor  inhabitants  of  the  parish,  of  bread,  coals  and  clothing. 

We  shall  first  advert  to  those  charities,  whether  joint  or  separate,  which  are 
specifically  applied  in  the  parish  of  Cripplegate,  and  then  to  those  which  are 
brought  into  the  general  distribution-fund  of  that  parish. 

Mrs.  Alice  Hinton’s  Charity  : — Almshouses  in  Plough  Alley. 

Mrs.  Alice  Hinton,  by  Will,  dated  12th  October  1693,  appointed,  that  out  of  Mrs.  Alice  Hinton’s 
the  residue  of  her  personal  estate  the  sum  of  2,000/.  should  be  laid  out  by  her  Chanty, 
executors  as  follows  ; part  thereof  in  purchasing  a convenient  piece  of  ground 
within  the  parish  of  Cripplegate  ; other  part  thereof  in  erecting  and  new 
building  upon  the  said  piece  of  ground  a convenient  almshouse  for  twelve  poor 
widows  of  the  same  parish,  such  as  should  be  old  and  infirm,  and  past  their 
labours,  and  such  as  fear  God,  and  are  of  sober  and  honest  lives  and  conversation; 
and  the  remainder  of  the  said  sum  of  2,000/.  in  purchasing  lands  or  ground- 
rents,  to  be  settled  in  such  manner  as  counsel  should  direct,  for  the  use  of  such 
poor  widows  ; and  that  her  executors  should,  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  of 
the  said  lands  or  ground-rents,  first  pay  their  own  charges,  and  the  residue 
to  be  equally  divided  to  each  of  the  said  poor  widows,  share  and  share  alike, 

4/,  per  annum,  for  ever,  to  be  paid  them  quarterly,  or  within  21  days  after, 
if  her  said  estate  came  in ; but  in  case  there  should  be  any  loss  in  her  perso- 
nal estate,  so  that  the  residue  thereof  unbequeathed  should  not  extend  to  raise 
the  said  sum  of  2,000/.  for  the  almshouse  before  mentioned,  then  she  willed 
that  her  executors  should  build  an  almshouse  for  six  or  eight  poor  widows,  as 
they  should  see  fit,  so  far  as  her  personal  estate  would  extend. 

She  named  three  persons  her  executors,  who  all  renounced,  and  administra- 
tion was  granted  to  Catharine,  the  wife  of  John  Burton. 

From  a Decree  of  Commissioners,  under  a commission  of  charitable  uses, 
dated  12th  June  1730,  it  appears,  that  after  the  death  of  Mrs.  Hinton,  pro- 
ceedings in  Chancery  were  instituted  by  the  parish,  in  the  name  of  the  Attorney 
General,  against  John  and  Catharine  Burton,  for  the  establishment  of  this 
charity;  in  the  course  of  which  it  was  decreed,  that  the  defendants  should  pay 
the  sum  of  2,000/.  and  interest,  which  should  be  brought  to  Sir  Lacon  William 
Child,  to  be  applied  to  the  said  charitable  uses,  and  the  parishioners  were  au- 
thorized to  appoint  trustees  for  the  same,  who  should  name  and  approve  the 
poor  widows  to  receive  the  charity ; and  it  was  further,  by  consent,  ordered, 
that  certain  sums  of  stock  of  the  African  company,  and  four  houses  in  Brick- 
street,  near  Hyde  Park  Corner,  and  the  eighth  part  of  a frigate,  and  some  other 
securities,  should  be  assigned  to  the  said  Sir  Lacon  William  Child,  in  trust,  to  be 
sold  towards  payment  of  the  said  2,000/.,  and  interest : It  was  further  found 
by  the  Commissioners  that  trustees  were  appointed  by  the  parish,  and  that 
several  sums  of  money  were  received  by  the  said  trustees  belonging  to  the 
estate  and  effects  of  the  said  Alice  Hinton,  which  had  been  under  orders  of 
vestry  paid  into  the  Chamber  of  London  on  the  general  account  of  the  parish, 
and  not  on  account  of  the  said  charity;  and  further,  that  there  remained  in  the 
hands  of  Mr.  Richard  Farington,  one  of  the  trustees,  100  /.  7 s-  6 d.  of  the 
effects  of  Mrs.  Alice  Hinton,  ready  to  be  disposed  of  for  the  use  of  the  charity ; 
and  that  there  had  been  a sum  of  7 44/.,  African  stock,  standing  in  the  name  of 
Henry  Lowth,  to  the  same  use,  but  which  had  been,  by  several  reductions  in 
the  years  1723  and  1727,  reduced  to  46/.  10s.,  and  the  Commissioners  decreed

that  the  then  churchwardens  for  the  Freedom  part  of  the  parish  should  pay  35/., 
and  the  churchwardens  for  the  Lordship  part  of  the  parish  other  35/.,  towards 
Mrs  AHce~Hinton’s  defraying  the  charges  of  the  commission  ; and  that  four  persons,  two  on  behalf 
' of  and  residing  in  the  Freedom  part  of  the  parish,  and  two  on  behalf  of  and 

residing  in  the  Lordship  part  of  the  parish,  should  be  chosen  trustees  by  a ma- 
jority of  the  parishioners  in  vestry  assembled,  after  notice  as  therein  directed, 
and  that  the  churchwardens  for  the  Freedom  part  should,  within  one  month 
after  such  trustees  should  be  chosen,  lay  out  the  sum  of  200 1.  5 s.  2 d.  in  the 
purchase  of  South  Sea  annuities,  in  the  name  of  the  said  trustees ; and  that  the 
churchwardens  for  the  Lordship  part  should  within  the  said  time  lay  out 
131/.  16  s.  2 d.  in  the  purchase  of  like  annuities,  in  the  names  of  the  said 
trustees,  who  should  by  deed  declare  the  said  annuities  to  be  in  trust  for  the 
uses  of  the  said  charity ; and  further,  that  the  said  Richard  Farington  should 
within  the  said  time  lay  out  the  above-mentioned  sum  of  100  /.  7 s.  6 d.,  then 
in  his  hands,  in  the  purchase  of  South  Sea  annuities,  in  the  name  of  the  said 
trustees,  who  should  declare  the  trusts  of  the  same  as  aforesaid : And  after 
reciting  that  there  were  four  houses  in  Brick-street,  Hyde  Park,  then  let  for 
about  26/.  per  annum,  which  were  conveyed  by  the  executors  of  the  said 
Madam  Hinton  to  Sir  Lacon  William  Child,  and  his  heirs,  in  trust  for  the 
said  charity,  in  part  of  the  said  sum  of  2,000/.,  the  Commissioners  decreed, 
that  a conveyance  should  be  obtained  from  the  heirs  of  the  said  Sir  Lacon 
William  Child  to  the  said  trustees,  and  their  heirs,  for  the  uses  of  the  said  cha- 
rity : And  they  further  decreed,  that  as  soon  as  a convenient  purchase  for  the 
uses  therein  mentioned  should  be  found,  the  said  annuities,  and  also  the  said 
4 61.  10  s.  African  stock,  and  all  the  produce  thereof,  should  be  sold,  and 
the  money  arising  therefrom  laid  out  as  follows : viz.  the  sum  of  200  /.,  part 
thereof,  in  the  purchase  of  lands  or  ground-rents,  the  rents  and  profits  whereof, 
together  with  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  houses  in  Brick-street,  should  be 
applied  by  the  said  trustees  to  and  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  four  poor  widows 
of  the  said  parish  of  St.  Giles,  Cripplegate,  to  be  nominated  by  the  general 
vestry  of  the  said  parish,  two  out  of  the  Lordship  and  two  out  of  the  Freedom 
part,  and  that  there  should  be  paid  to  each  of  the  said  poor  widows  4 /.  per 
annum,  quarterly,  of  the  said  rents  and  profits,  if  the  lands  or  ground-rents  to 
be  purchased,  and  of  the  said  houses  in  Brick-street,  should  extend  so  far,  but 
if  there  should  be  any  deficiency  the  widows  to  bear  the  same  in  equal  pro- 
portions ; and  the  remainder  of  the  money  arising  from  the  sale  of  the  said 
annuities  should  be  by  the  said  trustees  laid  out  in  purcnasing  a convenient 
piece  of  ground  within  the  said  parish  of  Cripplegate,  and  in  erecting  and  new 
building  upon  the  same  a convenient  almshouse  for  the  habitation  of  the  said 
four  poor  widows,  and  that  if  there  should  be  any  overplus  of  the  rents  and 
profits  aforesaid  more  than  would  discharge  the  said  4 /.  per  annum  to  each 
widow,  that  the  same  should  be  reserved  from  time  to  time  and  applied  in  the 
necessary  reparations  of  the  said  almshouses : And  the  Commissioners  further 
ordered,  that  when  any  of  the  trustees  should  die,  or  relinquish  the  trust,  new 
ones  should  be  chosen  in  the  like  manner  as  the  aforesaid  trustees,  in  the  room 
of  such  so  dying  or  relinquishing,  and  that  proper  conveyances  should  be  made 
of  the  lands  to  be  purchased  to  such  new  trustees,  to  the  uses  of  the  said 
trust. 


In  pursuance  of  this  decree  William  Lacon  Child,  nephew  and  heir  at  law  of 
Sir  Lacon  William  Child,  conveyed  to  Richard  Farington  and  William  Cooper, 
both  of  the  parish  of  St.  Giles  without  Cripplegate,  London,  and  Thomas 
Bridgeman  and  William  Paine,  both  of  the  parish  of  St.  Giles  without  Cripple- 
gate, in  the  county  of  Middlesex,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  the  four  messuages 
situate  in  Brick-street,  near  Hyde  Park  Corner,  in  the  county  of  Middlesex, 
which  were  formerly  conveyed  by  lease  and  release,  dated  9th  and  10th 
February  1731,  to  Sir  Lacon  William  Child,  and  his  heirs,  in  trust,  for  the  uses 
before  mentioned,  to  hold  to  the  use  of  the  said  grantees,  their  heirs  and 
assigns  ; and  the  said  grantees  thereby  declared  that  their  names  were  therein 
only  used  in  trust  for  the  use  of  the  said  charity. 

In  further  pursuance  of  the  directions  of  the  said  decree,  the  trustees  pur- 
chased from  the  parish,  for  the  sum  of  200  /.,  a messuage,  and  a chamber 
annexed  thereto,  with  the  appurtenances,  situate  on  the  north  side  of  Barbican, 

and 
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and  which  were  conveyed  to  the  four  trustees  above  mentioned,  by  indenture,  St.  Giles,  Cripple- 
dated  17th  June  1732.  ^ 

We  shall  have  occasion  to  notice  hereafter  the  manner  in  which  this  house  had  Mrs  Alice  Hinton’s 
been  acquired  by  the  parish.  • Charity, 

By  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release,  of  6th  and  7th  November  1755,  William  continued. 

Cooper,  the  survivor  of  the  above-mentioned  trustees,  conveyed  the  four  houses  ' 

in  Brick-street,  and  also  the  messuage  or  tenement,  with  the  appurtenances,  and 
the  chamber  thereunto  annexed,  situate  on  the  north  side  in  or  near  Barbican 
to  Thomas  Stagg,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  who  by  other  indentures  of  6th  and  7th 
September  1756,  re-conveyed  to  the  said  William  Cooper  and  William  Hoare, 

William  Caston  and  Thomas  Foy,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  the  said  premises,  in 
trust  for  the  use  of  the  said  charity. 

There  are  three  subsequent  conveyances  to  new  trustees  of  the  said  premises, 
upon  similar  trusts,  the  last  of  which  are  dated  3d  and  4th  June  1808,  whereby 
the  said  premises  were  vested  in  the  Rev.  William  Holmes,  vicar,  Matthew 
Wood,  alderman,  Thomas  Dolley,  deputy,  Robert  French,  Henry  Carr,  trustees 
appointed  on  behalf  of  the  parish  of  St.  Giles,  Cripplegate,  London,  their  heirs 
and  assigns,  and  the  Rev.  Thomas  Farmer,  rector  of  the  parish  of  St.  Luke,  in 
the  county  of  Middlesex,  James  Esdaile,  of  the  same  parish,  Thomas  Brown, 

Thomas  Davis  Lewis,  Charles  Miles,  and  John  Moorman,  trustees  appointed  on 
behalf  of  the  said  last-mentioned  parish,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  to  the  uses 
aforesaid. 

A further  purchase  was  subsequently  effected  by  indenture  of  bargain  and 
sale,  dated  7th  April  1774,  whereby  William  Cooke,  in  consideration  of  120/., 
conveyed  to  the  Rev.  William  Nicholls,  D.D.  vicar  of  St.  Giles,  Cripplegate,  and 
rector  of  St.  Luke,  in  the  county  of  Middlesex,  and  others,  trustees  therein 
named,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  a messuage  or  dwelling-house,  with  the  yards 
behind,  situate  on  the  north  side  of  Barbican,  comprising  one  shop  in  front 
next  the  street,  containing  in  breadth  9 feet  8 inches,  in  depth  13  feet  11  inches 
and  a half,  a kitchen  containing  in  breadth  9 feet  8 inches,  and  in  length  18  feet 

5 inches ; a yard,  containing  in  breadth  12  feet  2 inches,  in  length  13  feet 

6 inches,  excepting  out  of  the  front  of  the  said  house  over  the  first  story,  and 
so  upwards,  13  feet  4 inches  in  depth  from  north  to  south,  by  the  aforesaid 
breadth  of  9 feet  8 inches,  which  upper  part  belonged  to  the  said  two  parishes, 
upon  trust,  until  the  several  parishes  of  St.  Giles  without  Cripplegate  and 
St.  Luke  should  be  reimbursed  the  said  sum  of  120/.,  and  the  costs  of  the  convey- 
ance, to  permit  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  premises  to  be  received  by  the 
churchwardens  of  the  said  two  parishes,  to  be  by  them  applied  in  reimbursing 
the  said  sum  of  120/.  so  paid  and  advanced  for  the  said  purchase,  and  the  said 
costs  and  charges  ; and  after  the  same  should  be  so  reimbursed  them,  upon  trust, 
to  permit  the  rents  and  profits  to  be  received  by  the  churchwardens  of  the  said 
two  parishes,  to  be  by  them  bestowed  and  disposed  of  to  and  for  the  use  and 
benefit  of  the  poor  people  who  should  dwell  and  reside  in  the  almshouses 
situate  in  Plough -alley,  Barbican,  commonly  called  Madam  Hinton’s  charity, 
in  such  proportions  and  form  as  the  joint  committees  of  the  said  parishes  should 
from  time  to  time  direct  and  appoint. 

By  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release,  dated  23d  and  24th  September  1803, 
the  last-mentioned  premises  were  conveyed  by  Robert  Clark  and  John  Roadley, 
surviving  trustees,  to  the  use  of  the  Rev.  William  Holmes,  vicar  of  Cripplegate, 

William  Robson  and  Thomas  Challis,  churchwardens  of  the  same,  John  Knowles 
and  Christopher  Furse,  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  St.  Luke,  Sir  William 
Staines,  alderman  of  Cripplegate,  Samuel  Lake,  Thomas  Dolley,  William 
Godfrey  Browne,  Benjamin  Bickerton,  Samuel  Smith,  John  Benjamin  Cole, 

Joseph  Daker,  and  Andrew  Wright,  inhabitants  of  St.  Giles,  Cripplegate,  the 
Rev.  Thomas  Farmer,  rector  of  St.  Luke,  John  Stubbs,  Thomas  Brown,  Edward 
Hale,  James  Esdaile,  Thomas  Davis,  Richard  Grace  and  John  Moorman,  inha- 
bitants of  St.  Luke,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  upon  trust,  to  permit  the  rents  and 
profits  to  be  received  by  the  churchwardens,  and  applied  for  the  use  of  the  poor 
people  in  the  almshouses  in  Plough-alley,  Barbican,  as  aforesaid. 

We  do  not  find  in  the  minutes  of  vestry,  or  of  the  joint  committee,  or  in  any 
other  documents,  any  account  of  the  building  of  the  almshouses,  or  of  the 
money  expended  thereon.  The  first  notice  we  meet  with  upon  the  subject  is  in 
a vestry-order  of  the  25th  January  1760,  from  which  it  appears  that  there  were 
then  six  almshouses  in  Plough-alley,  (which  number  still  continues),  four  of 
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St.  Giles,  Cripple-  which  only  were  considered  as  entitling  their  occupiers  to  partake  of  Mrs.  Hin- 
gate’  ton’s  endowment.  By  this  order  it  was  directed,  that  the  sum  of  11/.  15 5.  6d., 

Mrs.  Alice  Hinton’s  being  a surplus  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  houses  in  Brick-street, 
and  of  the  house  in  Barbican,  should  be  disposed  of  in  the  following  manner, 
viz.  to  pay  to  the  two  widows  then  living  in  the  two  almshouses  in  Plough-alley, 
in  Barbican,  that  were  unendowed,  the  sum  of  405.  each,  and  the  remainder  to 
be  divided  between  the  two  upper  churchwardens  of  the  two  parishes  ; and  that 
an  account  should  be  kept  in  the  parish-rental  of  the  said  charity,  to  the  end 
that  after  payment  of  the  sum  of  16/.  to  the  four  widows  in  the  houses  that  were 
endowed,  and  the  sum  of  405.  only  to  the  two  widows  that  were  unendowed, 
the  remainder  might  be  supplied  for  the  benefit  of  the  said  charity,  in  such 
manner  as  the  joint  committee  should  from  time  to  time  direct. 

The  premises  in  Brick-street,  Hyde  Park  Corner,  belonging  to  this  charity, 
now  consist  of  six  houses,  viz.  a public-house,  the  sign  of  Marquis  of  Granby, 
and  five  private  dwelling-houses  adjoining.  These  have  been  erected,  and 
are  now  held,  under  a lease  granted  23  March  1758,  whereby  the  trustees  of 
the  charity  of  Alice  Hinton,  by  and  with  the  consent  and  direction  of  the  general 
committee  of  the  two  parishes,  demised  to  Nathan  Carrington  all  that  parcel 
of  ground  upon  which  were  then  standing  four  old  messuages,  more  parti- 
cularly described  in  a ground-plot  annexed  to  the  said  lease,  to  hold  the  same 
for  the  term  of  109  years  from  Lady-day  then  next,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  18/. 
By  this  lease  the  lessee  covenanted  sufficiently  to  repair  and  maintain  such 
messuages  as  should  at  any  time  thereafter  be  erected  upon  the  said  piece  of 
ground,  and  to  deliver  up  the  same  so  repaired  and  maintained  at  the  end  of  the 
said  term ; and  it  was  provided,  that  if  the  said  lessee,  his  executors,  administra- 
tors or  assigns,  should  not,  within  ten  years  from  the  date  of  the  said  lease, 
erect  upon  the  said  parcel  of  ground  such  good  and  sufficient  buildings  as 
should  be  of  the  yearly  rent  or  value  of  40/.  at  the  least,  then  the  said  lessee, 
for  himself,  his  heirs,  executors  and  administrators,  covenanted  with  the  lessors, 
their  heirs,  executors,  administrators  and  assigns,  to  assign  and  assure  to  the 
lessors  so  much  lands  or  tenements  of  inheritance  in  fee-simple,  by  way  of  col- 
lateral security  for  the  payment  of  the  said  yearly  rent  of  18/.,  as  either  of  the 
Masters  of  the  Court  of  Chancery,  or  any  his  Majesty’s  counsel,  to  be  nomi- 
nated by  the  lessors,  should  think  sufficient  for  that  purpose. 

The  houses  in  their  present  state  are  worth  much  more  than  the  covenanted 
yearly  value. 

It  appears  from  the  minutes  of  the  joint  committee  of  December  22d,  1757, 
and  January  15th,  and  March  21st,  1758,  that  the  former  tenant  of  these  pre 
mises  surrendered  his  lease,  of  which  five  years  and  a half  were  then  unexpired, 
and  that  the  premises  were  then  put  up  to  be  let  on  a building  lease,  when  the  best 
bidder  was  Mr.  Nathan  Carrington,  at  the  rent  of  18  /.  a year,  clear  of  all  taxes, 
for  a term  of  99  years  from  Lady-day  then  next.  It  does  not  appear  for  what 
reason  the  lease  was  in  fact  granted  for  109  years. 

The  estate  in  Barbican  consists  of  two  houses  on  the  north  side  of  the 
street,  one  on  each  side  of  the  entrance  to  Plough-alley,  and  of  part  of  a refiner’s 
manufactory  lying  behind  that  on  the  eastern  side  of  the  alley.  This  house, 
being  No.  51,  with  the  buildings  behind  it,  and  the  upper  part  of  the  house  on 
the  western  side,  above  the  first  floor  thereof,  were  the  premises  purchased  by 
the  trustees  from  the  parish,  and  conveyed  by  the  indentures  of  1732.  These 
premises  are  now  on  lease  to  Messrs.  William  Turner,  John  Turner,  and  John 
Hornblow  Turner,  refiners,  for  16  years,  from  Michaelmas  1821,  at  the  yearly 
rent  of  30/.  The  house  in  front  towards  the  street  is  underlet  by  them  to  John 
Buckoke,  a butcher,  and  the  buildings  behind  form  part  of  their  manufactory. 

The  lower  part  of  the  house,  to  the  west  of  Plough-court,  being  No.  52,  is 
that  purchased  of  Cooke  by  the  parish  in  the  year  1774*,  and  is  on  lease  to 
Charles  Sharpe,  for  19  years,  from  Midsummer  *1821,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  39/. 

It  appears  from  the  minutes  of  the  joint  committee,  that  in  pursuance  of  the 
advice  of  the  surveyor  of  the  parish  these  houses  were  let  on  26th  August  1816, 
by  public  auction,  in  two  lots,  when  No.  51,  was  taken  by  Mr.  William  Turner, 
as  the  highest  bidder,  at  the  rent  of  30/.,  upon  a lease  for  twenty-one  years, 
and  No.  52,  was  taken  by  Mr.  Thomas  Hopkins,  as  highest  bidder  at  the  rent 
of  22  /.  a year,  for  the  like  term. 

The  above-mentioned  lease  was  granted  to  Messrs.  Turner,  in  pursuance  of 
an  agreement  entered  into  upon  this  sale.

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Hopkins,  the  purchaser  of  the  other  house,  afterwards  absconded,  without  St.  Giles,  Cripple- 
completing  his  agreement,  whereupon  that  house  was  again  put  up  for  letting,  Sate- 

by  auction,  on  the  6th  May  1818,  and  was  taken  by  George  Franks,  hatter,  as  Mfs.  Alice  Hinton’s 
highest  bidder,  at  the  rent  of  39/.  for  21  years,  from  Midsummer  then  next.  Charity, 

Franks  afterwards  became  bankrupt,  and  his  interest  was  assigned  to  Charles  continued. 

Sharpe,  tobacconist,  to  whom  the  present  lease  was  accordingly  granted.  ^ 

Dangerjield  Taylor’s  Benefaction Dangerfeld,  Taylor , of  the  parish  of 
St.  Giles  without  Cripplegate,  by  his  Will,  dated  13th  June  I788,  gave  to  the 
vicar  and  churchwardens  for  the  time  being  of  the  parish  of  St.  Giles,  Cripple- 
gate,  200/.  New  South  Sea  annuities,  upon  trust,  to  pay  the  interest  thereof  to 
the  two  poor  women  that  lived  in  the  two  unendowed  almshouses  in  Plough- 
alley,  Barbican,  share  and  share  alike,  the  motive  that  induced  him  to  which 
was,  that  all  the  six  women  should  have  equal  shares  alike ; and  he  desired  that 
a vestry  might  be  called  in  order  to  choose  trustees  for  the  better  securing  of 
the  said  200/.  New  South  Sea  annuities. 

The  stock  was  accordingly  transferred  to  trustees  appointed  for  the  purpose 
by  the  vestry  of  St.  Giles,  Cripplegate,  and  now  stands  in  the  names  of  Robert 
Meacock  and  William  Smith,  as  surviving  trustees. 

The  total  income  of  the  charity  is, 


The  six  almshouses  are  now  inhabited  by  poor  widows,  three  appointed  by 
each  parish,  the  vacancies,  as  they  occur,  being  filled  up  by  the  respective 
churchwardens  for  the  time  being.  They  are  all  parishioners  of  the  respec- 
tive parishes,  and  are  generally  selected  from  the  oldest  persons  of  that  descrip- 
tion, who  had  not  at  the  time  of  their  appointment  received  alms  from,  the 


Each  of  these  almswomen  now  receives  an  annual  allowance  of  12  /.,  by  quar- 
terly payments  of  31.  each,  no  distinction  being  made  between  the  allowances 
to  the  four  under  Mrs.  Hinton’s  endowment,  and  the  two  under  Dangerfield 
Taylor’s.  Prior  to  1821  the  allowances  were  8/.  per  annum  to  each.  In  that  year 
they  were  raised  to  10/.,  and  in  1823  to  the  present  amount.  These  payments 
amount  to  72  /.  per  annum.  The  other  charges  upon  the  funds  of  the  charity 
are  1 /.  16  s.  for  water-rent,  insurance  (4/.  4 s.  for  seven  years)  and  the  expense 
of  repairs. 

All  the  disbursements  on  account  of  this  charity  are  made  by  the  church- 
wardens of  Cripplegate,  who,  in  their  annual  account  with  the  churchwardens 
of  St.  Luke’s,  give  them  credit  for  a moiety  of  the  rents  and  dividends, 
and  charge  them  with  a moiety  of  the  disbursements.  No  separate  account 
however  is  kept  of  this  charity.  The  rents  and  dividends  are  carried  to 
a general  account  of  the  parish-estates,  (hereafter  mentioned,)  out  of  which 
the  disbursements  for  this  and  other  charities  are  made.  The  items  of  receipt 
and  payment  in  respect  of  this  charity  have  been  extracted  from  the  church- 
wardens accounts,  and  exhibit,  from  Michaelmas  1817,  to  Michaelmas  1827, 
(the  last  period  to  which  the  accounts  are  made  up,)  the  following  statement :

A moiety  of  this  balance  has  been,  or  will  be,  accounted  for  to  the  parish  of 
St.  Luke  in  the  settlement  of  accounts  between  the  parishes  ; but  will  of  course 
remain  applicable  to  the  purposes  of  the  charity. 

The  amount  of  the  repairs  above  stated  is  155/.  125.  Id.,  which  for  the  ten 
years  would  give  an  annual  average  of  15/.  11  s.  2 d.  This  added  to  the  pre- 
sent allowances,  the  water-rent,  and  proportion  of  insurance,  would  leave  a sur- 
plus of  about  31.  upon  the  present  income.  It  seems,  therefore,  that  unless  the 
above  balance  is  wanted  as  an  accumulating  fund  for  rebuilding,  or  some  exten- 
sive extra  repair,  which  we  are  not  given  to  understand  to  be  the  case,  it  might 
and  should  be  applied  to  some  present  purpose  of  benefit  to  the  almspeople. 

It  is  much  to  be  desired  that  a separate  account  should  be  kept  of  this 
charity,  by  which  a more  ready  and  regular  application  of  its  funds  to  their 
proper  object  would  be  secured,  and  the  danger  avoided  of  the  annual  surplus 
being  merged  in  the  general  distributions  to  the  poor. 

Sir  William  Staixes’s  Almshouses. 

Sir  william  By  Deed  of  Bargain  and  Sale,  enrolled,  dated  30th  July  1789,  between  William 
Staines’s  Alms-  Staines,  of  Barbican,  in  the  parish  of  St.  Giles  without  Cripplegate,  London, 
houses.  one  0f  the  common  councilmen  of  the  ward  of  Cripplegate  without,  London,  of 
the  one  part,  and  Sir  James  Esdaile,  knight  and  alderman  of  the  ward  of  Crip- 
plegate without,  London,  Robert  French,  alderman’s  deputy,  and  one  of  the 
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common  councilmen  of  the  said  ward,  Robert  Clerk,  and  Nicholas  Browning,  St.  Giles,  Cripple- 
the  two  other  common  councilmen  of  the  said  ward,  John  Benjamin  Cole  and 
William  Turner,  churchwardens  of  the  said  parish,  and  Richard  Gouge,  late  one 
of  the  churchwardens  of  the  said  parish,  of  the  other  part,  reciting  that  the  said 
William  Staines  was  seised  in  fee  of,  among  other  hereditaments,  the  premises 
thereinafter  mentioned,  subject  to  an  annuity  or  yearly  rentcharge  of  4 /.,  which 
by  deed  of  gift,  dated  1st  of  January  1629,  from  Ralph  Whitfield  esq.  and 
Dorothy  his  wife  to  Sir  Henry  Spelman  and  others,  was  charged  thereon,  pay- 
able to  the  vicar  and  churchwardens  of  the  said  parish,  for  certain  charitable 
purposes  in  the  said  deed  mentioned,  and  being  so  seised  was  desirous,  and 
had  agreed,  that  the  said  premises  should  be  conveyed  and  settled  to  the  uses 
and  for  the  charitable  purposes  thereinafter  expressed  : It  was  witnessed,  that 
the  said  William  Staines  granted,  bargained  and  sold  to  the  said  parties  of  the 
second  part,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  all  that  messuage  or  tenement  commonly 
called  by  the  name  or  sign  of  Jacob’s  Well,  situate  in  an  alley  or  passage  called 
Jacob’s  Passage,  near  Barbican  in  the  said  parish,  then  in  the  occupation  of 
William  Taylor,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  24/.  ; and  also  all  that  long  room  situate 
behind  the  three  messuages  thereinafter  mentioned,  together  with  the  way  or 
entry  leading  from  Jacob’s  Passage  aforesaid  unto  the  said  long  room,  then  in 
the  occupation  of  the  said  William  Taylor,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  12/.  ; and  also 
all  those  three  messuages  lately  erected  by  the  said  William  Staines,  situate  on 
the  west  side  of  Jacob’s  Passage  aforesaid,  together  with  all  and  singular  the 
pieces  of  ground,  yards,  ways,  &c.  to  the  said  premises  belonging  or  appertain- 
ing ; to  hold  the  same  upon  the  several  trusts,  and  to  the  intents  and  purposes 
following,  that  is  to  say  : As  to  the  first-mentioned  messuage  called  Jacob’s 
Well,  and  the  said  long  room  and  way,  and  entry  thereto,  upon  trust,  to  let, 
repair,  and  manage  the  same  to  the  best  advantage,  and  out  of  the  rents  and 
profits  thereof,  in  the  first  place,  to  pay  the  said  rentcharge  of  4/.,  and  fully  to 
indemnify  therefrom  all  other  the  hereditaments  and  premises  so  as  aforesaid 
standing  charged  therewith  ; and  after  payment  thereof  out  of  the  said  rents 
and  profits,  to  retain  and  pay  or  apply  the  clear  yearly  sum  of  40-s.,  as  a small 
gratuity  to  the  trustees  for  the  time  being,  (the  aldermen  and  common  council- 
men  of  the  said  ward  and  churchwardens  of  the  said  parish  for  the  time  being 
always  to  be  included  in  or  considered  to  be  of  the  number  of  the  said  trustees) 
towards  regaling  themselves  at  or  paying  the  expenses  of  their  meetings  in  and 
about  the  execution  of  the  trusts,  and  who  should  from  time  to  time  pay  and 
defray  the  charges  of  repairing,  and  keeping  insured  from  fire,  as  well  the  said 
first-mentioned  messuage  and  long  room,  and  also  the  said  three  messuages  on 
the  west  side  of  Jacob’s  Passage  aforesaid,  and  also  the  water-rent  or  expenses 
of  supplying  the  said  three  messuages  with  water,  and  all  other  outgoings  in 
respect  thereof ; and  as  to  all  the  clear  residue  of  the  said  rents  and  profits, 
upon  trust,  to  divide  and  apply  the  same  unto  and  between  such  poor  persons 
as  for  the  time  being  should  be  appointed  to  and  should  dwell  in  the  said  three 
messuages,  situate  on  the  west  side  of  Jacob’s  Passage  aforesaid,  pursuant  to 
the  trusts  thereinafter  declared  concerning  the  said  three  messuages,  for  and 
towards  the  maintenance  and  support  of'  such  poor  persons  : And  as  to  the 
said  three  messuages,  upon  trust,  to  permit  the  same  during  the  life  of  the  said 
William  Staines,  to  be  inhabited  by  such  three  poor  persons,  men  or  women, 
whether  married  or  single,  as  should  have  been  housekeepers  and  parishioners 
within  the  said  parish  of  St.  Giles  without  Cripplegate,  and  reduced  in  circum- 
stances, and  not  receiving  any  alms  or  relief  from  the  said  parish,  as  the  said 
William  Staines  should  appoint ; and  after  his  decease  to  suffer  the  same  mes- 
suages to  be  inhabited  by  such  three  poor  persons  of  the  description  aforesaid, 
as  the  trustees  for  the  time  being,  and  the  aldermen  and  four  common  council- 
men  of  the  said  ward,  and  the  churchwardens  of  the  said  parish  for  the  time 
being,  who  are  always  to  be  considered  as  trustees  of  the  said  charity,  or  the  major 
part  of  them,  should  from  time  to  time  nominate  and  appoint,  as  w orthy  objects 
of  the  said  charity ; and  it  was  thereby  declared,  that  if  any  of  the  poor  per- 
sons appointed  to  inhabit  the  said  three  messuages  should  have  a wife,  or  child 
or  children,  he  she  of  they  might  have  such  their  family  to  live  wfith  them  : 

Provided,  that  if  any  of  the  said  poor  persons  should  by  any  means  become 
possessed  of  or  entitled  to  any  estate  or  effects  of  the  gross  value  of  200/.  or 
upwards,  or  yearly  value  of  20/.,  or  should  by  any  other  means  cease  to  be 


a proper  object  of  the  said  charity  in  the  opinion

f the  said  William  Staines 
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in  his  life-time,  or  of  the  trustees  after  his  decease,  that  such  person  should  no 
longer  inhabit  or  continue  in  any  of  the  said  three  messuages ; and  that  the  said 
trustees  should  remove  such  person  or  persons  therefrom,  and  should  there- 
upon, as  well  as  upon  the  decease  of  any  such  person  or  persons,  admit 
other  poor  person  or  persons  of  the  description  aforesaid,  and  to  be  nomi- 
nated  as  aforesaid  into  such  of  the  said  three  messuages  as  should  so 
become  vacant,  as  often  as  the  same  should  happen : Provided  also,  that  when 
the  trustees  for  the  time  being  should  be  reduced  by  death,  or  removal  or 
otherwise,  to  three  acting  trustees,  it  should  be  lawful  for  the  then  trustees  to 
convey  the  premises,  so  that  the  same  should  be  effectually  vested  in  the  then 
surviving  trustees,  jointly  with  the  then  alderman  and  four  common  council- 
men  of  the  said  ward,  and  two  churchwardens  of  the  said  parish,  their  heirs  and 
assigns,  upon  the  trusts  therein  expressed. 

By  subsequent  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release,  dated  18th  and  19th 
February  1808,  the  above  premises  were  conveyed  by  John  Benjamin  Cole  and 
Wiliiam  Turner,  the  surviving  trustees  of  the  former  indenture,  to  the  use  of 
themselves,  and  of  Matthew  Wood,  esq.,  alderman  of  the  said  ward,  Thomas 
Dolley,  esq.  deputy  of  the  said  ward,  William  Godfrey  Brown,  Joseph  Baker, 
and  Richard  Dixon,  the  three  other  common  counciltnen  of  the  said  ward, 
and  Robert  French  and  Plenry  Carr,  churchwardens  of  the  said  parish,  their 
heirs  and  assigns,  upon  the  trusts  expressed  in  the  indenture  of  bargain  and 
sale  above  abstracted. 

By  Indenture  of  Bargain  and  Sale  enrolled,  dated  31st  December  1793, 
between  William  Staines  aforesaid,  alderman  of  the  ward  of  Cripplegate, 
London,  of  the  one  part,  and  Robert  Clark,  alderman’s  deputy,  and  one  of  the 
common  council  of  the  said  ward,  Nicholas  Browning,  John  Knight,  and  Thomas 
Simmonds,  the  other  three  common  couneilmen  of  the  said  ward,  Thomas 
Smith  and  Edward  Richardson,  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  St.  Giles  without 
Cripplegate,  and  Thomas  Brocksop,  of  the  said  parish, of  the  other  part,  he  the  said 
William  Staines  granted,  bargained  and  sold,  to  the  said  parties  of  the  second 
part,  all  that  piece  or  parcel  of  ground  lying  on  the  south  side  of  a street  called 
Barbican,  in  the  said  parish,  abutting  north  on  Barbican  aforesaid,  east  on 
a messuage  belonging  to  the  said  William  Staines  in  Barbican  aforesaid,  south 
on  a messuage  thereinafter  granted,  lately  erected  or  then  in  building  at  the 
charge  of  the  said  William  Staines  and  by  him  leased  to  the  Rev.  John  l owers, 
and  west  on  the  passage  called  Jacob’s  Passage  leading  from  Barbican  into 
Paul’s-alley,  containing  the  several  dimensions  drawn  in  the  margin  of  the  deed  ; 
and  also  all  that  messuage,  tenement  or  meeting-house  erected  on  the  said 
piece  of  ground,  or  on  part  thereof,  and  which  said  piece  of  ground,  and  the 
the  said  meeting-house,  except  the  vault  or  cellar  under  the  said  messuage  and 
the  way  or  passage  to  the  same,  were  by  lease,  dated  24th  December  1783, 
demised  by  the  said  William  Staines  to  the  said  John  Towers,  clerk,  and  four 
others,  for  6l  years,  from  Michaelmas  then  last,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  14/.;  and 
also  all  that  vault  or  cellar  underneath  the  said  messuage  or  meeting-house,  and 
the  way  or  passage  to  the  same,  as  the  same  were  then  in  the  occupation  of 
Messrs.  Calvert  and  Co.,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  6/.;  and  also  all  that  other  piece 
or  parcel  of  ground  lying  on  the  east  side  of  Jacob’s  Passage,  abutting  north  on 
the  yard  of  the  said  messuage  or  meeting-house,  east  on  the  yard  of  the  said 
messuage  belonging  to  the  said  William  Staines  in  Barbican,  south  on  certain 
almshouses  then  lately  erected  by  the  said  William  Staines,  thereinafter  granted, 
and  west  on  Jacob’s-alley,  which  piece  of  ground  is  described  in  the  plan  on  the 
margin  of  the  said  deed  ; and  also  all  that  messuage  lately  erected,  or  then 
building  at  the  costs  and  charges  of  the  said  William  Staines,  on  the  said  piece 
of  ground  last  mentioned,  and  which  ground  and  messuage  were  by  lease,  dated 
27th  September  then  last,  demised  by  the  said  William  Staines  to  the  said  John 
Towers,  for  21  years  from  Michaelmas-day  1793,  at  a pepper-corn  rent ; and 
also  all  that  other  piece  or  parcel  of  ground  also  lying  on  the  east  side  ot 
Jacob’s-alley,  abutting  north  on  the  messuage  last  mentioned,  east  on  the  yard 
of  the  messuage  belonging  to  the  said  William  Staines  in  Barbican,  south  on 
a messuage  in  the  occupation  of  Charles  Russell,  and  west  on  Jacob’s  Passage, 
also  described  in  the  plan  on  the  margin  of  the  said  deed ; and  also  all  those 
four  almshouses  then  lately  erected  by  the  said  William  Staines  on  the  said 
last-mentioned  piece  of  ground,  except  and  reserved  to  the  said  William  Staines 
his  heirs  and  assigns,  a certain  way  or  passage  of  the  width  of  4 feet  6 inches  in

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the  clear,  and  in  length  38  feet  9 inches,  leading  from  Jacobs  Passage  into  the 
j yard  and  ground  lying  behind  the  said  almshouses,  and  behind  the  said  mes- 
, suage  belonging  to  the  said  William  Staines  in  Barbican,  as  the  same  is  de- 
, scribed  in  the  plan  on  the  margin  of  the  said  deed  ; to  hold  the  same  upon  trust, 
as  to  the  first-mentioned  messuage,  or  meeting-house,  and  the  cellar  underneath 
the  same,  and  the  said  messuage  on  lease  to  the  said  John  Towers,  in  trust,  after 
(as  in  the  first-abstracted  deed)  retaining  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  40s.  to  the 
use  of  the  trustees,  and  defraying  the  charges  of  repairs,  and  insurance  and 
water-rent  for  the  four  almshouses,  and  the  charges  of  appointing  new  trustees 
as  occasion  might  require,  to  pay,  divide  and  apply  the  clear  yearly  residue  of 
the  rents  and  profits  unto  and  between  such  poor  persons  as  for  the  time  being 
should  be  appointed  to  dwell  in  the  said  four  almshouses,  on  the  east  side  of 
Jacob’s  Passage,  pursuant  to  the  trusts  thereinafter  declared  concerning  the 
, same,  for  and  towards  the  maintenance  and  support  of  such  poor  persons ; and 
as  to  the  said  four  almshouses  on  the  east  side  of  Jacob’s  Passage,  upon  trust,  to 
permit  the  same  to  be  inhabited  by  four  poor  persons  of  the  like  description, 
and  to  be  appointed  in  the  like  manner  as  the  three  persons  appointed  to  reside 
in  the  three  almshouses  on  the  west  side  of  Jacob’s  Passage  by  the  deed  above 
abstracted,  and  with  similar  provisions  respecting  the  same  as  are  contained  in 
that  deed  respecting  those  three  almspeople. 

There  has  been  no  renewal  of  the  trustees  appointed  by  the  last-mentioned 
deed.  The  survivors  of  those  named  in  the  deed  are  Thomas  Smith  and 
Edward  Richardson. 

The  public-house,  called  Jacob’s  Well,  with  the  large  room  and  private 
passage  thereto,  granted  by  the  first  deed  of  bargain  and  sale,  and  also  the 
vault  or  cellar  under  the  meeting-house  in  Barbican,  granted  by  the  last  deed 
of  bargain  and  sale,  are  on  lease  to  Messrs.  Calvert  and  Co.,  brewers,  for  31 
years  from  Michaelmas  1802,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  361.  for  the  said  messuage 
and  large  room,  and  61.  for  the  vault  or  cellar. 

The  rent  of  the  meeting-house  remains  at  14 /.,  under  the  terms  of  the  lease 
mentioned  in  the  conveyance. 

The  almshouses,  of  which  three  are  situated  on  the  west  side,  and  four  on  the 
east  side  of  Jacob’s  Well  alley,  are  small  dwellings,  consisting  each  of  two 
apartments.  At  the  time  of  Sir  William  Staines’s  death,  which  took  place  in 
September  1807,  there  were  five  almspeople,  viz.  two  men  and  three  women, 
residing  in  the  three  almshouses  on  the  west  side,  who  had  been  placed  there  by 
him  in  his  life-time.  This  number  continued  till  June  1811,  when  it  was  reduced 
to  four,  and  in  October  181 7,  the  number  was  further  reduced  to  three. 

At  the  time  of  Sir  William  Staines’s  death  there  were  four  almspeople,  viz. 
two  men  and  two  women  in  the  four  houses  on  the  east  side  of  the  alley,  which 
number  has  been  continued  to  the  present  time. 

Since  the  alderman’s  death  the  almspeople  have  been  appointed  by  the  sur- 
viving trustees  of  the  respective  foundations,  with  the  alderman,  deputy,  and 
common  councilmen,  and  two  churchwardens  for  the  time  being.  The  persons 
appointed  are  (according  to  the  founder’s  directions,)  housekeepers  and  parish- 
ioners not  receiving  alms,  and  not  possessing  property  to  the  amount  of  20/. 
a year.  For  a considerable  time  past  they  have  all  been  females,  but  the  per- 
son last  appointed,  which  was  a few  days  preceding  our  Examination,  was  an 
old  man,  many  years  an  inhabitant  of  the  parish,  whose  wife  will  be  suffered  to 
reside  with  him  according  to  the  permission  in  the  deed. 

The  accounts  of  the  two  sets  of  almshouses,  and  of  the  property  given  for  the 
endowment  of  each  respectively,  have  been  kept  distinct,  with  the  exception  of 
the  disbursements  for  repairs,  which  it  has  been  found  impracticable  to  apportion. 
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The  receipt  in  respect  of  the  houses  on  the  west-j 
side  consists  of  the  rent  of  the  public-house,  viz.  r -

It  appears  that  these  almshouses  have  not  been  insured,  an  omission  which 
must  be  remedied  in  future,  and  will  add  a further  item  to  the  expenditure. 

The  repairs  of  the  two  sets  of  almshouses  in  the  19  years  elapsed  since  Sir 
William  Staines’s  death  amount  to  25.3/.  9s.,  giving  an  annual  average  of 
13/.  6 s.  9 d.  In  the  first  year  of  this  term  the  repairs  were  heavy,  and  it  was 
found  necessary  to  borrow  100/.  of  the  churchwardens,  50/.  of  which  has  been 
lately  repaid. 

The  trustees  have  not  taken  the  4/.  allowed  them  by  the  deeds,  but  they  have 
met  twice  during  the  above-mentioned  interval,  and  have  dined  together  after 
discussing  the  affairs  of  the  charity  ; the  charges  of  which  meetings  were,  toge- 
ther, 24/.  13  s.  5d. 

The  result  of  the  whole  account,  during  the  19  years  which  have  elapsed 
since  the  death  of  Sir  W.  Staines,  to  Lady-day  1827,  is  as  follows :

Under  the  extensive  charities  of  Mr.  Henry  Smith,  of  which  an  account  will 
be  found  in  our  Fourth  Report,  p.  448,  continued  in  the  Eleventh  Report, 
p.  739,  the  old  parish  of  St.  Giles  without  Cripplegate  was  entitled  to  receive 
a proportionate  part  of  the  rents  of  the  estates  at  Longnev  and  Stoughton.

A moiety  of  these  rents  is  paid  over  to  the  churchwardens  of  St.  Luke,  and 
the  other  moiety  is  employed  by  the  churchwardens  of  Cripplegate  in  appren- 
ticing poor  boys,  children  of  parishioners,  with  premiums  generally  of  51.  5 s. 
each.  The  number  put  out,  and  the  amount  of  premiums,  and  other  charges 
paid,  from  1818  to  1827,  both  included,  have  been  as  follows :

The  distribution  of  1 51.  in  provisions,  was  made  by  the  churchwarden 
of  the  year  1826,  with  a view  of  disposing  of  the  whole  of  the  rent  which  lie 
had  received,  no  eligible  opportunity  having  offered  of  applying  it  in  appren- 
ticing. This  fund  has  always  been  appropriated  in  this  parish  to  the  putting 
out  apprentices,  and  it  is  perhaps  as  beneficial  a mode  of  applying  it  as  any  that 
could  be  adopted ; but  the  departure  from  the  usual  course  of  proceeding

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Foundation  Deed,  (4th  Rep.  p.  449,)  to  have  been  not  inconsistent  with  the 
trusts  therein  declared. 

From  the  foregoing  statement,  it  appears,  that  although  in  the  last  three 
years  the  disbursements  on  account  of  this  charity  have  fallen  short  of  the 
receipts,  yet  in  several  preceding  years  they  have  considerably  exceeded  it, 
leaving  on  the  whole  account  a balance  of  9^.  14s.  8 d.  against  the  charity. 

To  account  for  the  exact  amount  of  the  sums  disbursed,  we  may  notice, 
that  among  the  above  premiums  there  were  three  of  51.  15s.  6d.,  two  of  10/., 
one  of  4/.,  one  of  6/.  6s.,  and  one  of  61.  l6s.  6c/.;  the  rest  were  all  of 
51.  5s.

Dearmer’s  Charity.  Edward  Dearmer,  of  Staple  Inn,  London,  gentleman,  by  Will,  dated  8th 
June  1710,  gave  to  William  Edmonds  and  Edmund  Joiner,  both  of  the 
Freedom  part  of  the  parish  of  St.  Giles,  Cripplegate,  and  the  survivor  of  them, 
and  to  the  heirs  of  such  survivor,  all  his  freehold  and  copyhold  estates  in  the 
county  of  Essex,  upon  trust,  to  permit  the  churchwardens  for  the  time  being  of 
the  Freedom  part  of  the  said  parish,  and  their  successors  for  ever,  to  receive 
the  rents  and  profits  of  his  freehold  estate  at  Bow  Bridge,  in  the  said  county, 
being  then  15/.  per  annum,  but  which  at  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  years 
then  let  thereof  he  hoped  would  be  improved  to  a greater  yearly  value,  to 
the  intent  that  they  the  said  churchwardens  should  yearly  put  forth  three 
boys,  born  of  honest  and  sober  parents,  in  the  Freedom  part  of  the  said  parish, 
that  frequent  their  parish-church  during  the  time  of  Divine  Service,  as  they 
ought  to  do,  especially  on  Sabbath-days,  apprentices  to  some  honest  and 
sober  tradesmen,  for  the  term  of  seven  years  at  the  least,  so  as  they  might 
become  freemen  of  London  ; and  as  touching  his  copyhold  lands  and  tene- 
ments in  the  parish  of  Dagenham,  in  the  said  county  of  Essex,  upon  trust,  out 
of  the  clear  yearly  rents  and  profits  thereof,  after  all  payments  and  deduc- 
tions for  assessments  and  repairs  of  the  houses  and  other  premises  should  be 
paid,  to  pay  to  the  said  churchwardens  and  their  successors  for  ever,  for  the 
use  of  the  poor  within  the  Freedom  part  of  the  said  parish  of  St.  Giles,  Crip- 
plegate, the  yearly  sum  of  20s.,  and  out  of  the  residue  of  the  same  rents  and 
profits  to  pay  themselves  the  yearly  sum  of  20s.  for  their  expenses,  at  the 
tenants  house  at  Dagenham  for  the  encouragement  of  the  tenant  there,  and 
for  their  charges  of  going  to  receive  the  rents  there  and  at  Bow-bridge,  and 
with  the  residue  of  the  said  rents  and  profits  to  clothe  and  apparel  each  of  the 
said  three  boys  alike,  at  their  being  put  forth  apprentices  as  aforesaid  ; and 
he  declared  his  will  to  be,  that  if  the  said  churchwardens  should  put  forth  any 
boy  or  boys  not  born  in  the  Freedom  part  of  the  parish,  it  should  not  be 
deemed  to  be  done  in  performance  of  that  his  will,  and  in  that  case  he  gave 
the  dividend  of  such  boy  and  boys  to  the  churchwardens  of  the  Lordship  part 
of  the  said  parish,  for  the  putting  forth  apprentice  or  apprentices  a boy  or 
boys  born  in  the  Lordship  part  of  the  said  parish  in  manner  aforesaid. 

The  property  at  Bow  Bridge  had  been  mortgaged  in  May  1683,  by  Ralph 
Silverton  to  Edward  Dearmer,  in  fee,  for  the  sum  of  60/.  ; and  by  indenture, 
dated  14th  July  in  that  year,  the  said  Ralph  bilverton,  in  consideration  of  the 
further  sum  of  49/.  released  the  equity  of  redemption  to  the  said  Edward 
Dearmer,  his  heirs  and  assigns  ; and  in  these  deeds  the  premises  are  described 
to  be  two  messuages  or  tenements,  called  Guyes,  and  theretofore  divided,  and 
then  lately  used  as  seven  tenements  or  dwelling-houses,  and  the  back-sides, 
wharfs,  yards  and  curtileges  to  the  same  belonging,  and  so  much  of  the 
garden  and  wall  to  the  said  messuages  belonging,  as,  together  with  the  same 
messuages,  tenements  and  gardens,  contained  in  length  from  north  to  south, 
on  the  west  side,  along  by  the  river  of  Lee,  215  feet  of  assize,  and  on  the  east 
side  next  to  a parcel  of  marsh  of  the  late  King  Charles,  128  feet  of  assize, 
and  abutting  east  on  the  said  parcel  of  marsh,  and  west  on  the  said  river 
Lee. 

It  does  not  appear  that  any  trust-deeds  whatever  have  been  executed  of  this 
property,  but  the  management  of  it  has  been  exercised,  ever  since  the  death  of 
the  trustees  named  in  Dearmer’s  will,  by  the  vestry  of  the  parish. 

The  lease  mentioned  in  Dearmer’s  will  had  been  granted  by  him  to  one 
William  Read,  for  62  years  from  Christmas  1087-  It  appears  from  the  vestry- 

minutes, 
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minutes,  that  upon  the  expiration  of  that  lease,  the  premises  were  directed  to  St.  Giles,  Cripple- 
be  advertised  to  be  let  to  the  best  bidder,  and  were  accordingly  let  to  a §ate- 
Mr.  Thomas  Long,  a mason,  adjoining  to  the  premises,  he  agreeing  to  pay  a i>earm^7ci)arit 
line  of  100/.,  and  a clear  annual  rent  of  15/.  for  a term  of  01  years,  to  com-  \untinued.  ” 

mence  at  Christmas  1749,  and  to  lay  out  300/.  on  the  premises  within  the  - ^ , 

first  three  years  of  the  said  term. 

A lease  was  accordingly  granted  to  Thomas  Long,  in  consideration  of  the 
sum  of  300/.  to  be  expended  by  him  in  repairing  the  messuages  and  wharfs,  or 
in  new  erections  or  buildings  on  the  piece  of  ground  thereby  demised ; and  the 
premises  demised  are  described  to  be,  a piece  of  ground  and  wharf,  and  the 
several  messuages  or  tenements  built  thereon,  on  the  east  side  of  the  river  Lee, 
near  Bow  Bridge,  formerly  the  estate  of  Edward  Dearmer,  part  of  which 
abutted  on  the  premises  of  the  said  Thomas  Long,  and  was  in  measurement 
30  feet  from  the  south  face  of  the  said  Bow  Bridge,  as  the  same  were  delineated 
in  a map  annexed  to  the  said  lease. 

Upon  the  expiration  of  the  lease  to  Long  at  Christmas  1810,  the  premises 
were  let  by  advertisement  and  tender,  the  greater  part  to  Richard  Meeson,  of 
Stratford,  wharfinger  and  lime-burner,  for  255/.  a year,  and  a small  part  to 
Richard  Thomas  for  30/.  a year,  but  Thomas  afterwards  relinquished  the  part 
so  taken  by  him  to  Mr.  Meeson,  and  the  whole  was  occupied  by  him  at  the 
rent  of  285/.  a year.  The  letting  was  for  a term  of  21  years  from  Christmas 
1810.  No  lease  has  been  in  fact  executed,  but  the  premises  were  held  by 
Mr.  Meeson  till  his  death  in  1821,  and  are  still  held  by  his  sons,  under  the 
provisions  of  his  will,  at  the  above  rent.  A draft  of  a lease  has  been  prepared 
for  execution  by  the  present  occupiers,  describing  the  premises  in  the  same 
terms  as  in  the  lease  to  Long,  and  demising  them  to  Thomas  William  Meeson, 

John  Meeson,  and  Richard  Thomas  Meeson,  executors  of  Richard  Meeson, 
wharfinger,  deceased,  for  five  years  and  a quarter,  from  Michaelmas  1826.  In 
the  particulars  for  the  letting,  the  premises  were  divided  into  three  lots ; lot  1, 
described  as  a spacious  lime-wharf,  with  sheds,  warehouses,  stable,  loft  and 
other  buildings,  with  a well-stocked  garden,  with  a right  of  carriage-way  to  and 
from  the  road  at  Bow  Bridge  thereto,  the  frontage  towards  the  river  being  nearly 
500  feet ; lot  2,  described  as  a coal-wharf,  messuage  or  tenement,  and  several 
cottages,  warehouses  and  buildings,  extending  in  frontage  towards  the  river 
about  180  feet,  with  the  same  right  of  carriage-way  as  lot  No.  1. — the  above  two 
lots  were  the  premises  originally  taken  by  Mr.  Meeson  ; lot  3 was  a messuage 
or  tenement,  with  capacious  gardens  behind  the  same,  and  was  the  portion  taken 
by  Thomas. 

In  the  margin  of  the  lease  now  prepared  is  a plan  of  the  property  taken  by 
the  parish  surveyor,  from  which  the  frontage  to  the  river  appears  to  be  nearly 
700  feet.  We  are  unable  to  account  for  the  difference  of  this  measurement 
from  that  specified  in  the  conveyance  to  Dearmer  above  mentioned. 

These  premises  lie  at  the  back  of  some  houses  formerly  belonging  to  Long, 
and  afterwards  to  Meeson,  fronting  the  Stratford  road,  and  the  carriage-way 
mentioned  in  the  particulars  passes  between  those  houses  from  the  road  to 
the  charity-land,  as  appears  from  the  plan  annexed  to  the  lease  to  Long. 

Upon  the  admissions  of  the  trustees  under  Dearmer’s  will  to  the  copyhold 
premises  in  Essex,  it  appears,  that  these  consisted  of  a messuage,  with  an  orchard, 
garden,  yard  and  appurtenances,  situate  in  Dagenham-street,  some  time  known 
by  the  name  of  the  George,  parcel  of  the  manor  of  Barking ; and  of  three 
acres  of  land  lying  in  Dagenham,  parcel  of  the  manor  of  Cockermouth  in 
Dagenham. 

From  the  court-rolls  of  the  manor  of  Barking  it  appears,  that  upon  the  death 

of  Edmund  Joiner,  who  survived  William  Edmonds,  Mary,  the  wife  of — 

Henshaw,  of  Strode  Green  in  the  county  of  Middlesex,  only  daughter  and 
heir  of  the  said  Edmund  Joiner,  was  on  7th  April  1729}  admitted  to  the  house 
and  premises  lying  in  that  manor ; and  that  at  a court  held  on  7th  November 
1797,  Peter  Earpshaw,  of  the  parish  of  St.  Giles,  Cripplegate,  was  admitted  to 
the  same  as  heir  at  law  of  the  said  Mary  Henshaw,  and  that  at  the  same  court 
he  surrendered  the  same  to  the  use  of  the  Rev.  George  Watson  Hand,  Edward 
Bodell,  John  Mill,  and  himself,  the  said  Peter  Earnshaw,  their  heirs  and  assigns, 
upon  trust,  for  the  said  parish  of  St.  Giles,  Cripplegate.  Of  these  trustees  the 
two  last  only  survive. 

From  the  court-rolls  of  the  manor  of  Cockermouth,  in  Dagenham,  it 
Rep.  20.  O o appears 
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St.  Giles,  Cripple-  appears,  that  after  the  death  of  Edmund  Joiner,  his  only  daughter  and  heir, 
sate-  therein  described  as  Elizabeth,  the  wife  of  John  Henshaw,  of  Palmer’s  Green, 
Dearmer’s  Charitv  ^ie  county  of  Middlesex,  was  admitted  to  the  three  acres  of  land  above 
continued.  " ’ mentioned,  lying  in  that  manor,  to  hold  to  her,  her  heirs  and  assigns,  upon 

's C- — — ' trust,  for  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  St.  Giles,  Cripplegate,  of  the  Freedom 

part. 

Upon  the  death  of  Mrs.  Henshaw,  William  Hone,  one  of  the  churchwardens 
of  the  parish  of  St.  Giles,  Cripplegate,  was  admitted  to  the  said  premises  upon 
the  like  trusts,  and  several  subsequent  surrenders  and  admissions  of  new  trus- 
tees for  the  parish  took  place,  the  last  of  which  was  at  a court  held  12th  August 
1808,  when  Fisher  Evans  and  Percival  Evans,  the  survivors  of  the  last  admitted 
trustees,  surrendered  the  premises  to  the  use  of  Henry  Carr,  Joseph  Mair,  and 
John  Mill,  churchwardens,  P.  Earnshaw,  and  themselves,  the  said  Fisher  Evans 
and  Percival  Evans,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  upon  the  trusts  declared  in  the 
will  of  Edward  Dearmer  concerning  the  same. 

Of  these  surrenderees,  who  were  admitted  at  the  same  court,  Mr.  Carr  is 
since  dead. 

It  appears  that  the  whole  of  the  premises  at  Dagenham  were,  at  the  time  of 
the  admissions  of  Dearmer’s  trustees  to  the  several  parcels  as  above  mentioned, 
in  the  occupation  of  George  Gull  ; after  the  expiration  of  the  lease  under 
which  he  held  them,  they  were  let  all  together  at  a vestry-meeting  on  the  30th 
October  1760,  to  Mr.  Henry  Spence,  for  a term  of  6l  years  from  Michaelmas 
in  that  year,  at  the  clear  yearly  rent  of  4 l.  the  tenant  paying  a quit-rent  of 
1 s.  8 cl.  to  the  lord  of  the  manor  of  Dagenham,  and  another  of  3 s.  to  the 
lord  of  the  manor  of  Cockermouth,  and  a lease  was  granted  to  him  accordingly. 
The  particulars  of  this  transaction  do  not  appear  upon  the  vestry-minutes. 
The  lease  contains  no  covenant  for  building  on  the  premises,  nor  can  we  find 
any  means  of  accounting  for  the  length  of  term  granted,  or  for  the  low  rent 
reserved.  We  cannot  discover  what  rent  had  been  previously  received  from 
Gull,  the  lease  to  him  not  being  now  found,  and  the  churchwardens  accounts 
not  extending  so  far  back  as  the  year  I76O. 

Upon  the  termination  of  the  lease  to  Spence,  the  premises  were  advertised  to 
be  let  on  9th  May  1821  by  public  bidding,  in  four  lots. 

Lot  1,  described  as  a copyhold  messuage,  formerly  known  by  the  sign  of 
the  George,  but  then  altered,  and  made  into  three  several  tenements,  was  let  to 
John  Hasten,  who  afterwards  relinquished  the  taking  in  favour  of  John  Kettle, 
and  a lease  was  granted  to  the  latter,  dated  23d  March  1824,  whereby,  in  con- 
sideration of  the  repairs  done  by  him  according  to  the  particulars  set  forth  at 
the  said  letting,  the  premises  were  demised  to  him  for  19  years  from  Michael- 
mas then  last,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  7 1.  The  lease  contains  a covenant  by  the 
lessee  to  put  the  premises  into  repair,  and  to  insure  them  from  fire. 

Lots  2,  3 and  4,  were  taken  all  together  by  John  Hasten,  of  Dagenham,  and 
are  described  in  the  lease  granted  to  him  as  all  those  several  messuages  or 
tenements,  with  the  shops,  sheds,  barn,  ground,  gardens  and  orchards  there- 
unto respectively  belonging ; and  all  those  three  parcels  of  arable,  meadow 
and  pasture-land,  containing  by  estimation  three  acres  and  36  perches,  lying 
in  the  parish  of  Dagenham,  more  particularly  delineated  in  a plan  thereof, 
drawn  in  the  margin  of  that  lease ; and  which  were  by  the  said  lease,  dated 
23d  March  1824,  demised  to  the  said  John  Hasten  for  19  years,  from 
Michaelmas  then  last,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  39^.  10s. 

The  buildings  comprised  in  this  lease  are  three  small  dwelling-houses,  a 
blacksmith’s  shop  and  shed,  and  a barn  and  stable,  which  appear  to  have  been 
erected  since  the  death  of  Dearmer,  but  by  whom,  or  under  what  circumstances, 
we  have  not  been  able  to  discover.  The  buildings  are  of  a very  poor 
description.

In  the  administration  of  tins  charity  it  has  been  customary,  for  some  years 
Dast.  for  the  upper  churchwarden  to  retain  in  his  own  hands  the  rents  receive

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during  his  year,  until  he  has  had  what  he  considered  a proper  opportunity  of  Sfc  Giles,  eripple- 
applying  them  in  putting  out  apprentices,  and  providing  them  with  clothing; 
and  sometimes  a considerable  length  of  time  has  elapsed,  even  to  the  extent  Dearmer’s  Charity, 
of  four  or  five  years,  before  the  whole  of  the  year’s  income  has  been  applied.  continued. 

The  terms  of  the  foundation,  requiring  the  boy  to  be  so  apprenticed  as  that  v ' 

he  may  become  a freeman  of  London,  which  can  only  be  done  by  binding  him 
to  a freeman,  may  occasion  some  difficulties  in  the  application  of  this  charity, 
and  may  render  it  in  general  necessary  to  give  higher  premiums  than  in  other 
cases.  We  cannot,  however,  but  think  that  there  has  at  times  been  a want  of 
proper  activity  in  disposing  of  these  funds,  and  that  the  premiums  have  occa- 
sionally been  higher  than  a careful  limitation  of  the  charity  to  the  intended 
objects  of  the  donor’s  bounty  would  have  required  or  justified.  Whether  it  be 
so  or  not  will  appear  from  the  following  statement  of  the  accounts  of  the 
charity  from  the  year  1817  :

The  stock  purchased  in  1820,  was  in  the  names  of  Joseph  Dalton  Dewick, 
William  Beaver,  (churchwardens  in  1818)  William  Brown,  (churchwarden  with 
Mr.  Beaver  in  1819),  and  Peter  Earnshaw.  Besides  the  dividends  mentioned 
in  the  above  account,  five  more  half-yearly  dividends,  amounting  to  20/.  15  s.  5d.t 
were  received  prior  to  April  1824  by  Mr.  Dewick,  out  of  which  it  appears  that 
he  paid  10/.  for  clothing  an  apprentice  in  1821.  It  is  supposed  that  he  applied 
the  rest  of  the  money  in  a similar  manner,  but  he  has  been  dead  some  years, 
and  it  cannot  now  be  ascertained.  If  the  portion  of  those  dividends  unac- 
counted for  be  added  to  the  account  of  the  funds  belonging  to  the  year  1818, 
it  would  make  the  balance  due  to  the  charity  for  that  year  14/.  5 s.  9 d.  instead 
of  31.  10s.  4 d.,  as  above  stated.  The  whole  of  the  stock  was  sold  in  Septem- 
ber 1827. 

The  allowances  for  clothing  are  included  in  the  premiums,  except  where 
otherwise  specified. 

The  charges  of  binding  the  apprentice  are  in  general  paid  to  the  master. 
These  vary  considerably  in  the  different  companies  to  which  the  masters  belong. 
In  some  few  instances  they  have  been  paid  by  the  charity,  which  will  account 
for  some  broken  sums  appearing  in  the  foregoing  list  as  paid  for  premiums  of 
apprenticeship. 

The  method  pursued  of  leaving  the  annual  fund  in  the  hands  of  the  individual 
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churchwarden  who  receives  it,  to  be  applied  by  him  at  any  distance  of  time, 
appears  to  us  very  objectionable.  Not  to  mention  the  temptation  it  might  offer 
to  the  holder  to  make  an  undue  advantage  by  keeping  possession  of  the  money, 
it  enables  him  to  reserve  the  benefit  of  the  charity  as  a matter  of  favour  for 
persons  incapable  of  receiving  it  till  perhaps  a distant  period,  to  the  prejudice 
of  others,  who  have  a present  capacity  and  claim  to  partake  of  it. 

A distinct  account  ought  to  be  kept  of  this  fund  ; and  the  balance  in  the 
hands  of  the  churchwarden  at  the  end  of  his  year  should  be  passed  over  to 
his  successor,  and  carried  on  in  account.  A greater  activity  would  be  thus 
effected  in  the  administration  of  the  charity,  and  a more  speedy  application  of 
its  funds.  Our  opinion  upon  this  point  lias  been  intimated  to  the  church- 
wardens, and  we  are  assured  that  it  shall  be  attended  to,  and  the  outstanding 
balances  immediately  called  in  and  applied. 

The  overpayments  made  in  some  years  have  been  reimbursed  to  the  re- 
spective churchwardens,  from  the  balances  in  hand  of  the  general  distribution- 
fund  hereafter  mentioned. 

Dickinson’s  Charity. 

The  parish  of  St.  Giles  Cripplegate  is  entitled  to  partake  in  every  second 
year  of  the  charity  of  Thomas  Dickinson,  for  apprenticing  poor  children,  of 
which  a full  account  will  be  found  among  the  charities  in  the  parish  of  St. 
George,  in  the  borough  of  Southwark,  14th  Rep.  p.  554.  No  benefit  has  been 
derived  by  the  parish  from  this  charity  for  many  years  past. 

Two  other  benefactions  for  putting  out  apprentices,  one  given  by  James 
Nokes,  the  other  by  Thomas  Cliarde,  will  be  seen  in  the  sequel  of  this  Report, 
the  first  of  them  under  the  head  of  “ Houses  in  Whitecross-street,  called 
Burgess’s  Rents.”  These  benefactions  are  not  now  so  applied. 

Mrs.  Astill’s  Charity. 

Margaret  Astill, by  Will,  proved  the  22d  of  December  1665,  gave  to  the  church- 
wardens and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  St.  Giles,  Cripplegate,  all  her 
copyhold  lands  and  tenements  lying  within  the  parish  of  Stepney,  in  the  county 
of  Middlesex,  by  her  previously  surrendered  to  the  use  of  her  will,  to  hold  to 
them  on  trust,  that  all  the  rents  and  profits  thereof,  (except  10$.  after  men- 
tioned) should  be  yearly  laid  out  by  the  said  churchwardens  and  overseers,  and 
their  successors,  for  the  clothing  of  poor  girls,  once  yearly,  with  upper  coats  of 
grey  cloth,  and  under  coats  of  green  cotton,  and  with  hose  and  shoes,  smocks, 
neckcloths  and  coifs  ; and  her  will  was  that  the  said  clothing  should  be  provided 
yearly,  in  readiness  against  the  feast-day  of  All  Saints  ; and  that  the  said  upper 
clothes  should  be  marked  on  the  breast  with  M.  A.  as  a badge,  to  distinguish 
them  from  the  gifts  of  other  benefactors  : And  her  will  further  was,  that  the 
same  clothing  should  be  yearly  distributed  by  the  churchwardens  and  over- 
seers of  the  poor  of  the  said  parish  and  their  successors,  with  the  approbation, 
advice  and  consent  of  other  ancient  inhabitants,  vestrymen  of  the  same  parish, 
to  poor  orphans  born  in  the  said  parish,  as  well  in  the  lordship  out  of  the  free- 
dom as  within  the  freedom,  or  to  other  poor  children  born  in  the  same  parish, 
being  the  daughters  of  such  men  as  were  in  greatest  want  and  necessity : And 
it  was  her  will,  that  the  said  children,  when  clothed  as  aforesaid,  should,  011 
the  said  feast-day  of  All  Saints  in  every  year,  after  the  same  manner  as  was 
then  used  by  the  said  parish  to  those  that  partook  of  the  gift  of  Mr.  Langley, 
be  conducted  by  such  officers  or  other  persons  as  in  that  behalf  are  usually 
appointed,  to  a certain  dwelling-house,  commonly  called  the  sign  of  the 
Sugar  Loaf,  in  Whitecross-street,  in  which  house  the  testatrix  lived  when  she 
was  a child  ; and  she  gave  the  annual  sum  of  10$.  to  the  churchwardens  and 
overseers  of  the  said  parish,  and  to  such  inferior  officers  or  other  persons  as 
should  be  by  them  appointed  to  conduct  the  said  children  as  aforesaid,  in 
respect  of  their  pains,  and  towards  their  charges  to  be  expended  about  the 
same  ; and  in  case  any  overplus,  not  exceeding  20$.,  of  the  rents,  should  remain 
after  the  said  children  should  be  clothed,  and  the  said  10$.  paid  as  aforesaid, 
she  willed  that  such  overplus  should  be  yearly  bestowed  on  the  feast-day  of  All 
Saints  amongst  so  many  poor  ancient  widows  of  the  same  parish  as  the  church- 
waidens  and  overseers  for  the  time  being  should  think  proper:  Provided 
always,  that  if  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  aforesaid,  should  at  any  time 

fail 
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fail  in  the  performance  of  that  trust,  or  should  refuse  to  give  an  account  to  the 
o-overnors  of  Christ’s  Hospital,  London,  or  their  assigns,  how  and  in  what  man- 
i ner  the  said  rents  and  profits  should  be  yearly  disposed  and  laid  out,  then,  as 
a punishment  for  such  default,  the  poor  of  the  said  parish  should  lose  the  benefit 
of  that  gift  for  the  space  of  two  years  then  next  ensuing,  and  the  benefit 
thereof  should  go  for  that  time  to  the  poor  children  educated  in  the  said 
hospital,  and  that  so  often  as  any  such  default  or  failing  should  be. 

At  a court-baron  held  for  the  manor  of  Stebonheath  alias  Stepney,  on  the  27th 
of  July  1666,  the  homage  presented,  that  Margaret  Astill,  widow,  in  her  life- 
time held  to  her  and  her  heirs,  at  the  will  of  the  lords  according  to  the  custom  of 
the  manor,  four  tenements,  with  their  appurtenances,  and  four  acres  of  land, 
situate  in  Mile  End,  within  the  said  manor,  and  that  she,  on  1st  December 
1642,  surrendered  the  said  premises  into  the  hands  of  the  lord  to  the  use  of  her 
will,  and  afterwards,  on  20th  September  1665  made  her  will,  and  thereby  devised 
•the  premises  as  above  set  forth  ; and  at  the  said  court,  upon  the  petition  of  the 
said  churchwardens  and  overseers,  the  lords  of  the  said  manor  granted  seisin  of 
the  said  four  tenements  and  four  acres  of  land  to  the  use  of  Robert  Grime  and 
John  Bridges,  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  Cripplegate,  their  heirs  and 
assigns,  for  ever,  upon  trust,  to  apply  the  rents  and  profits  in  manner  afore- 
said, and  the  said  Robert  Grime  and  John  Bridges  were  admitted  tenants 
accordingly. 

There  are  successive  admissions  of  trustees  for  the  use  of  the  parish,  by  the 
last  of  which,  dated  7th  December  1819,  William  Beaver  and  John  Pullen,  of 
the  parish  of  St.  Giles,  Cripplegate,  and  Elihu  Hacker  and  Charles  Lias,  of 
the  parish  of  St.  Luke,  Middlesex,  were  admitted  tenants  of  the  premises,  to 
hold  to  them,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  upon  the  trusts  declared  in  the  will  of 
Margaret  Astill. 

The  fine  paid  for  this  admission  of  four  trustees  was  1,006/.  17s.  6 d. 

The  premises  derived  under  this  will  consist  of  the  following  parcels,  which 
were  let  by  public  bidding  in  the  year  1813. 

1.  A messuage,  situate  on  the  north  side  of  the  road  at  Mile  End,  opposite 
i the  Jews  Hospital,  with  a small  garden,  let  to  Mr.  James  Houghton,  for 
21  years  from  Midsummer  1813,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  27 /.,  the  lessee  agreeing 
within  twelve  months  substantially  to  repair  the  said  house  and  premises 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  surveyor  for  the  parish,  and  to  insure  the  same  against 
fire  at  the  amount  of  the  valuation  of  the  surveyor. 

2*  A messuage  adjoining  No.  1,  and  of  a similar  description  also,  let  to 
Mr.  James  Houghton  for  the  same  term  and  on  the  same  conditions,  for  the 
yearly  rent  of  26  /. 

3.  A messuage  adjoining  the  former,  of  the  same  description,  also  let  to 
Mr.  James  Houghton,  for  the  same  term  and  conditions,  at  the  yearly  rent 
of  25  /. 

The  agreements  for  the  leases  of  the  above  houses  were  afterwards  relin- 
quished by  Mr.  Houghton  to  Mr.  John  Ismay,  of  the  Mile  End  Road, 
cowkeeper,  by  whom  the  rents  are  now  paid. 

4.  Two  messuages  also  situate  on  the  north  side  of  the  road  at  Mile  End, 
adjoining  westward  to  King  Harry’s  Head  public-house,  containing  each  a 
shop,  three  rooms  and  cellars,  let  to  Mr.  Isaac  Bird  for  the  like  term,  and 
under  the  same  conditions  as  the  other  houses  before  mentioned,  at  the  yearly 
rent  of  32/. 

5.  A public-house,  situate  on  the  north  side  of  the  road  at  Mile  End,  called 
the  King  Harry’s  Head,  with  coach-houses,  stables  and  other  outbuildings,  let 
to  Thomas  Wright,  for  21  years  from  Midsummer  1813,  at  the  yearly  rent  of 
90  /.,  upon  similar  conditions  with  the  other  houses. 

This  rent  is  now  received  from  John  Price  Mather,  the  assignee  of  the 
lease. 

The  two  following  parcels  were  let  together  in  1813,  for  three  years,  at  the 
annual  rent  of  80/.,  and  were  occupied  at  that  rent  by  Mr.  John  Ismay,  till 
the  expiration  of  the  three  years,  when,  under  a new  agreement,  his  rent  was 
reduced  to  68/.

continued.  7.  A cottage,  containing  three  rooms,  and  about  three  acres  and  a rood  of 

^ J old  meadow-land  abutting  on  the  high  road,  and  adjoining  to  No.  6.,  let  to 

the  said  Matthew  Young,  for  21  years  from  Michaelmas  1820,  at  the  annual 
rent  of  501,  the  tenant  agreeing  to  put  the  cottage  and  the  fences  of  the  land 
in  repair  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  parish  surveyor. 

These  leases  were  to  be  determinable  at  the  option  of  the  lessor,  at  the  end 
of  seven  or  fourteen  years  ; the  parish  wishing  to  have  the  power  of  resuming 
the  possession  for  the  purpose  of  letting  the  land  on  building  leases. 

These  rents,  amounting  all  together  to  288/.  a year,  are  divided  equally 
between  the  two  parishes. 

In  respect  of  the  moiety  of  these  rents  appropriated  to  the  parish  of  Crip, 
plegate,  suits  of  clothing  are  annually  provided  for  a certain  number  of  poor 
girls,  and  for  some  years  past  other  suits  of  clothing  for  a certain  number  of 
poor  boys.  The  girls’  clothing  consists  of  a stuff  dress,  flannel  petticoat,  shift, 
stockings,  shoes,  bonnet,  shawl  and  gloves  ; the  boys’,  of  a jacket  and  trowsers, 
shirt,  stockings,  shoes,  hat,  handkerchief  and  ribbon  for  shirt-collar.  Tickets 
of  recommendation  for  the  clothing,  are  delivered  out  to  the  vicar,  parish- 
officers  and  vestrymen,  who  give  them  at  their  discretion  to  such  children  born 
in  the  parish  as  they  think  fit  objects  of  the  charity,  between  the  ages  of  eight 
and  fourteen.  The  children  holding  the  tickets  take  them  to  the  workhouse 
on  an  appointed  day  previous  to  All  Saints-day,  and  the  clothing  is  ordered 
according  to  their  respective  ages.  On  All  Saints-day  they  again  attend  at 
the  workhouse,  and  put  on  the  clothing ; they  then  pass  through  the  workhouse 
committee-room,  where  each  of  them  receives  2 d.,  and  proceed  with  the  vicar, 
churchwardens,  and  the  workhouse  committee,  to  church,  where  service  is  per- 
formed and  a sermon  preached. 

These  gifts  form  part  of  a large  distribution  of  clothing,  which  takes  place 
on  All  Saints-day,  and  which  will  be  more  particularly  described  hereafter, 
and  are  called  the  Maidens  and  Bachelors  Gifts.  The  supply  of  clothes  for 
boys  from  this  charity  is  not  in  conformity  with  the  directions  of  the  donor, 
but,  perhaps,  considering  the  great  increase  of  income  which  has  taken  place 
since  the  period  of  the  donation,  this  departure  from  the  strict  terms  of  her 
donation  may  be  excuseable. 

No  separate  account  is  kept  of  this  charity.  The  moiety  of  the  rents  is 
carried  to  the  general  charity-fund,  out  of  which  the  clothing  is  paid  for,  and 
the  disbursement  is  consequently  not  always  measured  by  the  income.  The 
following  is  a statement  of  the  number  of  children  clothed,  and  the  cost  of 
the  clothing  for  the  last  five  years.  Prior  to  that  time  the  charges  for  this 
clothing  are  so  mixed  up,  in  the  tradesmens  bills,  with  the  other  items  supplied 
for  the  general  distribution  of  clothing  on  All  Saints-day,  that  it  has  been 
found  impossible  to  distinguish  them,  and  to  assign  to  Mrs.  Astill’s  charity  the 
jiroportion  of  the  whole  disbursement  which  belongs  to  it. 
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To  these  disbursements  ought  to  be  added  the  charges  for 


making  up  the 

linen  articles  and  the  girls  dresses,  and  for  the  expenses  attending  the  dis- 
tribution ; these  however,  forming  part  of  the  general  charges  for  making  up 
and  distributing  the  clothing  on  All  Sainls-day,  cannot  be  accurately  ascer- 
tained ; and  we  shall  therefore  find  it  most  convenient  to  include  the  accounts 
of  this  charity  in  the  statement  which  we  shall  have  to  give  of  the  disburse- 
ments on  account  of  the  All  Saints-distribution,  and  of  the  funds  from  which 
they  are  defrayed. 

It  appears  from  the  foregoing  statement  that  in  the  last  two  years  the 
expenditure  on  account  of  this  charity  has  considerably  exceeded  the  receipts, 
although  in  the  three  first  it  fell  short.  The  general  amount  of  clothing  in  the  five 
preceding  years  (which  will  be  stated),  affords  a ground  for  conjecture,  that  in 
most,  at  least,  of  those  years,  the  proportion  belonging  to  Mrs.  Astill’s  charity 
may  have  scarcely  equalled  its  funds.  But  it  is  to  be  recollected,  that  in  the 
year  1819,  a fine  of  above  1,000/.  was  paid  for  the  admission  of  the  new  trus- 
tees to  the  copyhold  property,  which  forms  the  endowment  of  this  charity.  To 
meet  this  heavy  charge,  investments  had  been  previously  made  in  the  funds 
for  several  successive  years,  and  which  appear  to  have  amounted  to  the  whole 
of  the  rents  of  those  years  ; yet  the  distribution  of  clothing  was  continued,  so 
that  in  fact,  during  that  period  the  charity  became  largely  indebted  to  the  gene- 
ral fund  out  of  which  that  clothing  was  supplied.  The  produce  of  those  invest- 
ments was  not  quite  sufficient  for  the  payment  of  the  fine,  and  the  deficiency 
was  paid  out  of  the  parish-funds. 

It  is  very  desirable  that  a distinct  account  should  be  kept  of  this  charity,  in 
order  that  a more  precise  appropriation  of  its  funds  to  the  fulfilment  of  the 
donor’s  intentions  may  be  secured.

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Hitchins’s  Charity. 

The  particulars  of  this  charity,  under  which  clothing  is  given  annually  by  the  Hitohms  s Charity. 
Clothworkers  Company  to  six  poor  men  and  six  poor  women  of  this  parish, 
appointed  by  the  vicar  and  churchwardens,  will  be  found  in  our  Report  of  the 
charities  under  the  management  of  that  company,  6th  Report,  p.  234. 

The  clothing  consists  of  a coat,  waistcoat,  and  breeches,  of  broad  cloth, 
a shirt,  a pair  of  shoes  and  stockings,  for  the  men  ; and  a gown,  petticoat, 
materials  for  a cloak,  shift,  pair  of  shoes  and  stockings,  for  the  women ; and 
the  women  are  allowed  5 s.  6d.  for  making  up  their  own  clothes. 


Charities  of  Ann  Mills  and  the  Rev.  Richard  Mills. 

Ann  Mills , by  Will,  dated  25th  of  February  1701,  gave  to  her  son  Richard  Charities  of 
Mills  and  his  heirs,  her  two  messuages,  with  the  appurtenances,  and  all  other  her  Richard* Mills* 
hereditaments  situate  in  Redrith-lane  alias  Pudding-lane,  then  or  late  in  the 
parish  of  St.  Margaret,  New  Fish-street,  London,  upon  condition,  yearly,  out  of 
the  rents  and  profits  thereof,  to  pay  to  the  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of 
St.  Giles  Cripplegate,  London,  the  sum  of  51.  4 s.  to  buy  bread,  to  be  distributed 
by  the  said  churchwardens  every  Wednesday  in  the  year  to  24  poor  people 
of  the  said  parish,  by  a penny-loaf  to  each  person  weekly,  for  ever. 

By  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release,  dated  27th  and  28th  July  1720,  between 
the  Rev.  Richard  Mills,  son  and  heir  of  Ann  Mills,  of  the  one  part,  and 
Roger  Hitchcock,  Thomas  Lewis,  both  of  the  parish  of  St.  Giles  without 
Cripplegate,  London,  Henry  Lowth  and  George  Tarry,  then  residing  in  the 
same  parish  of  St.  Giles  without  Cripplegate,  in  the  county  of  Middlesex,  of 
the  other  part,  reciting  the  will  of  Ann  Mills  as  before  abstracted,  and  that  the 
said  Richard  Mills  had  ever  since  his  said  mother’s  death  duly  paid  to  the  said 
churchwardens  of  St.  Giles,  Cripplegate,  the  annual  sum  therein  mentioned, 
and  was  willing  and  desirous  not  only  to  ratify  and  confirm  the  said  gift,  but 
also  to  enlarge  and  extend  the  same  ; It  was  witnessed,  that  in  consideration  of 
the  sum  of  10s.,  he  the  said  Richard  Mills  granted  to  the  said  Hitchcock,  Lewis, 

Lowth,  and  Tarry,  all  those  two  messuages,  with  the  appurtenances,  situate 
in  Redrith-lane  alias  Pudding-lane,  lying  on  the  back-side  of  the  Star  Inn, 
near  the  Monument,  in  the  parish  of  St.  Margaret,  New  Fish-street,  then  in  the 
occupation  of  the  persons  therein  named  at  the  several  yearly  rents  of  10/. 
and  8/.,  to  hold  the  same  upon  trust,  out  of  the  yearly  rents  and  profits  thereof, 
in  the  first  place,  to  pay  to  the  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  St.  Giles,  Crip- 
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St.  Giles,  Ciipple-  pl.egate  the  sum  of  5/.  4 s.,  to  be  by  them  applied  pursuant  to  the  directions  of 

gate'  the  will  of  the  said  Ann  Mills  ; and  upon  further  trust,  after  deducting  taxes. 

Charities  of  repairs,  and  all  other  necessary  outgoings,  out  of  the  residue  of  the  said 

Ann  Mills  and  rents  and  profits,  to  lay  out  yearly  all  the  clear  remaining  surplus  thereof  in 

Richard  Mills,  bread,  that  is  to  say,  in  penny  or  two-penny  loaves,  to  be  distributed  at  twelve 

, continued.  > 0»cI0ck  in  the  forenoon  on  Wednesday  in  every  week,  in  the  said  parish-church, 
^ among  such  of  the  poor  and  needy  persons  inhabiting  within  both  parts  of  the 

parish,  by  the  said  trustees,  their  heirs  or  assigns,  together  with  the  vicar  of  the 
said  parish,  in  manner  following;  viz.,  two  third  parts  thereof  among  such 
poor  people  inhabiting  in  that  part  of  the  said  parish  which  lay  in  the  county  of 
Middlesex,  as  should  from  time  to  time  be  nominated  by  the  said  vicar,  and 
such  of  the  said  trustees  as  should  inhabit  in  that  part  of  the  said  parish,  or 
any  two  of  them  ; and  the  other  one-third  part  thereof  among  such  poor  people 
inhabiting  in  that  part  of  the  parish  which  lay  within  the  city  of  London,  as  the 
said  vicar,  and  the  said  trustees  inhabiting  in  the  same  part  of  the  parish,  or 
any  two  of  them,  should  from  time  to  time  nominate  and  appoint : And  upon 
further  trust,  that  when  any  two  of  the  trustees  should  die,  or  leave  their 
habitations  in  the  said  parish,  the  surviving  trustees  residing  therein  should, 
together  with  the  vicar  of  the  said  parish,  choose  so  many  other  inhabitants  of 
the  said  parish  to  be  trustees  as  should  make  up  the  number  of  four,  whereof 
two  to  be  always  residing  in  that  part  of  the  parish  lying  in  the  county  of 
Middlesex,  and  the  other  two  in  that  part  of  the  parish  lying  in  London,  and 
that  the  premises  should  be  conveyed  to  the  use  of  such  survivors  residing 
within  the  parish,  and  such  new  trustees,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  upon  the 
trusts  before  mentioned  : Provided,  that  the  trustees  for  the  time  being  should 
enter  in  a book,  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose,  an  account  of  their  receipts  and 
payments  concerning  the  said  charity  and  trust-estate,  and  to  whom  respec- 
tively such  bread  had  been  from  time  to  time  distributed,  to  be  from  time  to 
time  perused  by  the  said  Richard  Mills,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  or  by  whom  he 
and  they  should  appoint  to  inspect  the  same : Provided  also,  that  every  person 
who  should  be  appointed  a trustee  after  the  death  of  the  trustees  therein  ap- 
pointed, should  in  fifteen  days  after  his  election,  if  the  vicar  and  churchwardens 
should  insist  upon  it,  enter  into  a bond  to  the  vicar  of  the  said  parish  for  the 
time  being  in  the  penalty  of  50/.,  with  a condition  faithfully  to  execute  the 
said  trust,  and  to  keep  an  account  of  his  proceedings  as  aforesaid ; and  in  case 
he  should  leave  his  residence  in  the  said  parish,  that  he  should  release  or  con- 
vey his  estate  in  the  premises  to  the  rest  of  the  then  surviving  trustees  and 
their  heirs,  on  reasonable  request  to  be  made  to  him  for  that  purpose,  or  in 
default  of  his  executing  such  bond  his  election  to  be  void ; the  charges  of  all 
which  conveyances  or  releases  should  be  from  time  to  time  paid  out  of  the  said 
trust-estate. 

By  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release,  dated  9th  and  10th  April  1735,  the  above 
premises  were  conveyed  by  George  Tarry,  the  surviving  trustee,  by  the  direction 
of  the  said  Richard  Mills,  to  William  Jennings,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  in  trust,  to 
convey  the  same  to  the  said  George  Tarry  and  to  Thomas  Foy,  then  inhabitants 
of  the  parish  of  St.  Luke,  in  the  county  of  Middlesex,  and  Richard  Farington 
and  Samuel  Daker,  inhabitants  of  the  parish  of  St.  Giles,  Cripplegate,  London, 
their  heirs  and  assigns,  (the  three  last  being  new  trustees  appointed  by  the  said 
George  Tarry  and  the  vicar  of  St.  Giles,  Cripplegate,)  to  hold  the  same  upon 
the  trusts  specified  in  the  deed  above  abstracted;  and  by  indenture  of  11th  April 
1735  the  said  William  Jennings  conveyed  the  said  premises  accordingly. 

By  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release,  dated  3d  and  4th  March  1735-6, 
between  Richard  Mills,  clerk,  of  the  one  part,  and  George  Tarry,  Thomas  Foy, 
Richard  Farington  and  Samuel  Daker,  of  the  other  part,  reciting  the  will  of 
Ann  Mills,  and  the  indentures  of  lease  and  release  of  27th  and  28th  July  1720, 
above  abstracted;  and  that  the  premises  therein  mentioned  had  been  lately  con- 
veyed to  the  said  Tarry,  Foy,  Farington  and  Daker,  who  were  the  then  trustees 
of  the  charity,  and  that  the  said  Richard  Mills  was  seised  of  the  premises 
thereinafter  mentioned,  and  was  minded  to  dispose  of  the  same  for  the  further 
enlarging  and  extending  the  said  charity  given  by  the  said  Ann  Mills,  his 
mother ; It  was  witnessed,  that  the  said  Richard  Mills,  for  the  considerations 
therein  mentioned,  conveyed  to  the  said  George  Tarry  and  others,  and  their 
heirs,  two  messuages  or  tenements,  and  two  acres  of  land  situate  in  Brompton, 
•in  the  parish  of  Kensington,  in  the  county  of  Middlesex,  and  also  two  other 

< acres 
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acres  of  land  situate  at  Brompton  aforesaid,  and  all  other  the  messuages,  lands, 
tenements  and  hereditaments  whatsoever  of  him  the  said  Richard  Mills  in 
Brompton  aforesaid,  to  hold  the  same  upon  trust,  out  of  the  clear  rents  and 
profits,  in  the  first  place  to  pay  yearly,  for  ever,  to  the  churchwardens  of  the 
parishes  of  St.  Giles,  Cripplegate,  and  St.  Luke,  in  the  county  of  Middlesex,  the 
sum  of  51.  that  is  to  say,  21.  105.  to  the  churchwardens  of  each  parish  to  be  by 
them  respectively  laid  out  in  bread,  and  distributed  in  equal  portions  to  such  of 
the  poor  of  the  said  respective  parishes  as  they  should  judge  to  stand  most  in  need 
of,  and  best  deserve  the  said  allowance,  with  this  restriction,  that  none  of  the 
poor  of  the  said  respective  parishes  who  should  receive  any  allowance  from  the 
said  recited  charity  of  the  said  Ann  Mills,  should  be  entitled  to  or  receive  any 
benefit  from  the  benefaction  thereby  made  ; and  upon  further  trust,  after  deduct- 
ing out  of  the  residue  of  the  rents  all  taxes,  repairs,  and  other  necessary  out- 
goings, and  incident  charges  in  the  execution  of  the  trust  thereby  created,  to  lay 
out  yearly  all  the  clear  remaining  surplus  of  the  rents  and  profits  in  buying  coals, 
to  be  distributed  in  equal  portions,  some  time  before  Christmas  in  every  year, 
amongst  the  poor  and  needy  persons  inhabiting  in  the  said  respectivs  parishes, 
by  the  said  trustees,  their  heirs  or  assigns,  that  is  to  say,  one  moiety  amongst 
such  poor  people  inhabiting  the  parish  of  St.  Giles,  Cripplegate,  as  should  be 
nominated  and  appointed  by  such  of  the  last-named  trustees,  as  should  inhabit 
in  the  said  parish,  and  the  other  moiety  among  such  poor  people  inhabiting  in 
the  parish  of  St.  Luke,  as  such  of  the  same  trustees,  residing  in  the  said  parish 
of  St.  Luke  should  nominate  and  appoint ; with  similar  provisions  as  to  the 
appointment  of  new  trustees,  and  entering  in  a book  the  accounts  of  the  said 
charity,  and  the  persons  to  whom  the  bread  and  coals  should  be  distributed,  as 
in  the  trust-deed  of  1720,  but  without  the  provision  as  to  giving  bond  for  the 
due  execution  of  the  trust. 

There  have  been  several  subsequent  conveyances  in  trust,  by  the  last  of 
which,  being  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release,  dated  29th  and  30th  August 
1823,  the  trust-premises  in  Redrith-lane  otherwise  Pudding-lane,  described  as 
a messuage  or  tenement,  formerly  two  messuages,  and  the  premises  in  Brompton, 
by  their  former  description,  were  conveyed  to  the  use  of  the  Rev.  William  Holmes, 
vicar  of  the  parish  of  St.  Giles  without  Cripplegate,  London  ; Thomas  Brown,  of 
the  parish  of  St.  Luke,  Middlesex;  John  Brogden,  of  the  said  parish  of  St.  Giles, 
and  Thomas  Moorman  of  the  said  parish  of  St.  Luke,  their  heirs  and  assigns, 
upon  the  trusts,  and  subject  to  the  provisoes  in  the  will  and  several  indentures 
of  release  before  abstracted,  respectively  expressed  and  declared. 

The  premises  belonging  to  this  charity  are  as  follows  ; 

1.  A Warehouse,  with  a dwelling-house  over  it,  situate  in  Pudding-lane,  in 
the  parish  of  St.  Margaret,  New  Fish-street.  It  appears  from  the  minutes  of 
the  joint  Committee  of  18th  February  1803,  that  it  had  been  agreed  to  let  these 
premises  to  ’Mr.  Miles  Stringer,  for  31  years  from  Lady-day  then  next,  at 
a pepper-corn  rent  for  the  first  six  months,  and  a net  rent  of  351.  per  annum 
for  the  remainder  of  the  term,  the  tenant  undertaking  to  repair  the  same  agree- 
ably to  a plan  and  particulars  shown  to  him,  and  to  lay  out  in  such  repair  the 
sum  of  4d5/.  9s*  ; and  also  to  repay  from  time  to  time  the  insurance-money  to 
be  paid  by  the  committee,  and  the  expense  of  the  agreement  and  lease. 

From  a subsequent  minute  of  10th  December  1806,  it  appears  that  Mr. 
Stringer  attended,  and  stated  that  he  had  been  obliged  entirely  to  rebuild  the 
premises,  and  requested  such  further  term  as  the  committee  should  think 
proper,  and  that  in  consideration  of  the  great  expense  Mr.  Stringer  had  been 
at,  it  was  resolved  that  the  lease  to  be  granted  to  him  should  commence 
from  Michaelmas  then  last  for  thirty-one  years ; and  a lease  was  accordingly 
granted  to  him  for  that  term,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  35 1. 

2.  The  premises  at  Brompton  are  held  by  William  Wightman  under  a lease, 
wherein  they  are  described  as  a piece  or  parcel  ofland  situate  at  Brompton,  in 
the  parish  of  Kensington,  containing  by  estimation  3a.  3r.  30p.,  and  also  a 
messuage  or  tenement,  formerly  two  messuages  or  tenements,  situate  on  the 
said  piece  of  land,  and  a coach-house  and  stable,  a barn,  and  certain  sheds  and 
buildings  also  standing  upon  the  said  piece  ofland,  abutting  towards  tlie^north 
part,  upon  the  road  leading  from  Kensington  to  Brompton  ; other  part  upon 
certain  almshouses  formerly  belonging  to  Thomas  Methwold,  esquire,  and 
towards  the  south,  on  the  turnpike-road  through  Brompton,  leading  to  Earl’s- 
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St.  Giles,  Cripple-  court,  which  premises  are  demised  to  William  Wightman  for  twenty-one  years 
giUe‘  from  Lady-day  1816,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  90 /. 

Charities  of  The  lease  also  comprises  a piece  of  waste  ground  adjoining  to  the  south  side 
Ann  Mills  and  of  the  premises,  and  which  is  let  for  the  term  of  eight  years  from  Lady-day 
Richard  Mills,  aforesaid,  at  the  rent  of  a peppercorn.  This  appears  to  be  the  remainder  of  a 
term  in  the  said  waste  land  of  which  the  trustees  were  in  possession. 

' ^ These  rents,  amounting  to  125/.  per  annum,  are  received  by  Mr.  Earnshaw, 

vestry-clerk  of  St.  Giles,  Cripplegate. 

Of  the  rent  of  35/.,  received  from  the  premises  in  Pudding-lane,  51.  4s.  is 
paid  over  by  him  to  the  churchwardens  of  Cripplegate ; the  residue,  being 
29/.  16s.,  to  the  respective  trustees  for  the  two  parishes,  in  the  proportions  of 
one  third,  being  9/.  18s.  8 d.  to  Cripplegate,  and  two  thirds,  being  19/.  17  s.  4 <d. 
to  St.  Luke. 

Of  the  rent  of  the  premises  at  Brompton  51.  is  paid  by  the  receiver  to  the 
churchwardens  of  Cripplegate,  who  account  for  one  half  to  the  churchwardens 
of  St.  Luke,  in  their  annual  settlement  respecting  the  joint  charities  ; the  other 
half  they  carry  to  their  own  distribution-fund,  as  hereafter  mentioned.  The 
rest  of  the  rent,  being  85/.  is  paid  in  equal  moieties  of  42/.  10s.  each,  to  the 
respective  trustees  for  the  two  parishes. 

The  residues  thus  paid  over  to  the  trustees  are  subject  to  a trifling  deduction 
for  receipt-stamps,  and  to  some  occasional  charges  for  the  management  of  the 
property. 

The  two  sums  of  51.  4s.  and  2/.  10s.,  paid  to  the  churchwardens  of  Cripple- 
gate, are  carried  by  them  to  the  general  fund  for  distribution.  The  proportion 
of  the  rents  belonging  to  the  trustees  for  Cripplegate,  amounting  (subject  to  their 
share  of  the  aforesaid  deductions)  to  52/.  8s.  8 d.,  are  equally  divided  between 
the  two  present  trustees,  the  Rev.  William  Holmes,  the  vicar,  and  Mr.  John 
Brogden. 

Mr.  Holmes  is  accustomed  to  add  his  portion  of  these  rents  to  the  produce 
of  two  other  charities,  of  which  he  has  the  disposal,  viz.  Jones’s  2/.,  and  Mrs. 
Alston’s  51,  and  to  distribute  the  whole  among  the  poor  of  the  parish,  princi- 
pally in  coals  and  bread,  but  occasionally  giving  small  sums  of  money  where  he 
thinks  that  mode  of  relief  would  be  more  beneficial.  The  bread  and  coals  are 
distributed  by  tickets  signed  by  him,  respectively  entitling  the  holder  to  a bushel 
of  coals,  or  a 4 lb.  loaf  of  bread,  which  they  receive  at  the  baker’s  or  coal-mer- 
chant’s, whose  name  is  mentioned  in  the  ticket.  The  greater  part  of  these 
tickets  Mr.  Holmes  delivers  out  to  different  parishioners  at  different  times  of 
the  year,  for  them  to  give  away  to  such  poor  persons  as  they  think  proper 
objects,  reserving  the  rest  for  distribution  by  himself. 

Mr.  Brogden,  the  other  trustee,  distributes  his  portion  of  these  rents  in 
a similar  manner,  only  distributing  the  greater  number  of  the  coals  and  bread- 
tickets  himself,  and  not  applying  any  part  of  the  fund  in  gifts  of  money. 

Sir  John  Fenner’s  Charity. 

Sir  John  Fenner’s  An  account  of  the  charity  of  Sir  John  Fenner,  has  been  given  in  our  6th 
Charity.  Report,  p.  578,  and  14th  Report,  p.  562,  where  it  will  be  seen  that  he,  by 
will,  dated  25th  of  September  1633,  directed  lands  to  be  purchased,  of 
which  part,  to  the  amount  of  60/.  a year,  should  be  assured  to  ten  several 
parishes,  of  which  St.  Giles,  Cripplegate,  was  one,  for  the  purchase  and  distribu- 
tion of  Bibles,  and  that  other  part,  to  the  amount  of  50/.  a year,  should  be 
assured  to  the  said  parishes  to  be  distributed  among  the  sick  poor  ; and  that  he 
also  bequeathed  to  the  parish  of  St.  Giles,  Cripplegate,  50/.,  to  be  employed  in 
providing  sea-coals  at  the  cheapest  rate,  to  be  distributed  at  the  same  rate  in 
the  winter  season  to  the  poor,  and  to  remain  as  a stock  for  that  purpose,  for 
ever. 

In  the  former  accounts  above  referred  to  it  will  be  seen,  that  the  share  to 
each  parish  of  the  rent  of  the  estate  purchased  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
other  branches  of  Sir  John  Fenner’s  charity,  was,  prior  to  Lady-day  1821, 
44/.  155.  9c? L but  from  that  time  was  reduced  to  29/.  The  actual  receipts, 
however,  (which  have  been  rather  irregular)  have,  for  the  last  ten  years,  been 
as  follows  :

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A moiety  of  these  sums,  when  received,  has  been  paid  over  to  the  church- 
wardens of  St.  Luke. 

The  proportion  belonging  to  Cripplegate  (being  now  14/.  10  s.)  is  divided,  in 
thirds,  between  the  vicar  and  the  two  churchwardens,  and  is  applied  by  them  in 
the  purchase  of  Bibles,  which  they  give  away  among  the  poor  at  their  discre- 
tion. In  one  year  of  the  last  ten,  viz.  1821,  it  seems  from  the  accounts  that 
7/.  11  s.  of  the  Cripplegate  receipt  was  not  given  away  in  Bibles,  but  remained 
in  the  general  fund  for  distribution.  The  vicar  procures  his  Bibles  at  a cheap 
rate  from  the  Society  for  promoting  Christian  Knowledge,  and  occasionally 
gives  Testaments  and  prayer-books.  The  latter  are  not  strictly  within  the  terms 
of  the  trust. 

It  does  not  appear  that  anything  has  been  received  by  this  parish  on  account 
of  the  dividends  of  the  44 61.  11  s.  6d.  Consols,  produced  from  the  sale  of 
timber,  as  mentioned  in  the  accounts  above  referred  to. 

We  do  not  find  any  trace  of  the  receipt  or  application  of  the  50/.  given  to 
this  parish  for  procuring  a stock  of  coals,  nor  of  any  distribution  of  money 
or  otherwise,  to  the  sick  poor,  in  respect  of  any  part  of  the  funds  derived  from 
this  charity. 

Two  other  small  charities  for  the  distribution  of  Bibles  and  prayer-books 
will  be  found  under  the  head  of  “ Estate  in  Moor  Lane,”  but  which  are  not  at 
present  so  applied. 


Mrs.  Elizabeth  Palmer’s  Charity. 

Mrs.  Elizabeth  Palmer , by  Will,  dated  the  4th  August  1726,  (after  be-  Mrs.  Elizabeth 
queathing  similar  legacies  to  the  parishes  of  St.  Clement  Danes,  and  St.  Andrew,  Palmer’s  Charity. 
Holborn,  respectively)  gave  the  sum  of  500/.  for  the  use  of  the  charity-school 
for  poor  boys  and  girls  of  the  parish  of  St.  Giles,  Cripplegate,  and  the  like 
sum  of  500/.  for  and  towards  the  maintenance  of  twelve  poor  widows  of  the 
same  parish,  not  receiving  alms,  both  which  sums  she  directed  to  be  laid  out 
in  the  purchase  of  lands  or  tenements,  and  the  rents  and  profits  thereof  respec- 
tively to  be  paid  and  applied  as  her  executors,  and  the  minister  and  church- 
warden of  the  same  parish  for  the  time  being,  should  think  most  necessary  and 
convenient,  in  the  same  manner  as  was  in  her  said  will  before  mentioned 
touching  the  maintenance  and  education  of  poor  boys  and  girls,  and  the  main- 
tenance of  12  poor  widows  in  the  said  parishes  of  St.  Clement  Danes,  and 
St.  Andrew,  Holborn. 

By  Indenture  of  Bargain  and  Sale,  dated  the  23d  September  1728,  between 
James  Joye,  of  the  first  part,  Oliver  Martin  and  Thomas  Russell,  (executors  of 
the  will  of  Elizabeth  Palmer)  of  the  second  part,  and  the  Rev.  Thomas  Bennett, 
minister  of  the  parish  of  St.  Giles  without  Cripplegate,  London,  Thomas 
Spittle,  and  three  others,  the  then  four  churchwardens  of  the  said  parish,  and 
Richard  Farington,  and  fifteen  others  of  the  said  parish,  of  the  third  part ; 
after  reciting  so  much  of  the  said  will  as  is  above  abstracted,  and  further 
reciting,  that  the  said  executors,  and  the  said  four  churchwardens,  had  agreed 
with  the  said  James  Joye  for  the  absolute  purchase  of  the  several  premises 
after  mentioned,  for  the  sum  of  1,082/.  18s.  (of  which  1,000/.  was  paid  by 
the  executors  of  Mrs.  Palmer’s  will,  and  82/.  18  s.  in  moieties,  by  the  parties 
of  the  third  part,  as  trustees  respectively  for  the  charity-school,  and  for  the 
charity  to  poor  widows ;)  It  was  witnessed,  that  in  consideration  thereof,  the 
said  James  Joye  did  thereby  grant  and  convey  to  the  said  parties  of  the  second 
and  third  parts,  a piece  or  parcel  of  ground,  being  part  of  the  grounds  com- 
monly called  marsh-lands,  in  the  parish  of  St.  Giles  in  the  Fields,  in  the 
county  of  Middlesex,  particularly  described  in  a scheme  or  ground-plot  thereof 
in  the  said  indenture  delineated,  to  hold  to  the  said  grantees,  their  heirs  and 
assigns,  to  the  several  uses  therein  mentioned,  that  is  to  say,  as  to,  for,  and 
concerning  one  full  moiety  or  half  part  of  the  several  pieces  or  parcels  of 
ground,  messuages,  tenements,  edifices,  structures,  buildings  and  ground-rents, 
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in  trust,  in  the  first  place,  out  of  the  rents  and  profits,  to  reimburse  themselves, 
the  sum  of  41 /.  9s.,  by  them  paid  as  part  of  the  purchase-money  aforesaid, 
and  to  dispose  of  the  remainder  of  the  rents  and  profits  thereof  yearly,  for  the 
yearly  maintenance  of  twelve  poor  widows  of  the  parish  of  St.  Giles,  Cripple- 
gate,  not  receiving  alms,  according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  the  said 
will. 

As  to  the  other  moiety  of  the  rents  and  profits,  the  trusts  were  declared  to 
be  for  the  maintenance  of  the  charity-school  for  boys  and  girls  in  the  parish 
of  St.  Giles,  Cripplegate,  of  which  an  account  will  be  found  in  our  second 
Report,  p.  63. 

There  have  been  subsequent  conveyances  in  trust  of  this  property,  the  last 
of  which  was  by  lease  and  release,  dated  26th  and  27th  April  1809,  whereby  John 
Benjamin  Cole  and  William  Turner,  of  the  parish  of  St.  Giles,  Cripplegate, 
and  James  Smith  and  John  Stubbs,  of  the  parish  of  St.  Luke,  Middlesex,  sur- 
viving trustees,  conveyed  the  trust-premises,  described  as  those  several  pieces 
or  parcels  of  ground  lying  in  the  parish  of  St.  Giles  in  the  Fields,  in  the  county 
of  Middlesex,  as  the  same  were  particularly  mentioned  and  described  in  the 
above-mentioned  indenture,  and  six  several  messuages  and  other  edifices 
erected  thereon,  forming  part  of  King-street  in  the  same  parish,  and  numbered, 
2,  3,  4,  5,  6,  7>  in  the  said  street,  to  the  use  of  themselves  and  of  the  Rev. 
William  Holmes,  vicar  of  St.  Giles,  Cripplegate,  Matthew  Wood,  alderman, 
Thomas  Dolley,  deputy  of  the  ward  of  Cripplegate,  William  Godfrey  Browne,. 
Joseph  Baker  and  Richard  Dixon,  common  councihnen  of  the  said  ward, 
Henry  Carr,  Joseph  Mayor  and  John  Simkin,  inhabitants  of  the  parish  of 
St.  Giles,  Cripplegate,  the  Rev.  Thomas  Farmer,  rector  of  the  parish  of 
St.  Luke,  John  Lucas,  Thomas  Brown,  Joseph  Moorman,  John  Simonds,  Henry 
Grace  and  William  Stubbs,  inhabitants  of  the  parish  of  St.  Luke,  their  heirs- 
and  assigns,  upon  the  several  trusts  declared  of  and  concerning  the  same  in 
the  will  of  the  said  Elizabetn  Palmer,  and  in  the  said  first  abstracted 
indenture. 

Of  the  six  houses  in  King-street,  St.  Giles’s,  Nos.  2,  3,  and  4,  are  appro- 
priated to  the  charity  for  poor  widows. 

These  houses  had  been  demised  to  one  Louis  Mitchell  for  a term  of 
31  years  from  Lady-day  179L  at  the  yearly  rent  of  80/.,  which  lease  was 
assigned  by  him  to  William  Drew.  In  the  year  1812,  two  of  the  houses  were 
burnt  down,  and  thereupon  Drew  proposed  to  the  joint  committee  to  rebuild 
the  two  houses  in  a substantial  manner,  upon  having  a further  term  granted  to 
him  for  21  years  from  the  expiration  of  his  subsisting  lease,  at  the  advanced 
rent  of  120/. ; the  committee  agreed  to  this  proposal,  and  a lease,  dated 
8th  November  1815,  was  accordingly  granted,  whereby,  after  reciting  the  above- 
mentioned  circumstances,  and  that  Drew  had  agreed  with  his  nephew  Francis 
Roxburgh,  that  he  should  rebuild  the  three  houses,  and  take  the  benefit  of  the 
lease  to  be  granted,  and  that  Roxburgh  had  accordingly  built  the  houses  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  surveyor  for  the  parish,  the  trustees  demised  the  said 
three  houses  to  the  said  Francis  Roxburgh  for  21  years,  from  Lady-day  1822, 
at  the  annual  rent  of  120/. 

Of  this  rent,  one  moiety,  being  60/.,  is  paid  over  to  the  churchwardens  of  the 
parish  of  St.  Luke. 

The  other  moiety  is  carried  to  the  general  charity-fund  of  the  parish  of 
Cripplegate,  in  order  to  be  applied  to  the  maintenance  of  six  poor  widows  of 
that  parish,  who  are  appointed  to  receive  the  pensions  for  life  by  the  vicar  and 
churchwardens  for  the  time  being.  The  proportion  of  the  present  rent  which, 
each  widow  should  receive,  is  10/.  per  annum  ; but  it  appears,  that  upon  the 
substitution  of  the  present  increased  rent  of  120/.  for  the  former  rent 
of  80/.  at  Lady-day  1822,  the  churchwardens  forgot  to  make  a propor- 
tional increase  in  the  allowances  to  the  widows,  who  continued  to  receive, 
at  the  former  rate  of  61.  13s.  4 d.  each  per  annum,  down  to  Michael- 
mas 1826,  since  which  time  the  whole  of  the  60/.  has  been  distributed. 
A surplus  has  thus  accrued  of  20/.  a year  for  five  years  and  a half,  making, 
a balance  in  favour  of  the  charity  of  90/.  Out  of  this,  the  deficient  payments 
should  be  made  good  to  the  present  pensioners.

Sir  Benjamin  Maddox’s  Charity.  gate. 

Sir  Benjamin  Maddox , by  Will,  dated  25th  February  1714-,  devised  to  Mar-  Sir  Benjamin 
inaduke  Allington,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  his  capital  messuage  called  Fernbeds,  ^ad(Joxs  Charity, 
situate  in  the  parish  of  Wormley,  in  the  county  of  Hertford,  and  all  that  parcel 
of  arable-land,  containing  by  estimation  one  acre  and  a half,  lying  in  the  com- 
mon field  called  Broom  Field,  near  to  the  said  messuage  ; and  also  all  that  close 
called  Spurrier’s  Croft,  lying  near  unto  and  over  against  the  said  messuage, 

Containing  by  estimation  four  acres,  and  all  that  little  cow-house  lying  in  the 
said  close,  and  the  cart-house  thereto  adjoining ; and  all  that  close  of  arable- 
land  or  pasture  situate  in  the  parish  of  Broxbourn,  called  Thrift  Field,  or  Thrift 
Croft,  lying  near  the  said  messuage,  ^containing  by  estimation  seven  acres, 
adjoining  northward  on  a close  of  pasture  called  the  Stocked  Grove  alias  the 
Farther  Thrift  Field ; and  all  that  close  of  pasture-ground  in  Broxbourn  called 
the  Stocked  Grove  alias  the  Farther  Thrift  Field,  containing  by  estimation 
seven  acres ; and  all  that  parcel  of  meadow-ground  lying  at  Hallow  Cross  in 
Wormley  aforesaid,  called  Flallow  Cross  Meadow,  containing  by  estimation 
two  acres ; and  also  a parcel  of  common  meadow  in  Chamberlain’s  Flolme, 
containing  by  estimation  one  acre  and  a half,  lying  at  the  corner  of  the  com- 
mon meadow  adjoining  to  the  common  foot-bridge  leading  from  thence  over 
the  River  Lee  into  Nazing  Marsh  ; and  also  all  that  little  parcel  of  ground 
called  the  Green,  fronting  or  next  adjoining  to  the  gardens,  orchards  or  yards 
of  the  said  messuage,  and  fenced  or  severed  from  the  highway  by  a rail ; 
and  also  all  those  20  trees  of  elm  or  ash  growing  within  or  near  the  said  rail; 

Upon  trust,  to  permit  the  rector,  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of 
St.  Giles,  Cripplegate,  London,  and  their  successors,  for  ever,  to  receive  and 
take  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  capital  messuage  and  premises,  which  he 
directed  should  by  the  said  rector,  churchwardens  and  overseers,  be  for  ever 
paid  and  distributed  betwixt  Allhallontide  and  Christmas,  yearly,  to  and 
amongst  two  of  the  most  necessitous  poor  men,  and  two  of  the  most  necessitous 
poor  women,  of  that  part  of  the  said  parish  of  St.  Giles,  Cripplegate,  within  the 
liberty  of  London,  that  is  called  the  Fore-street  and  Red  Cross-street,  subject 
to  the  following  proviso;  viz.  that  Dame  Dorothy,  his  wife,  should,  after  pay- 
ment of  his  debts,  &c.  hold  and  enjoy  the  said  capital  messuage  and  premises 
during  the  term  of  her  natural  life,  if  she  should  think  fit,  or  until  the  next  of 
the  two  usual  feast-days  or  quarter-days  thereafter  mentioned  that  should  first 
happen  after  she  should  give  six  months  notice  on  one  of  the  said  feast  or 
quarter-days,  to  the  rector  or  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  St.  Giles,  Crip- 
plegate, that  she  intended  to  quit  the  same,  and  without  being  compellable  to 
repair,  uphold  or  support  the  same  at  her  own  costs  and  charges,  she  the  said 
Dame  Dorothy  paying  to  the  said  rector,  churchwardens  and  overseers,  to  be 
divided  as  by  his  will  was  appointed,  the  yearly  rent  of  20/.  at  Lady-day  and 
Michaelmas  ; and  he  directed  that  every  person  who  should  receive  his  said 
gift  or  charity  should  wear  on  the  left  breast  or  arm,  in  view,  on  their  outer 
garment,  a badge  with  his  coat  of  arms  blazoned,  in  order  to  preserve  in  me- 
mory, and  from  being  misapplied,  his  said  intended  charity. 

There  is  now  no  vestige  of  any  house  upon  this  property  ; but  when  or  under 
what  circumstances  the  mansion-house  mentioned  in  Sir  B.  Maddox’s  will  was 
taken  down,  is  wholly  unknown. 

The  parish  are  possessed  of  no  document  whatever  respecting  this  property, 
except  some  leases.  From  a minute  of  vestry  of  the  29th  of  May  177L  it 
appears  that  there  were  then  two  trustees,  but  how  and  when  appointed  we 
have  no  means  of  discovering.  By  that  minute,  it  is  ordered  that  Mr.  Strong, 
the  vestry-clerk,  should  apply  to  Mr.  Baynes,  with  respect  to  the  title-deeds 
of  the  estate  at  Wormley,  in  Herts,  Sir  Benjamin  Maddox’s  gift,  and  to  know 
whether  he  and  his  co-trustee,  the  Reverend  Mr.  Henry  Allington,  the  nephew 
and  executor  of  Marmaduke  Allington,  deceased,  would  agree  to  deliver  up  the 
■said  title-deeds,  and  convey  the  trust-estate  to  the  parish  ; and  at  the  following 
vestry  held  on  5th  June  177L  Mr.  Strong  reported  that  he  had  applied  to  Mr. 

Baynes  accordingly,  and  that  Mr.  B.  was  ready  to  deliver  up  the  said  deeds  on 
being  indemnified  by  the  Court  of  Chancery,  and  recommended  an  application 
to  that  Court  for  that  purpose,  and  for  an  assignment  of  the  trust  to  new 
trustees,  to  be  named  by  and  on  behalf  of  the  parish  ; and  it  was  ordered  by 
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the  vestry  that  Messrs.  Stagg  and  Strong,  the  vestry-clerks,  should  file  an 
amicable  bill  against  the  said  Mr.  Baynes  and  his  co-trustee,  for  the  purposes 
aforesaid,  and  proceed  in  such  suit  as  counsel  might  advise. 

We  do  not  find  any  mention  of  any  proceedings  in  the  Court  of  Chancery, 
pursuant  to  this  order,  nor  are  the  parish  now  in  possession  of  the  title-deeds 
or  of  any  trust-deed  respecting  this  estate ; but  it  appears  from  other  entries, 
long  antecedent  to  those  above  mentioned,  that  the  vestry  had  the  manage- 
ment of  the  property,  and  acted  as  the  landlords  thereof,  and  they  have  con- 
tinued to  act  in  that  capacity  ever  since. 

By  a minute  of  vestry  of  the  14th  June  1735,  it  is  ordered  that  Marmaduke 
Allington,  esquire,  be  requested,  together  with  Doctor  Nicholls,  the  church- 
wardens, and  overseers,  to  grant  a lease  to  Edward  Fitzgerald  of  the  premises  at 
Wormley,  left  by  Sir  B.  Maddox  to  the  poor  of  this  parish,  for  50  years  from 
Lady-day  then  last,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  24/.  in  pursuance  of  an  agreement 
entered  into  by  the  said  Edward  Fitzgerald  with  Thomas  Stagg  the  vestry- 
clerk. 

From  subsequent  minutes  it  appears  that  the  premises  were  afterwards 
recovered  by  ejectment  from  Fitzgerald  for  nonpayment  of  rent,  and  that  they 
were  then  let  to  John  Sparks,  by  the  vicar,  churchwardens  and  overseers,  for 
21  years  from  Michaelmas  1755,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  14/. 

In  the  year  1776  the  whole  was  let  by  auction  to  Mr.  Arthur  Court,  for  21 
years  from  Michaelmas  in  that  year,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  26/. ; at  the  expiration 
of  that  lease  the  property  was  divided ; the  close  called  Spurrier’s  Croft  was  let 
to  Sir  Abraham  Hume  for  21  years,  at  the  rent  of  81.  8 s.,  and  the  rest  of  the 
premises  to  John  Rogers  for  the  same  term,  at  the  rent  of  31/.  12 s.;  at  the 
expiration  of  these  leases  the  part  that  Rogers  held  was  further  divided,  and  the 
property  is  now  held  under  three  leases  as  follows  ; 

1.  The  close  called  Spurrier’s  Croft,  described  as  lying  south  against  the 
place  where  the  capital  mansion-house,  called  Fernbeds,  theretofore 
stood,  containing  by  estimation  four  acres,  let  to  Sir  Abraham  Hume, 
bart.  for  21  years  from  Michaelmas  1818  at  the  yearly  rent  of  - 

2.  A close  of  arable-land  called  Farther  Thrift  Field,  or  Thrift  Croft,  lying 
near  to  and  north  of  the  site  of  the  late  capital  mansion-house  called 
Fernbeds,  containing  by  estimation  7 a.  3R.  13P.,  and  also  a close  of 
arable-land  called  Stock  Head  Grove  alias  Hither  Thrift  Field,  con- 
taining by  estimation  6 a.  1 R.  8p.  adjoining  the  last-mentioned  piece 
of  land,  let  to  Henry  Cosens  for  21  years,  from  Michaelmas  1823,  at 
the  yearly  rent  of  ---------- 

3.  All  that  site  upon  which  the  capital  manor  or  house  called  Fernbeds, 

in  the  parish  of  Wormley,  formerly  stood,  with  the  yard,  garden  and 
orchard  thereto  belonging,  together  with  that  little  parcel  of  ground 
called  the  Green,  adjoining  to  the  garden-walls,  and  which  wras  there- 
tofore fenced  or  severed  from  the  highway  by  a rail,  containing  toge- 
ther 1 acre ; and  also  a parcel  of  arable  land,  containing  by  estimation 
2 acres,  27  perches,  lying  in  the  common  field  called  Broomfield,  on 
the  left  of  the  foot-path  over  the  said  field  leading  from  the  said  green 
towards  Broxbourn  ; and  all  that  parcel  of  arable-land  lying  at  Worm- 
ley,  called  Hallow  Cross  Field,  containing  by  estimation  2 a.  2r.  5 p. 
and  also  the  parcel  of  common  meadow  in  Chamberlain’s  Holme  Meadow, 
containing  by  estimation  3 roods,  let  to  James  Elliott  for  21  years  from 
Michaelmas  1823,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  -----  - 

These  lettings  were  by  auction. 

4.  There  is  also  received  from  the  "River  Lea  Company  the  annual  sura  of 
17  s.  7 \d.  as  a compensation  for  land  taken  out  of  Chamberlain’s 
Holme  Meadow  for  the  new  cut  between  Hackney  and  Ware 

This  is  generally  received  at  intervals  of  six  years.

The  whole  of  these  rents  is  carried  to  the  general  charity-account  of 
St.  Giles,  Cripplegate,  out  of  which  the  churchwardens,  until  the  year  1826, 
annually  paid  the  sum  of  10/.  to  each  of  four  poor  persons,  [two  of  them  men, 
and  two  women)  residing  in  Redcross-street  and  Fore-street,  in  this  parish. 
In  1826,  these  payments  were  raised  to  15/.  each.  The  pensioners  are  selected 

by 
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by  the  vicar  and  churchwardens,  generally  from  among  the  aged  and  decayed 
housekeepers,  of  a class  somewhat  above  the  most  indigent,  and  continue  to 
enjoy  the  pensions  for  life. 

The  sums  thus  given  amount  to  60/.  a year,  leaving  a yearly  balance  upon 
the  rents  of  6/.  7 s-  Id.  which  remains  in  the  general  account  to  contribute  to 
the  general  distributions.  Mixed  up  together  as  all  the  charitable  funds 
received  by  the  churchwardens  are,  it  is  impossible  to  say  what  portion  of  this 
surplus  might  be  required  for  the  proportion  of  the  charges  of  management 
belonging  to  this  charity  ; but  for  aught  that  appears,  we  do  not  see  why  the 
most  of  it  might  not  be  applied  in  augmentation  of  the  donor’s  bounty. 
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Upon  an  examination  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  on  account  of  this 
charity  for  ten  years  previous  to  Michaelmas  1827,  we  find  the  following  result;

From  this  statement  we  find  that  in  1818  the  whole  of  the  rents  was  divided 
among  the  pensioners,  but  that  no  addition  was  made  to  the  pensions  in  con- 
sequence of  the  increase  of  the  rents,  which  began  in  the  following  year,  till 
1826 ; such  addition  would  of  course  be  delayed  till  the  expenses  incurred  on 
the  re-letting  the  estate  in  1818  had  been  reimbursed,  and  a similar  consideration 
probably  prevailed  further  to  retard  it  in  1823  ; but.  the  present  balance 
appears  to  have  increased  to  an  unnecessary  amount,  to  the  prejudice  of  the 
pensioners,  who  are  entitled  to  the  whole  of  the  clear  annual  produce.  As 
there  seems  no  reason  at  present  for  holding  this  balance  in  hand,  we  think  that 
such  part  of  it  as  lias  accrued  during  the  lives  of  the  present  pensioners,  should 
be  apportioned  among  them,  and  that  the  rest,  (if  of  sufficient  amount)  should 
be  invested  in  order  to  be  applied  to  the  future  benefit  of  the  charity  as  may 
be  deemed  expedient. 


Jones’s  Charity. 

William  Jones,  by  Will,  dated  6th  December  174-5,  directed  his  executors  Jones's  Charity, 
to  pay  to  the  churchwardens  of  St.  Giles,  Cripplegate  without,  London,  300/. 
for  the  use  of  and  towards  the  support  of  the  poor  people  maintained  in  the 
workhouse  of  the  said  parish  ; and  he  also  gave  to  his  executors  200/.,  South 
Sea  stock,  or  South  Sea  annuities,  upon  trust,  that  his  executors,  and  the  sur- 
vivor of  them,  in  their  lifetime,  and  after  the  decease  of  the  survivor  of  them, 
that  the  vicar  and  churchwardens  of  the  said  parish,  should  receive  the  divi- 
dends of  the  said  stock  or  annuity,  and  distribute  the  same  among  such  and  so 
Rep.  20.  Q q many, 
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many,  and  in  such  proportion,  to  the  poor  housekeepers  of  the  said  parish,  as 
they  should  think  proper  to  receive  the  same. 

This  stock,  which  is  200/.  South  Sea  annuities,  still  stands  in  the  name  of 
the  testator,  and  the  dividends  are  received  by  the  Rev.  William  Holmes,  vicar, 
under  a power  of  attorney  from  Mrs.  Stagg,  the  executrix  of  Mark  Stagg,  who 
was  executor  of  Thomas  Stagg,  the  surviving  executor  of  William  Jones. 

Mr.  Holmes  reserves  21.  of  this  dividend,  which  he  adds  to,  and  distributes 
together  with,  Mills’s  charity-money  as  before  mentioned;  the  other  4/.  are 
handed  over  to  the  two  churchwardens,  and  distributed  by  them,  either  in 
money,  coals,  bread,  or  other  relief  to  poor  housekeepers  of  the  parish  at  their 
discretion.  For  the  last  year  (1827)  it  was  given  away  in  soup.  This  distri- 
bution is  made  by  tickets  for  certain  portions  of  bread,  coals,  soup,  &c.  deli- 
vered out  to  such  poor  of  the  parish  as  the  churchwardens  consider  the  most 
proper  objects  of  relief. 


Judith  Alston’s  Charity. 

Five  pounds  a year  are  received  by  the  vicar  from  the  Merchant  Taylors 
Company,  on  account  of  Mrs.  Judith  Alston ’s  charity,  an  account  of  which  will 
be  found  among  the  charities  under  the  management  of  that  company,  17th 
Rep.  p.  459.  This  sum  he  distributes,  together  with  Mills’s  rent  and  Jones’s 
charity-monies,  in  the  manner  before  mentioned. 

Gervies’s  Charity. 

For  an  account  of  this  charity,  in  respect  of  which  six  poor  widows  of  this 
parish  recommended  by  the  churchwardens,  annually  receive  from  the  Weavers 
Company  35.  4 d.  each.  See  the  charities  under  the  management  of  that  Com- 
pany, 8th  Rep.  p.  891.  A fresh  recommendation  takes  place  every  year,  but 
the  same  persons  are  usually  nominated  while  they  live. 

Ann  Duckett’s  Charity. 

The  particulars  of  this  charity,  consisting  of  an  annual  payment  by  the 
Mercers  Company  of  1/.  12  5.  to  each  of  three  poor  widows  of  this  parish, 
nominated  by  the  churchwardens,  have  been  already  given  in  our  Report  of 
the  charities  under  the  management  of  that  company  [6th  Report,  p.  298.] 
The  same  persons  are  usually  nominated  every  year,  while  they  live,  as  in  the 
last  case. 

Dandy’s  Charity. 

In  our  account  of  the  charities  under  the  management  of  the  Merchant 
Taylors  Company,  17th  Report,  p.  457,  will  be  found  that  of  Andrew  Dandy , 
who  gave  by  Will,  in  1673,  certain  premises  in  St.  Thomas  Apostle,  London, 
to  the  said  company,  in  trust,  (among  other  payments)  out  of  the  rents  and 
profits,  to  pay  to  six  poor  men  or  women  of  this  parish  205.  a year  each. 

The  rents  of  the  premises  having  fallen  short  of  the  payments  charged  upon 
them,  those  payments  have,  according  to  the  donor’s  directions,  abated  in 
proportion  ; and  the  sum  annually  paid  to  the  poor  of  Cripplegate  is  reduced 
to  4/.  165. 

Six  poor  persons,  men  or  women  of  the  parish,  are  appointed  to  receive 
this  gift,  who  attend  at  Merchant  Taylors  Hall,  and  receive  the  same  in 
quarterly  payments  of  45.  each.  Upon  the  death  of  any  annuitant  a successor 
is  recommended  to  the  company  by  the  churchwardens  for  the  year. 

Bernard  Hyde’s  Charity. 

The  particulars  of  this  charity  were  given  in  our  Report  of  the  charities  of  the 
parish  of  St.  Dunstan  in  the  east,  4th  Report,  p.  104,  on  reference  to  which  it 
will  be  seen  that  18  poor  widows  or  maids,  from  the  parish  of  St.  Giles, 
Cripplegate,  nine  of  whom  are  now  nominated  from  the  parish  of  St.  Luke,  are 
entitled  in  respect  thereof  to  receive  from  the  Salters  Company  every  ten 
years  the  sum  of  4/.  105.,  in  shares  of  5 5.  each. 

The  benefit  of  this  charity  was  last  enjoyed  by  this  parish  in  the  year  1823.

Margaret  Dane’s  Charity.

This  parish  lies  in  and  is  co-extensive  with  the  ward  of  Cripplegate  without,  Margaret  Dane’s 
which  is  one  of  the  24  wards  specified  in  our  Report  of  Margaret  Dane’s  v Ghanty. 
Charity,  10th  Report,  p.  234,  as  annually  receiving  the  sum  of  1/.  Os.  10 d.,  ^ 

from  the  Ironmongers  Company,  in  lieu  of  fagots,  for  distribution  among  the 
poor. 

This  annual  sum  is  received  by  the  deputy  of  the  ward,  who  is  also  one  of  the 
common  councilmen  of  the  ward,  and  who  distributes  5s.  himself,  and  gives 
the  remaining  15  s.  to  the  other  three  common  councilmen  of  the  ward,  by 
whom  they  are  distributed  to  poor  people  of  the  parish  at  their  discretion. 


The  foregoing  are  all  the  charities  belonging  to  this  parish  in  respect  of 
which  any  specific  distributions  are  at  present  made.  All  the  rest  are  consi- 
dered as  accounted  for  in  the  general  distributions  annually  made  among  the 
poor.  We  shall  first  give  an  account  of  the  remaining  charities,  and  then  of 
the  distributions  in  which  they  are  applied ; and  shall  examine  how  far  those 
distributions  comply  with  the  intentions  of  the  respective  donors. 

Sworder’s  Charity. 


John  Sworder,  by  Will,  dated  2d  April  1500,  gave  to  Mr.  Thomas  Sworder,  Sworder’s  Charity, 
clerk,  then  vicar  of  the  parish-church  of  St.  Giles  without  Cripplegate,  London, 
and  to  his  successors,  vicars  there  for  the  time  being,  eight  tenements,  situate 
in  the  said  parish  of  St.  Giles,  Cripplegate,  in  an  alley  called  Sworder’s-alley,  in 
the  Fore-street  there,  described  by  their  abuttals,  and  another  tenement  situate 
in  the  same  parish,  in  the  Fore-street  there,  also  described  by  its  abuttals,  to 
hold  the  same  upon  condition  that  certain  charges  should  be  defrayed  out  of 
the  rents  and  profits  respecting  the  obit  of  the  said  John  Sworder ; and  also 
that  the  churchwardens  and  their  successors  should  with  the  said  rents  and 
profits  repair  the  said  nine  tenements,  and  that  the  residue  of  the  said  rents  should 
remain  in  a chest  within  the  church  of  St.  Giles  aforesaid,  having  three  locks 
of  which  the  vicar  and  churchwardens  should  respectively  keep  the  keys,  until 
the  said  residue  should  amount  to  40/.  or  above,  to  the  intent  that  when  any 
fifteenth  should  be  granted  to  the  King  by  Parliament,  the  same  money 
should  be  applied  in  aid  of  the  poor  inhabitants  of  the  parish  towards  their 
charge  of  the  same  fifteenth  ; and  that  if  any  money  be  remaining  in  the  chest 
after  the  charge  of  such  fifteenth,  that  it  be  applied  towards  such  things  as 
should  be  necessary  for  the  church  of  St.  Giles  aforesaid,  or  towards  the  works  or 
reparations  of  the  same,  by  the  discretion  of  the  said  vicar  and  churchwardens. 

The  premises  derived  from  this  benefaction  consist  now  of  three  houses  in 
Fore-street.  Two  of  these  were  let  by  public  tender  to  Joseph  Todd,  for  31 
years  from  Christmas  1813,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  92/.,  and  the  other  adjoining 
to  the  former  to  William  White,  under  an  agreement  for  a lease  for  21  years 
from  Christmas  1813,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  62/.  The  frontage  of  these  houses 
is  narrow,  but  they  run  a great  way  back.  It  is  conjectured  that  they  may 
occupy  the  site  of  the  alley  formerly  called  Sworder’s-alley,  there  being  no 
alley  now  of  that  name.  The  first  of  the  houses  is  occupied  as  an  extensive 
general  warehouse  by  Messrs.  Todd,  Morrison  and  Co.  j the  latter  was  in 
the  occupation  of  White  (a  gingerbread  baker)  till  Midsummer  last  (1828), 
when  the  parish  finding  him  unable  to  pay  his  rent  which  was  in  arrear  from 
Midsummer  1825,  resumed  possession  of  the  house,  and  at  the  time  of  our  exa- 
mination were  in  treaty  with  Mr.  James  Morrison  (the  occupier  of  the  adjoining 
house),  to  let  it  to  him  for  a term  to  expire  at  the  same  time  with  the  lease  of 
his  other  premises,  at  the  annual  rent  of  70  /•  The  third  house  is  at  a short 
distance  from  the  others,  on  the  north-west,  and  is  on  lease  to  Mr.  John 
Knight,  upon  a rebuilding  lease  for  6l  years  from  Michaelmas  1799,  at  the 
yearly  rent  of  61.  6 s.  The  present  value  of  this  house  is  about  40/.  a year. 

Of  the  above  rents,  amounting  at  the  present  rate  to  lGO/.  6s.,  one  half  is 
paid  over  to  the  churchwardens  of  St.  Luke  ; the  other  half  is  carried  to 
the  general  charity-fund  of  St.  Giles,  Cripplegate,  out  of  which  distributions 
are  made  to  the  poor,  of  bread,  clothing  and  fuel,  as  hereafter  mentioned.

v-  C0l,Unu<^ , It  may  ]je  doubtful  what,  according  to  the  true  intent  of  the  testator,  would 

be  the  correct  mode  of  disposing  of  the  funds  of  this  charity  in  the  events 
which  have  happened,  of  the  discontinuance  of  taxation  by  fifteenths,  and  of 
there  being  now  two  parishes  and  two  churches  ; but  after  the  length  of  time 
that  the  present  mode  of  apportionment  between  the  parishes,  and  application 
by  each  has  subsisted,  we  do  not  think  it  would  be  expedient  now  to  disturb  it ; 
we  have  therefore  conceived  it  to  be  unnecessary  to  enter  into  the  consideration 
of  that  question. 

Busby’s  Charity. 

Busby’s  Charity.  Thomas  Busby,  by  Will,  dated  2d  July  157-5,  devised  his  tenement,  with  the 
appurtenances,  called  the  Queen’s  Head,  in  Red  Cross-street,  in  the  parish  of 
St.  Giles  without  Cripplegate,  after  the  death  of  his  wife,  to  the  vicar  and 
churchwardens  of  the  said  parish  and  their  successors,  for  ever,  upon  condition 
that  they  should  yearly,  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  thereof,  provide  four  cart- 
loads of  good  great  coals,  commonly  called  charcoals,  accounting  30  lawful 
sacks  well  filled  with  coals  to  every  of  the  said  loads,  and  40  dozen  of  sweet 
and  wholesome  wheaten  bread,  in  penny  loaves,  and  should  distribute  the  same 
amongst  the  poor  and  needy  people,  being  householders,  parishioners  of  the 
parish  of  St.  Giles  aforesaid,  at  the  times  after  ensuing,  that  is  to  say,  in  the 
week  next  before  the  feast  of  All  Saints,  one  load  of  coals  and  ten  dozen  of 
bread,  and  the  like  quantity  in  the  weeks  next  before  Christmas,  the  25th  of 
January,  and  Easter  ; and  that  the  vicar  and  churchwardens  should  have  to 
their  own  use,  yearly,  10  s.  for  their  pains  in  the  distribution  of  the  said  coals 
and  bread ; and  the  residue  of  the  rents  and  profits  he  gave  to  be  employed 
in  the  reparations  of  the  body  of  the  church  and  things  necessary  to  the 
same. 

The  premises  supposed  to  be  derived  from  this  benefaction  are  now  two 
houses  at  the  corner  of  Golden-lane  and  Barbican,  opposite  the  end  of  Red- 
cross-street.  These  houses  were  on  lease  at  rents  of  51.  each,  which  leases 
expired  at  Christmas  1816.  Shortly  before  that  time  considerable  expense  had 
been  incurred  in  the  repair  of  the  parish-church,  and  with  a view  to  meet 
a portion  of  that  expenditure,  the  vestry  resolved  that  these  houses  should  be 
let  for  terms  of  31  years,  at  such  rents  as  should  be  offered,  in  two  lots,  the 
first  with  a fine  or  premium  of  300/.,  and  the  second  with  a fine  or  premium 
of  500/.  The  first  lot  accordingly  was  put  up  at  a rent  of  5/.,  upon  which 
one  bidding  only  was  made  of  6/.  by  Dr.  Lawrence  Gwynne,  and  it  was  agreed 
that  it  should  be  let  to  him  accordingly.  Lot  2 was  put  up  at  a rent  of  20/.,  upon 
which  there  was  no  bidding ; but  an  offer  was  afterwards  made  by  Mr.  John  Jack- 
son  to  take  it  at  a rent  of  10/.,  which  was  accepted,  and  a lease  to  John  Woolmer, 
as  nominee  of  Jackson,  was  executed  according  to  this  agreement.  Some  dis- 
pute took  place  with  Dr.  Gwynne  respecting  the  terms  of  the  letting  to  him,  in 
the  result  of  which  it  was  agreed  that  he  should  pay  an  additional  fine  of  20/., 
making  the  whole  fine  320/.,  and  that  the  term  should  be  extended  to  41 
years  from  Christmas  1816,  and  a lease  has  been  executed  to  him  upon  those 
terms. 

Of  these  rents,  now  amounting  to  16/.  a year,  4/.  is  annually  paid  over  to 
the  churchwardens  of  St.  Luke.  This  exact  sum  has  been  paid  to  that  parish 
for  a great  many  years,  not  fluctuating  with  the  variation  in  the  rents ; and 
seems  to  have  been  formerly  settled  as  the  value  of  the  moiety  of  the  bread  and 
coals  directed  by  the  donor  to  be  provided  out  of  the  rents  of  the  premises. 

In  an  old  churchwardens  book,  containing  receipts  of  the  charity-estates  for 
the  year  1738,  being  the  earliest  book  of  the  kind  that  we  find,  under  an  entry 
of  the  rents  of  these  houses,  is  the  following  note: 

“ The  churchwarden  is  to  account  with  the  churchwarden  of  St.  Luke  for 
no  more  than  the  half  of  40  dozen  of  bread,  and  the  half  of  4 chaldron  of 
coals,  amounting  to  4/.  per  annum,  the  residue  being  given  by  the  will  of  the 
donor  towards  the  repairs  of  the  parish-church  of  St.  Giles,  Cripplegate,  for 
ever.” 
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As  this  payment  has  been  acquiesced  in  at  least  from  the  time  of  this  entry, 
it  may  be  considered  as  affording  evidence  of  an  agreement  between  the 
i parishes,  that  four  chaldron  of  coals  should  now  be  taken  as  equivalent  to 
the  four  cart-loads,  containing  each  thirty  sacks,  mentioned  in  Busby’s  will,  a 
quantity  the  precise  measure  of  which  it  would  perhaps  be  impossible  at  this 
I day  to  fix  with  accuracy.  It  seems  to  us  however,  that  the  parish  of  St.  Luke 
is  entitled  to  receive  the  value  of  two  chaldron  at  the  present  price,  and  not  to 
be  limited  to  that  fixed  in  1738.  After  paying  to  that  parish  the  value  of  20 
dozen  of  penny  loaves,  and  of  two  chaldron  of  coals,  the  residue  of  the  rents 
1 seems  properly  applicable,  under  the  clause  of  the  Act  for  dividing  the  parishes 
before  mentioned,  to  the  repairs  of  Cripplegate  Church,  and  not  to  be  divisible 
between  the  parishes. 

It  appears  from  the  above-mentioned  entry  in  the  churchwardens  book,  that 
from  the  year  1738  at  least,  these  two  houses  have  been  considered  as  the  pre- 
mises given  for  the  maintenance  of  Busby’s  charity.  It  is  however  to  be 
observed,  that  the  house  given  by  Busby  is  stated  in  his  will  to  be  the  Queen’s 
Head  “in”  Redcross-street,  and  in  the  title-deeds  preserved  among  the  parish 
documents  as  relating  to  this  charity,  the  premises  are  described  as  two  houses 
“in”  Redcross-street;  whereas  the  houses  which  are  supposed  to  belong  to  this 
charity  are  not  in  the  street  now  called  Redcross-street,  but  at  the  corner  of 
Golden-lane  and  Barbican,  opposite  the  end  of  that  street. 

A doubt  has  hence  arisen  whether  these  houses  are  in  fact  the  premises  which 
were  given  for  the  purposes  of  this  charity.  There  are  two  other  houses  (the 
subject  of  the  next  article)  belonging  to  the  parish,  situated  in  Redcross-street, 
and  therefore  better  answering  the  description  in  the  will  and  title-deeds,  for 
their  possession  of  which  they  are  unable  to  account.  But  there  seems  scarcely 
ground  sufficient  for  saying  that  these  should  be  considered  as  Busby’s  houses 
in  opposition  to  the  belief  and  usage  which  for  so  many  years  has  invariably 
prevailed. 

Premises  in  Redcuoss  Street. — Donor  unknown. 

The  parish  are  in  possession  of  distillery  premises  and  two  messuages,  being 
No5  6 and  7>  in  Redcross-street ; the  distillery  occupying  the  ground-floor  of 
the  two  houses,  and  a space  of  ground  behind  them,  on  which  are  erected 
various  buildings  necessary  for  the  distillery.  These  premises  were  let  by  auc- 
tion to  Messrs.  Thomas  Eagle  and  John  Back,  distillers,  for  21  years  from 
Lady-day  1826,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  162/.,  the  lessees  undertaking  substan- 
tially to  repair  the  buildings,  agreeably  to  a specification  produced  at  the  time 
of  the  letting,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  surveyor  of  the  parish.  The  repairs 
are  in  progress,  and  the  lease  will  be  executed  when  they  are  completed.  The 
previous  rent  had  been  132/.  upon  a letting  for  21  years.  Half  of  this  rent  is 
paid  to  the  churchwardens  of  St.  Luke,  the  rest  is  considered  to  belong  to  the 
general  charity-fund  of  St.  Giles,  Cripplegate ; but  there  are  no  documents 
respecting  this  property  indicating  on  what  trusts  it  is  held,  nor  do  the  parish 
know  how  the  possession  of  it  was  obtained. 

Bleyton’s  Charity,  including  Rochdale’s  Gift. 

William  Bley  ton , by  Will,  dated  10th  November  1585,  gave  to  the  poor  of  Bleyton’s  Charity, 
the  parish  of  St.  Giles,  Cripplegate,  a house  or  tenement  standing  within  the  R h^i^G'ft 
freedom,  then  in  the  tenure  of  George  Andrews,  or  of  his  assigns,  adjoining  oc  1 a e b 1 
on  the  south  side  of  the  testator’s  then  dwelling-house,  after  the  decease  of 
himself  and  Alice  his  wife,  to  be  bestowed  upon  the  poor  people  aforesaid,  at 
the  discretion  of  the  vicar  and  churchwardens  yearly,  in  wood  and  coals  ; and 
after  devising  the  house  in  which  he  then  dwelt,  and  the  house  in  which  Chris- 
topher Hewen  and  William  Hewen,  butchers,  then  inhabited,  together  with 
one  acre  and  a half  of  pasture-ground  lying  in  the  common  fields  belonging 
to  Hogsdon,  in  the  county  of  Middlesex,  to  his  natural  son,  Thomas  Bleyton, 
and  to  Edward  Bleyton  successively,  in  tail  male,  he  directed  that  the  said  houses, 
and  one  acre  of  the  said  pasture-ground,  upon  failure  of  such  issue,  should 
remain  and  be  to  the  use  and  behoof  of  the  poor  people  of  St.  Giles  without 
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St.  Giles,  Cripple-  Cripplegate,  to  be  bestowed  in  wood  and  coals  among  them,  at  the  discretion 
Sate-  of  the  vicar  and  churchwardens,  at  such  time  and  in  such  manner  as  the  gift 

Bleyton’s  Charity,  of  Thomas  Busby  was  given  and  distributed;  and  he  directed  that  if  the  said 
&c.  ’ two  houses  and  land  should  come  to  the  poor  people  for  want  of  issue  male  of 

continued.  the  said  devisees,  that  then  the  said  half  acre  of  pasture-ground  should  remain 

v for  ever  to  the  use  of  the  churchwardens  from  year  to  year,  in  consideration  of 

their  pains  therein.  And  by  a nuncupative  codicil  to  his  said  will,  made  shortly 
before  his  death,  he  gave  to  his  wife  four  acres  of  land  lying  near  Hoxton-field 
in  the  county  of  Middlesex,  for  her  life,  and  after  her  decease  he  gave  the 
same  to  be  employed  by  the  vicar  and  churchwardens  of  St.  Giles  aforesaid 
for  the  time  being,  to  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  said  parish. 

After  the  deaths  of  Alice  the  testator’s  wife,  and  Thomas  Bleyton,  the  two 
messuages,  and  acre  and  a half  of  land,  mentioned  in  the  second  clause  of  the 
above  will,  came  to  the  possession  of  Edward  Bleyton,  who  being  heir-at-law 
of  the  testator,  as  well  as  devisee  in  tail,  by  indenture  dated  6th  March,  41st 
Elizabeth,  (1599)  to  the  intent  that  the  said  premises  might  remain  and  be  to 
the  use  and  behoof  of  the  said  poor  people  after  the  death  of  him  the  said 
Edward  without  issue  male,  conveyed  his  reversion  and  remainder  in  the 
said  messuages  and  acre  and  a half  of  land,  to  Launcelot  Andrewes,  D.  D.  vicar 
of  St.  Giles,  Cripplegate,  and  divers  others  of  the  same  parish  (among  whom 
was  William  Reading)  and  their  heirs. 

From  an  ancient  book  of  wills  and  benefactions  formerly  belonging  to  the 
Lordship  part  of  the  parish  of  St.  Giles,  Cripplegate,  and  now  to  the  parish  of 
St.  Luke,  it  appears  that  the  consideration  given  by  the  grantees  to  Edward 
Bleyton  for  this  conveyance  was  13/.  6s.  8 d. 

The  parish  is  now  possessed  of  two  houses  situated  at  the  north-west  end 
of  Whitecross-street,  which  formerly  belonged  to  William  Bleyton,  the  testator, 
but  we  have  not  been  able  satisfactorily  to  identify  them  with  any  of  those 
mentioned  in  his  will.  It  appears  from  the  title-deeds  of  this  property,  that 
between  the  date  of  William  Bleyton’s  will,  and  his  death,  which  took  place 
in  159L  he  by  indenture,  dated  the  14th  June,  36th  Eliz.  (1588)  bargained 
and  sold  to  William  Dawtrey,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  a messuage,  with  the  yard, 
back-side,  &c.  situate  in  or  near  Whitecross-street,  then  in  the  occupation  of 
Thomas  Prentice,  and  some  time  in  the  occupation  of  Thomas  Benson.  This 
house  (which  was  afterwards  divided  by  a lessee  of  Dawtrey’s  into  two  tene- 
ments) passed  by  successive  conveyances  to  Thomas  Snodham,  and  on  his  death 
in  1625,  became  vested  in  his  daughters  and  co-heirs,  Elizabeth,  wife  of 
Thomas  Appleford,  and  Sarah,  wife  of  Thomas  Geers. 

It  appears,  that  some  time  after  this  the  parish  claimed  and  obtained  posses- 
sion of  these  houses  as  having  been  the  house  devised  to  the  poor  of  the  parish 
by  the  said  William  Bleyton  ; that  an  action  of  ejectment  was  afterwards 
brought  against  the  tenant  of  the  parish,  in  which  the  defendants  failed  to  prove 
their  title  ; and  that  thereupon  a negociation  was  entered  into  with  Appleford, 
which  terminated  in  the  parish  purchasing  the  two  houses  for  200/. 

In  the  purchase-deed,  dated  20th  August  1663,  and  made  between  Edward 
Appleford,  of  Winchester,  and  Elizabeth  his  wife,  and  Thomas  Geeves,  of 

in  the  county  of  Hereford,  esquire,  and  Sarah  his  wife,  of  the  one 

part,  and  Ralph  Tasker,  alderman’s  deputy  of  the  ward  of  Cripplegate  without 
London,  and  seventeen  others  of  the  other  part,  the  premises  conveyed  are 
described  as  two  several  messuages,  formerly  one  messuage  with  the  appur- 
tenances, containing  from  north  to  south,  on  the  front  next  Whitecross-street, 
29  feet  of  assize,  and  from  east  to  west,  15  feet  and  a half,  and  all  that  yard  or 
back-side  extending  from  north  to  south,  12  feet  of  assize,  and  from  east  to  west, 
23  feet  of  assize,  to  the  said  messuage  belonging,  all  which  premises  were  some 
time  in  the  occupation  of  one  Humphrey  Fox,  afterwards  of  Thomas  Prentis, 
afterwards  of  Thomas  Smithson,  then  lately  of  Thomas  Butterfield,  and  then 
in  the  possession  of  John  Spurling  and  Henry  Drakely,  situate  in  or  near 
Whitecross-street,  in  the  parish  of  St.  Giles  without  Cripplegate,  London, 
between  the  messuage  or  tenement  late  of  Ann  Blighton,  late  in  the  occupa- 
tion of  Robert  Blithe,  butcher,  on  the  north,  and  certain  almshouses  belonging 
to  the  Company  of  Drapers  of  London,  towards  the  south,  to  hold  the  same 
to  the  use  of  the  grantees,  their  heirs  and  assigns  ; and  it  was  thereby  declared 
that  100/.,  part  of  the  consideration  aforesaid,  was  received  by  those  of  the 

parties 
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parties  of  the  second  part,  who  dwelt  within  the  freedom  of  London,  of  St.  Giles,  Cripple- 
Sir  Thomas  Bvde,  knight,  and  John  Skinner,  executors  of  the  last  will  and  gate' 
testament  of  Richard  Rochdale,  deceased,  which  the  said  Richard  Rochdale  Bleyton’s  Charity, 
did  direct  his  said  executors  to  give  the  said  100/.  to  buy  some  lands  or  tene-  &c. 

inents  for  the  use  and  benefit  only  of  the  poor  of  that  part  of  the  parish  of  continued s 

St.  Giles  without  Cripplegate,  which  is  in  the  freedom  of  London.  v ^ 

The  description  of  the  premises  conveyed  by  this  deed  as  having  the  mes- 
suage late  of  Ann  Blighton,  [Bleyton]  on  the  north,  may  seem  to  afford  some 
colour  for  the  supposition  of  their  being  the  house  first  mentioned  in  Bleyton’s 
will,  and  which  is  stated  to  have  adjoined  on  the  south  side  of  the  testator’s  then 
dwelling.  It  is  possible  that  it  may  have  been  so ; and  that  after  making  his 
will  he  sold  the  house  he  had  so  devised,  without  subsequently  altering  his 
will ; and  a conjecture  may  be  formed  that  the  land  given  by  his  nuncupative 
codicil  to  his  wife  for  life,  and  afterwards  to  the  poor,  was  meant  as  a com- 
pensation for  the  gift  which  he  had  thus  rendered  inoperative. 

In  the  year  1801,  these  houses  having  been  reported  by  the  parish  surveyor 
to  be  incapable  of  repair,  an  agreement  was  entered  into  with  Henry  Flower 
to  let  them  to  him  for  6l  years  from  Midsummer  in  that  year,  at  a peppercorn 
rent  for  the  first  six  months,  and  15  /.  15  s.  a year  for  the  rest  of  the  term  ; and 
that  he  should  take  down  the  old  houses,  and  build  two  new  ones  in  their  room. 

The  two  new  houses  having  been  built  according  to  the  agreement,  two  sepa- 
rate leases  were  at  his  desire  granted  to  him,  one,  of  the  house  No.  3,  in  White- 
cross-street  for  the  term  aforesaid,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  9 /.,  and  the  other  of 
the  house  No.  4,  in  Whitecross-street,  for  the  like  term,  at  the  yearly  rent  of 
61.  15  s. 

With  respect  to  the  two  houses  mentioned  in  the  second  clause  of  William 
Bleyton’s  will,  and  which  afterwards  came  to  Edward  Bleyton,  it  may  be 
that  they  never  vested  in  the  parish,  in  consequence  of  the  contingency  not 
having  happened  upon  which  that  limitation  was  to  take  effect,  namely,  the 
failure  of  issue  of  Edward  Bleyton. 

The  first  document  that  we  find  relative  to  the  land  devised  by  the  nuncupative 
codicil  to  Bleyton’s  will,  is  a deed,  dated  20th  June,  4th  Chas.  I.,  whereby 
William  Reddinge  granted  to  John  Lord  Bishop  of  Rochester,  vicar  of  the 
parish  of  St.  Giles  without  Cripplegate,  London,  and  Roger  Gardner,  deputy 
of  the  ward  of  Cripplegate,  and  several  others,  parishioners  of  the  parish  of 
St.  Giles  aforesaid,  all  those  four  acres  of  land  lying  in  or  near  the  field 
called  Hoxton  Fields,  in  the  county  of  Middlesex,  late  in  the  tenure  of 
Robert  Newby,  and  then  of  Fulke  Higgins,  or  his  assigns,  all  which  premises 
one  Edward  Bleyton,  kinsman  and  next  heir  to  William  Bleyton  of  the  afore- 
said parish  of  St.  Giles,  butcher,  deceased,  by  his  writing  of  assignment,  dated 
6th  March,  41st  Elizabeth,  had  granted  to  him  the  said  William  Reddinge, 
and  to  Lancelot  Andrews,  D.  D.  then  vicar  of  the  said  parish,  Nicholas 
Collyn  and  others,  all  of  whom  the  said  William  Reddinge  had  survived,  to 
hold  the  said  premises  to  the  use  of  the  said  Lord  Bishop  of  Rochester  and 
others,  their  heirs  and  assigns  for  ever. 

The  grant  from  Edward  Bleyton  of  the  6th  March,  41st  Eliz.,  here  referred 
to,  cannot  be  the  same  as  that  above  noticed,  though  of  the  same  date,  and 
made  to  the  same  parties ; for  that  deed  (of  which  we  have  a full  copy)  relates 
only  to  the  two  houses,  and  an  acre  and  a half  of  land  given  by  the  will,  and 
does  not  mention  the  four  acres  given  by  the  codicil. 

In  the  next  deed,  which  is  an  Indenture  of  Feoffment,  dated  2d  April  I76O, 
between  the  Rev.  William  Nicholls,  D.  D.  vicar  of  St.  Giles  without  Cripple- 
gate, London,  and  rector  of  St.  Luke,  Middlesex,  William  Holme  and  another, 
churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  St.  Giles  without  Cripplegate,  William  Chater 
and  another,  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  St.  Luke  aforesaid,  of  the  one 
part,  and  Thomas  Stagg,  of  the  parish  of  St.  Giles  aforesaid,  of  the  other  part, 
the  said  William  Nicholls,  and  others,  of  the  first  part,  conveyed  to  the  said 
Thomas  Stagg  all  those  two  several  messuages  or  tenements,  with  the  appurte- 
nances, situate  on  the  west  side  of  Whitecross-street,  near  the  end  of  Beech- 
lane  there,  in  the  said  parish  of  St.  Giles  without  Cripplegate,  then  in  the  tenure 
of  Thomas  Simpkin,  victualler,  his  undertenants  or  assigns  j and  also  all  those 
four  acres  and  a half  of  land,  be  the  same  more  or  less,  three  acres  whereof  lay 
in  Hoxton  Fields,  in  the  county  of  Middlesex,  on  the  left-hand  of  the  foot-path- 
way leading  from  Old-street  Pound  to  Islington,  immediately  passing  over  the

St.  Gil«,  Cripple-  flood-ditch  abutting  east  on  the  aforesaid  pathway,  south  on  the  aforesaid  flood- 
gate.  ditch,  west  on  four  acres  of  land  of  the  masters  of  Bartholomew  Hospital,  and 
Bleyton’s  Charity,  north  on  the  lord  of  the  manor’s  demesne ; between  the  hospital  four  acres, 
&c.  and  the  parish’s  three  acres,  there  were  stones  set  in  the  ground  for  land- 

continued.  j marks ; the  other  acre  and  a half  lying  in  the  parish  of  St.  Leonard,  Shore- 
s ^ ditch,  in  the  county  of  Middlesex,  on  the  lower  or  east  part  of  the  field  called 

the  Mow  Meads,  bounded  on  the  east  by  the  Moneyer’s  Land,  on  the  west  by 
land  of  Samuel  Alloway,  abutting  north  on  the  lord’s  demesne  lands,  and  south 
on  the  prebend’s  land,  called  More’s  Prebend;  between  the  lands  of  the  said  Sa- 
muel Allowav  and  the  Moneyers  Land,  and  this  acre  and  a half  acre,  were  stones 
set  in  the  ground  for  land-marks;  to  hold  the  same  to  the  said  Thomas  Stagg, 
and  his  heirs,  in  trust,  to  convey  the  said  premises  as  thereinafter  mentioned. 

And  by  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release,  the  Release  bearing  date  the 
8d  April  I76O,  the  said  Thomas  Stagg,  in  performance  of  the  trust  vested  in 
him  by  the  preceding  deed,  conveyed  to  the  said  Dr.  William  Nicholls,  and  his 
heirs,  the  premises  in  the  preceding  deed  mentioned,  to  the  use  of  him  the  said 
William  Nicholls,  and  other  persons  therein  named,  two  being  churchwardens 
of  the  parish  of  St.  Giles,  Cripplegate,  other  two  churchwardens  of  the  parish 
of  St.  Luke,  the  deputy  of  Cripplegate  ward,  one  of  the  brokers  of  the  said 
ward,  and  four  others,  inhabitants  of  the  parish  of  St.  Giles  without  Cripplegate, 
and  seven  inhabitants  of  the  parish  of  St.  Luke,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  in  trust, 
to  pay  and  apply  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  premises  to  the  use  and 
benefit  of  the  poor  of  the  respective  parishes  of  St.  Giles  and  St.  Luke  aforesaid, 
in  such  manner  as  was  directed  in  and  by  the  last  will  and  testament  of  William 
Bley  ton,  theretofore  of  the  parish  of  St.  Giles  without  Cripplegate. 

It  appears  from  the  foregoing  statement  that  the  two  houses  mentioned  in 
these  last  deeds,  were  not  those  devised  by  the  second  clause  of  William 
Bleyton’s  will,  but  those  which  were  claimed  by  the  parish,  as  having  consti- 
tuted the  house  devised  by  the  first  clause,  and  which  shortly  after  the  date  of 
those  deeds,  having  failed  to  establish  their  claim,  they  purchased  as  above 
stated. 

The  circumstance  of  the  land  conveyed  by  these  deeds  comprising  half  an 
acre  more  than  the  land  mentioned  in  the  codicil,  and  in  the  deed  of  the 
20th  June,  4th  Charles  I,  and  its  consisting  of  two  distinct  parcels,  one  of  them 
being  an  acre  and  an  half,  lying  apart  from  the  rest,  suggests  a conjecture  that 
the  acre  and  a half  mentioned  in  the  second  clause  of  the  will,  and  in  Edward 
Bleyton’s  grant,  may  at  this  time  have  come  into  the  possession  of  the  parish. 
But  we  have  been  unable  to  obtain  any  more  distinct  account  of  the  property 
derived  from  William  Bleyton. 

In  a subsequent  trust-deed,  dated  the  27th  December  1792,  the  premises 
conveyed  are  described  as  two  messuages  on  the  west  side  of  Whitecross-street, 
near  the  end  of  Beech-lane,  and  four  acres  and  an  half  of  land,  three  acres 
thereof  lying  in  Hoxton  Field,  on  the  left-hand  side  of  the  footway  leading 
from  Old-street  Pound  to  Islington,  immediately  passing  over  the  flood-ditch, 
the  south-west  corner  of  which  was  then  laid  into  and  was  part  of  the  road 
leading  from  the  end  of  Chiswell-street  to  Islington,  called  the  City-road, 
describing  the  abuttals  as  in  the  former  deed,  and  also  that  new-built  messuage 
or  tenement,  with  the  appurtenances,  then  lately  erected  or  built  on  part  of  the 
said  land,  and  used  for  the  workhouse  of  the  said  parish  of  St.  Luke,  the  other 
acre  and  a half  of  land  being  situate  in  the  parish  of  St.  Leonard,  Shoreditch, 
described  as  in  the  former  deed,  on  which  said  acre  and  an  half  of  land  had  been 
then  lately  erected,  built  and  made,  several  cottages  or  tenements,  sheds  and 
other  buildings,  and  garden-plots. 

By  the  latest  trust-deed,  which  is  dated  the  27th  April  1809,  the  premises 
described  as  in  the  deed  last  above  mentioned,  are  conveyed  to  the  use  of  the 
Reverend  William  Holmes,  vicar  of  St.  Giles,  Thomas  Willatts,  Thomas 
Smith,  John  Stubbs,  Thomas  Brown,  Matthew  Wood,  esquire,  alderman  of 
the  city  of  London,  Thomas  Dolley,  esquire,  deputy  of  the  ward  of  Cripple- 
gate without,  William  Godfrey  Browne,  Joseph  Daker,  and  Richard  Dixon, 
common  councilmen  of  the  said  ward,  Henry  Carr,  Joseph  Mayor,  and  John 
Simpkin,  inhabitants  of  the  parish  of  St.  Giles,  Cripplegate,  the  Reverend 
Thomas  Farmer,  rector  of  the  parish  of  St.  Luke,  John  Lucas,  Josiah  Moorman, 
John  Simmons,  Henry  Grace,  and  William  Stubbs,  inhabitants  of  the  said 
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parish  of  St.  Luke,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  upon  the  same  trusts  as  declared  St.  Giles,  Crjpple- 
in  the  former  deeds.  giUe' 

The  land  now  enjoyed  by  the  parish  under  these  conveyances  consists  of  two  B,  ton>s  charity, 
parcels,  one  containing  2 a.  3 r.  5 r.  situate  in  Hoxton  Fields  ; the  other,  con-  &c. 

taining  one  acre  and  an  half,  situate  in  the  parish  of  St.  Leonard,  Shoreditch,  and  continued. 

which  are  respectively  bounded  as  described  in  the  trust-deeds.  From  the  v 
south-west  corner  of  the  first  of  these  parcels  a small  portion  has  been  taken, 

(as  stated  in  the  deeds),  for  the  purpose  of  making  the  City  Road,  and  which  is 
not  included  in  the  acreage  above  set  forth. 

It  does  not  appear  that  any  compensation  was  made  to  the  parish  for  the  por- 
tion of  charity -land  thus  taken. 

The  charity-land  was  at  that  time  on  lease  to  Rateliffe  Moffatt,  the  proprietor 
of  an  adjoining  piece  of  land,  through  which  also  the  road  was  carried  ; com- 
pensation was  awarded  to  Moffatt  in  respect  of  land  taken  into  the  road,  and  an 
annual  payment  is  now  made  to  his  representatives  in  pursuance  thereof;  but 
■whether  this  compensation  related  to  the  land  held  by  him  on  lease  from  the 
parish,  as  well  as  the  adjoining  land  of  which  he  was  the  owner,  there  seems  to 
be  now  no  means  of  ascertaining. 

Previously  to  the  year  1780  this  land  had  been  on  lease  to  Moffatt,  at  the 
annual  rent  of  21  /.;  after  his  death  a lease  was  granted  to  his  widow  for  21 
years,  from  Michaelmas  1780?  at  the  reduced  rent  of  18/.  a year. 

• From  the  minutes  of  the  committee  of  the  two  parishes,  under  date  of 
22d  February  1782,  it  appears  that  the  parishioners  of  St.  Luke,  intending  to 
build  a new  workhouse  for  their  poor,  proposed  to  erect  the  same  on  some  part 
of  the  land  in  Hoxton  Fields  so  agreed  to  be  let  to  Mrs.  Moffatt,  who  was 
willing  to  relinquish  her  right  to  the  same  ; and  it  was  thereupon  agreed  by  the 
committee  that  a lease  should  be  granted  of  the  said  land  to  such  persons 
as  should  be  appointed  trustees  for  the  parish  of  St.  Luke,  for  99  years  from 
Michaelmas-day  then  next,  at  the  clear  yearly  rent  of  18/. ; and  it  was  further 
agreed,  that  the  existing  lease  of  the  part  of  the  workhouse  in  Moor-lane,  which 
belonged  to  the  parish  of  St.  Luke,  being  one  undivided  fourth  part,  (of  which 
we  shall  have  occasion  to  speak  hereafter,)  should  be  surrendered,  and  a new 
i lease  granted  thereof  to  the  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  St.  Giles,  Cripple- 
gate,  for  99  years  from  Michaelmas  then  next,  at  a clear  yearly  rent  of  4/.  In 
pursuance  of  this  agreement  a lease  was  granted  by  Sir  James  Esdaile,  surviving 
trustee  of  these  charity-lands,  to  the  Rev.  Henry  Waring,  rector,  and  Richard 
Sturley  and  Richard  llecves,  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  St.  Luke,  of  the 
four  acres  and  a half  of  land  described  as  in  the  trust-deeds,  adding  that  the 
south-wTest  corner  of  the  three  acres  was  then  laid  into  and  wTas  part  of  the  new 
road  called  the  City  Road,  and  comprising  the  new-built  messuage  or  tenement, 
with  the  appurtenances,  lately  erected  and  built  on  part  of  the  said  land,  and 
then  used  for  the  workhouse  of  the  said  parish  of  St.  Luke. 

1 The  acre  and  an  half  lying  in  the  parish  of  Shoreditch  has  been  let  off  by  the 
parish  of  St.  Luke,  to  a person  of  the  name  of  Pitt,  who  has  erected  thereon 
a number  of  small  cottages,  now  called  Chatham  Gardens. 

The  ground  comprised  in  the  remainder  of  the  three  acres  is  occupied  as 
garden-ground  ; part  of  it  used  with  the  workhouse,  and  part  of  it  let  off.

This  division  is  not,  perhaps,  strictly  correct.  We  have  seen  that  one  half  of 
the  purchase-money  of  the  houses  in  Whitecross-street  was  supplied  by  the 
gift  of  Richard  Rochdale,  which  the  donor  had  appropriated  to  the  poor  of 
the  Freedom  part  of  the  parish.  The  other  half  was  from  the  general  fund 
of  the  parish,  and  the  land  given  by  Bleyton  was  for  the  whole  parish.  It 
seems,  therefore,  that  one  half  of  the  rents  of  the  houses  should  be  appropriated 
to  the  parish  of  St.  Giles,  Cripplegate,  and  the  other  half  of  those  rents,  with 
the  rent  of  the  land,  divided  equally  between  the  parishes.

Estate  in  Moor  Lane  and  Little  Moorfields. — Charities  of  Mason, 
Day,  George  Smith,  and  Hanbery  and  Budd. 

The  parishes  are  possessed  of  an  estate  in  what  was  formerly  Moor-lane  and 
little  Moorfields,  originally  purchased  of  one  John  Partridge,  towards  which 
purchase,  or  the  reimbursement  of  the  parishes  in  making  it,  the  following 
donations  are  believed  to  have  contributed. 

Mason’s  Charity. — Roger  Mason , by  Will,  dated  29th  July  1603,  directed 
that  his  executrix  should  deliver  to  the  vicar  and  churchwardens  of  St.  Giles 
without  Cripplegate,  the  sum  of  200/.,  within  ten  months  next  after  his  de- 
cease, to  be  by  them  employed  to  the  uses  following  ; that  is  to  say,  that  they 
should  purchase  within  two  years  next  after  his  decease,  to  them  and  their 
heirs,  so  much  land  as  at  a reasonable  value  they  might  purchase  for  the  same, 
the  profits  and  rents  of  which  land  should  be  yearly  employed  by  the  said 
feoffees,  and  their  heirs,  upon  ten  meet  and  decent  gowns  of  black  cloth,  the 
same  to  be  given  to  ten  of  the  poorest  inhabitants  of  the  said  parish,  dwelling 
within  the  Freedom  part  thereof ; and  if  it  should  happen  that  the  said  vicar 
and  churchwardens,  or  any  two  of  them  in  whose  names  the  said  land  should 
be  purchased,  should  die  without  heirs,  it  was  his  will  that  the  feoffees  in  trust 
surviving  should  convey  the  said  lands,  by  sufficient  assurance  in  the  law,  to 
twelve  discreet  parishioners  of  the  said  parish,  to  hold  to  them  and  their  heirs 
to  the  uses  aforesaid.  The  testator  bequeathed  the  further  sum  of  100/.  to  the 
parish,  upon  the  like  trusts,  in  the  event  of  his  wife  not  being  with  child,  which 
sum  does  not  appear  to  have  been  received. 

Day’s  Charity. — William  Day , by  Will,  proved  26th  September  1603,  gave 
to  and  amongst  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  St.  Giles  without  Cripplegate  the  sum 
of  80/.  to  be  paid  to  the  said  parish  within  two  years  after  his  decease,  for 
childrens  coats,  against  All  Saints. 

Robert  Smith's  Charity. — It  appears  from  a memorandum  in  the  donation- 
book,  dated  23d  March  1607,  that  Robert  Smith  in  his  life-time  delivered  to 
the  vicar,  churchwardens,  and  vestrymen  of  the  parish  of  St.  Giles  without 
Cripplegate,  the  sum  of  50/.,  to  the  end  that  they  and  their  successors  should 
for  ever  thereafter,  every  year,  buy  four  small  Bibles,  well  bound,  buffed  and 
bossed,  and  give  them  at  the  feast  of  Easter,  to  four  such  towardly,  honest,  and 
diligent  scholars  as  were  children  of  poor,  godly,  honest  and  religious  parents, 
and  which  were  and  should  be  ordinary  hearers  of  God’s  word  preached, 
dwelling  in  the  said  parish,  within  the  freedom  of  London  ; and  also  weekly, 
for  ever,  should  give  twelve  penny  loaves  of  wheaten  bread  to  twelve  such  poor  of 
the  said  parish,  within  the  said  precinct  of  the  said  parish,  as  were  and  should 
be  godly,  religious  and  honest,  and  ordinary  hearers  of  the  word  of  God 
preached,  to  be  likewise  appointed  by  the  said  vicar,  churchwardens  and  ves- 
trymen, which  said  sum  of  50/.  the  said  vicar,  churchwardens  and  vestrymen, 
at  a vestry  holden  on  the  day  above  mentioned,  had  accepted  and  received, 
promising  for  themselves  and  their  successors  duly  and  truly  to  perform  what- 
soever was  appointed-,  and  they  further  promised  presently  to  charge  the 
lands  lately  purchased  of  John  Partridge  for  due  performance  thereof,  for  ever, 
and  because  there  was  yet  no  profit  made  of  the  said  50/.,  therefore  the  said 
Robert  Smith  had  given  four  Bibles  to  be  bestowed  at  Easter  then  next. 

Hanbery  and  Budd’s  Charity. — It  is  stated  in  the  donation  - book  as 
follows:  “ Mr.  Banbury  alias  Hanbery,  and  Mr.  Richard  Budd,  in  the  year 

1610, 
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1610,  gave,  every  Good-Friday  to  this  parish  freedom,  yearly,  six  books  of 
Common  Prayer,  in  quarto,  well  buffed  and  bossed,  to  be  distributed  by  the 
vicar  and  six  churchwardens  for  the  time,  to  six  children  of  the  same  parish,  as 
above  said,  and  one  dozen  of  penny  bread,  every  Sunday,  to  the  poor,  and  this 
gift  to  continue  for  ever  for  the  maintaining  thereof.  There  is  Mr.  Partridge’s 
lands  to  maintain  this  gift.” 

The  premises  purchased  of  John  Partridge  will  be  found  particularized  in 
the  following  indenture : 

By  Indenture,  dated  21st  November,  3d  James  I.,  between  John  Partridge,  of 
the  one  part,  and  Edward  Sycklyn  and  David  Johns,  two  of  the  churchwardens 
of  the  parish  of  St.  Giles  without  Cripplegate,  London,  and  eighteen  others, 
parishioners  of  the  said  parish,  of  the  other  part,  the  said  John  Partridge,  in 
consideration  of  405  /.,  bargained  and  sold  to  the  parties  of  the  second  part,  their 
heirs  and  assigns,  a messuage  or  tenement,  and  three  several  tenements  thereto 
adjoining,  situate  in  Moor-lane,  in  the  parish  of  St.  Giles  without  Cripplegate, 
and  three  stables  in  Moor-lane  aforesaid,  to  the  premises  or  some  part  of  them 
then  lately  belonging,  and  all  appurtenances  to  the  said  messuage  and  other 
premises  belonging  ; and  also  a parcel  of  ground  having  therein  three  several 
tenters  and  tenter-yard,  and  ten  several  gardens  or  garden-plots,  and  one  small 
tenement  and  yard  situate  in  the  said  parish  of  St.  Giles,  and  also  two  other 
gardens  or  garden-plots  situate  in  the  said  parish,  and  adjoining  to  the  said 
tenter-yard,  and  gardens  on  the  west  part  of  them,  and  all  houses,  buildings,  &c., 
and  which  premises  last  above  mentioned  were  situate  in  or  near  Little  Moor- 
fields,  or  Moor-lane,  sometimes  called  Moor-street,  in  the  parish  of  St.  Giles 
without  Cripplegate,  and  abutted  upon  Little  Moorfields  aforesaid,  on  the  east, 
and  upon  the  said  land  and  tenement  first  above  mentioned  on  the  west,  and 
upon  certain  tenters  and  gardens  there,  belonging  to  the  company  of  Merchant 
Taylors,  on  the  north,  and  a certain  alley  leading  out  of  Little  Moorfields  into 
Moor-lane  on  the  south,  to  hold  the  same  to  the  said  parties  of  the  second 
part,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  for  ever. 

By  Indenture,  dated  6th  February  1659,  John  Reading,  described  as  son  and 
heir  of  William  Reading,  last  surviving  feoffee  and  trustee  of  the  persons,  parties 
in  the  second  part  to  the  indenture  above  abstracted,  conveyed  to  Charles  Mynn 
and  several  others,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  the  premises  described  in  the  former 
indenture,  upon  trust,  that  they  should  permit  and  suffer  all  the  rents  and  pro- 
fits of  the  said  premises  to  be  bestowed,  and  disposed  of  to  and  amongst  and 
for  the  use  benefit  and  behoof  of  the  poor  of  the  said  parish  of  St.  Giles 
Cripplegate,  by  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  same  parish 
for  the  time  being. 

By  the  next  trust-deed,  which  is  dated  16th  April  1692,  after  conveying  to 
new  trustees  the  before-mentioned  premises  upon  the  same  trusts  as  are  declared 
of  the  last-mentioned  deed,  it  is  witnessed,  that  forasmuch  as  some  question 
had  lately  arisen  in  the  vestry  touching  the  division  of  the  rents  and  profits  of 
the  premises  between  the  respective  poor  of  the  respective  parts  of  the  parish  in 
London  and  Middlesex,  for  appeasing  thereof,  and  avoiding  all  doubts  in  future, 
it  had  been,  on  19th  June  then  last,  at  a vestry  held  by  both  parts  of  the  parish, 
referred  to  a committee  of  both  sides  to  inspect  all  deeds  and  evidences  relating 
to  the  premises,  and  the  said  committee  reported  that  three  fourth  parts  of  the 
purchase-money  for  the  premises  were  the  proper  monies  of  and  belonging  to 
the  poor  of  the  Freedom  part  of  the  said  parish,  and  the  other  one-fourth  part 
to  the  poor  of  the  Lordship  part,  and  that  three  fourths  of  the  rents  and  profits 
ought  to  have  been  applied  to  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  Freedom  part,  and  the 
other  fourth  to  the  use  of  the  Lordship  part  of  the  parish ; and  the  vestry,  on  20th 
October  then  last,  ordered  that  the  rents  and  profits  should  go  and  be  for  ever 
thereafter  enjoyed  by  the  respective  poor  of  the  respective  parts  of  the  said 
parish  in  the  manner  so  reported ; and  it  was  thereupon  by  the  said  indenture 
declared  and  agreed  by  the  vicar  and  churchwardens  of  the  respective  parts  of 
the  said  parish,  parties  thereto,  and  by  the  trustees  therein  named,  that  the  trust 
by  the  said  indenture  in  the  said  trustees  reposed  should  be,  upon  further  trust 
and  confidence,  that  the  said  trustees,  and  their  successors,  should  permit  the 
rents  and  profits  of  the  premises  to  be  bestowed  and  disposed,  to  and  amongst, 
and  for  the  use  and  behoof  of,  the  poor  of  the  respective  parts  of  the  said  parish, 
by  the  respective  churchwardens  thereof,  in  such  manner  and  proportions  as 
above  mentioned. 
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The  last  trust-deed  of  this  property  is  dated  24th  September  1803,  whereby 
George  Roadley,  surviving  trustee,  conveyed  to  the  Rev.  William  Holmes,  vicar 
of  St.  Giles’s,  William  Robson  and  Thomas  Challis,  churchwardens  of  the  said 
parish,  John  Knowles  and  Christopher  Furse,  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of 
St.  Luke,  Middlesex,  Sir  William  Staines,  knight,  alderman  of  the  ward  of 
Cripplegate,  Samuel  Lake,  Thomas  Dolley,  William  Godfrey  Browne,  Benjamin 
Bickerton,  Samuel  Smith,  John  Benjamin  Cole,  Joseph  Daker,  and  Andrew 
Wright,  inhabitants  of  the  said  parish  of  St.  Giles  without  Cripplegate,  the 
Rev.  Thomas  Farmer,  rector  of  the  parish  of  St.  Luke,  John  Stubbs,  Thomas 
Brown,  Edward  Hale,  James  Esdaile,  Thomas  Davis,  Richard  Grace,  and  John 
Moorman,  inhabitants  of  the  parish  of  St.  Luke,  all  that  messuage  or  tenement, 
and  inn  or  livery-stables,  called  the  Roebuck,  and  a parcel  of  void  ground 
thereunto  adjoining,  situate  in  Little  Moorfields  and  Moor-lane,  in  the  parish 
of  St.  Giles  without  Cripplegate,  and  also  those  several  messuages  or  tenements 
and  dwelling-houses  situate  in  Little  Moorfields  and  Gun-alley,  leading  from 
Little  Moorfields  to  Moor-lane,  with  all  buildings,  gardens,  &c.  and  appurte- 
nances, all  which  premises  abutted  upon  Little  Moorfields  east,  upon  Moor- 
lane  west,  upon  lands  belonging  to  the  Merchant  Taylors  Company  north, 
and  on  a certain  alley  leading  from  Little  Moorfields  to  Moor-lane,  called 
Butler’s-alley,  south  ; to  hold  the  same  to  the  grantees,  their  heirs  and  assigns, 
upon  trust,  to  permit  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  premises  to  be  bestowed  and 
disposed  to  and  amongst,  and  for  the  use  and  behoof,  of  the  poor  of  the  said 
parish  of  St.  Giles  without  Cripplegate,  London,  and  St.  Luke  in  the  county 
of  Middlesex,  by  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  said 
parishes,  in  manner  following ; that  is  to  say,  three  fourth  parts  thereof  to  the 
use  of  the  poor  of  the  said  parish  of  St.  Giles,  and  the  other  fourth  part  to  the 
use  of  the  poor  of  the  said  parish  of  St.  Luke. 

The  premises  described  in  the  last  trust-deed,  as  constituting  the  Roebuck  Inn, 
and  the  land  adjoining,  were  on  lease  to  Dr.  Buxton,  for  a term  of  6l  years 
which  terminated  at  Michaelmas  1811,  at  the  rent  of  20/.,  and  the  remainder 
of  the  premises  w'ere  on  lease  to  Jane  Mayor,  for  a term  of  32  years,  which  also 
terminated  at  the  same  period,  at  a rent  of  68/. 

From  the  minutes  of  the  joint  committees  for  managing  the  parish-estates,  it 
appears,  that  on  the  expiration  of  these  leases  it  was  proposed  to  let  the  estate 
in  lots,  upon  building  or  repairing  leases,  and  that  several  offers  to  that  effect 
had  been  sent  in  : these  were  taken  into  consideration  at  a meeting  of  the 
committee,  held  on  the  23d  September  1811,  when  it  was  resolved  that  the 
permanent  interest  of  the  charity  arising  out  of  the  estates  would  be  most 
effectually  promoted  by  accepting  a proposal  made  by  Messrs.  William  Dempsey 
and  Thomas  Phillips,  builders,  by  which  they  were  to  take  the  whole  of  the 
building  ground  and  estates  in  Little  Moorfields,  in  one  lot,  for  a term  of  61 
years,  at  90/.  for  the  first  year,  240/.  for  the  second  year,  and  480/.  for 
the  remainder  of  the  term  ; the  premises  comprised  in  lots  1,  2 and  3,  in 
the  particulars  of  sale,  (being  the  Five  Bells  public-house,  and  three  other 
messuages  in  Little  Moorfields,)  were  to  be  put  into  substantial  repair ; and  on 
the  other  part  of  the  premises  was  to  be  built  a new  street  agreeably  to  a plan 
prepared  by  the  surveyors  for  the  parishes,  and  separate  leases  were  to  be 
granted  of  the  houses  forming  that  street  as  the  same  should  be  erected.  Articles 
of  agreement  were  accordingly  entered  into,  dated  16th  November  1811,  in 
pursuance  of  which  a street  has  been  built,  called  new  Union-street,  running 
from  Little  Moorfields  to  Moor-lane,  and  containing  36  houses.  All  the 
houses  have  been  finished  for  some  years,  and  leases  have  been  granted  of  them 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  agreement  as  follows  ;

All  the  rents  are  reserved  payable  to  the  trustees,  the  lessors,  or  to  the 
churchwardens  of  the  parishes  of  St.  Giles  without  Cripplegate,  London,  and 
St.  Luke,  Middlesex.  They  are  received  by  the  churchwardens  of  Cripplegate, 
and  one  fourth  is  paid  over  by  them  to  the  churchwardens  of  St.  Luke. 

The  parish  workhouse  is  situated  at  the  north-west  corner  of  New  Union- 
street,  and  is  considered  as  forming  No.  24,  in  that  street,  and  between  that  and 
No.  25,  is  an  open  space,  which  according  to  the  agreement  was  to  have  been 
the  site  of  six  additional  houses,  but  which  it  was  afterwards  thought  advise- 
able  to  retain  for  the  accommodation  of  the  workhouse,  to  be  used  as  a play- 
ground for  the  workhouse  children,  and  with  a view  to  give  a greater  circulation 
of  air  to  that  building.  For  this  play-ground  the  overseers  pay  to  the  charity 
the  annual  rent  of  48/.,  being  at  the  rate  of  a ground-rent  of  8/.  for  each  of 
the  six  houses  which  it  had  been  intended  to  erect ; 4 /.  a year  is  paid  to  the 
parish  of  St.  Luke,  as  their  proportion  of  rent  for  such  part  of  the  workhouse 
as  stands  upon  the  charity-land,  but  nothing  is  paid  to  the  charity  in  respect 
of  that  proportion  of  such  rent  as  would  belong  to  the  parish  of  Cripplegate. 
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Mayneh’s  Charity. 

In  the  donation-book  it  is  stated  that  Robert  Mayner,  esquire,  on  the  2d  of 
November  1620,  gave  and  bequeathed  all  those  his  houses  and  tenements  situate 
in  Moor-lane,  in  the  parish  of  St.  Giles  without  Cripplegate,  London,  there- 
tofore demised  to  Francis  Wright  at  the  yearly  rent  of  61.  for  divers  years  then 
enduring,  to  the  vicar  and  churchwardens  of  the  said  parish,  and  their  succes- 
sors, for  ever,  to  the  intent  that  they  should,  yearly,  out  of  the  rents  and  profits 
thereof,  pay  to  the  vicar  of  the  said  church,  or  his  curate,  10s.  for  a sermon,  on 
the  feast  of  All  Saints,  and  that  they  should  yearly  distribute  the  residue  of 
the  rents  and  profits  amongst  the  poor  people  of  the  said  parish  who  should  be 
dwelling  in  Moor-lane  and  Grub-street,  in  such  sort  as  to  them  should  seem 
most  needful. 

In  the  printed  Returns  under  Gilbert’s  Act,  26  Geo.  3,  Mayner’s  gift  is 
stated  to  have  consisted  of  houses  producing  16/.  a year,  of  which  12/.  were 
paid  to  Cripplegate,  and  4/.  to  St.  Luke. 

No  account  can  now  be  given  of  this  property,  unless  it  forms  a part  of  the 
site  of  the  workhouse,  in  respect  of  which,  as  we  have  seen  under  the  head  of  the 
estate  in  Moor-lane,  4 /.  a year  is  paid  to  the  parish  of  St.  Luke.  The  parish  of 
Cripplegate  have  no  property  in  Moor-lane  except  the  workhouse.  The  lO.v. 
given  to  the  vicar  by  Mayner’s  will  is  still  paid  out  of  the  general  charity- 
fund. 

Langley’s  Charity. 

Charles  Langley , by  Will,  dated  30th  April  1602,  gave  after  the  death  of  his 
mother,  Joan  Sowndes,  to  the  vicar  and  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of 
St.  Giles  without  Cripplegate,  London,  and  to  their  successors,  for  ever,  his  six 
messuages  or  tenements,  situate  in  Redcross-street,  in  the  said  parish,  one  of 
them  in  the  occupation  of  him  the  said  Charles  Langley,  and  the  others  of  five 
persons  therein  named,  abutting  towards  the  east  upon  the  said  street,  and 
towards  the  west  upon  the  gardens  or  grounds  belonging  to  the  Goldsmiths 
Company,  to  the  uses  following,  (that  is  to  say),  that  the  said  vicar  and  church- 
wardens, and  their  successors,  should,  with  the  yearly  rents  and  profits  of  the  said 
messuages,  buy  and  provide  on  the  feast-day  of  St.  Bartholomew  the  Apostle,  or 
within  six  days  after,  so  much  northern  cloth,  of  broad  northern  dozens,  as 
should  make  twenty  gowns  for  twenty  poor  men  and  women  of  the  same  parish, 
and  as  much  cotton  lining  as  would  line  those  gowns  quite  through,  and  also  as 
much  canvas  and  lockeram,  or  other  housewifes  cloth,  as  would  make  46 
shirts  and  smocks  for  40  poor  men  and  women  of  the  same  parish,  the  shirts 
to  be  of  lockeram,  and  the  nether  skirts  of  the  smocks  to  be  of  canvas,  the 
upper  bodies  and  sleeves  to  be  of  lockeram,  or  other  housewifes  cloth  ; and  that 
every  year,  upon  the  feast-day  of  All  Saints,  the  vicar  of  the  parish-church  of 
St.  Giles,  or  his  deputy,  should  make  a sermon  in  the  said  parish-church, 
whereat  should  be  present  the  threescore  men  and  women  to  be  appointed  to 
receive  the  aforesaid  gowns,  shirts  and  smocks,  which  sermon  being  ended,  the 
said  vicar,  or  his  deputy,  and  the  churchwardens  should  distribute  to  the  said 
poor  men  and  women,  by  them  to  be  chosen  and  appointed,  which  in  their  con- 
science should  have  most  need,  the  said  20  gowns  and  40  shirts  and  smocks 
ready  and  orderly  made  up,  which  he  desired  might  be  provided  of  as  good 
cloth  and  linen  as  the  rents  and  profits  would  afford,  excepting  and  reserving 
to  the  said  vicar  and  churchwardens,  and  their  successors,  for  ever,  which  he 
gave  them  for  their  pains,  to  the  vicar  40s.,  to  the  churchwardens  10s.  apiece ; 
but  if  it  should  happen  that  any  money  should  be  remaining  of  the  rents  and 
profits,  after  the  said  gowns,  shirts  and  smocks,  and  yearly  sum  of  4/.,  should  be 
fully  paid  and  discharged,  he  directed  that  the  residue  so  remaining  should 
be  distributed,  always  on  the  feast-day  of  All  Saints,  to  the  sick  and  lame 
people  of  the  said  parish  that  then  should  have  most  need. 

By  an  Inquisition  taken  at  the  Guildhall,  London,  on  the  8th  August  1606, 
before  Leonard  Holliday,  knight,  mayor  escheator  of  our  lord  the  King,  in 
the  city  of  London,  by  virtue  of  a writ  of  mandamus  to  inquire  after  the  death 
of  Charles  Langley,  late  of  the  parish  of  St.  Giles  without  Cripplegate,  London, 
brewer,  it  appears  that  Joan  Sowndes,  the  testator’s  mother,  died  on  15th  Fe- 
bruary 1602-3,  and  that  upon  her  death  the  vicar  and  churchwardens  of  the 
said  parish  of  St.  Giles  entered  upon  the  said  messuages,  and  became  possessed 
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of  the  rents  and  profits  thereof;  and  that  at  the  time  of  taking  the  inquisition 
the  premises  were  divided  into  eight  messuages,  and  were  then  of  the  yearly 
value  of  48/. 

In  addition  to  the  premises  derived  from  Langley  as  above,  the  parishes  are 
now  in  possession  of  others,  formerly  belonging  to  the  Goldsmiths  Company, 
concerning  which  we  find  the  following  documents : 

By  Indenture,  dated  7th  May  1613,  the  Goldsmiths  Company,  in  considera- 
tion of  250/.  conveyed  to  George  Beale,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  all  that  their  part 
of  the  brewhouse,  and  vessel  or  vat  therein  erected  and  fastened,  with  the 
sheds,  yard  and  stables  thereunto  adjoining,  together  with  all  buildings  thereon 
erected,  situate  in  or  near  Jewin  garden  or  gardens,  in  the  parish  of  St.  Giles 
without  Cripplegate,  London,  on  the  west  part  of  the  messuage  late  belonging 
to  Charles  Langley,  brewer,  deceased,  which  said  premises  had  theretofore 
been  demised,  occupied,  and  reported  and  taken  as  an  entire  garden,  and  were 
of  late  altered,  laid  and  occupied,  part  to  the  said  brewhouse  and  sheds,  part 
occupied  and  used  for  a yard,  part  occupied  and  used  for  a stable  and  a hay- 
loft lately  erected  thereupon  by  the  said  Charles  Langley,  and  then  severed  and 
divided  with  a brick  wall  on  the  east  side  of  the  Bowling-alley  and  great  garden 
belonging  to  the  said  Company ; and  also  another  piece  of  ground  adjoining  to 
the  north  of  the  said  Bowling-alley,  being  likewise  severed  and  divided  on  the 
south  side  with  the  brick  wall  of  the  said  Bowling-alley  and  great  garden. 

These  premises  afterwards  came  into  the  possession  of  Catherine  Beale,  widow 
of  the  said  George  Beale,  by  a conveyance  from  one  Alexander  Beale ; and 
Catherine  Beale,  by  her  will,  dated  4th  November  1631,  gave  the  same  to 
Robert  Tristram,  her  son  by  a former  husband,  and  to  the  children  of  his  body, 
and  their  heirs,  for  ever,  and  for  want  of  such  heirs  she  gave  the  same  premises 
to  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  St.  Giles  without  Cripplegate. 

Robert  Tristram  afterwards  levied  a fine  in  Easter  term  10  Charles  I.  to  the 
use  of  himself  and  his  heirs,  and  by  Indenture,  dated  15th  April  1636,  in  con- 
sideration of  a competent  and  sufficient  sum  of  money  conveyed  the  premises  to 
Peter  Beake  and  John  Brown,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  in  trust  for  John  Great, 
his  heirs  and  assigns. 

In  an  old  book  containing  abstracts  of  deeds  belonging  to  the  parish  there  is 
mentioned  a deed  of  bargain  and  sale,  dated  2d  January  1638,  of  the  above 
premises  from  Great  and  Brown  in  trust  for  the  parish,  but  this  deed  is  not  now 
found  among  the  parish  documents. 

The  property  now  belonging  to  the  parish  under  Langley’s  will,  and  the 
conveyance  from  the  Goldsmiths  Company,  and  subsequent  conveyances  as 
above  mentioned,  consists  of  a public-house,  called  the  Crown,  and  five  private 
houses  on  the  west  side  of  Redcross-street,  fronting  the  street,  and  a storehouse 
formerly  called  the  Crown  Brewhouse  standing  behind  them,  and  are  held 
under  the  following  leases  ; 

1.  The  Crown  alehouse,  and  also  the  late  brewhouse,  called  the  Crown  Brew- 
house, with  the  several  sheds  and  buildings  thereon  erected,  on  lease,  granted 
by  the  vicar  of  St.  Giles,  Cripplegate,  and  the  churchwardens  of  the  respective 
parishes  of  St.  Giles,  Cripplegate,  London,  and  St.  Luke,  Middlesex,  to  John 
Calvert,  esquire,  and  others,  from  Lady-day  1804,  for  the  term  of  30  years,  at 
the  yearly  rent  of  71  and  which  is  expressed  to  be  granted  in  consideration 
of  the  surrender  of  a former  lease.  The  brewhouse  is  now  occupied  by  Messrs. 
Calvert  for  the  purpose  only  of  a storehouse  for  beer ; the  public-house  is 
under-let  by  them ; the  premises  demised  are  delineated  on  a plan  in  the  margin 
of  the  lease,  and  are  separated  on  the  west  and  south  by  a wall  from  the  pro- 
perty of  the  Goldsmiths  Company. 

2.  A messuage,  being  No.  21,  in  Redcross-street,  on  lease  from  the  same 
parties  to  Thomas  Dolley,  for  the  term  of  31  years  from  Lady-day  1803,  at  the 
yearly  rent  of  18/.,  granted  in  consideration  of  the  costs  and  charges  which  the 
lessee  had  been  put  to  and  expended  in  and  upon  the  premises. 

3.  A messuage,  being  No.  22,  in  Redcross-street,  on  lease  from  the  same 
parties,  to  Peter  Earnshaw,  for  the  term  of  39  years  from  Lady-day  1795,  at  the 
yearly  rent  of  6/.  for  the  first  eight  years  of  the  term,  and  of  20/.  for  the 
remainder  thereof.  This  lease  is  also  granted  in  consideration  of  the  surrender 
of  a former  lease,  and  of  the  costs  and  charges  which  the  lessee  had  been  put 
to  in  the  repairs  of  the  premises.  This  messuage  stands  in  part  over  the  gateway 
leading  to  the  storehouses  in  the  occupation  of  Messrs.  Calvert  and  Co.

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4.  A messuage,  being  No.  23,  in  Redcross-street,  on  lease  from  the  same 
parties,  to  William  Godfrey  Brown,  for  the  term  of  31  years  from  Lady-day 
1803,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  14/.,  granted  in  consideration  of  the  charges  which 
the  lessee  had  been  put  to  in  repairs. 

The  four  leases  above  stated  were  granted  in  pursuance  of  a resolution  of 
the  joint  committee  that  the  respective  premises  should  be  let  to  the  tenants  in 
possession,  provided  they  made  such  repairs  as  were  judged  necessary,  and 
offered  such  terms  as  the  committee  should  approve  of. 

5.  A messuage,  No.  25,  in  Redcross-street,  on  lease  from  the  same  parties 
to  James  Johnson  for  the  term  of  20  years  and  one  quarter  from  Lady-day 
1824,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  43/. 

6.  A messuage,  No.  26,  in  Redcross-street,  on  lease  from  the  same  parties, 
to  William  Bower,  for  the  term  of  twenty  years  and  one  quarter  from  Lady- 
day  1824,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  29/. 

The  two  last  leases  were  granted  upon  a letting  by  public  auction  before  the 
joint  committee,  on  the  3d  June  1823,  the  lessees  being  required  to  make  certain 
specified  repairs,  and  which  were  certified  by  the  parish  surveyor  to  be  com- 
pleted before  the  leases  were  executed. 

The  sums  laid  out  upon  the  four  first  parcels  were  very  considerable.  The 
present  estimated  value  of  the  whole  property  is  about  300/.  a year. 

The  present  rents,  amounting  to  195/.  per  annum,  are  equally  divided  between 
the  two  parishes. 

Ann  Harvest’s  Charity. 

Ann  Harvest,  who  died  in  1610,  gave  by  her  Will  four  tenements  in  Mugwell- 
street,  London,  yielding  20/.  per  annum  rent,  which  she  directed  to  be  distri- 
buted to  20  poor  widows,  at  every  quarter  of  a year  5s.,  during  one  whole  year, 
and  then  20  other  widows  the  next  year,  so  the  widows  changing  every  year. 

In  the  donation-book  from  which  the  above  statement  is  taken  is  a nota  bene, 
“ this  gift  is  given  to  St.  Giles,  Cripplegate,  London,  and  no  mention  of  the 
lordship  in  the  will.”  We  have  been  unable  to  find  the  registration  of  the  will, 
and  therefore  cannot  ascertain  the  accuracy  of  this  note  ; but  it  appears  that 
both  parts  of  the  parish  have  been  accustomed  to  share  in  the  charity. 

The  property  derived  from  this  benefaction  consists  of  three  houses  held  under 
a lease,  dated  8th  October  1776>  whereby  the  vicar  of  St.  Giles,  Cripplegate,  and 
the  churchwardens  of  the  two  parishes,  demised  to  Sylvanus  Hall  all  that  parcel 
of  ground  whereon  lately  stood  six  messuages  and  a yard  thereto  belonging, 
three  being  on  the  west  side  of  Monkwell-street,  opposite  to  Salter’s  Almshouses, 
in  the  parish  of  St.  Olave,  Silver-street,  London,  the  other  three  in  a court 
behind  the  before-mentioned  premises,  on  which  parcel  of  ground  were  built, 
and  then  in  building,  three  brick  messuages  and  other  erections,  to  hold  the 
same  for  01  years  from  Christmas  then  last  at  the  yearly  rent  of  15/.,  and  the 
lessee  covenanted  that  he  would,  within  one  year  from  the  commencement  of 
the  lease,  expend  the  sum  of  600/.  in  erecting  two  or  more  substantial  brick 
houses  on  some  part  of  the  ground,  three  or  more  stories  high  from  the  street, 
to  cover  the  whole  front,  and  to  keep  the  same  in  repair  during  the  term,  and 
insured  against  loss  by  fire. 

These  houses  are  numbered  26,  27,  and  28,  in  Monkwell-street,  and  are  in  the 
occupation  respectively  of  Susanna  Watkinson,  Richard  Palmer,  and  Hannah 
Martin,  as  under-lessees  to  Sylvanus  Hall’s  executors,  at  yearly  rents  amounting 
together  to  141  /. 

The  rent  of  15/.  is  divided  equally  between  the  parishes. 

Houses  in  Philip  Lane  purchased  by  the  Parish. — Charities  (as  supposed) 
of  William  Webb  and  Lady  Bartlett. 

By  Indenture,  dated  1st  February  1621,  between  Sir  Henry  Campion  and 
Dame  Ann  his  wife,  of  the  one  part,  and  John  Bishop  of  Rochester,  vicar  of  the 
parish  of  St.  Giles  without  Cripplegate,  London,  and  divers  others  (four  being 
churchwardens  of  the  said  parish,  and  the  rest  parishioners,)  of  the  other  part, 
it  was  witnessed,  that  the  said  Sir  Henry  Campion  and  Ann  his  wife,  in  con- 
sideration of  300/.,  which  by  divers  good  benefactors  was  given  to  the  vicar 
and  churchwardens  to  and  for  the  use  and  relief  of  the  poor  of  the  said  parish, 
paid  to  the  said  Sir  Henry  Campion  and  Ann  his  wife  by  the  said  parties  ot’ 
the  second  part,  conveyed  to  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part,  their  heirs  and 
assigns,  all  the  messuages  and  tenements  situate  in  or  near  Philip-lane,  in  the 
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parish  of  St.  Alphage,  near  Cripplegate,  in  the  tenures  of  the  persons  therein  St.  Giles,  Cripple- 
named,  and  all  other  the  messuage  and  tenements  situate  in  the  said  parish  of  sate- 
St.  Alphage,  wherein  one  William  Norton,  Edward  Norton  and  Elizabeth  his  House~iiTphilip- 
wife,  had  any  estate  or  interest,  to  hold  the  same  to  the  parties  of  the  second  |ane,  &c. 

part,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  to  the  intent  that  all  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  continued. 

premises  should  remain  and  continue  to  the  only  use,  profit  and  commodity,  v ^ . — / 

and  for  the  maintenance  and  keeping  of,  and  toward  the  poor  of  the  said  parish 
of  St.  Giles  without  Cripplegate,  London,  for  evermore,  according  to  the 
discretion  of  the  vicar  and  churchwardens  of  the  same  parish  of  the  time 
being. 

It  is  not  known  from  what  benefactions  this  purchase-money  was  derived, 
but  it  is  supposed  that  the  following  bequests  were  applied  towards  it,  which 
are  found  in  the  will-book,  but  without  date. 


William  Webb , by  his  Will,  gave  to  the  poor  people  of  the  parish  of  St.  Giles,  William  Webb, 
inhabiting  within  the  freedom  of  London,  in  the  same  parish,  100/.  to  be  dis- 
posed and  bestowed  upon  them,  according  to  the  directions  of  his  executor 
and  overseer  therein  named,  and  of  the  vicar,  minister  and  churchwardens  of 
the  said  parish  within  the  freedom  for  the  time  being. 

Lady  Bartlett , by  Will,  bequeathed  for  the  use  and  relief  of  the  poor  people  Lady  Bartlett, 
of  the  parish  of  St.  Giles  without  Cripplegate,  100/.  in  money  to  be  disposed 
of  and  bestowed  in  such  sort  for  the  perpetual  use  and  benefit  of  the  aged 
poor  as  by  her  executors,  the  parson,  and  ten  of  the  chief  parishioners  for  the 
time  being,  should  be  thought  most  fit  and  convenient,  so  that  the  benefit  of 
the  same  might  for  ever  thereafter  yearly,  upon  Good-Friday,  be  dealt  and 
distributed  as  her  alms,  amongst  the  most  impotent  poor  and  needy  people  of 
the  same  parish. 

There  does  not  seem  any  other  reason  for  referring  these  gifts  to  the  pur- 
chase of  the  houses  in  question,  except  that  the  disposal  of  them  cannot  other- 
wise be  accounted  for. 

In  a subsequent  Indenture  of  Release,  dated  3d  April  I67O,  John  Redding, 
son  and  heir  of  William  Redding,  conveyed  to  John  Pritchett,  D.D.,  vicar 
of  St.  Giles,  and  three  persons  churchwardens,  the  alderman’s  deputy,  and 
several  others,  parishioners  of  the  said  parish,  all  those  tofts  or  parcels  of  ground 
whereon  lately  stood  five  several  messuages  which  were  burnt  down  in  the  fire 
of  1666,  situate  on  the  west  side  of  Phillip-lane,  in  the  parish  of  St.  Alphage, 
and  described  in  a plan  annexed  to  the  said  deed,  and  together  also  with  all  such 
houses,  erections,  edifices,  and  buildings,  as  then  were  building  or  might  there- 
after be  built  thereon,  which  said  messuages  lately  standing  thereon  before  the 
said  fire,  were  theretofore  purchased  of  Sir  Henry  Campion  and  Ann  his  wife  in 
the  names  of  John  Bishop  of  Rochester  and  others  [the  parties  in  the  first 
mentioned  deed]  of  whom  the  said  William  Redding  was  the  survivor,  to  hold 
the  said  tofts  and  parcels  of  ground  unto  the  said  vicar  and  others,  parties  of 
the  second  part,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  in  trust,  to  and  for  the  use,  maintenance 
and  keepiug  of  the  poor  of  the  said  parish  of  St.  Giles  without  Cripplegate, 
for  ever. 

There  has  been  no  subsequent  conveyance  in  trust. 

There  are  now  three  houses  erected  upon  this  ground,  which  were  let  by 
public  bidding  on  the  26th  of  September  1825.  Two  of  them  being  Nos.  15, 
and  17,  in  Philip-lane,  were  taken  by  Benjamin  Smith,  for  a term  of  21  years 
from  Christmas  then  next,  the  first  at  the  annual  rent  of  16  /.,  the  other  at  the 
annual  rent  of  18/.,  the  tenant  putting  the  premises  in  substantial  repair  within 
twelve  months  from  the  day  of  the  letting,  agreeably  to  a specification  produced 
at  the  time,  under  the  direction  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  surveyors  for  the 
two  parishes. 

The  third  house,  being  No.  16,  was  taken  by  George  Mordaunt,  for  the  same 
term,  and  on  the  same  conditions,  at  the  yearly  rent'  of  20/.  He  afterwards 
deserted  the  premises,  of  which  the  parish  regained  possession,  and  they  have 
now  been  let  to  Benjamin  Smith,  the  lessee  of  the  other  houses,  from  Christmas 
1826,  at  the  reduced  rent  of  16/.  One  year  of  Mordaunt’s  rent  was  lost. 

Of  these  rents,  amounting  to  50/.,  two  thirds  go  to  the  parish  of  Cripplegate, 
and  one  third  to  the  parish  of  St.  Luke.

In  the  donation-book  belonging  to  the  parish,  page  42,  is  the  following 
entry : 

“ Item.  There  was  a purchase  bought  of  Mr.  Charles  Bold,  of  a tenement, 
lying  on  the  north  side  of  Barbican,  with  two  gardens,  which  purchase  was 
bought  by  the  vicar  and  churchwardens  then  being,  and  for  the  general  use 
of  the  Freedom  and  Lordship,  and  was  bought  in  the  month  of  July,  in  the 
year  1629.  There  was  paid  for  the  said  purchase  260/. 

“ The  houses  in  Barbican,  amounting  to  20/.  per  annum,  to  be  laid  out  in 
stockings,  shirts,  smocks,  and  bread  for  the  poor  yearly,  for  ever,  being  pur- 
chased with  those  monies,  viz.

It  appears  that  Lancelot  Andrews,  Bishop  of  Winchester,  who  died  in  1626, 
by  a codicil  to  his  Will,  gave  to  the  parson  and  churchwardens  of  this  parish 
100/.  to  the  use  of  the  poor. 

The  donation-book  also  records,  under  the  date  of  1625,  a gift  of  10/.  to  the 
poor  of  this  parish  by  Thomas  Macarness,  late  curate  of  the  parish,  to  be  dis- 
posed of  at  the  discretion  of  the  vicar  and  churchwardens. 

Of  the  gifts  of  Mr.  Nicholson  and  Collector  Plague  no  other  mention  is  made 
than  in  the  foregoing  extract. 

The  purchase-deed  from  Charles  Bold,  referred  to  in  that  extract,  is  dated 
14th  July  1629.  It  states  the  consideration-money  to  be  255/.,  and 
describes  the  premises  as  a messuage,  and  also  a chamber  annexed  thereto, 
with  the  appurtenances,  being  on  the  north  side  of  Barbican.  These  are  con- 
veyed to  Dr.  William  Fuller,  vicar,  the  churchwardens,  and  divers  other 
parishioners  of  St.  Giles,  Cripplegate,  but  no  trust  is  declared. 

By  another  Indenture,  dated  21st  May  1703,  William  Reading,  grandson 
and  heir  of  William  Reading,  who  was  surviving  grantee  in  the  purchase-deed 
above  mentioned,  after  reciting  that  the  premises  thereby  granted  had  been  so 
granted  upon  trust  and  confidence  for  the  performing  works  of  charity,  and 
reparations  of  the  parish-church  of  St.  Giles,  Cripplegate,  conveyed  the  pre- 
mises to  the  Bishop  of  Gloucester,  then  vicar  of  the  said  parish-church,  and  to 
the  churchwardens  and  other  parishioners  of  the  parish,  upon  the  like  trusts. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  description  of  the  premises  in  these  deeds,  and 
the  trusts  declared  in  the  last  of  them,  do  not  thoroughly  agree  with  those  con- 
tained in  the  above  extract  from  the  donation-book. 

It  appears  from  the  minutes  in  an  old  vestry-book,  that  a committee  was 
afterwards  appointed  to  view  the  houses  in  Piough-alley,  and  take  the  dimen- 
sions of  the  ground  belonging  to  the  parish,  with  power  to  treat  with  the  trus- 
tees of  Mrs.  Hinton’s  charity  for  the  purchase  thereof : And  by  minute  of  the 

20th  March  1731,  it  was  agreed  that  a conveyance  should  be  made  to  the  said 
trustees  of  “ the  Plough,  in  Barbican,  and  premises  and  materials  in  the  yard 
behind  the  same,”  for  the  sum  of  200/. 

The  premises  were  accordingly  conveyed  by  Charles  Lowth,  son  and  heir  of 
Henry  Lowth,  surviving  trustee  in  the  last  mentioned  conveyance,  to  Mr. 
William  Meredith  for  the  Freedom  part,  and  Mr.  William  Rawlinson  for  the 
Lordship  part  of  the  parish,  who  conveyed  the  same  for  the  sum  of  200/.  to  the 
trustees  of  Mrs.  Hinton’s  charity,  as  has  already  been  stated  in  the  account  of 
that  charity. 

It  appears  from  the  testimony  of  the  donation-book,  (which  the  small  varia- 
tions in  the  trust-deeds  do  not  seem  sufficient  to  invalidate,)  that  these  pre- 
mises were  originally  purchased  with  funds  given  in  trust  for  the  poor ; and  if 
so,  the  200/.,  for  which  they  were  sold  to  the  trustees  of  Hinton’s  charity,  ought 
to  be  applied  to  the  charitable  uses  for  which  the  original  funds  were  given. 
We  do  not,  however,  find  that  this  has  been  done.  The  200/.  was  carried  to

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St.  Giles,  Cripple- 

the  general  parish  account,  and  no  specific  investment  or  appropriation  of  it  sate- 
appears  to  have  been  made  to  any  charitable  use. 

House  in  Grub  Street. — Charities  (as  supposed)  of  Edward 
Lawrence  and  John  Marshall. 

Edward  Lawrence,  esquire,  by  Will,  as  appears  from  an  extract  thereof,  with-  House  in  Grub- 
out  date,  in  the  donation-book,  gave  to  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  St.  Giles,  street.— Charities 
Cripplegate,  50/.,  with  which  it  was  his  will  that  the  churchwardens  of  the  said  (as  supposed)  °t  Ed- 
parish  should  purchase  tenements  to  the  value  of  31.  per  annum,  over  and  john  Marshall, 
above  all  charges,  which  rent  of  31.  he  directed  should  be  by  the  church- 
wardens distributed  every  Allhallows-day,  at  their  discretion,  to  and  amongst 
the  poor  of  the  said  parish,  for  ever. 

The  donation-book  also  records,  but  without  date,  a gift  of  Mr.  John  Mar- 
shall, of  50/.,  towards  a purchase,  for  which  4/.  a year,  the  profit  of  it,  was  to 
be  given  yearly,  either  in  bread  or  coals,  to  the  poor  of  this  parish  for  ever. 

It  is  supposed  that  these  gifts  were  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  certain  pre- 
mises in  Grub-street,  now  in  the  possession  of  the  parish,  but  it  is  not  known 
on  what  ground  this  supposition  rests ; the  purchase-deeds  are  not  now  found 
among  the  parish  documents. 

The  premises  consist  of  a house  and  yard  in  Grub-street,  held  by  Thomas 
Ball,  under  an  agreement  for  a lease  for  21  years,  from  Lady-day  1824,  at  the 
yearly  rent  of  55/.  The  previous  rent  had  been  30/. 

The  rent  is  equally  divided  between  the  parishes. 

Charities  of  Richard  Budd,  and  the  Bishop  of  Ely. 

Richard  Budd,  by  Will,  dated  20th  July  1630,  bequeathed  the  sum  of  300  /.  Charities  of 
to  the  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  St.  Giles  without  Cripplegate,  and  their  llichard  Budd,  and 
successors,  to  be  by  the  said  churchwardens,  by  the  consent  of  the  vicar  or  ine  1518  ,op  01 
curate  of  the  said  parish,  and  by  the  consent  of  the  testator’s  heirs  or  executors, 
bestowed  in  buying  lands  or  houses,  as  the  said  churchwardens  and  vicar,  and 
his  heirs  and  executors  should  think  fit  and  agree  upon,  out  of  which  he  gave 
3d.  a-piece  every  Friday  morning  to  such  of  the  said  poor  as  should  resort  to 
hear  morning  prayers  at  the  said  church  of  St.  Giles,  so  far  as  the  profit 
yearly  of  the  said  land  or  houses  should  come  to. 

By  Indenture,  dated  13th  April  1633,  between  Thomas  Preston,  of  the  first 
part,  and  William  Fuller,  D.  D.,  vicar  of  St.  Giles  without  Cripplegate,  Robert 
Batt,  John  Wills,  Nicholas  Fawcett  and  Edward  Buckley,  churchwardens  of 
the  said  parish,  and  William  Wase,  executor  of  Richard  Budd,  esquire,  of  the 
second  part,  and  Roger  Gardner,  and  twenty  others,  parishioners  of  the  said 
parish,  of  the  third  part,  reciting  the  will  of  the  said  Richard  Budd ; and 
further  reciting,  that  the  late  John  Lord  Bishop  of  Ely,  by  his  Will,  dated 
16th  April  1631,  had  bequeathed  to  the  poor  of  the  said  parish  of  St.  Giles 
without  Cripplegate,  London,  50/.,  to  be  employed  for  their  best  benefit,  and 
to  be  yearly  distributed  upon  Good-Friday  ; It  was  witnessed,  that  the  said 
churchwardens  had,  by  the  consent  of  the  said  vicar  and  of  the  said  executor  of 
Richard  Budd,  bestowed  the  said  sum  of  300/.,  bequeathed  by  the  said  Richard 
Budd,  and  the  said  50/.  of  the  said  bishop,  for  the  purchasing  of  the  messuage, 
tenement,  and  hereditaments  therein  under  mentioned ; and  the  said  Thomas 
Preston,  in  consideration  of  the  sum  of  350/.,  being  the  abovesaid  sums  of 300/. 
and  50/.  conveyed  to  the  said  Roger  Gardner  and  others,  of  the  third  part, 
their  heirs  and  assigns,  all  that  messuage  or  tenement  being  the  sign  of  the 
Rose  and  Crown,  and  all  shops,  buildings,  gardens,  &c.,  and  appurtenances  to 
the  same  belonging,  situate  in  the  parish  of  St.  Clement  Danes,  in  the  county  of 
Middlesex,  abutting  upon  Lyon’s-inn,  on  the  north,  and  upon  the  King’s 
highway  on  the  south,  upon  trust,  to  permit  the  churchwardens  of  the  said 
parish  of  St.  Giles  without  Cripplegate  to  receive  the  rents  and  profits  of  the 
said  premises,  to  the  intent  that  they  should,  according  to  the  said  will  of  the 
said  Richard  Budd,  bestow  and  distribute  weekly,  to  and  amongst  the  poor  of 
the  said  parish  of  St.  Giles,  3d.  a-piece  every  Friday  morning  unto  such  of  the 
said  poor  as  should  resort  to  hear  morning  prayers  at  the  parish-church  of 
St.  Giles,  as  far  as  all  the  said  rents  and  profits  should  come  or  amount  to,  one 
seventh  part  thereof  only  excepted,  which  said  excepted  seventh  part  of  the 
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said  yearly  rents  and  profits,  the  said  churchwardens  and  their  successors, 
should,  yearly,  upon  every  Good- Friday,  distribute  unto  and  amongst  the  poor 
of  the  said  parish,  according  to  the  said  will  of  the  said  Bishop  of  Ely. 

We  find  no  subsequent  trust-deeds  of  this  property. 

This  house  is  now  the  Dog  Tavern,  in  Holywell-street,  Strand,  and  is  in 
the  occupation  of  William  Hardstaff,  under  a lease  for  the  term  of  thirty 
years  and  one  half  from  Christmas-day  1823,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  81/.,  the 
tenant  undertaking  that  he  would  on  or  before  the  23th  of  March  then  next  sub- 
stantially repair  the  said  messuage,  according  to  a specification  prepared  by 
the  surveyor  for  the  parishes. 

This  house  had  been  let  by  auction  in  March  1825,  and  was  taken  by 
Edward  Sandwell  upon  the  above  terms,  but  he  became  bankrupt,  and  the 
letting  was  transferred  to  the  present  tenant. 

The  rent  is  equally  divided  between  the  parishes. 

Blith’s  Charity. 

By  Indenture,  dated  9th  November  1 633,  reciting  that  William  Nash  and 
Ann  his  wife,  late  one  of  the  daughters  and  orphans  of  Cuthbert  Wells,  by 
Deed  bearing  date  10th  May  1632,  for  the  considerations  therein  mentioned, 
had  granted  to  John  Blith  one  moiety  of  the  yearly  rent  of  8/.  payable  upon 
an  Indenture  of  lease  bearing  date  16th  March  1618,  made  and  granted  by 
Cornelius  Fish,  late  chamberlain  of  London,  and  Ann  Wells,  afterwards  wife  of 
the  said  William  Nash,  and  one  of  the  daughters  of  the  said  Cuthbert  Wells 
and  Margaret  Wells,  another  of  the  daughters  of  the  said  Cuthbert  Wells,  to 
one  John  Rigley,  of  a messuage  or  tenement,  wherein  the  said  Cuthbert  Wells 
had  dwelt  at  the  time  of  his  decease,  situate  in  Swan  Alley,  in  the  parish  of 
St.  Stephen,  Coleman-street,  to  hold  the  said  moiety  of  the  said  rent  to  the  said 
John  Blith,  his  executors,  administrators  and  assigns,  during  the  residue  of  a 
term  of  300  years,  granted  from  one  John  Drury,  esquire,  to  one  Alexander 
Grant,  grandfather  of  the  said  Ann  Nash,  and  which  was  given  and  be- 
queathed to  the  said  Ann  Nash  and  Margaret  her  sister,  by  the  said  Alexander 
Grant ; It  was  witnessed,  that  the  said  John  Blith,  intending  the  execution  and 
performance  of  a pious  and  charitable  work,  granted  to  William  Fuller,  D.  D., 
vicar  of  the  parish  of  St.  Giles  without  Cripplegate,  and  to  the  church- 
wardens of  the  said  parish,  the  deputy  of  the  ward  of  Cripplegate,  and 
several  others  therein  named,  their  successors  and  assigns,  the  said  recited 
deed  under  the  hands  and  seals  of  the  said  William  Nash  and  Ann  his 
wife,  and  the  said  moiety  of  the  said  yearly  rent  of  8 /.,  and  all  such  estate 
and  interest  as  the  said  John  Blith  should,  might,  or  ought  to  have  in  the  said 
moiety  of  the  said  rent,  and  all  other  rent  or  rents  that  might  or  should  accrue 
thereby,  and  also  of,  in,  and  to  the  said  messuage  or  tenement  by  virtue 
of  the  said  recited  indenture ; to  hold  the  same  during  the  residue  of  the  said 
term  of  300  years,  upon  trust,  to  distribute  and  bestow  the  same  in  manner 
following,  that  is  to  say,  in  20  pair  of  watchett-coloured  stockings,  and 
20  pair  of  shoes,  to  20  poor  people  of  the  said  parish,  15  of  the  said  poor 
to  be  inhabiting  within  the  Freedom  of  the  said  parish,  and  the  other  five 
within  the  Lordship  of  Whitecross-street  in  the  said  parish  ; and  when  the 
said  moiety  of  the  yearly  rent  should  amount  to  5 /.  a year,  then  also  to  allow 
to  the  vicar  of  the  said  parish,  5 s.  for  a remembrance  in  his  sermon  of  the 
gift,  and  5 s.  to  the  churchwardens,  for  their  pains  in  the  distribution  of  the 
said  gifts  ; and  if  the  moiety  of  the  rent  of  the  said  messuage  should  at  any 
time  be  increased,  then  the  distribution  of  the  said  stockings  and  shoes  to  be 
more  in  number  according  to  the  proportion  of  the  said  rent,  all  such  gifts 
to  be  distributed  yearly,  on  the  feast-day  of  All  Saints,  always  provided, 
that  the  quit-rent  of  7 s.  a year  for  the  said  moiety  be  first  deducted  thereout. 

By  another  deed  of  the  same  date  the  said  vicar  and  other  grantees  re-granted 
the  said  moiety  of  the  rent  back  to  John  Blith  during  his  life,  and  the  widow- 
hood of  his  wife. 

From  the  recitals  of  another  indenture  dated  the  19th  February  1651,  it 
appears  that  the  house  in  Swan-alley  was  demised  by  John  Drury  to  Alexander 
Grant,  his  executors  and  assigns,  for  300  years  from  the  2d  November  1675, 
at  the  yearly  rent  of  14^.;  that  Alexander  Grant  died  possessed  of  the  said 
messuage,  and  by  his  will  bequeathed  all  his  estate  for  the  use  of  his  daughter 

Catherine ; 
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Catherine ; that  Catherine  being  possessed  of  her  father’s  estate,  married 
Cuthbert  Wells,  and  survived  him,  having  been  made  by  him  the  executrix  of 
his  will ; that  they  left  three  children,  of  whom,  Catherine  died  in  her  minority, 
Ann  married  William  Nash,  and  Margaret  married  Gregory  Chipp,  by  whom 
she  had  one  daughter  named  Catherine  Chipp;  that  Margaret  Chipp  afterwards 
took  administration  with  the  will  annexed  of  the  effects  of  Cuthbert  Wells,  her 
father,  and  so  Gregory  Chipp  and  the  said  Margaret  became  possessed  of  the 
said  lease  and  premises ; that  Catherine  Chipp  the  daughter  married  John 
Hill,  and  at  her  full  age  took  out  administration  to  the  effects  of  Catherine 
Wells  her  grandmother,  and  also  administration  of  the  effects  of  Cuthbert 
Wells  her  grandfather,  unadministered  by  the  said  Margaret  Chipp  her  mo- 
ther ; and  that  the  said  John  Hill  and  Catherine  his  wife  being  so  possessed  of 
the  said  lease  and  premises,  by  their  indenture  of  assignment,  bearing  date 
19th  July  then  last,  granted  the  same  to  Robert  Chipp,  his  executors  and 
assigns  ; and  by  the  indenture  now  abstracting  it  was  witnessed,  that  the  said 
Robert  Chipp,  in  consideration  of  50/.,  granted  to  Thomas  Whittle  and  three 
others,  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  St.  Giles,  Cripplegate,  and  eight  others, 
parishioners,  the  said  indenture  of  lease  before  recited,  and  all  the  estate  and 
interest  of  the  said  Robert  Chipp,  in  or  to  the  said  tenement  or  premises,  to 
hold  the  same  for  the  residue  of  the  said  term  of  300  years,  in  trust,  to  and  for 
such  uses,  intents  and  purposes  as  should  from  time  to  time  be  limited  and  di- 
rected by  the  minister,  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  said 
parish  of  St.  Giles,  Cripplegate,  for  the  time  being,  or  the  greater  number  of 
them. 

There  is  one  subsequent  trust-deed,  dated  20th  February  1684,  whereby 
Thomas  Whittle,  surviving  trustee,  conveyed  the  premises  for  the  remainder  of 
the  term  to  the  then  churchwardens  and  others,  inhabitants  of  the  said  parish, 
upon  the  like  trusts. 

This  house  is  now  held  under  a lease,  granted  by  the  vicar  and  churchwar- 
dens of  the  two  parishes,  to  John  Jacobs,  in  consideration  of  the  costs  and 
charges  which  he  would  be  at  in  pulling  down  the  premises  and  rebuilding  the 
same  in  the  manner  therein  mentioned,  for  a term  of  6l  years  from  Michaelmas 
1778,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  SI.  10s. 

The  premises  are  described  as  a brick  messuage  or  tenement  standing  in  Swan- 
alley,  in  Coleman-street,  of  the  several  dimensions  specified  in  a plan  in  the 
margin  of  the  lease,  and  the  lessee  covenanted  within  four  years  from  Michael- 
mas then  next  to  pull  down  the  said  messuage,  and  in  the  room  thereof  to  build 
one  good  and  substantial  dwelling-house,  and  to  keep  the  same  in  repair  during 

the  term,  and  insure  the  same  from  fire. 

/ 

The  house  has  been  rebuilt  in  pursuance  of  this  covenant,  and  is  stated  to 
be  worth  about  25  /.  a year.  One  fourth  of  the  rent  is  paid  over  to  the  parish 
of  St.  Luke. 

Houses  in  Noble  Street. — Charities  of  Glazebrook,  Barbara  Snow,  and 
(as  supposed)  Nightingale  and  Heath. 

By  Indenture,  dated  2d  May  1660,  between  George  Swinhow,  clerk,  of  the 
one  part,  and  Charles  Mynne  and  others,  inhabitants  and  parishioners  of  the 
parish  of  St.  Giles  without  Cripplegate,  London,  of  the  other  part,  the  said 
George  Swinhow,  in  consideration  of  the  sum  of  880  /.,  conveyed  to  the  said 
Charles  Mynne  and  others,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  eight  messuages,  situate  in 
Noble-street,  in  the  parish  of  St.  Ann  and  Agnes,  near  Aldersgate,  described 
by  the  names  of  the  occupiers,  to  hold  the  same  to  the  use  of  the  said  Charles 
Mynne  and  others,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  for  ever. 

By  Indenture  of  Release,  dated  16th  July  1745,  William  Withers,  heir-at- 
law  of  Nathaniel  Withers,  survivor  of  grantees  in  the  purchase-deed  above 
abstracted,  described  in  the  now  abstracting  deed  as  all  of  them  trustees  and 
feoffees  of  the  premises  in  trust  for  the  purpose  thereinafter  mentioned,  con- 
veyed to  Thomas  Stagg,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  the  said  eight  houses  formerly 
conveyed  by  George  Swinhow  to  the  aforesaid  trustees  and  feoffees,  in  trust,  to 
and  for  the  use  of  the  then  parish  of  St.  Giles  without  Cripplegate,  London, 
and  Middlesex,  with  a covenant  to  levy  a fine  to  the  use  of  the  said  Thomas 
Stagg  and  his  heirs,  of  the  said  premises,  in  trust,  to  and  for  the  only  proper 
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use,  benefit  and  behoof  of  the  several  parishes  of  St.  Giles  without  Cripplegate, 
London,  and  St.  Luke,  in  the  county  of  Middlesex. 

By  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release,  dated  17  and  18  July  1745,  Thomas 
Stagg  conveyed  the  premises  to  William  Withers  and  eleven  others,  and  their 
heirs,  upon  the  same  trusts. 

There  are  two  subsequent  trust-deeds,  the  last  of  which  is  dated  24th  Septem- 
ber 1803,  whereby  the  said  premises,  described  as  six  messuages,  formerly 
eight,  were  conveyed  upon  the  same  trusts  to  the  Rev.  William  Holmes,  vicar 
of  St.  Giles,  Cripplegate,  Sir  William  Staines,  alderman  of  the  ward  of 
Cripplegate,  Samuel  Lake,  esquire,  deputy  of  the  said  ward,  Thomas  Dolley, 
William  Godfrey  Brown,  William  Robson,  Thomas  Challis,  Benjamin  Bicker- 
ton,  Samuel  Smith,  John  Benjamin  Cole,  Joseph  Daker,  and  Andrew  Wright, 
inhabitants  of  the  said  parish  of  St.  Giles ; the  Rev.  Thomas  Farmer,  rector  of 
the  parish  of  St.  Luke,  John  Knowles,  Christopher  Furse,  John  Stubbs,  Thomas 
Brown,  Edward  Hale,  James  Esdaile,  esquire,  Thomas  Davis,  Richard  Grace, 
and  John  Moorman,  inhabitants  of  the  parish  of  St.  Luke  aforesaid,  their  heirs 
and  assigns. 

In  1786  the  houses  above  mentioned,  being  three  houses,  Nos.  35,  36,  and  37, 
in  Noble-street,  and  three  houses  behind  them  in  Dyer’s-court,  were  agreed  to 
be  let  to  Mr.  Benjamin  Pawley,  on  a repairing  lease  for  31  years,  at  the  yearly 
rent  of  45/.,  and  a lease  was  afterwards  granted  to  his  executors,  Robert 
Baron  and  Henry  Bucklee,  for  31  years  from  Michaelmas  1786,  at  the  above 
rent. 

At  the  expiration  of  this  lease,  the  premises,  upon  the  recommendation  of 
a surveyor,  were  advertised  for  letting  by  public  bidding  before  the  committees 
of  the  two  parishes,  and  were  put  up  in  four  lots,  each  of  the  three  first  lots 
consisting  of  a dwelling-house  on  the  west  side  of  Noble-street,  Foster-lane, 
and  the  fourth  lot  of  two  brick  and  timber  tenements  in  Dyer’s-court,  Noble- 
street. 

At  this  letting,  lot  1,  being  No.  35,  in  Noble-street,  was  taken  by  Mr.  George 
Edward  Jaques,  at  31  /.  per  annum,  for  21  years  from  Michaelmas  1817,  sub- 
ject to  such  particulars  and  repairs  as  were  set  forth,  declared,  and  read  to  the 
lessee. 

Lot  2,  being  No.  36,  in  Noble-street,  was  taken  by  Mr.  Samuel  Foxall,  at 
39/.  per  annum,  for  the  like  term  and  on  the  like  conditions. 

The  leases  of  the  above  houses  had  been  prepared,  but  had  not  been  executed 
at  the  time  of  our  Inquiry. 

Lot  3,  being  No.  37,  in  Noble-street,  was  taken  by  Mr.  Jean  Baptiste  Fiacre 
Loyer,  (now  assigned  to  Mr.  Henry  Nutting),  at  45/.  per  annum,  for  the  like 
term.  A lease  has  been  executed  to  Mr.  Loyer,  dated  2d  December  1823,  for 
15  years  from  Michaelmas  then  last,  purporting  to  be  granted  in  consideration 
of  the  cost  and  charges  he  had  been  put  to  in  repairing  the  premises. 

These  premises  are  described  in  the  particulars  of  sale  as  a dwelling-house, 
consisting  of  basement,  three  stories,  and  attics,  with  large  refining-shop  behind, 
and  way  out  of  ditto  into  Dyer’s-court. 

Lot  4,  being  two  houses  Nos.  2 and  3,  in  Dyer’s-court,  were  taken  by  Mr. 
Robert  Johnson,  and  a lease  was  at  his  request  granted  to  Mr.  Thomas  Leighton, 
dated  the  2d  June  1818,  in  consideration  of  the  costs  and  charges  he  had  been 
put  to  in  repairing  the  premises  for  twenty  years  and  a half,  from  Lady-day  then 
last,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  22/.;  Leighton  afterwards  assigned  the  lease  to 
Robert  Burrows  who  became  bankrupt,  and  the  parish  have  got  possession  of 
the  houses  ; 11/.  has  been  lost  of  the  rent  due  Michaelmas  1826.  The  houses 
are  now  taken  by  Mr.  Nutting  at  the  same  rent. 

The  third  house  belonging  to  this  charity  in  Dyer’s-court  is  supposed  to  have 
been  added  to  the  house  in  Noble-street,  let  to  Mr.  Loyer,  and  to  form  the 
refining-shop  behind  that  house  mentioned  in  the  particulars. 

Towards  the  purchase  of  these  premises  the  following  benefactions  appear 
to  have  been  applied: 


c;  la  rebrook’s  Glazebrook' s Charity. — An  entry  in  the  donation-book  records  the  gift  of 

Charity.  Mr.  James  Glazebrook  of  1 66 /.  135.  4 d.,  and  states  that  by  his  Will  he 
appointed  51.  to  be  given  in  bread  yearly  for  the  same  forever,  to  be  distributed 
every  Sabbath-day,  to  26  poor  people  of  the  parish. 

The  entry  further  states  that  the  legacy  was  not  to  be  paid  until  the  death  of 
' the 
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the  testator’s  wife,  who  had,  however,  consented  to  pay  it  in  her  life-time,  upon 
the  urgent  application  of  the  churchwardens  and  others,  the  ancients  of  the 
parish,  who  were  desirous  of  laying  it  out  in  the  purchase  of  some  houses  in 
Noble-street,  they  engaging,  in  consideration  of  such  immediate  payment,  to 
pay  more  money  yearly  for  the  uses  aforesaid  than  was  enjoyed  by  the  will, 
namely,  to  have  30s.  distributed  to  thirty  poor  people  of  the  parish,  upon 
Allhallon-day,  for  ever,  and  4s.  more  to  be  added  to  the  51.  given  yearly  for 
bread,  and  13s.  4 d.  to  be  given  more  to  a pious  and  learned  minister,  to  preach 
a sermon  upon  every  Allhallon-day  for  ever ; upon  which  agreement  the  legacy 
was  immediately  paid  by  Mrs.  Glazebrook. 
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Barbara  Snow's  Charity. — An  entry  in  the  donation-book,  (without  a date)  Barbara  Snow's 
records  the  gift  of  Mrs.  Barbara  Snow  of  200/.,  towards  the  purchasing  of  Charity, 
several  houses  in  Noble-street,  London,  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  of  this 
parish,  her  directions  being  that  12/.  should  be  annually  paid  out  of  the  rent  of 
those  houses  for  ever,  as  follows ; that  is  to  say,  10/.  yearly,  to  buy  twenty  coats 
of  cloth  for  poor  men  and  women,  viz.  ten  to  Cripplegate,  and  ten  to  St.  Luke, 
to  he  given  them  upon  Allhallon-day  for  ever;  also  10 s.  to  the  vicar,  for 
a sermon,  for  ever ; 20  .s.  to  the  four  churchwardens,  to  be  equally  divided  among 
them  yearly,  for  their  pains  ; 5 s.  to  the  morning  lecture,  but  if  the  lecture  should 
not  continue,  then  the  5s.  to  be  given  to  five  poor  people  of  the  parish  yearly 
for  ever;  also  5s.  a year  to  the  clerk  and  sexton,  being  2 s.  6 cl.  a-piece. 


The  following  benefaction  are  also  supposed  to  have  contributed  to  the  pur- 
chase ; but  we  do  not  find  upon  what  ground  this  supposition  rests,  except  the 
inability  to  discover  in  what  other  way  they  were  disposed  of. 

Nightingale's  Charity. — The  donation-book  further  records  the  gift,  but  with-  Nightingale’s 
out  date,  of  Stephen  Nightingale  of  50/.  to  the  poor  of  this  parish,  and  that  he  Chanty, 
directed  that  the  churchwardens  of  the  parish  should,  with  the  consent  of  the 
vestrymen,  lay  out  the  same  in  buying  sea-coals,  at  such  convenient  times  as 
they  should  conceive  them  to  be  cheapest,  until  the  winter  following,  and  in  the 
winter-season  to  sell  out  the  said  coals  to  and  amongst  the  poorer  sort  of  the 
said  parish,  at  such  reasonable  rates  as  the  said  coals  could  then  be  offorded  at, 
so  as  the  said  stock  of  50/.  might  still  be  reserved,  and  kept  whole  for  that 
purpose  for  ever. 

A memorandum  at  the  foot  of  this  entry  states  that  it  had  been  since  thought 
fit,  and  approved  by  the  vestrymen  of  the  parish,  that  although  the  said  50/. 
had  been  left  to  the  discretion  of  the  churchwardens  to  be  disposed  of  for  coals 
as  aforesaid,  if  they  could  not  with  consent  of  the  vestry  find  any  better  way  to 
improve  the  same  stock  for  the  poor,  that  in  lieu  thereof  there  should,  with  the 
profit  of  the  said  50/.,  eighteen  shifts  of  lockerham  for  men  and  women  be 
yearly  provided  and  given  to  eighteen  poor  men  and  women  of  the  parish  yearly 
upon  Allhallon-day  for  ever. 

Heath's  Charity. — John  Heath , by  Will,  dated  23d  January  1640,  gave  to  the  Heath’s  Charity, 
parishioners  of  St.  Giles  without  Cripplegate,  in  case  he  died  within  the  said 
parish,  the  sum  of  100/.,  wherewith  should  be  purchased  lands  in  fee-simple  of 
the  yearly  value  of  61.  in  the  names  of  twelve  of  the  most  able  and  sufficient 
men  inhabiting  within  the  said  parish,  the  yearly  profits  whereof,  as  the  same 
should  be  from  time  to  time  received,  should  be  expended  in  bread  by  the 
churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  said  parish,  and  by  them  dis- 
tributed to  and  amongst  the  poor  inhabitants  within  the  said  then  limits  and 
precincts  of  the  said  parish,  at  their  discretion. 

There  were  other  benefactions,  as  we  shall  see,  which  were  received,  and  are 
not  accounted  for,  and  which  may  also  have  been  applied  in  this  purchase. 

The  rents  of  the  premises,  amounting  to  127  /•  are  equally  divided  between 
the  parishes. 

Houses  in  Bread  Street  and  Thames  Street. 

By  deed  of  Bargain  and  Sale,  dated  16th  April  1662,  Robert  Folgate,  and 
John  Folgate  son  and  heir  of  the  said  Robert,  in  consideration  of  the  sum  of 
377  /•  conveyed  to  Samuel  Ainsloe,  vicar  of  St.  Giles,  Cripplegate,  London,  and 
four  others,  churchwardens  of  the  said  parish  ,and  to  their  successors,  vicars  and 
churchwardens  of  the  same  parish,  two  messuages  situate  in  Bread-street,  in  the 
parish  of  St.  Michael  at  Queenhithe,  one  of  which  was  in  the  occupation  of  John 
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St.  Giles,  Cripple-  Brockett,  merchant  taylor,  and  called  by  the  name  of  the  Three  Arrows,  the 
gate'  other  in  the  occupation  of  Thomas  Mathews,  grocer,  and  called  by  the  name 

Houses  in  Bread-  of  the  Palm  Tree,  to  hold  the  same  to  the  said  vicar  and  churchwardens,  and 
street  and  Thames-  their  successors,  for  ever,  in  trust  for  the  poor  people  of  the  said  parish,  and  on 
their  behalf,  and  for  their  benefit  and  relief. 

In  the  year  1769  a further  purchase  was  made  of  houses  in  Bread-street, 
adjoining,  as  appears  from  an  entry  in  the  minute-book  of  the  joint  committee 
of  8th  June  1768,  on  the  south  side  of  the  above  property.  This  purchase  was 
effected  by  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  dated  24th  and  25th  March  1769, 
whereby  Richard  Belson,  in  consideration  of  the  sum  of  315/.  conveyed  to 
the  Rev.  William  Nicholls,  D.D.,  vicar  of  St.  Giles  without  Cripplegate, 
London,  and  rector  of  the  parish  of  St.  Luke,  Middlesex,  the  two  churchwardens, 
and  eight  others,  parishioners  of  the  parish  of  St.  Giles,  Cripplegate,  and  the  two 
churchwardens,  and  eight  others,  parishioners  of  the  parish  of  St.  Luke  therein 
named,  and  their  heirs,  a messuage  situate  at  the  corner  of  Bread-street,  in  the 
parish  of  St.  Michael,  Queenhithe,  then  in  the  occupation  of  John  Paulin,  and 
another  messuage  situate  in  Thames-street,  in  the  parish  of  St.  Michael  afore- 
said, formerly  known  by  the  sign  of  the  Black  Horse  and  Dorser,  and  afterwards 
by  the  sign  of  the  Golden  Fleece,  then  in  the  occupation  of  Abraham  Green, 
upon  trust,  to  permit  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  premises  to  be  disposed  of  to 
and  amongst,  and  for  the  use  and  benefit  of,  the  poor  of  the  said  several  parishes 
of  St.  Giles  without  Cripplegate,  and  St.  Luke,  by  the  churchwardens  and 
overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  said  several  parishes,  in  equal  moieties,  that  is  to 
say,  one  moiety  to  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  St.  Giles,  Cripplegate, 
the  other  moiety  to  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  St.  Luke. 

The  vestry  and  committee-minutes  gave  no  information  as  to  the  fund  from 
which  either  of  these  purchases  was  made. 

The  last-mentioned  estate  is  conveyed  subject  to  a rentcharge  of  91.  5 s.  8 d., 
payable  to  the  trustees  of  Mitchell’s  Almshouse,  at  Richmond  in  Surrey. 

By  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release,  dated  23d  and  24th  September  1803, 
George  Roadley,  surviving  trustee  in  the  conveyance  of  1769,  in  pursuance  of 
an  order  of  the  joint  committee  of  the  two  parishes,  conveyed  the  two  messuages 
comprised  in  that  conveyance  by  a similar  description  to  the  Reverend  William 
Holmes,  vicar  of  St.  Giles  without  Cripplegate,  Sir  William  Staines,  alderman, 
William  Robson,  and  Thomas  Challis,  churchwardens  of  St.  Giles  without  Crip- 
plegate ; and  Samuel  Lake,  esquire,  and  seven  others,  inhabitants  of  the  said 
parish ; and  to  the  Reverend  Thomas  Farmer,  rector  of  St.  Luke,  Middlesex, 
John  Knowles  and  Christopher  Furse,  churchwardens,  and  seven  others,  inha- 
bitants of  the  said  parish  of  St.  Luke,  and  their  heirs,  upon  the  like  trusts  as 
are  declared  in  the  former  deed. 

We  do  not  find  any  trust-deed  comprising  the  premises  purchased  in  1662, 
subsequent  to  the  original  conveyance. 

The  premises  of  which  the  parish  are  now  in  possession,  in  Bread-street  and 
Thames-street,  are  described  in  the  subsisting  lease  thereof,  which  is  dated 
28th  July  1772,  as  a piece  or  parcel  of  ground  whereon  lately  stood  four  brick 
messuages  or  tenements,  with  their  appurtenances,  three  of  them  situate  on  the 
east  side  of  Bread-street-hill,  in  the  parish  of  St.  Michael,  Queenhithe,  the 
other  of  them  in  Thames-street  in  the  said  parish,  which  said  messuages  were 
lately  in  the  occupation  of  Samuel  Osborne,  John  Paulin,  and  Abraham  Green, 
and  on  which  piece  of  ground  was  erected  and  was  then  in  building,  one  brick 
messuage  or  dwelling-house,  and  one  brick  sugar-house,  and  which  piece  of 
ground  contained  the  several  dimensions  delineated  in  a ground-plot  in 
the  margin  of  the  said  lease.  By  the  said  lease  these  premises  are  demised 
to  William  Strickland,  for6l  years  from  Michaelmas  1772,  at  the  yearly  rent  of 
30/.;  the  lessee  covenanting  to  expend  the  sum  of  1,200/.  at  the  least,  in  elect- 
ing and  finishing  the  dwelling-house  and  sugar-house,  and  to  keep  the  same  in 
repair,  and  to  insure  the  same  against  fire. 

These  premises  are  now  occupied  by  Messrs.  Cooper  and  Sprat,  dry-salters, 
to  the  purpose  of  which  trade  they  apply  the  buildings  erected  by  Mr.  Strick- 
land. 

This  rent  (after  deducting  the  annuity  to  Mitchell’s  Almshouse,  which  is 
reduced  by  deductions  for  land-tax  and  stamp,  to  11.  18s.  10  </.),  is  equally 
divided  between  the  parishes. 
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St.  Giles,  Cripple- 

Whittle’s  Charity.  sate- 

Thomas  Whittle , by  Will,  dated  30th  August  1683,  devised  a messuage  or  Whittle’s  Charity, 
tenement,  and  piece  of  ground  or  garden-plot,  situate  in  Goat-alley,  in  Whitecross-  ^ ^ " 
street,  in  that  part  of  the  parish  of  St.  Giles  without  Cripplegate  which  is  in 
the  county  of  Middlesex,  to  the  vicar  and  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of 
St.  Giles  without  Cripplegate,  London,  and  their  successors,  vicars  and  church- 
wardens, for  ever,  upon  trust,  that  they  should  yearly,  out  of  the  rents  and  pro- 
fits of  the  premises,  provide  five  short  coats  of  broad  cloth,  of  6 s.  a yard,  for 
five  poor  men,  dwelling  in  that  part  of  the  said  parish  which  is  within  the  free- 
dom of  the  city  of  London,  to  be  given  only  to  five  poor  men  who  dwelt  within 
the  said  freedom,  upon  the  feast  of  All  Saints,  for  ever  ; and  the  five  poor  men 
to  be  changed  every  year  ; and  the  residue  of  the  rents  and  profits,  if  any, 
he  willed  should  be  given  to  the  needy  poor  of  the  said  parish,  dwelling  within 
the  freedom  of  the  city  of  London,  only. 

These  premises  now  consist  of  four  small  houses  lying  at  the  east  end  of 
Goat-alley,  through  which  they  were  formerly  approached  from  Whitecross- 
street.  That  approach  has  been  shut  up  by  the  consent  of  the  parish.  Their 
fronts  are  now  in  Little  Coleman-street,  which  has  been  formed  upon  the  city 
ground,  and  runs  from  Banner-street  to  Bunhill-row. 

The  premises  are  held  by  George  Sinclair,  as  the  assignee  of  a lease  granted 
to  John  Holmes,  Thomas  Brooks,  James  Matravers,  and  Robert  Pearce,  for 
6l  years  from  Midsummer  1793,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  8 /.,  which  lease  pur- 
ports to  have  been  granted  in  consideration  of  the  costs  and  charges  which 
the  lessee  had  been  at  in  pulling  down  the  four  old  messuages  therein  men- 
tioned, and  rebuilding  the  same  in  the  manner  therein  mentioned  ; and  it 
describes  the  premises  as  a parcel  of  ground,  together  with  the  four  several 
messuages  or  tenements  lately  erected  thereon  in  the  room  of  four  old  messuages 
or  tenements  lately  standing  thereon,  situate  in  Crow-alley  [afterwards  called 
Goat-alley],  near  Whitecross-street,  in  the  parish  of  St.  Luke,  in  the  county  of 
Middlesex,  containing  from  north  to  south,  at  the  west  end,  27  feet  3 inches, 
and  at  the  east  end,  21  feet  5 inches,  and  from  east  to  west,  on  the  south  side, 

67  feet  6 inches,  and  on  the  north  side,  64  feet  3 inches. 

The  whole  of  this  rent  is  paid  to  the  parish  of  St.  Giles,  Cripplegate. 

Houses  in  Whitecross-street  called  Burgess’s-rknts. — Charities  of 
James  Nokes,  George  Townshend,  Margery  Davis,  and  others. 

James  Nokes,  by  Will,  dated  26th  July  1695,  gave  to  the  Freedom  part  of  Houses  in  White- 
the  parish  of  Cripplegate  100/.,  to  be  by  the  churchwardens  thereof,  with  the  cross  street,  called 
consent  and  advice  of  two  or  more  of  the  eldest  inhabitants  there,  who  had  Charities  of^ame" 
served  stewards  of  the  annual  feast  of  the  natives  of  the  said  parish,  laid  out  in  Nokes,  George 
the  purchase  of  some  estate  of  inheritance  in  fee-simple,  for  placing  forth  Townshend,  Mar- 
yearly  one  poor  boy,  born  in  the  said  parish,  an  apprentice  for  seven  years  at  Bei7  Davis,  and 
the  least.  others< 

George  Townshend,  by  his  Will,  dated  5th  of  August  1704,  bequeathed  to  the 
poor  of  the  parish  of  St.  Giles,  Cripplegate,  London,  100/.,  to  be  put  out  at 
interest  by  the  churchwardens,  and  the  interest  thereof  yearly  laid  out  in  bread, 
to  be  distributed  by  the  churchwardens  amongst  the  poor  of  the  said  parish 
every  22d  day  of  December,  yearly,  for  ever. 

Margery  Davis,  by  Will,  dated  8th  January  1701,  bequeathed  to  the  parish 
of  St.  Giles,  Cripplegate,  London,  100/.,  to  be  paid  to  the  churchwardens  of 
the  said  parish,  and  the  lecturer  of  the  said  parish,  and  their  successors,  church- 
wardens and  lecturers  of  the  same,  the  interest  thereof  to  be  applied  for  the 
first  two  years  after  her  death  towards  maintaining  the  society’s  schools  in  White- 
cross-street,  and  the  working-house  for  poor  children  ; and  after  the  expiration 
of  the  said  two  years,  she  directed  that  the  interest  of  the  said  100/.  should  be  so 
settled  by  the  said  churchwardens  and  lecturer,  as  to  pay  every  year  the  sum 
of  51.  to  ten  poor  widows  of  the  said  parish,  being  aged  at  the  least  56  years, 
and  of  good  life  and  conversation,  according  to  the  discretion  of  the  church- 
wardens and  lecturer  for  the  time  being,  ten  gowns  at  10s.  a-piece,  on 
St.  Thomas’s-day  in  each  year.

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By  Indenture  of  Lease  and  Release,  dated  15th  and  16th  February  1705, 
between  Francis  Blithe,  of  the  one  part,  and  Frances  Nokes,  widow,  exe- 
cutrix of  James  Nokes,  Daniel  Bird,  and  Edward  Hutchinson,  churchwardens 
of  the  Freedom  part  of  the  parish  of  St.  Giles,  Cripplegate,  London,  William 
Ferris,  and  John  Sawyer,  two  of  the  eldest  inhabitants  that  had  served  stewards 
' of  the  annual  feast  of  the  natives  of  the  said  parish,  Roger  Poston,  deputy, 
and  ten  others,  three  being  common  councilmen,  and  seven  inhabitants  of  the 
Freedom  part  of  the  said  parish,  of  the  other  part;  reciting  the  wills  of 
James  Nokes,  George  Townshend,  and  Margery  Davis;  and  further  reciting, 
that  several  other  persons  had  theretofore  given  in  their  life-times  several 
other  sums  of  money  for  the  raising  and  making  a fund  or  stock,  the  product 
whereof  to  be  annually  applied  for  the  benefit  of  such  poor  of  the  said 
Freedom  part  of  the  said  parish,  as  the  churchwardens  for  the  time  being 
should  order  and  appoint.  It  was  witnessed,  that  in  consideration  of  the  sum  of 
100/.  paid  to  the  said  Francis  Blithe  by  the  said  Frances  Nokes,  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  said  William  Ferris  and  John  Sawyer,  being  the  100/. 
given  by  the  will  of  the  said  James  Nokes,  and  in  consideration  of  the  further 
sum  of  236/.  paid  to  the  said  Francis  Blithe  by  the  said  Daniel  Bird  and 
Edward  Hutchinson,  the  said  Francis  Blithe  conveyed  to  the  said  parties  of 
the  second  part,  a messuage  or  tenement,  formerly  known  by  the  name  of  the 
Three  Nuns,  and  then  by  the  name  or  sign  of  the  Olive  'free,  situate  in  White- 
cross-street  in  the  said  parish,  and  two  other  messuages,  and  the  two  yards, 
tofts,  or  pieces  of  ground  thereto  belonging,  situate  in  the  back  part  and  behind 
the  east  side  of  Whitecross-street  aforesaid,  together  with  all  cellars,  sollars, 
and  appurtenances ; to  hold  to  the  parties  of  the  second  part,  their  heirs  and 
assigns,  upon  trust,  to  permit  the  churchwardens  of  the  Freedom  part  of  the 
said  parish,  and  their  successors  for  the  time  being,  to  receive  the  rents  and 
profits  of  the  premises,  and  therewith,  in  the  first  place,  annually  place  out 
apprentice  to  some  honest  and  lawful  trade,  one  poor  boy  born  in  the  said 
parish,  for  the  term  of  seven  years  at  the  least,  for  doing  whereof  the  annual 
sum  of  5/.,  part  of  the  said  annual  rents  and  profits,  should  be  appropriated 
and  employed  for  ever,  being  the  yearly  interest  of  the  100/.  so  given  by  the 
same  James  Nokes  as  aforesaid  ; and  therewith  also,  annually  lay  out  in  bread 
the  further  sum  of  51.  of  the  said  rents  and  profits,  to  be  distributed  by 
them  amongst  the  poor  of  the  said  parish,  every  22d  day  of  December  yearly, 
for  ever,  being  the  yearly  interest  of  the  100/.  so  given  by  the  said  George 
Townshend  as  aforesaid  ; and  therewith  annually  also  lay  out  the  further  sum 
of  5/.  of  the  said  rents  and  profits,  to  be  given  to  such  ten  poor  widows  at 
such  days  and  times  as  by  the  will  of  the  said  Margery  Davis  was  directed, 
being  the  yearly  interest  of  the  sum  of  100/.  so  given,  to  be  settled  by  the 
said  Margery  Davis  as  aforesaid ; and  after  the  said  three  gifts  and  bequests 
were  fulfilled  and  performed  as  aforesaid,  to  apply  the  residue  of  the  said  rents 
and  profits  for  the  sustenance,  relief  and  maintenance  of  the  aged  and  impotent 
poor  people  of  and  within  the  Freedom  part  of  the  said  parish  : And  on  further 
trust,  that  when  all  the  trustees  should  be  dead,  save  three  or  two,  the  survivors 
should  convey  the  premises  to  such  and  so  many  persons  and  their  heirs  as  the 
churchwardens  and  vestry  of  the  Freedom  part  of  the  said  parish  should  nomi- 
nate and  appoint,  subject  to  the  like  trusts  as  were  thereinbefore  declared. 

The  trusts  of  this  charity  have  been  renewed  from  time  to  time  by  successive 
conveyances,  the  last  of  which  was  by  indentures  of  lease  and  release  dated 
17th  and  18th  July  1807,  whereby  John  Ballard,  grandson  and  heir  at  law  of 
Joseph  Ballard  the  surviving  trustee  in  the  preceding  trust-deed,  conveyed  to 
the  Rev.  William  Holmes,  vicar  of  the  parish,  Robert  French  and  Henry  Carr, 
churchwardens,  Matthew  Wood,  deputy,  three  common  councilmen,  and  four 
vestrymen  of  the  said  parish,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  the  said  trust-premises, 
by  the  description  of  all  that  messuage  theretofore  known  by  the  sign  of  the 
Olive  Tree,  and  formerly  in  the  occupation  of  Thomas  Burgess,  and  then  of 
Samuel  Thorogood,  being  on  the  east  side  of  Whitecross-street  in  the  said 
parish  ; and  all  that  parcel  of  ground  whereon  formerly  stood  two  messuages 
some  time  theretofore  in  the  occupation  of  the  said  Thomas  Burgess,  and 
the  two  several  yards,  tofts,  pieces  or  parcels  of  ground  thereto  belonging, 
situate  on  the  back  part  and  behind  the  east  side  of  Whitecross-street  aforesaid, 
which  last-mentioned  premises  were  formerly  called  Burgess’s  Rents,  and  were 
then  in  the  occupation  of  Thomas  Smith,  brewer. 
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The  trust-premises  now  consist  of, 

1.  The  house  formerly  called  the  Olive  Tree,  situate  on  the  east  side 

of  Whitecross  street,  and  adjoining,  north,  upon  an  alley, 
called  Half  Moon-alley,  on  lease  to  Aaron  Stafford,  for  21  years 
from  Christmas  181 1,  at  the  annual  rent  of  - 

2.  The  premises  called  Burgess’s  Rents,  consisting  of  a brewery, 

with  store-houses,  vaults,  lofts  and  stables,  as  delineated  in 
a plan  upon  the  present  lease  thereof,  granted  to  Thomas 
Smith,  for  a term  of  61  years  from  Christmas  1821,  at  the 
yearly  rent  of  - --  --  --  -- 

The  lease  contains  covenants  by  the  lessee  to  keep  in  repair, 
and  to  insure  the  premises  for  such  sum  as  the  surveyor 
for  the  parish  should  think  proper.

The  extent  of  the  premises,  as  delineated  in  the  plan,  is  about  79  feet  from 
north  to  south,  and  53  feet  from  east  to  west.  They  lie  partly  behind  a dwelling- 
house  belonging  to  Mr.  Smith,  and  partly  behind  other  tenements  belonging  to 
Mrs.  Ann  Hoare,  which  intervene  between  them  and  Whitecross-street.  The 
only  access  to  them  for  a carriage  from  Whitecross-street  is  by  a gateway  under 
part  of  Smith’s  house,  and  which  is  his  freehold;  on  the  north  and  east  side 
there  are  small  courts  from  which  a footway  may  be  obtained  to  the  premises. 

The  whole  of  these  rents,  amounting  to  60/.,  are  applicable  to  the  parish  of

By  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release,  dated  23d  and  24th  June  1769,  between 
Dangerfield  Taylor  and  George  Roadley,  of  the  one  part,  and  the  Rev.  William 
Nicholls,  D.D.,  vicar,  Thomas  Tuck  and  William  Evans,  churchwardens,  and 
seven  others,  parishioners  of  the  parish  of  St.  Giles,  Cripplegate,  reciting  that 
Catherine  Burchall,  by  Will,  dated  17th  October  1737,  devised  her  freehold 
messuages  in  Whitecross-street,  in  the  said  parish  to  the  said  Dangerfield  Taylor 
and  George  Roadley,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  in  trust,  to  sell  the  said  two  mes- 
suages, and  to  lay  out  the  money  arising  from  such  sale  in  the  purchase  of  an 
annuity  for  the  life  of  her  son  George  Burchall ; and  further  reciting,  that  the 
said  Dangerfield  Taylor  and  George  Roadley  had  proposed  to  the  vestry  of 
the  said  parish  to  sell  and  convey  to  the  use  of  the  said  parish  the  freehold  of 
the  said  two  messuages,  valued  at  210/.,  and  to  advance  to  the  said  parish  the 
further  sum  of  40/.  making  in  the  whole  250/.  in  consideration  of  having  an 
annuity  of  20/.  during  the  life  of  the  said  George  Burchall,  which  proposal  the 
said  vestry  had  accepted  ; It  was  witnessed,  that  in  consideration  of  the  sum  of 
210/.  the  said  Dangerfield  Taylor  and  George  Roadley  conveyed  to  the  parties  of 
the  second  part  and  their  heirs,  two  brick  messuages,  with  the  yards  behind  the 
same  situate  on  the  west  side  of  Whitecross-street,  the  said  houses  containing 
by  estimation,  in  front  from  north  to  south,  22  feet  2 inches,  and  from  east  to 
west,  30  feet,  and  the  yards  containing  in  depth  22  feet,  upon  trust,  to  permit  the 
rents  and  profits  thereof  to  be  bestowed  and  disposed  of  to  and  amongst,  and  for 
the  use  and  benefit  of,  the  poor  of  the  said  parish  of  St.  Giles  without  Cripple- 
gate, London,  by  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  said  parish 
for  the  time  being  ; and  it  was  provided,  that  when  there  should  be  but  three  of 
the  grantees  living,  the  premises  should  be  conveyed  by  them  to  such  and  so 
many  other  trustees  as  the  vicar  and  churchwardens  of  the  said  parish  for  the 
time  being  should  appoint,  for  the  better  continuance  and  preservation  of  the 
aforesaid  trusts  with  the  like  provision  that  the  same  should  be  granted  over 
from  time  to  time,  upon  the  trusts  and  for  the  uses  therein  aforesaid. 

One  subsequent  conveyance  in  trust  has  been  made  of  this  property,  by 
Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release,  dated  17th  and  18th  July  1807,  whereby  John

purchase-deed  which  is  therein  recited,  and  upon  the  same  trusts  as  were  there 
declared. 

These  premises  are  now  on  lease  to  Joseph  Wood,  for  a term  of  6l  years, 
from  Christmas  1770,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  91.  125.  6d.t  the  lessee  covenanting 
to  lay  out  300/.  at  the  least,  in  building  one  or  more  dwelling-house  or  houses 
thereon,  within  twelve  months  from  the  commencement  of  the  said  lease.  He 
has  built  a very  good  house  upon  the  site  of  the  two  old  houses,  which  is  con- 
sidered to  be  worth  about  60/.  per  annum. 

The  whole  of  this  rent  is  applied  to  the  parish  of  Cripplegate. 

Joan  Bush’s  Charity. 

As  to  this  charity  (which  was  for  providing  coals  for  the  poor)  see  the  Report 
of  the  charities  in  the  parish  of  St.  Sepulchre,  London,  14-th  Report,  p.  145, 
and  also  the  charities  under  the  management  of  the  Skinners  Company,  17  th 
Report  p.  425. 

The  sum  of  165.  a year  is  received  from  the  Skinners  Company,  of  which  hall 
is  paid  over  to  the  churchwardens  of  St.  Luke. 

Cowpeu’s  Charity. 

Robert  Coicper,  by  Will,  the  date  of  which  is  stated  in  the  old  donation- 
book  to  be  10th  November  1590,  devised  to  his  nephew  Robert  Cowper,  and 
his  heirs  male,  his  messuage  called  the  Red  Purse,  in  Watling-street,  on  con- 
dition that  he  and  they  should  yearly,  upon  request  made  by  the  churchwardens 
of  the  parishes  of  St.  Sepulchre  and  St.  Giles,  Cripplegate,  distribute  amongst 
the  poor  people  of  the  said  parishes,  between  Michaelmas  and  All  Saints,  one 
cart-load  of  great,  coals  accounting  30  sacks  to  the  load,  that  is  to  say,  to  the 
poor  of  either  parish  15  sacks. 

In  the  donation-book  it  is  stated,  that  by  order  of  vestry,  if  the  owner  or 
tenant  of  the  Purse  in  Watling-street  would  yearly  give  205.  to  the  church- 
wardens of  this  parish  to  buy  15  sacks  of  charcoal  for  the  poor  of  this  praish, 
the  churchwardens  should  give  a receipt  in  discharge  of  the  said  coals. 

One  pound  a year  is  received  from  Mr.  Jonathan  Sparrow,  of  Lavender-hill, 
Wandsworth,  in  respect  of  a house  No.  94,  in  Watling-street,  formerly  called 
the  Purse,  half  of  which  is  paid  over  to  the  churchwardens  of  St.  Luke  ; at 
the  time  of  our  Examination  there  were  seven  years  due  at  Lady-day  1828,  but 
which  have  since  been  paid  up. 

Skydmore’s  Charity. 

This  parish  is  among  the  number  of  those  which  annually  receive  the  sum  of 
20 5.  from  the  Vintners  Company,  for  the  purchase  of  fuel,  in  respect  of  Stephen 
Skydmore' s charity,  the  particulars  of  which  were  given  in  our  Report  of  the 
charities  of  the  parish  of  St.  Stephen,  Coleman-street,  4th  Report  p.  147.  Half 
of  this  sum  is  paid  over  to  the  churchwardens  of  St.  Luke. 

Tirrell’s  Charity. 

The  sum  of  51.  is  annually  received  by  the  churchwardens  from  the  Grocers 
Company  in  respect  of  this  charity,  the  particulars  of  which  were  given  in  our 
6th  Report,  p.  279-  This  payment  is  in  lieu  of  five  chaldron  of  sea-coal,  which 
the  donor  directed  to  be  distributed  among  the  poor  of  this  parish.  One  half  is 
paid  over  to  the  churchwardens  of  St.  Luke. 

Barnes’s  or  Baron’s  Charity. 

An  account  of  this  gift  will  be  found  among  the  charities  under  the  management 
of  the  Mercers  Company,  in  our  6th  Report,  p.  298.  The  sum  of  4/.  18 5.  5d. 
is  annually  received  from  the  company,  of  which  one  half  is  paid  over  to  the 
churchwardens  of  St.  Luke.  It  was  given  generally  for  distribution  among 
the  poor. 

Ann  Potter’s  Charity. 

The  sum  of  20 5.  is  annually  received  by  the  churchwardens  of  this  parish  for 
the  use  of  the  poor  from  the  Brewers  Company,  in  respect  of  Ann  Potter's 

charity, 
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charity,  the  particulars  of  which  may  be  seen  in  our  account  of  the  charities  St.  Giles,  Cripple- 
under  the  management  of  that  company,  8th  Report,  p.  306.  Half  is  paid  sate- 

over  to  the  churchwardens  of  St.  Luke. 

Wheeler’s  Charity. 

It  appears  from  an  ancient  book  of  wills  belonging  to  the  Drapers  Company,  Wheeler’s  Charity, 
that  Nicholas  Wheeler , by  his  Will,  dated  the  28th  January  1618,  gave  60/., 
to  be  lent  for  seven  years  to  two  young  men  of  that  company,  giving  therefore 
30s.  a year;  viz.,  15s.  a-piece,  which  should  go  to  the  relief  of  the  poor  of 
St.  Giles’s  parish  without  Cripplegate. 

One  pound  ten  shillings  is  annually  received  from  the  Drapers  Company,  of 
which  9 s.  is  paid  to  the  almspeople  in  the  Drapers  Almshouses,  situated  in 
Beech-lane,  in  this  parish.  The  remaining  21s.  are  equally  divided  between 
the  parishes  of  Cripplegate  and  St.  Luke. 

We  do  not  find  under  what  circumstances  or  at  what  time  the  payment  to  the 
company’s  almspeople  originated. 

Whitfield’s  Charity. 

By  Indenture,  dated  1st  of  January  1629,  between  Ralph  Whitfield  and  Whitfield’s 

Dorothy  his  wife,  of  the  one  part,  and  Sir  Henry  Spelman,  knight,  William  Charity. 

Fuller,  D.D.,  vicar  of  St.  Giles,  Cripplegate,  London,  and  others,  of  the  other 
part,  reciting  that  the  said  Ralph  Whitfield  and  Dorothy  had  lately  purchased 
a capital  messuage,  situate  in  a street  called  Barbican,  in  the  parish  of  St.  Giles, 

Cripplegate,  and  a garden  and  two  little  yards  thereto  belonging ; and  also 
another  messuage  in  Barbican,  adjoining  to  the  east  side  of  the  said  messuage ; 
which  premises  had  been  theretofore  the  possessions  of  the  church,  and  let  to 
farm  at  a small  rent,  and  amongst  other  lands  given  to  the  Crown  by  the  Statute 
of  Dissolution,  and  since  for  valuable  consideration  conveyed  and  come  to  the 
said  Ralph  and  Dorothy,  and  the  heirs  of  the  said  Ralph ; it  was  witnessed, 
that  the  said  Ralph  and  Dorothy  intending  to  restore  and  give  yearly,  for  ever, 
so  much  in  rent  and  yearly  revenue  as  ever  the  church  yearly  received  for  the 
same,  and  to  increase  the  same,  considering  the  small  rent  paid  for  the  same 
to  the  church  before  the  Dissolution,  did  thereby  grant  to  the  said  parties  of  the 
second  part,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  one  annuity  or  yearly  rent  of  4/.,  to  be 
issuing  out  of  the  said  premises,  upon  trust,  that  205.  of  the  said  annuity  should 
be  yearly  paid  to  the  vicar  of  the  said  parish-church  of  St.  Giles  without  Crip- 
plcgate,  and  other  205.  thereof  should  be  yearly,  by  the  churchwardens  of  the 
said  parish,  employed  in  and  about  the  reparations  of  the  said  church,  and  that 
the  other  405.,  residue  of  the  said  annuity,  should  by  the  said  churchwardens 
be  distributed  to  20  poor  and  aged  men,  and  20  poor  and  aged  women,  inhabit- 
ants of  the  said  parish,  by  even  portions,  upon  Ash  Wednesday,  yearly,  for 
ever  ; and  the  same  churchwardens  to  account  yearly  to  the  vestry  of  the  said 
parish  for  their  employing  and  bestowing  the  said  4/.  And  the  said  Ralph  and 
Dorothy  thereby  desired  that  when  there  should  be  only  three  trustees  of  the 
said  annuity  surviving,  the  same  should  be  granted  over  to  such  and  so  many 
new  trustees  as  the  vicar  and  churchwardens  of  the  said  parish  should  appoint, 
upon  the  same  trusts. 

This  annuity  is  now  vested  by  Indenture  of  Bargain  and  Sale  enrolled,  dated 
24th  September  1803,  in  the  Reverend  William  Holmes,  vicar,  William 
Robson,  Thomas  Challis,  John  Knowles,  Christopher  Furse,  Sir  William  Staines, 
knight,  Samuel  Lake,  Thomas  Dolley,  William  Godfrey  Brown,  Benjamin 
Bickerton,  Samuel  Smith,  John  Benjamin  Cole,  Joseph  Daker,  Andrew  Wright, 
all  inhabitants  of  the  parish  of  St.  Giles,  Cripplegate,  the  Reverend  Thomas 
Farmer,  rector,  John  Stubbs,  Thomas  Brown,  Edward  Hall,  James  Esdaile, 

Thomas  Davis,  Richard  Grace  and  John  Moorman,  all  of  the  parish  of 
St.  Luke,  Middlesex,  their  heirs  and  assigns. 

The  4/.  is  annually  received  from  the  trustees  of  Sir  W.  Staines’s  alms- 
houses, to  which  charity  the  house  in  Barbican,  on  which  it  is  charged,  belongs. 

It  is  divided  between  the  parishes  in  the  proportions  of  5-8ths  (2/.  105.),  to 
Cripplegate,  and  3-8ths  (1/.  105.)  to  St.  Luke’s. 
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Margaret  Astill’s  Money  Charity. 

In  the  Report  of  the  charities  in  the  parish  of  St.  Lawrence,  Jewry,  6th  Rep., 
p.  193,  will  be  found  an  account  of  the  gift  by  Mrs.  Margaret  Astill,  in  her 
life-time,  in  the  year  1639,  of  an  estate  in  Lincolnshire,  to  certain  charitable 
uses,  among  which  was  the  payment  of  a rentcharge  of  51.  a year  to  the 
overseers  of  the  poor  of  St.  Giles  without  Cripplegate,  to  be  distributed  by 
them  yearly,  on  the  day  after  St.  Mark’s-day,  amongst  such  of  the  poorest  aged 
people  of  that  parish  as  should  usually  frequent  the  church  and  receive  the  Holy 
Communion,  or  have  lawful  excuse  for  absence. 

Mrs.  Astill’s  larger  charity  for  clothing  poor  girls  will  be  found  in  a preced- 
ing part  of  this  Report. 

Five  pounds  a year  are  received  from  the  vestry-clerk  of  the  parish  of 
St.  Lawrence,  Jewry,  and  divided  equally  between  the  two  parishes  of 
St.  Giles,  Cripplegate,  and  St.  Luke,  Middlesex. 

Susan  (or  Sarah)  Ward’s  Charity. 

In  the  printed  Returns  under  Gilbert’s  Act,  c26  Geo.  3,  it  is  stated  that  Sarak 
Ward,  by  deed  in  16.56,  gave  to  the  poor  of  this  parish  a rentcharge  of  3/. 
then  stated  to  be  vested  in  John  Hyde. 

This  deed  is  not  now  among  the  parish  documents,  but  in  the  ancient  donation- 
book  of  the  parish  of  St.  Luke  is  an  entry  purporting  to  be  “ an  abstract  out 
of  a deed  of  settlement,  the  date  of  which  is  not  stated,  being  the  gift  of  Mrs* 
Sarah  Ward,  paid  by  the  said  Blythe,  and  charged  upon  a house  in  St.  Helen’s 
church-yard,  as  follows ; 

“ And  to  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  St 
Giles  near  Cripplegate,  London,  and  their  successors  for  ever,  the  sum  of  31. 
for  ever,  yearly,  to  be  by  them  disposed  in  bread  as  equally  as  they  can,  upon 
every  Lord’s-day  yearly,  for  ever,  and  distributed  to  such  of  the  poor  people  of 
the  said  parish  as  they  think  most  fit  to  receive  the  same,  at  or  in  the  parish- 
church  of  St.  Giles  near  Cripplegate  aforesaid.” 

The  sum  of  31.  a year  is  received  as  the  gift  of  Susan  Ward,  (by  which  name, 
and  not  that  of  Sarah,  the  donor  is  known  in  this  parish)  charged  upon  a house 
No.  3,  Great  St.  Helens.  This  was  formerly  received  from  John  Hyde,  esquire, 
the  owner  of  the  house,  and  is  now  paid  by  Mr.  Fiddes,  wholesale  tea-dealer, 
the  occupier  of  the  premises. 

Three  years  of  this  rentcharge  were  in  arrear  at  the  time  of  our  Examination, 
in  consequence  of  some  dispute  as  to  the  claim,  but  have  since  been  paid  up. 

Half  the  rentcharge  is  paid  over  to  the  churchwardens  of  St.  Luke’s. 

Bailey’s  Charity. 

[See  Report  of  the  Charities  in  St.  Sepulchre’s  parish,  14th  Rep.  p.  148  ; and 
of  the  Charities  in  St.  Giles’s  in  the  Fields,  ibid,  p.  186.] 

Four  pounds  a year,  subject  to  a deduction  of  16  s.  for  land-tax,  are  received 
from  the  occupier  of  a house  at  the  west  corner  of  Great  Turnstile,  Holborn. 
The  whole  of  this  is  carried  to  the  charity-fund  of  St.  Giles,  Cripplegate,  the 
testator  having  originally  given  it  to  the  poor  of  the  Freedom  part  of  the  parish. 

Jumper’s  Charity. 

William  Jumper,  by  Will,  dated  18th  March  1641,  gave  to  the  parson  and 
churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  St.  Giles  without  Cripplegate,  London,  and  their 
successors  for  ever,  towards  the  relief  of  the  poor  people  inhabiting  in  the  said 
parish  within  the  liberty  of  the  City  of  London,  the  yearly  rent  or  sum  of  405. 
to  be  issuing  out  of  his  two  messuages  in  lledcross-street  in  the  said  parish,  at 
Christmas  and  St.  John  the  Baptist’s  day,  by  equal  portions. 

This  rentcharge  is  received  from  Mr.  Yellowly,  surveyor,  in  Redcross-street, 
in  respect  of  a house  there  his  property,  and  inhabited  by  him, 

Roaciidale’s  Charity. 

Richard  Roachdale,  by  Will,  dated  1 July  1657,  gave  to  the  poor  of  the 
parish  of  St.  Giles  without  Cripplegate,  inhabiting  within  the  Freedom  of  the 
City  of  London,  the  sum  of  20/.,  to  be  employed  for  the  comfort  of  the  poor 
there  in  such  manner  as  by  the  good  discretion  of  the  churchwardens  of  the

same  parish,  chosen  for  the  Freedom,  the  alderman’s  deputy  and  councilmen 
there  lor  the  time  being,  should  be  thought  fit ; and  he  gave  to  the  mayor  and 
commonalty  and  citizens  of  the  City  of  London,  governors  of  the  hospitals  of 
King  Edward  6th,  Christ,  Bridewell,  and  St.  Thomas  the  Apostle,  and  their 
successors  governors  as  aforesaid,  his  three  messuages  or  tenements,  two  of 
which  were  situate  within  the  said  parish  of  St.  Giles,  and  the  third  in  the 
parish  of  St.  John  Zachary,  near  Wood-street,  on  trust,  yearly,  for  ever,  to  dis- 
tribute out  of  the  rents  and  profits  thereof',  amongst  the  poor  people  inhabiting 
within  the  said  parish  of  St.  Giles,  and  within  the  Freedom  aforesaid,  6 /.  13s.  4r/. 
on  the  2d  day  of  October  in  every  year,  for  ever. 

We  find  nothing  concerning  the  legacy  of  20/.  ; it  may  have  been  distributed 
at  once.  The  rentcharge  of  61.  13  s.  4t/.  is  regularly  received  from  Christ’s 
Hospital,  and  carried  w holly  to  the  account  of  the  distributions  in  Cripplegate. 

Trotman’s  Charity. 

The  particulars  of  Throgmorton  Trotman’s  charities  were  in  part  given  in  our 
1st  Report,  p.  174,  and  more  fully  in  our  Account  of  the  charities  under  the 
management  of  the  Haberdashers  Company,  10th  Rep.  p.  221. 

Forty  pounds  a year  are  paid  by  the  Company,  as  there  stated,  to  the  lecturer 
of  Cripplegate,  and  2/.  each  to  the  clerk  and  sexton,  and  16/.  to  the  church- 
wardens for  the  poor  of  the  parish,  “the  Lordship  as  well  as  the  Freedom.”  Of 
this  last  sum  one  half  is  paid  over  to  the  churchwardens  of  St.  Luke.

Dangerfieid  Taylor’s  Charity. 

Eangerjield  Taylor,  by  Will,  dated  6th  January  177L  and  proved  at  Doc- 
tors Commons  13th  June  1788,  bequeathed  1,000/.  old  South-sea  annuities  to 
Thomas  Johnson  and  William  Budgen,  upon  trust,  to  pay  the  interest  thereof  as 
it  should  become  due  to  Sarah  Accam,  widow,  for  her  life,  and  after  her  death 
upon  trust,  to  transfer  500/.,  part  of  the  said  South-sea  annuities,  to  the  minister 
and  churchwardens  for  the  time  being  of  the  parish  of  St.  Giles,  Cripplegate, 
without  London,  upon  trust,  to  apply  the  interest  thereof  in  buying  shoes  for 
the  poor  of  the  said  parish,  to  be  given  away  every  year  on  All  Saints-day,  and 
the  remaining  500/.  of  the  said  South-sea  annuities  he  directed  to  be  transferred 
to  other  cnaritable  uses  therein  mentioned. 

The  first  500/.  old  South-sea  annuities  now  stands  in  the  names  of  the  Rev. 
William  Holmes,  Thomas  Dolley,  and  William  Robson,  of  whom  the  first  alone 
survives. 

The  whole  of  the  dividends,  being  15/.  a year,  are  applied  to  the  parish  of 
Cripplegate. 

Gouldsmith’s  Charity. 

Edmund  Gouldsmith,  of  Highbury  Place,  Islington,  gentleman,  in  the  year 
1810,  gave  to  the  vicar  and  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  St.  Giles  without 
Cripplegate  the  sum  of  10/.,  to  be  by  them  placed  out  at  interest,  for  the  use  of 
the  poor  of  the  said  parish  for  ever  on  All  Saints-day.  This  was  afterwards 
laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  15/.  18.s.  6d.,  three  per  cent  consolidated  Bank 
annuities,  now  standing  in  the  names  of  the  Rev.  William  Holmes,  vicar, 
Joseph  Mayer,  and  Aaron  Stafford,  and  produces  an  annual  dividend  of  9 s.  2 d., 
which  is  carried  to  the  general  distribution-account  of  the  parish  of  Cripple- 
gate.   


The  following  is  a summary  of  the  funds  received  from  the  foregoing- 
charities,  from  Sworder’s  inclusively,  for  the  use  of  the  parish  of  Cripplegate, 
and  of  the  uses  to  which  they  are  applicable.  In  apportioning  the  rents  of 
estates,  where  several  pecuniary  gifts  appropriated  to  different  charitable  objects 
have  been  joined  in  one  purchase,  we  have  endeavoured  to  assign  to  each 
charity  its  due  proportion  of  the  rents.  It  will  have  been  seen  that  in  some 
of  those  purchases  it  is  only  matter  of  conjecture  out  of  what  funds  they  have 
been  made  ; but  where  the  received  opinion  has  assigned  them  to  particular 
benefactions,  we  have  so  considered  them  in  apportioning  the  rents.  In  some 
cases  where  benefactions  for  objects  of  limited  amount,  received  subsequently 
to  the  purchase  of  any  particular  premises,  have  been  considered  by  the  parish 
as  secured  upon  those  premises,  we  have  not  held  them  entitled  to  a propor- 
tionate share  of  the  rents,  but  merely  to  the  amount  of  the  specified  objects :

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In  respect  of  the  foregoing  charities  from  Sworder’s  inclusively,  the  follow- 
ing distributions  are  made  to  the  poor  inhabitants  of  the  parish. 

Distributions  of  Bread. — Twenty-seven  poor  persons  receive  each  a two- 
pound  loaf,  every  Sunday,  after  morning  service  ; they  are  required  to  he 
present  at  the  service,  unless  prevented  by  illness,  in  which  case  their  loaves 
are  sent  to  them.  A list  of  the  persons  receiving  this  bread  is  kept,  and 
adhered  to  as  long  as  they  reside  in  the  parish  and  conduct  themselves  properly. 
Prior  to  1825  the  number  on  the  list  was  only  20. 

On  Wednesday  mornings  a further  distribution  takes  place,  of  four-pound 
loaves  to  poor  widows.  Prior  to  1826,  the  number  of  these  was  30,  from  that 
time  it  has  been  50.  These  loaves  are  received  from  the  baker,  an  order  upon 
whom  for  a loaf  a week  is  given  by  the  churchwardens  to  each  widow  on  her 
appointment ; these  orders  continue  in  force  until  the  churchwardens  have 
notice  of  the  death  of  the  holder,  or  of  any  circumstance  which  may  have  rendered 
her  unfit  to  partake  of  the  charity.  When  vacancies  take  place  for  the  Sunday’s 
or  Wednesday’s  gifts,  they  are  filled  up  by  the  senior  churchwarden  for  the 
time  being. 

There  are  also  annual  distributions  of  four-pound  loaves  to  the  number  of 
about  1,400.  These  are  made  usually  in  the  depth  of  winter,  but  not  at  any 
fixed  period ; for  the  last  two  years  they  have  been  on  two  different  days  ; before 
then,  on  one  only.  These  distributions  are  made  by  tickets,  entitling  the  holder 
to  receive  a four-pound  loaf,  and  which  tickets  are  delivered  out  by  the 
churchwardens  among  the  respectable  inhabitants  of  the  parish,  to  be  by  them 
given  to  such  poor  persons  as  they  think  deserving,  and  who  have  resided  in 
the  parish  twelve  months  preceding ; the  name  and  residence  of  such  poor 
person  being  specified  in  the  ticket.  Only  one  ticket  is  given  to  a family, 
except  in  some  occasional  instances  where  the  number  in  family  is  very 
large. 

The  number  of  tickets  issued  is  regulated  by  the  churchwardens,  according 
to  the  price  of  bread,  and  the  quantity  which  at  the  then  price  they  think  the 
fund  will  afford. 

The  cost  of  these  several  gifts  of  bread  in  the  year  1826-7  was  169/.  8 s.  11  d.-f 
in  the  year  1824-5,  before  the  additions  above  mentioned  were  made  in  the 
number  of  loaves  distributed,  the  cost  was  118/.  3s.-,  in  either  case  far 
exceeding  the  amount  appropriated  to  this  purpose  by  the  respective  bene- 
factors, as  will  appear  from  the  foregoing  summary. 

Distribution  of  Coals.- — Coals  are  likewise  distributed  in  the  winter.  This 
distribution  till  lately  was  made  once  in  the  year  at  the  severest  season ; for 
the  last  two  years  two  distributions  have  taken  place,  one  in  January,  and  the 
other  in  March  : When  one  distribution  only  was  made,  the  quantity  was 
30  chaldrons  ; at  the  two  distributions  for  the  last  two  years,  70  chaldrons  have 
been  given.  These  coals  are  disposed  of  in  the  same  manner  as  the  bread, 
by  tickets,  entitling  the  holder  to  receive  two  bushels.  The  coals  are  purchased 
at  the  cheapest  season,  and  deposited  in  a shed  built  for  the  purpose  in  the 
church-yard. 

A portion  of  the  workhouse-committee,  generally  about  12  or  14,  attend  to 
superintend  the  delivery.  When  the  tickets  are  brought,  the  coals  are  delivered 
to  carriers,  retained  by  the  committee  to  convey  them  to  the  residence  of 
the  poor  people,  and  who  are  paid  at  the  rate  of  2 d.  a turn.  Attention  is  paid 
that  the  same  person  shall  not  receive  upon  two  tickets  at  the  same  distribution, 
but  there  is  no  objection  to  such  person  receiving  at  each  distribution. 
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The  cost  of  this  distribution,  in  the  year  1826-7,  (including  7 /.  15s.  for  St.  Giles,  Cripple- 
repairs  to  the  coal-house),  was  235/.  9 s.  In  the  year  preceding  the  increase  gate- 
of  quantity  above  mentioned  it  was  101/.  3s.  2d.  ; in  this  case  also  much 
exceeding  the  amount  appropriated  to  this  purpose.  This  includes  the  charge 
of  carrying  the  coals,  printing  the  delivery-tickets,  and  the  expenses  of  the 
workhouse-committee  on  the  days  of  attendance  for  delivering  the  coals, 
which  in  the  first  of  these  years,  when  there  was  one  delivery,  was  147.  19  s.  2 7.; 
in  the  last,  when  there  were  two  deliveries,  2 31.  18s.  107.  This  is  doubtless, 
an  irksome  and  fatiguing  office  for  the  committee,  and  well  justifies  the  pro- 
viding them  with  adequate  refreshment,  yet  we  cannot  but  think  this  expendi- 
ture a somewhat  heavy  charge  upon  the  charity. 

Distribution  of  Clothing. — Upon  All  Saint’s -day  in  every  year  a distribution 
of  clothing  is  made,  consisting  of  the  following  sets  of  articles. 

1.  Coats. 

2.  Shirts,  shoes  and  stockings,  for  men. 

3.  Gowns  and  flannel-petticoats. 

4.  Shoes  and  stockings  for  women,  shifts  and  flannel-petticoats. 

[Till  the  last  year  no  flannel-petticoats  were  given  with  the  gowns,  they  were 
then  added,  in  order  to  make  this  set  of  articles  of  equal  value  with  the 
others.] 

5.  A dress,  consisting  of  jacket  and  trowsers  for  boys. 

6.  and  rJ.  The  maidens  and  bachelors  gifts  of  clothing  for  poor  girls  and  boys 
under  Mrs.  Astill’s  charity,  of  which  we  have  before  spoken. 

The  clothing  is  given  away  by  tickets  in  the  same  manner  as  the  coals  and 
bread.  The  vicar,  parish-officers,  and  vestrymen  alone,  as  we  have  before  seen, 
give  away  the  tickets  for  the  maidens’  and  bachelors’  gifts.  The  rest  of  the 
tickets  are  delivered  out  among  the  respectable  parishioners  at  large,  to  be  given 
away  by  them  at  their  discretion.  The  poor  persons  take  their  tickets  to  the 
workhouse  committee-room  about  a month  before  All  Saints-day,  on  two  several 
days  appointed  for  the  purpose,  and  state  what  set  of  clothing  they  respectively 
wish  for,  and  they  receive  an  order  accordingly  upon  the  tradesmen  who  are 
to  supply  the  articles.  The  clothing,  when  prepared  according  to  these  orders, 
is  all  taken  to  the  workhouse  previously  to  All  Saints-day,  when  it  is  examined* 
and  on  All  Saints-day  is  given  out  to  the  holders  of  the  tickets. 

The  children  holding  the  maidens’  and  bachelors’  tickets  put  on  their  clothing 
(as  has  been  before  mentioned)  at  the  workhouse,  and  then  proceed  to  church 
with  the  vicar  and  churchwardens  and  the  committee.  The  rest  of  the  poor 
people  take  their  clothing  away,  but  those  who  receive  coats  and  gowns  are 
informed  that  it  is  expected  that  they  should  all  appear  in  them  at  church. 

The  quantity  of  clothing  to  be  provided  (as  well  as  of  the  coals  and  bread  at 
the  general  distributions)  is  settled  by  the  churchwardens,  upon  a consideration 
of  the  amount  of  the  fund  in  the  bankers  hands.  In  the  year  1826-7,  the 
cost  of  clothing,  exclusively  of  the  articles  furnished  to  the  children  under 
Mrs.  Astill’s  charity,  was  323/.,  besides  a proportion  of  the  expense  of  making 
up  (the  whole  of  which  was  9/.  18s.),  of printing  the  tickets,  and  of  the  expenses 
of  the  workhouse-committee  on  the  two  days  of  attendance,  for  receiving  the 
tickets  and  delivering  the  clothes,  which  was  12/.  3s.  67.  The  disbursements 
in  former  years  have  not  been  so  large  as  the  above,  but  seem  to  have  suffi- 
ciently complied  with  the  clothing-charities  above  set  forth.  They  will  be 
seen  in  the  statement  of  accounts  hereafter  given. 
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St.  Giles,  Cripple-  Besides  these  distributions,  the  gifts  to  the  vicar  and  churchwardens  are  paid 
gate-  out  of  this  fund.  The  gifts  so  paid  to  the  vicar,  include,  besides  those  noticed 
in  the  foregoing  summary,  one  of  105.  by  Mainer,  mentioned  among  the  fore- 
going cases,  and  one  of  4/.  by  Mr.  Fawcett,  and  another  of  5s.  by  Thomas 
Goddard,  hereafter  mentioned,  but  of  which  it  is  uncertain  to  what  head  of 
receipt  they  are  to  be  assigned. 

The  whole  of  the  gifts  to  the  vicar,  amounting  to  9/ . 5s.,  and  to  the 
churchwardens,  amounting  to  31.  1 5 s.,  having  been  given  before  the  separa- 
tion of  the  parishes,  are  considered  to  belong  to  the  vicar  and  churchwardens 
of  Cripplegate  only,  and  not  to  be  divisible  between  them  and  the  rector  and 
churchwardens  of  St.  Luke ; the  whole  therefore  is  paid  or  retained  by  the 
churchwardens  of  Cripplegate,  and  a moiety  charged  in  account  with  the 
churchwardens  of  St.  Luke  (the  mode  of  accounting  between  the  parishes 
being  for  the  churchwardens  of  Cripplegate  to  credit  the  churchwardens  of 
St.  Luke  with  their  full  proportion  of  the  gross  rents,  and  to  debit  them  with 
their  proportion  of  all  sums  disbursed  on  account  of  the  joint  charities).  This 
disposal  of  the  gifts  to  the  vicar  seems  to  be  correct  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Act  for  separating  the  parishes  which  we  have  before  set  forth,  but  not  so  as  to 
the  churchwardens : As  there  were  distinct  churchwardens  for  the  Lordship 

part  of  the  old  parish  of  Cripplegate,  who  of  course  partook  of  these  gifts,  we 
see  no  reason  why  the  churchwardens  of  St.  Luke,  who  stand  in  their  place 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Act,  should  not  enjoy  the  same  privilege. 

The  foregoing  are  the  only  charitable  disbursements  that  are  made  out  of 
this  fund.  The  rest  of  the  ordinary  expenditure  consists  of  payments  to  the 
vestry-clerk,  for  law-charges,  and  other  business  done  respecting  the  charities ; 
of  expenses  incurred  in  surveying  and  letting  the  estates;  and  some  small 
disbursements  for  stamps,  and  gratuities  to  the  bankers  clerks,  and  to  the  bell- 
ringers on  All  Saints-day.  It  has  also  been  the  custom  for  many  years,  that 
the  vestrymen  should  dine  together  after  the  distribution  and  sermon  on  All 
Saints-day,  the  whole  cost  of  which  dinner  was  formerly  defrayed  out  of  the 
charity-fund  : of  late  the  practice  has  been,  that  such  as  choose  to  attend  should 
pay  a certain  sum  per  head,  and  that  the  excess  only  of  the  charge  beyond  that 
amount  should  be  paid  out  of  the  fund.  This  expense  has  been  considerable, 
varying  in  the  last  ten  years  from  30/.  to  60/.,  and  it  is  one  which  we  think 
ought  not  to  be  charged  to  the  charities  : It  has  accordingly  been  determined 
to  discontinue  it.  On  the  other  hand  it  is  proposed,  in  consideration  of  the  great 
trouble  attending  the  collection  of  the  numerous  rents,  and  of  that  which  will  be 
incurred  in  keeping  the  accounts  of  the  charities  in  future,  in  the  manner  we  have 
suggested,  that  the  churchwardens  should  be  allowed  to  charge  a poundage  of 
two  and  a half  per  cent  upon  the  rents  collected.  It  appears  to  us,  that  this  is 
not  unreasonable,  the  expense  of  collecting,  if  any,  being  borne  by  them,  and 
such  gifts  as  the  donors  of  the  charities  may  have  directed  to  be  made  to  them 
for  their  trouble  being  relinquished;  and  the  allowance  being  subjected  to  the 
consideration  and  sanction  of  the  vestry. 

From  the  foregoing  summary  it  will  he  seen  that  a large  portion  of  the  charit- 
able funds  comprised  therein  was  given  to  be  disposed  of  by  the  churchwardens 
among  the  poor,  at  their  discretion.  This  portion  it  is  perhaps  a wise  exercise 
of  their  discretion  to  apply  in  additional  gifts  of  bread,  coals  and  clothing,  but 
they  also  divert  to  this  use  certain  other  sums  given  for  specific  purposes, 
perhaps  from  inadvertency,  but  certainly  without,  as  it  seems  to  us,  any  suffi- 
cient reason. 
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Thus  Thomas  Nokes’s  gift  for  apprenticing  a poor  boy,  which  was  invested  St.  Giles,  Cripple- 
with  other  funds  in  the  purchase  of  the  estate  called  Burgess’s  Rents,  has  gone  sate‘ 
in  aid  of  these  general  distributions.  The  proportion  of  the  present  rent  appli- 
cable to  this  charity  is  17 /.  17  s.  9 d.  which  ought  to  be  applied  according  to 
the  directions  of  the  donor. 

Mrs.  Ann  Harvest’s  gift,  being  7 /.  105.  to  ten  poor  widows,  ought  to  be 
given  to  them  in  money  as  directed  by  her. 

The  funds  derived  from  the  gifts  of  Busby  and  Whitfield  for  the  repairs  of 
the  church  ought  also  to  be  reserved  for  that  purpose.  As  to  Busby’s  charity, 
we  have  already  stated  that  the  sums  to  be  paid  out  of  the  rent,  and  divided 
between  the  parishes,  should  be  2/.  for  bread,  and  the  value  of  four  chaldron  of 
coals  at  the  current  price,  say  10/.,  which  would  leave  4/.  out  of  the  present 
rents  for  the  repair  of  the  church.  A contingent  application  of  part  of  the 
funds  of  Sworder’s  charity  to  this  object  was  also  directed  by  the  donor;  but  we 
have  before  stated  our  reason  for  thinking,  that  under  the  impossibility  now 
existing  of  strictly  fulfilling  the  trusts  of  that  charity,  the  present  mode  of 
applying  it  in  the  general  distributions  should  not  be  disturbed. 

Out  of  the  rents  of  the  Moor-lane  estate,  four  Bibles  and  six  prayer-books 
should  be  purchased  and  distributed  in  satisfaction  of  the  charities  of  Robert 
Smith,  and  of  Hanbery  and  Budd. 

With  respect  to  Langley’s  gift  of  the  residue  of  his  charity  to  the  sick  and 
lame,  and  which  may  be  estimated  at  about  79  /.  105.  per  annum,  as  no  particular 
mode  of  distribution  is  pointed  out,  it  may  perhaps  be  properly  made  in  the 
articles  now  given  away,  but  care  should  be  taken  that  the  amount  is  applied  to 
the  use  of  persons  really  answering  the  description. 

The  other  specific  gifts,  of  31.  from  the  house  in  Grub-street,  to  be  distributed 
on  All  Saints  ; 40/.  105.,  the  charity  of  Budd  and  the  Bishop  of  Ely,  to  be  given 
in  threepences  every  Friday ; and  1 /.  given  by  Whitfield  to  20  poor  men  and 
women  on  Ash  Wednesday  ; may  perhaps  be  more  beneficially  disposed  of  in 
the  present  manner. 

We  shall  now  proceed  to  set  forth  a statement  of  the  receipts  and  disburse, 
ments  in  respect  of  the  charities  comprised  in  the  above  summary,  for  ten  years 
from  Michaelmas  1817. 

It  is  necessary,  however,  to  premise  that  in  making  out  this  statement  we  have 
encountered  great  difficulty  from  the  extremely  irregular  and  defective  manner 
in  which  the  accounts  have  been  kept,  and  which  may  render  it  in  some  degree 
imperfect.  The  receipts  indeed  of  rent  and  other  income  on  account  of  the  dif- 
ferent charities,  received  by  the  churchwardens,  together  witli  the  receipts  of 
rent  for  some  other  estates  belonging  to  the  parish,  have  been  regularly  entered 
for  a great  number  of  years,  and  still  continue  so  to  be,  in  a small  book  annually 
renewed,  called  the  green-book;  but  not  so  the  disbursements.  Until  the  year 
1817,  the  contents  of  the  green-book  were  carried  by  the  churchwardens  to  their 
general  account  with  the  parish,  and  the  payments  made  by  them  in  respect  of 
the  charities  were  entered  in  that  account  and  passed  by  the  vestry.  In  the 
year  1817  a separate  book  was  opened,  in  which  the  accounts  of  the  charities  and 
parish-estates,  for  the  two  years  1816-17  and  1817-18,  were  entered,  and  the 
balances  regularly  stated  ; but  in  consequence,  as  it  should  seem,  of  the  death  of 
Mr.  Dewick,  one  of  the  churchwardens,  who  had  been  principally  instrumental 
in  setting  up  this  separate  account,  it  has  from  that  time  been  discontinued, 
and  no  accounts  have  been  kept  of  the  disbursements  in  respect  of  the  charities, 
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St.  Giles,  Cripple-  except  ill  the  private  memoranda  of  the  churchwardens  for  the  respective  years  ; 
gate'  and  these  are  in  many  instances  very  defective.  Any  balances  upon  the  accounts 
of  the  respective  years,  (except  in  the  instance  of  Dearmer’s  charity,  as  before 
noticed)  have  remained  with  the  bankers  for  the  parish,  Messrs.  Curtis  & Co., 
where  separate  accounts  of  the  charity  and  parish  estates  have  been  opened 
with  the  churchwardens  of  each  year  : these  separate  accounts  have  not  been 
closed,  and  the  balances  carried  on  to  the  account  of  the  succeeding  church- 
wardens ; nor  has  there  been  any  audit  of  the  charity  accounts,  nor  any  general 
balance  struck  since  the  year  1818. 

The  variations  which  the  statement  will  exhibit  in  the  annual  amount  of 
receipts  from  that  specified  in  the  summary,  have  arisen  from  alterations  in  the 
rents  of  some  of  the  premises,  from  irregularities  in  the  payments  of  some  of 
the  rentcharges,  and  from  occasional  losses  through  the  insolvency  of  tenants. 
These  have  for  the  most  part  been  noticed  in  the  foregoing  account  of  the 
several  charities. 

We  have  included  in  this  statement  the  receipts  and  disbursements  in  respect 
of  Mrs.  Astill’s  clothing-charity,  although  that  is  in  fact  the  subject  of  a special 
distribution,  because  a part  of  these  disbursements  are  so  mixed  with  those 
belonging  to  the  general  distribution  of  clothing,  that  the  exact  amount  of 
neither  could  be  separately  stated. 

We  shall  first  set  forth  the  disbursements  for  the  greater  facility  of  subse- 
quently stating  the  balance  in  hand.

Rogers’s  Charity. 
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To  meet  this  balance  there  is  now  at  the  bankers,  a sum  of  1,294/.  10s.  2 d., 
falling  short  of  the  proper  amount  by  177/-  8 s.  4 d.  A part  of  this  deficiency 
appears  to  have  been  occasioned  by  payments,  made  at  various  times  by  the 
churchwardens  on  the  parish-account,  in  respect  of  the  rents  of  the  parish 
estates,  which,  it  will  be  recollected,  are  entered  in  the  same  account  at  the 
bankers  with  the  rents  of  the  charity-estates,  and  which  payments  are  ascer- 
tained to  have  amounted  in  the  course  of  the  above  period  to  95/.  15  s.  4 d. 
more  than  the  receipts  from  the  parish-estates.  We  find  further,  that  the 
bankers  account  was  overdrawn  in  1818  to  the  amount  of  41/.  13s.  9 d.,  and 
in  1819  to  the  amount  of  33/.  4s.  Id.:  for  what  purpose  the  account  was  so 
overdrawn  we  have  been  unable  to  discover  ; but  as  we  find  no  ground  to  attri- 
bute it  to  payments  on  account  of  the  charities,  we  must  consider  these  drafts 
as  forming  part  of  the  deficiency  of  the  charity-fund  above  mentioned.  This 
deficiency  is  further  accounted  for  by  the  sum  of  81.  8 s.  drawn  out  in  1820,  as 
before  stated,  for  what  purpose  is  unknown.  On  the  other  hand,  it  appears 
that  in  1818  Mr.  Dewick  paid  to  the  bankers,  as  the  balance  of  the  charity- 
monies  received  by  him,  a sum  exceeding  by  2/.  6s.  7 d.  the  balance  really  due 
according  to  the  account  above  stated.

The  accumulation  of  these  balances  to  so  large  an  amount,  and  the  diversion 
which  appears  to  have  taken  place  of  so  great  a portion  of  them  to  other  pur- 
poses, indicate  very  blameable  negligence  in  the  management  of  these  chari- 
table funds.  This  is  no  doubt  attributable  in  a great  measure  to  the  very 
defective  mode  that  has  prevailed  of  keeping  the  accounts,  and  which  is  fraught 
with  many  other  inconveniences ; among  which  it  is  not  the  least,  that  it  pre- 
cludes the  means  of  giving  satisfactory  information  concerning  the  state  of  the 
charities  to  those  who  may  desire,  and  are  entitled,  to  obtain  it.  We  have  stre- 
nuously recommended,  that  in  future  distinct  accounts  shall  be  kept  of  the 
several  charities,  and  the  balances  annually  struck  and  carried  forward,  and 
subjected  to  a regular  audit  by  the  vestry,  or  some  of  their  body  appointed  for 
that  purpose  ; a measure  which  appears  indispensably  necessary  to  secure  a due 
administration  of  the  funds,  and  a prompt  application  of  them  to  the  purposes 
intended  by  the  several  donors.  We  are  assured  that  this  recommendation 
shall  be  attended  to. 

The  parish  authorities  should  also  take  into  consideration  the  most  eligible 
method  of  applying  the  accumulation  still  in  hand,  in  furtherance  of  the  several 
objects  of  the  charities  from  which  it  has  been  derived. 


The  following  charities  appear  to  have  been  received  by  the  parish,  but  we 
do  not  meet  with  any  information  how  they  were  disposed  of.  It  may  be  con- 
jectured that  they  formed  part  of  the  funds  advanced  by  the  parish  for  the 
purchase  of  some  of  the  charity-estates,  and  that  their  produce  and  application 
are  accounted  for  in  the  rents  of  those  estates,  and  the  distributions  above 
described. 

Rogers’s  Charity. 

Robert  Rogers,  by  Will,  dated  in  1602  (as  stated  in  an  ancient  book  of  dona- 
tions belonging  to  this  parish),  gave  to  the  parish  of  St.  Giles  without  Cripple- 
gate,  to  be  bestowed  yearly  in  coals  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  of  the  said 

parish, 
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parish,  30/.,  provided  that  before  the  receipt  thereof  security  should  be  given  St.  Giles,  Cripple- 
1o  his  executors  that  they  would  provide  coals  in  the  best  time  of  the  year,  gate* 

“ that  the  poor  might  have  them  as  they  cost,  with  charges  and  loss  of  measure ; 
that  the  stock  might  be  kept  whole,  and  the  coals  yearly  provided,”  or  else  the 
money  to  be  returned  to  his  executor. 

Western’s  Charity. 

Robert  Western , by  Will,  in  1603,  directed  that  his  executor  should,  Western’s  Charity, 
within  three  months  next  after  his  decease,  deliver  to  the  vicar  and  church- 
wardens of  the  parish  of  St.  Giles  without  Cripplegate,  or  to  their  assigns, 
the  sum  of  40/.,  which  it  was  his  will  should  be  from  time  to  time  lent 
forth,  for  the  most  benefit,  to  such  young  occupiers  or  beginners  within  the 
Freedom  of  the  said  parish,  as  should  put  in  good  and  sufficient  sureties  for  re- 
payment thereof,  as  the  said  vicar  and  churchwardens  of  the  said  parish  for  the 
time  being,  their  successors  or  assigns,  should  well  like  of ; and  the  yearly 
profit  arising  thereof  it  was  his  will  should  be  yearly  distributed  to  and  amongst 
the  poorest  people  of  the  said  parish,  dwelling  within  the  Freedom  thereof, 
where  most  need  should  be,  at  the  discretion  and  appointment  of  the  said 
vicar  and  churchwardens,  their  successors  or  assigns,  at  such  time  or  times 
yearly  as  they  should  think  most  meet  and  convenient. 

It  has  been  believed  that  this  benefaction,  and  the  preceding  one  of  Robert 
Rogers,  were  applied  towards  the  purchase  of  the  estate  in  Moor-lane,  the  con- 
veyance of  which  is  dated  four  years  after  the  first,  and  three  years  after  the 
second,  of  those  wills.  It  is  however  highly  improbable,  that  they  should  so 
soon  have  been  diverted  from  the  specific  objects  for  which  they  were  given : 
and  with  respect  to  Rogers’s,  it  appears  from  a marginal  note  in  an  old  dona- 
tion-book, belonging  formerly  to  the  Lordship  part  of  the  parish,  and  now  to 
St.  Luke’s,  and  which  purports  to  have  been  begun  in  1643,  that  this  30/., 
though  given  to  provide  a stock  of  coals,  was  then  kept  as  a stock  to  buy  cloth 
for  gowns,  shifts  and  smocks,  against  All  Saints-day. 

Edward  Harvest’s  Charity. 

It  is  stated  in  the  donation-book  that  Edward  Harvest , (the  husband  of  Ann  Edward  Harvest  s 
Harvest,  whose  benefaction  is  before  stated)  alderman’s  deputy  in  this  parish, 
at  his  decease  in  the  year  1610,  gave  to  the  use  of  the  poor  of  this  parish,  Free- 
dom and  Lordship  equally,  20/.  in  money,  to  be  employed  for  the  use  of  the 
poor  aforesaid,  which  money  remained  in  the  custody  of  the  parish  until  they 
could  well  bestow  it  as  in  the  gift  aforesaid  (viz.  the  gift  of  Ann  Harvest). 

Sir  Francis  Goften’s  Charity. 

In  the  donation-book  it  is  stated  that  Sir  Francis  Goften  gave  by  his  Will 
50/.,  which  was  received  of  Mr.  George  Bingley,  by  the  vicar  and  church war- 
nens,  the  9th  December  1628,  which  money  was  for  the  provision  of  sea-coals 
yearly,  for  ever,  for  the  poor  of  this  parish. 

Awdley’s  Charity. 

It  is  stated  in  the  donation-book  that  Thomas  Awdley,  by  Will,  bequeathed  Awdley  s Chanty, 
to  the  parishes  of  St.  Andrew  Holborn,  St.  Sepulchre  without  Newgate,  St. 

Giles  without  Cripplegate,  and  St.  Mary  Matfelon  alias  Whitechapel,  in  the 
county  of  Middlesex,  120/.,  that  is,  to  each  parish  30/.  for  the  increasing  ot 
the  poor-stock  of  each  parish,  to  be  paid  to  the  overseers  of  the  poor  for  the 
poors  use. 

Administration,  with  the  will  annexed,  was  granted  20th  May  1644. 

Then  follows  this  memorandum  : 

Memorandum. — Of  this  legacy  7 /•  was  paid  in  the  year  1645  to  John  Redding 
and  Ralph  Tasker,  churchwardens  for  the  Freedom,  and  John  Robinson  and 
Edward  Lawrence,  churchwardens  for  the  Lordship.  Of  this  30  /.  there  ought 
to  be  an  account  given  every  year.  Of  this  legacy  of  30  /.  the  churchwardens 
of  the  Lordship  had  half. 

We  find  no  further  information  respecting  this  bequest  than  what  is  given  in 
this  somewhat  obscure  memorandum.  It  is  not  found  among  the  charities  oi 
either  of  the  parishes  mentioned  in  the  foregoing  extract. 


Sir  Francis  Goften’s 
Charity. 
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St.  Giles,  Cripple-  c , „ 

gate.  Thomas  Snow  s Charity. 

Thomas  Snow’s  Thomas  Snow,  by  his  Will,  dated  2d  May  1651,  reciting,  that  he  had  adven. 
Charity.  tured  100/.  upon  the  propositions  for  reducing  the  rebels  of  Ireland,  gave  the 
same  to  his  wife  Barbara,  provided  that  she  should,  within  one  month  next 
after  receiving  the  said  sum  of  100  /.,  satisfy  and  pay  the  churchwardens  or 
other  officers  of  the  parish  of  St.  Giles,  Cripplegate,  one  equal  half  part  of  the 
same,  or  of  such  other  monies  as  she  should  at  any  time  receive  in  part  thereof, 
which  moiety  so  to  be  paid  to  the  said  churchwardens,  it  was  his  will  should 
be  laid  out  for  the  buying  of  sea-coals  in  summer  at  the  cheapest  rate,  to  be 
sold  again  to  the  poor  people  of  the  said  parish,  at  such  low  rates  as  the  same 
might  be  afforded,  so  as  the  stock  might  be  kept  whole. 

A memorandum  in  the  donation-book  states  that  the  100/.  so  adventured  was 
sold  for  47/.  10.?.,  so  the  moiety  delivered  to  the  churchwardens  for  the  use  of 
the  poor  was  23/.  15  s. 

Goddard’s  Charity. 

Goddard’s  Charity.  An  entry  in  the  donation-book  bearing  the  date  of  1658,  records  the  gift  of 
Thomas  Goddard  of  70  /.  viz. ; 60/.  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  St.  Luke’s,  and  10/. 
for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  Cripplegate,  given  by  him  in  his  life-time  into  the 
hands  of  the  churchwardens  of  the  respective  parishes  ; and  that  he  afterwards 
by  his  will  declared  that  the  said  70/.,  and  the  profits  thereof,  should  from  time 
to  time  be  disposed  of  by  the  said  respective  churchwardens  as  follows  ; 5 s. 
yearly  to  the  minister  of  the  same  parish,  and  with  the  residue  the  church- 
wardens of  St.  Luke  should  yearly  buy  21  yards  of  good  strong  kersey,  caused 
to  be  dyed  with  a good  sad  brown  colour,  wherewith  should  be  made  ten 
coats  for  ten  poor  fatherless  children,  as  near  as  they  could,  in  St.  Luke’s,  which 
said  coats  should  be  given  them  every  year  for  ever,  by  the  said  churchwardens 
of  St.  Luke’s  on  the  1st  day  of  November,  commonly  called  Allhallon-day  : And 
concerning  the  yearly  profits  to  be  made  of  the  said  10/.  in  the  hands  of  the 
churchwardens  of  Cripplegate,  his  mind  was  that  the  said  profits  should  be 
yearly  bestowed  in  the  buying  of  12  dozen  of  bread  in  sixpenny-loaves,  which 
should  be  yearly  distributed  to  24  poor  widows,  all  living  in  the  said  parish  of 
Cripplegate,  011  the  1st  November,  forever. 

The  date  given  to  this  entry  is  long  prior  to  the  creation  of  St.  Luke’s  parish. 
It  must  be  a statement  made  since  that  event  of  the  effect  of  a benefaction  made 
before  it. 

The  5 s.  a year  to  the  minister  is  regularly  paid  by  the  churclnvardens  to  the 
vicar. 

Charities  of  Ellis  Worth  and  Frances  Worth. 

The  donation-book  states  that  Ellis  Worth,  late  of  this  parish,  at  his  decease 
in  1659,  gave  to  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  Lordship  of  this  parish  15/.,  the 
profits  thereof  to  be  bestowed  on  twelve  poor  widows  at  Allhallontide,  in  twelve 
pair  of  stockings,  at  the  discretion  of  the  churchwardens. 

It  further  states,  that  Mrs.  Frances  Worth,  relict  of  the  said  Ellis  Worth,  in 
her  life-time,  in  the  year  aforesaid,  gave  10/.  to  the  Freedom  of  the  said  parish, 
the  profits  thereof  to  be  bestowred  on  eight  poor  widows  of  the  Freedom  in  eight 
pair  of  stockings,  at  the  discretion  of  the  churchwardens  of  the  Freedom.  She 
afterwards  made  it  up  30/.  in  1661,  as  appeared  by  the  grand  account  made  up 
then,  the  30/.  to  be  yearly  distributed  in  stockings. 

It  appears  therefore  that  Frances  Worth’s  gift  was  received,  and  should  be 
accounted  for  in  the  general  distribution.  Of  Ellis  Worth’s  %ve  find  nothing 
further. 

Dobson’s  Charity.

Dobson’s  Charity.  Edward  Dobson,  by  M ill,  dated  22d  July  1661,  gave  to  the  poor  within  the 
Freedom  ot  the  parish  of  St.  Giles  without  Cripplegate  the  sum  of  50/.,  and 
to  the  poor  within  the  Lordship  of  the  said  parish  10/.,  to  be  paid  to  the  church- 
wardens ot  the  said  parish  ; and  it  was  his  will  that  the  churchwardens  and 
ancients  ot  the  said  parish  should,  with  the  said  monies,  or  other  monies  put  to 
the  same,  as  they  should  think  fit,  purchase  some  house  or  lands  for  the  use  of 
the  poor  aforesaid,  and  that  such  benefits  and  profits  as  should  arise  by  the 
said  60/.  so  to  be  laid  out  should  be  distributed  at  the  discretion  of  the  church- 
wardens 
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wardens  of  the  said  Freedom  and  Lordship  for  the  buying  of  shirts  for  the  poor 
there,  proportionable  to  the  sums  by  him  so  severally  given  as  aforesaid. 

It  seems  from  a vestry  minute,  June  30th  16G4,  that  this  was  received. 

Brackstone’s  Charity. 

Yate  Braclcstone,  by  Will,  dated  in  1665,  gave  to  the  parishioners  of  the 
parish  of  St.  Giles,  Cripplegate,  50/.  to  the  intent  that  the  churchwardens  and 
overseers  of  the  said  parish  should  expend  in  every  year  31.,  in  buying  a good 
quantity  of  good  and  fitting  lockeram  cloth  for  making  a considerable  number 
of  shifts,  that  is  to  say  both  shirts  and  smocks,  and  the  same  being  so  bought 
and  made  up,  the  said  churchwardens  and  overseers  should  yearly  on  All- 
hallon-day,  distribute  the  same  amongst  such  poor  persons  of  the  said  parish, 
both  men  and  women,  whose  necessities  should  so  require ; with  a condition, 
that  if  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  did  not  give  bond  to  his  executrix  for 
the  due  payment  of  the  said  31.  annually  as  directed  by  his  will,  that  his  said 
bequest  should  be  void. 

It  appears  from  a memorandum  in  the  donation-book,  that  security  was  duly 
given  by  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  for  the  performance  of  the  trust.  It 
is  therefore  to  be  presumed  that  the  money  was  received. 

Mrs.  Brewer’s  Charity. 

It  is  stated  in  the  donation-book  that  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Brewer,  by  Will,  dated 
28th  October  1672,  reciting  that  she  had  in  the  year  1669  given  100/.  for  ever 
to  the  Freedom  part  of  the  parish  of  St.  Giles  without  Cripplegate,  the  interest 
thereof,  viz.  6/.  per  annum,  to  be  after  her  decease  received  by  the  church- 
wardens, and  distributed  as  follows,  that  is  to  say;  on  the  1st  of  November  to 
20  poor  widows  of  the  Freedom  part  of  the  parish  35.  a-piece,  and  on  the  1st  of 
May  yearly  to  20  poor  widows  more  of  the  Freedom  part  of  the  said  parish, 
35.  a-piece;  which  said  100/.  was  already  put  out  in  the  name  of  Dr.  John 
Pritchard,  vicar,  and  Richard  Knight,  then  churchwarden  of  the  said  parish, 
to  the  worshipful  company  of  Mercers,  London,  as  by  their  obligation  under 
their  common  seal,  bearing  date  28th  January  1669,  with  condition  to  pay 
103/.  the  29th  July  next  ensuing  the  date  thereof  might  more  fully  appear  ; 
confirmed  the  said  gift  and  legacy : and  directed  that  her  executrix  and  her 
successors  should  have  power  and  authority  to  make  inquiry  from  year  to  year 
of  the  churchwardens  for  the  time  being,  to  see  that  the  said  interest  was  faith- 
fully distributed  accordingly ; and  that  if  the  churchwardens  should  refuse  to 
give  a just  account  to  her  said  executrix,  and  her  successors,  or  that  the  interest 
should  not  be  distributed  according  to  her  appointment,  that  then  it  should  be 
lawful  for  her  said  executrix  and  her  successors  to  call  in  the  said  100/.  and  put 
it  forth  to  the  best  improvement,  to  raise  the  sum  of  6/.  per  annum  for  ever,  and 
the  said  interest  to  be  faithfully  distributed  as  aforesaid. 

Satchwell’s  Charity. 

In  the  old  donation-book  belonging  to  the  parish  of  St.  Luke  is  an  extract 
from  the  Will  of  William  Satchwell,  citizen  and  Weaver,  of  London,  dated  12th 
April  1675,  whereby  he  bequeathed  to  the  parish  of  St.  Giles  without  Cripple- 
gate, Freedom  and  Lordship,  30/.  the  yearly  interest  and  product  whereof  he 
appointed  to  buy  eight  pair  of  new  shoes,  and  eight  pair  of  new  stockings,  for 
eight  poor  men  freemen  of  the  company  of  Weavers,  London,  that  is,  four  of 
the  Freedom  and  four  of  the  Lordship  of  the  said  parish  ; to  be  given  on  the  feast 
of  All-Saints  in  every  year.  [See  also  charities  of  the  Weavers  company,  8th 
Report,  p.  386.] 

Charde’s  Charity. 

In  the  donation-book  is  contained  a copy  of  a deed  of  acquittance,  dated  19th 
March  1682,  whereby,  after  reciting  the  bequest  of  150/.  given  by  the  Will  of 
Thomas  Charde,  dated  8th  December  1679,  to  the  minister,  churchwardens,  and 
overseers  of  the  parish  of  St.  Sepulchre,  London,  to  be  put  forth  at  interest  for 
the  putting  forth  apprentice  some  poor  glover’s  son  of  the  said  parish,  [as  to 
which  see  our  account  of  the  charities  in  St.  Sepulchre,  London,  14th  Report 
p.  144.]  And  further  reciting,  that  by  the  said  will,  the  said  Thomas  Charde

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bequeathed  to  the  minister,  churchwardens,  and  overseers  of  the  parish  of 
St.  Giles,  Cripplegate,  the  like  sum  of  150/.  to  be  put  forth  at  interest,  to  be 
applied  in  like  manner  for  a poor  glover’s  son  of  the  parish  of  St.  Giles,  Crip, 
plegate,  who  should  inhabit  within  the  Freedom  of  the  city  of  London,  and  for 
want  thereof  for  some  other  poor  tradesman’s  son  of  the  same  parish  within  the 
Freedom  ; it  was  declared  that  the  minister,  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the 
said  parish  of  St.  Giles,  Cripplegate,  therein  named,  did  thereby  acknowledge 
to  have  received  the  said  legacy  of  150/.  from  the  executor  of  the  said  Thomas 
Charde. 

A memorandum  is  added,  that  in  the  years  1684  and  1685  this  150/.  was 
drowned  in  the  parish  stock,  and  not  put  out  to  interest  by  the  churchwardens 
of  the  Freedom  according  to  the  directions  of  Mr.  Charde’s  will. 

Mrs.  Loveday’s  Charity. 

Frances  Loveday,  by  Will,  dated  3d  June  1702,  bequeathed  to  the  parish  of 
St.  Giles  without  Cripplegate,  London,  100/.,  the  interest  to  be  yearly  laid  out 
in  bread,  which  should  be  distributed  among  the  poorest  sort  of  people  in  the 
said  parish  on  St.  John’s  day,  being  27th  December,  in  each  year,  according  to 
the  discretion  of  the  minister  and  churchwardens  for  the  time  being. 

By  a minute  in  the  vestry-book  of  the  11th  June  1705,  it  was  ordered,  that 
Mrs.  Loveday’s  100/.  be  divided  equally  between  the  Freedom  and  Lordship 
parts  of  the  parish.  And  from  a subsequent  minute  of  the  5th  November  in 
the  same  year  it  appears  that  it  was  lent  on  bond  at  6 per  cent,  interest  to  Mr. 
Walters. 

Vaughan’s  Charity. 

It  is  stated  in  the  donation-book,  that  Mr.  Vaughan,  late  of  this  parish,  at 

his  decease  in  the  year gave  to  the  use  of  the  poor  of  this  parish,  Freedom 

and  Lordship  equally,  20  /.  in  money,  to  be  employed  for  the  use  of  the  poor, 
which  money  remained  in  the  custody  of  the  parish  until  they  could  well  be- 
stow it  as  aforesaid,  in  the  former  gift. 

[The  next  preceding  gift  in  the  book  is  that  of  Thomas  Snow]. 

Holliford’s  Charity. 


The  donation-book  also  mentions  a gift  of  Mr.  Richard  Holliford,  being 
160/.,  given  by  his  Will  (the  date  of  which  is  not  stated)  to  the  poor  of  the 
parish  of  St.  Giles  without  Cripplegate,  London,  and  that  for  the  reasons  therein 
mentioned  (indicating  that  it  was  the  intention  of  the  donor  that  the  said  money 
should  be  to  the  use  of  the  poor  of  both  parts  of  the  parish),  it  was  agreed  to 
at  a vestry  that  St.  Luke’s  should  have  the  half  profit  of  the  said  160/.  for  their 
poor.

It  appears  that  the  sums  advanced  by  the  parish  towards  the  purchase  of 
Bleyton’s  houses,  and  the  premises  in  Moor-lane,  Philip-lane,  Noble-street, 
Bread-street,  and  those  in  Whitecross-street  called  Burgess’s-rents,  exceeded  the 
amount  of  these  charities  more  than  200/.,  and  therefore  may  be  well  supposed 
to  have  included  them. 

If  then  these  charities  are  to  be  considered  as  included  in  the  present  rental, 
their  specific  objects  ought  to  be  provided  for  in  the  application  thereof.  In 
such  case,  Charde’s  apprenticing  charity,  and  Mrs.  Brewer’s  money-gift  to  poor 
widows,  should  be  specifically  observed.  But  perhaps  the  presumption  is  not 
strong  enough  to  call  imperatively  on  the  churchwardens  to  adopt  these  mea- 
sures. The  rest  of  these  charities  being  either  for  bread,  coals,  clothing,  or 
general  application,  would  be  satisfied  by  the  present  distributions. 

The  two  following  charities  are  mentioned  in  different  documents,  but  there 
is  no  trace  of  any  fund  provided  for  their  maintenance : 
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Tooley’s  Charity. 


St.  Giles,  Cripple- 
gate. 


In  an  old  donation-book  is  an  entry  to  the  following  effect ; “ Nicholas  Tooly  Tooley’s  Charity, 
gave  to  the  poor  people  of  St.  Giles  without  Cripplegate,  London,  eight  penny 
wheaten  loaves  weekly,  to  be  distributed  every  Sunday.  It  began  to  be  give.i 
to  eight  poor  people  the  12th  December  1624.” 


Fawcett’s  Charity. 

In  an  “ Account  of  the  estates  and  gifts  belonging  to  the  parish  of  St.  Giles  Fawcett’s  Charity, 
without  Cripplegate  in  the  year  1686”  lately  printed,  and  purporting  to  be 
copied  from  a manuscript  in  the  British  Museum,  there  is  mentioned  “ The 
gift  of  Mr.  Stephen  Fawcett,  being  6 1.  per  annum,  viz. ; to  the  vicar,  for  six 
sermons  preached  in  the  time  of  Lent,  4/.,  and  40  s.  to  be  given  to  the  poor.” 

« Mr.  Fawcett’s  gift  of  4/.  for  sermons  on  Fridays  in  Lent”  is  also  inserted  in  an 
old  list  of  benefactions  kept  by  the  vicar  ; and  this  4/.  is  paid  to  him  out  of  the 
general  distribution-fund,  as  we  have  before  noticed.  How  it  became  charge- 
able on  that  fund  we  do  not  learn,  but  the  annuity  may  have  arisen  out  of  a sum 
of  money  invested  in  the  purchase  of  some  of  the  charity-estates.  Of  the  pay- 
ment of  the  40^.  to  the  poor  we  find  no  trace.

Girl’s  Charity  School. 


We  have  very  lately  received  information  of  the  following  benefaction  to  the  Girl’s  Charity 
charity-school  for  girls,  of  which,  though  it  had  been  in  existence  long  before  School, 
the  time  of  our  former  Inquiry  concerning  that  charity,  the  persons  who  then 
appeared  before  us  were  not  aware,  in  consequence  of  its  having  been  for  some 
years  suspended,  and  which  was  not  therefore  mentioned  in  the  Report  above 
referred  to. 


Buckley's  Charity. — Edward  Buckley,  by  Will,  dated  22d  February  1728, 
devised  to  his  sons  Edward  Buckley,  Richard  Buckley,  and  Pery  Buckley,  and 
their  heirs,  his  two  freehold  messuages  or  tenements  in  King-street,  and  his 
other  freehold  messuage  or  tenement  in  St.  Stephen’s-alley,  in  the  parish  of  St. 
Margaret,  Westminster,  in  the  county  of  Middlesex,  with  their  appurtenances, 
then  let  by  lease,  at  the  ground-rent  of  2 51.  per  annum,  upon  trust,  that  they 
and  the  survivors  or  survivor  of  them,  and  the  heirs  of  such  survivor,  should 
dispose  of  the  clear  rents  and  profits  thereof  as  follows;  viz.  the  sum  of  10/. 
per  annum  thereof  to  and  for  the  use,  benefit,  and  support  of  the  charity-school 
for  girls,  and  the  teaching  and  educating  them  therein  according  to  the  doctrine 
and  discipline  of  the  Church  of  England  then  erected  and  being  in  Redcross- 
street,  in  the  parish  of  St.  Giles  without  Cripplegate,  or  wheresoever  else  they 
should  thereafter  be  so  taught ; and  the  said  school  should  be  kept  and  conti- 
nued ; and  the  remainder  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  premises  ; and  in 
case  the  said  charity-school  should  not  be  continued  and  kept,  or  in  case  the 
children  to  be  taught  therein  should  not  be  taught  and  educated  according  to 
the  doctrine  and  discipline  of  the  present  Church  of  England,  then  also  the  said 
10/.  per  annum  to  be  for  ever  afterwards  paid,  applied,  and  disposed  of  by  his 
said  trustees  to  and  amongst  the  poor  of  the  liberties  of  Golden-lane,  and  Old- 
street,  in  the  said  parish  of  St.  Giles  without  Cripplegate,  or  elsewhere,  as  his 
said  trustees  for  the  time  being  should  think  fit,  either  in  coals,  or  for  putting 
out  poor  children  apprentices,  or  otherwise,  as  his  said  trustees  should  in  their 
discretion  think  best. 
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St.  Giles,  Cripple-  An  annuity  of  10/.  a year  was  received  by  the  treasurer  of  the  girl’s  charity- 
gate.  school,  as  the  gift  of  Edward  Buckley,  till  Michaelmas  1800,  and  was  under-

continued.  ’ Annuities,  standing  in  the  names  of  Sir  Joseph  AylifFe,  Samuel  Seddon,  Edward 

V -3 ' Buckley,  Richard  Buckley,  and  Pery  Buckley.  From  that  time  the  payment 

has  been  discontinued,  but  from  what  cause  we  are  not  informed,  nor  have  we 
at  present  been  able  to  ascertain  under  what  circumstances  the  fund  for  the 
payment  of  the  annuity  was  changed  from  the  rent  of  the  houses  in  West- 
minster to  the  South  Sea  Annuities. 

Upon  this  latter  point  indeed  the  following  conjecture  may  be  formed : It 
appears  that  the  buildings  in  St.  Stephen’s-alley,  as  may  be  seen  in  our  account 
of  the  charities  in  the  parish  of  St.  Margaret,  Westminster,  (see  10th  Rep. 
p.  274,  300.)  were  sold  to  the  commissioners  under  the  Act  of  Parliament  for 
building  Westminster  Bridge,  and  it  is  probable  that  the  house  described  in 
Buckley’s  will  as  situated  in  St.  Stephen’s-alley,  was  among  the  buildings  so 
sold,  and  that  the  purchase-money  received  for  it  may  have  been  invested  in 
South  Sea  Annuities,  in  satisfaction  of  his  charity.  This  conjecture  however 
will  not  afford  any  means  of  accounting  for  the  houses  in  King-street  devised 
by  the  will.  Of  these  we  have  not  hitherto  been  able  to  obtain  any  informa- 
tion, nor  have  we  found  any  trace  of  the  application  of  the  surplus  rents,  or  of 
the  surplus  dividends,  to  the  use  of  the  poor  in  the  liberties  of  Golden-lane  and 
Old-street,  (now  part  of  the  parish  of  St.  Luke,  Middlesex,)  or  to  any  other 
charitable  use.  Should  we  make  any  further  discovery  respecting  these  houses 
we  shall  take  a future  opportunity  of  reporting  it. 

The  South  Sea  stock  remains  untouched,  and  no  dividends  have  been  received 
since  April  1800  ; the  persons  in  whose  names  it  stands  are  all  dead,  but 
measures  are  in  progress  to  find  the  personal  representative  of  the  survivor,  and 
to  obtain  the  arrears  now  due,  and  the  regular  payment  of  the  annuity  in 
future ; and  also  to  secure  the  application  of  the  surplus  dividends,  being 
2/.  135.  a year  in  future,  and  the  due  proportion  of  the  unclaimed  dividends 
to  the  use  of  the  poor  in  the  liberties  of  Golden-lane  and  Old-street.

PARISH  OF  ST.  LUKE. 

St.  Luke.  IN  the  account  given  in  a preceding  part  of  this  Report  of  the  charities  in  the 

parish  of  St.  Giles,  Cripplegate,  it  will  be  seen,  that  the  parish  of  St.  Luke  was 

originally  a division  of  that  parish,  called  the  Lordship  part  lying  in  the  county 
of  Middlesex,  as  distinguished  from  the  Freedom  part  lying  within  the  City  of 
London,  and  was  erected  into  a distinct  parish  by  Act  of  Parliament  of  the 
6th  Geo.  2,  (1732) ; by  which  Act  it  was  enacted  that  all  charities  theretofore 
given,  either  to  the  separate  use  of  one  of  those  parts  of  the  old  parish,  or  jointly 
to  both  parts,  should  thereafter  be  enjoyed  by  the  vicar  and  churchwardens  of 
St.  Giles,  Cripplegate,  and  the  churchwardens  of  St.  Luke,  in  such  shares  and 
proportions,  and  by  such  and  the  same  ways,  means  and  methods,  as  they  were 
before  the  passing  the  Act. 

We  shall  first  notice  the  charities  exclusively  belonging  to  the  parish  of 
St.  Luke. 

Mrs.  Amyas’s  Almshouses. 

Mrs.  Amyas’s  By  Indenture,  dated  3d  September  1650,  between  Susan  Ami/as,  widow,  of 
Almshouses.  the  one  part,  and  captain  Oliver  Vaughan,  brewer,  and  eleven  others,  parish- 
ioners or  inhabitants  of  the  parish  of  St.  Giles  without  Cripplegate,  London,  of 
the  other  part ; reciting  a lease  for  a year  from  the  day  before  the  date  of  that 
Indenture,  whereby  the  said  Susan  Amyas  had  granted  to  the  said  parties  of 
the  second  part  a messuage  or  tenement  known  by  the  name  or  sign  of  the 
George,  situate  in  Old-street,  within  the  liberty  of  Wenlock’s  alias  Wedlock’s 
Barne,  in  the  county  of  Middlesex,  in  the  parish  of  St.  Giles  without  Cripple- 
gate, London  ; and  also  several  messuages  or  tenements,  with  their  appurte- 
nances, in  the  occupation  of  fifteen  persons  therein  mentioned,  and  also  two 
gardens  or  parcels  of  ground  in  the  occupation  of  Oliver  Vaughan  and  Robert 
Chamberlain,  all  which  premises  were  situate  in  Old-street  aforesaid,  extending 
to  the  king’s  highway  on  the  south  part,  and  to  certain  gardens  belonging  to 
the  Ironmongers  Company  on  the  north  part,  with  other  abuttals  therein  men- 
tioned, on  the  east  and  west ; and  also  a piece  or  parcel  of  ground  lying  behind 
the  said  messuages,  next  to  the  orchards  or  gardens  there  belonging  to  the  said 
Company  of  Ironmongers,  part  of  which  was  in  the  occupation  of  Robert 
Chamberlain,  and  the  other  part  of  Oliver  Vaughan,  containing  from  east  to 
west  86  feet  of  assize,  or  thereabouts,  and  from  north  to  south  52  feet  of  assize, 
or  thereabouts,  extending  on  the  north  to  the  said  orchards  or  gardens  belong- 
ing to  the  said  Company  of  Ironmongers,  on  the  south  to  the  dwelling-house 
of  the  said  Robert  Chamberlain,  on  the  east  to  a brewhouse  lately  erected  by 
the  said  Oliver  Vaughan,  and  on  the  west  to  a brick  wall  belonging  to  one 
Mr.  Willis,  with  free  liberty  of  ingress,  egress  and  regress,  unto  and  from  the 
same,  which  parcel  of  ground  was  also  situate  in  Old-street  aforesaid  ; and  all 
other  lands  and  hereditaments  of  the  said  Susan  Amyas,  theretofore  devised  to 
her  by  the  last  will  of  John  Taylor,  her  former  husband  ; It  was  witnessed,  that 
the  said  Susan  Amyas,  for  the  considerations  therein  mentioned,  granted,  en- 
feoffed, released  and  confirmed  to  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part,  all  the  said 
recited  premises,  to  hold  the  same  to  them,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  upon  the 
trusts  therein  mentioned,  that  is  to  say,  to  the  use  of  the  said  Susan  Amyas, 
for  the  term  of  her  life,  and  after  her  death,  upon  trust,  to  dispose  and  employ 
the  premises  in  such  manner  as  she  should  by  her  will  direct ; and  in  default  of 
such  direction,  then  upon  trust,  to  employ  the  same  to  the  charitable  uses 
therein  declared  ; that  is  to  say,  that  they  should  with  all  convenient  speed, 
after  the  death  of  the  said  Susan  Amyas,  erect  a competent,  fitting  and  conve- 
nient almshouse  upon  some  part  of  the  before-mentioned  pieces  or  parcels  of 
ground  therein  described  and  expressed  to  lie  behind  the  said  messuages  or 
tenements  next  to  the  orchards  and  gardens  belonging  to  the  Company  of  Iron- 
mongers, containing  from  east  to  west  86  feet  of  assize  or  thereabouts,  and 
from  north  to  south  52  feet  of  assize  or  thereabouts,  for  the  dwelling  and  habi- 
tation of  eight  poor  people,  being  single  men  or  women,  and  unmarried,  of  the 
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said  parish  of  St.  Giles,  Cripplegate,  to  be  chosen  from  time  to  time  by  the 
said  parties  of  the  second  part,  and  by  such  as  should  be  feoffees  in  trust  of 
the  premises  for  the  time  being,  by  and  under  that  conveyance,  as  almspeople 
of  the  said  almshouse,  and  to  be  appointed,  admitted  and  placed  in  the  said 
almshouse,  from  time  to  time,  as  almspeople  there  : and  upon  farther  trust, 
that  the  said  trustees  should,  after  building  the  said  almshouse  as  aforesaid,  by 
and  out  of  the  yearly  rents  and  profits,  pay  and  allow  to  each  of  the  said  poor 
people  so  to  be  placed  in  the  said  almshouse  the  yearly  sum  of  4/.  for  and  to- 
wards their  respective  maintenance,  the  same  to  be  paid  quarterly  at  the  four 
usual  feasts  ; and  that  out  of  the  said  rents  and  profits  there  should  be  laid  out 
and  disbursed  6 1.  per  annum  for  sea-coals  for  the  use  of  the  poor  almspeople, 
to  be  divided  equally  among  them  ; one  half  at  Allhallontide,  and  the  other 
part  at  Candlemas  ; and  also  20  s.  yearly,  to  be  paid  to  some  one  that  should 
read  or  say  prayers  once  every  day  in  the  said  almshouse  to  the  same  poor 
people,  and  also  20  s.  more,  yearly,  for  bringing  in  the  river- water  to  the  said 
almshouse  : And  upon  further  trust,  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  to  pay  the  yearly 
sum  of  51.  to  the  poor  aged  and  impotent  people  of  the  parish  of  St.  Martin 
in  the  Vintry,  in  London,  at  Easter  and  Christmas,  to  be  distributed  to  such 
of  the  poor  of  the  said  parish  as  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  that  parish 
should  think  most  meet  to  receive  the  same  : And  it  was  further  provided,  that 
in  case  any  three  or  more  of  the  said  trustees  should  die,  the  survivor  and  sur- 
vivors should  from  time  to  time  make  new  conveyances  and  feoffments  of  the 
said  premises  to  some  other  substantial  inhabitants  of  the  said  parish  of  St. 
Giles,  and  their  heirs,  to  the  use  of  themselves,  and  the  same  new  feoffees  and 
their  heirs,  upon  trust,  and  for  the  true  performance  of  the  good  and  charitable 
uses  aforesaid  : And  it  was  further  directed,  that  the  said  trustees  should  every 
year,  at  the  feast  of  St.  Michael  the  Archangel,  meet  together  and  pass  a true 
'account  of  the  monies  received  out  of  the  premises,  and  the  monies  disbursed 
for  the  charitable  uses  aforesaid,  and  to  enter  the  same  in  a book  for  that  pur- 
pose to  be  provided ; and  if  there  should  be  sufficient  remaining  out  of  the  rents 
and  profits  to  make  good  all  the  charitable  uses  before  mentioned,  then  out 
of  such  overplus  the  trustees  to  be  allowed  20s.  yearly,  to  be  spent  as  they 
should  think  fit,  in  a repast  at  the  time  of  their  meeting  to  pass  the  said 
accounts. 
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The  next  trust-deed,  which  is  dated  2d  November  1660,  recites  that  the 
trustees  in  the  above  Indenture,  in  pursuance  of  the  trust  reposed  in  them, 
had  caused  to  be  erected  upon  the  said  void  piece  or  parcel  of  ground  afore- 
said, or  upon  some  part  thereof,  a competent  and  sufficient  almshouse  for  the 
abode  and  habitation  of  eight  poor  persons,  of  the  parish  of  St.  Giles  without 
Cripplegate,  London,  aforesaid ; and  it  appears  from  the  original  account- 
book,  which  is  still  in  use,  that  the  charity  was  fully  established  in  the  year 
1655. 

There  is  a regular  succession  of  conveyances  in  trust,  the  last  of  which  is  by 
Indentures  of  lease  and  release,  dated  the  25th  and  26th  March  1812,  wherein 
the  trust-premises  are  described  as  consisting  of  two  brick  messuages,  situate 
on  the  north  side  of  Old-street,  distinguished  by  the  numbers  107  and  108, 
three  brick  messuages  also  situate  on  the  north  side  of  Old-street,  distinguished 
by  the  numbers  109,  110,  and  111,  ten  new  brick  messuages  situate  on  and 
forming  the  east  side  of  a certain  place  called  George  Yard,  then  known  by  the 
name  of  Amyas’s-buildings,  on  the  north  side  of  Old-street  aforesaid,  and 
eleven  new  brick  messuages,  situate  on  and  forming  the  west  side  of  the  said 
place,  called  Amyas’s-buildings,  and  also  a brick  erection  or  building,  situate  at 
the  north  end  of  the  said  place,  called  Amyas’s-buildings,  theretofore  erected  by 
and  at  the  costs  and  charges  of  Mrs.  Amyas,  widow,  being  an  almshouse  con- 
taining eight  rooms  or  apartments  for  the  abode  and  habitation  of  eight  poor 
people  of  the  parish  of  St.  Luke,  in  the  county  of  Middlesex,  together  with 
the  court  in  front  of  the  said  almshouse,  and  a large  garden,  or  garden-ground 
behind  the  same,  and  also  the  ground  upon  which  the  said  several  messuages 
and  almshouse  were  erected,  and  also  the  ground  of  the  said  place  called 
Amyas’s  buildings,  and  also  the  yards  to  and  used  with  the  several  messuages; 
and  which  premises  are  conveyed  to  the  use  of  Francis  Hilton,  Charles 
Smith,  the  Ilev.  Thomas  Farmer,  John  Chippendale,  William  Lewis,  Thomas 
Hughes,  William  Bateman,  James  Esdaile,  Thomas  Davis,  John  Cragg,  Thomas 
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Brown,  and  Samuel  Mills,  all  inhabitants  and  parishioners  of  the  parish  of 
St.  Luke,  which  was  formerly  part  and  so  much  of  the  ancient  parish  of 
St.  Giles  without  Cripplegate  as  lay  in  the  county  of  Middlesex,  and  was  there- 
tofore  called  the  Lordship  part  of  the  said  parish,  and  since  made  a distinct 
parish,  and  called  by  the  name  of  St.  Luke,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  to  hold  the 
same  upon  the  same  trusts  as  are  declared  in  the  indenture  first  above  men- 
tioned, except  that  the  almspeople  are  to  be  “ of  the  parish  of  St  Luke,  in 
the  county  of  Middlesex,”  instead  of  “ the  parish  of  St.  Giles  without  Crip- 
plegate.” 

Of  these  trustees  Mr.  Smith,  Mr.  Lewis,  Mr.  Davis,  and  Mr.  Brown,  are 
since  dead. 

It  does  not  appear  under  what  circumstances  the  benefits  of  this  charity, 
which  according  to  terms  of  Mrs.  Amyas’s  grant  would  extend  to  the  whole  of 
the  old  parish  of  St.  Giles,  Cripplegate,  became  limited  to  that  part  of  it  which 
now  forms  the  parish  of  St.  Luke. 

In  the  third  trust-deed,  dated  6th  September  1666,  the  trustees  are  described 
for  the  first  time  as  being  inhabitants  and  parishioners  of  that  part  of  the  parish 
of  St.  Giles  without  Cripplegate,  London,  which  is  in  the  county  of  Middlesex, 
and  this  description  is  continued  in  the  subsequent  trust-deeds  ; but  in  that  deed, 
and  the  two  immediately  following,  the  trusts  are  declared  to  be,  as  in  the  original 
foundation-deed,  to  appoint  eight  poor  people  “ of  the  parish  of  St.  Giles  with- 
out Cripplegate,  London,”  to  be  almspeople. 

In  the  sixth  trust-deed,  which  is  dated  the  10th  October  1683,  the  trusts  are 
declared  for  the  first  time  to  be,  to  appoint  eight  poor  people,  being  single  men 
or  women  and  unmarried,  “of  the  said  parish  of  St.  Giles  without  Cripplega  e, 
which  is  in  the  county  of  Middlesex.”  And  this  description  of  the  almspeople 
to  be  appointed,  as  well  as  of  the  parties,  is  pursued  in  the  subsequent  trust- 
deeds  till  the  separation  of  the  parishes,  since  which  “ the  parish  of  St.  Luke  ** 
has  been  substituted  for  “ that  part  of  the  parish  of  St.  Giles  winch  lay  in  the 
county  of  Middlesex.” 

After  an  exclusive  enjoyment  of  so  long  continuance,  however  it  may  have 
originated,  the  right  of  this  parish  cannot  we  conceive  be  now  questioned. 


The  trust-premises  now  consist  of, 

1.  The  almshouses,  comprising  eight  distinct  dwellings,  each  containing  one 
apartment,  except  that  at  the  east  end  which  has  two,  a second  room  having 
been  lately  erected  over  it  in  consequence  of  its  being  considered  unhealthy 
from  its  confined  situation  and  exposure  to  the  heat.  There  is  a garden  behind 
the  almshouses  portioned  out  into  allotments  for  the  several  almspeople.  The 
almshouses,  with  the  front  court  and  garden,  appear  to  agree  in  size  and  situation 
with  the  description  given  of  the  piece  of  land  last  mentioned  in  Mrs.  Amyas’s 
grant,  and  on  which  she  directed  the  almshouses  to  be  built.  They  abut  north 
upon  land  belonging  to  the  Ironmongers  Company,  and  are  separated  on  the 
wrest  by  an  old  w:all  from  the  premises  belonging  to  the  houses  in  Brick-lane. 
The  almshouses  appear  to  be  the  original  building  erected  by  the  first  trustees, 
(except  the  new  room  above  mentioned.)  They  are  nowr  becoming  very  old, 
and  in  want  of  frequent  repair,  but  are  still  in  good  habitable  condition. 

2.  Five  houses  on  the  north  side  of  Old-street,  numbered  from  7 to  11,  viz : 

No.  7>  on  lease  to  Thomas  Rawlinson,  for  21  years  from  Midsummer  1817,  at 
the  yearly  rent  of  361.,  the  lease  being  granted  in  consideration  of  the  costs  and 
charges  which  the  lessee  had  been  at  in  repairing  the  premises. 

No.  8,  the  George  public-house,  in  the  occupation  of  Mr.  Shaw,  under  a lease 
to  John  Cox,  for  21  years  from  Midsummer  1817,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  40/.,  the 
lease  being  granted  in  consideration  of  the  sum  of  330/.,  and  of  the  charge 
wdiich  the  lessee  had  been  at  in  repairing  the  premises. 

No.  9,  on  lease  to  James  Frost,  for  21  years  from  Midsummer  1817,  at  the 
yearly  rent  of  30/.,  with  a similar  consideration  stated  of  money  expended  in 
repairs.  The  present  owner  of  this  lease  is  Mr. Wigginton. 

No.  10,  on  lease  to  Mrs.  Margaret  Wigginton  for  the  like  term,  at  the  yearly^ 
rent  of  35/.,  and  for  the  like  consideration.  This  lease  is  nowr  the  property  of 
the  son  of  the  lessee. 

No.  11,  on  lease  to  John  Undenvood  for  the  like  term,  at  the  yearly  rent  of 

34/., 
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several  other  old  messuages  or  tenements,  stables,  sheds,  tofts,  or  parcels  of 
ground  containing  the  several  admeasurements  and  abuttals  thereinafter  specified, 
situate  in  or  fronting  Old-street,  southward,  near  Brick-lane,  within  the  liberty 
of  Wenlocks  alias  Wedlocks  Barne,  in  the  parish  of  St.  Giles  without  Cripple- 
gate,  in  the  county  of  Middlesex,  and  in  George-alley  and  Chamberlain’s-yard, 
sometimes  called  the  Almshouse  Yard,  in  Old-street  aforesaid,  and  containing, 
fronting  Old-street,  about  93  feet  of  assize,  and  in  rear,  abutting  north  upon 
the  said  almshouse  wall,  about  83  feet,  and  in  depth,  from  south  to  north,  on 
the  east  side  thereof,  about  190  feet,  and  on  the  west  side  thereof,  from  south 
to  north,  about  205  feet,  for  a term  of  90  years  from  Christmas  then  last,  at 
the  rent  of  one  pepper-corn  for  the  first  three  quarters  of  a year  of  the  said 
term,  and  50/.  per  annum  for  the  remainder  of  the  term ; and  the  lessee  cove- 
nanted to  pull  down  all  the  old  buildings  then  standing  on  the  said  premises, 
and  to  erect  such  other  messuages  or  buildings  as  to  him  should  seem  meet. 

In  a subsequent  trust-deed,  dated  30th  August  1703,  after  reciting  the  lease 
to  Martin,  it  is  further  recited,  that  the  said  James  Martin  had,  pursuant  to  the 
said  covenant,  pulled  down  the  old  messuage  called  the  George,  and  divers 
other  of  the  said  old  messuages,  and  had  erected  divers  new  brick  messuages, 
as  well  fronting  upon  Old-street  aforesaid,  as  ranging  all  along  northwards 
on  the  east  and  west  sides  of  a spacious  passage  going  up  to  the  almshouse- 
wall. 

Upon  the  expiration  of  the  lease  to  Martin  the  premises  were  divided  into 
several  holdings.  Of  the  houses  in  Old-street,  being  five  in  number,  three, 

viz.  No.  109  to  111,  were  soon  after  let  to  Mr. Woodville,  for  33/. 

a year,  and  the  other  two  to  Mr.  John  Ward,  for  40/.  a year,  and  the  houses  in 
Amyas’s  buildings  were  let  to  Eltham  as  above  mentioned.  The  whole  conti- 
nued thus  let  till  the  year  1817,  when  the  present  letting  of  the  houses  in  Old- 
street  took  place. 

In  addition  to  these  rents  the  trustees  are  possessed  of  1,000/.  3 per  cent. 
Consolidated  annuities,  purchased  from  time  to  time  from  surplus  of  income,  in 
the  names  of  William  Bateman,  James  Esdaile,  Samuel  Mills,  and  John  Cragg, 
four  of  the  trustees.  The  first  of  these  investments  was  made  in  July  1819, 
after  the  receipt  of  the  fine  of  330/.  reserved  on  the  lease  of  the  George  public- 
house,  when  600/.  Consols  were  purchased.  The  rest  have  been  made  by  four 
subsequent  purchases  of  100/.  each. 

The  object  of  raising  this  stock  has  been  to  secure  a fund  for  building  and 
repairing,  and  especially  for  rebuilding  the  houses  in  Old-street,  which  are  now 
very  old,  being  the  original  buildings  erected  by  James  Martin,  and  as  it  is  sup- 
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34/.,  and  for  the  like  consideration,  now  occupied  by  Mr.  Richie  the  assignee 
of  the  lease. 

These  five  houses  were  let  by  public  tender  on  the  17th  June  1817,  and  the 
rents  above  mentioned  were  the  highest  that  were  offered. 

3.  Twenty-one  small  houses,  forming  the  two  sides  of  a court  called  Amyas’s 
buildings,  running  northward  from  the  back  of  the  houses  in  Old-street  to  the 
front  of'  the  almshouses.  The  passage  to  these  buildings,  and  through  them  to 
the  almshouses,  is  under  part  of  the  house  No.  8,  in  Old-street. 

Ten  of  these  houses,  being  those  on  the  east  side  of  the  court,  were  erected 
by  James  Eltham,  under  a building  lease  granted  to  him  by  the  trustees  for 
71  years  from  Michaelmas  1787,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  10/.,  in  consideration  of 
the  charges  he  had  been  at  in  erecting  and  building  the  said  messuages.  Eleven 
of  the  houses,,  being  those  on  the  west  side  of  Amyas’s  buildings,  were  also 
erected  by  the  said  James  Eltham,  under  a building  lease  from  the  trustees 
for  6S  years  from  Michaelmas  1794,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  8/.  18  s.  granted 
for  a similar  consideration.  Both  of  these  leases  are  now  vested  in  Mr. 
James  Bass. 

It  is  not  now  known  under  what  circumstances  the  terms  of  these  building 
leases  were  settled,  nor  consequently  whether  they  were  the  best  that  could 
have  been  obtained.  The  houses  are  small,  and  were  assessed  to  the  income- 
tax  at  16/.  a year  each,  making  together  336/.  But  it  is  of  course  impossible 
to  calculate  what  may  be  their  value  at  the  expiration  of  the  leases. 

The  trust-property  thus  set  forth  appears  to  agree  in  extent  and  form  with 
the  description  in  an  old  lease  thereof,  dated  7th  March  1687,  whereby  the 
tr  istees  demised  to  James  Martin  the  old  messuage  called  the  George,  and  the 
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posed  will  require  to  be  rebuilt  on  the  expiration  of  the  present  leases,  or 
shortly  afterwards.  The  outer  walls  of  the  almshouses  will  also,  it  is  thought, 
need  to  be  renewed  in  the  course  of  a few  years.  It  is  intended  to  continue 
these  investments  as  often  as  the  annual  surpluses  shall  be  of  sufficient  amount 
to  purchase  100/.  stock,  until  an  adequate  sum  is  raised  for  the  above  pur- 
poses. 

The  present  income  of  the  charity  derived  from  the  above  sources  is,

The  appointments  to  these  almshouses  have  for  many  years  been  given 
exclusively  to  women.  These  are  now  selected  from  the  poor  widows  of  the 
parish  not  receiving  parochial  relief.  Upon  a vacancy  taking  place  by  death, 
applications  are  received,  the  names  of  the  candidates  inserted  in  a list,  and 
inquiries  made  as  to  their  circumstances  and  characters.  On  an  appointed  day 
the  candidates  attend  at  a meeting  of  the  trustees,  when  they  state  their  respec- 
tive claims,  and  the  one  who  is  considered  the  most  deserving  object  of  the 
charity  is  preferred.  It  is  wished  by  the  trustees  to  take  such  as  have  some 
small  income  of  their  own,  not  less  than  51.  a year,  which  in  addition  to  the 
benefit  derived  from  the  charity  may  place  them  beyond  further  want,  and  pre- 
clude any  necessity  of  their  applying  for  relief  to  the  parish. 

Each  of  these  almswomen  receives  now  an  annual  pension  of  16/.,  paid  quar- 
terly, and  a chaldron  of  coals. 

It  appears  from  the  accounts,  that  the  original  allowance  of  4/.  each  was 
raised  in  1736  to  61.,  and  in  December  1790,  to  81.  8s.  In  1795,  the  number 
of  pensions  was  reduced  to  seven,  but  continued  at  the  same  rate.  This  was  in 
pursuance  of  a resolution  passed  by  the  trustees  at  the  election  of  an  alms- 
woman  on  the  5th  of  February  in  that  year,  in  consequence  of  the  charity  being, 
in  arrear  with  the  treasurer,  that  the  poor  woman  then  to  be  chosen  to  fill  up 
the  vacant  almshouse  should  have  the  benefit  of  house  and  coals  only,  until 
another  vacancy  should  happen,  when  the  person  then  chosen  should  take  her 
situation,  and  she  then  to  receive  the  whole  benefit  of  the  charity,  and  that  thift 
mode  should  continue  at  every  future  election  till  the  arrears  should  be  dis- 
charged. The  balance  then  due  to  the  treasurer  was  47/.  Os.  3d.,  and  appears 
from  the  accounts  to  have  been  incurred  by  repairs  of  the  trust-premises,  sub- 
sequent to  the  expiration  of  the  lease  to  Martin,  and  law-charges  about  the 
re-letting  the  premises.  The  balance  due  to  the  treasurer  does  not  appear  to 
liave  been  entirely  liquidated  till  after  the  re-letting  of  the  houses  in  Old-street, 
and  the  receipt  of  the  fine  for  the  lease  of  the  George  public-house.  At  the 
first  audit  after  these  lettings,  which  was  on  the  2d  July  1819,  there  was 
a balance  in  the  hands  of  the  treasurer  of  379/.  14s.  Id.  In  1817,  the. 
number  of  pensions  was  restored  to  eight.  By  a resolution  of  the  2d  July 
1819,  their  amount  was  raised  to  14/.  each  ; and  by  a further  resolution  of  the 
8th  March  1825,  to  16/.,  their  present  amount. 


The  present  disbursements  of  the  charity  are  as  follows  :

The  insurance  of  the  almshouse  for  8oo/.  This  was  made  for  seven 
years,  and  the  premium  last  paid,  which  was  in  1815,  was 
1 1 /.

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No  daily  prayers  are  now  read  to  the  almspeople,  and  therefore  the  20 s.  St.  Luke, 

given  by  Mrs.  Amyas  to  the  person  who  should  read  them  is  not  paid.  

Alleyn’s  Almshouses. 

Edward  Alleyn , the  founder  of  the  College  of  God’s  Gift,  at  Dulwich,  erected  Alleyn’s 
in  his  life-time  in  Pesthouse-row,  now  called  Bath-street,  within  this  parish,  ten  Alnuhousei 

almshouses  for  five  aged  men  and  five  aged  women.  Out  of  the  inhabitants  of 
these  almshouses,  who  are  placed  there  by  the  vestry,  two  widows  and  one 
widower  are  sent  to  Dulwich  College  under  the  provisions  of  the  statutes  and 
ordinances  made  by  Alleyn  for  the  regulation  of  the  college. 

By  those  statutes  he  directed  that  the  churchwardens  and  vestry  of  the  parishes 
of  St.  Botolph  without  Bishopsgate,  London,  of  St.  Saviour  in  Southwark, 
and  of  that  part  of  the  parish  of  St.  Giles  without  Cripplegate,  which  is  in  the 
county  of  Middlesex,  should  severally  in  their  parishes  make  choice  of  ten  poor 
persons  (that  is  to  say)  five  poor  men  and  five  poor  women  in  each  of  their  pa- 
rishes, to  be  members  of  the  college,  and  to  be  admitted  by  them  into  his  alms- 
houses at  London,  that  from  thence  they  might  be  admitted  into  the  college  as 
places  should  fall  void;  provided,  that  such  as  they  should  admit  and  choose 
should  be  (as  near  as  might  be)  single  persons  above  the  age  of  fifty,  and  such 
as  had  longest  received  the  alms  of  those  parishes  ; and  if  any  of  them  after 
their  admittance  should  marry,  or  become  single  and  marry  again,  that  then 
every  of  the  said  members  so  doing  should,  by  the  assistants  of  that  parish 
where  the  same  should  happen,  be  thence  expelled,  and  a new  member  be 
chosen  in  his  or  her  place.  Provision  was  also  made  by  the  said  statutes  for 
paying  to  these  thirty  members  6d.  a week  each,  and  providing  them  with 
gowns  once  in  two  years,  out  of  the  revenues  of  the  hospital,  and  for  repairing 
their  dwellings. 

Mr.  Alleyn  appointed  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  special  visitor  of  his 
college,  called  the  College  of  God’s  Gift,  at  Dulwich,  and  the  persons  therein  ; 
and  if  these  almshouses,  and  the  people  placed  there,  are  to  be  considered  as 
a part  of  that  foundation,  we  should  of  course  be  precluded  from  inquiring  con- 
cerning them.  But  this  appears  not  to  be  the  case. 

In  an  old  book  containing  entries  of  the  different  donations  to  the  Lordship 
part  of  the  parish  of  St.  Giles,  Cripplegate,  is  entered  a case,  with  the  opinions 
of  several  eminent  lawyers  taken  thereon,  between  the  college  of  God’s  Gift  in 
Dulwich,  and  the  parish  of  St.  Giles  Cripplegate,  on  the  behalf  of  ten  poor 
people  of  that  parish,  and  also  ten  poor  people  of  the  parish  of  St.  Botolph 
without  Bishopsgate,  and  ten  poor  people  of  the  parish  of  St.  Saviour. 

The  case  recites  the  letters  patent  of  the  17th  James  1st,  granted  to  Edward 
Alleyn,  licensing  him  to  erect  a college  in  Dulwich,  to  consist  of  one  master, 
one  warden,  four  fellows,  six  poor  brethren,  six  poor  sisters,  and  twelve  poor 
scholars,  to  be  maintained  and  governed  according  to  such  ordinances  as  he 
should  make  for  the  maintenance  and  government  of  the  said  master,  &c.,  and 
to  amortize  lands  therein  mentioned  to  the  said  corporation  ; also  Alleyn’s  deed 
of  the  13th  September,  17  James,  whereby  he  directed  his  college  in  Dulwich 
to  consist  of  one  master,  &c.  (as  above  set  forth),  and  his  indenture  of  the  24th 
April,  18  James,  whereby  he  covenanted  to  levy  a fine  of  the  lands  mentioned 
in  the  letters  patent  to  the  only  use  of  the  said  master,  warden,  four  fellows, 
six  poor  brethren,  six  poor  sisters,  and  twelve  poor  scholars,  and  of  none  other 
person  whatsoever,  which  fine  was  levied  accordingly  : That  afterwards  he  built 
almshouses  in  St.  Giles’s  parish  for  ten  poor  people,  and  gave  them  during  his 
life  2 s.  6d.  a quarter  each,  and  a gown  once  in  two  years  ; and  a little  before 
his  death  made  ordinances  for  the  said  college,  and  for  the  persons  therein, 
according  to  the  letters  patent,  and  likewise  for  ten  poor  people  of  the  parish 
of  St.  Giles,  and  the  other  two  parishes,  containing  the  provisions  above 
mentioned. 

Upon  these  facts  a question  was  raised,  whether  Mr.  Alleyn,  after  the  erection 
of  a corporation,  might,  without  new  license,  add  any  new  members  thereto, 
or  give  any  pensions  out  of  their  means  formerly  conveyed  and  settled,  to  any 
other  person  not  mentioned  in  the  letters  patent,  &e.  and  contrary  to  his  own 
deed  and  fine  as  above  stated.  The  opinion  of  Mr.  Serjeant  Henden  upon 
this  case  was,  that  “ Mr.  Edward  Alleyn  could  not  impose  any  new  charge 
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“ beyond  his  grant,  after  he  had  settled  the  lands  upon  the  corporation,  and 
“ that  all  such  statutes  and  ordinances  which  he  made  for  the  30  members 
“ of  the  three  parishes  beyond  his  grant,  were  utterly  void.”  Opinions  of 
similar  import  were  given,  and  are  entered  in  the  donation-book,  by  Mr.  Stone, 
Mr.  Ilearne,  Dr.  Rivers,  Sir  Thomas  Crewe,  serjeant-at-law,  and  Mr.  Ser- 
jeant Davenport,  afterwards  chief-baron. 

Considering,  upon  the  authority  of  these  opinions,  that  these  almspeople  are 
not  to  be  deemed  a part  of  the  foundation  of  Dulwich  College,  and  consequently 
do  not  fall  within  the  visitatorial  power  given  to  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury 
over  that  college,  we  have  thought  ourselves  entitled  to  inquire  into  the  circum- 
stances of  this  charity. 

The  persons  placed  in  these  almshouses  are  selected  from  the  poorest  classes, 
and  qualified  as  directed  by  Alleyn’s  ordinance,  and  they  still  supply  the 
vacancies  among  the  poor  brethren  and  sisters  in  Dulwich  Hospital.  But  since 
the  opinions  above  mentioned  were  given,  the  precise  date  of  which  is  not 
stated,  no  allowances  have  been  made  to  them  from  the  college,  nor  has  any 
thing  been  contributed  to  the  repair  of  the  almshouse  : such  repairs  as  have  been 
done  have  been  defrayed  by  the  parish,  but  the  houses  are  now  in  very  bad  con- 
dition, and  requiring  an  extensive  repair. 

The  only  permanent  provision  made  for  these  almspeople  is  by  the  following 
benefactions  : 

Crew's  Charity. — Mr.  Josliaa  Crew,  by  Will,  dated  18th  October  1790,  reciting 
that  he  had  advanced  to  the  parishioners  of  St.  Luke  on  the  credit  of  an  Act 
of  Parliament,  two  sums  of  450/.  and  550/.  the  former  at  interest  of  5/.  per 
cent,  secured  by  a deed  of  assignment  of  certain  rates  mentioned  in  the  Act, 
bearing  date  the  20th  December  1782,  and  the  latter,  with  interest  at  the  like 
rate,  by  bond  executed  by  four  vestrymen  of  the  said  parish,  bearing  date  5th 
December  1783 ; bequeathed  the  said  sums  of  money,  with  the  said  deed  of 
assignment  and  bond,  to  his  wife,  and  his  friend  Mr.  George  Iiodley,  and  the 
survivor  of  them,  upon  certain  trusts  therein  mentioned  for  the  use  of  his 
daughter  and  his  said  wife,  and  after  the  decease  of  his  said  daughter  and  wife 
then  upon  trust,  that  the  said  George  Rodley,  if  living,  and  if  not,  then  the 
executors  and  administrators  of  his  said  wife,  should  assign  the  said  two  sums 
of  money,  and  the  deed  of  assignment  and  bond  whereby  the  same  were 
secured,  to  the  rector  and  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  St.  Luke  in  the 
county  of  Middlesex,  and  that  they  and  their  successors,  rector  and  church- 
wardens of  the  said  parish,  should  stand  possessed  of  the  said  two  sums,  and 
pay  and  dispose  of  the  interest  and  yearly  produce  thereof  as  the  same  should 
accrue  due  and  be  received,  unto  and  amongst  the  ten  almspeople  inhabiting 
the  almshouses  of  the  said  parish  founded  by  Mr.  Alleyn,  in  equal  shares  and 
proportions  ; and  his  will  was,  that  in  case  the  two  principal  sums  of  450/.  and 
550/.,  or  either  of  them,  should  be  repaid,  then  the  trustees  thereof,  whoever  they 
might  happen  to  be,  should  invest  the  money  so  repaid  at  interest  on  real 
security,  or  in  the  purchase  of  some  of  the  public  stocks,  and  pay  and  dispose 
of  the  yearly  interest  and  dividends  thereof  in  the  manner  before  men- 
tioned. 

It  appears  that  after  the  deaths  of  the  wife  and  daughter  of  the  testator,  an 
assignment,  by  deed  dated  23d  February  1810,  was  made  by  John  Marshall 
and  John  Simpkin,  executors  of  Louise  Crew,  executrix  of  Joshua  Crew,  of 
the  two  sums  of  money  and  securities  before  mentioned  to  the  then  rector  and 
churchwardens.  Since  that  time  the  interest  of  5/.  per  cent,  being  50/.  a year 
has  been  paid  out  of  the  parish-fund  to  the  poor  people  in  the  almshouses,  in 
equal  proportions  of  51.  a year,  by  quarterly  payments  of  1/.  5s.  No  specific 
payment  has  been  made  to  the  trustees  of  either  of  the  two  principal  sums,  nor 
of  course  has  any  investment  been  made  pursuant  to  the  donor’s  directions. 

Holmes's  Charity. — The  Will  of  Joseph  Holmes,  dated  31st  October  17^5,  and 
copied  in  the  donation-book,  contains  a bequest  to  John  Jones,  Thomas  Crockett, 
and  William  Simpson,  of  so  much  money  as  would  buy  200/.,  3 per  cent  South- 
sea  annuities,  of  the  year  1751,  upon  trust,  out  of  the  dividends  of  the  same, 
among  other  things,  to  expend  annually  405.  in  coals,  and  give  the  same  to  six 
poor  people  residing  in  Dulwich  almshouses. 


This 
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This  stock  now  stands  in  the  names  of  Thomas  Brown,  James  Esdaile,  and 
Charles  Smith.  Mr.  Esdaile  receives  the  dividends,  and  applies  40  s.  annually  in 
the  purchase  of  coals,  which  are  divided  equally  among  the  ten  almspeople. 
The  quantity  furnished  of  course  varies  with  the  price  of  the  article.  Ihe 
other  trusts  of  Mr.  Holmes’s  will,  respecting  the  dividends  of  this  stock,  have 
been  noticed  in  the  account  of  the  parochial  schools  of  this  parish,  given  in 
our  1st  Report,  p.  193. 

Mrs.  Susannah  Neman’ s Charity. — In  the  year  1817,  Mrs.  Susannah  Neiman 
transferred  100/.  four  per  cent  reduced  Bank  annuities  to  Thomas  Austin, 
64  Red  Lion-street,  John  Simmons,  96  Old-street,  Edward  William  Austin, 
6 Upper  Charles-street,  Northampton-square,  and  Morgan  Austin,  15  Red 
Lion-street,  Clerkenwell,  who  thereupon  signed  a memorandum,  dated  28th 
November  1817,  whereby  they  declared  that  they  stood  possessed  of  the  said 
stock  upon  trust,  to  lay  out  the  dividends  from  time  to  time  as  they  should  arise, 
in  the  purchase  of  coals,  to  be  distributed  by  them  in  equal  portions  to  the  men 
and  women  who  should  inhabit  the  almshouses  called  “ Alleyn’s  Almshouses  in 
Bath-street,  in  the  parish  of  St.  Luke,  in  the  county  of  Middlesex and  also 
upon  trust,  when  any  two  of  them  should  have  departed  this  life,  that  the  two 
survivors  should  transfer  the  said  principal  sum  to  two  other  persons  jointly 
with  them,  to  hold  the  same  upon  the  same  trusts. 

This  stock  is  now  converted  into  3|  per-cent  reduced  annuities.  The  divi- 
dends, being  31.  10s.  per  annum,  are  annually  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  coals, 
which  are  distributed  in  equal  portions  among  the  ten  almspeople. 

By  a codicil  to  her  will,  dated  the  2d  March  1818,  Mrs.  Neiman  gave  to  the 
above-mentioned  trustees  a further  sum  of  100/.  4 per-cent  annuities,  standing 
in  her  name,  upon  trust,  to  pay  the  dividends  thereof  to  her  servant  Ann 
Cutler  during  her  life,  and  after  her  decease,  to  lay  out  the  dividends  in  the 
purchase  of  coals,  to  be  distributed  among  the  almspeople  in  Alleyn’s  alms- 
houses, and  when  two  of  the  trustees  should  die,  to  transfer  the  stock  to  other 
two,  jointly  with  the  survivors,  in  the  like  terms  as  in  her  former  gift. 

This  benefaction  has  not  yet  come  into  operation,  the  legatee  for  life,  Ann 
Cutler,  being  still  living. 

Parochial  Schools.  Fuller’s  Charity. 

Worrall’s  Charity  Schools. 

An  account  of  these  has  been  already  given  in  our  first  Report,  p.  192-194. 

Millen’s  Charity. 

In  the  old  donation-book  is  an  extract  from  the  Will  of  John  Millen , dated 
the  18th  April  1583,  whereby  he  devised  the  reversion  of  a messuage  or  tene- 
ment, after  the  deaths  of  Miles  Winson  and  Margery  his  wife,  and  of  the 
testator’s  wife  Margaret,  to  one  James  Millen,  his  servant,  and  his  heirs  for 
ever,  upon  condition  that  he,  his  heirs  or  assigns,  should  yearly,  for  ever,  pay 
out  of  the  same  the  sum  of  3/.  unto  such  two  or  three  poor  and  needy  persons 
dwelling  within  the  parish  of  St.  Giles  without  Cripplegate,  in  London,  and 
without  the  Freedom  of  London,  as  the  churchwardens  and  vicar  of  the  same 
parish  of  St.  Giles,  and  the  collectors  of  the  same  parish,  without  the  Freedom, 
for  the  time  being,  should  appoint. 

In  the  margin  of  the  donation-book  it  is  stated  that  the  house  above  men- 
tioned was  at  that  time  (1643)  called  by  the  name  of  the  Dog’s-head  and  Pot,  in 
Old-street.  This  house  is  now  a dwelling-house,  with  a pipe-manufactory  at 
the  back  of  it,  and  is  in  the  occupation  of  Mr.  John  Bishop.  Prior  to  Bishop’s 
occupation,  which  commenced  about  four  years  ago,  the  payment  of  the  rent- 
charge  had  been  for  some  time  in  arrear  ; and  the  right  of  the  parish  to  demand 
it  being  disputed  by  Mr.  Bishop,  the  churchwardens  in  the  year  1827  distrained 
upon  the  premises,  and  recovered  five  years  arrears.  Previously  to  this  arrear, 
which  appears  to  have  been  incurred  in  consequence  of  the  bad  circumstances 
of  the  preceding  tenant,  the  annuity,  as  far  back  as  can  be  traced,  had  been 
received  from  the  occupier  of  this  house. 

It  has  been  customary  to  add  this  sum  to  the  general  distributions  among  the 
poor,  which  will  be  described  hereafter,  and  which  seems  to  be  an  unnecessary 
departure  from  the  precise  mode  of  application  pointed  out  by  the  donor. 
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By  the  same  will  John  Millen  also  gave  another  messuage,  and  four  acres  of 
land,  meadow  and  pasture,  to  his  wife  for  life,  and  after  her  death  devised  the 
messuage  over  in  fee ; and  of  the  four  acres  of  land,  devised  that  two  should 
remain  to  James  Millen  and  his  heirs,  paying  thereout  to  the  collectors  for  the 
poor  of  the  parish  of  St.  Giles  without  the  Freedom  of  the  said  parish,  26 s.  8 d. 
yearly,  and  willed  that  the  said  collectors  should  enter  and  distrain  in  the  said 
two  acres,  so  often  as  the  same  yearly  payment  should  be  in  arrear. 

In  the  margin  of  the  donation-book  from  which  the  above  extract  is  taken,  is 
the  following  memorandum  in  an  old  hand-wrriting,  but  apparently  more  mo- 
dern than  that  in  which  the  entry  of  the  will  is  made  : “ The  butting  and 

bounding  of  the  said  two  acres  is  as  follows,  viz.  ; at  the  north  end  of  the 
Girdlers  almshouses  doth  stand  a stone  or  land-marke,  from  which  stone  lyneth 
streight  downwards  to  the  next  dich;  towards  Shoredich  is  the  north  lymitt, 
the  dich  itself  is  the  east  bounds  of  it ; on  the  south  side  of  it  is  the  Hospital 
land,  on  the  west  end  of  it  stands  Mr.  Allen’s  almshouses.” 

The  parish  are  now  in  possession  of  a piece  of  land  lying  on  the  east  side  of 
Alleyn’s  almshouses,  and  bounded  on  the  south  by  the  wall  of  St.  Luke’s  Hos- 
pital, which  is  used  as  a burial-ground  for  the  poor.  This  land  is  about  an  acre 
in  size,  and  appears  to  coincide  in  situation  with  the  land  mentioned  in  the 
above  memorandum,  except  that  it  does  not  extend  so  far  northward.  There 
is  now  a street  lying  along  the  north  side  of  the  land,  which  probably  occupies 
part  of  the  original  ground,  the  houses  on  the  southern  side  of  the  street  ex- 
tending backwards  to  the  south  of  an  ancient  stone  which  is  still  seen  at  the 
north  end  of  the  Girdlers  almshouses. 

If  this  is  the  acre  of  land  charged  with  the  annuity  of  1/.  6s.  8 d.,  by  the 
last-mentioned  clause  of  Milieu’s  will,  that  annuity  ought  to  be  paid  by  the  pa- 
rish to  the  charity-account.  We  do  not  find  any  trace  of  its  having  ever  been 
received. 

Hunt’s  Charity. 

It  is  stated  in  the  donation-book  that  Robert  Hunt,  citizen  and  brewer,  by 
Will,  dated  19th  October  1620,  bequeathed  an  annuity  of  51.  a year  out  of  his 
lands  which  he  purchased  of  Sir  John  North,  lying  in  Baldock  or  elsewhere, 
in  the  county  of  Hertford,  to  the  vicar  and  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  St. 
Giles,  Cripplegate,  and  their  successors,  for  ever,  to  be  distributed  by  the 
churchwardens  among  five  such  poor  men  inhabiting  within  the  Lordship  of 
the  said  parish,  as  they  should  think  fit ; with  power  of  distress  to  the  vicar  and 
churchwardens  in  case  of  necessity. 

The  property  charged  with  this  annuity  is  a piece  of  land  called  Munden’s 
Close,  containing  11a.  3r.  18p.  lying  on  the  north  of  the  town  of  Baldock, 
in  Hertfordshire,  but  in  the  parish  of  Norton-juxta-Baldock,  the  property  of 
Robert  Clutterbuck,  esquire,  of  Watford. 

Five  pounds  are  received  from  Mr.  Clutterbuck  through  the  house  of  Messrs. 
Hoare,  Barnett  & Co.  bankers,  and  is  carried  to  the  general  fund  for  distribu- 
tion. This  application,  like  that  in  the  preceding  case,  seems  to  be  an  improper 
departure  from  the  will  of  the  donor. 

^Williams’s  Charity. 

In  the  old  donation-book  is  an  entry,  that  Mr.  William  Williams,  of  the 
Chamber  of  London,  gave  12  pence  every  week,  to  be  bestowed  in  bread  to  the 
poor  of  this  parish  on  Sundays,  which  began  to  be  bestowed  the  20th  day  of  April 
1628,  but  that  he  would  not  have  it  made  known,  and  that  it  was  only  given  to 
the  Lordship  poor.  2/.  105.  on  account  of  this  charity  is  annually  received 
from  Christ’s  Hospital,  and  is  carried  to  the  general  fund  for  distribution,  out 
of  which,  as  we  shall  see,  52  three-penny  loaves  are  given  away  every  Sunday 
at  the  church. 

Vale’s  Charity. 

George  Vale,  by  his  Will,  dated  10th  February  1685,  gave  the  sum  of 
2/.  125.  a year  for  the  poor  of  the  liberty  of  Golden-lane,  in  the  parish  ot 
St.  Giles,  Cripplegate,  in  the  county  of  Middlesex,  to  be  distributed  weekly  in 
bread,  in  equal  portions  on  each  Sunday,  12  pennyworth  amongst  the  aforesaid 
poor  according  to  the  accustomed  manner,  in  the  parish-church  of  St.  Giles, 

Cripplegate ; 
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Cripplegate  ; and  he  thereby  charged  his  house  in  Golden-lane  aforesaid, 
known  by  the  name  of  Blue  Anchor,  and  all  other  his  estate  situate  in  Golden- 
lane  aforesaid,  with  the  payment  of  the  said  legacy,  by  half-yearly  payments. 

From  an  entry  in  the  donation-book,  it  appears  that  Mary,  the  testator’s 
widow  and  sole  executrix,  afterwards  married  Richard  Brown,  whom  she  also 
survived,  and  afterwards  made  her  will,  dated  23d  February  1701,  whereby, 
after  reciting  the  before-mentioned  benefaction  of  George  Vale,  and  that  she 
and  her  late  husband,  Richard  Brown,  had  leased  the  house  and  ground  charged 
therewith,  and  then  called  the  Golden  Key,  to  Richard  Jackson  for  Cl  years 
from  Christmas  1689,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  31.  1 8 5.,  and  that  Jackson  had 
taken  down  the  old  house  and  erected  a new  one  ; she  willed  that  the  over- 
plus of  the  rent  of  the  said  new-built  house,  and  the  appurtenances  should  be 
laid  out  in  buying  bread  for  the  poor  of  the  liberty  of  Golden-lane,  by  the  over- 
seers of  the  said  liberty ; and  that  the  said  overseers  should,  with  the  approba- 
tion of  the  churchwardens,  upon  the  expiration  of  the  lease  to  Jackson,  and 
afterwards  from  time  to  time  as  occasion  should  require,  let  the  said  house  with 
the  appurtenances  bv  lease  or  otherwise,  at  the  improved  rent,  and  receive  the 
clear  rents  and  profits  thereof  for  the  use  of  the  said  poor,  to  be  distributed  as 
aforesaid. 

This  house,  with  a piece  of  ground  behind  the  same,  is  now  in  the  occupation 
of  Ann  Tarbizzick,  under  a lease  granted  by  the  overseers  and  churchwardens 
of  St.  Luke,  upon  a letting  by  auction  to  Richard  Sumption  and  John  Hill,  for 
21  years  from  Michaelmas  1811,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  26/.,  which  is  its  full  value. 

This  rent  is  accounted  for  in  the  distribution  of  bread  hereafter  mentioned.

Carpender’s  Charity. 

Richard  Carpender,  by  his  Will,  dated  the  20th  May  1658,  as  to  the  remainde1  Carpender’s 
of  his  messuages  and  tenements  situate  in  Cherry  Tree-alley  thereinbefore  men'  Charity, 
tioned,  devised  the  same  after  the  death  of  his  wife  to  William  Cooper,  his  heirs 
and  assigns,  he  and  they  paying  yearly,  upon  the  25th  day  of  October,  for  ever, 
to  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  parish  of  St.  Giles,  Cripplegate,  in 
the  county  of  Middlesex,  for  the  time  being,  the  sum  of  40  s.,  yearly,  to  be  dis- 
tributed and  disposed  of  by  the  said  churchwardens  and  overseers  to  the  poor 
of  the  Liberty  of  Whitecross-street  in  the  said  parish,  upon  every  Allhallon- 
day. 

This  2 /.  is  received  from  the  Brewers  Company  as  charged  upon  premises 
in  Cherry  Tree-alley,  in  the  parish  of  St.  Luke,  now  their  property,  and  is 
carried  to  the  general  fund  for  distribution. 

Premises  in  Bear  and  Ragged  Staff  Yard. 


There  is  a building  in  Bear  and  Ragged  Staff-yard,  Whitecross-street,  the  Premises  in  Bear 
rents  derived  from  which  have  been  for  many  years  carried  to  the  charity-funds  and  Bagged-staft- 
of  this  parish,  but  it  is  not  known  how  the  property  was  acquired.  It  appears  ya  d- 
to  have  been  formerly  made  use  of  as  a vestry-room,  and  is  still  known  by  the 
name  of  the  “Old  Vestry  Room  hence  it  has  been  conjectured  that  it  was 
originally  built  for  that  purpose  by  the  parish,  and  that  it  is  in  fact  the  pro- 
perty of  the  parish,  and  not  part  of  the  charity-estates  : It  has  however  been 
considered  as  part  of  these  for  the  last  30  years  at  least.  It  consists  of  a large 
room  on  the  ground-floor,  about  40  feet  in  length  and  about  9 feet  high,  with 
four  apartments  over  it. 

This  building  was  let  to  Mr.  Thomas  Allen  for  10/.  a year,  on  a lease  for 
21  years,  which  would  have  expired  in  1827,  but  it  was  given  up  by  his  widow 
in  1825,  and  a year’s  rent  was  remitted  to  her.  An  agreement  was  then  entered 
into  with  a person  of  the  name  ofWilmot  for  a lease  for  21  years  at  16/. 
a year,  but  he  soon  after  became  embarrassed,  and  no  rent  could  be  obtained 
from  him.  He  held  the  premises  for  two  years,  when  the  agreement  was  ob- 
tained from  him  on  condition  of  the  rent  then  due  being  given  up,  and  they 
have  since  remained  in  the  possesssion  of  one  Thomas  Jenkins,  to  whom  Wilmot 
had  let  the  lower  part  of  the  building  at  10/.  a year.  Three  quarters  rent  had 
been  received  from  Jenkins  at  Lady-day  last  (1828),  but  the  parish  were  about 
to  resume  possession,  and  to  let  the  whole  at  an  advanced  rent  of  14/. 
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Jones’s  Charity. 

William  Jones , by  Will,  dated  6th  December  1745,  directed  his  executors  to 
pay  to  the  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  St.  Luke,  in  the  county  of  Middle- 
sex, 300/.,  for  the  use  and  towards  the  support  of  the  poor  people  maintained 
in  the  workhouse  of  the  said  parish  ; and  after  reciting  that  he  was  possessed 
of  certain  East  India  stock,  which  had  for  some  time  past  produced  him  the 
sum  of  8 /.  a year,  he  bequeathed  the  same  to  his  executors,  upon  trust,  that 
they  and  the  survivor  of  them,  during  their  lives,  and  after  the  death  of  the 
survivor,  that  the  rector  and  churchwardens  of  the  said  parish  of  St.  Luke 
should  receive  the  dividends  thereof,  and  distribute  the  same  among  such  and 
so  many,  and  in  such  proportions,  to  the  poor  housekeepers  of  the  said  parish  as 
they  should  think  proper  to  receive  the  same. 

The  India  stock  derived  from  this  charity  is  100/.,  standing  in  the  names  of 
Thomas  Brown,  John  Simmons,  and  Thomas  Allen,  of  whom  Mr.  Simmons  is 
now  the  only  survivor.  The  annual  dividend  at  10J  per  cent,  being  10/.  10s. 
is  paid  over  in  thirds  to  the  rector  and  the  two  churchwardens  for  distribution, 
and  is  by  them  given  away  to  poor  housekeepers  whom  they  think  most  de-‘ 
serving,  in  sums  of  5s.  and  upwards. 

Gervies’s  Charity. 

Six  poor  widows  of  this  parish,  appointed  by  the  churchwardens,  annually 
receive  from  the  Weavers  Company  Richard  Gervies’s  gift  of  1 /.,  in  equal  por- 
tions of  3s.  4>d.  each;  as  to  which  see  the  account  of  the  charities  under  the 
management  of  that  company,  8th  Rep.  391. 

Presentations  to  Christ’s  Hospital. 

Clark’s  Charity. — Christopher  Clark,  by  Will,  dated  in  February  1661,  de- 
vised to  the  Governors  of  Christ’s  Hospital  certain  premises  situate  in  Blue 
Anchor-alley,  in  the  parish  of  St.  Giles,  Cripplegate,  in  trust  and  confidence 
that  the  said  governors  should  educate  and  bring  up  in  Christ’s  Hospital  four 
children  from  time  to  time  until  their  respective  ages  of  15  years,  two  of 
them  to  be  taken  out  of  the  parish  of  St.  Giles  without  Cripplegate,  in  that 
part  called  the  Lordship  of  Finsbury,  and  the  other  two  out  of  the  parish  of 
Whitechapel. 

Brown's  Charity. — John  Brown,  by  Will,  dated  20th  October  1662,  gave  to 
the  Governors  of  Christ’s  Hospital  400/.,  upon  trust  and  confidence  that  the 
said  governors  and  their  successors  should  maintain  three  children  from  time 
to  time  until  their  respective  ages  of  15  years,  one  to  be  taken  out  of  the  pre- 
cinct of  Whitefriars,  one  out  of  the  parish  of  St.  Dunstan  in  the  West,  and  one 
out  of  the  Lordship  of  Finsbury,  in  the  parish  of  St.  Giles  without  Cripplegate, 
in  the  county  of  Middlesex. 

Woodward’ s Charity. — Walter  Jf'oodward,  by  Will,  dated  24th  December 
1653,  devised  to  the  Governors  of  Christ’s  Hospital  certain  messuages  near 
Fleet  Bridge,  in  the  parish  of  St.  Bride,  upon  trust,  out  of  the  rents  and  profits 
thereof  to  educate  and  maintain  three  poor  children,  to  be  taken  out  of  the 
several  parishes  of  St.  Bride,  St.  Stephen  Coleman-street,  and  that  part  of 
St.  Giles  without  Cripplegate,  London,  which  lies  in  the  county  of  Mid- 
dlesex, until  the  same  children  should  accomplish  their  several  ages  of  16 
years. 

Under  these  respective  charities  six  boys,  sons  of  parishioners  of  the  parish 
of  St.  Luke,  are  constantly  educated  at  Christ’s  Hospital,  three  of  them  under 
the  benefactions  of  Clarke  and  Brown,  until  they  attain  the  age  of  15,  and 
three  under  Woodward’s  Benefaction,  until  they  attain  the  age  of  16.  Jhese 
children  are  formally  presented  to  the  governors  of  the  Hospital  by  the  church- 
wardens, but  the  nomination  has  for  some  years  past  been  made  by  the  board 
of  guardians  of  the  poor,  such  appointment  being  by  ballot.  This  appears 
to  have  been  done  under  a notion,  which  does  not  seem  well  founded,  that  by 
the  local  Act  of  Parliament  for  regulating  the  maintenance  of  the  poor  in  this 
parish,  to  which  we  shall  have  occasion  to  advert,  the  administration  of  the 

parochial 
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parochial  charities  had  been  transferred  from  the  churchwardens  to  the  guar- 
dians of  the  poor  thereby  established.  The  appointment  of  the  children  had 
previously  been  made  by  the  churchwardens  for  the  time  being. 


Buckley’s  Charity. 

The  particulars  of  this  charity  (of  which  the  parish  appear  not  to  have  been 
aware)  so  far  as  we  have  been  able  to  ascertain  them,  will  be  fouud  under  the 
head  of  the  charity-school  for  girls,  in  the  parish  of  St.  Giles  Cripplegate, 
supra,  p.  349 it  will  there  be  seen  that  the  poor  of  the  liberties  of  Golden- 
lane  and  Old-street  in  this  parish  have  a claim  to  the  surplus  of  dividend  upon 
421/.  14^.  Old  South  Sea  annuities,  after  paying  thereout  10/.  a year  to  the 
charity-school  above  mentioned,  amounting  to  2/.  135.  a year,  and  also  to  their 
proportion  of  unclaimed  dividends  thereon  from  April  1800. 

The  original  gift  by  Buckley  was  of  the  rents  of  three  houses  in  Westminster, 
but  we  have  been  hitherto  unable  to  obtaiq  any  information  about  these  houses. 
Should  we  make  any  further  discovery  respecting  them  it  will  be  made  the 
subject  of  a future  Report. 

The  foregoing  are  all  the  charities  now  in  operation,  which  belong  exclu- 
sively to  the  parish  of  St.  Luke. 


Charities  jointly  belonging  to  this  Parish  and  the  Parish 
of  St.  Giles,  Cripplegate. 

For  the  particulars  of  the  following  charities,  jointly  belonging  to  this  parish 
and  the  parish  of  St.  Giles,  Cripplegate,  and  of  the  mode  in  which  they  are 
managed,  and  the  revenues  apportioned,  we  may  refer  to  the  account  before 
adverted  to  of  the  charities  in  the  latter  parish,  and  need  not  repeat  those  par- 
ticulars any  further  than  may  be  necessary  to  elucidate  the  application  of  that 
portion  of  the  produce  which  belongs  to  the  parish  of  St.  Luke.  There  are 
only  three  of  these  charities  which  do  not  pass  through  the  hands  of  the 
parish-officers,  viz. 


Richard  Mills’s  Charity. 

The  portion  of  this  charity  payable  to  the  trustees  for  the 
parish  of  St.  Luke  consists,  as  we  have  seen,  of  two  thirds  of 
the  rent  of  351.  paid  for  a house  in  Pudding-lane,  after  de- 
ducting the  sum  of  51.  45.  charged  thereon  by  the  will  of 
Ann  Mills  --------- 

And  half  the  rent  of  90/.  paid  for  premises  at  Brompton,  after 
deducting  5 /.  directed  by  the  donor  to  be  distributed  in  bread 
by  the  churchwardens  of  the  two  parishes  (the  whole  of 
which  51.  is  paid  by  the  receiver  to  the  churchwardens  of 
Cripplegate,  who  account  for  one  half  to  the  churchwardens 
of  St.  Luke)  - --  --  - - 


£.  5.  d. 
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This  portion,  subject  to  some  occasional  deductions,  as  mentioned  in  the 
foregoing  account  of  the  charities  in  Cripplegate,  is  paid  by  the  receiver  to 
the  surviving  trustee  for  St.  Luke,  Mr.  Thomas  Moorman,  the  other  trustee 
for  this  parish,  Mr.  Thomas  Brown,  being  lately  dead. 

This  fund  is  distributed  by  Mr.  Moorman  (as  it  had  been  by  him  and  his 
co-trustee,  during  the  life-time  of  the  latter)  in  bread  and  coals.  He  selects 
poor  persons  whom  he  knows,  chiefly  aged  widows,  and  receives  recommenda- 
tions from  his  neighbours  of  others,  into  whose  circumstances  and  characters 
he  inquires.  Tickets  are  made  out  for  a quartern  loaf,  or  half  a bushel  of 
coals  each,  which  are  given  to  the  poor  persons  so  selected.  In  general,  a bread- 
ticket  and  a coal-ticket  are  given  to  each  person  ; sometimes,  during  the 
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summer,  bread  is  given  without  coals,  and  in  winter  a larger  proportion  of 
coals.  The  holders  of  these  tickets  receive  the  bread  and  coals  every  week 
from  the  baker  and  the  coal-merchant.  The  tickets  are  renewed  monthly,  but 
the  same  persons  continue  to  receive  them  while  they  live  and  remain  in  the 
parish.  It  appears  from  the  accounts  that  the  larger  portion  of  the  fund  is 
applied  to  the  supply  of  bread : this  is  not  in  strict  conformity  to  the  intentions 
of  the  donor,  who  directed  that  the  rent  of  the  house  in  Pudding-lane  should 
be  given  away  in  bread,  and  the  rent  of  the  premises  at  Brompton,  which  much 
exceeds  the  other,  in  coals  ; but  the  present  trustee  seems  to  think  the  bread 
a more  desirable  article  to  the  poor  people. 

The  01.  10$.  received  by  the  churchwardens  in  the  annual  settlement  of 
accounts  with  the  parish  of  Cripplegate  respecting  the  joint  charities,  and 
which  the  donor  directed  to  be  given  away  in  weekly  bread,  has  for  many 
years,  through  a strange  misapprehension,  been  supposed  to  be  a gift  to  the 
churchwardens  themselves,  and  has  been  made  use  of  accordingly.  The  error 
has  been  pointed  out,  and  this  part  of  the  charity  will  in  future  be  applied  to 
its  proper  object. 


Ann  Duckett’s  Charity. 

Under  this  charity  three  poor  widows  of  this  parish,  appointed  by  the  church- 
wardens, receive  annually  from  the  Mercers  Company  the  sum  of  4/.  16$., 
being  1/.  1 Os.  a-piece.  The  appointment  is  annual,  but  the  same  persons  are 
frequently  re-appointed. 

[See  the  charities  of  the  Mercers  Company,  6th  Rep.  p.  298.] 

Bernard  Hyde’s  Charity. 

This  parish  enjoys  a moiety  of  Bernard  Hyde’s  gift  of  4/.  10$.  every  ten 
years  to  18  poor  widows  or  maidens  of  the  old  parish  of  Cripplegate,  5 s. 
a-piece,  paid  by  the  Salters  Company.  Nine  of  these  are  now  nominated  by 
the  churchwardens  of  St.  Luke.  The  last  time  this  gift  was  received  was  in 
1823.  For  the  origin  of  it,  see  the  charities  in  the  parish  of  St.  Dunstan  in 
the  East,  4th  Rep.  104. 

All  the  rest  of  the  joint  charities  are  received  by  the  churchwardens  of 
Cripplegate,  who  pay  over,  or  account  for,  the  proportions  of  each  belonging 
to  St.  Luke’s  to  the  churchwardens  of  that  parish. 


Mrs.  Hinton's  Almshouses  in  Plough  Alley. 

The  disbursements  on  account  of  this  charity,  in  which  the  two  parishes  are 
equally  interested,  are  entirely  made  by  the  churchwardens  of  Cripplegate, 
those  of  St.  Luke  taking  no  part  in  the  disposal  of  the  funds,  or  management  of 
the  charity,  except  in  the  nomination  of  three  out  of  the  six  almspeople.  The 
churchwardens  of  Cripplegate,  in  their  general  account  with  the  churchwardens 
of  St.  Luke,  debit  themselves  with  one  half  of  the  revenue  of  the  almshouses, 
and  deduct  from  that  account  one  half  of  their  disbursements  in  respect  thereof 
for  pensions,  repairs,  &c.  From  the  statement  of  account  of  this  charity,  given 
in  our  Report  of  the  parish  cf  Cripplegate,  it  will  be  seen  that  upon  the 
receipts  and  disbursements  of  10  years,  from  Michaelmas  1817  to  Michaelmas 
1827,  there  was  a balance  due  to  the  charity  of  6l  /.  18$.  1 d.,  one  half  of  which 
has  been  accounted  for  to  the  churchwardens  of  this  parish.  For  the  obser- 
vations which  this  account  suggests  we  would  refer  to  the  Report  of  the 
Cripplegate  charities.  The  moiety  of  the  balance  paid  to  this  parish  is  carried 
to  the  general  account  of  distributions  hereafter  mentioned  ; but  of  course 
its  amount  must  be  refunded  from  the  distribution-fund  whenever  it  is  required 
for  the  purposes  of  this  charity.

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In  the  account  rendered  by  the  churchwardens  of  Cripplegate  to  those  of 
St.  Luke  of  the  joint  charities,  they  credit  them  with  the  whole  of  the  propor- 
tions of  the  rents  belonging  to  the  latter  parish,  including  the  4*/.  for  part  of 
Cripplegate  workhouse.  From  this  amount  they  make  the  following  deductions, 
viz.  a moiety  of  certain  quit  rents  payable  for  the  joint  estates  amounting  to 
about  31.  ; a moiety  of  the  gifts  to  the  vicar  and  churchwardens,  viz.  those  of 
Busby,  Langley,  Mrs.  Snow,  Fawcett,  Mainer,  and  Goddard  to  the  vicar 
amounting  to  9 /.  5 s.,  and  those  of  Busby,  Langley,  Mrs.  Snow,  and  Mrs.  Astill, 
to  the  churchwardens  amounting  to  31.  1 5s.  the  whole  of  which  are  considered 
to  belong  to  the  vicar  and  churchwardens  of  Cripplegate,  that  being  the  only 
church  existing  at  the  period  of  those  donations,  and  are  accordingly  paid 
to  them*  ; a moiety  of  the  disbursements  on  account  of  Mrs.  Hinton’s  alms- 
houses ; a moiety  of  the  charges  incurred  from  time  to  time  in  letting  the  joint 
estates,  and  of  insuring  premises  in  Redcross-street,  and  some  other  occasional 
disbursements  ; the  charges  of  Mr.  Earnshaw,  the  vestry-clerk  of  Cripplegate, 
for  business  relative  to  the  joint  estates  done  on  account  of  St.  Luke’s  parish, 
the  amount  of  which  has  of  late  years  been  usually  somewhat  above  8/.’;  and  an 
annual  sum  of  10/.  charged,  “ for  sundry  expenses,  stamps,  &c.”  which  is  meant 
to  cover  any  incidental  expenses  of  collecting.  The  net  balance,  after  making 
these  deductions,  is  paid  over  to  the  churchwardens  of  St.  Luke,  with  the 
exception  however  of  a sum  of  18/.  payable  by  the  churchwardens  of  that  parish, 
as  tenants  of  the  ground  on  which  the  workhouse  of  St.  Luke’s  parish  is  erected, 
and  which  is  part  of  the  land  belonging  to  Bleyton’s  charity  : This  rent  is 
credited  in  the  account  rendered,  but  instead  of  being  actually  received  by  the 
churchwardens  of  Cripplegate,  from  those  of  St.  Luke’s,  it  is  deducted  from  the 
payments  made  to  the  latter  for  the  balance  of  the  joint  account,  and  is  plid 
to  the  charity-estate  account  of  St.  Luke’s  out  of  the  parish-funds. 

The  rents  and  rentcharges  derived  from  the  charities  belonging  separately 
to  the  parish  of  St.  Luke,  (except  those  which  are  under  the  management  of 
specific  trustees  as  before  stated,)  and  the  proportions  of  rents  of  the  joint 
charities  paid  over  by  the  churchwardens  of  St.  Giles,  Cripplegate,  are  received 
by  the  churchwardens  of  St.  Luke’s,  who  defray  thereout  the  charge  of  a weekly 
distribution  of  bread,  the  cost  of  Bibles  given  away  under  Sir  John  Fenner’s 
gift,  and  some  other  small  disbursements  which  will  be  specified  hereafter,  and 
pay  over  the  rest  to  a treasurer  for  the  charitable  funds  of  the  parish,  who  is 
appointed  by  the  guardians  of  the  poor.  The  funds  in  the  treasurer’s  hands 
are  made  up  of  these  payments,  of  the  rent  of  the  workhouse,  received,  as  before, 
mentioned  out  of  the  parish-stock,  and  of  the  interest  of  public  securities,  in 
which  the  surpluses  in  hand  have  occasionally  been  invested  : These  invest- 
ments are  now  comprised  in  an  Exchequer-bill  for  500/. 

The  application  of  these  funds  is  made  under  the  direction  of  the  guardians 
of  the  poor,  in  distributions  of  clothing  and  money,  and  in  apprenticing  poor 
boys  in  respect  of  Henry  Smith’s  charity. 

In  these  distributions,  as  they  have  of  late  years  been  made,  the  intentions  of 
the  benefactors  from  whom  the  funds  were  derived  do  not  appear  to  have  been 
in  all  respects  attended  to  as  they  ought ; a circumstance  arising,  as  it  should  seem, 
from  the  guardians  of  the  poor,  and  parish-officers,  not  being  sufficiently  aware  of 
the  specific  appropriations  made  by  those  benefactors  of  their  respective  charities. 
This  ignorance,  in  respect  at  least  of  the  joint  charities,  has  probably  been  in 
a measure  occasioned  by  the  manner  in  which  the  accounts  of  those  charities 
are  settled  between  the  parishes.  The  churchwardens  of  Cripplegate  generally 
pay  in  the  course  of  the  year  to  the  churchwardens  of  St.  Luke’s,  sums  on 
account,  which  leave  about  150/.  in  arrear,  and  the  account  is  seldom  rendered, 
and  the  balance  that  is  due  paid  over,  till  about  three  years  subsequent  to  that 
in  which  such  payments  on  account  have  been  made.  These  accounts  when 
rendered  have  stated  the  receipts  of  rent  merely  by  the  names  of  the  respective 
tenants,  not  classing  them  under  the  heads  of  the  respective  charities  to  which 
they  belong,  and  thus  no  information  has  been  conveyed  to  the  parish-officers 
of  St.  Luke’s  of  the  specific  purposes  to  which  the  sums  which  have  been  received 

were 


* In  the  Report  of  the  Cripplegate  Charities,  supra,  we  have  stated  our  opinion,  that  the  gifts  to 
the  churchwardens  should  be  divided  between  the  parishes. 
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were  to  be  appropriated.  The  departure  from  the  original  appropriations  will 
appear  from  the  following  detail  ot  the  disbursements  made  from  these  funds 
compared  with  the  foregoing  statement  of  the  several  charities. 

Distribution  of  Bread. — Fifty-two  threepenny  loaves  are  distributed  every 
Sunday  after  morning  service,  in  the  church,  to  poor  people  appointed  to  receive 
them  by  the  churchwardens.  Of  these  persons  a list  is  kept,  and  they  continue 
to  receive  the  bread  while  they  live,  vacancies,  when  they  take  place,  being  filled 
up  by  the  churchwardens  for  the  year.  The  cost  of  this  quantity  of  bread  is 
331.  165.  a year,  but  it  appears  from  the  churchwardens  accounts  that  this 
amount  has  sometimes  been  exceeded.  The  average  cost  for  the  last  ten  years 
is  34/.  9^.  5d.

This  amount  exceeds  the  average  sum  expended  in  bread  by  above  19/.  In 
making  the  estimate  we  have  considered  Glazebrook’s  charity  as  entitled  to 
a proportionate  share  of  the  rents  of  the  estate  in  Noble-street.  If  that  charity 
should  be  deemed  entitled  to  no  more  than  the  fixed  sum  of  51.  45.,  in  the 
nature  of  a rentcharge  (which  would  be  2/.  125.  for  the  share  of  St.  Luke’s),  it 
would  reduce  the  above  amount  to  41/.  135.,  still  exceeding  the  actual  expen- 
diture. We  should  observe,  that  the  bread  distributed  in  respect  of  Vale’s  and 
Mary  Brown’s  charity  ought,  according  to  the  directions  of  those  donors,  to 
be  limited  to  the  poor  of  the  Liberty  of  Golden-lane. 


Distribution  of  Bibles. — The  receipts  from  the  trustees  of  Sir  John  Fenner’s 
charity  have  been  very  irregular.  Whenever  the  proportion  belonging  to 
this  parish  is  received  it  is  laid  out  by  the  upper  churchwarden  in  Bibles, 
a portion  of  which  he  gives  away  to  poor  persons  in  the  parish  at  his  dis- 
cretion ; the  rest  it  has  been  usual  for  him  to  send  to  the  workhouse,  where 
they  are  given  to  the  poor  children,  boys  or  girls,  apprenticed  by  the  parish. 
These  Bibles  are  usually  procured  either  from  the  Society  for  the  promotion  of 
Christian  Knowledge,  or  from  the  British  and  Foreign  Bible  Society,  by  which 
means  they  are  obtained  at  a cheap  rate. 


Distribution  qf Clothing. — The  clothing  for  general  distribution  consists  of  shirts, 
shifts,  petticoats,  mens  shoes  and  stockings,  and  womens  shoes  and  stockings. 
Besides  these,  complete  clothing  is  provided  for  a certain  number  of  boys 
and  girls,  in  satisfaction  of  the  charity  of  Mrs.  Margaret  Astill.  For  these  pur- 
poses a sum  of  money  is  allotted  yearly  by  the  guardians  of  the  poor,  upon 
a consideration  of  the  state  of  their  funds  ; and  the  quantity  of  the  different 
articles  provided,  and  number  of  the  poor  children  clothed,  are  regulated  by 
the  amount  of  the  sums  so  appropriated.  The  clothing  is  distributed  by  tick- 
ets. For  the  clothing  of  the  boys  and  girls,  which  is  called  the  Maidens  Gift, 
the  rector,  and  each  of  the  churchwardens,  overseers,  and  guardians  of  the  poor, 
recommend  either  one,  two,  or  three  objects,  as  the  resolution  of  the  guardians 
may  decide.  For  the  other  gifts  of  clothing  every  vestryman  (in  number  about 
1200)  is  presented  with  a ticket  of  recommendation.  The  tickets  are  returned 
to  the  vestry-clerk  at  the  workhouse  about  a fortnight  before  All  Saints-day 
(which  is  the  day  of  distribution),  and  are  entered  in  a book,  specifying  the  name 
of  the  vestryman  recommending,  and  of  the  person  recommended,  with  the 
residence  and  circumstances  of  the  latter.  A committee  of  the  guardians  of  the 
poor,  appointed  to  regulate  the  distribution,  then  allot  the  articles  of  clothing 
to  be  given  to  each  person  upon  a consideration  of  their  respective  circum- 
stances, allowing  to  each  two  distinct  articles,  or  in  a few  instances,  and  under 
particular  circumstances,  three.  If  the  parishioner  recommending  expresses 

oq 
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on  the  ticket  a wish  that  any  particular  article  should  be  given,  the  wish  is 
always  attended  to.  On  All  Saints-day  the  poor  people  attend  at  the  workhouse, 
when  they  receive  the  articles  of  clothing  respectively  allotted  to  them.  The 
children  put  on  their  clothing  there,  when  they  also  receive  twopence  a-piece, 
and  then  proceed  to  Cripplegate  Church,  where  a sermon  is  preached  by  the 
vicar.

The  annual  amount  of  disbursements  for  clothing,  including  the  printing 
notices,  and  other  expenses  of  the  distribution,  will  appear  in  the  statement  of 
the  accounts,  which  we  shall  presently  give.  It  will  there  be  seen  that  the 
amount  in  1818  was  268/.  11s.  7 d.  and  that  in  every  subsequent  year  it  ha9 
been  more,  till  in  1827  it  amounted  to  346/.  18s.  6d.  thus  greatly  exceeding 
the  amount  of  the  clothing  charities. 

It  is  however  to  be  remarked,  that  the  clothing  given  away  does  not  include 
either  coats  or  gowns  in  fulfilment  of  the  charities  of  Barbara  Snow,  and  Lang- 
ley. There  seems  no  reason  why  such  articles  should  not  be  provided  as 
directed  by  those  benefactors,  to  the  amount  of  their  respective  benefactions. 

There  is  also  some  difficulty  in  ascertaining  how  far  Mrs.  Astill’s  charity, 
which  is  in  fact  the  subject  of  a special  distribution,  has  been  fulfilled.  The 
charges  for  the  clothing  of  the  children  are  in  some  articles  so  mixed  up  in  the 
tradesmens  bills  with  the  materials  for  the  other  clothing,  that  it  is  impractica- 
ble to  ascertain  their  precise  amount,  and  to  see  the  proportion  they  bear  to  the 
income  of  her  charity.  The  following  is  the  number  of  children  clothed  in  the 
last  ten  years,  from  which  it  seems  that  the  expenditure  of  late  years  must  have 
considerably  exceeded  the  income,  though  in  the  early  part  of  the  period  it 


probably  fell  short  of  it.

It  appears  desirable  that  a distinct  account  should  be  kept  of  the  expenditure 
in  respect  of  this  important  charity. 

We  have  elsewhere  observed,  that  the  providing  clothing  for  boys  under  this 
charity  (which  appears  not  to  have  commenced  in  this  parish  till  1823)  is  a de- 
parture from  the  terms  of  Mrs.  Astill’s  donation  ; but  we  are  not  prepared  to 
say  that  in  the  present  state  of  the  parish,  and  with  a considerable  increase  in 
the  value  of  the  property,  it  may  not  have  become  expedient. 

It  is  proposed  in  future  to  add  gifts  of  blankets  to  the  distribution  of  clothing, 
a purpose  to  which  some  portion  of  the  sums  hitherto  distributed  in  money,  as 
we  shall  presently  state,  may  perhaps  be  well  applied.

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Apprenticing. — The  apprentices  put  out  under  the  gift  of  Henry  Smith  are 
appointed  by  the  guardians  of  the  poor.  Notice  is  annually  given  in  the  church, 
about  the  month  of  September,  of  a day  on  which  the  guardians  will  receive 
applications  for  these  premiums.  The  average  number  of  boys  annually  put  out 
is  about  six,  with  premiums  of  51.  5 s.  each;  occasionally,  less  has  been  given. 
These  premiums  have  exhausted  the  average  income  of  the  charity.  The 
applications  are  generally  sufficient  to  supply  this  number  ; but  if,  as  is  some- 
times the  case,  the  masters  proposed  have  not  been  approved,  the  full  number 
has  not  always  been  put  out  in  one  year,  but  the  deficiency  has  been  supplied  in 
subsequent  years.

Money  Distribution.  It  has  hitherto  been  the  practice,  about  the  beginning 
of  the  year,  to  distribute  a sum  of  about  200/.  by  tickets,  entitling  the  bearers 
to  receive  Is.  6 d.  each,  which  tickets  have  been  distributed  by  the  vestry- 
men in  the  same  manner  as  the  tickets  for  the  clothing  ; but  it  has  been  found 
that  this  distribution  was  productive  of  little  good  in  any  instance,  and  in 
many  led  to  mischievous  consequences,  being  immediately  wasted  in  the  con- 
sumption of  spirits  at  a liquor-shop  near  the  workhouse.  On  this  account  the 
guardians  of  the  poor  have  determined  to  discontinue  it,  and  to  apply  the 
money  in  future  in  a distribution  of  bread  and  coals,  or  some  mode  more  useful 
and  more  conformable  to  the  wills  of  the  donors. 


While  we  entirely  agree  in  the  propriety  of  discontinuing  this  money-dis- 
tribution, we  would  observe,  that  some  of  the  charities  above  enumerated  were 
appropriated  to  specific  gifts  of  money  by  the  donors,  whose  directions  might 
beneficially,  and  ought  to  have  been,  complied  with,  but  have  in  fact  been 
wholly  overlooked  in  the  disposal  of  these  funds. 

Such  is  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Palmer’s  charity,  now  amounting  to  60/.  a year,  to 
be  applied  in  pensions  to  six  poor  widows.  Such  also  Mrs.  Ann  Harvest’s  of 
7 1.  10s.,  to  be  divided  between  10  poor  widows  ; Millen’s  charity  of  31.  a year 
to  two  or  three  poor  persons  ; and  Hunt’s  of  51.  a year,  to  five  poor  persons 
residing  within  thej)arish. 

The  restoration  of  these  charities,  especially  of  Mrs.  Palmer’s,  to  their  ori- 
ginal destination,  is  a measure  of  which  we  have  recommended  the  immediate 
adoption. 

Some  other  smaller  money-charities,  such  as  Budd  and  the  Bishop  of  Ely’s, 
to  be  given  in  threepences  every  Friday  morning ; GJazebrook’s  to  30  poor 

people

people  on  Allhallow’s-day  ; Whitfields,  to  40  poor  people  on  Ash  Wednesday  ; 
may  perhaps  be  more  beneficially  left  to  be  employed  in  other  modes  of 
distribution. 


By  the  substitution  of  an  additional  donation  of  bread,  and  of  a distribution 
of  coals  instead  of  the  money-distribution  lately  made,  the  bread  charities 
above  enumerated  may  be  more  fully  complied  with  ; and  other  benefactions 
expressly  given  for  supplying  the  poor  with  coals,  but  which  appropriation  has 
been,  for  many  years  at  least,  unattended  to,  will  be  applied  according  to  the 
intention  of  the  donors.  These  latter  are,

To  which,  perhaps,  should  be  added  Nightingale’s  portion  of  the  rents  of 
the  estate  in  Noble-street,  his  gift  having  been  originally  for  coals,  though  now 
applied  in  clothing,  31.  17  s.  6 d. 

The  foregoing  are  the  only  charitable  payments  that  are  regularly  made  from 
this  fund.  Some  other  distributions  have  occasionally  been  made.  In  each  of 
the  years  1821  and  1822,  200/.  was  given  away  in  soup.  In  1827,  20  /.  was 
given  among  the  poor  in  Alleyn’s  almshouses ; this  donation  will  probably  be 
continued.

and  which  have  for  many  years  been  retained  by  the  churchwardens  to  their 
own  use ; this  appears  to  be  done  in  error.  We  have  already  noticed  the 
mistake  respecting  Mills’s  2/.  10 s.,  which  was  given,  not  as  a gratuity  to  the 
churchwardens,  but  to  be  distributed  by  them  in  bread.  With  respect  to  the 
other  sums,  it  appears  that  Bleyton  gave  to  the  churchwardens  a contingent 
interest  in  half  an  acre  ofland,  as  we  have  seen  in  the  account  of  the  charities 
of  St.  Giles,  Cripplegate ; but  it  is  very  doubtful  whether  the  property  ever 
vested  in  them,  and  nothing  is  retained  by  the  churchwardens  of  Cripplegate 
in  respect  of  this  gift.  Busbie  gave  5 s.  to  the  churchwardens,  and  Langley, 
2/. ; but  these  gifts  having  been  made  before  the  separation  of  the  parishes, 
are  considered,  as  we  have  before  stated,  to  belong  wholly  to  the  churchwar- 
dens of  Cripplegate,  and  are  retained  by  them  out  of  the  produce  of  the  joint 
charities,  before  the  proportion  of  that  produce  due  to  St.  Luke’s  is  paid  over. 
By  being  thus  also  retaihed  by  the  churchwardens  of  St.  Luke’s,  they  are  paid 
twice  over,  and  the  poors  fund  is  to  that  extent  prejudiced. 
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The  only  other  items  of  disbursement  that  appear  on  the  accounts,  are  pay- 
ments to  the  vestry-clerk  for  law-business,  attending  the  committees,  and 
managing  the  gift-estates,  and  some  trifling  charges  for  stamps,  &c. 

In  consequence  of  the  uncertain  manner  in  which  the  charitable  funds  of 
this  parish  are  paid  in,  we  have  found  it  difficult  to  exhibit  such  a statement  of 
the  actual  receipts,  and  of  the  disbursements  of  each  year,  in  respect  of  the 
charities  under  the  management  of  the  churchwardens  and  the  guardians  of 
the  poor,  as  would  afford  a satisfactory  means  of  comparing  the  real  income 
with  the  expenditure.  In  the  following  statement  of  income  and  expenditure,  for 
the  last  10  years,  we  have  set  forth,  first  the  net  sum  payable  in  each  year  by 
the  churchwardens  of  Cripplegate  on  account  of  the  joint  charities,  the  sums 
actually  received  in  each  year  by  the  churchwardens  of  St.  Luke  on  account  of 
the  separate  charities,  and  any  incidental  receipts  by  the  treasurer,  as  for  interest 
on  public  securities,  &c. ; and  secondly,  the  actual  expenditure  of  each  year. 
The  general  balance  of  this  account  will  be  found  to  agree  with  the  balance 
in  the  treasurer’s  book,  which  we  shall  subsequently  state. 

The  variations  appearing  in  this  statement,  of  the  proportion  of  the  joint 
charities  accounted  for  by  the  churchwardens  of  Cripplegate  from  the  present 
amount  of  such  proportion  as  given  in  the  list  above  set  forth,  have  been  occa- 
sioned by  alterations  in  the  rents  of  some  of  the  premises,  and  by  some  losses 
through  the  insolvency  of  tenants ; these  have  been  noticed  in  the  Cripplegate 
Report.  The  year  is  calculated  from  Lady-day  to  Lady-day,  that  being  the 
period  at  which  the  churchwardens  accounts  are  made  up.

There  is  also  in  hand  an  Exchequer-bill  for  500/. 
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By  the  76th  section  of  a local  Act  passed  in  1808,  for  making  more 
effectual  provision  for  maintaining,  regulating  and  employing  the  poor  of  the 
parish  of  St.  Luke,  in  the  county  of  Middlesex,  it  is  enacted  “ that'all  gifts, 
“ donations,  benefactions  and  sums  of  money  whatsoever,  now  payable,  or  which 
“ shall  hereafter  become  payable  for  and  to  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  said 
“ parish,  not  being  directed  or  liable  to  be  applied  for  the  support  of  any 
“ private  or  particular  poor  or  charity,  or  by  the  respective  donors  or  otherwise 
“ particularly  appropriated,  (and  not  being  sacramental  money)  shall  from  time 
“ to  time,  from  and  after  the  appointment  of  the  guardians  of  the  poor  (as  therein- 
“ before  mentioned)  be  paid  into  the  hands  of  their  treasurer  for  the  time 
“ being,  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  said  parish,  to  be  applied  in  aid  of  the 
“ rate  for  the  relief  of  the  poor  thereof,  unless  the  said  guardians  shall  think 
“ proper  from  time  to  time  to  appropriate  and  apply  the  same,  or  some  part 
“ thereof,  to  and  in  relieving  or  assisting  any  indigent,  aged  or  industrious 
“ parishioners  who  have  not  become  chargeable  to  the  said  parish.”

It  seems  that  these  might  be  applied,  under  the  operation  of  the  local  Act,  in 
aid  of  the  poor-rate.  As  long,  however,  as  the  guardians  of  the  poor  sanction 
their  application  to  the  purpose  of  charitable  distribution,  it  is  one  which  cannot 
be  objected  to,  and  is  perhaps  more  conformable  to  the  intention  of  the  donors. 

It  is  probably  under  the  supposed  operation  of  this  Act  that  the  guardians 
of  the  poor  have  assumed  the  disposal  of  the  charitable  funds  of  the  parish.  It 
may  be  right  to  observe  that  the  Act,  in  fact,  only  vests  in  them  the  adminis- 
tration of  those  charities,  which,  being  given  generally  for  the  use  of  the  poor, 
(and  therefore  applicable  by  the  Act  in  aid  of  the  poor-rate,)  it  empowers  them, 
if  they  think  fit,  to  appropriate  to  specific  purposes  of  charity  ; and  that  the  right 
of  applying  the  other  charities  remains  in  those  in  whom  it  resided  before  the 
passing  the  Act.  We  are  not,  however,  aware  that  the  management  of  the  funds 
can  be  in  better  hands  then  those  by  which  they  are  now  administered. 

We  find  the  following  charities  recorded  in  the  old  donation-book,  but  have 
been  unable  to  learn  any  tiling  further  concerning  them. 


St.  Luke. 


Benefield’s  Charity. 

Richard  Benejield  bequeathed  10/.  to  the  Liberty  of  Whitecross-street  in  the  Benefield's  Charity 
parish  of  St.  Giles,  Cripplegate,  in  the  county  of  Middlesex,  to  be  paid  to  the 
churchwardens  of  the  parish,  and  by  them  kept  as  a perpetual  stock  for  the  said 
Liberty  ; and  he  directed  that  such  money  and  advantages  as  might  arise  thereby 
should  be  disbursed  for  bread,  and  distributed  by  the  churchwardens  and  over- 
seers to  such  poor  people  within  the  same  Liberty  as  they  should  think  meet 
upon  the  Sunday  following  the  23d  November  yearly. 

It  appears  from  certain  memoranda  in  the  donation-book  that  this  legacy 
was  received  by  the  churchwardens  on  the  28th  April  1643,  and  was  afterwards 
laid  out  in  building  the  house  in  the  churchyard,  for  laying  up  fuel  in  the  summer- 
time for  the  poor  of  the  Lordship,  against  winter,  but  that  it  was  afterward 
raised  again  and  put  to  use,  and  in  1646  lent  on  bond  to  Thomas  Fletcher,  the 
smith  in  Chiswell-street. 

Raylton’s  Charity. 

William  Raylton , by  his  Will,  dated  27th  February  1660,  appointed  the  lease  Raylton’s  Charity, 
of  his  house,  at  the  upper  end  of  St.  Martin’s-lane  near  the  fields,  to  be  sold, 
and  the  money  thereon  arising  (his  debts  and  legacies  being  first  satisfied,)  to 
i,  St  Olave,

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be  equally  divided  to  the  poor  of  the  parishes  of  St.  Giles,  Cripplegate,  and 
St.  Olave,  Southwark,  to  be  put  into  the  parish-stock,  and  once  every  year,  on 
the  21st  December,  the  profit  thereof  to  be  given  to  such  of  the  poor  of  those 
parishes  as  had  most  need,  and  had  not  any  pensions  from  the  parish. 

In  the  donation-book  is  the  copy  of  a letter,  dated  1st  October  1653,  from 
Richard  Bourne,  brother  of  Mrs.  Susan  Raylton,  the  widow  and  executrix  of 
the  donor,  offering  on  the  part  of  the  executrix  to  give  up  the  house  to  the 
parish  if  they  would  take  means  to  procure  the  sale  of  it. 

We  find  no  further  mention  of  this  charity  in  either  of  those  parishes. 

Yardley’s  Charity. 

The  donation-book  mentions  a legacy  of  Joseph  Yardley , by  his  Will,  dated 
the  15th  Charles  I.,  of  40/.  to  each  of  the  five  parishes  of  St.  Sepulchre,  St.  Giles 
Cripplegate,  St.  Mary  Whitechapel,  Allhallows  the  Great,  and  St.  Leonard 
Shoreditch,  to  be  lent  out  in  sums  of  8/.  to  poor  tradesmen  without  interest 
upon  sufficient  security. 

We  find  no  further  trace  of  this  gift  in  any  of  these  parishes  which  we  have 
investigated.

Nathaniel  WYthers’s  Charity. 

Nathaniel  Withers , by  Will,  dated  29th  August  1669,  gave  to  the  church- 
wardens and  overseers  of  the  Lordship  of  the  parish  of  St.  Giles,  Cripplegate, 
for  the  use  of  the  poor  therein,  50/.,  provided  that  they  should  yearly,  on  the 
feast  of  All  Saints,  lay  out  31.  to  buy  coats  for  men  and  women  which  should 
be  very  poor  in  the  said  Lordship. 

William  WYthers’s  Charity. 

William  Withers,  by  Will,  the  date  of  which  is  not  given,  bequeathed  50/.  to 
the  churchwardens  of  that  part  of  the  parish  of  St.  Giles,  Cripplegate,  which 
was  in  the  Lordship  of  Finsbury,  to  the  intent  that  they  should  thereby  yearly 
provide  five  cloth  coats,  of  the  value  of  125.  each,  to  be  given  on  All  Saints-day 
to  the  poor  of  the  Lordship. 

Dashwood’s  Charity. 

George  Daslvwood,  esquire,  by  Will,  dated  the  16th  March  1682,  gave  to  the 
poor  of  that  part  of  the  parish  of  St.  Giles,  Cripplegate,  that  lay  in  the  Lord- 
ship,  301.  to  be  kept  as  a stock,  and  yearly  laid  out  in  the  summer  season  in 
sea-coals,  to  be  sold  in  the  winter-season  to  the  poor  inhabitants  of  the  Lordship 
as  near  the  rate  of  the  first  cost  as  that  the  stock  be  not  diminished.

BY  letters  patent  of  king  Henry  8th,  bearing  date  22d  November,  in  the  4th 
year  of  his  reign,  his  Majesty,  considering  the  pious  proposal  of  Sir  Thomas 
Lovell,  knight,  treasurer  of  the  household,  and  also  of  Agnes  Mellers,  widow, 
for  the  foundation  and  building  of  a school,  to  endure  for  ever,  in  the  parish 
of  St.  Mary  in  the  town  of  Nottingham,  for  the  educating  and  teaching  of 
boys  in  the  said  school,  and  instructing  them  in  good  manners  and  literature, 
and  for  the  support  of  one  master  and  one  usher  of  the  said  school,  and  other 
necessary  things  to  be  there  done,  and  thereafter  to  be  finished,  granted  license 
to  the  said  Thomas  and  Agnes,  that  they,  or  one  of  them,  or  the  executors  or 
assigns  of  them,  or  either  of  them,  might  found,  build,  and  establish  a school 
in  the  said  parish,  to  endure  for  ever,  according  to  the  ordinances,  constitutions 
and  wills  of  the  said  Thomas  and  Agnes,  or  one  of  them,  or  the  executors  or 
assigns  of  them,  or  either  of  them,  thereafter  to  be  made.  And  for  the  better 
suppport  and  endowment  of  the  said  master  and  usher,  his  Majesty  granted 
license  to  the  mayor  and  burgesses  of  the  said  town  of  Nottingham,  and  their 
successors,  to  take  and  hold  any  manors,  lands,  tenements,  &c.  to  the  annual 
value  of  20  marks,  beyond  reprizes,  from  any  persons  willing  to  give  the  same 
to  them  to  the  use  aforesaid.

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The  following  abstract  is  taken  from  an  ancient  copy  produced  to  us  of  an 
instrument  intitled  “ Constitutions  for  the  Free  School,  made  by  the  Lady 
Mellers,  Foundress  thereof.”  We  are  informed  that  the  original  cannot  now 
be  found.  In  the  year  1724,  a fire  occurred  in  the  office  of  the  town-clerk  of 
Nottingham,  and  it  is  supposed  that  this  document,  amongst  others,  may  have 
been  consumed  at  that  time. 

Rv  this  instrument,  (the  date  of  which  is  not  stated  in  the  copy),  after  recit- 
ing the  above-mentioned  letters  patent  of  king  Henry  8th,  the  said  Agnes 
Mellers,  by  force  of  the  license  thereby  granted,  erected,  founded  and  estab- 
lished a free-school  of  one  master  and  one  usher,  to  teach  grammar,  everlastingly 
to  endure,  to  be  kept  in  the  parish  of  St.  Mary  within  the  town  of  Nottingham, 
willing  and  ordaining  that  the  said  school  should  be  for  evermore  called  the 
Free  School  of  the  Town  of  Nottingham.  And  she  made  Mr.  John  Smith, 
parson  of  Bilborough,  schoolmaster  of  the  same,  as  long  as  it  should  seem  to 
her,  and  to  the  mayor  of  Nottingham  for  the  time  being,  convenient.  And  she 
made  her  friends,  Mr.  William  Inglishe  and  Mr.  William  Barwell,  deputies, 
and  ordained  them  guardians,  keepers  and  surveyors  of  the  free-school  during 
their  lives ; and  she  ordained  that  the  mayor,  aldermen  and  common-council 
of  the  town  of  Nottingham,  and  their  successors,  after  the  decease  of  the  said 
two  last-mentioned  persons,  should  yearly,  on  the  feast  of  the  translation  of 
St.  Richard  the  Bishop,  choose  two  discreet  persons,  burgesses  of  the  said  town, 
to  be  chamberlains,  guardians,  keepers  and  surveyors  of  the  lands,  tenements 
and  possessions  pertaining  and  bequeathed,  given,  or  thereafter  to  be  given 
and  bequeathed,  and  belonging  to  the  said  tree-school,  to  rule,  govern  and 
support  the  charges,  payments  and  business  of  the  same,  from  the  said  feast  of 
translation  to  the  feast  of  St.  Richard  then  next  following ; at  the  which  feast, 
or  within  eight  days  next  following,  she  directed  that  the  said  guardians  should 
make  account  to  the  said  mayor  and  aldermen,  and  their  successors,  of  all 
things  by  them  received  to  the  use  of  the  said  foundation  ; and  that  after  their 
account  so  made,  new  guardians,  or  else  the  same,  by  the  advice  and  discre- 
tion of  the  mayor  and  aldermen,  should  be  chosen  ; and  that  the  same  guar- 
dians, keepers  and  surveyors,  might  plead  and  be  impleaded  by  the  name  of 
Guardians  of  the  Free  School  of  Nottingham.  And  she  directed  that  the 
mayor,  aldermen  and  common-council  of  the  said  town,  with  the  guardians  of 
the  said  school,  or  eight  of  them  at  the  least,  whereof  the  mayor  and  guardians 
should  be  three,  should,  after  the  decease  or  removal  of  the  said  Mr.  John 
Smith,  hire  one  other  able  person,  of  good  and  honest  conversation,  to  be  the 
master  of  the  said  free-school,  and  one  usher,  at  such  time,  and  as  soon  as  the 
lands  and  possessions  given  to  the  said  free-school  would  support  the  charges 
thereof,  and  the  same  schoolmaster  and  usher,  for  good  and  reasonable  causes, 
should  amove  and  expel,  and  take  and  put  in  others  in  his  and  their  stead, 
from  time  to  time  as  often  as  they  should  think  necessary.  And  she  ordained, 
that  the  schoolmaster  and  usher,  or  one  of  them,  should  daily,  when  he  should 
keep  school,  cause  the  scholars,  every  morning  in  their  school-house,  ere  they 
should  begin  their  learning,  to  say  with  a high  voice  the  whole  “ Credo  in 
Deum  patrern,  &c.”  And  she  ordained  that  the  guardians  of  the  said  free- 
school  should  yearly,  on  the  feast  of  the  translation  of  St.  Richard,  being 
lbth  June,  cause  the  obit  of  Richard  Mellers  her  husband,  and  her  own,  after 
her  decease,  to  be  kept  in  the  church  of  St.  Mary,  in  Nottingham,  and  pay,  of 
the  rents  belonging  to  the  said  free-school,  20 s.,  in  manner  therein  mentioned, 
for  keeping  the  said  obit.  She  also  ordained,  that  the  schoolmaster  and  usher 
should  not  make  nor  use  any  potations,  cock-fightings,  nor  drinkings,  but  only 
twice  in  the  year,  nor  take  any  other  gifts  whereby  the  scholars  or  their  friends 
should  be  charged,  but  at  the  pleasure  of  the  friends  of  the  scholars,  save  the 
wages  to  be  paid  by  the  said  guardians.  And  if  the  mayor,  aldermen  and 
common-council  should  be  negligent  in  finding  a schoolmaster  and  usher  for 
forty  days,  and  in  keeping  the  said  yearly  orbit,  or  should  convert  the  said 
lands  and  other  possessions,  or  the  yearly  value  of  them,  to  other  uses  than 
finding  the  said  free-school,  she  ordained,  that  the  prior  and  convent  of  the 
monastery  of  the  Holy  Trinity  at  Lenton,  and  their  successors,  should  have  as 
a forfeiture,  the  rule,  guiding  and  oversight  of  the  said  lands  and  schoolmaster, 
with  all  other  things  to  the  premises  appertaining,  to  the  intent  above  expressed. 
And  she  ordained  that  the  ordinances  and  statutes  for  the  governance  of  the 
-said  free-school,  made  by  her  in  her  life-time,  under  her  seal,  should  everlast- 
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ingly  be  kept  without  diminution  or  change  ; and  that  it  should  be  lawful  for  the 
mayor,  aldermen  and  common-council,  and  their  successors,  from  time  to  time 
to  make  other  statutes  and  ordinances  for  the  governance  of  the  said  free-school, 
and  to  repeal  the  same,  as  they  should  think  most  necessary,  so  that  such  new 
statutes  and  ordinances  should  not  be  in  any  wise  contrary  to  the  statutes  and 
ordinances  made  hy  her  in  her  life,  under  her  seal. 

The  only  document  that  we  have  seen  tending  to  show  of  what  the  property , 
originally  given  by  Agnes  Mellers,  the  foundress,  for  the  support  of  this  esta- 
blishment, consisted,  is  an  ancient  terrier  of  the  school-lands,  in  which  it  is 
Stated,  that  she  gave  a tenement  in  St.  Peter’s  church-yard,  let  at  ‘26  8 d.  by 

the  year,  with  three  other  tenements  adjoining,  and  also  a tenement  in  Bridle- 
smith  Gate.  It  will  be  seen  from  the  rental  of  the  property  hereinafter  set 
forth,  that  there  are  now  belonging  to  the  school  several  houses  in  and  near 
St.  Peter’s  church-yard,  (from  No.  38  to  49  in  the  rental),  and  also  one  house 
in  Bridlesmith  Gate,  (No.  11),  but  it  may  be  doubted  whether  the  latter  was 
derived  from  the  gift  of  the  foundress,  or  from  the  will  of  her  son  Robert  Mel- 
lers hereinafter  mentioned. 

The  following  donations  appear  to  have  been  given  for  the  support  of  this 
school  subsequently  to  the  foundation. 

Robert  Mellers’s  Gift. — In  the  account  of  the  Grammar  School  given  in 
Deering’s  History  of  Nottingham,  published  in  17<51,  p.  157,  it  is  stated,  that 
Robert  Mellers,  a son  of  the  foundress,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  16th  July 
1515,  gave  thereto  a close  which  he  had  bought  of  William  Page,  lying  in  Bas- 
ford Wong,  and  a house  in  Bridlesmith  Gate,  which  he  bought  of  the  same 
person,  or  the  money  that  should  be  gotten  for  it ; but  he  directed,  that  if  the 
school  should  not  be  kept  according  to  the  foundation,  as  it  was  granted,  his 
heirs  should  re-enter  and  have  the  said  close  again. 

' Thomas  Mellers’s  Gift. — Thomas  Mellers,  alderman  of  Nottingham,  (also 
a son  of  the  foundress),  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  16th  August  1535,  gave  all 
his  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments  within  the  town  and  fields  of  Basford  in 
the  county  of  Nottingham,  which  he  had  purchased  of  William  Spicer,  of 
Loughborough,  to  the  use  of  the  free-school  lately  founded  within  the  town  of 
Nottingham  by  Dame  Agnes  Mellers,  his  mother,  deceased. 

All  the  property  now  belonging  to  this  school  is  situate  within  the  county  of 
the  town  of  Nottingham.  We  cannot  find  any  trace  of  its  having  ever  been 
in  the  possession  of  lands  at  Basford  under  the  devises  either  of  Robert  or 
Thomas  Mellers.  We  have  already  mentioned  that  there  is  a house  in  Bridle- 
smith Gate  belonging  to  the  school,  which  may  have  been  derived  from  the  gift 
of  Robert  Mellers. 

Wast’s  Gift. — It  is  also  stated  in  Deering’s  History,  p.  157,  that  there  was  in 
the  old  town-hall  a coat  of  arms,  with  an  inscription,  stating  them  to  be  those  of 
John  Wast  and  Winifred  his  wife,  who  gave  to  the  maintenance  of  the  free- 
school  of  Nottingham  three  tenements  in  the  city  of  London,  situate  in  Black- 
friars,  5 1.  by  the  year. 

To  this  statement  a note  is  added,  that  these  tenements  were  sold  to  defray 
the  charges  of  a law-suit  between  the  corporation  and  Mr.  Richard  Johnson, 
master  of  the  school.  It  appears  from  a list  of  masters  of  the  grammar-school 
in  the  same  book,  that  Richard  Johnson  was  appointed  master  in  1707,  and 
that  his  successor  was  appointed  in  1720. 

We  find  from  entries  in  the  hall-books  of  the  corporation,  that  in  1720,  it 
was  ordered  that  the  houses  in  London  being  school-lands,  should  be  repaired, 
and  that  the  school-wardens  should  take  care  to  get  the  same  done ; that  in 
April  1724,  it  was  ordered  that  the  mayor  should  write  to  Mr.  Lander  to  sell 
the  houses  at  Puddledock,  London,  for  120  guineas,  if  he  could  get  so  much  ; 
and  that  on  6th  June  in  the  same  year  the  corporation-seal  was  affixed  to  a 
conveyance  from  the  mayor  and  burgesses  to  Charles  King,  in  consideration  of 
126/.,  of  a piece  of  ground,  whereon  three  brick  messuages  then  or  lately 
stood.  It  does  not  appear  that  the  corporation  had  any  authority  thus  to  dis- 
pose of  this  property. 

Gellestrope’s  Gift. — Elizabeth  Gellestrope , by  her  Will,  bearing  date, 
12th  April  1543,  gave  to  the  mayor  and  burgesses  of  Nottingham,  two  stables,

No  part  of  the  property  now  belonging  to  the  school  lies  in  the  situation 
described  in  this  will,  and  we  cannot  learn  that  any  thing  is  known  of  the  two 
stables  thus  devised  by  this  testatrix. 


lleskay’s  Gift.  Heslcay' s Gift. — John  Heslcay,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  29th  September 

1.558,  reciting  that  he  then  held  to  the  use  of  him  and  his  heirs,  all  the  tithes 
of  hay  arising  within  the  meadows  and  fields  of  the  town  of  Nottingham, 
gave  the  said  tithes  of  hay  to  Alice  his  wife,  and  John  Mellers  his  brother-in- 
law,  for  their  lives,  and  the  life  of  the  longer  liver,  and  after  their  deceases,  to 
the  mayor  and  burgesses  of  Nottingham,  and  their  successors,  to  the  intent 
and  on  condition  that  they  should  yearly  bestow  the  full  rents  and  profits  of 
the  same  tithes  to  the  uses  thereinafter  specified,  viz.  that  they  should  pay,  on 
the  day  of  the  yearly  obit  kept  for  the  late  Lady  Mellers,  foundress  of  the 
free-school,  10  s.  amongst  poor,  sick,  and  needy  people,  to  pray  for  the  soul  of 
the  testator,  and  for  the  souls  of  the  foundress,  and  of  the  testator’s  wife; 
and  that  they  should  permit  the  wardens  of  the  free-school  to  receive  all  the 
residue  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  tithes,  yearly,  to  employ  the  same 
for  and  towards  the  increase  and  augmentation  of  the  schoolmaster’s  wages, 
and  livings  of  the  said  free-school  of  Nottingham. 

The  particulars  of  the  tithes  which  form  the  subject  of  this  devise  will  he 
hereinafter  stated. 


Colynson’s  Gift.  Colynson' s Gift. — By  Indenture  of  Feoffment,  bearing  date  26th  September, 

1567,  and  a Schedule  thereunto  annexed,  John  Colynson  granted  and  enfeoffed 
to  Lawrence  Broadbent  and  Thomas  Cadman,  and  their  heirs,  a messuage, 
situate  near  the  Hencross,  in  Nottingham,  in  a street  called  Cokestole-row,  with 
the  shops,  and  a barn  newly  built,  and  a garden  adjoining,  to  the  intent  that 
the  feoffees  should,  after  the  decease  of  the  said  John  Colynson,  yearly  pay  to 
the  master  of  the  free-school  in  Nottingham,  and  their  successors,  53s.  4 d.  at 
Michaelmas  and  Lady-day,  by  even  portions,  with  a proviso,  that  if  the  said 
free-school  should  be  dissolved,  the  same  yearly  sum  should  be  paid  to  the 
churchwardens  of  the  three  parishes  of  Nottingham,  interchangeably,  for  suc- 
cessive terms  of  three  years  to  each  parish,  to  be  bestowed  on  the  poor  people 
thereof.

A part  of  the  clay  field  within  the  liberties  of  Nottingham  is  called  the 
Toadhill,  and  it  is  supposed  that  a close  there  situate,  called  the  Shoulder  of 
Mutton  Close,  (No.  17,  in  the  rental,)  is  the  land  given  by  Thomas  Alestree. 

We  are  not  enabled  to  identify  the  two  gardens  given  by  William  Byrkby, 
but  it  is  probable  that  they  form  part  of  the  property  contained  in  the 
rental. 

By  Letters  Patent  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  bearing  date  8th  March,  in  the 
36th  year  of  her  reign,  after  reciting  the  before-mentioned  letters  patent  of 
4th  Henry  8th,  and  reciting  that  her  majesty  was  informed  that  the  lands  and 
tenements,  to  the  annual  amount  of  20  marks,  which  the  corporation  were 
thereby  empowered  to  take,  were  so  small  that  they  were  not  sufficient  for  the 
maintenance  of  this  school,  her  majesty  confirmed  the  former  letters  patent, 
and  granted  license  to  the  mayor  and  burgesses  to  take  manors,  lands,  tene- 
ments, &c.  for  the  maintenance  of  the  school,  not  exceeding  the  amount  of 
40  /.  per  annum,  together  with  the  lands  and  tenements  before  given : and 
her  majesty  ordained  that  all  the  rents  and  revenues  of  the  said  lands,  granted 
or  to  be  granted  for  the  support  of  the  school,  should  be  applied  to  the  main- 
tenance of  the  master  and  usher  of  the  same  school  for  the  time  being,  and  to 
the  support,  maintenance  and  defence  of  the  said  messuages,  lands,  &c.  and 
not  otherwise.  And  her  majesty ‘further  granted  to  the  mayor  and  burgesses, 
and  their  successors,  that  they  might,  by  the  name  of  the  mayor  and  burgesses 
of  the  town  of  Nottingham,  plead  and  be  impleaded  in  all  causes  concerning 
the  lands,  &c.,  given  or  to  be  given  for  the  support  of  the  school. 

The  following  Rental  comprises  a statement  of  the  property  belonging  to  this 
school  in  various  parts  of  the  town  and  county  of  the  town  of  Nottingham. 
We  are  not  enabled  to  state  at  what  period,  or  by  what  means,  it  became 
entitled  to  such  of  the  houses  or  lands  as  were  not  derived  either  from  the 
gift  of  Agnes  Mellers,  the  foundress,  or  from  the  subsequent  donations  above 
stated.

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The  general  management  of  this  school,  and  of  the  property  belonging  to  it, 
is  under  the  care  of  the  mayor,  aldermen,  and  common-council  of  Nottingham 
assembled  in  common-hall.  A committee  of  the  whole  hall  is  annually  ap- 
pointed (of  which  the  mayor  is  chairman,  and  five  members  form  a quorum) 
by  whom  the  negotiations  are  conducted,  and  agreements  made,  relative  to  the 
letting  of  all  the  property  held  under  the  corporation,  including  that  which 
belongs  to  the  school.  Two  schoolwardens  are  annually  elected  by  the  com- 
mon-hall, being  either  aldermen  or  common-councilmen.  In  pursuance  of  an 
order  of  the  common-hall,  made  in  1807,  one  schoolwarden  goes  out  of  office 
annually,  and  no  person  is  allowed  to  hold  that  office  more  than  two  successive 
years. 

The  schoolwardens  for  the  time  being  receive  the  rents,  Sec.,  make  the  pay- 
ments, and  keep  accounts  of  the  sums  received  and  expended  by  them,  which 
have  been  from  the  year  1795  to  the  present  time  regularly  entered  in  a ledger 
by  Mr.  Edward  Staveley,  who  has  during  that  period  holden  the  office  of  sur- 
veyor and  accountant  to  the  corporation. 

When  leases  are  granted  of  the  school-property  the  rents  are  reserved  as 
being  payable  to  the  mayor  and  burgesses,  and  their  successors,  by  the  hands 
of  the  schoolwardens  for  the  time  being. 

It  will  be  observed  that  there  are  existing  leases  of  some  of  the  premises 
comprised  in  the  rental  for  long  terms,  varying  in  extent  from  40  to  99  years, 
from  the  time  of  granting  them  respectively.  The  only  lease  granted  since 
1796,  is  that  of  No.  30,  in  the  rental,  dated  in  1818,  under  the  agreement  for 
which  a new  house  was  built,  and  the  rent  was  raised  from  14/.  to  20/.  Of  the 
leases  of  older  date,  those  of  No.  7>  granted  in  1769,  of  No.  33,  granted  in 
1793,  of  Nos,  12,  13,  and  23,  granted  in  1794,  and  of  No.  32,  granted  in  179b, 
were  either  building  or  improving  leases  ; but  those  of  No.  5,  granted  in  I7G7, 
for  99  years,  and  of  No.  25,  granted  in  1771  for  80  years,  contain  only 
covenants  to  repair.  It  may  be  difficult,  at  this  distance  of  time,  to  form  a 
correct  opinion  as  to  the  propriety  of  granting  the  two  latter,  but  if  they  were 
in  fact  merely  repairing  leases,  it  would  seem  that  terms  of  shorter  duration 
would  have  been  sufficient.  The  lease  of  No.  26,  dated  in  1795,  for  55 
years  and  three  quarters,  appears  to  have  been  granted  at  a small  increase  of 
rent,  with  a view  to  its  expiration  at  the  same  time  as  that  of  the  adjoining 
premises  No.  25.  Some  additional  tenements  have  been  built  under  the  lease 
of  1795. 

The  estimated  value,  stated  in  the  rental,  of  the  premises  now  on  lease  is 
taken  from  surveys  made  by  Mr.  Edward  Staveley  since  the  commencement 
of  our  Investigation.  At  the  expiration  of  the  several  leases  a considerable 
improvement  in  the  income  of  the  school  may  be  expected.  The  rents  of  the 
houses  and  lands  let  to  yearly  tenants  are  stated  by  Mr.  Staveley  to  be  ill 
general  of  fair  amount. 

Mr.  George  Burbage,  to  whom  the  existing  lease  of  No.  32  was  granted, 
was  a member  of  the  common-council,  and  therefore  a trustee  of  the  charity. 
Of  the  present  yearly  tenants,  Mr.  Soars,  the  occupier  of  the  close  No.  21,  is 
one  of  the  aldermen ; he  became  tenant  of  that  close  in  1822,  at  the  rent  of  7 /.  4s. 
per  annum,  being  the  same  as  was  previously  paid  for  it.  It  appears  however 
from  a survey  made  by  Mr.  Staveley  in  1809  of  the  school-property,  that  this 
close  was  valued  at  9 /.  per  annum,  and  that  the  adjoining  close  (No.  22,) 
which  is  now  let  at  15/.,  was  valued  at  10/.  10s.  per  annum.  According  to 
this  comparison  therefore,  it  would  seem  that  the  rent  of  No.  21,  ought  to  be 
increased.  It  should  be  observed  however,  that  15/.  which  Mr.  S.  H.  Swann 
has  agreed  to  pay  for  No.  22,  from  December  1827,  is  considered  a very  high 
rent.  Mr.  Richard  Hooton,  the  tenant  of  a small  parcel  of  land  on  the 
Rye  Hills  (No.  34),  and  Mr.  Nathaniel  Barnsdall,  the  tenant  of  a house  and 
warehouse  at  Week-day  Cross  (No.  52),  are  members  of  the  common-council. 
Their  rents  appear  to  be  of  fair  amount. 

The  repairs  of  all  the  buildings  in  the  occupation  of  yearly  tenants  are 
defrayed  out  of  the  funds  of  the  charity.  On  applications  being  made  by  the 
tenants,  the  state  of  the  buildings  is  inspected,  and  the  repairs,  if  of  small 
amount,  are  done  by  order  of  the  schoolwardens  for  the  time  being ; but  no 
large  expenses  are  thus  incurred  until  the  subject  has  been  brought  under  the 
consideration  of  the  common-hall.  Many  of  the  buildings  are  old,  and  some 
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of  those  which  are  situate  in  Hockley,  are  stated  to  be  in  bad  condition,  and  Nottingham.

The  lands  in  the  fields  of  Nottingham  are  thrown  open  as  common  pastures,  management  of  the 
from  Old  Lammas-day  to  12th  November.

school  Closes  (Nos.  21  and  22.). 

The  land-tax  of  the  school-property  was  redeemed  in  1800,  at  an  expense 
of  about  300/.,  and  the  annual  amount  thereof  which  was  payable  in  respect  of 
such  of  the  premises  as  are  on  lease,  is  in  most  instances  paid  by  the  lessees,  as 
mentioned  in  the  rental. 

In  addition  to  the  property  above  stated,  this  school  is  entitled,  under 
the  will  of  John  Heskay  before  mentioned,  to  tithes  of  hay  arising  in  the 
meadows  and  fields  of  the  town  of  Nottingham.  We  are  informed  that  the 
total  quantity  of  land  in  the  fields  and  meadows  is  1,597  a.  2 it.  24  p.,  of  which 
1,265  a.  3r.  9p*  are  titheable  for  the  benefit  of  the  charity,  but  that  of  the 
residue,  containing  331  a.  3 r.  15  p.,  the  hay-tithe  of  one  part  is  the  property 
of  individuals,  and  the  other  part,  consisting  of  buildings  and  gardens,  pro- 
duces no  hay.  In  respect  of  the  titheable  quantity  of  1,265  a.  3 r.  9p., 
a composition  of  4 s.  per  acre  is  now  paid  by  the  occupiers,  on  so  much 
thereof  as  is  mown  in  each  year.  A tithing-man  takes  an  annual  account 
previously  to  the  hay-season  of  the  portions  of  the  land  intended  to  be  mown, 
and  collects  the  composition  accordingly. 

For  several  years  previous  to  1806  the  hay-tithe  belonging  to  the  school 
was  farmed  at  35/.  per  annum.  In  that  year  the  annual  committee  recom- 
mended that  the  schoolwardens  should  take  the  tithe  into  their  own  hands, 
and  appoint  a proper  person  to  collect  it,  in  order  that  the  corporation  might 
form  an  accurate  estimate  of  the  annual  value  thereof;  and  an  order  to  that 
effect  was  made  by  the  common-hall.  By  a subsequent  order,  made  in  1811, 
founded  on  a report  of  the  committee,  that  the  composition  for  hay-tithes  ought 
to  be  increased  to  a sum  of  not  more  than  5 s.,  nor  less  than  4 s.  per  acre,  the 
composition  was  fixed  by  the  schoolwardens,  in  open  hall,  with  the  approbation 
of  the  mayor,  aldermen,  and  common-council,  at  4s.  per  acre. 

Since  the  date  of  this  order  the  composition  has  been  collected  at  the  rate 
thus  fixed,  which  Mr.  Staveley  states  to  be,  in  his  opinion,  of  fair  amount.

The  grammar-school  is  situate  in  Stoney-street.  It  is  an  old  building,  con- 
sisting of  a large  school-room,  and  a house  occupied  by  the  master.  It  is 
repaired  out  of  the  school-funds,  and  an  annual  rent  of  2 s.  is  paid  for  it  to  the 
corporation ; but  it  is  not  known  whether  it  was  originally  derived  from  the 
gift  of  some  benefactor,  or  appropriated  to  this  purpose  by  that  body.  It  is 
stated  that  the  main  parts  of  the  building  are  in  good  repair,  but  that  the 
interior  of  the  school-room  is  in  want  both  of  repairs  and  improvements.  The 
rates  and  taxes  of  the  school-house,  amounting  to  about  28/.  per  annum,  are 
paid  by  the  master.  There  is  no  house  appropriated  to  the  usher. 
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On  28th  October  1806,  an  order  was  made  by  the  common-hall  for  the 
appointment  of  a committee  of  the  whole  hall,  for  the  purpose  of  putting 
the  free-school  on  a more  advantageous  footing,  with  power  to  take  any  steps 
by  way  of  petitioning  the  Lord  Chancellor,  or  otherwise,  on  the  subject  of  the 
school.  In  consequence  of  the  appointment  of  this  committee  new  regulations 
for  the  management  of  this  school  were  prepared  under  legal  advice,  and  were 
^adopted  at  a meeting  of  the  common-hall,  holden  on  17th  February  1807,  at 
which  meeting  the  mayor,  aldermen,  and  common-councilmen,  in  pursuance  of 
the  power  committed  to  them  by  the  deed  of  foundation  of  Agnes  Mellers,  and 
in  addition  to  the  regulations  contained  in  that  deed,  established  the  following 
ordinances  for  the  future  governance  of  the  free-school,  thereby  repealing  any 
ordinances  theretofore  made  by  the  said  mayor,  aldermen,  and  common-council, 
in  anywise  contradictory  to  the  ordinances  then  made. 

1.  That  the  school  should  be  kept  open  for  the  whole  year,  except  two 
vacations,  of  a calendar  month  each,  at  Christmas  and  Midsummer,  for  the 
reception  of  scholars  entitled  to  be  taught,  to  be  admitted  by  the  school- 
wardens  according  to  the  form  thereinafter  described,  during  seven  hours  and 
a half  on  every  day  in  the  summer  half  year,  reckoning  the  same  from  Ladv- 
day  till  Michaelmas ; and  six  hours  in  every  day  in  the  winter  half  year, 
reckoning  the  same  from  Michaelmas  till  Lady-day,  (except  Sundays,  two 
days  at  Easter,  two  days  at  Whitsuntide,  two  days  at  Goose-fair,  Good-Friday, 
and  half  a day’s  holiday  in  the  afternoon  of  every  Saturday,  and  a holiday  of 
one  hour  in  the  afternoon  of  every  Wednesday,)  for  teaching  of  Greek  and 
Latin,  and  English  grammar  and  the  classics,  so  that  every  scholar  admitted 
should  be  of  the  age  of  eight  years  at  the  least,  and  so  that  no  more  than 
sixty  scholars  should  be  admitted  on  the  foundation  at  any  one  period. 

2.  That  all  persons  entitled  to  claim  admission  on  the  foundation  of  the 
school  should  apply,  by  a written  application,  to  the  mayor,  who  should  give 
in  the  names  of  the  applicants  to  the  common-hall,  who  should  order  their 
admission,  as  far  as  the  school  should  be  capable  of  receiving  them,  and  that 
on  a list  of  the  persons  admitted  being  certified  under  the  hand  of  the  town- 
clerk,  the  schoolwardens  should  give  an  order  for  their  admission  on  the 
foundation,  which  should  entitle  them  to  be  educated  in  English,  Latin,  and 
Greek  grammar,  at  the  school,  gratis. 

3.  That  the  schoolwardens  should,  on  the  application  of  any  person  entitled 
to  be  admitted  to  the  free-school  by  virtue  of  such  determination  of  the  cor- 
poration, certified  by  the  town-clerk  to  the  schoolwardens,  give  to  such  person 
an  order  in  writing  to  the  master  or  usher  to  receive  him  as  a scholar  on  the 
foundation,  and  that  by  virtue  of  such  order  he  should  be  entitled  to  all 
the  privileges  of  the  school  so  long  as  he  should  conform  to  its  discipline 
established  by  the  master,  without  paying  any  thing  by  way  of  fee,  reward,  or 
gratuity  to  the  master  or  usher  in  respect  thereof,  but  that  the  master  or 
usher  should  not  be  obliged  to  receive  any  person  not  producing  a written 
order  from  the  schoolwardens. 


4.  The  mayor,  aldermen,  and  common-council,  being  visitors  of  the  school, 
ordained,  with  a view  to  the  regular  performance  of  their  duty  as  visitors,  that 
the  mayor,  aldermen  and  schoolwardens,  should  from  time  to  time  inspect  the 
school,  and  report  at  least  once  in  every  half  year,  in  writing,  to  the  Common 
Hall,  the  number  of  scholars  which  during  the  preceding  half  year  had  been 
educated  on  the  foundation,  and  their  opinion  of  the  general  conduct  and 
management,  and  state  of  discipline  thereof,  in  order  that  the  visitors  might  be 
regularly  informed  as  to  the  existing  situation  of  the  school,  and  might  from 
time  to  time  be  enabled  to  bestow  annual  gratuities  in  proportion  to  the  num- 
ber of  the  scholars,  and  the  exertions  of  the  master  and  usher,  and  the  corres- 
ponding prosperity  of  the  school,  that  due  encouragement  might  be  given  to 
the  industry  of  the  master  and  usher,  and  that  the  school  might  be  rendered  of 
the  greatest  possible  utility,  according  to  the  design  of  the  foundation. 

5.  That  these  ordinances  should  be  made  known  to  the  master  and  usher  of 
the  school,  who  were  enjoined  to  an  observance  thereof;  and  that  any  wilful 
neglect  thereof  in  either  of  them  should  be  deemed  by  the  mayor,  aldermen  and 
common-council,  a sufficient  cause  of  amotion  of  them  from  their  respective 
offices,  pursuant  to  the  power  vested  in  the  mayor,  alderman  and  common- 
council  by  the  foundation  of  the  school. 


At 
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At  the  same  common-hall  it  was  resolved  by  the  mayor,  aldermen  and 
common-council,  that,  to  encourage  the  exertions  of  the  master,  100/.,  in- 
cluding the  sum  of  10/.,  theretofore  voted  to  him,  should  be  paid  to  him  by 
the  schoolwardens  for  salary ; and  that  the  schoolwardens  should  also  be 
directed  to  give  to  the  schoolmaster  100/.,  and  to  the  usher  40/.,  over  and 
above  their  respective  salaries  on  the  first  hall-day  in  the  month  of  April 
in  every  year,  by  way  of  gratuity,  after  a full  report  made  to  the  common- 
hall  by  the  mayor,  aldermen  and  schoolwardens,  if  on  such  report  the  hall 
should  be  satisfied  with  the  management  of  the  school,  and  the  conduct  of  the 
master  and  usher,  for  the  year  preceding. 

The  annual  sum  of  10/.,  mentioned  in  this  resolution  as  having  been  pre- 
viously voted  to  the  master,  had  reference  to  the  appointment  of  the  Reverend 
John  Toplis,  as  master  of  the  school,  which  had  taken  place  on  18th  Novem- 
ber 1806,  when  he  was  elected  by  the  mayor,  aldermen  and  common-council, 
and  schoolwardens,  in  the  room  of  the  Reverend  J.  C.  Forrest,  deceased,  on 
condition  of  his  engaging  to  enter  into  a bond  therein  set  forth,  subject  to 
terms  contained  in  such  bond,  with  the  salary  of  10  /.  per  annum  then  affixed 
to  the  office,  and  such  other  salary  as  the  corporation  might  think  proper  to 
add  thereto,  and  the  perquisites  legally  attached  to  such  office. 

The  condition  of  the  bond  given  by  the  Reverend  J.  Toplis  on  his  elec- 
tion was,  that  he  should  observe  all  the  rules  and  regulations  made  by  the 
said  Agnes  Mellers,  and  made  or  to  be  made  by  the  mayor,  aldermen  and  com- 
mon-council ; and  that  he  should  within  one  month  after  notice  in  writing 
from  them,  resign  the  mastership  of  the  school,  and  the  lands  and  effects  thereto 
belonging,  which  should  be  in  his  possession  or  power. 

The  present  master  of  the  school  is  the  Reverend  Robert  Wood,  D.  D., 
who  was  appointed  in  1819,  having  previously  held  the  situation  of  usher  from 
the  year  1794.  The  present  usher  is  the  Reverend  Samuel  Lund,  who  was 
appointed  by  the  corporation  in  1820.  Roth  the  present  master  and  usher  gave 
bonds  on  their  elections  to  the  effect  above  stated. 

The  appointment  of  Mr.  Toplis  in  1806,  which  mentions  10/.  as  the  salary 
affixed  to  the  office  of  schoolmaster,  was  probably  made  in  the  same  form  as 
had  been  used  in  former  appointments,  but  for  many  years  previous  to  1793 
the  salary  paid  to  the  master  had  been  50  /.,  and  the  salary  paid  to  the  usher 
30  /.  By  an  order  of  the  corporation  made  in  that  year  it  was  directed  that 
the  salary  of  the  former  should  be  100/.,  and  that  of  the  latter  7 0/.  j and 
by  the  same  order  the  master  was  allowed  to  take  boarders,  not  exceeding  ten 
in  number. 

The  annual  gratuity  of  100  /.  voted  to  the  master  by  the  resolution  of 
17th  February  1807,  appears  to  have  "been  intended  to  include  a sum  of  50/. 
to  be  paid  by  him  to  a writing-master,  the  instruction  of  the  boys  in  writing  and 
arithmetic  having  been  introduced  into  the  school  shortly  after  the  ordinances 
of  I8O7  were  made. 

At  the  present  time  the  gratuities  paid,  are,  to  the  master  50/.,  and  to  the 
usher  40  /.,  in  addition  to  their  respective  salaries,  which  are  of  the  same  amount 
as  they  were  in  1793  ; and  a gratuity  of  50/.  was  also  at  the  time  of  our  Inquiry 
paid  by  the  schoolwardens  to  the  writing-master. 

The  following  is  a summary  of  the  annual  expenditure  ; the  payments  in  the 
latter  part  thereof,  which  necessarily  vary  in  amount,  being  taken  from  the  ac- 
count for  the  year  endingon  16th  June  1827.

The  sum  charged  in  this  year’s  account  for  the  repairs  of  the  school,  and  of 
the  houses  not  on  lease,  is  of  larger  amount  than  the  same  item  in  the  accounts  of 
any  one  of  the  ten  preceding  years,  but  the  charge  for  the  repairs  and  alterations 
amounted  in  1810  to  535 /.  65.  6d.,  in  1812  to  312/.  125.  11  d.,  in  1 S 13  to 
298/.  19  5.  2 c/.,  and  in  1814  to  222/.  18  5.  11  d,  and  the  sum  of  185/.  35.  9c/. 
charged  in  the  above  account  is  about  the  average  of  twenty  years  from  1808 
to  1827  inclusive. 

In  addition  to  the  charge  of  15/.  16  5.  6 d.  in  the  account  for  1826-7  for 
copy-books,  pens,  ink,  & c.,  a bookseller’s  bill  was  due  for  books  furnished  in 
that  year  for  the  use  of  the  school,  which  would  form  an  item  in  the  follow- 
ing year’s  account.  The  charges  for  books  and  stationery  from  1808  to  1826 
inclusive,  have  amounted  to  the  large  sum  of  1,052/.  17  s.  2d.,  being  on  an 
average  about  55  /.  per  annum.  These  charges  will  be  again  noticed  in 
a subsequent  part  of  this  Report.  The  town-clerk’s  bill,  which  usually  forms  an 
item  in  each  year’s  account  consists  of  charges  for  making  out  rentals  and  tithe- 
books,  attendances  on  the  committee,  expenses  arising  from  changes  of 
tenants,  &c. 

In  addition  to  the  last  item  in  the  account  for  1827,  being  the  fourth  part 
of  a bill  for  wine  purchased  for  the  use  of  the  annual  committee  (a  similar 
charge  to  which  occurs  occasionally  in  former  years),  a fourth  part  of  the 
expenses  of  a dinner  on  each  of  the  half-yearly  rent-days,  and  of  the  expenses 
attending  the  meetings  of  the  before-mentioned  committee,  which  are  holden 
about  once  in  a month,  have  been  considered  chargeable  to  the  account  of  the 
school.  The  fourth  part  of  those  expenses  for  the  year  ending  in  June  1827 
amounted  to  22  /.  65.  3 d.,  but  in  consequence  of  the  bills  containing  the 
charges  not  having  been  sent  in  until  after  the  account  for  that  year  was  made 
out,  it  was  intended  to  include  them  in  the  following  year’s  account.  The 
committee  at  their  meetings,  which  usually  take  place  in  the  evening,  transact 
such  business  as  is  necessary  relating  to  the  corporation-lands,  the  bridge- 
lands,  and  the  school-lands,  and  the  practice  has  been  to  pay  the  expenses  of 
refreshments  and  wine  provided  for  the  use  of  the  members  of  the  committee 
in  the  following  proportions ; viz.,  one  half  by  the  chamberlains,  out  of  the 
corporation-estate,  one  fourth  by  the  bridgemasters,  out  of  the  bridge-estate, 
and  the  remaining  fourth  by  the  schoolwardens,  out  of  the  school-estate.  The 
fourth  part  of  the  expenses  of  rent-days,  committee  meetings,  and  bills  for 
wine,  thus  charged  to  the  school-account,  have  amounted  from  1795  to  1827, 
a period  of  32  years,  to  about  520  /.,  being  on  an  average  rather  more  than 
16  /.  per  annum. 

It  may  not  be  unreasonable  that  the  school-estate  should  bear  a portion  of 
the  expenses  of  a dinner  prepared  on  each  rent-day  for  the  chamberlains,  bridge- 
masters,  and  schoolwardens ; but  it  appears  to  us  that  all  other  business  relating 
to  the  trusts  of  this  school  might  be  transacted  without  any  further  expenses 
being  incurred  for  wine  or  refreshments ; and  that  at  all  events  there  is  no 
authority  for  charging  any  part  of  such  expenses  to  the  account  of  the 
charity. 

For  some  years  previous  to  1807,  when  the  new  ordinances  were  made  by 
the  corporation,  this  school  appears  to  have  been  in  a neglected  state,  and  to 
have  been  attended  by  a very  small  number  of  scholars.  The  Rev.  Dr. 
Wood  informs  us,  that  a few  boys,  usually  not  exceeding  ten  in  number,  were 
instructed  by  him  as  usher,  and  that  the  then  head  master  had  a small  number 
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of  private  day-scholars,  for  whose  education  he  was  paid  by  their  parents,  but 
that  he  taught  no  boys  on  the  foundation  until  they  had  attained  a certain  point 
in  classical  learning,  at  which,  it  seems,  they  did  not  frequently  arrive. 

Since  the  making  of  the  ordinances,  and  the  introduction  of  a writing-master, 
the  number  of  60  scholars  has  been  kept  complete,  and  there  has  been  no  defi- 
ciency of  candidates  for  admission  to  the  school ; but  it  does  not  appear  to  be 
at  the  present  time  of  much  utility  as  an  establishment  for  classical  education. 
By  an  order  of  the  common-hall,  made  7th  April  1807,  the  schoolwardens 
were  directed  to  reject  boys,  although  appointed  by  the  common-hall  on  the 
foundation,  if  unable  to  read.  The  boys  on  their  first  entering  into  the  school 
are  taught  English,  and  when  sufficiently  advanced  are  instructed  in  the  Latin 
and  Greek  languages,  unless  it  is  the  wish  of  their  parents  that  their  education 
should  not  extend  to  classical  learning,  in  which  case  it  is  confined  to  English 
instruction  afforded  by  the  master  or  usher,  and  writing  and  arithmetic  taught 
by  the  writing-master,  during  the  whole  time  that  the  boys  remain  at  the  school, 
which  they  are  permitted  to  do  from  the  age  of  eight  to  fourteen.  The  writing- 
master  teaches  the  boys  in  the  school-room  during  a part  of  the  hours  not 
appropriated  to  instruction  by  the  master  and  usher.  We  were  informed  that  at 
the  time  of  our  Inquiry  (February  1828)  about  one  half  only  of  the  scholars  were 
instructed  in  the  classics.  The  boys  are  principally  the  sons  of  mechanics,  and 
to  many  of  them  a classical  education  would  probably  be  of  little  advantage. 
But  we  apprehend  that  this  establishment,  having  a considerable  income  appli- 
cable to  its  support,  ought  not  to  be  permitted  to  become  a school  merely  for 
the  more  common  branches  of  instruction,  to  which  the  system  acted  on  of  late 
years  appears  to  tend  ; and  we  cannot  but  think  that  under  proper  regulations 
it  might  be  rendered  extremely  useful  to  the  town  of  Nottingham  in  its  original 
character  of  a grammar-school,  combined  with  the  additional  advantages  of  in- 
struction in  English,  writing  and  arithmetic. 

A special  meeting  of  the  committee  is  holden  usually  once  in  the  year,  of 
which  notice  is  given  for  the  purpose  of  appointing  boys  to  be  admitted  to  the 
school,  and  is  attended  by  nearly  the  whole  body  of  the  mayor,  aldermen  and 
common-council.  Applications  are  then  made  by  the  friends  of  boys  desirous 
of  admission,  and  each  member  of  the  committee  is  at  liberty  in  turn,  according 
to  his  seniority,  to  recommend  a boy,  if  he  thinks  proper.  The  lists  of  boys 
thus  recommended  always  contain  the  names  of  a larger  number  than  is  suffi- 
cient to  fill  up  the  existing  vacancies,  and  the  supernumeraries  are  subsequently 
admitted  from  time  to  time  as  vacancies  occur.  The  boys  thus  elected  are 
usually  sons  of  burgesses,  but  the  sons  of  any  persons  resident  in  Nottingham 
are  considered  eligible. 

Each  boy  is  received  into  the  school  by  an  order  founded  on  a certificate 
from  the  town-clerk,  of  his  having  been  admitted  on  the  foundation  by  the  cor- 
poration, such  orders  being  signed  by  the  schoolwardens,  and  addressed  to  the 
master  and  usher. 

The  60  scholars  were  at  the  time  of  our  Inquiry  divided  in  equal  numbers 
of  30  between  the  master  and  usher,  each  boy,  whether  more  or  less  advanced 
in  his  education,  remaining  during  the  whole  of  his  stay  at  the  school  under  the 
same  instructor.  It  appeared  to  us  that  it  would  be  a great  improvement  in  the 
arrangement  if  the  boys  were  at  first  placed  under  the  usher,  and  afterwards 
taken  under  the  master,  according  to  their  proficiency.  The  permission  given 
to  the  master  by  the  before-mentioned  order  of  1793,  to  take  ten  boarders  into 
his  house,  has  not  been  acted  on.  The  Rev.  Dr.  Wood  states,  that  there  have 
been  no  boarders  since  he  was  appointed  usher  in  1794- 

Books,  copy-books,  pens  and  ink,  are  provided  out  of  the  funds  for  the  use 
of  all  the  boys  in  the  school ; each  master  gives  orders  for  such  books  as  he 
considers  necessary  for  the  boys  taught  by  him,  and  signs  the  bookseller’s  bills 
for  the  same,  as  a voucher  for  the  items  being  correct,  on  which  the  bills  are 
paid  by  the  schoolwardens.  We  have  already  stated  the  large  annual  amount 
of  this  branch  of  the  expenditure,  which  appears  to  us  to  require  a more 
efficient  superintendance  on  the  part  of  the  schoolwardens  than  it  has  hitherto 
received.  The  pens  and  ink  are  furnished  by  the  writing-master,  and  are  paid 
for  by  the  schoolwardens  ; the  copy-books  are  provided  by  a stationer,  by 
orders  from  the  writing-master,  and  the  latter  has  received  from  the  former  an 
allowance  of  one  penny  on  each  copy-book.  Mr.  Hemm,  the  present  writing- 
master,  stated  that  this  had  been  done  since  the  time  of  his  appointment  in 
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1814,  and  that  he  then  learnt  that  his  predecessor  had  received  a similar 
allowance.  It  appeared  to  us  however,  that  this  was  a very  improper  mode 
of  increasing  the  emoluments  of  the  writing-master,  and  that  it  ought  to  be 
discontinued. 

The  master  and  usher  receive  no  remunerations  beyond  the  amount  of  their 
before-mentioned  salaries  and  gratuities,  but  the  writing-master,  in  addition  to 
his  annual  gratuity  of  50/.,  has  received  2 5.  6d.  per  quarter  for  each  boy, 
amounting,  for  (iO  boys,  to  30/.  per  annum.  The  members  of  the  corporation 
examined  by  us,  as  holding,  or  having  lately  holden,  the  office  of  schoolwarden, 
appeared  not  to  have  been  aware  that  this  charge,  which  they  considered  to  be 
unauthorized,  had  been  continued  up  to  the  time  of  our  Investigation,  although 
one  of  them  stated  that  about  two  years  before  he  had  heard  that  such  pay- 
ment had  been  required.  Mr.  Hemm  informed  us  that  he  had  received  this 
quarterage  from  the  time  of  his  appointment ; that  he  understood  that  his  pre- 
decessor had  received  it  until  his  death  ; and  that  he  learnt  from  some  of  the 
members  of  the  corporation,  by  whom  he  was  recommended  as  a person 
properly  qualified  for  the  situation,  that  he  was  entitled  to  make  the  charge. 
The  writing-master  ought  to  have  a reasonable  compensation  for  the  duties 
performed  by  him,  the  amount  of  which  should  be  settled  by  the  corporation, 
but  it  ought  not  to  be  a matter  of  doubt  whether  a portion  of  such  compen- 
sation is  to  arise  from  payments  to  be  made  to  him  by  the  parents  of  the 
children,  and  whether  he  is  authorized  to  receive  any  remuneration,  except 
that  which  is  paid  to  him  from  the  funds  of  the  charity. 

That  part  of  the  ordinances  of  1807,  by  which  provision  was  made  for  the 
inspection  of  the  school  by  the  mayor,  aldermen  and  schoolwardens,  has  not 
been  observed,  but  it  has  been  occasionally  visited  by  some  of  the  members 
of  the  corporation  who  have  holden  the  office  of  schoolwarden.  We  appre- 
hend, that  if  a system  of  frequent  inspection  were  adopted  and  adhered  to, 
it  would  tend  considerably  to  promote  the  interests  of  the  establishment. 

The  accounts  of  the  schoolwardens  are  made  up  to  the  16th  June  in  each 
year,  and  are  subsequently  audited  by  the  mayor  and  aldermen,  but  not  at  any 
fixed  time.  Those  for  the  year  ending  in  June  1827,  of  which  an  abstract 
has  been  given,  had  not  been  audited  at  the  time  of  our  Inquiry ; on  the 
accounts,  as  audited  to  June  1826,  there  was  a balance  in  favour  of  the  charity 
of  630/.  5 s.;  and  on  the  account  made  out  to  June  1827,  the  balance  was 
increased  to  722/.  19s.,  which  sum  was  in  the  hands  of  Messrs  Hart,  Fellows 
and  Co.,  bankers  at  Nottingham,  to  the  credit  of  the  schoolwardens,  in  a 
separate  account.  In  1807  an  order  was  made  by  the  corporation  that  the 
schoolwardens  should  place  their  balances  in  the  hands  of  the  bankers  of  the 
corporation,  and  keep  an  account  there  of  all  monies  received  and  paid  on 
account  of  the  school-estate,  but  this  regulation  has  not  always  been  observed. 
This  order  appears  to  have  been  made  in  consequence  of  the  bankruptcy  of 
Mr.  Samuel  Statham,  who  held  the  office  of  schoolwarden  from  1801  to  1806, 
and  became  a bankrupt  in  1807  > At  the  period  of  his  failure  there  was 
a balance  in  his  hands  of  424/.  14 s.  due  to  the  school,  of  which  there  was 
subsequently  received  in  dividends  from  his  assignees,  sums  amounting  to 
403/.  9 s.  2 c/.,  and  the  residue,  being  21/.  45.  10c/.,  was  lost. 

Previously  to  1795  summaries  of  the  accounts  for  each  year  of  the  cham- 
berlains, the  bridgemasters,  and  the  schoolwardens,  were  entered  in  a ledger, 
each  in  a distinct  page,  but  the  details  of  the  respective  accounts  do  not 
appear  to  have  been  preserved.  On  these  accounts  there  was,  with  very  few 
exceptions,  a balance  in  each  year  from  1728  to  1791  inclusive,  in  favour  of 
the  school-estate,  which  balance  was  in  a few  instances,  in  the  earlier  part 
of  these  accounts,  paid  over  to  the  succeeding  schoolwardens,  but  according 
to  the  more  usual  course,  was  paid  to  the  chamberlains  of  the  corporation  for 
the  following  year,  who  gave  credit  for  it  in  their  account ; the  balances  clue 
from  the  bridgemasters  were  paid  by  them  to  the  chamberlains  in  the  same 
manner  ; the  total  amount  which  it  appears  that  the  corporation  thus  received 
during  the  above-mentioned  period  from  the  surplus  of  the  income  of  the 
school-estate,  after  deducting  the  sums  paid  by  the  chamberlains  to  the  school- 
wardens  in  the  fewT  instances  in  which  the  balance  w'as  against  the  school,  was 
about  2,800/.  This  was  a very  incorrect  mode  of  keeping  the  accounts,  as  the 
corporation  could  have  had  no  claim  to  this  surplus  of  income.  The  annual 
expenditure  on  the  school,  as  contained  in  the  summaries  of  the  schoolwardens 
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accounts,  usually  consisted  of  the  salaries  of  the  master  and  usher,  and  a small 
charge  under  the  head  of  “ necessary  disbursements.”  It  is  possible  that 
some  payments  on  account  of  the  school,  either  for  repairs  or  other  matters, 
might  be  made  by  the  chamberlains,  as  it  would  be  of  little  importance  to 
which  account  they  were  charged,  if  the  chamberlains  received  the  school- 
wardens  annual  balances ; but  in  the  absence  of  the  detailed  accounts  we 
cannot  ascertain  that  there  were  any  such  payments.  In  the  school-account 
for  the  year  ending  in  1792,  there  was  a balance  in  the  schoolwardens  hands 
of  142 1.  2 s.  4 cl.,  which  was  carried  to  the  accounts  of  the  schoolwardens  for 
the  year  ending  in  1793  ; an  increase  of  the  salaries  having  taken  place  in 
1793,  the  disbursements  of  the  schoolwardens  from  that  time  to  the  commence- 
ment of  the  accounts  kept  by  Mr.  Stavelev,  exceeded  their  receipts,  and  the 
account  in  the  new  ledger  for  the  year  ending  in  1796  began  with  a payment 
to  the  schoolwardens  for  the  preceding  year,  of  a balance  due  to  them  of 
51  45. 

In  1809  and  the  three  following  years  credit  is  given  in  the  accounts  for 
sums  received  by  the  schoolwardens,  from  the  chamberlains,  to  the  amount  of 
nearly  1,000/.,  no  part  of  which  had  been  repaid  at  the  time  of  our  Inquiry. 

It  appeared  to  us,  that  as  separate  accounts  of  the  school-property  have  been 
regularly  kept,  and  the  balances  carried  forward  for  more  than  the  last  thirty 
years,  it  might  be  unreasonable  that  the  Corporation  should  be  required  to 
account  for  the  balances  which  they  appear  to  have  received  during  the  whole 
of  the  preceding  period  above  mentioned,  commencing  at  the  distance  of  a cen- 
tury from  the  present  time ; but  on  the  other  hand  it  seemed  fair,  as  between 
the  corporation  and  the  charity,  to  view  the  payments  from  the  former  to  the 
latter  from  1809  to  1812,  as  having  been  made  in  consideration  of  the  balances 
received  previously  to  1792,  rather  than  as  advances  of  money  to  be  repaid  out 
of  the  school-estate. 

As  the  income  of  the  school  had  considerably  increased  in  the  latter  part  of 
the  period  to  which  we  have  alluded,  ending  in  1791,  the  amount  of  the  sums 
paid  to  the  chamberlain’s  account  during  the  ten  last  years  thereof  exceeded  the 
sums  subsequently  advanced  from  it ; and  in  order  to  approach  nearly  to  a ba- 
lance between  these  accounts  it  would  not  be  necessary  to  open  them  to  any 
greater  extent. 

This  subject  having  been  brought  under  the  consideration  of  the  mayor, 
aldermen,  and  common-council,  at  a common-hall  holden  on  the  28th  February 
1828,  by  a report  from  Mr.  Wakefield,  late  schoolwarden,  and  Mr.  alderman 
Morley,  then  senior  schoolwarden,  who  had  been  examined  by  us  as  to  the 
state  of  this  charity,  it  was  ordered  that  the  debt  or  balance  of  1,000/.  (more 
or  less)  which,  according  to  the  accounts  from  the  year  1795  appeared  due  from 
the  school  to  the  chamber,  should  be  cancelled  and  released  by  the  corporation 
on  the  part  of  the  chamber-estate ; and  that  on  the  part  of  the  school-estate, 
the  corporation  should  discharge  and  release  the  chamber-estate  from  all 
accounts  and  demands  previously  existing  between  the  school  and  the  chamber- 
estate. 

It  appears  to  us  that  this  is  a fair  and  satisfactory  mode  of  closing  the  accounts 
between  the  corporation  and  the  charity. 

It  was  also  at  the  same  hall  ordered  that  the  mayor,  Mr.  alderman  Oldknow, 
Mr.  Wakefield,  Mr.  Hurst,  the  schoolwardens,  Mr.  Staveley,  Mr.  Dale,  and 
the  town-clerk,  should  be  a committee  on  the  part  of  the  corporation  to  consi- 
der of  the  propriety  of  making  such  alterations  in  the  ordinances  for  the  govern- 
ment of  the  free-school  as  would  enable  the  scholars  to  pass  regularly  from  the 
lower  to  the  upper  master ; and  to  consider  the  rules  and  restrictions  which 
should  be  laid  down  relative  to  the  ordering  of  books  and  stationery  for  the  use 
of  the  school,  the  resolutions  to  be  adopted  for  effecting  a more  frequent  exa- 
mination of  the  scholars  as  to  their  advancement  in  learning,  and  the  mode  of 
further  enlarging  the  benefits  of  the  school,  by  admitting  an  increased  number  of 
scholars  to  such  an  extent  as  the  funds  of  the  charity  would  justify ; and  that 
the  said  committee  should  report  their  recommendations  on  these  several  matters 
to  the  next  or  a subsequent  hall. 

Since  the  time  of  our  Investigation  a copy  has  been  transmitted  to  us  of  the 
proceedings  at  a common-hall  or  meeting  of  the  mayor  and  common -council 
of  the  town  of  Nottingham,  on  10th  April  1828,  when  the  following  new 
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ordinances  were  established  for  this  school,  which  appear  to  us  to  tend  to  the 
improvement  and  better  government  of  the  establishment : 

“ We,  the  mayor,  aldermen  and  common-council  of  the  town  of  Nottingham, 
in  pursuance  of  the  power  and  authority  committed  unto  us  by  the  deed  of 
foundation  of  Agnes  Mellers,  widow,  foundress  of  the  free-school  of  the  said 
town,  do  (in  addition  to  the  regulations  contained  in  the  said  deed  of  founda- 
tion, and  the  rules  and  regulations  heretofore  ordained)  order  and  establish  the 
following  ordinances  and  constitution  for  the  future  governance  and  continu- 
ance of  the  said  free-school,  hereby  repealing  any  constitution,  statutes  and 
ordinances  heretofore  made  by  the  mayor,  aldermen  and  common-council  of 
the  said  town  of  Nottingham,  which  may  be  in  anywise  contradictory  of  or 
repugnant  to  these  present  ordinances,  or  any  of  them. 

“ 1st.  We  do  ordain  that  every  scholar  admitted  into  the  said  school  be 
taught  grammar: 

“ 2d.  That  the  scholars  be  divided  by  the  head  master  into  six  (or  more) 
classes ; the  first  three  (or  more)  thereof  to  be  under  the  tuition  of  the  head 
master,  and  the  other  three  (or  more)  thereof  to  be  under  the  tuition  of  the 
usher  ; and  that  these  divisions  be  from  time  to  time  so  made  as  that  the  number 
of  scholars  under  the  master  and  under  the  usher  shall  always  be  equal,  or  as 
nearly  so  as  circumstances  will  admit : 

“ 3d.  That  the  head  master  shall  determine  into  which  class  each  boy  shall 
enter  on  his  admission  to  the  school : 

“ 4*th.  That  the  head  master  shall  direct  and  appoint  the  different  books  and 
course  of  tuition  for  every  class  in  the  school : 

“ 5th.  That  the  head  master  shall  once  at  least  in  each  half  year  examine  all 
the  scholars  in  the  school,  and  direct  either  their  continuance  in  their  respective 
classes,  or  their  removal  to  other  classes,  as  he  shall  judge  to  be  best  suited  to 
their  respective  advancements  in  learning  : 

“ 6th.  That  the  following  holidays  (being  those  already  ordained)  be  allowed; 
that  is  to  say,  two  days  at  Easter,  two  days  at  Whitsuntide,  two  days  at  Goose- 
fair,  the  whole  of  Good-Friday,  the  afternoon  of  every  Saturday,  one  hour  in 
the  afternoon  of  every  Wednesday,  and  two  vacations  of  one  calendar  month 
each,  at  Christmas  and  Midsummer  in  every  year,  and  that  no  other  holidays 
be  allowed,  except  by  the  head  master,  with  the  consent  of  the  senior  school- 
warden  for  the  time  being  : 

“ 7th.  That  the  commencement  of  each  half-yearly  vacation  shall  (as  to  the 
whole  school)  be  ordered  and  appointed  by  the  head  master : 

“ 8th.  That  the  head  master  and  usher,  alternately,  (or  otherwise,  as  they 
may  arrange  between  themselves),  shall  attend  the  scholars  during  the  time 
they  are  under  the  tuition  of  the  writing-master  : 

“ 9th.  That  neither  the  head  master,  the  usher,  nor  the  writing-master,  shall 
receive  any  perquisite,  gratuity,  or  allowance,  from  any  person  in  regard  to  the 
school,  or  in  anywise  relating  thereto,  beyond  the  salaries  and  allowances 
granted  by  the  corporation  : 

“ 10th.  That  the  gratuity  from  the  corporation  in  favour  of  the  writing- 
master  be  henceforth  GO/,  per  annum,  instead  of  50/.  as  heretofore : 

“ 11th.  That  the  head  master  shall  from  time  to  time  make  known  what 
books  and  stationery  will  be  required  for  the  use  of  the  school  to  the  senior 
schoolwarden,  whose  order  in  writing  for  procuring  the  same  shall  be  requisite, 
before  any  such  books  or  stationery  shall  be  bought  on  behalf  of  this  cor- 
poration : 

“ 12th.  That  the  half-yrearly  visitation  of  the  school,  and  report  of  its  state 
and  condition,  by  the  mayor,  aldermen,  and  schoolwardens,  as  heretofore  or- 
dained, or  by  such  deputation  as  the  common-hall  shall  from  time  to  time 
appoint,  be  duly  and  punctually  made. 

“ Resolved,  That  the  above  ordinances  commence  and  be  acted  upon  from 
and  after  Midsummer  next,  and  that  copies  thereof  be  transmited  to  the  head 
master,  usher,  and  writing-master.” 

A portion  of  the  present  balance  in  favour  of  this  charity  may  be  beneficially 
applied  in  repairing  and  improving  the  interior  of  the  school-room,  and  it  will 
probably  be  advantageous  to  reserve  the  residue  as  a fund  for  rebuilding  such 
of  the  tenements  on  the  property  of  the  charity  as  are  in  so  far  a state  of  decay 

as 
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as  to  require  it,  but  such  part  thereof  as  is  not  immediately  appropriated  to  that 
purpose,  may  be  placed  out  on  some  good  security  at  interest.  After  such 
rebuilding  and  repairs  as  are  necessary  have  been  completed,  we  apprehend  that 
the  surplus  income  may  be  applied  by  the  corporation  in  enlarging  the  benefits 
of  the  charity,  by  the  admission  to  the  school  of  an  increased  number  of  scholars. 

Gellestrope’s  Charity. 

Elizabeth  Gellestrope,  by  her  Will,  bearing  date  12th  April  1543,  gave  to  the 
mayor  and  burgesses  of  Nottingham,  and  their  successors,  three  messuages  or 
tenements,  situate  in  Barker  Gate,  then  in  the  occupation  of  William  Smyth,  to 
the  use  of  three  bedehouses  in  the  said  town  of  Nottingham  ; and  she  also  gave 
to  the  said  mayor  and  burgesses  one  garden,  in  Fair  Maiden-lane,  of  the  yearly 
value  of  3^.,  to  the  joint  use  of  such  as  should  inhabit  the  said  three  houses  ; out 
of  which  garden  she  directed  that  there  should  be  yearly  paid  to  the  common 
serjeant  for  the  time  being  8 d.,  for  the  overseeing  of  the  said  three  houses. 
And  after  appointing  three  persons  to  dwell  in  the  same  houses  for  then- 
respective  lives,  she  directed  that  after  their  deaths  the  persons  that  should 
dwell  in  any  of  them  should  be  appointed  by  the  mayor  of  Nottingham  and  his 
successors  for  ever. 

The  almshouse  in  Barker  Gate,  given  by  Mrs.  Gellestrope,  contained  five 
small  dwellings,  which  were  inhabited  by  poor  burgesses  of  Nottingham,  placed 
there,  as  vacancies  occurred,  by  the  bridgemasters  of  the  corporation,  who  paid 
105.  a year  on  St.  Thomas’s-day  out  of  the  rents  of  the  bridge-estate,  amongst 
the  inhabitants  of  that  almshouse.  In  1812,  this  almshouse  was  found  to  be 
in  so  ruinous  a state  that  it  was  thought  advisable  to  pull  it  down,  and  in  1817, 
the  site  thereof,  with  a small  garden  adjoining,  the  quantity  of  the  whole  being 
500  square  yards,  was  leased  by  the  corporation  to  William  Butcher  and  others, 
for  a term  of  999  years,  at  a pepper-corn  rent,  in  consideration  of  a sum  of  225/., 
being  at  the  rate  of  9$-  per  square  yard,  which  is  stated  by  Mr.  Edward 
Staveley  to  have  been  a fair  price.  The  land  was  purchased  for  the  purpose  of 
building  a dissenting  chapel  thereon,  which  has  since  been  erected.  In  1818, 
it  was  ordered  by  the  common-hall,  that  the  money  received  for  this  lease 
should  be  put  out  to  interest  by  the  bridgemasters,  on  security,  to  accumulate 
till  an  opportunity  should  arise  for  applying  the  money  for  the  purposes  of  the 
original  charity,  or  as  near  thereto  as  circumstances  would  admit,  and  that  the 
bridgemasters  should  keep  a separate  account  of  that  fund,  and  the  interest 
thereof,  and  the  amount  of  the  accumulations.  Notwithstanding  this  order, 
the  sum  of  225/.  was  carried  to  the  account  of  the  chamberlains  of  the  corpo- 
ration ; but  in  1825  a statement  was  made  out  of  the  interest  due  on  this  sum 
from  1818,  and  the  whole  of  the  principal  and  interest,  amounting  together  to 
317/.  Is.  6d.,  was  paid  by  the  chamberlains  to  the  bridgemasters,  by  whom 
a sum  of  300/.,  part  thereof,  was  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  two  shares,  one  of 
200/.  and  the  other  of  100/.  in  the  Nottingham  Flood-road,  bearing  interest 
at  four  per  cent;  and  the  remaining  17 /.  Is.  Qd.  was  placed  to  the  bridge- 
masters  account,  which  is  considered  answerable  for  the  same.  It  is  proposed 
that  the  whole  fund,  with  the  interest  accruing  thereon,  shall  be  applied  in  the 
erection  of  a small  almshouse  in  lieu  of  that  which  was  pulled  down,  and  it  is 
expected  that  the  corporation  will  grant  a piece  of  land  as  a site  for  such 
building. 

Nothing  is  known  of  the  origin  of  the  annual  allowance  of  105.  to  the  alms- 
people,  which  was  regularly  paid  by  the  bridgemasters  till  the  almshouse  was 
pulled  down,  but  it  appears  to  have  been  considered  a charge  on  some  part  of 
the  bridge-estate.  It  will  be  observed  that  Mrs.  Gellestrope  by  her  will  gave 
a garden  in  Fair  Maiden-lane,  of  the  yearly  value  of  35.,  to  the  joint  use  of  the 
inhabitants  of  her  almshouse  ; and  it  might  have  been  supposed  that  the 
annual  sum  of  105.  was  paid  in  respect  of  that  garden,  but  we  are  informed 
that  no  part  of  the  lands,  of  which  the  bridgemasters  receive  the  rents,  are 
situate  in  Fair  Maiden-lane.  The  small  garden  which  adjoined  to  and  was 
leased  with  the  almshouse  in  1817  was  at  no  great  distance  from  that  lane,  but 
was  not  bounded  by  it. 

By  Mrs.  Gellestrope’s  will  the  appointment  of  the  almspeople  was  given  to 
the  mayor  for  the  time  being,  and  not  to  the  bridgemasters,  who  do  not  appear 
to  have  had  any  claim  to  the  patronage  which  they  thus  exercised. 

The  inhabitants  of  the  almshouse,  at  the  time  when  it  was  resolved  to  pull  it 
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Nottingham.  down,  were  removed  into  the  almshouse  built  in  respect  of  the  Lambley  charity 
hereinafter  mentioned.

111  ^Corporation.  'C  of  funds  for  the  repairs  of  it.  The  corporation  had  no  authority  to  dispose  of 

the  site  thereof ; but  if  the  above-mentioned  fund  is  laid  out  in  erecting  a new 

Gellestrope’s  almshouse,  to  be  substituted  for  the  old  one,  the  objects  of  the  charity  will  be 
cmtimed.  benefited  by  the  arrangement.  The  attention  of  the  corporation  ought  to  be 
v-  , turned  to  the  subject  without  further  delay,  and  we  apprehend  that  the  annual 

sum  of  10.5,  which  was  paid  from  the  bridge-estate  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  old 
almshouse,  ought  to  be  continued  to  the  poor  persons  to  be  placed  in  the  new- 
one. 

Sir  Thomas  White’s  Charitt. 

Sir  Thomas  White’s  The  particulars  of  the  foundation  of  this  charity,  and  of  the  estates  belonging 

Charity.  to  it,  will  form  a subject  of  future  investigation  amongst  the  charities  of  the 
city  of  Coventry,  the  corporation  of  which  are  the  trustees  of  those  estates,  and 
have  the  sole  management  thereof.  The  deed  of  foundation  which  was  made 
between  the  mayor,  bailiffs  and  commonalty  of  the  city  of  Coventry,  and  the 
master  and  wardens  of  the  merchant  tailors  of  the  city  of  London,  bears  date 
6th  July  1552. 

This  charity  was  brought  under  the  consideration  of  the  Court  of  Chancery, 
on  an  information  filed  in  1695,  by  the  Attorney-general,  at  the  relation  of  the 
Merchant  Tailors  Company  against  the  Corporation  of  the  city  of  Coventry, 
and  the  decree  of  that  court  thereon  became  the  subject  of  an  appeal  to  the 
House  of  Lords. 

Under  the  regulations  made  for  the  government  of  the  charity  in  the  course 
of  the  proceedings  which  took  place  in  the  above-mentioned  cause,  and  in 
another  cause  between  the  same  parties,  the  several  corporations  of  Coventry, 
Northampton,  Leicester,  Nottingham,  and  Warwick,  are  entitled  to  receive  in 
rotation  four  sevenths  of  the  clear  annual  amount  of  the  rents  of  the  estates, 
(the  remaining  three  sevenths  being  appropriated  to  certain  charitable  pay- 
ments in  the  city  of  Coventry,  and  other  charges)  to  be  applied  in  free  loans, 
from  nine  years  to  nine  years,  to  young  men  inhabitants  of  those  towns  respec- 
tively. In  our  14th  Report,  p.  269,  we  stated  the  result  of  our  investigation 
of  the  portion  of  this  charity  applicable  to  the  town  of  Northampton,  giving 
a short  account  of  the  proceedings  in  the  above-mentioned  causes;  and  in  our 
17th  Report,  p.  514,  will  be  found  the  particulars  of  the  branch  of  it  applicable 
to  the  town  of  Warwick. 

By  an  order  of  the  Court  of  Chancery,  made  in  the  above-mentioned  causes, 
on  27th  February  1710,  it  was  directed  that  of  the  sum  of  405/.  4 s.  2 d.,  being 
at  that  time  the  portion  of  the  rents  applicable  to  loans,  400/.  should  be  lent 
to  eight  men  of  the  city  of  Coventry,  and  the  four  towns  above  mentioned  in 
rotation,  for  nine  years,  in  sums  of  50/.  to  each,  that  the  remaining  51.  45.  2 d. 
should  be  kept  in  hank  to  make  good  all  contingences  that  might  happen  to 
the  said  charity;  and  that  when  the  same  should  amount  to  a full  sum  the  same 
should  be  put  out  on  like  security. 

In  consequence  of  applications  to  the  Court  of  Chancery,  made  respectively 
in  1805  and  1820,  the  corporations  of  Northampton  and  Warwick  were  em- 
powered to  raise  the  amount  of  the  sums  to  be  lent  by  them  from  50/.  to  100/. 
each,  but  no  application  for  such  authority  has  yet  been  made  by  the  corpora- 
tion of  Nottingham,  and  the  amount  of  the  loans  made  by  them  are  still  limited 
to  50/.  each. 

In  1797  a committee  of  the  Corporation  of  Nottingham  was  appointed,  con- 
sisting of  Mr.  Robert  Summers,  Mr.  Samuel  Worthington,  Mr.  John  Davison, 
Mr.  Thomas  llawson,  and  Mr.  Henry  Hollins,  with  such  other  members  of 
the  hall  as  might  choose  to  attend,  to  investigate  the  state  of  Sir  Thomas  White’s 
loan-money. 

At  a common-hall  holden  in  January  1800,  a report  of  this  committee,  dated 
1st  December  1799,  was  read,  in  which  it  was  stated,  that  as  it  had  been  found 
that  the  investigation  could  not  be  so  judiciously  conducted  by  numbers  as  by 
few  members  of  the  committee,  Mr.  John  Davison  and  Mr.  Thomas  Rawson 
had  undertaken,  with  the  assistance  of  Mr.  Coldham  the  town-clerk,  to  accom- 
plish the  direction  of  the  hall,  and  had  made  out  a statement  annexed  to  the 
report  (No.  1),  from  the  mayor’s  year-books,  the  account-books,  and  other 

documents. 
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documents,  such  statement  containing  an  account  of  various  receipts  of  money 
from  the  corporation  of  Coventry,  of  the  expenses  attending  such  receipts,  of 
various  law  expenses  at  the  beginning  of  the  eighteenth  century,  and  of  the 
losses  which  had  arisen  by  the  failure  of  the  sureties  and  principals  to  whom 
monies  had  been  allotted;  that  the  balance  was  found  to  be  9,763/.  8s.  lie?., 
and  that  the  then  existing  bonds,  being  17S  of  50/.  each,  made  only  8,900/.,  which, 
with  200/.  unallotted,  made  9,100/.,  and  consequently  that  there  was  a defi- 
ciency of  663/.  8 s.  l^d.  to  be  accounted  for:  That  to  discover  how  this 
deficiency  arose  had  been  an  arduous  task,  but  that  it  had  been  in  a great 
measure  overcome  : That  in  the  first  place  it  would  appear  by  a paper  (No.  2,) 
that  there  had  been  from  time  to  time,  on  the  receipt  of  the  money  from  Co- 
ventry, sums  unappropriated,  which  had  remained  in  the  hands  of  the  corporation, 
by  which  they  had  become  indebted  to  the  charity  in  the  siun’of  181  /.  7 s.  4 \d.\ 
That,  secondly,  it  appeared  on  an  examination  of  the  lease-book,  that  from  1732 
to  1753  the  corporation  had  received,  as  they  became  due,  43  bonds  of  10/. 
each,  and  one  of  30/.,  making  together  460/.,  and  had  not  appropriated  that 
sum  to  the  purposes  of  the  charity,  but  had  applied  it  to  various  occasions  of 
their  own,  and  that  this  fact  was  further  elucidated  by  entries  in  the  mayor’s 
books  in  1737  and  1744,  given  in  paper  No.  4:  That  the  sum  of  641/.  7 s.  4 Id. 
being  nearly  the  amount  of  the  whole  deficiency,  was  thus  accounted  for:  That 
no  money  appeared  to  be  entered  as  received  from  Coventry  in  1713,  the  year 
in  which,  according  to  the  rotation,  money  ought  to  have  been  received ; and 
that  the  committee  had  examined  the  printed  statement  of  Sir  Thomas  White’s 
charities,  from  whence  they  were  convinced,  that  from  1710  to  1715  the  sum 
of  405/.  45.  2 d.  must  have  been  received  by  each  of  the  towns  entitled  to  the 
charity  : That  they  had  applied  to  the  town-clerk  of  Coventry  for  a statement  of 
monies  paid  to  the  corporation  of  Nottingham  from  1700  to  1720,  on  account 
of  this  charity,  but  were  informed  that  the  books,  papers  and  documents  were 
in  so  confused  a state  at  that  period  that  the  corporation  of  Coventry  could 
not  give  a satisfactory  answer  : That  the  committee  ascertained,  by  applications 
to  the  corporations  of  Northampton  and  Leicester,  that  the  former  had  received 
405/.  45.  2 d.  in  1711,  and  the  latter  the  same  amount  in  1712,  and  the  com- 
mittee therefore  had  no  doubt  that  the  corporation  of  Nottingham  had  received 
405/.  45.  2 d.  in  1713,  and  had  charged  them  with  the  same  accordingly. 

The  committee  further  stated,  that  in  their  judgment  the  method  theretofore 
pursued  had  been  defective,  as  not  calculated  to  prevent  abuse  or  correct  error, 
and  they  therefore  recommended  the  following,  or  something  like  the  following 
system,  to  be  adopted  for  the  management  of  the  loan-money: 

First,  That  a committee  of  three  persons  should  be  annually  chosen  by  the 
members  of  the  hall  out  of  themselves,  to  be  called  the  Bond  Committee,  and 
to  have  the  management  of  the  loan-money,  subject  to  the  direction  and  con- 
trol of  the  hall ; and  that  in  case  of  death,  resignation,  or  removal,  others 
should  be  immediately  chosen,  so  that  there  should  always  be  a committee  of 
three  persons : 

Secondly,  That  the  Bond  Committee  should  meet  every  month,  or  oftener  if 
occasion  should  require  : 

Thirdly,  That  the  Bond  Committee  should  yearly,  in  the  first  week  in  Janu- 
ary, examine  that  the  bonds  in  possession  corresponded  with  the  entries  in  the 
lease  and  bond-books,  and  cause  a report  of  their  number,  value  and  amount, 
to  be  entered  in  the  mayor’s  book  on  the  first  hall-day  after  such  examination. 

Fourthly,  That  a book  should  be  provided,  to  be  intitled  the  Bond  Book  of 
Sir  Thomas  White’s  Loan-money,  and  that  the  bonds,  to  be  all  numbered  from 
one  progressively,  should  be  entered  therein  : 

Fifthly,  That  when  any  bond  should  be  taken  for  new  money  received  from 
Coventry,  the  number  should  be  continued  progressively  from  the  highest  num- 
ber of  the  former  bonds  : 

Sixthly,  That  an  iron  chest,  or  some  place  of  safety,  should  be  provided  for 
the  security  of  the  bonds  : 

Seventhly,  That  the  entry  of  the  bonds  in  the  lease-books  should  be  conti- 
nued, and  that  any  alterations  of  the  bonds  as  to  change  in  securities,  repay- 
ment, &c.  should  be  minuted  in  the  mayor’s  book  : 

Eighthly,  That  the  conditions  on  which  the  loan-money  was  lent,  as  mentioned 
in  the  bonds,  should  be  strictly  adhered  to ; many  inconveniences,  and  much 
injustice  having  arisen  from  partialities,  and  from  the  extension  of  the  time 
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Nottingham.  allowed  for  the  repayment  of  the  bonds,  and  Sir  Thomas  White’s  intentions 

having  been  defeated  by  the  allotment  of  money  to  persons  who  had  no  means 

of  making  use  of  14  themselves: 

' Corporation.  Ninthly,  The  committee  also  recommended  that  a clerk  should  be  appointed 

to  attend  the  Bond  Committee,  with  a salary  not  exceeding  five  guineas  per

On  the  consideration  by  the  common-hall  of  the  above-mentioned  Report, 
and  of  the  papers  accompanying  it,  it  was  resolved  that  the  system  recom- 
mended by  the  committee,  as  detailed  in  the  ten  regulations  subjoined  to  their 
report,  should  be  adopted  by  the  hall  for  the  future  conduct  of  the  corporation 
with  regard  to  the  loan-money,  and  the  management  of  the  trust ; and  the 
mayor  for  the  time  being,  Mr.  Thomas  Rawson,  and  Mr.  John  Davison,  wTere 
appointed  the  bond-committee  for  the  ensuing  year ; and  Mr.  George  Coldham 
the  town-clerk  was  appointed  clerk  to  the  committee,  with  the  salary  recom- 
mended in  the  report. 

It  was  also  resolved,  that  Mr.  Alderman  Worthington,  Mr.  Summers,  and 
Mr.  Hollins,  with  such  other  members  of  the  corporation  as  should  choose  to 
attend,  should  be  a committee,  to  investigate,  from  the  time  of  the  trust’s  first 
devolving  on  the  corporation  to  that  period,  what  sums  had  been  expended,  or 
charges  incurred  by  them,  on  account  of  the  said  trust,  which  ought  to  be 
charged  to  the  debit  thereof,  over  and  above  the  sums  placed  to  the  credit  of 
the  corporation  in  the  above  account,  marked  No.  1,  and  to  report  concerning 
the  same. 

On  2d  March  1801,  the  bond-committee  reported  to  the  common-hall  that 
on  further  investigation  they  had  found  that  the  above  statement  of  Messrs. 
John  Davison  and  Thomas  Rawson,  showing  a balance  due  from  the  corpora- 
tion to  the  charity  of  663/.  8 s.  1 3 d.,  was  not  quite  correct,  and  the  committee 
requested  that  an  account  annexed  to  their  report,  making  the  balance  due  to 
the  charity  to  be  713/.  65.  7 1 d.,  might  be  adopted  in  lieu  of  the  former 
statement. 

The  variations  in  the  account  annexed  to  the  last-mentioned  report  from  the 
previous  statement  were  as  follows  : 

To  the  debtor  side  there  was  added  a sum  of  260/.,  being  the  amount  of 
a bond  received  in  1707  from  the  corporation  of  Coventry,  in  consequence  of 
an  agreement  made  at  Lutterworth  by  a deputation  from  the  corporations 
of  the  several  towns  interested  in  this  charity,  making  the  total  amount  of  re- 
ceipts 10,964/.  14s.  An  explanation  was  also  added  of  the  sum  of  212/.  15s.  6d., 
mentioned  in  the  former  statement  to  have  heen  received  by  Alderman  Trigge 
in  1726,  as  being  received  for  costs  in  the  Coventry  cause.  To  the  creditor 
side  of  the  account  was  added  a payment,  in  1707,  of  194/.  Is.  6d.  to  Mr. 
Robie  Sherwin,  for  charges  in  law  ; and  a further  payment  to  him  in  the  same 
year  of  20/.;  and  the  bond  for  3381.  17s.,  inserted  in  the  former  account  as 
having  been  paid  in  1711,  is  stated  to  have  been  given  to  Mr.  Sherwin.  The 
loss  by  bonds  is  also  stated  to  have  been  only  26l/.  Is.  2 d.,  being  4/.  less  than 
26,5/.  is.  2(7  the  amount  mentioned  in  the  former  account.  The  result  there- 
fore was  as  follows  :

In  April  1802,  Mr.  Hollins  and  Mr.  Summers,  as  the  surviving  members  of 
the  second  committee  of  inquiry  appointed  in  1800,  (Mr.  Alderman  Wor- 
thington being  then  dead),  reported,  that  after  considerable  search  into  the 
hall-books  and  various  documents,  they  were  enabled  to  present  to  the  hall  the 
several  accounts  annexed  to  their  report,  marked  from  No.  1 to  No.  10, 
showing  a material  variation  from  the  account  exhibited  by  Messrs.  Rawson 
and  Davison. 

After  some  observations  on  the  former  report,  the  committee  stated,  that 
they  had  in  their  general  statement,  No.  10,  debited  the  corporation  with  the 
balance  drawn  in  the  former  account,  being  713/.  6s.  7 id.,  and  has  confined 
themselves  to  sums  to  be  set  off  against  that  balance. 

The  following  is  a summary  of  the  Accounts  annexed  to  this  Report,  on  each 
of  which  some  explanatory  remarks  were  made  by  the  committee.

It  is  stated  in  the  report  of  this  Committee  that  the  accounts,  No.  8 and  9> 
were  wholly  derived  from  estimation.  No.  8,  in  consequence  of  the  town- 
clerk  having  always  acted  as  clerk  to  those  who  had  the  superintendance  of 
the  trust,  and  No.  9,  as  it  had  been  always  customary  to  distribute  the  bonds 
at  a full  meeting  of  every  member  of  the  hall,  which  meeting  was  held  previous 
to  the  common-hall  that  allotted  them,  at  which  meeting  it  had  been  usual  to 
provide  a supper  and  refreshments  at  the  expense  of  the  corporation,  which 
ought,  in  the  opinion  of  the  committee,  to  be  charged  to  the  account  of  the 
charity,  and  that  such  expense  had  of  late  amounted  to  at  least  31.  for  each 
meeting ; that  the  meetings  had  always  been  annual,  and  that  there  had  been 
sometimes  more  than  one  within  the  year,  and  that  on  these  premises  they  had 
made  the  moderate  estimate  of  expenses  stated  in  No.  9. 

The  common-hall  having  considered  the  above  report  of  Messrs.  Hollins  and 
Summers  resolved  that  it  appeared  to  them  that  a balance  of  192/.  10s.  7 d. 
was  justly  due  from  the  trust  to  the  corporation,  which  balance  they  agreed 
to  forego  on  condition  that  the  trust-fund  should  be  held  chargeable  with  all 
expenses  incurred  from  the  first  institution  of  the  committee  of  inquiry  to  that 
time,  and  particularly  the  expenses  incurred  by  the  two  above-mentioned 
committees  and  by  the  corporation,  in  the  allotment  of  the  bonds,  and  in  calling 
in  or  requiring  fresh  securities  on  account  of  outstanding  bonds,  over  and 
above  the  expenses  attending  the  bond-committee  from  its  first  appointment, 
as  sanctioned  by  former  orders  of  hall  on  that  subject ; and  that  in  future  the 
trust  should  be  held  responsible  for  all  similar  expenses  to  be  incurred  from 
that  time. 

It  may  be  doubted  whether  the  corporation  were  entitled  to  take  credit  for 
the  estimated  charges  contained  in  the  paper  No.  9,  being  for  refreshments  pro- 
vided at  meetings  of  the  corporation  relating  to  the  trust,  which  charges  we 
conceive  to  have  been  unauthorized.  But  taking  all  the  circumstances  of  the 
charity  into  consideration,  it  appears  to  us  that  the  final  arrangement  resulting 
from  the  inquiries  of  the  two  committees,  viz.  that  no  balance  should  be  paid 
either  by  the  corporation  to  the  charity,  or  vice  versa,  was  a fair  mode  of 
settling  the  accounts  up  to  the  time  when  the  resolu  tions  recommended  by  the 
first  committee  for  the  future  management  of  the  cln  rity  were  adopted. 

Since  the  adoption  in  1800  by  the  common-hall  of  the  before-mentioned 

regida  tions 
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regulations  for  the  management  of  this  charity,  some  alterations  have  taken 
place  in  the  construction  of  the  bond-committee. 

In  1809,  two  of  the  aldermen  were  added  to  it,  and  the  committee  were  management  of  the 
•empowered  to  invite  from  time  to  time  any  gentleman  of  the  hall  to  assist  in 
the  performance  of  their  duty. 

In  1819,  it  was  ordered,  that  in  consequence  of  a defect  of  attendance  of 
the  members  of  the  bond-committee,  the  committee  theretofore  appointed 
should  be  dissolved,  and  a new  committee  was  appointed,  consisting  of  the 
mayor  and  aldermen  for  the  time  being,  and  three  other  members  of  the  cor- 
poration named  in  the  order,  any  three  of  whom  should  be  competent  to  act. 


Nottingham. 
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In  1822,  an  order  was  made  for  the  addition  of  the  names  of  two  other 
members  of  the  corporation  to  the  bond-committee,  and  two  more  were  added 
by  a similar  order  in  1823. 


An  order  was  also  made  by  the  common-hall  in  1811,  on  the  recommen- 
dation of  the  annual  committee  for  increasing  the  town-clerk’s  salary  for 
keeping  the  books  of  Sir  Thomas  White’s  charity,  and  attending  the  bond- 
'Committee,  to  1 51.  155.  per  annum,  independent  of  his  charges  for  business. 

Since  the  time  up  to  which  the  before-mentioned  accounts  were  made  out 
the  following  sums  have  been  received  on  account  of  this  charity  by  the  cor- 
poration of  Nottingham  from  that  of  Coventry.

On  the  receipt  of  each  sum  a bond  is  given  to  the  corporation  of  Coventry 
hy  the  corporation  of  the  town  which  receives  it,  for  the  due  application 
thereof,  founded  on  the  order  of  the  Court  of  Chancery  of  27th  February  1710, 
before  alluded  to,  according  to  the  before-mentioned  rotation.  Out  of  the 
sums  thus  received,  payments  are  made  for  the  expense  of  the  bond  thus  given, 
and  for  fees  to  the  town-clerk  and  other  officers  of  the  corporation  of  Coventry. 

On  the  last  receipt  by  the  corporation  of  Nottingham  in  1824,  these  payments 
amounted  to  13/.  25.  0 cl.  ; in  1804  their  amount  was  only  4/.  95. ; we  are  not 
enabled  to  state  the  cause  of  the  large  increase  in  this  item  of  expenditure. 

In  every  fifth  year  it  has  been  customary  for  a deputation  of  the  corporation 
of  Nottingham,  appointed  by  the  common-hall,  consisting  of  the  mayor  and 
the  two  chamberlains  for  the  time  being,  the  town-clerk,  and  two  members  of 
the  common-council,  to  go  to  Coventry  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  the  portion 
of  the  rents  to  which  this  town  is  entitled.  The  amount  of  the  expenses  of 
receiving  the  money  from  1713  to  1799  inclusive,  have  been  already  stated 
in  the  account  annexed  to  the  Report  of  the  first  Committee  of  Inquiry  relating 
to  this  charity;  the  expenses  since  that  time  have  been  as  follows  : In  1804, 
40/.  45.  6d. ; in  1809,  45/.  17*.  6 d. ; in  1814,  55/.  35.  6c/.;  in  1819, 
62/.  165. ; and  in  1825,  72/.  35.  6 d.,  including  the  payments  for  the  bond  and 
fees  at  Coventry,  the  chaise-hire  and  other  disbursements  of  the  deputation  in 
travelling,  and  a dinner  for  the  mayor  and  aldermen  of  that  city,  and  the 
members  of  the  deputation,  the  cost  of  which  on  the  last  receipt  of  money 
in  1825  was  nearly  20/. 

There  is  also  an  annual  expenditure  incurred  in  the  management  of  the 
branch  of  this  charity  applicable  to  Nottingham,  consisting  of  bills  paid  to  the 
town-clerk,  expenses  of  the  meetings  of  the  bond-committee,  payments  to  the 
mayor’s  serjeant  for  collecting  the  bonds  and  loans,  and  serving  notices,  and 
bills  for  printing  and  stationery,  and  for  advertising  the  times  at  which  appli- 
cations are  to  be  made  for  loans. 

The  following  statement  will  show  the  amount  of  these  several  items  of 
expenditure  from  1799  to  1827,  the  last  account  entered  comprising  the  whole 
of  the  year  1826,  and  being  brought  down  to  May  1827.

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During  the  above-mentioned  period  there  have  also  been  some  incidental 
disbursements,  viz.  in  1804  a sum  of  12/.  12s.,  paid  for  an  iron  safe  provided 
for  the  security  of  the  bonds;  in  1807,  18/.  paid  for  the  expenses  of  a special 
deputation  to  Coventry  to  view  the  estates  of  the  charity,  and  67.  6 s.  paid  to 
a surveyor;  in  1810,  21/.  2s.  9 d.  paid  for  maps  of  those  estates,  and  in  1822, 
a bill  of  33  l.  paid  for  twelve  dozen  of  wine  for  the  use  of  the  bond-com- 
mittee. 

On  comparing  the  former  with  the  latter  part  of  the  above  statement,  it  will 
be  observed  that  there  has  been  a great  increase  in  the  expenses  attending  the 
management  of  the  charity.  From  1805  to  1809  inclusive,  a period  of  five 
years,  the  total  amount  of  these  expenses  was  153/.  7!  s.  H d.  During  a period  of 
the  same  extent,  from  1822  to  1826  inclusive,  their  amount  was  314/.  12s.  Hr/., 
without  comprising  in  either  of  those  periods  the  charges  incurred  in  the  jour- 
nies  to  Coventry,  and  in  receiving  the  money  there. 

The  sums  paid  to  the  town-clerk  include  his  annual  salary  of  15/.  15s.,  as 
fixed  by  the  order  of  the  common-hall  in  1811,  and  his  charges  for  numerous 
inquiries  made,  and  letters  written,  as  to  the  repayment  of  the  sums  on  loan, 
the  solvency  of  the  borrowers  and  their  sureties,  and  other  business  relating  to 
the  trust. 

No  provision  appears  to  have  been  made  either  by  the  foundation-deed,  or  by 
the  orders  of  the  Court  of  Chancery,  for  the  payment  of  any  expenses  to  be 

incurred 
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incurred  by  the  corporations,  who  receive  portions  of  the  rents  from  the  corpo- 
ration of  Coventry,  in  distributing  or  collecting  the  loans,  but  the  large  number 
of  persons  answerable,  either  as  principals  or  sureties,  for  the  repayment  of  the 
loans  held  by  inhabitants  of  the  extensive  town  of  Nottingham  under  this  cha- 
rity, must  necessarily  call  for  frequent  inquiries,  and  the  number  of  these  may 
be  expected  to  increase  with  each  addition  to  the  fund  applicable  to  loans.  The 
employment  therefore  of  some  person  with  a competent  remuneration  to  make 
these  inquiries,  seems  to  be  conducive  to  the  welfare  of  this  branch  of  the 
charity. 

The  payments  made  to  the  mayor’s  serjeant  consist  of  2 s.  6d.  for  collecting 
each  loan,  and  1 /.  1 s.  per  annum  for  serving  notices,  &c.  An  allowance  for 
these  services,  and  the  reasonable  costs  of  stationery,  printing  and  advertising, 
may  be  considered  necessary  payments.  It  is  proper  also  to  notice,  that  interest 
(at  the  present  time  at  2£  per  cent.)  is  paid  by  Messrs.  Hart,  Fellows  & Co. 
the  bankers,  in  whose  hands  the  balances  of  the  charity-money  are  placed  in 
readiness  to  be  put  out  on  loans  when  applied  for,  on  the  amount  of  such 
balances.  During  the  period  of  the  last  five  years  comprised  in  the  above 
statement,  the  income  arising  from  this  source  has  amounted  in  the  whole  to 
239/-  25.  being  more  than  sufficient  to  discharge  the  payments  to  the  town- 
clerk  and  the  mayor’s  serjeant,  and  the  bills  for  advertising,  & c.  for  those  years, 
which  amounted  in  the  whole  to  22 51.  6 s.  Previously  to  1806  the  balances  in 
hand  appear  to  have  been  small,  but  from  that  time  the  interest  has  been  annu- 
ally brought  to  account. 

The  charges  for  the  expenses  of  the  committees  consist  of  refreshments 
provided  at  their  meetings,  which  are  holden  frequently  in  the  course  of  the 
year,  and  an  allowance  of  5s.  to  the  mayor’s  serjeant,  for  his  attendance  at 
each  meeting,  in  addition  to  the  before-mentioned  allowances  made  to  him.  It 
will  be  seen  from  the  foregoing  statement  that  the  amount  of  these  expenses 
for  the  years  i823  and  1824  greatly  exceeded  those  of  other  years.  In  the 
account  for  1823  they  amounted  to  31/.  4s.  6d.,  the  items  consisting  of  a 
dinner  for  the  committee  in  January,  the  charge  for  which  was  81.  11  s.  4d., 
and  refreshments  at  nine  other  meetings,  usually  consisting  of  tea  and  fruit,  or 
supper  for  eight  or  nine  persons.  In  the  account  for  1824  the  expenses  amounted 
to  28/.  4^.  10 d.,  consisting  of  a dinner  in  January,  the  charge  for  which  was 
13/.  135.  8 d. ; another  dinner  in  September,  which  cost  9/.  05.  11  d.  and  refresh- 
ments at  five  other  meetings,  at  one  of  which  only  there  was  a supper.  In  the  ac- 
counts for  1825  and  1826  there  are  charges  for  suppers,  &c.  but  none  for  dinners. 

We  apprehend  that  the  expenses  thus  incurred  at  the  committee-meetings, 
including  the  bill  for  wine,  paid  in  1822,  were  unauthorized,  and  that  they 
ought  to  be  discontinued  in  future.  The  second  committee  of  inquiry,  in  their 
report  made  in  1802,  stated  it  to  be  their  opinion  that  the  expenses  of  suppers 
and  refreshments,  which  it  had  previously  been  usual  to  provide  at  the  meet- 
ings for  distributing  the  bonds,  at  the  expense  of  the  corporation,  ought  to  be 
charged  to  the  account  of  the  charity,  and  that  opinion  was  adopted  by  the 
common-hall,  and  has  been  since  acted  upon  ; but  the  previous  practice  shows, 
that  the  corporation  did  not,  until  the  report  of  that  committee  was  made,  con- 
sider themselves  entitled  to  charge  the  fund  of  the  charity  with  any  expenses 
of  this  description. 

We  also  conceive  that  the  expenses  of  the  journey  to  Coventry  every  fifth 
year,  which  have  of  late  years  gradually  increased  to  a considerable  amount, 
may  be  very  much  reduced  without  any  disadvantage  to  the  charity.  At 
a remote  period  it  might  possibly  have  been  thought  proper,  for  the  purpose  of 
providing  a secure  conveyance  of  the  money  to  Nottingham,  that  a deputation 
of  six  persons  should  be  sent  to  receive  it ; but  at  the  present  time,  the  facility 
of  communication  and  remittance  through  the  country  renders  this  proceeding 
unnecessary ; and  we  conceive  that  a more  economical  mode  of  receiving  the 
money  ought  to  be  adopted.  The  cost  also  of  the  entertainment  given  at 
Coventry,  at  the  expense  of  the  charity,  as  before  mentioned,  may  well  be  spared. 

The  money  is  allotted  in  sums  of  50/.  each  to  persons  in  trade  within  the 
town  of  Nottingham,  each  of  whom  enters  into  a bond,  with  two  sureties,  for 
repayment  of  the  loan  at  the  end  of  nine  years,  or  within  one  month  after  the 
principal  should  die,  or  cease  to  dwell  in  the  town.  A declaration,  according 
to  a printed  form,  is  required  from  each  person  offering  himself  as  a surety,  that 
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Nottingham.  he  is  not  to  receive  any  part  of  the  loan  to  his  own  use.  The  expense  of  pre- 

paring  the  bond  is  paid  by  the  borrower. 

^na^menfof  tile  Much  attention  appears  to  be  given  by  the  bond-committee  to  the  manage- 
^^Corporation.  'e  ment  of  the  charity,  and  very  few  losses  have  occurred  by  bad  securities  since 

the  statement  made  in  the  report  of  the  first  committee  of  inquiry,  of  the 

Sir  Thomas  White’s  amount  0f  the  losses  which  had  happened  before  that  time.  One  sum  of  50/., 
corUinued  which  ought  to  have  been  repaid  in  1819,  was  altogether  lost  by  the  insolvency 
v of  both  principal  and  sureties.  In  the  accounts  for  1821,  a sum  of  15/.  is 

charged  as  paid,  to  make  up  a loss  of  that  amount  on  a bond  on  which  no  more 
than  35  /.  could  be  recovered.  In  a third  instance,  only  25  /.  had  been  received 
at  the  time  of  our  Investigation,  and  it  was  doubtful  whether  the  residue  of 
the  50/.  would  be  obtained ; and  in  a fourth  there  was  a similar  doubt  as  to 
the  repayment  of  a loan  of  50/.,  which  became  due  in  1826. 

In  pursuance  of  the  order  of  the  common-hall,  made  in  1800,  the  bonds  are 
annually  compared  by  the  committee  with  the  bond-book  and  register,  and 
a report  thereon  is  made  to  the  common-hall. 

The  accounts  are  kept  in  the  name  of  the  mayor  for  the  time  being,  as  trea- 
surer, and  are  examined  by  the  committee,  and  on  their  approval  are  allowed 
by  the  common-hall. 

The  last  report  and  allowance  of  accounts  was  made  at  a common-hall  on 
9th  August  1827,  when  the  number  of  bonds  for  50/.  each  was  233,  the  total 
amount  thereof  being  11,650/.,  but  of  this  sum  there  had  been  received  from 
the  borrowers  1,180/.,  in  full  of  some  bonds,  and  in  part  of  others.  The  sum 
therefore  at  that  time  due  on  outstanding  bonds  was  10,470/.,  and  the  above- 
mentioned  sum  of  1,180/.  formed  part  of  a balance  of  2,29 6/.  5s.  (the  residue 
being  money  as  yet  unallotted  in  loans),  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  charity  at 
the  bank  of  Messrs.  Hart,  Fellows  and  Co.,  by  whom  interest,  at  2 f per-cent, 
is  allowed  on  the  balances  from  time  to  time,  as  has  been  already  mentioned. 


William  Gregory’s  Charity. 
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William  Gregory,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  27th  December  1613,  and  proved 
at  York  in  1617,  gave  to  John  Gregory,  his  brother,  eleven  little  tenements, 
with  the  appurtenances,  called  “the  White  Rents,”  situate  at  Houndsgate  end, 
within  the  town  of  Nottingham,  for  his  life,  and  after  his  death  he  gave  the 
same  to  the  mayor  and  burgesses  of  that  town,  and  their  successors,  to  the  in 
tent  that  the  same  might  remain  for  ever  almshouses  for  poor  aged  people  to 
dwell  in  free,  without  any  rents  to  be  paid  for  the  same,  the  said  poor  people 
to  be  placed  therein  by  the  mayor,  aldermen,  and  common-council  of  the  said 
town  for  ever,  provided  that  the  tenants  then  in  being  should  enjoy  them  during 
their  lives  at  the  rents  they  then  were  at,  and  that,  as  any  of  them  should  die, 
poor  people  should  be  placed  in  them  by  the  discretion  aforesaid.  He  also 
gave  to  the  said  mayor  and  burgesses,  and  their  successors,  a yearly  rentcharge 
of  40^.  for  ever,  to  be  issuing  out  of  his  close  of  pasture-ground  called  Boy- 
croft,  lying  at  the  Wood-lane  end,  in  the  way  to  St.  Anne’s  Well,  within  the 
said  town  of  Nottingham,  and  to  be  yearly  bestowed  by  the  said  mayor,  aider- 
men,  and  common-council  in  repairing  the  said  tenements  called  the  White 
Rents,  and  in  fuel,  or  other  charitable  relief,  for  and  amongst  the  poor  aged 
people  that  should  dwell  iu  the  said  almshouses. 

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  4th  September  1732,  between  the  mayor  and 
burgesses  of  Nottingham,  of  the  first  part ; Charles  Taylor  and  John  Farnhill, 
churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  St.  Mary,  Nottingham,  and  Joseph  Rawson  and 
Samuel  Wyer,  overseers  thereof,  of  the  second  part ; Thomas  Partridge  and 
Thomas  Collin,  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  St.  Peter,  Nottingham, 
and  William  Parnham  and  William  Goodwin,  overseers  thereof,  of  the  third 
part ; Arthur  Rickards  and  Thomas  James,  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of 
St.  Nicholas,  Nottingham,  and  Henry  Pearson  and  Benjamin  Mather,  overseers 
thereof,  of  the  fourth  part ; reciting,  that  the  before-mentioned  eleven  small 
houses  in  Houndsgate,  and  a garden  on  the  south  side  thereof,  and  the  said 
yearly  rentcharge  of  405.,  had  been  given  in  1613,  by  the  will  of  the  said  Wil- 
liam Gregory,  to  the  mayor  and  burgesses  of  the  said  town,  for  the  benefit  of 
poor  aged  people  thereof,  to  dwell  in  rent-free  ; and  reciting,  that  some  disputes 
having  arisen  amongst  the  aforesaid  parishes  touching  the  placing  of  poor 
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people  of  the  respective  parishes  in  the  said  houses,  for  avoiding  thereof  the 
mayor  and  burgesses  in  common-council  assembled,  on  8th  August  1727,  had 
thought  fit  to  allot  to  each  parish  a part  of  the  said  houses  and  garden,  to  hold 
the  same  in  severalty,  viz.  to  the  parish  of  St.  Nicholas,  the  upper  part,  then 
occupied  by  nine  persons ; to  the  parish  of  St.  Mary,  the  middle  part,  then  oc- 
cupied by  eight  persons ; and  to  the  parish  of  St.  Peter,  the  lower  part  thereof, 
then  used  as  a workhouse  for  that  parish  : It  was  witnessed,  that  in  pursuance 
of  the  said  allotment,  and  in  order  that  the  said  parish  of  St.  Mary  might  have  c 
their  share  of  the  said  houses,  together  with  a third  part  of  the  garden  in 
severalty,  the  said  mayor  and  burgesses  demised  the  middle  part  of  the  said 
houses,  and  the  ground  whereon  the  same  were  standing,  containing  in  length 
from  east  to  west  17  yards,  and  a third  part  of  the  said  garden,  being  the 
middle  part  thereof,  containing  in  length  14  yards,  and  in  breadth  six  yards, 
from  St.  Peter’s  workhouse  garden-wall,  and  from  the  said  workhouse  passage- 
wall,  18  yards,  together  with  the  yearly  sum  of  13.?.  4 d.,  being  a third  part  of 
the  said  yearly  sum  of  40.?.,  to  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part,  and  their 
successors,  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  said  parish  of  St.  Mary,  in  trust 
for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  said  parish  for  999  years,  at  a pepper-corn  rent  j 
and  the  parties  of  the  third  and  fourth  parts,  on  behalf  of  their  respective 
parishes,  ratified  the  said  demise,  provided  that  the  said  yearly  sum  of  13?.  4 d. 
should  be  reserved  to  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  each  of  the  parishes 
of  St.  Peter  and  St.  Nicholas,  and  their  successors,  in  as  ample  a manner  as  the 
like  sum  should  be  held  by  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  said  parish 
of  St.  Mary,  and  their  successors. 

By  two  similar  Indentures,  of  the  same  date  respectively  as  that  above  ab- 
stracted, the  mayor  and  burgesses  demised  to  the  churchwardens  and  overseers 
of  the  parishes  of  St.  Peter  and  St.  Nicholas  respectively,  the  upper  part  and  the 
lower  part  of  the  said  houses,  with  a third  part  of  the  garden,  and  a third  part 
of  the  rentcharge  of  40?.  to  each  parish,  for  like  terms  of  999  years,  at  pepper- 
corn rents,  in  trust,  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  those  parishes  respectively. 

At  a common-hall,  holden  21st  March  1783,  a committee  of  the  corporation 
was  appointed  to  meet  a committee  of  the  three  parishes  of  Nottingham,  to  take 
into  consideration  the  proposals  from  those  parishes  touching  the  sale  of  the 
White  Rents,  on  the  corporation  giving  them  ground  in  lieu  thereof,  on  which, 
if  given,  new  houses  were  intended  to  be  built  for  the  habitation  of  poor  aged 
persons,  according  to  the  directions  of  Mr.  Gregory’s  will. 

At  a subsequent  common-hall,  holden  31st  October  1786,  the  rector  of  the 
parish  of  St.  Nicholas  presented  a report,  signed  by  him,  by  order  of  a com- 
mittee, purporting  that  the  buildings  in  Houndsgate,  called  the  White  Rents, 
having  been  long  deemed  a nuisance,  and  the  inhabitants  of  Nottingham  having 
frequently  expressed  their  desire  that  the  paupers  inhabiting  therein  might  be 
accommodated  with  rooms  in  a less  public  and  valuable  part  of  the  town,  by  the 
sale  of  the  said  White  Rents,  whereon  great  improvements  would  in  all  proba- 
bility be  made,  and  purporting  that  the  rectors  of  the  parishes  of  St.  Peter  and 
St.  Nicholas,  together  with  the  churchwardens  of  the  three  parishes,  solicited 
the  favour  of  a small  quantity  of  waste  land  belonging  to  the  corporation  within 
their  respective  parishes,  on  which  to  build  new  rooms  for  the  said  paupers  in 
case  such  improvements  should  be  carried  into  execution  ; and  it  being  re- 
quested on  behalf  of  the  parish  of  St.  Nicholas  that  the  corporation  would  give 
to  that  parish  a piece  of  ground  near  the  Leen  to  build  places  for  the  paupers 
of  that  parish  ; and  on  behalf  of  the  parish  of  St.  Mary,  that  they  would  give  to 
that  parish  a piece  of  ground  near  St.  Anne’s-street  for  that  parish  to  build 
places  for  the  poor  thereon  ; and  in  case  the  workhouse  of  St.  Peters’  should  be 
sold,  that  they  would  give  to  that  parish  another  piece  of  ground  near  the  same 
street  for  that  parish  to  build  places  for  the  poor  thereon  ; the  corporation 
signified  their  readiness  to  comply  with  the  request,  provided  that  the  parish  of 
St.  Mary  should  give  up  to  the  corporation  a house  near  the  house  of  cor- 
rection. 

On  21st  November  1786,  it  was  resolved  at  a vestry-meeting  of  the  parish  of 
St.  Peter,  that  the  portion  of  the  White  Rents  held  by  that  parish  as  a work- 
house  should  be  sold,  and  that  a new  workhouse  should  be  built  on  a piece  of 
land  to  be  given  by  the  corporation,  and  the  same  was  sold  accordingly.  The 
portions  of  the  White  Rents  appropriated  to  the  parishes  of  St.  Mary  and 
St.  Nicholas  were  also  sold,  and  in  each  of  the  three  parishes  a building  was 
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erected  in  lieu  of  the  portion  of  the  White  Rents  belonging  to  each,  on  a parcel 
of  land  given  for  that  purpose  by  the  corporation. 

The  building  thus  substituted  in  the  parish  of  St.  Mary  is  situate  in  York- 
street,  near  St.  Anne’s-street,  and  consists  of  twelve  small  tenements,  now  called 
the  White  Rents,  and  inhabited  by  paupers  placed  there  from  time  to  time  by 
the  churchwardens  and  overseers. 

The  substituted  building  in  the  parish  of  St.  Nicholas  is  situate  near  the 
river  Leen,  and  consists  of  eight  tenements,  with  a small  garden  in  front 
thereof,  also  called  the  White  Rents,  and  inhabited  by  poor  widows  and 
others,  most  of  whom  receive  parish-relief,  placed  there  by  the  parish-officers. 

In  the  parish  of  St.  Peter  a new  workhouse  was  erected,  which  is  situate 
in  the  Broad  Marsh,  and  is  used  for  the  reception  of  paupers  of  that  parish. 

It  may  be  collected  from  the  above-mentioned  leases  granted  in  1732  by  the 
corporation  to  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  several  parishes,  of  the 
old  buildings  called  the  White  Rents,  that  they  had  before  that  time  become 
places  for  the  reception  of  paupers  of  the  several  parishes,  instead  of  being,  as 
the  donor  intended,  almshouses,  under  the  patronage  of  the  corporation.  This 
departure  from  his  intention  probably  arose  from  there  being  no  fund  for  the 
support  of  his  almshouses  except  the  annual  rentcharge  of  40  s. 

The  close  called  Boycroft,  subject  to  that  rentcharge,  was  at  the  time  of  our 
investigation  the  property  of  Mr.  William  Stretton,  who  has  died  since  that 
time.  We  have  not  been  able  to  ascertain  with  accuracy  to  what  period  the 
annual  sum  of  40s.  was  paid,  according  to  the  arrangement  made  by  the  corpo- 
ration in  1732,  in  equal  portions  to  each  of  the  three  parishes ; but  we  are 
informed  that  applications  were  some  years  ago  made  by  the  churchwardens  of 
St.  Mary’s  parish  to  Mr.  William  Stretton,  who  was  then  in  possession  of  the  close 
(it  having  been  purchased  by  his  father)  for  the  yearly  payment  of  13s.  4 cl., 
which  he  declined,  on  the  ground  of  the  tenements  called  the  White  Rents  in 
Houndsgate,  for  the  support  of  which  the  charge  was  created,  being  no  longer 
in  existence.  It  appears,  however,  that  Mr.  Stretton  has  for  many  years  past 
made  an  annual  donation  of  beef  amongst  poor  persons  of  Nottingham  to 
a much  larger  amount  than  40s.,  which  he  considered  to  be  partly  made  in 
respect  of  the  charge  on  the  close  called  Boycroft.  We  apprehend  that, 
although  the  original  White  Rents  no  longer  exist,  the  owner  of  that  close  is 
not  discharged  from  the  annual  payment  of  40s.,  but  that  it  ought  to  be  applied 
to  some  purpose  as  nearly  similar  to  the  object  for  which  it  was  originally 
given,  as  circumstances  will  permit ; and  that  the  above-mentioned  mode  of 
distributing  the  amount  in  beef  is  objectionable,  as  being  mixed  with  a private 
donation,  and  as  the  charity  might  thus  eventually  be  forgotten  and  lost.  It 
appears  to  us  therefore,  that  the  best  course  may  be,  that  it  should,  be  in  con- 
formity with  the  leases  of  1732,  paid  in  annual  portions  of  13s.  4>d.  to  the 
churchwardens  of  each  parish  and  should  be  by  them  applied,  not  in  the  repairs 
of  the  houses  substituted  for  the  White  Rents,  which  would  be  merely  an  aid 
to  the  parochial  funds,  but  in  a donation  to  one  or  more  poor  persons  in  each 
parish  not  receiving  relief.  Having  communicated  this  suggestion  to  Mr.  Wil- 
liam Stretton,  he  expressed  his  readiness  to  comply  with  it. 


Staples’s  Charity. 

Staples's  Charity.  Robert  Staples,  alderman  of  Nottingham,  by  Deed,  bearing  date  8th  February 
1630,  for  the  advancement  of  the  young  thriving  burgesses  of  Nottingham  that 
had  trades,  yet  wanted  stock  to  exercise  the  same,  gave  to  the  mayor  and  bur- 
gesses of  Nottingham  and  their  successors  40/.,  to  be  lent  to  eight  young 
burgesses  of  Nottingham  inhabiting  there,  to  be  elected  by  the  mayor,  recorder, 
aldermen  and  town-clerk,  at  51.  a man,  for  six  years  freely,  the  said  burgesses 
putting  in  security  for  the  repayment  thereof,  and  the  same  order  to  be  conti- 
nued for  ever. 

In  Deering’s  History  of  Nottingham  the  names  of  eight  persons  are  men- 
tioned to  whom  this  sum  of  40/.  was  lent  on  bond,  to  be  repaid  in  1642. 

On  1st  November  1694  it  was  ordered  by  the  common-hall,  that  inquiry 
should  be  made  touching  several  bonds  of  Mr.  Staples’s  money,  but  we  have 
found  no  subsequent  trace  of  this  charity. 

The  same  donor,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  3d  June  1630,  (as  appears  from 
a statement  thereof  in  Deering’s  History  of  Nottingham,  page  144),  gave  to 
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a godly,  learned  preacher,  to  preach  two  sermons  yearly,  for  ever,  one  on  the 
Sunday  before  Christmas,  the  other  on  the  Sunday  before  Whitsuntide,  exhort- 
ing the  hearers  to  hospitality  and  the  relief  of  the  poor,  10  s.  each  day,  to  be 
issuing  out  of  the  rents  of  his  two  shops  in  Shoemakers  booths. 

In  respect  of  this  donation  an  annual  sum  of  20 s.  is  paid  to  the  church- 
wardens of  St.  Mary’s  parish  by  the  chamberlains,  out  of  some  shops  in  the 
Shoe-booths  of  Nottingham  belonging  to  the  corporation.  The  charity-sermons 
directed  by  the  donor  have  not  been  preached  of  late  years,  and  this  annual 
sum  has  formed  part  of  a distribution  to  the  poor  of  St.  Mary’s  parish,  as  will 
be  hereinafter  stated. 

Ackam’s  Charity. 

Anthony  Aclcam,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  27th  June  1638,  (as  appears  from  Ackam’s  Charity, 
a statement  thereof  in  an  old  book  containing  an  account  of  the  charities  of  the 
parish  of  St.  Mary,  Nottingham),  gave  a rentcharge  of  51.  per  annum,  out  of 
the  manor  of  Asterby,  in  the  county  of  Lincoln,  to  the  mayor  and  commonalty 
of  Nottingham,  to  be  distributed  at  six  several  times  in  the  year  to  the  poor 
in  bread,  viz.  16s.  8 d.  on  every  last  Sunday  in  March,  May,  July,  September, 

November,  and  January. 

The  corporation  of  Nottingham  have  not  (at  least  of  late  years)  interfered  in 
the  distribution  of  this  charity.  The  annual  sum  of  51.  has  been  received  in 
respect  thereof  from  the  agent  of  S.  T.  Southwell,  esquire,  lord  of  the  manor 
of  Asterby,  by  the  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  St.  Mary,  who  have  retained 
one  moiety  thereof  for  distribution  in  that  parish,  and  have  paid  over  the  other 
moiety  in  equal  shares  of  1/.  5s.  each  to  the  respective  churchwardens  of  the 
parishes  of  St.  Nicholas  and  St.  Peter.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  incomes  of 
other  charities  hereinafter  mentioned  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  of  Nottingham 
are  divided  in  similar  proportions  amongst  the  three  parishes.  This  arrange- 
ment was  probably  made  with  reference  to  the  numbers  of  poor  persons  in  the 
parish  of  St.  Mary,  which  is  much  greater  than  in  both  the  other  parishes  taken 
! together.  The  mode  in  which  the  portions  have  been  applied  in  the  several 
parishes  will  be  stated  in  subsequent  parts  of  this  report. 

Lambley  Charity. 

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  24th  May  1654,  Elizabeth  Willoughby  and  Ed-  Lambley  Charity, 
ward  Willoughby,  in  consideration  of  600/.  conveyed  to  John  Parker,  William 
Drury,  Daniel  Sulley,  and  William  Bayley,  all  of  Nottingham,  and  their  heirs, 
a close  called  the  New  Close,  containing  by  estimation  104  acres,  within  the 
manor  of  Lambley.  And  it  was  thereby  agreed  that  the  said  John  Parker  and 
others  should  stand  seised  of  the  said  close,  to  the  intent  that  they  should  from 
time  to  time  dispose  of  the  rents  and  profits  thereof  to  such  poor  burgesses, 
tradesmen,  and  townsmen  of  the  town  of  Nottingham,  and  in  such  proportions, 
as  the  mayor,  aldermen  and  common-council  of  the  said  town,  or  the  greater 
part  of  them,  should  appoint ; and  that  they  and  their  heirs  should  convey  the 
said  close  to  such  persons  and  for  such  estate  as  the  mayor,  aldermen  and  com- 
mon-council of  the  said  town  should  appoint. 

We  have  met  with  no  evidence  to  show  that  the  consideration  of  600/.,  paid 
for  the  estate  thus  purchased  and  appropriated  to  charitable  uses,  was  derived 
from  any  donation  to  the  corporation  for  such  purposes,  and  a reference  to  the 
entries  in  the  hall-books  of  the  corporation  about  the  time  when  the  purchase 
took  place,  seems  to  lead  to  the  inference  that  it  was  a voluntary  application  of 
money  in  the  hands  of  that  body. 

On  13th  March  1654,  it  was  resolved  that  Messrs.  Drury,  Bayley,  and 
Sulley,  should  go  to  Lambley  to  view  the  close  offered  to  be  sold  to  the  town ; 
on  15th  of  the  same  month  it  was  agreed  to  give  600/.  for  the  close  ; and  sub- 
sequently Mr.  Parker,  mayor,  and  Mr.  Daniel  Sulley,  were  nomited  feoffees  to 
take  a conveyance  of  the  close  for  the  use  of  the  mayor  and  burgesses. 

By  a Decree  of  the  Court  of  Chancery,  made  18th  July  1699,  reciting  that 
by  an  inquisition  taken  at  Nottingham  on  5th  June  preceding,  by  Commis- 
sioners of  charitable  Uses,  it  was  found  that  the  above-abstracted  conveyance 
had  been  made  to  the  intent  therein  mentioned,  and  that  the  rents  and  profits  of 
1 the  said  close  ought  to  be  from  thenceforth  disposed  of  by  the  mayor,  aldermen, 

And  common-council  of  Nottingham,  to  poor  burgesses,  tradesmen,  and  towns- 
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men  of  Nottingham,  pursuant  to  that  deed;  and  further  reciting,  that  the  said 
Commissioners  had  by  their  decree,  bearing  date  12th  June  1699,  ordered  that 
the  said  mayor,  aldermen,  and  common-council,  should  dispose  of  the  rents 
and  profits  of  the  said  close  for  the  use  aforesaid  ; it  was  ordered  that  their 
decree  should  be  performed. 

For  many  years  previous  to  1811,  the  rents  of  this  estate  had  been  applied  in 
apprenticing  the  sons  of  poor  burgesses  of  Nottingham,  with  premiums  of  3/. 
for  each  boy,  but  it  was  considered  by  the  corporation  that  they  might  be  more 
beneficially  disposed  of  for  the  support  of  decayed  burgesses,  and  in  the  last- 
mentioned  year  a committee  of  that,  body  was  appointed  to  inquire  into  and 
report  on  the  application  of  the  rents  of  the  Lambley  estate. 

At  a common-hall,  holden  20th  November  1811,  this  committee  reported, 
that  on  an  inspection  of  the  title-deed  of  the  estate,  they  were  of  opinion  that 
the  corporation  were  empowered  to  appropriate  the  estate  to  other  objects  than 
that  of  putting  out  apprentices  the  sons  of  burgesses,  and  recommended  the 
hall  to  apply  all,  or  a considerable  part  of  the  rents  thereof,  as  might  be  thought 
expedient,  to  the  erecting  of  almshouses  for  such  poor  burgesses,  tradesmen, 
and  townsmen  of  Nottingham,  as  the  mayor,  aldermen,  and  common-council 
should  annually  appoint,  to  inhabit  the  same  free  of  rent.  And  in  order  to 
secure  to  the  burgesses,  &c.  that  such  houses  when  erected  should  be  incapable 
of  being  applied  to  any  other  purpose,  they  recommended  that  previous  to  the 
building  thereof  the  corporation  should  devote  a part  of  the  Chamber-estate  to 
that  purpose,  and  grant  a lease  thereof  to  trustees  for  999  years,  by  which  it 
should  be  provided  that  all  buildings  erected  thereon  should  for  ever  be  appli- 
cable solely  to  the  residence,  free  of  rent,  of  such  poor  burgesses,  townsmen, 
and  tradesmen,  resident  in  the  town  of  Nottingham,  as  the  mayor,  aldermen, 
and  common-council,  should  annually  appoint  to  inhabit  the  same. 

At  the  same  hall  an  order  was  made,  on  consideration  of  this  report,  in  con- 
formity therewith  ; and  the  same  committee  was  authorized  to  take  steps  for 
carrying  the  order  into  effect ; and  to  take  the  opinions  of  two  surveyors  as  to 
the  annual  value,  and  most  beneficial  manner  of  disposing  of  the  estate  when 
the  corporation  should  be  enabled  to  obtain  possession  thereof. 

At  a common-hall,  holden  6th  February  1812,  it  was  ordered,  on  a further 
report  of  the  said  committee,  that  the  estate  should  be  let  by  ticket  to  a yearly 
tenant,  at  a rent  of  not  less  than  250/.  per  annum  ; and  it  was  further  ordered 
that  the  town-clerk  should  prepare  a lease  for  999  years,  subject  to  a pepper- 
corn rent,  from  the  corporation  to  the  mayor  and  aldermen  for  the  time  being,  of 
a parcel  of  land  lying  on  the  Sandhills,  to  be  by  them,  or  such  trustees  as  the 
corporation  might  appoint,  to  succeed  them,  holden  in  trust,  to  permit  the 
mayor  and  burgesses  to  build  thereon,  out  of  the  Lambley  estate,  such  alms- 
houses as  they  might  judge  expedient  for  the  reception  of  such  poor  burgesses, 
&c.  as  before  mentioned,  and  to  permit  such  almshouses  to  be  enjoyed  by  such 
poor  burgesses,  &c. 

It  appears  from  the  accounts  of  this  charity,  which  have  been  kept  by 
Mr.  Ldward  Staveley  for  the  chamberlains  of  the  corporation,  in  separate  books, 
from  1 ,v95  to  the  present  time,  that  the  rent  of  the  Lambley  estate  was  from 
1795  to  1804,  80/.,  from  1804  to  1809, 100/.,  and  from  1809  to  1812,  150/.  per 
annum.  It  consists  of  a house  and  outbuildings,  garden  and  orchard,  and 
twelve  fields,  containing  in  the  whole,  according  to  a survey  made  by  Mr. 
Staveley  i i 1809,  104  a.  3 r.  26  p. 

On  3d  Vlarch  1812,  the  above-mentioned  committee  reported  that  they  had 
let  the  es'.ate  to  William  Robinson,  as  the  highest  bidder,  for  321  /.,  per  annum, 
John  Robinson  being  his  surety;  and  the  contract  was  ratified  by  the  corporation. 
The  rent  thus  agreed  for  appears  to  have  been  very  considerably  more  than  the 
estate  was  fairly  worth  ; and  within  a short  period  after  this  letting  it  became 
necessary  to  make  large  abatements  from  it.  In  1815  the  rent  was  reduced  to 
200/.,  and  in  1817  to  160/.,  its  present  amount,  which  was  paid  in  full  until 
1820  ; but  from  that  year  to  1826  further  allowances  were  made  from  time  to 
time  to  Robinson,  who  is  still  the  tenant  thereof,  out  of  his  rent,  varying  from 
40/.  to  25/.  At  the  time  of  our  investigation  he  had  paid  only  60/.  on  account 
of  rent  due  since  Lady-day  1826,  and  there  remained  due  from  him  up  to 
Michaelmas  1827,  180/.  All  the  repairs  of  the  farm-buildings  are  paid 
for  out  of  the  rents,  and  those  buildings  are  stated  to  be  now  in  good  con- 
dition. 


Mr.  Staveley 
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Mr.  Staveley  informs  us  that  the  farm  has  been  well  cultivated  by  the  pre-  Nottingham, 

sent  tenant,  and  that  the  rent  of  160/.  per  annum  is  at  the  present  time  the  full  — — 
value  of  the  property.  Charities  under  the 

In  pursuance  of  the  orders  of  the  corporation  made  in  1811  and  1812,  an  "oration ^ 

almshouse  was  erected  on  the  before-mentioned  parcel  of  land  on  the  Sand-  1 

hills,  appropriated  for  that  purpose,  fronting  the  Derby  road,  and  containing  Lambley  Charity, 
twenty-two  dwellings,  each  consisting  of  one  room  and  a small  pantry.  A draft  continued. 
of  a lease  from  the  corporation  for  999  years  of  the  site  of  the  almshouse,  at  "" 

a pepper-corn  rent,  was  prepared,  but  the  lease  has  not  yet  been  completed.  In 
1814  this  building  was  finished,  and  twenty-two  poor  persons,  being  either  bur- 
gesses of  Nottingham,  or  widows  of  burgesses,  were  placed  therein  by  the  annual 
committee  of  the  corporation,  their  appointments  being  ratified  by  the  com- 
mon-hall. As  vacancies  have  since  occurred  they  have  been  filled  up  in  the 
same  manner.  The  persons  thus  chosen  are  allowed  to  remain  during  their 
lives,  if  they  conduct  themselves  well ; but  each  of  them  on  being  appointed 
enters  into  an  agreement  to  quit  his  apartments  on  being  required  to  do  so  by 
the  corporation.  No  widows  have  latterly  been  placed  in  the  almshouse,  but 
when  a married  almsman  has  died  his  widow  has  been  permitted  to  remain  in 
the  dwelling:  which  had  been  allotted  to  her  husband. 

Each  of  the  almspeople  receives  a ton  of  coals  yearly,  but  no  other  allow- 
ance. The  sums  paid  for  coals  in  the  last  six  years  have  varied  from  14/.  17 s. 
to  18/.  17s.  8 d.  per  annum. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  following  account  of  Lady  Grantham’s  charity,  that 
in  1813  an  order  was  made  by  the  corporation  for  the  application  of  the  income 
thereof,  being  10/.  per  annum,  in  furtherance  of  the  objects  to  which  the  rents 
of  this  estate  are  applied,  and  it  is  considered  that  this  distribution  of  coals  is 
made  partly  in  respect  of  that  annual  sum. 

The  repairs  of  the  almshouse  are  defrayed  out  of  the  income,  and  bills  are 
occasionally  paid  to  the  town-clerk  for  business  done  relating  to  the  charity. 

In  the  accounts  for  1825,  a sum  of  41/.  19<s.  is  charged  for  the  expenses  of  the 
committees  on  the  Lambley  estate. 

The  expense  of  building  the  almshouse  amounted  very  nearly  to  the  large 
sum  of  2,700/.,  which  was  paid  in  1812,  and  the  four  following  years,  and 
during  the  same  period,  sums  amounting  to  rather  more  than  400/.  were  paid 
for  buildings  and  repairs  on  the  Lambley  estate.  At  the  time  when  these  large 
expenses  were  incurred  it  was  probably  expected  that  the  rent  agreed  to  be 
paid  for  the  estate  in  1812  might  be  supported,  or  at  all  events  that  it  would  not 
be  necessary  to  make  such  considerable  abatements  from  it  as  have  since  been 
found  requisite,  and  that  the  debt  which  might  be  contracted  in  the  erection  of 
these  buildings  would  in  a few  years  be  paid  off,  but  the  consequence  of  the 
reduction  of  the  income  has  been,  that  although  14  years  have  elapsed  since 
the  completion  of  the  almshouse,  this  charity  is  still  burthened  with  a heavy 
encumbrance  of  debt. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  new  account  of  the  charity  in  1812,  the  balance 
in  favour  of  the  charity  was  only  16/.  7s-  4>d.  In  1813  a sum  of  7 5/.  1 5s.  4<d. 
was  paid  to  it  by  the  corporation,  as  the  interest  on  balances  which  had  been 
in  their  hands  from  time  to  time,  from  1796  to  1812.  In  the  same  year  a sum 
of  50/.  was  received,  and  in  1814  a further  sum  of  44/.  for  timber  sold  from 
the  Lambley  estate.  A sum  of  32/.  2 s.  was  also  received  for  property-tax 
returned.  These  were  the  only  funds  of  the  charity  in  addition  to  the  annual 
income ; and  in  order  to  provide  for  the  deficiencies  occasioned  by  the  above 
mentioned  expenditure,  two  sums,  amounting  to  1,000/.,  were  borrowed  at 
interest  in  1813  and  1814,  which  were  paid  off  by  advances  from  the  corpora- 
tion, partly  in  1814,  and  partly  in  1818.  In  order  to  discharge  a part  of  the 
principal  and  interest  thus  due  to  the  corporation,  a further  sum  of  800  /.  was 
borrowed  in  1819,  and  that  sum  is  now  due  to  Mr.  Thomas  Wakefield,  all 
interest  thereon  at  5 per  cent,  having  been  paid  to  November  1827-  On 
1st  January  1828,  the  balance  due  to  the  corporation,  including  interest  at  the 
same  rate  to  that  day,  amounted  to  613/.  19 s.  2d.  At  the  same  time  there 
was  a balance  in  favour  of  the  charity  in  the  bank  of  Messrs.  Hart,  Fellows, 
and  Co.  of  190/.  Is.  Id.  This  sum  may  be  applied  towards  the  discharge  of 
the  above-mentioned  debts,  together  with  so  much  of  the  sum  of  240  /.,  before 
stated  to  be  due  from  the  tenant  for  rent,  up  to  Michaelmas  1827>  as  may  not 
be  required  for  the  current  expenses  of  the  almshouse.  The  payment  of  these 
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expenses,  and  the  interest  of  the  sums  remaining  due,  will  require  so  laro-e 
a portion  of  the  income  of  the  charity,  that  a long  period  must  elapse  before 
a sufficient  fund  can  be  provided  for  the  liquidation  of  the  principal  of  the  debt; 
and  it  appears  to  us  that  it  is  much  to  be  regretted  that  the  almshouses  were 
erected  on  so  extensive  a scale,  by  which  means  the  charity  has  been  brought 
into  its  present  involved  state. 

The  accounts  of  this  charity  are  audited  annually  with  the  chamberlains 
accounts,  by  a committee  of  the  corporation. 

Lady  Grantham’s  Charity. 

It  appears  from  an  entry  in  a hall-book  of  the  corporation  for  the  year  1658, 
that  on  13th  May  in  that  year  it  was  resolved,  that  with  the  100  /.  already 
given  by  the  Lady  Grantham  to  set  the  poor  on  work,  and  then  in  the  town’s 
hands,  and  another  100  /.  to  be  added  thereto  to  set  the  poor  on  work,  land 
should  be  bought  to  the  value  of  10 /.  per  annum,  which  should  be  yearly 
employed  to  setting  the  poor  on  work,  and  putting  them  out,  and  that  the 
mayor  and  two  others  of  the  corporation  should  go  to  the  Lady  Grantham,  to 
treat  with  her  about  setting  the  poor  on  work.  It  also  appears  from  a subse- 
quent entry,  that  on  30th  August  in  the  same  year,  “ Lady  Grantham’s  business 
touching  the  other  100  /.”  was  debited,  and  it  was  resolved  that  200 /.  should 
be  bestowed  in  land,  the  rent  thereof  to  be  to  the  use  of  the  poor ; that  feoffees 
in  trust  should  be  named,  and  Mr.  Sulley  and  three  other  persons  should 
inquire  what  laud  could  be  purchased. 

In  1662  it  was  resolved,  that  Richard  Whitley  and  another  should  be  au- 
thorized to  receive  the  rents  due  from  Lambley,  Claypole,  and  Wilford,  and 
dispose  of  the  same  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  several  parishes  of  the  town 
as  the  council  should  appoint. 

An  account  has  been  given  above  of  the  Lambley  estate,  the  rent  of  which 
is  alluded  to  in  this  order.  The  rent  mentioned  as  due  from  Wilford  was  pro- 
bably the  rentcharge  derived  from  Manners’s  charity  hereinafter  mentioned. 
The  rent  stated  to  be  due  from  Claypole  appears,  from  other  entries  in  the  hall- 
books  of  a later  period,  to  have  arisen  from  land  purchased  in  pursuance  of  the 
resolutions  of  1658,  with  the  200/.  given  by  Lady  Grantham. 

On  1st  December  1696,  a question  being  put  whether  Claypole  land  should 
be  sold,  and  the  monies  laid  out,  to  answer  the  end  of  the  donor’s  gift,  being 
the  gift  of  Lady  Grantham,  it  was  carried  in  the  affirmative,  that  the  same  land 
should  be  sold,  and  that  the  money  raised  should  be  laid  out  for  the  same  uses, 
and  made  up  to  what  the  gift  was  at  first,  and  the  committee  was  appointed  to 
treat  with  any  purchaser  for  that  purpose. 

On  20th  May  1697  it  was  agreed  that  Mr.  Mayor  should  conclude  with 
Mr.  Brough  about  the  sale  of  Claypole  land. 

On  25th  March  1698  the  mayor  sealed  a conveyance  to  Richard  Brough  of 
an  oxgang  of  land  in  Claypole,  and  also  a receipt  for  the  purchase-money, 
being  175/. 

And  on  22d  November  1698  it  was  ordered  that  the  chamberlains  should  pay 
to  the  mayor  10/.,  being  the  lady  Grantham’s  money,  to  put  forth  apprentices 
of  poor  burgesses  children  for  the  last  year. 

A copy  was  produced  to  us  of  an  inscription  dated  in  I67I,  which  is  stated 
to  have  been  formerly  on  a board  which  was  in  the  old  town-hall,  stating  that 
the  Lady  Lucy,  wife  of  Sir  Thomas  Grantham,  knight,  of  her  charity,  gave 
200/.  at  several  times  to  the  town,  the  use  thereof  to  be  employed  for  the  setting 
forth  of  poor  burgesses  children  apprentices  for  ever. 

Until  the  year  1813  the  annual  sum  of  10/.,  payable  by  the  corporation  as 
the  interest  of  the  200/.  given  by  Lady  Grantham,  was  considered  applicable 
to  the  apprenticing  of  poor  children.  From  1800  to  1813  it  was  regularly  thus 
disposed  of.  Mr.  Staveley  informs  us,  that  on  commencing  a new  system  of 
keeping  the  chamberlains  accounts  in  1795  he  found  that  this  annual  sum  was 
stated  as  one  of  the  payments  to  be  made  by  the  chamberlain  for  the  time 
being,  but  that  from  that  year  until  1800,  it  was  entered  on  both  sides  of  the 
chamberlains  accounts,  and  was  not  in  fact  paid  from  thence. 

Previously  to  1795  the  chamberlains  accounts  are  stated  to  have  been  inac- 
curately kept,  and  therefore  we  are  not  enabled  to  trace  with  what  degree  of 
regularity  the  annual  sum  of  10/.  was  paid;  but  a considerable  number  of  old 
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indentures  of  apprenticeship  were  produced  to  us  from  the  town-clerk’s  office 
of  various  dates,  from  1768  to  1800,  purporting  to  have  been  made  in  respect 
of  this  charity,  with  a premium  of  31.  for  each  boy.  Amongst  these  inden- 
tures were  three  dated  in  1796,  and  six  dated  in  1799,  but  we  apprehend  that 
the  premiums  paid  thereon  may  possibly  have  been  derived  from  a balance 
remaining  in  the  hands  of  the  mayor  for  the  time  being,  from  payments  made 
by  the  chamberlains  on  account  of  the  charity  previously  to  179-5. 

At  a common-hall,  holden  on  20th  October  1813,  it  was  ordered  that  10/. 
per  annum,  left  by  Lady  Grantham  at  the  disposal  of  the  corporation,  should 
be  applied  until  some  other  disposition  thereof  should  be  made  by  the  hall,  by 
the  mayor  for  the  time  being,  in  furtherance  of  the  objects  to  which  the  rents 
and  profits  of  the  Lambley  estate  might  be  applied,  under  the  directions  of  the 
corporation,  and  from  that  time  to  the  present  the  yearly  sum  of  10/.  has  been 
paid  by  the  chamberlain  out  of  the  corporation-funds,  and  carried  to  the  ac- 
count of  the  Lambley  estate. 

The  last-mentioned  order  seems  to  assume  that  the  sum  of  200/.  given  by 
Lady  Grantham,  in  respect  of  which  the  payment  of  10/.  per  annum  was  made, 
was  at  the  general  disposal  of  the  corporation  for  charitable  purposes  ; but  it 
appears  from  the  above-stated  extracts  from  the  hall-books,  and  the  copy  of 
the  inscription  in  the  old  town-hall,  that  Lady  Grantham’s  donation  was 
intended  to  be  applied  in  setting  the  poor  to  work,  or  apprenticing  poor 
children. 

Martin’s  Charity. 

It  is  stated  in  an  old  vestry-book  of  the  parish  of  St.  Nicholas  in  this  town, 
that  Henry  Martin,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  29th  June  1689,  gave  to  the  three 
parishes  of  St.  Mary,  St.  Peter,  and  St.  Nicholas,  20  s.  a-piece  per  annum  to 
be  paid  as  a rentcharge  for  ever  out  of  a messuage  in  St.  James’s-lane,  in  the 
occupation  of  widow  Wells  and  Charles  Thorpe,  into  the  hands  of  the  mayor 
for  the  time  being,  to  be  by  him  or  his  order  employed  towards  the  putting 
forth  a poor  child  apprentice  in  each  of  the  said  parishes. 

In  respect  of  this  charity  an  annual  sum  of  3 /.  is  received  from  the  trustees 
under  the  will  of  the  late  Mr.  Richard  Sibert,  in  respect  of  a house  in  St.  James’s- 
street,  Nottingham,  which  belonged  to  him,  by  the  mayor’s  serjeant,  on  behalf 
of  the  mayor  for  the  time  being,  and  is  paid  over  in  equal  portions  of  1 /.  to  the 
overseers  of  the  poor  of  each  of  the  three  parishes  of  Nottingham. 

Each  portion  being  insufficient  to  apprentice  a poor  boy,  is  carried  to  the 
general  account  of  the  overseers  of  the  respective  parishes,  from  which  pre- 
miums are  annually  paid  for  apprentices  to  a much  larger  amount. 

Bilby’s  Almshouse. 

By  Lease,  bearing  date  10th  September  1705,  the  mayor  and  burgesses  of 
Nottingham,  for  the  encouragement  of  William  Bilby  to  pursue  his  charitable 
intentions  for  building  six  or  more  almshouses  tor  the  habitation  of  poor  widows, 
and  for  a nominal  consideration,  demised  to  the  said  William  Bilby  a piece  of 
waste  ground  in  a place  called  the  Back-side  within  the  said  town,  containing  in 
length  from  west  to  east  35  yards,  and  in  breadth  9 yards  and  1 foot,  for  a term 
of  500  years,  at  a pepper-corn  rent ; with  a proviso,  that  if  the  said  William 
Bilby  should  not  at  his  own  charges,  within  the  space  of  one  year,  cause  six  or 
more  almshouses  for  six  or  more  poor  widows,  to  be  built  on  the  said  piece  of 
ground,  and  make  gardens  suitable  to  the  same,  and  also  make  sufficient  provi- 
sion, by  the  security  of  lands  or  otherwise,  for  repairing  the  said  houses  and 
gardens,  and  for  the  constant  payment  of  twopence  every  week  to  each  of  the 
widows  to  be  placed  in  the  said  houses  during  the  said  term  ; and  if  the  said 
William  Bilby  should  not  appoint  the  mayor  and  burgesses  guardians  and  trus- 
tees of  the  said  almshouses  after  his  decease,  and  lodge  in  them  the  sole  and 
absolute  power  and  government  of  the  same,  the  said  mayor  and  burgesses 
might  re-enter  into  and  re-possess  the  said  demised  piece  of  waste  ground. 

In  Deering’s  History  of  Nottingham,  p.  153,  an  inscription  is  mentioned  as 
existing  at  the  time  when  that  book  was  written,  on  the  front  of  this  almshouse, 
stating  that  it  was  built  by  William  Bilby  in  1709. 

It  appears  from  the  lease  of  1705  to  have  been  intended  that  William  Bilby 
should  by  some  subsequent  instrument  vest  in  the  mayor  and  burgesses  the 
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government  of  the  almshouse  which  he  had  undertaken  to  build.  No  such 
instrument  has  been  produced  to  us,  but  the  corporation  have  long  acted  as 
the  trustees  thereof. 

The  property  belonging  to  the  almshouse  consists  of  a public-house,  with  four 
small  houses  adjoining  to  it,  in  Goose-gate,  Nottingham,  and  ten  other  small 
buildings  behind,  being  houses,  shops,  stables,  &c.  all  of  which  are  now 
holden  under  the  following  lease  : 

By  Lease,  bearing  date  4th  March  1794,  between  the  mayor  and  burgesses 
of  Nottingham,  of  the  one  part,  and  William  Wesson,  of  Nottingham,  victualler, 
of  the  other  part,  reciting  that  the  -said  William  Wesson  had  lately  purchased 
to  him  and  his  heirs,  from  John  Leaver,  a messuage,  with  the  cellar  thereto 
belonging,  adjoining  to  the  lands  of  the  hospital,  or  charity  of  Dr.  Bilby,  of 
which  the  mayor  and  burgesses  were  trustees  ; and  reciting,  that  the  said  mayor 
and  burgesses  had  agreed  to  demise  to  the  said  William  Wesson  the  messuages 
and  premises  thereinafter  mentioned  belonging  to  the  said  hospital  for  70  years, 
subject  to  the  rent  of  16/.  per  annum,  and  the  covenants  therein  contained;  and 
reciting  that  it  had  been  agreed  between  the  said  parties,  that  the  said  William 
Wesson  should  permit  the  possession  of  the  said  messuage,  purchased  by  him 
of  the  said  John  Leaver,  to  sink  into  and  become  part  of  the  premises  agreed 
to  be  thereby  demised,  on  the  expiration  or  sooner  determination  of  such  lease  ; 
and  that  he  should  for  that  purpose  execute  a declaration  of  trust  for  the 
securing  the  same  to  the  said  mayor  and  burgesses  as  trustees  for  the  said 
charity,  the  said  mayor  and  burgesses  demised  to  the  said  William  Wesson  five 
messuages  in  Goose-gate,  Nottingham,  then  in  the  tenure  of  William  Wesson, 
and  three  other  persons  therein  mentioned,  and  a parcel  of  ground  behind  the 
said  messuages  occupied  as  gardens,  with  stables  and  outbuildings  erected  on 
part  thereof,  bounded  as  therein  mentioned,  and  delineated  in  a plan  in  the 
margin  of  the  lease,  for  the  term  of  70  years  from  Lady-day  then  next,  at  the 
yearly  rent  of  16/,;  and  the  said  William  Wesson  covenanted  within  the  first 
20  years  of  the  term  to  lay  out  400/.  at  least  on  the  said  premises,  in  pulling 
down  the  dwelling-house  in  which  he  then  dwelt,  known  by  the  sign  of  the 
General  Elliott,  with  the  house  thereto  adjoining,  and  rebuilding  such  two 
houses  in  a good  and  substantial  manner,  and  to  keep  the  premises  in  repair ; 
and  the  said  William  Wesson  thereby  limited  and  appointed  that  the  before- 
mentioned  messuage,  lying  in  a yard  between  Woolpack-iane  and  Goose-gate, 
with  the  cellar  under  the  same,  and  extending  under  part  of  the  land  thereby 
demised,  should  from  Lady-day  then  next  be  vested  in  the  said  William  Wesson 
and  his  heirs,  in  trust,  that  he  and  they  should  receive  the  rents  and  profits 
thereof  for  the  said  term  of  70  years,  and  after  the  expiration  or  sooner  deter- 
mination of  that  term,  in  trust,  for  the  said  mayor  and  burgesses,  their  succes- 
sors and  assigns,  as  trustees  of  the  said  hospital  or  charity,  and  in  trust  to 
permit  them  to  receive  the  rents  and  profits  thereof,  to  be  applied  to  the  same 
uses  to  which  the  premises  thereby  demised  were  limited  to  the  said  mayor  and 
burgesses. 

Since  this  lease  was  granted  the  public-house  has  been  rebuilt ; several  new 
tenements  have  been  built  behind,  and  the  others,  both  in  front  and  behind, 
have  been  repaired  ; the  latter,  although  old,  are  stated  to  be  now  in  good  repair. 
There  seems  to  be  no  doubt  that  the  lessee  expended  on  the  premises  more 
than  the  sum  of  400/.,  specified  in  his  covenant,  and  the  conditions  of  the  lease 
appear  to  have  been  fair,  parts  of  the  buildings  being  previously  much  dilapi- 
dated. The  rents  received  from  this  property  in  1793,  the  year  before  the 
lease  was  granted,  appear  to  have  amounted  to  12/.  8 s.  The  lease  is  now 
vssted  in  the  representatives  of  Joseph  Buller,  having  been  purchased  by  him. 
The  whole  of  these  premises  are  estimated  by  Mr.  Edward  Staveley  to  be  now 
worth  7 3/.  per  annum. 

In  addition  to  the  rent  of  16/.,  reserved  by  the  lease  of  1794,  there  is  also 
paid  by  James  Atkin,  the  proprietor  of  a house  adjoining  the  almshouse  an 
annual  sum  of  17s-  6d.,  as  an  acknowledgment  lor  some  windows  which 
overlook  the  gardens  of  the  almshouse,  and  for  a sough  carried  through  these 
gardens. 

The  almshouse,  which  is  situate  in  St.  Jolm-street,  formerly  called  the  Back- 
side, consists  of  eight  dwellings,  of  one  room  each,  four  on  the  ground-floor, 
and  four  above.  The  building  is  in  tolerable  condition,  but  being  old  it  requires 

frequent 
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frequent  repairs.  It  is  inhabited  by  eight  poor  persons,  being  either  burgesses,  Nottingham, 
or  as  is  more  usual,  widows  of  burgesses,  placed  there,  as  vacancies,  occur  by  the  . . 
mayor  for  the  time  being.  There  is  also  a garden  adjoining,  occupied  by  the  ^nagemeTt  of  ihl 
almspeople,  each  of  whom  receives  six  pennyworth  of  bread  weekly,  3 s.  on  Corporation. 

St.  Thomas’s-day,  and  one  ton  and  a half  of  coals  yearly,  the  cost  of  which  coals  

amounted,  for  the  years  1825  and  1826,  to  9 /.  12s.  per  annum.  Bilby’s  Almshouse, 

The  yearly  sum  paid  for  bread  for  the  almspeople,  until  the  year  1804,  was  continue  . ^ 

31.  9s.  4 </.,  being  at  the  rate  of  cZd.  each  per  week ; but  from  that  time  to  the 
present  it  has  been  10/.  8s.,  being  at  the  rate  of  3d.  each  per  week. 

The  allowances  therefore  made  to  the  almspeople  amount  at  the  present 
time  to  21/.  16s.  per  annum,  and,  without  including  the  expenses  of  the  repairs 
of  the  almshouse,  exceed  the  income  by  4/.  18s.  3d.  per  annum.  The  ex- 
penses of  repairs  amounted  in  1824  to  4/.  Is.  9d.,  in  1825  to  4/.  5 s.,  and  in 
1826  to  51.  19s.  3d.  In  1818  there  was  an  expenditure  of  56/.,  and  in  1820 
of  20/.  10s.  in  repairs. 

A separate  account  is  kept  in  the  chamberlain’s  ledger  6f  this  charity.  The 
accounts  are  made  up  to  Michaelmas  in  each  year,  but  the  accounts  to  Michael- 
mas 1827  were  not  complete  to  the  time  of  our  Inquiry.  In  1802  there  was 
a balance  in  favour  of  the  charity  of  13/.  11s.  6 d.  In  1811  there  was  a 
balance  against  it  of  52 1.  9 s.  3 d.,  and  on  the  account  for  the  year  ending 
at  Michaelmas  1826,  the  balance  against  the  charity  was  increased  to 
212/.  9-5.  4>d. 

We  apprehend  that  the  annual  excess  of  the  expenditure  beyond  the  income 
of  this  charity  is  to  be  considered  a voluntary  payment  on  the  part  of  the  cor- 
poration. If  it  were  to  be  viewed  as  an  anticipation  of  the  income,  which  may 
be  expected  to  arise  from  the  property  in  Goose-gate,  on  the  expiration  of  the 
lease  for  70  years  in  1864,  and  as  creating  a debt  to  be  then  repaid  to  the 
corporation,  it  appears  to  us  that  it  would  be  decidedly  objectionable. 

Plumptre's  Hospital. 

King  Richard  2d,  by  letters  patent,  bearing  date  at  Nottingham,  8th  July,  Plumptre’s  Use- 
in  the  16th  year  of  his  reign  (1392),  granted  a license  to  John  Plumptre , of  Plta5“ 
Nottingham,  to  found  and  endow  within  the  said  town  an  hospital  or  house  of 
God,  of  two  chaplains,  one  of  whom  should  be  the  master  or  guardian  ( magister 
sivecustos ) of  the  said  hospital,  and  of  thirteen  widows  bent  by  old  age  and  de- 
pressed by  poverty  ( senio  contractis  et paupertate  depressis ),  in  a certain  messuage 
of  the  said  John  Plumptre. 

By  an  Instrument  of  Foundation,  bearing  date  12th  July  1400,  and  confirmed 
by  Richard,  Archbishop  of  York,  on  22d  July  in  the  same  year  (as  appears  from 
an  official  extract  from  the  Archbishop’s  Register),  the  said  John  Plumptre, 
after  stating  that  he  had  for  the  honour  of  God  and  of  the  annunciation  of  the 
Blessed  Virgin,  built  an  hospital  at  the  end  of  the  bridges  of  Nottingham,  for 
the  support  of  thirteen  poor  women,  ordained  that  there  should  be  within  the 
chapel  which  he  had  built  within  the  said  hospital  a perpetual  chantry  of  two 
chaplains,  who  should  celebrate  Divine  Service  at  the  altar  of  the  Annuncia- 
tion of  the  Blessed  Virgin,  for  the  welfare  of  the  king,  and  of  the  founder  and 
his  wife,  while  living,  and  for  their  souls  after  their  deaths  ; and  for  the  welfare 
of  the  whole  county  of  Nottingham,  and  for  the  souls  of  all  faithful  deceased 
persons  ; and  particularly  of  those  who  should  at  their  deaths  have  given  any 
goods  and  chattels  to  the  said  hospital,  and  to  the  support  of  the  widows  dwell- 
ing therein  ; one  of  which  chaplains  should  be  and  should  be  called  the  Master 
and  Guardian,  and  the  other  the  Secondary  Chaplain.  And  the  founder 
directed  that  the  said  master  and  chaplain  should  perform  certain  masses  and 
services  specified  by  him  ; and  that  they  should  to  the  best  of  their  power  sup- 
port and  maintain  the  poor  women  dwelling  or  to  dwell  within  the  said  hospital, 
and  instruct  them  in  the  Catholic  faith  ; that  they  should  not  improperly  supply 
them ; and  should  not  convert  or  allow  to  be  converted  the  rents  and  profits 
granted  or  to  be  granted  for  their  support,  or  their  habitations,  to  any  other  uses  ; 
and  the  founder  reserved  to  himself  during  his  life  the  presentation  of  the 
chaplains  to  the  said  chantry,  and  directed  that  after  his  death  the  presentation 
should  belong  to  the  prior  and  convent  of  Lenton.  And  he  appointed  two  per- 
sons as  master  and  second  chaplain  of  the  said  chantry,  and  directed  that  they 
and  their  successors  should  continually  inhabit  two  messuages  situate  within  the 
Rep.  20.  3 H said 
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Said  hospital.  And  lie  assigned  to  each  of  the  said  chaplains  and  their  succes- 
sors for  their  stipend  and  support  100  s.  yearly,  to  be  received  from  ten  tene- 
ments, and  two  tofts  in  Nottingham  thereinafter  mentioned,  which  were  as 
follows  : a tenement  of  six  messuages  under  one  roof  in  the  Little  Marsh  of  the 
town,  between  the  end  of  the  bridge  on  the  east,  and  a tenement  of  Agnes 
Reman  on  the  west ; a messuage  in  the  street  leading  from  St.  Peter’s  church  to 
the  Minor  Friars  called  Inscole ; a tenement  of  three  messuages  in  a lane 
opposite  the  north  gate  of  St.  Peter’s  church  ; a messuage  in  the  Cuckstole- 
row  ; a messuage,  with  a garden  on  the  south  side  of  Barker  Gate  ; two  mes- 
suages lying  together  on  the  north  side  of  Fisher  Gate  ; four  messuages  lying 
together,  with  gardens  on  the  south  side  of  Fisher  Gate,  and  another  messuage 
with  a garden  in  Fisher  Gate,  near  Pennyfote-lane.  And  all  the  money  arising 
from  the  said  lands  and  tenements  beyond  the  sum  of  100  s.  the  founder 
specially  reserved  for  his  own  disposal,  for  the  support  of  the  other  burthens  of 
the  said  chantry,  directing  that  the  said  chaplains  for  their  stipend  and  support 
should  be  content  with  the  said  100  5.  And  he  directed  that  after  his  death 
the  chaplains  of  the  said  chantry,  and  particularly  the  guardian  to  whom  the 
care  of  such  matters  should  specially  belong  should,  when  any  l'eparations  of 
the  houses,  walls,  or  other  things  should  be  necessary  to  be  done,  cause  the 
same  to  be  done  without  delay ; and  that  neither  of  the  chaplains  should,  under 
the  pretext  of  utility,  alienate  any  of  the  lands,  houses,  rents,  or  goods,  move- 
able  or  immoveable  belonging  to  the  said  chantry. 

The  instrument  contains  various  other  directions  relating  to  the  chantry  and 
hospital,  and  the  master  and  chaplain  ; and  the  founder  thereby  reserved  to 
himself  a power  during  his  life  of  interpreting,  altering,  adding  to  or  abstract- 
ing from  the  ordinances  thereby  made. 

The  said  John  Plumptre  made  a second  Instrument  of  Foundation,  bearing 
date  the  Monday  after  the  feast  of  the  Conception  of  the  Blessed  Virgin,  in  the 
year  1415,  and  confirmed  by  the  Archbishop  of  York  on  the  5th  February  fol- 
lowing (as  also  appears  from  an  extract  from  the  Archbishop’s  Register). 

The  latter  instrument  in  its  general  tenour  is  the  same  as  the  former,  but 
differs  from  it  in  some  respects,  and  particularly  in  stating  that  the  hospital 
built  by  him  was  for  the  support  of  seven  poor  women  ; and  in  directing  that 
the  stipend  of  the  master  should  be  61.,  and  that  of  the  chaplain  51.  The 
description  also  in  the  latter  instrument  of  the  property  given  for  the  support 
of  the  donor’s  charity  is  different  from  that  which  was  contained  in  the  former, 
and  there  are  added  in  the  latter  a tenement  called  Tile  House,  between  a toft 
of  Thomas  Ingram,  on  the  south,  and  a garden  of  John  Samon,  on  the  north, 
extending  from  the  King’s  highway,  on  the  east,  to  the  ditch  of  the  town  on 
the  west,  and  the  founder’s  tenement  in  which  he  then  lived  in  Cuckstole-row, 
at  the  corner  of  a lane  leading  from  Saturday’s  market  to  St.  Peter’s  church, 
with  its  appurtenances. 

Under  the  statutes  for  the  dissolution  of  chantries,  &c.  this  hospital  and  the 
lands  belonging  to  it,  became  vested  in  the  Crown,  and  from  the  reign  of  Queen 
Elizabeth  to  the  present  time  the  office  of  master  of  the  hospital  has  been  from 
time  to  time  granted  by  letters  patent  to  persons  for  life,  being,  with  very  few 
exceptions,  of  the  founder’s  name  and  family.  The  late  master  of  the  hospital, 
John  Plumptre,  esquire,  of  Fredville,  in  the  county  of  Kent,  died  in  November 
1827,  and  in  May  1828,  his  eldest  son,  John  Pemberton  Plumtre,  esquire,  was 
by  letters  patent  appointed  the  master  and  guardian  thereof. 

By  a Decree  of  the  Court  of  Chancery,  made  on  12th  July  1735,  in  a cause 
of  the  Attorney-general,  at  the  relation  of  the  then  mayor  and  five  aldermen  of 
the  town  of  Nottingham,  against  John  Plumptre,  esquire,  who  had  been 
appointed  master  of  the  hospital,  by  letters  patent  of  Queen  Anne,  in  1703,  and 
who  was  the  great  grandfather  of  the  present  master  ; it  was  ordered,  that  it 
should  be  referred  to  one  of  the  Masters  of  the  court  to  take  an  account  of  the 
rents  and  profits  of  the  hospital  come  to  the  hands  of  the  defendant,  to  whom 
all  just  allowances  were  to  be  made,  particularly  for  the  sums  which  he  had  dis- 
bursed in  the  improvement  of  the  charity,  with  interest  thereon ; and  that  it 
there  should  be  any  of  the  said  rents  and  profits  remaining  in  the  defendant’s 
hands  after  such  allowances  made,  the  consideration  how  the  same  should  be 
disposed  of  should  be  reserved  until  the  said  Master  should  have  made  his 
Report ; and  it  was  also  ordered,  that  the  growing  rents  and  profits  of  the  hos- 
pital should  for  the  future  be  applied  by  the  defendant,  pursuant  to  the  intent 
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of  the  donor;  and  that  the  costs  of  all  parties  should  be  paid  out  of  the  charity 
estate. 

It  appears  from  the  answer  of  the  defendant  John  Plumptre,  as  stated  in  this 
decree,  that  his  grandfather  and  father  had,  as  masters  of  the  hospital,  main- 
tained seven  poor  widows  in  the  hospital,  and  that  there  had  never  been  more 
then  seven  maintained  therein  since  the  foundation  : That  at  the  time  of  the 
defendant’s  appointment  as  master  in  1703  the  annual  rents  of  the  hospital 
amounted  to  331.  5 s.  4 d.,  at  which  time  several  of  the  houses  were  in  a ruinous 
condition,  and  that,  many  more  having  since  become  ruinous,  he  had  from  time 
rebuilt  and  repaired  the  same,  and  had  improved  the  rents,  so  that  they  then 
amounted  to  120/.  8 s.  per  annum  : That  his  grandfather  and  father,  and  he 
himself,  until  the  year  1718,  having  regard  to  the  bad  condition  of  the  hospital, 
had  retained  only  40s.  per  annum  out  of  an  annual  salary  of  10/.,  which  the 
preceding  masters,  since  the  dissolution  of  the  chantry,  had  been  allowed,  in  lieu 
of  the  stipends  allotted  to  the  two  chaplains  ; but  that  in  the  last-mentioned  year 
the  rents  having  been  raised  to  67/.  5 s.,  he  had  ever  since  retained  10/.  per 
annum  : That  he  had  allowed  the  seven  poor  widows  5s.  a month  each,  and  6d. 
each  on  New  Year’s-day,  and  a ton  of  coals  yearly  ; and  that  he  had  expended 
several  hundred  pounds  of  his  own  money  in  building  twelve  new  houses,  and 
making  large  repairs  to  the  rest  of  the  houses  belonging  to  the  hospital. 

From  the  date  of  this  decree  to  the  present  time  the  suit  in  the  Court  of 
Chancery  relating  to  this  charity  has  been  renewed  from  time  to  time,  the 
master  for  the  time  being  of  the  hospital  being  made  the  defendant  therein  ; 
and  under  the  direction  of  that  court  the  number  of  the  poor  widows  has  been 
augmented ; the  accounts  of  the  master  of  the  hospital  have  been  annually 
passed  before  a Master  of  the  court,  and  balances  in  favour  of  the  charity  have 
been  from  time  to  time  paid  into  court,  and  invested  in  the  purchase  of  conso- 
dated  three  per  cents,  in  the  name  of  the  Accountant  General. 

On  19th  July  1751  an  order  was  made  confirming  a Master’s  Report  of 
8th  June  preceding,  whereby  a proposal  of  the  same  John  Plumptre,  as 
master  of  the  hospital  at  the  date  of  the  above-mentioned  decree,  was  approved 
of  for  the  application  of  a balance  of  236/.  16s.  9 h d.  in  his  hands,  and  so 
much  of  the  future  rents  of  the  charity-estate  as  might  be  necessary,  in  the 
building  of  six  more  habitations,  in  addition  to  the  seven  then  existing,  for  six 
additional  poor  widows,  in  order  to  make  up  the  number  of  13  widows,  as 
originally  intended  by  the  founder,  and  for  augmenting  the  allowances  of  all 
the  widows  in  the  hospital. 

This  John  Plumptre  having  died  in  September  1751,  before  the  building  of 
these  six  additional  habitations  was  finished,  they  were  completed  by  his  son, 
John  Plumptre,  who  was  appointed  master  of  the  hospital  in  October  in  the 
same  year  ; the  number  of  widows  in  the  hospital  was  gradually  increased  to 
13,  and  their  allowances  have  been  from  time  to  time  augmented  to  their  pre- 
sent amount,  being  for  each  widow  1/.  2 s.  6d.  per  calendar  month,  and  6 d.  on 
New  Years-day,  with  a ton  of  coals,  and  a gown,  annually. 

In  1791  the  said  John  Plumptre,  who  had  been  appointed  master  in  1751, 
died.  His  son,  the  late  John  Plumptre,  esquire,  was  in  1798  appointed  master, 
and  (as  was  before  mentioned)  died  in  1827. 

One  of  the  augmentations  of  the  widows  allowances  took  place  by  virtue  of 
an  order  of  the  court  made  15th  December  1798,  whereby  it  was  further  ordered, 
that  the  master  of  the  hospital  should  be  at  liberty  to  retain  his  usual  annual 
stipend  of  10/.,  and  should  also  pay  15/.  annually  to  a person  for  collecting  the 
rents,  and  looking  after  the  repairs  of  the  charity-estate,  for  which  purpose  an 
annual  sum  of  10/.  had  been  for  many  years  before  that  time  paid  and  allowed 
in  the  accounts.  And  it  was  further  ordered,  that  any  of  the  parties  to  the  suit 
should  be  at  liberty  to  lay  proposals  before  the  Master  of  the  court  touching  the 
future  application  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  charity-estate  ; and  that  the 
balances  of  the  rents  and  profits,  over  and  above  what  should  be  applied  for  the 
purposes  of  the  charity,  should  be  from  time  to  time  paid  into  the  Bank,  with 
the  privity  of  the  Accountant  General,  to  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  that  cause  ; 
and  that  the  same,  as  they  should  amount  to  competent  sums,  should  be  laid  out 
in  the  purchase  of  Bank  three  per  cent  Annuities,  in  the  name  of  the  Ac- 
countant General. 

By  an  order  made  on  22d  July  1815,  it  was  (amongst  other  things)  ordered 
that  it  should  be  referred  to  the  Master  to  inquire  whether  it  would  be  proper 
Rep.  20.  3 H 2 t0 
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to  allow  the  sum  of  10/.  per  annum  each  to  18  poor  widows,  as  out-pensioners, 
of  the  said  hospital ; and  if  lie  should  be  of  opinion  that  it  would  be  proper  to 
make  such  allowance,  to  inquire  whether  it  would  be  proper  that  the  interest 
on  the  3 per  cent  annuities,  then  standing,  or  thereafter  to  be  purchased,  in  the 
name  of  the  Accountant  General,  in  trust,  in  that  cause,  should  be  paid  half 
yearly  to  the  then  master  of  the  hospital,  so  long  as  he  should  hold  that  office, 
to  be*  by  him  applied  in  payment  of  such  sum  of  10/.  each  to  such  18  out- 
pensioners. 

In  pursuance  of  the  last-mentioned  order,  a report  was  made  by  the  Master 
of  the  court,  on  27th  November  1815,  whereby  he  certified,  that  he  found  by 
a statement  of  facts  laid  before  him,  that  in  1806  the  master  of  the  hospital 
laid  proposals  before  the  Master,  to  whom  the  cause  then  stood  referred,  for 
increasing  the  allowances  to  the  widows  in  the  hospital  to  1/.  2 s.  Qtd.  each  per 
month,  and  that  an  allowance  of  10/.  each,  by  monthly  or  other  stated  pay- 
ments, should  be  made  to  12  poor  widows  who  could  not  reside  in  the  hospital, 
all  the  apartments  therein  being  fully  occupied,  which  proposal  the  last-men- 
tioned Master  approved  ; and  that  payments  to  out-pensioners  had  been  conti- 
nued ever  since  ; and  the  said  Master,  by  whom  the  report  of  27th  November 
1815,  was  made,  further  stated,  that  he  found  that  at  the  time  of  making  such 
increased  allowances  and  payments  the  rents  of  the  hospital  estate  were 
357/.  19  5.  and  the  stock  standing  in  the  Accountant  General’s  name  was 
3,903/.  1 s.  10  d.  3 per  cents;  and  that  the  rents  having  increased,  the  funds 
in  court  had  considerably  accumulated ; and  that  as  there  was  no  immediate 
object  for  expenditure,  it  was  considered  that  the  increase  of  the  out-pensioners 
would  be  the  most  useful  mode  of  applying  the  surplus-monies  of  the  charity ; 
and  that  it  had  been  therefore  proposed  to  allow  an  increase  of  18  out-pen- 
sioners, making  the  total  number  of  out-pensioners  30  ; and  he  also  found  that 
the  rents  were  then  427  £ 7 $•  per  annum,  clear  of  deductions,  and  that  the 
stock  standing  in  the  name  of  the  Accountant  General  was  6,510/.  11  s.  5 d. 
3 per  cents,  the  dividends  of  which,  added  to  the  rents,  made  the  income  of  the 
hospital  622  /.  10  s.,  or  thereabouts ; and  that  the  expenditure,  including  the 
allowances  to  the  then  out-pensioners,  did  not  exceed  370/.;  and  that  the  pro- 
posed increase  of  allowance  to  18  out-pensioners  would  make  the  expenditure 
550/.,  leaving  still  an  annual  surplus  of  72 /.  10  s.,  which  would  be  amply  suffi- 
cient to  answer  any  contingences  for  loss  by  tenants,  extra  repairs,  or  decrease 
of  rent.  And  the  Master  in  his  said  report  further  stated,  that  it  had  been 
proposed  that  the  whole  of  the  dividends  of  the  funds  in  court  should  be 
received  half-yearly  from  the  Accountant  General,  to  be  applied  by  the  de- 
fendant (the  master  of  the  hospital)  for  the  purposes  of  the  charity ; and  he 
certified,  that  he  was  of  opinion  that  the  allowance  to  the  additional  out-pen- 
sioners should  commence  from  1st  August  1815  ; and  that  the  dividends  of  the 
funds  then  in  court,  or  thereafter  to  be  purchased,  should  be  received  and 
applied  in  the  manner  proposed. 

By  an  order  of  the  Court,  made  on  4th  March  1816,  the  above-mentioned 
report  was  confirmed,  and  it  was  ordered  that  the  interest  to  accrue  on  the  said 
6,510/.  11  s.  5 d.  stock,  and  on  the  stock  to  be  purchased  with  the  balances  of 
the  rents  and  profits  of  the  charity-estate,  should  be  paid  to  the  defendant  as 
long  as  he  should  continue  master  of  the  hospital,  or  until  the  further  order  of 
the  Court;  and  that  the  sum  of  87/.  17$*  10 d.  cash  in  the  Bank,  placed  to  the 
credit  of  the  cause,  should  be  paid  to  him,  and  that  the  same,  and  the  said 
interest,  should  be  applied  by  him  inpayment  of  10/.  per  annum  each  to  18 
poor  widows,  additional  out-pensioners  of  the  said  hospital,  and  that  the 
balances  of  the  rents  and  interest  should  be  invested  in  the  purchase  of  stock 
as  before  directed. 

It  is  stated  in  the  above-mentioned  Master’s  report  of  27th  November  1815, 
that  the  first  appointment  of  12  widows  as  out-pensioners  of  the  hospital  in 
1806,  was  proposed  to  and  approved  of  by  the  Master,  to  whom  the  cause  at 
that  time  stood  referred  ; but  this  addition  to  the  establishment  of  the  charity 
does  not  appear  to  have  been  then  made  the  subject  of  a report,  nor  to  have 
received  the  sanction  of  the  Court,  until  the  order  of  4th  March  1816  was 
made,  which,  as  it  directed  the  application  of  a portion  of  the  income  to  the 
support  of  18  additional  widows,  may  be  considered  as  containing  by  implica- 
tion an  approval  of  the  previous  appropriation  of  a part  thereof  for  the  benefit 
of  the  12  then  existing  out-pensioners. 

We 
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We  have  thought  it  necessary  to  enter  into  a detail  of  the  proceedings  in  the 
Court  of  Chancery  relating  to  the  out-pensioners,  as  giving  rise  to  some 
observations  which  will  be  found  in  a subsequent  part  of  the  Report,  on  the 
course  which  has  been  pursued  in  the  appointment  of  them. 

In  January  1821  a supplemental  information  was,  with  a view  to  the  obtain- 
ing the  Act  of  Parliament  hereinafter  mentioned,  filed  by  the  Attorney  General, 
at  the  relation  of  John  Houseman  Barker,  and  others,  of  the  town  of  Notting- 
ham, for  the  purpose  of  making  the  Solicitor  General  a party  to  the  suit,  as 
a defendant,  on  the  ground  of  the  Crown  being  interested  in  the  fee-simple  of 
the  charity-estates. 

By  an  order  of  the  Court,  made  on  5th  November  in  the  same  year,  it  was 
ordered,  on  the  petition  of  the  defendant  John  Plumptre,  that  it  should  be 
referred  to  the  Master  to  inquire  and  state  to  the  Court  whether  it  would  be  for 
the  benefit  of  the  charity  that  three  pieces  of  garden-ground,  in  the  town  of 
Nottingham,  part  of  the  estates  belonging  to  the  charity,  in  the  petition  men- 
tioned, should  be  sold,  and  that  the  defendant,  as  master  or  guardian  of  the 
hospital  for  the  time  being,  should  be  empowered  to  raise  money  for  the  neces- 
sary rebuilding  and  repairs  of  the  charity-estate  by  mortgage  of  all  or  part  of 
the  said  estate,  and  to  grant  building  or  repairing  leases  thereof. 

On  9th  February  1822,  the  Master  made  his  Report  in  pursuance  of  this 
order,  whereby  he  certified  that  a state  of  facts  and  proposal  had  been  laid 
before  him  by  the  defendant  John  Plumptre,  with  an  affidavit  of  the  defendant, 
and  of  William  Stretton,  builder  and  surveyor,  by  which,  after  stating  the 
original  foundation  of  the  hospital  for  two  chaplains  and  thirteen  widows ; 
and  that  by  virtue  of  several  orders  of  the  court  there  were  80  out-pensioners 
who  received  10/.  per  annum  each  out  of  the  said  charity ; it  was  further 
stated,  that  the  estates  belonging  to  the  hospital  consisted  of  houses,  buildings, 
and  gardens  in  the  town  of  Nottingham,  and  of  G,510/.  11  s.  5 d.  three  per 
cent  annuities,  standing  in  the  name  of  the  Accountant  General : That  the 
houses  and  buildings  of  the  said  charity-estate  were  for  the  most  part 
extremely  old,  and  many  of  them  so  decayed  and  ruinous  as  to  make  it  neces- 
sary that  they  should  be  immediately  rebuilt : That  the  hospital  was  an  ancient 
building,  having  been  rebuilt  about  the  year  1650,  and  in  great  decay,  and 
that  from  the  raising  of  the  street  three  or  four  feet  above  the  basement-floor 
it  had  become  a very  inconvenient  and  unwholesome  habitation,  and  that  it 
was  absolutely  necessary  that  the  same  should  be  entirely  rebuilt : And  the 
Master  further  found,  that  the  said  William  Stretton,  by  his  affidavit,  stated 
that  he  had  surveyed  the  hospital,  and  the  houses  and  building  belonging 
thereto  ; that  the  hospital  and  several  of  the  houses  and  buildings  were  so  old 
and  decayed  that  it  would  waste  money  to  attempt  any  thing  less  than 
a complete  rebuilding  of  them : That  in  his  judgment  the  expense  of  rebuild- 
ing the  hospital  would  amount  to  1,560/.,  and  of  rebuilding  such  of  the  houses 
and  buildings  as  required  it,  would  amount  to  7,029  /.  ; and  that  the  expenses 
of  repairing  others  of  the  said  houses  and  buildings  would  amount  to 
1,358  /.  4.5.,  making  in  the  whole  9,947/.  45. : That  part  of  the  estates  belong- 
ing to  the  hospital  consisted  of  a piece  of  garden-ground,  containing  about 
2,709  square  yards,  then  let  at  the  yearly  rent  of  51.,  which  would  in  his 
judgment  produce  on  sale  1,000/. : That  there  were  several  gardens,  being  also 
part  of  the  estates,  and  attached  to  tenements,  also  part  thereof,  from  which 
gardens  a piece  of  ground  containing  800  square  yards  might  be  advanta- 
geously taken,  and  would,  in  his  judgment,  sell  for  300/.,  leaving  sufficient 
garden-ground  for  the  tenants  of  the  said  tenements,  and  without  occasioning 
any  reduction  in  the  rents  thereof ; and  that  there  was  another  piece  of  ground, 
also  part  of  the  said  estates,  containing  500  square  yards,  including  the  tene- 
ments and  buildings  standing  thereon,  which  were  in  a most  ruinous  state  and 
too  bad  to  repair,  which  would  in  his  judgment  produce  on  sale  350/.  And 
the  Master  further  found,  that  the  said  John  Plumptre  and  William  Stretton 
were  of  opinion  that  it  would  be  very  much  for  the  benefit  of  the  said  charity 
that  the  said  three  pieces  of  ground  should  be  sold,  towards  raising  the  money 
required  for  such  rebuilding  and  repairs  ; and  that  the  said  John  Plumptre 
stated,  that  in  his  belief  the  most  eligible  mode  of  raising  the  money  required 
would  be  by  a mortgage  of  the  charity-estates,  rather  than  by  a sale  of  other 
parts  thereof ; and  that  the  said  John  Plumptre  and  William  Stretton  stated 
that  the  sum  of  8,300/.  would  be  necessary  to  be  raised  by  a mortgage  of  the

426  FURTHER  REPORT  OF  THE  COMMISSIONERS  [County  of 

charity-estates,  in  addition  to  the  sum  to  be  produced  by  sale  of  the  said  three 
pieces  of  ground;  and  that  the  said  John  Plumptre  submitted,  that  it  would 
be  for  the  benefit  of  the  said  charity  that  the  said  three  pieces  of  ground  and 
buildings  should  be  sold,  and  that  he  should  be  at  liberty  to  raise  by  mortgage 
of  the  charity-estates,  or  a part  thereof,  8,300/.  for  the  said  rebuildings  and 
repairs : And  the  Master  certified  that  he  was  of  opinion  that  it  would  be  for 
the  benefit  of  the  charity  that  the  said  three  pieces  of  ground  and  buildings 
should  be  sold,  and  that  the  master  of  the  hospital  should  be  empowered  to 
raise,  by  mortgage  of  the  charity-estates,  or  of  some  part  thereof,  8,300  /.  for 
the  above-mentioned  purposes  ; and  that  he  should  be  empowered  to  grant 
building  or  repairing  leases  of  all  or  any  part  of  the  said  charity-estates. 

By  an  order  made  on  15th  February  1822,  this  Report  was  confirmed  ; and 
it  was  ordered  that  the  petitioner  should  be  at  liberty  to  present  a petition  to 
Parliament  for  leave  to  bring  in  a bill  to  enable  the  master  of  the  hospital 
to  sell  the  above-mentioned  pieces  of  ground,  to  raise  by  mortgage  of  the 
estates  8,300  /.  for  the  before-mentioned  rebuildings  and  repairs,  and  to  grant 
building  or  repairing  leases. 

By  an  Act  of  Parliament  passed  in  the  same  year  (3d  George  4th),  the 
lands  described  in  the  first  schedule  thereto  annexed  (being  the  three  pieces 
of  ground  by  the  said  report  recommended  to  be  sold)  were  vested  in  fee-simple 
in  the  master  of  the  hospital  for  the  time  being,  discharged  from  the  charitable 
trusts,  on  trust,  to  sell  the  same,  under  the  direction  of  the  Court  of  Chancery, 
by  public  auction  or  private  contract,  and  on  payment  of  the  purchase-money 
into  the  Bank  of  England  as  therein  directed,  to  convey  the  same  to  the  pur- 
chasers thereof. 

And  the  master  of  the  hospital  for  the  time  being  was  thereby  empowered, 
under  the  direction  of  the  said  court,  to  borrow  any  sum  not  exceeding  8,300/. 
on  the  security  of  all  or  any  of  the  messuages  and  lands  comprised  in  the 
second  schedule  annexed  to  the  Act,  and  to  execute  deeds  in  the  manner 
mentioned  in  the  Act,  for  conveying  such  premises  to  any  persons  for  any 
term  of  years,  subject  to  redemption  on  repayment  of  the  money  so  to  be  bor- 
rowed, with  interest,  not  exceeding  51.  per  cent. 

And  it  was  enacted,  that  the  monies  to  be  so  raised  by  mortgage,  or  to  be 
produced  by  the  sale  of  the  premises  mentioned  in  the  first  schedule,  should 
be  paid  into  the  Bank  of  England  in  the  name  of  the  Accountant  General, 
in  trust,  in  the  said  cause,  to  be  placed  to  his  account  there  “ ex  parte 
Plumptre  Hospital,  in  the  town  of  Nottingham  and  that  all  such  monies  to 
be  paid  into  the  Bank  of  England  in  manner  aforesaid  should  be  applied  from 
time  to  time,  under  the  direction  of  the  court,  in  the  first  place,  in  paying  all 
the  costs  preparatory  to  and  attendant  on  the  applying  for,  obtaining  and 
passing  that  Act,  and  all  other  charges  incident  thereto,  and  the  costs  of  the 
applications  which  should  be  made  to  the  Court  of  Chancery  in  pursuance  of 
that  Act,  and  of  paying  the  monies  into,  and  taking  the  same  out  of  the 
Bank  of  England,  and  of  such  sales  as  aforesaid,  and  of  making  out  the  title 
to  the  said  lands,  and  approving  the  conveyances  thereof,  and  of  raising  such 
monies  as  aforesaid,  and  mortgaging  the  charity-estates,  and  all  such  other  costs 
and  expenses  incidental  to  the  objects  of  the  Act,  as  the  court  should  think 
it  necessary  or  proper  to  pay  ; and  in  the  next  place  in  the  rebuilding  and 
repairs  of  the  houses  and  buildings  belonging  to  the  said  charity,  in  pursuance 
of  the  said  Master’s  report  and  order  of  court,  and  in  paying  all  the  expenses 
that  should  be  incurred  under  the  direction  or  with  the  approbation  of  the 
court  in  all  such  works  and  matters  aforesaid  ; and  if  there  should  remain  any 
surplus  of  the  said  monies,  that  it  should  be  invested  under  the  direction  of 
the  court  in  the  purchase  of  lands,  to  be  conveyed  to  the  use  of  His  Majesty, 
his  heirs  and  successors,  for  the  uses  and  purposes  of  the  said  charity. 

And  it  was  enacted,  that  the  Court  of  Chancery  might  from  time  to  time 
make  orders  for  taxing  and  settling  the  costs  and  expenses  thereinbefore 
directed  to  be  paid,  and  give  all  the  directions  thereby  authorized,  on  petitions 
to  be  presented  in  a summary  way  by  the  master  of  the  said  hospital  for  the 
time  being,  or  other  person  interested  therein,  and  from  time  to  time  make 
such  orders  touching  the  premises  as  the  said  Court  should  think  fit. 

And  the  master  of  the  said  hospital  for  the  time  being  was  thereby  empow- 
ered from  time  to  time,  under  the  direction  of  the  said  Court,  to  grant  building 
or  repairing  leases,  iu  the  manner  and  subject  to  the  conditions  therein  men- 
tioned, 
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tioned,  of  all  or  any  part  of  the  messuages  and  premises  mentioned  in  the 
second  schedule,  for  any  term  not  exceeding  99  years  in  possession.  And  he 
was  also  empowered  (without  the  direction  of  the  Court)  to  grant  leases  (not 
being  such  building  or  repairing  leases)  of  all  or  any  part  of  the  premises  in 
the  second  schedule  mentioned,  for  any  term  not  exceeding  21  years  in  pos- 
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session. 

And  it  was  further  enacted,  that  all  the  clear  yearly  rents  and  profits  of  the 
real  estates,  and  the  dividends  and  interest  of  the  stocks  and  securities  belong- 
ing to  the  said  charity,  should  be  applied,  in  the  first  place,  in  keeping  down  the 
interest  of  such  monies  as  should  be  raised  by  mortgage,  and  in  the  next  place 
in  making  such  payments,  disbursements  and  allowances,  as  from  time  to  time, 
in  the  proper  and  fair  administration  of  the  said  charity,  and  its  estates  and 
property,  and  the  maintenance  of  the  13  widows  and  30  out-pensioners,  in  the 
said  report  mentioned,  and  the  matters  and  concerns  of  the  charity,  should  be 
fitting  and  proper  to  be  made ; and  that  the  residue  of  such  rents  and  profits, 
dividends  and  interest,  should  be  divided  into  two  equal  parts,  and  be  from  time 
to  time  invested  in  the  name  of  the  Accountant  General,  in  the  public  funds,  or 
on  Government  securities  ; and  that  one  of  such  parts  should  from  time  to  time, 
for  ever,  be  set  apart  as  a fund  for  repairs,  and  the  other  part,  and  the  funds 
and  securities  in  which  the  same  should  be  invested,  and  the  dividends  and 
interest  thereof,  should,  under  the  directions  of  the  Court,  be  applied  (as  from 
time  to  time  the  amount  of  the  fund  would  allow  thereof)  in  paying  the  prin- 
cipal monies  that  should  be  owing  on  such  mortgage  as  aforesaid,  until  the  same 
should  be  wholly  paid  off ; and  that,  after  answering  such  purpose,  the  surplus 
(if  any)  of  such  funds  and  securities,  and  the  proceeds  thereof,  and  all  the  then 
future  surplus  and  savings,  should  be  applied  for  the  purposes  and  uses  of  the 
said  charity ; provided,  that  the  said  half  part  of  the  residue  directed  to  be  set 
apart  as  a fund  for  repairs,  and  the  funds  and  securities  in  which  the  same 
should  be  invested,  and  the  dividends  and  interest  thereof,  should,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Court,  be  considered  as  a fund  exclusively  devoted  and  appli- 
cable to  the  necessary  repairs  and  sustentation  of  the  fabric  of  the  hospital  and 
the  appurtenances  thereof,  and  of  the  houses,  buildings  and  erections  on  the 
estate  of  the  charity,  which  ought  to  be  repaired  at  the  expense  of  the  charity, 
and  solely  applied  accordingly. 

The  sales  authorized  by  the  above-mentioned  Act  of  portions  of  the  property 
belonging  to  the  charity  took  place  in  1823  under  the  direction  of  the  Court 
of  Chancery;  the  produce  thereof,  amounting  to  1,7-50/.  5 s.  6d.,  was  paid  by 
the  respective  purchasers  into  the  Bank  of  England  in  the  name  of  the  Account- 
ant General  to  the  account  “ Ex  parte  Plumptre  Hospital,”  as  directed  by  the 
Act,  and  a part  thereof  was  invested  in  the  purchase  of  902/.  105.  5d.  three 
per  cent,  annuities,  which  reduced  the  cash  in  the  name  of  the  Accountant 
General  to  1,038/.  155.  The  costs  of  obtaining  the  Act  of  Parliament,  and  of 
all  parties,  in  the  proceedings  preparatory  and  incident  thereto,  were  taxed  in 
pursuance  of  an  order  of  1st  June  1824,  amounting  to  1,194/.  12  5.;  and  as 
the  balance  of  cash  was  not  sufficient  to  pay  those  costs,  155/.  25.  Id.  stock, 
part  of  the  said  902/.  105.  5d.  three  per  cents,  was  sold  to  provide  for  the 
deficiency,  and  the  stock  was  thus  reduced  to  747/*  85.  4 d.,  which  was  also 
subsequently  sold,  and  produced  573/.  125.  10c?. 

It  appears  from  a Master’s  report,  dated  18th  January  1827,  that  the  cash 
then  in  the  name  of  the  Accountant  General  to  this  account,  amounted  to 
618/.  9-^.  10c/.,  being  composed  of  the  produce  of  the  sale  of  the  said  stock, 
and  dividends  received  thereon  previously  to  its  being  sold,  out  of  which  there 
was  paid  for  the  subsequent  costs  of  all  parties  as  taxed  by  the  Master,  and 
certified  by  the  last-mentioned  report,  the  sum  of  190/.  85.  4 d.,  whereby  the 
balance  of  cash  was  reduced  to  428/.  15.  6d. 

By  an  order  of  the  Court  made  25th  January  18275  whereby  a Master’s  re- 
port, dated  30th  November  1826,  and  the  above-mentioned  report  of  18th 
January  1827,  were  confirmed,  it  was  ordered,  that  John  Plumptre  the  younger, 
esquire,  (the  then  master  of  the  hospital’s  eldest  son,  who  since  his  father’s 
death  has  been  appointed  master,  as  before  mentioned)  should  pay  into  the 
Bank,  in  the  name  of  the  Accountant  General,  3,400/.,  which  he  had  offered  to 
advance  at  the  rate  of  4 per  cent,  on  the  security  of  part  of  the  estates  com- 
prised in  the  second  schedule  to  the  Act  of  Parliament,  and  that  a mortgage 
for  securing  to  him  that  sum  should  be  settled  and  executed  under  the  direction 
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of  the  Master  of'  the  Court,  out  of  which  sum  certain  payments  were  directed 
to  be  made  to  the  then  master  of  the  hospital  for  sums  which  he  had  advanced 
towards  the  rebuilding  of  the  hospital,  and  the  building  of  four  new  cottages 
on  a part  of  the  charity-estate  in  Fisher  Gate,  Nottingham,  under  the  direction 
of  the  Court. 

The  following  statement  will  shew  what  portion  of  the  sum  of  3,400/.  thus 
borrowed  on  mortgage,  and  of  the  before-mentioned  balance  of  428/.  Is.  Gd. 
making  together  3,828/.  Is.  Gd.,  have  been  expended  up  to  the  present  time, 
all  the  disbursements  therein  mentioned  having  been  made  under  the  sanction 
of  the  Court.

It  is  proposed  that  a lease  for  40  years,  at  the  rent  of  12 /.  per  annum,  shall 
be  granted  by  the  master  of  the  hospital,  under  the  directions  of  the  Court  of 
Chancery,  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  Parliament,  to  Thomas 
Hardy,  of  the  premises  in  his  tenancy,  comprised  in  No.  21,  and  the  four  follow- 
ing numbers,  in  consideration  of  the  money  which  he  has  expended  in  building 
four  new  houses.  It  is  also  intended  in  other  instances  to  grant  leases  for  21 
years,  which  the  master  of  the  hospital  is  empowered  to  do,  in  the  manner 
directed  by  the  Act,  without  an  application  to  the  Court.  The  tenant  of 
No.  7 3,  holds  the  premises  comprised  therein  under  a written  agreement  for 
15  years.  All  the  other  tenants  hold  their  respective  premises  from  year  to 
year. 

The  rents  of  the  estate,  some  of  which  have  been  raised  since  Lady-day  1826, 
are  stated  by  Mr.  Edward  Staveley  to  be  in  general  of  fair  amount. 

It  will  be  observed  that  several  of  the  houses  are  described  in  the  rental  as 
being  unoccupied,  which  in  most  of  those  instances  is  occasioned  by  the  very 
ruinous  state  of  the  buildings.  Many  others  of  the  houses  are  also  in  a dila- 
pidated state,  and  particularly  the  Flying  Horse  Inn,  No.  1,  is  mentioned  as 
being  scarcely  habitable.  The  rent  of  this  inn  has  been  raised  since  the  pass- 
ing of  the  Act  from  63  /.  to  100  /.  per  annum,  on  an  understanding  that  it  was 
to  be  repaired  out  of  the  funds  of  the  charity,  and  plans  and  estimates  for  the 
repairs,  both  of  the  house  and  the  out-buildings  belonging  to  it,  have  been  laid 
before  the  Master  in  Chancery,  to  whom  the  cause  stands  referred  ; but  we  are 
informed  that  they  have  not  been  approved  of  by  him,  in  consequence  of  the 
largeness  of  the  expense  proposed  to  be  incurred  in  proportion  to  the  rent 
expected  to  be  obtained  for  the  premises,  if  those  plans  should  be  carried  into 
effect. 

The  rents  of  the  four  houses  which  have  been  lately  erected  in  Fisher  Gate, 
at  an  expense  of  950/.,  amount  to  no  more  than  37/.  45.  per  annum,  being 
rather  less  than  4 per  cent  on  the  money  thus  expended. 

It  appears  very  desirable  that  some  mode  should  without  delay  be  adopted, 
under  the  sanction  of  the  Court  of  Chancery,  of  gradually  bringing  the  build- 
ings on  the  property  into  a better  state  of  repair,  either  by  granting  repairing 
leases,  by  raising  a further  sum  by  mortgage,  under  the  provisions  of  the  before- 
mentioned  Act  of  Parliament,  or  by  appropriating  a part  of  the  funded  pro- 
perty belonging  to  the  charity  to  this  purpose. 

The  stock  belonging  to  this  charity  is  now  of  the  same  amount  as  it  was  in 

1815, 
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1815,  viz.  6,510/.  11  $.  5d,  Consolidated  3 per  cents,  standing  in  the  name  of 
the  Accountant  General,  the  dividends  of  which  amount  to  195/.  6 $.  4 d.  per 
annum.  By  the  before-mentioned  order  of  4th  March  1816  the  dividends  of 
the  stock  were  appropriated  in  the  first  instance  to  the  payment  of  the  annuities 
to  the  18  additional  out-pensioners ; but  it  may  be  a point  deserving  considera- 
tion, whether  it  would  not  be  more  advantageous  to  the  charity,  that  this  stock, 
or  a part  thereof,  should,  with  the  permission  of  the  Court,  be  sold,  and  the 
produce  applied  towards  the  rebuilding  and  repairs  of  the  houses  on  the  estate, 
than  that  a further  sum  should  be  raised  by  mortgage  under  the  powers  of 
the  Act. 

It  appears  from  the  before-mentioned  Master’s  report  of  9th  February  1822, 
that  the  expenses  of  the  rebuilding  and  repairs  of  the  houses  and  buildings  on 
the  charity-estate,  (exclusively  of  the  hospital),  were  estimated  at  8,387/.  4$. 
Of  the  sum  which  has  been  raised  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act,  no  more 
than  950/.  has  hitherto  been  applied  to  this  purpose,  and  the  remaining  balance 
of  this  fund  is  only  465/.  4 $.  11  d.  We  apprehend  therefore  that  it  is  doubtful 
whether,  until  such  rebuilding  and  repairs  shall  have  been  completed,  the  full 
number  of  30  out-pensioners  can,  with  reference  to  the  general  interests  of  the 
charity,  be  maintained,  it  being  of  great  importance  that  there  should  be  a 
reserved  fund  for  the  gradual  reduction  of  the  money  borrowed  on  mortgage. 

The  newly  erected  hospital,  the  building  of  which  was  commenced  in  1823, 
and  finished  in  1824,  in  the  same  situation  as  the  old  one,  contains  13  dwellings 
of  one  room  each,  with  a yard  and  drying-ground  behind. 

The  rents  are  received  by  Henry  Percy,  esquire,  solicitor,  of  Nottingham,  who 
pays  to  each  of  the  13  widows  in  the  hospital  1/.  2 s.  6d.  on  the  first  day  of 
every  month,  and  6d.  on  New  Year’s-day,  which  payments  amount  to 
175/.  10$.  6d.  per  annum,  and  provides  for  each  of  them  annually  a ton  of 
coals  and  a gown.  In  the  year  ending  at  Lady-day  1827,  the  cost  of  the  coals 
thus  furnished  was  10/.  11$.  6d.,  and  of  the  gowns  12/.  7 s.  An  annual  sum 
of  2/.  is  also  paid  by  Mr.  Percy  for  the  water-rate  for  the  hospital;  payments 
are  made  by  him  for  the  repairs  thereof,  and  of  other  buildings  on  the  charity- 
estate,  which  in  the  year  ending  at  Lady-day  1826,  amounted  to  99/.  13$.  5d.f 
and  in  the  following  year  to  9 /.  13$.  7 d.,  and  he  retains  the  annual  salary  of 
15/.,  allowed  by  the  order  of  15th  December  1798.  The  surplus  of  the  rents 
remaining  after  these  disbursements  is  remitted  by  Mr.  Percy  to  the  bankers  in 
London  of  the  master  of  the  hospital,  and  an  annual  account  of  his  receipts 
and  disbursements  is  sent  by  him  to  Edward  Samuel  Ilardisty,  esquire,  solicitor 
in  London,  by  whom  the  general  annual  account  of  the  master  of  the  hospital, 
including  that  of  Mr.  Percy,  is  made  out  and  passed  annually  before  the  Master 
in  Chancery.  In  this  general  account  credit  is  given  for  the  sums  received  for 
rents,  and  for  the  dividends  on  the  before-mentioned  6,510/.  11$.  5d.  Conso- 
lidated 3 per  cents,  and  it  contains,  in  addition  to  the  disbursements  made  by 
Mr.  Percy,  the  payments  to  the  30  out-pensioners  of  the  hospital,  amounting  to 
300/.  per  annum,  the  stipend  of  10/.  per  annum  allowed  to  the  master  of  the 
hospital  as  before  mentioned,  an  annual  sum  of  11/.  16$.,  paid  for  the  insur- 
ance against  fire  of  the  buildings  of  the  portion  of  the  estate  comprised  in  the 
mortgage  lately  made  for  securing  the  sum  of  3,400/.,  borrowed  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Act  of  Parliament,  and  the  costs  of  passing  the  account,  which 
for  the  year  ending  at  Lady-day  1826,  (being  the  last  account  thus  passed), 
amounted  to  18/.  14$.  10 of.  The  total  amount  of  the  expenditure  for  that 
year  was  564  /.  16  $.  5 d. 

The  interest  payable  on  the  said  3,400  /.,  being  132  /.  per  annum,  will  form 
an  item  amongst  the  disbursements  in  the  accounts  to  be  passed  in  future. 

The  balance  of  the  annual  account,  which  has  of  late  years  been  in  favour  of 
the  charity,  has  been  in  some  years  carried  forward  to  the  next  year’s  account, 
and  in  others  has  been  paid  into  court.  At  the  commencement  of  the  account 
for  the  year  ending  at  Lady-day  1826  there  was  a balance  brought  forward  of 
398/.  16$.,  which  at  the  close  of  that  account  was  increased  to  545/.  1 1$.,  and 
the  latter  sum  was  in  July  1827,  being  shortly  after  the  allowance  of  that  ac- 
count, paid  into  court  in  the  name  of  the  Accountant  General,  to  the  credit  of 
the  cause  of  “ the  Attorney  General  against  Plumptre.”  It  should  be  observed, 
that  the  account  to  which  these  balances  are  paid  is  distinct  from  the  before- 
mentioned  account,  to  which  the  sums  received  by  sale  or  mortgage  under  the 
Act  of  Parliament  are  carried,  the  present  balance  whereof  has  been  already 
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Nottingham.  stated.  On  the  account  of  the  master  of  the  hospital  for  the  year  ending  at 

— ~ Lady-day  1821  there  was  a balance  due  to  the  charity  of  331/.  35.  4 d.,  which 

PlumptitelS  °S  consequence  of  an  error  was  not  carried  forward  to  the  following  year’s 
continued.  account,  and  this  sum  now  remains  due  from  the  present  master  of  the  hospital 
v ■>  as  the  executor  of  his  father,  the  late  master. 

A petition  has  lately  been  presented  to  the  Court  of  Chancery  by  the  present 
master,  the  principal  objects  thereof  being  that  he  may  be  enabled  as  such 
executor  to  pass  his  father’s  accounts  to  the  time  of  his  death  ; that  he  may  be 
permitted  out  of  the  above-mentioned  balance  of  331/.  3 s.  4 d.  to  discharge 
certain  demands  of  the  architect  employed  in  the  erection  of  the  hospital,  for 
plans,  &c.  ; that  he  may  be  allowed  to  retain  the  interest  of  the  sum  of  3,400/. 
advanced  by  him  on  mortgage  ; and  that  the  salary  of  the  receiver  of  the  rents 
at  Nottingham  maybe  increased  from  15/.  to  2 51.  per  annum.  On  the  matters 
contained  in  this  petition  a reference  has  been  ordered  to  the  Master  of  the 
Court,  to  whom  the  cause  relating  to  the  charity  stands  referred. 

The  widows  who  reside  in  the  hospital,  and  those  who  are  out-pensioners,  are 
old  and  poor  persons,  nominated  by  the  master  thereof  for  the  time  being. 
The  instruments  of  foundation  contain  no  direction  as  to  the  mode  of  appoint- 
ing the  widows  as  inmates  of  the  hospital,  nor  any  limitation  as  to  the  place  or 
district  from  whence  they  were  to  be  selected,  but  we  are  informed  that  they 
have  usually  been  taken  from  the  town  of  Nottingham,  or  the  neighbourhood 
thereof. 

In  the  appointment  of  the  out-pensioners  a different  course  has  been  pur- 
sued. It  has  been  already  stated,  that  the  admission  of  the  latter  to  a portion 
of  the  benefit  of  the  charity  commenced  in  the  time  of  the  master  of  the  hos- 
pital, lately  deceased,  in  the  year  1806,  without  the  authority,  in  the  first 
instance,  of  an  order  of  the  Court  of  Chancery,  although  it  seems  that  a pro- 
posal had  been  made  to  that  effect,  and  approved  of  by  one  of  the  Masters 
thereof ; and  that  the  appointment  of  out-pensioners  was  afterwards  recognized 
by  an  order  made  in  1816,  under  which  their  number  was  increased  from  12 
to  30.  The  original  introduction,  and  the  subsequent  extension  of  this  mode  of 
applying  a part  of  the  income,  appear  to  have  been  grounded  on  the  increase 
of  the  revenues  of  the  charity,  which  were  found  to  be  sufficient  to  maintain 
a larger  number  of  widows  than  could  be  accommodated  in  the  habitations 
within  the  hospital.  No  directions  were  given  by  the  Court  as  to  the  mode  of 
appointing  the  out-pensioners,  and  the  master  of  the  hospital  appears  to  have 
considered  himself  at  liberty  to  select  them  from  any  part  of  England  at  his 
discretion.  Of  the  present  30  out-pensioners  26  live  at  or  near  Fredville  in  the 
county  of  Kent,  where  the  late  master  of  the  hospital  resided,  and  the  present 
master  now  resides,  and  two  more  at  or  near  Tonbride  Wells  in  the  same 
county  ; one  is  an  inhabitant  of  Claypole,  in  the  county  of  Lincoln,  and  one  of 
some  place  in  the  county  of  Dorset. 

Although  no  directions  were  given  by  the  founder  as  to  the  selection  of 
the  widows  who  were  to  receive  the  benefit  of  this  charity,  it  may  be  presumed 
that  he  had  in  contemplation  those  who  resided  in  or  near  the  town  in  which 
he  himself  resided,  and  in  which  the  property  given  by  him  was  situate  ; and 
we  apprehend  that  until  a late  period  the  advantages  which  were  to  be  obtained 
by  becoming  an  inmate  of  the  hospital  were  insufficient  to  have  induced  poor 
widows  residing  at  a distance  from  Nottingham  to  become  candidates  for  the 
situation,  even  if  considered  eligible.  We  learn  from  a MS.  history  of  this 
hospital,  which  is  stated  to  have  been  compiled  by  one  of  the  Plumptre  family, 
that  at  the  time  of  the  dissolution  of  the  chantry,  in  the  reign  of  Edward  6th, 
no  widows  were  maintained  in  the  hospital ; that  previously  to  '1645  each  of 
the  widows  then,  seven  in  number,  received  only  1 d.  a day  ; that  in  that  year 
their  allowances  were  increased  to  2 s.  10 d.  each  per  month,  with  the  addition 
of  Qd.  each  on  New  Year’s-day ; and  that  in  1650  (in  which  year  the  hospital 
was  rebuilt  by  Huntingdon  Plumptre,  the  then  master),  the  widows  monthly 
allowance  was  raised  to  5 s. 

It  appears  from  the  proceedings  in  Chancery  that  no  subsequent  increase 
of  this  allowance  took  place  until  1752,  from  which  time  to  the  year  1806,  it 
was  gradually  advanced  to  its  present  amount.  In  the  last-mentioned  year  the 
first  appointment  of  out-pensioners  took  place,  and  as  the  benefits  of  this 
charity  appear  to  have  been  until  that  period  confined  principally,  if  not  wholly, 
to  poor  widows  selected  from  the  town  of  Nottingham  or  its  neighbourhood; 
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it  is  to  be  regretted  that  some  directions  were  not  obtained  from  the  Court  of 
Chancery  as  to  the  authority  which  the  master  was  to  be  at  liberty  to  exercise 
in  the  nomination  of  the  out-pensioners. 

Under  these  circumstances,  it  appears  to  us  to  be  a question  which,  either  by 
an  application  to  be  made  in  the  now  existing  cause,  or  by  new  proceedings  to 
be  instituted,  ought  to  be  submitted  to  that  Court  as  not  having  been  yet  brought 
under  its  consideration,  whether  the  course  hitherto  pursued  in  the  nomination 
of  the  out-pensioners  ought  in  future  to  be  continued,  by  means  of  which  so 
large  a portion  of  the  annual  income  of  this  charity  as  300/.  is  applied  in  the 
payment  of  annuities  of  10/.  to  widows,  chosen  at  the  discretion  of  the  master 
of  the  hospital,  without  reference  to  their  place  of  residence  as  connected  with 
the  situation  of  the  hospital,  of  which  they  are  nominally  out-pensioners  ; and 
whether  the  county  of  Nottingham  ought  not  be  considered  entitled,  rather 
than  the  county  of  Kent,  to  a principal  share  of  the  benefit  of  this  branch  of 
the  charity. 

Hanley’s  Almshouse  and  other  Charities. 

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  1646,  between  Henry  Hanley,  of  Bram- 
cote,  esquire,  of  the  one  part,  and  Francis  Pierrepont,  Gervase  Pigott,  Edward 
Ayscough,  Robert  Hardy,  alias  Hardinge,  Robert  Somersall,  Walter  Edge, 
John  Mason,  John  Foxcroft,  Lawrence  Palmer,  and  James  Brecknock,  of  the 
other  part,  (as  appears  from  an  old  copy  thereof  produced  to  us  by  the  parish 
officers  of  St.  Peter’s,  Nottingham,)  the  said  Henry  Hanley,  for  the  better 
assurance  of  a rentcharge,  for  ever,  to  issue  out  of  his  lands  and  tenements 
thereinafter  mentioned,  to  the  charitable  uses  thereby  declared,  and  for  the 
manifestation  of  the  affection  which  he  bore  to  the  town  and  county  of  Not- 
tingham, his  native  county,  granted  to  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part,  and 
their  heirs  and  assigns,  equally,  without  any  survivorship,  a yearly  rent  of  120/. 
to  issue  out  of  his  manor  or  capital  messuage  situate  in  Bramcote,  and  all  his 
messuages,  lands,  tenements,  See.  situate  within  the  town-fields,  territories,  liber- 
ties, and  precincts  of  Bramcote,  and  in  Chilwell,  or  Attenborough,  in  the  county 
of  Nottingham,  the  said  lands  containing  by  estimation  48  or  there- 

abouts, on  trust,  for  the  following  purposes,  viz.  from  the  death  of  him  the  said 
Henry  Hanley,  as  for  the  sum  of  20/.,  part  thereof,  to  the  use  of  some  pious 
and  orthodox  minister  or  ministers,  to  preach  a lecture  in  Nottingham  on  every 
in  the  forenoon,  in  the  parish-church  of  St.  Mary  ; and  if  it  should 
happen  that  the  said  Henry  Hanley  should  die  without  issue  of  his  body,  or 
leaving  issue,  that  issue  should  die  without  issue,  then  as  to  20  /.,  part  of  the 
said  yearly  rent  of  120/.,  to  the  use  of  some  able,  pious,  and  orthodox  minister, 
to  preach  a sermon  or  lecture  weekly,  on  Thursday  in  the  forenoon,  in  the 
parish-church  of  St.  Peter,  Nottingham  ; and  as  to  40/.  other  part  of  the  said 
rent  of  120/.,  to  the  use  of  12  poor  people,  which  should  be  from  time  to  time 
elected  forth  of  all  or  any  of  the  parishes  in  the  town  of  Nottingham,  or  else- 
where, yearly,  for  ever,  to  be  equally  distributed  amongst  them,  to  be  placed 
in  some  bedehouse  which  he  had  pleased,  or  should  thereafter  please  to  appoint, 
by  writing  under  his  hand,  or  by  his  will,  to  be  erected  and  founded  for  that 
purpose  within  the  parish  of  St.  Nicholas,  Nottingham,  or  elsewhere ; and  it 
was  declared,  that  the  aforesaid  ministers,  and  the  said  12  poor  people,  should 
from  time  to  time  be  nominated,  elected,  and  authorized  by  the  said  Francis 
Pierrepont,  and  the  other  parties  of  the  second  part,  the  mayor  of  Nottingham, 
and  the  heir  or  owner  of  the  said  premises,  or  the  major  part  of  them  ; and  as 
to  20/.,  other  part  of  the  said  yearly  rent  of  120/.,  to  the  use  and  maintenance 
of  the  most  aged,  impotent,  and  poorest  people  of  the  town  of  Nottingham,  to 
be  indifferently  distributed  among  them,  with  the  advice  of  the  mayor  and 
aldermen,  the  minister  and  churchwardens  of  the  several  parishes  in  Notting- 
ham, or  the  major  part  of  them,  whereof  some  should  be  of  every  parish,  the 
said  sum  to  be  given  to  the  said  poor  in  the  chief  market-street  of  the  said 
town,  after  public  notice  given  to  the  said  inhabitants ; and  as  to  20/.,  other 
part  of  the  said  rent  of  120/.,  to  the  following  uses,  viz.  to  the  use  and  main- 
tenance of  the  poor  of  the  town  of  Bramcote,  51.,  of  Wilford,  51.,  of  Beeston, 
205.,  of  Chilwell,  205.,  of  Attenborough  and  ,*  205.,  of  Stapleford,  205., 
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* In  the  copy  of  the  deed  produced  a blank  is  here  left ; but  in  an  inscription  on  the  front  of  the 
almshouse  “ Toton”  is  inserted. 
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of  Trowell,  20 s.,  and  of  Wollaton,  20  s.,  such  several  sums  to  be  paid  to  the  mi- 
nisters and  churchwardens  of  the  respective  towns  ; and  as  to  4/.,  residue  of  the 
last-mentioned  sum  of  20/.,  to  the  use  and  maintenance  of  the  prisoners  in  any 
of  his  Majesty’s  gaols  or  prisons  in  the  said  county  of  Nottingham,  to  be  equally 
distributed  amongst  them,  and  to  be  paid  to  the  sheriff  of  the  said  county,  or 
his  deputy ; and  a power  was  thereby  given  to  the  said  parties  of  the  second 
part,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  jointly  or  severally,  in  case  the  said  rent  of  120/. 
should  be  in  arrear  20  days,  to  distrain  for  the  same  on  the  said  manor,  mes- 
suage, lands,  &c.;  and  a power  was  reserved  to  the  said  Henry  Hanley  during 
his  life,  by  writing,  or  by  his  will,  to  alter  and  revoke  any  part,  or  all  of  the 
said  uses,  and  to  appoint  any  part  of  the  said  rent  to  any  other  uses,  and  also 
to  make  void  the  indenture. 

The  said  Henry  Hanley,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  1st  May  1650,  reciting 
that  he  had  by  his  deed,  bearing  date  3d  October,  22  Charles  1.  (being  the  deed 
above  abstracted)  granted  the  above-mentioned  yearly  rent  of  120/.,  of  which 
40/.  per  annum  was  declared  to  be  for  the  use  of  two  weekly  lectures,  and  20/. 
per  annum  was  declared  to  be  for  the  use  of  the  most  aged,  impotent,  and 
poorest  people  of  the  town  of  Nottingham,  and  also  reciting  the  power  reserved 
to  him  in  that  deed,  of  revoking  any  of  the  said  uses,  and  appointing  any  part 
of  the  said  rent  to  other  uses,  declared  and  appointed  that  there  should  be  only 
one  of  the  said  weekly  lectures  in  the  said  town  of  Nottingham,  to  be  on  a 
Wednesday,  in  either  of  the  churches  there,  as  his  heir  and  executors  should 
appoint,  and  that  one  of  the  said  sums  of  20  /.  should  be  paid  yearly  for  the 
same,  and  as  to  the  other  20/.,  and  also  the  sum  of  20/.  declared  to  be  for  the 
use  of  the  most  aged  and  impotent,  and  poorest  people  of  Nottingham,  he  ap- 
pointed that  both  the  same  should  be  taken  off,  and  should  not  be  paid  as  by 
the  said  deed  was  declared,  but  that  one  of  them  should  go  towards  the  pay- 
ment of  an  annuity  to  his  kinswoman,  Mary  Bray,  and  that  the  other  should  be 
paid  yearly  towards  the  maintenance  of  a preacher  or  minister  that  should  be 
resident  at  Bramcote,  so  long  as  he  should  preach  or  be  resident  there ; and  if 
he  (the  testator)  should  die  without  issue,  he  gave  all  his  houses,  lands,  &c.  in 

Bramcote,  which  had  been  purchased  of  John , esquire,  and  of  Robert 

, yeoman,  to  his  executors,  to  be  sold,  and  the  monies  thereby  raised  to 

be  disposed  of  by  them,  first,  to  purchase  for  ever  some  convenient  place  within 
the  parish  of  St.  Nicholas,  or  elsewhere,  in  Nottingham,  as  they  should  think 
most  convenient,  and  thereon  to  erect  an  almshouse,  to  be  continued  for  ever, 
in  repair  convenient,  at  the  charge  of  the  said  town  of  Nottingham,  for  the 
habitations  of  12  poor  people  whom  he  had  appointed  to  be  elected,  and  to 
have  yearly  allowance  in  such  manner  as  was  declared  by  his  said  deed ; and 
he  declared  that  if  any  of  his  charitable  uses,  appointed  by  his  will,  or  by  his 
said  deed,  should  be  obstructed,  hindered,  or  misemployed,  for  the  space  of 
three  years,  by  the  persons  intrusted  with  the  same,  then  the  same  should  cease 
and  determine  as  if  the  same  had  never  been  appointed. 

The  two  annual  sums  of  20/.,  granted  by  the  deed  of  1646,  to  provide  for 
two  weekly  lectures  in  the  churches  of  St.  Mary  and  St.  Peter,  Nottingham, 
were  thus  by  Mr.  Hanley’s  will  reduced  to  one,  and  a payment  of  20/.  per 
annum  was  for  many  years  made  to  a clergyman  for  preaching  a weekly  lecture 
in  that  town.  In  Deering’s  History  of  Nottingham,  published  in  1751,  it  is 
stated  that  this  lecture  was  then  preached  every  Wednesday,  by  the  vicar  of 
St.  Mary’s  and  the  rector  of  St.  Nicholas’s  alternately;  but  we  are  informed 
that  it  was  discontinued  about  50  years  ago,  in  consequence  of  the  refusal  of 
the  then  vicar  of  St.  Mary’s  to  permit  a lecturer,  who  had  been  nominated  in 
the  manner  directed  by  the  donor,  to  preach  in  that  church.  Under  the  last 
clause  therefore  of  Mr.  Hanley’s  will,  it  appears  that  after  three  years  discon- 
tinuance, this  annual  sum  of  20/.  became  no  longer  payable.  The  donation  of 
20/.  per  annum  to  the  poor  of  the  town  of  Nottingham,  mentioned  in  the  deed, 
was  also  revoked  by  the  will. 

The  other  charitable  payments  directed  by  the  donor,  viz.  40/.  per  annum 
for  twelve  poor  people  in  an  almshouse  which  was  to  be  erected  in  Nottingham, 
16/.  per  annum  for  the  poor  of  various  parishes  in  Nottinghamshire,  and  4/. 
for  poor  prisoners,  are  now  paid  by  John  Sherwin  Sherwin,  esquire,  as  the  owner 
of  the  property  charged  therewith. 

The  almshouse  which  was  erected  in  pursuance  of  the  donor’s  directions  is 
situate  in  Stoney-street,  in  the  parish  of  St.  Mary,  Nottingham  ; it  consists  of 

twelve 
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twelve  small  tenements,  all  on  the  ground-floor,  with  a garden  behind,  contain- 
ing about  a quarter  of  an  acre,  allotted  to  the  almspeople.  These  tenements 
are  occupied  by  twelve  poor  men  or  women,  of  whom  those  who  inhabit  the 
four  at  the  north  end  are  appointed  from  time  to  time  by  the  mayor  of  Notting- 
ham ; those  who  inhabit  the  four  centre  tenements,  by  Mr.  Sherwin,  as  the 
owner  of  the  premises  charged  with  Mr.  Hanley’s  charitable  payments ; and 
those  who  inhabit  the  four  tenements  at  the  south  end,  by  Earl  Manvers,  as 
being  the  heir  of  Francis  Pierrepont,  who  is  said  to  have  been  the  survivor  of 
the  original  trustees.  Some  of  the  occupiers  of  the  four  first-mentioned  houses 
at  the  time  of  our  Investigation  were  parishioners  of  Bramcote  ; all  the  rest  of 
the  almspeople  belonged  to  one  or  other  of  the  parishes  of  Nottingham.  The 
foundation-deed  gives  a latitude  of  appointment  from  the  town  of  Nottingham, 
or  elsewhere. 

The  founder  of  this  almshouse  appears  to  have  expected  that  it  would  be 
kept  in  repair  at  the  expense  of  the  town  of  Nottingham  ; but  as  he  had  no 
power  to  charge  therewith  either  the  corporation  or  the  inhabitants  of  the  town, 
it  is  to  be  regretted  that  he  did  not  make  some  other  provision  for  such  repairs. 
It  appears  that  small  repairs  have  been  occasionally  done  by  the  several  parties 
exercising  the  right  of  appointing  the  almspeople,  to  the  tenements  under  their 
immediate  patronage.  The  building  is  now  much  in  need  of  repair,  the  roof 
and  chimneys  being  in  a bad  condition,  but  there  is  no  fund  applicable  to  that 
purpose. 

Each  of  the  twelve  almsmen  receives  from  Mr.  Thomas  Wheatcroft,  as  the 
agent  of  Mr.  Sherwin,  31.  65.  8 d.  per  annum,  by  quarterly  payments.  One  of 
those  appointed  from  the  parish  of  Bramcote  was  at  the  time  of  our  Investi- 
gation receiving  relief  from  that  parish. 

The  annual  sum  of  4/.  is  paid  by  Mr.  Wheatcroft  to  the  gaoler  of  the  county- 
gaol  at  Nottingham,  and  is  distributed  by  him  amongst  the  poor  prisoners 
therein,  both  debtors  and  felons. 

The  application  of  the  several  portions  of  the  annual  sum  of  16/.  for  the  poor 
of  other  parishes  in  Nottinghamshire  will  be  stated  in  subsequent  parts  of  the 
present  Report. 
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Patten’s  Almshouse. 


It  appears  from  the  before-mentioned  old  book  relating  to  the  charities  of  Patten’sAlmshouse. 
St.  Mary’s  parish,  that  John  Fatten , by  his  Will  nuncupative,  about  8th  Octo- 
ber 1651,  after  directing  that  George  Arnall  and  Stephen  Hill  should  receive 
all  the  money  that  should  be  found  and  come  in  his  life,  or  after,  and  that  the 
use  of  the  same  should  be  distributed  to  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  St.  Mary, 

Nottingham,  on  St.  Thomas’s- day  and  Good-Friday,  by  them  or  their  succes- 
sors, devised  as  follows : 

“ And  for  the  rent  of  the  house  that  George  Arnall  doth  hold  by  lease  from 
me,  and  one  other  that  Stephen  Hill  doth  hold  by  lease  also,  shall  be  for  the 
repair  of  one  little  house  now  in  the  tenure  of  Anne  Awtoft  and  Margery  Rook, 
for  their  use,  so  long  as  the  said  Anne  Awtoft  shall  live,  and  the  said  Margery 
Rook  shall  keep  herself  unmarried ; and  that  those  goods  that  are  in  the  house 
may  remain  for  their  use  and  those  that  shall  come  after  them,  and  whomso- 
ever the  said  George  Arnall  and  Stephen  Hill,  or  their  successors,  shall  appoint, 
to  be  an  almshouse  for  ever  ; and  if  there  shall  spare  any  of  the  said  rent  more 
than  will  repair  the  said  house,  that  it  shall  be  allowed  to  the  said  poor  towards 
buying  them  coals,  or  other  things  necessary  for  them  and  their  successors  for 
ever ; and  he  appointed  the  said  George  Arnall  and  Stephen  Hill  executors  of 
his  said  will.” 

We  find  no  trace  of  any  benefit  having  ever  been  received  by  the  poor  of  the 
parish  of  St.  Mary,  from  the  above-mentioned  general  bequest  of  personal  pro- 
perty contained  in  the  donor’s  will. 

It  is  stated  in  Deering’s  History  of  Nottingham,  p.  140,  that  Patten  was 
a brick-maker,  and  that  Arnall  and  Hill,  mentioned  in  his  will,  were  workmen 
and  tenants  under  him  ; that  they  after  his  death  paid  to  the  poor  in  the  alms- 
house 65.  each  ; that  Arnall’s  widow  sold  the  house  where  she  lived,  and  the 
ground,  to  John  Johnson,  who  built  another  house  on  the  spot,  and  at  first 
paid  6 s.  a year,  but  that  being  refused,  on  a vacancy,  to  put  in  a poor  person  by 
the  successors  of  Hill,  he  paid  no  more  till  his  death  ; that  at  the  time  when 
that  history  was  written  the  premises  which  Johnson  bought  were  claimed  by 
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one  Dunn,  a shoemaker,  and  that  there  was  then  only  one  poor  person  in  the 
almshouse  who  received  6 s.  a year  paid  by  Mrs.  Bark. 

It  also  appears  from  Deering’s  History,  that  the  small  house  appropriated  by 
the  donor  for  an  almshouse  was  situate  in  Barker  Gate.  It  is  said  that  this 
house  was  taken  down,  and  that  in  lieu  thereof  two  very  small  dwellings,  now 
standing  on  the  eastern  side  of  Fair  Maiden-lane,  near  to  Barker  Gate,  were 
built,  but  we  cannot  learn  by  whom  or  at  what  period  this  alteration  was 
made. 

It  appears  to  have  been  the  intention  of  the  donor  that  the  whole  rents  of 
the  houses  which  he  had  leased  to  George  Arnall  and  Stephen  Hill  should  be 
applied  to  the  repairs  of  his  almshouse  and  the  support  of  the  inhabitants 
thereof,  but  it  would  seem  that  his  intentions  were  not  carried  fully  into  effect 
by  his  lessees,  who  were  also  his  executors. 

Of  the  two  dwellings  in  Fair  Maiden-lane,  the  one  towards  the  north  is  occupied 
by  a poor  woman,  who  is  placed  there  by  Mr.  William  Blackwell,  as  the  owner 
of  two  houses  in  the  same  lane,  but  not  adjoining  to  the  almshouse,  purchased 
by  him  subject  to  certain  conditions  of  sale,  in  which  it  was  stated  that  there 
was  annexed  to  the  estate  the  right  of  presentation  to  an  almshouse  situate  in 
Fair  Maiden-lane,  to  which  an  annual  payment  of  145.  had  from  time  to  time 
been  paid  out  of  the  rents  of  the  estate,  which  was  also  subject  to  the  repairs  of 
such  almshouse  ; and  that  the  estate  was  therefore  sold  with  the  benefit  of  such 
right  of  presentation,  and  subject  to  all  payments  relative  thereto  to  which  it 
was  liable. 

It  appears  from  an  abstract  of  the  title  of  Mr.  Blackwell’s  houses,  that  the 
charge  of  the  yearly  payment  of  145.  was  first  noticed  in  a deed  dated  in 
1783. 

Mr.  Blackwell  has  repaired  the  northern  dwelling  of  the  almshouse,  and  he 
states  that  the  payments  which  he  makes  to  the  occupier  of  it  amount  to 
more  than  145.  per  annum.  To  the  preceding  occupier  whom  he  found 
there  at  the  time  of  his  purchase  he  paid  the  yearly  sum  of  135. 

The  other  dwelling  towards  the  south  is  inhabited  by  a poor  woman,  who  was 
placed  there  more  than  ten  years  ago,  by  Mrs.  Speering,  as  the  occupier  of 
a public-house  known  by  the  sign  of  the  Punch  Bowl,  at  the  corner  of  Barker 
Gate  and  Fair  Maiden-lane,  which,  with  some  small  houses  adjoining,  were  pur- 
chased by  her  husband  about  the  year  1807}  for  the  lives  of  two  brothers, 
James  Morley  and  Fillingham  Morley,  being  the  interest  which  they  took  under 
the  will  of  their  father  James  Morley,  dated  in  1786. 

Mrs.  Speering  states,  that  on  coming  to  reside  in  the  public-house  she  was 
informed  by  the  poor  woman  in  the  almshouse  that  it  was  subject  to  the  annual 
payments  of  135.  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  southern,  and  15.  to  the  inhabitant 
of  the  northern  dwelling,  and  that  she  made  these  payments  ; that  on  the  occur- 
rence of  a vacancy  in  the  southern  dwelling  she  placed  therein  an  old  woman  who 
was  related  to  her,  and  at  that  time  paid  the  expenses  of  repairing  it ; that  she 
continued  the  same  payments  until  the  death  of  that  person,  when  she  appointed 
the  present  occupier  to  live  in  the  almshouse,  but  discontinued  the  annual  pay- 
ments, being  advised  that  she  was  not  liable  to  them.  In  1822  Mr.  Speering 
sold  the  interest  in  the  public-house,  &c.,  which  he  had  purchased  of  the  Mor- 
leys,  to  Mr.  William  Alvey,  who  is  now  in  possession  of  it. 

We  are  informed  that  the  title  under  which  Speering’s  purchase  was  made 
commenced  with  the  will  of  James  Morley,  which  contains  no  notice  of  any 
charge  for  the  support  of  the  almshouse  or  its  inhabitants  on  the  premises 
thereby  devised. 

It  would  seem,  from  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786,  that  at  that  time  an 
annual  sum  of  125.  was  paid  by  Richard  Smith  (who  appears  to  have  been 
a former  owner  of  the  premises  now  belonging  to  Mr.  Blackwell),  and  that  an 
annual  sum  of  145.  was  also  paid  by  the  executors  of Morley. 

There  is  a strong  probability  that  the  latter  payment  was  made  in  respect  of 
the  premises  now  in  the  possession  of  Mr.  Alvey,  although  the  evidence  pro- 
duced to  us,  as  to  a charge  thereon,  is  not  so  satisfactory  as  that  which  relates 
to  the  property  belonging  to  Mr.  Blackwell. 
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Wartnaby’s  Almshouse. 


Nottingham. 


An  Instrument  was  produced  to  us,  bearing  date  30th  October  1672,  under  'Vartnaby’s  Alms- 
the  hand  and  seal  of  Barnaby  Wartnaby,  described  as  of  Nottingham,  black-  h°“se' 
smith,  and  intitled  “ The  Constitution  or  Foundation  made  by  him  for  the  good 
government  and  continuance  of  his  hospital  in  the  town  of  Nottingham,  being 
the  corner  house  adjoining  to  Fietcher-gate  on  the  west,  and  Pilcher-gate  on 
the  south,”  whereby  the  said  Barnaby  Wartnaby  ordered  and  appointed, 

1.  That  in  the  house  which  he  had  lately  erected  for  an  almshouse,  six  poor 
people  whom  he  had  placed  there,  viz.,  three  men  in  the  upper  room,  and  three 
women  in  the  nether  room,  during  their  lives,  and  others  after  their  deaths, 
should  be  continued  for  ever  ; and  that  the  men  and  women  so  to  be  placed 
there  should  be  single  persons  : 

2.  That  if  any  of  his  trustees  should  die  another  should  forthwith  be  chosen 
in  his  room  by  the  mayor  of  Nottingham  for  the  time  being,  and  the  greater 
number  of  his  trustees  out  of  the  burgesses  of  the  said  town  : 

3.  That  when  any  of  the  said  poor  people  should  die,  the  mayor  and  a greater 
number  of  the  trustees  should  appoint  another  poor  man  or  woman  in  his  or 
her  place : 

4.  That  his  almspeople,  on  the  expiration  of  every  two  years  should  have 
every  one  of  them  a new  gown  provided,  and  a cartload  of  coals  laid  down  at 
their  doors,  yearly,  in  every  summer  : 

5.  That  the  rents  of  his  two  houses  in  Nottingham,  adjoining  to  his  alms- 
houses, one  in  the  possession  of  R.  Blackstone,  being  31.  2s.  6d . per  annum, 
and  the  other  in  the  possession  of  William  Bilby,  being  30s.  per  annum, 
should  be  for  ever  after  his  death  employed  to  buy  gowns  for  his  said  alms- 
people, and  to  repair  his  said  houses  and  almshouse ; and  that  whether  any 
increase  or  decay  should  be  made  in  the  rents,  the  same  should  be  for  ever 
employed  to  the  said  uses  ; and  that  what  should  be  spared  should  be  kept  as 
a stock: 

6.  That  the  rents  and  profits  of  his  tenements  in  Woolpack-lane  should  be 
also  employed,  after  the  decease  of  himself  and  his  wife,  for  the  use  of  the  poor 
as  aforesaid,  to  buy  them  gowns  and  coals,  and  for  the  reparation  of  the  said 
almshouse,  and  the  said  houses  appointed  for  their  support,  and  that  what 
should  be  spared  should  be  kept  as  a stock  : 

7.  That  once  in  two  years  the  mayor  and  his  trustees  should  meet  to  take  an 
account  of  the  rents  raised  out  of  the  said  houses,  and  the  payments  and 
allowances  to  the  almspeople,  and  the  charges  of  the  repairs  of  the  premises, 
and  the  stock  remaining  in  their  hands,  at  which  meeting  5 s.  should  be 
expended  out  of  the  said  rent,  and  that  a book  should  be  bought  for  that  pur- 
pose, and  that  the  mayor  and  trustees  should  subscribe  their  names  as  witnesses 
to  the  said  account : 

8.  That  if  any  of  the  almspeople  should  be  drunken  or  debauched  persons, 
the  mayor  and  the  greater  number  of  trustees  might  put  them  forth  and  place 
others  in  their  places,  as  they  should  have  just  occasion. 


The  present  acting  trustees  of  this  almshouse  are  Messrs  Octavius  Sterland, 
Thomas  Hall,  Francis  Hardwick,  and  James  Severn.  Mr.  Sterland  informs 
us  that  no  document  relating  to  the  foundation  of  the  charity  can  be  found 
except  the  above-mentioned  “ Constitution,”  and  that  he  is  not  aware  of  there 
ever  having  been  any  deeds  for  the  appointment  of  new  trustees,  but  that  the 
surviving  trustees  have  from  time  to  time  chosen  others,  and  entries  of  such 
elections  have  been  made  in  the  account-book  of  the  charity. 

It  is  considered  that  the  trustees  ought  to  be  six  in  number  ; one  gentleman 
besides  those  above  mentioned,  who  was  chosen  a trustee  in  1801,  is  still  living, 
but  he  does  not  appear  to  have  ever  acted  in  the  management  of  the  trust, 
and  he  has  ceased  to  reside  at  Nottingham ; and  another  who  was  chosen  in 
1811  has  died  lately. 

The  last  time  at  which  the  mayor  of  Nottingham  appears  to  have  taken  any 
part  in  the  management  of  the  charity  was  in  1755,  when  the  accounts  were 
signed  by  the  then  mayor  and  six  trustees,  one  of  whom  was  at  the  same  meet- 
ing appointed  a trustee.  * 
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Nottingham.  The  almshouse,  which  is  situate  on  the  north  side  of  Pilcher-gate,  consists 
— ~ . of  three  rooms  above,  and  three  below  ; the  three  upper  rooms  are  inhabited

continued.  the  almshouse,  and  the  three  lower  rooms  are  inhabited  by  poor  women. 

\ ^ , 

The  property  belonging  to  the  charity  consists  of, 

1.  A house  bounded  on  the  east  by  the  hospital,  and  forming  the  corner  of 
Pilcher-gate  and  Fletcher-gate,  in  the  occupation  of  Charles  Walker,  at  the 
yearly  rent  of  8/.,  to  which  amount  it  was  raised  in  1815,  from  seven  guineas. 

2.  A house  in  Fletcher-gate,  adjoining  to  the  last-mentioned  house,  in  the 

occupation  of Bull,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  12/.  12s.  to  which  amount 

it  was  raised  in  1820,  from  11/.  There  is  a yard  behind  the  almshouse,  and 
these  two  houses,  for  the  common  use  of  all  the  inhabitants  thereof. 

3.  A house  on  the  south  side  of  Woolpack-lane,  with  a yard  and  work- 
shops, in  the  occupation  of Wild,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  20  /.,  to  which 

amount  it  was  raised  in  1826  from  18/. 

The  almshouse  and  all  the  other  above-mentioned  premises  are  in  bad 
repair,  but  those  in  Woolpack-lane  are  in  a better  state  than  the  rest.  A late 
tenant  who  quitted  the  latter  in  1826  is  stated  to  have  expended  nearly  200/. 
on  them  during  the  time  they  were  in  his  occupation  ; a sum,  exceeding  80/. 
was  also  laid  out  on  them  by  the  trustees  in  1815,  to  provide  for  which  expense 
100/.  stock  in  the  four  per  cents  was  sold  in  that  year  for  711.  155.  6d., 
having  been  purchased  in  1798  for  59/.  105.  6r/.,  being  part  of  a balance  then 
in  the  hands  of  the  treasurer. 

Mr.  Octavius  Sterland  states,  that  the  almshouse,  and  the  two  houses  in 
Pilcher-gate  and  Fletcher-gate,  are  in  a state  of  so  much  decay  that  they  ought 
to  be  rebuilt  if  a sufficient  fund  could  be  provided  for  that  purpose  ; he  also 
states,  that  in  his  opinion  it  would  be  advantageous  to  the  charity  if  these  build- 
ings, which  from  their  situation  might  be  expected  to  produce  a good  price, 
could  be  sold,  and  a part  of  the  purchase-money  applied,  either  in  converting 
into  almshouses  the  buildings  in  the  yard  behind  the  house  in  Woolpack-lane, 
or  in  erecting  new  almshouses  there,  and  the  residue  thereof  invested  on  some 
good  security.  There  is  however  no  authority  in  the  trustees  to  sell  any  part 
of  the  trust-property ; the  only  mode  in  which  it  can  correctly  be  disposed  of 
is  by  exchange,  under  the  powers  of  the  Act  of  1st  and  2d  Geo.  4th,  c.  92. 

The  almspeople  are  appointed  by  the  acting  trustees  in  rotation  ; all  of  those 
now  in  the  almshouse  belong  to  one  or  other  of  the  parishes  of  Nottingham, 
but  there  have  been  instances  in  which  persons  have  been  elected  from  other 
places.  It  would  seem,  from  the  tenor  of  the  constitutions  framed  by  the 
donor,  that  his  charity  was  intended  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  of  the  town 
of  Nottingham  only. 

Until  the  year  1790  the  almspeople  received  coals  and  clothing,  but  no 
pecuniary  allowance ; in  that  year  payments  were  made  to  them  of  6r/.  each 
per  week,  which  in  1799  were  increased  to  25.  6 o',  per  calendar  month;  in 
1805,  to  45.,  and  in  1826  to  65.  per  calendar  month,  their  present  amount. 
Each  of  them  receives  annually  105.  6 (I.  in  lieu  of  clothing,  and  a further  pay- 
ment of  65.  at  the  time  of  Nottingham  Goose-fair;  and  also  two  tons  of  coals 
in  the  course  of  the  year,  the  cost  of  which  now  amounts  to  9/-  125.;  some 
of  the  almspeople,  in  addition  to  these  allowances,  receive  relief  from  the 
parishes  to  which  they  belong.  An  annual  sum  of  1/.  45.  is  paid  for  insurance, 
and  the  repairs  of  the  almshouse  and  other  buildings  are  also  defrayed  by 
the  treasurer. 

One  of  the  trustees  acts  as  treasurer,  receives  the  rents,  makes  the  payments, 
and  keeps  the  accounts ; the  treasurer’s  accounts  are  examined  at  a meeting  of 
the  trustees,  holden  for  that  purpose  usually  once  in  two  or  three  years.  The 
last  audit  took  place  in  December  1825  ; on  1st  March  1S28,  there  was 
a balance  in  the  treasurer’s  hands  of  321.  11  5.  7 d. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  donor’s  directions  were  that  the  rents  and  profits 
of  the  houses  given  by  him  should  be  applied  in  providing  gowns  and  coals 
for  the  almspeople,  and  in  repairing  the  buildings.  It  appears  to  11s  therefore, 
that  it  would  be  consonant  to  his  intentions,  if  the  pecuniary  allowances  now 
made  were  gradually  withdrawn,  as  vacancies  may  occur  in  the  almshouse  by 

death 
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death  ; and  if  the  residue* of  the  income  beyond  what  may  be  required  for  the  Nottingham, 
annual  repairs,  the  purchase  of  coals,  and  the  usual  allowances  for  clothing, 
were  permitted  to  accumulate  as  a fund  for  rebuilding  the  almshouses  and  the 
adjoining  tenements. 

Collin’s  Hospital  and  other  Charities. 

Abel  Collin,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  4th  February  1704,  after  giving  Collin’s  Hospital, 
(amongst  other  legacies)  20/.  to  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  parish  and  other  Charities 
of  St.  Nicholas,  Nottingham,  to  be  laid  out  in  buying  coals  at  the  most  advan- 
tageous time  of  the  summer,  at  the  cheapest  rate,  to  be  sold  to  the  poor 
of  the  said  parish  in  the  winter  time  following,  at  the  same  rate  they  should 
be  bought  in,  so  that  the  said  sum  might  remain  for  ever  as  a stock  for  buying 
coals  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  said  parish ; and  15  /.  to  the  churchwardens 
and  overseers  of  the  parish  of  St.  Peter,  and  20/.  to  the  churchwardens  and 
overseers  of  the  parish  of  St.  Mary,  for  the  like  purpose  of  buying  coals  for 
the  benefit  of  the  poor  of  those  parishes  respectively ; and  after  giving  to  the 
poor  debtors  in  Nottingham  town-gaol,  1 s.  weekly,  to  be  paid  by  his  executor 
and  his  heirs  on  every  Saturday  for  ever,  and  to  the  poor  debtors  in  Notting- 
ham county-gaol,  the  like  weekly  sum,  to  be  paid  in  the  same  manner,  gave 
to  his  cousin  Mr.  Thomas  Smith  (whom  he  appointed  sole  executor  of  his  will) 
all  the  residue  of  his  personal  estate  to  be  by  him  employed  on  the  building 
of  some  little  houses,  and  endowing  the  same  for  some  poor  men  and  women 
to  dwell  in,  belonging  to  some  of  the  aforesaid  parishes,  together  with  all  the 
legacies  of  such  of  his  legatees  as  should  happen  to  die  before  those  legacies 
should  become  due. 

In  1708,  the  above-mentioned  Thomas  Smith,  as  the  trustee  under  Mr.  Col- 
lin’s will,  laid  out  8 51.  in  the  purchase  of  a close  in  Nottingham,  at  the  Moot- 
hall  Gate,  called  the  Tenter  Close,  containing  by  estimation  one  acre,  and 
81.  more  in  the  purchase  of  a small  piece  of  ground  in  Hounds-gate.  In  1712  he 
purchased  for  the  sum  of  2,948  /.  an  estate  situate  in  the  parish  of  Burrough, 
in  the  county  of  Leicester,  consisting  of  several  closes,  containing  in  the  whole, 
by  estimation,  244  acres.  In  1722  he  purchased  for  580 /.  a house  situate  in 
the  Broad  Marsh,  Nottingham,  with  a kiln  and  malt-rooms,  and  a close,  adjoin- 
ing to  the  said  house,  containing  by  estimation  four  acres,  and  a piece  of 
enclosed  ground  lying  on  the  north  side  of  that  close,  all  which  premises  were 
commonly  called  the  Friars,  and  were  theretofore  part  of  the  possessions  of  the 
dissolved  house  called  the  Grey  Friars.  In  1724,  the  mayor  and  burgesses  of 
Nottingham,  in  consideration  of  10s.,  granted  to  the  said  Thomas  Smith  and 
his  heirs  a piece  of  waste  ground,  lying  at  the  west  end  of  the  Broad  Marsh, 
containing  in  length  from  east  to  west,  58  feet,  and  in  breadth  from  south  to 
north,  15  feet,  in  trust,  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  hospital  at  Nottingham, 
founded  by  Abel  Collin. 

By  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release,  bearing  date  17th  and  18th  June, 

1782,  between  Abel  Smith,  esquire,  of  the  one  part,  and  Sir  Thomas  Parkyns, 
of  Bunny,  bart.,  Samuel  Smith,  Thomas  Boote,  and  Thomas  Cox,  of  Notting- 
ham, of  the  other  part,  reciting  the  bequests  in  the  will  of  the  said  Abel  Collin 
for  the  poor  debtors  in  the  town-gaol  and  county-gaol  of  Nottingham,  and  the 
bequest  of  the  residue  of  his  personal  property  for  building  and  endowing  alms- 
houses, and  reciting  the  several  conveyances  of  the  above-mentioned  premises 
in  1708,  1712,  1722,  and  1724,  to  the  said  Thomas  Smith  ; and  reciting  that  all 
those  premises  were  purchased  by  him  out  of  the  surplus  of  the  personal  estate 
of  the  said  Abel  Collin,  after  payment  of  his  debts,  legacies,  and  funeral 
expenses,  and  in  part  execution  of  the  trusts  of  his  will ; and  reciting  that  the 
said  Thomas  Smith,  with  other  part  of  the  residue  of  the  personal  estate  of  the 
said  Abel  Collin,  caused  several  houses,  since  called  Collin’s  Hospital,  to  be 
built  on  a part  of  the  land  so  purchased,  in  a place  called  Friar’s-lane  ; and  that 
he  entered  on  and  continued  in  the  management  of  the  said  charity  till  his 
decease;  and  reciting,  that  the  said  Thomas  Smith,  by  his  will,  in  1727,  devised 
the  residue  of  his  estate,  both  real  and  personal,  to  his  wife,  Mary  Smith,  and 
his  brothers,  Samuel  and  Abel  Smith,  on  the  trusts  in  that  will  mentioned ; and 
declared  that  the  lands  which  he  had  purchased  at  Burrough  Hill,  in  the  county 
of  Leicester,  and  the  Grey  Friars,  in  the  town  of  Nottingham,  were  made  with 
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the  trust-money  of  his  uncle,  Abel  Collin,  and  were  to  be  held  accordingly; 
and  reciting  that  the  said  Abel  Smith  (the  brother  of  Thomas  Smith)  survived 
the  said  Mary  Smith  and  Samuel  Smith,  and  died  in  1756,  having  devised  to 
his  son,  the  said  Abel  Smith  (party  thereto)  and  his  heirs,  the  estates  belonging 
to  Collin’s  and  Labray’s  hospitals,  subject  to  such  payments,  nominations,  rules 
and  orders,  and  all  other  matters  as  had  been  usually  paid  and  done  by  him,  of 
his  said  brother  Thomas  Smith,  in  relation  to  the  said  hospitals ; and  reciting, 
that  by  a decree  of  the  Court  of  Chancery,  bearing  date  15th  March  1779,  in 
a cause  wherein  the  Attorney- General,  at  the  relation  of  Sir  George  Smith, 
then  Sir  George  Bromley,  grandson  and  heir  at  law  of  the  said  Abel  Smith,  the 
elder,  was  plaintiff,  and  the  said  Abel  Smith,  party  thereto,  was  defendant,  it 
was  ordered,  that  the  charity  given  by  the  will  of  the  said  Abel  Collin  should 
be  established,  and  that  the  parties  should  propose  a plan  before  one  of  the 
Masters  of  the  Court  for  the  application  of  the  charity -fund ; and  that  the 
Master  should  state  the  same,  and  his  opinion  thereon,  to  the  Court ; and  that 
the  defendant  should  be  at  liberty  to  nominate  proper  persons  before  the 
Master  to  be  trustees  of  the  charity-estate  for  his  approbation ; and  that  the 
estate  should  be  conveyed  to  such  persons,  and  their  heirs,  as  the  said  Master 
should  approve  of ; and  that  such  trustees  should  declare  the  trusts  thereof;  and 
that  such  conveyance  should  be  settled  by  the  Master  ; and  it  being  admitted 
on  both  sides  that  there  was  remaining  in  the  defendant’s  hands  830/.  7 s.  5d 
being  the  balance  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  charity-estates,  after  deducting 
the  sums  applied  to  the  use  of  the  charity,  it  was  ordered  that  the  defendant 
should  pay  the  residue  thereof,  after  payment  of  the  parties  costs  of  that  suit, 
to  the  persons  so  to  be  appointed  trustees,  to  be  applied  by  them  to  the  use  of 
the  charity  ; and  reciting,  that  the  said  Master,  by  his  report,  bearing  date 
2d  July  1781,  certified  that  the  defendant  had  laid  a plan  before  him  for  the 
future  application  of  the  charity-fund,  whereby  he  proposed  that  the  clear  rents 
and  profits  of  the  charity-estates,  after  deducting  taxes,  expenses  of  repairs,  and 
other  outgoings,  should  be  applied  by  the  trustees  for  the  time  being  in  manner 
following,  viz.  to  the  poor  debtors  in  the  gaols  of  the  county  of  Nottingham,  Is. 
a week,  or  2/.  12s.  per  annum,  to  the  poor  debtors  in  the  gaol  of  the  town  and 
county  of  the  town  of  Nottingham  1 s.  a week,  or  2/.  12  s.  per  annum ; and  to  main- 
tain the  poor  old  men  or  women,  being  widowers,  widows,  or  unmarried,  in  the 
20  almshouses  in  the  upper  part  of  the  hospital,  called  Collin’s  Hospital,  such  men 
and  women  being  of  the  age  of  60  years  or  upwards,  to  be  chosen  by  the  trustees, 
and  to  be  removable  for  misbehaviour  at  their  discretion  ; and  to  pay  to  each  of 
those  20  poor  persons  2 s.  a week,  which  would  amount  to  the  yearly  sum  of 
104/.;  and  to  provide  30cwt.  of  coal  for  each  of  those  20  persons,  which  at  the 
average  price  of  15s.  for  every  30  cwt.  delivered  at  the  hospital,  would  amount 
to  the  yearly  sum  of  15/.;  and  to  provide  30  cwt.  of  coals  for  each  of  the  four 
persons  resident  in  that  part  of  Collin’s  Hospital  called  the  Lower  Hospital, 
such  persons  to  be  of  the  age  of  60  years  or  upwards,  to  be  chosen  by  the  trus- 
tees, and  to  be  removable  for  misbehaviour  at  their  discretion,  amounting  to  the 
yearly  sum  of  31.:  and  that  it  was  further  proposed,  that  so  much  of  the  above- 
mentioned  sum  of  330/.  7-s*  -5  c?.  as  should  remain  after  payment  of  the  costs  of 
that  suit,  should  be  placed  out  at  interest  on  Government  security,  and  the 
interest  applied  from  time  to  time,  as  there  should  be  occasion,  to  make  good 
any  deficiency  of  the  rents  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  and  that  the  principal 
might  remain  a fund  for  any  extraordinary  expenses  that  might  thereafter  be 
necessary  for  the  purposes  of  the  charity  ; provided,  that  if  the  clear  rents  and 
profits,  and  the  said  interest,  should  prove  insufficient  to  answer  the  said  weekly 
payments  of  2 s.  to  each  of  the  20  poor  persons,  the  trustees  should  be  empow- 
ered to  make  a proportionable  abatement  from  such  weekly  allowance ; pro- 
vided also,  that  if  the  said  rents  and  profits,  and  interest,  should  prove  more 
than  sufficient  for  the  said  purposes,  the  overplus  should  at  the  end  of  every 
three  years  be  applied,  first  in  weekly  payments  of  2 s.  to  each  of  the  persons 
who  should  inhabit  the  four  houses  in  the  lower  hospital,  and  next  in  increasing 
the  weekly  payments  of  the  20  poor  persons  in  the  upper  hospital,  proportion- 
ably,  or  in  such  manner  as  the  trustees  for  the  time  being,  or  the  major  part  of 
them,  should  direct ; and  that  the  said  Master  stated,  that  he  approved  of  the 
said  plan,  and  certified,  that  the  said  Sir  Thomas  Parkyns,  Samuel  Smith,  Tho- 
mas Boote,  and  Thomas  Cox,  had  been  proposed  by  the  defendant  Abel  Smith 
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to  be  jointly  with  him  appointed  trustees  of  the  charity-estate,  and  that  tire  Nottingham, 
said  Master  had  approved  of  them  as  proper  persons  for  that  purpose  ; and 
reciting,  that  the  said  Master’s  report  was  confirmed  by  an  order  made  in  the  an^  oth^er  Charities, 
said  cause  on  19th  December  1781  ; and  reciting  that  the  said  Master  had  continued, 

approved  of  that  indenture,  and  had  signed  his  allowance  in  the  margin  thereof;  " ' 

the  said  Abel  Smith  conveyed  to  the  said  Sir  Thomas  Parkyns,  and  the  other 
parties  of  the  second  part,  and  their  heirs,  all  the  premises  conveyed  to  the  said 
Thomas  Smith  by  the  several  deeds  therein  recited,  on  trust,  to  receive  the 
rents  and  profits  of  the  said  premises,  and  after  payment  of  all  taxes,  expenses 
of  repairs,  and  other  outgoings  incident  thereto,  to  apply  the  clear  rents  and 
profits  in  the  manner  and  according  to  the  plan  set  forth  in  the  said  Master’s 
report;  and  it  was  declared  that  when  the  then  appointed  trustees,  or  any  future 
trustees,  should  by  death  be  reduced  to  three,  the  survivors  should  convey  the 
said  premises  to  two  or  more  other  persons,  to  be  nominated  by  such  survivors, 
to  the  use  of  the  survivors  and  the  new  trustees  on  the  trusts  aforesaid ; and  it 
was  also  provided,  that  the  trustees  might  retain  all  charges,  losses,  and  ex- 
penses which  they  might  sustain  in  the  execution  of  the  trust. 

By  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release,  bearing  date  6th  and  7th  October 
1788,  the  release  being  indorsed  on  the  above-recited  release  of  18th  June 
1782.  The  said  Sir  Thomas  Parkyns,  Samuel  Smith,  and  Thomas  Boote,  as 
the  surviving  trustees  under  that  deed,  conveyed  the  trust-estates  to  Robert 
Smith  and  George  Smith,  esquires,  two  of  the  sons  of  Abel  Smith,  (party  to 
the  indenture  of  the  18th  June  1782),  and  their  heirs,  to  the  use  of  the  said 
Robert  Smith  and  George  Smith,  and  of  the  said  Sir  Thomas  Parkyns,  Samuel 
Smith,  and  Thomas  Boote,  and  their  heirs,  on  the  trusts  aforesaid. 

By  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release,  bearing  date  22d  and  23d  May  1827, 
also  indorsed  on  the  release  of  1782,  Robert  Lord  Carrington,  Samuel  Smith, 
and  George  Smith,  as  the  surviving  trustees  under  the  deed  of  1788,  conveyed 
the  trust-premises  to  Abel  Smith  and  Henry  Smith,  sons  of  the  said  Samuel 
Smith,  and  John  Henry  Smith,  son  of  the  said  George  Smith,  to  the  use  of  all 
the  parties  thereto,  and  their  heirs,  on  the  trusts  aforesaid. 

All  the  parties  to  this  deed  are  now  living.  The  hospital  is  principally  under 
the  management  of  Henry  Smith,  esquire,  who  resides  at  Wilford,  near  Not- 
tingham, and  who  had  had  the  superintendance  of  it  for  several  years  previous 
to  his  being  appointed  a trustee,  on  behalf  of  his  father  and  uncles. 

The  property  belonging  to  the  charity  consists  of, 

1.  A farm,  comprising  several  closes  in  the  parish  of  Burrough,  in  the  county 
of  Leicester,  containing  in  the  whole  207  a.  2 r.  24  p.  in  the  occupation  of 
Catharine  Higgs  and  John  Higgs,  as  yearly  tenants,  at  the  rent  of  400/.  per 
annum,  and  three  more  closes  in  the  same  parish,  containing  in  the  whole 
30  a.  3r.  9p.  in  the  occupation  of  Robert  Humberstone,  as  yearly  tenant,  at 
the  rent  of  50/.  per  annum.  There  is  no  house  on  either  of  these  farms,  both 
of  which  consist  of  grass-land.  In  1811  they  were  let  for  terms  of  seven  years, 
the  former  at  the  rent  of  487/.  19  s.  6d.  which  at  the  expiration  of  that  term 
was  lowered  to  its  present  amount,  and  the  latter  at  JJl.  per  annum,  which  at 
the  expiration  of  the  term  was  lowered  to  65 1.  In  1821  this  rent  was  further 
reduced  to  551.,  and  in  1823  to  43/;  in  1825  it  was  again  raised  to  551.,  and 
at  Lady-day  1827  reduced  to  its  present  amount.  The  present  rents  were  fixed 
on  the  valuation  of  a surveyor,  and  are  stated  to  be  the  fair  value  of  the  lands. 

There  is  some  growing  timber  on  this  estate.  In  1825  a sum  of  81/.  155., 
received  for  timber  sold,  was  carried  to  the  account  of  the  charity. 

2.  A parcel  of  land  in  the  Broad  Marsh,  Nottingham,  containing  by  ad- 
measurement 4 a.  3 r.  15  p.  or  23,443  square  yards,  with  a house  and  several 
other  buildings  thereon. 

These  premises  had  been,  until  Lady-day  1827,  held  at  a rent  of  30/.  per 
annum,  under  a lease  bearing  date  9th  May  1728,  whereby  the  before-men- 
tioned Mary  Smith,  Samuel  Smith,  and  Abel  Smith,  as  the  executors  and 
devisees  of  the  before-mentioned  Thomas  Smith,  demised  to  Francis  Gawthern 
a close  lately  used  as  a nursery  or  garden,  near  the  Broad  Marsh,  called  the 
Grey  Friars  Close,  and  a piece  of  ground  on  the  north  side  thereof,  formerly 
used  as  a garden,  for  a term  of  99  years  from  Lady-day  then  last,  at  the  rent

nued‘  By  the  same  lease,  after  reciting  that  the  said  Francis  Gawthern  held  by  lease 
from  the  said  Thomas  Smith  a messuage,  with  the  appurtenances,  parcel  of  the 
said  Grey  Friars,  at  10/.  5 s.  per  annum,  for  60  years  from  25th  March  1723, 
the  said  lessors,  as  much  as  in  them  lay,  promised  and  agreed  that  the  said 
Francis  Gawthern,  his  executors,  &c.  should  hold  the  same  under  the  said  rent 
of  10/.  os.  from  the  expiration  of  the  said  term  of  60  years  to  the  end  of  the 
term  thereby  granted,  the  said  Francis  Gawthern,  his  executors,  &c.  keeping 
and  leaving  the  premises  in  good  repair. 

At  the  expiration  of  this  lease  in  1827,  the  buildings  which  had  been  erected 
on  the  demised  premises  were  in  a dilapidated  state.  The  land  (part  of  which 
formed  a field  called  the  Paddock,  and  the  residue  was  divided  into  gardens) 
and  also  the  buildings  were  at  that  time  in  the  occupation  of  various  persons 
as  tenants  to  Mr.  Francis  Gawthern,  (a  relation  of  the  original  lessee),  in  whom 
the  lease  had  become  vested.  The  dilapidations  were  valued  by  two  surveyors 
at  320/.,  which  sum  has  been  paid  by  Mr.  Gawthern  to  the  trustees ; and  some 
of  the  most  ruinous  buildings  have  been  pulled  down  since  the  expiration  of  the 
lease.  The  premises  are  now  in  the  occupation  of  several  tenants,  whose  rents 
amount  in  the  whole  to  160/.  17^.  2 <7.  per  annum,  but  it  appears  from  an 
estimate  lately  made  by  a surveyor,  that  this  amount  would  probably  be  lessened 
by  loss  of  rents  due  from  some  of  the  small  tenants,  repairs  of  buildings,  ex- 
penses of  collecting  the  rents,  &c.  to  123/.,  and  in  order  to  support  these  rents 
considerable  sums  must  be  expended  by  the  trustees  in  substantial  repairs, 
which,  with  a view  to  the  future  improvement  of  the  property,  is  not  consi- 
dered advisable.  A reduction  must  therefore  be  made  from  some  of  the  rents, 
and  it  is  estimated  that  the  clear  annual  income  of  the  premises  in  their  present 
state  will  be  about  105/. 

Since  the  expiration  of  the  above-mentioned  lease  the  trustees  have  agreed 
to  purchase  from  Mr.  Gawthern,  the  late  holder  thereof,  for  525  /.,  a strip  of 
land  containing  363  square  yards,  with  a house  thereon  in  bad  repair,  fronting 
to  the  street  called  Broad  Marsh,  and  adjoining  backwards  to  the  land  of  the 
charity,  in  the  expectation  that  it  will  increase  the  value  of  the  latter.  It  was 
intended  that  this  purchase  should  be  completed  at  Lady-day  1828. 

It  is  stated  that  the  situation  of  the  land  in  the  Broad  Marsh  is  well  calcu- 
lated for  building,  and  it  is  hoped  that  either  by  building  leases,  or  by  exchange 
of  this  part  of  the  property  under  the  Act  of  1 and  2 George  4,  c.  92,  a consi- 
derable addition  may  be  made  to  the  income  of  the  charity,  but  it  would  be 
difficult  to  estimate  with  any  degree  of  accuracy  the  amount  of  such  increase, 
and  as  the  present  time  is  not  considered  favourable  for  thus  disposing  of  the 
land,  it  is  proposed  by  the  trustees  to  allow  the  premises  to  remain  for  the  pre- 
sent in  the  occupation  of  the  several  tenants.  It  is  however  stated  to  be 
necessary,  in  order  to  protect  the  land  so  occupied  from  trespasses,  to  erect 
a wall  without  delay  on  parts  of  the  eastern  and  southern  boundaries 
thereof. 

3.  There  is  also  belonging  to  this  charity  a sum  of  6,800/.  three  per  cent 
consols,  now  standing  in  the  names  of  Lord  Carrington  and  Samuel  Smith, 
esquire,  and  producing  dividends  amounting  to  204/.  per  annum. 

In  1799,  the  trustees  were  possessed  of  1,200/.  consolidated  three  per  cents’ 
which  had  probably  arisen  from  the  balance  remaining  of  the  sum  of  330/.  7 s.  5 s. 
(stated  in  the  decree  of  the  Court  of  Chancery  in  1779,  as  recited  in  the  trust- 
deed  ot  1782,  to  be  in  the  hands  of  Abel  Smith,  the  defendant  in  the  cause) 
after  the  payment  of  the  costs  of  the  parties  to  the  suit  out  of  that  sum,  and 
from  subsequent  purchases  of  stock  made  with  surplus  of  income.  In  Novem- 
ber 1799,  part  of  the  above-mentioned  stock,  amounting  to  827/.  18s.  ll«Z-» 
was  transferred  for  the  redemption  of  the  land-tax  of  the  estate  at  Burrough, 
amounting  to  22/.  11  s.  7|  d.  per  annum.  This  reduced  the  amount  of  stock 
to  372/.  Is.  Id.

The  hospital,  which  is  situate  between  Park-street  and  Hounds-gate,  Notting- 
ham, consists  of 

1.  A large  building,  forming  the  corner  of  Park-street  and  Spaniel-row,  and 
containing  20  dwellings,  each  comprising  a room  and  pantry  below,  and  a bed- 
room and  closet  above. 

2.  Two  smaller  buildings  fronting  towards  Hounds-gate,  called  in  the  decree 
of  1779  “ the  Lower  Hospital,”  each  containing  two  dwellings,  with  accommo- 
dations nearly  similar  to  those  in  the  larger  building.  The  whole  of  the  hospital 
is  in  very  good  repair. 

Between  the  larger  and  smaller  buildings  there  is  a garden  divided  into 
small  parcels  amongst  the  inhabitants  of  the  hospital,  who  are  24  in  number, 
and  are  appointed  by  the  trustees,  as  vacancies  occur  by  death  or  removal, 
being  either  widowers,  widows,  or  unmarried  persons.  They  are  usually  per- 
sons who  have  seen  better  days,  and  are  in  reduced  circumstances.  It  is 
required  that  they  should  belong  to  one  of  the  three  parishes  of  Nottingham, 
and  they  should  not  be  at  the  time  of  their  appointment  in  the  receipt  of 
parish-relief.  In  1824,  a regulation  was  made  that  no  person  should  be  ad- 
mitted into  the  hospital  under  the  age  of  70  years.  Previous  to  that  year  they 
were  considered  admissible  at  the  age  of  66.  Applications  of  candidates 
desirous  of  admission,  accompanied  with  testimonials  of  character,  are  made  to 
Mr.  Henry  Smith,  who  inquires  into  the  merits  and  necessities  of  the  appli- 
cants, and  usually  gives  a preference  to  the  oldest  of  them,  if  found  to  be 
deserving.  At  the  time  of  our  investigation  eight  of  the  almspeople  were  men, 
and  the  remaining  16  women.  They  are  appointed  indiscriminately  of  either 
sex. 

Mr.  Henry  Smith  states,  that  since  he  has  had  the  principal  management  of 
the  charity  there  have  been  only  three  removals  of  persons  from  the  almshouse, 
one  for  misconduct,  one  of  an  old  woman  who  was  from  age  and  infirmity  in- 
competent to  take  care  of  herself,  and  was  unable  to  pay  lor  a person  to  take 
care  of  her,  and  one  of  a man  who  gave  up  his  situation  in  consequence  of  his 
becoming'  entitled  to  some  property.  A register  is  kept  by  Mr.  Henry  Smith, 
containing  the  names  of  the  almspeople,  their  ages  when  admitted,  the  date  of 
their  admission,  the  names  of  the  persons  by  whom  they  are  recommended,  and 
the  time  of  their  death  or  removal  from  the  hospital. 

Each  of  the  24  inhabitants  of  the  hospital  receives  4 s.  per  week,  paid  every 
Saturday,  the  whole  of  which  amounts  to  249/.  125.  per  annum,  and  an  allow- 
ance of  coals  twice  in  the  year  ; viz.,  one  ton  in  June,  and  one  ton  and  a half 
in  November,  the  cost  of  which  now  amounts  in  the  whole  to  46/.  10  5. 

The  residue  of  the  usual  annual  expenditure  on  account  of  the  charity  con- 
sists of

** _ ' And  two  sums  of  2 /.  12s.  each,  which  are  paid  in  respect  of  Mr.  Collin’s 

donations  for  the  benefit  of  poor  debtors  in  Nottingham  town-gaol  and  Not- 
tingham county-gaol,  to  the  respective  gaolers  thereof,  and  distributed  by  them 
amongst  the  poor  debtors. 

In  1825,  a sum  of  20/.  was  allowed  to  Catherine  Higgs  and  John  Higgs, 
the  tenants  of  part  of  the  estate  at  Burrough,  for  draining,  and  a similar  allow- 
ance was  made  to  them  in  1827.  I11  the  latter  year  a sum  of  43  /.  14  s.  5 d. 

was  paid  for  pulling  down  some  of  the  dilapidated  buildings  on  the  Broad 
Marsh,  and  repairing  others,  and  a sum  of  18/.  10  s.  6d.  was  paid  for  the 
expense  of  the  new  trust-deeds. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  statement  that  the  present  annual  amount  of 
the  rents  and  dividends  arising  from  the  property  belonging  to  this  charity 
very  considerably  exceeds  the  expenditure,  and  it  may  be  expected  that  at  no 
distant  period  a further  increase  of  income  will  be  derived  from  the  property 
in  the  Broad  Marsh  ; it  is  therefore  proper  that  the  benefits  of  the  charity 
should  be  extended. 

Mr.  Henry  Smith  states  that  the  applications  for  admission  to  the  hospital 
according  to  the  present  regulations  are  very  numerous ; that  most  of  the 
inhabitants  are  enabled  to  earn  by  their  labour  a small  addition  to  the  allow- 
ances which  they  receive ; and  that  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  trustees  that  it 
would  be  more  beneficial  to  erect  additional  almshouses  for  a further  number 
of  poor  persons,  than  to  increase  the  allowances  to  the  present  number.  He 
also  states,  that  it  is  proposed  to  build  such  additional  houses  whenever  a proper 
site  for  them  can  be  obtained  by  purchase. 

The  rents  and  dividends  belonging  to  this  hospital  are  received  at  the  bank 
of  Messrs  Smith,  at  Nottingham,  the  payments  are  made  from  thence,  and  the 
accounts  of  each  year  are  entered  in  the  bank-ledgers.  It  appeared  to  us 
desirable,  that  in  addition  to  these  entries,  the  accounts  should  be  annually 
transcribed  in  a separate  book,  to  be  kept  for  the  greater  convenience  of 
reference,  and  Mr.  Henry  Smith  informed  us  that  this  suggestion  should  be 
complied  with. 

The  balance  at  the  bank  in  favour  of  this  charity,  on  March  1st  1828,  was 
346/.  3s.  4fd.,  but  the  sum  of  525/.,  payable  on  25th  of  that  month,  for  the 
strip  of  land  in  the  Broad  Marsh,  which  the  trustees  had  agreed  to  purchase 
as  before  stated,  would  more  than  exhaust  that  balance. 

Launder' s Gift. — The  Rev.  Abel  Collin  Launder , by  his  Will,  bearing  date 
31st  August  1801,  and  proved  in  January  1804,  in  the  Prerogative  Court  of 
Canterbury,  gave  to  Samuel  Smith,  esquire,  and  Mr.  Thomas  Smith,  and  the 
survivor  of  them  and  his  heirs,  his  share  of  222/.  in  the  Nottingham  Water- 
works Company,  on  trust,  to  pay  the  dividends  of  the  same  towards  augment- 
ing, by  equal  portions,  the  weekly  pay  of  each  of  the  inhabitants  of  Abel 
Collins’s  hospital  in  Nottingham. 

From  1805  to  the  present  time  the  inhabitants  of  this  hospital  have  received 
the  benefit  of  twenty  twenty-seventh  parts  of  an  original  share  of  the  Not- 
tingham Waterworks,  the  other  seven  twenty-sevenths  being  the  property  of  an 
individual.  Probably  the  sum  of  222/.  mentioned  in  the  donor’s  will  was  the 
amount  of  the  price  of  the  portion  of  a share  which  he  had  purchased,  and 
which  he  bequeathed  to  the  charity.  By  an  Act  of  Parliament,  passed  in 
1827,  each  of  the  original  shares  of  the  waterworks,  being  32  in  number,  was 
divided  into  four.  A dividend  is  usually  paid  twice  in  the  year,  the  amount 
of  which  on  each  share,  from  1818  to  1825,  varied  from  22/.  to  29/.  per  annum. 
In  1826  only  one  dividend  of  51.  was  paid,  a reservation  being  made  to  pro- 
vide for  the  expenses  of  the  Act  of  Parliament,  but  in  1827,  the  dividends 
amounted  to  35  /.  per  share,  the  proportion  of  which  belonging  to  the  charity 
was  2 51.  18 s.  7 d.  The  income  derived  from  this  donation  is  carried  to  the 
general  account  of  the  hospital  kept  at  the  bank  of  Messrs  Smith,  and  the 
amount  is  from  time  to  time  equally  divided  amongst  the  inhabitants  of  the 
hospital.  A part  only  of  the  sum  of  25/.  18  s.  7 d.,  received  in  1827,  amount- 
ing to  13/.  4 s.y  was  distributed  at  Christmas  in  that  year  in  equal  portions  of

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11s.  to  each  inhabitant,  and  the  residue  thereof,  being  1 2/.  14s.  7 d.  remained, 
in  hand,  at  the  time  of  our  Investigation,  for  a future  distribution,  together  with 
a further  sum  of  7 /•  8 s.  9,d.  received  in  January  1828,  as  the  portion  payable 
to  the  charity  of  a dividend  then  made.

Collin’s  Hospital, 
and  other  Charities, 
continued. 


The  sums  of  20/.,  15/.,  and  20/.,  given  by  the  Will  of  Abel  Collin  to  the 
churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  parishes  of  St.  Nicholas,  St.  Peter,  and 
St.  Mary,  in  this  town  respectively,  for  purchasing  coals  in  the  summer,  to  be 
sold  to  the  poor  thereof  in  the  winter,  appear  to  have  been  paid  to  the  officers 
of  the  several  parishes,  and  to  have  been  for  a considerable  time  after  his 
death  applied  according  to  his  direction,  but  ultimately  to  have  been  absorbed 
in  the  general  accounts  of  the  respective  parishes.  It  is  stated  that  in  con- 
sequence of  coals  being  now  brought  by  the  canal  to  Nottingham,  there  is  little 
variation  in  the  price  of  them  in  the  course  of  the  year,  and  that  the  appli- 
cation of  these  sums  as  directed  by  Mr.  Collin  would  be  of  no  utility.  In 
the  parish  of  St.  Mary,  the  last  entry  of  a receipt  of  money  on  account  of  this 
charity  is  in  the  churchwarden’s  account  for  1763,  in  which  the  sum  of 
81.  5 s.  3d.  is  accounted  for  as  received  for  coals.  It  will  appear  from  a sub- 
sequent part  of  this  Report  that  the  inhabitants  of  this  parish  have  lately 
adopted  the  recommendation  of  a committee  appointed  to  inquire  into  the 
charities  thereof,  that  20 s.  per  annum,  as  the  interest  of  the  above-mentioned 
20/.  given  by  Mr.  Collin,  shall  be  applied  by  the  churchwardens  to  charitable 
purposes. 

In  the  parish  of  St.  Nicholas,  it  was  at  a vestry-meeting  in  1746  agreed,  that 
as  the  church-gates  were  grown  rotten,  and  as  the  20/.  given  by  Mr.  Abel 
Collin  to  purchase  coals  had  not  been  serviceable  of  late  years,  either  to  the 
poor  or  the  parish,  and  as  Mr.  Abel  Smith  had  consented  that  the  said  20/. 
might  be  applied  to  any  other  purpose  more  advantageous,  the  said  20/.  should 
be  applied  to  buy  a new  pair  of  iron  gates,  and  to  other  purposes  as  the 
churchwardens  should  think  fit,  and  that  whenever  Mr.  Abel  Smith  required 
it,  the  20/.  should  be  raised  and  applied  as  at  first ; and  that  in  the  mean  time 
the  churchwardens  should  pay  20 s.  per  annum  to  be  given  in  coals  to  the  poor 
of  the  parish.  The  annual  sum  of  20 s.  does  not  appear  to  have  been  thus 
applied  for  many  years  past. 

In  the  parish  of  St.  Peter,  the  last  trace  of  the  15  /.  given  by  Mr.  Collin 
is  in  1722,  when  it  was  resolved  by  the  parishioners  that  the  then  late  overseer 
should  pay  to  one  of  the  churchwardens  13/.  5s.  10 d.,  which  with  1/.  145.  2 d. 
due  from  the  late  churchwardens,  made  up  15  /.  to  be  applied  to  buying  coals 
pursuant  to  Mr.  Collin’s  will,  and  that  the  said  sum  should  not  be  diminished 
or  misapplied  in  future,  as  it  had  been  for  some  years  past. 

Labray’s  Hospital. 

Jonathan  Labray,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  25th  January  1718,  after  the  Labray’s  Hospital, 
devise  of  a house  near  St.  Peter’s  church-yard,  for  the  benefit  of  the  charity- 
school  of  Nottingham  (as  will  be  hereinafter  mentioned  in  the  account  of  that 
establishment),  devised  all  his  houses  and  lands  in  Calverton  in  the  county  of 
Nottingham,  and  all  other  his  lands,  not  otherwise  disposed  of  by  his  will,  to 
Thomas  Smith,  of  Nottingham,  and  his  heirs ; and  he  also  gave  all  his  personal 
estate  to  the  said  Thomas  Smith,  his  executors,  &c.  on  trust,  to  sell  the  said 
houses,  lands,  and  personal  estate,  and  to  apply  the  money  raised  by  such  sale, 
and  his  money,  and  the  debts  owing  to  him,  first  for  the  discharge  of  his  debts 
and  funeral  expenses,  and  the  remainder  either  as  an  augmentation  to  the 
charity-school  of  Nottingham,  or  for  some  other  pious  and  charitable  use,  at 
the  discretion  of  the  said  Thomas  Smith,  whom  he  made  his  sole  executor,  and 
in  such  manner  as  he  should  appoint. 

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  1st  and  2d  June  1726,  between  the  mayor  and 
burgesses  of  Nottingham,  of  the  one  part,  and  the  said  Thomas  Smith,  of  the 
other  part,  reciting  that  the  said  Thomas  Smith  had  proposed  to  build  an  hos- 
pital or  almshouse  on  the  piece  of  ground  thereinafter  mentioned,  with  monies 
arising  out  of  the  estate  of  Jonathan  Labray,  deceased,  the  said  mayor  and 
burgesses,  for  promoting  so  charitable  a work,  granted  to  the  said  Thomas 
Smith  and  his  heirs,  a piece  of  waste  ground  lying  within  the  town  of  Notting- 
ham, on  the  outside  of  a place  called  Chapel  Bar,  containing  in  length  from 
east  to  west,  24  yards,  and  in  breadth  from  north  to  south,  10  yards,  and  bounded 
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Nottingham.  as  therein  described,  on  trust,  for  the  use  of  the  said  intended  hospital  or  alms-

continue  • ^ Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release,  bearing  date  26th  and  27th  April 

1736,  between  Thomas  Champion  and  Mary  his  wife,  of  the  one  part,  and  the 
Rev.  William  Standfast  and  Mary  his  wife,  (late  Mary  Smith,  widow),  Samuel 
Smith  and  Abel  Smith,  executors  and  devisees  in  trust  of  Thomas  Smith, 
deceased,  of  the  other  part,  reciting  the  will  of  the  said  Jonathan  Labray,  and 
the  will  of  the  said  Thomas  Smith,  bearing  date  27th  December  1727,  where- 
by he  devised  all  his  real  and  personal  estate  to  the  said  Mary  Smith,  Samuel 
Smith,  and  Abel  Smith,  in  trust,  for  the  purposes  in  the  said  will  mentioned  ; 
and  reciting,  that  since  the  death  of  the  said  Thomas  Smith  a suit  in  equity 
had  been  commenced  touching  the  will  of  the  said  Jonathan  Labray,  the  said 
Thomas  Champion  alleging  himself  to  be  heir-at-law  to  the  copyhold  estate  of 
the  said  Jonathan  Labray  ; and  reciting,  that  the  said  Thomas  Smith  had  died 
without  doing  any  act  in  law  to  settle  the  real  and  personal  estate  of  the  said 
Jonathan  Labray  to  the  charitable  uses  designed  by  his  said  will,  and  that  the 
parties  thereto  being  desirous  to  put  an  end  to  all  matters  in  difference  between 
them,  had  agreed  that  there  should  be  paid  by  the  said  William  and  Mary 
Standfast,  Samuel  Smith,  and  Abel  Smith,  to  the  said  Thomas  Champion,  100/. 
and  that  he  should  in  consideration  thereof  confirm  the  will  of  the  said  Jona- 
than Labray,  and  release  to  them  and  their  heirs,  all  the  messuages  and  lands 
late  of  the  said  Jonathan  Labray  ; it  was  therefore  witnessed,  that  in  considera- 
tion of  the  said  sum  of  100/.  the  said  Thomas  Champion  and  Mary  his  wife 
conveyed  to  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part,  and  their  heirs,  a messuage,  farm, 
or  tenement,  and  the  following  closes,  all  situate  at  Calverton,  in  the  county  of 
Nottingham,  viz.,  a close  called  Stripe  Close,  containing  one  acre ; two  closes 
called  Town-end  Close,  and  Swallowtop  Close,  containing  together  three  acres ; 
two  closes  called  Siding  Hedge  Closes,  containing  together  six  acres  ; the  Broom 
Close,  containing  two  acres  and  an  half ; Tod  Close,  containing  two  acres  and  an 
half ; Church  Close,  containing  one  acre  ; Acrehead,  containing  half  an  acre  ; 
the  Over-close  or  Crooked  Doles,  and  the  Nether  Close,  or  Wellhouse  Close, 
containing  together  one  acre  and  an  half;  a moiety  of  a close  called  the  New 
Meadow,  containing  two  acres ; two  parts  in  five  of  another  close  called  New 
Meadow,  containing  in  the  whole  one  acre  and  an  half;  and  17  acres  of  arable  land 
lying  dispersed  in  the  five  fields  of  Calverton,  called  Wood-end  field,  Clayfield, 
Hillgap  field,  the  Over  sandfield,  and  the  Nether  sandfield  ; and  another  mes- 
suage, farm  or  tenement,  and  the  following  closes,  also  situate  at  Calverton, 
viz.  the  Cow  Close,  containing  three  acres  ; the  Worsell  Close,  containing  four 
acres  ; the  Wong,  containing  three  acres ; the  Broom  Close,  containing  four 
acres  ; the  New  Close,  containing  one  acre  ; the  Burnhagh  Close,  containing 
three  acres  ; Bull  Meadow,  containing  two  acres  and  an  half ; New  Meadow, 
containing  half  an  acre  ; Hernshaw  Wong,  containing  one  acre  and  an  half; 
the  Little  Intake,  containing  half  an  acre  ; the  Nether  Close  or  Crook  Doles, 
containing  half  an  acre  ; Church  Close,  containing  one  acre  ; the  Moles,  con- 
taining  two  acres  and  an  half;  Little  Gascoign  Close,  containing  half  an  acre, 
and  22  acres  of  arable-land  lying  dispersed  in  the  five  fields  of  Calverton  above 
mentioned. 

By  Deed-poll,  bearing  date  30th  October  1736,  under  the  hand  and  seal  of 
Elizabeth  Bradley,  reciting  the  respective  devises  of  the  said  Jonathan  Labray 
and  the  said  Thomas  Smith,  and  the  commencement  of  the  said  suit  in  equity, 
and  reciting,  that  in  Easter  Term  J7 35  the  Master  of  the  Rolls  decreed  that 
the  estate  of  the  said  Jonathan  Labray  should  be  sold,  and  that  one  of  the 
Masters  of  the  Court  should  take  an  account  of  the  money  arising  thereby,  and 
report  the  same  to  the  Court,  and  should  also  take  an  account  of  the  monies 
which  the  said  Thomas  Smith  and  his  executors  had  received  and  paid  in  rela- 
tion to  the  said  trust ; and  that  the  Master  had  taken  such  account,  and  had  by 
his  report,  dated  9th  December  then  last,  reported  that  there  was  in  the  hands 
of  the  executors  of  the  said  Thomas  Smith  203/.  Os.  2 d.;  and  reciting,  that  the 
said  decree  was  no  further  put  in  execution  by  reason  of  the  above-mentioned 
agreement  and  conveyance  made  by  the  said  Thomas  Champion  in  considera- 
tion of  the  said  sum  of  100/  , and  of  28/.  3 s.  4 d.  for  his  costs  ; and  that  the 
said  Thomas  Champion  had  surrendered  to  the  said  Abel  Smith  and  his  heirs 
his  right  and  interest  to  the  freehold  or  copyhold  estate,  and  personal  estate  of 
the  said  Jonathan  Labray  ; and  reciting,  that  the  said  devisees  and  executors  of 
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the  said  Thomas  Smith  had  expended  for  costs  in  the  said  suit  154/.  19-9.  10c/., 
and  that  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  freehold  and  copyhold  estates  of  the  said 
Jonathan  Labray  amounted  to  the  yearly  sum  of  49  /.,  which  was  charged  with 
the  weekly  payments  of  1 s.  10 d.  to  six  poor  men  of  the  same  trade  as  the  said 
Jonathan  Labray  had  been  of,  inhabiting  six  almshouses  in  Nottingham,  built 
by  the  said  Thomas  Smith,  such  weekly  payments  amounting  to  the  yearly  sum 
of  28/.  12  s.  ; and  reciting  that  the  said  Thomas  Smith  had  appropriated  10/. 
a year  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  estate  for  the  support  of  a schoolmas- 
ter to  teach  poor  children  free,  at  Calverton  ; but  that  such  yearly  payment,  or 
the  greater  part  thereof,  could  not  be  longer  supported,  on  account  of  the 
money  expended  in  the  said  suit,  and  the  money  paid  to  the  said  Thomas 
Champion,  and  the  payment  of  the  sum  of  220/.  thereinafter  mentioned  ; and 
reciting,  that  the  said  Jonathan  Labray  left  at  his  death  the  said  Elizabeth  Brad- 
ley, his  natural  daughter,  a minor,  and  that  as  he  had  omitted  to  take  notice 
of  her  in  his  will,  the  said  Thomas  Smith,  out  of  regard  to  her,  had  promised 
to  pay  her  200  /.  when  she  became  of  age,  as  she  then  was,  and  to  manifest 
his  intention,  had  paid  to  her  mother  for  several  years  interest  for  the  said  200  /., 
for  the  use  of  the  said  Elizabeth  Bradley,  but  had  died  before  the  said  principal 
sum  was  paid  ; and  reciting,  that  the  said  devisees  and  executors  were  desirous 
to  perform  the  intention  of  the  said  Thomas  Smith,  and  had  agreed  to  pay 
220/.  to  the  said  Elizabeth  Bradley,  and  to  raise  the  same  by  sale  or  mortgage 
of  the  said  freehold  or  copyhold  estate  ; the  said  Elizabeth  Bradley,  in  consi- 
deration of  the  said  220  /.  paid  by  the  said  devisees  and  executors,  released  to 
them  and  their  heirs  and  executors  all  manner  of  actions  or  demands  which  she 
might  have  against  them,  and  confirmed  the  will  of  the  said  Jonathan  Labray. 

By  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release,  bearing  date  22d  and  23d  Mav  1827, 
between  Robert,  Lord  Carrington,  and  Samuel  Smith,  esquire,  of  the  one  part, 
and  the  honourable  Robert  Smith,  eldest  son  of  the  said  Lord  Carrington,  Abel 
Smith,  and  Henry  Smith,  esquires,  two  of  the  sons  of  the  said  Samuel  Smith,  and 
John  Henry  Smith,  esquire,  of  the  other  part,  reciting  the  will  of  the  said  Jonathan 
Labray,  the  grant  from  the  corporation  of  Nottingham  in  1726,  and  the  will  of 
Thomas  Smith,  and  reciting  the  will  of  the  above-mentioned  Abel  Smith,  (who 
survived  Mary  Smith  and  Samuel  Smith,  and  died  in  17-56),  whereby  he  devised 
to  his  son  Abel  Smith,  and  his  heirs,  the  estate  belonging  to  Collin’s  and  Labray’s 
hospitals,  subject  to  such  payments,  nominations,  rules  and  orders,  and  all 
other  matters  as  had  been  usually  paid  and  done  by  him,  or  his  brother  the  said 
Thomas  Smith,  in  relation  to  the  said  hospitals  ; and  reciting  a codicil  to  the 
will  of  Abel  Smith,  the  son,  who  died  in  1788,  whereby  he  devised  the  said 
estates  to  his  sons,  the  said  Robert  Lord  Carrington,  and  Samuel  Smith,  and  the 
survivor  of  them,  and  the  male  heir  of  such  survivor,  for  ever,  subject  to  the 
payments,  nominations,  rules,  &c.  mentioned  in  his  father’s  will  ; and  reciting 
that  the  charity-estates  consisted  of  six  hospitals  or  almshouses,  and  a freehold 
estate  at  Calverton,  with  a farm-house  and  buildings,  and  28  closes,  containing 
129  a.  2r.  22  p.,  and  900/.  three  per  cent  Consolidated  Annuities,  standing 
in  the  names  of  the  said  Lord  Carrington  and  Samuel  Smith  ; the  said  Robert 
Lord  Carrington  and  Samuel  Smith  appointed  the  said  parties  of  the  second 
part  to  be  trustees  of  the  charity  of  the  said  Jonathan  Labray,  and  conveyed 
the  trust-property  to  them  and  their  heirs,  to  the  use  of  them  and  of  the  said 
Lord  Carrington  and  Samuel  Smith,  and  their  heirs,  on  the  trusts  mentioned  in 
the  will  of  the  said  Jonathan  Labray.  And  it  was  thereby  declared,  that  when 
the  number  of  the  present  or  any  future  trustees  should  by  death  be  reduced  to 
three,  the  survivors  should  convey  the  trust-premises  to  two  or  more  persons, 
and  their  heirs,  to  be  nominated  by  the  surviving  trustees,  or  the  major  part  of 
them. 

This  hospital  also  is  principally  under  the  management  of  Henry  Smith,  esquire, 
and  had  been  so  for  some  years,  previous  to  his  appointment  as  a trustee,  on 
behalf  of  his  father  and  uncle. 

The  property  of  the  charity  consists  of 

A farm-house,  yard,  and  outbuildings,  and  129  a.  2 11.  22  p.  of  land  in  the 
parish  of  Calverton,  late  in  the  occupation  of  Thomas  Blatherwick  (who  died 
in  March  1828,  at  a very  advanced  age,  having  been  tenant  of  the  farm  50 
years),  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the  rent  of  110/.  per  annum.  In  1822  and  1823,

deeds  were  made  between  Lord  Carrington  and  Mr.  Samuel  Smith,  as  trustees 
of  this  charity,  and  General  Sir  John  Coape  Sherbrooke,  for  the  exchange  of 
some  portions  of  the  Calverton  estate  for  other  lands  in  the  same  parish. 

The  premises  which  were  thus  given  in  exchange  by  the  trustees  were  as 
follows :

According  to  the  estimate  of  a surveyor,  the  value  of  the  former  premises 
in  fee-simple  was  565  /.  10  s.  8 d.,  and  the  value  of  the  latter  636/.  9 s.  There 
was  therefore  a balance  in  favour  of  the  charity  of  701.  18  5.  4 d.,  but  the 
exchange  not  having  been  made  in  the  mode  pointed  out  by  the  Act  of  1 and 
2 Geo.  4,  c.  92,  was  unauthorized. 

The  house  and  land  thus  exchanged  appear  to  have  been  formerly  rented 
with  the  residue  of  the  estate  by  the  late  Thomas  Blatherwick,  who  underlet 
them  to  a person  of  the  name  of  Ward,  but  for  some  years  previous  to  1817 
Ward  held  them  as  tenant  to  the  trustees,  at  a separate  rent  of  10/.  per  annum 
in  addition  to  the  rent  of  100/.  paid  by  Blatherwick,  to  which  amount  it  had 
been  raised  in  1807  from  501.  From  1817  to  1823  the  same  house  and  land 
were  rented  by  Sir  J.  C.  Sherbrooke,  at  15  /.  per  annum.  From  1823  the  lands 
received  by  the  trustees  on  the  exchange  were  occupied  by  Blatherwick  to  the 
time  of  his  death,  on  paying  10  /.  per  annum  in  addition  to  his  previous  rent 
of  100  /. 


At  the  time  of  our  Inquiry  it  was  intended  to  let  the  estate  to  the  best 
advantage,  and  it  was  expected  that  an  increased  rent  would  be  obtained 
for  it. 


The  house  and  buildings  are  stated  to  be  in  tolerable  repair.  In  1807,  a sum 
of  77  /•  was  received  for  timber  sold  from  this  estate;  and  in  the  same  year 
there  was  an  expenditure  of  112/.  16  s.  3d.  in  the  repairs  of  the  school-house 
at  Calverton,  and  of  the  buildings  on  the  estate. 

There  is  also  a sum  of  1,100/.,  consolidated  three  per  cents  belonging  to  this 
charity,  the  dividends  of  which  amount  to  33 1.  per  annum,  making  the  whole 
annual  income  143/.  Of  this  stock  there  was  purchased  from  the  surplus  of 
income 
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The  hospital,  which  was  built  on  the  piece  of  land  in  the  Derby  road,  on  the 
outside  of  Chapel  Bar,  granted  by  the  corporation  to  Mr.  Thomas  Smith  in 
1726,  consists  of  six  dwellings,  each  containing  a room  and  pantry  below,  and 
a bed-room  and  closet  above,  inhabited  by  six  almsmen,  appointed  by  the 
trustees.  The  building  is  in  want  of  some  repairs,  and  Mr.  Henry  Smith 
states,  that  it  is  proposed  to  improve  the  comforts  of  the  inhabitants  by  raising 
the  roof,  and  by  removing  the  entrance  doors,  which  now  open  on  the  foot- 

pavement 
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pavement  of  the  street,  to  the  back  part  of  the  hospital,  where  there  is  a narrow 
yard  belonging  to  it.  The  inhabitants  of  the  hospital  are  usually  frame-work 
knitters,  a preference  being  given  to  them  in  consideration  of  Jonathan  Labray, 
the  founder,  having  been  of  that  trade.  As  the  benefit  of  Collin’s  hospital  is  i 
extended  to  widowers,  widows,  and  unmarried  persons,  the  admissions  to  this 
hospital  have  been  confined  to  married  men,  who,  in  pursuance  of  a regulation 
made  in  1824,  are  not  eligible  until  they  are  70  years  of  age.  The  poor  per- 
sons receive  4s.  each  per  week,  amounting,  for  six  almsmen,  to  62/.  8 s.  per 
annum,  and  two  tons  and  a half  of  coals  each  in  the  course  of  the  year,  the 
cost  thereof  amounting  for  the  same  number  to  11/.  12  s.  6 d.  per  annum  : 
at  the  time  of  our  Inquiry  these  allowances  were  received  by  five  only  of  the 
inmates,  one  of  them  having  in  1827  come  into  the  possession  of  some  pro- 
perty, on  which  his  allowances  were  stopt ; but  in  consideration  of  his  being 
83  years  of  age,  and  very  infirm,  he  was  permitted  to  remain  in  his  residence  in 
the  hospital. 

The  residue  of  the  usual  annual  expenditure  consists  of  a salary  of  12/.  paid 
to  the  schoolmaster  at  Calverton,  a sum  of  1 /.  6 s.  9 d.,  paid  for  the  insurance 
of  the  hospital,  and  of  the  school  and  farm-buildings  at  Calverton,  and  sums 
paid  for  the  repairs  of  the  hospital  and  school,  which  amounted  in  1825  to 
20/.  2s.  lie/.,  1826,  61.  Os.  11c/.,  1827,  1/.  9$.  In  the  latter  year  a sum  of 
13/.  Is.  7 d.  was  paid  for  the  expense  of  the  new  trust-deeds. 

In  this  as  in  the  preceding  charity,  the  present  income  considerably  exceeds 
the  expenditure  ; it  is  proper  therefore  that  the  benefits  of  it  should  be 
extended  ; and  we  are  informed  by  Mr.  Henry  Smith  that  it  is  proposed  that 
this  should  be  done  by  building  some  additional  dwellings  for  poor  persons 
whenever  a proper  site  near  to  the  present  hospital  can  be  procured  for  that 
purpose.  A parcel  of  ground  belonging  to  the  corporation  of  Nottingham, 
at  the  lower  end  of  the  hospital,  is  considered  to  be  well  suited  for  this  purpose, 
but  we  are  informed  that  it  cannot  be  obtained  in  consequence  of  its  being 
intended  that  it  should  form  part  of  a new  street  about  to  be  made,  leading 
from  the  Derby  road,  in  that  spot. 

The  accounts  of  this  charity  are  kept  in  the  same  manner  as  those  of  Collin’s 
hospital,  in  the  ledgers  of  the  bank  of  Messrs  Smith,  and  the  observation  is 
applicable  here  which  we  made  in  the  former  case,  as  to  the  propriety  of 
making  a copy  of  the  accounts  in  a separate  book  for  the  convenience  of 
reference. 

The  balance  in  the  bank  in  favour  of  the  charity,  on  1st  March  1828,  was 
46/.  9$.  7 d. 

The  further  particulars  of  the  school  at  Calverton  will  be  stated  in  the 
account  of  the  charities  of  that  parish  in  a future  part  of  this  Report.

William  Willoughby’s  Charity. 

William  Willoughby , of  Nuneaton,  in  the  county  of  Warwick,  by  his  Will,  William  Willough- 
bearing  date  3rd  October  1587,  and  proved  in  the  Prerogative  Court  of  Can-  b/s  chanty- 
terbury  on  23d  January  following,  gave  to  his  son  Gilbert,  and  his  heirs,  all 
his  lands  in  the  towns,  parishes,  and  fields  of  Nottingham,  Lenton  and  Radford, 
on  condition  that  he,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  should  for  ever,  deliver  yearly,  on 
Whit-Sunday,  to  four  aged,  weak  and  needy  persons,  at  his  and  their  discretion, 
four  frieze  gowns,  ready  made,  about  the  price  of  10  s.  a-piece,  and  to  six 
honest  men,  of  occupations,  or  tradesmen,  6 /.,  and  to  a godly  learned  preacher, 
to  instruct  the  people  on  the  said  feast-day,  6s.  8 d.,  the  said  several  sums  to 
be  paid  to  the  people  dwelling  within  the  towns  and  parishes  of  Great  Marlow, 
in  the  county  of  Buckingham,  Nuneaton,  in  the  county  of  Warwick,  Nor- 
manton-on-Soar,  in  the  county  of  Nottingham,  the  town  of  Nottingham,  and 
Wolvey,  in  the  county  of  Warwick,  successively,  according  as  they  were 
mentioned  in  his  will ; and  further,  that  his  said  son,  his  heirs  or  assigns,  should 
pay  on  the  said  feast-day  to  the  poor  people  in  the  almshouse  in  the  town 
of  Nottingham,  which  his  grandfather  founded,  and  gave  lands  to  the  main- 
tenance thereof,  105.  yearly,  for  ever,  which  he  wished  to  be  bestowed  in 
wood,  or  coals  for  the  poor  in  the  same  house ; and  should  pay  on  the  same 
day  to  the  poor  in  the  almshouse  in  Nuneaton,  105.  yearly,  to  be  bestowed 
in  wood  or  coal ; and  to  the  governors  of  the  free  grammar-school  at  Nun- 
eaton, 10  5.  yearly,  which  he  wished  to  be  bestowed  in  books  for  poor  scholars 
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Nottingham.  in  the  said  school ; and  7 s.  4 d.  yearly,  to  the  overseers  of  the  highways  in 
WillianTwillou  h-  Nuneaton,  to  maintain  and  enlarge  two  causeways  mentioned  in  the  will,  which 
^yTcharnv^6  * he  had  caused  to  be  made  there  ; and  that  his  said  son,  his  heirs  or  assigns, 
continued ' ’ should  give  to  the  poor  people  in  the  town  and  parish  where  the  testator  should 

v- ^ be  buried,  3d.  every  Wednesday,  and  3d.  every  Friday,  weekly,  to  continue 

for  ever,  either  in  money  or  bread,  at  his  or  their  discretion  ; and  in  default 
of  payment  of  the  said  sums,  he  gave  his  said  lands  to  other  persons  mentioned 
successively  in  his  will. 

The  sums  directed  by  this  donor  to  be  applied  for  charitable  purposes  are 
paid  by  Mr.  Henry  Percy,  as  the  agent  of  John  Pemberton  Plumptre,  esquire, 
who  is  the  owner  of  Plumptre  House,  and  other  houses  in  Nottingham.  They 
are  considered  to  be  a charge  on  some  part  of  Mr.  Plumptre’s  estate  in  that 
town,  but  we  have  not  been  able  to  ascertain  what  part  thereof  formerly 
belonged  to  the  above-mentioned  William  Willoughby. 

In  respect  of  the  three  first-mentioned  donations  of  four  gowns  of  the  price 
of  105.  each,  6/.  for  honest  men  of  occupations,  or  tradesmen,  and  65.  8 d.  for 
a sermon  to  be  preached  on  Whit-Sunday,  an  annual  sum  of  81.  65.  8 d.  has 
been  paid  by  Mr.  Plumptre’s  agent  to  the  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of 
St.  Mary,  Nottingham,  and  to  the  churchwardens  of  the  other  parishes 
mentioned  in  the  will,  in  rotation.  In  1809  a sum  of  33 1.  6s.  1 \ d.  being,  the 
amount,  after  a deduction  of  6\d.  for  a receipt-stamp,  of  four  payments 
due  to  Nottingham  for  the  years  1791,  1796,  1801,  and  1806,  was  paid  by 
Mr.  F.  Evans,  the  then  agent  of  the  late  Mr.  Plumptre,  to  the  churchwardens 
of  St.  Mary’s  parish,  and  instead  of  being  applied  according  to  the  directions 
of  the  donor’s  will,  was  incorrectly  carried  to  the  general  account  of  the 
almshouse  founded  by  Thomas  Willoughby  in  that  parish,  the  particulars  of 
which  will  be  stated  in  a subsequent  part  of  this  Report.  In  1812,  a further 
sum  of  81.  65.  8 d.  due  in  1811,  was  paid,  and  carried  to  the  same  account; 
and  it  appears  from  the  accounts  in  Mr.  Percy’s  possession  of  the  receipts  and 
payments  on  account  of  Mr.  Plumptre’s  estate,  that  another  sum  of  the  same 
amount  was  paid  in  I8I7,  as  being  due  to  Nottingham  in  1816,  but  this  sum 
was  not  carried  to  the  hospital-account,  nor  have  we  been  able  to  ascertain  in 
what  manner  it  was  disposed  of.  Since  181 6,  two  more  payments  have  become 
due  to  Nottingham,  one  in  1821,  and  the  other  in  1826,  neither  of  which  had 
been  paid  at  the  time  of  our  Investigation. 

It  is  clear  that  Thomas  Willoughby’s  hospital  has  no  claim  to  any  part  of 
the  payment  of  81.  6 s.  8 d.,  and  that  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  St.  Mary  are 
not  entitled  to  the  whole  benefit  of  it,  to  the  exclusion  of  those  of  the  other 
parishes  of  Nottingham  ; and  as  it  seems  that  this  donor  intended  that  his 
charities  should  be  disposed  of  by  the  owners  for  the  time  being  of  the  estates 
charged  therewith,  we  apprehend  that  the  sums  now  due  to  the  town  of  Not- 
tingham, and  those  which  shall  accrue  in  future,  ought  to  be  applied  by  Mr. 
Plumptre,  or  his  agent,  for  the  benefit  of  poor  persons  of  the  town  of 
Nottingham,  as  nearly  in  conformity  with  the  donor’s  directions  as  circum- 
stances will  permit. 

The  annual  sum  of  10  s.,  directed  to  be  paid  on  Whit-Sunday  to  the  poor 
people  in  Thomas  Willoughby’s  hospital,  is  received  from  Mr.  Percy,  by  the 
churchwardens  of  St.  Mary’s  parish,  and  carried  to  the  general  account  of  that 
hospital.  It  ought  however  to  be  specifically  distributed  to  the  almspeople 
as  the  charity  of  William  Willoughby,  on  the  day  and  in  the  manner  specified 
by  him. 

The  application  of  the  several  payments  directed  by  this  donor  for  the  benefit 
of  other  parishes  will  form  subjects  of  inquiry  amongst  the  charities  thereof 
respectively.  The  amount  of  the  weekly  sums  directed  to  be  given  to  the  poor 
of  the  parish  where  the  donor  should  be  buried  being  1/.  6s.  per  annum,  is 
paid  by  Mr.  Percy  to  the  parish-officers  of  Normanton-on-Soar,  in  this  county, 
for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  thereof. 

Manners’s  Charity. 

Manners’s  Charity.  By  Indenture,  bearing  date  30th  June  1598,  (as  appears  from  an  old  copy 
thereof  produced  to  us  by  the  rector  of  the  parish  of  St.  Peter,)  Roger  Man- 
ners granted  to  Richard  Morey,  Richard  Hurt,  and  William  Small,  of  the 
parish  of  St.  Mary  ; Richard  Ogle,  Richard  Tomlinson,  and  Anker  Jackson,  of 

the 
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the  parish  of  St.  Peter,  and  William  Monday,  William  Wilson,  and  Robert 
Phipps,  of  the  parish  of  St.  Nicholas,  and  their  heirs,  a yearly  rentcharge  of  51., 
to  be  issuing  out  of  a messuage  or  tenement  in  Wilford,  late  in  the  occupation 
of  Richard  Roe,  and  the  lands  thereto  belonging,  to  commence  after  the  deaths 
of  the  said  Roger  Manners,  and  of  John  Patten  and  James  Lowther,  to  whom 
the  said  Roger  Manners  had,  for  their  great  need,  conveyed  the  like  for  their 
several  lives  out  of  the  same  premises ; and  the  said  Roger  Manners  directed 
that  the  said  rentcharge  should  be  distributed  amongst  the  poor,  aged,  and 
impotent  persons,  and  such  other  poor  people,  inhabiting  in  Nottingham,  as 
should  have  most  need  thereof,  by  the  discretion  and  appointment  of  the  par- 
sons, vicars,  or  curates,  and  churchwardens  of  all  the  three  parishes  in  Not- 
tingham lor  the  time  being ; and  that  when  all  the  trustees  but  three  or  two 
should  die,  the  survivors  should  convey  the  said  rentcharge  to  other  nine  or 
twelve  inhabitants  of  Nottingham,  to  be  indifferently  chosen  out  of  the  said 
parishes. 

A copy  was  also  produced  to  us  from  the  documents  of  the  parish  of  St. 
Nicholas,  of  an  Indenture,  bearing  date  14  th  December  1737,  between  Richard 
Calverley,  of  Wilford,  and  Elizabeth  his  wife,  and  Abel  Smith,  of  the  first  part, 
Sir  Robert  Clifton,  bai  t.,  of  the  second  part,  and  John  Woods,  rector  of  Wil- 
ford, and  Benjamin  Deverell,  of  the  third  part ; whereby,  after  reciting  that  the 
said  Sir  Robert  Clifton  had  by  lease  and  release  of  26th  and  27th  September 
then  last,  purchased  to  him  and  his  heirs,  of  the  said  Richard  and  Elizabeth 
Calverley  and  others,  a farm-house  in  Wilford,  and  a close  called  Home  Close, 
containing  four  acres,  and  two  closes  called  Hill  Closes,  being  together  four 
acres  ; and  reciting,  that  the  said  premises,  with  others  in  Wilford,  remaining  in 
the  possession  of  the  said  Richard  Calverley,  were  subject  to  the  payment  of 
51.  yearly,  granted  by  Roger  Manners  to  Richard  Morey  and  others,  of  Not- 
tingham, for  the  relief  of  the  poor  there,  which  continued  a charge  and  incum- 
brance on  all  the  said  premises,  the  said  Richard  and  Elizabeth  Calverley 
conveyed  to  the  said  John  Woods  and  Benjamin  Deverell,  and  their  heirs, 
a close  called  the  Nether  Trent  Close,  containing  by  estimation  eight  acres,  in 
the  liberties  of  Wilford,  being  part  of  the  lands  charged  with  the  said  pay- 
ment, on  trusts,  for  indemnifying  the  said  Sir  Robert  Clifton  against  the  said 
payment. 

I The  above-mentioned  annual  sum  of  51.  is  now  paid  by  Mr.  James  Cox,  as 
the  owner  of  two  closes,  containing  about  eight  acres,  situate  in  the  parish  of 
Wilford,  on  the  south  bank  of  the  river  Trent,  between  the  Trent  Bridge  and 
Wilford  Ferry.  Of  this  sum  one  moiety  is  received  by  the  churchwardens  of 
St.  Mary’s  parish,  one  fourth  by  those  of  St.  Nicholas,  and  the  remaining 
fourth  by  those  of  St.  Peter.  The  application  of  these  portions  will  be  stated 
in  the  respective  accounts  of  the  charities  of  each  of  those  parishes. 

The  before-mentioned  old  book,  containing  an  account  of  the  charities  of 
St.  Mary’s  parish,  contains  a short  statement  of  the  above-mentioned  deed  of 
Roger  Manners,  dated  in  1598,  and  also  of  a prior  deed  of  30th  June  1562, 
purporting  to  be  a grant  from  Sir  Thomas  Manners  of  a rentcharge  of  51.  out 
of  a messuage  or  tenement  at  Wilford,  for  the  same  purposes  as  the  rentcharge 
of  the  same  amount  given  by  Roger  Manners,  but  we  have  not  been  able  to  find 
any  other  evidence  of  Sir  Thomas  Manners’s  donation,  nor  any  trace  of  more 
than  one  annual  sum  of  51.  having  been  received.  If  the  lands  which  were 
considered  liable  to  Roger  Manners’s  annuity  in  1737  had  been  at  that  time 
supposed  to  be  subject  to  another  charge  of  the  same  amount,  it  is  probable 
that  an  indemnity  would  have  been  given  against  the  latter,  as  well  as  the 
former,  to  the  purchaser  of  a part  of  those  lands.

Sherwin’s  Charity. 

Robert  Sherwin,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  28th  September  1638,  and  proved  Sherwin  s Charity, 
at  York,  gave  his  half  part  of  a messuage  or  tenement  called  the  Bell,  in  Not- 
tingham, situate  in  Angel-row,  after  the  decease  of  his  daughter  Ann  Sherwin, 
to  the  poor  of  the  town  of  Nottingham,  the  rents  thereof  to  be  divided  into 
three  parts ; one  third  part  thereof  to  be  yearly  paid  to  the  churchwardens  and 
overseers  of  St.  Nicholas’s  parish,  in  Nottingham,  to  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the 
same  parish,  to  be  distributed  by  them  at  Michaelmas  and  Lady-day,  by  giving 
to  every  poor  man  or  woman  %d.,  so  tar  as  the  same  third  part  would  extend, 
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the  said  distribution  to  be  made  among  such  poor  men  and  women  as  they  in 
their  discretion  should  think  fit  within  the  same  parish ; another  third  part  to 
be  paid  to  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  St.  Peter’s,  to  be  by  them  dis- 
tributed in  manner  aforesaid ; and  the  remaining  third  part  to  be  paid  to  the 
churchwardens  and  overseers  of  St.  Mary’s  parish,  to  be  by  them  distributed  as 
aforesaid;  and  he  directed  that  if  the  poor  in  the  said  town  should  be  defrauded 
in  any  of  the  said  parishes  by  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  thereof,  that 
parish  which  should  first  fail  in  the  distribution  of  their  third  part  should  lose 
the  benefit  of  the  same,  and  the  third  part  of  them  so  failing  should  be  equally 
divided  between  the  other  two  parishes. 

' By  Lease,  bearing  date  1st  December  1806,  between  William  Kelk  and 
several  other  persons,  being  the  then  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor 
of  the  three  parishes  of  Nottingham,  of  the  one  part,  and  Jane  Lart,  widow, 
of  the  other  part,  reciting,  that  by  Indenture  of  Release,  bearing  date  26th 
September  1737,  Mary  White,  widow,  and  Abel  Smith,  esquire,  released  to  the 
several  persons,  then  being  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  said  three 
parishes,  and  their  successors,  the  half  part  of  a messuage  known  by  the  name 
of  the  Bell,  situate  in  Angel-row,  being  the  same  half  part  which  was  given 
by  the  will  of  Robert  Sherwin  to  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  said 
several  parishes,  for  the  use  of  the  poor  thereof ; and  reciting,  that  the  said  Jane 
Lart  had  several  years  before  purchased  the  other  half  part  of  the  said  messuage, 
and  that  disputes  having  arisen  between  her  and  the  said  churchwardens  and 
overseers  respecting  the  rent  to  be  paid  by  her  for  the  moiety  vested  in  them, 
the  matters  in  dispute  had  been  left  to  the  arbitration  of  Edward  Staveley  and 
John  Walker,  who  had  awarded  that  the  said  churchwardens  and  overseers 
should  grant  a lease  of  their  half  part  for  21  years,  subject  to  the  rents  and 
covenants  thereinafter  contained  ; the  said  parties  of  the  first  part  demised  to 
the  said  Jane  Lart  their  half  part  of  the  said  messuage  for  21  years  from  Mi- 
chaelmas then  last,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  51.,  payable  to  the  churchwardens  and 
overseers  of  St.  Mary’s,  5 /.  payable  to  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  St. 
Peter’s,  and  5 /.  payable  to  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  St.  Nicholas, 
and  to  their  respective  successors;  with  a covenant  from  the  said  Jane  Lart  that 
she  would,  before  the  expiration  of  the  first  seven  years  of  the  said  term,  ex- 
pend 100/.  in  repairing  and  improving  the  said  premises,  and  the  further  sum 
of  50/.  in  the  next  succeeding  eight  years  in  like  manner,  and  that  she  would 
keep,  and  at  the  end  of  the  term  deliver  up,  the  same  premises  in  good 
repair. 

The  other  half  of  the  Bell  Inn  not  belonging  to  this  charity  is  now  the  pro- 
perty of  William  Clarke. 

On  the  expiration  of  the  above-mentioned  lease  of  1806  at  Michaelmas  1827, 
Mr.  Edward  Staveley  was  employed  to  view  the  premises,  who  reported  that 
the  money  stated  in  that  lease  had  been  properly  expended  by  Mi's.  Lart ; that 
he  considered  the  repairs  necessary  to  be  done  to  amount  to  45/.,  and  that  the 
yearly  value  of  the  whole  premises  was  65/.  per  annum. 

At  the  time  of  our  Inquiry  a lease  had  been  prepared,  and  was  ready  for 
execution  (the  conditions  thereof  having  received  the  approbation  of  the  parish- 
ioners of  the  several  parishes  in  vestry),  being  a demise  from  the  then  church- 
wardens and  overseers  of  the  several  parishes  to  the  said  William  Clarke  of 
their  moiety  of  the  Bell  Inn,  for  a term  of  30  years,  at  the  yearly  rent  of 
7 /.  10^.  payable  to  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  St.  Mary’s  parish, 
7 /.  105.  to  those  of  St.  Peter’s,  and  7 1-  10s*  1°  those  of  St.  Nicholas’s  ; with 
a covenant  from  the  lessee  to  lay  out  100/.  in  the  first  seven  years  of  the  term, 
and  50/.  in  the  last  ten  years  of  the  term,  in  repairs  and  improvements  of  the 
premises,  and  to  keep  and  deliver  up  the  premises  in  good  repair. 

In  the  parish  of  St.  Mary  the  third  part  of  the  rent  of  the  Bell  Inn  was  ap- 
plied by  the  churchwardens  in  distributions  at  the  church  on  Michaelmas-day 
and  Lady-day,  to  as  many  of  the  poor  persons  of  the  parish  as  attended  to 
receive  it,  in  small  sums  of  2 d.  or  3d.  to  each,  until  about  ten  or  twelve  years 
ago,  from  which  time  it  was  divided  amongst  the  inhabitants  of  the  almshouses 
hereinafter  mentioned  in  the  account  of  the  charities  of  St.  Mary’s  parish,  which 
stood  in  Pilcher-gate,  until  those  houses  were  sold  in  1823;  and  it  has  been  since 
paid  to  the  poor  persons  in  the  houses  built  in  lieu  thereof  behind  the  alms- 
houses in  Warser-gate,  under  the  management  of  the  churchwardens  of  that 
parish.  This  departure  from  the  directions  of  the  donor  as  to  the  application 
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of  his  charity,  appears  to  have  taken  place  in  consequence  of  its  being  found 
that  the  distribution  of  such  small  sums  was  of  very  little  utility  to  the  poor ; 
but  it  must  be  observed  that  the  parish-officers  of  St.  Mary’s  parish  had  no 
authority  to  alter  the  appropriation  of  the  portion  of  the  rents  with  the  distribu- 
tion of  which  they  were  intrusted. 

In  the  parish  of  St.  Nicholas  the  third  part  of  the  rent  has  been  applied,  with 
other  charities  of  that  parish,  as  hereinafter  stated,  and  in  the  parish  of  St. 
Peter  it  has  been  distributed  in  small  sums  to  the  poor,  partly  on  Good-Friday 
and  partly  on  Christmas-day. 

Parker’s  Charity. 

John  Parker,  alderman  of  Nottingham,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  26th 
October  1693,  reciting  that,  the  mayor  and  burgesses  of  Nottingham  were 
indebted  to  him  in  the  sum  of  100/,  and  that  he  held  a lease  for  divers  years 
from  the  said  mayor  and  burgesses  of  a close  within  the  liberties  of  Notting- 
ham, called  Butcher’s  Close,  of  which  about  12  years  were  then  unexpired, 
gave  his  said  lease  and  the  said  sum  of  100/.  to  Thomas  Trigge,  then  mayor  of 
Nottingham,  James  Farewell,  esquire,  and  his  nephew,  John  Rickards,  their 
executors,  &c.,  on  trust,  that  during  the  continuance  of  the  said  lease  they 
should  permit  the  said  100/.  to  remain  at  interest  with  the  corporation  as  it 
then  was  ; and  that  during  that  time  the  said  Thomas  Trigge,  and  John 
Rickards,  or  one  of  them,  and  in  case  of  their  deceases,  the  said  James  Fare- 
well, and  in  case  all  his  trustees  should  die,  the  executors  or  administrators 
of  the  survivor,  should  receive  the  interest  of  the  said  100/.,  and  the  rents  and 
profits  of  the  said  leased  land ; and  that  at  the  expiration  of  the  said  lease  such 
of  his  said  trustees  as  should  be  then  living,  or  the  executors  or  administrators 
of  the  survivor,  should  call  in  the  said  100  /.,  and  therewith,  and  with  the  interest 
thereof,  and  the  rents  and  profits  of  his  said  leased  lands,  should  purchase 
lands  lying  within  the  liberties  of  Nottingham  aforesaid,  or  so  near  the  same  as 
might  be,  to  be  employed  for  the  purposes  thereinafter  mentioned ; and  if  the 
said  100/.,  and  the  interest  thereof  and  the  said  rents  and  profits,  should  not  be 
sufficient  to  purchase  lands  of  the  clear  yearly  value  of  20/.,  he  appointed  that 
his  executors  should  add  so  much  money  out  of  his  personal  estate,  or  out  of  the 
rents  and  profits  of  such  lands  as  he  should  thereby  charge  with  the  payment 
of  his  legacies,  as  would,  together  with  the  said  1 00  /.,  interest,  rents  and  profits, 
purchase  lands  of  the  said  yearly  value.  And  he  directed  that  the  said  lands  on 
the  purchase  thereof  should  be  conveyed,  if  his  said  trustees  should  be  all  alive,  to 
them  and  their  heirs,  and  if  any  of  them  should  be  dead,  to  the  survivors  or 
survivor  them,  his  or  their  heirs,  and  so  many  other  persons  and  their  heirs  as 
should  make  up  the  number  of  five,  such  other  persons  to  be  nominated  by  the 
survivors  or  survivor  of  the  said  trustees  ; and  that  when  two  of  the  said  five  trus- 
tees should  be  dead,  the  three  survivors  should  convey  the  lands  to  the  use  of 
themselves  and  their  heirs,  and  of  two  other  persons,  to  be  nominated  by  the  said 
survivors  and  their  heirs,  and  so  from  time  to  time,  for  ever.  And  he  directed 
that  the  trustees  should  stand  seised  of  the  said  lands,  on  trust,  to  bestow  9/., 

* part  of  the  first  year’s  rents  and  profits,  in  putting  out  as  apprentices  to  some 
honest  trade  within  the  town  of  Nottingham,  three  poor  boys,  sons  of  burgesses 
of  the  said  town,  for  the  term  of  eight  years,  31.  for  each  boy,  such  boys  not  to 
be  of  less  age  than  13,  nor  above  15 ; and  to  bestow  10/.,  part  of  the  second 
year’s  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  lands,  in  purchasing  books,  such  as  they 
should  think  fit  for  the  founding  and  beginning  of  a library  for  the  use  and 
benefit  of  the  masters  and  scholars  of  the  Free-school  in  Nottingham ; and  to 
bestow  9 /•»  part  of  the  third  year’s  rents  and  profits,  for  putting  out  apprentices 
such  three  boys  as  aforesaid,  and  10  /.,  part  of  the  fourth  year’s  rents  and  profits, 
for  the  purchasing  of  books  in  augmentation  of  the  said  library  ; and  so  alter- 
nately, the  sum  of  9 /.  out  of  the  rents  for  one  year  to  be  employed  in  putting 
out  apprentices,  and  10/.  in  the  next  year  in  buying  of  books  for  the  space  of 
four  years  more ; viz.,  to  the  end  of  eight  years,  to  be  accounted  from  the 
making  of  the  said  purchase  ; and  that  the  trustees  should  out  of  the  ninth 
year’s  rents  pay  to  each  of  the  said  persons  put  out  apprentices,  and  who  should 
then  come  out  of  their  apprenticeship,  31.  toward  setting  them  up  in  their 
respective  trades  ; and  should  out  of  the  tenth  year’s  rents  and  profits  bestow 
9/.  for  putting  out  three  other  such  poor  boys  apprentices  as  aforesaid  ; and  out 
llep.

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Nottingham.  of  the  eleventh  year’s  rents  and  profits  pay  to  each  of  the  three  persons  who

M continued!^’  should  then  come  out  of  their  apprenticeships,  3/.,  towards  setting  them  up  in 

y ...  — ^ J their  trades  ; and  so  alternately,  so  that  every  other  year  there  should  be  three 

such  poor  boys  put  out  apprentices  ; and  that  in  every  year  wherein  such 
boys  should  not  be  put  out,  9 /•  should  be  paid  towards  the  setting  up  in 
trade  of  three  such  persons  as  had  come  out  of  their  apprenticeships,  viz.,  to 
each  31. ; and  if  any  of  the  said  apprentices  should  die,  or  otherwise  mis- 
carry so  that  they  should  not  serve  out  their  apprenticeships,  the  money, 
which  should  have  been  paid  to  them  for  setting  up,  should  be  laid  out  in 
books  towards  the  augmentation  of  the  said  library.  And  he  also  directed 
that  all  the  books  bought  for  the  library  should  be  stamped  on  the  out- 
side “ J.  Parker,”  and  that  a catalogue  should  be  made,  and  renewed  as 
often  as  occasion  should  be,  by  the  town-clerk  of  Nottingham  ; and  that  out 
of  the  rents  of  the  said  lands  his  trustees  should  pay  yearly  to  the  vicar  of 
St.  Mary’s  20  s.  on  Easter-Eve,  on  condition  that  he  should  preach  or  cause  to 
be  preached  in  the  said  church  a sermon  on  the  subject  of  Christian  love  and 
charity,  on  Good-Friday,  in  the  afternoon  •,  and  that  they  should  out  of  the 
rents  and  profits  of  the  said  lands  buy  205.  worth  of  bread,  to  consist  of  two- 
penny loaves,  and  cause  the  same  to  be  distributed  by  the  churchwardens  or 
otherwise,  as  best  they  might,  among  such  ancient  poor  people  of  the  said 
parish  as  should  attend  the  said  sermon.  And  he  directed  that  the  towm-clerk 
of  Nottingham  should  keep  a book  wherein  he  should  insert  the  accounts  of 
the  trustees,  to  be  by  them  yearly  given,  in  the  presence  of  the  mayor  and  one 
alderman  of  the  corporation,  on  every  Wednesday  in  Easter  Week,  of  all  their 
receipts  and  disbursements  on  account  of  the  trusts  ; and  that  he  should  make 
the  indentures  of  apprenticeship  ; and  in  consideration  thereof,  and  of  his  keep- 
ing the  said  catalogue  of  books,  he  directed  that  the  trustees  should  yearly, 
immediately  after  passing  the  accounts,  pay  to  him  the  sum  of  205.  ; and  that 
the  trustees  should  reimburse  themselves  all  charges  respecting  the  manage- 
ment of  the  trust,  and  should  yearly  provide  a dinner  at  the  passing  of  their 
accounts,  for  themselves  and  such  others  as  should  be  at  the  passing  thereof,  not 
exceeding  SO  s.  And  he  directed  that  whatever  should  be  spared  out  of  the 
rents  and  profits  of  the  said  lands  (the  purposes  aforesaid  being  satisfied)  should 
yearly,  on  every  account,  be  paid  to  his  said  nephew,  John  Rickards,  and  his 
heirs,  for  ever. 

An  annual  sum  of  13/.  105.,  being  the  amount  of  the  several  payments  above- 
mentioned,  is  now  received  by  Mr.  Henry  Enfield,  the  town-clerk  of  Not- 
tingham, from  Mr.  William  Orson,  as  being  in  the  possession  of  an  estate  at 
Harby  in  the  county  of  Leicester,  which  was  probably  purchased  by  the 
trustees  under  Mr.  Parker’s  will,  and  of  which  the  residue  of  the  rents  and 
profits,  after  satisfying  the  specific  payments,  wrere  by  that  will  directed  to  be 
paid  to  the  donor’s  nephew,  and  his  heirs. 

By  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release,  bearing  date  29th  and  30th  April 
1711,  (as  appears  from  a recital  thereof  in  a release,  bearing  date  16th  April 
1745,  founded  on  a lease,  dated  on  the  preceding  day,  the  last-mentioned 
lease  and  release  being  a conveyance  of  the  trust-property  to  new  trustees, 
and  being  the  earliest  deeds  produced  to  us)  Edward  Clarke,  clerk,  late  vicar 
of  the  parish  of  St.  Mary,  Nottingham,  Thomas  Trigge  and  Joseph  Clay,  con- 
veyed to  John  Grundy  and  tw^o  others,  and  their  heirs,  several  parcels  of  land, 
commonly  reputed  to  be  two  yard-lands,  or  four  oxgangs,  lying  dispersedly 
in  Harby,  in  the  county  of  Leicester,  or  within  the  fields  and  liberties  thereof, 
on  trust,  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  thereof  to  perform  the  charitable  pur- 
poses contained  in  the  will  of  the  said  alderman  John  Parker,  so  far  as  they 
concerned  the  said  lands,  or  the  rents  and  profits  thereof. 

The  only  other  trust-deeds  produced  to  us  were  Indentures  of  Lease  and 
Release,  bearing  date  11th  and  12th  April  1757,  purposing  to  be  made  between 
Thomas  Trigge  the  elder,  Thomas  Trigge  the  younger,  and  John  Egginton, 
of  the  one  part,  and  George  Parkyns  and  Thomas  Trigge  of  the  other  part, 
(but  not  executed  by  the  said  Thomas  Trigge  the  younger)  and  purporting  to 
be  a conveyance  of  the  said  premises  to  the  use  of  all  the  parties  thereto,  and 
their  heirs,  on  the  above-mentioned  trusts  ; and  on  trust,  that  when  two  of  the 
trustees  should  die,  the  survivors  should  convey  the  said  premises  to  the  use

It  does  not  appear  that  there  has  been  any  subsequent  renewal  of  this  continued. 
trust.  v ^ ' 

In  the  book  of  accounts  of  this  charity,  which  commences  with  the  accounts 
of  the  yfear  1724,  a memorandum  is  inserted,  stating  that  a book  containing 
the  preceding  accounts  from  the  death  of  John  Parker,  was,  with  other  things, 
consumed  by  a fire  in  the  town-clerk’s  office,  in  February  1724,  to  which  we 
have  before  alluded. 

For  some  years  prior  to  1804,  the  accounts  for  each  year  were  entered  in 
the  book  as  being  those  of  George  Parkyns,  only  surviving  trustee.  The 
accounts  in  1804  and  1805,  are  entered  as  being  those  of  James  Harrison  ; in 
1806,  of  Joseph  Beardsley  ; from  1807  to  1810  inclusive,  of  Joseph  Beardsley 
and  Samuel  Milnes  ; and  from  1811  to  1820,  of  William  Orson ; and  from 
1804  they  are  stated  as  being  made  on  behalf  of  the  surviving  trustee.  We 
are  informed  that  Mr.  James  Harrison  was  in  fact  the  owner  of  the  estate  at 
Harby,  subject  to  the  charitable  payments  ; that  Messrs  Beardsley  and  Milnes 
were  his  devisees ; and  that  Mr.  William  Orson  purchased  that  estate  of  them. 

Mr.  Enfield  has  kept  the  accounts  from  the  time  of  his  appointment  as  town- 
clerk  in  1815. 

The  items  in  each  account  consists  of  1 /.,  paid  to  the  vicar  of  St.  Mary’s 
parish,  for  preaching  a sermon  on  Good-Friday ; 1 /.  for  bread  distributed  on 
the  same  day,  by  the  churchwardens,  to  the  poor  of  that  parish ; 1 /.  10  s.  for 
the  annual  dinner  ; 1 /.  paid  to  the  town-clerk  for  making  out  the  account,  &c., 
and  9/.  applied  in  alternate  years  in  the  payment  either  of  three  premiums 
of  SI.  each,  for  apprenticing  three  sons  of  burgesses  of  Nottingham,  or  of  three 
sums  of  same  amount  towards  setting  up  such  apprentices  in  their  trades  after 
the  expiration  of  the  respective  times  for  which  they  were  bound.  Such  of 
the  last-mentioned  sums  as  are  not  claimed  in  consequence  of  the  apprentices 
either  dying,  or  not  serving  their  full  time,  are  applicable  to  the  purchasing  of 
books  for  the  free-school  library  as  directed  by  the  donor. 

The  sums  thus  unclaimed  from  1724  to  177U  amounting  to  36/.,  were  from 
time  to  time  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  books. 

In  1818,  a statement  was  made  out,  which  shows  the  following  result  of  the 
accounts  from  1772  to  1818.

This  balance  of  69/.  appears  to  have  been  composed  of  sums  unclaimed 
from  1772  to  1805,  which  ought  therefore  to  have  been  applied  in  buying 
books,  but  were  retained  in  the  hands  of  the  respective  owners  of  the  estate 
at  Harby,  for  the  time  being.  On  the  sale  of  that  estate,  about  the  year  1810, 
when  it  was  purchased  by  Mr.  William  Orson,  a claim  for  the  arrears  due  was 
made  by  Mr.  Coldham  the  then  town-clerk  of  Nottingham,  and  a subsequent 
correspondence  relating  to  those  arrears,  took  place  between  him  and  the 
solicitor  for  the  purchaser,  which  was  renewed  by  Mr.  Enfield,  the  present 
town-clerk  in  1816,  but  up  to  the  time  of  our  investigation  the  arrears  had  not 
been  discharged. 

Since  this  report  was  drawn  up,  we  have  been  informed  by  Mr.  Enfield  that 
there  has  been  received  from  Mr.  Orson  the  owner  of  the  estate  at  Harby, 
a sum  of  72/.  0-s.  6d.,  being  the  balance  found  to  be  due  to  the  charity  up  to 
the  present  time,  and  that  it  is  intended  that  this  sum  shall  be  laid  out  in  books 
for  the  free-school  library.

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Since  Mr.  Enfield  has  held  the  office  of  town-clerk  there  have  remained  in 
his  hands  the  following  balances  unclaimed  by  apprentices,  and  therefore  appli- 
cable to  the  library.  In  1819,  9/. ; in  1821,  6/.;  in  1823,  6/.;  in  1825,  3/. ; 
and  in  1827,  31.,  making  in  the  whole,  with  a previous  balance  of  19$.’ 
27 /.  195.  In  1822  a sum  of  12/.  125.  was  applied  in  purchasing  books.  Tim 
balance  of  the  library-fund  in  Mr.  Enfield’s  hands  at  the  passing  of  the 
accounts  on  18th  April  1827,  (25.  having  been  paid  by  him  for  receipt-stamps,) 
was  15 L 55.,  which  it  was  proposed  to  appropriate  to  the  purchase  of  books 
at  the  annual  meeting  at  Easter  1828. 

In  consequence  of  there  having  being  no  renewal  of  the  trustees,  this 
charity  has  for  several  years  been  under  the  management  of  the  mayor  and 
aldermen  of  Nottingham,  who  meet  annually  on  the  Wednesday  in  Easter  week. 
In  those  years  in  which  the  sum  of  9 /.  is  applicable  to  putting  out  apprentices, 
they  elect  on  that  day  three  boys,  sons  of  poor  burgesses,  to  be  put  out,  with 
each  of  whom  a premium  of  3 /.  is  paid  ; the  boys  are  bound  for  seven  years, 
and  not  for  eight  years  as  mentioned  in  the  donor’s  will.  In  the  alternate 
years  they  dispose  of  sums  of  the  same  amount  to  the  apprentices  entitled  to 
claim  them  as  having  served  their  full  time.  The  annual  sum  of  1/.  10  j. 
is  paid  towards  the  expense  of  a dinner  for  the  mayor  and  aldermen  on  the 
day  of  meeting.  The  books  are  kept  in  the  house  of  the  head  master  of  the 
grammar-school,  and  the  town-clerk  has  a catalogue  of  them. 

Robinson’s  Charity. 

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  14th  October  1703,  between  the  mayor  and  bur- 
gesses of  Nottingham  of  the  first  part,  William  Robinson,  of  the  second  part, 
and  William  Pierrepont  and  George  Gregory,  of  the  third  part,  (as  appears  from 
the  before-mentioned  old  book  containing  an  account  of  the  charities  of  St. 
Mary’s  parish,)  the  said  mayor  and  burgesses,  in  consideration  of  100/.  paid  by 
the  said  William  Robinson,  agreed  to  pay  a clear  annuity  of  61.  per  annum  to 
the  parties  of  the  third  part,  to  be  by  them  paid  as  follows  ; viz. 

To  the  vicar  of  St.  Mary’s  31.,  and  to  the  rectors  of  St.  Peter’s  and  St.  Ni- 
cholas’s, 1/.  105.  each,  to  be  given  in  bread. 

These  three  annual  sums  are  now  paid  by  the  chamberlains  of  the  corporation 
to  the  vicar  and  rectors  of  the  respective  parishes. 

In  St.  Mary’s  parish  the  sum  of  31.  is  disposed  of  in  bread,  which  is  distri- 
buted by  the  sexton  on  behalf  of  the  vicar,  to  the  amount  of  45.,  on  Christmas- 
day,  35.  on  Easter  Sunday,  35.  on  Whit-Sunday,  and  15.  on  the  remaining 
Sundays  throughout  the  year. 

In  the  parishes  of  St.  Nicholas  and  St.  Peter  the  distribution  is  united  with 
that  of  other  charities  for  providing  bread  for  the  poor,  as  will  be  stated  in 
subsequent  parts  of  this  Report. 

Saunderson’s  Charity. 

Thomas  Saundet'son,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  2d  February  1711,  gave  to 
William  Jackson  and  three  others,  and  their  heirs,  two  messuages  in  Pilcher- 
gate,  Nottingham,  with  the  stables  and  gardens  thereunto  belonging,  in  trust, 
that  they  should,  during  seven  years  after  his  decease,  permit  his  three  sisters  to 
receive  the  rents  thereof,  except  31.  yearly,  of  which  he  gave  205.  to  the  cha- 
rity children  belonging  to  the  charity-school  in  Nottingham  ; and  of  the 
remaining  405.  one  moiety  to  the  poor  of  St.  Mary’s  parish,  and  the  other 
moiety  to  the  poor  of  St.  Peter’s  and  St.  Nicholas’s  equally ; and  after  the 
expiration  of  the  said  term  of  seven  years,  in  trust  that  they  should,  out  of  the 
rents  of  the  said  premises,  pay  for  the  use  of  the  children  belonging  to  the  said 
school,  so  long  as  it  should  continue,  405.  yearly,  and  should  distribute  the 
clear  rent  over  and  above  that  yearly  sum  to  the  poor,  especially  housekeepers 
of  the  parishes  of  St.  Mary,  St.  Peter,  and  St.  Nicholas,  one  moiety  to  the  poor 
of  the  former,  and  the  other  moiety  to  the  poor  of  the  two  latter  parishes, 
equally;  and  he  directed  that  when  any  two  of  his  trustees  should  die,  the  sur- 
vivors, with  the  approbation  of  the  vicar  of  St.  Mary’s,  and  the  rectors  of  St. 
Peter’s  and  St.  Nicholas’s,  should  choose  three  other  honest  persons  of  Not- 
tingham to  be  added  to  them  in  the  said  trust,  and  should  make  proper  convey- 
ances of  the  trust  premises,  and  so  from  time  to  time ; and  that  the  trustees 

should 
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should  yearly,  out  of  the  rents,  spend  10 5.  for  their  trouble  at  the  time  of 
making  up  those  accounts,  which  he  directed  to  be  done  once  every  year. 

By  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release,  bearing  date  11th  and  12th  June  1827, 
(being  the  last  deeds  for  appointing  new  trustees  to  this  charity,)  between  John 
Topott,  of  the  first  part,  the  llev.  G.  Wilkins,  D.  D.,  the  Rev.  R.  W.  Almond, 
and  the  Rev.  W.  J.  Butler,  being  the  incumbents  of  the  three  parishes  of  Not- 
tingham, of  the  second  part,  and  the  said  John  Topott,  Martin  Roe,  George 
Bunting,  and  John  Mills,  of  the  third  part ; the  said  John  Topott,  as  the  sur- 
viving trustee  named  in  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  27th  and 
28th  November  1786,  conveyed  to  the  said  Martin  Roe,  George  Bunting,  and 
John  Mills,  (whom  he  had,  with  the  consent  of  the  said  incumbents,  nominated 
to  be  added  to  him  in  the  said  trust)  and  their  heirs,  the  before-mentioned  two 
messuages  in  Pilcher-gate,  to  the  use  of  all  the  parties  of  the  third  part,  and 
their  heirs,  on  the  before-mentioned  trusts. 
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The  property  belonging  to  this  charity,  which  is  situate  in  Pilcher-gate, 
consists  of, 


1.  A house  and  garden,  in  the  occupation  of  William  Cheetham,  as  yearly 
tenant,  at  the  rent  of  21/.  per  annum. 

2.  A house,  in  the  occupation  of  John  Johnson,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the  rent 
of  11/.  11  s.  per  annum. 


The  rent  of  the  former  was  raised  in  1793  from  16/.  105.  to  20/.,  and  in  1796 
to  its  present  amount ; the  rent  of  the  latter  was  also  raised  in  1793  from  10/.  105. 
to  its  present  amount.  The  rents  having  been  unaltered  for  so  long  a period, 
we  suggested  the  propriety  of  a valuation  of  the  premises  being  made;  and 
we  learn  from  the  report  of  Mr.  T.  Walker,  a surveyor  employed  for  this  pur- 
pose, that  as  the  houses  are  old  and  much  dilapidated,  and  as  the  repairs  gene- 
rally fall  on  the  tenants,  he  is  of  opinion  that  Mr.  Cheetham’s  rent  ought  to  be 
26/.,  and  Mr.  Johnson’s  20/,  It  is  stated  that  Mr.  Cheetham  has  within  a few 
years  expended  200/.  in  the  improvement  of  the  premises  occupied  by  him,  and 
that  the  house  is  in  better  condition  than  that  which  is  in  the  tenure  of  Mr. 
Johnson.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  trustees  to  take  measures  for  increasing  the 
rents  to  a fair  amount,  and  also  to  make  provision  for  keeping  the  premises  in 
repair ; and  it  is  a question  for  their  consideration,  whether  Mr.  Cheetham  has 
a claim  to  a temporary  allowance  of  his  rent,  in  consideration  of  the  sum  which 
he  has  expended. 

Mr.  George  Bunting,  one  of  the  trustees  lately  appointed  by  the  deed  of 

1827,  had  for  many  years  previous  to  his  appointment  acted,  at  the  request  of 
Mr.  John  Topott,  (who  was  the  surviving  trustee,  but  did  not  reside  at  Not- 
tingham,) as  treasurer  of  this  charity,  receiving  the  rents  and  keeping  the 
accounts,  and  had  also  acted  as  trustee  for  the  distribution  of  the  portion  of 
the  income  applicable  to  the  poor  of  St.  Mary’s  parish.  In  each  of  the  other 
parishes,  the  portion  of  the  rent  appropriated  thereto  was  distributed  by  an 
inhabitant  thereof,  acting  as  trustee. 

The  annual  sum  of  2/.  is  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  the  charity-school,  usually 
called  the  Blue  Coat  School,  hereinafter  mentioned,  and  the  residue  of  the  clear 
rents  was,  until  the  making  of  the  trust-deed  in  1827,  usually  distributed  every 
third  year ; one  moiety  being  allotted  to  St.  Mary’s  parish,  and  one  fourth  to 
each  of  the  other  parishes.  But  the  trustees  appointed  by  that  deed  have 
resolved  that  the  distributions  shall  be  annual ; and  in  pursuance  of  that  reso- 
lution the  rents  for  the  last  year,  amounting  to  32/.  115.,  were,  on  1st  January 

1828,  thus  disposed  of.

The  usual  sum  of  2/.  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Blue  Coat  School  was 
inadvertently  omitted  in  making  out  the  above  account,  but  it  will  be  included 
in  the  account  for  the  ensuing  year.  Each  trustee  distributes  the  portion  of 
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the  rents  received  by  him,  in  sums  varying  in  amount,  amongst  poor  house- 
keepers of  the  parish  to  which  it  is  appropriated,  being  usually  such  as  are  not 
in  receipt  of  constant  parochial  relief.  It  has  not  been  customary  for  the  trus- 
tees to  produce  to  their  co-trustees  at  a subsequent  meeting  lists  of  the  poor 
persons  included  in  their  respective  distributions,  but  it  appears  to  us  desirable 
that  this  should  be  done.  No  sums  have  of  late  years  been  charged  to  the 
account  of  the  charity  for  any  expenses  attending  the  meetings  of  the  trustees. 


James’s  Charity. 


James’s  Charity. 


Joseph  James , by  his  Will,  bearing  date  11th  October  1715,  and  proved  at 
York  in  1716,  gave  his  two  closes  lying  in  Basford,  in  the  county  of  Notting- 
ham, called  Deybrook  Close  and  Brownhill  Close,  and  his  house  and  land  in 
Ashover,  in  the  county  of  Derby,  to  Benjamin  Green,  James  Huthwaite,  John 
Huthwaite,  Samuel  Clarke,  and  Matthew  Hancock,  all  of  Nottingham,  and 
their  heirs,  on  trust,  to  pay  out  of  the  rents  31.  yearly  for  ever,  towards  the 
maintenance  of  one  or  more  able  and  pious  Protestant  Presbyterian  ministers 
residing  in  Nottingham  or  elsewhere,  as  to  the  major  part  of  them  should  seem 
meet ; and  to  dispose  of  the  rest  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  premises 
yearly  among  such  poor  and  indigent  people  as  the  major  part  of  them  should 
think  real  objects  of  charity.  And  he  directed  that  when  two  of  the  trustees 
should  die,  the  three  survivors  should  appoint  two  others  to  be  trustees  with 
them,  and  should  convey  the  premises  accordingly. 

The  last  appointment  of  trustees  of  this  charity  was  made  by  indentures  of 
lease  and  release,  bearing  date  6th  and  7th  February  1824,  whereby  Henry 
Enfield,  Alfred  Lowe,  and  Joseph  Stubbins,  as  the  surviving  trustees,  ap- 
pointed Thomas  Carpenter'  Smith  and  Thomas  Fellowes  to  be  trustees  in  the 
room  of  John  Stone  and  John  Fellowes,  deceased,  and  conveyed  to  them  the 
above-mentioned  two  closes  in  Basford,  or  the  allotments  made  in  lieu  thereof, 
and  the  above-mentioned  house  and  land  in  Ashover,  and  two  parcels  of  land 
on  the  common  lately  inclosed  in  Ashover,  one  containing  1 r.  36  p.  and  the 
other  containing  2 a.  2 r.  20  P.,  both  of  which  were  allotted  to  the  trustees  by 
the  Commissioners  under  an  Act  passed  in  19th  Geo.  3,  for  dividing  and  inclos. 
ing  the  commons  and  waste  grounds  of  the  manor  of  Ashover,  in  lieu  of  the 
commons  belonging  to  the  said  messuage  and  lands. 

All  these  trustees  are  now  living. 

The  property  of  the  charity  consists  of, 

1 . A parcel  of  land  in  Broxtow  Field,  in  the  parish  of  Basford,  containing 
6 a.  2 r.  34  p.  in  the  occupation  of  Samuel  Hall,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a fair  rent 
of  15/.  per  annum,  being  an  allotment  made  on  the  Basford  inclosure,  in  lieu  of 
the  lands  called  Deybrook  Close  and  Brownhill  Close,  mentioned  in  the  donor’s 
will. 


2.  A cottage  divided  into  two  tenements,  3 a.  3 r.  4p.  of  old  inclosure,  and 
3 a.  Or.  16  p.  of  new  inclosure  in  the  parish  of  Ashover,  in  the  county  of 
Derby,  in  the  occupation  of  George  Wood  and  John  Tomlinson,  as  yearly 
tenants,  at  a fair  rent  of  5 /.  per  annum,  to  which  amount  it  was  raised  from  4 /. 
in  January  1828,  the  new  rent  commencing  from  Michaelmas  1827*  Nearly 
the  whole  of  the  land  at  Ashover  belonging  to  the  charity  is  rocky  and  barren. 
The  cottage  is  in  fair  repair. 


The  trustees  meet  annually  in  January,  and  distribute  the  rents  due  for  the 
year  ending  at  the  Michaelmas  preceding.  At  the  last  meeting  on  10th  January 
1828,  the  amount  of  the  rents,  being  19/.,  was  thus  disposed  of:  To  two  dis- 
senting ministers  of  Nottingham,  1/.  10s.  each,  and  the  residue  in  sums,  varying 
from  2 /.  to  10  s.,  amongst  sixteen  poor  persons,  most  of  whom  were  females, 
and  all,  with  one  exception,  residing  in  Nottingham.  Each  trustee  recommends 
such  persons  as  he  considers  proper  objects,  and  the  same  individuals  very  fre- 
quently continue  to  partake  of  the  charity  from  year  to  year. 

The  accounts,  and  the  names  of  the  persons  to  whom  the  charity  is  distribut- 
ed, are  entered  in  a book  and  signed  by  the  trustees. 

In  1817  a sum  of  8/.  125.,  and  in  1824  a sum  of  the  same  amount,  were  paid 
for  deeds  for  the  appointment  of  new  trustees.  For  the  last  five  years  the  meet- 
ings

ings  for  the  disposal  of  the  rents  have  been  annual,  but  the  previous  distributions 
appear  to  have  been  made  once  in  two  or  three  years. 

Holden’s  Charity. 

Mary  Holden , by  her  Will,  bearing  date  29th  October  1760,  after  giving 
her  messuage  wherein  she  dwelt,  with  the  garden,  &c.  thereto  belonging,  in 
Nottingham,  to  her  cousin  Matthew  Pilkington,  for  life,  and  after  his  decease 
to  the  Rev.  Dr.  Berdmore,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Chappie,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Wakefield, 
the  then  incumbents  of  the  three  parishes  of  Nottingham,  and  their  successors, 
ministers  of  the  said  churches,  in  trust,  for  the  church  and  poor  of  the  parish  of 
St.  Mary,  and  after  giving  to  the  said  three  incumbents  and  their  successors 
200/.  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  poor  children  in  the  charity-school  of  Not- 
tingham, and  to  the  poorest  housekeepers  in  the  parish  of  St.  Mary  100/.,  and 
to  the  poorest  housekeepers  in  the  parishes  of  St.  Peter  and  St,  Nicholas,  50/.,  to 
be  distributed  to  them  at  the  discretion  of  her  executors,  provided  that  the 
money  should  not  be  given  to  any  in  either  of  the  three  parishes  who  received 
parochial  relief,  gave  all  her  personal  estate  not  therein  before  specifically 
disposed  of,  to  the  said  Matthew  Pilkington  and  the  said  Dr.  Berdmore,  in 
trust,  to  pay  her  debts,  funeral  expenses,  and  legacies,  and  to  sell  and  dispose 
of  the  residue,  and  apply  the  money  arising  from  the  sale  thereof  for  the  use 
and  benefit  of  the  charity-school  in  Nottingham,  or  for  such  other  purposes  in 
charitable  designs  as  should  be  adjudged  most  useful  and  beneficial  for  the  poor 
in  the  town  of  Nottingham,  by  her  executors,  they  having  the  advice  of  the 
ministers  of  the  several  churches  in  the  said  town  of  Nottingham.  And  she 
appointed  the  said  Matthew  Pilkington  and  the  said  Dr.  Berdmore  her  exe- 
cutors. 

The  devise  in  this  will  of  the  house  in  Nottingham,  in  trust  for  the  church 
and  poor  of  St.  Mary’s  parish,  was  void  by  the  Act  of  9 Geo.  2,  c.  36,  and  it 
does  not  appear  that  it  ever  came  into  the  possession  of  the  trustees.  The 
sums  of  100/.  bequeathed  to  the  poor  of  St.  Mary’s,  and  of  50  /.  bequeathed  to 
the  poor  of  St.  Peter’s  and  St.  Nicholas’s,  were  probably  distributed  by  Mrs. 
Holden’s  executors  in  pursuance  of  her  directions.  The  deed  of  which  the  fol- 
lowingis  an  abstract  relates  to  her  residuary  bequest  for  charitable  purposes. 

By  Deed-poll,  bearing  date  1st  September  1768,  under  the  hands  and  seals 
of  the  Reverend  Scrope  Berdmore,  D.D.,  vicar  of  St.  Mary’s,  Abel  Smith,  of 
Nottingham,  esquire,  the  Reverend  George  Beaumont,  rector  of  St.  Nicholas’s, 
the  Reverend  Samuel  Martin,  rector  of  St.  Peter’s,  and  John  Eggington,  of 
Nottingham,  gentleman,  reciting  the  residuary  bequest  of  the  said  Mary 
Holden ; and  reciting,  that  the  said  Matthew  Pilkington  alone  proved  her 
will ; and  that  after  payment  of  her  debts,  funeral  charges,  and  legacies, 
their  remained  in  his  hands  a sum  of  800/.,  overplus  money,  arising  from 
the  sale  of  the  residue  of  her  estate,  to  be  applied  for  the  purposes  of  the 
said  will ; and  reciting,  that  by  an  instrument  in  writing,  bearing  date  26th 
October  1765,  the  said  Matthew  Pilkington  and  Scrope  Berdmore,  in  pursu- 
ance of  the  said  will,  with  the  advice  of  the  Reverend  Edward  Chappie,  rector, 
of  St.  Peter’s,  and  the  Reverend  George  Wakefield,  rector  of  St.  Nicholas’s, 
directed  that  of  the  said  800/.,  400/.  should  be  applied  to  the  use  of  the  charity- 
school  in  Nottingham,  and  that  400/.,  residue  of  the  said  800  /.,  should  be  placed 
in  some  public  fund  in  the  names  of  the  said  M.  Pilkington,  S.  Berdmore, 
E.  Chappie,  G.  Wakefield,  and  Abel  Smith;  and  that  the  interest  and  dividends 
arising  from  the  last-mentioned  400  /.  should  every  year,  at  Lady-day,  be  dis- 
posed of  for  the  benefit  of  poor  housekeepers  within  the  several  parishes  of  the 
town  of  Nottingham,  not  receiving  collections  or  relief  from  the  parishes,  in  such 
manner  as  the  said  Matthew  Pilkington  and  Scrope  Berdmore,  their  executors 
and  administrators,  should  think  fit,  they  having  the  advice  of  the  several 
ministers  of  the  parishes  of  Nottingham  for  the  time  being  ; and  that  it  was 
provided,  that  when  and  as  often  as  the  number  of  trustees  in  whose  name  the 
said  400  /.  should  be  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  stock  should  be  reduced  to 
three  or  fewer,  the  survivors  should  nominate  other  fit  persons  of  Nottingham 
to  be  added  to  such  survivors  to  make  up  five  in  number,  and  that  the 
stock  should  be  vested  in  the  names  of  such  five  trustees  ; and  reciting,  that 
by  an  indorsement  on  the  said  instrument  the  said  Scrope  Berdmore  and  Abel 
Smith  (the  said  Matthew  Pilkington  and  Edward  Chappel  being  dead,  and  the 
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Nottingham.  said  George  Wakefield  being  removed  from  Nottingham,  and  having  desired 
HoldenVcharity  that  name  might  be  struck  out  ot  the  number  of  the  said  trustees,  and  that 
0 continued.  ^ some  fit  person  might  be  appointed  in  his  room)  nominated  the  said  George 

\ j Beaumont,  Samuel  Martin,  and  John  Eggington,  to  be  trustees  for  the  said 

400/.  ; and  reciting,  that  a sum  of  400/.  four  per  cent  annuities  had  been  on 
7th  May  then  last  transferred  into  the  names  of  the  five  last-mentioned  persons, 
the  said  persons  declared  that  the  said  stock  was  so  transferred  into  their  names 
for  the  purposes  before  mentioned  ; and  that  they  would  every  year,  at  or  about 
Lady-day,  dispose  of  the  dividends  arising  therefrom  for  the  benefit  of  poor 
housekeepers  within  the  several  parishes  of  Nottingham,  not  receiving  collec- 
tions or  relief  from  the  parishes,  in  such  manner  as  was  directed  by  the  before- 
mentioned  instrument  in  writing,  and  that  one  moiety  of  such  dividends  should 
be  disposed  of  for  the  benefit  of  such  poor  housekeepers  as  should  live  within 
the  parish  of  St.  Mary,  and  the  other  moiety  should  be  annually  divided  and 
disposed  of  for  the  benefit  of  such  poor  housekeepers  as  should  live  within  the 
several  parishes  of  St.  Peter  and  St.  Nicholas. 

The  sum  of  200/.  specifically  bequeathed  by  Mrs.  Holden  to  the  charity- 
school  of  Nottingham,  and  the  sum  of  400/.  appropriated  by  the  executors  in 
1765  to  the  same  purpose,  form  part  of  the  property  of  that  establishment, 
the  particulars  of  which  will  be  stated  in  a subsequent  part  of  this  Report. 

The  sum  of  400  /.  four  per  cent  stock  mentioned  in  the  deed  of  1768  (now 
reduced  three  per  cents),  is  standing  in  the  name  of  Lord  Carrington,  as  the 
survivor  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Haynes  and  two  others,  who  were  the  incumbents  of 
the  three  parishes  of  Nottingham  at  the  time  when  the  last  transfer  of  the  stock 
was  made.  It  does  not  appear  that  there  has  been  any  deed  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  new  trustees  since  that  of  1768. 

The  dividends  of  this  stock,  amounting  to  12  /.  per  annum,  now  are,  and  have 
been  for  several  years  past,  received  through  the  bank  of  Messrs.  Smith,  one 
moiety  by  the  vicar  of  St.  Mary’s,  one  fourth  by  the  rector  of  St.  Peter’s,  and 
the  remaining  fourth  by  the  rector  of  St.  Nicholas’s,  and  these  portions  are  dis- 
posed of  by  the  several  incumbents,  in  donations  to  poor  persons  of  their 
respective  parishes.  It  appears  to  have  been  the  intention  of  the  trustees 
under  Mrs.  Holden’s  will,  in  the  settlement  in  1765  of  this  part  of  the  pro- 
perty given  by  her  for  charitable  purposes,  that  the  whole  annual  produce 
thereof  should  be  applied  at  Lady-day  in  each  year,  and  that  the  benefit 
thereof  should  be  confined  to  poor  housekeepers  not  being  in  the  receipt  of 
parochial  relief. 

Blue  Coat  School. 

Blue  Coat  School.  This  school  was  established  in  1706  by  voluntary  contributions,  and  is  now 
in  part  supported  by  annual  subscriptions  and  collections  after  sermons 
preached  in  three  parish-churches  in  Nottingham,  and  in  St.  Paul’s  chapel. 

The  site  of  the  school-house,  which  is  situate  on  the  high  pavement,  was 
grated  by  William  Thorpe  in  1720,  to  John  Plumptre  and  others,  the  then 
trustees  of  the  school. 

The  following  grants  and  devises  have  been  made  towards  the  support  of  the 
establishment : 

Thomas  Saunderson,  by  his  Will,  in  1711  (an  abstract  of  which  has  been 
given  in  a preceding  part  of  this  Report),  gave  to  this  school  an  annual  sum  of 
405.,  out  of  the  rents  of  two  houses  in  Pilcher-gate,  devised  by  him  for 
charitable  purposes. 

Charles  Harvey , by  Deed,  in  the  same  year,  granted  to  the  churchwardens 
and  overseers  of  the  three  parishes  in  Nottingham,  and  their  successors,  two 
tenements  in  Hounds-gate,  to  the  intent  that  the  rents  and  profits  thereof  might 
be  received  by  them,  and  paid  to  the  trustees  of  this  school. 

Jonathan  Labray,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  25th  January  1718,  gave  to  Hey- 
rick  Althorpe  and  William  Jackson,  and  their  heirs,  a messuage  situate  near 
St.  Peter’s  church-yard,  with  the  buildings  and  gardens  thereto  belonging,  on 
trust,  to  pay  the  rents  and  profits  thereof  to  the  trustees  or  treasurer  for  the 
time  being  of  the  charity-school  set  up  in  Nottingham  for  teaching  poor 
children  to  read,  and  instructing  them  in  the  knowledge  and  practice  of  the

Christian  Religion  as  professed  by  the  Church  of  England,  and  other  things 
suitable  to  their  condition  for  the  use  of  that  school. 

Thomas  Roberts,  in  1729,  gave  to  the  school  a yearly  rentcharge  of  5 s.,  out 
of  houses  in  Red  Lion-street,  Nottingham. 

Gilbert  Beresford , by  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release,  bearing  date  19th 
and  20th  January  1747,  conveyed  to  Samuel  Peake,  then  treasurer  of  the 
charity-school,  and  his  heirs,  a close  in  the  Clay-field  of  Nottingham,  contain- 
ing 1 a.  3 r.  in  trust,  to  permit  the  rents  and  profits  thereof  to  be  taken  by  the 
treasurer  for  the  time  being  for  the  use  of  that  school. 

John  Key,  in  1774,  gave  a security  on  the  Nottingham  and  Grantham  Turn- 
pike-road, which  appears  to  have  been  originally  granted  for  150/.,  but  the  sum 
now  secured  thereby  is  177  £ 15  s. 

The  school  has  also  received  various  pecuniary  legacies  and  donations,  the 
whole  amounting  (as  appears  from  lists  produced  to  us)  to  2,507/.  5 s.,  of 
which  the  following  were  of  50  /.  and  upwards  ;

In  1729  a sum  of  170/.  was  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  some  premises  in 
Castle-gate,  Nottingham,  which  have  been  lately  exchanged  in  the  manner 
hereinafter  stated,  and  of  a parcel  of  land,  containing  between  one  and  two 
acres,  in  a part  of  the  meadows  of  Nottingham  called  the  Great  Rye-hills,  now 
belonging  to  the  school,  of  which  purchase-money  it  is  stated  in  the  con- 
veyance that  100  /.  was  given  by  the  will  of  Anne  Rippon  to  this  school  in 
1714,  and  that  the  remaining  70  /.  was  paid  by  the  treasurer  of  the  school  out 
of  benefactions  thereto  belonging. 

In  1753,  a sum  of  630/.  was  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  some  houses.  See. 
in  Chapel  Bar,  now  belonging  to  the  school,  which  were  conveyed  to  Samuel 
Peake  and  his  heirs,  who  by  Indenture,  bearing  date  2d  April  in  that  year, 
declared  that  the  purchase  was  made  by  him,  in  trust,  to  permit  the  rents  and 
profits  of  those  premises  to  be  received  by  the  treasurer  of  the  school  for  the 
time  being,  to  be  by  him  accounted  for  and  applied  for  the  sole  benefit 
thereof. 

The  premises  in  Hounds-gate  given  by  Charles  Harvey  in  1711,  those  near 
St.  Peter’s  church-yard,  devised  by  Jonathan  Labray  in  1718,  and  those  in 
Castle-gate,  purchased  in  1729,  were  exchanged  in  1827,  under  the  powers  of 
the  Act  1st  and  2d  Geo.  4,  c.  92,  for  lands  at  Gunthorpe,  in  the  parish 
of  Lowdham,  in  the  county  of  Nottingham. 

In  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  that  Act,  Samuel  Smith,  esquire,  and 
sixteen  others,  were  appointed  by  the  Archbishop  of  York  trustees  on  behalf 
of  the  charity,  for  the  purpose  of  the  exchange,  which  was  carried  into  effect  by 
indenture,  bearing  date  18th  April  1827,  and  enrolled  in  Chancery,  between 
the  said  Samuel  Smith,  and  the  other  persons  appointed  trustees,  of  the  one 
part,  and  George  Haddon,  John  Sutton  Webster,  and  John  James,  of  the  other 
part. 

By  this  deed,  after  reciting  the  instruments  whereby  the  school  became 
entitled  to  the  several  premises  proposed  to  be  given  in  exchange ; and  also 
reciting  that  a statement  had  been  laid  before  the  archbishop,  bearing  date 
24th  April  1826,  of  the  proposal  for  the  exchange  of  those  premises  for  the 
lands  at  Gunthorpe  thereinafter  mentioned,  belonging  to  the  said  George 
Haddon  and  others,  from  which  it  appeared  that  the  greater  part  of  the  build- 
ings proposed  to  be  given  in  exchange  were  of  ancient  structure,  and  had 
gradually  become  so  ruinous  as  to  render  it  injurious  to  the  interest  of  the 
charity  to  incur  the  expense  of  repairing  the  same,  and  that  the  funds  in  the 
hands  of  the  trustees  were  inadequate  to  rebuild  the  same ; and  reciting  the 
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Nottingham.  granting  of  a commission  by  the  archbishop  according  to  the  directions  of  the 

■ Act,  and  the  certificate  returned  by  the  Commissioners,  stating  that  the 

Blu^Scho°l,  exchange  was  proposed  by  the  trustees  of  the  charity  for  its  convenience, 

v j and  that  it  would  be  convenient  and  advantageous  to  the  charity,  and  that  the 

terms  were  the  best  that  could  be  obtained  ; and  reciting  that  the  archbishop 
being  satisfied  that  the  exchange  was  beneficial  to  the  charity,  had  signified 
his  approbation  of  that  indenture  by  signing  the  same,  and  sealing  it  with  his 
episcopal  seal ; the  said  Samuel  Smith  and  the  other  trustees,  conveyed  to  the 
said  George  Haddon  and  others,  the  before-mentioned  premises  belonging  to 
the  charity  in  Castle-gate,  Peter-gate,  and  Hounds-gate,  in  exchange  for 
a close  called  the  First  Willow  Holme,  containing  7 a.  1 r.  24 p.,  a close  called 
the  High  Pasture,  containing  4a.  Or.  20 p.,  and  a parcel  of  land,  late  part 
of  and  then  fenced-off  from  a close  called  the  Second  Willow  Holme,  with 
a cottage,  stable,  barn  and  shed  standing  thereon,  and  containing,  with  the  site 
of  such  buildings,  3a.  3r.  ]2p.,  all  situate  at  Gunthorpe  in  the  parish  of 
Lowdham  in  the  county  of  Nottingham,  which  the  said  George  Haddon  and 
others  conveyed  to  the  said  trustees. 

After  this  exchange  was  completed  the  residue  of  the  Second  Willow  Holme 
close  not  included  therein,  containing  2 r.  35  p.,  was  purchased  for  7 51,  part 
of  the  funds  of  the  charity,  by  the  trustees,  and  was  conveyed  to  them  by  the 
said  George  Haddon  and  others  by  bargain  and  sale  enrolled,  bearing  date 
11th  June  1827. 

The  rents  of  the  premises  belonging  to  the  charity,  given  in  exchange, 
amounted  in  the  whole  to  58/.  per  annum.  The  present  rent  of  the  lands  at 
Gunthorpe  received  on  the  exchange,  and  of  the  parcel  of  land  subsequently 
purchased,  is  60/. ; the  exchange  is  considered  to  have  been  very  advantageous 
to  the  charity  in  consequence  of  the  dilapitated  state  of  the  buildings  on  the 
former. 

By  the  first  agreement  relating  to  this  exchange  made  in  October  1825, 
it  was  stipulated  that  all  costs  to  be  incurred  by  both  parties  should  be  borne 
by  George  Haddon,  and  the  other  parties  interested  in  the  estate  at  Gun- 
thorpe, except  such  part  (if  any)  as  the  archbishop  should  allow  as  being  in 
his  opinion  such  as  ought  to  be  discharged  out  of  the  funds  of  the  charity.  On 
the  completion  of  the  exchange  the  archbishop  declined  allowing  any  part 
of  the  costs  to  be  paid  out  of  the  funds  of  the  charity,  but  afterwards,  on  the 
presentation  of  a memorial  from  the  said  George  Haddon  and  others,  accom- 
panied by  a copy  of  a resolution  adopted  at  a meeting  of  the  trustees  on 
10th  December  1827,  in  which  it  was  stated  that  the  exchange  was  in  the  first 
instance  proposed  by  the  trustees  of  the  charity,  and  intended  by  them  for  the 
sole  benefit  thereof ; and  that  from  the  valuations  of  surveyors,  it  appeared  that 
the  value  of  the  property  given  by  the  trustees  was  1,590/.,  and  that  the  value 
of  that  received  by  them  in  exchange  was  1,665/.,  his  grace  allowed  7-5/.  to 
be  applied  out  of  the  funds  of  the  charity  in  payment  of  part  of  the  costs. 
The  whole  expenses  of  the  exchange  were  of  large  amount,  being  rather  more 
than  400/.

Rents. 


The  above-mentioned  rents  are  stated  to  be  of  fair  amount;  the  tenants 

hold  the  premises  which  they  respectively  occupy  from  year  to  year.  The 

property  of  the  charity  in  Nottingham  was  valued  by  Mr.  William  Stretton  in 
1811.  The  present  rents  of  Nos.  2,  3,  4,  5,  and  7>  in  the  rental  are  of  the 
same  amount  as  his  valuation  ; those  of  Nos.  1,  and  6,  exceed  it.  The  build- 
ings on  the  property  situate  in  Chapel  Bar  are  stated  to  be  in  want  of  repairs, 
but  it  is  not  considered  advisable  to  repair  them  at  present,  as  an  Act  of  Par- 
liament has  lately  passed  by  which  the  trustees  of  the  road  to  Derby  are 
empowered  to  take  down  a part  of  those  buildings  for  the  purpose  of  widening 
the  road. 

The  interest  received  from  the  trustees  of  the  Nottingham  and  Grantham 
road,  in  respect  of  the  before-mentioned  security  derived  from  the  gift  of 

Mr.  John  Key,  amounts  to  81.  17 s.  9 d.  per  annum,  being  at  the  rate  of  five 

per  cent  on  the  sum  of  177  15  s.  thereby  secured. 

There  is  also  belonging  to  the  charity  a sum  of  7000  reduced  three  per 
cent  annuities,  purchased  from  time  to  time,  from  I76O  to  1812,  with  monies 
arising  from  legacies,  donations,  or  surplus  of  income,  now  standing  in  the 
names  of  Lord  Carrington,  and  Samuel  Smith,  esquire,  and  producing  dividends 
amounting  to  210/.  per  annum,  and  a further  sum  of  400/.  in  Exchequer  Bills, 
purchased  in  January  1828. 

The  income  of  this  charity  derived  from  the  above-mentioned  sources, 
without  including  the  interest  of  the  Exchequer  bills  lately  purchased,  is  as 
follows  :

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The  annual  subscriptions  received  in  1827  amounted  to  68/.  145.  6</.,  and 
the  collections  at  sermons  in  the  same  year  amounted  to  103/.  195.  2 d. 

In  the  treasurer’s  account  for  1827,  10/.  was  allowed  to  the  charity  for  in. 
terest,  the  balance  in  favour  of  it  having  been  at  the  commencement  of  that  year 
506/.  185.  4 d.,  and  at  the  close  of  it  672/.  45.  Hr/.  The  balances  in  hand 
have  increased  of  late  years  in  consequence  of  the  full  number  of  the  children 
in  the  school  not  being  kept  up.  At  the  close  of  the  year  1819,  the  balance  in 
favour  of  the  charity  was  28/.  8s.  7 d.;  in  1821,  96/.  125.  8 d.-,  in  1823 
242/.  9s.  8 d.\  1825,  389/.  Is.  2 d.;  1827,  672/.  45.  lid. 

From  the  commencement  of  1828  to  the  time  of  our  Inquiry  in  March  in 
that  year  some  arrears  of  rent  had  been  received,  and  some  payments  made 
for  clothing.  There  had  also  been  paid  the  before-mentioned  sums  of  7 51.,  for 
part  of  the  costs  of  the  exchange,  and  7 5 /.  for  the  purchase  of  the  additional 
piece  of  land  at  Gunthorpe,  and  a sum  of  24/.  165.,  being  the  amount  of  a bill 
due  to  Mr.  J.  J.  W.  Rigley,  solicitor,  for  the  expenses  of  the  conveyance  of 
that  land,  including  those  of  the  enrolment  of  the  deed,  and  for  other  business 
done  on  the  account  of  the  school  during  the  last  three  years. 

By  these  payments,  and  the  above-mentioned  purchase  of  400/.  Exchequer 
bills,  the  cost  of  which,  including  interest,  premium,  and  commission,  amounted 
to  415/.  65.  8 d.,  the  balance  in  hand  was  so  far  reduced,  that  on  1st  March 
1828  it  amounted  to  no  more  than  16 /.  175.  lid. 

The  school-premises  consist  of  a house,  containing  two  school-rooms,  and 
apartments  for  the  schoolmaster  and  his  wife,  who  is  the  schoolmistress,  with 
a yard  behind. 

The  school  is  under  the  management  of  governors  or  trustees,  elected  from 
time  to  time  by  the  survivors  from  the  subscribers  to  the  charity.  The  number 
of  governors  is  not  limited.  At  the  time  of  our  investigation  their  number  was 
22.  The  17  trustees  appointed  by  the  Archbishop  of  York,  for  the  purpose 
of  the  before-mentioned  exchange,  and  in  whom  the  lands  received  on  that 
exchange  are  vested,  were  previously  to  that  appointment  governors  of  the 
school. 

The  present  treasurer  of  the  school-funds  is  Henry  Smith,  esquire.  All 
monies  received  for  rents,  dividends,  interest,  subscriptions  and  collections,  are 
placed  in  the  bank  of  Messrs.  Smith,  and  the  payments  are  made  there  on 
orders  given  by  the  Rev.  Robert  White  Almond,  rector  of  St.  Peter’s,  who  is 
one  of  the  governors  and  trustees,  and  during  the  last  four  years  has  had  the 
principal  management  of  the  school. 

The  children  of  poor  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Nottingham  are  admissible 
to  the  school.  They  are  appointed  by  the  governors  at  an  annual  meeting  for 
that  purpose  in  the  month  of  May.  On  the  admission  of  each  child  a certificate 
from  a subscriber  is  required  that  his  parents  are  members  of  the  Church  of 
England.  And  it  is  a regulation  of  the  charity,  that  the  boys  shall  be  appren- 
ticed to  members  of  the  Church  of  England  only. 

At  the  time  of  our  inquiry  there  were  50  boys  and  18  girls  in  the  school. 
The  numbers  when  complete  are  60  boys  and  20  girls,  but  within  the  last  few 
years  the  full  numbers  have  not  been  kept  up,  in  consequence  of  its  having 
been  considered  prudent  to  reserve  a part  of  the  funds  for  repairing  the  build- 
ings belonging  to  the  charity,  which  were  in  a dilapidated  state.  As  however 
a considerable  part  of  those  buildings  has  been  disposed  of  by  exchange,  it  is  the 
intention  of  the  governors  gradually  to  fill  up  the  numbers. 

The  boys  are  instructed  in  reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic,  and  the  girls  in 
reading,  writing,  and  sewing.  All  the  children  are  completely  clothed ; and 
each  boy  on  leaving  school  is  allowed  a sum  of  5 L 5 s.  as  a premium  if  he 
has  behaved  well,  and  if  he  is  apprenticed  to  a master  approved  of  by  the 
governors,  which  premium  is  paid  at  the  rate  of  1 /.  1 5.  per  annum  during 
the  first  five  years  of  the  apprenticeship. 

The  present  schoolmaster  was  appointed  by  the  governors  in  December  1826. 
His  salary  for  himself  and  his  wife  is  100  guineas  a year,  and  he  is  allowed  six 
tons  of  coals  annually  for  the  use  of  the  school.  The  master  and  mistress  are 
not  allowed  any  remuneration  from  the  parents  of  the  children. 

Occasional  meetings  of  the  governors  are  held  when  necessary,  for  transacting 
the  business  of  the  trust,  and  the  accounts  are  audited  at  a meeting  holden  on 
the  last  day  of  each  year,  or  within  a few  days  of  that  time.

PARISH  OF  ST.  MARY. 


Thomas  Willoughby’s  Almshouse. 


Thomas  Willoughby,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  4th  September  1524,  after 
giving  his  lands  in  Nottingham  and  other  places  to  his  wife,  and  his  sons  and 
daughters,  in  manner  therein  mentioned,  devised  as  follows  : 


St.  Mary. 

Thomas  Willough- 
by’s Almshouse. 


“ I do  except  from  my  wife  and  my  children  a close  in  Fisher-gate,  and  two 
gardens  in  Moltoll-gate,  to  be  disposed  in  manner  following : that  is,  that  the 
profits  coming  thereof  shall  be  laid  upon  the  reparations  of  my  bedehouse  upon 
Malyn-hill  ; and  when  reparation  needeth  not,  I will  that  the  profits  coming 
thereof  be  bestowed  of  fuel  for  my  bedesfolk  j and  after  the  death  of  my  exe- 
cutors, I will  that  the  churchwardens  of  the  church  of  St.  Mary  shall  be  mas- 
ters of  my  said  close  and  gardens  as  is  aforesaid  for  ever,  and  every  one  of 
said  wardens  the  to  have  of  the  rents  of  the  same  close  and  gardens  for  their 
labours,  either  of  them  6d.  for  ever.” 

This  charity  is  under  the  management  of  the  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of 
St.  Mary.  The  senior  churchwarden  for  the  time  being  receives  the  rents, 
makes  the  payments,  and  keeps  the  accounts. 

In  1780  a lease  was  granted  by  John  Pepper  and  William  Lowe,  the  then 
churchwardens  of  St.  Mary’s  parish,  to  John  Morris,  of  the  original  almshouse 
on  Malyn-hill  alluded  to  in  the  donor’s  will,  with  a garden  belonging  to  it,  for 
a term  of  200  years.  By  this  lease,  after  reciting  that  the  almshouse  was  in 
a very  ruinous  condition,  and  nearly  falling  down,  that  it  could  not  be  inhabited 
with  safety,  and  was  not  capable  of  being  repaired,  and  that  there  being  no 
fund  for  rebuilding  it,  the  benefits  of  the  charity  were  likely  to  cease  ; and 
reciting,  that  the  said  John  Morris  had  agreed  to  surrender  a lease  which  he 
had  of  the  garden  belonging  to  the  almshouse,  granted  in  I7O9  for  21  years, 
and  to  pay  to  the  churchwardens  150/.,  being  more  than  the  property  was 
worth,  in  order  that  the  same  might  be  applied  in  the  erecting  of  12  new  alms- 
house on  other  part  of  the  charity-estate,  the  said  churchwardens,  for  the 
above-mentioned  considerations,  demised  to  the  said  John  Morris  the  said  alms- 
houses and  garden  for  the  term  of  200  years,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  5s.;  and 
they  covenanted  that  the  sum  of  150/.  should  be  expended  in  erecting  12  alms- 
houses in  a place  called  Fisher-gate,  being  part  of  the  charity-estate. 


The  rent  of  5 s.  reserved  by  this  lease  is  now  paid  by  Mr.  Henry  Scorer. 


The  present  almshouse  is  situate  in  Willoughby-row,  which  is  a continuation 
of  the  street  called  Fisher-gate,  and  consists  of  twelve  dwellings  of  one  room 
each,  six  on  the  ground-floor  and  six  above.  The  repairs  of  the  almshouse  are 
paid  for  by  the  churchwardens  out  of  the  rents  of  the  property  belonging  to  it. 
At  the  time  of  our  Investigation  it  was  stated  that  the  building  was  in  tolerable 
condition,  but  required  some  repairs. 
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The  residue  of  the  property  consists  of, 

1.  A public-house  called  the  Half  Moon,  fronting  towards  Carter-gate,  in 
the  occupation  of  Thomas  Cocking,  under  a lease,  bearing  date  25th  December 
1824,  from  Thomas  Kelk  and  Robert  Clark,  churchwardens  of  St.  Mary’s  pa- 
rish, whereby,  after  reciting  that  the  said  Thomas  Cocking  had  within  five 
years  then  last  expended  in  the  erection  of  stables,  sheds  and  out-buildings,  and 
in  repairing  the  premises  intended  to  be  thereby  demised,  450/.,  and  reciting 
that  the  said  Robert  Clark  and  James  Pearson,  the  late  churchwardens,  had 
in  1821  and  1822  caused  many  improvements  and  alterations  to  be  made  in  the 
same,  and  had  expended  therein  550/.,  of  which  300/.  still  remained  due;  and 
reciting,  that  the  said  Thomas  Kelk  and  Robert  Clark,  the  then  churchwardens, 
had  proposed  to  the  said  Thomas  Cocking,  in  consideration  of  his  paying  the 
said  300/.,  and  of  the  expenses  already  paid  by  him,  to  grant  him  a lease  of 
the  said  premises  for  21  years  ; the  said  Thomas  Kelk  and  Robert  Clark,  in  con- 
sideration of  the  said  sum  of  300/.  paid  by  the  said  Thomas  Cocking,  demised 
to  him  the  public-house  called  the  Half  Moon,  situate  on  part  of  the  close  in 
Fisher-gate,  given  by  the  will  of  Thomas  Willoughby,  and  fronting  to  the  street 
called  Carter-gate,  with  the  brewhouse,  stables,  outbuildings,  yard,  garden, 
and  land  to  the  same  belonging,  and  another  house,  also  fronting  towards  Car- 
ter-gate, on  the  north  side  of  the  said  public-house,  used  by  the  said  Thomas 
Cocking  as  shops  to  hold  lace-machines,  for  21  years  from  the  day  of  the  date, 
at  the  yearly  rent  of  55  /.,  payable  to  the  said  Thomas  Kelk  and  Robert  Clarke, 
and  their  successors,  churchwardens  of  the  said  parish,  with  a covenant  from 
the  tenant  to  repair  the  buildings,  except  outside  walls,  roofs  and  main 
timbers. 

In  1780  a lease  was  improperly  granted  of  these  premises  by  the  church- 
wardens for  the  time  being  to  James  Beardsley,  for  50  years,  at  the  rent  of 
10/.  per  annum.  In  1817  an  arrangement  was  made  with  the  representatives 
of  Beardsley  for  giving  up  that  lease.  From  1817  to  1822  a rent  of  36/.  per 
annum  was  received  for  the  public-house.  In  1822  the  present  tenant  paid 
a rent  of  50/.  for  it,  and  in  1823  he  paid  an  additional  rent  of  51.  for  the  house 
on  the  north  side  thereof,  making  the  whole  amount  of  his  rent  the  same  as  is 
reserved  by  the  existing  lease. 

2.  Another  house,  fronting  towards  Carter-gate,  adjoining  to  the  Half  Moon 
public-house  on  the  south  side  thereof,  held  by  the  said  Thomas  Cocking  under 
a lease  of  the  same  date  as  the  foregoing,  granted  to  him  by  the  same  church- 
wardens for  a similar  term  of  21  years,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  2/.  105.,  with 
a covenant  from  the  lessee  that  he  would,  before  Christmas  1827,  take  down 
the  said  house,  and  would  on  the  site  thereof,  and  on  a small  parcel  of  land 
adjoining  therewith  demised,  build  a substantial  tenement  of  the  same  height 
and  materials  as  the  said  public-house,  so  as  to  be  uniform  therewith,  and  that 
when  such  building  should  be  completed  he  would  open  a communication 
between  it  and  the  said  public-house,  with  a similar  covenant  to  repair,  as  in 
the  lease  of  No.  1. 

Although  the  time  specified  in  the  lease  of  No.  2,  for  taking  down  and  rebuild- 
ing the  house  had  elapsed  before  our  Investigation  took  place,  the  lessee  had 
not  commenced  the  operations  necessary  for  this  improvement,  but  he  had  (as 
we  were  informed)  expressed  his  intention  to  do  so.  It  appears  to  us  to  be  the 
duty  of  the  churchwardens  to  call  upon  the  lessee  for  the  performance  of  this 
covenant  without  further  delay. 

The  premises  holden  by  Thomas  Cocking  under  these  two  leases  are  esti- 
mated to  be  worth  from  70/.  to  80/.  per  annum. 

3.  A house  on  the  south  side  of  No.  2,  being  the  corner  house  of  Carter-gate 
and  Willoughby-row,  and  adjoining  to  the  west  end  of  the  almshouse,  in  the 
occupation  of  the  widow  of  William  Parr,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a fair  rent  of 
12/.  10  5.  per  annum. 

4.  A house  fronting  towards  Willoughby- row,  and  adjoining  to  the  east  end 
of  the  almshouse,  in  the  occupation  of  Thomas  Swann,  as  yearly  tenant,  at 
the  rent  of  51.  5s.  per  annum. 

.5.  A house  adjoining  to  the  east  side  of  No.  4,  and  being  the  corner  house 
of  Willoughby-row  and  Back-lane,  in  the  occupation  of  William  Whcatcroft,  as 
yearly  tenant,  at  the  rent  of  5 /.  5s.  per  annum. 
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The  rents  of  the  two  last-mentioned  houses  are  stated  to  be  rather  less  than 
their  full  value.  They  are  estimated  to  be  worth  7 1.  or  81.  each  per  annum. 

6.  A house  adjoining  to  the  north  side  of  No.  5,  and  fronting  to  Back-lane* 
in  the  occupation  of  Ann  Blount,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the  rent  of  5 l.  5 s. 

This  house  is  estimated  to  be  worth  10/.  or  12/.  per  annum.  The  reasons' 
assigned  for  the  rent  not  having  been  raised  to  a fair  amount  are,  that  the 
tenant  is  an  old  widow,  and  that  she  has  been  a long  time  in  the  occupation  of 
the  house. 

The  site  of  the  present  almshouse,  and  of  the  above-mentioned  tenements 
which  are  in  the  immediate  neighbourhood  thereof,  are  supposed  to  have  formed 
the  close  in  Fisher-gate  given  by  the  donor’s  will.  The  following  tenements  in 
Friar-lane  (formerly  Moot  Hall  Gate)  appear  to  have  been  built,  on  the  two 
gardens  also  thereby  given  for  the  support  of  his  almshouse. 

7.  A house,  yard,  and  livery-stables,  situate  in  Friar-lane,  in  the  occupation 
of  Thomas  and  John  Simpson,  under  a lease  bearing  date  21st  April  1810, 
granted  to  Charles  Porter  by  James  Dale  and  Robert  Booth,  then  churchward- 
ens of  St.  Mary’s,  whereby,  after  reciting  a prior  lease  bearing  date  30th  May 
1789,  of  three  stables  erected  on  one  of  the  gardens  devised  by  Thomas  Wil- 
loughby, to  Robert  Smith,  esquire,  for  21  years,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  10/.  ; and 
reciting,  that  the  said  stables  being  very  ancient  and  ruinous,  the  said  church- 
wardens had  agreed  to  grant  to  the  said  Charles  Porter  a lease  for  21  years,  as 
thereinafter  mentioned,  the  said  churchwardens  demised  the  said  three  stables, 
with  the  yard  adjoining,  and  buildings  thereon,  to  the  said  Charles  Porter  for 
21  years,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  67/.,  the  tenant  covenanting  to  take  down  the 
said  three  stables,  and  to  expend  500  /.  at  least  in  erecting  a dwelling-house, 
with  two  new  stables,  and  other  buildings,  according  to  a plan  drawn  in  the 
margin  of  the  lease,  and  also  covenanting  to  keep  the  buildings  in  repair. 

It  is  understood  that  the  full  amount  of  the  sum  specified  in  this  lease  was 
expended  in  the  erection  of  the  present  building.  The  present  annual  value  of 
these  premises  is  estimated  by  Mr.  Edward  Staveley,  at  80  /.  per  annum. 

8.  A house  in  Friar-lane,  divided  into  two  tenements  with  joiners  work- 
shop and  other  buildings,  in  a yard  belonging  to  No.  7>  hi  the  occupation  of 
John  Dams,  under  a lease  bearing  date  1st  April  1820,  granted  to  him  by 
Samuel  Deverill  and  Charles  Spencer,  then  churchwardens  of  St.  Mary’s,  for 
14  years,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  30/.,  the  tenant  covenanting  to  repair. 
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In  this  lease  the  house  is  described  as  having  been  built  on  one  of  the  two 
gardens  devised  by  Thomas  Willoughby.  The  lessee  is  stated  to  have  expended 
300/.  in  building  the  joiners  workshops  at  the  lower  end  of  the  yard,  and 
other  improvements  on  the  premises,  which  are  estimated  by  Mr.  Edward 
Staveley  to  be  worth  60  /.  per  annum. 

In  addition  to  the  above-mentioned  rents,  an  annual  sum  of  10  s.,  given  by 
the  will  of  William  Willoughby  to  this  almshouse  (as  stated  in  a preceding  part 
of  this  Report),  which  ought,  in  pursuance  of  that  donor’s  directions  to  be 
given  to  the  almspeople  on  Whit-Sunday,  in  wood  or  coals,  is  received  by  the 
churchwardens  from  Mr.  Henry  Percy,  as  the  agent  of  John  Plumptre,  esquire, 
making  the  whole  income  of  the  charity  183/.  10  s.  per  annum. 

It  appears  from  Deering’s  History  of  Nottingham  that  the  annual  income  of 
this  almshouse  was  in  1751,  9/.  10s.,  exclusive  of  William  Willoughby’s  an- 
nuity of  10  s.  In  1785,  the  income  was  39/.  13  s.;  in  1789>  48  /.  13  s.;  in 
1801,  55/.  11s.;  in  1810,  107 /.  6 s.;  in  1818,  128/.  15  s. 

The  almspeople,  who  are  twelve  in  number,  either  men  or  women,  are 
appointed  as  vacancies  occur  by  the  senior  churchwarden  for  the  time  being. 

The  founder,  in  the  appointment  of  the  churchwardens  of  this  parish  to  be 
the  trustees  of  his  charity,  may  be  supposed  to  have  intended  that  the  alms- 
people should  be  chosen  from  the  poor  people  belonging  to  it.  On  an  Inquiry 
which  took  place  a few  years  ago,  it  appeared  that  persons  had  been  admitted 
into  this  almshouse,  and  into  Wolley’s  Almshouse  hereinafter  mentioned, 
although  they  did  not  belong  to  St.  Mary’s  parish.  It  was  found  that  at  that 
time  there  were  in  this  almshouse  two  persons  belonging  to  other  parishes,  but 
in  consideration  of  their  advanced  age  they  were  permitted  to  remain  there. 
One  only  of  these  persons  is  now  living,  being  nearly  90  years  old.  The  widow 
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of  an  almsman  is  usually  allowed  to  remain  in  the  almshouse  after  the  death  of 
her  husband. 

Each  of  the  almspeople  has  of  late  years  received  from  the  church- 
wardens 2/.  10  s.  per  quarter,  making  in  the  whole  120/.  per  annum  Coals 
are  also  given  to  them,  the  quantity  of  which  has  varied.  In  1827,  they 
received  one  ton  each.  The  other  items  of  expenditure  in  the  accounts 
consist  of  sums  paid  for  the  repairs  of  the  almshouses,  and  of  the  houses 
belonging  to  the  charity  let  to  yearly  tenants,  the  average  amount  of  which  is 
insufficient  to  exhaust  the  surplus  of  the  present  rents  remaining  after  the  pay- 
ments have  been  made  for  the  quarterly  allowance  to  the  almspeople,  and  for 
the  coals  distributed  to  them. 

A book  containing  the  accounts  of  this  almshouse,  and  of  the  other  alms- 
houses under  the  care  of  the  churchwardens,  is  kept  by  the  senior  church- 
warden, and  delivered  over  by  him  on  going  out  of  office  to  his  successor. 

It  appears  from  this  book  that  the  sums  received  on  account  of  this  charity 
by  Mr.  Thomas  Kelk,  who  held  the  office  of  senior  churchwarden  for  the  year 
ending  in  1825,

We  are  informed  that  Mr.  Thomas  Kelk  died  about  the  time  of  the  expira- 
tion of  his  office,  and  before  his  accounts  were  made  up  ; that  his  widow  gave 
up  all  his  effects  to  two  persons  as  trustees  ; that  his  creditors  agreed  to  take 
6s.  8 d.  in  the  pound  on  the  amount  of  their  debts;  and  that  a dividend, 
amounting  at  this  rate  to  20/.  Is.  10r/.  on  the  balance  due  to  the  charity,  was 
received  by  the  churchwarden,  and  brought  to  account,  and  that  the  residue 
of  that  balance  was  lost. 

On  the  close  of  the  churchwardens  accounts  for  the  year  ending  in  1827, 
the  balance  in  favour  of  the  charity  paid  over  to  the  succeeding  churchwarden 
was  12/.  14  s.  11. 

The  accounts  of  the  charities  thus  kept  by  the  churchwardens  have  not 
hitherto  been  subjected  to  any  regular  audit. 

Since  the  time  of  our  Investigation  a copy  has  been  transmitted  to  us  of 
a report  of  a committee  of  inhabitants,  appointed  in  March  1828  to  inquire  into 
the  management  of  the  charities  of  this  parish,  which  report  was  made  and 
adopted  at  a vestry-meeting  on  8th  April  following,  and  by  which  regulations 
were  suggested  to  the  following  effect,  together  with  others  hereinafter  men- 
tioned. 

That  two  more  rooms  should  be  added  to  Willoughby’s  Almshouse,  making 
fourteen  in  the  whole ; and  that  each  room  in  the  almshouse  should  be 
endowed  with  2/.  125.  per  quarter,  in  addition  to  the  usual  donation  of 
coals  : 

That  such  persons  only  should  be  admitted  to  Willoughby’s  almshouse, 
Wolley’s  almshouse,  and  the  Warser-gate  almshouse,  as  should  be  of  the  age 
of  60  years,  and  legally  settled  in  this  parish,  and  as  should  have  received  no 
parochial  relief  for  ten  years  previous  to  their  application  : 

That  the  occupiers  of  any  of  the  almshouses  belonging  to  the  parish,  who 
through  age  or  infirmity  should  be  unable  to  take  care  of  themselves,  and 
have  no  relative  or  friend  to  take  care  of  them,  and  those  who  should  admit 
a lodger  or  lodgers  for  profit,  and  those  who  should  be  of  immoral  conduct  or 
uncleanly  habits,  should  be  removed  : 

That  in  a book  to  be  kept  by  the  churchwardens  there  should  be  entered  an 
abstract  of  all  the  charities,  a copy  of  the  report  of  that  committee,  with  the 
resolution  of  the  vestry  thereon,  the  names,  ages,  and  dates  of  admission  of  the 
present  occupiers  of  the  almshouses,  a record  of  persons  deceased  therein,  and 
of  future  admissions,  together  with  a regular  account  of  all  receipts  and  dis- 
bursements ; and  that  this  book,  with  a statement  of  the  accounts  relating  to 
each  of  the  charities,  should  be  annually  laid  before  the  vestry  at  the 
meeting  convened  for  the  examination  and  allowance  of  the  churchwardens 
accounts. 
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Wolley’s  Almshouse.

Thomas  Wolley , by  his  Will,  bearing  date  14th  April  1647,  gave  two  cot-  'Volley’s  Alms- 

tages  or  tenements,  and  the  yards,  gardens,  &c.  thereto  belonging,  situate  in  v h°**se' 

Beck-lane,  Nottingham,  after  the  death  of  his  wife,  to  the  use  of  the  poor 
of  St.  Mary’s  parish,  Nottingham,  to  be  used  as  bedehouses  for  the  poor  of 
the  parish,  one  of  the  said  cottages  to  be  divided  into  two  tenements,  that 
so  there  might  be  three  bedehouses  for  the  poor  thereof ; and  he  directed  that 
the  minister,  churchwardens  and  overseers,  should  so  divide  the  said  cottage, 
and  should  appoint  what  old,  weak  and  needy  poor  people  of  the  said  parish 
should  live  in  the  said  cottages  from  time  to  time,  on  the  death  or  removal 
of  any  poor  people  placed  therein,  and  that  they  should  have  power,  on  just 
occasion,  to  displace  the  poor  there,  and  should  be  the  overseers  of  the  same ; 
and  he  gave  to  the  said  minister,  churchwardens,  and  overseers  of  the  same 
parish,  for  ever,  after  the  death  of  his  wife,  40s.  a year,  for  the  use  of  the 
poor  to  be  placed  in  the  said  bedehouses,  to  the  intent  that  they  should  cause 
to  be  made  two  gowns  or  coats,  of  the  value  of  20  s.  a piece,  yearly,  so  often 
as  need  should  require,  for  the  poor  people  in  the  said  houses  ; and  he  directed 
that  in  those  years  wherein  the  said  minister,  churchwardens  and  overseers 
should  think  there  was  no  great  need  of  the  said  gowns  and  coats  for  the  said 
poor,  the  said  40.9.  should  be  given  for  the  repair  of  the  bedehouses,  or  the  pro- 
viding of  fuel  for  the  poor  therein,  at  the  discretion  of  the  minister,  church- 
wardens and  overseers,  or  the  greater  part  of  them ; and  he  directed  that  the 
said  405.  a year  should  be  paid  out  of  four  cottages  in  Goose  Gate,  Not- 
tingham, and  the  rest  of  his  land  there,  to  the  minister,  churchwardens  and 
overseers,  with  a power  of  entry  and  distress  in  case  of  non-payment ; and  he 
gave  to  his  wife  and  her  heirs  the  said  four  cottages,  chargeable  with  the  said 
annual  payment  of  405. 

This  almshouse,  which  is  situate  in  Beck-lane,  contains  six  dwellings,  three 
on  the  ground-floor,  and  three  above,  inhabited  by  six  poor  women  of  this 
parish,  appointed  as  vacancies  occur  by  the  senior  churchwarden  thereof  for 
the  time  being. 

We  are  informed  that  the  building  originally  consisted  of  the  three  lower 
rooms  only,  and  that  the  upper  rooms  were  added  by  the  parishioners  subse- 
quently to  the  appropriation  of  it  to  this  purpose  by  the  donor. 

The  repairs  of  this  almshouse  are  paid  for  by  the  churchwardens,  and  charged 
to  their  general  account  with  the  parish,  and  it  is  stated  to  be  in  tolerable 
condition. 

There  is  a small  garden  in  front  of  the  almshouse  of  which  the  inhabitants 
enjoy  the  benefit. 

A parcel  of  land,  containing  97  square  yards,  which  formed  part  of  the 
almshouse-garden,  was  in  1813  leased  by  the  Rev.  George  Hutchinson,  then 
vicar,  and  Thomas  Severn  and  George  Stretton,  then  churchwardens  of  this 
parish,  to  John  Gaunt,  together  with  the  privilege  of  a road  through  a door 
at  the  west  end  of  the  said  piece  of  land,  in  common  with  the  occupiers  of  the 
almshouse,  for  30  years  from  Christmas  1812,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  21.  2 s. 
payable  at  Christmas,  in  order  that  the  same  might  be  paid  in  equal  shares  to 
the  poor  persons  occupying  the  six  dwellings  belonging  to  the  charity  on 
Christmas-day  ; on  part  of  the  land  thus  demised  Mr.  Caunt  erected  a stable. 

In  1822,  the  land  which  Mr.  Caunt  had  inclosed  as  having  been  demised  to 
him,  was  measured  by  one  of  the  churchwardens,  when  it  was  ascertained 
that  he  had  inclosed  20  square  yards  more  than  he  was  entitled  to  under  the 
lease,  and  a wall  which  he  had  built  to  inclose  the  land  was,  on  the  application 
of  the  churchwardens  removed  by  his  executors  to  the  spot  where  it  ought  to 
have  been  placed. 

The  lease  granted  to  Mr.  Caunt  is  stated  to  be  now  vested  in  Mr.  Charles 
Spencer.  The  rent  of  21.  2 s.  thereby  reserved  is  paid  by  Mr.  Joseph 
White  the  occupier  of  the  stable,  and  the  residue  of  the  demised  land  to  the 
six  persons  in  the  almshouse,  in  quarterly  payments  of  15.  9^-  to  each. 

Of  the  annual  rentcharge  of  405.  given  by  Mr.  Wolley’s  will,  135.  4 d. 
is  paid  by  Mrs.  Anderson,  as  the  owner  of  two  houses  in  Goose  Gate,  and 
1/.  65.  8 d.  by  Mr.  Joseph  White,  as  the  tenant  under  Mr.  Charles  Spencer 
of  a house  also  in  Goose  Gate  adjoining  to  those  of  Mrs.  Anderson.  This 
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St.  Mary.  rentcharge  is  divided  amongst  the  inhabitants  of  the  three  lower  rooms  only, 
— as  having  formed  the  whole  of  the  original  almshouse.

continued.  as  vacancies  occur,  and  thus  obtain  a share  of  the  rentcharge  of  40 s. 

< — ^ 7 Each  of  the  six  poor  women  in  this  almshouse  receives  an  allowance  of 

53  s.,  and  a ton  of  coals  per  annum,  in  respect  of  the  donation  of  Samuel 
Unwin  hereinafter  mentioned. 

The  persons  inhabiting  this  almshouse  and  the  Warser-gate  almshouse  here- 
inafter mentioned,  have  hitherto  been  usually  such  as  received  relief  from  the 
parish  ; but  by  the  Report  of  the  Committee  lately  appointed  to  inquire  into 
the  management  of  the  charities  of  this  parish,  to  which  we  have  already 
adverted  in  the  account  of  Willoughby’s  almshouse  as  having  been  adopted 
at  a vestry-meeting,  it  was  suggested  that  additional  weekly  allowances  should 
be  made  to  the  six  inhabitants  of  Wolley’s  almshouse,  and  to  the  six  inhabitants 
of  the  Warser-gate  almshouse,  so  as  to  make  up,  with  their  present  endow- 
ments, 4s.  per  week  to  each  inhabitant;  and  that  the  income  of  certain 
charities  specified  in  the  Committee’s  Report,  (some  of  which  have  been 
already  noticed,  and  others  will  be  hereinafter  mentioned,)  should  be  appro- 
priated to  these  endowments,  which  should  commence  as  the  funds  might  be 
obtained,  first,  with  the  inhabitants  of  Wolley’s,  and  next  with  those  of  the 
Warser  Gate  almshouse,  beginning  with  the  oldest,  and  so  in  succession  until 
the  whole  should  be  endowed.  It  was  also  suggested  that  the  persons  to  be  in 
future  admitted  to  these  almshouses  should  be  of  the  age  of  sixty  years,  and 
legally  settled  in  this  parish,  and  that  they  should  have  received  no  parochial 
relief  for  ten  years  previous  to  their  application. 

The  object  of  these  suggestions  seems  to  be  that  the  two  above-mentioned 
almshouses,  which  partake  of  the  benefit  of  Mr.  Unwin’s  donation,  instead  of 
being  merely  receptacles  for  paupers  of  the  parish,  should  be  used  as  habitations 
for  old  and  poor  housekeepers,  who  have  maintained  themselves  by  their  indus- 
try, and  may  thus  at  an  advanced  period  of  life  be  supported  without  parochial 
relief.  It  appears  to  us  desirable  that  this  object  should,  if  practicable,  be 
effected ; but  it  is  proper  to  observe,  that  no  charities  for  the  benefit  of  the 
poor  ought  to  be  thus  disposed  of,  unless  they  are  so  far  subject  to  the  discre- 
tion of  the  persons  intrusted  by  the  donors  with  the  application  thereof,  as  to 
warrant  their  appropriation  to  the  support  of  the  poor  persons  in  the  alms- 
houses ; and  that  where  a specific  mode  of  distribution  has  been  pointed  out 
by  the  donor,  a departure  from  that  mode  is  unauthorized. 


Warser  Gate  Almshouse,  and  Pilcher  Gate  Almshouse.

unknowm.  Deering  in  his  History  o 
states,  that  at  the  time  when  he  wrote  there  w'ere  four 

of  four  poor  people,  and  four  in 
Pilcher-gate  for  the  same  use,  filled  by  the  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of 
St.  Mary. 

About  the  year  177-5  the  Warser-gate  almshouse  was  rebuilt,  in  pursuance  of 
an  order  of  the  vestry  of  this  parish. 

This  almshouse  consists  of  six  rooms,  three  on  the  ground-floor,  dnd  three 
above,  inhabited  by  six  poor  men  or  women  of  this  parish,  placed  there  by  the 
churchwardens.  The  building  is  repaired  by  them,  and  is  in  tolerable  condi- 
tion, the  expenses  of  such  repairs  being  charged  to  their  general  account  with 
the  parish.  There  is  a small  yard  behind  the  almshouse,  in  which  four  dwell- 
ings were  erected  in  1823  in  lieu  of  the  almshouse  formerly  standing  in  Pilcher- 
gate  as  hereinafter  mentioned. 

The  inhabitants  of  the  old  Warser-gate  almshouse  receive  the  income  arising 
from  two  leys  in  the  clay-field  of  Nottingham,  containing  3 r.  5 p.,  and  a 
close  on  Gooseham-hill,  containing  3 r.  37  p.,  rented  of  the  churchwardens 
by  Thomas  Pritchett,  at  3 l.  per  annum,  which  he  appears  to  have  paid  from 
Michaelmas  1817,  his  rent  having  previously  been  51.  5s.  The  lands  are 
stated  to  be  now  worth  51.  per  annum,  and  at  the  time  of  our  Inquiry  it  was 
intended  that  a notice  to  quit  should  be  given  to  the  tenant  in  order  that  the 
rent  might  be  raised  to  a fair  amount. 

The  donor  of  these  plots  of  land  is  unknown  ; but  it  appears  from  Deering’s 
History  that  William  Scott,  formerly  an  alderman  of  Nottingham,  wras  supposed 

to 
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to  have  been  a benefactor  to  this  almshouse,  and  it  is  possible  that  they  may 
have  been  derived  from  his  gift. 

The  rent  is  received  and  distributed  half-yearly  by  the  churchwardens,  in 
equal  shares,  amongst  the  six  inhabitants  of  this  almshouse,  each  of  whom  also 
receives  an  allowance  amounting  to  53  s.  and  a ton  of  coals  per  annum  in  res- 
pect of  the  donation  of  Samuel  Unwin  hereinafter  mentioned. 

In  1823  the  above-mentioned  almshouse  in  Pilcher-gate,  which  consisted  of 
four  dwellings  on  the  ground-floor,  inhabited  by  poor  persons  placed  there  by 
the  churchwardens,  and  receiving  relief  from  the  parish,  having  become  dila- 
pidated, and  there  being  no  fund  for  rebuilding  it,  the  parishioners  assembled 
in  vestry  resolved  that  the  building,  with  a yard  behind  it,  should  be  sold,  and 
they  were  accordingly  disposed  of  by  auction  by  the  churchwardens,  the  site 
of  the  almshouse  and  the  yard  producing  180/.  14s.,  and  the  old  materials  15 1 . 
The  expenses  of  this  sale  amounted  to  13/.  12s.,  which  reduced  the  clear  pro- 
duce of  it  to  182  /.  2 s. 

Four  new  dwellings  were  then  erected  in  the  yard  behind  the  Warser-gate 
almshouse  at  an  expense  of  143/.  3s.  3d.,  leaving  a balance  of  41/.  18s.  9d., 
of  which  1 /.  18  s.  9 d.  was  distributed  to  the  poor  persons  placed  in  the  new 
almshouse  ; and  it  was  resolved  by  the  vestry  that  the  remaining  sum  of  40  /. 
should  be  paid  to  the  then  overseers  of  the  poor,  and  that  they  and  their  suc- 
cessors should  pay  interest  for  the  same  half-yearly,  equally  among  the  four 
inhabitants  of  the  new  almshouse.  The  annual  sum  of  40  s.,  as  the  interest 
thereof,  has  since  been  distributed  in  conformity  with  this  resolution. 

The  annual  sum  of  5 /.,  being  the  portion  applicable  to  this  parish  of  the  in- 
come of  Sherwin’s  charity,  mentioned  in  a preceding  part  of  this  Report  among 
the  general  charities  of  the  town  of  Nottingham,  was  for  some  years  previous 
to  the  sale  of  the  old  almshouse  in  Pilcher-gate  appropriated  towards  the  sup- 
port of  the  poor  persons  therein,  and  has  since  been  distributed  amongst  the 

B occupiers  of  the  almshouse  built  in  lieu  thereof. 

As  these  persons  are  paupers,  maintained  chiefly  by  the  poors  rates,  it  has 
been  suggested  by  the  committee  of  parishioners,  to  whose  report  we  have 
adverted,  that  the  above-mentioned  annual  sum  of  40  s.,  and  the  portion  (aug- 
mented by  a late  increase  of  the  rent  to  7 /•  10  s.  per  annum)  of  the  income  of 
Sherwin’s  charity,  should  be  in  future  applied  in  aid  of  the  plan  above  alluded 
to  for  providing  a weekly  allowance  for  the  poor  persons  in  Wolley’s  and  the 
Warser-gate  almshouses,  sufficient  to  support  them  without  parochial  relief. 
In  the  account  of  Sherwin’s  charity  we  have  remarked  that  the  appropriation 
of  the  portion  thereof  belonging  to  this  parish,  to  the  support  of  the  inhabitants 
of  an  almshouse,  was  not  in  conformity  with  the  directions  of  the  donor. 

Unwin’s  Donation  to  Wolley’s  Almshouse,  and  the  Warser-gate 

Almshouse. 

Samuel  Unwin,  by  his  Will,  proved  at  York  in  February  1818,  gave  to  the 
Rev.  John  Bristow,  Thomas  Walker,  James  Lee,  Samuel  Cullen,  Edmund 
Wright,  John  Hopwell,  Richard  Eaton,  George  Almond,  jun.,  and  Samuel 
Turner,  all  of  Nottingham,  and  the  survivors  of  them,  and  the  executors  of 
the  survivor,  1,000/.,  on  trust,  that  they  should,  out  of  the  interest  thereof, 
pay  yearly  to  the  six  hospitals  in  Beck-lane,  in  St.  Mary’s  parish,  (Wolley’s 
almshouse,)  18/.  4 s.  in  cash,  at  Lady-day  and  Michaelmas,  and  should  pur- 
chase for  each  of  the  said  six  hospitals,  yearly,  one  ton  of  good  coals ; and 
on  further  trust,  that  they  should,  out  of  the  said  interest,  pay  yearly  to  the 
six  hospital-houses  in  Warser-gate,  18  /.  4 s.  in  cash,  on  the  days  aforesaid,  and 
should  provide  for  each  of  the  last-mentioned  hospitals  yearly  one  ton  of  coals  ; 
and  on  further  trust,  that  they  should  expend  the  overplus  of  the  interest  in  the 
repairs  of  the  said  hospitals  respectively.  And  he  directed  that  when  five  of 
his  trustees  should  die,  or  became  incapable  of  acting  in  the  trust,  the  survivors 
should  choose  the  like  number  of  fit  persons  to  act  as  trustees  in  their  stead ; 
such  nomination  to  be  in  writing,  and  signed  by  the  persons  making  the  same ; 
and  that  an  assignment  of  the  trust-monies  should  be  made  as  soon  as  conve- 
nient ; and  he  also  directed  that  the  trustees  should  invest  the  said  sum  of 
1,000/.  in  the  Parliamentary  funds  of  Great  Britain. 

Of  the  trustees  named  in  this  will,  Messrs.  Thomas  Walker,  James  Lee, 
Samuel  Cullen,  Richard  Eaton,  and  George  Almond,  jun.,  are  living,  but  the 
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St.  Mary.  two  last  mentioned  do  not  reside  in  Nottingham.  Mr.  James  Lee  acts  as 
. - — treasurer. 

to  \Volle  ^ Alms-  It  appears  from  the  accounts  of  this  charity,  that  at  Michaelmas  I8I7,  a sum 
house, °and  the  War-  of  25/.  was  received  by  the  trustees  for  a half  year’s  interest  on  the  legacy  of 
sergate  Almshouse,  1,000/.,  and  that  the  same  amount  of  interest  was  received  at  Lady-day  1818 
continued.  an(j  Michaelmas  1818.  In  October  1818  this  sum  of  1,000/.  was"  laid  out  in 
v ^ ' the  purchase  of  939/.  165.  3d.  Navy  5 per  cents,  (including  commission,)  in 

die  names  of  Messrs.  John  Hopwell,  James  Lee,  Thomas  Walker,  and  Samuel 
Cullen,  four  of  the  trustees,  the  price  of  the  stock  being  at  that  time  106  /.  per 
cent,  the  dividends  of  which  amounted  to  46  /.  19  s.  8 d.  per  annum. 

Since  the  reduction  of  the  5 per  cents  to  4 per  cents  in  1822,  the  amount  of 
the  stock  belonging  to  this  charity  has  been  986/.  16  s.,  and  the  annual  amount 
of  the  dividends  39  /.  9 s.  4 d.  Until  that  reduction  took  place  the  dividends 
were  rather  more  than  sufficient  to  pay  the  two  sums  of  18/.  4 5.  per  annum, 
by  half-yearly  payments,  to  the  inhabitants  of  Wolley’s  almshouse,  and  the 
Warser-gate  almshouse,  the  share  of  each  amounting  to  1 5.  2 d.  per  week,  and 
to  provide  a ton  of  coals  for  each  of  the  almspeople  j and  the  payments  were 
accordingly  made  and  the  coals  delivered. 

The  payments  now  made  to  each  almshouse  amount  to  15  /.  18  5.  per  annum, 
being  53  5.  per  annum  for  each  of  the  almspeople,  and  the  cost  of  12  tons  of 
coals,  which  are  provided  and  given  to  them,  amounts  at  the  present  price  of 
15  5.  per  ton,  to  9 /.  per  annum.  The  whole  yearly  expenditure  is  therefore 
40/.  16  5.,  exceeding  the  amount  of  the  income  of  the  charity  by  1 /.  65.  8 </., 
which  excess  is  voluntarily  paid  by  the  acting  trustees  out  of  their  own 
money. 

Tablets  containing  statements  of  this  benefaction  were  placed  on  the  two 
above-mentioned  almshouses,  the  expense  of  which,  being  rather  more  than  6/., 
was  paid  by  the  trustees  out  of  the  funds  of  the  charity. 


Charities  of  John  and  William  Gregory. 

Charities  of  John  Gregory , by  a Codicil  to  his  Will,  bearing  date  12th  January  1654,  and 
John  and  William  pr0ved  at  York  in  1661,  reciting  that  his  father,  William  Gregory,  had  given 
regory.  12  pence  weekly,  for  ever,  to  be  distributed  in  bread  to  12  poor  people  of 
St.  Mary’s  parish,  out  of  the  rents  of  four  messuages  in  Barker-gate,  Notting- 
ham, directed  that  12  pence  more  for  ever  should  be  weekly  bestowed  in  bread, 
and  that  the  same,  with  the  former  12  pence,  should  be  equally  divided  amongst 
14  poor  people  of  the  said  parish,  such  last  12  pence  to  be  taken  out  of  the 
rents  and  profits  of  the  said  messuages. 

In  respect  of  these  two  donations,  bread  to  the  value  of  2 5.,  consisting  of  28 
small  loaves,  is  provided  by  a baker,  for  which  he  is  paid  by  the  agent  of 
Gregory  Gregory,  esquire,  out  of  the  rents  of  some  houses  belonging  to  him  in 
Barker-gate.  The  loaves  are  sent  every  Sunday  to  St.  Mary’s  church,  and  are 
there  distributed  by  the  sexton,  with  other  bread  hereinafter  mentioned, 
amongst  poor  persons  bf  the  parish,  according  to  a list,  in  which  vacancies  are 
filled  up  by  the  churchwardens. 


Charities  of  Hannah  and  Elizabeth  Metham. 

Charities  of  Hannah  Metham,  by  her  Will,  bearing  date  7th  December  I6S7,  and  proved 
Hannah  and  Eliza-  in  1692,  gave  to  Elizabeth  Metham,  her  sister,  and  the  heirs  of  her  body,  with 
beth  Metham.  remainder  to  Francis  Metham  and  his  heirs,  a messuage  and  bakehouse,  with 
rooms  and  cellars,  then  in  the  possession  of  Thomas  Wallis,  and  a rock  cellar 
under  the  bakehouse  ; and  she  directed  that  during  the  life  of  her  aunt,  a yearly 
sum  of  135.  4 d.,  and  after  her  death  a further  sum  of  65.  Sd.,  should  be  paid 
yearly  by  such  as  should  have  the  inheritance  of  the  said  premises  for  ever  to 
the  overseers  of  the  parish  of  St.  Mary,  to  be  disposed  of  in  bread  to  the  poor 
of  the  said  parish  on  Christmas-Eve,  and  she  directed  that  the  said  bread  should 
be  taken  up  at  the  said  bakehouse,  if  a baker  should  keep  the  same. 

Elizabeth  Metham , by  her  Will,  bearing  date  24th  May  1695,  gave  to  her 
brother  Francis,  and  his  heirs,  a messuage  and  a bakehouse,  then  in  the  pos- 
session of  Joseph  Sturland,  baker,  subject  to  the  payment  of  30  5.  a year,  for 
over,  to  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  St.  Mary’s,  Nottingham,  together 
with  205.  a year,  for  ever,  given  by  her  sister  Hannah,  which  said  two  sums  she 

directed 
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directed  to  be  laid  out  and  distributed  in  bread  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the 
said  parish,  according  to  the  discretion  of  the  said  churchwardens  and  over- 
seers, yearly,  on  the  11th  November. 

In  respect  of  these  two  charities,  amounting  to  50 s.  a year,  300  tickets,  each 
entitling  the  bearer  to  a 2 d.  loaf,  are  sent  by  Mr.  John  Cooper,  the  owner  and 
occupier  of  a house  and  bakehouse  in  Spread  Eagle  Yard,  in  the  Long-row, 
Nottingham,  to  the  churchwardens,  and  are  distributed  by  them  on  11th 
November  amongst  poor  persons  of  the  parish.

Burton’s  Charity. 

It  is  stated  on  a table  of  benefactions  in  St.  Mary’s  church  that  William  Burton’s  Charity. 
Burton,  of  Hallam,  esquire,  in  1726,  left  to  the  poor  of  this  parish  100/. 

In  a vestry-book  for  the  year  1728  there  is  an  entry,  stating  that  the  church- 
wardens and  overseers  having  received  of  Mr.  Burton  100/.,  being  a legacy 
given  to  this  parish  by  William  Burton,  it  was  ordered  that  they  should  pay  to 
Mr.  Abel  Smith  the  said  100/.,  in  part  discharge  of  a sum  of  160/.  borrowed 
for  parochial  purposes. 

An  annual  sum  of  5/.,  as  the  interest  of  this  legacy,  is  now  paid  by  the  over- 
seers of  the  poor  of  this  parish  out  of  the  poors  rates.  It  was  formerly  applied 
in  a distribution  of  bread,  but  from  1820  to  1826  it  was  laid  out  in  the  purchase 
of  coals,  which  were  given  amongst  poor  persons  of  the  parish  not  receiving 
relief,  appointed  by  the  churchwardens  and  overseers,  in  quantities  of  about 
half  a ton  to  each.  In  the  winter  of  1827,  the  weather  being  mild,  this  sum 
was  given  in  money  among  12  poor  persons,  one  of  whom  received  1 /.,  others 
10s.,  and  the  rest  5 s.  It  is  proposed  in  future  to  apply  this  annual  sum, 
amongst  others,  towards  raising  an  income  for  the  support  of  the  inhabitants  of 
Wolley’s  almshouse,  and  the  old  Warser-gate  almshouse,  without  parochial 
relief,  according  to  the  plan  before  alluded  to. 


Roberts’s  Charity. 

' The  only  statement  which  we  have  found  relating  to  this  charity  is  in  Deer-  Roberts’s  Charity, 
ing’s  History,  p.  141,  where  it  is  mentioned  that  Thomas  Roberts,  fellmonger, 
left  an  annual  sum  of  10  s.  to  the  churchwardens  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of 
St.  Mary’s,  charged  on  a house  in  the  Narrow  Marsh  and  then  payable  by 
Samuel  Roberts,  of  Horseley. 

This  annual  sum  of  10  s.  is  now  paid  to  the  churchwardens  by  Mrs.  Roberts, 
as  the  owner  of  a house  in  the  Narrow  Marsh  (now  called  Red  Lion  Street), 
occupied  by  William  and  Thomas  Parr,  fellmongers. 

The  application  of  it  will  be  stated  in  the  account  of  Lockett’s  charity. 

Frost’s  Charity. 

William  Frost,  of  Nottingham,  farrier,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  20th  Sep-  Frost’s  Charity, 
tember  1781,  gave  to  the  vicar  and  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  St.  Mary, 

500/.,  on  trust,  to  put  the  same  out  at  interest,  on  good,  real,  or  government 
security,  and  to  pay  the  interest  and  dividends  thereof  to  such  poor  persons 
of  the  parish  of  St.  Mary  as  the  vicar  thereof  should  think  proper,  but  to  such 
persons  only  as  should  not  receive  alms  from  the  parish. 

In  1793  this  sum  of  500  /.,  and  a sum  of  55/.  derived  from  Lockett’s  charity 
hereinafter  mentioned,  was  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  700/*  15  s.  10  d.  con- 
solidated three  per  cents,  in  the  names  of  the  then  vicar  and  churchwardens  of 
this  parish. 

In  1808  this  stock  was  transferred  into  the  names  of  Rev.  John  Bristow,  D.D. 

Thomas  Tollinton,  and  Samuel  Cullen,  the  former  of  whom  is  dead,  but  the  two 
latter  are  still  living. 

The  dividends  of  this  stock,  amounting  to  21  /.  Os.  4 cl.  per  annum,  are  received 
by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Wilkins,  the  present  vicar  of  St.  Mary’s,  who  has  hitherto  paid 
over  2 /.  thereof  in  respect  of  Lockett’s  charity,  to  the  churchwardens,  to  be 
distributed  by  them,  and  has  given  the  residue  amongst  poor,  sick,  and  infirm 
persons  of  the  parish,  whether  receiving  parochial  relief  or  not. 

The  appropriation  proposed  for  the  future  of  the  income  of  this  charity  will 
be  stated  in  the  following  account  of  Lockett’s  charity. 
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Lockett’s  Charity. 

Henry  Lockett , of  Nottingham,  sadler,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  10th  June 
1790,  and  proved  at  York  in  the  same  year,  gave  to  the  vicar  and  church- 
wardens of  the  parish  of  St.  Mary,  55  /.,  on  trust,  to  put  the  same  out  at  interest, 
and  to  pay  the  interest  to  such  poor  persons,  not  receiving  alms  from  the  parish, 
as  the  vicar  and  churchwardens  should  think  proper  objects  of  charity. 

It  has  been  already  stated  that  this  legacy  was,  together  with  that  of  William 
Frost,  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  consolidated  three  per  cents,  and  that  the 
annual  sum  of  2 /.,  part  of  the  dividends  of  that  stock,  has  been  paid  over  by 
the  vicar,  in  respect  of  this  charity,  to  the  churchwardens  for  distribution. 

This  sum  of  2/.  has  been  carried  to  an  account  kept  by  the  churchwardens, 
to  which  have  been  also  carried  the  annual  sums  of  21.  10s.,  the  portion  of 
Ackham’s  charity,  and  21.  10s.,  the  portion  of  Manners’s  charity,  appropriated 
to  this  parish,  both  of  which  have  been  mentioned  in  preceding  parts  of  the 
present  Report,  together  with  an  annual  sum  of  1 /.  given  by  Robert  Staples, 
which,  as  has  been  stated,  he  directed  to  be  paid  for  the  preaching  of  two  annual 
sermons,  but  which  has  been  of  late  years  given  to  the  poor ; and  an  annual 
sum  of  10  s.  arising  from  Roberts’s  charity  above  mentioned. 

A moiety  of  the  sums  collected  at  the  Sacrament  (which  moiety  for  the 
year  ending  in  1827  amounted  to  about  16/.)  has  been  also  carried  to  the  same 
account,  the  other  moiety  thereof  being  distributed  by  the  vicar. 

From  this  united  fund  bread  to  the  amount  of  4 s.  per  week  has  been  pro- 
vided by  the  churchwardens,  and  distributed  at  the  church  in  small  loaves,  in 
the  same  manner  as  the  bread  provided  in  respect  of  the  charities  of  John  and 
William  Gregory  ; and  the  weekly  bread  distributed  in  respect  of  Roberts’s 
charity  before  mentioned,  has  been  given  at  the  same  time.  Distributions  of 
coals  have  also  been  made  amongst  the  inhabitants  of  Wolley’s  almshouse,  and 
the  two  almshouses  in  Warser-gate,  and  paid  for  by  the  churchwardens  out  of 
this  fund,  and  small  sums  have  been  occasionally  given  by  them  out  of  it  to 
persons  of  the  parish  in  distress. 

The  committee  of  inhabitants  lately  appointed  to  inquire  into  the  charities 
of  this  parish  have  recommended  that  the  annual  sums  arising  from  Manners’s, 
Staples’s,  Roberts’s,  Frost’s,  and  Lockett’s  charities,  shall  be  applied  in  future 
towards  the  support  of  the  inhabitants  of  Wolley’s  almshouse,  and  the  old 
Warser-gate  almshouse,  in  order  that  they  may  be  enabled  to  subsist  without 
parochial  relief. 

Wilson’s  Charity. 

Mary  Wilson , by  her  Will,  bearing  date  24th  September  1647  (as  appears 
from  an  old  book  before  mentioned,  containing  abstracts  of  documents  relating 
to  the  charities  of  this  parish),  gave  to  John  Parker  a close  called  the  Trough 
Close,  lying  within  the  precincts  of  the  town  of  Nottingham,  and  directed  that 
the  said  John  Parker  and  his  heirs  should  yearly,  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  of 
the  said  close,  bestow  30  s.  in  cloth,  to  be  given  to  two  poor  and  impotent 
people  of  the  said  parishes  of  St.  Peter  and  St.  Mary,  Nottingham,  to  make 
them  gowns  or  coats  at  Christmas,  yearly,  to  be  given  alternately  to  two  poor 
people  of  each  parish. 

I11  the  Parliamentary  Returns  made  in  I7S6,  this  charity  is  mentioned 
amongst  those  of  the  parish  of  St.  Mary,  but  the  close  chargeable  with  the 
annuity  of  30  s.  is  there  stated  to  be  “ in  Mr.  Tomline,  who  refuses  payment.” 
In  the  Return  made  at  the  same  time  from  the  parish  of  St.  Peter  it  is  not 
mentioned. 

The  Rev.  John  Smith  is  the  present  owner  of  a close  near  Mapperly  Hill, 
within  a mile  of  the  town  of  Nottingham,  called  the  Trough  Close,  which  he 
purchased  in  1816,  without  notice  of  any  payment  chargeable  thereon.  He 
has  submitted  the  deeds  relating  to  this  close  to  our  inspection,  from  which  we 
learn  that  it  was  purchased  by  William  Tomline  in  1753,  and  sold  by  Charles 
Tomline,  his  nephew,  in  1785.  It  would  seem  therefore  that  this  is  the  close 
referred  to  in  the  Returns  of  1786,  but  the  deeds  contain  no  allusion  to  the 
annuity  given  by  the  will  of  Mary  Wilson,  and  as  we  have  found  no  trace  of 
its  having  ever  been  received,  we  apprehend  that  there  is  not  sufficient  evidence 
to  charge  the  present  owner  with  the  payment. 
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St.  Mary. 


Church  Lands. 

The  rents  of  the  following  tenements  are  received  by  the  churchwardens  of 
this  parish,  and  carried  to  their  general  accounts,  but  it  is  not  known  by  what 
means  the  parish  became  possessed  of  them. 

1.  A house  in  Pilcher-gate,  in  the  occupation  of  Jonathan  Dunn,  under 
a lease,  bearing  date  11th  September  1731,  granted  by  the  then  churchwardens 
to  Thomas  Dunn,  an  ancestor  of  the  present  tenant,  for  a term  of  99  years 
from  Michaelmas  then  next,  at  the  rent  of  5 /.  per  annum,  the  lessee  covenant- 
ing to  expend  100/.  on  the  premises,  and  to  keep  the  buildings  in  repair.  This 
house  is  described  in  the  lease  as  being  part  of  the  lands  of  the  parish  of 
St.  Mary,  called  Church-lands.  In  1718,  it  was  leased  by  the  churchwardens 
for  14  years,  at  the  same  rent  of  5 /.  In  1815,  it  was  estimated  by  Mr.  William 
Stretton,  surveyor,  to  be  worth  30  /.  per  annum.  Since  which  time  a consi- 
derable sum  has  been  expended  on  the  premises  in  consequence  of  notice  to 
repair  them  having  been  given  to  Thomas  Dunn,  who  preceded  his  brother, 
the  present  tenant,  in  the  occupation  thereof.  It  is  expected  that  on  the 
expiration  of  the  existing  lease  of  this  house  at  Michaelmas  1S30,  the  rent 
of  it  will  be  much  increased. 

2.  A stable  in  Fair  Maiden-lane,  in  the  occupation  of  John  Morley,  as  yearly 
tenant,  at  the  rent  of  51.  5 s.  per  annum. 

3.  A coach-house  in  Barker-gate,  at  the  comer  of  Fair  Maiden-lane,  let  to 
John  Bagshaw,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the  rent  of  2 /.  2 s.  per  annum. 

The  above-mentioned  committee  have  recommended  that  the  stable  and 
coach-house  in  Fair  Maiden-lane  and  Barker-gate  shall  be  taken  down,  the 
materials  sold,  and  the  ground  appropriated  to  the  enlargement  of  a burying- 
ground  belonging  to  the  parish  adjoining  thereto ; and  that  the  rent  of  the 
house  in  Pilcher-gate  shall  be  added  to  the  funds  for  the  support  of  Wolley’s 
almshouse,  and  the  old  Warser-gate  almshouse. 

Having  no  information  as  to  the  source  from  which  that  house  was  derived 
we  are  not  enabled  to  ascertain  whether  the  parishioners  are  authorized  to  apply 
the  rents  thereof  in  the  manner  thus  suggested. 

The  committee  have  also  recommended  that  an  annual  sum  of  51.  18s.  to  be 
paid  by  the  churchwardens,  as  the  interest  of  118/.,  composed  of  the  following- 
sums,  viz.,  63  /.,  the  produce  of  a piece  of  land  near  St.  Mary’s  church-yard, 
sold  with  the  consent  of  the  parishioners  in  1807 ; 35/.,  the  produce  of  a sale 
of  shambles  at  Weekday  Cross  ; and  20/.,  the  amount  of  the  legacy  mentioned 
in  a preceding  part  of  the  present  Report  to  have  been  given  by  Abel  Collin 
for  the  purchase  of  coals  to  be  resold  to  the  poor,  all  of  which  sums  have 
become  absorbed  in  the  churchwardens  funds,  shall  be  applied  towards  the 
support  of  the  two  above-mentioned  almshouses. 


PARISH  OF  ST.  NICHOLAS. 

Elizabeth  Bilby’s  Charity. 

In  an  entry  in  a Hall-book  of  the  corporation  of  Nottingham,  dated  6th  Sep- 
tember 1697>  it  is  stated,  that  Mr.  Jacob  Tibson  on  that  day  paid  into  the 
chamberlain’s  hands  5L,  which,  with  15/.  received  on  the  last  hall-day  from 
Mr.  Daniel  Tibson,  made  up  20/.,  which  sum  was  given  to  the  corporation  for 
the  use  of  20  poor  widows  of  St.  Nicholas’s  parish,  to  be  paid  by  206'.  yearly  to 
the  overseers  of  the  said  parish,  and  to  be  by  them  distributed  for  the  use  afore- 
said ; and  it  was  thereupon  ordered  that  this  sum  should  be  entered  in  the 
chamberlain’s  book,  as  an  annual  charge  on  them  to  pay  the  same  to  the  said 
overseers. 

In  the  chamberlain’s  yearly  rentals,  a sum  of  1 /.  is  entered  as  payable  to 
30  poor  men  and  women  of  St.  Nicholas’s  parish,  being  a charity  given  by 
Mrs.  Elizabeth  Bilby,  formerly  Tibson,  which  was  the  interest  of  20/.  paid  to  the 
corporation  ; and  in  a memorandum  in  a vestry-book  of  this  parish  it  is  stated, 
that  of  this  yearly  sum  10  s.  was  to  be  paid  at  Christmas,  and  10  5.  at  May-day, 
according  to  Mrs.  Bilby ’s  will. 


Church  Lands. 
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In  respect  of  this  charity  an  annual  sum  of  20  5.  is  now  paid  by  the  chamber- 
lains for  the  time  being  to  the  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  St.  Nicholas. 
Its  application  will  be  stated  in  the  account  of  Walker’s  charity. 

Gray’s  Charity. 

Dr.  Robert  Gray , who  is  stated  in  Deering’s  History  of  Nottingham  to  have 
died  in  1705,  by  his  Will,  (as  appears  from  an  entry  in  a vestry-book  of  the 
parish  of  St.  Nicholas,)  gave  to  the  poor  of  this  parish  20/.,  to  be  put  out  at 
interest  by  the  rector  and  churchwardens  for  the  time  being,  and  the  interest 
thereof  to  be  distributed  to  the  said  poor  at  Christmas  and  Easter,  by  equal 
proportions,  by  the  said  rector  and  churchwardens,  with  the  approbation  of 
Mr.  John  Smith  and  Mr.  Roger  Jackson,  during  their  lives. 

It  appears  from  other  entries  in  the  same  book,  that  in  1711  it  was  agreed 
by  a parish-meeting,  that  the  legacy  of  20  /.  left  by  Dr.  Gray  should  be  put 
in  the  million  and  half  lottery ; that  this  was  accordingly  done  by  the  rector 
and  churchwardens,  and  that  the  sum  of  20/.  was  thereby  improved  to  24/.  105., 
which  was  by  the  contributions  of  good  people,  about  the  year  I7IG,  made  up 
to  30  /.,  and  that  that  sum  was  put  out  at  interest  at  5 per  cent,  and  the  pro- 
duce given  according  to  the  donor’s  directions,  until  in  the  year  1727  the 
principal  sum  of  30/.  was  lent  towards  erecting  a workhouse  in  this  parish ; 
and  that  in  1731,  1732,  and  1733,  orders  were  made  by  the  vestry  for  conti- 
nuing the  principal  sum  of  30/.  in  the  hands  of  the  parish,  and  for  the  payment 
of  305.,  as  the  interest  thereof,  by  the  overseers,  to  the  rector  and  church- 
wardens. 

It  appeal’s  from  a book  containing  an  account  of  the  disposal  of  the  charities 
of  this  parish,  commencing  in  1785,  that  in  that  year  2/.  was  paid  by  the  over- 
seers to  the  churchwardens  as  the  interest  of  40/.  and  distributed  to  the  poor, 
and  that  the  same  payment  and  distribution  was  continued  until  1804,  when  it 
ceased. 

In  the  vestry-book  there  is  a memorandum,  stating  that  in  1805  Mr.  James, 
late  overseer  of  the  poor,  paid  at  the  meeting  to  Thomas  Timms,  churchwarden, 
40/.,  with  2/.,  the  interest  due  thereon,  being  an  old  debt  due  from  the  over- 
seers of  the  poor  to  the  churchwardens  ; and  in  Mr.  Timms’s  account  with  the 
parish  as  churchwarden,  audited  in  February  1807j  he  gave  credit  for  a sum  of 
42  /.  received  from  the  overseers. 

It  will  be  seen  from  a subsequent  part  of  this  Report,  that  Mr.  Jacob  Tibson, 
in  1735,  gave  a sum  of  10  /.  to  the  rector  and  churchwardens  of  this  parish,  the 
interest  thereof  to  be  distributed  to  the  poor.  A note  is  annexed  to  the  page 
in  the  vestry-book,  in  which  the  particulars  of  Mr.  Tibson’s  donations  are 
entered,  dated  5th  December  1735,  and  signed  by  James  Clayton  and  Joseph 
Wood,  overseers  of  the  poor,  whereby  they  acknowledged  that  they  had 
received  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Abson,  by  direction  of  the  trustees  of  the  workhouse, 
10/.,  given  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  this  parish  in  April  then  last  by  Mr. 
Tibson,  with  intent  to  pay  interest  for  the  same  for  the  use  of  the  said  poor. 

We  are  therefore  led  to  suppose  that  the  sum  of  40/.,  on  which  interest  was 
paid  and  distributed  previously  to  1805,  and  which  principal  sum  was  in  that 
year  paid  by  the  overseers  to  the  churchwardens,  as  being  “ an  old  debt,”  was 
composed  of  the  sums  of  30/.,  arising  from  Dr.  Gray’s  benefaction,  and  10/., 
part  of  Mr.  Tibson’s  benefaction  ; and  if  this  conjecture  be  correct,  we  appre- 
hend that  2/.,  as  the  annual  interest  of  that  sum  of  40  /.,  ought  to  be  paid  by 
the  churchwardens  for  the  time  being,  and  distributed  to  the  poor,  or  that  the 
principal  sum  ought  to  be  invested  on  some  good  security,  and  the  interest 
thus  disposed  of. 

There  is  a doubt,  however,  whether  Dr.  Gray’s  30/.  did  form  a part  of  the 
above-mentioned  sum  of  40/.,  for  it  appears  from  the  will  of  John  Wylde,  of 
Kensington  Gore,  in  the  county  of  Middlesex,  bearing  date  21st  May  1793, 
and  proved  in  the  Prerogative  court  of  Canterbury  in  the  following  year,  that 
he  thereby  gave  50/.  consolidated  three  per  cents  to  the  churchwardens  of  the 
parish  of  St.  Nicholas,  Nottingham,  in  trust,  to  pay  a bond  signed  by  Thomas 
Offer  and  John  Wylde,  about  25  years  before  the  date  of  his  will,  “ for  30/. 
of  Dr.  Gray’s  money,”  and  it  appears  from  an  entry  in  the  book  of  the 
charities,  that  in  1817,  a sum  of  15/.,  “ being  ten  years  dividends  on  50/.  con- 
solidated three  per  cents,  under  Mr.  Wylde’s  will,  from  1807  to  1817/’  was 

received 
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received  by  the  churchwardens  and  distributed  to  the  poor  shortly  after- 
wards. 

This  sum  of  50/.  stock  was,  at  the  time  of  our  investigation  (February  1828) 
standing  in  the  names  of  William  Chamberlin,  Thomas  Marriott,  John  Wild, 
and  Samuel  Hollins,  and  the  dividends  thereof  from  1817,  had  been  given  to 
the  poor,  except  for  the  last  year  and  a half,  for  which  time  they  had  not  been 
received. 

The  accuracy  of  the  statement  in  Mr.  Wylde’s  will,  as  to  the  30/.  therein 
.alluded  to,  being  derived  from  Dr.  Gray’s  charity,  may  be  questionable.  The 
whole  of  Dr.  Gray’s  legacy,  with  the  improvement  and  addition  made  thereto, 
amounted  only  to  30/.,  which  sum  was  in  1827  applied  towards  erecting  the 
workhouse,  and  we  have  found  no  trace  of  any  further  disposal  of  the  prin- 
cipal sum  until  1805,  when  the  above-mentioned  payment  of  40/.  by  the 
overseers  to  the  churchwardens  took  place.  But  besides  the  sum  of  10/. 
given  by  Jacob  Tibson  in  1735  as  before  stated,  there  was  a previous  donation 
from  him  to  the  poor  of  this  parish  in  1732,  of  30/.  which  appears  from 
entries  in  the  vestry-book  to  have  been  at  first  lent  on  mortgage,  and  to  have 
been,  in  1741,  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  John  Nevill,  on  the  security  of  his  promis- 
sory-note at  four  per  cent  interest,  and  as  this  latter  sum  is  not  otherwise 
accounted  for,  it  is  possible  that  it  might  have  been  from  time  to  time  con- 
tinued on  private  security,  and  ultimately  lent  on  the  bond  mentioned  in 
Mr.  Wylde’s  will. 

Tibson’s  Charity. 

It  is  stated  in  an  entry  in  the  vestry-book  that  Jacob  Tibson,  in  1729,  by  Tibson’s  Charity. 
Deed,  enrolled  in  Chancery,  gave  some  small  tenements  in  Greyfriar’s-gate  to 
the  rector  and  churchwardens  of  this  parish,  the  rent  of  which  was  to  be  by 
them  distributed  to  the  better  sort  of  poor  at  5 s.  each. 

That  in  1732  he  gave  30/.  to  the  rector  and  churchwardens,  to  be  put  out 
at  interest,  and  the  interest  to  be  distributed  as  before,  5 s.  to  each,  which  was 
lent  to  Roger  Radforth  on  mortgage,  in  Mr.  Abson’s  name,  and  the  interest 
was  distributed  by  the  rector  and  churchwardens  in  every  year  on  Christ- 
mas-eve. 

And  that  in  1735  he  gave  the  further  sum  of  10/.,  the  interest  to  be  distri- 
buted as  above. 

There  is  also  entered  in  the  vestry-book  a memorandum,  dated  20th  De- 
cember 1801,  and  signed  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Charles  Wylde,  rector  of  St.  Nicholas, 

John  Allen,  and  Joseph  Ward,  churchwardens,  and  John  Burnside,  whereby  it 
was  certified  that  a sum  of  215/.  18s.  10o?.  Consolidated  three  per  cents, 
standing  in  their  names,  was  purchased  with  150/.  arising  from  the  sale  of  some 
old  tenements  in  Greyfriar’s-gate,  given  in  1729  by  Jacob  Tibson  to  the  rector 
and  churchwardens  of  St.  Nicholas,  to  be  by  them  laid  out,  and  the  rents  to  be 
applied  for  the  relief  of  such  orderly  housekeepers  of  the  said  parish  as  should 
not  receive  alms,  no  one  to  receive  more  than  5s.  each;  and  it  was  further 
stated  that  the  said  Mr.  Tibson  having  made  no  provision  for  the  repair  of  the 
said  premises,  and  they  having  become  too  ruinous  to  be  habitable,  it  was 
thought  expedient  to  sell  them  to  Mr.  James  Harrison  in  1801  for  150/.,  which 
was  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  the  above-mentioned  stock,  the  annual  interest 
of  which  was  to  be  appropriated  by  the  rector  and  churchwardens  to  the  pur- 
poses directed  by  the  donor. 

John  Allen  and  Joseph  Ward,  two  of  the  above-mentioned  trustees  of  the 
stock  thus  purchased,  are  now  living.  The  dividends,  amounting  to  6/.  9*.  2 d. 
per  annum,  have  been,  until  the  last  two  years,  divided  into  equal  moieties, 
one  of  which  has  been  distributed  to  the  poor  by  the  rector,  and  the  other  has 
been  carried  to  the  account  kept  by  the  churchwardens  for  the  time  being,  here- 
inafter mentioned  in  the  account  of  Walker’s  charity.  At  the  time  of  our 
Inquiry  there  were  two  years  dividends  due,  which  had  not  been  received,  in 
consequence  of  a new  power  of  attorney  not  having  been  obtained,  which  be- 
came necessary  on  the  death  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Wylde,  the  late  rector. 

In  the  account  above  given  of  Dr.  Gray’s  charity  we  have  stated  all  the 
information  we  have  been  able  to  obtain  relating  to  the  sums  of  30/.  and  10/., 
given  by  Jacob  Tibson  in  1732  and  1735  respectively,  of  which  the  interest 
was  to  be  applied  in  the  same  manner  as  the  rent  of  the  houses  given  by  him, 
viz.  to  the  better  sort  of  poor,  in  sums  of  5s.  to  each. 
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Walker’s  Charity. 


Anthony  Walker , by  his  Will,  bearing  date  15th  May  1714,  directed  that 
the  poor  of  the  parish  where  it  pleased  God  that  he  should  die,  should  have  two 
cottage-houses,  and  six  acres  of  land  belonging  to  them,  lying  in  the  Liberty  of 
Matlock,  commonly  called  the  Hall  Dale,  betwixt  Matlock  and  Snitterton, 
one  close  shooting  to  the  road,  and  the  other  lying  above  it  and  adjoining  to  it. 
And  he  gave  to  the  poor  of  that  parish,  to  buy  bread,  the  sum  of  twelve  two- 
penny loaves  every  Sabbath-day  throughout  the  year,  for  ever,  forth  of  that  as 
it  should  come  due,  to  be  paid  into  the  churchwardens  hands,  who  were  to  pay 
the  baker  2/.  12  s.  half-yearly,  the  said  cottage-houses,  and  six  acres  of  land, 
being  6 /.  a year  rent,  and  copyhold  land  in  the  Liberty  of  Matlock  Court,  to 
be  taken  up  according  to  the  custom  of  the  manor,  for  the  use  of  the  poor. 

At  a court  holden  for  the  manor  of  Matlock  on  5th  February  1718,  it  was  found 
by  the  homage,  that  Anthony  Walker  died  in  the  Parish  of  St.  Nicholas,  Not- 
tingham, and  thereupon  Francis  Newdigate  and  John  Else,  parishioners  of  that 
parish,  on  the  part  of  the  poor  thereof,  demanded  the  said  lands  and  tenements, 
and  were  admitted  tenants  thereof,  to  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  said  parish 
of  St.  Nicholas. 

At  a court  holden  for  the  said  manor  on  22d  October  1799,  Joseph  Merry, 
as  the  son  and  heir-at-law  of  Walter  Merry,  who  was  the  survivor  of  two  trus- 
tees admitted  to  the  said  premises  in  1770,  surrendered  the  same  to  the  use  of 
John  Burnside,  John  Allen,  and  Joseph  Heath,  all  of  the  said  parisli  of  St. 
Nicholas,  and  their  heirs,  in  trust  for  the  poor  of  that  parish,  and  they  were 
admitted  accordingly. 

Two  of  these  trustees,  Messrs.  John  Allen  and  Joseph  Heath,  are  now 
living. 

The  trust-premises  consist  of  two  cottages,  with  yards,  and  three  fields,  one 
of  which  was  an  allotment  made  on  an  inclosure  of  lands  at  Matlock,  the  whole 
containing  about  12  acres,  in  the  occupation  of  the  widow  of  Peter  Tipping,  as 
yearly  tenant,  at  the  rent  of  13/.  per  annum. 

In  1776  the  rent  of  this  property  was  raised  from  61.  4 s.  to  9/.  In  1808  it 
was  18/.,  and  in  182S  it  was  lowered  to  its  present  amount.  Since  our  Inquiry 
into  this  charity  took  place,  Mr.  Jeremiah  Dummer  Rogers,  one  of  the  church- 
wardens of  the  parish  of  St.  Nicholas,  has  viewed  the  premises,  the  present  rent 
of  which  he  considers  too  low,  and  proposes  that  it  shall  be  increased  to  15/. 
He  also  states  that  the  buildings  are  much  out  of  repair,  but  that  measures  shall 
be  adopted  for  putting  them  into  better  condition. 

The  rent  of  this  estate  is  received  by  Mr.  Joseph  Heath,  one  of  the  trus- 
tees admitted  to  it  in  1799,  and  is  paid  over  by  him  to  the  churchwardens. 
The  annual  sums  received  by  the  churchwardens  in  respect  of  the  several  cha- 
rities, of  some  of  which  the  poor  of  this  parish  have  the  whole  benefit,  and  of 
the  others  they  partake  with  the  poor  of  the  parishes  of  St.  Mary  and  St.  Peter, 
are  as  follows :

A portion  of  the  above-mentioned  fund  is  applied  by  the  churchwardens  in 
providing  bread  for  a weekly  distribution,  which  is  made  every  Sunday  at 
St.  Nicholas’s  church,  by  the  parish-clerk,  in  threepenny  loaves,  amongst  poor 
persons  of  the  parish,  appointed  as  vacancies  occur  by  the  churchwardens.  rlhe 

amount 
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amount  of  the  bread  thus  given  appears  from  the  accounts  to  have  varied.  St.  Nicholas. 

At  the  time  of  our  Inquiry  the  weekly  amount  was  5 s.  6d .,  with  the  addition 

of  two  shillingsworth  on  Christmas-day,  one  shiliingsworth  on  Easter  Sunday,  * continued^’ 

and  one  shillingsworth  on  Whit  Sunday,  in  respect  of  Robinson’s  charity.  An  v J 

annual  sum  of  5s.  is  allowed  to  the  clerk  for  his  trouble,  which  makes  the  total 
annual  cost  of  the  distribution  of  bread,  according  to  the  above-mentioned  rate, 

14/.  15 s.  per  annum. 

The  charities  of  which  the  income  ought,  according  to  the  directions  of  the 
donors,  to  be  given  in  bread,  are  Walker’s,  at  the  present  time  13/.  per  annum, 

Robinson’s,  1/.  10s.  per  annum,  and  Ackham’s,  1/.  5s.  per  annum,  the  latter 
being  ordered  to  be  bestowed  on  the  last  Sundays  in  January,  March,  May, 

July,  September,  and  November. 

An  annual  distribution  of  2/.  appears  to  have  been  usually  made  in  the 
month  of  April  at  the  church,  amongst  the  poor,  in  small  sums,  and  in  some  of 
the  accounts  it  is  stated  to  be  made  in  respect  of  Sherwin’s  charity.  According 
to  that  donor’s  direction,  one  moiety  of  the  portion  of  the  income  of  his'  charity 
applicable  to  this  parish  ought  to  be  distributed  at  Lady-day,  and  the  other 
moiety  at  Michaelmas. 

The  residue  of  the  income  of  the  charities  above  enumerated  has  been  dis- 
tributed by  the  churchwardens,  in  sums  varying  in  amount,  amongst  poor  per- 
sons of  the  parish.  It  will  be  observed  that  the  annual  sum  of  1 /.,  derived 
from  Elizabeth  Bilby’s  donation,  ought  to  be  distributed  amongst  poor  widows, 
half  at  Christmas  and  half  at  May-day ; and  that  the  whole  of  the  income 
arising  from  Tibson’s  charity  ought  to  be  distributed  amongst  the  better  sort  of 
poor  in  sums  of  5 s.  to  each. 

If  the  conjecture  be  correct  which  we  have  mentioned  in  the  above  account 
of  Gray’s  charity,  as  to  the  sum  of  40/.  paid  by  the  overseers  of  the  poor  to  the 
churchwardens  of  this  parish,  we  apprehend  that  the  interest  of  that  sum  ought 
to  be  distributed  to  the  poor,  in  addition  to  the  income  of  the  above-mentioned 
charities. 

A book  is  kept  containing  an  account  of  the  sums  received  and  distributed  in 
respect  of  the  above-mentioned  charities,  but  the  accounts  for  the  year  end- 
ing at  Easter  1827  had  not  been  entered  therein  at  the  time  of  our  Inves- 
tigation. 

Lost  Charity. 

In  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786  it  is  stated  that  Timothy  Pym,  by  his  Lost  Charity. 
Will,  in  1784,  gave  20/.  to  the  poor  of  this  parish,  which  was  vested  in  Ann 
Huck,  and  producing  1/.  per  annum  ; and  it  appears  from  an  entry  in  the  book 
containing  the  account  of  the  charities  distributed  by  the  churchwardens,  that 
in  1785,  1 /.  was  received  in  respect  of  this  charity  from  Mr.  Huck,  of  Lincoln. 

We  have  not  been  able  to  obtain  any  further  information  relating  to  this 
donation. 


PARISH  OF  ST.  PETER. 

Jackson’s  Charity. 

Luke  Jackson , citizen  and  girdler,  of  London,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  st.  Peter. 

20th  January  1630,  and  proved  in  the  Prerogative  Court  of  Canterbury  in  the  

same  year,  reciting  that  he  was  seised  in  fee  of  certain  tithes  yearly  arising  Jackson’s  Charity, 
at  or  near  Horsepool,  in  the  county  of  Leicester,  being  about  the  value  of 
20/.  per  annum,  devised  the  same  to  his  brother  George  Jackson,  his  brother-in- 
law,  George  Coates,  Robert  Wood,  of  Nottingham,  Richard  Glyd,  of  London, 
and  Richard  Mills,  of  London,  and  their  heirs,  on  trust,  after  his  decease,  yearly 
to  pay  the  clear  rents  and  profits  thereof  in  manner  following,  that  is  to  say, 
two  equal  third  parts  as  followeth  ; 405.  thereof,  yearly,  to  be  given  for  two 
sermons,  to  be  preached  in  St.  Peter’s  church,  in  the  town  of  Nottingham,  on 
28th  July  and  5th  November,  acknowledging  God’s  mercy,  and  giving  thanks 
lor  the  deliverance  of  this  land  and  people  at  two  several  times  from  the  Invin- 
cible Armada  (as  it  was  termed)  in  1588  and  from  the  Gunpowder  Plot  in 
1605  ; and  the  residue  of  the  said  two  thirds  to  be  distributed  amongst  the 
poor  people  in  the  parish  of  St.  Peter,  at  the  discretion  of  his  said  five  feoffees, 
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St.  Peter.  and  their  heirs  ; and  the  other  third  part  of  the  clear  profits  of  the  said  tithes 

- — as  followeth,  viz.,  405.  for  two  sermons  to  be  preached  in  the  church  of  Thorn- 

Jackson’s  Charity,  ton,  near  Horsepool,  in  the  county  of  Leicester,  on  the  two  above-mentioned 
„ continut  • ' days,  and  the  residue  to  be  distributed  amongst  the  poor  people  in  the  parish 

of  Thornton,  near  Horsepool,  at  the  discretion  of  his  said  feoffees  ; and  on  trust, 
that  the  survivor  of  the  said  feoffees  should,  on  request,  convey  the  said  tithes 
to  four  of  the  most  honest  and  able  persons  dwelling  in  the  said  parish  of 
St.  Peter,  and  four  such  persons  dwelling  in  the  parish  of  Thornton,  and  their 
heirs,  to  the  uses  above  mentioned. 

By  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release,  bearing  date  25  and  26  November 
1811,  between  Samuel  Smith,  esquire  (who  had  survived  his  co-trustees, 
Thomas  Boot,  John  Alleyne,  and  Samuel  Sheldon),  of  the  one  part,  and 
Abel  Smith,  esquire,  Richard  Webster,  Francis  Brathwaite,  and  Jonas  Kew- 
ney,  all  of  Nottingham,  of  the  other  part,  reciting  the  above-mentioned  devise 
of  Luke  Jackson  ; and  reciting,  that  by  indenture  of  Bargain  and  Sale  enrolled, 
bearing  date  28th  June  1667,  made  between  Richard  Mills,  surviving  trustee 
of  Luke  Jackson,  of  the  one  part,  and  Joseph  Wright,  and  John  Parker,  aider- 
men  of  Nottingham,  and  William  Drury,  and  Arthur  Rickards,  of  the  parish 
of  St.  Peter,  Nottingham,  of  the  other  part;  the  said  Richard  Mills,  in  pur- 
suance of  the  trust  in  him  reposed,  as  to  the  devise  to  the  poor  of  the  parish  of 
St.  Peter,  and  at  the  request  of  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part,  on  behalf  of 
the  said  parish,  bargained  and  sold  to  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part,  and 
their  heirs,  two  parts  in  three  of  the  said  tithes  yearly  arising  at  Horsepool,  to 
the  uses  declared  in  the  said  will ; and  reciting  several  deeds  for  appointing 
new  trustees,  the  last  of  which  were  dated  30  and  31  March  1779  ; and  fur- 
ther reciting,  that  by  virtue  of  an  Act  of  Parliament  for  dividing  and  inclosing 
the  open  and  common  fields  in  Stanton-under-Bardon,  in  the  county  of  Leices- 
ter, the  said  tithes  arising  in  Horsepool  were  extinguished,  and  in  lieu  thereof, 
the  commissioners  appointed  for  such  inclosure  awarded  to  the  trustees  of  the 
said  charity  a piece  of  land,  containing  55  a.  Or.  21  p.,  lying  in  the  field  called 
Hawney  Field,  bounded  as  therein  described,  which  in  the  opinion  of  the  said 
commissioners  was  equal  in  value  to  two  third  parts  of  the  residue  of  the  allot- 
ments thereby  made  in  lieu  of  tithes,  after  having  deducted  out  of  the  whole  of 
the  said  allotments  the  vicar’s  share  in  lieu  of  tithes  ; and  that  the  said  commis- 
sioners also  awarded  to  the  said  trustees  an  annual  payment,  or  composition  in 
lieu  of  tithes  in  Stanton-under-Bardon,  amounting  to  (J/.  2 s.  5d.  ; and  further 
reciting,  that  the  trustees  under  the  deeds  of  30  and  31  March  1779,  were 
in  the  receipt  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  lauds  so  allotted,  and  the  said 
annual  payment ; and  that  the  said  Samuel  Smith  was  desirous  to  convey  the 
charity-estates  to  new  trustees,  and  that  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part  were 
all  parishioners  of  St.  Peter’s,  the  said  Samuel  Smith  conveyed  to  the  said 
parties  of  the  second  part,  and  their  heirs,  the  said  piece  of  land,  and  also  the 
annual  rent  of  9/.  2 s.  3d.  to  the  use  of  him  the  said  Samuel  Smith,  and  of  the 
said  parties  of  the  second  part,  and  their  heirs,  as  trustees  for  the  purposes 
mentioned  in  the  will  of  the  said  Luke  Jackson.  And  it  was  provided,  that 
when  two  of  the  said  trustees  should  die,  the  survivors  should,  on  the  request  of 
the  parishioners  of  St.  Peter’s,  convey  the  said  land  and  rent  to  the  use  of  the 
said  survivors  and  such  others,  to  be  appointed  by  the  parishioners  of  the  said 
parish,  as  would  make  up  the  number  five,  and  to  their  heirs,  on  the  trusts  of 
the  said  will. 

Of  the  above-mentioned  trustees  Samuel  Smith,  Abel  Smith,  and  Jonas 
Kewney  are  the  present  survivors. 

Stanton-under-Bardon,  mentioned  in  the  above  abstracted  deed,  and  Horse- 
pool, form  one  township  in  the  parish  of  Thornton,  in  the  county  of  Leicester, 
for  the  benefit  of  which  parish  a third  part  of  the  tithes  of  Horsepool  were  given 
by  the  donor’s  will.  Under  the  above-mentioned  Stanton  Inclosure  Act, 
passed  in  1779,  a separate  allotment  of  land  was  made  to  the  trustees  of  the 
branch  of  this  charity  belonging  to  Thornton,  in  lieu  of  their  third  part  of 
the  tithes,  which  will  be  a subject  of  inquiry  amongst  the  charities  of  that 
parish. 

By  the  award  of  the  Commissioners  for  the  inclosure  of  Charnwood  Forest, 
under  an  Act  passed  in  1808,  an  allotment  was  made  to  the  overseers  of  the 
poor  of  the  parish  of  St.  Peter,  Nottingham,  in  respect  of  their  estate  in  Stanton- 
under-Bardon,  of  a parcel  of  land  in  the  parish  of  Markfield,  containing 
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7a.  3 k.  16p.,  bounded  southwardly  by  ancient  inclosures  in  Stanton-under- 
Bardon,  and  otherwise  bounded  as  therein  mentioned. 

By  the  same  award  another  allotment  was  made  to  the  trustees  of  Jackson’s 
charity,  and  their  successors,  as  impropriators  of  Stanton-under-Bardon,  in  com- 
pensation of  all  great  and  small  tithes  arising  in  any  of  the  lands  within  that 
part  of  the  forest  of  Charnwood  which  lay  in  the  township  of  Stanton,  of  a 
parcel  of  land  in  that  township,  containing  5 a.  1 r.  16p.,  bounded  as  therein 
mentioned. 

The  property  of  the  branch  of  Luke  Jackson’s  charity,  belonging  to  the 
parish  of  St.  Peter,  consists  of  a farmhouse  and  outbuildings,  and  62  a.  3 r.  37  p. 
of  land,  (comprising  the  allotment  of  55  a.  0 r.  21  p.,  under  the  Stanton-under- 
Bardon  Inclosure  Act,  and  that  of  7 a.  3r.  16p.  under  the  Charnwood  Forest 
inclosure,  the  latter  having  been  made  in  respect  of  the  former,)  now  in  the 
occupation  of  John  Mee,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a fair  rent  of  7 4/.  1 6 s.  per 
annum,  to  which  amount  it  was  raised  from  Lady-day  1825,  on  the  valuation  of 
a surveyor.  The  annual  composition  of  9/.  2s.  5d.  awarded  by  the  first-men- 
tioned Inclosure  Act,  in  lieu  of  a portion  of  the  tithes,  is  collected  by  the 
tenant  from  the  occupiers  of  the  lands  out  of  which  it  is  payable,  making  the 
whole  annual  sum  to  be  received  by  the  trustees  83/.  18  s.  5d.,  of  which  he 
pays  83/.,  the  residue  being  allowed  to  him.  The  annual  sum  paid  by  the 
tenant  up  to  Lady-day  1825,  including  rent  and  composition,  was  67/. 

The  allotment  of  5 a.  1 r.  16  p.,  under  the  Charnwood  Forest  Inclosure  Act, 
in  respect  of  tithes  arising  on  the  part  of  that  forest  lying  in  Stanton-under- 
Bardon,  was  made  to  the  trustees  of  Jackson’s  charity  generally ; and  it  is  con- 
sidered that  this  branch  of  the  charity  is  entitled  to  two  third  parts  of  it,  and  the 
Thornton  branch  to  the  remaining  third.  It  is  not  yet  inclosed,  but  it  has  been 
lately  agreed  that  it  shall  be  divided  according  to  the  above-mentioned  propor- 
tions ; and  when  this  is  done,  it  is  intended  that  the  portion  of  it  belonging  to 
St.  Peter’s  parish  shall  be  inclosed,  and  let  to  Mr.  Mee,  the  tenant  of  the 
residue  of  the  estate,  at  a fair  rent. 

From  1823  to  the  present  time  the  accounts  of  this  charity  have  been  kept  in 
the  ledgers  of  the  bank  of  Messrs.  Smith,  of  Nottingham,  having  been  transferred 
in  that  year  from  their  bank  in  London,  where  they  were  previously  kept. 
Mr.  Henry  Smith,  as  residing  near  Nottingham,  and  acting  on  behalf  of  his 
father  and  brother,  two  of  the  trustees,  has  for  some  years  past  had  the  principal 
management  of  the  charity. 

An  annual  sum  of  2/.  is  paid  to  the  rector  of  St.  Peter’s  for  preaching  two 
sermons  in  the  church  on  the  days  specified  in  the  donor’s  will;  viz.  28th  July 
and  5th  November;  and  on  those  days  distributions  are  made  to  the  poor,  the 
amount  of  which,  from  1823  to  1827,  (including  3s.  6d.  paid  to  the  master  and 
mistress  of  the  workhouse  for  their  attendance  at  each  distribution,  to  give  in- 
formation as  to  the  necessities  and  merits  of  the  poor),  has  been  as  follows : 
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All  these  distributions  were  made  in  money,  except  that  of  November  1827, 
which  consisted  of  coals,  as  being  considered  by  Mr.  Henry  Smith  more  useful 
to  the  poor  than  a pecuniary  distribution;  and  for  the  same  reason  the  two  dis- 
tributions for  that  year  were  more  unequal  in  amount  than  in  the  preceding 
years,  that  of  July  1827  consisting  of  money. 

In  February  1826,  in  consequence  of  there  being  a balance  of  104/.  8 s. 
in  favour  of  the  charity  on  the  accounts  of  the  preceding  year,  an  addi- 
tional distribution  was  made  of  coals,  to  the  amount  of  70 /.  10s.  6 d.  The 
distributions  are  made  to  the  poor,  who  assemble  at  the  workhouse  on  the 
above-mentioned  days,  by  Mr.  Henry  Smith.  They  have  been  extended  to 
settled  parishioners  of  St.  Peter’s,  although  not  resident  in  the  parish,  but 
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not  to  poor  persons  dwelling  there  belonging  to  other  parishes.  It  would 
seem  from  the  donor’s  will,  that  his  charity  was  intended  for  the  benefit  of 
poor  persons  resident  in  the  parish,  whether  belonging  to  it  or  not,  subject 
to  the  discretion  of  the  trustees  as  to  the  selection  of  proper  objects.  Lists 
of  the  names  of  the  persons  partaking  of  the  distributions  are  entered  in 
a book  kept  for  that  purpose  by  Mr.  Henry  Smith,  who  states  that  he  proposes 
to  exclude  from  them  in  future,  as  much  as  possible,  such  as  are  in  the  receipt  of 
parochial  relief,  some  of  whom  have  hitherto  been  included  in  the  lists. 

In  1825  a sum  of  51.  5s.  was  paid  to  a surveyor  for  valuing  the  charity-estate, 
and  a sum  of  25  /.  was  allowed  to  Mr.  John  Mee,  the  tenant,  for  repairs  on  his 
farm.  In  January  1828  a sum  of  31.  9s.  3d.  was  paid  for  planting  ash-trees 
in  the  hedge-rows  of  the  estate.  On  the  1st  of  March  in  that  year  there  was 
a balance  in  the  bank  in  favour  of  the  charity  of  64}  l.  5 s.  3d.,  12/.  being  then 
due  from  the  tenant  for  part  of  his  rent  for  the  half  year  ending  at  the  preceding 
Michaelmas,  but  it  had  been  agreed  that  the  expense  of  sinking  a well  on  the 
farm  should  be  defrayed  out  of  the  funds  of  the  charity,  the  tenant  paying 
interest  at  5 per  cent,  on  the  amount  thereof,  which  was  estimated  at  40/.  The 
cost  of  the  division  and  inclosure  of  the  forest  allotment  made  in  lieu  of  tithes 
will  also  be  payable  out  of  the  balance  in  hand. 

Skeffington’s  Charity. 


Francis  Skeffington,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  17th  January  1633,  directed 
that  his  executors  should  settle  20  /.  for  the  benefit  of  poor  people  of  the  parish 
of  St.  Peter,  so  that  the  poor  thereof  might  for  ever,  on  the  Thursday  next 
before  Easter  yearly,  have  twenty  dozen  of  bread  distributed  amongst  them. 

The  statement  of  this  bequest  is  taken  from  a recital  thereof  in  a deed  bear- 
ing date  1st  of  October  1634,  made  between  William  Skeffington,  of  the  one 
part,  and  Richard  Parker,  Robert  Sherwin,  and  William  Nix,  alderman  of 
Nottingham,  George  Coates,  rector  of  St.  Peter’s,  Richard  Hardmeate,  and 
Walter  Edge,  of  the  other  part,  whereby  the  said  William  Skeffington,  for  the 
discharge  of  the  trust  committed  to  Thomas  Comberford  and  himself,  as  the 
executors  of  the  said  Francis  Skeffington,  granted  to  the  said  parties  of  the 
second  part,  and  their  heirs,  a yearly  rentcharge  of  20  s.  out  of  a messua 
belonging  to  him,  situate  in  Bridlesmith  Gate,  Nottingham,  being  the  corner 
house  of  the  east  side  and  north  end  of  the  said  street,  for  the  use  of  the  poor 
of  the  said  parish  of  St.  Peter,  according  to  the  intent  of  the  said  will,  with 
a power  for  the  surviving  trustees  from  time  to  time,  when  their  number  should 
be  reduced  to  three,  to  grant  the  said  rentcharge  to  other  persons  of  the  said 
parish  to  make  up  the  number  of  six,  for  the  use  aforesaid. 

In  respect  of  this  charity,  an  annual  sum  of  1 /.  is  received  by  the  church- 
wardens of  St.  Peter’s  parish  from  Mr.  Charles  Sutton,  as  being  charged  on 
a house  in  Bridlesmith  Gate  in  which  he  resides. 

The  united  application  of  the  income  of  this  and  other  charities  will  be  stated 
in  the  account  of  Trigge’s  charity.  There  is  no  distribution  of  bread  on  the 
Thursday  before  Easter,  but  there  is  such  a distribution  on  Good-Friday, 
a portion  of  which  may  be  considered  to  be  made  in  respect  of  this  rent- 
charge. 


Sherwin,  Jun.’s  Charity. 

Robert  Sherwin,  (the  son  of  Robert  Sherwin  whose  charitable  donation  to 
the  poor  of  the  three  parishes  of  Nottingham  has  been  noticed  in  a preceding 
part  of  this  Report)  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  19th  June  1660,  (as  appears  from 
Deering’s  History  of  Nottingham,  page  141),  gave  to  the  parish  of  St.  Peter 
26  s.  a year,  being  6d.  a week,  for  six  penny  loaves  for  six  poor  widows,  on 
a sermon  or  lecture-day,  in  the  church,  to  be  paid  by  him  who  should  have  his 
lands,  with  a power  to  distrain  for  non-payment,  on  any  part  of  his  lands  in  or 
about  Nottingham.  It  is  added  by  Deering,  that  at  the  time  when  he  wrote 
there  was  26  s.  a year  paid  by  John  Sherwin,  esquire,  all  of  which  was  distri- 
buted at  once  on  Candlemas-day. 

An  annual  sum  of  1/.  65.  is  now  paid  to  the  churchwardens  of  this  parish 
by  Mr.  Thomas  Wheatcroft,  as  the  agent  of  John  Sherwin  Sherwin,  esquire,  of 
Bramcote,  who  is  owner  of  property  in  the  town  of  Nottingham,  but  it  does  not 
appear  on  what  particular  part  thereof  it  is  charged. 

This 
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This  annual  sum,  instead  of  being  applied  according  to  the  donor’s  direc- 
tion in  a weekly  distribution  of  penny  loaves,  is  given  in  money  once  in  the 
year  to  six  poor  widows  of  the  parish  in  sums  of  4 5.  4 d.  to  each.  The  same 
persons  usually  continue  to  receive  the  donation  during  their  lives,  and  when 
a vacancy  occurs  it  is  filled  up  by  the  churchwardens  for  the  time  being. 

Trigge’s  Charity. 

Thomas  Trigge , by  his  Will,  bearing  date  10th  May  1703,  and  proved  at 
York,  gave  to  the  minister,  churchwardens,  and  overseers  of  the  parish  of 
St.  Peter,  in  Nottingham,  50/.,  to  be  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  lands  or  tene- 
ments, the  profits  whereof  should  be  disposed  of  in  bread,  to  be  given  by  the 
said  minister,  churchwardens  and  overseers,  to  poor  decayed  inhabitants  of  the 
said  parish  at  their  discretion,  the  one  moiety  on  Christmas-day,  and  the  other 
moiety  on  Good-Friday,  in  the  afternoon  immediately  after  evening  prayers, 
yearly,  for  ever. 

By  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release,  bearing  date  20th  and  21st  January 
1706,  Thomas  Oldham  and  others,  in  consideration  of  70  /•>  conveyed  to  Eli- 
zabeth Trigge,  the  widow  of  the  said  Thomas  Trigge,  and  her  heirs,  a close 
lying  in  Lenton,  called  Duck  Meadow,  containing  by  estimation  an  acre  and 
a half. 

The  said  Elizabeth  Trigge,  by  her  Will,  bearing  date  19th  July  1716, 
desired  that  what  remained  of  the  rent  of  the  above-mentioned  close  at  Lenton, 
when  her  husband’s  charity  was  paid,  might  either  be  paid  to  the  charity-school, 
or  paid  for  two  poor  childrens  learning,  which  her  trustees  thought  best,  and  she 
appointed  her  son  Joseph  Trigge  and  her  daughter  Grundy,  executors  of  her 
will,  and  her  son  Grundy,  her  son  Thomas  Trigge,  her  son  Matthew  Trigge, 
and  her  son  William,  trustees. 

By  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release,  bearing  date  16th  and  17th  March 
1743  (the  release  being  enrolled  in  Chancery)  between  Elton  Lovett  and 
Elizabeth  his  wife,  granddaughter  and  heiress  of  the  said  Elizabeth  Trigge, 
Thomas  Trigge  the  elder,  eldest  son  of  the  said  Elizabeth  Trigge  by  her  said 
husband  Thomas  Trigge,  deceased  ; and  Thomas  Trigge  the  younger,  eldest 
son  and  heir  apparent  of  the  said  Thomas  Trigge  the  elder,  of  the  first  part ; 
William  Trigge,  one  of  the  surviving  trustees  of  the  will  of  the  said  Elizabeth 
Trigge,  and  Elizabeth  Grundy  the  surviving  executrix  of  the  will  of  the  said 
Elizabeth  Trigge,  of  the  second  part,  and  John  Hornbuckle,  esquire,  mayor 
of  Nottingham,  and  Abel  Smith,  of  Nottingham,  banker,  of  the  third  part, 
reciting  the  above-mentioned  bequest  of  Thomas  Trigge,  deceased,  of  50/. ; 
and  reciting  that  the  said  Elizabeth  Trigge,  after  the  death  of  her  husband, 
laid  out  the  said  50/.,  and  20/.  more  in  the  purchase  of  the  above-mentioned 
close  at  Lenton  called  Duck  Meadow ; and  reciting,  that  although  no  mention 
was  made  in  the  conveyance  thereof  of  the  parish  of  St.  Peter,  it  appeared 
that  she  designed  it  for  the  poor  thereof,  for  that  she  by  her  will  did  desire 
that  what  should  remain  of  the  said  close,  when  her  husband’s  charity  was 
paid,  might  be  paid  as  her  trustees  thought  best ; and  reciting,  that  after  the 
death  of  the  said  Elizabeth  Trigge,  her  said  son  Thomas  Trigge  the  elder, 
entered  on  the  said  close,  and  had  to  that  time  received  the  rents  and  profits 
thereof ; and  reciting,  that  it  was  agreed  by  all  the  representatives  of  the  said 
Elizabeth  Trigge,  that  the  said  close  should  be  conveyed  to  the  said  John 
Hornbuckle  and  Abel  Smith,  trustees,  nominated  by  the  parishioners  of 
St.  Peter,  at  a vestry,  and  their  heirs,  in  trust,  for  the  poor  of  the  said  parish 
according  to  the  intent  of  the  will  of  the  said  Thomas  Trigge  deceased ; it  was 
therefore  witnessed  that  the  said  Elton  and  Elizabeth  Lovett,  Thomas  Trigge 
the  elder,  and  Thomas  Trigge  the  younger,  with  the  consent  and  direction  of 
the  said  William  Trigge  and  Elizabeth  Grundy,  for  a nominal  consideration 
paid  to  the  said  Elton  Lovett  and  Thomas  Trigge  the  younger,  and  in  con- 
sideration of  57.  5 s.  paid  to  the  said  Thomas  Trigge  the  elder,  being  a debt 
due  to  him  from  the  said  parish,  conveyed  to  the  said  John  Hornbuckle  and 
Abel  Smith,  and  their  heirs,  the  said  close  called  Duck  Meadow,  in  trust,  to 
permit  the  minister,  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  said  parish  of  St.  Peter, 
to  receive  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  close,  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the 
said  parish,  and  to  lay  out  50  5.  thereof  yearly  in  bread,  to  be  by  them  dis- 
tributed amongst  such  poor  decayed  inhabitants  of  the  said  parish,  as  they 
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St.  Peter.  in  their  discretion  should  think  fit,  half  on  Christmas-day,  and  half  on  Good- 
. 7—  . Friday  after  evening  prayers,  pursuant  to  the  will  of  the  said  Thomas  Trigge 

1 NSS'ty’  deceased,  and  to  lay  out  the  remainder  of  the  clear  money  arising  by  the  rent 

k . of  the  said  close  amongst  such  poor  decayed  inhabitants  of  the  said  parish  of 

St.  Peter  as  they  should  think  fit. 

The  last  abstracted  deed,  so  far  as  it  relates  to  such  part  of  the  rent  of  the 
Duck  Meadow  as  may  be  considered  to  have  been  derived  from  the  sum  of 
9,01.  laid  out  in  the  purchase  thereof  by  Elizabeth  Trigge,  in  addition  to  that 
of  501.  given  by  her  husband,  appears  to  have  been  framed  on  the  assumption 
that  a general  power  was  given  by  her  will  to  her  trustees,  to  apply  that  part 

of  the  rent  to  such  charitable  purpose  as  they  might  think  best ; this  however 

seems  to  have  been  an  erroneous  construction  of  her  will,  as  she  only  gave 
them  authority  to  pay  the  surplus-rent  either  to  the  charity-school,  or  for  two 
poor  childrens  learning,  as  they  might  think  best. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  a part  of  the  rent  of  the  close  ought  now  to  be 
applied  for  the  education  of  poor  children,  instead  of  the  whole  of  it  being 
bestowed  on  the  poor  ; but  as  no  mention  was  made  in  Mrs.  Trigge’s  will, 
either  of  the  parish  of  St.  Peter,  or  even  of  the  town  of  Nottingham,  as  being 
intended  by  her  to  have  the  benefit  of  her  charity,  and  as  the  deed  of  1743 
was  made  with  the  consent  of  all  her  representatives  then  living,  we  apprehend 
that  the  mode  of  application  directed  by  that  deed  ought  to  be  adhered  to. 

No  appointment  of  trustees  of  this  charity  has  taken  place  since  1743,  but 
the  rent  of  the  Duck  Meadow  appears  to  have  been  always  received  by  the 
churchwardens  for  the  time  being. 

The  Duck  Meadow  in  the  parish  of  Lenton  is  now  in  the  occupation  of 
John  Hollingsworth,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a fair  rent  of  10/.  per  annum,  subject 
to  a deduction  of  1 9s.  for  land-tax. 

This  rent  is,  together  with  the  income  arising  from  other  charities,  and  the 
sums  collected  at  the  celebration  of  the  Sacrament,  carried  to  an  account 
distinct  from  the  general  churchwardens  account.

In  respect  of  Sherwin,  senior’s,  charity,  distributions  are  made  at  the  church 
on  Christmas-day,  and  Good-Friday,  in  small  sums,  amongst  poor  persons 
of  the  parish,  which  have  usually  amounted  to  rather  more  than  51.  per  annum, 
the  portion  of  the  rent  of  the  Bell  Inn  applicable  to  this  parish.  In  the  years 
ending  at  Easter  1826  and  Easter  1827,  the  sums  thus  given  were  as  follows : 
At  Christmas  1825,  91.  85.;  Good-Friday  1826,  31.  155.:  Christmas  1826, 
91.  155.  ; and  Good-Friday  1827,  2/.  105.  The  annual  sum  of  1/.  65.,  received 
in  respect  of  Sherwin,  junior’s,  charity,  is  divided  (as  has  been  already  stated) 
in  equal  shares  amongst  six  widows.  The  income  of  the  residue  of  the 
charities  is  considered  applicable  to  distributions  of  bread ; eighteen  twopenny 
loaves  are  given  at  the  church  every  Sunday,  and  on  Christmas-day  and  Good- 
Friday,  twenty-four  half-quartern  loaves  are  furnished  by  each  of  the  bakers 
residing  in  the  parish,  being  nine  in  number,  and  distributed  to  the  poor.  The 
total  amount  of  the  bills  for  the  bread  thus  given,  was,  for  the  year  ending  at 
Easter  1826,  14/.  11 5. ; and  for  the  year  ending  at  Easter  1827,  14/.  25. 

In  February  1825  it  was  found,  that  in  consequence  of  the  annual  balances 
undisposed  of  on  the  united  accounts  of  the  charities,  and  the  collections  at  the 
Sacrament,  having  been  carried  to  the  general  churchwardens  accounts,  there 
was  due  from  the  latter  to  the  former  a sum  of  60/.  105.  6d.,  and  that  sum  was 
paid  by  the  churchwardens  to  the  Rev.  R.  W.  Almond,  the  rector  of  St.  Peter’s, 
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and  deposited  by  him  in  the  bank  of  Messrs.  Smith  for  charitable  purposes,  in 
the  names  of  the  rector  and  churchwardens.  But  as  the  sums  distributed  to 
the  poor  appear  to  have  been  fully  equal  to  the  income  of  the  permanent  cha- 
rities, the  above-mentioned  balance  may  be  considered  as  arising  from  the  col- 
lections at  the  sacraments,  and  therefore  not  within  the  scope  of  our  Inquiry. 


Drury’s  Charity. 

In  Deering’s  History  of  Nottingham,  page  142,  it  is  stated  that  William 
Drury,  in  1676,  charged  two  leys  of  land  on  the  Rye  Hills,  within  the  liberties 
of  Nottingham,  being  of  the  yearly  rent  of  35  s.,  with  the  yearly  payment  of 
20 s.,  to  be  distributed  in  equal  parts  to  six  poor  widows  in  the  parish  of  St. 
Peter,  of  his  heirs  own  choosing,  in  the  last  week  in  January,  and  directed  that 
on  failure  thereof  26  s.  8 d.  should  be  distributed  to  eight  poor  widows  of  that 
parish  by  the  overseers,  and  the  overplus  of  the  rent  of  the  land  should  be 
paid  to  the  minister  to  see  it  performed. 

The  two  leys  of  land  on  the  Rye  Hills,  charged  with  the  above-mentioned 
yearly  payment  of  20  s.,  are  now  the  property  of  Mrs.  Drury  Lowe,  of  Locko, 
in  Derbyshire,  the  widow  of  William  Drury  Lowe,  esquire,  lately  deceased,  and 
are  in  the  occupation  of  Mrs.  Beardsley,  as  tenant  thereof,  at  the  yearly 
rent  of  31. 

The  annuity  of  20s.  is  divided  on  Candlemas-day  amongst  six  poor  widows  of 
this  parish,  in  equal  shares  of  3s.  4<d.  each,  by  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Grist,  of  Not- 
tingham, who  has  for  some  years  acted  in  the  distribution  thereof  at  the  request 
of  the  late  Mr.  Lowe  and  of  Mrs.  Lowe. 

Both  the  late  and  the  present  owner  of  the  land  on  the  Rye  Hills  have  volun- 
tarily appropriated  to  charitable  purposes  the  residue  of  the  rent  thereof,  being 
2/.  per  annum,  but  the  land  is  liable  to  no  charge  beyond  the  amount  specified 
by  Mr.  William  Drury,  the  donor  of  the  annuity. 

Lost  Charities. 

Margery  Mellers,  by  her  Will,  in  1539,  gave  four  cottages  on  the  Low  Pave- 
ment to  the  mayor  of  Nottingham  and  his  successors,  and  to  the  parson  of 
St.  Peter’s  and  his  successors,  for  five  poor  women,  to  be  appointed  by  the  said 
mayor  and  parson,  and  their  successors,  for  ever,  and  for  the  finding  and  build- 
ing of  the  said  four  cottages  she  gave  a garden  and  a stable  on  the  Low  Pave- 
ment, then  in  the  holding  of  John  Morton. 

This  donation  is  mentioned  in  the  table  of  benefactions  in  St.  Peter’s  church, 
but  nothing  more  is  known  of  it. 

It  is  also  stated  on  the  benefaction  table,  that  Mrs.  Lawton,  in  1632,  gave 
1/.  10s.,  yearly,  to  the  poor  of  this  parish,  out  of  three  houses  in  Lister-gate. 

And  that  William  Greaves,  clerk,  in  1639,  gave  yearly  to  the  poor  of  this 
parish  1 1.  yearly  out  of  a house  in  Bridlesmith-gate. 

John  Barker,  by  his  Will,  in  1732,  gave  to  his  executors,  Benjamin  Widdow- 
son  and  John  Drake,  50/.,  in  trust,  to  lay  out  the  same  on  bond  or  landed 
security,  the  interest  to  be  by  them  applied  once  in  two  years  for  putting  out 
a male  child  of  the  parish  of  St.  Peter  as  an  apprentice,  and  he  directed  that 
they  should  by  deed  assure  the  said  50  /.  for  the  aforesaid  purpose  for  ever. 

We  have  not  been  able  to  obtain  any  further  information  relating  to  these 
donations.

PARISH  OF  WEST  BRIDGFORD. 

Thompson's  Charity. 

THE  Rev.  William  Thompson,  of  West  Bridgford,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date 
30th  June  1802,  and  proved  in  the  Prerogative  Court  of  Canterbury  in  1803, 
gave  to  his  wife,  for  life,  the  dividends  arising  from  1,000/.,  Consolidated  three 
per  cents,  and  after  her  death  he  gave  the  said  stock  to  John  Musters,  esquire, 
and  his  heirs,  and  to  the  rectors  of  West  Bridgford  and  Colwick,  and  their  suc- 
cessors, for  ever,  in  trust  that  they  should  pay  two  thirds  of  the  said  yearly 
dividends,  or  20  l.  per  annum,  to  a proper  person,  to  be  by  them  elected,  to 
instruct  the  children  of  such  labourers  and  manufacturers  in  the  parishes  of 
West  Bridgford  and  Colwick  as  should  be  deemed  too  poor  to  pay  for  them,  in 
the  rudiments  of  the  Christian  religion,  reading,  writing,  and  accounts,  and  that 
they  should  apply  the  other  third  part  of  the  dividends  of  the  said  stock,  or 
10  /.  a year,  towards  the  clothing  such  of  the  said  children  as  were  most  neces- 
sitous, or  to  the  purchase  of  books  for  their  use,  or  to  the  repairs  of  the  school 
and  dwelling-house,  then  inhabited  by  Samuel  Whites,  which,  with  the  assist- 
ance and  permission  of  the  said  John  Musters,  esquire,  the  testator  had  built 
on  the  waste  for  the  purpose  of  a school-room,  and  a dwelling  for  the  master,  at 
their  discretion,  and  in  whatever  manner  they  should  think  proper ; and  his  par- 
ticular request  was,  that  the  trustees  should  be  very  attentive  to  the  conduct 
of  the  said  master  that  he  performed  his  duty  well. 

The  first  receipt  of  dividends  on  account  of  this  charity  appears  to  have  been 
in  1822,  Mrs.  Thompson,  the  donor’s  widow,  having  died  shortly  before  that 
time.  Of  the  above-mentioned  1,000 /.  stock  100/.  was  sold  for  the  payment 
of  the  legacy-duty,  which  amounted  to  70  /.  6 s.  The  produce  of  the  sale  was 
80/.,  and  the  residue  of  that  sum  was  invested  in  the  purchase  of  12/.  of  the 
same  stock. 

There  is  now  therefore  belonging  to  the  charity  912  /.  Consolidated  three 
per  cents,  standing  in  the  names  of  John  Musters,  esquire,  and  the  Rev.  Levett 
Thoroton,  rector  of  the  parishes  of  West  Bridgford  and  Colwick.  The  divi- 
dends thereof,  amounting  to  27  /.  7 s.  2 d.  per  annum,  are  received  by  Messrs. 
Wright,  bankers,  of  Nottingham,  and  carried  to  a separate  account,  from  which 
payments  are  made  for  the  purpose  of  the  charity  on  drafts  drawn  by  the 
rector. 

A salary  of  20/.  per  annum  is  paid  to  a schoolmaster,  who  resides  in  the  house 
mentioned  in  the  donor’s  will,  for  instructing  in  the  school-room  adjoining  thereto 
ten  poor  children  of  West  Bridgford  and  Colwick,  in  reading,  writing  and 
arithmetic,  and  with  the  residue  of  the  income,  books  and  stationery  are  pro- 
vided for  the  use  of  the  children,  and  the  school  and  master’s  house  are  kept  in 
repair.  At  the  time  of  our  Inquiry  there  was  a balance  in  the  hands  of  the 
bankers  of  5 /.  18  s.  9 d.  in  favour  of  the  charity. 

The  children  are  appointed  by  the  rector,  who  states,  that  in  consequence  of 
the  small  number  of  poor  inhabitants  resident  in  the  two  parishes,  there  is  a 
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difficulty  in  keeping  the  number  of  ten  children  complete,  and  that  he  has 
therefore  sometimes  admitted  into  the  school  the  children  of  persons  belonging 
to  although  not  residing  in  them.  The  master  is  allowed  to  take  other  scholar”, 
for  whose  instruction  he  is  paid  by  their  parents. 


This  parish  partakes  of  Dame  Frances  Pierrepont’s  charity,  which  being 
under  the  management  of  the  Chapter  of  the  Collegiate  Church  of  Southwell,  is 
exempt  from  our  Inquiry. 


PARISH  OF  COTGRAVE. 

Crosse’s  Charity. 

Cotgrave.  Agnes  Crosse , by  her  Will,  bearing  date  20th  July  1722,  and  proved  at  York 

- — ^ . in  the  following  year,  gave  to  the  several  parishes  of  Mansfield  Woodhouse, 

rosse  s Charity.  Tollerton,  Lowdham,  and  Cotgrave,  50  s.  a year,  for  ever,  to  be  paid  on 
St.  Peter’s-day ; 20  s.  thereof  to  be  given  on  the  same  day  in  bread  to  such 
poor  children  as  had  learned  the  Creed,  the  Lord’s  Prayer,  and  the  Command- 
ments, whose  parents  received  no  collection.  And  after  giving  to  Elizabeth 
Hall  3 /.  a year  for  her  life,  the  testatrix  bequeathed  300/.  to  be  laid  out  in 
lands,  to  secure  the  payment  of  what  she  had  given,  by  her  executors  and  their 
heirs,  with  the  consent  and  approbation  of  her  trustees,  for  the  uses  aforesaid ; 
and  she  directed,  that  after  such  lands  were  purchased,  her  executors  should 
be  allowed  their  charges  in  gathering  and  paying  the  rents ; and  the  yearly  sur- 
plusage of  the  rents  of  such  lands,  after  the  said  annuities  were  paid,  she  gave 
to  Mrs.  Mary  Willoughby,  the  wife  of  Francis  Willoughby  of  Aspley,  esquire, 
to  dispose  of  according  to  her  will  and  pleasure,  for  ever. 

We  have  not  seen  any  documents  showing  in  what  manner  the  sum  of  300/. 
given  by  this  testatrix,  to  be  laid  out  in  lands  for  securing  the  payment  of  the 
annuities  mentioned  in  her  will,  was  invested,  but  three  annual  sums  of  50  s. 
each  have  been  for  many  years  paid  in  respect  thereof  to  the  parishes  of  Cot- 
grave, Lowdham,  and  Mansfield  Woodhouse,  by  the  owner  for  the  time  being 
of  an  estate  in  the  parish  of  Southwell,  called  Brackcnhurst,  consisting  of 
a house  and  about  40  acres  of  land,  as  being  a charge  thereon,  which  estate  is 
now  in  the  possession  of  Henry  Becher,  esquire,  who  became  entitled  to  it 
under  the  will  of  his  half-brother  Michael  Becher,  on  the  death  of  the  widow 
of  the  latter  in  March  1827. 

Some  observations  on  the  annuity  of  the  same  amount  given  by  Mrs.  Crosse’s 
will  to  the  parish  of  Tollerton,  which  is  not  now  received,  will  be  found  in 
a subsequent  part  of  the  present  Report. 

We  are  informed  that  about  thirty  years  ago  the  annuity  payable  to  the  pa- 
rish of  Cotgrave  was  in  arrear,  and  that  a sum  of  about  20/.  was  received  at 
one  time  in  respect  of  the  arrears. 

The  sum  of  50 s.  payable  to  this  parish  is  received  by  the  churchwardens, 
and  is  distributed  by  them,  not  in  the  mode  directed  by  Mrs.  Crosse,  but  about 
Christmas,  amongst  poor  persons  of  the  parish,  usually  widows.

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This  parish  partakes  of  Dame  Frances  Pierrepont’s  charity,  which  being 
under  the  management  of  the  Chapter  of  the  Collegiate  Church  of  Southwell,  is 
exempt  from  our  Inquiry. 


The  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786  state,  that  a person  unknown  gave  100/. 
for  teaching  poor  children  of  this  parish,  of  which  70/.  had  been  lost,  and  30/. 
applied  to  building  a school. 

There  is  a building  now  used  for  the  purposes  of  a school,  which  is  kept  in 
repair  by  the  parishioners. 

Nothing  further  is  known  of  this  donation. 
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PARISH  OF  HOLME-PIERREPONT. 

Perkins’s  and  Clayton’s  Charities. 

The  Reverend  Humphrey  Perkins , rector  of  Holme-Pierrepont,  by  his  Will, 
bearing  date  7th  February  1718,  and  proved  at  York,  gave  to  the  poor  of 
Holme-Pierrepont,  SO  /.,  to  be  paid  into  the  hands  of  the  parson  and  church- 
wardens of  that  parish,  to  be  by  them  put  forth  at  interest,  and  the  interest  to 
be  distributed  every  Christmas-day  amongst  the  most  necessitous  of  the  said 
parish  as  they  should  think  fit. 

John  Clayton , by  his  Will,  bearing  date  16th  January  1729,  and  proved  at 
York,  in  July  1730,  gave  to  the  poor  of  JBasingfield,  together  with  the  poor  of 
Gamston  and  Basingfiekl-lane  10  /.,  and  directed  that  it  should  be  an  abiding 
stock  for  their  use,  for  ever ; and  that  his  executors  should  either  give  bond 
for  the  said  sum  to  the  overseers  of  the  said  towns  and  lane,  or  pay  the  same 
to  the  said  overseers  ; and  that  10 5.,  the  interest  thereof,  should  be  received 
yearly  by  the  said  overseers  and  given  to  the  poor  on  every  24th  of  June  in  six- 
penny loaves,  as  they  and  the  inhabitants  of  the  said  places  should  see  neces- 
sary ; and  that  they  should  have  power,  with  the  advice  of  the  inhabitants,  to 
place  the  money  out  on  good  security. 

By  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release,  bearing  date  17  and  18  April  17-50, 
Elizabeth  Beaumont  and  John  Wells,  in  consideration  of  42/.,  conveyed  to  John 
Cole,  of  Holme-Pierrepont,  and  his  heirs,  a close  in  Lambley,  called  Horley 
Leys  otherwise  Hollinsworth  Leys,  otherwise  Hankin  Green  Leys,  containing 
by  estimation  2 a.  2r.,  to  the  use  of  the  said  John  Cole  and  his  heirs,  on  such 
trusts  as  were  to  be  expressed  and  declared  concerning  the  same  by  an  in- 
denture bearing  even  date  therewith,  to  be  made  between  the  said  John  Cole, 
of  the  one  part,  and  the  Reverend  Scrope  Berdmore,  rector  of  Holme-Pierre- 
pont, John  Spencer,  William  Cooley,  and  Robert  Shipman,  all  of  that  parish,  of 
the  other  part. 

We  are  informed  that  the  indenture  mentioned  in  this  conveyance,  as 
intended  to  be  made,  cannot  be  found ; but  it  is  understood  that  the  con- 
sideration for  the  purchase  was  composed  of  the  two  above-mentioned  do- 
nations. 

The  close  in  the  parish  of  Lambley  thus  purchased  contains  about  two 
acres  and  a half,  and  is  in  the  occupation  of  Noah  Wood,  as  yearly  tenant,  at 
a fair  rent  of  3 /.  per  annum. 

A few  years  ago  some  timber  which  grew  on  this  close  was  sold  for  40/.,  and 
that  sum  is  now  in  the  hands  of  Messrs.  Smith,  bankers  of  Nottingham,  who 
allow  interest  thereon  at  two  per  cent. 

The  rent  and  interest  are  received  by  the  churchwardens.  One  fourth  part 
of  the  rent,  being  15  s.,  is,  in  respect  of  Clayton’s  charity,  laid  out  in  bread, 
which  is  distributed  on  Midsummer-day  amongst  poor  persons  of  the  hamlets 
of  Basingfield,  Gamston,  and  Basingfield-lane,  which  are  situate  partly  in  this 
parish  and  partly  in  that  of  West  Bridgeford.  The  other  three  fourth  parts  of 
the  rent,  and  the  whole  of  the  interest  paid  by  Messrs.  Smith,  amounting 
together  to  31.  1 s.,  are  given  in  respect  of  Perkins’s  charity  amongst  poor 
persons  of  the  parish  of  Holme-Pierrepont,  at  Christmas,  in  sums  varying 
according  to  their  necessities. 

It  seems  desirable  that  the  above-mentioned  sum  of  40/.  should  be  invested 
on  some  good  security,  so  that  a larger  amount  of  interest  may  be  obtained  for 
it ; and  it  is  to  be  observed  that  the  objects  of  Clayton’s  charity  ought  to 
receive  one  fourth  part  of  the  interest  of  this  sum  as  well  as  of  the  rent 
of  the  close. 


This  parish  partakes  of  Dame  Frances  Pierrepont’s  charity,  which  being 
under  the  management  of  the  Chapter  of  the  Collegiate  Church  of  Southwell,  is 
exempt  from  our  Inquiry.

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PARISH  OF  RADCLIFFE  ON  TRENT. 

Charities  of  Limmer  and  others. 

Radclifl'e-on-Trent.  In  a register  of  this  parish  there  is  an  entry  dated  in  1714,  purporting  to  be 
Charities  of  an  account  °f  money  belonging  to  the  poor  thereof,  and  amounting  in  the 
Limmerand  others,  whole  to  33  /.,  of  which  8 /.  was  derived  from  the  gift  of  Jeffrey  Limmer,  and 
the  residue  from  various  small  donations. 

This  money  appears  to  have  been  at  that  time  lent  on  bonds,  and  it  is  sup- 
posed to  have  been  afterwards  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  a parcel  of  land  in 
this  parish,  containing  2r.  16p.,  now  an  orchard,  on  part  of  which  a house 
has  been  erected  ; but  we  are  informed  that  no  deeds  relating  to  this  purchase 
can  be  found. 

This  land  was  let  under  an  agreement  for  a term  of  years  which  is  nearly 

expired,  at  a rent  of  31.  per  annum,  to  Hartwell,  who  erected  a small 

brick  tenement  thereon,  intended  for  a fishing-house,  at  an  expense  of  about 
30/.,  and  afterwards  agreed  to  give  up  the  possession  of  the  premises  for  the 
residue  of  his  term  to  Mr.  William  Howard,  who  had,  at  the  time  of  our 
Inquiry  entered  into  a negociation  with  the  parishioners  for  a further  sum  of 
30  years,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  4/.,  in  consideration  of  a sum  of  about  40/., 
which  he  had  laid  out  in  making  an  addition  to  the  building,  and  of  a further 
sum  which  he  offered  to  expend  in  putting  a new  roof  on  the  house,  and  in 
other  improvements  of  the  premises  ; and  we  were  informed  that  the  parishioners 
considered  that  it  would  be  advantageous  to  the  charity  to  accede  to  this 
proposal. 

There  is  also  a close,  containing  2 a.  3 r.  C p.,  being  an  allotment  made  on 
the  inclosure  of  the  open  fields  of  this  parish  under  an  Act  passed  in  1787,  in 
respect,  as  we  are  informed,  of  the  first-mentioned  land.  This  close  is  in  the 
occupation  of  Edward  Barker,  as  yearly-tenant,  at  a fair  rent  of  7 l-  per 
annum. 

These  lands  have  been  usually  let  at  meetings  of  the  parishioners,  and  the 
rents  are  received  by  the  overseers  of  the  poor.  A portion  thereof,  amounting 
to  about  one  moiety,  is  distributed  at  Christmas,  amongst  poor  widows  and  old 
persons  of  the  parish,  each  of  whom  receives  5 s.,  and  the  residue  is  reserved 
to  be  given  to  the  poor  in  case  of  sickness,  and  is  thus  disposed  of  in  the 
course  of  the  year. 


PARISH  OF  SHELFORD. 

Stanhope’s  Hospital. 

Shelford.  An  ancient  copy  of  an  Indenture  was  produced  to  us,  bearing  date  30th 

— y November  1694,  whereby  Sir  William  Stanhope  founded  an  hospital  at  Shelford 

tan  hope  s Hos-  pQr  sjx  pQOr  men  Gf  the  towns  or  parishes  of  Shelford,  Bingham,  Carlton-by- 
1 Nottingham,  Gedling,  Burton  Joyce,  or  Whatton,  and  made  the  rector  of 

Gedling,  the  rector  of  Bingham,  the  vicar  of  Burton  Joyce,  the  minister 
of  Shelford,  and  the  domestic  chaplain  of  the  Earl  of  Chesterfield  for  the  time 
being,  governors  of  the  said  hospital,  and  the  estate  thereto  belonging ; and 
he  thereby  appointed  that  the  Right  Honourable  Philip  Earl  of  Chesterfield, 
or  the  heirs  male  of  his  family  of  the  name  of  the  Stanhopes,  should  be  super- 
visors or  overseers  of  the  said  hospital,  to  see  the  good  and  charitable  uses 
before  mentioned,  and  the  rules,  orders  and  directions  touching  the  same, 
inviolably  observed  and  performed  for  ever. 

We  apprehend  that  this  last  clause  contains  such  an  appointment  by  the 
founder  of  a special  overseer  of  his  charity,  as  excludes  it  from  our  Inquiry. 
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PARISH  OF  TOLLERTON. 

Crosse’s  Charity. 

In  the  account  of  the  charities  of  the  parish  of  Cotgrave,  in  a preceding 
part  of  this  Report,  an  abstract  will  be  found  of  the  Will  of  Agnes  Crosse , 
dated  in  1722,  by  which  an  annual  sum  of  50  s.  was  given  to  each  of  the 
parishes  of  Mansfield  Woodhouse,  Tollerton,  Lowdham  and  Cotgrave,  to  be 
paid  to  the  poor  in  the  manner  therein  mentioned,  and  a sum  of  300 /.  was 
directed  to  be  laid  out  for  securing  the  annuities  given  by  her  will ; and  we 
there  stated  that  we  had  not  seen  any  document  showing  in  what  manner  this 
sum  of  300/.  was  invested. 

In  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786,  the  annuity  of  50s.  thus  given  to 
the  parish  of  Tollerton,  is  stated  as  an  existing  charity,  and  appears  to  have 
been  then  paid,  as  well  as  the  others  derived  from  Mrs.  Crosse’s  will,  by 
Mr.  Richard  Becher;  but  although  the  other  payments  are  now  made  out 
of  an  estate  in  the  parish  of  Southwell,  called  Brackenhurst,  which  was  the 
property  of  the  said  Richard  Becher,  and  came,  on  his  death  in  1799,  to  his 
brother  Michael  Becher,  and  on  the  death  of  Michael  about  16  years  ago, 
to  his  widow,  who  died  in  1827,  and  which  estate  is  now  in  the  possession  of 
Henry  Becher,  the  half-brother  of  Michael,  we  have  not  been  able  to  find  any 
trace  of  a payment  to  Tollerton  except  the  above-mentioned  statement  in  the 
Parliamentary  Returns.  It  appears  that  about  30  years  ago  the  annuities 
payable  in  respect  of  this  charity  to  the  parishes  of  Cotgrave  and  Lowdham 
had  been  for  some  time  unpaid,  and  that  the  arrears  thereof  were  received  ; and 
it  is  probable  that  no  payment  has  been  made  to  Tollerton  since  the  time  when 
those  arrears  first  began  to  accrue. 

Mr.  Henry  Becher  states,  that  he  believes  the  estate  called  Brackenhurst 
to  have  been  purchased  by  his  father  Richard  Turner  Becher;  that  he  himself 
was  in  India  from  1782  to  1816,  and  has  no  knowledge  as  to  any  payments 
made  on  account  of  the  charity  during  his  absence  ; and  that  he  has  no  docu- 
ment from  which  any  information  can  be  obtained  relative  to  the  charges  on 
the  estate. 

Miss  Susanna  Keeton,  of  Southwell,  who  was  the  niece  of  Mrs.  Michael 
Becher,  and  the  executrix  of  her  will,  informs  us  that  she  has  found  amongst 
her  aunt’s  papers,  various  receipts  for  payments  to  the  other  three  parishes 
mentioned  in  Mrs.  Crosse’s  will,  but  no  receipt  or  memorandum  respecting 
Tollerton  ; that  no  payment  to  the  latter  parish  has  been  made  within  her  recol- 
lection, and  that  she  is  not  aware  of  any  charge  on  the  late  Mr.  Michael  Becher’s 
estate  for  the  benefit  of  that  parish. 

When  the  charities  of  the  parish  of  Mansfield  Woodhouse  come  under  our 
Investigation  it  is  possible  that  some  additional  light  may  be  thrown  on  this 
charity,  but  at  present  there  does  not  appear  to  us  to  be  sufficient  evidence  to 
charge  the  owner  of  the  Brackenhurst  estate  with  the  payment  of  the  annuity 
of  505.  to  the  parish  of  Tollerton. 


HUNDRED  OF  BROXTOW. 

PARISH  OF  ATTENBOROUGH. 

The  parish  of  Attenborough  is  divided  into  the  two  townships  of  Chilwell 
and  Toton,  each  of  which  maintains  its  own  poor  separately.  There  is  a village 
called  Attenborough,  where  the  church  is  situate,  with  land  belonging  to  it, 
part  of  which  is  assessed  to  the  poors  rates  of  Chilwell,  and  part  to  those  of 
Toton,  there  being  no  separate  poors  rates  raised  for  Attenborough. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  CHILWELL. 

Charities  of  Charlton  and  others. 

By  the  Will  of  Thomas  Charlton,  of  Chilwell,  esquire,  bearing  date  12th 
March  1689,  reciting  that  his  late  sister  Catherine  Charlton  gave  to  the  poor 
people  of  Chilwell  2 51.  and  that  one  Thomas  Atkinson,  gave  to  the  same  poor 
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Attenborough.

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10/.,  which  said  sums  of  25/.  and  10/.  came  to  and  remained  in  the  hands  of 
Nicholas  Charlton,  esquire,  the  testator’s  late  father ; and  further  reciting,  that 
the  said  Nicholas  Charlton,  gave  to  the  poor  people  of  Chilwell  and  Atten- 
’ borough  15/.,  which  said  several  sums  amounted  to  50/.,  the  profit  of  which 
had  been  yearly,  since  the  respective  deaths  of  the  said  donors,  given  amongst 
the  said  poor  people  of  Chilwell  and  Attenborough,  on  St.  Thomas’s-day, 
according  to  the  intent  of  the  donors,  which  sum  of  50/.,  and  also  the  sum 
of  51.  lately  given  to  the  poor  people  of  Chilwell  by  Thomas  Hallam,  he  (the 
said  Thomas  Charlton)  acknowledged  to  be  in  his  hands ; the  said  Thomas 
Charlton,  to  the  intent  that  the  poor  people  of  Chilwell  and  Attenborough 
might  not  be  wronged  or  defrauded  of  the  said  sums  of  50/.  and  5/.,  or  the 
yearly  profits  lessened,  but  rather  increased,  and  that  the  memory  of  the  chari- 
table donors  might  not  be  forgotten,  devised  to  Thomas  Charlton,  his  son  and 
heir,  and  to  his  heirs  (to  whose  especial  trust  he  commended  a punctual  per- 
formance of  the  provisions  for  the  good  of  the  said  poor  people)  a close  called 
the  Ashflat  in  Bramcote  (which  he  had  lately  purchased)  charged  with  the 
yearly  payment  of  4/.  65.,  to  the  poor  people  of  Chilwell  and  Attenborough, 
6s.  thereof  on  5th  November,  and  4/.  on  the  feast-day  of  St.  Thomas,  and  20s. 
per  annum  to  the  vicar  of  Attenborough  for  the  time  being,  for  ever,  to  preach 
a sermon  on  5th  November  yearly,  in  relation  to  the  nation’s  deliverance  from 
the  gunpowder  plot ; and  he  empowered  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  Chilwell 
for  the  time  being,  in  default  of  payment  of  the  said  sum  of  4/.  6s.  to  the 
poor  people  of  Chilwell  and  Attenborough  in  manner  aforesaid,  to  distrain  for 
the  same. 

In  an  inscription  on  a tablet  in  the  church  of  Attenborough  it  is  stated  that 
Catherine  Charlton  gave  4/.,  and  that  Mary  and  Elizabeth  Charlton  gave  1/. 
per  annum,  of  which  sums  there  were  to  be  given  on  St.  Thomas’s-day  to  the 
poor  of  Chilwell  4 /.  16  s.  6 d.,  and  to  the  poor  of  Toton  3s.  6 d. 

It  appears  from  the  parliamentary  returns  of  1786  that  an  annual  sum  of  5 /. 
was  then  paid  by  Mr.  Thomas  Charlton,  as  a rentcharge  in  respect  of  donations 
given  at  sundry  times  by  Mary  Charlton,  Elizabeth  Charlton,  Catherine  Charl- 
ton, Thomas  Charlton,  and  Nicholas  Charlton,  and  that  an  annual  rentcharge 
of  6 s.  was  also  paid  by  him  for  bread  for  the  poor  of  this  township  in  respect 
of  Thomas  Hallam’s  charity,  and  payments  of  the  same  amount  are  now  made 
by  William  Charlton,  esquire,  who  is  the  present  owner  of  the  close  at  Bram- 
cote called  the  Ashflat.  The  annual  sums  charged  on  that  close  by  the  will  of 
Thomas  Charlton  amounted  to  only  4 /.  6 s.  for  the  poor  of  Chilwell  and  Atten- 
borough, and  20  s.  for  the  vicar  of  Attenborough  ; but  by  the  same  will  legacies 
were  given  to  the  testator’s  four  grand-daughters,  two  of  whom  were  named 
Mary  and  Elizabeth.  It  is  probable  therefore  that  1 /.  of  the  annual  sum  now 
paid  to  the  poor  is  the  interest  of  a donation  given  by  those  ladies,  out  of 
which,  if  the  statement  on  the  church-tablet  be  correct,  it  wTould  seem  that 
3 s.  6 d.  per  annum  ought  to  be  given  to  the  poor  of  the  township  of  Toton, 
but  the  whole  of  the  annual  sum  of  5 /.  has  been  of  late  years  paid  to  the  over- 
seer of  the  poor  of  Chilwell,  and  distributed  by  him  amongst  poor  persons  of 
that  township,  according  to  a list  made  out  by  him,  subject  to  the  directions  of 
Mr.  Charlton.  The  annual  sum  of  6s.,  payable  in  respect  of  Hallam’s  charity, 
is  also  paid  to  the  overseer,  and  laid  out  in  bread,  which  is  distributed  to  poor 
persons  of  this  township,  at  Attenborough  Church  on  the  5th  of  November. 
The  annual  sum  of  1 /.  is  paid  to  the  vicar  of  Attenborough  for  preaching 
a sermon  on  that  day. 

Drury’s  Charity. 

William  Drury,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  9th  April  1697>  gave  two  houses 
in  Chilwell,  built  by  him  for  almshouses,  to  his  son  Charles  Drury,  and  his 
heirs,  for  the  use  of  two  such  poor  persons  as  he  or  they  should  choose,  and 
directed  that  such  poor  persons  should  have  a cart-load  of  coals,  to  be  paid  for 
out  of  the  close  in  the  possession  of  Thomas  Wood  in  Chilwell,  and  that  the 
same  almshouses  should  be  repaired  for  ever. 

In  a former  part  of  his  will  the  testator  gave  one  acre  and  a half  of  land  in 
the  possession  of  Thomas  Wood,  to  his  wife  Dorothy,  for  life  or  widowhood, 
and  after  her  death  or  marriage  to  his  son  Charles  Drury  and  his  heirs. 

The  close  above  mentioned,  which  is  now  called  the  Town-end  Close,  con- 
tains 
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tains  about  two  acres,  and  is  the  property  of  William  Charlton,  esquire,  who 
purchased  it,  with  other  lands,  of  Mrs.  Shuttleworth  about  four  years  ago  ; and 
the  owner  thereof  keeps  in  repair  the  two  almshouses  mentioned  in  the 
donor’s  will,  which  are  stated  to  be  now  in  fair  condition,  and  to  each  of  which 
a small  garden  is  attached.  These  houses  are  inhabited  by  two  poor  persons 
placed  therein  by  former  owners  of  the  Town-end  Close,  who  paid  to  each  of 
them  8 s.  per  annum  in  lieu  of  the  coals  directed  by  the  donor  to  be  given,  and 
the  same  payment  has  been  continued  by  Mr.  Charlton. 

Rolleston’s  Charity. 

The  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786  state  that Rolleston,  by  Will,  gave  Rolleston’s  Charity. 

to  the  poor  of  this  township  5 /.,  then  vested  in  the  overseers,  and  producing 
3 s.  per  annum. 

This  sum  of  5 l.  is  now  held  by  John  Felton,  an  inhabitant  of  Chilwell,  who 
lays  out  5 s.  as  the  interest  thereof  in  bread,  which  is  distributed  annually  at 
Easter  in  Attenborough  Church  among  poor  persons  of  this  township. 

Hanley’s  Charity. 

In  our  account  of  the  charities  of  the  town  of  Nottingham  in  a preceding  Hanley’s  Charity, 
part  of  this  Report,  we  have  stated  the  particulars  of  Henry  Hanley’s  donations, 
who  gave  20  s.  per  annum  to  the  poor  of  Chilwell,  and  20  s.  per  annum  to  the 
poor  of  Attenborough  and  Toton.  These  two  annual  sums  are  paid  by  John 
Sherwin  Sherwin,  esquire,  11.  5 s.  thereof  to  the  overseer  of  the  poor  of  Chil- 
well, and  the  remaining  15  s.  to  the  overseer  of  Toton.  They  appear  to  have 
been  divided  according  to  this  proportion  for  many  years  past. 

The  manner  in  which  the  said  sum  of  1 /.  5 s .,  and  the  income  of  the  two 
following  charities  is  distributed  to  the  poor  of  Chilwell,  will  be  stated  in  the 
account  of  Newton’s  charity.

Jefferies’s  Charity. 

It  is  stated  on  the  table  of  benefactions  in  the  church  that  Jefferies  Jefferies’s  Charity. 

gave  to  the  poor  of  this  township  7 s.  6 d.  per  annum,  and  to  the  poor  of  the 
township  of  Toton  5 s. 

These  two  annual  sums  are  paid  by  William  Charlton,  esquire,  together  with 
an  annual  sum  of  2 s.  6 d.  given  by  the  same  donor  to  the  poor  of  the  parish 
of  Bramcote,  in  respect  of  some  cottages  at  Chilwell,  which  he  bought  about 
ten  years  ago  of  Thomas  Wright,  who  purchased  them  of  one  Marshall. 

It  appears  from  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786  that  these  small  annui- 
ties were  at  that  time  paid  by  George  Marshall,  as  being  derived  from  this  donor’s 
charity. 

Charities  of  Bastock  and  others. 

The  Parliamentary  Returns  of  I786  state  the  following  donations  for  the  Charities  of 
poor  of  this  township  as  being  then  vested  in  the  overseers.  Bastock  and  others. 

Five  Pounds  given  by  William  Bastock,  10 1.  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Drury,  and 
20/.  by  a person  unknown,  making  in  the  whole  35  l. 

This  sum  was  lately  deposited  in  the  Nottingham  Savings  Bank,  and  the 
interest  thereof,  amounting  to  1 1.  8 s.  per  annum,  is  received  by  the  over- 
seers. 

Newton’s  Charity. 


Thomas  Newton,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  27th  March  I716,  and  proved  at  Newton’s  Charity. 
York  in  the  month  of  June  following,  gave  a messuage  or  tenement,  and  a close 
thereunto  belonging,  called  Hoegate  Close,  situate  in  the  liberties  of  Chilwell, 
after  the  decease  of  his  wife,  to  Thomas  Martin,  and  his  heirs,  for  the  use  of 
the  poor  of  Chilwell,  in  the  parish  of  Attenborough,  for  ever,  the  said  house 
and  land  to  be  let  to  the  best  advantage  by  the  said  Thomas  Martin  and  his 
heirs,  and  the  rents  and  profits  thereof  to  be  received  and  given  wholly  to  the 
poor  aforesaid  by  an  equal  distribution  on  the  Monday  after  the  Epiphany, 
commonly  called  Plough -Monday,  yearly,  by  the  said  Thomas  Martin  and  his 
heirs ; and  for  the  want  of  issue  of  the  said  Thomas  Martin,  he  gave  the  rents 
and  profits,  and  house  and  land  aforesaid,  to  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the 
said  parish  for  the  time  being,  to  the  use  of  the  said  poor,  to  be  by  them  distri- 
buted as  aforesaid. 

The  house  given  by  this  donor’s  will  is  situate  on  the  south  side  cf  the  road 
Rep,  20.  3 R leading 
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Chilwell.  leading  from  Nottingham  to  Ashby-de-la-Zouch.  It  is  divided  into  two  tene- 

“ — * . ments,  which,  with  small  gardens  annexed  thereto,  are  occupied  by  paupers, 

NeWS!jrity’  placed  there  by  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  this  township,  who  pay  95.  a year 
, *un  in“C  ' j as  the  rent  thereof  out  of  the  poors  rate.  We  are  informed  that  if  these  tene- 
ments, which  are  in  want  of  repair,  were  put  into  good  condition  they  would, 
with  the  gardens,  be  worth  8/.  a year. 

The  Hoegate  Close,  which  (including  a small  portion  of  it,  used  as  a brick 
yard)  contains  2 r.  Ip.,  has  been  during  the  last  19  years  in  the  occupation  of 
John  Garton,  and  was  previously  occupied  by  his  father.  It  was  formerly  held 
by  Samuel  Shilcock,  but  being  situate  at  the  back  of  a house  belonging  to  John 
Garton,  the  father,  and  being  surrounded  by  his  property,  and  therefore  con- 
venient for  his  occupation,  he  made  an  agreement  with  Shilcock,  about  3G  years 
ago,  by  which  the  latter  gave  up  to  him  the  possession  of  the  Hoegate  Close, 
and  was  allowed  in  lieu  thereof  to  occupy,  as  tenant  to  Garton,  a parcel  of  land 
belonging  to  him.  The  same  arrangement  has  been  continued  to  this  time. 
The  present  tenant  pays  a yearly  sum  of  1/.  18s.  to  the  overseers  of  Chilwell, 
of  which  he  states  that  he  lias  considered  18s.  to  be  the  rent  of  the  Hoegate 
Close,  and  the  remaining  1 1.  to  be  paid  as  the  rent  of  a close  in  the  parish  of 
Beeston,  called  the  Hall  Croft,  more  particularly  mentioned  in  the  following 
account  of  Garton’s  charity.  It  appears  from  the  admission  of  the  tenant  him- 
self that  the  Hoegate  close  is  not  worth  less  than  91.  5 s.  per  annum. 

There  are  some  elm-trees  standing  on  the  close,  which  we  are  informed 
might  be  advantageously  applied  to  the  repairs  of  the  tenements  belonging  to 
the  charity. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  tenements  and  the  close  ought  to  be  let  for 
their  fair  value,  and  the  clear  amount  of  the  rents  distributed  on  Plough-Mon- 
day, in  conformity  with  the  donor’s  directions. 

The  annual  sums  of  9s.,  paid  out  of  the  poor  rates  as  the  rent  of  the  above- 
mentioned  cottages;  11.  1 8s.,  paid  by  the  said  John  Garton;  11.  5s.,  paid  by 
Mr.  Sherwin,  in  respect  of  Hanley’s  charity  ; 7 s,  6d.,  paid  by  Mr.  Charlton,  in 
respect  of  Jeffreyes’s  charity ; and  1 /.  8 s.,  the  interest  of  the  money  in  the 
savings-bank,  arising  from  the  charities  of  Bastock  and  others,  amounting  in 
the  whole  to  51.  7 s,  6d.,  are  distributed  by  the  overseer  of  the  poor  at  Easter, 
in  small  sums,  amongst  the  settled  poor  persons  of  this  township,  whether 
receiving  relief  or  not. 

Garton’s  Charity. 

Garton’s  Charity.  It  is  stated  on  the  table  of  benefactions  that  Samuel  Garton,  in  1754,  gave  to 
the  poor  of  Chilwell  the  rents  and  profits  of  a close  at  Beeston,  called  the  Hall 
Croft,  which  was  let  for  about  1/.  per  annum.  In  the  Parliamentary  Returns 
of  I78G,  this  donation  is  mentioned  as  having  been  derived  from  the  will  of 
Samuel  Garton  in  174-7*  Searches  have  been  made  for  this  will  both  at  York 
and  at  Doctors  Commons,  but  it  has  not  been  found. 

A devise  of  this  close  for  charitable  purposes  at  either  of  the  above-mentioned 
periods  would  have  been  void  by  the  statute  of  9 Geo.  2.  c.  36  ; and  although 
the  benefaction-table  does  not  mention  the  instrument  by  which  it  was  given  to 
the  poor,  there  is  no  reason  to  suppose  that  it  was  granted  by  deed  enrolled  in 
Chancery,  according  to  the  provisions  of  that  Act,  whereby  alone  the  charity 
could  have  been  legally  established.  We  find  also,  that  subsequently  to  the 
time  of  the  supposed  donation,  viz.  in  1783,  the  close  in  Beeston  called  the  Hall 
Croft,  was  devised  by  the  will  of  John  Garton,  who  was,  as  we  are  informed, 
the  nephew  of  Samuel  Garton,  to  his  son  Henry  Garton,  and  his  heirs, 
charged  with  the  payment  of  a sum  of  money  to  the  testator’s  daughter,  and 
without  any  statement  of  its  being  subject  to  trusts  for  charitable  purposes; 
and  that  the  said  Henry  Garton  sold  it  with  other  property  to  his  brother  John 
Garton,  from  whom  it  came  to  his  eldest  son  John,  and  is  now  held  by  a tenant 
under  him  at  the  rent  of  9,1.  per  annum.  It  appears  from  an  account-book 
produced  to  us  by  the  present  John  Garton,  that  in  1764  his  grandfather  let 
this  close  at  the  annual  rent  of  11.  2 s.  and  a pair  of  stockings,  and  in  1808  his 
lather  raised  the  rent  to  its  present  amount.  An  annual  sum  of  1/.  18  s.  has 
however  been  paid  during  the  last  19  years  to  the  overseer  of  the  poor  of  Chil- 
well by  the  present  John  Garton  ; 1 /.  of  which  he  considers  to  have  been  thus 
paid  in  respect  of  the  Hall  Croft,  and  the  remaining  18s.  in  respect  of  the 
Hoegate  close  mentioned  in  the  account  of  the  preceding  charity ; and  a similar 

payment 
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payment  was  previously  made  by  his  father.  But  for  the  reasons  above  stated 
we  apprehend  that  there  is  no  evidence  of  any  valid  gift  of,  or  charge  on,  the 
Hall  Croft,  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  of  this  township. 

It  appears  from  the  Parliamentary  Returns  made  in  1786,  that  at  that  time 
John  Garton  (the  father)  paid  8 s.  per  annum,  as  the  interest  of  a sum  of  10/., 
given  by  one  Henry  Garton  to  the  poor  of  Chilwell ; and  it  is  not  impossible 
that  a part  of  the  above-mentioned  1/.  18s.  per  annum  was  originally  paid  by 
him  as  the  interest  of  that  sum,  which  is  not  otherwise  accounted  for,  although 
mentioned  in  the  table  of  benefactions.  His  personal  property  came  to  his  son, 
the  present  John  Garton,  and  would  have  been  liable  to  the  payment  of  the  said 
sum  of  10/.;  but  unless  some  further  evidence  can  be  produced  in  support  of 
this  conjecture,  we  apprehend  that  no  claim  can  be  substantiated  against  him 
on  this  account. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  TOTON. 

Hanley’s  Charity. 

We  have  stated  in  the  above  account  of  the  charities  of  the  township  of  Toton. 

Chilwell  that  the  yearly  sum  of  15  s.  is  received  by  the  overseer  of  the  poor  *7—  . 

of  Toton  from  John  Sherwin  Sherwin,  esquire,  in  respect  of  Hanley' s charity.  Han  ey  3 an  y* 
This  sum  is  distributed  by  him,  together  with  5 s.  received  from  William 
Charlton,  esquire,  in  respect  of  Jeffreyes’s  charity,  and  5 s.  paid  out  of  the 
poor-rates  in  respect  of  Collingdon’s  charity  hereinafter  mentioned,  about  Lady- 
day,  in  small  sums,  amongst  poor  persons  belonging  to  this  township  not 
receiving  relief. 

Jefferies’s  Charity. 

An  annual  sum  of  5 s.  is  received  by  the  overseer  of  the  poor,  in  respect  Jefferies’s  Chanty, 
of  this  charity,  from  William  Charlton,  esquire,  in  respect  of  the  premises  men- 
tioned in  the  account  of  his  donation  to  the  poor  of  Chilwell. 

Collingdon’s  Charity. 

The  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786  state  that Collingdon  gave  to  Collingdon’s 

the  poor  of  this  township  5 /.,  vested  in  the  overseers,  and  producing  5 s.  per  Charity, 

annum.  An  annual  sum  of  5 s.,  as  the  interest  thereof,  is  now  paid  out  of  the 
poor-rates  of  this  township. 

We  have  already  stated  the  application  of  the  two  last-mentioned  small 
annual  sums. 

Charlton’s  Charity. 

We  have  mentioned  in  the  account  of  the  charities  of  Chilwell,  that  if  the  Charlton’s  Charity, 
statement  on  the  table  of  benefactions  in  Attenborough  church  be  correct, 
the  poor  of  Toton  are  entitled  to  3s.  6d.  per  annum,  part  of  an  annual  sum 
of  5 /.,  the  whole  of  which  has  been  of  late  years  distributed  to  the  poor  of 
Chilwell. 


PARISH  OF  BEESTON. 

Charities  of  Charlton  and  others. 

By  Indenture  of  Bargain  and  Sale,  bearing  date  24th  February  1727,  and  Beeston. 

enrolled  in  Chancery,  between  William  Day  and  John  Rawson,  of  the  one  part,  

and  the  Rev.  Thomas  Trowell,  minister  of  Beeston,  Henry  Cox,  John  Hunt,  Chanties  of 
John  Smith,  and  Thomas  Henson,  the  then  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  ^iaitonan  otieis' 
Beeston,  and  Nicholas  Strey,  Thomas  Levis,  and  John  Moore,  all  of  Beeston, 
of  the  other  part,  the  said  William  Day  and  John  Rawson,  in  consideration  of 
70/.,  being  charity-money  formerly  given  by  Mary  Charlton,  Elizabeth  Charl- 
ton, Dorothy  Strey,  and  several  other  persons,  for  the  use,  relief,  and  better 
maintenance  of  the  poor  people  of  the  parish  of  Beeston,  conveyed  to  the  said 
Henry  Cox,  John  Hunt,  John  Smith,  and  Thomas  Henson,  and  their  respec- 
tive successors,  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  Beeston  for  the 
time  being,  and  their  heirs  and  assigns,  for  ever,  a close,  containing  by  estima- 
tion nine  acres,  called  Rawson’s  Hassock  Close,  in  trust,  that  the  yearly  rents 
and  profits  thereof  might  for  ever  be  received  by  the  churchwardens  and  over- 
seers of  Beeston  for  the  time  being,  and  by  them  yearly  applied  for  the  use.

-7—  stractedly,  and  besides  the  yearly  sums  raised  by  the  common  assessments  of 

ChaUtoTando'thers  the  said  parish  for  the  use  of  the  poor,  it  being  the  intent  of  the  said  benefac- 
continued.  ’ tors,  who  gave  the  purchase-money,  that  the  poor  people  of  the  said  parish 
v ^ / should  yearly  receive  the  produce  arising  from  their  benefactions  as  an  aug- 

mentation to  the  parish  assessments,  for  their  greater  comfort  and  relief ; and 
it  was  agreed  that  the  yearly  distribution  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said 
close  by  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  should  be  subject  to  the  direction  of 
the  said  Thomas  Trowell  and  his  successors,  ministers  of  Beeston,  and  of  the 
said  Nicholas  Strey,  Thomas  Levis,  and  John  Moore,  or  of  three  other  substan- 
tial inhabitants  of  the  said  parish  to  be  chosen  in  their  places,  and  that  it  should 
not  be  made  without  the  consent  of  the  major  part  of  them,  and  of  the  church- 
wardens and  overseers  for  the  time  being;  and  that  when  any  two  of  the  before- 
named  three  persons  should  die,  the  minister,  churchwardens,  and  overseers  of 
the  poor  for  the  time  being  should  choose  other  substantial  men  to  supply  their 
places,  who  should  have  full  power  to  act  with  the  survivor  in  the  performance 
of  the  said  trust. 

Trustees  have  been  from  time  to  time  appointed  by  memorandums  in  the 
churchwardens-book  of  this  parish,  signed  by  the  vicar,  churchwardens  and 
overseers. 

Messrs.  William  Charlton,  James  Nixon,  and  William  Hammond,  are  the 
present  trustees  thus  appointed. 

In  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786,  various  small  donations  to  this  parish, 
amounting  in  the  whole  to  60/.,  are  stated  to  have  been  laid  out  in  the  purchase 
of  land,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  they  constituted  part  of  the  purchase-money 
of  the  above-mentioned  close. 

The  Commissioners  under  an  Act  of  Parliament  passed  in  1806  for  inclosing 
lands  in  this  parish,  by  their  award,  bearing  date  11th  November  1809,  awarded 
, to  John  Wright  two  closes  in  Beeston,  called  the  Hassocks,  theretofore  the 

property  of  the  trustees  for  the  poor  of  Beeston,  containing  6 a.  2 r.  9 p.,  in 
lieu  of  a close  in  Beeston  called  also  the  Hassock  Close,  containing  5 a.  2 r.  32  p., 
an  allotment  in  the  pasture  containing  1a.  Or.  12  p.,  another  allotment  in  the 
pasture  containing  2 r.  30  p.,  the  whole  quantity  of  the  last-mentioned  lands 
being  7 a.  1 r.  34  p.,  which  they  awarded  to  the  said  trustees  in  satisfaction  for 
the  two  closes  above  mentioned. 

It  will  be  observed,  that  the  estimated  quantity  of  land  mentioned  in  the 
purchase-deed  of  1727  considerably  exceeded  the  quantity  as  ascertained  by 
admeasurement,  but  we  have  no  reason  to  suppose  that  any  part  of  the  land  of 
the  charity  has  been  lost. 

The  close  now  belonging  to  the  charity  called  the  Hassock  Close,  is  in  the 
occupation  of  William  Walker,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a fair  rent  of  16/.  Os.  5 d. 
per  annum  ; the  other  two  parcels,  which  adjoin  each  other,  are  in  the  occupa- 
tion of  Henry  Cross,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a fair  rent  of  31.  18  s.  5d.  per  annum. 

On  the  lands  given  in  exchange  by  the  charity  at  the  time  of  the  inclosure 
some  timber  was  cut,  the  produce  of  which  was  applied  in  discharge  of  the  share 
of  the  expenses  of  the  inclosure,  payable  by  the  charity ; and  a surplus  of  20/., 
which  remained  after  those  expenses  were  paid,  was  in  1816  paid  to  the  over- 
seers, since  which  time  an  annual  sum  of  1 /.  has  been  paid  as  the  interest 
thereof,  out  of  the  poors-rates. 

The  rents  for  the  year  ending  at  Michaelmas,  amounting  to  19/.  18s.  10 d.f 
are  received  about  the  following  Christmas  by  the  churchwardens  and  overseers, 
and  are  distributed  by  them,  together  with  1 /.,  the  interest  of  the  residue  of  the 
timber-money,  paid  out  of  the  poors  rate,  and  the  sums  of  1/.  received  from 
Hanley’s  charity,  and  2/.  6s.  2 d.,  received  from  Mrs.  Shuttleworth  as  herein- 
after mentioned,  amongst  poor  persons  being  settled  parishioners  of  Beeston, 
whether  resident  there  or  not,  according  to  a list  prepared  at  a meeting  pre- 
vious to  the  distribution. 

Hanley’s  Charity. 

Hanley’i  Charity.  An  annual  sum  of  1 /.  is  received  from  John  Sherwin  Sherwin,  esquire,  in 
respect  of  Henry  Hanley ’s  charity,  the  particulars  of  which  have  been  stated  on 
the  account  of  the  charities  of  the  town  of  Nottingham,  and  is  disposed  of  in 
the  manner  stated  in  the  above  account  of  the  charities  of  Charlton  and 
others. 
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Annuity  of  21.  6.y.  2d. 

It  is  stated  in  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786  that  the  annual  sum  of 
Ql.  65.,  issuing  out  of  land  then  vested  in  John  Plumptre,  was  paid  to  the  poor 
of  this  parish,  which  was  given  to  the  poor  by  the  consent  of  the  proprietors  of 
land  in  Beeston,  in  lieu  of  a piece  of  land  being  laid  open  after  the  hay-crop 
of  a common  meadow  had  been  gotten  and  depastured  with  such  meadow,  from 
that  time  until  Candlemas. 

An  annual  sum  of  21.  G.s.  2d.  is  now  paid  by  Mrs.  Shuttleworth,  as  the 
owner  of  a meadow  in  the  parish,  called  the  Horse  Doles,  containing  about 
26  acres,  which  formerly  belonged  to  the  Plumptre  family.  The  application  of 
this  annuity  has  also  been  stated  in  the  account  of  the  charities  of  Charlton 
and  others. 

PARISH  OF  BRAMCOTE.  Bramcote. 

Hollingsworth’s  Charity. 

In  the  account  of  the  charities  of  the  parish  of  Sawley,  in  the  county  of  Derby,  Hollingsworth’s 
in  our  17th  Report,  page  208,  we  stated  that  Thomas  Hollingsworth , by  his  Charity. 
Will  nuncupative,  made  in  April  l67«5,  and  proved  in  the  court  of  the  dean 
and  chapter  of  Lichfield  by  Mary  Hollingsworth  his  widow,  to  whom  adminis- 
tration with  the  will  annexed  was  granted  on  1st  June  in  the  same  year,  gave 
a close  adjoining  to  Bramcote  to  the  poor  of  Long  Eaton,  Sawley,  and  Bramcote, 
for  ever,  equally  to  be  divided. 

We  also  stated  that  three  annual  sums  of  17$.  each  were  paid  by  Mr.  Joseph 
Burgess,  of  Holme-Pierrepont,  to  the  poor  of  the  chapelry  of  Long  Eaton,  of 
the  township  of  Sawley,  and  of  the  parish  of  Bramcote,  respectively ; and  that 
for  a century  past  the  amount  of  these  payments  had  remained  the  same ; and 
as  the  information  which  we  obtained  at  that  period  of  our  Inquiry  respecting 
this  charity  did  not  enable  us  to  ascertain  the  close  described  in  this  donor’s 
will  as  adjoining  to  Bramcote,  we  mentioned  that  if  any  additional  light  should 
be  thrown  on  this  case,  it  might  be  noted  when  the  investigation  of  the  charities 
of  Bramcote  should  take  place. 

The  result  of  our  subsequent  Inquiries  has  been  more  satisfactory,  and  it 
has  been  clearly  shown  by  the  evidence  of  inhabitants  of  this  parish,  and  par- 
ticularly of  William  Felkin,  who  is  82  years  of  age,  and  has  lived  in  the  parish 
since  he  was  10  years  old,  that  the  close  in  respect  of  which  the  three  annual 
sums  of  17$.  each  have  been  paid  to  the  poor  of  the  above-mentioned  places, 
was  called  Pilkington  Close,  and  was  formerly  in  the  occupation  of  John  Fox, 
who  paid  rent  for  it  to  the  poor  of  those  places ; that  by  an  arrangement  made 
between  him  and  Mr.  Joseph  Stubbins  (the  grandfather  of  the  present  Mr. 

Joseph  Stubbins  Burgess,  of  Holme-Pierrepont)  who  was  the  owner  of  a house 
in  the  village  of  Bramcote,  very  near  to  Pilkington  Close,  and  came  to  reside 
there  about  the  year  1768,  the  occupation  of  that  close  was  given  up  by 
Mr.  Fox  to  Mr.  Joseph  Stubbins,  and  that  he,  his  son,  and  his  grandson,  have 
successively  since  that  time  paid  the  same  rent.  The  close  is  bounded  on  the 
east  and  part  of  the  south  side  by  the  town-street  of  Bramcote,  and  there 
were  formerly  fences  on  the  other  sides  of  it,  which  were  removed  after  it  came 
into  the  occupation  of  Mr.  Joseph  Burgess,  but  the  above-mentioned  old 
witness  William  Felkin  states  that  it  was  bounded  on  the  north  by  a garden 
and  orchard  belonging  to  the  above-mentioned  house,  and  on  the  west  by 
a close  belonging  to  Mr.  Joseph  Stubbins.  We  are  also  informed  that  this 
witness’s  statement  as  to  the  boundaries  of  the  close  is  confirmed  by  Elizabeth 
Briggs,  of  Bramcote,  aged  84,  who  many  years  ago  lived  as  servant  in  Mr. 

Stubbins’s  house,  but  we  had  not  an  opportunity  of  examining  her. 

A portion  of  the  Pilkington  Close  is  now  included  in  the  pleasure-ground 
attached  to  this  house,  and  the  residue  of  it  in  the  land  occupied  therewith. 

These  premises,  including  the  charity-land,  were  let  by  the  late  Mr.  Nathaniel 
Stubbins  (the  son  of  Joseph)  to  a Mr.  Robinson,  and  they  are  now  in  the 
occupation  of  the  Rev.  Thomas  Wilkinson,  the  minister  of  Bramcote,  as  tenant 
to  Mr.  Joseph  Stubbins  Burgess.  Mr.  Wilkinson  informs  us  that  the  rent 
which  he  pays  for  the  land  in  question  is  after  the  rate  of  5 l.  per  acre  ; the 
quantity  of  the  land  which  was  formerly  comprised  in  the  Pilkington  Close, 
appears  to  be  somewhat  more  than  1a.  3k. 
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We  also  learn  that  there  are  belonging  to  the  charity-land  two  cow-gates  in 
the  Rough  Moor  of  Bramcote,  which  are  now  holden  by  Mrs.  Fox,  the  widow 
of  the  late  Mr.  James  Fox,  but  no  rent  has  been  paid  for  them  to  the  poor  in 
addition  to  that  of  17$.  to  each  of  the  three  places,  received  from  Mr.  Burgess. 
These  cow-gates  are  considered  to  be  not  worth  more  than  10s.  each  per 
annum  to  a tenant,  but  if  they  could  be  disposed  of,  it  seems  that  a conside- 
rable sum  might  be  obtained  for  them  ; we  are  informed,  that  subsequently  to 
the  time  of  our  Investigation  (March  1828)  an  offer  was  made  on  the  part 
of  Lord  Middleton  (who  is  the  owner  of  291  out  of  32  \ cattle-gates  of  which 
the  moor  consists)  to  purchase  the  two  cattle-gates  belonging  to  the  charity, 
for  300  L,  which  was  considered  by  the  parties  acting  on  behalf  of  the  poor  an 
advantageous  proposal ; but  that  an  offer  has  been  since  received  from  John 
Sherwin  Sherwin  esquire  of  Bramcote,  who  is  the  owner  of  the  one  remaining 
cattle-gate  on  the  moor,  to  give  3501.  for  them.  The  only  valid  mode  of  dis- 
posing of  any  part  of  the  property  of  the  charity  is  by  way  of  exchange  under 
the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  Parliament  hereinafter  mentioned. 

The  possession  of  the  Pilkington  Close  appears  to  be  of  importance  to 
Mr.  Burgess  as  the  proprietor  of  the  above-mentioned  house.  Since  our  Inquiry 
took  place,  a negotiation  has  been  commenced  between  him  and  the  ministers, 
churchwardens,  and  overseers  of  the  several  places  entitled  to  partake  of  the 
charity,  on  behalf  of  the  poor  thereof,  and  meetings  have  been  holden  at 
Bramcote  with  a view  of  effecting  an  exchange  under  the  powers  of  the  Act 
of  1st  and  2d  George  4th,  c.  92,  of  the  Pilkington  Close,  for  other  land  at 
Bramcote  belonging  to  Mr.  Burgess.  It  has  also  been  suggested  that  the  two 
cattle-gates  should  be  at  the  same  time  exchanged  for  an  additional  quantity 
of  land  also  belonging  to  Mr.  Burgess,  being  equal  in  value  to  such  price  as 
may  be  obtained  for  them  ; and  that  after  such  exchange  Mr.  Burgess  should 
convey  the  cattle-gates  to  the  person  with  whom  the  agreement  for  the  purchase 
of  them  shall  have  been  made. 

If  the  proposed  exchange  should  take  place,  the  interests  of  the  charity  will 
be  protected  by  the  mode  of  proceeding  directed  by  the  above-mentioned  Act, 
under  which  it  is  necessary  that  the  terms  of  the  exchange  should  receive  the 
approbation  of  the  Archbishop  of  York,  in  whose  diocese  the  property  of  the 
charity  is  situate,  founded  on  a return  to  be  made  by  commissioners  appointed 
by  his  grace  to  inquire  whether  the  proposed  exchange  will  be  beneficial  to  the 
objects  of  the  charity. 

It  is  unnecessary  therefore  for  us  to  enter  further  into  the  particulars  of  the 
negotiations  relating  to  the  exchange ; but  we  may  venture  to  state,  that  if 
a parcel  of  land  can  be  obtained  on  behalf  of  the  charity  in  a convenient 
situation,  fully  equal  in  value  to  the  Pilkington  Close  (the  local  circumstances 
of  the  latter  as  connected  with  Mr.  Burgess’s  property  being  taken  into  con- 
sideration) and  to  the  two  cattle-gates,  according  to  such  price  as  may  be 
agreed  on  for  them,  we  apprehend  that  such  an  arrangement  must  be  consi- 
dered advantageous  to  the  poor  who  are  entitled  to  partake  of  the  charity.  If 
the  negotiations  now  in  progress  should  not  be  brought  to  this  termination,  the 
poor  of  this  parish,  and  of  Sawley  and  Long  Eaton,  are  at  all  events  entitled 
to  receive  a fair  annual  rent,  either  from  Mr.  Burgess,  or  some  other  tenant,  for 
the  premises  belonging  to  the  charity,  instead  of  the  very  inadequate  payment, 
amounting  in  the  whole  to  no  more  than  2/.  11  s.  per  annum,  which  has  hitherto 
been  divided  between  those  three  places. 

The  annual  sum  of  17^.,  being  the  third  part  of  this  rent,  has  been  received 
from  Mr.  Burgess  by  the  overseer  of  the  poor  of  Bramcote,  and  has  been  dis- 
tributed by  him  at  Christmas,  together  with  2 l.  10s.,  being  one  moiety  of  the 
annuity  ot  51.  received  from  Hanley’s  charity,  and  12s.  6d.,  being  one  moiety 
of  the  rent  of  the  Bramcote  Moor  Close  hereinafter  mentioned,  (making  in  the 
whole  31.  19s.  Od.),  in  small  sums  amongst  poor  settled  inhabitants  of  this  pa- 
rish, whether  residing  there  or  not. 

The  other  moiety  of  Hanley’s  annuity,  and  of  the  rent  of  the  Bramcote 
Moor  Close,  together  with  2 s.  6d.  received  from  William  Charlton,  esquire, in 
respect  of  Jefferies’s  charity,  (making  in  the  whole  31.  5s.),  have  been  distri- 
buted by  the  overseer  at  Easter  in  the  same  manner. 


Hanley’s  Charity. 


Hanley's  Charity.  In  our  account  of  the  charities  of  the  town  of  Nottingham  in  a preceding 
part  of  this  Report  we  have  stated  the  particulars  of  Henry  Hanley ’s  donations, 

who 
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who  gave  5 1.  per  annum  to  the  use  and  maintenance  of  the  poor  of  Bramcote,  Bramcote. 

and  20/.  per  annum  towards  the  maintenance  of  a preacher  or  minister,  that  

should  be  resident  at  Bramcote,  so  long  as  he  should  preach  or  be  resident  Hanle/S  Chanty* 
there. 

These  two  annual  sums  are  now  paid  by  John  Sherwin  Sherwin,  esquire,  of 
Bramcote,  the  former  to  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  that  parish,  by  whom  it 
is  distributed  in  the  manner  above  stated  in  the  account  of  Hollingsworth’s 
charity,  and  the  latter  to  the  Rev.  Thomas  Wilkinson,  the  present  minister  of 
Bramcote,  who  resides  there. 

Charlton’s  Charity. 

In  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786  it  is  stated,  that  Mary  Charlton,  by  Charlton’s  Charity, 
her  Will,  in  1720,  gave  10/.  to  the  poor  of  this  parish,  which  had  been  laid 
out  in  land,  producing  16.S.  per  annum. 

The  land  thus  alluded  to  in  the  Returns  is  probably  a close  called  the  Bram- 
cote Moor  Close,  which  contains  about  an  acre  and  a half,  and  which  was,  at 
the  time  of  our  Investigation  (March  1828)  in  the  occupation  of  Joseph 
Adcock,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  1 /.  5 s .,  but  the  tenant  had  not  paid  his  rent 
regularly,  and  notice  had  been  given  to  him  to  quit  the  close  on  24th  of  the 
same  month,  from  which  time  it  was  let  to  John  Clower  as  yearly  tenant,  at 
a fair  rent  of  2 /.  per  annum. 

The  application  of  the  income  of  this  charity  has  been  stated  in  the  account 
of  Hollingsworth’s  charity. 

Jefferies’s  Charity. 

We  have  stated  in  the  account  of  the  charities  of  the  township  of  Chilwell,  Jefferies’s  Charity, 
in  the  parish  of  Attenborough,  in  a preceding  part  of  this  Report,  that  an 

annual  sum  of  2 s.  6 d.  given  by Jefferies  to  the  poor  of  Bramcote,  is 

paid  by  William  Charlton,  esquire,  in  respect  of  some  cottages  at  Chilwell 
belonging  to  him. 

The  application  of  this  small  sum  has  been  already  mentioned. 

Church  Lands. 

There  are  two  closes  adjoining  each  other  in  the  parish  of  Bramcote,  contain-  Church  Lands, 
ing  together  five  acres,  which  are  called  the  Church  Closes,  and  are  in  the 
occupation  of  Catherine  Husband,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a fair  rent  of  10/.  per 
annum.  No  document  is  found  in  the  parish  relating  to  these  closes. 

The  rent  is  received  by  the  churchwardens,  and  carried  to  their  general 
account. 


PARISH  OF  COSSALL. 


Willoughby’s  Hospital. 

By  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release,  bearing  date  10th  and  11th  June  1685, 
between  George  Willoughby,  esquire,  of  Cossall,  and  Stephen  Flamsteed,  of 
the  one  part,  and  Sir  Francis  Willoughby,  bart.  Francis  Willoughby,  son  and 
heir  of  the  said  George  Willoughby,  Robert  Willoughby,  Francis  Willoughby, 
and  Edward  Willoughby,  brothers  of  the  said  George  Willoughby,  Arthur 
Warren,  and  eight  others,  trustees  of  the  said  George  Willoughby,  of  the 
other  part,  reciting,  that  the  said  George  Willoughby  had  erected  an  hospital 
in  Cossall  for  four  poor  men  and  four  poor  women ; it  was  witnessed  that  the 
said  George  Willoughby,  and  Stephen  Flamsteed  his  trustee,  for  the  better 
providing  maintenance  for  the  said  poor  people,  conveyed  to  the  said  parties  of 
the  second  part,  and  their  heirs,  the  said  hospital,  with  the  ground  adjoining  to 
the  same,  and  inclosed  with  a brick  wall,  and  a messuage,  farm,  or  tenement  in 
Roston,  in  the  county  of  Derby,  with  the  lands  thereto  belonging  (which  the 
said  George  Willoughby  had  purchased  in  the  name  of  the  said  Stephen  Flam- 
steed) and  two  closes  in  Ilkeston,  in  the  county  of  Derby,  called  the  New 
Close,  alias  Fractimont’s  Close,  and  the  Bywater  Hole  Close,  in  trust,  that  they 
should,  out  of  the  rents  and  profits,  pay  all  sums  they  should  disburse  in  the 
execution  of  the  trusts,  and  should  also  pay  half-yearly,  in  such  manner  as  they 
in  their  discretion  should  think  meet,  51.  yearly  for  ever,  to  every  of  the  poor 
people  then  or  thereafter  to  be  placed  in  the  said  hospital,  for  their  maintenance, 
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and  should  likewise  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  thereof,  every  two  years,  provide 
for  every  one  of  the  said  poor  people  one  grey  cloth  gown  of  35.  the  yard,  and 
should  repair  the  said  hospital ; which  poor  people  should  be  placed  in  the  said 
hospital  by  the  said  George  Willoughby  during  his  life,  and  afterwards  by  the 
said  trustees,  with  the  approbation  of  the  heirs  of  the  said  George  Willoughby, 
and  in  default  of  his  heirs,  by  the  trustees,  or  the  major  part  of  them  ; but  that 
none  of  the  men  to  be  placed  there  should  be  under  the  age  of  60,  nor  any  woman 
under  that  of  55  years,  and  that  all  of  them  should  be  single  persons ; and  on  fur- 
ther trust,  that  when  the  trustees  should  be  reduced  to  three,  the  survivors 
should  convey  the  premises  to  twelve  other  substantial  gentlemen  dwelling  in  or 
near  Cossall,  and  their  heirs,  to  be  approved  of  by  the  said  George  Willoughby 
and  his  heirs,  whereof  the  heir  of  the  said  George  Willoughby  should  always 
be  one,  to  the  same  uses.  And  it  was  provided,  that  in  case  any  person  placed 
in  the  said  hospital  should  marry,  or  after  such  placing  should  be  discovered  to 
be  married,  the  trustees,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  with  the  consent  of  the 
said  George  Willoughby  or  his  heirs,  should  have  power  to  displace  such  per- 
son ; and  if  any  such  poor  persons  should  refuse  to  wear  their  gowns,  or  should 
not  constantly  inhabit  in  the  said  hospital,  or  should  receive  any  inmate  therein, 
or  should  live  disorderly,  or  disturb  the  other  poor  people  there  placed,  or 
should  teach  school,  or  exercise  any  public  trade  or  profession  therein,  and 
should  not,  on  reasonable  warning,  reform  their  miscarriages,  it  should  be 
lawful  for  the  trustees,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  to  displace  them,  or  sequester 
their  allowance,  or  any  part  thereof,  or  in  such  manner  punish  the  offenders  as 
they  should  think  meet,  by  the  consent  of  the  said  George  Willoughby  and  his 
heirs.  And  it  was  also  provided,  that  in  case  of  the  sickness  of  any  poor  person, 
so  that  such  poor  person  should  have  need  of  the  attendance  of  another,  the 
trustees  might  appoint  any  other  of  the  said  poor  persons  to  attend  such  person 
during  sickness,  and  on  such  other  person’s  neglect  or  refusal  might  provide 
some  other  person  out  of  the  allowance  of  the  person  refusing  or  neglecting  to 
perform  the  said  duty.  And  the  said  George  Willoughby  directed,  that  in  case 
any  of  the  said  persons  should  die  so  poor  that  they  should  not  leave  sufficient 
to  bury  them,  the  defect  should  be  supplied  by  the  trustees  ; and  that  no  person 
should  be  placed  in  the  room  of  the  person  so  dying  till  the  allowance  of  such 
person  should  discharge  the  said  funeral  expenses ; and  he  further  directed, 
that  the  trustees,  or  three  or  more  of  them,  should  meet  once  a year,  or  oftener 
if  occasion  should  require,  to  take  the  account  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the 
premises,  and  the  disposal  thereof,  and  for  the  better  management  of  the  trust ; 
and  that  as  soon  as  the  surplus  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  premises,  beyond 
the  charges  aforesaid,  should  from  time  to  time  amount  to  30/.,  the  trustees 
should  put  forth  an  apprentice,  to  be  chosen  by  the  said  George  Willoughby  or 
his  heirs,  so  that  the  charge  thereof  should  not  exceed  6/.;  and  that  if  such 
apprentice  should  faithfully  and  honestly  serve  out  his  time,  he  should  have  31. 
allowed  by  the  trustees  for  setting  him  up  in  his  trade  ; and  that  every  seven 
years  an  apprentice  should  be  so  put  forth,  if  the  surplusage  of  the  estate  would 
bear  it;  and,  lastly,  he  desired  that  20  s.  should  be  yearly  paid  out  of  the  rents 
and  profits  of  the  said  premises,  to  be  disposed  of  according  to  the  will  of 
Edward  Willoughby,  esquire,  father  of  the  said  George  Willoughby,  but  that 
no  part  thereof  should  be  disposed  of  to  any  of  the  poor  people  to  be  placed  in 
the  said  hospital. 

By  indorsement  on  the  above-mentioned  Release,  bearing  date  9th  November 
1691,  the  said  George  Willoughby  desired  his  trustees,  after  his  decease  to  pay 
to  every  poor  person  inhabiting  the  said  hospital  5 s.  to  buy  coals,  yearly,  for 
ever,  at  Easter,  or  thereabouts,  out  of  the  rents  of  the  trust-premises. 

By  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release,  bearing  date  4th  and  5th  April  179d» 
reciting  a deed  for  appointing  new  trustees  of  this  charity  in  1723,  from  which 
recital  the  above  abstract  of  the  deed  of  foundation,  and  of  the  indorsement 
thereon,  are  taken,  Robert  Willoughby,  esquire,  (described  as  being  the  eldest 
son  and  heir  of  Edward  Willoughby,  esquire,  who  was  the  great  nephew  and 
heir  of  George  Willoughby,  formerly  of  Cossall,  and  also  second  cousin  and 
heir  of  Anne  Cassandra  Willoughby,  who  was  surviving  trustee  under  the  trust- 
deed  of  1723,  and  sister  and  heir  at  law  of  Catherine  and  Elizabeth  Willoughby, 
which  said  Catherine  Elizabeth  and  Anne  Cassandra  were  the  daughters  and 
coheirs  of  Francis  Willoughby,  of  Cossall,  esquire,  who  was  the  eldest  son  and 
heir  of  the  said  George  Willoughby,)  conveyed  the  above-mentioned  trust-pre- 
mises 
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mises  to  Henry  Lord  Middleton,  the  Honourable  Henry  Willoughby,  son  and  Cossall. 

heir  of  the  said  Henry  Lord  Middleton,  Digby  Willoughby,  esquire,  the  Rev.  , 

James  Willoughby,  clerk,  Henry  Willoughby,  esquire,  son  of  the  said  Rev. 

James  Willoughby,  the  Honourable  Henry  Sedley,  Sir  John  B.  Warren,  bart.,  continued. 

Edward  Miller  Mundy,  esquire,  Thomas  Webb  Edge,  esquire,  Thomas  Chari- ^ — ' 

ton,  the  younger,  esquire,  and  the  Rev.  Isaac  Pickthall,  rector  of  Wollaton,  all 
of  the  neighbourhood  of  Cossall,  and  their  heirs,  to  the  use  of  all  the  parties 
thereto,  and  their  heirs,  on  the  trusts  aforesaid. 

Of  the  above-mentioned  trustees,  Robert  Willoughby,  esquire,  the  Honour- 
able Henry  Willoughby,  (now  Lord  Middleton,)  Digby  Willoughby,  esquire, 

Henry  Willoughby,  esquire,  and  the  Honourable  Henry  Sedley,  (now  Lord 
Vernon,)  were  living  at  the  time  of  our  Inquiry. 

The  last  trust-deed  was  produced  to  us  by  John  Nickleson  Martin,  esquire, 
the  agent  of  Lord  Middleton,  who  informed  us  that  he  believed  that  the  prior 
deeds  were  in  the  possession  of  Robert  Willoughby,  esquire. 

The  property  of  this  hospital  consists  of, 

1.  Four  closes  in  the  parish  of  Ilkeston,  in  the  county  of  Derby,  containing 
23  acres,  held  by  Richard  Hogg,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the  rent  of  51/.  105.  per 
annum.  This  quantity  includes  a small  parcel  of  land,  containing  1 a.  0 r.  13  p., 
which  adjoined  to  one  of  the  closes  called  the  Canal  Close,  and  which  was  pur- 
chased in  1820  of  the  Rev.  Richard  Dodsley  Flansteed,  by  the  trustees,  for  79/. 

The  expense  attending  this  purchase  amounted  to  22/.  Is. 

The  following  small  parcels  (being  part  of  the  above-mentioned  23  acres) 
are  occupied  by  the  companies  of  the  Erewash  Canal  and  the  Nutbrook  Canal 
respectively,  which  canals  meet  at  this  spot,  viz.  24  p.,  forming  part  of  the 
Erewash  Canal ; 1 r.  15  p.,  forming  part  of  the  Nutbrook  Canal ; 1 r.  23  p., 
occupied  by  the  Erewash  Canal  Company,  having  been  cut  off  by  that  canal 
from  the  close  called  the  Canal  Close ; and  7 occupied  by  the  Nutbrook 
Canal  Company,  having  been  ii  like  manner  cut  off*  from  the  same  close. 

For  the  occupation  of  these  parcels  Hogg,  the  tenant,  receives  from  the 
Erewash  company  1/.  Is.,  and  from  the  Nutbrook  company  II.  11  s.  6 cl.  per 
annum,  which  are  included  in  the  rent  of  51/.  105.,  paid  by  him  to  the 
trustees. 

2.  Two  closes,  also  in  the  parish  of  Ilkeston,  containing  together 
2 a.  2 r.  36  p.,  in  the  occupation  of  Robert  Booth,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the  rent 
of  4 /.  10  5.  per  annum. 

3.  A farm-house,  and  several  closes,  dispersed  in  different  parts  of  the  town- 
ship of  Roston,  in  the  parish  of  Norbury,  and  county  of  Derby,  containing  in 
the  whole  57a.  Or.  25 p.,  in  the  occupation  of  Joseph  Walker,  as  yearly 
tenant,  at  the  rent  of  60  /.  per  annum. 

In  1822  an  abatement  of  20  per  cent  was  made  to  Hogg  and  Walker,  out 
of  one  half  year’s  rent,  and  in  1823  and  1824  the  same  allowance  was  made  to 
them  on  the  whole  year’s  rent.  An  allowance  of  5 s.  is  made  to  Walker  at 
the  time  of  paying  each  half  year’s  rent  for  his  expenses.  The  rents  were 
raised  to  their  present  amount  in  1811,  and  are  stated  to  be  the  fair  value  of 
the  property. 

There  is  a sum  of  250  /.  belonging  to  this  charity,  respecting  which,  it  is 
stated  in  a note  annexed  to  an  account  kept  by  the  late  Mrs.  Fanny  Wil- 
loughby, (who  was  the  aunt  of  Mr.  Robert  Willoughby,  the  conveying  party  in 
the  trust-deed  of  1796,  and  who  had  the  management  of  the  charity  from  1780 
to  1795  inclusive),  that  it  was  left  for  the  use  of  the  hospital  by  Francis  Wil- 
loughby, and  that  it  was  in  the  hands  of  Francis  Cholmley,  esquire,  who  paid 
10  /.  per  annum  as  the  interest  thereof.  It  is  now  in  the  hands  of  Lord  Mid- 
dleton, at  the  same  interest,  being  at  the  rate  of  four  per  cent.  The  late  Lord 
Middleton,  who  died  in  1800,  appears  from  the  accounts  to  have  paid  40/.  in 
1796,  for  four  years  interest  on  this  sum.  In  1811  the  interest  was  raised  to 
five  per  cent,  and  in  1822  again  lowered  to  four  per  cent.  We  have  not  been 
able  to  ascertain  whether  the  donor  of  this  sum  was  Francis  Willoughby, 
the  son  and  heir  of  the  founder  of  the  hospital,  and  one  of  the  trustees  under 
the  deed  of  foundation,  or  another  member  of  the  same  family. 
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There  is  also  a sum  of  200 /.,  three  per  cent  Consols,  belonging  to  this 
charity,  purchased  in  1816,  with  123/.  6 s.  8 d.,  which  had  arisen  from  sur- 
plus of  income  in  the  name  of  J.  N.  Martin,  esquire,  the  present  agent  of  Lord 
Middleton.  It  seems  desirable  that  this  stock  should  be  transferred  into  the 
names  of  some  of  the  trustees.

From  1796  to  the  present  time  the  income  of  the  charity  has  been  received, 
the  payments  made,  and  the  accounts  kept,  by  the  agent  for  the  time  being  of 
the  late  and  the  present  Lord  Middleton.  Mr.  Martin  has  held  that  situation 
since  1808. 

The  hospital,  which  is  situate  in  the  village  of  Cossall,  consists  of  eight  tene- 
ments, each  having  a room  below  and  a room  above  ; four  of  these  tenements, 
which  are  situate  on  the  west-side  are  inhabited  by  poor  men,  and  the  remaining 
four  on  the  east  side  by  poor  women  ; there  is  a plot  of  land  behind,  and 
another  in  front  of  the  hospital,  each  of  which  is  divided  into  two  nearly  equal 
portions,  as  gardens  for  the  use  of  the  men  and  the  women  respectively  ; the 
building  is  old,  but  in  fair  condition  ; about  three  years  ago  a sum  of  about 
80/.  was  laid  out  in  the  repair  of  it. 

At  the  back  part  of  the  mens  portion  of  the  hospital  there  is  a building 
which  was  formerly  used  as  a chapel. 

The  almspeople  have  been  of  late  years  usually  nominated  by  Lord  Middle- 
ton,  with  the  consent  of  Mr.  Robert  Willoughby,  as  the  heir  of  the  founder, 
the  other  trustees  not  having  interfered  in  the  appointments ; they  have  been 
usually  persons  living  at  the  time  of  their  respective  nominations  in  the  county 
of  Nottingham,  but  it  is  not  considered  that  the  inhabitants  of  any  particular 
place  or  district  are  entitled  to  the  exclusive  benefit  of  the  hospital.  The 
directions  contained  in  the  foundation  deed  as  to  their  ages  are  observed. 

Each  almsman  now  receives  8 \d.  per  day,  or  4 5.  11  \d.  per  week ; and 
each  alms  woman  receives  6|  d.  per  day,  or  3 s.  1 1 per  week,  the  whole  of 
which  amounts  to  rather  more  than  92/.  per  annum.  In  1796  the  weekly 
allowance  to  each  person  in  the  almshouse  was  25.,  in  1798,  it  was  increased 
to  25.  6d.,  in  1800,  to  35.,  and  in  1812,  to  65.  for  the  men,  and  5s.  for  the 
women.  In  1823,  the  allowances  were  reduced  to  their  present  amount. 

Coals  to  the  amount  of  10 5.  are  given  annually  to  each  of  the  ahnspeople, 
and  the  men  receive  coats,  and  the  women  gowns  once  in  two  years  $ the 
expense  of  each  distribution  of  clothing  being  from  61.  to  7 /• 

It  appears  that  the  funds  of  this  charity  have  been  considered  liable  to  the 
annual  payments  of  2/.  to  the  poor  of  Cossall,  1 /.  to  the  poor  of  Wollaton 
in  this  county,  and  1 /.  to  the  poor  of  Middleton  in  the  county  of  Warwick, 
although  they  have  not  been  regularly  made  ; we  are  unable  to  state  the  origin 
of  these  payments. 

The  founder  of  the  hospital  directed  that  one  annual  sum  of  205.  should  be 
paid  out  of  the  rents  of  the  lands  given  by  him  to  be  disposed  of  according 
to  the  will  of  Edward  Willoughby  his  father,  but  that  no  part  thereof  should 
be  given  to  any  of  the  poor  people  in  the  hospital  ; from  this  exclusion  of  the 
inhabitants  of  the  hospital  at  Cossall  from  the  benefit  of  Edward  Willoughby’s 
donation  it  may  be  inferred  that  the  poor  of  that  parish  in  general  were  pre- 
viously to  the  deed  of  1685  entitled  to  an  annuity  of  205.  in  respect  thereof, 
but  this  would  account  for  one  moiety  only  of  the  payment,  to  which  it  is 
considered  that  this  parish  has  a claim.  We  apprehend  that  the  residue  of 
these  annual  payments,  if  chargeable  on  the  estates  of  the  hospital,  must 
have  existed  before  the  date  of  the  foundation  deed ; but  it  is  possible  that 
they  may  have  some  connection  with  the  before-mentioned  sum  of  250  /.  sup- 
posed to  have  been  given  by  Francis  Willoughby. 

The  last  payment  made  to  the  poor  of  Cossall  was  in  180S,  when  a sum  of 
2 /.  was  paid  lor  one  year ; the  last  payment  to  the  poor  of  Middleton  was 

in 
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in  1810,  when  a sum  of  14 /.  was  paid,  for  14  years.  It  appears  from  the  Cossall. 

accounts,  that  the  former  sum  was  paid  to  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  Cossall,  — ~ , 

and  the  latter  to  Mr.  Robert  Willoughby,  who  resided  in  Warwickshire  at  Hospital,' ^ 

a short  distance  from  Middleton.  continued. 

In  1827,  a sum  of  18/.  was  paid  to  the  churchwarden  of  Wollaton,  being  ^ 

the  arrears  of  the  donation  due  to  the  poor  thereof  from  1809,  the  application 
of  which  sum  will  be  stated  in  our  account  of  the  charities  of  Wollaton. 

Mr.  Martin  informs  us  that  it  is  proposed  to  pay  in  the  course  of  the  year 
1828  the  arrears  due  to  the  poor  of  Cossall,  and  in  1829  those  due  to  the 
poor  of  Middleton. 

An  annual  meeting  of  the  trustees  was,  until  the  year  1819  inclusive,  held 
at  Nottingham  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  January,  for  auditing  the  accounts  of 
the  preceding  year ; the  last  audit  appears  to  have  taken  place  at  Wollaton 
House  in  January  1821,  when  the  accounts  for  the  preceding  year  were  signed 
by  Lord  Middleton,  Digby  Willoughby,  and  Henry  Willoughby,  three  of  the 
trustees. 

In  consequence  of  the  sum  laid  out  in  the  repairs  of  the  hospital  there 
was  a balance  against  the  charity  at  the  close  of  the  account  for  1825,  of 
56/.  25.  1 d.,  which  was  gradually  reduced ; and  at  the  close  of  the  account 
for  the  year  1827  there  was  a balance  in  its  favour  to  the  amount  of  15/.  175.  S d. 

According  to  the  present  scale  of  receipts  and  disbursements  there  will  be, 
after  the  arrears  of  the  above-mentioned  parishes  have  been  discharged,  a sur- 
plus of  income. 

We  find  no  trace  in  the  accounts  of  the  placing  out  of  any  apprentices 
which  the  founder  directed  to  be  done  whenever  the  surplus  of  the  rents 
beyond  the  charges  specified  by  him  should  amount  to  30/. 


PARISH  OF  STAPLEFORD.  ' 

Hanley’s  Charity. 

By  the  Deed  of  Henry  Hanley , dated  in  1646,  the  particulars  of  which  have  Stapleford. 
been  stated  in  the  account  of  the  charities  of  the  town  of  Nottingham,  the  poor  - — 

of  this  parish  are  entitled  to  an  annual  sum  of  205.  which  is  received  from  John  ^anley  s Charity. 
Sherwin  Sherwin,  esquire,  about  Christmas,  and  is  distributed  amongst  them  in 
small  sums. 


PARISH  OF  TROWELL. 

Hacker’s  Charity. 

The  Parliamentary  Returns  made  in  1786  state  that  Elizabeth  Hacker,  by  Trowell. 

her  Will,  the  date  of  which  is  not  mentioned,  gave  to  the  poor  of  this  parish  

a rentcharge  of  20  5.  per  annum,  which  appears  to  have  been  at  that  time  paid  Hacker’s  Charity, 
by  Lord  Middleton. 

The  annual  sum  of  205.  is  paid  by  the  present  Lord  Middleton,  but  it  is  not 
known  what  part  of  his  Lordship’s  estates  is  chargeable  therewith.  It  is  distri- 
buted annually  in  January,  with  20  5.  arising  from  Hanley’s  charity,  amongst 
poor  persons  of  the  parish,  according  to  a list  prepared  at  a meeting  of  the 
inhabitants,  a preference  being  given  to  such  as  do  not  receive  parochial 
relief. 

Hanley’s  Charity. 

The  Deed  of  Henry  Hanley,  dated  in  1646,  under  which  the  poor  of  this  Hanley’s  Charity, 
parish  are  entitled  to  an  annuity  of  205.,  has  been  stated  in  the  account  of  the 
charities  of  the  town  of  Nottingham. 

This  annual  sum  is  paid  by  John  Sherwin  Sherwin,  esquire.  Its  application 
has  been  stated  in  the  above  account  of  Hacker’s  charity. 
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PARISH  OF  WOLLATON. 

Hanley’s  Charity. 

The  poor  of  this  parish  are  entitled  to  205.  per  annum  under  the  Deed  of 
Henry  Hanley , dated  in  1646,  an  abstract  of  which  is  given  in  the  account  of 
the  charities  of  the  town  of  Nottingham. 

This  annual  sum  is  received  shortly  after  Christmas  from  John  Sherwin  Sher- 
win,  esquire,  and  is  distributed  by  the  parish-officers  amongst  the  poor  persons 
of  the  parish,  a preference  being  given  to  such  as  are  not  receiving  parochial 
relief. 

Willoughby’s  Charity. 

It  will  be  seen,  on  reference  to  the  account  of  Willoughby’s  hospital  at  Cos- 
sall,  in  a preceding  part  of  the  present  Report,  that  an  annuity  of  205.  is  con- 
sidered to  be  payable  out  of  the  funds  thereof  to  the  poor  of  this  parish,  and 
that  in  April  1827  the  sum  of  18  7 was  paid  to  the  churchwardens  of  Wollaton, 
as  arrears  of  this  payment  due  from  the  year  1809.  Of  this  sum  67  had  been 
distributed  in  clothing  previous  to  the  time  of  our  Inquiry,  and  12  7 remained 
in  the  hands  of  the  churchwardens  to  be  applied  to  the  same  purpose.

PARISH  OF  CLIFTON  CUM  GLAPTON. 

Wells’s  Almshouse. 

George  Wells , by  his  Will,  bearing  date  13th  May  1712,  and  proved  at  York 
in  the  same  year,  reciting  that  he  had,  for  the  relief  of  the  poor,  built  an 
almshouse  on  the  waste  of  the  town  of  Clifton,  containing  a convenient  recep- 
tion for  six  poor  unmarried  or  widow  women,  and  that  he  was  determined  to 
make  such  provision  as  he  could  for  the  decent  and  convenient  maintenance 
of  such  six  poor  women,  gave  to  Sir  Gervas  Clifton,  hart,  and  his  heirs  of  his 
name  and  family,  all  his  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments,  situate  in  or 
near  the  towns  of  both  the  Crop  wells,  Bishop  and  Butler,  Wilford  and  Rud- 
dington,  in  the  county  of  Nottingham,  with  the  said  almshouse,  garden  and 
back-ground,  and  the  appurtenances,  on  trust,  to  pay  out  of  the  rents  of  the 
said  lands  and  tenements  2 5.  a week  to  each  of  the  said  poor  women,  together 
with  such  convenient  garment  once  in  two  years,  as  a help  towards  clothing  the 
said  poor  women,  as  to  them  should  seem  proper  and  necessary.  And  he  ap- 
pointed the  said  Sir  Gervas  Clifton  and  his  heirs  sole  trustees,  directors  and 
governors  of  the  said  almshouse,  and  of  all  matters  relating  thereto,  giving  to 
him  and  them  successively  the  full  power  of  nominating  from  time  to  time  the 
said  six  poor  women.  And  as  it  might  happen  that  some  of  the  said  poor  wo- 
men might  through  their  ill  behaviour  prove  unworthy  of  such  provision,  or 
uneasy  to  the  rest,  or  that  some  one  of  them  might  be  found  in  a condition  to 
maintain  herself,  or  to  be  maintained  by  some  friend,  he  empowered  the  said 
Sir  Gervas  Clifton  or  his  heirs  to  displace  any  such  poor  woman  as  lie  or  they 
should  judge  unfit  to  continue  in  the  said  almshouse,  and  to  nominate  another 
in  her  stead.  And  in  regard  that  the  yearly  produce  of  the  said  lands  and 
tenements  might  fall  short  of  the  yearly  provision  before  mentioned  for  the  said 
poor  women,  he  directed  that  the  said  Sir  Gervas  Clifton  and  his  heirs  might  at 
all  times,  at  his  and  their  will  and  discretion,  either  lessen  the  said  weekly 
allowance,  or  reduce  the  number  of  the  said  six  poor  women,  as  he  or  they 
should  think  reasonable.  And  he  gave  to  the  said  Sir  Gervas  Clifton  and  his 
heirs  the  overplus  of  the  yearly  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  premises,  over  and 
above  the  before-mentioned  weekly  allowance,  and  all  other  disbursements  on 
account  of  the  said  lands  and  tenements.  And  if  the  said  Sir  Gervas  Clifton 
and  his  heirs  should  think  it  of  benefit  to  the  town  of  Clifton,  and  should  not 
on  trial  find  it  incommodious  to  the  said  poor  women,  that  the  hall,  in  the  said 

almshouse.

almshouse,  should  be  made  use  of  as  a school,  he  desired  that  the  same  might 
be  made  use  of  for  girls. 

Sir  Robert  Clifton,  bart.  being  the  heir  of  Sir  Gervas  Clifton,  the  original 
trustee  of  this  almshouse,  is  now  in  possession  of  the  lands  in  Cropwell  Bishop, 
Crop  well  Butler,  Ruddington,  and  Wilford,  devised  by  the  donor’s  will,  sub- 
ject to  the  above-mentioned  charges.  These  lands  contain  in  the  whole  103  a. 
Or.  4 p.  and  the  rents  of  them  amount  to  141  /.  3 s.  G d.  per  annum. 

The  almshouse,  to  which  there  is  a small  garden  annexed,  is  situate  in  the 
village  of  Clifton,  and  consists  of  four  small  tenements  of  one  room  each,  and 
a building  in  the  centre  which  contains  a room  on  the  ground-floor,  being  pro- 
bly  the  same  as  is  mentioned  in  the  donor’s  will  under  the  description  of  the 
Hall,  and  a room  over  it.  The  almshouse  is  kept  in  repair  by  Sir  Robert  Clif- 
ton, and  is  stated  to  be  now  in  tenantable  condition.  There  is  no  provision  in 
the  donor’s  will  as  to  the  place  from  which  the  almswomen  were  to  be  appointed, 
but  they  appear  to  have  been  selected  from  the  parish  of  Clifton  only. 

At  the  time  of  our  Inquiry  there  were  two  poor  widows  in  the  almshouse  who 
had  been  appointed  by  the  late  Sir  Gervas,  the  father  of  the  present  Sir  Robert 
Clifton,  each  of  whom  received  from  Sir  Robert  2s.  per  week,  and  five  tons  of 
coals  yearly  between  them,  and  a third,  appointed  by  Sir  Robert,  who  received 
the  same  weekly  payment,  but  no  allowance  of  coals,  and  who  kept  a school  for 
girls  and  boys  in  the  hall,  and  resided  in  the  room  over  it.  The  two  remaining 
rooms  of  the  almshouse  were  at  that  time  vacant. 

Sir  Robert  Clifton  informed  us  that  in  1815,  when  he  came  into  the  posses- 
sion of  his  estates  on  the  death  of  his  father,  there  were  only  three  inmates  of 
the  almshouse,  and  it  appeared  from  a statement  produced  by  him,  that  from 
that  period  to  the  time  of  our  Inquiry,  the  number  of  them  had  been  usually 
three,  but  occasionally  only  two,  and  that  it  had  never  exceeded  four,  each 
receiving  the  same  weekly  allowance  of  2 s. 

We  apprehend  that  it  was  the  donor’s  intention  that  the  estate  given  by 
him  should  be  charged  with  payments  to  the  almswomen  to  the  amount  of  12s. 
per  week,  and  that  it  was  only  in  the  event  of  a deficiency  of  the  yearly  pro- 
duce of  that  estate,  that  the  trustee  was  empowered  to  lessen  the  allowance,  or 
reduce  the  number  of  the  poor  women.  A communication  having  been  made 
to  Sir  Robert  Clifton  on  this  subject,  he  stated  that  he  coincided  in  this  view  of 
the  case,  and  that  he  considered  himself  accountable  for  so  much  of  that  weekly 
sum  as  had  not  been  paid  to  the  almswomen  from  the  time  of  his  coming  into 
the  possession  of  the  property.  An  account  being  taken  of  the  weekly  sums 
which  had  been  thus  paid  from  26th  September  1815,  to  25th  March  1828, 
(being  a period  of  twelve  years  and  a half,)  they  were  found  to  amount  to 
196/.  4 5.  A weekly  sum  of  125.  during  the  same  period  would  amount  to 
390/.,  and  consequently  there  appeared  to  be  a balance  due  from  Sir  Robert 
Clifton  of  193/.  165.,  which  sum  he  has  since  the  time  of  our  Inquiry  invested 
in  the  purchase  of  226/.  Id.  Consolidated  three  per  cents,  in  the  names  of 
himself,  Mr.  William  Sandby,  a farmer  of  Clifton,  and  Mr.  Thomas  Thorpe,  the 
churchwarden  of  that  parish,  in  trust  for  this  charity.  Sir  Robert  has  also 
placed  two  additional  poor  women  in  the  almshouse,  one  in  the  central  building, 
and  the  other  in  a room  previously  vacant;  and  he  proposes  to  appoint  a woman 
to  the  remaining  vacant  room,  when  a proper  object  shall  be  found  in  the 
parish  ; but  in  the  mean  time  the  weekly  sum  of  125.  is  paid  amongst  the  five 
inmates  of  the  almshouse,  four  of  them  receiving  25.  6d.,  and  the  fifth  25.;  and 
it  is  intended  that  in  future  the  whole  of  that  weekly  allowance  shall  be  dis- 
posed of  amongst  the  almswomen  for  the  time  being,  and  that  the  dividends 
of  the  above-mentioned  stock  shall  also  be  applied  towards  their  support. 

Each  of  the  almswomen  formerly  received  a garment  once  in  two  years, 
according  to  the  donor’s  direction ; but  Sir  Robert  Clifton  informs  us,  that  this 
part  of  the  charity  was  discontinued  in  the  life-time  of  his  father,  and  that  the 
before-mentioned  annual  allowance  of  five  tons  of  coals  was  given  in  lieu  of  it, 
the  cost  of  which  being  about  31.  5s.  per  annum,  may  be  considered  equal  in 
value  to  a garment  for  each  of  six  almswomen  once  in  two  years.  If  this  sub- 
stitution of  coals  for  clothing  is  continued,  all  the  inmates  of  the  almshouse 
ought  to  partake  of  them.

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Clifton-cum-  The  Will  of  the  Rev.  Abel  Collin  Launder,  dated  in  1801,  and  proved  in  the 
Clapton.  Prerogative  Court  of  Canterbury  in  1804-,  contains  a gift  of  two  shares  in  the 
Trent  and  Mersey  Navigation,  for  charitable  purposes  for  the  benefit  of  this 
parish,  and  the  parish  of  Elton,  in  this  county  ; but  this  gift  was  void  by  the 
Act  of  9 Geo.  2.  c.  36,  and  nothing  appears  to  have  been  received  under  it. 

Poors  Money. 

Poors  Money.  In  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786  it  is  stated,  that  sums  which  had  been 
given  to  the  poor  of  this  parish  by  unknown  donors,  to  the  amount  of  38/.,  had 
been  lent  to  the  following  persons  on  the  security  of  their  promissory  notes  ; 
viz.  to  Sir  Robert  Clifton,  12/.;  to  George  Bond,  16/.;  to  Thomas  Lambert,  7/.; 
and  to  Robert  Hoe,  3/.;  that  interest  had  been  received  on  these  notes  until 
the  time  of  Sir  Robert  Clifton’s  death  in  1762,  but  that  no  interest  had  since 
been  paid  thereon  by  his  son  Sir  Gervas  Clifton,  nor  by  the  other  persons  who 
were  his  tenants. 

We  are  informed  that  the  sums  of  16/.  and  31.,  mentioned  in  the  Returns  as 
being  in  the  hands  of  George  Bond  and  Robert  Hoe,  were  lost  by  the  insolvency 
of  those  persons. 

In  1819  a sum  of  60/.  was  placed  in  the  Nottingham  bank  for  savings,  in  the 
names  of  the  rector  and  churchwardens  of  Clifton,  which  arose  from  the  sums 
of  12/.,  which  had  been  held  on  the  note  of  Sir  Robert  Clifton,  (the  grandfather 
of  the  present  Sir  Robert),  and  of  7 1->  which  had  been  held  by  Thoma 
Lambert,  on  his  note ; the  former  sum,  with  the  arrears  of  interest  thereon, 
having  been  paid  by  the  present  Sir  Robert  Clifton,  and  the  latter  by  Thomas 
Lambert. 

The  interest  of  this  sum  being  2/.  8 s.  per  annum,  is  received  and  distributed 
annually,  about  Easter,  according  to  a list  made  out  by  the  rector  and  church- 
wardens, in  small  sums,  amongst  poor  persons,  widows  and  others,  of  this 
parish.

Carter’s  Charity. 

Wilford.  By  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release,  bearing  date  11th  and  12th  March 

- — • 1727»  between  the  Rev.  Benjamin  Carter,  rector  of  Wilford,  of  the  one  part, 

Carters  Charity.  Honourable  Francis  Willoughby,  son  and  heir  of  Thomas  Lord  Middleton, 
Sir  Thomas  Parkyns,  baronet,  Sir  Robert  Clifton,  K.  B.,  son  and  heir  apparent 
of  Sir  Gervas  Clifton,  baronet,  the  Rev.  William  Bridges,  rector  of  Gotham, 
the  Rev.  William  Standfast,  Rector  of  Clifton,  the  Rev.  Charles  Willats, 
rector  of  Plum  tree,  and  the  Rev.  Joseph  Milner,  rector  of  Barton,  of  the  other 
part ; the  said  Benjamin  Carter  granted  to  the  said  Francis  Willoughby,  Sir 
Thomas  Parkyns,  and  Sir  Robert  Clifton,  and  their  heirs,  and  to  the  said 
William  Bridges,  William  Standfast,  Charles  Willats,  and  Joseph  Milner, 
during  their  lives,  and  afterwards  to  their  and  each  of  their  successors  rectors 
of  Gotham,  Clifton,  Plumtree  and  Barton,  all  that  old  capital  messuage  or 
tenement  wherein  one  Elizabeth  Lloyd  formerly  dwelt,  in  the  parish  of 
St.  Giles  in  the  fields,  in  the  county  of  Middlesex,  abutting  east  on  St.  Giles’s 
church-yard,  west  on  Hog-lane,  north  on  the  late  Lord  Wharton’s  house 
and  ground,  and  south  on  a new  street  leading  to  Monmouth-street,  which 
capital  messuage  had  been  pulled  down,  and  several  tenements  had  been  built 
on  the  eastate  whereon  it  stood,  situate  in  a place  called  Lloyd’s-court,  then  in 
the  tenure  of  Philip  Wilkins,  and  of  the  yearly  value  of  551.  on  trust,  that  the 
said  F.  W'illoughby,  Sir.  T.  Parkyns,  and  Sir  II.  Clifton,  their  heirs  and 
assigns,  and  the  said  William  Bridges,  and  the  three  other  rectors  before 
mentioned,  and  their  successors,  should  yearly,  for  ever,  out  of  the  rents  and 
profits  of  the  said  premises,  pay  the  annual  sum  of  30/.  to  such  person  or 
persons  as  the  rector  of  the  town  of  Wilford  for  the  time  being  should  nomi- 
nate (except  such  person  as  should  be  curate  of  Wilford,  or  serve  the  cure 
there)  to  teach- such  poor  children  of  that  town  whose  parents  could  not  well 
be  at  the  expense  of  paying  for  their  childrens  learning  to  read  and  write,  as 
the  said  rector  for  the  time  being  should  think  proper  ; and  if  the  said  rector 

should 
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should  refuse  or  neglect  to  nominate  such  person  to  teach  the  said  poor  Wilford. 
children  after  the  death  of  any  such  schoolmaster  as  should  be  so  appointed,  ^ 7 — 7 

the  said  F.  Willoughby,  Sir  T.  Parkyns,  Sir  R.  Clifton  and  their  heirs,  and  the  C 

said  four  rectors  and  their  successors,  should  nominate  such  person  or  persons  \ ' , 

to  teach  the  poor  children  aforesaid,  and  pay  to  such  person  an  annual  sum  of 
30/.*,  and  that  they  should  also  pay  to  the  rector  of  Wilford  one  sum  of  51., 
which  he  should  expend  for  books  and  other  necessaries  for  the  use  of  the  said 
school ; and  should  also  pay  an  annual  sum  of  51.  to  such  poor  persons  of  the 
parish  of  Wilford,  as  the  trustees  or  the  major  part  of  them  should  think  most 
necessitous,  which  said  two  annual  sums  of  30/.  and  51.,  and  one  5l.  for  books 
and  other  necessaries,  should  be  paid,  without  deduction  for  taxes  or  other  out- 
goings ; and  on  trust,  that  the  said  trustees,  their  heirs  and  successors,  should 
yearly  pay  to  the  governor  and  trustees  of  the  charity-girls  school  of  the  parish 
of  St.  Giles  in  the  Fields,  Middlesex,  the  annual  sum  of  10/.  to  be  applied  by 
them  for  the  use  of  the  said  charity -girls,  as  they  should  think  proper ; and 
should,  with  the  remainder  of  the  overplus  of  the  money  arising  of  the  rents 
and  profits  of  the  said  551.  per  annum,  or  so  often  as  sufficient  money  should 
arise,  put  out  one  parish-boy  from  Wilford  school,  of  the  rector’s  nomination ; 
and  for  want  thereof,  of  the  nomination  of  the  major  part  of  the  trustees,  as 
an  apprentice  to  such  trade  or  business  as  should  be  thought  most  convenient 
and  proper.  And  the  said  Benjamin  Carter  granted  to  the  said  trustees,  their 
heirs  and  successors,  that  if  at  any  time  thereafter  the  parish-church  of 
St.  Giles  in  the  Fields  should  be  pulled  down,  and  it  should  be  thought  more 
convenient  for  rebuilding  the  same  that  the  said  premises  should  be  taken 
down  in  order  to  enlarge  the  church,  it  might  be  lawful  for  the  said  trustees, 
their  heirs  and  successors,  with  the  consent  of  the  rector  of  Wilford  for  the 
time  being,  to  sell  the  same  to  any  person  or  persons  for  the  most  that  could 
be  gotten,  and  to  purchase  other  lands  in  any  county  in  England,  and  settle 
the  same  on  the  trusts  before  mentioned  concerning  the  said  551.  per  annum  ; 
and  it  was  declared  that  such  person  as  should  be  appointed  schoolmaster  by 
the  rector  of  Wilford  for  the  time  being,  should  not  be  dispossessed  of  his  place 
for  any  neglect  or  misbehaviour  but  by  the  majority  of  the  trustees.  And  it 
was  provided,  that  the  trustees  might  deduct  all  such  charges  as  they  should  be 
put  to  on  account  of  or  in  execution  of  the  trusts. 

The  said  Benjamin  Carter,  by  his  will,  bearing  date  13th  February  1730, 
and  proved  in  the  Prerogative  Court  of  Canterbury  in  1732,  gave  towards 
erecting  a school,  and  a convenient  lodging  which  he  had  endowed  at  Wilford, 

200/.,  and  desired  that  the  same  might  be  paid  into  the  hands  of  Sir  Gervas 
Clifton,  baronet,  to  be  laid  out  by  him  for  that  purpose  ; and  he  desired  his 
executors  to  discharge  a debt  of  200/.,  due  on  mortgage  of  his  estate  in 
St.  Giles’s  ; and  he  gave  400/.  to  be  added  as  an  augmentation  to  the  charity 
mentioned  in  his  settlement  of  12th  March  1727  of  his  estate  in  St.  Giles’s, 
on  the  like  conditions,  and  for  the  same  uses  and  purposes  as  his  said  estate 
was  therein  mentioned  to  be  settled. 

It  is  stated  in  an  inscription  on  a stone  in  the  front  of  the  school-house  at 
Wilford,  that  that  building  was  erected  in  1736,  pursuant  to  the  will  of  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Carter,  who  left  200/.  for  that  purpose. 

There  has  been  no  appointment  of  trustees  of  this  charity  since  the  original 
settlement  thereof ; at  the  present  time,  Sir  Robert  Clifton,  baronet,  as  the 
heir  of  Sir  Robert  Clifton,  one  of  the  lay-trustees  named  in  the  deed  of 
1727,  who  is  stated  to  have  been  the  survivor  of  those  trustees,  and  the  rectors 
of  the  parishes  of  Gotham,  Clifton,  Plumtree  and  Barton,  for  the  time  being, 
act  as  trustees. 

The  property  belonging  to  this  charity  in  the  parish  of  St.  Giles  in  the 
Fields  is  now  held  under  the  following  leases  ; 

1.  By  Lease,  bearing  date  2d  March  1792,  Sir  Gervas  Clifton,  bart.,  the  only 
son  and  heir  of  Sir  Robert  Clifton,  who  was  the  son  of  Sir  Gervas  Clifton, 
bart.,  and  the  then  four  rectors  of  Gotham,  Clifton,  Plumtree,  and  Barton,  as 
the  trustees  of  Benjamin  Carter’s  charity,  demised  to  Henry  Wilday,  coach- 
spring maker,  several  parcels  of  land,  in  the  parish  of  St.  Giles  in  the  Fields, 

Middlesex,  viz.,  a parcel  of  land  abutting  south-east  on  Lloyd’s-court,  and 
otherwise  bounded  as  therein  mentioned,  with  the  building  on  part  thereof, 
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Wilford.  used  by  the  said  Henry  Wilday  as  workshops ; and  a furnace-shop,  and  three 

- — 7 . newly-erected  houses  on  other  part  thereof;  and  another  parcel  of  land  abut- 

CdTcmtinueTiyt  tinS  south-east  on  Lloyd’s-court,  adjoining  to  the  first-mentioned  premises,  and 
v cuninuu‘  / separated  therefrom,  on  the  lower  part,  by  a passage,  with  the  mill-house,  ware- 
' houses,  workshops,  and  three  brick  houses,  then  building  thereon  ; and  another 

parcel  of  land  abutting  north-west  on  Lloyd’s-court,  and  south-west  on  Stacev- 
street,  with  a coach-house  and  stable  built  thereon  ; and  another  parcel  of  land 
abutting  north-west  on  Lloyd’s-court,  with  a brick  building  thereon,  used  by 
the  said  Henry  Wilday  as  a workshop  and  warehouse  ; all  which  buildings  were 
described  on  a plan  annexed  to  the  lease,  for  the  term  of  Cl  years  from  Christ- 
mas then  last,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  50/.  And  the  said  Henry  Wilday  cove- 
nanted in  the  first  year  of  his  term  to  finish  the  three  houses  then  building  on 
the  parcel  of  land  secondly  mentioned  in  the  lease,  and  to  put  into  good  repair 
the  coach-house  and  stable  fronting  Stacey-street,  and  the  other  premises,  except 
the  furnace-shop,  which  was  to  be  rebuilt ; and  he  covenanted  to  keep  and 
deliver  up  at  the  end  of  the  said  term  all  the  said  premises  in  good  repair. 

This  lease  is  stated  to  be  now  vested  in  Mr.  Samuel  Chandler,  by  whom  the 
rent  is  paid. 

2.  By  Lease,  bearing  date  18th  February  1815,  Sir  Gervas  Clifton,  bart., 
and  the  rectors  of  the  four  before-mentioned  parishes,  demised  to  Samuel 
Remnant  a piece  of  ground  on  the  south  side  of  Lloyd’s-court,  the  abuttals 
and  dimensions  of  which  were  therein  specified,  with  a messuage,  shop,  ware- 
house, & c.,  then  erected  thereon,  which  premises  were  described  in  a plan  in 
the  margin  of  the  lease,  for  21  years  from  Lady-day  1814,  at  the  rent  of  60/. 
per  annum,  with  a covenant  from  the  lessee  to  repair  the  buildings. 

3.  By  Lease,  bearing  date  24th  September  181G,  Sir  Robert  Clifton  and  the 
four  rectors  demised  to  George  Midhurst  a tenement  or  stable,  with  a room  or 
loft  over,  in  Lloyd’s-court,  in  the  parish  of  St.  Giles,  adjoining  to  a school- 
house  lately  erected  by  the  parishioners  of  that  parish,  for  21  years  from  Mid- 
summer in  that  year,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  14/. 

4.  By  Lease,  bearing  date  2d  October  1816,  Sir  Robert  Clifton,  and  the  four 
rectors,  in  consideration  of  the  charges  which  the  joint  vestry  of  the  parishes  of 
St.  Giles  in  the  Fields  and  St.  George  Bloomsbury  had  been  at  in  building  the 
school-house  thereinafter  mentioned,  demised  to  Peter  Ludgate  and  six  others, 
being  vestrymen  of  the  said  parishes  of  St.  Giles  and  St.  George,  on  behalf  of 
themselves  and  the  rest  of  the  vestry  of  those  parishes,  a parcel  of  ground  on 
the  east  side  of  Lloyd’s-court,  whereon  a messuage  and  other  buildings  were 
lately  standing,  but  had  been  pulled  down,  which  parcel  of  land  was  described 
in  a plan  in  the  margin  of  the  lease,  with  the  new-built  school-house  erected  on 
the  said  ground,  for  Cl  years  from  Midsummer  then  last,  at  the  yearly  rent  of 
40/.,  with  a covenant  from  the  lessees  that  they  or  the  joint  vestry  of  the  said 
two  parishes  would  keep  the  premises  in  repair. 

We  are  not  enabled  to  state  the  present  annual  value  of  the  property  held 
under  these  leases.  Those  which  are  dated  in  1815  and  1816  were  granted  on 
the  opinion  of  a surveyor  employed  to  value  the  premises. 

There  is  also  belonging  to  this  charity  a sum  of  1,560/.,  Old  South  Sea 
Annuities,  standing  in  the  names  of  Sir  Robert  Clifton,  the  Rev.  John  Kirkby, 
late  rector  of  Gotham,  the  Rev.  John  Burnside,  rector  of  Plumtree,  and  the 
Rev.  John  Eyre,  late  rector  of  Barton,  the  dividends  of  which  amount  to 
46/.  16  5.  per  annum. 

A purchase  of  358/.  7 s.  of  this  stock  is  stated  to  have  been  made  with  the 
legacy  of  400/.  given  by  the  will  of  the  donor  as  an  augmentation  of  his  charity. 
A further  purchase  of  280/.  4 5.  2 c/.  stock  was  made  before  the  year  1803. 
In  1S20,  a sum  of  415/.  185.  was  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  600/.,  and  in 
1824  a sum  of  304/.  125.  9d.  was  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  321/.  85.  10c/. 
of  the  same  stock.  The  latter  purchases  were  made  with  balances  arising  from 
surplus  of  income. 

The  present  income  of  the  charity  therefore  is  as  follows  :

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The  rents  of  tire  premises  in  St.  Giles’s  parish  are  received  by  Messrs.  Bick- 
nell  and  Spedding,  solicitors,  who  are  allowed  a commission  on  the  receipts 
thereof,  of  five  per  cent.  The  rents  and  the  dividends  of  the  stock  are  remitted 
to  Messrs.  Wright,  bankers,  of  Nottingham.  Since  January  1826  the  accounts 
have  been  kept  by  Mr.  William  Sculthorpe,  solicitor,  of  Nottingham,  who,  as 
the  agent  for  the  charity,  is  allowed  by  the  trustees  a salary  of  10  /.  per  annum. 
Previously  to  that  time  they  were  kept  at  Messrs.  Wrights  bank. 

A considerable  increase  of  the  income  of  the  charity  took  place  under  the 
leases  granted  in  1815  and  1816,  and  since  that  time  some  augmentations  of 
the  payments  directed  by  the  donor  have  taken  place.  The  salary  of  the 
schoolmaster  at  Wilford  had  previously  been  raised  to  40  /.,  and  it  was  deter- 
mined that  an  additional  donation  of  20/.  should  be  made  to  him  for  that  year. 
Similar  donations  appear  to  have  been  made  to  him  in  some  of  the  subsequent 
years,  and  in  1826  it  was  resolved  that  the  sum  of  20/.  should  be  added  annu- 
ally to  his  salary  of  40/. 

An  annual  sum  of  5 /.  for  providing  books,  &c.  for  the  use  of  the  school,  has 
been  paid  to  the  rector  of  Wilford,  who  has  permitted  the  schoolmaster  to 
furnish  such  books  and  copy-books  as  were  necessary  for  the  children  taught 
freely  at  the  school,  and  has  paid  the  bills  for  them.  It  has  lately  been  resolved 
that  the  annual  allowance  for  this  purpose  shall  be  increased  to  10/.,  if  the 
rector  shall  think  it  necessary. 

From  the  deed  of  foundation  it  seems  doubtful  whether  the  donor  intended 
that  this  allowance  should  be  annual ; and  whether  he  did  not  rather  mean  that 
one  sum  only  of  51.  should  at  the  commencement  of  the  establishment  be 
applied  in  the  purchase  of  books  and  other  necessaries. 

The  annual  payment  of  51.,  directed  to  be  made  to  the  poor  of  Wilford,  was 
augmented  in  1816  to  10/.  This  sum  is  paid  to  the  rector  of  Wilford,  and  is 
distributed  in  money  on  New  Year’s-day,  amongst  all  the  poor  of  the  parish, 
whether  receiving  relief  or  not,  the  widows  receiving  5 s.  each,  and  the  others 
small  sums  according  to  their  merits  and  necessities. 

The  annual  payment  of  10/.,  directed  by  the  donor  to  be  made  to  the  charity- 
girl’s  school  of  St.  Giles’s  parish,  was  augmented  in  1824  to  20/.,  which  is 
paid  to  the  treasurer  of  the  charity-school  of  St.  Giles  and  St.  George 
Bloomsbury. 

On  reference  to  the  account  of  that  school,  contained  in  our  2d  Report,  p.  92, 
it  will  be  seen  that  Elizabeth  Saywell,  (whose  maiden  name  was  Lloyd,  and  who 
is  mentioned  in  Benjamin  Carter’s  deed  of  foundation  as  having  been  formerly 
an  occupier  of  an  old  messuage  abutting  on  St.  Giles’s  church-yard,  the  site  of 
which  formed  part  of  his  donation  for  charitable  purposes,)  by  her  will,  in  1713, 
gave  all  her  real  estate  in  the  parish  of  St.  Giles  to  the  said  Benjamin  Carter, 
for  life,  and  after  his  decease  devised  three  parts  of  her  said  estate,  in  trust,  for 
the  heirs  of  his  body ; and  the  other  fourth  part  thereof  to  the  minister  of  the 
parish  of  St.  Giles,  and  his  successors,  in  trust,  to  lay  out  the  rents  and  profits 
thereof  towards  the  education  and  maintenance  of  the  poor  charity-girls  within 
the  said  parish  of  St.  Giles.  In  the  same  report,  the  above-mentioned  deed  of 
Benjamin  Carter,  dated  in  1727,  was  alluded  to ; and  it  was  stated  that  Mrs. 
Elizabeth  Saywell’s  property  was  situate  in  Lloyd’s-court,  and  that  shortly  after 
Benjamin  Carter’s  death,  a claim  was  made  on  behalf  of  St.  Giles’s  school  to 
a fourth  part  of  the  rents  of  her  estate;  but  that  in  1734,  a sum  of  10/.  was 
received  “ for  one  year’s  rent  of  Dr.  Carter’s  legacy,”  due  at  Lady-day  in  that 
year  ; that  no  subsequent  claim  had  been  made  to  a part  of  that  estate,  and 
that  the  same  annual  sum  had  since  been  regularly  paid.  On  this  statement  it 
was  remarked,  that  after  so  long  an  acquiescence  in  the  receipt  of  this  annuity, 
which  we  thought  must  be  considered  as  having  been  given  in  satisfaction  of 
Mrs.  Saywell’s  devise,  we  apprehended  that  no  more  than  the  annual  sum  of 
10/.  could  be  claimed  against  the  charity  at  Wilford. 

Although,  however,  no  claim  founded  on  the  will  of  Mrs.  Saywell,  on  behalf 
of  a charity  for  the  education  of  poor  girls  of  the  parish  of  St.  Giles,  may  now 
be  sustainable,  it  is  a question  proper  for  consideration,  whether  under  Ben- 
jamin Carter’s  deed  of  1727,  with  reference  to  the  proportion  which  the  annual 
sum  of  10/.  bore  to  55/.,  stated  in  that  deed  to  be  the  yearly  value  of  the 
whole  estate,  a larger  share  of  the  present  income  ought  not  to  be  applied 
to  that  object  than  the  annual  sum  of  20/.,  which  has  been  paid  to  it  since 
1824. 
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Wilford.  A sum  of  51.  has  been  paid  as  an  apprentice-fee,  whenever  a boy  educated

^^ontinuci^’  were  thus  placed  out  from  1808  to  1826  inclusive.  In  1827  no  boy  was  appren-

such  cases  as  the  trustees  shall  think  proper,  so  as  not  to  exceed  10/.

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The  school-premises  consist  of  a house  and  garden  in  the  village  of  Wilford. 
The  children  were  formerly  taught  in  one  of  the  rooms  of  the  house,  but  in 
the  lifetime  of  the  late  Sir  Gervas  Clifton  a small  school-room  was  built  on  land 
adjoining  to  the  school-house  belonging  to  him,  in  which  the  master  now  teaches 
the  scholars,  paying  for  it  to  Sir  Robert  Clifton  an  annual  rent  of  12  s. 

Since  the  time  of  our  Investigation  a sum  of  about  60/.  has  been  applied  out 
of  the  funds  of  the  charity  in  rebuilding  the  wall  of  the  schoolmaster’s  garden, 
which  was  in  a dilapidated  state,  and  in  repairs  of  the  school-house,  which  is 
now  in  good  condition.  The  average  expense  of  repairs  during  the  10  pre- 
ceding years  was  about  8 /.  per  annum. 

The  present  schoolmaster,  who  is  unmarried,  was  appointed  by  the  rector  of 
Wilford.  In  respect  of  his  emoluments,  he  instructs  in  reading  and  writing  all 
the  poor  children  (boys  and  girls)  of  this  parish  whose  parents  think  tit  to  send 
them  to  school,  on  application  being  first  made  to  the  rector.  The  number  of 
the  children  thus  instructed  varies  from  about  25  to  35.  A charge  is  made  by 
the  master  for  such  of  them  as  are  taught  arithmetic ; but  there  appears  to  be 
no  reason  why  an  arrangement  should  not  be  made  for  teaching  the  children 
arithmetic  without  expense  to  their  parents. 

The  master  is  permitted  to  take  other  scholars,  for  vdiose  instruction  he  is 
paid.  At  the  time  of  our  Inquiry,  in  addition  to  the  free  children,  he  had 
eight  day-scholars  and  two  boarders.  If  this  advantage  is  allowed  to  the 
master,  care  should  be  taken  that  the  admission  of  scholars  of  this  description 
is  not  by  the  engrossment  of  too  large  a proportion  of  his  time  rendered 
prejudicial  to  the  interests  of  the  free  children.  The  school  is  occasionally 
visited  by  the  rector. 

At  the  time  of  the  commencement  of  Mr.  Sculthorpe’s  accounts  in  January 
1826,  there  was  a balance  in  favour  of  the  charity,  in  Messrs.  Wrights  bank, 
of  137/.  85.  11  d.  At  the  close  of  the  year  1827  the  balance  in  the  bank  was 
increased  to  312/.  3s.  3d.,  which  would  be  reduced  by  the  payment  of  about 
60/.  for  the  late  repairs  of  the  school-premises  at  Wilford.  The  accounts  are 
annually  audited  by  the  trustees. 

It  will  be  observed,  that  on  the  present  scale  of  expenditure  of  the  funds  of 
this  charity,  including  the  augmentations  of  some  of  the  annual  payments  lately 
resolved  upon,  there  would  be  a considerable  surplus  of  annual  income,  and  that 
there  is  now  a balance  undisposed  of  amounting  to  about  250/.  The  before-men- 
tioned small  school-room  at  Wilford,  the  site  of  which  does  not  belong  to  the 
charity,  is  stated  to  be  insufficient  for  the  commodious  instruction  of  the  free 
children,  and  it  appears  very  desirable  that  a larger  school-room  should  be  pro- 
vided. A part  of  the  balance  in  hand  might  beneficially  for  the  Wilford  branch 
of  the  charity  be  applied  in  carrying  this  object  into  effect,  but  a difficulty 
arises  from  a want  of  space  for  such  an  erection,  the  school-premises  containing 
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only  26  perches,  there  being  no  prospect  of  obtaining  any  addition  thereto, 
and  the  trustees  not  considering  themselves  justified  in  building  on  any  other 
land  than  that  which  belongs  to  the  charity. 

It  is  also  to  be  wished  that  separate  instruction  might  be  afforded  to  the  poor 
boys  and  girls  respectively  of  the  parish,  but  as  the  founder  made  no  provision 
for  a salary  for  a schoolmistress,  the  trustees  conceive  that  they  ought  not  to 
adopt  any  measures  for  that  purpose  without  the  sanction  of  the  Court  of  Chan- 
cery ; and  as  the  state  of  the  funds  of  the  charity  appears  to  require  an  autho- 
rized scheme  for  the  disposal  of  the  surplus  income  amongst  the  several  branches 
of  it,  with  such  reference  to  the  proportionate  division  of  the  rents  of  the  estate 
in  St.  Giles’s  parish,  made  by  the  donor,  as  may  be  thought  expedient,  it 
appears  to  us  proper  that  this  case  should  be  submitted  to  the  consideration  of 
that  Court. 

Henry  Hanley’s  Charity. 

The  particulars  of  this  charity,  under  which  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Wilford 
are  entitled  to  51,  per  annum,  have  been  detailed  in  our  account  of  the  charities 
of  the  town  of  Nottingham. 

This  sum  of  51.  is  received  by  the  churchwardens  from  John  Sherwin  Sher- 
win,  esquire,  shortly  before  Christmas,  and  is  distributed  on  the  day  after 
Christmas-day  in  small  sums,  amongst  poor  persons  of  the  parish,  according  to 
a list  prepared  at  a meeting  of  the  parishioners  holden  on  Christmas-day. 

Gervas  Hanley’s  Charity. 

In  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786  it  is  stated  that  Gervas  Hanley,  by  Gervas  Hanley’s 
Deed  and  Will  in  1685,  gave,  for  two  poor  widows,  land  and  a house,  vested  Charity, 
in  the  rectors  of  West  Bridgford  and  Wilford,  and  producing  2/.  16s.  per 
annum. 

We  are  informed  that  no  deed  can  be  found  in  the  parish  relating  to  this 
charity,  and  searches  have  been  made  for  the  will  of  the  donor  without  effect. 

An  inscription  of  recent  date  on  a tablet  in  the  church  states  that  a close 
containing  three  acres  in  the  parish  of  Wilford,  on  the  east  side  of  the  road 
j leading  from  Nottingham  to  Loughborough,  and  two  houses  called  Bedehouses, 
and  the  interest  of  35  l.  vested  in  the  3 per  cent,  consols,,  were  left  for  the  use 
of  two  poor  widows  of  Wilford,  and  were  called  Hanley’s  Charities,  and  that 
the  rectors  above  mentioned  for  the  time  being  were  left  trustees  for  the 
same. 

The  sum  of  35 1.  mentioned  in  this  inscription  was  the  amount  of  the  pur- 
chase-money  received  in  1805  by  the  then  rectors  of  West  Bridgford  and  Wilford 
from  Luke  Williamson,  on  a sale  from  them  to  him  of  the  south  part  of  a but- 
cher’s shop,  situate  in  the  week-day  Shambles,  in  Nottingham,  which  had  been 
previously  let  for  12  s.  a year  to  the  said  Luke  Williamson.  The  conveyance 
thereof  contained  a recital  that  the  rectors  considered  the  sale  greatly  for  the 
benefit  of  the  two  poor  widows  of  Wilford  entitled  to  the  rent,  and  a covenant 

on  their  part  to  invest  the  purchase-money  in  compliance  with  the  will  of 

Hanley,  the  donor  of  the  charity.  The  above-mentioned  sum  of  351.  was  laid 
out  in  the  purchase  of  60/.  1 s.  9 d.  3 per  cent,  consols,  which  stock  now  stands 
in  the  names  of  the  Rev.  Thomas  Thorpe,  rector  of  Wilford,  and  the  Rev. 

Levett  Edward  Thoroton,  rector  of  West  Bridgford,  and  produces  dividends 
amounting  to  about  1 /.  16  s.  per  annum. 

The  close  is  in  the  occupation  of  George  Pyatt,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a fair 
rent  of  51.  per  annum. 

The  houses  called  in  the  inscription  on  the  tablet  Bedehouses,  which  are 
situate  in  the  village  of  Wilford,  adjoin  to  each  other,  and  have  small  gardens 
attached  to  them.  One  of  them  is  occupied  by  Richard  Pilkington,  and  the 
other  by  Richard  Buckland,  each  paying  an  annual  rent  of  13  s.  They  are 
said  to  be  in  fair  condition,  and  worth  from  40  s.  to  50  s.  each  per  annum. 

As  we  have  not  seen  any  document  showing  the  particulars  of  the  foundation 
of  this  charity  we  are  unable  to  ascertain  whether  it  was  the  intention  of  the 
donor  that  the  two  poor  widows  who  were  to  receive  the  benefit  thereof  should 
reside  in  the  bede-houses ; but  if  these  houses  are  let,  it  seems  proper  that  their 
rents  should  be  raised  to  a fair  amount. 

The  rector  of  Wilford  receives  the  above-mentioned  rents  and  dividends, 
amounting  in  the  whole  to  81.  2 s.  per  annum,  which  he  divides  quarterly 
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amongst  two  poor  widows  of  that  parish,  appointed  by  himself  as  vacancies 
occur  by  death,  each  of  them  receiving  1/.  Os.  3d.  per  quarter. 

Felton’s  Charity. 

It  is  stated  on  the  tablet  in  the  church  of  this  parish,  that  in  1810  Mr.  Joseph 
Felton  died,  and  left  four  dwelling-houses  situate  in  Spaniel-row,  Nottingham, 
chargeable  with  the  annual  sum  of  2/.  105.  to  be  paid  to  the  churchwardens  of 
Wilford,  and  by  them  equally  distributed  to  ten  of  the  oldest  poor  widows  of 
the  parish  on  New  Year’s  day. 

We  have  not  seen  any  other  document  relating  to  this  charge,  which  if  it 
rests  on  no  other  foundation  than  the  will  of  Mr.  Felton  dated  in  1810,  is  void 
by  the  Act  of  9 Geo.  2,  c.  .36. 

The  annual  sum  of  2 1.  105.  is  however  paid  by  Mr.  John  Shilcock,  as  the 
owner  of  the  above-mentioned  four  houses  in  Spaniel-row,  shortly  before  New 
Year’s-day,  to  the  churchwardens  of  this  parish,  and  is  distributed  by  them  on 
that  day  amongst  ten  old  and  poor  widows  thereof  in  sums  of  5 s.  to  each. 

Church  Lands. 

It  is  stated  on  the  tablet  in  the  church  that  six  acres  and  a half  of  land  lying 
on  the  east  side  of  the  turnpike-road  leading  from  Nottingham  to  Loughborough 
were  allotted  on  the  inclosure  of  this  parish  for  the  repairs  of  the  church.  The 
Wilford  inclosure  took  place  under  an  Act  of  Parliament  passed  in  5 Geo.  3. 

The  church-lands  thus  allotted  consist  of  four  closes,  two  of  which,  forming 
about  two  thirds  of  the  whole  quantity,  are  in  the  occupation  of  John  Oldham, 
as  yearly  tenant,  at  the  rent  of  81.  per  annum,  and  the  other  two  closes  are  in 
the  occupation  of  Thomas  Abbott  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the  rent  of  4 /.  per  an- 
num. These  rents,  which  are  considered  the  fair  value  of  the  respective  lands, 
are]  received  by  the  churchwardens,  and  carried  to  their  general  account 
towards  the  repairs  of  the  church.

Martin’s  Charity. 

In  a book  belonging  to  this  township  there  is  an  entry  dated  10th  October 
1786,  and  signed  by  seven  of  the  principal  inhabitants,  whereby  they  acknow- 
ledged to  have  received  24/.,  which  sum  had  been  some  years  before  left  by 
the  Will  of  William  Martin , the  interest  thereof  to  be  applied  to  such  poor 
persons  as  should  not  receive  relief. 

We  are  informed  that  this  sum  was  laid  out  towards  building  a poor-house 
at  Gedling,  for  the  united  parishes  of  Gedling,  Burton  Joyce,  and  Shelford, 
and  an  annual  sum  of  245.  is  now  paid  as  the  interest  thereof,  out  of  the  poors- 
rate  of  Burton  Joyce,  and  is  distributed  by  the  overseer,  with  the  consent  of 
the  inhabitants  assembled  at  a meeting,  amongst  poor  persons  of  the  township 
not  receiving  relief. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  BULCOTE. 

Poors  Money. 

The  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786  state  that  a person  unknown  gave  to 
the  poor  of  this  township  the  sum  of  7 /• 

An  annual  sum  of  7 s.  is  now  paid  as  the  interest  of  this  sum,  by  the  over- 
seer of  this  township,  out  of  the  poors-rates,  to  the  chapelwarden  thereof,  by 
whom  it  is  annually  distributed  at  Christmas  amongst  poor  persons  of  the 
township.

PARISH  OF  CALVERTON. 

Labray’s  School. 

On  reference  to  the  documents,  of  which  abstracts  have  been  given  in  the 
account  of  Labray’s  hospital  in  the  town  of  Nottingham,  in  a preceding  part 
of  this  Report,  it  will  be  seen  that  Thomas  Smith,  to  whom  Jonathan  Labray 
in  1718  devised  an  estate  at  Calverton  for  charitable  purposes,  appropriated 
10/.  per  annum  out  of  the  rents  thereof,  for  the  support  of  a schoolmaster, 
to  teach  poor  children  freely,  at  Calverton  ; but  that  in  1736,  after  the  death 
of  the  said  Thomas  Smith,  it  was  found  that  in  consequence  of  the  charges  on 
the  property,  the  whole  of  this  yearly  payment  could  not  be  supported  ; the 
amount  of  it  was  probably  therefore  reduced  at  that  time,  as  it  appears  that, 
for  many  years  prior  to  1821,  an  annual  salary  of  61.  was  paid  by  the  trustees 
of  Labray’s  charity  to  a schoolmaster  of  this  parish.  On  the  appointment  of 
a new  master  in  the  last-mentioned  year,  his  predecessor  having  been  removed 
by  the  trustees  as  being  in  a superannuated  state,  and  unable  to  teach  the 
children,  the  salary  was  increased  to  12/. 

There  is  a school-house  in  the  village  of  Calverton  which  contains  a school- 
room, and  a residence  for  the  master  under  the  same  roof,  and  has  a garden 
adjoining  to  it.  It  does  not  appear  at  what  time  this  school-house  was  built, 
but  it  is  kept  in  repair  out  of  the  funds  of  the  charity,  and  is  stated  to  be  now 
in  good  condition. 

The  master,  in  respect  of  his  emoluments,  instructs  in  reading,  writing  and 
arithmetic,  14  poor  children,  boys  or  girls,  appointed  at  the  request  of  the 
trustees  by  General  Sir  John  Coape  Sherbrooke,  who  resides  at  Calverton  ; 
the  master  has  other  scholars,  for  whose  instruction  he  is  paid  by  their 
parents. 

Books  are  provided  for  the  use  of  the  free  children  by  the  trustees,  out  of 
the  funds  of  this  charity. 

Pepper’s  Charity. 

It  is  stated  in  an  inscription  on  the  monument  of  Jane  Pepper , in  the  church 
of  this  parish,  that  she  was  buried  on  17th  January  IC87,  and  that  she  gave 
to  the  poor  of  Calverton  all  her  part  of  the  Church  Close  in  Calverton  for 
ever. 

There  is  now  belonging  to  this  charity  a close  in  Calverton,  called  the  Church 
Close,  which  contains  1 r.  26  p.,  and  is  in  the  occupation  of  Thomas  Watson, 
as  yearly  tenant,  at  a fair  rent  of  2/.  10s.  per  annum. 

The  rent  is  received  by  the  churchwardens,  and  is  distributed,  together  with 
the  rent  of  the  poors  lands  hereinafter  mentioned,  half  yearly,  on  Midsummer- 
day,  and  St.  Thomas’s-day  (according  to  a list  which  is  made  out  by  the  parish 
officers)  amongst  such  of  the  poor  of  the  parish  as  do  not  receive  parochial 
relief,  in  small  sums,  varying  in  amount  according  to  their  necessities. 

Poors  Lands. 

There  are  two  closes  in  the  parish  of  Calverton,  one  called  Burna  Gaskin, 
containing  3r.  20 p.,  now  in  the  occupation  of  James  Beardall,  as  yearly 
tenant,  at  a fair  rent  of  31.  145.  per  annum  ; and  the  other  called  Crook 
Doles,  containing  1 a.  1 r.  20  p.  in  the  occupation  of  Joseph  Brunt,  as  yearly 
tenant,  at  a fair  rent  of  51.  125.  per  annum. 

No  deeds  can  be  found  relating  to  these  closes,  nor  is  it  known  from  whose 
gift  they  were  derived,  but  in  an  entry  in  a parish  account-book,  signed  by  the 
vicar  and  churchwardens  in  1744,  it  is  stated  that,  the  rents  of  them  were 
payable  to  the  poor  of  the  parish,  and  that  they  were  to  be  given  to  the 
widows  and  poor  housekeepers,  and  not  to  the  poor  who  received  collections 
from  the  parish  ; and  in  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  I786  it  is  stated  that 
land,  vested  in  the  churchwardens,  and  producing  2/.  45.  per  annum,  had  been 
given  in  the  year  1700,  by  a person  unknown,  for  the  poor  not  receiving  parish 
relief. 

The  rents  of  these  closes  are  received  by  the  churchwardens  ; the  appli- 
cation of  them  has  been  stated  in  the  above  account  of  Pepper’s  charity. 
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PARISH  OF  COLWICK. 

Thompson’s  Charity. 

The  particulars  of  this  charity  for  the  instruction  of  poor  children  of  the 
parishes  of  West  Bridgford  and  Cohvick  have  been  stated  in  a preceding  part 
of  this  Report. 


PARISH  OF  EPPERSTONE. 

Leeke’s  Charity. 

Mary  Leelce,  by  her  Will,  bearing  date  10th  September  1765,  and  proved  at 
York  in  the  following  year,  gave  to  Abel  Smith  and  Robert  Evans  50  /.,  on 
trust,  to  invest  the  same  in  the  purchase  of  lands,  so  that  the  rents  and  profits 
thereof  might  be  paid  and  applied  annually  on  5th  April  in  every  year,  for 
ever,  to  such  poor  persons  of  the  parish  of  Epperstone  as  her  heir  or  heirs-at- 
law  for  the  time  being  should  think  fit  j and  she  directed  that  the  interest  of 
the  said  sum  should,  until  such  purchase  should  be  made,  be  paid  and  applied 
accordingly. 

We  are  informed  that  Mrs.  Leeke’s  donation  of  50/.  for  the  use  of  the  poor 
was  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  a house  and  land,  but  we  have  seen  no  deed 
relating  thereto.  The  premises  supposed  to  have  been  thus  purchased  now 
consist  of  an  old  cottage  and  two  small  tenements  (which  were  formerly 
a barn),  and  3 r.  27  p.  of  land,  situate  in  the  village  of  Epperstone.  The  old 
cottage  and  the  land  are  in  the  occupation  of  John  Pearson,  as  yearly  tenant, 
at  a good  rent  of  9 /.  per  annum,  having  been  raised  to  that  amount  from 
7 /.  7 s.  in  1826,  and  the  other  two  tenements  are  occupied  by  paupers  placed 
therein  by  the  parish-officers  ; these  two  tenements  are  repaired  at  the  expense 
of  the  parish,  but  the  cottage  is  repaired  by  the  tenant.  The  whole  are  stated 
to  be  in  fair  condition. 

The  barn  was  converted  into  two  tenements  at  the  expense  of  the  parish  in 
1798,  and  the  parishioners  at  the  same  time  laid  out  a considerable  sum  in 
repairing  the  cottage,  which  was  then  intended  for  the  reception  of  poor  per- 
sons, and  was  so  used  for  about  two  years,  after  which  it  was  let,  and  the  rent 
applied  to  the  benefit  of  the  poor.  In  consideration  of  the  money  then 
expended  the  parishioners  paid  no  rent  for  the  two  small  tenements  until 
1827,  when  the  sum  of  SO  5.  was  paid  for  them  out  of  the  poors  rates.  The 
rents  are  received  by  the  churchwardens  about  Christmas,  and  are  distributed 
shortly  afterwards,  together  with  1/.  4 s.,  the  produce  of  Walker’s  charity  here- 
inafter mentioned,  at  a vestry-meeting,  in  small  sums  amongst  the  widows  and 
most  necessitous  poor  persons  of  the  parish,  whether  in  the  receipt  of  relief  or 
not. 


Walker’s  Charity. 

It  is  stated  in  a memorandum  in  an  old  parish-book,  dated  in  1764,  that  Mr. 
John  Walker,  left  by  Will  to  the  poor  of  Epperstone  10/.,  that  Mrs.  Walker  left 
51.,  and  Mr.  Henry  Walker  20/.,  and  that  the  money  thus  given  had  been 
by  the  accumulation  of  interest  improved  to  40/.,  and  afterwards,  at  the  request 
of  Mr.  Tottie,  to  70  /. 

It  appears  from  a further  memorandum,  dated  in  1769,  that  this  money  was 
then  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Tottie,  of  Leeds,  who,  as  we  are  informed  failed  many 
years  ago,  in  consequence  of  which  the  money  was  reduced  to  30/.  This  sum 
remained  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Thomas  Dufty,  at  interest  of  51.  per  cent  for 
several  years,  until  his  death  in  1821,  and  was  in  1825  placed  by  his  executors 
in  the  savings-bank  of  Nottingham,  in  the  names  of  the  churchwardens. 

The  application  of  the  sum  of  1/.  4 s.,  being  the  interest  thereof,  has  been 
stated  in  the  account  of  Leeke's  charity. 
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PARISH  OF  FISKERTON. 

Annuity  of  65. 

The  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786  state  that  some  person  unknown  gave  to 
the  poor  of  Fiskerton  land  vested  in  Richard  Hutchinson,  and  producing  6 s. 
per  annum. 

The  Rev.  Richard  Hutchinson,  as  the  owner  of  a piece  of  land  at  Welham, 
pays  an  annual  sum  of  65.  to  the  overseer  of  the  poor  of  Fiskerton  for  the  time 
being,  which  has  been  hitherto  carried  to  his  general  account  in  aid  of  the 
poors  rates  ; but  if  the  statement  in  the  returns  be  correct,  that  this  payment 
arose  from  a donation  to  the  poor,  this  small  annual  sum  ought  to  be  distributed 
amongst  them. 

Daybill’s  Charity. 

It  will  be  seen,  on  reference  to  our  account  of  the  charities  of  the  parish  of  Daybill’s  Charity. 
Morton  in  a subsequent  part  of  this  Report,  that  two  children  of  Fiskerton  are 
taught  reading  and  writing,  in  respect  of  a rentcharge  of  506’.  given  by  Richard 
Day  hill. 

PARISH  OF  GEDLING. 

Poors  Lands. 

By  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release,  bearing  date  11th  and  12th  September  Gedling. 

1735,  between  Montague  Wood,  clerk,  brother,  and  heir  of  Richard  Wood,  

of  Gedling,  clerk,  deceased,  and  Katherine  Wood,  spinster,  sister  and  devisee  Poors  Lands* 
of  the  said  Richard  Wood,  deceased,  of  the  first  part ; Joseph  Milton,  and 
William  Hemsley,  trustees,  nominated  for  the  poor  of  the  township  of  Gediing, 

John  Richardson,  and  John  Parr,  trustees  nominated  for  the  poor  of  the  town- 
shop  of  Carlton,  and  Joseph  Smalley,  and  John  Kitching,  trustees  nominated 
for  the  poor  of  the  township  of  Stoke  Bardolph,  of  the  second  part,  and 
Henry  Sherbrooke,  esquire,  of  the  third  part ; reciting,  that  the  said  Richard 
Wood  in  his  life-time  had  received  several  sums  of  several  persons  as  a charity 
given  to  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Gedling,  which,  on  an  account  then  taken 
thereof  between  all  the  said  parties  to  that  deed,  amounted  to  the  following 
sums  for  each  of  the  said  townships,  viz.,  for  the  township  of  Gedling,  58/.  10s.; 
for  the  township  of  Carlton,  36/.  ; and  for  the  township  of  Stoke,  28/. ; amount- 
ing in  the  whole  to  122  /.  10  s.  ; for  which  the  said  parties  of  the  first  part  were 
then  only  accountable  : And  reciting,  that  the  said  Richard  Wood  had  lately 
purchased  the  lands  thereinafter  mentioned,  and  also  the  remainder  of  the 
two  closes  wherein  the  said  lands  lay,  being  copyhold-lands  in  Arnold,  of 
the  value  of  170/.  in  the  whole,  which  the  said  Richard  Wood  had  paid  for 
with  his  own  money,  and  which  he  intended  to  convey  to  trustees  for  the  use  of 
the  poor  of  the  said  townships,  and  which  his  said  heir  and  executors,  the  said 
Montague  and  Katharine  Wood,  had  agreed  to  perform ; It  was  witnessed, 
that  the  said  parties  of  the  first  part,  for  settling  the  lands  thereinafter  men- 
tioned for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  of  the  several  townships  within  the  said  parish 
of  Gedling  in  proportion  to  the  respective  sums  by  the  said  Richard  Wood 
received  for  them  respectively,  and  in  pursuance  of  the  intention  and  verbal 
direction  of  the  said  Richard  Wood,  and  in  consideration  of  10  s.,  granted 
to  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part,  and  their  heirs,  two  leys  or  selions 
of  land,  lying  in  a close  in  the  Lordship  of  Arnold,  called  Gedling  Gate 
Moor  Close,  and  the  two  hades  thereto  belonging,  and  with  them  inclosed 
in  the  aforesaid  close ; and  also  a ley  of  meadow-ground  lying  within 
another  close  in  the  Liberties  of  Arnold,  called  Wymondsdale  Close,  which 
selions,  hades,  and  ley  of  land,  lay  intermixed  among  the  lands  in  the  aforesaid 
two  closes  purchased  by  the  said  Richard  Wood,  on  trust,  that  they  should 
receive  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  premises,  and  yearly  pay  the  same, 
after  their  reasonable  expenses  should  be  deducted,  amongst  the  poor  of  the 
said  several  townships  of  Gedling,  Carlton  and  Stoke,  in  a just  proportion,  for 
the  interest  of  the  said  sums  received  for  them  respectively  by  the  said 
Richard  Wood,  and  in  such  manner  as  the  trustees  for  each  township  should 
think  most  proper ; and  that  the  overplus  of  the  said  rents  and  profits  should 
be  divided  amongst  the  poor  of  the  said  townships  in  their  usual  method  as 

3 T 1<  thereinafter 
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thereinafter  mentioned ; and  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part  covenanted 
with  the  said  Henry  Sherbrooke,  that  so  much  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the 
said  closes,  as  well  such  parts  as  were  copyhold  as  the  freehold  thereby  con- 
veyed, should  be  divided  amongst  the  poor  of  the  said  several  townships,  in 
proportion  to  the  several  sums  so  received  for  them  respectively  by  the  said 
Richard  Wood,  as  would  pay  lawful  interest  for  such  respective  sums  ; and  that 
the  overplus  should  be  divided  amongst  the  poor  of  the  said  townships  in  their 
usual  manner,  viz.  one  half  thereof  to  the  township  of  Gedling,  three  fifths  of 
the  other  half  thereof  to  the  township  of  Carlton,  and  the  other  two  fifths 
of  that  half  to  the  township  of  Stoke  ; and  reciting,  that  the  most  part  of  the 
said  two  closes  purchased  by  the  said  Richard  Wood  were  copyhold  of  the 
Manor  of  Arnold,  it  was  agreed  between  all  the  said  parties,  that  the  parties 
of  the  first  part  should  procure  the  said  copyhold  premises  to  be  surrendered 
to  the  said  Henry  Sherbrooke  and  his  heirs,  in  trust,  to  permit  the  said  parties 
of  the  second  part,  and  their  heirs,  to  receive  the  rents  of  the  said  copyhold 
premises,  to  be  applied  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  said  townships  in  such 
manner  as  was  declared  concerning  the  said  freehold  estate  : And  it  was  further 
agreed  that  when  four  of  the  trustees  should  happen  to  die,  the  survivors  should 
nominate  four  other  proper  persons,  of  such  of  the  townships  whose  trustees 
should  die,  as  they  should  think  fit,  to  be  added  to  them  in  the  disposition  of 
the  rents  of  the  said  closes,  and  in  the  management  of  the  said  trusts,  and 
so  from  time  to  time  for  ever. 

The  present  trustees  of  these  lands  (the  last  appointment  having  been  made 
by  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  3d  and  4th  November  1826) 
are  Richard  Butler  Brierley,  and  Richard  Butler,  for  Gedling,  William  Butler, 
and  William  Newham  for  Carlton,  and  John  Marshall,  and  Robert  Jerrom,  for 
Stoke  Bardolph. 

The  poors  lands  consist  of  two  fields  in  the  parish  of  Arnold,  containing 
5 a.  Or.  13 p.,  in  the  occupation  of  William  Flinders,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the 
rent  of  10/.  10 s.  per  annum,  and  one  close  in  the  same  parish,  containing 
2 a.  Or.  4 p.,  in  the  occupation  of  John  Fish,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the  rent  of 
4 /.  5 s.  per  annum. 

These  rents  are  stated  to  be  the  fair  value  of  the  premises,  having  been 
raised  in  1811  from  10/.  5s.  to  their  present  amount.  The  yearly  income 
which  thus  amounts  to  14/.  15s.  is  allotted  as  follows :

It  does  not  appear  in  what  manner  this  division  of  the  rents  is  calculated.

The  rents  are  received  and  divided  on  the  Saturday  before  St.  Thomas’s- 
day,  by  three  of  the  trustees  of  the  respective  townships,  each  of  whom  takes 
the  portion  appropriated  to  the  place  for  which  he  is  trustee,  and  distributes 
it  on  St.  Thomas’s-day  amongst  all  the  poor  persons  of  the  township,  giving 
larger  portions  to  such  as  do  not  receive  relief,  and  keeping  an  account  of  the 
money  distributed. 

The  expense  of  the  trust-deed  of  1826  was  7 /•  10s.,  of  which  SI.  5 s.  was 
proportionably  deducted  from  the  shares  of  each  township  in  that  year,  and 
the  residue  was  paid  by  the  tenants  of  the  lands,  on  being  required  to  do  so  by 
the  trustees. 

Chenevix’s  Charity. 

Richard  Chenevix , Bishop  of  Waterford  and  Lismore,  by  his  Will,  bearing  Chenevix’s  Charity, 
date  13th  August  1779,  and  proved  in  the  Prerogative  Court  of  Ireland  in 
November  in  the  same  year,  gave  300/.  English  currency,  to  be  paid  to  the 
archdeacon  of  Nottingham,  and  in  case  he  should  not  reside  in  Nottingham- 
shire, to  his  surrogate,  residing  at  or  near  Nottingham,  and  to  the  rector  of 
Gedling  near  Nottingham,  and  their  successors,  in  trust,  to  invest  the  same 
in  the  purchase  of  lands,  the  conveyance  to  be  made  to  the  said  archdeacon, 
and  rector,  and  their  successors  ; and  until  a convenient  purchase  could  be 
made,  in  trust,  to  place  the  same  out  at  interest  on  government  or  real  security, 
without  risk  or  expense  to  them ; and  he  directed  that  the  rents  of  the  lands 
to  be  purchased,  and  in  the  mean  time  the  interest  of  the  said  300/.,  should 
be  yearly  applied  as  follows,  viz.  three  fourth  parts  to  be  distributed  amongst  the 
poor  of  the  towns  of  Gedling,  Carlton,  and  Stoke,  yearly,  in  the  Christmas 
holidays,  in  such  manner  and  proportions  as  should  be  thought  proper  by  the 
rector,  or  by  his  curate,  if  he  should  not  be  resident  in  the  said  parish ; and 
the  remaining  fourth  part  to  be  employed  in  buying  Bibles,  catechisms, 
instructions  or  preparations  for  the  Sacrament,  and  other  religious  books,  to  be 
given  likewise  by  the  said  rector  or  his  curate,  to  such  poor  of  the  said  towns 
as  he  should  think  proper. 

It  appears  from  a memorandum  of  the  Rev.  William  Smelt,  late  rector  of 
Gedling,  who  died  in  1823,  that  with  the  above-mentioned  legacy,  the  sum 
of  550/.  9-?.  2 d.  consolidated  three  per  cents,  was  purchased  in  1784,  which 
stock  now  stands  in  the  names  of  the  Rev.  John  Eyre,  archdeacon  of  Notting- 
ham, and  the  Rev.  Charles  Smelt,  the  present  rector  of  Gedling ; and  the 
dividends  thereof,  which  amount  to  16/.  10s.  2 d.  per  annum,  are  received  by 
the  latter. 

A statement  of  the  Rev.  William  Smelt’s  receipts  and  disbursements  on 
account  of  this  charity  from  1785  to  1815,  has  been  produced  to  us  by  his  son 
the  present  rector,  from  which  it  appears  that  a small  portion  of  the  dividends 
was  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  shoes,  stockings,  meat,  coals,  or  other  necessa- 
ries for  the  poor,  and  that  the  residue  was  applied  to  the  maintenance  of  Sunday- 
schools  in  the  townships  of  Gedling,  Carlton,  and  Stoke,  51.  4 s.  per  annum 
having  been  paid  to  the  schoolmaster  of  Gedling,  the  same  sum  to  the  school- 
master of  Carlton,  and  2/.  12  s.  per  annum  to  the  schoolmaster  of  Stoke  ; but 
that  in  1814  the  schools  at  Carlton  and  Stoke  were  discontinued. 

In  July  1815  there  was  a balance  in  favour  of  the  charity  in  the  hands  of  the 
Rev.  William  Smelt  of  13/.  Is.  11  d.  About  that  time  he  became  incapaci- 
tated for  business,  and  no  subsequent  account  was  kept  during  his  incumbency 
of  the  expenditure  of  the  dividends,  which  for  eight  years  (from  1815  to  1823)

V,  ~on  l“ue  ‘ J this  charity  ; that  the  annual  payment  of  5 /.  4 5.  for  the  support  of  the  Sunday- 

school  at  Gedling  was  continued  by  the  Rev.  William  Smelt’s  daughters,  who 
resided  with  him,  amounting  for  eight  years  to  41  /.  12  5. ; that  thay  also  paid 
10 l.  10  5.  per  annum  for  the  support  of  a school  of  industry  at  Gedling,  esta- 
blished by  them,  amounting  for  the  same  period  to  84  /. ; that  books  and  clothes 
were  occasionally  given  ; and  that  5 l.  per  annum  was  paid  by  them  to  an  apo- 
thecary, for  his  attendance  on  the  poor  of  the  parish. 

It  seems  therefore  that  more  than  the  amount  of  the  dividends  received  during 
the  time  of  the  late  rector’s  incapacity  was  applied  by  his  family  to  charitable 
purposes  within  the  parish,  although  not  in  conformity  with  the  directions  of 
the  donor,  which  were,  that  three  fourths  of  the  income  should  be  distributed 
to  the  poor  of  the  three  townships  in  the  Christmas  holidays,  and  the  remaining 
fourth  part  employed  in  the  purchase  of  religious  books  to  be  given  to  them. 

Since  the  Rev.  Charles  Smelt  succceeded  his  father  in  this  rectory  in  1823, 
he  has  paid  the  amount  of  the  dividends  amongst  the  churchwardens  of  the 
three  townships  in  varying  proportions,  a larger  share  having  been  usually 
allotted  to  Carlton,  as  containing  more  poor  inhabitants  than  the  other  townships. 
The  share  thus  appropriated  to  each  township  has  been  distributed  amongst  the 
poor  thereof  by  the  respective  churchwardens,  either  in  money  or  coals.  The 
distribution  of  the  dividends  for  the  year  ending  in  January  1828  had  not  taken 
place  at  the  time  of  our  Investigation  in  the  following  month.  No  portion  of 
•>,  the  income  has  been  applied  by  the  present  rector  in  the  purchase  of  religious 

books,  but  the  directions  of  the  donor  in  this  respect  ought  to  be  observed  in 
future. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  CARLTON. 

Aslin’s  Charity. 

John  Aslin , by  his  Will,  bearing  date  7th  May  1803,  after  reciting  that  John 
Parr,  by  his  will,  bearing  date  14th  April  1786,  gave  all  his  lands,  after  the 
death  of  his  wife,  to  all  the  children  of  his  sisters,  Hannah  Newham,  Sarah 
Aslin,  and  Ann  Smith,  and  their  heirs,  as  tenants  in  common,  devised  his 
undivided  share  of  the  said  lands,  as  to  one  undivided  fifth  part  thereof,  to 
his  brother  Robert  Aslin,  and  his  heirs  ; one  other  undivided  fifth  to  his  sister 
Mary,  wife  of  Robert  Savidge,  and  her  heirs  ; one  other  undivided  fifth  to  his 
sister  Hannah,  the  wife  of  Gervas  Martin,  and  her  heirs  ; one  other  undivided 
fifth  to  his  sister  Sarah,  the  wife  of  Thomas  Booth,  and  her  heirs ; and  the 
remaining  undivided  fifth  to  all  the  children  of  his  late  brother  Richard  Aslin, 
as  tenants  in  common.  And  he  charged  each  of  the  said  fifth  parts  with  the 
payment  of  the  sum  of  4 l.  (making  together  20  /.)  to  the  trustees  for  the  time 
being  of  the  poor  of  Carlton,  in  trust,  to  place  the  said  sum  of  20  /.  out  at 
interest  on  real  or  Government  securities,  and  to  dispose  of  the  yearly  interest 
thereof  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  Carlton  for  ever,  to  be  distributed  amongst 
them  at  the  same  time  and  in  like  manner  as  the  other  donations  given  to  the 
poor  of  Carlton. 

This  charge  was  void  by  the  Act  of  9 Geo.  2,  c.  36.  The  annual  sum  of  205. 
was  however  paid  in  respect  thereof  until  about  two  years  ago,  by  the  owners 
of  the  property  given  by  the  donor’s  will,  and  Mr.  Robert  Aslin,  as  the  propri- 
etor of  two  fifths  thereof,  still  distributes  8 s.  per  annum  to  the  poor  of  this 
township.

Poors  Money. 

Gonalstone.  The  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786  state  that  a person  unknown  gave  to  the 

Poor~M~  poor  of  this  parish  17  /.,  then  vested  in  Henry  Houldsworth,  and  producing 
rs  oney.  17  s.  per  annum. 

On  the  death  of  Mr.  Houldsworth  about  four  years  ago,  the  above-mentioned 
sum  was  paid  by  his  executor  to  the  churchwardens,  and  afterwards  deposited 

in 
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in  the  Nottingham  savings-bank,  in  the  name  of  the  minister  and  churchward- 
ens of  Gonalstone. 

The  annual  interest,  which,  whilst  the  money  remained  in  Mr.  Houldsworth’s 
hands,  was  paid  at  the  rate  of  5 per  cent.,  and  is  now  paid  by  the  savings-bank, 
at  the  rate  of  4 per  cent.,  is  distributed  by  the  churchwardens  at  Christmas, 
together  with  the  alms  collected  at  the  Sacrament,  in  small  sums  amongst  poor 
widows  and  others  of  the  parish,  according  to  their  necessities.

The  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786  state  that  a person  unknown  gave  to  the  Hockerton. 
poor  of  this  parish  8/.,  then  vested  in  John  Lamb,  and  producing  8 s.  per  poor7"M^ne 
annum.  00,3  on}' 

A sum  of  10/.,  which  had  been  for  some  time  in  the  hands  of  the  present 
rector,  was  in  1825  placed  in  the  Southwell  savings-bank  by  the  churchwarden, 
the  interest  of  which  being  8 s .,  is  distributed  on  St.  Thomas’s-day  amongst 
such  of  the  poor  as  do  not  receive  constant  relief  from  the  parish. 


PARISH  OF  LAMBLEY. 


Martin’s  Charity. 


It  is  stated  in  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786  that  Samuel  Martin  gave 
by  deed  to  the  poor  of  this  parish  6 s.  a year,  vested  in  the  corporation  of 
Nottingham. 

In  respect  of  this  charity  an  annual  sum  of  65.  is  received  by  the  mayor’s-ser- 
jeant,  on  behalf  of  the  mayor  of  Nottingham  for  the  time  being,  from  the  trustees 
under  the  will  of  Mr.  Richard  Sibert,  in  respect  of  the  same  house  in  St.  James’s- 
street  in  that  town  as  is  charged  with  an  annual  payment  of  31.  given  by 
Henry  Martin  for  apprenticing  poor  children,  the  particulars  of  which  have 
been  stated  in  the  account  of  the  charities  of  the  town  of  Nottingham  in  a pre- 
ceding part  of  the  present  Report. 

This  small  sum  is  paid  over  to  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  Lambley,  and  the 
amount  is  distributed  at  Christmas  amongst  the  poorest  persons  of  the  parish, 
either  in  money  or  in  bread.

PARISH  OF  LOWDHAM. 


Crosse’s  Chariity  and  Poors  Money. 


An  Abstract  of  the  Will  of  Agnes  Crosse , will  be  found  in  the  account  of  the 
charities  of  Cotgrave  in  a preceding  part  of  this  Report,  by  which  She  gave 
50  s.  per  annum  to  this  parish,  to  be  paid  on  St.  Peter’s-day  ; and  directed  that 
20  s.  thereof  should  be  given  on  the  same  day  in  bread  to  such  poor  children 
as  had  learnt  the  Creed,  the  Lord’s  Prayer,  and  the  ten  Commandments,  whose 
parents  received  no  collection. 

This  annual  sum  of  50  s .,  is  received  from  Henry  Becher,  esquire,  out  of  an 
estate  in  the  parish  of  Southwell,  called  Brackenhurst,  and  part  thereof, 
amounting  to  30  s.,  is  laid  out  in  bread,  which  is  distributed  on  Good-Friday, 
by  the  minister  and  churchwardens,  at  the  church,  amongst  such  of  the  children 
of  the  parish  as  have  been  catechised  during  Lent  by  the  minister. 

The  residue  of  this  annuity  is  distributed  at  Christmas,  together  with  the 
interest  of  a sum  of  21  /.  10s.,  in  the  Nottingham  Savings  Bank,  amounting  to 
17  8d.  a year,  and  the  alms  received  at  the  Sacrament. 

Apart  of  this  sum  of  21/.  10s.,  amounting  to  11/.  10s.,  arose  from  some 
arrears  of  the  annuity  payable  in  respect  of  Mrs.  Crosse’s  charity,  which  the 
I Rev.  William  Clarke,  who  was  curate  of  this  parish,  and  died  in  1808,  had

anc  oorsi  oney,  jjjg  Jeatli,  it  was  found  necessary  to  employ  a solicitor  in  order  to  obtain 

payment  of  the  sum  due  to  the  charity,  which  was  done  ; but  the  expenses  of 
recovering  it  amounted  to  9 /.  10  $ .,  the  remaining  balance  being  10 /.  10  $.  was 
in  1825,  with  the  addition  of  some  interest,  making  in  the  whole  11/.  10$., 
deposited  in  the  Nottingham  savings  bank,  together  with  a sum  of  10/., 
which  had  arisen  many  years  before  from  the  sale  of  the  old  materials  of 
a dilapidated  chapel  in  the  township  of  Gunthorpe  in  this  parish,  and  of 
which  the  interest  has  been  annually  distributed  to  the  poor. 

The  annual  sum  arising  from  the  above-mentioned  sources  is  thus  divided : 
one  moiety  is  allotted  to  the  poor  of  the  township  of  Lowdham,  and  of  the 
other  moiety,  two  thirds  are  bestowed  on  the  poor  of  the  township  of  Gun- 
thorpe,  and  one  third  on  those  of  the  township  of  Caythorpe. 

There  are  three  churchwardens  in  this  parish  (one  being  appointed  for  each 
township)  who  distribute  the  shares  of  their  respective  townships  amongst  the 
widows  and  most  needy  persons  thereof. 


In  the  church  of  this  parish  there  is  a statement  written  on  parchment  of 
benefactions  to  the  poor  thereof,  amounting  in  the  whole  to  37/.,  but  we  have 
not  been  able  to  obtain  any  further  information  respecting  them.  Some  of 
them  appear  to  have  been  lost  at  the  time  when  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of 
1786  were  made. 

Church  Land. 

Church  Land.  By  the  award  of  the  Commissioners  under  an  Act  passed  in  1765  for  inclosing 
lands  in  this  parish,  a piece  of  land  in  a field  called  the  Beck,  containing 
3 r.  31  p.,  was  allotted  to  the  churchwardens  of  Lowdham,  in  trust,  to  apply 
the  rents  (after  the  payment  of  2 s.  6d.  to  the  churchwardens  of  Southwell)  to 
the  repairing,  and  for  the  benefit  of,  the  parish-church  of  Lowdham. 

This  allotment  is  at  present  in  the  occupation  of  James  Chapman.  It  is 
stated  that  his  father  being  a poor  man,  with  a large  family,  was  suffered  to  hold 
the  land  free  from  all  payments,  except  that  of  2$.  6d.  to  the  churchwardens 
of  Southwell,  and  that  the  present  occupier  took  possession  on  the  death  of 
his  father,  about  30  years  ago,  and  has  retained  it  since,  paying  only  the  same 
annual  sum  to  Southwell. 

The  land  is  estimated  to  be  worth  about  4/.  per  annum.  We  apprehend  that 
steps  ought  to  be  taken  for  compelling  the  tenant  to  pay  rent  for  it  to  the 
churchwardens  of  Lowdham,  and  that  such  rent  ought  to  be  applied  to  the 
repairs,  &c.  of  the  parish  church. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  CAYTHORPE. 

Smith’s  Charity. 

It  appears  from  the  before-mentioned  statement  on  parchment  in  the  church 
of  Lowdham  of  benefactions  to  the  poor,  that  John  Smith  gave  12$.  per  annum 
to  the  poor  of  this  township. 

This  annual  sum  is  now  paid  by  Richard  Willes,  as  the  tenant  under  Mr. 
William  Taylor,  of  a mill  and  about  six  acres  of  land,  in  the  township  of  Cay- 
thorpe, and  is  distributed  to  the  poor  thereof,  together  with  the  share  of  the 
parochial  charities  appropriated  to  this  township,  and  the  annual  sum  of  6$., 
arising  from  Whitehead’s  charity  hereinafter  mentioned,  in  the  manner  before 
stated. 

Whitehead’s  Charity. 

It  appears  from  the  same  statement  that  Richard  Whitehead  gave  to  the 
poor  of  this  township  6 $.  per  annum.  This  annual  sum  is  paid  by  Mary 
Hardy,  in  respect  of  a cottage  and  about  six  acres  of  land  belonging  to  her, 
situate  in  Caythorpe.

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PARISH  OF  MAPLEBECK. 

Sudbury’s  Charity. 

In  the  account  of  the  charities  of  the  parish  of  Egmanton,  in  our  19th  Report, 
p.  335,  we  stated  the  particulars  of  a deed  of  feoffment,  bearing  date  31stMay  1656, 
whereby  Richard  Wright,  in  performance  of  the  trust  reposed  in  him,  granted 
to  four  persons  of  Maplebeck,  and  four  of  Egmanton,  and  their  heirs,  an  acre 
of  pasture-ground  inclosed  in  the  south  field  of  Tuxford,  which  was  given  by 
John  Sudbury  to  the  said  Richard  Wright  and  others,  by  feoffment,  bearing 
date  1st  June  1616,  to  the  use  of  the  poor  inhabitants  of  Maplebeck  and 
Egmanton,  the  rents  and  profits  thereof  to  be  bestowed  yearly  on  such  poor 
inhabitants,  at  the  discretion  of  the  feoffees,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  ministers  and  churchwardens  of  the  said  parishes,  one  half  to  the  poor  of 
each.  We  also  stated,  that  at  the  time  of  the  Egmanton  inclosure  in  1823  the 
above-mentioned  land  was  exchanged  for  two  closes  situate  in  Egmanton,  called 
Outgangbridge  and  Beetoning,  containing  2 a.  3 r.  15  p.,  let  to  Thomas  Wass 
at  a good  yearly  rent  of  6 /.  6 s.  subject  to  a deduction  of  6 s.  for  land-tax. 

The  annual  sum  of  31.,  being  the  moiety  of  the  clear  rent  applicable  to  the 
poor  of  Maplebeck,  is  received  by  Mr.  John  Lowe,  one  of  the  trustees  of  this 
charity,  appointed  by  deed  in  1795,  and  is  distributed  by  him,  assisted  either 
by  some  of  his  co-trustees,  or  by  ocher  inhabitants  of  this  parish,  about  Christ- 
mas, in  small  sums,  amongst  poor  persons  of  Maplebeck. 


PARISH  OF  OXTON. 

Mrs.  Margaret  Sherbrooke’s  School. 

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  26th  June  1783,  and  enrolled  in  Chancery, 
between  Margaret  Sherbrooke,  widow,  of  the  one  part,  and  Sherbrooke 
Lowe,  Robert  Lowe,  William  Coape  Sherbrooke  the  younger,  Henry  Coape 
Sherbrooke,  John  Coape  Sherbrooke,  Michael  Becher,  Homer  Oates,  John 
Hollis  Piggott,  the  Rev.  William  Becher,  Robert  Denison,  John  Wright  the 
younger,  and  Thomas  Charlton  the  younger,  of  the  other  part ; reciting  that 
the  said  Margaret  Sherbrooke  was  desirous  to  make  a provision  for  a school- 
master in  Oxton  for  teaching  children  to  read  and  write,  and  was  minded  to 
endow  a school,  with  lands  for  the  maintenance  of  such  schoolmaster  as  should 
from  time  to  time  be  appointed  by  herself  during  her  life,  and  afterwards  by 
such  persons  as  should  from  time  to  time  be  the  owners  of  the  mansion-house 
and  the  estate  thereto  belonging,  in  Oxton,  wherein  she  then  resided  ; and  that 
she  had  for  that  purpose  lately  purchased  the  lands  thereinafter  granted,  and 
was  desirous  that  the  same  should  remain  for  ever,  for  the  use  of  such  school, 
and  that  the  rents  thereof  should  be  paid  to  the  then  schoolmaster,  and  his  suc- 
cessors, schoolmasters  at  Oxton,  to  be  appointed  as  thereinafter  mentioned  ; the 
said  Margaret  Sherbrooke  granted  to  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part,  and 
their  heirs,  two  closes  (formerly  in  three)  situate  near  Hope,  in  the  parish  of 
Alstonefield  in  the  county  of  Stafford,  called  the  New  Closes,  containing  by 
estimation  7 a.  Or.  20 p.  with  a barn  or  building  lately  erected  thereon,  then 
under  lease  to  Richard  Ball,  at  the  clear  yearly  rent  of  12/.  6.9.  and  a piece 
of  land  containing  2 a.  Or.  Ip.  being  the  eastwardly  part  of  a close  called  the 
Five  Half  Acres,  lying  near  the  town  of  Alstonefield,  as  the  same  had  been 
lately  divided  from  the  other  part  thereof,  then  in  possession  of  Robert  Mellor, 
under  the  clear  yearly  rent  of  4 /.  4 s.,  in  trust,  that  the  said  grantees,  and  all 
who  should  thereafter  be  seised  of  the  said  premises,  should  take  the  rents  and 
profits  thereof  and  pay  them  yearly,  after  all  reasonable  deductions  and  neces- 
sary charges,  to  the  then  schoolmaster,  and  every  future  schoolmaster  of  Oxton, 
provided  such  schoolmaster  should  be  nominated  by  the  said  Margaret  Sher- 
brooke during  her  life,  and  afterwards  by  the  future  owners  of  the  mansion- 
house  aforesaid,  or  in  their  default  for  the  space  of  three  calendar  months  after 
any  vacancy  by  death  or  removal,  by  a majority  of  the  trustees;  and  on  condition 
that  such  schoolmasters  should  from  time  to  time  teach  24  children  whose 
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parents  should  be  inhabitants  of  Oxton,  or  the  neighbourhood  thereof,  to  read  and 
write,  and  make  them  as  perfect  as  they  could  in  arithmetic,  and  in  the  Church- 
catechism  ; and  that  such  schoolmasters  should  not  take  any  gratuity  for  the 
instructing  such  children,  and  should  be  resident  at  Oxton,  and  should  not 
voluntarily  absent  themselves  at  any  time  above  ten  days  together,  nor  above 
twenty  days  in  any  year,  except  on  Saturdays  in  the  afternoon,  and  such  holi- 
days as  were  allowed  of  by  the  Church  of  England,  and  kept  by  most  school- 
masters, without  the  license  of  the  said  Margaret  Sherbrooke  during  her  life, 
and  afterwards  of  the  owners  of  the  said  mansion-house  and  estate ; the  said 
children  to  be  nominated  by  the  said  Margaret  Sherbrooke  during  her  life,  and 
afterwards  by  the  owners  of  the  said  mansion  and  estate,  and  in  their  default 
by  the  majority  of  the  trustees;  provided,  that  if  such  schoolmaster  should  neg- 
lect to  teach  such  children,  or  should  not  behave  himself  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  said  Margaret  Sherbrooke,  or  of  the  owners  of  the  said  mansion  and  estate, 
after  her  death,  on  notice  given  by  her  or  them  to  the  trustees,  they  should 
cease  to  pay  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  premises  to  such  schoolmaster, 
and  should  apply  the  same  to  such  other  schoolmaster  as  should  be  nominated 
as  before  mentioned.  And  it  was  agreed  that  so  often  as  nine  or  more  of  the 
grantees  should  die,  the  survivors  should,  at  a meeting  holden  for  that  purpose, 
convey  the  said  premises  to  themselves  and  as  many  other  proper  persons  as 
should  make  up  the  number  twelve,  living  at  Oxton  aforesaid,  or  in  any  of  the 
neighbouring  places,  such  as  the  said  Margaret  Sherbrooke  during  her  life,  and 
afterwards  the  owners  of  the  said  mansion  and  estate,  should  nominate,  and  in 
default  of  such  nomination  for  the  space  of  six  calendar  months,  as  the  major 
part  of  the  trustees  should  at  such  their  meeting  appoint,  to  the  use  of  them- 
selves and  such  other  persons,  the  owner  of  the  said  mansion  being  always  to 
be  one  of  the  trustees,  on  the  trusts  aforesaid  ; and  it  was  also  provided,  that  it 
should  be  lawful  for  the  said  Margaret  Sherbrooke  during  her  life,  and  after- 
wards for  the  owners  of  the  said  mansion  and  estate  for  the  time  being,  to  make 
any  further  orders  for  the  better  management  of  the  said  charity,  and  to  alter, 
add  to,  or  revoke  any  of  the  orders  thereby  made  relating  to  the  same. 

It  does  not  appear  that  there  has  been  any  appointment  of  trustees  of  the 
lands  thus  given  since  the  time  of  the  original  grant  thereof. 

In  addition  to  the  above-mentioned  endowment,  Mrs.  Margaret  Sherbrooke 
erected  a school-room  at  Oxton  on  a part  of  the  waste  of  the  manor,  which  is 
now  used  for  the  instruction  of  poor  children  of  this  parish  by  a schoolmaster, 
appointed  (as  directed  by  the  above-mentioned  deed)  by  William  Coape 
Sherbrooke,  esquire,  the  present  owner  of  the  mansion-house  and  estate  of 
Oxton. 

We  are  informed  that  Mrs.  Sherbrooke  had,  previously  to  the  date  of  the 
above-mentioned  deed,  paid  an  annual  sum  of  61.  for  teaching  poor  children  of 
Oxton,  and  the  same  payment  is  still  continued  by  the  present  Mr.  Sherbrooke, 
but  we  cannot  learn  that  there  is  any  document  in  existence  relating  to  it. 

The  land  at  Alstonefield  given  by  the  deed  of  1783  is  in  the  occupation  of 

Mrs.  Mellor,  and Fearn,  as  yearly  tenants,  at  fair  rents  amounting  to 

20/.  per  annum. 

These  rents,  and  the  annual  sum  of  61.  paid  by  Mr.  Sherbrooke,  are  received 
by  the  schoolmaster,  who  in  respect  thereof  instructs  in  reading,  writing  and 
arithmetic,  30  children  of  poor  persons  belonging  to  or  residing  in  the  parish  of 
Oxton,  appointed  by  Mr.  or  Mrs.  Sherbrooke. 


Godfrey’s  Charity. 


Godfrey’s  Charity.  The  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786  state  that  an  unknown  person  gave  land 
to  this  parish,  vested  in  the  churchwardens,  and  producing  I/.  10 s.  per  annum, 
but  the  object  of  the  donation  is  not  mentioned.  The  land  alluded  to  in  the 
Returns  appears  to  have  consisted  of  two  small  closes  in  Oxton,  containing 
together  about  an  acre  and  a half,  one  of  which  was  called  Godfrey  Close,  and 
it  is  supposed  that  they  were  derived  from  the  gift  of  one  Godfrey.  A person 
of  the  name  of  John  Godfrey  was  buried  at  Oxton  in  1690,  and  searches  have 
been  made  for  his  will,  but  without  success. 

About  40  years  ago  an  exchange  was  made  with  Mrs.  Margaret  Sherbrooke, 
of  one  of  the  above-mentioned  closes,  for  part  of  another  close  adjoining  to 
the  Godfrev  Close,  containing  an  equal  quantity  of  land.

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The  land  now  belonging  to  the  charity  forms  one  field,  which  is  in  the  occu-  Oxton. 
nation  of  Henry  Moore,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a good  rent  of  5 /.  per  annum, 
which  is  received  by  the  churchwardens  and  overseers,  and  distributed  by  them 
shortly  after  the  receipt  thereof,  in  small  sums,  amongst  all  the  poor  persons 
belonging  to  the  parish. 

H.  Sherbrooke’s  Charity. 

In  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786  it  is  stated  that  II.  Sherbrooke,  by  H.  Sherbrooke’s 
his  Will  in  1714,  gave  1 /.  per  annum  to  the  poor  housekeepers,  and  21.  per  Charity, 
annum  for  clothing  the  poor  of  this  parish. 

Searches  have  been  made  both  at  York  and  at  Doctors  Commons  for  the  will 
of  this  donor,  but  it  has  not  been  found. 

In  respect  of  these  two  annuities  a yearly  sum  of  31.  is  paid  on  5th  Novem- 
ber, by  William  Coape  Sherbrooke,  esquire,  as  a charge  on  his  estate  at  Oxton, 
and  is  distributed  by  the  churchwardens  and  overseers,  at  the  church  on  the 
Sunday  following,  in  small  sums,  amongst  all  the  poor  persons  belonging  to  the 
parish. 

Chapman’s  Charity. 

It  is  stated  on  a table  of  benefactions  in  the  church  of  this  parish,  that  Chapman’s  Charity, 
j Richard  Chapman,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  21st  September  1725,  left  to  the 
poor  of  this  parish  51.,  to  be  put  out  at  interest  by  the  overseers,  and  the 
income  to  be  paid  yearly  on  New  Year’s-day  to  five  of  the  poorest  men  or 
women  in  Oxton,  for  ever. 

This  sum  of  51.  is  in  the  hands  of  James  Dodgson,  who  pays  4 s.  as  the 
interest  thereof.  This  interest,  together  with  the  annual  sum  of  5 s.  derived  from 
Little’s  charity  hereinafter  mentioned,  is  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  sixpenny 
loaves,  which  are  distributed  to  poor  persons  of  the  parish  at  the  discretion  of 
the  parish-officers. 

Little’s  Charity. 

It  is  also  stated  on  the  table  of  benefactions  that  John  Little,  by  his  Will,  Little’s  Charity, 
bearing  date  13th  September  17-56,  gave  to  the  poor  of  Oxton  61.,  the  interest 
thereof'  to  be  laid  out  in  sixpenny  bread,  to  be  disposed  of  at  the  discretion 
of  the  minister  and  overseers. 

This  sum  is  in  the  hands  of  Thomas  Sumner,  who  pays  5 s.  as  the  interest 
thereof.  The  application  of  it  has  been  stated  in  the  account  of  Chapman’s 
charity. 


PARISH  OF  ROLLESTON. 

Charities  of  Lodge,  and  others. 

It  is  stated  on  a tablet  in  the  church  of  this  parish  that  Sir  Thomas  Lodge , Rolleston. 

knight,  gave  50/.,  and  Nicholas  Kirkby,  10/.  to  the  poor,  of  which  the  interest  ■ 

was  to  be  distributed  at  Christmas  ; and  that  Luke  Williamson  gave  20  /.,  of  T Charities  of 
which  the  interest  was  to  be  given  to  the  poor  widows  and  widowers  residing  ° °e  anc*  ot^e 
in  the  parish,  in  equal  shares,  and  that  these  sums  were  placed  at  interest  on 
the  turnpike-road  north  of  Newark. 

These  sums,  amounting  to  80/.,  together  with  20/.  given  by  the  Will  of 
Elizabeth  Kirk  to  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Upton,  of  which  she  made  the 
overseers  of  the  poor  of  Rolleston  for  the  time  being  the  trustees,  as  will  be 
more  particularly  stated  in  a subsequent  part  of  this  Report,  were  invested  more 
than  30  years  ago  on  a security  for  100  /.  on  the  great  turnpike-road  north  of 
N ewark,  as  mentioned  in  the  church-tablet,  bearing  interest  at  51.  per  annum, 
of  which  the  parish-officers  of  Rolleston  pay  1 /.  to  the  parish-officers  of  Upton 
as  the  interest  of  Mrs.  Kirk’s  donation,  and  distribute  the  remaining  4/.,  with 
the  alms  collected  at  the  celebration  of  the  Sacrament,  shortly  after  Christmas, 
amongst  all  the  poor  persons  of  the  parish,  in  shares  proportioned  to  their 
necessities,  according  to  a list  prepared  at  a meeting  of  the  parishioners.'

Gibson’s  Charity. 

Diana  Gibson,  by  her  Will,  bearing  date  21st  December  1802,  as  appears 
from  the  above-mentioned  tablet  in  the  church,  gave  50/.  to  the  poor  of  this 
parish,  to  be  placed  out  by  the  minister,  churchwarden,  and  overseer,  and  the 
interest  to  be  distributed  yearly  on  St.  Thomas’s-day  to  10  of  the  poorest 
families  in  Rolleston,  including  widows. 

This  sum  of  50  /.  is  now  in  the  hands  of  Richard  Olive,  being  secured  by 
a promissory-note,  bearing  date  21st  December  1807,  in  which  Thomas 
Knutton,  a farmer  of  Rolleston,  joined  with  two  other  persons  since  deceased, 
for  the  payment  of  this  principal  sum,  and  interest  thereon,  to  the  minister 
and  overseers  of  Rolleston. 

The  interest,  amounting  to  2 /.  105.,  is  paid  by  the  said  Richard  Olive,  and 
is  distributed  on  St.  Thomas’s-day,  in  sums  of  5 s.  each,  amongst  10  of  the 
poorest  widows  and  other  persons  of  the  parish,  selected  at  a meeting  of  the 
parishioners. 

It  is  desirable  that  this  sum  should  be  invested  on  some  public  security. 


PARISH  OF  SNENTON. 

Teage’s  Charity. 

Elizabeth  Teage , by  her  Will,  bearing  date  15th  August  177U  and  proved 
in  the  Prerogative  Court  of  Canterbury  in  1773,  directed  her  executors  to  pay 
to  the  ministers  and  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  Snenton  100/.,  to  be  by 
them  placed  out  at  interest  on  real  security,  or  in  the  public  funds ; and  she 
directed  that  the  interest  thereof  should  be  yearly  applied  in  the  purchase  of 
bread  and  coals,  which  should  be  by  them  distributed  to  the  poor  of  the  said 
parish  on  every  St.  Thomas’s-day,  for  ever. 

This  legacy  was  invested  in  the  purchase  of  120/.  25.  6d.  consolidated 
three  per  cents,  which  stock  is  now  standing  in  the  names  of  Richard  Morley, 
George  Green,  and  the  Rev.  G.  Wilkins.  The  dividends  thereof,  amounting 
to  31.  125.  per  annum,  are  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  bread  and  coals,  which 
are  distributed  on  St.  Thomas’s-day,  by  the  churchwarden  and  overseers, 
amongst  all  the  poor  persons  of  the  parish. 


PARISH  OF  THURGARTON. 

Charities  of  Baker  and  others. 

It  is  stated  in  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786  that  there  had  been  given 

for  the  poor  of  this  parish  by  Baker , 20/.,  by  Joshua  Baker,  60/.,  by 

Mary  Baker,  20/.,  and  by  Matthews,  10/.  The  same  donations  are 

recorded  in  a terrier  delivered  at  the  visitation  of  the  Archbishop  of  York 
in  18 17. 

The  above-mentioned  sums,  amounting  to  110  /.,  are  in  the  hands  of  Colonel 
John  Gilbert  Cooper  Gardiner  (the  owner  of  Thurgarton  Priory,  and  of  a con- 
siderable estate  in  this  parish),  on  the  security  of  his  promissory  note,  given  to 
the  minister  and  churchwardens  in  181 6. 

The  annual  sum  of  51.  10  5.,  as  the  interest  thereof,  is  received  by  the 
overseer  of  the  poor,  by  half-yearly  payments  at  Easter  and  Christmas,  and  is 
distributed  by  him,  together  with  the  alms  collected  at  the  Sacrament,  amongst 
poor  persons  of  the  parish  (about  20  in  number),  according  to  a list  previously 
submitted  to  a parish-meeting.  At  the  time  of  our  Inquiry  there  was  only  one 
person  in  this  parish  (a  blind  man)  who  received  relief  from  the  poors  rates. 
He  was  also  allowed  to  partake  of  this  distribution. 
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PARISH  OF  WINKBOURN. 

School. 

At  a Court  liolden  for  the  Manor  of  Southwell,  on  9th  September  1733, 
Acton  Burnell,  esquire,  surrendered  to  the  use  of  his  Will  a cottage  at  the 
west  end  of  the  town  of  Upton,  and  one  close  to  the  said  cottage  adjoining, 
and  pasturage  for  two  cows,  yearly,  in  the  common  pasture  of  Upton,  called 
Upton  Carrs,  and  a parcel  of  land  at  the  lower  end  of  a place  called  Great 
Line  Lands,  and  an  oxgang  of  land  in  Upton,  comprising  various  sellions  of  land 
in  Mickleborrow  Field,  Middle  Field,  and  Southwell  Field,  and  various  small 
parcels  of  land  in  East  Meadow  and  Church  Meadow,  the  particulars  and 
abuttals  of  which  are  stated  in  the  surrender. 

At  a court  holden  for  the  same  Manor  on  26th  July  1740,  William  Burnell, 
esquire,  the  only  brother  and  heir  of  the  said  Acton  Burnell,  was  admitted 
tenant  by  virtue  of  the  will  of  the  said  Acton  Burnell,  enrolled  in  the  said 
court,  to  the  messuages,  cottages,  lands,  and  tenements,  in  Upton,  or  elsewhere 
in  the  said  manor,  which  were  devised  to  him  by  the  said  will,  to  hold  to  him 
and  his  heirs,  subject  to  such  payments  as  in  the  said  will  were  mentioned ; 
and  at  the  same  court  he  surrendered  the  said  premises  to  the  use  of  Benjamin 
Clay  and  James  Gibson,  and  their  heirs,  in  trust,  that  the  rents  and  profits 
thereof  should  for  ever  thereafter  be  employed  for  the  finding  a schoolmaster 
to  teach  12  poor  boys  or  girls  of  the  parish  of  Winkbourn,  to  be  nominated 
from  time  to  time  by  the  said  William  Burnell,  and  his  heirs,  to  read  Eng- 
lish, write,  and  cast  accounts,  and  to  instruct  them  in  the  principles  of  the 
Christian  Religion,  such  schoolmaster  to  be  chosen  and  to  be  removable  by 
the  said  William  Burnell  and  his  heirs.  And  it  was  provided,  that  if  the  family 
of  the  said  William  Burnell  should  be  extinct,  the  choice  of  each  schoolmaster 
from  thenceforward  should  be  in  the  minister  and  churchwardens  of  Wink- 
bourn, and  the  ministers  of  Hockerton  and  Averham  for  the  time  being ; and 
that  the  person  to  be  chosen  schoolmaster,  if  not  a legal  inhabitant  of  the 
parish  of  Winkbourn,  should  give  security  to  the  churchwardens  and  overseers 
thereof  that  he  should  not  become  chargeable  to  the  parish,  otherwise  such 
election  of  the  master  should  be  void.  And  it  was  declared  that  the  school- 
master for  the  time  being  should  let  the  said  premises,  and  receive  the  rents  to 
his  own  use,  and  that  the  said  William  Burnell  and  his  heirs  should  have  power 
to  oversee  and  examine  into  the  behaviours  of  each  schoolmaster,  and  to  remove 
him,  on  cause  shown  of  his  incapacity,  negligence,  or  immoral  life ; and  there- 
upon the  said  Benjamin  Clay  and  James  Gibson  were  admitted  to  the  said 
premises  on  the  above-mentioned  trusts. 

It  does  not  appear  that  there  has  been  any  subsequent  surrender  of  these 
premises. 

The  property  belonging  to  this  charity  now  consists  of  a meadow  near  the 
village  of  Upton,  containing  about  two  acres,  and  about  eighteen  acres  of  land 
allotted  to  it  on  the  enclosure  of  the  lands  of  that  parish  under  an  Act  of 
Parliament  passed  in  1795,  in  lieu  of  the  cottage  and  open  field-lands  men- 
tioned in  the  surrender  of  1733.  The  lands  are  in  the  occupation  of  Mr. 
Richard  Foottit,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a fair  rent  of  30/.  per  annum,*  having  been 
let  to  him  by  Peter  Pegge  Burnell,  esquire,  the  present  owner  of  the  Wink- 
bourn estate,  who  acts  as  the  trustee  in  the  management  of  the  property  of  the 
charity,  and  the  appointment  of  the  schoolmaster  and  children. 

There  is  also  a school-house  situate  in  Winkbourn,  which,  from  an  inscription 
on  the  front  of  it,  appears  to  have  been  erected  for  this  purpose  by  the  above- 
mentioned  William  Burnell  in  1738,  but  Mr.'P.  P.  Burnell  states  that  it  was 
built  on  land  which  now  belongs  to  him,  and  that  the  late  Mrs.  Burnell  received 
a rent  of  4/.  per  annum  for  it.  He  however  permits  the  schoolmaster  to 
occupy  the  house,  with  a garden  belonging  to  it,  rent-free. 

The  rent  of  the  lands  is  received  by  the  schoolmaster,  who  in  respect  thereof 
instructs  in  the  school-house,  which  he  keeps  in  repair,  14  boys  or  girls  of 
Winkbourn,  in  reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic.  Until  about  two  years  ago 
the  rent  of  the  land  was  20/.,  and  the  number  of  free  children  then  taught  was 
twelve. 
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The  schoolmaster  is  allowed  to  take  other  scholars,  for  whose  education  he  is 
paid  by  their  parents.

PARISH  OF  WOODBOROUGH. 

Wood’s  School. 

At  a Court  holden  at  Oxton  for  the  Manor  of  the  Prebend  of  Netherhall,  in 
Oxton,  on  17th  June  1736,  the  Rev.  Montague  Wood,  rector  of  St.  Michael 
Royal,  London,  and  Catherine  Wood,  spinster,  brother  and  sister  of  the  llev. 
Richard  Wood,  clerk,  deceased,  surrendered  a parcel  of  land  called  a half 
oxgang,  in  a close  called  the  Gleaves  Land  Close,  and  a parcel  of  land  in  Fish- 
pool  Field,  and  a close  called  Jack  Field,  containing  by  estimation  one  acre, 
and  four  lands,  lying  together  in  a close  called  Cliff  Lands,  containing  by 
estimation  three  roods,  all  in  Blidworth  in  the  county  of  Nottingham,  to  the 
use  of  Richard  Porter,  of  Arnold,  and  Samuel  Foster,  of  Newark,  and  their 
heirs,  in  trust,  for  such  uses  and  purposes  as  were  declared  concerning  the 
same,  by  an  indenture  bearing  date  8th  June  then  instant,  made  between  the 
said  Montague  Wood  and  Catherine  Wood,  of  the  one  part,  and  the  said 
Richard  Porter  and  Samuel  Foster,  of  the  other  part ; and  the  said  Richard 
Porter  and  Samuel  Foster  were  admitted  accordingly. 

At  a Court  holden  on  the  said  17th  June  1736,  for  the  Manor  of  the  Prebend 
of  Oxton  Overhall,  the  said  Montague  Wood  and  Catharine  Wood  surren- 
dered a close  called  the  Pool  Close  in  Blidworth,  and  a close  called  the  Old 
Field  Close,  or  Fish  Pool  Close,  and  a close  called  the  Gate  Furlong,  and 
a close  called  Jack  Yard  Close,  all  in  Blidworth,  to  the  use  of  the  said  Richard 
Porter  and  Samuel  Foster,  and  their  heirs,  on  the  same  trusts  as  were  referred 
to  in  the  first-mentioned  surrender  ; and  the  said  Richard  Porter  and  Samuel 
Foster  were  admitted  accordingly. 

The  indenture  of  8th  June  1736,  referred  to  in  these  surrenders,  was  not 
found  among  the  deeds  produced  to  us,  relating  to  this  school. 

By  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release,  bearing  date  4th  and  5th  December  1739, 
(the  Release  being  enrolled  in  Chancery)  between  the  Rev.  Montague  Wood, 
rector  of  St.  Michael  Royal,  London,  of  the  one  part,  and  the  Rev.  Thomas 
Allen,  minister  of  Woodborough,  the  Rev.  Henry  Woods,  rector  of  Lambley, 
and  the  Rev.  Christopher  Rawleigh  Seaton,  minister  of  Epperston,  of  the 
other  part,  reciting  that  the  said  Montague  Wood  had  some  time  before,  at 
his  own  cost,  erected  a school -house  at  Woodborough,  and  had  settled  lands 
and  tenements  of  the  yearly  value  of  12/.,  lying  at  Woodborough  and  Blid- 
worth in  the  county  of  Nottingham,  as  a salary  for  the  maintenance  of  a 
schoolmaster,  to  be  employed  to  teach  the  children  of  the  inhabitants  of  Wood- 
borough, and  to  instruct  them  in  the  principles  of  the  Christian  religion 
according  to  the  usage  of  the  Church  of  England,  as  by  the  said  settlements 
would  more  fully  appear  ; and  reciting,  that  the  said  Montague  Wood  since 
the  making  of  the  said  settlements  had  purchased  the  lands  thereinafter  men- 
tioned, being  of  the  then  yearly  value  of  30  /.  which  he  was  desirous  should 
be  settled  on  the  said  Thomas  Allen,  Henry  Woods  and  Christopher  Rawleigh 
Seaton,  and  their  heirs,  in  trust,  to  apply  the  rents  and  profits  thereof  for  the 
maintenance  of  such  schoolmaster,  and  keeping  the  school-house  at  Wood- 
borough in  good  repair,  and  as  an  augmentation  to  the  rents  and  profits  of 
the  lands  before  settled  ; the  said  Montague  Wood  conveyed  to  the  said  Thomas 
Allen,  Henry  Woods,  and  Christopher  Rawleigh  Seaton,  and  their  heirs,  a cot- 
tage or  tenement  in  Stapleford,  with  the  croft  thereto  adjoining,  and  three 
beast-gates  in  the  common  pasture  of  Stapleford,  and  a parcel  of  meadow- 
ground  called  the  Holme,  containing  three  acres  in  Stapleford,  on  the  west 
side  of  the  river  Erwash,  near  a place  called  the  Moor  Bridge,  and  a parcel 
of  ground,  containing  by  estimation  two  acres,  lying  in  the  Hill  Field  in 
Stapleford,  called  the  Willow  Flat,  and  an  undivided  moiety  of  a parcel  of 
ground  in  the  Upper  or  Near  Meadow  of  Stapleford,  lying  near  the  Long 
Bridge,  containing  one  acre,  and  an  undivided  moiety  of  a parcel  of  ground 
called  the  Meadow  Close,  in  the  Upper  Meadow  of  Stapleford  near  the  Long 
Bridge,  containing  by  estimation  three  acres,  in  trust,  out  of  the  rents,  from 

time 
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time  to  time  perpetually  to  repair  the  said  school-house,  and  to  rebuild  the  Woodborough. 
same  when  necessary,  and  to  apply  the  residue  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  Wootfs  School 
same  premises  as  a further  salary,  and  for  the  further  maintenance  of  the  then  continued.  * 

schoolmaster,  or  any  other  schoolmaster,  to  teach  the  children  of  the  inhabit-  v-  J 

ants  of  Woodborough  to  read,  and  to  instruct  them  in  the  principles  of  the 
Christian  religion  according  to  the  usages  of  the  Church  of  England,  and 
other  useful  learning,  for  ever,  over  and  above  the  rents  and  profits  before 
settled  for  such  purposes  ; and  it  was  provided,  that  as  often  as  the  then  school 
master,  or  any  other  schoolmaster,  should  die,  the  said  Montague  Wood,  if  then 
living,  or  if  dead,  the  said  Thomas  Allen,  Henry  Woods,  and  Christopher 
Rawleigh  Seaton,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  or  the  major  part  of  the  trustees 
then  living,  should  nominate  another  schoolmaster,  and  that  the  said  Montague 
Wood,  if  living,  or  in  case  of  his  death  the  said  three  trustees,  or  the  major 
part  of  them,  or  the  major  part  of  the  trustees  then  living,  might  on  any 
representation  or  complaint  in  writing  under  the  hands  of  the  major  part  of 
the  inhabitants  of  Woodborough,  of  any  misbehaviour  or  neglect  of  duty  on 
the  part  of  the  said  schoolmaster,  expel  such  schoolmaster,  and  nominate 
another  in  his  stead ; and  it  was  also  provided,  that  as  often  as  any  one  of  the 
said  trustees  should  die,  the  others  then  living  should  within  six  months 
nominate  another  trustee,  in  order  to  keep  up  the  number  of  three,  which  were 
always  to  consist  of  the  ministers  of  the  parishes  of  Woodborough,  Lambley, 
and  Epperstone,  for  the  time  being. 

It  does  not  appear  that  there  has  been  any  surrender  or  conveyance  of  any 
part  of  the  trust-property,  subsequent  to  those  above  mentioned ; the  ministers 
for  the  time  being  of  Woodborough,  Lambley  and  Epperstone,  are  considered 
to  be  the  trustees  thereof.  The  present  schoolmaster  (the  Rev.  James  Hewes) 
was  nominated  in  1812,  by  the  then  perpetual  curate  of  Woodborough,  and  the 
rectors  of  Lambley  and  Epperstone. 

The  property  belonging  to  this  school  consists  of, 

1.  A farm  at  Blidworth,  containing  58  a.  2 r.  1 p.,  of  which  15  a.  0 r.  18  r. 
are  old  inclosure,  and  the  residue  was  allotted  on  the  Blidworth  inclosure 
(which  took  place  under  an  Act  passed  in  1805),  now  in  the  occupation  of 
William  Wright,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a fair  rent  of  64/.  per  annum,  having  been 
let  to  him  and  his  father  at  that  rent  from  Lady- day  1825.  The  previous 
rent  was  80/.,  but  allowances  had  been  made  to  the  tenant  for  some  years 
prior  to  1825,  which  reduced  the  rent  to  its  present  amount. 

2.  A cottage  and  orchard  at  Stapleford,  containing  2 r.  27  p.,  with 
5 a.  2 r.  2 p.  of  land  lying  near  the  cottage,  being  an  allotment  made  on  the 
inclosure  of  lands  in  Stapleford;  and  a meadow,  containing  2a.  Or.  2p.,  all 

in  the  occupation  of  Smedley,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a fair  rent  of  35  /. 

per  annum. 

3.  A house,  in  which  the  schoolmaster  resides,  with  a large  school-room 
adjoining  to  it  and  a garden,  the  whole  containing  together  about  a rood,  situate 
in  the  village  of  Woodborough  ; the  garden  lies  open  to  other  land  belonging 
to  an  individual,  rented  by  the  schoolmaster,  but  the  boundary  of  it  is  marked 
by  stones.  The  buildings  are  in  good  repair,  and  are  kept  so  by  the  school- 
master, who  has  the  general  management  of  the  property  of  the  school,  and 
receives  the  above-mentioned  rents  for  his  own  use. 

All  the  children  of  inhabitants  of  Woodborough,  whether  boys  or  girls,  are 
admitted  into  the  school  as  free-scholars.  The  master  informed  us  their  num- 
bers vary  considerably  in  the  course  of  the  year  ; that  there  have  been  as  many 
as  69  in  the  school ; that  in  January  1828  there  were  51,  but  only  33  at  the 
time  of  our  Inquiry  in  March  following. 

The  children  are  admissible  as  soon  as  they  have  learnt  the  Alphabet,  and 
are  instructed  by  the  master  in  reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic. 

Edge*s  Charity. 

William  Edge,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  29th  July  1796,  and  proved  at  York  Edge’s  Charity, 
in  the  same  year,  gave  all  his  personal  estate  to  his  wife,  Mary  Edge,  subject  to 
the  payment  of  40/.,  which  he  gave  to  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the 
poor  of  the  parish  of  Woodborough,  in  trust,  to  put  the  same  out  at  interest  in 
the  public  funds,  and  to  pay  the  interest  thereof  yearly,  as  follows,  viz.,  one

v ; This  legacy  has  not  yet  been  invested  in  the  public  funds  according  to  the 

donor’s  direction.  Shortly  after  his  death  his  widow  gave  up  a part  of  the 
personal  property  which  had  belonged  to  him,  to  William  Taylor,  esquire,  who 
has  since  paid  yearly  20  s.  to  the  minister,  and  205.  to  the  churchwardens,  as 
the  interest  of  the  above-mentioned  40/.  The  former  sum  is  paid  by  the 
minister  to  a master  for  teaching  ten  poor  boys  and  girls  of  the  parish  to  sing 
psalms,  and  the  latter  is  distributed  on  the  day  after  Christmas-day,  equally, 
amongst  the  poor  widows  of  the  parish. 


Poors  Land. 

Poors  Land.  There  is  a field,  situate  in  the  parish  of  Calverton  called  the  Nether  Close, 
containing  1 a.  1 r.  13p.,  which  was  (as  we  are  informed)  awarded  on  the  in- 
closure of  the  open  fields  of  that  parish  to  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Wood- 
borough, but  we  have  not  seen  any  document  relating  to  it. 

This  field  has  been  let  for  many  years  at  the  rent  of  305.  per  annum,  to 
a family  of  the  name  of  Baguley.  It  is  now  occupied  by  Samuel  Baguley,  and 
the  rent  has  been  of  late  years  applied  to  the  general  purposes  of  the  poor- 
rate. 

We  are  informed  that  Mrs.  Bainbridge,  who  had  an  estate  in  this  parish 
received  the  rent  until  the  time  of  her  death,  about  30  years  ago,  and  was 
accustomed  to  apply  it  towards  the  putting  out  of  apprentices. 

It  seems  proper  that  the  field,  which  is  stated  to  be  worth  50  5.  per  annum, 
should  be  let  for  its  fair  value,  and  (as  far  as  can  be  judged  from  its  former 
application)  that  the  rent  should  be  applied  for  the  purpose  of  apprenticing  poor 
children  of  the  parish. 


LIBERTY  OF  SOUTHWELL  AND  SCROOBY. 

PARISH  OF  BLEASBY. 

Crossland’s  Charity. 

Bleasby.  Elizabeth  Crossland , by  her  Will,  bearing  date  23d  April  1720,  and  proved 

— 7"  at  York,  gave  to  the  poor  of  Bleasby  205.  by  the  year,  for  ever,  out  of  her 

ross.ands Charity.  cjose  jn  Fiskerton,  called  Town’s  End  Close,  to  be  paid  to  them  on  the  day  of 
St.  John  the  Evangelist,  in  Christmas  ; and  she  appointed  the  churchwardens 
and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  Bleasby  and  their  successors  trustees  for  that  end ; 
and  for  non-payment  of  the  said  yearly  sum,  she  empowered  them  to  enter  into 
the  said  close,  and  to  let  it,  and  to  receive  the  rent,  taking  the  said  sum  of  205., 
and  returning  the  overplus  to  the  persons  to  whom  the  right  of  inheritance 
belonged. 

The  Town’s  End  Close  is  now  the  property  of  Mr.  John  Brittle,  of  Thurgar- 
ton,  from  whom  the  sum  of  205.  is  received  annually,  at  Christmas,  by  the 
churchwardens  of  this  parish,  and  it  is  distributed  to  the  poor  thereof  in  small 
sums. 


PARISH  OF  EDINGLEY.

At  a Court  holden  for  the  Manor  of  Southwell,  on  1st  May  1731,  Samuel 
Wright  surrendered  a messuage,  with  all  houses,  barns,  stables,  orchards,  gar- 
dens, &c.,  thereto  belonging,  abutting  on  the  common  called  Edingley  Moor, 
on  the  north,  and  the  Town-street  on  the  south,  situate  in  Edingley,  containing 
by  estimation  two  acres ; and  a close  called  Greaves  Lane  Close,  containing  by 
estimation  one  acre,  bounded  by  Greaves  Lane,  on  the  north-west;  and  six

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parcels  of  arable-land  lying  dispersedly  in  the  fields  of  Edingley,  Halam, 
Greaves  Lane,  and  Osmondthorpe,  viz.,  in  Gold-hill  Field,  three  sellions  at 
Harly-side,  containing  by  estimation  one  acre,  and  two  sellions,  containing  two 
roods  ; in  Newhall  Field,  a sellion  in  Woodwell  Dale,  containing  by  estimation^ 
one  rood  ; in  Wolfley  Field,  a sellion,  in  Little  Dungsall,  containing  two  roods  ; 
a sellion  in  Cutlay  Forth,  containing  two  roods,  and  a sellion,  containing  a rood; 
to  the  use  of  John  Lamb,  and  his  heirs,  for  the  benefit  of  a school  to  be  used 
in  the  town  of  Edingley,  in  the  county  of  Nottingham,  in  such  manner  and 
under  such  regulations  as  should  be  declared  by  the  said  John  Lamb. 

On  the  copy  of  Court-roll  containing  this  surrender  is  indorsed  a receipt 
signed  by  Samuel  Wright  for  80/.  paid  by  the  said  John  Lamb,  being  such 
part  of  the  purchase-money  of  the  premises  as  he  had  agreed  to  pay. 

The  school-premises  now  consist  of  a house,  garden,  and  three  closes,  con- 
taining about  five  acres  and  an  half,  including  a parcel  of  land,  containing 
3 a.  I r.  22  p.,  on  Edingley  Moor,  allotted  “ to  the  trustees  of  Edingley 
school”  by  the  commissioners  under  an  Act  passed  in  1767  for  the  inclosing 
the  open  and  common  lands  of  Halam  and  Edingley. 

These  premises,  which  are  estimated  to  be  worth  about  15/.  per  annum,  are 
in  the  occupation  of  the  present  schoolmaster,  who  was  elected  about  15  years 
ago  by  the  parishioners  of  Edingley.

In  a survey  of  the  lands  in  Edingley,  made  in  1797>  by  Jonas  Bettison  and 
Christopher  Morley,  the  property  of  this  school  is  stated  as  follows  :

Matthew  Huddlestone,  described  in  this  survey  as  the  tenant  of  the  first- 
mentioned  premises,  was  the  schoolmaster  at  thetime  when  it  was  made.  The 
house  and  homestead,  of  which  John  Dalby  was  at  that  time  the  tenant,  are 
the  same  as  are  in  the  occupation  of  the  present  schoolmaster  ; Dalby  had  occu- 
pied the  last-mentioned  premises  for  some  years,  and  there  was  a difficulty  in 
getting  him  out  of  possession  of  them  ; the  parish-officers  therefore  in  1810 
agreed,  on  condition  that  he  would  quit  them,  to  sell  him  the  school-house  and 
yard  described  in  the  survey  as  containing  1 r.  15  p.  for  105/.  This  house, 
which  had  been  previously  inhabited  by  the  schoolmaster  for  the  time  being, 
stood  at  the  end  of  the  village  of  Edingley  towards  Farnsfield,  and  at  a distance 
from  the  house  then  occupied  by  Dalby,  and  from  the  Greaves  Lane  Close.  It 
seems  doubtful,  from  the  description  given  of  it,  whether  the  site  of  this  house 
formed  a part  of  the  premises  purchased  in  1731,  and  whether  it  was  not  built 
at  some  distant  period,  on  a part  of  the  waste  land  of  the  parish  ; it  had  how- 
ever been  considered  a part  of  the  school-property,  and  we  apprehend  that  the 
parish-officers  could  have  had  no  authority  to  sell  it. 

After  the  sale,  a part  of  the  purchase-money,  amounting  to  55  /.  was  imme- 
diately laid  out  in  repairing  and  converting  into  a school-house  the  house  which 
had  been  in  Dalby’s  possession ; the  residue  of  the  purchase-money  remained 
in  his  hands,  and  he  paid  50s.  per  annum  to  the  schoolmaster  as  the  interest 
thereof  until  1821,  when  a further  sum  of  45  /.  19  s.  was  laid  out  in  additional 
repairs  of  the  same  premises,  which  became  necessary  in  consequence  of  the 
work  having  been  insufficiently  performed  on  the  former  occasion. 

The  remaining  balance  of  the  purchase-money,  with  an  arrear  of  interest 
thereon,  the  whole  amounting  to  6/.  18  s.  11  cl.,  was  in  1822  deposited  in  the 
Southwell  Savings  Bank,  in  the  names  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Barrow,  and  the 
Rev.  J.  T.  Becher,  and  remained  there  at  the  time  of  our  Inquiry,  the  interest 
being  allowed  to  accumulate  in  addition  to  the  principal,  as  a fund  for  future 
repairs. 
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The  schoolmaster,  in  respect  of  the  house  and  lands  occupied  by  him, 
instructs  in  reading  and  writing  the  children  of  such  poor  persons  of  the 
parish  as  think  proper  to  send  them  to  the  school ; he  is  also  allowed  to  take 
other  scholars  from  the  adjoining  parishes,  for  whose  education  he  is  paid. 

Poors  Lands. 

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  11th  June  1697>  Samuel  Lowe,  of  Southwell,  and 
Edmund  Crumwell,  of  Edingley,  in  consideration  of  16/.  granted  and  enfeoffed 
to  Richard  Carrington,  and  Edmund  Crumwell  the  younger,  both  of  Edingley, 
and  their  heirs,  two  sellions  of  pasture  lying  in  a close  of  Edmund  Croft’s, 
called  the  Maythorne  Close,  in  or  near  Norwood  field  in  the  parish  of  South- 
well,  in  trust,  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Edingley  for  ever. 

By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  15th  and  lCth  October  IC97, 
George  Cartwright  and  Samuel  Lowe,  in  consideration  of  10/.  conveyed  to 
Richard  Carrington,  and  Edmund  Crumwell  the  younger,  and  their  heirs,  three 
hades  and  doles  of  meadow  or  pasture  in  Southwell,  then  inclosed,  and  made 
into  a little  close  called  the  Flax  Pits,  in  trust,  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the 
parish  of  Edingley  for  ever. 

The  precise  situation  of  the  two  sellions  of  pasture,  mentioned  in  the  first 
abstracted  deed  as  lying  in  the  Maythorne  Close,  is  not  known.  The  residue 
of  that  close,  the  whole  quantity  of  which  is  about  17  acres,  is  the  property 
of  Mr.  John  Bilbie,  who  purchased  it  more  than  20  years  ago  under  a copyhold 
title. 

An  annual  sum  of  16,?.,  being  the  amount  of  the  interest  of  the  original 
purchase-money  of  the  charity-land  in  1697>  at  five  per  cent,  has  been  for 
a long  period  paid  by  the  owner  of  this  close  to  the  churchwardens  and 
overseers,  and  is  now  paid  by  Mr.  Bilbie  in  respect  of  the  portion  of  it 
belonging  to  the  poor  ; but  if  the  situation  and  the  quantity  of  the  two  sellions 
could  be  ascertained,  a claim  might  probably  be  substantiated  on  behalf  of  the 
charity  to  a fair  and  improveable  rent  for  a specific  portion  of  the  close,  instead 
of  a fixed  annual  payment. 

The  field  called  the  Flax  Pits,  which  contains  about  an  acre  and  a half,  is 
now  used  as  a hopgarden,  and  is  in  the  occupation  of  Samuel  Horseley,  as 
yearly  tenant,  at  a fair  rent  of  5 /.  per  annum,  which  he  pays  to  the  parish- 
officers. 

The  application  of  the  rents  of  these  lands  will  be  found  in  the  following 
account  of  Tutin’s  charity. 

Tutin’s  Charity. 

Elizabeth  Tutin,  by  her  Will,  bearing  date  7th  November  1775*  gave  to 
John  Bacon  and  his  heirs  all  her  messuages,  lands,  &c.  in  Greaves-lane,  in  the 
manor  of  Southwell,  chargeable  with  the  sum  of  31.,  to  be  paid  at  Michaelmas, 
and  the  further  sum  of  31.  to  be  paid  at  Lady-day  in  every  year,  to  the  minister 
or  churchwardens  of  Edingley  for  ever,  in  trust,  that  they  should  distribute  the 
same  amongst  and  for  the  use  of  the  poor  widows  and  people  distressed  with 
large  families,  and  not  having  present  relief  from  the  parish-officers,  within 
the  parish  of  Edingley,  and  in  such  proportions  as  they  should  think  meet ; 
with  a power  to  the  minister  and  churchwardens  of  the  said  parish  to  distrain 
for  the  same. 

This  devise  was  void  by  9th  Geo.  2,  c.  36  ; but  it  is  stated  on  a tablet  in  the 
church  that  an  annual  sum  of  61.  was  paid  in  respect  thereof  until  1796,  out 
of  a farm  in  Greaves  Lane,  belonging  to  Mr.  Edward  Bacon,  who  in  that  year 
purchased  the  annuity  for  the  sum  of  155/. 

This  sum  was  at  first  lent  on  the  security  of  a house  and  orchard  in  South- 
well,  but  as  the  interest  of  it  was  not  regularly  paid  it  was  called  in ; a part 
thereof,  amounting  to  65  /.  is  now  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Francis  Tagg,  a pro- 
prietor of  land  in  Edingley,  on  the  security  of  his  promissory-note,  at  five  per 
cent  interest. 

The  residue  being  90/.  was,  in  1818,  paid  into  the  funds  of  the  Basford 
workhouse,  being  the  amount  of  the  quota  which  the  parish  of  Edingley  was 
called  upon  to  pay,  on  uniting  with  other  parishes  in  the  support,  of  that  work- 
house,  and  interest  on  that  sum  at  five  per  cent,  is  paid  out  of  the  poors-rates 
of  this  parish  ; but  it  appears  to  us  that  the  principal  sum  ought  to  be  gradually 

raised 
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raised  by  the  parishioners,  and  placed  on  good  security  for  the  benefit  of  the 
charity. 

The  above-mentioned  interest  paid  by  Mr.  Tagg  being  SI.  5 s.,  the  interest 
paid  out  of  the  poors-rates  being  4 l.  10s.,  and  the  annual  sum  of  5 1.  16  s. 
arising  from  the  rents  of  the  poors  lands  before  mentioned  (the  whole 
amounting  to  13  /.  11  s.  per  annum)  are  distributed  in  the  early  part  of  January, 
amongst  poor  persons  belonging  to  the  parish  of  Edingley  and  resident 
there. 

In  1827  the  distribution  was  made  in  sums  varying  from  5 s.  to  1/.  5s., 
amongst  23  persons,  four  of  whom,  being  old  and  infirm,  were  in  the  receipt  of 
constant  parochial  relief.  A list  is  made  out  by  the  minister,  churchwardens 
and  overseers,  previously  to  the  distribution,  of  the  persons  appointed  by  them 
to  partake  of  the  charity,  and  is  afterwards  entered  in  the  overseers  account- 
book.

Leeke’s  Charity. 

Luke  Leeke,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  20th  November  I667,  gave  to  the  Leeke’s  Charity, 
poor  of  Osmondthorpe,  Edingley,  and  Greaves  Lane,  SI.  yearly,  for  ever,  to  be 
distributed  amongst  them,  quarterly,  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  his  free- 
hold messuage  or  tenement,  situate  in  Grub-street,  in  the  parish  of  St.  Giles 
without  Cripplegate,  London,  then  in  the  occupation  of  W.  D.  White,  baker ; 
and  he  desired  his  cousins  John  and  Robert  Leeke  to  see  the  same  distributed 
amongst  the  said  poor,  and  for  their  pains  he  gave  to  each  of  them  50 s.  ; and 
he  gave  all  his  freehold  tenements  which  he  had  purchased  of  John  Snow, 
situate  in  Grub-street,  and  his  reversion  in  certain  other  messuages  or  tene- 
ments in  Grub-street,  after  19  years,  to  his  son  William  Henwood,  and  his 
daughter  Sarah,  the  wife  of  the  said  William  Henwood,  for  their  lives,  with 
remainder  to  Sarah  Smith  and  Elizabeth  Henwood,  and  such  other  children  as 
his  said  daughter  Sarah  should  have  living  at  his  decease,  and  their  heirs, 
subject  to  the  payment  of  the  said  SI.  yearly  to  the  poor  of  the  respective 
places  aforesaid. 

In  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786  it  is  stated  that  the  last  payment  of 
this  annuity  was,  in  1757,  by  a bill,  drawn  by  the  overseers  on  William  Camden, 
near  Fleet  Ditch,  London.  As  there  is  no  evidence  of  any  subsequent 
payment,  we  fear  that  after  so  long  an  interval  there  is  little  hope  of  a claim 
to  the  annuity  being  established. 


PARISH  OF  FARNSFIELD. 

Poors  Money. 

It  is  stated  in  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786,  that  50  then  vested  in  Farnsfieid. 

John  Watson,  and  producing  2/.  per  annum,  and  5 then  vested  in  Thomas  

Hurt,  and  producing  4 s.  per  annum,  had  been  given  to  the  poor  of  this  parish  Poors  Money' 

by  some  persons  unknown. 

(It  is  also  stated  in  an  entry  in  a parish-book,  bearing  date  2d  August  1805, 
and  signed  by  ten  of  the  parishioners  of  Farnsfieid,  that  there  was  then  a sum  of 
561.,  of  which  51 1.  had  been  in  the  hands  of  John  Watson,  esquire,  and  5 l.  in  the 
hands  of  Thomas  Hurt,  secured  by  their  notes  of  hand,  given  to  the  overseers 
in  trust  for  the  poor  of  the  said  parish,  the  interest  whereof  had  been  for  many 
years  expended  in  the  purchase  of  coals,  which  had  been  distributed  about  the 
time  of  Farnsfield-feast ; and  it  was  then  resolved,  that  as  the  parish  would 
have  to  borrow  money  to  pay  for  four  new  parish-houses  then  building,  they 
should  borrow  of  the  overseers  the  said  sum,  the  interest  of  which  at  five  per 
cent  should  be  by  them  and  their  successors  annually  paid  out  of  the  parish- 
rates,  and  distributed  as  before  mentioned  ; and  it  was  agreed,  that  for  carrying 
that  resolution  into  execution,  the  Rev.  William  Becher,  vicar,  William  Watson, 

Samuel  Jenkins,  William  Houldsworth,  and  William  Smith,  senior,  should  be 
appointed  joint  trustees  with  the  overseers  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  with 
a power,  when  any  one  of  them  died  or  left  the  parish,  to  call  a meeting  within 
one  month  afterwards,  and  appoint  a successor  ; and  that  a board  should  be 

3X4  erected 
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erected  in  the  church  to  record  the  said  resolution  and  the  donations  made  to 
the  parish. 

The  said  sum  of  561.  was  accordingly  applied  towards  the  building  of  four 
houses  on  a parcel  of  land  purchased  by  the  parish,  which  are  inhabited  by 
paupers  placed  there  by  the  overseers.  The  sum  of  56 5.  is  paid  annually  out 
of  the  poors-rates  as  the  interest  thereof,  and  the  amount  thereof  was  given  in 
coals  until  the  last  three  or  four  years,  during  which  it  has  been  applied,  with 
the  rent  of  the  poors  land  hereinafter  mentioned,  in  a distribution  of  money 
to  the  poor. 

Poors  Land. 

Poors  Land.  It  is  stated  on  a tablet  in  the  church  of  this  parish  that  a small  close  in  the 
parish  of  Edingley  was  given  by  an  unknown  donor,  the  rent  whereof  was  to  be 
distributed  to  the  poor  by  the  overseer  on  Christmas-day. 

This  close,  which  is  called  Temple  Croft,  contains  1a.  2r.  18  p.,  and  is  in 
the  occupation  of  Francis  Tipping,  junior,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a good  rent  of 
61.  per  annum.  It  had  been  let  at  31.  per  annum  by  a lease  for  21  years, 
which  expired  at  Lady-day  1827,  and  it  was  then  let  by  ticket  at  a parish- 
meeting to  the  present  tenant. 

The  rent  is  received  by  the  overseer  about  Christmas,  and  is  distributed  in 
money,  together  with  the  above-mentioned  interest  of  the  poors  money  by 
the  churchwardens  and  guardian  of  the  poor,  according  to  a list  prepared  by 
them,  amongst  poor  persons  of  the  parish,  a larger  portion  being  given  to  such 
as  do  not  receive  constant  relief.

Hitchbone’s  Charity. 

Hitchbone's  It  is  stated  on  the  church-tablet  that  Richard  Hitchbone  gave  5s.  per 
Charity.  annum,  payable  out  of  a held  in  the  parish  called  the  Square  Close,  to  be  dis- 

tributed in  bread  to  the  poor. 

This  annual  sum  of  5s.  is  paid  by  Mrs.  Denman,  as  the  owner  of  the  above- 
mentioned  close,  and  is  laid  out  in  bread,  which  is  distributed  at  the  church 
by  the  churchwardens  and  overseers,  in  penny  and  two-penny  loaves,  011  the 
hrst  Sunday  after  Candlemas-day. 

Swift’s  Charity. 

Swift’s  Charity.  It  is  stated  on  the  church-tablet  that  John  Swift,  by  his  Will,  in  1810,  gave 
to  the  overseers  of  this  parish  and  their  successors,  20/.,  in  trust,  to  distribute 
the  interest  in  bread  to  the  poor  annually  on  Christmas-day. 

From  this  legacy  a deduction  was  made  of  21.  5s.  for  duty  and  expenses; 
the  residue,  being  17/.  15s.,  was  received  by  the  overseers  of  the  poor,  and 
carried  to  their  general  account,  and  an  entry  of  the  receipt  thereof  was  made 
in  the  parish  account-book. 

I11  respect  of  this  charity  an  annual  sum  of  18s.  6d.  is  expended  out  of  the 
poors  rates  in  the  purchase  of  sixpenny  loaves,  which  are  distributed  by  the 
parish-officers  on  Christmas-day,  amongst  poor  and  old  persons  of  the  parish. 

Higgs’s  Charity. 

Iliggs’s  Charity.  Samuel  Higgs,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  11th  May  1820  (as  appears  from 
the  church  tablet),  gave  50/.  to  the  vicar  and  churchwardens  of  this  parish, 
and  directed  that  the  interest  should  be  given  every  year  on  21st  December,  in 
equal  proportions,  to  ten  poor  men  and  women,  who  could  repeat  the  Lord’s 
Prayer,  the  Creed,  and  the  Ten  Commandments,  before  the  vicar,  or  such 
other  person  as  he  should  appoint  to  hear  them. 

In  respect  of  this  legacy,  the  sum  of  45/.  (the  remaining  51.  being  deducted 
for  the  legacy-duty)  was  deposited  in  the  Southwell  Savings  Bank.  The 
interest  thereof,  amounting  to  1 /.  16  s.,  is  divided  equally  amongst  ten  poor 
men  and  women  of  the  parish,  on  St.  Thomas’s-day,  or  within  a few  days 
afterwards,  by  the  officiating  minister  and  the  churchwardens.  The  poor 
persons  appointed  to  partake  of  the  charity  continue  to  receive  it  during  their 
lives.

Awdes’s  Charity. 

An  entry  in  the  parish  account-book  states,  that  at  a vestry-meeting,  holden 
on  2d  March  1827,  a legacy  of  20/.  having  been  bequeathed  by  Mary  Awdes 
to  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor,  and  the  same  being  then  paid 
to  Emanuel  Howitt  for  the  use  of  the  said  churchwardens  and  overseers,  the 
parishioners  present,  after  deliberating  on  the  best  means  of  investing  the  said 
sum,  were  of  opinion  that  a cottage  should  be  built  on  the  parish  land  called 
the  Sand-holes,  and  that  the  sum  of  20s.  a year,  agreeable  to  the  will  of  the 
testatrix,  should  be  annually  distributed  amongst  the  poor  of  the  parish,  and 
should  be  chargeable  on  the  house  to  be  so  built. 

This  legacy  was  accordingly  laid  out,  together  with  a small  sum  added  by 
the  parishioners,  in  building  a house  on  a parcel  of  land  awarded  on  the 
Farnsfield  inclosure  to  the  surveyors  of  the  highways,  which  house  is  now  in 
the  occupation  of  William  Slaney,  at  the  rent  of  2/.  10s.  per  annum. 

A stone  tablet  has  been  placed  on  the  outside  of  the  house,  with  an  inscrip- 
tion stating  that  the  interest  of  20/.  is  payable  to  the  poor  in  respect  of  the 
legacy  of  Mary  Awdes  invested  in  that  house. 

At  Christmas  1827,  10s.,  being  one  half  year’s  interest  on  this  sum,  was  dis- 
tributed with  the  interest  of  the  poors  money,  and  the  rent  of  the  poors  land, 
and  it  is  intended  to  distribute  20s.  annually  in  respect  thereof  in  future.

In  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786  it  is  stated  that  two  sums,  amounting 
together  to  226/.  13  s.  10c/.,  part  of  which  had  been  given  by  two  persons  of 
the  names  of  Watson  and  Hornby,  were  then  vested  in  trustees,  for  building 
and  endowing  a school  in  this  parish  ; and  it  may  be  collected  from  the  inscrip- 
tion on  the  church-tablet,  that  these  sums,  together  with  a further  sum  arising 
from  the  sale  of  a piece  of  land  belonging  to  the  parish,  called  the  Bull  Land, 
the  whole  amounting  to  400/.,  formed  the  consideration  for  the  purchase  of  the 
house  and  land  to  which  the  following  documents  relate. 

By  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release,  bearing  date  1st  and  2d  December  1790, 
Sarah  Thornely,  in  consideration  of  400/.,  conveyed  to  William  Watson,  Rev. 
William  Becher,  William  Hornby,  Adam  Hough,  William  Warren,  James 
Denman,  and  John  Bucklow,  and  their  heirs,  a messuage  or  tenement,  with  the 
outbuildings,  gardens,  and  croft,  thereto  adjoining,  situate  in  Farnsfield,  and 
containing  by  statute-measure  two  acres,  in  trust,  for  the  use  of  a school  for  the 
teaching  of  poor  children  in  the  parish  of  Farnsfield,  in  such  manner  as  the 
said  trustees,  or  the  major  part  of  them  at  a meeting,  should  appoint. 

In  the  same  year,  the  said  Sarah  Thornely,  at  a court  holden  for  the  manor 
of  Southwell,  surrendered  eight  sellions  of  land  lying  in  Farnsfield,  being  part 
of  a croft  abutting  on  the  lands  belonging  to  Robert  Holiday  and  James  Den- 
man, containing  half  an  acre,  to  the  use  of  the  said  William  Watson  and  others, 
and  their  heirs,  in  trust,  for  the  use  of  the  same  school. 

The  last  Trust  Deeds  bear  date  1st  and  2d  January  1816,  whereby  the  Rev. 
William  Becher  and  John  Bucklow  conveyed  the  premises  comprised  in  the 
deeds  of  1st  and  2d  December  1790,  to  the  Rev.  Wiiliam  Barrow,  L.L.  D., 
Samuel  Jenkins,  esquire,  William  Houldsworth,  esquire,  William  Milward  the 
younger,  Samuel  Unwin  White,  and  John  Carding,  and  their  heirs,  on  the 
same  trusts  ; and  covenanted  to  surrender  at  the  next  court  to  be  holden  for 
the  manor  of  Southwell  the  said  eight  sellions  of  land,  therein  stated  to  contain 
by  admeasurement  1a.  Or.  28  p.,  in  trust  for  the  said  school.  And  it  was 
thereby  provided  that  it  should  be  lawful  for  the  said  trustees,  or  the  major 
part  of  them  assembled  at  a meeting  to  be  called  for  that  purpose,  from  time  to 
time  to  appoint  such  master  or  masters,  mistress  or  mistresses,  being  members 
of  the  church  of  England,  as  might  be  necessary  for  teaching  the  said  school, 
and  to  amove  them  for  such  misbehaviour  or  other  cause  as  should  appear  to 
them  reasonable,  and  to  appoint  the  number  of  poor  children,  inhabitants  of 
the  parish  of  Farnsfield,  not  exceeding  15,  who  should  be  taught  gratis  at  such 
school,  and  to  nominate  such  children,  and  to  make  such  other  rules  as  might 
be  necessary  for  the  government  of  the  said  school  ; and  as  often  as  any  one 
or  more  of  the  trustees  should  die,  decline  to  act,  or  become  incapable  of  acting. 
Rep.  20.  3 Y to 
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Farnsfield.  to  appoint  new  trustees,  and  convey  and  surrender  the  premises  accordingly  to 
- — such  new  trustees,  together  with  the  continuing  trustees. 

continued  On  ^th  February  1816,  the  copyhold  part  of  the  trust-premises  were  surren- 

— ^ ^ dered  to  the  same  trustees,  all  of  whom  were  living  at  the  time  of  our  Inquiry 

in  March  1828. 

The  property  belonging  to  this  school  consists  of  a house  with  a school-room 
adjoining,  a garden,  a small  paddock,  and  a field,  all  situate  in  Farnsfield,  and  in 
the  occupation  of  George  Kemble,  the  schoolmaster.  Their  united  annual 
value  is  stated  to  be  about  20  /.  Shortly  after  the  last  appointment  of  trustees 
the  late  schoolmaster  was  removed  for  insufficiency,  and  the  present  master  was 
appointed.  As  the  school-buildings  were  then  in  a bad  condition,  they  were 
repaired,  and  each  of  the  six  trustees  advanced  5 /.  towards  the  expense  in- 
curred. A part  of  the  money  thus  advanced  has  been  repaid  by  the  school- 
master, but  the  remainder  is  still  due  from  him.  About  the  same  time  ten 
boys  were  appointed  by  the  trustees  to  be  taught  at  the  school.  At  the  time  of 
our  Inquiry  the  master  had  on  his  list  eleven  boys,  who  had  been  admitted  as 
free  scholars  by  orders  from  the  trustees  ; but  he  stated  that  they  were  irregular 
in  their  attendance,  and  that  four  of  the  above-mentioned  number  had  not  been 
at  the  school  for  some  weeks  past.  The  free  scholars  are  taught  reading 
gratuitously,  but  for  such  as  learn  writing  and  arithmetic  a charge  is  made. 
The  schoolmaster  is  permitted  to  take  other  scholars,  and  his  wife  keeps 
a school  for  girls,  for  whose  instruction  she  is  paid.  Some  of  the  trustees  have 
occasionally  visited  the  school. 


PARISH  OF  HALAM. 

Poors  Land. 

By  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release,  bearing  date  1st  and  2d  June  1686, 
John  Walter  and  Charles  Benson,  in  consideration  of  14/.,  granted  to  Henry 
Lascoe  and  five  others,  and  their  heirs,  a close  called  the  Sowers,  situate  in 
a field  of  Halam,  bounded  on  the  South  by  the  land  of  the  chapter  of  South- 
well,  in  trust,  for  the  use  of  the  poor  and  indigent  people  of  the  town  of  Halam 
for  ever. 

We  have  not  been  able  to  learn  from  what  source  the  sum  of  14/.  paid  as 
the  consideration  for  this  close  arose. 

The  Sowers  Close,  which  contains  2u.  32p.,  was  until  about  the  year  1820 
let  for  205.  per  annum  ; it  has  since  been  in  the  occupation  of  John  Paulson 
as  yearly  tenant,  at  a fair  rent  of  2 5 s.,  which  is  received  by  the  churchwardens 
at  Christmas,  and  is  distributed,  together  with  a sum  of  2/.  155.  arising  from 
Mrs.  Sturtevant’s  charity  hereinafter  mentioned,  and  the  alms  collected  at  the 
Sacrament,  by  the  churchwardens  a overseers,  amongst  all  the  deserving  poor, 
whether  receiving  relief  or  not,  in  small  sums,  the  widows  and  the  most  aged 
receiving  a preference.  An  account  of  the  distribution  is  annually  made  out, 
and  signed  by  the  churchwardens. 

Sturtevant’s  Charity. 

Sturtevant’s  Mary  Sturtevant , by  her  Will,  bearing  date  29th  October  1768,  gave  to 
Charity.  John  Mills,  Henry  Martin,  and  Job  Brough,  and  their  heirs,  all  her  freehold 
lands  at  various  places  in  the  county  of  Lincoln,  and  a freehold  tenement  in 
Newark,  and  she  also  gave  to  them  and  their  executors  her  leasehold  farm 
at  Southwell,  on  trust,  to  sell  the  said  freehold  and  leasehold  estates  ; and  she 
directed  that  the  money  arising  from  such  sale  should  be  applied  to  the  follow- 
ing,^ amongst  other  purposes,  viz. 

lo  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  Newark  200/.,  on  trust,  to  place  the 
same  out  at  interest  on  real  or  Government  security,  and  on  Christmas-day  in 
every  year  to  apply  the  interest  amongst  so  many  poor  widows,  inhabitants  of 
Newark,  as  the  same  would  extend  to  at  the  rate  of  105.  to  each. 

To  the  vicar,  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  NorwelJ,  J 00/.,  to  be  placed 
out  on  real  or  Government  security,  and  the  interest  to  be  disposed  of  on 
Christmas-day  amongst  so  many  poor  inhabitants  of  Norwell,  at  the  rate  of  105. 
a piece,  as  the  same  would  extend  to.

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To  the  trustees  of  the  school  of  Norwell  100  /.,  to  be  placed  out  as  aforesaid, 
and  the  interest  annually  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  blue  cloth  for  coats  and 
caps  for  the  poor  boys,  and  of  blue  stuff  for  gowns  for  the  poor  girls,  educated 
in  the  said  school,  such  poor  children  to  have  the  said  coats,  caps  and  gowns 
every  Easter  Sunday. 

To  the  vicar,  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  parish  of  Halam,  and 
their  successors,  100/.,  to  be  placed  out  as  aforesaid,  and  the  interest  to  be 
disposed  of  at  Christinas  yearly,  amongst  so  many  poor  inhabitants  of  Halam 
as  it  would  extend  to,  at  the  rate  of  10 s.  a-piece. 

And  to  the  same  vicar,  churchwardens  and  overseers,  100/.,  the  interest  to 
be  disposed  of  as  occasion  should  require  in  repairing  the  inside  of  the  body 
of  the  church  of  Halam  ; and  if  any  surplus  should  in  any  one  year  remain 
after  making  the  said  repairs,  the  same  to  be  applied  to  putting  to  school  such 
poor  children  of  Halam  as  the  said  vicar,  churchwardens  and  overseers  should 
think  proper. 

And  she  gave  to  the  said  John  Mills,  Henry  Martin,  and  Job  Brough,  all 
her  personal  estate  not  before  disposed  of,  and  all  sums  which  should  arise 
from  the  sale  of  the  lands  devised,  subject  to  the  several  payments  thereinafter 
mentioned  ; and  subject  to  such  payments,  and  to  her  debts,  funeral  expenses, 
and  the  expenses  of  her  trustees,  she  gave  the  residue  of  the  money  arising 
from  the  sale  of  her  said  estates  to  her  aunts  Anne  White  and  Margaret  Hall, 
to  be  equally  divided  between  them. 

The  testatrix  died  in  1771  ; and  under  a decree  of  the  Court  of  Chancery, 
made  12th  December  1772,  in  a cause  between  William  Coates  and  others, 
plaintiffs,  and  Henry  Martin,  clerk,  and  others,  defendants  (from  which  it 
appears  that  Mrs.  Sturtevant,  after  making  her  will,  sold  all  the  lands  specified 
in  it,  except  the  freehold  tenement  in  Newark,  and  that  the  produce  of  those 
sales  was  adjudged  by  the  court  to  be  a fund  for  the  payment  of  the  charitable 
legacies  given  by  her  will),  a sum  of  230/.  4s.  3d.,  three  per  cent  consols, 
was  invested  in  the  Accountant  General’s  name  to  the  credit  of  that  cause 
for  the  purposes  mentioned  in  Mrs.  Sturtevant’s  will,  for  the  benefit  of  the 
parish  of  Halam,  the  dividends  of  which  amount  to  61.  18  s.  2 d. 

The  expenses  which  have  been  incurred  in  obtaining  the  payment  of  the 
dividends  of  this  stock  have  been  very  large,  although  they  have  only  been 
received  at  intervals.

Of  the  last-mentioned  sum,  there  was  paid  for  a power  of  attorney 
1 /.  7s.  6d. ; for  the  Master’s  fee  on  swearing  the  affidavit  4s.  6 d. ; for  fees 
at  the  Accountant  General’s  office  1 /. ; and  the  residue  thereof  consisted  of  the 
charges  of  a solicitor,  and  his  agent  in  London,  in  obtaining  the  payment. 

Although  in  consequence  of  the  large  amount  of  these  expenses  the  dividends 
are  not  annually  received,  Mr.  William  Leeson  who  has  held  the  situation  of 
the  minister’s  churchwarden  of  this  parish  during  the  last  49  years,  pays  on 
account  of  the  share  thereof  belonging  to  the  poor,  2/.  15s.  every  year;  and 
keeps  an  account,  on  one  side  of  which  he  gives  credit  for  the  sums  received 
by  him  on  account  of  the  dividends  of  the  whole  sum  of  230/.  4s.  3d.  stock, 
and  on  the  other  side  he  takes  credit  for  the  yearly  payments  of  2/.  15s.  to 
the  poor,  and  for  such  sums  as  he  expends  in  the  repairs  of  the  inside  of  the 
body  of  the  church. 

Before  the  last  receipt  of  dividends  in  1827,  which  amounted,  after  a 
deduction  of  7 1.  6 s.  4 c/.’ for  the  expenses,  to  27 /.  4s.  6d.,  Mr.  Leeson  had 
Rep.  20.  . 3 Y 2 advanced 
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advanced  to  the  charity  16/.  14s.,  and  consequently  after  that  receipt  there 
remained  a balance  of  10/.  10  s.  6d.  in  his  hands,  which  had  been  at  the  time 
of  our  Inquiry  (March  1828)  reduced  by  further  payments  to  7 /.  10s.  6d. 


PARISH  OF  KIRKLINGTON. 

Arthur’s  Charity. 

The  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786  state  that  Winifred  Arthur  gave  for 
the  poor  of  this  parish  30/.,  then  vested  in  Samuel  Haslam,  and  producing 
1 /.  5 s.  per  annum. 

This  sum  of  30/.  is  now  in  the  hands  of  George  Keyworth,  a proprietor  of 
land  in  the  parish,  on  the  security  of  his  promissory-note. 

The  annual  sum  of  1/.  5s.  as  the  interest  thereof  is  received  from  him  by 
the  churchwardens,  who  distribute  it  at  Christmas,  together  with  the  alms 
collected  at  the  Sacrament,  in  small  sums,  amongst  the  widows  and  other  poor 
persons  of  this  parish. 


PARISH  OF  MORTON. 

Daybill’s  Charity. 

Richard  Day  bill,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  17th  September  1695,  proved  at 
Southwell,  gave  to  his  wife  Anne,  during  her  life,  the  two  Milne  Sick  Gates, 
and  one  acre  of  meadow  in  the  Holme,  and  the  Sand  Close,  being  an  acre, 
abutting  on  Robert  Peace’s  house,  and  the  tenement  in  which  Robert  Peace 
lived,  and  a close  called  the  Haverlands ; and  after  her  decease,  to  Thomas 
Wighton  and  his  heirs,  paying,  yearly,  out  of  the  aforesaid  lands  and  tene- 
ments 50s.,  for  the  use  of  a school  for  Fiskerton  and  Morton. 

This  annuity  of  50^.  is  now  paid  by  Thomas  Bolger,  esquire,  as  the  owner 
of  a house  and  about  six  acres  of  land  in  Fiskerton,  to  a school-master  residing 
at  Morton,  for  teaching  four  children,  two  of  Fiskerton  and  two  of  Morton, 
appointed  by  Mr.  Bolger,  to  read  and  wrrite. 


PARISH  OF  SOUTHWELL. 

The  parish  of  Southwell  is  divided  into  five  districts,  called  the  High  Town, 
the  Burgage,  Easthorpe,  Westhorpe,  and  Normanton.  There  is  one  appoint- 
ment of  overseers  and  one  poors-rate  for  the  whole ; but  each  district  main- 
tains its  own  highways  separately. 

Nicholson’s  Charity. 

Henry  Nicholson,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  14th  March  l677»  and  proved  at 
York,  alter  giving  one  moiety  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  all  his  lands  in  Elston, 
in  the  county  of  Nottingham,  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  of  Gainsborough,  in 
the  county  of  Lincoln,  gave  the  other  moiety  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  his  said 
lands  in  Elston,  first,  for  the  payment,  for  ever,  of  the  interest  of  10/.  given  by  the 
will  of  his  brother  Edmund  Nicholson  to  the  poor  of  Southw  ell ; and  he  directed 
that  all  the  rest  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  last  mentioned  moiety  should 
(subject  to  the  payment  of  105.,  yearly,  to  certain  children  mentioned  in  his 
Will,  until  they  should  attain  21  years)  remain  to  the  use  of  the  poor  of  South- 
well  aforesaid,  for  ever ; and  he  gave  the  interest  and  estate  in  the  said  moiety, 
for  the  use  of  the  poor  aforesaid,  to  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  for  the 
time  being  of  the  town  of  Southwell ; and  he  directed  that  the  rents  and  pro- 
fits of  the  said  moiety  should  be  distributed  to  so  many  poor  people  as  it  wrould 
extend  to,  to  give  10 5.  to  each  person,  and  that  no  one  person  should  have  it 
two  half  years  together,  but  some  one  half  year  and  other  persons  the  next ; and 
that  a fair  copy  of  that  part  of  his  will  should  be  written  on  parchment  and 
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carefully  kept  with  the  register-book  at  Southwell,  and  that  it  should  be  pub- 
licly read  once  every  year  on  Easter-day,  immediately  after  Divine  Service,  in 
the  church  of  Southwell ; and  he  gave  to  the  minister  of  Southwell,  for  his 
pains  in  reading  it  every  year,  3 s.  4 d.,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  rents  of  the  said 
moiety  of  the  said  lands.  _ 

The  estate  at  Elston,  of  which,  by  the  will  of  this  testator,  one  moiety  was 
given  to  the  poor  of  Gainsborough  and  the  other  moiety  to  the  poor  of 
this  parish,  consists  of  a farm-house,  yard,  garden,  stables,  and  out-buildings, 
and  eleven  closes,  containing  (according  to  a survey  made  in  1818)  59  a.  1 n.  5p., 
in  the  occupation  of  William  Spofforth,  as  yearly  tenant.  The  father  of  the 
present  tenant,  from  the  year  1805  to  the  time  of  his  death,  which  took  place 
about  four  years  ago,  paid  a rent  of  80/.  per  annum  for  the  whole  estate,  and 
his  son  has  since  paid  the  same  rent;  but  in  July  1827  the  estate  was  valued  by 
two  surveyors,  and  the  rent  was  increased  to  100/.  per  annum,  to  commence 
from  Lady-day,  1828. 

The  tenant  has  occasionally  repaired  the  buildings,  but  they  are  stated  to  be 
in  general  in  bad  condition,  and  it  is  proposed  to  expend  a part  of  the  increased 
rent  in  repairing  them. 

One  moiety  of  the  rent  has  been  received  by  the  churchwardens  and  over- 
seers of  Southwell,  by  half-yearly  payments  of  20/.  each,  about  Midsummer 
and  Christmas  ; and  shortly  after  each  receipt  the  vicar,  churchwardens,  and 
overseers,  have  met  and  prepared  lists  containing  the  names  of  40  poor  settled 
parishioners  of  Southwell,  considered  deserving  objects,  whether  resident  there 
or  not,  amongst  whom  that  sum  has  been  divided  in  portions  of  10s.  to  each, 
the  same  persons  not  being  permitted  to  partake  of  the  charity  in  two  succes- 
sive half  years,  but  usually  in  alternate  half  years.  In  every  third  year  a sum 
of  10s.  has  been  paid  to  the  vicar  for  reading  the  will  of  the  donor,  annually, 
on  Easter-Sunday,  which  payment,  when  it  has  occurred,  has  rendered  it  neces- 
sary to  reduce  the  number  of  persons  partaking  of  the  half-year’s  distribution 
to  39. 

Charities  of  Fillingham,  Jeremiah  Brailesford,  and  Burton. 

Bartholomew  Fillingham , by  his  Will,  bearing  date  22d  March  1696,  gave  to  Charities  of 
the  poor  of  Southwell  and  Westhorpe  100/.,  for  purchasing  land,  to  secure  the  Fillingham,  Jere- 
interest  or  rent  thereof,  yearly,  to  buy  bread  for  the  said  poor,  to  be  distributed  miah  Brailesford, 
between  Christmas  and  Easier,  by  the  churchwardens  and  overseers ; and  he 
directed  that  the  chapter  of  the  collegiate  church  of  Southwell,  and  the  testator’s 
executor,  and  his  heirs,  should  settle  the  method  of  performing  thereof. 

Jeremiah  Brailesford  (as  appears  from  a Memorial,  dated  25th  March  1717, 
entered  in  an  old  parish-book,  and  signed  by  himself)  gave  20/.  to  the  justices 
of  the  peace  of  the  liberty  of  Southwell,  to  the  intent  that  they  should  pay 
that  sum,  yearly,  at  the  Easter  quarter  session,  holden  at  Southwell,  to  a sub- 
stantial inhabitant  of  the  parish  of  Southwell,  whom  they  should  nominate  as 
treasurer  for  the  year  ensuing,  and  who  should  have  the  custody  thereof,  to 
the  intent  that  he  should  pay  the  same  to  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  said 
parish,  to  pay  for  coals,  to  be  bought  by  the  overseers  in  Summer,  at  the 
cheapest  hand,  and  sold  again  in  Winter  at  the  same  rate,  to  the  poor  thereof. 

And  he  directed  that  the  overseers  should  account  for  the  said  money  and 
coals  to  the  said  justices  ; and  he  desired  that  if  any  loss  should  happen  in  the 
said  sum,  the  inhabitants  of  the  parish  should  make  it  good;  and  on  their  refusal 
he  empowered  the  said  justices  to  apply  what  should  remain  thereof  to  such 
other  charitable  uses  as  they  should  think  fit,  so  as  such  inhabitants  should  have 
no  benefit  thereof. 

The  said  Jeremiah  Brailesford  (as  appears  from  another  Memorial,  dated 
9th  October  1725,  entered  in  the  same  old  book,  and  signed  by  himself),  after 
stating  that  10/.  only  had  been  expended  yearly  for  the  use  aforesaid,  and  that 
there  was  no  prospect  of  employing  more  for  time  to  come,  desired  that  the 
said  justices  should  put  10/.,  part  of  the  said  sum  of  20/.,  at  interest,  on  the 
same  security  with  the  100/.  called  Fillingham’s  dole  ; and  should  employ  the 
interest  in  distributing  bread  to  the  poor  as  the  said  dole  was  distributed,  such 
distribution  to  be  made  on  the  next  Sunday  after  Fillingham’s  dole. 

It  is  stated  in  an  entry  in  the  same  book,  dated  9th  October  1725,  that  Bar- 
tholomew Burton  gave  100/.  for  the  same  purpose  as  Fillingham’s  charity,  and 
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that,  with  the  sums  of  100/.  given  by  Bartholomew  Fillingham,  10/.  given  by 
Jeremiah  Brailesford,  and  100/.  given  by  Bartholomew  Burton,  the  poor-house 
and  a close  called  Radland  Sick  Close,  situate  in  Halloughton  Dale,  in  the 
manor  of  Southwell,  were  purchased.  In  a subsequent  entry,  dated  10th  February 
1749,  it  is  stated  that  Richard  Stenton  the  elder,  and  Richard  Stenton  the 
younger,  sold  and  surrendered  the  above  mentioned  close  to  the  use  of  John 
J Laverack,  vicar,  and  John  Clay,  churchwarden  of  the  parish  of  Southwell,  in 
trust,  for  the  use  of  the  poor  thereof,  according  to  the  directions  of  Fillingham 
and  Brailesford ; and  that  the  purchase-money  of  the  said  close,  amounting  to 
rather  more  than  85/.,  arose  from  the  gifts  of  Fillingham,  Brailesford,  and 
Burton. 

The  Radland  Sick  Close  is  now  divided  into  two  parts,  one  called  the  Top 
Workhouse  Close,  containing  2a.  Or.  18 1\,  and  the  other  called  the  Bottom 
Workhouse  Close,  containing  1a.  3r.  30p.,  which  are  stated  to  be  worth  not 
less  than  50 $.  per  acre.  These  closes  are  occupied  by  the  master  of  the  work- 
house  for  the  use  of  that  establishment. 

In  respect  of  the  above-mentioned  donations,  the  annual  sum  of  10/.  10$., 
being  the  amount  of  the  interest  of  210/.,  at  five  per  cent,  has  been  for  many 
years  paid  out  of  the  poors  rates  for  bread,  which  has  been  distributed  at  the 
church  after  evening  service,  on  ten  Sundays,  between  Christmas  and  Easter, 
G3  four-penny  loaves  having  been  given  on  each  of  those  Sundays  to  as  many 
poor  persons  belonging  to  and  residing  in  the  parish,  whether  receiving  relief 
or  not,  according  to  a list,  in  which  vacancies  have  been  filled  up,  as  they  have 
occurred,  by  the  churchwardens  for  the  time  being. 

The  precise  sum  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  the  old  poor-house  of  this  parish 
(which  has  been  lately  rebuilt)  is  not  ascertained  ; but  as  it  appears  from  the 
statement  in  the  old  book  that  the  poor-house  and  the  Radland  Sick  Close  were 
purchased  with  the  above-mentioned  donations,  we  apprehend  that  there  ought 
to  be  paid  out  of  the  poors  rates  a fair  rent  for  that  close,  and  also  the  interest 
of  125/.,  being  the  residue  of  the  donations  after  deducting  the  sum  of  85 l.y 
applied  in  the  purchase  of  that  close  ; the  amount  of  such  rent  and  interest 
to  be  applied,  as  the  annual  sum  of  10/.  10$.  has  hitherto  been,  in  a distribu- 
tion of  bread. 

The  sum  of  10/.  given  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  coals,  and  a sum  of 
2/.  12$.  Gt/.  given  by  the  Rev.  Richard  Barrow,  in  1787,  for  the  same  purpose, 
have  become  united  with  the  parochial  funds,  and  coals  to  a much  larger 
amount  than  the  interest  of  these  sums  are  annually  purchased  by  the  over- 
seers of  the  poor,  in  summer,  and  sold  in  winter,  at  prime  cost  to  the  poor. 

Thomas  Brailesford’s  Charity. 

Thomas  Brailesford,  of  Easthorpe,  esquire,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  13th 
July  1744,  gave  to  Elizabeth  Monk  of  Southwell  a house,  in  which  William 
Robinson  then  dwelt,  with  ten  cow-gates,  and  three  feet  in  Easthorpe  pasture 
and  carr,  for  her  life,  she  teaching  ten  poor  children  to  read,  knit,  and  sew, 
with  remainders  successively  for  life  to  Ann  Conde,  to  her  daughters,  Ann  and 
Mary  Conde,  and  to  her  son,  Roger  Conde,  on  the  same  condition  : “and  after 
my  decease,  if  there  is  a Conde  that  can  read,  knit,  and  sew,  I give  the  same 
for  ever,  they  teaching  ten  poor  children  to  read,  knit,  and  sew.” 

This  devise,  as  far  as  it  is  to  be  considered  a gift  for  charitable  purposes,  was 
void  by  the  Act  of  9 Geo.  2.  c.  36. 

Mrs.  Sarah  Conde,  the  widow  of  the  above-mentioned  Roger  Conde,  is  still 
living,  being  about  80  years  of  age.  She  occupies  the  house  in  Southwell 
devised  by  Thomas  Brailesford,  and  has  the  advantage  of  the  cow-gates  in 
Easthorpe  pasture  and  carr,  mentioned  in  his  will,  which  are  worth  about  50$. 
each  per  annum. 

Mrs.  Conde  repairs  the  house  and  keeps  a school,  in  which  she  teaches,  free 
of  expense,  10  children,  boys  and  girls,  to  read,  knit,  and  sew. 


Another  person  of  the  name  of  Thomas  Brailesford,  described  as  being  of 
Southwell,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  23d  November  1721,  gave  the  profits  of 
four  cow-gates  in  Easthorpe  pasture  to  some  schoolmaster,  for  teaching  some 
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poor  people’s  children  in  Easthorpe  and  Southwell,  for  ever,  such  children  to 
be  chosen  by  one  of  his  own  blood,  or  those  who  should  inherit  the  greatest 
part  of  his  estate  in  that  parish.  But  if  any  justice  of  the  peace,  churchwarden, 
overseer,  or  member  of  the  church  of  Southwell,  should  give  his  relation,  or 
those  who  should  have  his  estate,  any  trouble  in  the  management  of  that  gift,  he 
directed  that  it  should  cease. 

We  have  not  been  able  to  obtain  any  further  information  relating  to  this  gift, 
from  which  it  does  not  appear  that  any  benefit  is  now  derived. 

Stenton’s  Charity. 

Richard  Stenton,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  9th  August  177U  gave  to  the 
minister  and  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  Southwell  150/.,  to  be  placed  out 
on  mortgage  of  lands  and  tenements,  at  the  best  interest,  and  the  interest  to 
be  paid  to  a schoolmaster  for  teaching  ten  poor  boys  or  girls  of  this  parish  to 
read  ; such  master  and  children  to  be  nominated  and  removed  at  the  discretion 
of  the  said  minister  and  churchwardens. 

This  sum  of  150/.  was  formerly  lent  on  mortgage  ; but  some  years  ago  it  was 
paid  by  the  mortgagor,  and  has  since  remained  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  George 
Barrow,  solicitor,  of  Southwell,  who  has  lately  received  instructions  from  the 
vicar  and  the  churchwardens  to  endeavour  to  procure  a mortgage  security 
for  it. 

The  interest  of  this  sum  (usually  at  the  rate  of  5 per  cent,  but  in  some  years 
at  4 | per  cent)  has  been  paid  by  Mr.  Barrow  to  Mrs.  Pyzer,  a schoolmistress, 
for  teaching  ten  poor  boys  and  girls  of  the  parish  of  Southwell,  appointed  by 
the  vicar,  to  read. 

Mrs.  Guest,  the  mother  of  Mrs.  Pyzer,  who  was  a sister  of  the  donor,  received 
the  interest  of  this  sum  until  the  time  of  her  death,  about  12  years  ago,  and 
instructed  the  children. 


Laverack’s  Charity. 

John  Laveraclc,  vicar  of  Southwell,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  5th  June  177-5, 
gave  to  the  parish  vicar  of  Southwell,  and  his  successors,  a close  in  Southwell, 
called  the  Stone  Cross  Close,  in  trust,  that  the  clear  rents  and  profits  thereof 
should  be  applied  to  the  education  and  clothing  of  such  a number  of  poor 
children  of  the  said  parish  as  his  successors  should  appoint,  who  should  be 
nominated  and  removed  at  their  discretion. 

The  close  called  the  Stone  Cross  Close,  which  is  near  to  the  town  of  Southwell, 
contains  about  two  acres,  and  is  in  the  occupation  of  the  Rev.  James  Foottit, 
as  yearly  tenant,  at  a fair  rent  of  G /.  per  annum. 

The  Rev.  Henry  Houson,  the  present  parish  vicar  of  Southwell,  states  that 
on  succeeding  to  this  vicarage  in  1784,  he  learnt  that  his  predecessor  had 
applied  the  whole  of  the  rent  of  this  close  in  clothing  poor  girls  of  this  parish, 
and  Mr.  Houson  has  continued  the  same  mode  of  application  to  the  present 
time ; but  according  to  the  donor’s  direction  it  ought  to  be  applied  in  edu- 
cating as  well  as  clothing  poor  children.  For  some  years  past,  15  girls,  an- 
nually selected  by  him  from  the  largest  poor  families,  have  been  completely 
clothed  with  the  income  arising  from  this  charity. 

The  devise  of  the  above-mentioned  close  was  void  by  the  Act  of  9 Geo.  2. 
c.  36. 

Spofforth’s  Charity. 

Thomas  Spoffortli,  who  died  in  June  1826,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  19th 
September  1823,  gave  to  the  parish  vicar  of  Southwell,  and  his  successors,  400/. 
in  trust,  to  put  out  the  same  on  good  security,  and  to  apply  the  interest  yearly 
for  the  education  and  clothing  of  as  many  children  of  the  parish  of  Southwell 
as  the  same  would  extend  to,  and  he  directed  that  a preference  should  be  given 
to  those  of  the  name  of  Spoffortli,  and  their  kindred.  He  also  gave  to  the 
said  parish  vicar,  and  the  churchwardens  of  Southwell  for  the  time  being,  200/. 
in  trust,  to  put  the  same  out  at  interest,  and  apply  the  interest  in  the  purchase 
of  bread,  to  be  given  at  Easter  and  Christmas  to  the  poor  of  the  said  parish. 
He  also  gave  them  50/.  more,  on  trust,  to  apply  the  interest  in  the  purchase  of 
coals  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  inhabitants  of  Southwell,  at  Christmas  in  each 
year. 
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In  respect  of  this  donor’s  legacy  of  400/.,  the  sum  of  S60/.  (40/.  having 
been  deducted  for  legacy-duty)  was  received,  and  lent  in  August  1827  to 
Andrew  Neale,  on  mortgage  of  a house,  bakehouse,  yard  and  workshop,  and 
other  premises  at  Grantham,  at  5 per  cent  interest ; and  in  respect  of  the  two 
legacies  of  200/.  and  50/.,  the  sums  of  180/.  and  45/.,  making  together  225/. 
(25/.  having  been  deducted  for  legacy-duty),  were  received,  and  lent  in  June 
1827  to  William  Maples,  on  mortgage  of  a close  called  Mill  Close,  held  of  the 
manor  of  Southwell,  containing  4 a.  0 r.  15  p.  at  5 per  cent  interest. 

At  the  time  of  our  Inquiry,  March  1828,  no  interest  had  become  due  in 
respect  of  the  sum  of  360/.,  but  the  Rev.  Henry  Houson,  the  parish  vicar,  had, 
in  anticipation  of  the  payment  of  the  interest,  provided  clothing  for  six  poor 
bovs  of  the  parish  of  Southwell,  and  had  placed  them  at  school  with  two  school- 
masters, three  to  each,  by  whom  they  were  instructed  in  reading,  writing  and 
arithmetic ; and  he  expressed  a hope  that  the  income  would  be  sufficient  to 
enable  him  to  extend  the  benefit  of  education  and  clothing  to  one  or  two  more 
children.  Mr.  Houson  had  not  found  any  children  of  the  name  of  Spofforth 
in  a situation  to  require  the  aid  of  the  charity.  He  had  received  51.  125.  6d. 
for  one  half  year’s  interest  of  the  sum  of  225/.,  and  had  paid  1/.  25.  6d. 
thereof,  as  the  interest  of  the  sum  of  45/.,  to  the  churchwardens,  who  disposed 
of  the  same  in  the  purchase  of  coals,  which  they  distributed  in  January  1828 
to  thirty  poor  persons  of  this  parish.  The  remaining  4/.  105.  of  the  half  year’s 
interest  was  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Houson,  and  it  was  intended  that  bread  to 
that  amount  should  be  distributed  at  the  ensuing  Easter. 


There  is  a Grammar  School  at  Southwell,  and  some  other  charities  belong- 
ing to  the  parish,  of  which  the  Chapter  of  the  Collegiate  Church  of  Southwell 
are  trustees,  and  which  are  therefore  not  within  the  scope  of  our  Investi- 
gation. 

DISTRICTS  OF  THE  HIGH  TOWN  OF  SOUTHWELL,  EASTHORPE,  AND 

NORMAN  TON. 

Thornton’s  Charity. 

Southwell,  William  Thornton,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  27th  August  1714,  gave  to  six 

Easthorpe,  and  poor  aged  and  indigent  persons  of  Southwell,  Easthorpe,  or  Normanton,  the 
Normanton.  yearly  sum  of  31.  125.  out  of  the  rents  of  a messuage  or  tenement  in  South- 
Thomton’s Charity.  well  then  the  possession  of  William  Bellamy,  for  the  purchase  of  six  coats, 
at  the  price  of  12  5.  each,  for  such  six  poor  persons,  but  none  of  them  to  have 
a coat  more  than  once  in  three  years.  And  he  appointed  that  his  executor,  and 
his  heirs  and  executors,  should  direct  who  should  have  the  coats,  and  in  default 
of  such  direction,  that  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  Southwell  should  take  care 
that  his  will  was  performed. 

In  respect  of  this  charity,  six  coats,  of  the  value  of  12  5.  each,  are  annually 
provided  by  Mr.  James  Bailey,  as  the  owner  and  occupier  of  a house  and  dra- 
per’s shop  in  the  market-place  of  Southwell,  at  the  corner  of  Bar-lane,  and  are 
given  to  six  poor  men  of  the  districts  of  the  High  Town,  Easthorpe,  and  Nor- 
manton, appointed  by  the  overseers  of  the  poor  for  the  time  being ; but  no 
persons  are  allowed  to  have  the  benefit  of  the  charity  oftener  than  once  in  three 
years.  If  the  cost  of  the  coats,  including  the  making  thereof,  exceeds  the 
amount  specified  in  the  donor’s  will,  the  deficiency  is  supplied  by  the  poor  men 
who  receive  them. 

DISTRICT  OF  EASTHORPE. 

Common  Lands. 

The  property  belonging  to  this  charity  is  situate  in  the  district  of  Easthorpe, 
and  is  copyhold  of  the  manor  of  Southwell,  of  which  the  Archbishop  of  York 
is  the  lord. 

We  are  informed  that  there  are  no  Court  Rolls  of  this  manor  extant,  of  an 
earlier  date  than  the  3d  year  of  Philip  and  Mary.  The  first  entry  found  in  the 

Rolls 
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Rolls  relating  to  this  property,  is  a surrender  made  at  a court,  liolden  17th 
December,  12th  James  1st,  at  which  Edward  Wymondsold,  as  sole  surviving 
feoffee,  by  virtue  of  a surrender  made  by  George  Stainton,  at  a court  liolden 
on  28th  October,  1st  Mary,  of  a messuage  and  two  oxgangs  of  land,  with  the 
appurtenances,  in  Easthorpe,  for  the  common  use  of  Easthorpe,  surrendered 
the  same  premises  to  the  use  of  Edward  and  William  Wymondsold,  sons  of  the 
aforesaid  Edward,  and  their  heirs,  for  the  common  use  of  Easthorpe.  The 
property  has  been  surrendered  from  time  to  time  to  new  trustees. 

It  appears  from  the  proceedings  at  a court  holden  20th  December  1746,  that 
on  a representation  from  the  principal  inhabitants  and  landowners  of  Easthorpe, 
to  the  then  Archbishop  of  York,  that  Mr.  Cartwright,  Mr.  Brailesford,  Mr. 
Lane,  and  Mr.  Joseph  Clay,  had  been  theretofore  admitted  to  a messuage  in 
Easthorpe,  called  the  Common  House,  with  the  barns,  gardens,  orchards,  &c. 
thereto  belonging,  and  two  oxgangs  of  meadow  in  Easthorpe,  in  trust,  for  the 
common  use  of  Easthorpe,  and  that  the  said  Joseph  Clay,  who  was  the  sur- 
vivor of  them,  had  died  in  1739,  and  that  his  son  and  heir,  Benjamin  Clay,  on 
whom  the  trust  devolved,  had  died  in  1741,  without  being  admitted  to  the 
said  premises,  his  Grace  appointed  Gervas  Marshall  and  Chappell  Fowler  to 
surrender  the  premises  to  the  use  of  Samuel  Lowe,  and  his  heirs,  on  the 
aforesaid  trust,  and  that  the  said  two  persons  surrendered,  and  the  said  Samuel 
Lowe  was  admitted  accordingly. 

At  a court  holden  20th  March  1773,  the  said  Samuel  Lowe  having  been 
long  dead,  and  no  trustees  having  been  appointed  or  admitted,  whereby  the 
premises  had  become  forfeited,  the  then  Archbishop  appointed  Edward 
Beedham  to  enter  on  the  said  premises,  and  to  surrender  them  to  the  use  of 
the  Rev.  William  Rastall,  the  Rev.  Thomas  Cockshutt,  and  the  Rev.  John 
Laverack,  and  their  heirs,  in  trust,  that  the  rents  and  profits  thereof  should  be 
for  ever  used  and  employed  for  the  common  use  of  Easthorpe. 

At  a court  holden  18th  March  1780,  a letter  of  attorney  was  enrolled, 
whereby,  after  reciting  that  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  premises  had  been  from 
time  immemorial  appropriated  towards  the  reparation  of  the  highways  within 
the  district  of  Easthorpe,  and  that  they  were  insufficient  for  that  purpose,  and 
that  the  principal  proprietors  of  lands  and  inhabitants  of  Easthorpe  had 
therefore  applied  to  Sir  Richard  Sutton,  bart.,  the  Rev.  William  Rastall,  D.  D., 
and  George  Hodgkinson,  the  then  trustees,  to  raise  a sum  sufficient  for  the 

purpose,  by  sale  or  mortgage  of  the  premises ; and  reciting,  that  the  repairs 

would  amount  to  300/.,  and  that  the  trustees  had  thought  it  advisable  to  sell 
some  small  parcels  of  land,  and  had  sold

To  Paul  Bright,  the  Dovecote  Close,  containing  - 1 2 0 for  58  - — 

To  Samuel  Jackson,  open  land  in  the  fields  of 
Easthorpe  - - - - - - - 23  29  for  49  10  - 

To  Samuel  Watkin  - - - - - -10  26  for  20  5 - 

To  William  Lang  - - - - - - 00  23  for  15  — 

Also  a parcel  of  land  lying  in  a close  belonging  to  Sir  Richard  Sutton,  called 
Peas  Close,  for  which  he  paid  yearly  2 s.  Gd. ; and  a parcel  of  land  in  a close 
called  Brinkley  Spring,  belonging  to  Sherbrook  Lowe,  esquire,  for  which  he 
paid  yearly  2 s.  Gd. ; and  part  of  an  ancient  homestead,  belonging  to 
Rev.  "Edmund  Crofts,  for  which  he  paid  yearly  2 s. ; and  a parcel  of  land 
lying  in  a close  in  Easthorpe,  belonging  to  John  Marshall,  for  which  he  paid 
yearly  1 s. ; and  that  the  persons  paying  the  above-mentioned  small  sums  were 
desirous  of  paying  33  years  purchase  thereon,  to  be  discharged  from  such 
yearly  payments ; and  that  an  exchange  of  lands  was  proposed  between  the 
said  trustees  and  the  said  Sherbrooke  Lowe,  as  thereinafter  mentioned  : the 
said  trustees  therefore  appointed  Edward  Beedham  their  attorney,  to  execute 
surrenders  accordingly  ; and  the  said  Edward  Beedham,  in  pursuance  thereof, 
at  the  same  court,  surrendered  the  lands  above-mentioned,  to  the  use  of  the 
several  purchasers  and  their  heirs ; and  also  surrendered  to  the  use  of  the  said 
Sherbrooke  Lowe,  an  arable  land  lying  in  Dockey-land  field,  containing 
2 a.  2r.  29 p.,  in  exchange  for  five  lands  in  Bitchill  Head,  four  lands  in  New 
Parkfield,  and  three  lands  in  Pasture  Field,  containing  in  the  whole 
1a.  1 r.  10p. 

In  1819  further  exchanges  were  made  between  the  then  trustees  and  Mr. 
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Henry  Becher  and  Mr.  Huggins,  whereby  the  trustees  gave  several  small  par- 
cels of  land,  containing  in  the  whole  11a.  3r.  23  p.,  in  exchange  for  a precisely 
equal  quantity.  These  last  exchanges  are  stated  to  have  been  made  for  the 
mutual  convenience  of  both  parties.  No  entry  relating  to  them  is  found  in  the 
Court  Rolls. 

The  above-mentioned  sales  in  1780,  of  a part  of  the  lands  by  the  trustees, 
although  they  appear  to  have  been  effected  at  the  request  of  the  then  principal 
landowners  and  inhabitants  of  the  district,  and  for  their  immediate  benefit, 
by  raising  a sum  for  defraying  a heavy  expense  then  incurred  in  the  repairs  of 
the  highways,  were  unauthorized,  and  cannot  but  be  considered  injurious  to 
the  charity  ; but  there  seems  to  be  no  reason  to  suppose  that  the  terms  of  those 
sales  were  otherwise  than  fair ; and  as  the  transaction  took  place  nearly  fifty 
years  ago,  we  apprehend  that  no  successful  attempt  could  now  be  made  to  dis- 
turb it.  The  quantity  of  land  granted  by  the  trustees  to  Mr.  Sherbrooke  Lowe, 
on  the  exchange  made  at  the  same  time,  was  more  than  double  the  quantity 
received  in  exchange,  but  we  have  no  information  as  to  the  relative  value  of 
the  lands  thus  exchanged. 

On  4th  July  1807,  George  Hodgkinson,  as  the  surviving  trustee  of  the  trust- 
premises,  surrendered  them  to  the  use  of  the  Rev.  William  Becher,  Tuffin 
Sheppard,  esquire,  and  George  Hodgkinson  Barrow,  gent.,  and  their  heirs,  as 
trustees. 

The  last  surrender  was  made  at  a court  holden  on  6th  July  1822,  whereby 
the  said  Tuffin  Sheppard  and  George  Hodgkinson  Barrow  surrendered  the  trust- 
premises  to  the  use  of  themselves  and  of  the  Rev.  John  Thomas  Becher  (all  of 
whom  are  now  living),  and  their  heirs,  on  the  same  trusts.

All  the  occupiers  are  yearly  tenants,  and  the  rents  are  stated  to  be  of  fair 
amount. 

At  the  time  of  the  surrender  of  the  charity-estate  in  1822,  to  the  use  of  the 
Rev.  J.  T.  Becher  and  the  two  former  trustees,  the  whole  of  it  was  in  the  occu- 
pation of  Mrs.  Jane  Johnson,  who  had  been  the  tenant  thereof  for  a considerable 
time,  at  the  annual  rent  of  31  /.  10s.,  which  was  paid  to  the  surveyor  of  the 
highways  for  Easthorpe,  and  carried  to  his  general  account  in  aid  of  the  high- 
way- 
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way-rates.  We  are  informed  that  the  house  was  burnt  about  17  years  ago,  and 
that  as  Mrs.  Johnson  had  borne  part  of  the  expense  of  rebuilding  it,  she  had 
been  permitted  to  continue  tenant  at  a low  rent,  with  a view  to  her  reimburse- 
ment. Subsequently  to  that  surrender,  the  trustees  called  a meeting  of  the 
inhabitants  of  the  district,  at  which  they  stated  that  it  was  their  intention  to 
take  the  management  of  the  property  into  their  own  hands,  to  raise  the  rent, 
and  to  dispose  of  the  income,  not  merely  in  the  repairs  of  the  highways,  which 
up  to  that  time  had  been  the  customary  mode  of  applying  it,  but  partly  to  that 
purpose,  partly  to  the  education  of  poor  children  of  Easthorpe,  and  partly  to 
any  other  purpose,  for  the  common  use  and  benefit  of  the  inhabitants  of  the 
district,  without  pledging  themselves  to  allot  a specific  portion  of  the  rent  to 
any  one  of  these  purposes.  The  trustees  proposed  to  Mrs.  Johnson  that  she 
should  continue  in  the  occupation  of  the  premises  at  an  increased  rent,  to  be 
fixed  by  valuation ; but  she  declined  this  offer,  and  claimed  to  be  allowed  to 
remain  tenant  at  her  former  rent,  alleging  that  she  had  not  been  reimbursed 
for  the  money  expended  in  the  rebuilding  of  the  house;  as  to  which  point  there 
seems  to  have  been  a difference  of  opinion  amongst  the  inhabitants  of  the  dis- 
trict. A notice  to  quit  was  then  given  to  Mrs.  Johnson,  which  she  disregarded, 
and  the  trustees  therefore  brought  an  action  of  ejectment,  which,  after  some 
ineffectual  attempts  to  settle  the  matters  in  dispute  by  arbitration,  was  tried  at 
the  Lent  assizes  for  the  county  of  Nottingham  in  1825,  and  the  trustees  ob- 
tained a verdict,  and  the  possession  of  the  estate,  which  was  let  from  Lauy- 
day  in  that  year  at  the  present  rents. 

The  plaintiffs  taxed  costs  of  this  action,  amounting  to  57/.  165.,  were  paid 
by  the  defendant,  and  on  the  other  hand  a sum  of  37 1.  3 s.  11  d.  was  paid  to 
her  by  the  trustees  for  ploughing,  seed,  manure,  &c.  on  quitting  the  pre- 
mises. 

Mr.  Hodgkinson  Barrow,  one  of  the  trustees,  received  a part  of  the  first 
half  year’s  rents,  which  became  due  from  the  new  tenants  at  Michaelmas  1825, 
and  after  the  payment  of  the  plaintiffs  extra  costs  of  the  ejectment,  which 
amounted  to  19/.  18s.,  and  a bill  for  other  business  done  by  Mr.  Barrow,  as 
a solicitor,  on  account  of  the  charity,  there  remained  a balance  due  to  him  of 
2 /.  11  s.  5 d.,  which  he  has  since  received. 

In  1826  Mr.  Paul  Bawser  was  appointed  by  the  trustees  to  receive  the  rents, 
to  make  the  payments,  and  keep  the  accounts  of  the  charity,  with  an  annual 
salary  of  2/.  2 s.  At  the  time  of  our  Inquiry  (March  1828)  he  had  received 
the  rents  to  Michaelmas  1827,  with  the  exception  of  one  half  year’s  rent 
remaining  due  from  one  of  the  tenants.  In  1826  a few  ash-trees  were  cut  on 
the  property,  and  sold  for  6/.  6 s.,  of  which  only  1 /.  14  s.  had  been  received, 
the  residue  remaining  due  at  the  time  of  our  Inquiry. 

Since  the  commencement  of  Mr.  Bawser’s  accounts,  the  principal  items  of 
expenditure  have  been  as  follows  : 

The  above-mentioned  sum  of  37 1-  3 s.  11c/.  paid  to  Mrs.  Johnson,  and  the 
balance  of  2/.  11s.  5d.  paid  to  Mr.  Barrow. 

A sum  of  27/.,  paid  in  1826  for  the  purchase  of  the  land-tax  of  the  trust- 
estate,  which  amounted  to  18  s.  6 d.  per  annum.  This  measure  is  stated  to 
have  been  adopted  from  an  apprehension  on  the  part  of  the  trustees  that  an 
equalization  of  the  tax  on  the  lands  throughout  the  parish  of  Southwell  might 
take  place,  which,  as  the  assessment  charged  on  the  estate  was  of  small  amount, 
would  have  been  disadvantageous  to  the  charity. 

A sum  of  16/.  10  s.,  paid  in  1827  to  the  surveyors  of  the  highways  of  Eas- 
thorpe, in  consequence  of  an  application  from  them  to  the  trustees,  being  one 
moiety  of  a sum  which  they  had  expended  in  making  a pavement  in  Easthorpe. 

There  have  also  been  various  payments  for  soughing  and  fencing,  and  for 
new  gates  on  the  estate. 

A considerable  expense  has  been  incurred  in  fitting  up  the  house,  mentioned 
in  the  rental,  as  a residence  for  the  schoolmaster  and  schoolmistress,  and  in  con- 
verting the  barn  into  a school-room  for  the  instruction  of  boys  and  girls  on  the 
National  system,  which  was  opened  at  Christmas  1827.  At  the  time  of  our 
Inquiry  there  was  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Bawser  a balance  of  38/.  15  5.  10  c/., 
but  a sum  of  about  50/.  still  remained  due  for  the  alterations  and  improve- 
ments of  the  buildings,  which  would  be  defrayed  out  of  the  above-mentioned 
balance,  and  the  half  year’s  rents  which  would  become  due  at  Lady-day  1828. 
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Mr.  Bawser’s  accounts  have  been  balanced  annually  since  his  appointment,  and 
submitted  to  the  trustees. 

A schoolmaster  and  schoolmistress,  being  husband  and  and  wife,  have  been 
appointed  by  the  trustees,  and  have  undertaken,  in  respect  of  an  annual  salary 
of  2 5 l,  commencing  from  Christmas  1827,  and  the  occupation  of  the  house 
and  garden  rent  free,  to  instruct  30  poor  boys  and  girls,  the  children  of  persons 
resident  in  Easthorpe,  appointed  by  the  trustees,  in  reading,  writing  and  arith- 
metic, and  the  girls  in  knitting  and  sewing.  The  master  is  allowed  to  receive 
other  scholars  from  any  part  of  the  parish  of  Southwell.  In  Mr.  Bawser’s 
accounts  1/.  is  charged  as  having  been  paid  in  January  1828,  for  books  for  the 
school. 

The  proceedings  of  the  trustees  in  ejecting  the  late  tenant  of  the  estate,  and 
the  plan  adopted  by  them  for  the  application  of  a portion  of  the  income  of  the 
charity  to  the  support  of  a national  school,  seem  to  have  given  dissatisfaction  to 
some  of  the  inhabitants  of  Easthorpe,  three  of  whom,  Messrs.  John  Nall, 
Edward  Nall,  and  William  Johnson  (the  latter  being  the  son  of  the  late  tenant), 
appeared  before  us  for  the  purpose  of  urging  these  and  other  matters  as 
grounds  of  complaint  against  the  trustees. 

As  the  disputes  with  Mrs.  Johnson  led  to  and  were  concluded  by  a trial  at 
law,  we  apprehend  that  it  is  unnecessary  for  us  to  enter  further  than  we  have 
already  done  into  the  transactions  relating  to  her  removal  from  the  property. 

The  newly  introduced  mode  of  disposing  of  the  rents  differs  from  that  which 
had  been  in  practice  for  many  years  before ; but  in  the  general  terms  in  which 
the  trust  is  stated  in  the  copyhold  surrenders,  there  is  nothing  to  confine  the 
application  of  the  income  to  the  repairs  of  the  highways ; and  if  it  is  to  be 
considered  that  the  trustees  are  at  liberty  to  exercise  a discretion  in  this  respect, 
we  apprehend  that  the  establishment  of  a national  school  may  fairly  be  viewed 
as  a beneficial  application  of  a portion  of  the  rents  for  the  common  use  of  the 
inhabitants  of  the  district. 


The  other  points  suggested  by  the  above-mentioned  inhabitants  as  affording 
ground  of  complaint  in  tbe  management  of  the  charity  are  these  : 

1st.  That  losses  have  been  sustained  on  sales  or  exchanges  of  parts  of  the 
trust-lands. 

We  have  already  noticed  the  unauthorized  sale  and  exchange  which  took 
place  in  1780 ; but  we  have  not  been  able  to  learn  that  there  has  been  any 
subsequent  sale,  nor  any  exchange  except  that  of  1819,  under  which  equal 
quantities  of  land  were  given  and  received  in  exchange,  and  we  apprehend 
that  the  charity-estate  must  have  been  thereby  improved,  being  rendered  more 
compact. 

2dly.  That  when  previous  appointments  of  trustees  have  taken  place,  they 
have  been  chosen  by  the  freeholders  of  Easthorpe,  but  that  the  Rev.  J.  T. 
Becher  was  not  thus  elected,  but  nominated  by  the  surviving  trustees,  and  that 
he  is  not  the  owner  of  any  lands  in  the  district. 

As  to  these  points,  the  before-mentioned  entry  in  the  Court-rolls  in  1773, 
shows  that  trustees  were  at  that  time  appointed  by  the  Archbishop  of  York, 
and  without  (as  far  as  appears)  any  election  of  the  freeholders.  The  appoint- 
ment by  the  Archbishop  in  1746  of  two  persons  to  surrender  the  property 
to  a third,  as  trustee,  was  founded  on  a representation  of  the  circumstances 
made  by  the  principal  inhabitants  and  landowners  of  the  district;  but  it  does 
not  appear  that  the  right  of  election  now  contended  for  was  at  that  time 
claimed.  Although  Mr.  Becher  is  not  an  owner  of  land  in  Easthorpe,  he  has 
a considerable  interest  there  as  the  impropriator  of  a third  part  of  the  tithes 
of  the  parish  of  Southwell,  in  respect  of  which  he  is  assessed  to  the  highway 
rates  for  Easthorpe. 

3dly.  That  although  the  rents  had  been  received  on  account  of  the  trustees 
from  Lady-day  1825,  to  Michaelmas  1827,  no  accounts  of  their  receipts  and 
disbursements  had,  up  to  the  time  of  our  Inquiry,  been  produced  to  the  inha- 
bitants of  the  district. 

It  appeared  to  us  reasonable  and  proper  that  the  inhabitants  should  have  an 
opportunity  of  inspecting  these  accounts,  and  we  were  assured  by  the  trustees 
that  in  future  the  accounts  should  be  made  up  to  Lady-day  in  each  year ; that 
they  should  be  audited  and  signed  by  the  trustees  ; that  notice  should  be  given 
of  a day,  between  Lady-day  and  Michaelmas,  on  which  the  accounts  thus  signed 

should 
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should  be  produced  by  Mr.  Paul  Bawser,  the  accountant,  at  the  new  school- 
room, to  such  of  the  inhabitants  as  should  think  fit  to  peruse  them  ; and  that  if 
any  objections  should  be  made  to  them,  and  not  satisfactorily  explained,  they 
should  be  submitted  to  the  consideration  of  the  justices,  at  their  annual  meeting 
at  Southwell,  after  Michaelmas,  for  passing  the  accounts  of  the  surveyors  of 
the  highways. 

DISTRICT  OF  WESTHORPE. 

Northage’s  Charity. 

Charles  Northage,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  21st  September  1807,  directed 
George  Hodgkinson  to  transfer  to  the  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  South- 
well  100/.,  to  be  by  them  placed  out  at  interest  on  good  security,  such  interest 
to  be  paid  yearly  to  such  and  so  many  of  the  poor  inhabitants  of  Westhorpe  as 
to  them  should  seem  deserving. 

The  sum  of  100/.  bequeathed  by  this  will  is  stated  to  have  been  in  the  hands 
of  Mr.  Samuel  Hostley  previous  to  the  testator’s  death,  and  to  have  so  remained, 
at  5 per  cent  interest,  until  1823,  when  it  was  lent  to  William  Smith,  at  5 per 
cent  interest,  by  the  then  churchwardens,  on  the  security  of  his  promissory 
note,  and  of  a mortgage  of  two  cottages  in  the  burgage  of  Southwell,  which  he 
at  that  time  purchased  for  200/. 

The  interest,  being  51.  per  annum,  is  received  by  the  churchwardens,  and  is 
annually  distributed  by  them  in  small  sums  amongst  poor  persons  of  the  district 
of  Westhorpe,  whether  receiving  relief  or  not,  a preference  being  given  to  the 
widows  and  the  aged  poor. 


PARISH  OF  UPTON. 

Parish  Lands. 

By  Indenture  of  Feoffment,  bearing  date  31st  January,  21  Elizabeth,  John 
Collie,  of  Upton,  granted  to  Thomas  Collie,  his  son  and  heir,  William  Gill, 
William  Alvey,  Thomas  Bartram,  Henry  Pryde,  and  George  Stainton,  and  their 
heirs,  a messuage  with  its  appurtenances,  oneoxgang  of  land,  and  a close  called 
Moun  Sicke  Close,  situate  in  the  parish  of  Upton,  to  the  uses  mentioned  in 
a writing  to  the  said  indenture  annexed. 

By  the  annexed  Writing,  after  reciting  that  by  long  time  past  the  premises 
contained  in  the  said  feoffment  had  been  granted  to  certain  persons  and  their 
heirs,  to  the  uses  thereinafter  mentioned,  and  that  the  persons  theretofore 
thereof  enfeoffed,  except  the  said  John  Collie,  were  dead,  it  was  declared  to  be 
the  intent  of  the  said  feoffment  that  the  feoffees  therein  mentioned  should 
stand  seised  of  the  said  premises  to  the  following  uses,  viz. : That  the  rents  and 
profits  thereof  should  be  employed  for  the  reparation  of  the  parish-church,  the 
amendment  of  the  highways  within  the  said  parish,  the  easing  and  discharging 
of  the  poorest  of  the  said  parish,  charged  towards  the  setting  forth  of  soldiers, 
the  payment  of  taxes,  or  else  distressed  and  brought  casually  into  poverty,  or 
otherwise  for  the  common  wealth  of  the  parishioners  of  the  said  parish  ; the 
same  rents  to  be  gathered  as  theretofore  had  been  by  the  churchwardens  of 
the  same  parish,  or  others,  by  appointment  of  the  most  substantial  men  thereof, 
and  the  disposition  of  such  rents  and  profits  to  be  to  such  and  so  many  of  the 
uses  aforesaid,  as  by  them  should  be  thought  good  for  the  time  being ; and  that 
after  or  before  four  or  five  of  the  feoffees  mentioned  in  the  feoffment  should  be 
dead,  the  survivors  should  enfeoff  six  or  more  of  the  most  substantial  men  of  the 
said  parish  for  the  time  being,  excepting  the  chief  lord  of  the  said  premises,  to 
the  uses  aforesaid,  and  the  same  order  to  be  kept  from  time  to  time. 

The  last  appointment  of  trustees  was  made  by  Indentures  of  Lease  and 
Release,  bearing  date  4th  & 5th  February  1823,  whereby  George  Gill  and 
John  Kirke,  as  the  surviving  trustees,  under  trust-deeds,  dated  in  1794,  con- 
veyed to  Joseph  Smith,  John  Smith,  William  Smith,  Thomas  Forster  the 
younger,  and  Richard  Kemp,  all  of  Upton,  and  their  heirs,  a messuage  or 
cottage,  with  a garden  thereto  belonging,  and  a close  of  meadow-land,  abutting 
on  the  said  garden,  theretofore  called  the  Moun  Sick  Close,  and  then  called 
the  Home  Close,  containing  by  survey  1a.  1 r.  24 P. ; and  a close  called  the 
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Upton.  Church  Meadow,  estimated  to  contain  three  acres,  but  found  to  contain  on  a 

recent  survey  2 a.  Or.  21  p.  ; and  an  allotment  of  new  inclosed  land,  containing 

by  admeasurement  7 a.  Or.  1?  p.,  bounded  as  therein  described  ; and  another 
, co"  ' , allotment,  containing  by  admeasurement  9 a.  3r.  35  p.,  bounded  as  therein 

described,  all  in  Upton  ; which  allotments  were,  by  the  award  of  the  Commis- 
sioners under  an  Act  of  Parliament  passed  in  the  35th  George  3d,  allotted  to 
the  trustees  of  the  church-lands,  on  the  before-mentioned  trusts. 

All  the  trustees  thus  appointed  were  living  at  the  time  of  our  Inquiry. 

The  cottage  and  the  garden  mentioned  in  the  trust-deed  of  1823,  on  part  of 
which  a school-room  has  been  lately  built,  are  in  the  occupation  of  a school- 
master, chosen  by  the  rector  of  the  parish  and  the  trustees. 

The  remaining  lands,  containing  in  all  20a.  2r.  17p-,  are  in  the  occupation 
of  Joseph  Gill,  under  an  agreement  for  a term  of  14  years  from  1816,  having 
been  let  to  him  by  auction,  at  the  rent  of  54/.  125.  per  annum,  which  is  con- 
sidered to  be  their  full  value. 

The  rents  are  received  by  the  churchwardens,  and  have  been  for  many 
years  applied  in  defraying  the  expense  of  the  repairs  of  the  church,  the 
sacramental  bread  and  wine,  and  other  matters  usually  charged  in  the  church- 
wardens account,  no  church-rates  being  levied  in  the  parish. 

In  1814  the  church-tower  being  considered  in  a dangerous  state,  was  repaired 
at  an  expense  of  165/.  On  this  sum  interest  was  paid  to  the  builder  employed  in 
this  work  until  1825,  when  65/.  was  paid  to  him,  and  100/.  remained  due  at  the 
time  of  the  Inquiry. 

On  the  account  for  the  year  ending  at  Lady-day  1826,  there  was  a balance 
in  the  churchwardens  hands  of  31/.  35.  8 d.,  which,  with  an  addition  of  30/., 
raised  by  subscription,  was  applied  towards  building  the  above-mentioned 
school-room,  and  in  fitting  up  the  cottage  as  a residence  for  the  schoolmaster ; 
and  in  the  year  ending  at  Lady-day  1827,  a further  sum  of  14/.  115.  6d.  was 
paid  towards  these  buildings. 

In  the  last-mentioned  year  a sum  of  51.  was  for  the  first  time  paid  to  the 
schoolmaster,  as  his  salary,  in  respect  of  which,  and  of  his  residence  in  the  said 
cottage,  he  instructs  eight  poor  children,  and  also  teaches  a Sunday-school. 

Trewman’s  Charity. 

Trewman’sCharity.  John  Trewnan,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  30th  July  1689,  gave  a close  called 
Muckdale,  in  the  north  field  of  Mansfield,  which  had  been  surrendered  to 
the  use  of  his  will,  to  his  two  daughters,  and  their  heirs,  to  the  intent 
that  they  should  provide,  yearly,  six  new  coarse  cloth  coats,  of  the  price  of 
about  45.  6d.  a-piece,  the  sleeves  to  be  faced  with  blue  serge  or  baize,  to  be 
given  yearly,  on  Christmas-day,  after  morning  service,  at  the  parish  church  of 
Upton,  to  six  poor  indigent  men  and  women  of  Upton,  at  their  discretion,  or 
as  they  should  be  advised  or  directed  by  the  minister  and  churchwardens  of  the 
said  parish. 

In  respect  of  the  land  charged  with  the  above-mentioned  distribution,  an 
annual  sum  of  27  5.,  being,  according  to  the  donor’s  estimate,  the  amount  of  the 

price  of  six  coats,  is  received  from  Mr.  Midworth,  of  Mansfield.  This 

annual  sum  was  formerly  laid  out  in  the  purchase,  of  six  coats,  but  in  conse- 
quence of  its  insufficiency  for  that  purpose,  it  has  latterly  been  distributed  by 
the  churchwardens  in  money,  on  St.  Thomas’s-day,  amongst  poor  persons  of 
the  parish  (about  ten  in  number),  in  unequal  shares,  under  the  name  of  Coat- 
money. 

It  would  be  more  consonant  to  the  donor’s  intent  to  distribute  the  amount  in 
clothing  equally  amongst  six  poor  persons. 


Charities  of  Coofer  and  others. 

Charities  of  At  a Court  holden  for  the  Manor  of  Southwell,  on  28th  September  1717> 
Cooper  and  others.  Matthew  Jenison,  surrendered  six  roods  of  meadow  land,  viz.  two  roods  at 
a place  called  the  Far  end  of  the  East  Meadow,  half  an  acre  in  the  Long  Bulls, 
another  rood  in  the  Long  Bulls,  and  one  rood  in  the  Church  Meadow,  to  the 

use 
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use  of  Richard  Gibson  and  Rowland  Bilby,  and  their  heirs,  in  trust,  for  the  Upton. 

use  of  the  poor  of  the  town  of  Upton,  for  ever.  

Charities  of 

It  is  stated,  in  a terrier  of  donations  belonging  to  the  church  and  parish  of  Cooper  and  others, 

Upton,  dated  in  1809,  that Cooper  gave  5/.,  John  Holmes  10/.,  and  continued. 

Rowland  Bilbie  15/.,  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  this  parish;  and  that  these  V—  ^ ' 

sums  were  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  lands,  which,  at  the  time  of  the  inclosure 

of  the  lands  of  this  parish,  were  exchanged  for  a piece  of  land  at  the  eastern 

extremity  of  Upton  Lordship,  containing  2 a.  1 r.  37  p..  The  lands  in  respect 

of  which  this  allotment  was  made,  are  supposed  to  have  been  the  same  as  were 

comprised  in  the  above-mentioned  surrender  of  1717* 

Another  allotment  was  also  made,  on  the  inclosure,  of  1a.  1 r.  20  p., 
in  respect  of  a cow-gate  belonging  to  Babthorpe’s  Charity  hereinafter  men- 
tioned. 

A third  allotment  of  1a.  Or.  15 p.  was  made  in  respect  of  land  in  the 
open  field  called  Bull  Land  ; and  a fourth  allotment  of  27  perches  was  made 
to  the  clerk  of  the  parish. 

These  four  allotments,  containing  5a.  Or.  19 p.,  lie  together,  and  are  not 
subdivided ; but  there  is  a plan  in  one  of  the  parish  registers  showing  the 
situation  and  quantity  of  each.  The  land  is  now  in  the  occupation  of  James 
Broadbent,  under  an  agreement  for  a term  of  14  years  from  1815,  at  a fair 
rent  of  15/.  11  s.  per  annum. 


Each  half  year’s  rent  is  thus  divided  : 

To  the  churchwardens  in  respect  of  this  charity  -

The  share  of  the  rent  belonging  to  this  charity  is  distributed,  shortly  after 
the  receipt  thereof,  in  small  sums,  amongst  all  the  poor  persons  of  the  parish. 

Babthorpe’s  Charity. 

It  is  stated  in  the  before -mentioned  terrier,  that  Ralph  Babthorpe  gave  to  Babthorpe’s 

the  eldest  poor  widower  or  widow  of  this  parish,  and  their  successors,  as  such,  Charity, 
for  ever,  a cottage  situate  near  the  east  end  of  the  town,  abutting  on  the  street 
north,  containing,  with  the  yard  and  garden  adjoining,  two  roods,  and  a cow- 
gate  in  the  common  pasture,  which  was  exchanged  for  an  allotment  on  the 
inclosure.  The  date  of  the  donation  is  not  stated  in  the  terrier. 

This  cottage,  yard,  and  garden,  are  occupied  from  time  to  time  by  the  oldest 
poor  widower  or  widow  of  the  parish.  At  the  time  of  our  Inquiry  they  were 
held  by  John  Clarke,  a widower,  about  7 5 years  of  age. 

Some  years  ago  this  cottage  was  rebuilt  at  the  expense  of  the  parish.  The 
inhabitant  thereof  receives  half  yearly  2/.  1 s.  I d.,  as  mentioned  in  the  above 
account  of  the  charities  of  Cooper  and  others,  being  the  rent  of  the  allotment 
made  on  the  inclosure,  in  respect  of  a cow-gate  which  was  previously  belonging 
to  the  cottage. 

Kirk’s  Charity. 

Elizabeth  Kirk,  of  Rolleston,  by  her  Will,  bearing  date  21st  June  1722,  Kirk’s  Charity, 
gave  to  the  poor  of  Upton  20/.,  the  annual  interest  of  which  she  ordered  to  be 
distributed  among  the  poor  widowers  and  widows  of  the  parish  of  Upton,  on 
the  feast  of  St.  Thomas,  for  ever ; and  she  desired  Mr.  Luke  Williamson,  and 
the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  town  of  Rolleston  for  the  time  being,  to  be 
trustees  for  the  said  sum,  and  gave  them  power  to  put  it  out  at  interest,  or  to 
make  a purchase  of  land  with  the  said  sum,  so  that  it  might  be  best  preserved 
for  the  use  above  mentioned,  for  ever ; and  she  desired  that  they  would  see  it 
distributed  as  above  directed  ; and  after  the  decease  of  the  said  Mr.  William- 
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son,  she  appointed  the  overseers  of  Rolleston,  for  the  time  being,  to  be  trus- 
tees for  the  said  money  to  be  distributed  as  above  ordered,  for  ever. 

It  has  been  already  stated  in  the  account  of  the  charities  of  the  parish  of 
Rolleston,  in  a preceding  part  of  this  Report,  that  the  above-mentioned  sum 
of  20/.  was,  together  with  a sum  of  80/.  belonging  to  the  poor  of  that  parish, 
invested  in  the  purchase  of  a security  for  100/.  on  the  Newark  turnpike-road. 
The  interest  thereof,  at  5 per  cent,  is  received  by  the  parish  officers  of  Rolles- 
ton, and  1 /.  is  paid  by  them  to  the  parish  officers  of  Upton,  by  whom  it  is 
distributed  amongst  the  poorest  widowers  or  widows  of  this  parish.

The  date  of  this 
donation  is  not  stated  in  the  terrier,  and  we  have  seen  no  other  document 
relating  to  it. 

In  respect  thereof,  six  fourpenny  loaves  are  sent  to  the  church  on  Good- 
Friday,  and  are  paid  for  by  James  Broadbent,  who  occupies  about  eight  acres 
of  land  in  Upton,  as  tenant  to  Mrs.  Tinlay.  They  are  distributed  after  service 
amongst  poor  persons,  by  the  minister  and  churchwardens.

PARISH  OF  ACTON. 

Kerrington’s  Charity. 

AMBROSE  KERRINGTON,  by  Will,  dated  9th  February  1691,  gave 
to  six  widows  of  the  parish  of  Acton,  not  receiving  relief  from  the  parish, 
two  pennyworth  of  bread  every  Sunday,  and  to  each  of  them  one  pair  of  shoes 
yearly,  on  the  24th  December ; the  widows  to  be  appointed  by  the  testator’s 
son,  Ambrose  Kerrington,  and  his  heirs,  and  on  his  or  their  neglect,  by  the 
minister  and  churchwardens  ; and  he  charged  three  closes  called  the  Coppice, 
in  Great  Waldingfield,  containing  10  acres,  with  the  payment  of  the  gift,  and 
gave  a power  of  distress  for  the  same,  to  the  minister  and  churchwardens. 

The  payment  for  this  charity  is  made  by  the  1 Rev.  Robert  Kedington,  the 
proprietor  of  the  land  charged,  and  the  charity  is  duly  dispensed  according  to 
the  donor’s  intention,  but  it  is  not  always  possible  to  find  poor  widows  who 
do  not  receive  parochial  relief. 


PARISH  OF  ALPHETON.

The  yearly  sum  of  10  s.,  being  the  interest  of  10/.,  given  by  George  Clojpton , 
for  the  poor,  and  which  principal  sum  is  in  the  hands  of  Gardiner  ; and 

a portion  of  the  rent  of  Corder’s  charity-estate  (of  which  an  account  is  given 
under  the  head  of  charities  for  the  parish  of  Lavenham,  in  this  Report),  being 
at  present  1/.  7 s.  a,  year,  are  distributed  soon  after  Christmas,  with  other  sums 
voluntarily  subscribed  by  the  inhabitants,  among  poor  persons  of  the  parish, 
in  bread  or  money,  at  the  discretion  of  the  churchwardens. 


PARISH  OF  ASSINGTON. 

Winterflood’s  Dole. 

John  Winterjlood,  by  Will,  dated  2d  April  1593,  gave  to  the  poor  of  Assing- 
ton,  four  bushels  of  meslin,  payable  out  of  the  manor  of  Aveley  Hall,  to  be 
distributed  in  bread  at  Christmas  ; and  four  bushels  of  meslin,  out  of  the 
rectory  or  priory  of  Assington,  to  be  distributed  in  bread  at  Easter ; and  under 
this  donation  four  bushels  of  wheat  are  brought  to  Assington  church,  and 
distributed  among  the  poor  at  Christmas,  and  the  like  quantity  of  wheat  at 
Easter,  by  or  on  behalf  of  John  Gurdon,  esquire,  as  owner  of  the  manor  and 
farm  of  Aveley  Hall,  and  the  rectorial  tithes  of  Assington. 

Charity  Land. 

Two  acres  of  half  year  land,  in  Aldfleet  Meadow,  which  were  purchased  in 
1665,  with  60/.  given  by  John  Gurdon,  and  others  of  his  family,  for  supplying 
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linen  for  shirts  and  shifts  for  the  poor,  are  let  at  31.  a year,  being  the  fair 
annual  value  ; and  the  rent  is  received  and  applied  by  John  Gurdon,  esquire, 
in  the  purchase  of  materials  for  shirts  and  shifts  for  the  poor. 

Alston’s  Gift. 

Thomas  Alston , by  Will,  dated  1st  May  1G90,  gave  265.  a year,  to  be  dis- 
tributed in  sixpenny  loaves  of  meslin,  to  six  poor  people,  who  receive 
collection,  or  have  house-rent  paid,  and  frequent  Divine  Service ; and  the 
annuity  is  paid  as  a rentcharge,  by  Mr.  A.  Coe,  as  tenant  of  a farm  in 
Assington  belonging  to  Mr.  Gurdon,  and  is  applied  in  the  purchase  of  bread, 
distributed  monthly  at  church,  among  six  poor  widows. 

Gurdon’s  Dole. 

A rentcharge  of  2/.  15s.  a year,  to  be  laid  out  in  cloth  or  stuff,  to  be  given 
on  the  5th  November  to  such  poor  of  the  parish  of  Assington  as  receive  no 
weekly  collection,  and  frequent  Divine  Service,  was  given  by  John  Gurdon, 
esquire,  by  Will  dated  the  2d  February  1752,  and  confirmed  by  his  son  and 
heir  Nathaniel  Gurdon  esquire  by  deed  inrolled  in  Chancery,  dated  the 
16th  May  I76O ; and  it  is  paid  by  Mr.  Gurdon,  and  laid  out  by  him  in  the 
purchase  of  stuff  for  the  clothing  of  children,  distributed  yearly,  amongst  poor 
persons  of  the  parish. 


John  Gurdon’s  Gift. 

John  Gurdon,  esquire,  by  Will,  dated  in  1777»  bequeathed  100/.  to  the 
grammar-school  at  Boxford,  the  interest  thereof  to  be  for  augmenting  the  mas- 
ter’s salary,  for  which  the  master  should  teach  two  poor  children  of  Assington 
to  read  and  write. 

The  legacy  has  been  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  stock,  with  other  funds 
belonging  to  the  grammar-school,  and  two  poor  children  of  Assington  attend, 
and  are  taught  free  at  the  school. 


PARISH  OF  BOXFORD. 


The  Grammar  School. 

This  school  was  established  by  a charter  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  dated  the  22d 
May,  in  the  38th  year  of  her  reign,  which,  after  reciting  that  John  Snelling  and 
Philip  Gostlinge,  in  order  to  promote  learning  and  the  instruction  of  the  youth 
of  Boxford,  Groton,  and  Edwardstone,  had  granted  to  John  Gurdon  and  others 
a messuage,  garden,  and  orchard  in  Boxford,  ordained  that  there  should  be 
a free  grammar-school  there  for  the  instruction  of  youth  in  grammar,  to  consist 
of  a master  and  usher  ; that  37  persons  therein  named  should  be  governors  of 
the  possessions,  &c.  of  the  school,  and  be  incorporated ; that  the  governors 
should  have  power  to  appoint  a schoolmaster  (being  at  least  a master  of  arts) 
and  an  usher,  and  remove  the  schoolmaster  and  usher  when  necessary,  and  to 
make  statutes  for  the  government  of  the  school  and  the  possessions  thereof ; 
and  that  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  lands  and  tenements  given  for  the  school, 
and  the  maintenance  of  a schoolmaster  and  usher,  should  be  applied  to  those 
purposes. 

The  corporation  of  governors  has  been  kept  up  by  election  of  new  governors 
from  time  to  time. 


School  property: 

1.  A dwelling-house  including  a school-room,  and  garden  at  Boxford,  in  the 
occupation  of  the  master. 

2.  A piece  of  land,  of  10  a.  Or.  19  p.,  in  the  parish  of  Edwardstone,  let  to 
John  Sparrowe,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  20/.  per  annum. 

This  land,  wth  a sum  of  39/.  18 s.,  was  taken  in  exchange  by  the  governors 
in  1810  for  12  acres  of  land  held  under  the  original  endowment.  The  ex- 
change appears  to  have  been  advantageous  to  the  charity. 

3.  £.442. 
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3.  £.  442.  35.  3d.  three  per  cent  stock,  standing  in  the  names  of  trustees, 
producing  13/.  5 s.  3\d.  a year. 

The  stock  was  purchased  with  the  money  received  on  the  exchange,  a 
legacy  of  100/.  given  by  John  Gurdon,  esquire,  after-mentioned,  and  other 
monies. 

John  Gurdon,  esquire,  by  Will,  dated  15th  September  1777>  gave  to  the 
grammar-school  at  Boxford  100/.,  the  interest  to  be  applied  as  an  addition  to 
the  salary  of  the  master,  and  in  consideration  thereof  he  desired  the  master 
should  teach  two  boys  of  the  parish  of  Assington,  to  be  appointed  by  the  pro- 
prietors of  Assington  Hall,  and  the  estates  thereto  belonging,  to  read  and 
write. 

The  present  master  is  the  Rev.  William  Plume,  A.  M.  It  has  not  been  usual 
for  many  years  to  appoint  an  usher. 

In  consequence  of  the  smallness  of  the  endowment,  and  the  absence  of  any 
demand  for  instruction  in  the  dead  languages,  the  school  has  long  ceased  to  be 
maintained  or  attended  as  a free  grammar-school.  The  master,  however,  is 
required  by  the  governors  to  teach  or  provide  for  the  instruction  of  eight  boys, 
as  free  scholars,  in  reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic ; viz.  two  from  Boxford, 
two  from  Edwardstone,  two  from  Groton,  and  two  from  Assington,  the  two 
latter  being  sent  on  account  of  Mr.  Gurdon’s  benefaction.  An  assistant,  em- 
ployed by  the  master,  teaches  these  children,  the  master,  who  attends  daily  in 
the  school,  occasionally  giving  assistance ; but  the  attendance  of  the  children  is 
not  very  regular.  The  master  also  instructs  in  the  schoolroom  about  12  pupils, 
or  pay  scholars,  in  the  rudiments  of  a classical  education. 

The  master  receives  the  rent  of  the  land  and  the  dividends  of  the  stock,  and 
is  at  the  expense  of  repairing  the  school  premises. 


Boxford. 


The  Grammar 
School, 
continued. 
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White’s  Charity. 

Robert  White , by  Will,  bearing  date  10th  September  1713,  charged  a parcel  White’s  Charity, 
of  land  in  the  parish  of  Polstead,  now  the  property  of  Mrs.  Croke,  with  the 
payment  of  40  s.  a year  to  the  rector  or  curate,  churchwardens  and  overseers  of 
the  parish  of  Boxford,  and  their  successors,  towards  the  teaching  of  poor  chil- 
dren, boys  or  girls,  of  Boxford,  to  read  and  say  the  Church  Catechism. 

The  annuity  is  paid  to  a mistress  for  teaching  four  poor  children,  as  directed 
by  the  will. 


Bennett’s  Charity. 

The  estate  held  under  this  charity,  as  to  which  no  writings  can  be  found,  Bennett’s  Charity, 
consists  of  two  fields  in  the  parish  of  Polstead,  containing  between  eight  and 
nine  acres,  let  by  the  churchwardens  to  Philip  Green,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  9 /. 
per  annum.  The  rents  are  applied  in  sending  poor  children,  usually  about  ten, 
to  a master  and  a mistress,  to  be  taught  to  read. 


Plumb’s  Charity. 

John  Plumb,  by  Will,  proved  at  Canterbury,  23d  June  1623,  gave  a close  piumb’s  Charity, 
called  Lynn’s  Croft,  in  Boxford,  to  four  principal  inhabitants  as  feoffees,  the 
rents  to  be  laid  out  in  bread,  and  distributed  among  the  poor  people  of  Box- 
ford, by  the  churchwardens  and  overseers,  in  the  parish-church,  quarterly. 

The  churchwardens  act  as  trustees,  and  the  close,  which  contains  4 a.  1 r.  34 p., 
is  let  by  public  bidding,  the  present  rent  being  9 /.  The  rent  is  laid  out  in 
bread,  which  is  distributed  by  the  churchwardens,  quarterly. 

Doggett’s  Charity. 

The  property  of  this  charity,  as  to  which  no  writings  exist,  consists  of  Doggett's  Charity. 
5 a.  2r.  9p.  of  land,  near  Slade’s  Green,  in  the  parish  of  Edwardstone,  let 
by  the  churchwardens  to  Mr.  William  Hart,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  7 Per 
annum. 

The  rent  is  laid  out  in  bread,  which  is  given  quarterly  among  all  the  poor 
people  of  the  parish. 
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Almshouses, 

There  are  two  cottages  used  as  almshouses,  and  repaired  at  the  parish 
expense,  for  poor  people  placed  therein  by  the  churchwardens.  The  acquisi- 
tion of  them  is  unknown. 

Moore’s  Charity.

The  Town  LandS. 

This  property  comprizes  a piece  of  pasture,  in  Boxford,  1a.  3r.  15  p. ; the 
Town  Fightle,  in  Boxford  and  Groton,  1a.  3 r.  38  p.  ; and  the  moiety  of 
three  pieces  of  land  in  Groton,  containing  together  15  a.  Or.  23 p.  (the  latter 
being  Moore’s  charity-estate),  all  in  the  occupation  of  J.  Gardner ; also 
Fenns,  in  the  hamlet  of  Boxford,  4 a.  1 r.  30p.,  in  the  occupation  of  J.  F. 
Thorington. 

The  rents  of  the  town-lands,  including  the  moiety  of  the  rents  of  Moore’s 
charity-land,  now  amount  to  3G  /.  a year,  and  are  applied  with  the  poor  rates. 
This  course  of  application  is  conformable  to  long  usage  ; but  we  think  the 
rent  of  Moore’s  land  ought  to  be  separately  distributed  or  applied  for  the 
relief  of  poor  persons.

PARISH  OF  BRENT  ELY. 

The  Almshouse. 

Edward  Colman,  esq.,  erected  in  this  parish  an  almshouse,  in  six  tenements, 
each  containing  two  apartments,  for  the  residence  of  poor  men  and  women ; 
and  by  Deeds  of  the  10th  and  11th  February  1736,  conveyed  to  five  trustees 
an  estate  in  the  neighbouring  parish  of  Preston,  upon  trust,  out  of  the  rents 
thereof,  to  provide  the  poor  people  in  the  almshouse  with  clothing  and  wood 
for  fuel,  in  the  manner  specified  in  a schedule  annexed  to  the  last  mentioned 
deed  ; the  residue  of  the  rents,  after  keeping  the  almshouses  in  good  repair,  to 
be  distributed  among  the  poor  people,  in  money,  corn,  physic,  or  other  necessa- 
ries, as  the  trustees  should  judge  proper  ; and  it  provided  that  the  trustees, 
when  reduced  to  three,  should  elect  other  fit  persons  as  trustees,  and  convey 
the  premises  upon  the  like  trusts. 

The  present  trustees  are  Sir  William  Rowley,  bart.,  the  Rev.  Joshua  Rowley, 
H.  Scourfield  and  W.  Goate,  esquires. 

The  estate  at  Preston,  which  consists  of  a farm-house,  barn,  and  77  acres  of  land, 
is  held  by  Thomas  Wright,  under  a lease  for  12  years  from  Michaelmas  1821, 
at  the  animal  rent  of  72  /.  The  rent  appears  to  be  below  the  present  annual 
value  of  the  premises  ; but  we  are  given  to  understand  that  the  land  was  in 
bad  condition  when  the  lease  was  granted,  that  the  lessee  was  chosen  on  the 
ground  of  his  fitness  and  responsibility,  and  that  he  would  not  take  the  farm  on 
higher  terms. 

The  almshouse  is  occupied  by  poor  persons  of  Brent  Ely,  generally  widows 
or  widowers,  who  are  chosen  by  the  trustees,  principally  on  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  rector  ; and  the  rents  of  the  farm  are  applied  in  supplying  them 
with  clothing,  fuel,  and  medical  attendance,  and  in  keeping  the  almshouse  in 
repair  ; the  surplus,  after  deducting  all  necessary  outgoings,  being  divided  from 
time  to  time  among  the  almspeople,  in  money.  One  of  the  trustees  acts  as 
treasurer,  and  an  account  is  kept  by  him  of  his  receipts  and  disbursements. 

Colman’s  Charity. 

Edward  Colman,  by  Will,  dated  15th  July  1698,  gave  200/.  to  be  laid  out 
in  land,  the  rents  thereof  to  be  employed  in  binding  out  yearly  one  poor  boy, 

born 
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born  and  brought  up  in  Brent  Ely,  apprentice  to  some  substantial  tradesman 
or  farmer,  and  if  there  were  no  such  child  in  Brent  Ely,  then  one  from  Milden 
or  Lavenham  ; the  children  to  be  chosen  by  the  chief  inhabitant  of  Brent  Ely 
Hall,  and  the  minister  and  churchwardens  of  that  parish. 

The  legacy  was  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  land  in  Lavenham,  called  Laven- 
ham Mead,  containing  about  three  acres  and  a half,  which  is  in  the  occupation 
of  William  East,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  10/.  10s.,  the  full  annual  value. 

The  rent  is  applied  by  the  minister  and  churchwardens  of  Brent  Ely,  after 
an  allowance  for  repairs,  in  apprenticing  poor  children  of  that  parish  from  time 
to  time,  as  the  state  of  the  fund  affords  opportunity  ; and  an  account  is  kept 
in  a book,  of  the  income  and  expenditure. 

Poors  Land. 

The  rent  of  a piece  of  land  called  Monks  Ely  Mead,  in  the  parish  of  Monks 
Ely,  containing  about  half  an  acre,  and  which  is  let  at  18  s.  a year,  is  distri- 
buted by  the  minister  and  churchwardens  among  poor  persons  of  Brent  Ely  not 
receiving  parochial  relief. 

Poors  Houses. 

The  rent  of  five  tenements  in  Brent  Ely  have  also  been  usually  distributed 
among  poor  persons. 

Part  of  the  premises  was  built  or  rebuilt  some  years  ago,  and  at  present  the 
rent  of  the  tenements,  being  a year,  is  applied  by  the  overseers  of  the  poor 
towards  discharge  of  the  money  borrowed  for  the  purpose,  of  which  at  the  time 
of  this  Inquiry  there  was  about  70  unpaid. 


PARISH  OF  BURES  ST.  MARY. 

Bridges’s  Gift. 

Mrs.  Dorcas  Bridges,  in  1803,  bequeathed  3531.  17  s.  7 d.  3 per  cent  stock, 
in  trust  for  the  benefit  of  poor  widows  of  Bures  not  receiving  parish  relief, 
the  dividends  to  be  distributed  yearly  on  Christmas-day,  by  the  minister  and 
churchwardens. 

This  stock  is  standing  in  the  name  of  Mr.  Joseph  Humphrey,  now  deceased ; 
and  the  dividends,  10/.  85.  3d.  a year,  which  are  received  by  Osgood  Han- 
bury,  esquire,  are  transmitted  to  the  minister  and  churchwardens,  and  distri- 
buted yearly  among  poor  widows  belonging  to  and  residing  in  the  parish. 

The  stock  should  be  transferred  to  new  trustees. 

Dupont’s  Gift. 

Mr.  John  Dupont,  in  1825  bequeathed  20  s.  a year  out  of  a house  in  Bures 
Hamlet,  near  the  Bridge,  for  the  benefit  of  poor  widows  of  the  hamlet  being 
members  of  the  Established  Church,  to  be  distributed  by  the  minister  and 
churchwardens  on  Christmas-day. 

The  house  belongs  to  Richard  Dupont,  a minor ; and  the  sum  of  205.  a year 
is  paid  by  the  executors  of  the  testator,  John  Dupont,  and  is  duly  distributed 
according  to  the  directions  of  the  will. 


PARISH  OF  GREAT  CORNARD. 

Town  Land. 

A piece  of  arable  land,  containing  about  three  acres,  abutting  on  land  belong- 
ing to  James  Goodeve  Sparrow,  esquire,  was  allotted  on  an  inclosure  in  lieu  of 
other  land  formerly  appropriated  to  the  use  of  the  poor. 

The  land  is  let  with  the  Abbas  Hall  Farm,  belonging  to  Mr.  Sparrow,  to 
Mr.  William  Taylor,  and  in  respect  of  the  poors  land  he  pays  40  s.  a year, 
which  is  distributed  in  money  and  bread  amongst  the  poorest  people  of  the 
parish,  at  Christmas.

The  land  is  of  indifferent  quality,  and  the  yearly  rent  or  sum  of  405.  is  not 
much  short  of  the  actual  value. 

There  were  two  cottages  formerly  belonging  to  the  poor,  but  they  fell  down 
for  want  of  repair  about  thirty  years  ago,  and  the  site  of  them  is  occupied 
as  garden  ground  by  a poor  person  at  a rent  of  10  s.  a year.  The  ground  is 
treated  or  considered  as  part  of  the  farm  held  by  Mr.  Taylor  under  Mr.  Spar- 
row,  and  the  rent  is  received  by  the  former  for  his  own  use  ; but  we  think  it 
ought  not  to  be  retained  by  him  or  his  landlord,  but  distributed  among,  or 
otherwise  applied  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor. 


PARISH  OF  LITTLE  CORNARD. 

Stephens’s  Dole. 

The  yearly  sums  of  1/.  for  five  poor  persons,  and  65.  8g/.  for  the  minister 
of  Little  Cornard,  which  appear  to  have  been  devised  by  Thomas  Stephens , 
in  1628,  are  paid  as  a rentcharge  on  land  called  Bones,  the  property  of  Mr. 
Sandall.  The  former  sum  is  distributed  among  poor  families  about  Christmas, 
in  sums  of  45.  to  each. 

Crossman’s  Gift. 

The  Rev.  Hemp  Crossman,  by  Will,  dated  18th  December  1790,  directed 
the  interest  of  100/.,  three  per  cent  stock,  to  be  applied  for  the  support  of  a 
Sunday-school  in  Little  Cornard,  5s.  out  of  each  dividend  to  be  laid  out 
yearly  in  the  purchase  of  his  Explanation  of  the  Catechism,  for  the  use  of  the 
school. 

A similar  bequest  was  made  for  the  Sunday-schools  at  Sudbury  and  Bromley 
in  Essex. 

The  dividends  of  100/.,  three  per  cent  stock,  are  received  by  the  Rev. 
William  Pochin,  the  rector,  and  paid  to  the  master  of  a Sunday-school  at 
Little  Cornard. 

No  stock  has  yet  been  regularly  appropriated  or  transferred  to  trustees  to 
provide  for  the  several  payments  for  Sunday-schools  mentioned  in  the  will,  but 
we  expect  transfers  will  be  made  for  such  purpose  in  consequence  of  our 
recommendation  to  that  effect  to  the  parties  concerned. 


PARISH  OF  EDWARDSTONE. 

Isaac  Brand’s  Charity. 

Isaac  Brand,  by  Will,  dated  5th  April  1709,  gave  100/.  to  be  laid  out  in 
the  purchase  of  lands  in  Edwardstone,  and  he  directed  the  rents  and  profits 
thereof  to  be  distributed  by  the  minister  and  churchwardens,  with  the  appro- 
bation of  the  trustees  of  the  lands,  amongst  the  most  aged  and  industrious 
poor  people  of  the  parish  of  Edwardstone,  on  Easter  Sunday. 

The  sum  of  100/.  was  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  a messuage  or  cottage, 
and  croft,  in  Edwardstone,  which  were  conveyed  to  trustees,  by  deeds,  dated 
the  23d  and  24th  November  1720,  and  again  to  other  persons,  as  new  trustees, 
by  deeds  of  the  16th  and  17th  December  1759- 

By  indentures,  dated  the  20th  and  21st  December  1804,  reciting  that  John 
Pogson,  esquire,  Robert  Scott,  and  John  Morley  (all  since  deceased),  were  the 
three  only  surviving  trustees  named  in  the  deeds  of  December  1759  ; and  that 
it  appearing  to  them  that  it  would  be  highly  advantageous  to  sell  the  said 
messuage  and  premises,  whereby  the  poor  of  Edwardstone  would  be  much 
benefited,  by  reason  of  the  money  arising  by  sale  of  the  premises  producing 
an  income  far  exceeding  the  rent,  they  had  agreed  with  Ann  Taylor,  of  Col- 
chester, widow,  for  the  sale  to  her  of  the  inheritance  of  the  premises  for  205/., 
the  said  Pogson,  Scott  and  Morley,  in  consideration  thereof,  conveyed  the 
messuage  and  premises  to  the  said  Ann  Taylor,  and  her  heirs,  by  the  descrip- 
tion of  a messuage  or  tenement  in  Edwardstone,  at  a place  called  Sherboard- 
street,  with  the  outhouses,  buildings,  yards,  garden,  orchard,  and  close  or  croft 
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of  pasture  ground  thereunto  near  adjoining  and  belonging,  containing  by 
estimation  two  acres,  more  or  less,  abutting  upon  the  highway  leading  from 
Edwardstone  to  Boxford,  towards  the  east,  and  upon  lands  theretofore  of 
Ann  Brand,  widow,  towards  the  west. 

By  a deed  of  declaration  of  trust,  dated  26th  December  1823,  executed 
by  Charles  Dawson,  esquire,  the  Rev.  George  Augustus  Dawson,  Edward 
Cooper,  esquire,  and  William  Hart,  esquire,  reciting  the  above  particulars,  and 
that  the  purchase-money,  or  sum  of  20 51.,  was  for  some  time  in  the  hands  of 
the  said  Edward  Cooper,  at  interest,  on  the  security  of  a promissory-note  ; 
and  that  the  said  Edward  Cooper,  having  found  it  inconvenient  to  keep  the 
same  at  interest  any  longer,  and  as  no  convenient  purchase  of  lands  in  Edward- 
stone  could  be  found  in  which  the  sum  of  205 /.  could  be  laid  out,  he  had,  on 
the  17th  October  then  last,  caused  the  same  to  be  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of 
249 /.  17  three  per  cent  reduced  annuities,  in  the  names  of  the  said  Charles 
Dawson,  George  A.  Dawson,  himself,  and  the  said  William  Hart ; and  that 
the  stock  was  then  standing  in  their  names : it  was  declared  that  they  the 
trustees  would  stand  possessed  of  the  stock,  upon  trust,  when  a convenient 
purchase  of  lands  in  the  parish  of  Edwardstone  could  be  met  with,  to  sell  the 
stock,  and  lay  out  the  monies  arising  from  the  sale  in  the  purchase  of  lands, 
to  be  conveyed  to  them,  upon  the  trusts  for  which  the  lands  directed  by  the 
will  of  Isaac  Brand  to  be  purchased,  were  directed  to  be  purchased,  and  in 
the  mean  time  to  apply  the  dividends  for  the  like  purposes  as  the  rents  of  the 
said  lands  were  directed  by  the  will  to  be  applied. 

The  dividends  of  the  stock,  7 /.  85.  a year,  are  laid  out  by  the  church- 
wardens in  the  purchase  of  linen  cloth,  which  is  distributed  among  poor 
persons  of  the  parish,  at  Easter. 

The  premises  above-mentioned,  at  the  time  of  the  sale  in  1804,  were  let  at 
51.  or  51.  5 s.  a year.  The  sale  is  now  considered  in  the  result  to  have  been 
an  improvident  measure.  It  is  represented  that  the  premises  were  sold  at  the 
instance  or  under  the  persuasion  of  a Mr.  Sparrow,  since  deceased,  who  was 
at  the  time  the  principal  churchwarden,  and  a leading  man  in  the  parish  of 
Edwardstone  ; that  Pogson,  one  of  the  trustees,  then  resided  at  a considerable 
distance  from  the  parish ; and  that  Scott  was  a man  of  weak  intellect  and 
unfit  to  attend  to  business  : of  Morley  no  account  can  be  given.  But  though 
the  authority  of  the  trustees  to  convert  the  real  estate  of  the  charity  into 
personalty  may  be  questioned,  we  find  no  reason  to  impute  improper  motives 
to  the  parties  concerned  in  the  transaction  : the  cottage  was  in  such  bad 
condition  that  a considerable  expenditure  would  probably  have  been  necessary 
for  properly  repairing  it,  and  it  was  proved  by  the  event,  that  the  income  of 
the  charity  was  likely,  for  a time  at  least,  to  be  considerably  increased  by  the 
sale.  It  should  be  observed,  also,  that  the  sale  was  publicly  made  in  the 
vestry,  after  notice,  and  the  premises  were  sold  by  competition  to  the  highest 
bidder. 

After  the  sale  of  the  premises  to  Mrs.  Taylor,  she  purchased  some  adjoining 
premises  for  242/.,  which  were  conveyed  to  her  by  deed  dated  the  14th  August 
1805,  by  the  description  of  a messuage  or  tenement,  with  the  yard  or  garden 
thereunto  belonging,  in  Sherboard-street,  in  Edwardstone.  She  erected  a new 
cottage  on  the  site  of  that  standing  on  the  charity-estate,  and  also  built  a small 
chaise-house  and  stable  on  the  adjoining  premises,  which  she  had  purchased, 
the  expense  of  these  improvements  being  400  /.  or  500  /.;  and  she  lived  on  and 
occupied  both  sets  of  premises  as  one  estate,  until  the  time  of  her  death. 

Mrs.  Taylor  having  by  her  will  devised  her  property  in  Edwardstone  to 
Mary  Anne  Wynne,  of  Groton,  spinster,  the  latter  in  1824  sold  the  several 
premises  above  referred  to,  to  Mr.  Robert  Ansell,  of  Hadleigh,  grocer,  for 
420  /.,  and  the  same  were  conveyed  to  him  by  deeds  of  the  24th  and  25th  Fe- 
bruary 1824,  by  the  description  of  a new-erected  messuage  or  cottage,  with 
a stable,  chaise-house,  outbuildings,  gardens  and  appurtenances,  and  a piece 
of  pasture  ground  adjoining,  containing  by  estimation  three  acres ; but  on  the 
occasion  of  the  conveyance  a bond  was  executed  by  Miss  Wynne,  in  the 
penalty  of  840  /.,  as  a conditional  security  to  Mr.  Ansell,  that  she  had  power  to 
convey  the  premises,  and  that  he  should  hold  the  same  without  disturbance. 

The  premises  are  now  altogether  in  the  occupation  of  Mr.  Charles  Mumford, 
as  tenant  to  Mr.  Ansell,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  30  /. 
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It  appears  to  us  that  no  means  exist  of  recovering  the  estate  to  the  charity 
without  a suit  in  equity  ; but  under  all  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  and  consi- 
dering, with  reference  to  the  alterations  and  improvements  above  described,  and 
the  combination  of  the  two  parcels  of  property,  that  it  would  be  very  difficult  to 
adjust  the  terms  on  which  restitution  ought  to  be  made,  or  to  predicate  what 
actual  advantage  would  be  gained  to  the  charity  from  such  restitution,  we  do 
not  think  it  expedient  to  recommend  an  application  to  a court  of  equity  in  this 
instance. 

John  Brand’s  Charity. 


John  Brand’s  By  Deed,  dated  3d  November  1722,  reciting  that  John  Brand  had  by  his 
Charity.  Will  given  two  rentcharges,  of  20  s.  a piece,  to  be  laid  out  in  buying  three- 
score loaves  of  bread  to  be  given  to  the  poor  of  Edwardstone,  and  three-score 
loaves  to  the  poor  of  Boxford,  yearly,  on  the  5th  November,  and  had  desired 
the  same  should  be  secured  upon  two  tenements  and  half  an  acre  of  land  in 
Edwardstone,  and  that  the  said  rentcharges  had  been  vested  in  trustees,  and 
charged  upon  the  tenements  and  land,  by  deed  dated  in  1713,  but  that  the 
trustees  were  all  dead,  and  the  annuities  had  not  been  paid,  but  had  become 
void ; Joseph  Brand,  a descendant  of  the  said  John  Brand,  in  order  to  revive 
the  charities,  conveyed  to  nine  trustees  two  tenements  in  Sherborne-street  in 
Edwardstone,  with  the  yards,  and  half  an  acre  of  land  adjoining  (except  a small 
piece  thereof,  included  within  the  pales  of  an  orchard  in  the  possession  of  Ann 
Brand),  upon  trust,  out  of  the  rents,  first,  to  buy  120  loaves  of  bread,  and  dis- 
tribute 60  loaves  to  the  poor  of  Edwardstone,  and  60  to  the  poor  of  Boxford, 
on  the  5th  November  ; and  secondly,  to  keep  the  premises  in  repair,  and  pay 
5 s.  to  a clerk,  for  entering  in  a book  the  names  of  the  persons  to  whom  bread 
should  be  given;  and  to  lay  out  the  overplus  of  the  rents,  if  any,  in  buying  more 
bread,  to  be  given  and  equally  divided  amongst  the  poor  of  the  said  parishes  on 
the  5th  November. 

No  new  trustees  have  ever  been  appointed. 

The  two  tenements  were  burnt  down  about  28  years  ago,  and  a new  tene- 
ment was  built  on  the  site.  The  materials  saved  from  the  old  buildings  were 
used  for  building  the  new  tenement,  but  the  expense  of  the  building  in  other 
respects  was  defrayed  by  the  parish  of  Boxford,  and  the  subsequent  repairs 
have  been  done  by  that  parish,  and  since  the  fire  no  part  of  the  rents  has  been 
applied  in  finding  bread  for  the  poor  of  Edwardstone. 

The  premises  are  let  by  the  churchwardens  of  Boxford  to  William  Salmon,  as 
yearly  tenant,  at  the  annual  rent  of  3 /.,  which  is  nearly  the  full  annual  value, 
and  the  rents  are  laid  out  in  bread,  given  by  the  churchwardens  of  Boxford 
among  poor  people  of  that  parish. 

We  have  not  been  informed  what  was  the  sum  expended  by  the  parishioners 
of  Boxford  on  the  new  building  and  repairs ; but  as  the  expenditure  appears 
to  have  been  voluntary,  and  a considerable  time  has  since  elapsed  during  which 
the  poor  of  Boxford  have  enjoyed  the  whole  benefit  of  the  charity,  it  would  be 
right,  we  apprehend,  that  half  of  the  future  rents,  after  providing  for  repairs, 
should  now  be  laid  out  in  bread  for  poor  persons  of  Edwardstone. 


Chaplin’s  Charity  ; Alston’s  Gift. 

Ch: Alston ’f  Gift ty  ’ J°seph  Chaplin,  by  Will,  dated  26th  June  1725,  gave  250/.  to  be  laid  out  in 

6 ° ' the  purchase  of  lands,  to  be  conveyed  to  trustees,  upon  trust,  that  the  rents 

might  be  applied  yearly  for  providing  coats  and  shoes  for  five  poor  men,  and 
gowns,  petticoats,  and  shoes  for  five  poor  women  of  the  parish  of  Edwardstone, 
yearly ; the  poor  men  and  women  to  be  such  as  take  no  alms,  and  to  be  nomi- 
nated by  the  owners  of  the  testator’s  estate  at  Groton*,  but  not  to  have  the 
provision  two  years  together  successively;  and  he  directed  the  overplus  of  the 
rents  to  be  given  to  the  poor  men  and  women  in  such  proportion  as  the  person 
having  the  nomination  of  them  should  think  fit. 

The  sum  of  250/.,  with  53/.  bequeathed  to  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Edward- 
stone by  Sir  Joseph  Alston , bart.,  was  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  a farm  at  l’ol- 
stead,  comprising  a barn  and  22  a.  2 r.  of  land,  vested  in  trustees,  of  whom 
four  are  living,  by  deeds  of  the  20th  and  21st  September  1809.

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The  farm,  with  an  allotment  of  one  acre  awarded  on  an  inclosure  in  1817,  is 
in  the  occupation  of  Mr.  Isaac  Strutt,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  26/.  a year,  the  fair 
annual  value. 

The  rent  is  applied  by  the  vicar,  who  is  one  of  the  trustees,  with  the  concur- 
rence of  the  rest,  in  the  purchase  of  coats  and  gowns,  which  are  given  among 
poor  people  of  the  parish  ; the  directions  of  the  donor  being  observed  as  nearly 
as  circumstances  will  fairly  permit.

The  Town  Lands. 

The  property  passing  under  this  description  comprizes  a messuage,  used  as  The  Town  Lands, 
a workhouse,  and  three  small  pieces  of  land  let  separately,  at  rents  amounting 
together  to  8 /.  a year,  the  full  annual  value. 

It  is  unknown  how  the  property  was  originally  acquired  f but  in  order  to  its 
being  vested  in  trustees,  it  was  conveyed  by  Charles  Dawson,  esquire,  lord  of 
the  manor,  by  deeds  of  the  29th  and  30th  March  1810,  to  the  use  of  six  trus- 
tees, upon  trust,  to  permit  the  premises  to  be  applied  to  the  purposes  to  which 
it  had  been  formerly  applied ; viz.  that  the  same  might  be  used  by  the  poor  of 
the  parish  in  such  manner  as  a majority  of  the  inhabitants  in  vestry  assembled 
should  from  time  to  time  think  proper,  or  that  the  yearly  rents  and  profits 
might  be  received  by  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor,  and  dis- 
posed of  by  them  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor,  as  the  majority  of  the  inhabitants 
assembled  as  aforesaid  should  direct. 

The  building  is  used  as  a workhouse,  and  the  rents  of  the  land,  deducting 
a quit  rent  of  3 s.  2d.,  are  applied  in  paying  a stipend  of  51.  10s.  a year  to  the 
master  of  a Sunday-school,  and  in  the  purchase  of  clothing,  given  by  way  of 
addition  to  Chaplin’s  charity. 


French’s  Dole. 

The  sum  of  21.  a year,  paid  as  a rentcharge  out  of  the  Edwardstone  Hall  French’s  Dole, 
estate,  the  property  of  Charles  Dawson,  esquire,  is  distributed  by  the  church- 
warden at  Easter  among  poor  people. 

Of  the  origin  of  this  charity  we  can  obtain  no  account,  but  it  is  probably  the 
same  with  a gift  of  21.  a year,  mentioned  in  the  Returns  to  Parliament  in  1786 
as  having  been  made  by  one  William  French.

PARISH  OF  GLEMSFORD. 

Hammond’s  Charity. 

Thomas  Hammond,  by  Will,  dated  6th  March  I67O,  gave  a field,  called  New  Glemsford. 
Croft,  in  Glemsford,  containing  about  nine  acres,  the  rents  thereof  to  be  divided  Hammond’s 
among  six  of  the  ancientest  men,  inhabitants  of  Glemsford,  on  the  1st  No-  Charity, 
vember  or  the  1st  December,  yearly. 

The  land  was  conveyed  to  new  trustees  about  two  years  ago,  and  is  under 
the  letting  of  the  churchwardens  and  overseers.  Mr.  Samuel  Biggs  is  the 
occupier,  as  tenant  for  three  years,  and  the  rent,  which  is  about  12/.  a year,  is 
given  in  December  among  six  old  men. 

Doles. 

1.  The  rent  of  the  Town  Field,  two  acres,  or  thereabouts,  let  at  2/.  a year.  Doles. 

2.  The  rent  of  the  Workhouse  Pasture,  one  acre,  or  thereabouts,  let  at  21. 
a year. 
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3.  The  following  yearly  rentcharges  : 31.  paid  by  John  Bigg,  jun.  out  of 
land  in  his  occupation  ; 21.  out  of  Twine’s  Lay,  the  property  of  John  Bicrg  ;un  . 
ZTnued.  ~l  l0s-  out  of  Sap’s  Meadow,  the  property  of  W.  Wallace;  31.  (with  10*/  foj 

/ a sermon)  out  of  land  or  premises  in  the  occupation  of  John  Bigg,  sen.  and 

George  Mann;  4/.  15s.  a year  paid  by  John  Bigg  out  of  land  in  the  Oxen 
Field,  the  property  of  Mr.  Alexander  Duff ; 10s.  out  of  Cat’s  Meadow,  paid  by 
Charles  Bigg,  sen. 

An  account  of  these  donations  is  contained  in  the  printed  copy  of  the 
Memorials  of  Charities  made  in  pursuance  of  the  Act  52  Geo.  3.  c.  102,  but 
we  find  it  difficult  to  assign  the  respective  charities  to  the  several  instruments 
of  donation  with  perfect  precision  ; and  a rentcharge  of  15  s.  a year,  given  by 
William  Barwell,  is  no  longer  paid,  the  house  on  which  it  was  charged  having 
fallen  down. 

The  sums  annually  received,  together  with  a portion  of  the  income  of  Poley’s 
charity,  (for  which  see  the  Report  of  Charities  in  the  parish  of  Hartest,) 
amounting  last  year  to  7 1.  7 s.,  and  a portion  of  Corder’s  charity,  (of  which 
a separate  account  will  be  given  under  the  head  of  General  Charities,)  amount- 
ing last  year  to  21.  10s.,  are  distributed  soon  after  Christmas,  yearly,  by  the 
minister  and  churchwardens,  among  poor  persons. 


School  House. 


School  House.  A house  in  the  churchyard,  formerly  used  at  different  times  as  a school- 
house,  is  now  partly  used  for  the  residence  of  paupers,  and  is  partly  let  at  a 
rent  of  50s.  a year,  which  is  carried  to  the  churchwardens  account. 


Bible  Meadow. 


Herrington's  Gift. 


Bible  Meadow. 

A piece  of  land  containing  about  one  acre,  in  Glemsford,  was  conveyed  by 
Edmund  Bolder o,  D.D.,  by  Deed,  19th  March  1669,  upon  trust,  that  half  of  the 
yearly  rents  should  be  applied  in  buying  Bibles,  to  be  given,  with  the  advice  of 
the  rector  of  Glemsford,  or  in  his  absence,  of  the  curate,  to  poor  children  of 
Glemsford  going  to  school  there ; and  the  other  half  in  apprenticing  poor 
children. 

The  minister  acts  as  trustee  of  this  charity.  The  land  is  let  at  1 /.  5 s. 
a year,  the  fair  annual  value  ; and  the  rent  is  laid  out  in  buying  Bibles  and 
religious  books,  given  by  the  minister  among  poor  people. 

Kerrington’s  Gift.  (Lost.) 

Captain  Nicholas  Remington,  in  or  about  the  year  16S7,  gave  by  his  Will 
5 /.  a year  to  the  poor  of  this  parish,  but  the  annuity  was  not  charged  on  land, 
no  payment  of  it  has  been  made  within  the  memory  of  man,  and  we  can  dis- 
cover no  means  of  establishing  the  charity. 
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PARISH  OF  GROTON. 


Doggett’s  Charity. 


Groton.  The  sum  of  10/.  bequeathed  by  John  Doggett,  for  the  poor  of  Groton,  was 

laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  a piece  of  land  called  Powers,  containing  one  acre 

Doggett’s  Charity,  and  a half,  which  was  conveyed  to  trustees  by  deed,  dated  29th  September, 
1 Charles  1st,  and  afterwards  conveyed  to  new  trustees,  by  deed  dated  26th 
March  1671. 

The  land  is  let  by  the  churchwardens,  who  act  as  trustees,  to  Arthur  Cook, 
as  yearly  tenant,  at  1 /.  155.  a year ; and  the  rent  is  laid  out  in  bread,  which  is 
distributed  among  poor  people  of  the  parish. 
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Moore’s  Charity  Land. 


Moore’s  Charity  This  property,  which  was  devised  by  William  Moore  about  the  year  1650 
Land.  for  the  poor  of  Boxford  and  Groton,  contains  about  14  acres  of  copyhold-land, 
in  the  parish  of  Boxford,  and  is  let  by  the  churchwardens  of  Boxford  and 

Groton, 
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Groton,  jointly,  to  John  Gardener,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  16/.  a year,  the  full 
value. 

The  estate  has  been  surrendered  from  time  to  time  to  new  trustees. 

The  rent  is  divided  between  the  two  parishes,  and  applied  in  each  with  the 
poor  rates ; but  though  this  course  of  application  has  the  sanction  of  long  v. 
usage,  it  would  be  proper,  we  think,  that  the  rents  should  be  separately  given 
to,  or  applied  for  the  use  of  the  industrious  poor. 

Almshouses. 

Four  tenements  under  one  roof,  with  a small  garden,  in  Groton,  purchased 
with  20/.,  and  conveyed  to  trustees  in  1702,  are  used  as  almshouses  for  poor 
persons  placed  therein  by  the  parish-officers,  and  are  kept  in  repair  at  the  parish 
expense. 


PARISH  OF  LAVENHAM. 

The  School. 

A grammar-school  appears  to  have  existed  at  Lavenham  at  an  early  period, 
but  we  have  met  with  no  traces  of  its  original  institution. 

The  most  ancient  endowment  of  the  school  consists  of  an  annuity  or  yearly 
rentcharge  of  5/.,  given  by  the  Will  of  Richard  Peacock,  bearing  date  Septem- 
ber 4th  1647,  “for  and  towards  the  teaching  and  bringing  up  in  learning  five 
poor  children,  born  at  Lavenham,  at  the  grammar-school  within  the  said  town, 
such  children  to  be  nominated  and  chosen  by  the  headborough,  churchwardens, 
and  overseers  for  the  time  being,  or  the  greater  number  of  them  and  by 
a deed,  dated  21st  December  1661,  Richard  Peacock,  nephew,  and  heir  of  the 
testator,  in  order  to  give  effect  to  his  will,  granted  unto  William  Wiles  and 
eight  others,  and  their  heirs,  two  rentcharges,  amounting  together  to  5 1.  per 
annum,  out  of  his  lands  in  Great  Waldingfield  and  Little  Waldingfield,  in  the 
deed  mentioned,  with  power  of  distress. 

In  or  about  the  year  1699  the  school  premises  were  purchased,  or  the  school- 
house  was  rebuilt,  with  money  which  had  been  raised  by  contribution  a few 
years  before  for  preparing  a new  school-house  ; and  the  premises  now  belong- 
ing to  the  school  consist  of  a dwelling-house  for  the  master,  a school-room 
attached,  and  a stable,  garden,  and  some  small  pieces  of  ground,  the  whole  being 
in  extent  about  one  acre  and  a half,  and  of  the  yearly  value  of  about  24  I. 

The  only  other  endowment  is  an  annuity  of  16/.,  granted  by  Indentures  of 
Lease  and  Release,  the  release  dated  22d  August  1699,  whereby  Richard 
Coleman,  for  fulfilling  the  intentions  of  his  uncle,  Edward  Coleman,  and  of 
several  other  persons  therein  named,  touching  the  erecting  a grammar-school 
within  the  parish  of  Lavenham,  conveyed  unto  24  trustees  an  annuity  of  16/., 
issuing  out  of  the  manor  of  Greys,  in  Great  Cornard  and  Newton,  in  the  county 
of  Suffolk,  and  all  other  the  messuage,  lands  and  tenements,  there  formerly 
of  Edward  Bockenham,  which  annuity  had  been  originally  granted  to  the 
said  Edward  Coleman,  by  deeds  of  the  24th  and  25th  October  1695 ; upon 
trust,  to  pay  the  said  annuity  to  a schoolmaster,  to  be  elected  by  the  trustees, 
or  any  12  of  them,  the  school  to  be  kept  at  some  house  or  place  to  be  pro- 
vided by  the  trustees  ; and  it  was  thereby  directed,  that  on  the  death  of 
any  of  the  trustees,  and  before  12  of  them  should  die,  the  survivors  should 
choose  others  to  fill  up  the  number  of  24  trustees,  and  convey  the  premises 
accordingly  ; and  that  the  trustees  or  any  12  of  them,  due  notice  being  given 
to  all  living  within  10  miles,  of  a meeting  for  the  purpose,  might  for  just 
reason  remove  the  schoolmaster  and  elect  another ; and  it  was  thereby  declared 
that  the  schoolmaster  to  be  chosen  should  not  be  obliged  to  teach  any  boy  for 
the  said  annuity,  or  for  any  house  or  school  to  be  provided  for  him,  other  than 
the  five  scholars  for  the  teaching  of  whom  Richard  Peacock  had  given  51.  per 
annum. 

The  rentcharge  granted  by  Peacock,  and  the  school-premises,  have  not  been 
regularly  transferred  to  trustees  in  succession,  but  the  annuity  of  16/.,  after 
being  at  different  times  transferred,  was  last  assigned  to  trustees  by  deed,  dated 
19th  December  1826  ; and  the  successive  grantees  of  that  annuity,  who  have 
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for  the  most  part  been  gentlemen  of  property  and  clergymen  in  the  neigh- 
bourhood, have  been  considered  and  have  acted  as  general  trustees  of  the 
school. 

The  present  master  of  the  school  is  the  Rev.  Frederick  Croker,  who  was 
appointed  by  the  trustees  in  December  1815. 

The  school  used  to  be  kept  up  by  preceding  masters  as  a boarding-school  and 
day-school,  for  the  instruction  of  boys  in  the  Greek  and  Latin  languages, 
and  also  in  the  rudiments  of  an  English  education,  writing  and  arithmetic  ; 
and  in  respect  of  Peacock’s  donation,  the  masters  have  been  used  to  teach  five 
poor  boys  free,  with  the  rest  of  their  scholars. 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  time  of  Mr.  Blower,  the  last  master,  who 
held  the  office  for  37  years,  the  number  of  his  scholars  was  considerably 
reduced,  and  after  his  death  the  school  was  kept  vacant  for  nearly  a year  ; one 
of  the  reasons  for  not  appointing  a new  master  immediately  on  the  vacancy 
being,  the  desire  of  the  trustees  to  repair  the  school-house,  which  was  in  great 
want  of  reparation,  and  to  create  a fund  for  that  purpose  by  retention  of  the 
school  income.  The  expense  of  the  repairs  amounted  to  about  81/.,  of  which 
about  30/.  was  raised  by  sale  of  the  materials  of  part  of  the  premises  taken 
down,  and  the  remainder  was  advanced  by  the  Rev.  James  Buck,  late  rector  of 
Lavenham,  one  of  the  trustees ; and  in  pursuance  of  a resolution  of  the  trus- 
tees, the  annuity  of  5/.  a year  was  retained,  to  be  applied  in  repayment  of 
Mr.  Buck’s  advance ; but  for  the  first  year  after  Mr.  Croker’s  appointment,  he 
received  both  the  annuities  of  51.  and  16/.,  by  reason  of  his  having  himself 
paid  some  small  bills  for  repairs. 

The  annuity  of  16/.  was  paid  by  the  trustees  to  Mr.  Croker,  until  the  end 
of  the  year  1824,  and  in  the  next  year  he  received  it  himself  through  one  of 
the  churchwardens,  from  the  owner  of  the  estate  subject ; but  it  has  not  since 
been  paid  to  him. 

An  account  has  been  kept  by  one  of  the  trustees,  who  receives  the  rent- 
charges,  of  his  receipts  and  payments,  from  which  it  appears  that  since  the 
time  of  Mr.  Croker’s  appointment,  there  have  been  paid  the  sum  of  51  /.  5s.  3{d. 
in  discharge  of  Mr.  Buck’s  advance,  and  the  sum  of  8/.,  being  the  expense  of 
the  last  deed  of  assignment  to  new  trustees,  and  that  there  is  now  in  hand  the 
sum  of  26/.,  or  thereabouts. 

This  school  has  not  been  satisfactorily  or  efficiently  conducted  since  Mr. 
Croker’s  appointment ; but  in  taking  its  state  into  consideration,  it  would  be 
unfair  to  overlook  the  circumstance  that  the  school  had  been  for  a short  time 
discontinued,  and  that  many  children  who  attended  during  the  late  master’s  time, 
after  his  death  went  to  another  school,  in  a neighbouring  town,  conducted  by 
the  gentleman  who  had  been  the  usher  at  Lavenham  school.  For  the  first  two 
years  after  Mr.  Croker’s  appointment  he  had  about  five  scholars,  besides  the 
free  scholars,  but  since  the  expiration  of  that  term  he  has  had  the  care  of  the 
free  scholars  only,  and  the  number  of  them  has  not  been  always  complete.  At 
present  the  free  boys  are  instructed  by  Mr.  Croker  himself,  for  about  two 
hours  in  the  day,  in  English  grammar,  &c.  and  one  of  them  in  Latin  ; and 
they  attend  another  school  in  the  town  for  about  four  hours  a day,  and  are 
instructed  by  the  master  thereof  in  writing  and  arithmetic,  for  which  Air.  Croker 
pays  to  that  master  10/.  a year. 

It  does  not  appear  to  have  been  Mr.  Croker’s  object  or  intention,  when  he 
took  the  school,  to  keep  it  up  as  a boarding-school ; at  least  the  terms  he 
required  were  such  that  no  boys  were  sent  to  the  school  as  boarders  ; he 
charged  1/.  Is.  a quarter  for  day-scholars,  and  as  there  are  other  schools  in 
Lavenham,  at  which  children  are  instructed  on  lower  terms,  it  is  partly  perhaps 
on  account  of  the  rate  of  the  charge,  and  partly  from  the  opinion  entertained 
that  he  did  not  regularly  attend,  or  was  not  disposed  regularly  to  attend  at  the 
school,  that  he  has  had  no  scholars  except  the  free  scholars. 

In  consequence  of  some  complaint  among  the  inhabitants  respecting  the 
alleged  want  of  attendance  of  Mr.  Croker,  and  the  unsatisfactory  state  of  the 
school,  the  trustees  in  1824  made  some  rules  for  the  government  of  the  school, 
which  were  entered  in  their  book  of  resolutions,  by  which  it  was  required  that 
Mr.  Croker  should  daily  attend  at  the  school  during  certain  specified  hours  of 
the  day  : these  rules  however  appear  too  strict,  and  have  not  been  observed 
by  Mr.  Croker ; and  in  consequence  of  the  complaints  also  made  to  them,  and 
of  their  resolutions  not  producing  the  intended  effect,  the  trustees  have  with 

held 
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held  from  Mr.  Croker  the  income  payable  to  him  under  the  endowment  as 
above  mentioned. 

Considering  the  small  amount  of  the  revenues,  it  seems  to  us  the  school 
could  not  be  rendered  generally  beneficial  unless  it  were  in  the  hands  of  some 
person  who  would  devote  his  time  and  attention  exclusively  to  the  business  of 
keeping  school ; and  as  we  apprehend  Mr.  Croker  has  no  such  inclination,  it  is 
to  be  regretted  that  he  should  continue  to  retain  the  situation  of  master  . at  the 
same  time  it  may  be  questioned  whether  sufficient  grounds  exist  to  justify  the 
trustees  in  removing  the  master,  or  to  make  it  right  they  should  incur  the 
responsibility  of  so  doing;  and  while  the  master  holds  his  office,  we  appiehend 
he  is  entitled  to  receive  the  emoluments  of  the  place,  subject  to  the  duty  of 
keeping  the  school-premises  in  ordinary  repair. 

It  appears  to  us,  that  on  any  future  vacancy  in  the  office  of  master,  if  the 
trustees  cannot  procure  a gentleman  of  classical  attainments  disposed  to  devote 
his  time  exclusively  to  the  business  of  keeping  school,  they  will  be  justified 
under  the  circumstances,  in  appointing  some  person  of  inferior  attainments, 
qualified  and  willing  to  keep  such  a school  as  is  suited  to  the  exigencies  of  the 
inhabitants  of  Lavenham  ; and  to  prevent  misunderstanding  or  dispute,  it  would 
be  right,  we  think,  before  any  new  master  is  appointed,  that  the  trustees  should 
prescribe  rules  for  the  time  of  his  attendance,  and  the  terms  to  be  required  by 
him  for  the  instruction  of  scholars  ; and  that  he  should  be  required  to  sub- 
scribe the  regulations,  as  the  condition  of  his  appointment,  and  also  an 
agreement  to  keep  the  school-premises  in  good  repair,  or  that  in  default  thereof 
the  trustees  should  be  at  liberty  to  retain  and  apply  a sufficient  part  of  the 
annuities  for  that  purpose. 

The  Old  Town  Lands. 

This  estate,  which  is  under  the  management  of  trustees,  is  partly  settled  and 
appropriated,  by  virtue  of  sundry  ancient  deeds,  and  by  usage,  for  the  chari- 
table relief,  help  and  maintenance  of  the  poor  of  Lavenham,  and  for  repairing, 
amending  and  sustaining  the  almshouses  of  the  town ; and  part  thereof  was 
devised  by  William  Lummas,  by  will,  dated  19th  September  1573,  for  the  use 
and  profit  of  the  poor  people  of  Lavenham. 

The  estate,  which  is  partly  copyhold,  consists  of  the  following  particulars  : 

1.  A house,  and  a barn  recently  built,  with  a cottage,  and  about  103  acres 
of  land,  the  whole  of  which,  except  about  8 acres  in  the  parish  of  Lavenham, 
is  in  the  adjoining  parish  of  Brent  Illeigh.  This  property  is  let  to  Thomas 
Mattham,  on  lease  for  eight  years  from  Michaelmas  1825,  at  the  yearly  rent  of 
160/.,  which  at  the  time  the  lease  was  granted  was  the  fair  annual  value  ; but 
in  consequence  of  the  barn  being  since  built,  and  of  the  land  being  improved, 
the  estate  is  now  worth  about  180/.  a year. 

2.  A close  of  pasture  land,  1a.  3 a.  9 p.,  in  the  parish  of  Lavenham,  let  to 
Thomas  Hayward,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  10  /.  per  annum,  the  full  value. 

3.  Five  closes  in  the  parish  of  Lavenham,  containing  together  13  a.  Or.  5 p. 
let  to  Samuel  Rashbrooke  on  lease  for  eight  years  from  1825,  at  the  yearly  rent 
of  12/.,  a moderate  rent. 

4.  Part  of  the  workhouse  called  the  Feoffee  Chamber,  for  which  the  over- 
seers of  the  poor  pay  40  5.  a year  to  the  trustees,  and  a cottage  adjoining  the 
Cock  public-house,  and  let  to  the  owner  thereof  at  2 /.  a year. 

There  are  also  sundry  other  cottages  in  the  town  of  Lavenham,  in  or  near 
Church-street,  which  are  under  the  order  of  the  trustees  as  part  of  the  trust- 
estate.  These  are  occupied  rent-free  by  poor  families  and  poor  people  of  the 
parish  placed  therein  by  the  overseers  of  the  poor,  with  the  concurrence  of  the 
trustees,  and  are  repaired  out  of  the  income  of  the  town  lands. 

The  annual  rents,  which  amount  at  present  to  186/.  a year,  are  applied  in 
repairing  and  maintaining  the  cottages  or  almshouses,  in  the  purchase  of  hempen 
cloth  for  shirts,  &c.  given  to  the  poor  inhabitants  or  persons  belonging  to  the 
parish,  the  expense  thereof  being  usually  about  80/.  a year,  and  in  occasional 
donations  of  money  to  poor  persons  in  distress. 

One  of  the  trustees  acts  as  treasurer,  and  the  accounts  are  settled  once 
a year. 
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The  copyhold  part  of  the  estate  was  surrendered  to  the  use  of  new  trustees 
in  May  1821,  but  we  have  not  been  able  to  ascertain  when  the  freehold  part  of 
the  property  was  last  conveyed.  If  the  last  trust  deed  cannot  be  found,  it  ap- 
pears to  us  that  new  trustees  should  be  appointed  by  those  who  have  been  used 
to  act  as  trustees,  so  as  to  make  up  the  number  of  24,  and  that  the  freehold 
part  of  the  estate  should  be  conveyed  to  the  use  of  the  existing  and  new  trus- 
tees by  way  of  feoffment. 

The  accounts  have  not  been  always  regularly  and  properly  kept,  and  there 
appears  to  have  been  a considerable  balance  due  from  a treasurer  who  died 
about  fourteen  or  fifteen  years  ago,  as  to  the  receipt  of  which,  if  it  was  received, 
there  is  no  entry,  but  we  have  obtained  no  satisfactory  information  on  the 
subject. 

The  Bell-rope  Land. 


The  Bell-rope  This  land,  which  contains  about  1 r.  32  p.,  is  situate  in  the  parish  of 
Land.  Lavenham,  and  adjoins  part  of  the  farm  of  Mr.  George  Mumford,  not  being 
separated  therefrom  by  any  fence. 

Mr.  Mumford  has  long  occupied  the  land,  and  holds  at  7 s.  6d.  a year. 

The  rent  is  paid  to  the  churchwardens,  and  applied  by  them  as  part  of  the 
church  rates,  but  through  neglect  the  rent  had  lately  fallen  greatly  into 
arrear. 

It  appears  to  us  the  boundaries  of  the  land  ought  to  be  staked  out. 


Copinger’s  Charity. 


Copinger’s  Charity. 


The  Rev.  Henry  Copinger,  by  Will,  dated  31st  December  1621,  devised  to 
four  of  the  most  aged,  needy  and  impotent  people  in  Lavenham,  all  the  profits 
to  arise  of  the  tenement  and  yard  therein  mentioned,  and  the  free  meadow 
called  the  Church  Meadow,  and  the  three  roods  (more  or  less)  of  coppice  lying 
in  that  meadow,  such  four  persons  to  be  nominated  by  the  parson  and  headbo- 
roughs  of  Lavenham  ; and  he  willed  that  the  headboroughs  should  have  the 
estate  of  the  laud  to  the  only  use  beforesaid. 

There  being  no  headboroughs  at  present,  the  rector  is  the  sole  trustee  ; but 
there  are  other  inhabitants  of  Lavenham  who  act  in  the  management. 

The  tenement  mentioned  in  the  will  has  fallen  down,  and  the  charity  estate, 
which  in  its  present  state  consists  of  the  site  of  the  tenement  and  yard,  and 
two  pieces  of  meadow  and  pasture  near  the  church,  containing  5a.  2r.  6p.,  is 
let  to  John  Green  for  four  years  from  Christmas  1826,  at  2 51.  10s.  a year.  The 
rent  is  divided  equally  between  four  poor  aged  persons,  chosen  by  the  mana- 
gers as  life  pensioners. 


Corder’s  Charity. 

Corder’s  Charity.  An  account  of  this  charity  is  given  under  the  head  of  General  Charities  in 
this  Report. 

The  sum  annually  received  under  the  charity  for  the  poor  of  Lavenham, 
which  has  lately  been  about  2/.  10  s.  a year,  has  been  for  some  time  past  usually 
added  to  the  funds  of  a society  for  the  relief  of  poor  lying-in  women. 

Creme’s  Charity. 

Crime's  Charity.  Isaac  Creme , by  Will,  dated  26th  October  1655,  devised  to  three  persons  as 
trustees,  his  closes  in  Lavenham,  containing  by  estimation  12  acres,  called 
Goymes,  upon  trust,  that  the  rents  and  profits  thereof  should  be  every  half- 
year  equally  distributed  among  ten  aged  poor  persons  of  the  town  of  Laven- 
ham, of  good  conversation,  five  of  them  to  be  widowers,  and  five,  widows,  to 
be  nominated  by  the  trustees  and  their  heirs,  and  to  continue  during  their  lives  ; 
and  he  also  bequeathed  to  the  trustees  500/.,  to  be  laid  out  in  purchasing  lands, 
upon  trust,  that  the  rents  and  profits  thereof  should  be  bestowed  towards  the 
maintenance  of  fourteen  other  poor  persons  of  Lavenham,  such  as  before  men- 
tioned, to  continue  during  their  lives ; and  after  the  decease  of  any  of  the  said 
poor,  new  ones  to  be  elected  by  the  trustees. 

By  a codicil  to  his  will,  dated  13th  December  1655,  the  testator  directed 
that  the  three  trustees  in  his  will  named,  should  appoint  nine  other  inhabitants 
of  Lavenham  to  be  trustees  with  them,  as  well  of  the  copyhold  land  called 

Goymes 
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Goymes  as  of  the  freehold  land  to  be  purchased,  and  that  when  eight  of  the 
trustees  should  have  departed  this  life,  the  four  survivors  should  nominate  other 
twelve  chief  inhabitants  of  Lavenham,  and  surrender  and  convey  the  copyhold 
and  freehold  lands  to  them  upon  the  trusts  aforesaid,  and  so  successively  from 
time  to  time. 

Soon  after  the  testator’s  death  the  trustees  purchased  freehold  lands  in 
Lavenham  at  the  price  of 570/.,  which  were  conveyed  to  them,  and  nine  others 
nominated  by  them,  by  deed,  dated  4th  June  1656,  the  sum  of  70/.,  part  of  the 
purchase-money,  being  raised  out  of  the  rents. 

The  copyhold  land  called  Goymes  has  been  surrendered  from  time  to  time  to 
the  use  of  new  trustees,  and  was  finally  surrendered,  the  24th  June  1817,  to  the 
use  of  Thomas  Mudd,  since  deceased,  and  of  George  Mumford  the  elder, 
Brooke  Thomas  Branwhite,  Thomas  Hitchcock,  Thomas  Branwhite,  Joseph 
Rashbrooke,  Isaac  Ray,  George  Scott,  East  John  Westrop,  Samuel  Skeet, 
George  Mumford  the  younger,  and  William  Mattham,  the  present  trustees  of 
the  charity ; but  it  does  not  appear  that  the  freehold  part  of  the  estate  has  been 
reconveyed  since  the  10th  April  1733,  the  date  of  the  last  conveyance  deed  in 
the  possession  of  the  trustees. 

The  land  called  Goymes,  which  is  in  four  closes,  containing  together  about 
13  a.  1r.  24  p.,  is  in  the  occupation  of  Mr.  Thomas  Hitchcock,  one  of  the 
trustees,  as  tenant  under  an  agreement  for  a lease  for  eight  years,  from  Mi- 
chaelmas 1823,  at  the  annual  rent  of  12/.  10  s. ; and  the  freehold  land,  which 
is  in  six  fields,  containing  together  44  a.  2 r.  13  p.,  or  thereabouts,  is  in 
the  occupation  of  Mr.  George  Mumford,  another  of  the  trustees,  as  tenant 
under  a similar  agreement,  for  the  same  term,  at  the  rent  of  48  /.  15  s. 
a year. 

The  expenses  attending  the  surrender  and  admission  to  the  copyhold  land 
on  the  death  of  the  tenants  on  the  court-roll  are  considerable,  the  fine  on  the 
last  occasion  being  69/.,  and  fees  12/.  12  s.  To  render  the  expense  of  less  fre- 
quent occurrence,  it  is  the  practice  to  introduce  the  names  of  very  young 
persons  among  the  surrenderees ; and  some  of  the  trustees  named  in  the  sur- 
render of  1817  are  yet  minors,  the  management  of  the  trust  being  exercised  by 
the  trustees  of  full  age. 

The  revenues  are  distributed  among  24  poor  persons  of  the  description  men- 
tioned in  the  will. 

It  appears  from  the  account  books  that  the  copyhold  lands  were  let  a century 
and  a half  ago  at  12/.  a year,  and  that  in  1774  they  were  let  at  16/.  16  s. 
a year.  The  freehold  lands  also,  in  the  latter  year,  were  let  at  42  /.  per  annum. 
The  amount  of  the  rent  thus  formerly  received  is  alone  sufficient  to  raise 
a doubt  whether  the  lands  are  now  let  at  their  proper  value,  even  though  the 
present  high  rate  of  the  parochial  charges  in  Lavenham  be  taken  into  con- 
sideration. It  is  alleged,  also,  by  several  of  the  inhabitants,  that  in  their 
opinion  the  lands  are  held  at  inadequate  rents ; and  on  inquiring  into  the  mode 
in  which  they  were  let  to  the  present  occupiers,  we  find  that  before  the  letting 
in  1823  a notice  was  publicly  read  in  the  church,  that  the  trustees  would  hold 
a meeting  on  a particular  day  in  the  ensuing  week  for  the  purpose  of  taking 
into  consideration  the  letting  of  Creme’s  charity  lands,  and  on  the  appointed 
day  some  of  the  trustees  accordingly  attended  the  meeting,  and  it  was  then 
determined  that  Mr.  Hitchcock  and  Mr.  Mumford  should  become  tenants  for 
eight  years,  at  the  rents  which  had  previously  been  proposed  by  surveyors  on 
a valuation  ; agreements  were  prepared  accordingly,  and  were  afterwards  exe- 
cuted by  six  of  the  trustees  separately,  the  rest  of  the  trustees  being  for  the 
most  part  under  age.  Under  whose  particular  direction  the  valuation  had 
been  made  does  not  distinctly  appear ; the  gentlemen,  however,  who  made  it, 
have  certified  that  in  their  judgment  it  was  fair  and  just  as  between  landlord 
and  tenant,  regard  being  had  to  the  state  of  the  times  in  1823,  which  year 
followed  one  of  great  depression.  Their  letter  is  given  at  the  end  of  this  Report. 
It  is  alleged  that  a person  accompanied  one  of  the  trustees  to  the  place  of 
meeting,  with  the  intention  of  offering  to  take  the  lands,  but  wras  then  given  to 
understand  that  the  meeting  was  not  held  for  the  purpose  of  letting  them,  but 
only  for  the  purpose  announced  by  the  notice  given  at  the  church  ; but 
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however  this  be,  it  is  evident  that  no  opportunity  was  afforded  to  persons  who 
were  not  trustees  of  making  proposals,  and  that  the  proceeding,  to  say  the  least 
of  it,  was  of  an  irregular  kind.  On  the  part  of  Mr.  Hitchcock  and  Mr.  Mum- 
ford  it  is  stated,  they  were  not  aware  that  the  circumstance  of  their  being 
trustees  made  it  improper  they  should  become  tenants  themselves  of  the  charity 
estates,  the  rather  as  Mr.  Hitchcock’s  father,  who  was  also  a trustee,  had  loim 
occupied  the  copyhold  land,  and  for  some  time  the  whole  of  the  estate. 

The  freehold  part  of  the  land  adjoins  Mr.  Mumford’s  own  farm,  and  the 
occupation  of  it  is  therefore  an  object  of  the  more  value  or  importance  to  him, 
and  as  there  is  no  barn  upon  it  the  land  could  not  perhaps  be  let  so  advan- 
tageously to  another  tenant  as  to  Mr.  Mumford.  Since  he  has  been  tenant, 
Mr.  Mumford  has  considerably  improved  the  charity  land  by  expenditure  and 
skilful  management. 

Under  all  the  circumstances,  and  on  taking  into  consideration  that  three 
years  only  of  the  term  remain  unexpired,  it  has  appeared  to  us  the  most  eligible 
course  of  proceeding  in  this  case,  for  the  benefit  of  the  charity,  to  recom- 
mend that  Mr.  Hitchcock  and  Mr.  Mumford  should  be  at  liberty  to  continue 
in  possession  for  the  remainder  of  the  term,  on  condition  of  paying  such  annual 
rent  henceforth  as  another  surveyor  of  eminence  may  state  to  be  proper  to  have 
been  reserved  on  a letting  for  eight  years  in  1823.  With  this  proposal  they 
have  expressed  their  willingness  to  comply,  and  we  have  given  directions  for 
a valuation  or  estimate  of  a proper  rent  to  be  made  accordingly ; and  we  think 
the  expense  of  the  valuation,  the  same  having  been  occasioned  by  the  irregu- 
larity of  the  transaction,  should  be  borne  by  Mr.  Hitchcock  and  Mr.  Mumford, 
and  that  on  the  expiration  of  the  term  the  trustees  should  take  due  means  of 
letting  the  estate  for  the  best  rent  that  can  be  obtained  from  eligible  and 
responsible  tenants. 

Steward’s  Charity. 

Steward’s  Charity.  Henry  Steward,  by  Will,  dated  27th  February  1806,  directed  2,000/.  stock, 
3 per  cent  consols,  to  be  transferred  into  the  names  of  trustees  appointed  by 
the  minister  and  churchwardens  of  Lavenham,  in  trust,  to  pay  the  yearly  divi- 
dends to  the  minister  and  churchwardens,  to  be  by  them  applied  for  the  benefit 
of  the  poor  of  Lavenham,  for  ever,  in  such  manner  as  they  should  think 
proper. 

The  sum  of  1,796/.  1 s.  8 d.,  3 per  cent  consols,  the  amount  of  the  legacy 
after  necessary  deductions,  was  transferred  in  pursuance  of  the  will  into  the 
names  of  the  Rev.  John  Mudd,  and  Messrs.  Brooke  Thomas  Branwhite,  Thomas 
Hitchcock,  and  George  Mumford.  The  dividends  (53  /.  17  s.  6 d.  a year) 
were  at  first  distributed  among  poor  persons,  but  under  the  advice  of  counsel 
as  to  the  propriety  of  applying  them  for  the  support  of  a national  school,  they 
have  been  of  late,  and  are  now  applied,  by  the  minister  and  churchwardens,  in 
paying  the  salaries  of  teachers,  and  otherwise  for  the  support  of  two  national 
schools  at  Lavenham,  one  of  which  is  for  boys  and  the  other  for  girls. 

Dister’s  Charity  ; Blower’s  Charity. 

Dister’s  Charity ; It  appears  by  an  Inscription  on  a monument  in  the  church,  that  Allen  Dister, 

Blower’s  Charity.  W]1Q  ^ied  ^534^  gave  some  annual  rent,  the  amount  of  which  is  not  stated, 
for  the  poor  of  Lavenham  ; and  it  also  appears,  by  the  will  of  Peter  Blower, 
dated  in  1645,  that  he  left  6/.  a year  to  be  given  to  the  poor,  and  charged  the 
same  on  a house  in  the  Market-place  and  Searle’s  Croft,  in  the  parish  of  Laven- 
ham ; but  as  there  is  no  evidence  that  the  annuities  were  ever  paid,  we  conceive 
it  would  now  be  difficult  or  impossible  to  establish  the  charities. 
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Lavenham.

The  annual  values  of  both  the  parcels  of  land  above  described  are  fixed  upon 
a supposition  that  a term  of  eight  years  should  be  granted  to  the  tenants,  who 
are  to  pay  the  parish-rates  and  tithe.  The  arable  lands  to  be  managed  and  left 
upon  a four-course  shift  of  husbandry ; and  that  the  tenant’should  cover  one 
fourth  part  of  the  land,  every  year,  with  at  least  twelve  36-bushel  loads  of 
good  rotten  muck.

PARISH  OF  LONG  MELFORD. 

Trinity  Hospital. 

This  hospital,  for  12  poor  men  and  one  poor  woman,  was  founded  by  Sir 
William  Cordell , knight,  Master  of  the  Rolls,  in  the  reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth, 
by  Will,  dated  1st  January  1580,  and  by  authority  of  letters  patent,  obtained  in 
pursuance  thereof. 
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The  founder,  by  his  will,  directed  that  the  bishop  of  Norwich,  and  his  succes- 
sors, should  be  visitors  of  the  house  ; and  provision  is  made  in  the  charter  and 
statutes  of  the  hospital  for  the  exercise  of  the  visitatorial  power. 

Doles. 

A portion  of  the  rents  of  Corder’s  charity,  of  which  an  account  is  given 
under  the  title  of  Charities  for  the  Parish  of  Lavenham,  amounting  at  present 
to  between  2/.  and  31.  a year,  is  paid  to  the  churchwardens  of  this  parish,  for 
distribution  among  the  poor. 

The  sum  of  1/.  105.  a year,  the  gift  of  Richard  Smith , in  1560,  is  paid 
out  of  land  in  Mendlesham,  called  Crow  Croft,  the  property  of  Mrs.  Francis. 

£.  2.  a year  are  paid  out  of  an  estate  in  the  parish  of  Raydon,  which 
formerly  belonged  to  John  Mayor , D.  D.,  to  whom  the  donation  is  ascribed. 

£.  3.  a year  are  paid  out  of  the  poor  rates  of  Melford,  in  repect  of  a cottage 
and  garden  given  by  a person  named  Chaplin , and  occupied  by  poor  persons, 
put  in  by  the  overseers. 

£.  6.  a year  are  also  paid  out  of  the  poor  rates,  as  the  rent  of  a messuage 
and  premises  now  used  for  the  parish-workhouse,  being  a purchase  made  with 
a benefaction  of  100/.  given  by  John  Moor  in  1713. 

The  several  sums  above  mentioned  are  distributed  together,  annually,  at 
Easter,  among  poor  persons  belonging  to  the  parish,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
minister  and  churchwardens,  respect  being  had  in  the  distribution  to  the  inten- 
tion of  the  several  donors,  where  it  is  known. 

Church  and  Poors  Estate. 

This  estate,  which  is  under  the  management  of  the  minister  and  church- 
wardens, comprises  a cottage,  barn,  and  about  18  acres  of  land  in  this  parish, 
now  in  the  occupation  of  Hart  Logan,  esquire,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the  annual 
rent  of  33/.,  being  the  full  value. 

The  property  appears  to  have  been  given  by  the  Will  of  William  S/ceyne, 
dated  22d  April  1518,  to  the  intent  that  the  profits  thence  arising  might  be 
applied  by  the  minister  and  churchwardens,  one  moiety  thereof  to  the  use  of 
the  poor,  and  the  other  moiety  to  the  use  of  the  parish-church  ; and  the  rents, 
after  deducting  for  repairs,  are  applied  accordingly,  one  moiety  being  carried 
to  the  church,  and  the  other  to  the  poors-rate  account.  This  course  of  appli- 
cation has  the  sanction  of  long  usage,  though  it  may  perhaps  admit  of’ 
question  whether  the  moiety  for  the  poor  ought  not  more  properly  to  be 
applied  for  the  industrious  poor,  who  endeavour  to  subsist  without  parochial 
relief. 

Hill’s  Charity  ; Exchequer  Payment. 

John  Hill , by  Will,  bearing  date  4th  May  1495,  gave  the  white-rents  and 
woods  belonging  to  the  manor  of  Bower  Hall,  to  be  disposed  of  by  his  executors 
among  the  poor  people  in  Melford,  in  paying  the  King’s-tax,  when  it  falleth, 
and  otherwise,  at  their  discretion,  in  almsdeecls  to  the  poorest  persons  within 
the  town  ; and  he  directed  that  the  person  who  should  have  the  gathering  and 
distribution  of  the  said  white-rents  and  woods,  should  have  yearly,  for  his 
labour,  65.  3d.,  and  give  once  a year  an  account  thereof  to  the  churchwardens 
of  the  town  of  Melford. 

The  white-rents  are  quit-rents,  amounting  together  to  4/.  45.  a year,  or 
thereabouts. 

The  woods  devised  by  the  will  consist  of  about  eight  acres  of  wood-land, 
in  the  parish  of  Pentlow,  in  Essex,  let  to  Colonel  Mathews,  at  the  yearly  rent 
of  8/.,  being  rented  by  him  chiefly  for  the  sake  of  the  game,  and  the  privilege 
of  cutting  the  underwood  ; the  timber  (of  which,  however,  there  is  but  little 
at  present  standing  of  any  value)  being  reserved  to  the  use  of  the  charity. 

By  a resolution  of  the  vestry  in  1694,  the  income  of  Hill’s  charity  was 
directed  to  be  applied,  together  with  a yearly  pension  of  2/.  85.  1 d.,  payable 
out  of  the  Exchequer,  under  a grant  from  king  Edward  6th,  for  a schoolmaster, 
to  the  support  of  a free-school  in  Melford  for  the  education  of  poor  boys. 
This  resolution  has  ever  since  been  acted  upon,  and  in  pursuance  thereof  the 
churchwardens  pay  the  income  derived  from  the  above  sources  to  the  master 

of 
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of  a parish  school  in  Melford,  at  which  12  poor  boys,  nominated  by  the 
churchwardens,  are  instructed  as  free  scholars,  in  English,  reading,  writing  and 
arithmetic,  with  other  children  who  attend  as  pay  scholars. 

Moore’s  Charity., 

John  Moore,  in  1713,  bequeathed  300/.,  the  interest  thereof  to  be  employed 
for  the  payment  of  a schoolmistress  to  teach  10  poor  boys,  and  the  like  number 
of  girls,  of  the  parish  of  Melford,  the  former  in  reading,  and  the  latter  in 
reading,  sewing  and  knitting,  and  to  buy  necessaries  for  the  girls  to  sew  and 
knit  with,  until  they  could  be  put  out  and  provided  for  ; the  school  to  be 
under  the  direction  of  the  governors  of  Trinity  Hospital  in  Melford,  and  the 
minister  and  churchwardens  for  the  time  being. 

The  legacy  was  laid  out  by  direction  of  the  Court  of  Chancery,  in  a suit 
concerning  the  administration  of  the  testator’s  estate,  in  the  purchase  of  321  /. 
old  South-sea  annuities,  standing  in  the  name  of  the  Accountant  General ; 
and  the  dividends,  9/.  per  annum,  are  paid  by  the  minister  and  churchwardens 
to  a schoolmistress,  for  teaching  10  poor  boys,  and  10  poor  girls,  appointed  by 
the  warden  of  the  hospital,  the  minister  and  churchwardens,  in  the  manner 
directed  by  the  donor. 

Poors  Tenements. 

Four  almshouses  or  cottages  in  Melford,  represented  to  have  been  built  or 
given  by  Sir  Roger  Martin,  but  not  endowed,  are  occupied  by  poor  persons 
placed  therein  by  the  overseers,  and  are  kept  in  repair  at  the  parish  expense. 


PARISH  OF  MILDEN. 

Poors  Estate. 

There  are  three  cottages  in  the  parish  of  Monks  Illeigh,  appropriated  to 
the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Milden,  which  it  is  understood  were  purchased  in  or 
about  the  year  1653,  with  20/.  given  for  the  poor,  by  the  Will  of  James 
Alington,  esquire. 

The  cottages  are  let  at  4/.  2s.  a year,  and  the  rents  used  to  be  distributed 
among  poor  persons,  but  no  rent  has  been  obtained  since  1823,  and  the  cot- 
tages are  in  very  bad  repair.  It  is  intended,  if  possible,  to  place  the  charity 
on  a better  footing. 

Canham’s  Gift. 

The  yearly  sum  of  1 /.  given,  as  understood,  for  the  poor,  by  a person 
named  Canham,  is  paid  as  a rentcharge,  out  of  a cottage  and  small  piece  of  land, 
the  property  of  the  Rev.  Henry  Powney,  and  is  distributed  among  poor  persons 
at  the  discretion  of  the  rector. 


Birkett’s  Gift. 

The  Rev.  William  Birkett,  by  Will,  dated  1st  January  1700,  devised  the 
rent  of  two  cottages  and  an  orchard,  to  the  intent  that  1 /.  a year  should  be 
applied  in  teaching  poor  children  to  read,  and  providing  them  with  Bibles  and 
Catechisms  ; 1 /.  a year  should  be  laid  out  by  the  minister  and  churchwardens 
for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  ; and  the  remainder  of  the  rent,  which  was  then 
21.  10s.,  should  be  applied  in  keeping  the  cottage  in  repair. 

These  premises  are  let  by  the  rector  and  churchwardens,  at  51.  2s.  a year, 
being  the  fair  annual  value ; and  the  rents  are  applied  towards  the  support  of 
a day-school,  on  the  national  system. 

Thomas  Canham’s  Gift. 

The  sum  of  60  /.,  formerly  given  by  Thomas  Canham,  for  the  poor,  was  lost 
many  years  ago,  by  insolvency  of  a person  in  whose  hands  it  was  placed. 
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PARISH  OF  MONKS  ELY,  OR  MONKS  ILLEIGH. 

Causton’s  and  Baker’s  Gifts. 

The  sums  of  10/.,  given  by  Frances  Causton , and  20  /.,  given  by  the  Rev. 
William  Moore , for  bread  for  the  poor,  were  laid  out,  in  or  about  the  year  1717, 
in  or  towards  the  purchase  of  land  in  the  parish  of  Lavenham,  called  Butt 
Field,  containing  about  two  acres  and  a half,  which  was  conveyed,  together 
with  two  cottages  belonging  to  the  poor,  to  trustees,  in  trust,  to  pay  305.  a year 
to  the  minister  and  churchwardens,  to  be  distributed  in  bread  on  Ash  Wednes- 
day and  Christmas-day,  yearly,  among  the  most  necessitous  poor  frequenting 
the  parish-church  ; and  that  the  remainder  of  the  rent  of  the  land  and  cot- 
tages should  be  applied  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  of  the  parish,  as  the 
minister  and  churchwardens,  with  three  of  the  trustees,  should  from  time  to 
time  see  most  proper. 

New  trustees  have  not  been  appointed  since  1794-,  and  the  land  is  let  by  the 
minister  and  churchwardens,  to  William  Crisp,  for  seven  years,  from  Michael- 
mas 1822,  at  4/.  105.  a year,  being  the  full  annual  value. 

The  rent,  subject  to  some  small  outgoings,  is  now  wholly  applied  in  purchas- 
ing bread,  which  is  given  among  poor  persons  frequenting  church  on  the  days 
above  mentioned. 

The  two  cottages  having  been  accidentally  burnt  down  some  years  ago,  two 
others  were  erected  by  the  parish  on  their  site,  and  are  now  occupied  by  poor 
persons,  rent  free. 

Church  Land. 

A piece  of  land,  containing  about  two  acres  and  a half,  understood  to  have 
been  anciently  appropriated  to  the  repairs  of  the  parish-clock,  is  let  at  present 
at  61.  1 5 s.  a year,  and  the  rent  is  carried  by  the  churchwardens  to  their 
account.

The  Charity  Trust. 

In  pursuance  of  a decree  of  the  Court  of  Chancery,  in  a suit  instituted  about 
the  year  1810,  for  regulating  and  determining  the  management  and  administra- 
tion of  the  income  of  certain  estates  and  funds  held  for  charitable  purposes  in 
the  parish  of  Nayland,  the  following  estates  and  stocks  were  vested  and  settled 
in  trustees,  by  Deed,  dated  13th  July  1822,  upon  trust,  to  apply  the  income  in 
the  manner  proposed  in  a scheme  approved  by  one  of  the  Masters  of  the  Court 
of  Chancery,  in  his  report  made  in  the  suit,  and  subsequently  confirmed  by  the 
Court.  The  different  parcels  of  property  had  previously  been  held  under 
ancient  deeds  and  subsequent  conveyances  to  trustees,  partly  upon  trusts  speci- 
fied in  the  deeds,  and  partly  for  charitable  purposes  not  specifically  declared  ; 
and  the  funds  had  arisen  from  the  sale  of  property  appropriated  to  charitable 
uses,  which  had  been  previously  disposed  of ; but  some  parts  of  the  property,  as 
to  which  specific  trusts  were  declared,  cannot  be  now  distinguished. 

1.  Estates  and  property  not  distinguishable  as  to  the  purposes  for  which  they 
were  given,  but  held  under  ancient  deeds,  partly  upon  trust  for  the  clergyman 
of  Nayland,  and  partly  for  the  poor : 

Eight  tenements,  let  to  the  overseers  of  the  poor  at  the  rent  of  6 d.  each*. 

A messuage,  used  as  a workhouse,  producing  no  rent. 

A tenement,  used  as  a national  school,  for  which  no  rent  is  paid.

These  premises  and  stocks  are  held  upon  trust  to  apply  the  annual  income  — — 

arising  therefrom  according  to  the  meaning  of  the  deeds  in  which  the  same  or  The  Tmt 

parts  thereof  were  comprised,  but  so  as  to  aid  and  give  effect  to  the  application  v cm  mu  1 ' 

of  the  entire  income  arising  therefrom,  and  from  the  property  comprised  under 
the  next  head,  according  to  the  scheme  of  application  mentioned  under  that 
head. 

2.  Estates  and  property  formerly  held  upon  trusts  not  specified : 

Ridhold  farm,  in  the  parish  of  Nayland,  comprising  a barn,  outbuildings,  and 
land,  36  a.  1 r.  38  p.,  and  land  called  Fisher’s,  19  a.  18  r.,  in  the  parish  of 
Great  Horksley,  Essex,  let  together  to  Mr.  B.  Munnings,  as  yearly  tenant,  at 
89  l.  4f  s.  a year. 

Lands  called  Saint  Mary’s,  18  a.  3 r.  3 p.,  in  the  parishes  of  Nayland  and 
Wiston,  let  at  35  L ll  s.,  and  about  to  be  let  to  the  overseers  of  the  poor,  from 
year  to  year,  at  40 1.  per  annum. 

Seventeen  fennages  or  rights  of  common  in  Nayland  Fen  or  common  pas- 
ture, let  afresh  every  year,  and  let  last  year  for  1 51.  6 s. 

By  the  scheme  for  the  application  of  the  income  arising  from  this  property, 
and  the  surplus  income  arising  from  the  property  under  the  first  head,  there  are 
to  be  paid  the  following  annual  sums  : 20  /.  to  the  clergyman  or  perpetual 
curate  of  Nayland;  61.  65.  to  the  parish  clerk;  15/.  for  the  repairs  of  the 
church  ; 34  /.  3 s.  8 d.  for  repairs  of  the  premises,  taxes,  and  other  outgoings, 
the  overplus,  when  any,  to  be  disposed  of  at  the  discretion  of  the  trustees  for 
charitable  purposes  ; 6 /.  for  casualties,  the  overplus,  if  any,  to  be  at  the  discre- 
tion of  the  trustees  for  like  purposes ; and  the  general  surplus  is  to  be  for  the 
benefit  of  the  poor  in  the  following  ways : for  firing,  for  apprenticing  children, 
for  a school  for  10  boys  and  10  girls,  for  clothing  for  children,  for  relief  of  poor 
widows,  and  for  bread  for  the  poor,  one  sixth  of  the  surplus  for  each  such 
object  or  purpose. 

The  income  is  applied  by  the  trustees  conformably  to  the  scheme.  The 
surplus  of  the  money  appropriated  for  repairs  and  casualties  is  given  in  money 
and  articles  of  clothing  to  poor  persons,  and  the  rent  of  20  /.  a year,  now  paid 
by  the  overseers  for  the  eight  tenements  let  to  them,  is  applied,  as  an  addition 
to  a sixth  part  of  the  general  surplus,  to  the  purpose  of  apprenticing  children. 

3.  A piece  of  meadow  land  in  Lewis  Meadow,  in  Wiston,  containing  about 
one  acre,  let  to  Mr.  B.  Munnings,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  1 /.  13  s. 

£.  589.  1 s.  5 d.  3,  per  cent  consols. 

By  the  scheme,  the  rent  of  the  piece  of  meadow,  and  the  dividends  of  the 
stock,  are  payable  to  the  perpetual  curate  of  Nayland  for  the  time  being,  and 
are  received  by  him  accordingly. 

The  estates  (excepting  the  premises  held  rent  free)  are  let  at  their  fair 
annual  value. 

The  deed  provides,  that  when  the  trustees  should  be  reduced  to  less  than  the 
number  of  10,  the  surviving  or  continuing  trustees  should  appoint  any  other 
persons  to  be  trustees  to  act  with  them,  and  convey  the  estates  and  premises  so 
as  to  be  vested  in  the  continuing  and  new  trustees. 

Caley’s  Charity. 

Abraham  Caley , by  his  Will,  in  1703,  devised  a piece  of  land  in  Lewis  Caley’s  Charity. 
Meadow,  in  Nayland,  for  bread  for  the  poor. 

We  have  not  met  with  a copy  of  the  will,  or  been  able  to  ascertain  in  whom 
the  legal  estate  in  the  property  is  vested. 

The  property  consists  of  about  one  acre,  forming  part  of  the  common 
meadow,  and  has  long  been  in  the  occupation  of  Mr.  B.  Munnings,  to  whom  it 
was  let  about  20  years  ago  by  the  then  trustees  of  the  Nayland  charity  trust 
estate,  or  some  of  them.  The  rent  paid,  2 /.  10  s.  a year,  which  is  the  full 
value,  is  laid  out  and  distributed  by  the  churchwardens  in  bread  given  to  the 
poor  on  the  5th  November. 


Love’s  Charity. 

This  charity,  which  is  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  of  12  parishes,  principally  Love’s  Charity, 
in  the  county  of  Essex,  was  established  under  the  will  of  Thomas  Love,  dated 
the  23d  July  1564.  The  charity  estate  is  situate  between  Lexden  and  Col-

The  several  yearly  sums  above  mentioned  are  usually  collected  once  in  seven 
years,  and  then  distributed  in  money  among  poor  persons  of  the  parish,  by  the 
minister  and  parish-officers.  It  would  be  right,  we  think,  to  receive  and  distri- 
bute the  doles  annually.

Three  pieces  of  copyhold  land,  called  Huntsman’s  Yard,  Dollons,  and  Calfe’s 
Meadow,  containing  together  about  four  acres  and  a half,  have  for  a long  time 
been  appropriated  to  the  use  of  the  poor,  and  are  let  by  the  minister  and 
churchwardens  to  different  persons,  as  yearly  tenants,  at  rents  amounting  to 
51.  10^.  a year,  which  is  the  full  annual  value. 


A portion  of  the  rents  of  Poley’s  charity-estate,  amounting  in  1827  1° 
7 /.  Is.  a year,  and  a portion  of  the  rents  of  Corder’s  charity-estate,  amounting 
in  1827  to  1/.  7 s'  a year  ; the  yearly  sum  of  5s.,  being  a rentcharge  given  by 
Jerome  Calfe,  for  the  poor,  by  will  dated  11th  January  1640,  and  which  is  paid 
out  of  ground  in  Standstead,  called  the  Pightle,  the  property  of  William 
Golding  ; and  the  sum  of  7 s.  Qd.  a year,  paid  out  of  the  poors  rates,  as  the 
interest  of  a benefaction  of  7 /•  105.,  are  added  to  the  rent  of  the  poors  land, 
and  the  amount  is  distributed  by  the  minister  and  churchwardens,  at  Christ- 
mas, yearly,  among  the  poor  of  the  parish,  in  various  sums,  according  to  the 
size  and  necessities  of  their  -families. 
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PARISH  OF  STOKE-BY-NAYLAND. 

Windsor’s  Hospital. 

Lady  Anne  Windsor , by  Deed,  dated  14th  March,  1 5 James  1st,  in  pursu- 
ance of  the  Act  of  Elizabeth,  for  founding  hospitals,  granted  four  messuages, 
with  the  appurtenances,  at  Stoke-by-Nayland,  for  an  hospital  or  abiding-house  for 
four  poor  women  of  Stoke  ; and  directed  that  the  four  poor  women  should  be  a 
body  corporate,  and  have  a common  seal,  and  be  empowered  to  receive  and  possess 
lands  and  tenements  not  exceeding  in  value  20/.  per  annum.  And  she  thereby 
granted  to  the  said  four  poor  women  a yearly  rentcharge  of  8/.,  to  be  issuing  out 
of  her  manor  of  Higham,  and  all  her  messuages,  lands  and  tenements  in  Higham, 
payable  quarterly,  on  the  1st  May,  and  other  days,  by  even  portions  ; and 
she  reserved  the  nomination  of  the  poor  women  in  future  to  herself  and  her 
heirs. 

The  hospital  is  occupied  by  four  poor  women  placed  in  it  by  the  minister 
and  churchwardens,  and  is  kept  in  repair  at  the  expense  of  the  parish. 

The  rentcharge  of  8/.  a year  is  paid  by  James  Stutter,  of  Higham  Hall, 
esquire,  as  owner  of  an  estate  there,  part  of  the  property  charged  by  the 
will,  to  one  of  the  churchwardens  of  Stoke,  and  is  divided  equally  among  the 
almswomen. 


The  Almshouses. 

Five  small  tenements,  in  or  near  the  church-yard,  understood  to  have  been 
given  by  Thomas  Purslowe , in  167*5,  are  occupied  by  poor  persons  placed 
therein  by  the  minister  and  churchwardens,  and  are  kept  in  repair  at  the 
expense  of  the  parish. 

Parish  Lands. 

This  property  comprises  three  parcels  of  land,  containing  together  12  a.  Or.  33  p. 
let  at  1 51.  1 1 s.  a year  ; and  one  acre,  or  thereabouts,  of  land,  now  inclosed  within 
the  park  of  Sir  William  Rowdey,  bart.,  and  held  by  him  at  the  rent  of  1/.  Is. 
a year.  The  lands  are  let  by  the  minister  and  churchwardens,  and  on  the 
terms  fixed  on  a valuation  made  about  six  years  ago. 

The  rents,  which  used  to  be  applied  with  the  poors  rate,  have  for  many  years 
past  been  paid  to  the  minister  for  the  preaching  an  afternoon  sermon  on  Sun- 
days throughout  the  year.

The  Grammar  School. 

William  Wood,  master  or  warden  of  the  college  of  Sudbury,  in  the  county 
of  Suffolk,  by  his  Will,  indented  tripartite,  dated  the  6th  April  1491,  willed 
and  required  his  feoffees  of  a messuage  and  croft  of  land,  and  the  inclosures 
adjacent,  with  their  appurtenances,  in  Sudbury,  within  the  parish  of  St.  Gregory, 
situate  in  a lane  leading  from  the  house  of  the  Friars  Preachers  to  the  church 
of  St.  Gregory,  that  they  should  enfeoff  16  persons,  to  be  nominated  by  the 
warden  of  the  said  college  of  Sudbury,  with  the  consent  of  his  the  testator’s 
executors,  during  their  lives,  of  and  in  the  said  messuage  and  garden,  with  its 
appurtenances ; and  that  when  four  only  of  the  16  feoffees  should  be  remain- 
ing, they  should,  at  the  request  of  the  said  warden  and  his  successors,  enfeoff 
other  16  feoffees,  to  be  named  by  him  and  them,  and  so  toties  quoties,  to  the 
intent  that  the  warden  of  the  said  college,  and  his  successors,  should  hire  and 
nominate  a good  and  honest  man  to  dwell  in  the  said  messuage,  and  there  teach 
grammar,  and  continually  and  daily  instruct,  for  ever,  boys  and  others  able  to 
fesort  to  the  said  school ; and  he  desired  that  the  grammar-master  so  appointed 
should  receive  the  annual  issues  and  profits  of  the  messuage  and  garden,  with- 
out waste,  rendering  thereout  annually  to  the  warden  and  his  successors  10s. 
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And  lie  further  willed,  that  the  warden  and  his  successors  should  duly  repair 
and  sustain  the  houses  and  fences  of  the  messuage  and  garden  with  the  said 
10s.,  as  there  should  be  occasion  ; and  in  default  thereof,  that  the  said  feoffees 
should  receive  the  annual  rent  of  10  s.  for  the  reparations  aforesaid,  while  it 
should  be  omitted  to  be  duly  done  ; and  he  desired  that  whenever  the  gram- 
mar-master should  not  be  of  good  and  honest  conversation,  and  there  should 
happen  to  be  a vacancy,  the  warden  of  the  college  and  his  successors  should, 
within  one  year,  appoint  another  fit  man  to  be  grammar-master  there  ; and  that 
if  the  warden  should  refuse  or  delay  so  to  do,  the  feoffees  of  the  messuage  and 
garden  should  appoint  a fit  grammar-master  there  *. 

On  the  dissolution  of  religious  houses,  the  possessions  of  Sudbury  College 
became  vested  in  the  Crown  ; and  king  Henry  the  8th,  by  letters  patent,  dated 
the  3d  January,  in  the  36th  year  of  his  reign,  in  consideration  of  1,280/., 
granted  to  Sir  Thomas  Paston,  knight,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  the  house,  pre- 
cincts and  possessions  of  the  then  late  college  of  St.  Gregory,  of  Sudbury, 
commonly  called  Sudbury  College,  and  ( inter  alia ) the  rectory  and  church  of 
St.  Gregory,  in  Sudbury,  and  the  rectory,  chapel  and  church  of  St.  Peter,  in 
Sudbury,  with  their  lands,  tithes  and  emoluments  ; and  all  manors,  lands  and 
hereditaments,  advowsons,  presentations,  and  right  of  patronage,  of  vicarages, 
chapels,  hospitals,  and  other  ecclesiastical  benefices  in  the  several  parishes,  in 
the  county  of  Suffolk,  therein  mentioned,  and  in  Brandon,  Ballingdon, 
Maplestead,  and  other  parishes  therein  mentioned,  or  any  of  them,  in  the 
county  of  Essex,  late  belonging  to  the  said  college  ; and  all  manors,  lands,  &c., 
tithes,  presentations  and  right  of  patronage  of  churches,  chapels,  chantries, 
hospitals  and  other  ecclesiastical  benefices  whatsoever,  rights  and  privileges, 
within  the  said  counties,  which  Richard  Eden,  late  warden  of  the  said  college, 
and  the  late  chaplains  thereof,  in  right  of  the  college,  held  and  enjoyed. 

Since  the  date  of  the  letters  patent,  the  owners  for  the  time  being  of  the 
impropriate  rectory,  rectorial  tithes,  &c.  of  St.  Gregory,  in  Sudbury,  have 
presented  to  the  perpetual  curacy  of  St.  Gregory,  and  have  also  appointed  the 
master  of  the  grammar-school  in  Sudbury  t. 

During  great  part  of  the  last  century,  the  rectory,  tithes,  &c.  belonged  to 
the  family  of  Upcher,  and  in  1812  they  were  purchased  by  Sir  Lachlan 
Maclean,  of  Sudbury,  M.  D.,  the  present  owner,  and  were  conveyed  by  deeds 
of  the  10th  and  11th  November  1812.  The  property  and  interest  thus  con- 
veyed, are  described  in  the  deeds  in  the  same  manner  as  they  had  been 
described  in  former  deeds,  viz.  as  the  rectory  of  the  parish-church  of  St. 
Gregory,  and  the  chapel  of  St.  Peter  thereto  annexed,  in  Sudbury,  with  all 
glebe  lands,  tithes,  oblations  and  emoluments,  to  the  said  rectory,  chapel  and 
churches  belonging,  within  the  towns,  fields,  precincts  and  territories  of 
Sudbury  and  of  Ballingdon,  in  the  county  of  Essex,  or  any  other  towns  next 
adjoining  ; and  also  the  free  disposition  of  the  free-school,  in  Sudbury,  and 
the  free  light  and  liberty  from  time  to  time,  as  the  school  should  happen  to  be 
void  and  destitute  of  a master,  to  nominate  and  appoint  a new  schoolmaster 
in  and  for  the  said  free-school,  to  teach  the  scholars,  and  to  have  and  enjoy  the 
profits,  commodities  and  advantages  to  the  said  school  belonging,  or  at  any 
time  theretofore  to  and  with  the  same  enjoyed  or  used,  or  which  were  or  had 
been  reputed  or  taken  to  belong  to  or  be  parcel  of  the  same  ; and  also  all  that 
messuage  or  tenement,  farm,  lands  and  hereditaments,  situate  in  Little  Maple- 
stead,  in  the  parish  of  Sudbury  t,  formerly  in  the  occupation  of  John  Seames, 
and  then  of  Firmin,  with  the  rights  and  appurtenances  thereof  §.

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Previous  to  the  last  vacancy  in  the  office  of  perpetual  curate  of  the  parish  Sudbury 
of  St.  Gregory,  it  appears  to  have  long  been  usual  for  the  curates  for  the 
time  being  to  hold,  with  the  curacy,  the  mastership  of  the  grammar-school.  Grammar  School, 
It  would  be  difficult,  probably,  to  discover  whether  or  not  that  usage  had  been  continued. 
uniform  from  the  time  of  the  dissolution  of  Sudbury  College ; the  five  last  v ^ y 
curates,  however,  who  had  been  in  office  since  the  year  1723,  appear  to  have 
been  also  masters  of  the  school*  ; but  on  the  death  of  the  Rev.  William  Finley, 
who  was  curate  and  master,  and  died  in  1817,  Sir  L.  Maclean  appointed  the 
Rev.  H.  W.  Wilkinson  to  the  curacy  alone,  but  made  no  nomination  of  a 
master  to  the  school. 

The  property  of  the  school,  derived  under  the  will  of  William  Wood,  above 
mentioned,  consists  of  a dwelling-house,  school,  garden,  and  piece  of  pasture- 
ground  of  about  an  acre  and  a half,  in  the  town  of  Sudbury.  In  addition  to 
that  property,  the  late  Mr.  Finley,  and  his  predecessors,  the  masters  of  the 
school  as  far  as  can  be  traced,  were  also  in  possession  or  receipt  of  the  rents 
of  a farm  of  9-5  acres  of  land  or  thereabouts,  at  Maplestead,  in  the  county  of 
Essex,  distant  about  five  miles  from  Sudbury,  and  which  is  the  same  with  the 
property  at  Maplestead  mentioned  in  the  conveyance-deeds  already  referred  to  ; 
but  some  doubt  as  to  the  actual  right  of  the  masters  of  the  school  to  the  farm 
has  been  lately  suggested,  in  consequence  of  there  being  no  means  of  discover- 
ing how  such  right  originated  ; and  also  because  the  farm  is  not  specifically 
described  in  the  conveyance-deeds  of  the  rectory,  &c.  as  part  of  the  school- 
property,  but  follows  only,  in  the  enumeration  of  parcels,  the  right  or  liberty 
of  presenting  the  master  of  the  free-school.  It  is  proper,  however  to  notice, 
as  some  further  evidence  of  the  right,  in  addition  to  that  arising  from  actual 
enjoyment,  that  the  farm  has  been  commonly  called  by  the  name  of  the  School 
Farm,  and  that  it  is  recognized  in  parish  terriers  as  belonging  to  the  school  t. 

We  have  not  been  able  to  obtain  any  account  of  the  manner  in  which  this 
school  was  formerly  conducted,  or  whether  the  curates  of  St.  Gregory  for  the 
time  being  used  to  perform  their  duty  as  masters  of  the  school  in  person.  Mr. 

Finley,  however,  the  late  master,  for  some  years  before  his  death,  took  no 
active  part  in  the  management  of  the  school,  but  at  different  times  employed 
an  assistant,  and  latterly  an  assistant  named  Young,  to  teach  the  boys  resorting 
to  the  school,  and  Mr.  Young,  as  former  masters  or  their  assistants  had  pre- 
viously done,  used  to  teach  six  boys  as  free  scholars,  but  he  was  qualified  to 
instruct  them  only  in  the  rudiments  of  an  ordinary  English  education.  After 
Mr.  Finley’s  death,  Mr.  Young  being  continued  by  Sir  Lachlan  Maclean  in  the 
situation  of  teacher,  he  performed  the  same  duties  in  the  school  as  before,  until 
his  death  in  August  1827,  when  Sir  L.  Maclean  being  desirous  (though  he  did

* From  the  vestry-book  of  the  parish  of  St.  Gregory,  Sudbury,  it  appears  that  Hamphrey  Burrough 
was  curate  of  the  parish  from  1714  to  1734,  and  from  a terrier  it  also  appears  that  he  was  master  of 
the  school. 

In  the  register-book  of  the  same  parish  is  the  following  entry  : “Burials,  1770.  April  11.  Abbott 
Upcher,  B.  A.  minister  of  this  parish.”  It  is  said  this  Abbott  Upcher  was  master  of  the  school,  but  he 
does  not  appear  to  have  officiated  himself  as  curate,  William  Maleham  having  officiated  from  the 
year  1734.  On  the  death  of  Abbott  Upcher,  William  Maleham  was  nominated  to  the  curacy  and 
school,  by  Robert  Upcher,  of  Sudbury,  surgeon.  On  his  death,  in  May  1779,  William  Aldington  was 
nominated  to  the  curacy  and  school,  &c.  by  Robert  Upcher.  He  left  the  place  in  1782,  and  after  the 
lapse  of  about  two  years  William  Finley  was  nominated  to  the  curacy  and  school. 

f In  a terrier  of  lands,  &c.  belonging  to  the  perpetual  curacy  and  parish  church  of  St.  Gregory,  in 
Sudbury,  dated  in  3813,  is  this  entry, 

“ Extract  from  a terrier  of  the  parish  of  St.  Gregory,  dated  1723. 

“ We  have  in  this  parish  a grammar-school,  founded  by  William  Wood,  master  of  the  college,  about 
the  year  1491,  endowed  with  a dwelling-house,  croft  of  land,  about  three  quarters  of  an  acre,  with  an 
orchard  and  garden,  in  the  same  parish,  and  an  estate  at  Maplestead  in  Essex,  commonly  known  by  the 
name  of  the  School  Farm,  rent  29  /.  per  annum  ; the  present  master  Humphrey  Burrough,  clerk. 

“ Examined  with  the  original, 

“ R.  Moss,  Deputy  Register.” 

It  has  been  suggested  by  Sir  L.  Maclean,  that  during  the  time  when  the  right  of  patronage  belonged 
to  the  Upcher  family,  some  of  the  owners  claimed  or  enjoyed  beneficially  the  Maplestead  farm  : 
no  evidence  however  of  beneficial  enjoyment  by  them  has  been  adduced;  and  on  the  other  hand  it  is 
stated,  that  during  the  time  when  the  Rev.  William  Maleham  was  curate,  the  tenant  having  refused  to 
pay  him  rent,  at  the  suggestion  probably  of  one  of  the  family  of  Upcher,  Mr.  Maleham  brought  an 
action  of  ejectment,  which  was  not  defended,  and  the  rents  were  afterwards  paid  to  him,

not  then  fill  up  the  vacancy  in  the  office  of  schoolmaster)  to  afford  the  boys 
attending  the  school  the  benefit  of  grammatical  or  classical  instruction,  appointed 
Mr.  Mills,  who  was  qualified  for  the  purpose,  to  instruct  the  boys  in  that  course 
of  learning,  and  Mr.  Mills  now  continues  to  perform  the  duties  incident  to  such 
appointment. 

At  present  there  are  a few  boys  taught  in  the  school  by  Mr.  Mills,  some  of 
them  boarders  with  him,  the  rest  day-scholars,  among  the  latter  being  included 
six  boys  who  attend  as  free  scholars,  and  are  taught  reading,  writing  and  arith- 
metic, the  rest  of  the  boys  for  the  most  part  being  instructed  in  the  dead  lan- 
guages. The  free-scholars  have  the  opportunity  of  being  taught  Latin  if  they 
require  it,  but  none  of  them  have  applied  for  such  instruction. 

As  to  the  premises  and  property  in  Sudbury  belonging  to  the  school,  it 
appears  that  after  Mr.  Finley’s  death,  Sir  L.  Maclean,  finding  the  master’s  house 
in  a very  dilapidated  condition,  determined  to  rebuild  it,  and  he  accordingly 
rebuilt  the  house  and  inclosed  the  whole  of  the  ground  adjoining  belonging 
to  the  school  with  a wall,  at  the  expense,  as  he  informs  us,  of  about  700/.  For 
the  school  premises  and  property  in  Sudbury  Sir  L.  Maclean  received  from 
Mr.  Young  a yearly  rent  or  sum  of  12  l.  12  s.,  deducting  however  for  land-tax 
11.  85.  or  thereabouts,  and  21.  2 s.  a year  for  a piece  of  the  school-land, 
which  Sir  L.  Maclean  had  in  his  own  occupation  ; and  it  was  agreed  shortly 
before  Mr.  Young’s  death  that  he  should  pay  an  additional  rent  of  61.  6 s.  a 
year  on  account  of  the  wall  built  by  Sir  L.  Maclean,  and  which  had  then 
recently  been  finished  ; and  Mr.  Mills  is  now  in  possession  of  the  premises  in 
Sudbury,  at  the  same  rent  as  Mr.  Young  paid  and  had  agreed  to  pay  ; but  it  is 
proposed  or  intended  by  Sir  L.  Maclean,  that  whenever  Mr.  Mills  takes  holy 
orders  he  shall  thenceforth  pay  no  rent. 

The  rents  of  the  farm  at  Maplestead  have  been  received  since  Mr.  Finley’s 
death  by  Sir  L.  Maclean.  The  farm  has  been  let  at  from  80 1.  to  90 1.  a year, 
but  with  an  occasional  allowance  or  abatement  required  by  the  state  of  the 
times,  and  nearly  a year’s  rent  was  lost  by  failure  of  the  late  tenant,  so  that 
the  receipts  on  an  average  have  not,  as  Sir  L.  Maclean  informs  us,  been  above 
60  l.  a year ; and  Sir  L.  Maclean  has  built  a house  on  the  farm,  in  the  place  of 
one  that  was  burnt  down  several  years  ago,  at  the  expense  of  about  300/. 

The  farm  is  now  in  the  occupation  of Weybrow,  who  has  lately  become 

tenant,  and  is  to  have  a lease  at  a rent  of  90/.  or  95  l.  a year,  but  the  condi- 
tions and  duration  of  the  lease  are  not  yet  fixed. 

In  the  latter  end  of  the  year  1827,  Sir  L.  Maclean  appointed  his  son,  Mr.  H. 
Maclean  of  Caius  College,  Cambridge,  then  under  the  age  of  21  years,  and  who 
is  following  his  studies  with  a view  to  take  holy  orders,  to  the  office  of  master 
of  the  school.  An  instrument  of  appointment  was  executed,  but  a license  to 
the  mastership  has  not  yet  been  obtained  from  the  bishop  of  the  diocese.  It 
appears  to  be  Sir  L.  Maclean’s  intention  that  Mr.  Maclean  should  receive  the 
rents  of  the  Maplestead  farm,  but  not  perform  the  duties  of  master  of  the 
school  otherwise  than  in  the  way  of  general  superintendence,  and  that  Mr. 
Mills  should  continue  to  conduct  the  school  as  a grammar-school,  having  the 
use  of  the  school  premises  at  Sudbury,  and  the  profits  arising  from  the  instruc- 
tion of  pay-scholars. 

Under  the  circumstances  of  this  case,  it  appears  to  us  the  aid  and  directions 
of  a court  of  equity  are  requisite  for  establishing  or  determining  the  right  of 
the  school  to  the  Maplestead  farm  ; for  ascertaining,  if  necessary  and  expedient, 
whether  any  and  what  sum  of  money  is  due,  after  making  just  allowances,  on 
account  of  the  revenues  of  the  school  received  since  the  last  vacancy  in  the 
office  of  master ; for  determining  (if  necessary,  such  a question  having  been 
suggested)  whether  by  force  of  usage  or  otherwise  the  office  of  master  of  the 
school,  and  the  enjoyment  of  the  farm  at  Maplestead,  are  annexed  in  right  to 
the  perpetual  curacy  of  St.  Gregory ; and  further  for  determining  whether  the 
late  appointment  of  a master  should  be  upheld,  and  for  ascertaining  the  duties 
of  the  master,  and  providing  for  the  future  regulation  and  conduct  of  the 
school. 

St.  Leonard’s  Hospital. 

This  hospital  was  founded  by  John  Colneys , in  the  reign  of  king  Edward  3d, 
and  certain  statutes  (as  appears  by  a paper  now  existing,  purporting  to  be 
a copy  thereof),  bearing  date  the  Feast-day  of  St.  Philip  and  St.  James,  1372, 

were 
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were  made  for  its  regulation  by  Simon  Theobald,  bishop  ot  Norwich,  under  his 
episcopal  seal,  with  the  consent  of  the  founder,  John  Colneys,  whereby  it  was 
provided  that  the  hospital  should  consist  of  three  infirm  or  leprous  persons, 
namely,  a master  or  governor  and  two  fellows,  who  were  to  keep  up  their 
number  by  election  among  themselves,  within  six  months  after  every  vacancy, 
and  that  failing  their  appointment,  the  right  of  nomination  should  lapse  for  the 
time  to  the  mayor  of  Sudbury  and  the  spiritual  father  of  the  church  of  St.  Gre- 
gory, in  Sudbury,  who  were  thereby  also  constituted  visitors  of  the  hospital,  to 
inquire  into  the  conduct  of  the  same,  with  power  to  remove  or  displace  the 
members  for  misbehaviour  or  non-conformity  with  the  said  statutes  ; and  it  was 
further  provided  and  ordained,  that  the  profits  of  the  estates  and  goods  belong- 
ing to  the  hospital,  or  which  might  thereafter  appertain  to  it,  should  be  divided 
into  five  equal  parts, — whereof  the  master  should  have  two,  the  fellows  two, 
and  the  remaining  fifth  part  should  be  reserved  for  repairs  and  necessaries  ; and 
it  was  also  ordained,  that  if  it  should  happen  that  the  statutes  should  not  be 
kept  in  form  after  the  decease  of  the  founder  and  his  wife,  the  hospital  should 
remain  to  the  church  of  St.  Gregory,  in  Sudbury,  to  be  divided  between  the 
said  church  and  the  chapel  of  St.  Anne,  in  the  same,  by  equal  proportions,  for 
the  safety  of  the  souls  of  the  founder,  John  Colneys,  of  Nigel  Theobald,  and 
Sarah,  his  wife,  progenitors  of  the  said  Simon  Theobald,  and  for  the  souls  of 
all  the  faithful  deceased. 

It  appears  that  the  estates  of  the  hospital  were  vested  in  feoffees  by  a deed, 
dated  the  16th  January,  24th  Henry  7th,  but  no  subsequent  feoffment  has 
been  met  with. 

The  hospital  is  situate  near  Sudbury,  on  the  road  to  Long  Melford,  and  it 
contains  three  separate  dwellings,  with  a garden  adjoining.  The  only  property 
belonging  to  the  institution  consists  of  nearly  five  acres  of  ground  in  two  fields 
near  the  hospital,  lying  on  opposite  sides  of  the  road  above  mentioned. 

We  are  informed  that  for  a long  time  before  1813,  the  mayor  of  Sudbury, 
and  the  perpetual  curate  of  the  united  parishes  of  St.  Gregory  and  St.  Peter, 
exercised  jointly  the  right  of  nominating  the  members  of  the  hospital,  who 
were  poor  persons  of  Sudbury,  and  generally  or  frequently  such  as  were 
affected  with  cutaneous  disorders,  and  that  the  almspeople  were  in  possession 
or  receipt  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  land ; but  ultimately,  from  neglect 

or  otherwise,  the  vacancies  in  the  hospital  were  not  filled  up,  and  Love- 

day,  the  last  person  regularly  appointed,  and  who  appears  to  have  borne  the 
name  or  office  of  master  of  the  hospital,  died  in  1813.  Loveday  did  not  reside 
in  the  hospital,  but  he  let  the  land  to  one  Norden,  who  continued  in  pos- 
session down  to  the  year  1822.  For  some  time,  however,  before  and  after 
Lovedav’s  death,  there  were  some  persons,  and  occasionally  only  one  at  a time, 
residing  as  inmates  in  the  hospital,  though  by  what  means,  or  by  whose  autho- 
rity they  were  placed  there,  seems  to  be  unknown.  At  the  time  of  Loveday’s 
death,  or  soon  afterwards,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Finley,  the  then  incumbent  curate  of 
the  parish  of  St.  Gregory,  set  up  a claim  to  receive  the  rents  of  the  hospital 
land,  on  the  alleged  ground,  as  we  understand,  that  the  statutes  not  having 
been  kept  in  form,  the  hospital,  by  virtue  of  the  last-mentioned  clause  in  the 
statutes,  remained  to  or  devolved  on  the  church  of  St.  Gregory,  and  he  suc- 
ceeded in  getting  the  rent  of  the  land  paid  to  him  until  his  death  in  1816  ; 
after  which  time  Norden,  the  tenant,  refused  to  pay  the  rent  to  the  succeeding 
curate,  who  demanded  it,  and  in  lieu  thereof  he  paid  an  acknowledgment  to 
the  person  or  persons  residing  in  the  hospital,  and  withheld  or  retained  for  his 
own  benefit  the  principal  part  of  the  rents  payable  for  the  land.  In  1822,  there 
being  only  one  person,  a man  named  Rayner,  living  in  the  hospital,  and  he 
being  driven  to  apply  for  parochial  relief,  the  governors  and  guardians  of  the 
workhouse  in  Sudbury,  who  are  a body  corporate,  created  by  an  Act  of  Parlia- 
ment in  the  reign  of  Queen  Anne,  and  of  which  corporation  the  mayor  and 
aldermen  of  the  borough  are  members,  interposed  for  the  purpose,  as  alleged, 
of  rendering  the  charity  of  some  use  to  the  poor,  and  they  prevailed  on  Rayner 
and  Norden  to  deliver  up  possession  of  the  hospital  and  land,  and  also  to  exe- 
cute a deed  of  feoffment,  bearing  date  13th  April  1822,  purporting  to  be 
a conveyance  of  the  same  to  the  governors  and  guardians  of  the  workhouse; 
and  the  latter  have  since  let  the  hospital  and  land,  and  have  applied  the  rents 
as  part  of  their  general  income  towards  the  support  of  the  workhouse  and  poor 
of  Sudbury.  The  hospital  is  let  in  tenements  to  different  poor  persons  at 
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Sudbury.  moderate  rents,  and  the  land  to  other  persons,  occupying  as  yearly  tenants  ; 
' and  the  rents  of  the  whole  amount  to  18/.  14s.  a year. 

St.  Leonard’s  Hos-  jt  appears  to  us  that  no  great  objection  can  be  made  to  the  legal  estate  in 
continued  the  hospital  and  land  being  vested  in  the  governors  and  guardians  of  the  work- 

i <<;  , ^ house,  but  they  have  no  right,  we  apprehend,  to  divert  the  hospital  and  its 

possessions  to  other  purposes  than  those  for  which  they  were  appropriated  by 
the  founder,  and  that  they  are  accountable  in  a court  of  equity  for  the  misap- 
plication. In  prudence,  therefore,  we  conceive  they  should  apply  for  the 
directions  of  a court  of  equity  as  to  the  future  management  of  the  charity, 
and  the  disposition  of  the  hospital  and  its  revenues. 

Firmin’s  Charity. 

I-’irmiu’s  Charity.  Richard  Firmin,  by  Will,  dated  in  1662,  gave  four  acres  of  land  in  Wind- 
mill-hill, in  Sudbury,  the  rents  thereof  to  be  applied  by  the  mayor  and  three 
or  four  of  the  aldermen,  or  the  greater  number  of  them,  and  in  their  default, 
by  the  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  St.  Peter’s,  one  moiety  thereof  among 
the  poor  of  St.  Peter’s,  and  the  other  among  the  poor  of  All  Saints  and  St.  Gre- 
gory,  dwelling  in  Sudbury. 

The  land  is  let  to  Thomas  Jones,  for  a term  of  six  years  from  Michaelmas 
1825,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  8 /.,  being  the  full  annual  value,  and  the  rent  is  laid 
out  under  the  direction  of  the  mayor  and  aldermen  in  bread,  and  distributed 
among  the  poor,  in  the  proportions  directed  by  the  donor. 

Cole’s  and  King’s  Charities. 

Cole  sand  King’s  Martin  Cole,  by  Will,  dated  20th  September  1620,  gave  to  trustees  a yearly 

Charities.  rent  of  14  /.  out  of  Shemford  Mills,  in  Henny,  and  two  meadows,  called  the 
Holmes,  in  Lamarsh  in  the  county  of  Essex,1  upon  trust,  with  10/.  to  provide 
100  yards  of  French  canvas,  and  with  20  s.  to  make  the  same  into  shirts  and 
smocks,  to  be  delivered  on  the  Monday  after  the  Ascension-day,  by  the  respec- 
tive ministers,  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor,  to  the  poor  of  the 
three  parishes  in  Sudbury  ; viz.  to  those  of  St.  Peter’s  25  shirts  and  25  smocks, 
and  to  those  of  All  Saints  and  St.  Gregory  25  shirts  and  25  smocks;  and  he 
desired  that  the  ministers  of  St.  Peter’s  and  of  All  Saints  should  preach  sermons 
on  Ascension-day,  and  that  the  names  of  the  poor  people  should  be  given  to  the 
mayor,  aldermen  and  chief  burgesses  of  Sudbury,  to  be  entered  by  the  town- 
clerk  in  the  town-book,  and  that  6s.  8 d.  should  be  given  to  the  minister  of 
St.  Peter’s,  6 s.  8 d.  to  the  minister  of  All  Saints,  and  6 s.  8 d.  to  the  town- 
clerk,  on  their  giving  and  entering  the  names  of  the  poor  people;  and  that  40s. 
should  be  spent  in  a love-feast  or  meeting  of  the  two  ministers,  and  the  mayor, 
aldermen  and  burgesses  of  Sudbury,  in  remembrance  of  the  testator. 

The  rentcharge  was  assigned  by  deed,  dated  the  12th  May  1779,  to  John 
Oliver  and  nine  other  trustees,  some  of  whom  are  living,  and  the  money  is 
applied  pursuant  to  the  intention  of  the  donor. 

Nathaniel  King,  by  Will,  dated  the  15th  April  1668,  gave  52s.,  yearly,  out 
of  the  George  Inn,  in  Sudbury,  to  the  mayor;  50s.  thereof  to  buy  100  six- 
penny loaves,  to  be  given  by  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  every  parish 
among  the  poor  receiving  shirts  and  shifts  on  Holy  Thursday,  one  loaf  to  each, 
and  2s.  to  be  spent  in  Avine  at  the  love-feast;  and  he  directed  that  after  the 
decease  of  certain  persons  therein  named,  the  said  premises  should  go  to  the 
poor,  and  be  let  by  the  mayor  and  alderman,  and  the  rent  thereof,  after  pay- 
ment of  the  52s.,  be  laid  out  by  them  in  buying  and  making  nine  or  ten  coats 
of  grey  cloth,  to  be  given  by  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  St.  Peter’s, 
to  as  many  of  the  poorest  aged  men  in  the  parish,  against  Christmas-day, 
yearly. 

The  premises  have  been  demised  by  the  mayor  and  aldermen  to  William 
Everard,  on  lease  for  21  years  from  24th  June  1826,  at  the  annual  rent  of 
32/.,  the  lessee  covenanting  to  lay  out  150/.  in  repairing  and  rebuilding. 

The  sum  of  52s.  a year  is  laid  out  in  bread,  which  is  given  to  the  poor  peo- 
ple receiving  shirts  and  shifts  under  Cole’s  charity ; and  the  remainder  of  the 
rent,  after  payment  of  contingent  expenses,  is  appropriated  to  the  providing  of 
coats,  which  are  distributed  by  the  churchwarden  and  overseer  among  the 
most  necessitous  and  deserving  poor  persons  of  the  parish  of  St.  Peter,  at 

Christmas. 
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Christmas.  In  1827,  20  coats  of  the  value  of  1 /.  each  were  given,  and 
a balance  left  in  hand  of  4/.  14  s. 

The  receipt  and  expenditure  on  account  of  these  two  charities  are  entered 
in  a book  kept  by  the  mayor. 


Sudbury. 
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Carter’s,  Scarlin’s,  and  Girling’s  Charities. 


Thomas  Carter,  by  Will,  dated  the  lltli  May  1706,  directed  his  messuages 
and  lands  at  Pebmarsh,  Gestingthorpe  and  Little  Maplestead,  in  the  county  of 
Essex,  to  be  enfranchised  ; and  he  devised  the  same  to  trustees,  upon  trust, 
out  of  the  rents  to  provide  for  50  of  the  poorest  men,  inhabitants  of  Sudbury, 
50  coats,  worth  14  s.  a piece  ; and  for  50  of  the  poorest  women  of  Sudbury, 
50  mantles  or  cloaks,  to  cost  10s.  each,  to  be  distributed  on  St.  Thomas’s-day 
to  such  poor  persons  as  should  attend  to  hear  a sermon  preached  in  the  church 
of  St.  Gregory  5 and  he  gave  to  the  minister  for  the  sermon  10s.,  and  for 
a love-feast,  for  the  trustees  and  minister,  20  s.  ; and  he  devised  the  residue  of 
the  rents  and  profits  to  his  nephew,  Thomas  Carter,  and  his  heirs;  and  directed, 
that  when  the  trustees  were  reduced  to  three,  the  survivors  should  elect  others, 
to  the  number  of  six. 

New  trustees  have  been  appointed  from  time  to  time,  the  last  appointment 
being  in  1814. 

The  annual  sum  of  61/.  10s.,  the  amount  of  the  charity,  is  paid  by  or  on 
behalf  of  Mr.  Samuel  Thomas  Carter,  of  Lowestoft;  and  with  the  money  the 
trustees  supply  coats  and  cloaks  for  sucli  number  of  poor  persons  as  are  men- 
tioned in  the  will,  which  are  given  on  St.  Thomas’s-day,  when  the  poor  persons 
attend  to  hear  a sermon  preached  at  St.  Gregory’s  church. 

Roger  Scarlin,  by  Will,  dated  24th  December  1718,  charged  his  messuage 

and  lands  in  Boxford,  purchased  of  Newman,  with  the  yearly  sum  of  10/., 

to  be  laid  out  by  the  trustees  of  Carter’s  charity  in  stockings  and  shoes,  for  the 
most  necessitous  poor  men  and  women  partaking  of  that  charity. 

This  rentcharge  is  received  and  applied  by  the  trustees  of  Carter’s  charity, 
agreeably  to  the  directions  of  the  donor. 

Susan  Girling,  by  Will,  dated  the  13th  October  1724,  devised  to  five  trus- 
tees her  messuages,  tenements,  and  gardens,  in  Sudbury,  and  an  acre  of  land  in 
Friars-meadow,  upon  trust,  with  the  rents  and  profits,  after  keeping  the  pre- 
mises in  repair,  to  provide  200  yards  of  hempen  cloth,  to  be  made  up  into  50 
shirts  and  50  smocks,  and  given  on  St.  Thomas’s-day  to  the  persons  who  should 
receive  coats  and  cloaks  under  Carter’s  charity ; and  she  directed  10s.  a year 
to  be  allowed  to  the  trustees  for  a dinner  on  the  same  day ; and  that  when  two 
of  the  trustees  should  die,  the  survivors  should  choose  two  other  persons  of 
Sudbury  to  be  new  trustees,  and  that  on  their  refusal,  the  minister  of  St.  Peter’s 
and  the  mayor  of  Sudbury  should  choose  five  persons  as  trustees  in  lieu  of  the 
deceased  and  surviving  trustees. 

The  premises  in  Sudbury  having  fallen  into  decay,  a lease  thereof  and  of  the 
land  in  Friars-meadow  was  granted  to  R.  P.  Witts,  for  31  years  from  Michael- 
mas 1819,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  34/.,  the  lessee  covenanting  to  expend  350/.  on 
the  premises,  which  has  been  done,  and  the  lease  is  now  vested  by  assignment 
in  Mr.  Marriott  Must. 

The  trustees  provide  annually  50  shirts  and  as  many  shifts,  at  an  expense  of 
about  23/.,  which  are  given  to  the  poor  persons  partaking  of  Carter’s  charity; 
and  the  surplus  rents,  af  ter  payment  of  necessary  expenses,  have  been  retained, 
by  means  whereof  there  was  a balance  in  hand  of  65  /.  at  the  end  of  the  year 
1827 . As  the  funds  of  this  charity  are  more  than  adequate  for  its  purposes, 
and  a deficiency  at  present  exists  in  the  pecuniary  means  of  a charity  given 
for  education  by  the  same  individual,  and  which  is  next  mentioned,  the  balance 
may,  perhaps,  without  impropriety  be  applied  in  aid  of  the  latter. 


Carter’s,  Scarlin’s, 
and  Girling’s 
Charities. 


Girling’s  and  Charity  Schools. 


Susan  Girling , above  named,  by  her  said  Will,  devised  to  the  same  trustees  Girling’s  and 
as  above  mentioned,  to  be  renewed  in  the  same  manner  as  above  set  forth,  her  Chanty  Schools, 
messuage,  lands  and  hereditaments,  in  Hitcham  and  Wattisham,  in  Suffolk,  and 
her  share  of  a real  estate  at  Preston,  in  that  county,  on  trust,  to  apply  the  rents 
and  profits  for  the  teaching  and  instructing  of  poor  children  of  Sudbury,  such 
as  the  trustees  should  think  fit. 
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New  trustees  have  been  chosen  of  the  charity-estates  from  time  to  time  by 
the  surviving  trustees. 

That  part  of  the  property  which  is  described  as  being  at  Hitcham  and 
Wattisham,  consists  of  a house,  barn,  and  10  a.  3r.  29  p.  of  land,  in  the 
parishes  of  Hitcham  and  Brettenham,  and  is  let  to  Thomas  Jackson,  on  lease 
for  30  years  from  the  10th  October  1805,  at  12/.  a year,  the  lessee  undertaking 
to  rebuild  the  house,  which  he  has  done. 

The  share  of  a real  estate  at  Preston  was  given  up,  and  in  lieu  thereof  a 
messuage  and  land  at  Pentlow,  in  the  county  of  Essex,  were  taken  in  exchange 
or  purchased  under  the  authority  of  a decree  in  the  Court  of  Chancery  in 
1734.  This  land,  with  the  site  of  the  messuage,  which  has  been  taken  down, 
is  let  to  Samuel  Argiss,  on  lease  for  14  years  from  Michaelmas  1820.  The 
rent  reserved  was  14/.,  but  it  has  been  reduced  to  7 /•  a year,  which  is  repre- 
sented to  be  now  the  actual  value. 


In  1747,  a subscription  was  entered  into  for  building  a school  and  extending 
the  benefit  of  Mrs.  Girling’s  charity,  which  had  been  before  confined  to  bovs, 
to  the  education  of  girls,  and  the  money  raised  was  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of 
certain  premises  in  North-street,  in  Sudbury,  which  were  conveyed,  in  trust, 
as  to  part  thereof,  for  the  use  of  a master  and  a mistress,  to  be  appointed  by 
S.  Girling’s  trustees,  for  teaching  so  many  poor  boys  and  girls  of  Sudbury  as 
the  majority  of  the  trustees  should  from  time  to  time  think  fit ; the  boys,  in 
reading  and  writing,  and  the  girls,  in  reading,  sewing  and  knitting  ; and  as  to 
other  parts  thereof,  that  the  rents  and  profits,  after  payment  of  taxes  and  out- 
goings, should  be  applied  by  the  trustees  in  teaching  such  number  of  girls  as 
there  were  boys  taught  under  Girling’s  charity ; and  as  to  other  part  of  the 
premises,  that  the  rents  thereof,  after  deducting  for  taxes  and  repairs,  should, 
every  third  year,  be  applied  for  placing  out  two  or  three  boys  from  the  school, 
apprentices  to  trade  in  any  place  except  Sudbury,  with  the  approbation  and 
consent  of  the  trustees  and  governor  of  the  school. 

The  premises  in  North-street  were  reconveyed,  in  1788,  to  the  perpetual 
curate  of  St.  Peter’s  and  his  successors,  upon  the  above-mentioned  trusts. 
They  have  been  partly  rebuilt,  and  comprise  a house  for  the  schoolmaster, 
a large  school-room  and  garden  ; a house  for  the  mistress,  and  school-room  for 
girls  ; and  three  tenements,  with  a piece  of  ground  of  about  a quarter  of  an 
acre  adjoining,  let  to  different  yearly  tenants,  at  13  /.  a year. 

The  sum  of  50/.  was  bequeathed  by  the  Rev.  William  Maleham,  in  177 <5, 
for  the  benefit  of  the  schools,  and  has  been  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of 
GO/.  Is.  2 d.,  3 per  cent  consols,  standing  in  the  names  of  three  of  the  trustees 
of  Girling’s  charity,  and  the  Rev.  H.  W.  Wilkinson,  curate  of  St.  Gregory 
and  St.  Peter. 

Before  Mr.  Wilkinson’s  appointment  to  the  curacy  in  1816,  the  buildings  in 
North-street  had  become  much  dilapidated,  and  the  schools  had  long  been 
in  a declining  state,  but  through  much  exertion,  and  the  expenditure  of  con- 
siderable sums  raised  partly  by  subscription,  the  charities  have  been  in  a great 
measure  restored. 

The  school  for  boys  is  now  conducted  on  the  national-school  system,  and 
is  attended  by  about  150  boys  from  Sudbury  and  the  neighbourhood,  the 
master  having  the  use  of  the  dwelling  houses,  and  a salary  of  12/.  a year. 

In  the  other  school  12  poor  girls  are  instructed  in  reading  and  sewing  by 
a mistress,  who  has  a house  and  a salary  of  6/.  a year. 

It  has  not  been  practicable,  in  consequence  of  the  necessary  expenditure  in 
repairs  and  otherwise,  to  enlarge  the  girls  school  to  a greater  extent,  or  to  ap- 
prentice boys,  but  it  is  expected  the  income  will  soon  be  adequate  to  the 
accomplishment  of  those  objects. 

The  accounts  as  to  Girling’s  estate  and  Maleham’s  donation  are  kept  by  Mr. 
Frost,  one  of  the  trustees,  as  treasurer,  and  those  relating  to  the  premises  in 
North -street  by  the  Rev.  H.  W.  Wilkinson. 


Finn’s  and  Gainsborough’s  Charities. 


Fenn's  and  Gains-  John  Fenn,  by  Will,  dated  in  February  1722,  devised  to  trustees  a messuage 
borough’s  Charities,  in  the  parish  of  All  Saints,  and  two  acres  of  ground  in  Friars-meadow,  in  trust, 
to  apply  4 /.  10  s.  a year  in  putting  10  poor  children  of  Sudbury  to  school  until 
they  should  be  able  to  read  well  in  the  Bible,  to  be  chosen  by  the  trustees 

without 
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without  distinction  between  children  of  Dissenters  and  those  of  the  Church  of 
England,  and  to  apply  any  part  of  the  money  not  laid  out  in  schooling  for 
buying  books  for  the  children  ; and  to  pay  the  residue  of  the  rents,  after  keep- 
ing the  messuage  in  good  repair,  to  the  minister  of  the  Presbyterian  meeting- 
house in  Sudbury,  towards  his  maintenance. 

The  estate  has  been  conveyed  to  new  trustees  from  time  to  time. 

The  house  is  occupied  by  a schoolmistress  at  3/.  a year,  and  the  land  by  the 
minister  of  the  meeting-house  at  4/.  a year;  the  sum  of  4/.  10s.  a year  is  allowed 
and  paid  to  the  schoolmistress,  and  the  remainder  of  the  rents  is  applied  in 
repairing  the  house. 

Thomas  Gainsborough,  by  Will,  dated  23d  February  1738,  directed  a suffi- 
cient sum  of  money  to  be  laid  out  for  paying  10/.  a year  to  the  Presbyterian 
or  Independent  minister  of  Sudbury,  and  2/.  10s.  a year  for  supporting  the 
charity-school  there,  and  20  s.  a year  to  be  spent  at  the  meeting  of  the  trustees 
of  the  charity. 

An  estate  was  purchased  at  Westlyfield,  near  Bury  St.  Edmund’s,  for  the 
benefit  of  the  minister,  subject  to  the  payment  of  2/.  10s.  a year  for  the  charity 
school,  and  the  20  s.  a year  for  the  trustees. 

For  the  two  annuities  of  4/.  10s.  and  2/.  10s.  the  mistress  teaches  10  poor 
children  to  read. 


Littel’s  Charity. 

By  Indenture,  dated  the  1st  October  1719,  John  Littel  conveyed  to  Law- 
rance  Gibbon  and  five  other  trustees,  a house  in  Sudbury,  in  trust,  to  apply 
the  rents  in  putting  to  school  three  poor  children  of  All  Saints  Parish,  and  three 
poor  children  of  the  neighbouring  hamlet  of  Ballingdon  in  Essex. 

The  premises  devised,  being  a messuage,  stable  and  garden  in  St.  Sepulchre- 
street,  are  let  by  the  trustees  of  the  charity  to  James  Golding,  on  lease  for  21 
years  from  25th  December  1815,  at  the  annual  rent  of  10/.,  and  may  be  con- 
sidered to  have  been  properly  let. 

The  trustees  pay  9/.  a year  to  a schoolmaster  appointed  by  them  to  teach  12 
poor  children  of  All  Saints  parish  and  Ballingdon  to  read,  and  they  are  taught 
to  write,  when  required,  on  payment  for  such  instruction.  The  number  of 
children  was  increased  in  1825  from  6 to  12,  and  the  master’s  salary  from  61. 
to  9 /•  a year. 

The  surplus  rents  have  been  retained  by  the  trustees  for  contingent  expenses, 
and  there  is  a balance  in  hand  of  37/.  16  s. 

Crossman’s  Gift. 

The  Rev.  Henry  Crossman,  by  Will,  dated  the  18th  December  1790,  be- 
queathed to  Edward  Green,  esquire,  and  the  Rev.  Philip  Gurdon,  300  /.  three 
per  cent  annuities,  upon  trust,  yearly,  to  pay  the  dividends  of  100/.  stock 
towards  the  support  of  the  Sunday-school  in  Sudbury  then  under  the  manage- 
ment of  Henry  Ginn,  sen. ; the  dividends  of  100/.  stock  towards  the  support  of 
the  Sunday-school  in  Little  Cornard  ; and  the  dividends  of  the  remaining  100  /. 
stock  towards  the  support  of  the  Sunday-school  in  Little  Bromley,  in  the  county 
of  Essex,  5s.  out  of  each  dividend  to  be  laid  out,  yearly,  in  the  purchase  of 
the  testator’s  Explanation  of  the  Catechism,  for  the  use  of  the  said  respective 
schools ; and  he  directed  that  upon  the  death  of  either  of  the  trustees,  or  of 
any  succeeding  trustees,  the  survivor,  his  executors  or  administrators,  should 
by  writing,  signed  in  the  presence  of  two  credible  witnesses,  nominate  new 
trustees,  and  that  the  stock  should  be  transferred  accordingly. 

The  dividends  of  the  300/.  three  per  cents,  or  equivalent  sums,  have  been  paid 
and  applied  according  to  the  testator’s  intention.  The  stock  had  not  at  the 
time  of  this  Inquiry  been  specifically  appropriated,  or  taken  out  of  the  testator’s 
personal  estate  ; but  we  expect  the  fund  has  now  been  or  will  be  transferred  to 
trustees  pursuant  to  our  recommendation  to  that  effect. 
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Jessup’s  Gift. 

John  Jessup,  by  Will,  dated  10th  April  1712,  charged  a house,  now  the 
Bear  public-house,  in  Sudbury,  belonging  to  Williams  Adams,  with  the  yearly 
sum  of  20 s.,  to  be  laid  out  by  the  minister  of  St.  Gregory  and  the  vicar  of  All 
Saints,  in  the  purchase  of  Bibles  and  Common-prayer  books  one  year,  and  the 
Whole  Duty  of  Man  another  year,  to  be  distributed  in  alternate  years  to  such 
poor  persons  in  the  several  parishes  of  St.  Peter,  All  Saints  and  St.  Gregory,  as 
keep  to  their  parish  church. 

The  rentcharge  is  paid  and  applied  for  the  purposes  of  the  donation. 

Corder’s  Charity. 

A portion  of  the  rent  of  the  estates  of  this  charity,  of  which  an  account  is 
given  under  the  title  of  Charities  for  the  Parish  of  Lavenham,  in  this  Report, 
amounting  at  present  to  17  s.  4 d.  a year,  is  distributed  in  three  equal  portions 
among  the  poor  of  each  parish,  on  Ascension-day. 

Cradock’s  Charity. 

John  Cradock,  in  1718,  bequeathed  100/.  to  be  put  out  at  interest  for  the 
benefit  of  the  poor  of  the  parishes  of  St.  Gregory  and  St.  Peter. 

The  legacy,  with  some  interest  thereon,  has  been  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of 
200/.  new  4 per  cent  annuities,  standing  in  the  names  of  the  Rev.  H.  W.  Wil- 
kinson, the  incumbent  curate  of  St.  Gregory,  and  three  other  trustees,  and  the 
dividends  are  distributed  at  Christmas  among  poor  persons  of  the  two  parishes, 
at  the  discretion  of  the  minister  of  St.  Gregory,  and  the  mayor  and  aldermen. 

Doles. 

The  following  yearly  payments,  charged  on  real  estates,  are  distributed  under 
the  directions  of  the  mayor  and  corporation,  on  Ascension-day,  except  the  last, 
which  is  distributed  weekly  in  bread  by  the  churchwardens  of  the  three 
parishes :

Lost  or  Dormant  Charities. 

Thomas  Tolley , by  Will,  dated  15th  December  1651,  gave  ten  dozen  of  bread 
to  the  poor  of  St.  .Peter’s,  yearly,  out  of  a house  called  the  Blue  Anchor,  in 
Sudbury. 

Oliver  Andrews , by  his  Will,  in  1676,  charged  his  lands  and  tenements  with 
31.  185.  a year,  to  be  laid  out  in  bread,  to  be  given  weekly  to  the  poor  of  the 
three  parishes. 

The  sums  of  20/.  given  by  George  Crowe , and  10/.  given  by  John  Hunwick, 
for  the  benefit,  in  certain  proportions,  of  the  poor  of  the  three  parishes  of  Sud- 
bury and  of  Ballingdon,  are  stated  to  have  been  laid  out  upon  a rentcharge  of 
4/.  a year,  issuing  out  of  a house  at  Boreham-Gate,  Sudbury,  which  belonged 
to  the  corporation,  but  has  lately  been  sold  by  them. 

Of  these  charities  we  can  obtain  no  further  information,  and  they  have  many 
years  altogether  failed,  unless  a customary  donation  of  bread  and  meat,  to  the 
amount  of  nearly  4 /.  a year,  given  by  the  corporation  to  the  poor  who  receive 
clothing  under  Carter’s  charity,  can  in  any  way  be  ascribed  to  them  or  any  of 
them. 

John  Hunwick,  in  1593,  gave  300  /.  to  the  corporation  of  Colchester,  to  the 
intent  they  should  pay  certain  annual  sums  for  charitable  purposes  at  Colches- 
ter, Ipswich,  and  Malden  ; and  also  10/.  once  every  five  years  to  the  mayor  of 
Sudbury,  for  the  poor  there. 

Nothing  has  been  received  for  many  years  on  account  of  this  gift,  and 
the  investigation  of  the  charity  must  be  postponed  until  the  charities  at  Col- 
chester can  be  inquired  into. 

Francis  Newman,  by  Will,  dated  8th  August  1730,  bequeathed  50/.  to  be 
laid  out  by  his  executor,  to  the  intent  the  interest  thereof  might  be  continued 
as  a standing  charity,  to  be  given,  yearly,  to  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  St. 
Gregory. 

Towards  perpetuating  the  charity,  Thomas  Newman,  the  executor,  by  his 
Will,  in  1750,  charged  four  cottages  in  All  Saints  parish,  in  Sudbury,  with  the 
payment  of  505.  yearly  ; and  the  annuity  was  afterwards  paid  for  several  years 
by"  his  descendants,  and  subsequently  by  a Mr.  Hodge,  who  purchased  the  cot- 
tages ; but  after  the  decease  of  the  latter,  the  site  of  the  cottages,  which  had 
been  taken  down  by  him,  was  sold  with  other  property  to  different  persons, 
and  the  payment  of  the  annuity  has  ever  since  been  refused  or  withheld. 

A representation  of  this  case  has  been  made  to  the  parties  who  are  under- 
stood to  be  the  present  personal  representatives  of  Thomas  Newman,  the 
executor,  in  order  that  they  may  consider  the  propriety  of  paying  the  money,  the 
interest  having  proved  in  the  result  to  have  been  ineffectually  secured  by  him ; 
but  this  does  not  appear  to  us  a case  in  which  it  would  be  expedient  to  insti- 
tute legal  proceedings  for  recovering  the  charity.

Coleman’s  Gift  ; (Lost). 

The  sum  of  50/.,  formerly  given  by  a person  named  Coleman,  to  provide,  with 
the  interest  thereof,  bread  for  poor  widows,  was  for  some  time  placed  at  interest, 
in  the  hands  of  the  late  Reverend  Thomas  Preston,  D.D.,  and  he  having  died 
insolvent  the  charity  was  lost.

PARISH  OF  LITTLE  WALDINGFIELD. 

Poors  Lands. 

The  following  lands  are  vested  in  and  under  the  management  of  trustees, 
and  were  last  conveyed  to  the  Reverend  Barrington  Blomfield  Syer  and  others, 
as  new  trustees,  by  a deed  dated  30th  March  1824. 

1.  Five  parcels  of  land  in  Little  Waldingfield,  containing  by  estimation  12 
acres,  of  which  the  rents  and  profits  were,  by  the  will  of  John  Wincoll , elated 
25th  May  1580,  directed  to  be  distributed  among  poor  people  inhabiting  in  the 
parish  of  Little  Waldingfield. 

These  lands  are  in  the  occupation  of  Joseph  Spraggons,  at  the  yearly  rent  of 
20/.  lO.s.,  the  fair  annual  value. 

2.  Three  pieces  of  land,  by  estimation  eight  acres,  with  a tenement  and  barn 
thereon,  at  Washbrook,  Suffolk,  formerly  taken'in  exchange  for  land  at  Chels- 
worth,  purchased  with  100/.,  bequeathed  for  the  poor  by  Joshua  Dove,  in  1728, 
and  22  /.  added  by  the  parishioners. 

These  premises  are  in  the  occupation  of  Abraham  Day,  at  the  rent  of  9/. 
a year,  which  appears  to  be  somewhat  less  than  the  full  yearly  value. 

3.  Three  pieces  of  land  at  Felsham,  Suffolk,  containing  by  estimation 
9 a.  2r.  9 p.,  formerly  purchased  with  100/.,  bequeathed  by  Mary  Williamson, 
in  l697>  to  be  laid  out  in  land,  of  which  she  directed  the  rents  and  profits  to  be 
employed  in  apprenticing  one  poor  boy  to  a trade  ; and  when  there  should  be 
no  poor  child  in  the  parish  to  be  apprenticed,  in  clothing  some  of  the  poor 
people  of  the  parish. 

The  rent  of  this  land  is  10/.  a year,  which  is  below  the  full  value  ; the 
tenant  however  being  lately  dead,  the  land  is  about  to  be  re-let. 

The  rents  of  the  land  at  Little  Waldingfield  and  Washbrook  are  distributed 
by  the  feoffees  and  churchwardens,  in  the  month  of  January,  among  poor  per- 
sons of  the  parish  not  receiving  parochial  relief ; and  the  rent  of  the  Felsham 
land  is  applied  in  apprenticing  boys. 

Almshouses  and  Pesthouse. 

Isaac  Appleton,  by  Will,  dated  8th  September  1G08,  devised  to  Isaac,  his 
son,  and  his  heirs,  four  tenements,  in  or  adjoining  the  church-yard,  in  Little 
Waldingfield,  and  directed  him  to  apply  the  same  to  charitable  uses,  by  placing 
in  them  from  time  to  time  poor  men  or  widows ; and  he  appointed  six  loads 
of  wood  to  be  yearly  distributed  among  the  four  houses,  at  the  discretion  of  his 
son  and  his  heirs. 

The  tenements  are  occupied  by  poor  persons  placed  therein  by  the  parish- 
officers,  but  the  supply  of  wood  has  long  been  discontinued,  and  we  appre- 
hend it  would  be  difficult  to  ascertain  who  is  liable  to  provide  it  or  to  enforce 
the  provision. 

A house  in  the  parish  of  Little  Waldingfield,  which  appears  to  have  been 
vested  in  feoffees  for  the  use  of  the  poor,  by  a Deed,  dated  22d  June  1629,  has 
long  been  used  as  a pesthouse,  and  when  not  wanted  for  such  purpose  is  occu- 
pied by  two  poor  persons  being  parish  paupers. 

Thomas  Appleton’s  Gift. 

Thomas  Appleton,  esquire,  by  his  Will,  dated  1st  March  1603,  directed  his 
son  and  his  heirs  to  satisfy  to  the  poor  people  of  Little  Waldingfield  10  loads 
of  wood  every  year ; but  it  does  not  appear  that  the  poor  have  derived  the 
benefit  of  this  donation  for  a very  long  time,  and  we  apprehend  any  attempt 
to  revive  the  charity  would  be  fruitless.

Fyrmage’s  Charity. 

By  an  Inquisition,  taken  the  11th  June,  21st  James  the  1st,  under  a Com-  Ashfield  Magna. 

mission  of  Charitable  Uses,  it  was  found  that  Nicholas  Fyrmage,  of  London,  

merchant,  by  will,  dated  the  20th  February  1620,  gave  his  land  in  Ilackford,  Fyrmages’s 

and  300 1.  to  be  laid  out  in  lands,  to  a preaching  minister  of  God’s  word,  for  v y‘ 

a Sunday  sermon  in  the  forenoon,  to  be  preached  in  the  parish  church  of  Ash- 
field Magna;  viz.  to  the  preacher  8 s.  in  money  for  every  sermon,  and  every 
quarter  in  the  year,  that  is  to  say,  at  Lady-day,  Midsummer,  Michaelmas  and 
Christmas,  to  12  of  the  poorest  householders  in  the  parish  26  s.f  that  is  to  say, 

Qs.  a piece  on  every  quarter-day  as  aforesaid;  also  to  the  sexton,  for  ringing 
the  great  bell  to  every  sermon,  2 s.  upon  every  quarter-day  as  aforesaid,  and 
2 s.  to  the  parish  to  find  them  bell-ropes:  and  he  appointed  Henry  Fyrmage, 
his  brother,  sole  executor  of  his  will.  And  it  was  also  found  that  the  rectory 
and  parsonage  of  Ashfield  Magna  bad,  time  out  of  mind,  been  an  impropria- 
tion or  donative,  and  that  there  was  no  certain  maintenance  for  a preaching 
minister,  to  serve  in  the  parish  church  ; and  that  before  the  death  of  the  testator, 
the  inhabitants  of  Ashfield  Magna  at  their  own  charges  had  contributed  to  the 
maintenance  of  a preaching  minister  in  the  parish  church,  and  that  all  the 
allowance  given  by  the  impropriators  there,  and  by  the  contributions  of  the 
inhabitants  to  the  curate,  did  not  together  exceed  the  yearly  sum  of  20  and 
that  the  charitable  gift  of  lands,  and  of  300  /.  to  be  laid  out  in  lands,  was  by  the 
testator  given  for  the  ease  of  the  inhabitants  of  Ashfield  Magna,  concerning  the 
finding  of  a preaching  minister  in  the  parish  church,  and  for  other  the  charitable 
uses  limited  by  the  will.  And  by  the  decree  of  the  Commissioners,  dated 
the  28th  of  the  said  month  of  June,  it  was  decreed  that  Francis  Fyrmage 
therein  named  should  convey  to  John  Amys,  and  several  other  inhabitants  of 
Ashfield,  and  their  heirs,  the  said  premises  in  the  parish  of  Hackford,  upon 
trust,  to  employ  the  rents  and  profits  for  the  performance  of  the  will ; and  that 
Henry  Fyrmage  therein  named  should  either  purchase  freehold  lands  worth 
300  and  convey  the  same  unto  the  said  Francis  Fyrmage  and  John  Amys  and 
others,  and  their  heirs,  for  the  purposes  in  the  will  expressed,  or  pay  to  John 
Amys  and  others  300  /.,  to  be  by  them  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  lands  for 
the  like  purpose.  And  it  was  further  decreed,  that  the  person  or  persons  for 
the  time  being  seised  of  the  premises  in  Hackford,  and  of  the  lands  to  be  pur- 
chased with  the  300  or  the  greater  number  of  them,  should,  whenever 
occasion  should  serve,  nominate  and  appoint  a meet  able  man  to  preach  in  the 
church  of  Great  Ashfield,  according  to  the  will  of  Nicholas  Fyrmage,  being 
such  a man  as  should,  by  the  Bishop  of  Norwich  for  the  time  being,  be  allowed 
to  celebrate  Divine  Service,  administer  the  sacrament,  and  preach  ; and  that 
if  the  yearly  rents  and  profits  of  the  lands  in  Hackford,  and  of  the  lands  to  be 
purchased,  should  amount  to  more  than  by  the  will  was  appointed  to  be  paid 
yearly  to  a preaching  minister,  to  the  poor,  the  sexton,  and  for  finding  bell- 
ropes,  the  overplus  should  yearly  be  paid  and  distributed  unto  and  amongst  the 
preaching  minister  and  such  poor  of  Great  Ashfield  as  by  the  intent  of  the  will 
were  to  be  relieved,  to  be  rateably  divided  between  the  said  minister  and  poor, 
proportionably,  according  to  the  allowances  appointed  unto  them  by  the  will : 

And  that  when  all  the  persons  seised  of  the  lands  in  Hackford,  and  of  the  lands 
to  be  purchased,  should  die,  but  five,  or  sooner  if  it  should  seem  good  to  the 
survivors,  they  the  survivors  should  convey  the  said  lands  and  hereditaments  to 
the  use  of  themselves  and  other  meet  and  able  persons,  who  with  them  should 
make  up  the  full  number  of  fifteen,  upon  the  same  trusts : And  that  the  deeds 
and  writings  concerning  the  lands  should  be  kept  in  a chest  to  be  provided  by 
the  inhabitants  of  Great  Ashfield,  with  two  locks  and  keys  ; and  that  the  elder 
churchwarden  of  Great  Ashfield  should  have  the  custody  of  one  of  the  keys, 
and  the  first  of  the  feoffees  or  trustees  named  in  the  deed  of  conveyance,  being 
an  inhabitant  in  Great  Ashfield  and  not  churchwarden,  should  have  the  custody 
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Ashfield  Magna,  of  the  other  key,  and  the  chest  should  be  always  standing  in  some  safe  place 
— — within  the  church  of  Great  Ashfield. 

Fyrmage’s  Charity,  . 

continued.  Exceptions  were  taken  to  the  decree  by  the  said  Henry  and  Francis  Fyrmao-e, 

v J but  the  same  on  the  hearing  thereof  were  overruled,  and  the  decree  was  con- 

firmed. 

By  indentures,  dated  12th  and  13th  July  1815,  reciting  briefly  the  will,  and 
that  in  pursuance  of  the  decree  the  sum  of  300/.  was  laid  out  in  the  purchase 
of  lands  called  Hoo  Wood,  containing  44  acres,  with  a messuage  built  on  part 
thereof  in  Stow-market  and  Stow-upland  ; and  that,  after  divers  conveyances, 
the  said  premises  were  vested  in  William  Bennett  of  Wetherden,  farmer,  Wil- 
liam Rose,  of  Colchester,  yeoman,  Job  Cracknell,  of  Great  Ashfield,  yeoman, 
and  Simon  Rice  Codd,  of  Haughley,  farmer,  they  the  said  William  Bennett 
and  others  conveyed  the  said  premises  in  Hackford  and  the  said  premises  called 
Hoo  Wood,  to  the  use  of  themselves,  and  of  Thomas  Norgate,  of  Great  Ash- 
field, M.  D.,  James  Norgate,  of  the  same  place,  M.  D.,  Robert  Clement  Garn- 
ham,  of  the  same  place,  esquire,  Philip  Parker,  of  Badwell  Ash,  farmer,  Henry 
Heigham,  of  Hunston,  clerk,  Walter  Ray,  of  Great  Ashfield,  esquire,  Robert 
Chaukman  Long,  of  Dunston  Hall,  Norfolk,  clerk,  John  Booty,  of  Bardwell, 
gent.,  John  Bacon,  of  Wetherden,  gent.,  Thomas  Pryor,  of  Great  Ashfield, 
gent.,  and  James  Rice,  of  the  same  place,  yeoman,  and  their  heirs,  upon  trust, 
for  performance  of  the  said  will  and  decree.

The  rents,  after  payment  of  8 s.  a year  to  the  sexton,  and  2s.  a year  for  bell- 
ropes,  are  divided  into  five  parts,  of  which  four  are  paid  to  a lecturer,  and  one 
part  is  appropriated  to  the  use  of  poor  people,  26  s.  being  given  quarterly,  in 
sums  of  2 s.  each,  to  13  poor  householders  of  Ashfield,  and  the  surplus  being 
divided  equally  amongst  them  once  a year.  The  same  persons  receive  during 
life,  or  until  they  are  removed  for  sufficient  reasons,  or  receive  regular  paro- 
chial relief. 

It  appears  to  have  been  the  usage  till  the  year  1813  to  appoint  the  perpetual 
curate  of  Ashfield,  whose  emoluments  as  such  are  very  small,  to  the  office  of 
lecturer  or  preaching  minister,  or  at  least  to  pay  him  the  stipend  and  emolu- 
ments provided  by  the  will  for  a preaching  minister;  but  in  1813  the  then 
trustees  appointed  the  Rev.  Burroughs  Norgate,  who  was  not  perpetual  curate, 
to  the  office  of  lecturer,  and  he  held  the  office  till  1817,  when  his  brother,  the 
Rev.  James  Norgate  was  appointed  ; and  in  1823,  the  latter  having  resigned, 
the  Rev.  Burroughs  Norgate  was  re-appointed,  and  was  licensed  to  the  office  by 
the  bishop  of  the  diocese,  and  he  performed  the  duties  which  had  usually  been 
performed  by  the  lecturer  in  the  church  ; but  the  Rev.  John  Steggall,  who  was 
presented  to  the  perpetual  curacy  in  March  1823,  considering  himself  entitled 
to  the  lectureship,  in  1827  prohibited  Mr.  B.  Norgate  from  using  or  performing 
duty  in  the  church  as  lecturer,  and  an  application  is  about  to  be  made  by  way 
of  petition  in  the  Court  of  Chancery,  to  obtain  a decision  as  to  the  propriety  of 
the  appointment  of  the  present  lecturer.

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In  consequence  of  this  dispute,  the  trustees  withheld  the  payments  due  to  the 
poor  people,  but  they  have  been  resumed  at  our  desire. 

Clarke’s  Gift. 

William  Clarice , by  Deed,  dated  16th  October,  13th  Charles  1st,  charged  a 
close  of  three  acres  in  Ashfield,  called  Wrong  Haunt,  with  the  payment  of  20 
a year  to  the  churchwardens  and  overseers,  to  be  laid  out  towards  the  binding 
and  putting  forth  apprentices  the  children  of  poor  inhabitants  of  Ashfield. 

This  rentcharge  is  paid  by  the  tenant  of  Lord  Thurlow,  the  owner  of  the 
land,  and  when  a sufficient  sum  is  accumulated,  it  is  applied  in  apprenticing 
a child.

PARISH  OF  ELMSWELL. 

Gardiner’s  Almshouse  and  Charities. 

Sir  Robert  Gar  diner, by  deed,  dated  1st  January,  12th  James  1st,  reciting  that  he 
nad  erected  within  the  manor  of  Elmswell,  an  almshouse,  containing  five  rooms, 
and  had  assigned  to  every  of  the  rooms  a parcel  of  ground  for  a garden,  and 
a yard  to  set  wood  in,  the  whole  containing  by  estimation  near  half  an  acre  of 
ground,  and  that  he  had  placed  in  each  of  four  of  the  rooms  one  poor  widow, 
and  in  the  fifth,  being  somewhat  larger  than  the  rest,  two  poor  widows ; he 
thereby  appointed  that  the  almshouse  should  be  used  for  the  habitation  of  six 
poor  aged  women,  being  and  continuing  widows,  to  be  chosen  out  of  the 
inhabitants  of  the  towns  and  parishes  of  Elmswell  and  Woolpit,  three  from 
each,  being  of  the  age  of  60  years,  or  near  thereto,  and  that  his  heirs  who 
should  succeed  him  as  owners  of  the  mansion-house  of  the  manor  of  Elmswell, 
should  at  their  costs  and  charges,  for  ever  maintain  and  keep  the  said  houses 
in  good  reparation  ; and  he  thereby  appointed  that  John  Harte  and  five  others 
therein  named  should  be  governors  of  the  almshouse,  and  should,  together 
with  the  ministers  of  the  several  parishes  of  Elmswell  and  Woolpit  and  their 
successors,  with  the  consent  of  the  owners  and  inheritors  of  the  mansion-house 
of  Elmswell,  have  the  nomination  and  power  of  displacing  the  poor  women  ; 
and  he  thereby  conveyed  the  almshouse  and  premises,  and  limited  and  ap- 
pointed yearly  to  every  of  the  poor  women,  31.  10  s.,  amounting  weekly  to  1 6d. 
to  every  of  them,  to  be  paid  monthly  ; and  that  every  of  them  should  have 
yearly  one  load  or  bond  of  good  firewood,  to  be  taken  out  of  his  manor  of 
Elmswell,  and  yearly  delivered,  on  the  feast  of  All  Saints,  at  the  almshouse, 
by  such  as  should  be  inheritors  or  owners  of  his  mansion-house  of  Elmswell ; 
and  that  every  of  the  six  women  should  yearly  have  one  gown  ready-made, 
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Elmswell  coarse  blue  cloth  or  stuff ; and  for  payment  of  the  said  sums,  lie  thereby 

’ granted  to  the  said  John  Harte  and  others,  a yearly  rent  of  lG  l.  out  of  his 
Gardiner’s  Alms-  lands  and  hereditaments  within  the  parish  of  Thelnetham,  in  the  county  of 
imiise,  Suffolk,  to  be  paid  at  Lady-day  and  Michaelmas,  and  10  l.  yearly,  out  of  the 

manors  of  Elmswell  and  Woolpit,  with  their  appurtenances  ; to  hold  the  said 
yearly  rents  to  the  said  John  Harte  and  others,  their  heirs,  successors  and 
assigns,  with  power  of  distress,  and  with  power,  if  the  owners  or  inheritors 
of  the  said  mansion  or  manor-house  should  not  make  up  and  carry  the  said 
six  load  of  wood  as  before  limited,  to  the  trustees,  their  heirs,  &c.,  to  cut 
and  carry  away  the  same,  upon  any  of  the  grounds  and  lands  of  the  manor  of 
Elmswell,  to  be  employed  for  the  use  of  the  poor  women  ; and  he  ordained, 
that  when  four  of  the  feoffees  should  be  dead,  the  survivors  should  convey  the 
almshouse,  and  the  yearly  rents,  to  four  of  the  most  substantial  and  honest 
men,  being  freeholders  equally  of  the  parishes  of  Elmswell  and  Woolpit,  by 
consent  of  the  ministers  of  Woolpit  and  Elmswell,  to  hold  to  the  use  of  the 
four  new  feoffees,  and  of  the  other  two  then  surviving,  their  heirs  and  succes- 
sors, for  the  purposes  aforesaid. 

By  the  rules  annexed  to  the  deed,  bearing  date  1st  January  1G14,  it  was 
among  other  things  ordained  by  Sir  Robert  Gardiner,  that  three  of  the  widows 
should  be  of  the  parish  of  Elmswell,  and  three  of  the  parish  of  Woolpit,  to  be 
chosen  by  the  governors  or  feoffees,  with  consent  and  allowance,  as  well  of  the 
ministers  or  parsons  of  the  said  parishes,  as  of  the  inheritors  of  the  manor- 
house  of  Elmswell ; that  the  widows  should  be  60  years  of  age  or  near 
thereto. 

Sir  Robert  Gardiner  also  by  his  will  gave  100 1.  to  purchase  lands  for  the 
poor  in  the  almshouse,  and  301.  to  purchase  lands  for  the  poor  of  the  parish,  and 
those  sums  were  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  land,  containing  14  acres  or  there- 
abouts, at  Combs,  of  which  three  fourths  are  appropriated  to  the  almshouse, 
and  one  fourth  to  the  poor  of  Elmswell. 

New  trustees  of  these  charities  have  been  appointed  from  time  to  time,  but 
there  has  been  no  actual  conveyance  of  the  property  for  many  years.  Three 
trustees  are  living,  and  one  of  them,  Mr.  Zachariah  Pattle,  owner  of  Ehnswell- 
Hall,  acts  as  treasurer. 


The  rentcharge  of  lG/.  is  paid  by Thornhill,  esquire,  in  respect  of 

the  estate  at  Thelnetham  ; that  of  10/.  by  Miss  Gifford,  lady  of  the  manor  of 
Elmswell  ; and  the  land  at  Combs  is  let  to  Mr.  Cobbold  at  15 1.  a year,  which 
is  represented  to  be  the  fair  annual  value. 

The  almspeople  are  appointed  according  to  the  directions  of  the  founder* 
and  they  receive  each  of  them  25.  a week,  and  a blue  cloth  gown  once  a year* 
the  cost  thereof  being  from  31.  to  4 ; and  the  surplus  income  of  the  alms- 
house is  retained  for  incidental  expenses  ; but  at  the  time  of  this  Inquiry 
a balance  was  due  to  the  treasurer. 


The  fourth  part  of  the  rents  of  the  Combs  land  is  distributed  among  poor 
persons  of  Elmswell. 

The  almshouses  are  keptiu  repair  by  the  owner  of  Elmswell-Hall  estate  ; and 
wood  for  the  use  of  the  almspeople,  to  the  value  of  14  s.  or  thereabouts,  for 
each  person,  is  supplied  from  the  Eastwood  in  Elmswell,  now  belonging  to  Lord 
Thurlow,  and  which  was  purchased  by  him  some  years  ago  from  the  late 
Daniel  Pattle,  of  Elmswell  Hall,  esquire,  subject  to  the  condition  of  furnishing 
the  supply. 


Church  and  Poor  Estate. 


oh  and  Poor  By  a Decree  of  Commissioners  of  Charitable  Uses,  dated  in  170G,  an  estate 
Estate.  comprising  six  acres  of  land,  in  the  parish  of  Woolput,  and  sundry  parcels  of 
land  lying  dispersed  in  the  parish  of  Elmswell,  were  directed  to  be  settled  in 
12  feoffees,  upon  trust,  as  to  certain  parcels  of  the  land  particularly  specified, 
containing  together  20  a.  2r.,  or  thereabouts,  for  the  poor ; and  as  to  the  rest 
of  the  land,  including  that  at  Woolpit,  containing  in  the  whole  25  a.  3r.  lGr., 
in  trust,  to  apply  the  rents  and  profits,  subject  to  a payment  thereout  of  205. 
a year  to  the  poor,  towards  the  support  and  beautifying  of  the  parish  church  of 
Elmswell,  and  the  ornaments  of  the  same.  Two  small  allotments,  containing 
together  1 11.  10p,  have  since  been  annexed  to  the  estate. 


New 
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New  trustees  have  been  appointed,  and  the  estate  has  been  conveyed  to  them 
from  time  to  time,  the  last  conveyance  being  in  1815. 

The  lands  are  let  from  time  to  time  by  public  tender,  and  produce  at  present 
a rent  of  84/.  10  s.  a year. 

The  rent  is  apportioned  according  to  the  decree  ; the  share  thereof  for  the 
poor,  together  with  the  portion  of  rent  of  the  land  at  Combs,  above  mentioned, 
is  distributed  in  November,  by  the  trustees,  with  the  assistance  of  the  church- 
wardens, among  the  poor  of  the  parish,  in  sums  varying  from  6 s.  to  1 /.,  ac- 
cording to  their  necessities ; and  the  share  for  the  church  is  applied  with  the 
church-rate.

PARISH  OF  BARKING  OR  NEEDHAM  MARKET. 

Theobald’s  Charity. 

Francis  Theobald,  by  Will,  dated  10th  January  1632,  gave  a messuage,  called 
the  Guildhall,  to  be  taken  down,  and  with  the  materials  thereof  he  directed 
a house  should  be  built  at  Needham  Market  for  a workhouse  or  school-house ; 
and  after  endowing  the  charity  with  an  annuity  of  20/.  a year,  to  be  paid  out 
of  the  premises  mentioned  in  the  will,  he  appointed  certain  feoffees  to  be 
the  governors  of  the  said  house  according  to  the  statutes  by  him  made. 

The  statutes  made  by  the  testator,  so  far  as  they  relate  to  the  institution  as 
a school  (to  which  use  the  charity  has  been  chiefly  if  not  exclusively  appro- 
priated), directed  that  the  school  should  be  taught  by  a master  to  be  chosen 
by  the  trustees,  being  a man  of  competent  learning  in  the  tongues  and  gram- 
mar, a graduate  of  the  University  of  Cambridge,  and  who  should  have  no  other 
employment  or  charge,  except  only  to  assist  the  minister  of  Barking  by  preach- 
ing a sermon  once  a week  or  once  a fortnight,  at  the  chapel  of  Needham 
Market  or  Darmsden  ; that  he  should  have  the  annuity  of  20/.  for  his  salary 
and  repairs  of  the  house,  and  teach  the  youth  of  Barking,  Needham  Market, 
and  Darmsden,  without  reward,  except  such  of  them  whose  parents  the  trustees 
should  judge  sufficiently  able  to  pay  for  them  ; and  that  the  scholars  should  be 
taught  the  first  principles  of  grammar,  and  also  be  perfected  in  reading  and 
writing,  to  qualify  them  for  apprentices. 

By  a decree  of  Commissioners  of  Charitable  Uses,  in  the  3d  of  James  2d, 
provision  was  made  for  the  appointment  of  new  feoffees,  and  in  relation  to  the 
annuity  of  20/.,  which  had  then  fallen  greatly  into  arrear  It  is  probable  that 
the  property  on  which  the  annuity  was  charged  was  given  up  in  satisfaction  of 
the  arrears  and  growing  payments  of  the  annuity,  as  that  property  has  now  for 
a long  time  been  held  as  belonging  absolutely  to  the  charity. 

The  charity-estates  were  last  conveyed  in  1811  to  16  trustees,  the  survivors 
of  whom  now  act  in  the  administration  of  the  charity. 

The  school-premises  consist  of  a dwelling-house  for  the  master,  with  a school- 
room, yard,  and  play-ground.  The  charity-estate,  which  comprises  the  Swan 
Inn,  and  about  11  acres  of  meadow-ground,  called  the  Marsh  Meadows,  in 
Needham  Market,  and  an  acre  of  meadow-ground  in  Barking,  formerly  pur- 
chased by  the  trustees,  is  let  to  Mr.  Samuel  Haggar,  on  lease  for  14  years  from 
Michaelmas  1825,  at  the  annual  rent  of  55/.  There  has  been  some  difference 
of  opinion  among  the  trustees  as  to  the  estate  being  let  for  its  full  value,  but 
the  majority  decided  in  favour  of  granting  the  lease  on  the  terms  above  men- 
tioned to  the  person  who  had  been  previously  tenant,  in  preference  to  letting 
the  estate  to  another  on  higher  terms  ; and  it  does  not  appear  to  us,  under  all 
the  circumstances  brought  to  our  notice,  that  their  determination  was  mani- 
festly erroneous,  or  that  the  estate  is  to  be  considered  as  improperly  let. 

The  school  is  conducted  as  a free-school  for  17  poor  children,  appointed  by 
the  trustees,  and  taken  in  certain  proportions  from  Needham-market,  Barking, 
and  Darmsden.  They  are  instructed,  with  a few  others  who  attend  as  pay- 
scholars,  in  reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic,  and  have  the  opportunity  of  being 
taught  some  branches  of  practical  mathematics,  the  master  being  well  qualified 
for  his  situation  ; but  the  endowment  is  not  sufficient  for  the  support  of  a 
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Barking  or  Need-  regular  grammar-school  under  the  tuition  of  a clergyman  or  Graduate  of 
barn  Market.  University.

The  Almshouses. 

The  Almshouses.  The  property  of  this  charity,  of  which  the  origin  is  unknown,  comprises  two 
tenements  in  Needham  Market,  each  having  an  upper  and  lower  apartment, 
and  two  parcels  of  land  in  the  parishes  of  Creeting  All  Saints  and  Creeting 
St.  'Mary,  containing  together  about  nine  acres. 

The  estate  was  vested  by  deeds,  dated  in  1784,  in  13  trustees,  of  whom  three 
are  now  living.  The  land  is  let  to  James  Mudd  for  a term  of  eight  years,  at 
18/.  a year,  which  is  the  full  annual  value. 

The  lower  apartments  are  occupied  by  four  poor  women,  appointed  by  the 
trustees,  who  have  each  Is.  6d.  weekly,  and  a supply  of  coals,  the  residue  of 
the  rent  being  reserved  for  repairs  and  contingent  expenses,  and  there  is  a 
trifling  balance  in  hand. 

A few  years  ago  four  other  poor  women  were  placed  by  the  trustees  in  the 
upper  rooms  to  live  there  rent-free,  and  the  late  James  Alexander,  esquire,  one 
of  the  trustees,  gave  500/.,  3 \ per  cent  annuities,  now  standing  in  the  names 
of  Samuel  Alexander,  esquire,  and  others,  for  the  support  of  such  poor  women; 
and  the  dividends  of  the  stock  are  applied  in  providing  the  same  allowances 
for  the  poor  women  in  the  upper  rooms  as  are  received  by  those  living  in  the 
lower  apartments. 


The  Town  Lands. 

The  Town  Lands.  The  following  lands  are  vested  in  trustees,  upon  trust  to  distribute  the  rents 
on  St.  Thomas’s-day,  yearly,  among  the  working  poor  of  the  towns  of  Barking 
and  Needham  Market.

A rentcharge  of  1 /.  a year,  given  by  the  will  of  Walter  Rust , who  died  in 
1685,  is  paid  by  the  occupier  of  a farm  called  Valley  Farm,  in  Battisford,  now 
or  late  the  property  of  Mr.  Jackaman,  and  is  distributed  in  bread,  given  yearly, 
about  the  22d  July,  by  the  occupier,  among  poor  persons  of  the  parish,  at  his 
discretion.

This  property,  the  original  acquisition  of  which  is  unknown,  is  vested  in  CreetingAll  Saints 
trustees,  and  appropriated  to  the  use  of  the  poor.  The  estate  is  partly  copy- 
hold.  The  surviving  trustees,  under  a conveyance  in  1795,  are  Mr.  Dakin 
Ireland  Moore,  Mr.  Richard  Keeble,  and  Mr.  Freeman  Abbott.  The  estates 
are  subject  to  the  payment  of  6s.  8d.  a year  to  the  poor  of  Creeting  St.  Mary, 
and  the  like  yearly  sum  to  the  poor  of  Creeting  St.  Olave.

The  lands  held  from  year  to  year  were  let  according  to  a valuation  in  1823, 
but  appear  to  be  let  below  their  value  ; and  as  some  of  the  occupiers  are 
themselves  trustees,  we  think  a new  appointment  of  trustees,  to  the  number  of 
eight,  should  be  made,  and  that  steps  should  be  taken  for  obtaining  the  full 
annual  value  of  the  property. 

The  rents  are  received  by  Mr.  F.  Abbott ; and  after  deducting  for  repairs 
and  insurance,  the  sum  of  135.  4 d.  payable  to  the  poor  of  the  two  parishes 
above  mentioned,  an  allowance  of  2s.  Qd.  to  each  of  the  tenants,  and  1/.  Is. 
to  Mr.  Abbott  for  keeping  the  accounts,  they  are  applied  in  the  way  of  occa- 
sional relief,  and  in  a distribution  of  money  among  poor  persons  in  February. 

Church  Cottage. 

A cottage  in  the  churchyard  is  let  by  the  churchwardens  at  1 /.  105.  a year,  Church  Cottage, 
and  the  rent  is  applied  with  the  church-rate. 

Uvedale’s  Gift. 

Margaret  Uvedale,  by  Will,  8th  March  1813,  gave  300/.  to  the  rector  and  Uvedale’s  Gift, 
churchwarden  for  the  time  being,  to  be  placed  out  on  security,  upon  trust,  to 
distribute  the  interest  or  dividends,  at  their  discretion,  towards  the  relief  of 
poor  persons  residing  in  the  parish,  being  of  the  age  of  60  years  and  upwards, 
who  should  have  resided  there  one  full  year,  to  be  distributed  in  the  church 
on  the  25th  December. 

The  sum  of  300/.,  after  being  some  time  out  upon  mortgage,  was  invested  in 
the  purchase  of  300  /.,  Navy  five-per-cents  ; and.  the  new  four-per-cent  stock.

PARISH  OF  CREETING  ST.  MARY. 

Campe’s  Gift. 

John  Campe , by  Will,  22d  October  1619,  gave  a rentcharge  of  30  5.  a year, 
out  of  his  lands  in  the  parishes  of  Creeting  St.  Mary,  and  Creeting  All  Saints' 
to  the  overseers  ; 6 s.  8 d.  thereof  to  be  for  repairing  the  spire  of  the  church  of 
Creeting  St.  Mary,  3 5.  4 d.  for  the  repair  of  the  chancel,  and  the  remainder 
for  the  poor  of  that  parish,  on  St.  Thomas’s-day. 

This  rentcharge  is  paid,  13  s.  4 d.  thereof  by  John  Cobbold,  esquire,  and 
165.  8 d.  thereof  by  George  Paske,  esquire,  and  at  present  the  whole  is 
distributed,  with  65.  8 d.  a year  from  Dunche’s  charity-estate,  among  poor 
persons.

The  sum  of  6 s.  8 d.  a year  from  Dunche’s  charity-estate  is  given  among 
six  poor  persons. 


PARISH  OF  HELMINGHAM. 

Church  Lands. 

It  is  stated  in  the  terriers  that  there  was  belonging  to  the  parish  church  of 
Helmingham  a house,  barn,  and  three  pieces  of  ground,  containing  in  the  whole 
by  estimation  12  acres,  abutting  on  the  highway  from  Woodbridge  to  Deben- 
ham  towards  the  east ; and  in  a terrier  dated  in  1791  it  is  stated  the  same  were 
then  in  the  occupation  of  the  Earl  of  Dysart,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  12/.,  and 
that  the  rent  was  received  by  the  churchwardens,  and  expended  in  repairs  of 
the  church  and  other  charges  belonging  to  their  office. 

It  appears  by  the  churchwardens  book  that  in  I7CI  the  sum  of  17/-  25.  2 d. 
was  received  from  the  Earl  of  Dysart,  for  two  years  rent  of  the  church  lands ; 
but  there  are  no  subsequent  entries  in  the  book  of  the  receipt  of  rents. 

The  whole  of  the  lands  in  this  parish,  and  all  the  cottages  except  one,  are 
held  under  the  Countess  of  Dysart,  who  is  tenant  for  life  of  the  family  estates. 

The  family  have  contributed  largely  to  the  maintenance  and  improvement  of 
the  parish  church,  and  the  non-payment  of  rent  for  the  church-land  may  be 
attributed  to  oversight  •,  the  fair  value  of  the  church  estate,  however,  should 
be  yearly  paid  and  appropriated  to  the  purposes  above  mentioned. 

Dole. 

It  appears  by  the  Returns  to  Parliament  of  1786,  that  a rentcharge  of  10  5. 
a year  for  the  poor  was  then  payable,  under  the  gift  of  some  person  unknown, 
by  the  Earl  of  Dysart;  and  in  the  terriers  it  is  stated  that  there  is  a piece  of 
land  in  a farm  called  the  Bottom  Farm,  belongingto  the  Earl  of  Dysart,  which 
could  not  be  abuttaled,  and  for  which  according  to  custom  there  was  paid  105. 
a year. 

The  annual  sum  of  10  5.  is  paid  by  Mr.  Ashwell,  as  tenant  to  the  Countess 
of  Dysart,  of  the  Bottom  Farm,  and  it  is  laid  out  in  bread,  which  is  distri- 
buted by  the  minister  and  churchwardens  among  poor  persons. 
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Gosling’s  Gift. 

The  sum  of  10/.  was  left  by  James  Gosling,  in  or  about  the  year  1748,  to 
provide  bread  for  the  poor,  and  it  is  mentioned  in  the  Returns  of  1786,  that 
the  money  was  then  in  the  hands  of  John  Page,  at  interest  of  105.  a year. 

It  is  stated  that  the  sum  of  10/.  was  paid  to  the  late  Earl  of  Dysart,  but  the 
interest  has  not  been  paid  for  some  years,  owing,  it  is  believed,  to  oversight. 

We  think  the  payment  of  the  interest  should  be  resumed,  and  the  money 
applied  with  the  dole  of  10  5.  a year. 


We  have  communicated  to  the  agent  of  the  Countess  of  Dysart  the  result  of 
our  investigation  of  the  charities  in  this  parish,  in  order  that  the  payments 
omitted  to  be  made  may  be  resumed. 


PARISH  OF  MICKFIELD. 

Town  Estate. 

The  Rev.  John  Metcalf  in  1612  devised  a messuage,  called  Breadstreet,  in 
Woodbridge,  in  trust,  to  permit  the  churchwardens  of  Mickfield  to  manage 
the  same,  and  with  the  rents,  after  keeping  the  premises  in  repair,  to  pay  the 
lord’s  and  king’s  taxes,  the  yearly  offerings  of  the  parishioners  at  Easter,  and 
the  single  task  of  the  parishioners  when  it  should  happen,  and  to  bestow  the 
surplus,  if  any,  in  the  common  expenses  of  the  parishioners. 

The  premises  have  been  conveyed  to  trustees  from  time  to  time,  and  are 
let  for  20/.  a year.  The  rent,  after  providing  for  repairs,  and  a payment  of 
135.  4 d.  to  the  minister  for  Easter-offerings,  is  applied  by  the  churchwardens  for 
the  general  disbursements  of  their  office,  in  aid  of  the  church-rate. 

There  are  two  cottages  in  Mickfield  appropriated  to  the  use  of  the  church, 
one  of  which  is  let  at  51.  a year,  and  the  rent  applied  with  the  church-rate  ; 
and  the  other  is  occupied  by  the  parish-clerk. 


PARISH  OF  STONHAM  ASPALL. 

Metcalf’s  Charity. 

The  Rev.  John  Metcalf,  rector  of  Stonham  Aspall,  by  his  Will,  dated  1st 
September  1612,  directed  his  freehold  and  copyhold  lands  in  Stonham,  Pettaugh 
and  Winston,  to  be  conveyed  to  and  held  by  16  inhabitants  of  Stonham,  for  the 
several  and  respective  purposes  and  objects  following,  that  is  to  say  : 

As  to  the  tenement  Cockroyd,  otherwise  Mouses  or  Souters,  and  the  lands 
called  Daw  Croft  and  Mother  Croft,  for  helping  to  maintain  four  eleemosynaries 
or  ahnspeople  in  Stonham,  to  be  nominated  by  the  parson  of  the  parish,  if 
resident,  the  churchwardens  and  constables,  or  the  most  of  them,  and  when 
there  should  be  no  parson  resident,  then  by  the  churchwardens  and  constables, 
or  the  most  of  them  ; and  the  testator  directed  that  if  any  of  the  ahnspeople 
should  go  to  dwell  out  of  the  parish,  others  should  be  elected  in  their  places  ; 

As  to  the  tenement  called  Pitts,  that  the  churchwardens  should  dispose 
thereof  for  helping  to  keep  the  causeway  or  church-path  from  Broad  Green  to 
the  parish-church  in  repair; 

As  to  the  free  and  customary  lands,  containing  by  estimation  43  acres,  called 
Rush  Croft,  Mell  Pightles,  Lambert  Pightles,  and  Lay  Close,  alias  Hart  Close 
or  Perrys,  that  the  churchwardens  should  therewith  repair  the  parish-church, 
pay  the  lord’s  rents,  and  discharge  common  expenses  of  the  parishioners  ; 

As  to  the  tenement  called  Smith’s,  both  free  and  copyhold,  for  helping  to 
maintain  a schoolmaster  and  an  usher  to  assist  him,  to  train  up  the  youth  in 
Stonham  and  Pettaugh  in-good  letters  freely;  and  the  testator  directed  that  the 
schoolmaster  and  usher  should  be  appointed  by  those  authorized  to  elect  the 
ahnspeople,  and  that  they  should  be  bound  to  the  churchwardens  to  discharge 
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the  lord’s  rents  in  the  will  mentioned,  and  to  keep  and  leave  the  said  lands  and 
tenements  in  good  reparation,  and  that  the  master  should  pay  out  of  the  yearly 
profits  of  the  tenement  called  Smith’s,  40  s.  yearly  to  the  usher  towards  his 
maintenance  ; and  as  to  the  tenement  called  Curtaines,  both  free  and  custo- 
mary, for  helping  to  maintain  the  usher  ; and  he  willed  that  the  usher,  for  that 
and  the  said  40  5.  yearly,  should  not  only  assist  the  schoolmaster,  but  also  serve 
in  the  parish  as  sexton  or  parish  clerk,  freely,  except  at  marriages  or  burials, 
or  except  he  would  hire  another  to  do  that  service  at  his  proper  costs ; 

As  to  the  tenement  Mouses,  with  Spittle  House  Croft,  and  the  customary 
land  called  Abbots  Close,  alias  Bulsfielde,  and  the  indenture-land  called  Cock 
Royde  and  the  Long  Sponge,  that  the  churchwardens  should  dispose  thereof, 
yearly,  to  supply  the  defect  of  alms  for  the  four  eleemosynaries,  and  answer  the 
parsons  of  the  parish  the  yearly  offerings  of  the  parishioners  there  communi- 
cating at  Easter,  and  further  to  give  to  some  poor  widower,  widow,  young 
man  or  maid,  of  the  parish  65.  8 c?.,  and  to  pay  the  fines  for  all  the  testator’s 
customary  lands  when  they  should  happen  to  be  fined,  and  the  surplus,  if  any, 
to  be  bestowed  in  the  common  expenses  of  the  parishioners ; and  the  testator 
willed  the  feoffees,  churchwardens,  and  inhabitants  of  Stonham  should  suffer 
the  parson  to  occupy  a close  called  Thorpe’s,  and  eight  pieces  of  their  land 
which  lie  in  Beddall  Field,  mixed  with  the  glebe,  and  containing,  with  the  close, 
by  estimation,  15  acres,  for  51.  a year,  to  be  paid  to  the  churchwardens  for  the 
use  of  the  parishioners,  and  to  pay  lord’s  rent  and  taxes. 

The  testator  also,  by  his  wall,  desired  there  might  never  be  less  than  three 
feoffees  of  the  said  lands,  but  that  the  feoffment  thereof  should  be  renewed 
within  half  a year  after  such  defect  to  the  former  number,  if  freehold,  or  if 
customary,  to  so  many  of  the  feoffees  of  the  freehold  lands  as  the  lords  of  the 
manor  of  which  the  lands  were  holden  would  admit. 

There  are  at  present  16  trustees,  in  whom  the  charity-estates  are  vested 
under  a recent  conveyance  and  admittance. 

The  property  given  for  maintaining  four  almspeople  comprises  a barn  and 
13  a.  3r.  of  land,  adjoining  the  glebe  land,  which  are  let  to  the  rector,  the 
Rev.  T.  Methold,  at  16/.  25.  6d.  a year;  and  a house,  with  outbuildings,  and 
5 a.  2r,  24  p.  of  land  in  Stonham  and  Pettaugh,  let  to  R.  Todd  at  11  /.  a year ; 
and  the  rents  are  divided  equally  among  four  poor  persons  of  Stonham,  wrho 
are  appointed  on  vacancies  in  their  number  in  the  manner  directed  by  the 
will. 

The  tenement  called  Pitt’s  comprises  two  cottages  and  gardens,  which  are 
let  at  61.,  but  the  rent,  on  account  of  the  poverty  of  the  tenants,  is  not  ahvays 
obtained.  These  rents  are  applied  with  other  funds  for  the  repairs  of  the 
church  and  of  the  causeway  mentioned  in  the  will. 

The  property  given  for  repairs  of  the  church,  payment  of  the  lord’s  rents, 
and  of  the  common  expenses  of  the  parishioners,  and  that  given  for  supplying 
the  defect  of  the  alms  for  the  eleemosynaries,  the  payment  of  Easter-offerings, 
&c.  comprise  together  a house,  outbuildings,  and  52  a.  0 a.  9 p.  of  land,  in 
Stonham  Aspall,  Pettaugh,  and  Winston,  let  to  D.  Wade,  at  531.  105.  a year; 
and  the  Town  Close,  containing  8 a.  2 r.,  which  is  occupied,  pursuant  to  the 
directions  of  the  will,  by  the  rector,  at  the  fixed  annual  rent  of  5 1.  The  sum 
of  2/.  105.  is  paid  out  of  the  rents  to  the  four  almspeople;  and  the  clear 
surplus,  after  payment  of  quit  rents,  &c.  is  applied,  with  other  funds,  towards 
the  reparation  of  the  church  and  of  the  causeway  mentioned  in  the  will. 

The  several  lands  and  premises,  except  the  Town  Close  held  by  the  rector, 
are  let  to  yearly  tenants  at  the  full  annual  value. 

The  tenement  called  Smith’s,  which  comprises  a house,  double  cottage, 
stable,  and  46  acres  of  land,  or  thereabouts,  being  in  estimated  value  from  65 1. 
to  7 0/.  a year,  is  in  the  occupation  of  the  schoolmaster,  and  he  pays  in  respect 
thereof  405.  a year  to  the  usher. 

The  tenement  called  Curtaine’s,  which  comprises  a house  and  7 a.  2 r.  of 
land,  being  worth  to  let  about  16/.  a year,  are  held  by  the  usher,  who  acts  as 
parish-clerk. 

The  school,  which  is  kept  in  a building  on  the  land  given  for  repairs  of  the 
church  and  the  benefit  of  the  parishioners,  is  free  for  the  instruction  of  all 
the  children  belonging  to  the  parishes  of  Stonham  Aspall  and  Pettaugh,  and 
the  scholars  are  instructed  in  the  rudiments  of  English  learning,  reading, 
writing,  and  arithmetic  ; but  the  school,  which  wras  once  in  considerable  repute, 
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has  of  late  declined,  being  attended  by  few  children  except  those  of  the  Stonham  Aspall. 
labouring  class,  and  the  number  of  scholars  seldom  exceeds  20.  The  declen-  Metcal^harit 
sion  of  the  school  may  perhaps  be  ascribed  in  some  degree  to  relaxation  in  the  1 continued.  ” 

discharge  of  their  duty  by  the  master  and  usher,  who  have  both  held  their  < N ' 

offices  many  years,  and  are  of  advanced  age. 


PARISH  OF  EARL  STONHAM. 

Charity  Estates. 

The  estates  appropriated  to  charitable  purposes  in  this  parish  consist  of  the  Earl  Stonham. 
Mowing  particulars : chari^Estates. 

1.  A close  called  Blunt’s  (3  a.  1 r.  2p.),  and  a piece  of  meadow  called  Acre 
Meadow  (one  acre),  part  of  the  manor  of  Fyliol,  in  the  parish  of  Earl  Stonham, 
settled  by  Deed,  19  Edward  4th,  in  trustees,  upon  trust  to  permit  the  church- 
wardens to  receive  the  rents  and  profits,  and  thereout  to  pay  3s.  4>d.  a year  for 
mending  the  highways  in  and  about  Earl  Stonham,  and  bestow  the  residue  for 
-he  common  benefit  of  the  inhabitants. 

2.  Land  called  Bradfield,  in  the  parish  of  Stowmarket,  and  Cook’s  Close,  in 
Stow-upland,  containing  together  20  acres,  settled  in  trustees  by  George  Reeve, 

42d  Elizabeth,  for  maintaining  a schoolmaster  to  teach  the  children  of  the 
poorest  people  in  learning,  or  else  for  the  relief  of  poor  people,  or  the  repairs 
of  the  church-way,  or  such  other  charitable  uses  as  to  the  trustees  and  the 
churchwardens,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  should  be  thought  most  fit ; the 
schoolmaster  to  be  provided,  placed  and  displaced  by  the  trustees  and  church- 
wardens, or  the  majority  of  them. 

The  Hale  Field  (about  seven  acres),  settled  at  the  same  time,  the  profits 
thereof  to  be  employed  yearly  towards  apprenticing  and  buying  books  for  the 
said  children. 

The  Mill  Field,  six  acres,  settled  at  the  same  time  for  the  use  of  the  poor. 

3.  A messuage  and  two  pieces  of  land  (about  three  acres),  in  Earl  Stonham, 
called  Dunham’s,  settled  by  Deed,  15th  Henry  8th,  upon  trust,  for  the  com- 
modity and  easement  of  the  township  of  Earl  Stonham. 

4.  Premises  in  Earl  Stonham,  formerly  called  the  Guildhall,  now  used  as 
a schoolhouse,  and  a barn  and  20  acres  of  land  called  Thradstone’s,  in  Thorney 
and  Saxton  and  the  hamlet  of  Stowmarket,  settled  in  the  15th  Edward  4th,  in 
trust,  for  the  use  and  behoof  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Earl  Stonham. 

5.  The  Burnt  House  Land  (eight  acres),  purchased  in  1681,  for  the  use  of 
the  parish,  with  sundry  benefactions,  and  money  arising  from  the  sale  of  wood 
on  part  of  the  other  charity-estate.  The  sum  of  4/.  19-?.  9^.  a year  is  charge- 
able on  this  estate  for  the  relief  of  the  poor,  as  interest  of  the  benefactions,  and 
1 /.  a year,  part  thereof,  is  specifically  applicable  to  buying  gowns  for  two  poor 
women. 

6.  Some  other  pieces  of  land,  purchased  for  and  appropriated  to  the  general 
use  of  the  parishioners. 

The  property  above  mentioned,  which  is  partly  freehold  and  partly  copy- 
hold,  is  under  the  direction  of  certain  feoffees  and  the  churchwardens  for  the 
time  being. 

By  Deeds,  dated  the  3d  and  4th  November  1814,  the  close  called  Blunt’s, 
with  the  piece  of  meadow  called  Acre  Meadow,  part  of  the  manor  of  Fyliol, 
the  lands  called  Bradfield’s,  the  property  called  Dunham’s,  and  the  tenement 
called  Thradstone’s,  were  conveyed  to  11  trustees  (of  whom  Messrs.  Samuel 
Martin,  John  Marriott,  Joseph  Bird,  John  Matthew,  George  Mayhew,  Candler 
Bird,  Thomas  Cooper,  and  Robert  Marriott  are  living),  with  a proviso,  that  when 
the  number  of  trustees  should  be  reduced  to  three  or  two,  the  survivors  should 
convey  the  premises  to  10  or  12  substantial  persons  of  Earl  Stonham,  or  sub- 
stantial owners  of  land  there ; and  the  copyhold  parts  of  the  property  are 
vested  in  some  of  the  trustees  by  surrender  and  admission.

The  rents  are  carried  to  the  same  general  account,  and  applied  partly  in 
paying  a salary  of  9/-  to  a schoolmaster,  for  which,  and  the  use  of  the  school- 
house,  he  instructs  eight  poor  boys  as  free  scholars ; in  providing  clothes  for 
the  scholars,  the  expense  being  between  S /.  and  9 /•  a year  ; in  buying  gowns 
for  two  poor  women,  1 /.  a year  ; in  an  allowance  for  the  support  of  a Sunday- 
school,  about  13  /.  a year  ; and  in  a distribution  of  money  among  poor  persons 
belonging  to  the  parish,  amounting  in  general  to  13/.  or  14/.  a year  ; and  the 
rest  of  the  income,  after  paying  quit-rents,  expense  of  repairs,  and  other  out- 
goings and  contingent  expenses,  including  that  of  an  entertainment  to  the 
trustees,  tenants,  and  others,  amounting  to  about  4 /.  or  51.  a year,  is  applied 
in  payment  of  the  expenses  of  the  constable  and  of  the  churchwardens,  or  other- 
wise  for  the  general  benefit  of  the  inhabitants. 

Regular  accounts  are  kept,  and  the  rents  appear  to  be  properly  applied ; but 
it  is  right  to  notice  that  Mr.  John  Martin,  the  churchwarden,  who,  though  not 
a feoffee,  has  acted  as  such,  and  Mr.  Joseph  Bird,  one  of  the  feoffees,  are 
themselves  occupiers  of  part  of  the  lands,  which  they  took  without  previous 
valuation,  or  using  means,  by  offering  the  lands  to  others  or  otherwise,  of 
obtaining  the  best  rents  that  could  be  got.  The  rents  paid  by  these  individuals, 
as  well  as  the  rents  paid  by  the  occupiers  of  other  parts  of  the  property,  appear 
to  be  somewhat  below  the  actual  annual  value;  and  it  results  from  the  practice 
of  the  trustees  letting  lands  to  themselves,  that  they  cannot  demand  from  others 
without  difficulty  the  full  annual  value.  It  appears  to  us  that  Mr.  Martin  and 
Mr.  Bird  ought,  notwithstanding  the  agreement  under  which  they  hold,  to  pay 
an  advance  of  rent ; and  that  on  future  occasions  the  charity-estates  should  be 
let  by  tender  or  competition,  so  far  as  is  consistent  with  the  object  of  providing 
eligible  and  responsible  tenants. 


PARISH  OF  LITTLE  STONITAM. 

Beale’s  Trust. 

Little  Stonham.  The  Rev.  John  Beele  or  Beale,  by  his  Will,  dated  the  1st  March  1481,  and 

which  was  proved  the  5th  April  1509,  devised  as  follows  : “ Also  I bequeath 

Beale’s  Trust.  my  tenement  called  the  Pie,  with  a piece  of  ground  called  Caxtrelis,  and  a yard

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called  Ide’s  Yard,  unto  mine  attornies,  and  to  my  feoffees,  and  they  to  pay  Little  Stonham. 
yearly  the  rent  thereof,  and  find  sufficient  reparation  of  the  said  tenement.  Trust 

Also  I will  that  the  said  tenement  be  letten  ; and  that  it  may  be  worth  yearly,  ™»ti„Ued!  * 

beside  the  rent  and  reparation,  sufficiently  found,  I will  the  residue  be  disposed  ✓ 

in  the  roadway  in  the  said  town  there,  as  most  need  is  : also  I will  that  my 
feoffees  leave  it  in  feoffees  hands  as  they  find  it,  everlasting.” 

The  property  thus  devised  was  conveyed,  after  the  testator’s  death,  from 
time  to  time,  to  trustees,  for  the  purposes  of  the  will;  and  by  a deed  dated  the 
23d  January  I67O,  Thomas  Blomfield  and  John  Denny,  the  then  surviving 
trustees,  granted,  enfeoffed  and  confirmed  the  same  unto  Barnaby  Gibson,  and 
Barnaby  Gibson,  his  son,  John  Blomfield  and  William  Blomfield,  sons  of 
Thomas  Blomfield,  William  Blomfield  and  John  Blomfield,  sons  of  William 
Blomfield,  deceased,  Thomas  Harryson  and  Thomas  Dammont,  their  heirs  and 
assigns,  to  hold  to  them,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  according  to  the  form  and  effect 
of  the  will  of  the  said  John  Beale;  the  property  thus  conveyed  being  described 
in  the  deed  in  these  terms,  viz.  “ all  that  tenement  built  called  the  Pie,  other- 
wise the  Road-house,  situate  in  Stonham  aforesaid,  between  the  land  formerly 
of  John  Jernegan,  esquire,  afterwards  of  Henry  Blomfield,  and  late  of  Robert 
Cooke,  on  the  south  part,  and  the  way  called  Crowe’s-lane,  leading  from  the 
king’s  highway,  called  the  Road,  to  a close  formerly  of  Thomas  Crowe,  on  the 
north  part,  one  head  thereof  abutting  upon  the  said  roadway  towards  the  east, 
and  the  other  head  thereof  upon  the  land  formerly  of  Matilda  Jenner,  called 
Catissett,  towards  the  west,  and  containing  by  estimation  half  an  acre ; and 
also  two  pightles  divided,  situate  in  Stonham  aforesaid,  whereof  one  is  called 
Catissett,  containing  by  estimation  one  acre  and  a half,  be  it  more  or  less,  and 
divided  into  two  pieces,  and  a ditch,  and  lying  between  the  land  formerly  of 
the  said  John  Jernegan,  on  the  part  of  the  south,  and  the  said  way  called 
Crowe’s-lane,  on  the  part  of  the  north,  and  abutting  upon  the  rectory  lands  of 
Stonham  aforesaid  towards  the  west,  and  the  aforesaid  tenement  towards  the 
east ; and  the  other  pightle  is  called  Ide’s  Yard,  and  lies  between  the  roadway 
on  the  east  part,  and  the  rectory  lands  on  the  west  part,  and  abutting  upon  the 
aforesaid  way  called  Crowe’s-lane  towards  the  south,  containing  one  rood,  be 
the  same  more  or  less  : which  said  tenement  called  the  Pye,  with  the  aforesaid 
pightles,  they  (the  surviving  trustees),  together  with  Thomas  Blomfield,  deceased, 

| his  father,  the  said  Thomas  Blomfield,  William  Blomfield,  deceased,  and  Bar- 
bara Gibson,  deceased,  have,  by  the  feoffment  and  confirmation  of  William 
Blomfield  and  Gilbert  Denny,  and  by  deed  of  the  aforesaid  William  Blomfield 
and  Gilbert  Denny,  dated  the  30th  September  1641.” 

By  indenture  of  lease,  dated  the  30th  October  1696,  between  the  said 
Barnaby  Gibson,  the  elder,  and  Barnaby  Gibson,  his  son,  and  John  Blomfield, 
of  the  one  part,  and  Jonathan  Reeve  of  the  other  part,  reciting  the  will  of  the 
said  John  Beale,  and  the  said  deed  of  the  23d  January  I67O,  and  further  recit- 
ing that  the  said  tenement  and  premises  had  for  several  years  past  been  in  the 
possession  of  the  said  Jonathan  Reeve,  under  the  yearly  rent  of  12/.,  and  the 
said  rent  had  been  employed  according  to  the  intent  of  the  said  will ; and  that 
the  said  tenement  contained  two  parlours  and  the  chambers  over  them,  a 
kitchen,  a low  lodging-room,  a brewhouse,  and  four  chambers  over  them,  all 
under  one  roof,  one  room  to  set  a cheese-press  in,  a dairy,  a gate-house,  a little 
drinking-room,  all  under  a roof,  one  stall  joining  to  the  said  rooms,  one  bam 
standing  by  itself,  one  fuel-house,  one  wood-house,  and  a hog-house,  under  another 
roof,  and  a hogstye  joined  to  it;  and  reciting  that  the  said  tenement,  being  an 
ancient  tenement,  and  a long  time  since  built,  though  several  sums  of  money 
were  yearly  laid  out  for  the  repair  thereof,  according  to  the  will  of  the  said  John 
Beale,  was  in  the  last  year  very  much  in  decay,  both  in  the  foundation  and 
other  parts  thereof,  which  upon  a view  it  appeared  would  take  a great  sum  to 
perform,  and  to  bring  the  said  tenement  in  repair,  according  to  the  true  mean- 
ing of  the  said  will,  beyond  the  ordinary  yearly  revenue  thereof,  and  that 
nothing  could  be  spared  thereout  towards  the  repair  of  the  said  roads,  the 
said  will  directing  that  the  said  tenement  should,  out  of  the  revenue  thereof 
be  kept  in  sufficient  repair,  and  then  the  overplus  of  the  revenue,  beyond  the 
charge  of  the  repairs  thereof,  should  be  deposited  in  the  repair  of  the  said 
roads  ; and  reciting,  that  thereupon,  by  consent  and  direction  of  the  said  feof- 
fees, and  of  other  inhabitants  of  the  said  town,  the  said  Jonathan  Reeve  had 
with  his  own  money  laid  out,  about  the  necessary  repairs  of  the  said  tenement. 
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Little  Stonham.  the  sum  of  140/.  11  s.  4 d.,  as  appeared  by  his  accounts  of  disbursements  depo- 
— — sited  in  the  parish-chest  for  the  future  manifestation  thereof ; and  recitino- 

^continued  ^ aPPeare<l  t°  the  said  feoffees  and  other  inhabitants,  that,  beyond  the  said 

/ sum  aforesaid  laid  out  by  the  said  Jonathan  Reeve,  there  was  a necessity  of 

laying  out  the  further  sum  of  80/.  for  completing  the  reparations  of  the  said 
tenement,  which  said  money  the  said  Jonathan  Reeve  had  agreed  to  lay  out, 
and  also  to  keep  the  said  tenement  in  tenantable  reparation,  and  to  pay  yearly 
the  sum  of  3 /.,  without  any  [deductions  whatsoever,  to  be  yearly  laid  out  in  the 
reparation  of  the  roads  and  ways  there,  upon  the  terms  after  mentioned,  to 
which  proposition  of  the  said  Jonathan  Reeve  they  the  said  feoffees  and  other 
the  inhabitants  had  agreed,  and  the  rather  because  it  appeared,  by  several 
leases  made  of  the  said  tenement  and  lands  in  the  reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth, 
that  the  same  were  letten  for  13.9.  4 d.  a year  beyond  the  necessary  charge  of 
repairs,  which  the  then  tenant  was  to  do  at  his  own  expense  : It  was  witnessed, 
that  the  said  Barnaby  Gibson,  Barnaby  Gibson,  and  John  Blomfield,  for  the 
considerations  therein  mentioned,  did  bargain,  demise,  grant,  and  to  farm  let, 
unto  the  said  John  Reeve,  his  executors,  administrators  and  assigns,  all  the 
aforesaid  tenement  and  premises  comprised  in  the  before-abstracted  feoffment ; 
to  hold  unto  the  said  Jonathan  Reeve,  his  executors,  administrators  and  assigns, 
from  the  feast-day  of  the  Annunciation  of  the  Virgin  Mary  then  last,  for  the 
term  of  lGO  years  from  thence  next  ensuing,  and  fully  to  be  complete  and 
ended  ; yielding  therefore  yearly  the  rent  or  sum  of  31.  to  be  applied  in  manner 
before  mentioned,  free  from  all  incumbrances  : and  the  said  Jonathan  Reeve 
thereby  covenanted  to  pay  the  rent,  and  to  repair  and  amend  the  then  defects 
in  the  repair  of  the  said  tenement,  and  that  he  would,  at  his  and  their  own 
costs  and  charges,  yearly  and  every  year,  during  the  continuance  of  this  pre- 
sent demise,  uphold,  maintain  and  keep  the  said  tenement  and  premises  in  all 
sorts  of  necessary  and  tenantable  reparations,  and  so  well  and  tenantably  repaired, 
kept  and  upheld,  should  leave  and  yield  up  unto  the  subsequent  feoffees  of  the 
said  tenements,  lands  and  premises,  at  the  end  of  the  said  term:  provided  always 
and  upon  condition,  that  if  the  said  yearly  rent  of  3/.  should  be  in  arrear  and 
unpaid  as  aforesaid  by  the  space  of  20  days  next  after  the  days  and  times 
appointed  for  payment  thereof,  or  if  the  said  Jonathan  Reeve,  his  executors, 
administrators  or  assigns,  should  not,  from  time  to  time,  and  at  all  times,  during 
the  continuance  of  the  said  demise,  at  his  and  their  own  costs  and  charges, 
uphold,  maintain  and  keep  all  and  every  the  said  tenement  and  premises  in 
necessary  and  convenient  reparation  of  all  sorts,  then  and  thenceforth  it  should 
and  might  be  lawful  to  and  for  the  said  Barnaby  Gibson,  Barnaby  Gibson  the 
younger,  and  John  Blomfield,  their  heirs  or  assigns,  or  the  future  feoffee  of 
the  said  tenement,  lands  and  premises,  to  re-enter  into  all  and  every  the  said 
tenement,  lands  and  premises,  and  the  same  and  every  part  thereof  to  have 
again,  re-possess  and  enjoy,  as  in  his  and  their  former  estate  and  estates,  any 
thing  therein  contained  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

Since  the  date  of  the  trust-deed  of  the  23d  January  1670,  the  charity-estate 
has  again  been  conveyed  to  successive  new  trustees,  and  ultimately,  by  a deed- 
poll,  dated  18th  November  1805,  with  livery  of  seisin  indorsed,  Nathaniel  Lee 
Acton  (therein  described  as  the  last  and  only  surviving  trustee  of  the  lands  and 
premises  thereinafter  mentioned)  did,  in  accomplishment  and  performance  of 
the  last  will  and  testament  of  John  Beale,  clerk,  formerly  rector  of  Little 
Stonham,  grant,  enfeoff,  deliver  and  confirm  the  said  tenement  called  the  Pye, 
otherwise  the  Road  House,  and  the  said  two  Eighties,  unto  John  Vernon, 
esquire,  since  deceased,  Henry  Bullock,  now  of  Overtown  House,  near  Marl- 
borough, esquire,  Edward  Fuller,  of  Carlton  Hall,  Saxmundham,  esquire,  John 
Glover,  now  of  Freeston,  near  Boston,  clerk,  Henry  Seekamp,  merchant,  now 
deceased,  John  Goymour,  farmer,  since  deceased,  Robert  Lanman,  shopkeeper, 
since  deceased,  and  Charles  Blomfield  the  younger,  of  Folkingham,  in  the 
county  of  Lincoln,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  to  hold  to  them,  their  heirs  and 
assigns,  to  the  proper  use,  true  intent,  and  according  to  the  tenor,  form  and 
effect  of  the  last  will  and  testament  of  the  said  John  Beale,  free  from  all  other 
estates  and  incumbrances  made  by  the  said  Nathaniel  Lee  Acton,  or  the 
former  trustees  of  the  said  premises,  the  rents  and  services  from  thenceforth  to 
become  due  and  payable  to  the  chief  lord  or  lords  of  the  fee  or  fees  of  whom 
the  said  premises  were  holden  excepted;  “and  also  except  one  indenture, 
bearing  date  on  or  about  the  30th  day  of  October,  which  was  in  the  year  of

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our  Lord  1696,  whereby  Barnaby  Gibson  the  elder,  Barnaby  Gibson  the  LlttJe  Stonham' 

younger,  and  John  Blomfield,  former  trustees  of  the  premises,  for  the  consi-  Beale's  Trust, 

derations  therein  mentioned,  did  demise  the  said  premises  unto  Jonathan  continued. 

Reeve,  innholder,  his  executors,  administrators  and  assigns,  from  the  feast-day  v — * 

of  the  Annunciation  of  our  blessed  Lady,  Saint  Mary  the  Virgin,  last  past  before 

the  day  of  the  date  of  the  same  indenture,  for  the  term  of  160  years,  the  now 

residue  of  which  said  term  of  160  years  is  since,  by  mesne  conveyances  and 

assurances,  come  to  and  vested  in  Gibson  Mann,  of  Ipswich,  in  the  said 

county  of  Suffolk,  brewer,  his  executors,  administrators  and  assigns,  in  trust 

for  me  the  said  Nathaniel  Lee  Acton,  my  executors,  administrators  and 

assigns.” 

The  interest  in  the  lease  dated  the  30th  October  1696  was  sold  after  the 
decease  of  Gibson  Mann  above  named,  and  became  the  property  of  Mr.  Joshua 
Head,  late  of  Ipswich,  brewer,  deceased,  and  is  now  vested  in  Mr.  Jeremiah 
Head,  of  Saint  Mary  Stoke,  Ipswich,  and  Mr.  James  Ransome,  of  Ipswich,  the 
executors  of  the  will  and  personal  representatives  of  the  said  Joshua  Head,  for 
the  benefit  of  persons  interested  under  his  will. 

The  messuage  called  the  Pye  (which  is  an  inn  and  posting-house  on  the  road 
from  London  through  Ipswich  to  Norwich),  with  the  buildings  and  part  of  the 
land  adjoining,  held  under  the  lease  of  the  30th  October  1696,  are  in  the 
occupation  of  Mr.  James  Bevan,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  65 /.;  and  the  land  called 
Ide’s  Yard,  which  it  is  stated  was  given  up  by  Mr.  Gibson  Mann,  when  he  was 
interested  under  the  lease,  to  the  late  Mr.  John  Thurston,  is  in  the  occupation 
of  William  Tydeman,  a gardener,  at  the  rent  of  31.  3s.  a year.  Tydeman  is 
sub-tenant  to  a Mr.  Richard  Beck,  who  rents  the  Ide’s  Yard  and  adjoining  pro- 
perty, which  belonged  to  Mr.  John  Thurston,  as  tenant  to  Mr.  Frederick 
Seekamp,  of  Ipswich,  who  married  a daughter  of  Mr.  John  Thurston ; Mr. 

Seekamp  is  stated,  however,  to  be  interested  in  the  property  only  as  guardian 
of  his  infant  children*. 

Mr.  Bevan,  the  occupier  of  the  Pye,  pays  on  behalf  of  his  landlords  the  sum 
of  31.  a year,  the  rent  reserved  by  the  lease  of  the  30th  October  1696,  and  that 
rent  is  usually  paid  to  the  surveyors  of  the  highways,  and  sometimes  to  the 
churchwardens. 

The  inn  appears  to  have  been  held  as  part  of  the  property  attached  to  a 
brewery  at  Ipswich,  which  was  carried  on  by  the  late  Mr.  Mann,  and  after- 
wards by  Mr.  Joshua  Head.  It  used  to  be  let  at  35  /.  a year,  and  the  rent  was 
afterwards  raised  to  4 51.  a year,  the  tenant  being  then  restricted  to  take  his 
malt  liquor  and  other  liquors  of  Mr.  Head,  but  on  that  restriction  being  after- 
wards taken  off,  on  the  occasion  as  is  represented  of  the  brewery  business  being 
discontinued,  the  rent  was  raised  to  its  present  amount. 

For  a long  time  past  much  complaint  and  dissatisfaction  have  existed  in  the 
parish  on  account  of  the  extraordinary  length  of  term  for  which  the  lease  was 
granted,  and  the  disproportion  between  the  rent  reserved  by  the  lease  and  that 
produced  by  underletting  the  premises;  and  in  1819  a petition  was  presented 
in  the  Court  of  Chancery  by  the  rector  and  churchwarden  of  the  parish  of 
Little  Stonham,  praying  that  the  lease  might  be  declared  to  be  void,  and  might 
be  delivered  up  to  be  cancelled,  and  for  other  relief,  but  the  petition  was  dis- 
missed at  the  hearing,  on  the  ground,  as  we  are  informed,  that  the  Court 
considered  it  had  not  jurisdiction  to  grant  such  relief  upon  petition  ; and  the 
expense  of  the  proceeding,  which  amounted  to  upwards  of  85  /.,  was  defrayed 
with  part  of  the  sum  of  250/.  which  had  been  borrowed  under  the  trust  as  to 
the  Town  Farm  after  mentioned,  and  for  payment  whereof  the  rents  of  that 
farm  are  retained. 

The  inn  and  buildings  are  in  extremely  bad  repair,  and  indeed  in  some 
parts  almost  in  a ruinous  condition.  From  the  great  age  of  the  buildings, 
however,  and  their  inconvenient  construction,  it  may  be  doubted  perhaps 
whether  any  mere  reparation  would  suffice  to  render  the  premises  suitable  at 
the  present  day  for  the  purposes  of  a commodious  inn.

* It  is  represented,  that  in  1815  Thurston  endeavoured  to  sell  the  Ides  yard,  but  could  not  do  so  for 
want  of  a title;  and  that  eight  poplar  trees  standing  on  the  ground  were  sold  by  Ihurston  about  12 
years  ago  for  24  L,  and  cut  down. 
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It  is  represented  that  endeavours  have  been  made  to  sell  the  interest  in  the 
lease,  and  that  they  have  failed  in  consequence  of  doubts  being  entertained  of 
its  validity > and  it  is  not  improbable  that  the  same  cause  has  prevented  the 
j parties  interested  from  expending  money  in  repairs  and  improvements,  for 
which  the  length  of  term  yet  unexpired  would  probably  under  other  circum- 
stances hold  out  sufficient  inducement. 

The  interests  of  this  charity,  or  public  trust,  appear  to  require  that  pro- 
ceedings should  be  taken  for  determining  whether  the  lease  can  be  set  aside, 
and  whether  any  compensation  can  be  recovered  on  account  of  value  or  profit 
received,  and  on  account  of  neglect  to  repair.  For  want  of  pecuniary  means 
the  parishioners  allege  that  they  cannot  institute  another  suit  or  proceeding, 
and  the  trustees  take  no  part  or  interest  in  the  affairs  of  the  charity. 

Gowle’s  Chauity. 

Margaret  Gowle,  by  her  Will,  dated  the  1st  July  1523,  devised  the  lands 
after  mentioned  unto  divers  superstitious  uses  for  99  years,  and  after  the 
expiration  thereof  to  be  sold,  and  the  money  arising  therefrom  to  be  employed 
to  charitable  uses. 

In  pursuance  of  a decree  of  Commissioners  of  Charitable  Uses,  made  in  the 
21st  James  1st,  whereby  it  was  decreed  that  William  Blomfield,  heir  of  Margaret 
Gowle,  should  convey  the  premises  to  trustees,  the  said  William  Blomfield,  by 
deed,  dated  8th  April  1626,  conveyed  to  Sir  Robert  Crane  and  13  others 
a close  or  pightle,  with  a way  thereto  belonging,  in  Chilton  hamlet,  containing 
by  estimation  four  acres,  three  pieces  of  arable  land  in  Great  Stowfield,  con- 
taining respectively  one  acre,  two  acres,  and  six  acres,  with  a way,  and  two 
acres  of  arable  land  called  Chilton  Hall  Pightle,  upon  trust,  to  bestow  the 
profits  of  the  same  to  and  for  the  relief  of  the  poor  inhabitants  of  the  town  of 
Little  Stonham  for  the  time  being,  according  to  the  meaning  of  the  said 
decree. 

The  premises  were  subsequently  conveyed  by  deed,  dated  5th  July  1721,  to 
Barnaby  Gibson  and  four  others,  as  new  trustees. 

The  estate  is  under  the  management  of  the  churchwarden  and  other 
parishioners,  and  consists  of  five  pieces  of  land,  containing  together  about  15 
acres,  in  the  hamlet  of  Chilton,  in  the  parish  of  Stowmarket,  which  are  let  to 
Mr.  Candler  and  Mr.  Freeman,  as  yearly  tenants,  at  rents  amounting  together 
to  20/.  a year,  the  fair  value,  and  the  rents  are  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  coals, 
which  are  given  to  the  resident  poor  of  Little  Stonham  during  winter. 

The  Town  Farm  Gibson’s  Charity  ; Blomfield’s  Charity. 

Thomas  Crowe , by  Will,  dated  12th  March  1483,  devised  as  follows : “ I be- 
queath Rawlyns-a-Thorn,  my  tenement,  to  the  common  wele  of  the  town  of 
Stonham  Jerningham,*  wherein  the  said  lands  lieth,  paying  rent  and  service  to 
the  chief  lords  of  that  fee,  that  is  to  say,  to  discharge  the  tenement  of  the  said 
town  of  the  tax  when  it  cometh,  except  that  I will  no  gentleman  be  relieved 
thereby  in  anywise ; and  that  my  feoffees  make  a lawful  estate  to  five  or  seven 
freemen  of  good  condition  to  the  same  intent ; and  evermore  when  the  said 
feoffees  decease  till  three  or  two,  then  I will  that  new  feoffment  be  made  by  the 
most  part  of  the  said  town,  and  so  feoffment  after  feoffment  for  evermore.” 

Barnaby  Gibson,  by  Will,  dated  the  1st  January  1597>  gave  20/.  as  a stock  for 
the  use  of  the  poor  of  Little  Stonham,  and  the  legacy,  with  10/.,  (being  the 
money  of  the  inhabitants  of  Little  Stonham,)  was  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of 
a piece  of  land  with  a cottage  thereon,  and  a pightle,  called  Black  Acre,  in 
Little  Stonham,  which  were  conveyed  by  deed,  dated  17th  April,  11th 
Charles  1st,  to  trustees,  upon  trust,  to  apply  the  rents  of  the  piece  of  land  and 
cottage  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  of  the  parish,  and  the  rents  of  the  pightle  for 
the  payment  of  rates  and  other  charges  within  the  town. 

Under  the  gift  of  William  Blomjield,  in  or  about  the  year  1685,  some  lands 
called  the  Town  Pieces  were  appropriated  to  the  purpose  of  providing  bread 
for  the  poor. 

These 


* The  ancient  name  of  the  parish  of  Little  Stonham. 
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These  estates  are  vested  in  trustees,  but  are  under  the  order  or  management 
of  the  churchwarden  and  some  of  the  parishioners,  and  consist  of  the  following 
particulars : 

1.  A house,  barn,  outbuildings,  and  37  a.  1r.  Op.  of  land,  including  waste 
and  highways,  let  to  James  Bevan,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  56 /.  a year,  the  full 
value. & This  comprises  Crowe’s  estate,  the  Black  Acre  pightle,  and  the  Town 
Pieces,  3 a.  3r.  21  p. 

2.  The  double  cottage,  purchased  with  Gibson’s  donation,  and  a piece  of 
garden-ground  adjoining,  partly  taken  off  the  waste,  let  at  51.  105.  a year,  the 
fair  value. 

The  rents  are  applied  as  a stock  for  the  common  weal  of  the  parish- 
ioners, the  first  head  of  expenditure  being  the  repairs  of  the  church,  which 
amount  to  about  51.  a year.  Of  late,  however,  nearly  the  whole  of  the 
surplus,  beyond  the  amount  of  the  repairs  of  the  church,  has  been  applied 
towards  raising  a fund  for  the  discharge  of  a debt  of  250/.,  borrowed  about  12 
years  ago,  for  repairing  the  bells,  building  a vestry-room,  and  other  purposes  ; 
of  which  debt  about  100/.  yet  remains  unpaid. 

The  rents  of  the  Town  Pieces  appear  to  have  been  retained  for  discharging 
the  expense  of  a trust-deed,  and  no  bread  has  therefore  been  distributed  for 
some  time.  It  is  now,  however,  intended  to  distribute  the  annual  rent  or  value 
of  those  lands  in  bread ; and  it  appears  to  us  the  rent  of  the  double  cottage 
should  also  be  distributed  in  money  or  bread  among  the  poor.

Mouse’s  Gift. 


The  sum  of  20/.,  given  by  Gilbert  Mouse  for  providing  bread  for  eight  poor  Mouse’s  Gift, 
people  on  Good  Friday  and  St.  Thomas’s-day  annually,  was  some  time  ago,  as 
is  understood,  expended  in  repairs  of  the  high  roads,  or  otherwise  for  the 
public  benefit  of  the  parishioners,  and  the  annual  donation  of  bread  was  sus- 
pended; but  in  consequence  of  an  agreement  in  vestry  about  11  years  ago,  the 
payment  of  interest  was  resumed,  and  the  sum  of  20  s.  a year  is  provided  out  of 
the  rents  of  the  Town  Farm,  and  distributed  among  poor  persons  in  bread. 

The  Constable’s  Pightle. 

A piece  of  ground  in  this  parish,  containing  about  3 r.  38  p.  appears,  by  The  Constable’s 
usage  or  otherwise,  to  be  appropriated  to  the  constable  of  the  township.  The  Pightle. 

ground  is  surrounded  by  land  belonging  to  Mr.  Charles  Blomfield,  of  Little 
Stonham,  and  is  in  his  occupation  with  his  own  farm.  It  was  formerly  enclosed 
by  a fence,  but  the  fence  was  removed  by  Mr.  Blomfield  some  years  ago. 

It  was  the  habit  of  Mr.  Blomfield’s  father,  which  was  continued  for  some  time 
by  himself,  to  pay  1 /.  a year  for  the  Constable’s  Pightle  to  the  churchwarden, 
and  there  were  several  entries  of  the  receipt  of  the  money  in  the  churchwar- 
den’s-book  ; but  since  1S17,  when  Mr.  Blomfield  was  churchwarden,  the  payment 
has  been  withheld,  and  he  endeavoured,  when  in  possession  of  the  churchwar- 
den’s-book,  to  obliterate  or  efface  the  entries  therein  relating  to  the  payment. 

We  have  examined  Mr.  Blomfield,  and  also  other  persons  as  witnesses,  on 
the  subject  of  this  land,  and  we  are  of  opinion  that  Mr.  Blomfield  ought  to 
separate  the  land  from  his  own  by  a fence  or  boundary,  and  pay  the  arrears  of 
the  yearly  sum  of  1/.,  and  that  he  should  give  up  the  land,  or  if  he  continues 
in  possession,  that  he  should  pay  for  it  hereafter  a fair  equivalent,  whichap- 
pears  to  be  about  11.  65.  a year  ; and  we  have  since  been  given  to  understand 
Mr.  Blomfield  has  submitted  to  act  in  conformity  with  this  suggestion. 


Devereux’s  Charity. 

Robert  Devereux , by  Will,  dated  the  15th  December  1685,  bequeathed  10/.  Devereux’s  Charity; 
to  be  paid  to  the  feoffees  of  the  town  of  Little  Stonham,  that  the  interest  thereof 
might  be  distributed  as  his  gift  on  Christmas-day,  by  the  discretion  of  the 
minister  and  churchwardens,  to  the  most  indigent,  aged  and  ancient  of  the  poor 
of  that  parish. 

In  consideration  of  the  above-mentioned  sum  of  10/.,  Barnaby  Gibson,  by 
deed  dated  2d  October  1687j  conveyed  unto  John  Blomfield  and  three  others, 
and  their  heirs,  a piece  of  pasture  with  the  appurtenances,  containing  by  esti- 
mation 1a.  2 r.  in  Little  Stonham,  near  the  messuage  and  inn  there  called 
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the  Pie,  in  trust,  to  apply  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  premises  according 
to  the  will  of  the  said  Robert  Devereux.  & 

This  land  now  appears  to  be  only  half  an  acre,  but  whether  the  estimate  of  its 
quantity  in  the  deed  was  erroneous,  or  it  has  been  diminished  by  encroachment 
cannot  be  ascertained:  it  forms  part  of  a pightle  of  1 a.  Or.  18  p.,  of  which 
the  remainder  is  glebe  land  belonging  to  the  rector. 


The  land  is  in  the  occupation  of  Mr.  Bevan,  the  tenant  of  the  Pie  Inn,  and 
appears  to  have  been  pointed  out  to  him,  when  he  became  tenant,  by  the  late 
Mr.  Head,  assignee  of  the  lease  of  the  Pie  Inn,  as  being  part  of  the  inn  pre- 
mises, but  he  was  informed  he  would  have  to  pay  some  annual  sum  to  the  church- 
warden, and  he  accordingly  paid,  and  was  allowed  out  of  his  rent,  10  s.  a year. 
The  subsequent  assignees  of  the  lease,  however,  declined  to  make  that  allowance, 
and  in  consequence  there  are  four  years  rent  due,  which  Mr.  Bevan,  however, 
has  undertaken  to  pay  to  the  churchwarden  when  he  settles  for  his  rent  of  the 
inn.  The  land  is  worth  about  12  s.  a year.

Kirk’s  Charity. 

A piece  of  copyhold  land,  containing  1 a.  3 r.,  which  was  left  by  George  Kirk 
in  or  about  the  year  1610,  for  two  poor  men  and  their  families,  is  vested  in 
Mr.  Dynes,  as  survivor  of  certain  trustees  under  an  admission  in  1771  • The 
land,  with  about  17  perches  of  waste  ground  lately  added  to  it,  is  in  the  occu- 
pation of  Mr.  Boby,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  4 1.  10  s.  a year,  and  the  rent  is  divided 
by  the  churchwardens  and  some  of  the  principal  inhabitants,  at  Christmas, 
among  poor  persons  of  the  parish. 

Brownrigg’s  Gift. 

Brownrigg's  Gift.  The  sum  of  12  s.  a year  is  paid  as  a rentcharge  out  of  Willisham  Hall  estate, 
by  Mr.  Boby,  the  occupier,  and  is  distributed  with  Kirk’s  charity.  This  pay- 
ment originated  under  a donation  of  10/.  by  John  Brorcnrigg , in  1661.

The  lands  appear  to  us  to  be  let  on  proper  terms,  and  the  rents  are  properly 

applied. 

Some  land,  formerly  part  of  the  church-estate,  was  sold  for  redemption  of 
the  land-tax,  and  a surplus  arising  from  the  sale  was  laid  out  in  the  purchase 
of  186/.  Is.  6d.,  3 per  cent  consols,  the  dividends  of  which  were  applied 
with  the  rent  of  the  land.  In  1816  the  stock  was  sold  for  114/.  4s.,  and  the 
money  applied  in  part  in  repairs  of  the  church,  in  repairing  or  building  the 
vestry,  and  in  repairing  the  workhouse  and  poors  cottage,  and  the  surplus  was 
carried  to  the  current  account  of  the  churchwardens.  The  stock  was  sold 
under  a notion  that  it  might  be  applied  under  the  Land-tax  redemption  Act, 
in  the  same  way  as  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  church-land,  but  we  think  it 
would  be  proper  to  replace  the  stock  by  the  gradual  application  of  a part  of 
the  church-rates  for  the  purpose. 

Personal  Property. 

The  sum  of  27  in  the  hands  of  the  churchwardens,  is  appropriated  to  buy- 
ing fuel  for  the  poor,  and  is  occasionally  applied  in  buying  coals,  which  are 
carted  gratis  by  the  farmers,  and  sold  to  the  poor.  It  is  not  known  how  the 
fund  was  given. 


PARISH  OF  BRETTENHAM. 

Durrant’s  Gift  ; Church  Land. 

These  charities  comprise  a rentcharge  of  1 /.  a year,  issuing  out  of  a field 
called  Crouch  Field,  given  by  James  Durrant,  by  Will,  1st  June  1644,  to  be 
distributed  to  the  poor  of  the  parish  ; and  a piece  of  land,  containing  about 
two  acres  and  a half,  appropriated  to  the  reparation  of  the  church. 


PARISH  OF  CHELLESWORTH. 

Nightingale’s  Charity. 

Robert  Nightingale , in  1580,  devised  a copyhold  estate  held  of  the  manor  of 
Chellesworth  for  the  use  of  the  poor. 
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The  estate  is  vested  in  three  trustees.  It  comprises  about  21  acres  of  land 
lying  in  four  different  fields  in  the  parish,  and  is  let  to  William  Ennals,  on  lease 
for  14  years  from  Michaelmas  1814,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  32/.,  beiim-  the  full 
annual  value. 

The  rents  are  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  coals  and  clothing,  which  are  dis- 
tributed by  the  trustees  among  poor  persons  of  the  parish. 

Thurloe’s  Dole. 

A yearly  rentcharge  or  sum  of  30s.,  given  for  the  use  of  the  poor  by 
Elizabeth  Thurloe , is  paid  out  of  an  estate  in  this  parish  belonging  to  Sir 
Robert  Pocklington,  and  is  laid  out  by  the  churchwarden  in  bread,  which  is 
distributed  on  Lady-day  at  the  church. 


PARISH  OF  ELMSETT. 

Glanvill’s  Gift. 

The  yearly  sum  of  3 s.  is  paid  out  of  a piece  of  land  called  the  Grove,  now- 
parcel  of  the  glebe,  under  the  gift  of  the  Rev.  Richard  Glanvill , and  is  laid 
out  in  bread,  which  is  distributed  among  six  aged  poor  persons,  conformably 
to  the  donor’s  intention. 


Coe’s  Gift. 

The  Rev.  Moses  Coe  in  1726  bequeathed  15/.,  that  two  thirds  of  the  interest 
thereof  might  be  distributed  among  the  poor  attending  the  church  service  and 
sacrament,  and  one  third  of  the  interest  might  be  given  to  such  poor  children 
as  make  the  best  responses  when  examined  in  the  Catechism. 

The  fund,  with  some  arrears  of  interest,  and  the  profit  arising  from  a pur- 
chase and  sale  of  stock  in  which  it  was  at  one  time  invested,  now  amounts  to 
501.  The  money  is  in  the  rector’s  hands,  at  interest  of  51.  per  cent.  Two 
thirds  of  the  interest  are  distributed  yearly  among  poor  persons,  and  the 
remainder  is  applied  in  the  purchase  of  Bibles  and  religious  books  for  the  use 
of  the  children  w ho  attend  to  be  publicly  catechised  in  the  church. 


PARISH  OF  HADLEIGH. 

The  Market-rents  Trust. 

By  Indenture,  dated  12th  November,  17  Henry  6th,  William  Clopton,  esquire, 
granted  to  Augustine  Dunton  and  14  others,  a piece  of  land  in  Hadleigh,  called 
Church  Croft,  belonging  to  the  manor  of  Topsfield  Hall,  with  a building 
thereon,  and  the  market  and  fair  used  to  be  held  there,  as  belonging  to  the  said 
manor,  with  the  liberties,  rights  and  customs  belonging  to  the  market  and  fair, 
(excepting  a certain  piece  of  land,  and  a long  house  then  lately  built  thereon, 
near  the  churchyard,  called  the  market-house,  with  the  rooms  underneath 
called  almshouses,)  and  5s.  of  annual  rent  out  of  a piece  of  land  and  other 
premises  therein  mentioned  ; to  hold  to  the  said  Augustine  Dunton  and  others, 
their  heirs  and  assigns,  saving  to  the  said  William  Clopton  and  his  heirs  the 
amerciaments  and  forfeitures,  as  well  for  the  assize  of  bread  and  ale,  and  other 
victuals,  wraifs  and  strays,  and  other  forfeitures,  as  from  perquisites  of  courts 
there,  and  rendering  therefore,  annually,  to  the  said  William  Clopton  and  his 
heirs,  65.  8 d.  of  yearly  rent. 

The  property  and  privileges  comprised  in  the  grant  have  been  transferred 
from  time  to  time  to  new  trustees,  and  finally  by  deed  of  feoffment,  dated  24th 
May  1792,  Jonathan  Hart  and  William  Grimwade  (to  whom  the  particulars 
after  mentioned  had  been  conveyed  by  deed  of  feoffment,  dated  the  day  pre- 
ceding, for  the  purpose  of  conveying  the  same  to  new  feoffees)  enfeoffed  unto 
the  Rev.  George  Watson,  D.  D.  since  deceased,  then  rector  of  Hadleigh,  and 
19  others,  (of  whom  Robert  Terry  and  Daniel  Wade  are  now  the  only  survi- 
vors,) their  heirs  and  assigns,  a messuage  theretofore  called  the  Guild-hall,

rentcharge  of  10/.,  out  of  premises  in  Tuddenham,  granted  the  18th  November  " ^ — - 

1790  by  Robert  Terry,  in  exchange*  for  a messuage  and  premises  in  the  mar- 
ket-place in  Hadleigh,  then  in  his  occcupation,  being  part  of  the  said  estate 
called  the  Market-rents ; a messuage  near  the  market-place,  known  by  the 
sign  of  the  Ram  ; and  a piece  of  land  called  the  Church  Croft,  with  the  houses, 
shops,  stalls  and  sheds  on  or  to  the  same  standing  or  appertaining ; and  the 
market  and  fair,  with  the  liberties,  rights,  emoluments  and  customs  thereto 
appertaining ; and  a yearly  rent  of  5s.  out  of  certain  premises  therein  men- 
tioned : upon  trust,  that  the  rents  and  profits  thereof  should  be  employed  for  the 
use  and  relief  of  the  poor  of  the  town  of  Hadleigh,  and  for  the  reparations  of 
the  church  of  Hadleigh,  and  for  such  other  uses  as  the  same  ought  to  be 
employed  to,  and  to  the  intent  that  when  the  feoffees  surviving  should  not 
exceed  six,  they  should  complete  the  number  of  trustees  to  be  20,  to  be 
appointed  by  the  surviving  feoffees,  and  that  a feoffment  should  be  made  of 
the  premises  to  such  feoffees  upon  the  trusts  aforesaid.

In  1794  it  was  agreed  by  the  feoffees  that  the  salary  of  2 /.  2s.  a year,  there- 
tofore paid  to  John  Corder,  as  bailiff*  of  the  fairs,  should  be  discontinued,  and 
that  he  should  receive  the  advantage  arising  from  stalls  in  the  fairs,  paying 
1 /.  1 s.  to  the  collector,  and  keeping  the  stall-stuff  belonging  to  the  feoffees  in 
proper  repair  at  his  own  expense,  which  he  still  does,  but  of  late  years  the 
market  at  Hadleigh  has  risen  in  importance,  and  in  1813  a corn-exchange  was

The  yearly  rents  and  profits,  after  deducting  a quit-rent  of  8 s.  8 d.,  the  ex- 
penses of  insurance,  the  salary  of  the  collector,  and  of  the  town-crier  for  attending 
the  feoffees,  and  the  expenses  of  repairs,  which  are  considerable,  are  paid  to  the 
churchwardens,  and  applied  for  the  repairs  of  the  parish-church. 

It  is  to  be  observed  that  no  trusts  are  declared  in  the  original  conveyance, 
but  trusts  similar  to  those  mentioned  in  the  deed  of  24th  May  1792  are  de- 
clared in  prior  deeds,  and  before  1768  it  had  been  usual  to  pay  the  salary  of 
the  church-organist  out  of  the  rents ; some  doubt,  however,  being  entertained 
as  to  the  propriety  of  such  payment,  the  opinion  of  counsel  was  taken  in  1768 
on  the  subject  of  the  application  of  the  rents,  and  the  feoffees  were  advised  that 
the  grant  was  to  be  construed  as  a general  gift  to  all  the  charitable  uses  of  the 
town,  under  the  discretion  and  appointment  of  the  feoffees,  and  that  they  might 
properly  apply  the  same  to  any  of  the  charitable  uses,  or  partly  to  each  respec- 
tive ancient  charitable  use,  viz.  the  repair  of  the  church,  the  poor,  the  bridges, 
and  cleansing  the  streets,  and  they  were  advised  to  apply  thp  same  to  any  of 
those  uses  rather  than  in  assistance  of  any  new  object  of  parochial  disburse- 
ments, and  that  any  of  those  ancient  applications  would  be  more  legal  and  less, 
objectionable  than  to  apply  the  rents  in  discharge  of  the  salary  of  the  organist, 
&c.  and  it  has  now  for  some  time  been  usual  to  apply  the  whole  of  the  clear 
rents  and  profits  for  repairs  of  the  church  in  the  way  mentioned  above. 

The  accounts  are  settled  annually  at  a meeting  of  the  trustees  in  April. 


The  Grand  Feoffment. 


The  Grand  Feoff- 
ment. 


The  estates  and  property  derived  under  sundry  charitable  donations  for  the 
poor  of  Hadleigh,  which  have  for  a long  period  been  combined,  are  vested  in 
trustees,  called  the  Grand  Feoffees,  and  have  been  conveyed  from  time  to  time, 
upon  trust,  that  the  rents  and  profits  thereof  should  be  employed  and  bestowed 
for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  town  of  Hadleigh,  and  such  other  uses  as  the 
same  ought  to  be  employed  to,  according  to  the  several  directions  and  appoint- 
ments of  the  several  donors,  with  a provision  that  when  the  feoffees  living  should 
not  exceed  six,  the  survivors  should  convey  the  premises  to  the  use  of  them- 
selves and  others  to  be  chosen  by  them,  to  make  20  at  the  least,  upon  the  same 
trusts. 

The  charities  and  property  thus  combined,  are  such  as  are  mentioned  below ; 
but  the  particulars  of  the  property  cannot  in  all  instances  be  distinguished  with 
reference  to  the  separate  donations,  and  the  fund  constituted  by  the  pecu- 
niary gifts  appears  to  have  been  from  time  to  time  laid  out  upon  the  real  pro- 
perty, or  in  current  expenses  of  the  general  trust*. 


William  Pylcenham , D.D.  rector  of  Hadleigh,  erected  12  almshouses  and 
a chapel  in  Magdalene-street,  (now  George-street),  for  24  poor  people,  and 
conveyed  to  feoffees  certain  lands  and  tenements  in  Whatfield,  Hadleigh,  Aid- 
ham,  Naughton,  Elmsett,  and  Semer ; and  by  his  Will,  dated  the  6th  April, 
12th  Henry  7th,  he  directed  that  the  parson  and  churchwardens  of  Hadleigh 
should  receive  the  rents  of  the  estates,  and  thereout  maintain  the  lands,  tene- 
ments and  almshouses,  and  bestow  the  residue  among  the  24  ahnspeople  towards 
their  sustentation  equally : and  he  further  directed,  that  the  almspeople  should 
attend  the  chapel ; that  if  any  of  them  should  misbehave,  the  parson  and  war- 
dens, after  twice  warning,  should  expel  them  ; that  on  the  death  or  removal  of 
any  of  them,  others  should  be  elected  by  the  parson  and  wardens,  and  four  ot 
the  feoffees  ; that  two  persons  only  should  be  lodged  in  each  of  the  houses,  that 
is,  man  and  wife  together,  or  two  men  together,  or  two  women  together  ; and 
that  such  persons  only  should  be  admitted  as  should  have  been  or  be  dwellers  in

* Note. — An  exception,  however,  should  be  made  of  the  sum  of  too  which  was  taken  in  the  year 
1758  out  of  the  funds  then  in  hand,  to  be  expended  in  repairs  of  the  church,  which  had  been  injured  by 
a tempest ; a proceeding  which,  though  pains  were  taken  at  the  time  to  support  it  by  colourable  reasons, 
seems  not  to  have  been  strictly  justifiable. 
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the  town  and  parish  of  Hadleigh,  of  good  conversation,  and  fallen  into  extreme 
poverty. 

Dr.  Goad  gave  two  almshouses  for  four  poor  people,  which  are  attached  to 
those  founded  by  Dr.  Pykenham. 

In  1533  a sum  of  money  raised  by  sale  of  church-plate  and  vestments  was 
laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  lands  for  the  maintenance  of  the  poor  in  the  alms- 
house.

John  Raven,  in  or  about  the  year  1540,  erected  four  almshouses  in  Benton- 
street,  for  eight  poor  inhabitants  of  Hadleigh,  and  conveyed  lands  in  Roydon 
and  Holton  to  feoffees,  that  the  rents  might  be  distributed  amongst  the  eight 
almspeople. 

John  Glanvel,  in  or  about  1616,  gave  lands  for  the  poor  in  the  almshouses. 

John  Raven,  M.  D.  in  1636,  bequeathed  50/.  to  be  laid  out  in  land  or  other- 
wise, to  buy  fuel  or  other  necessaries  for  the  poor  people  in  the  almshouses 
erected  by  his  ancestors. 

William  Berryfte,  in  1614,  bequeathed  20/.  for  buying  or  building  alms- 
houses for  the  poor  people  of  Hadleigh. 

William  Smith,  in  1624,  gave  30/.  for  providing  gowns  for  the  almsfolk  in 
Dr.  Pykenham’s  almshouses. 

Alice  Parkins  conveyed  two  tenements  in  Hadleigh,  that  with  the  rents  there 
should  yearly  be  bought  canvass  for  40  of  the  poor  inhabitants  of  the  town. 

Alice  Humfrey , by  Will,  in  1632,  gave  10/.  for  buying  smocks  for  poor 
women  dwelling  in  George-street. 


Richard  Glanfield,  in  1636,  devised  two  tenements,  that  the  yearly  rents 
might  be  laid  out  in  woollen  cloth  for  aged  men  and  women. 

John  Alabaster,  in  I667,  devised  three  tenements  in  Bridge-street,  a tene- 
ment in  Duck-lane,  and  a piece  of  pasture-land  in  Bacon’s-lane,  in  Hadleigh, 
for  the  payment  of  2 s.  a week,  every  Sabbath-day,  to  the  poor  people  of  Had- 
leigh. 

John  Calton,  in  or  about  1614,  bequeathed  52/.  to  provide  bread  to  be 
bestowed  every  Sunday,  after  evening  prayer,  to  twelve  poor  people. 

Thomas  Spencer,  D.  D.  bequeathed  20  marks  to  be  employed  in  bread  and 
corn  for  the  poor  inhabitants. 


John  Beaumont  gave  10/.  for  providing  wood  for  fuel  for  poor  inhabitants. 

Thomas  Orson  devised  a tenement  in  Hadleigh,  the  rents  thereof  to  be  dis- 
tributed among  the  poor  inhabitants. 


Oliver  Aylward,  in  1592,  gave  10/.  to  be  laid  out  on  real  estates  for  a similar 
purpose.- 

Edward  Gaell  gave  50/.  for  a similar  purpose. 

William  Gaell,  in  1606,  devised  two  tenements  in  Hadleigh  Bridge-street  for 
the  use  and  behoof  of  the  poor  people  of  the  town. 

Sir  Nicholas  Strutt  bequeathed  100/.  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  of  Hadleigh, 
which  was  subsequently  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  a freehold  and  copyhold 
estate  in  Polstead  and  Shelley. 

Ann  Strutt  bequeathed  50/.,  the  interest  thereof  to  be  yearly  employed  for 
the  relief  of  the  poor  inhabitants  of  Hadleigh. 

Thomas  Cook,  D.  D.  in  1679,  gave  40/.  for  a similar  purpose. 

Elias  Jordayn,  by  Will,  13th  February  1655,  gave  100/.  to  be  laid  out  in 
lands  or  otherwise  for  the  maintenance  of  the  schoolmaster  of  the  free-school 
of  Hadleigh,  towards  the  better  education  of  children. 

John  Alabaster,  sen.  by  Will,  20th  April  1667,  gave  a tenement  called 
Pofford’s,  and  12  acres  of  land  in  Coram-street,  that  the  rents  and  profits 
should  be  employed  for  a stipend  to  a sufficient  man,  who  should  teach  poor

Remarks. 


■"  There  was  an  exchange  made  about 
30  years  ago,  of  some  premises  in 
Hadleigh  for  other  premises  there, 
the  expediency  of  which,  we  appre- 
hend, cannot  now  be  inquired  into 
.with  any  good  effect. 

A great  part  of  this  property  was 
wood-land.  The  conversion  into 
arable-land,  in  1813-14,  is  now  ad- 
mitted on  all  hands  to  have  been  an 
injudicious  measure. 

’ Received  by  the  schoolmaster. 
This  land  ought  to  be  doled  or 
staked  out,  that  knowledge  of  the 
boundaries  may  not  be  lost. 


* Note. — In  an  old  account-book  is  a memorandum  as  to  the  property  given  by  J.  Alabaster,  to 
the  following  effect : 

“ This  tenement  and  lands  were  in  mortgage  at  the  decease  of  said  John  Alabaster,  for  three 
score  and  ten  pounds,  which  sum  was  soon  after  paid  to  his  son  and  executor,  J . Alabaster,  whereby 
this  gift  became  void  and  frustrate;  but  the  said  executor,  with  the  said  70 1.,  and  the  addition  of 
24 1.,  bought  two  acres  of  land,  being  a croft  or  meadow,  near  Topsfield  Bridge,  which  he  gave  for 
the  above  purpose,  as  appears  by  deeds  in  the  church-chest. 
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The  estates  appear  in  the  main  to  be  properly  let  and  managed. 

The  income,  after  deducting  expenses  for  repairs  and  management,  and  con- 
tingent expenses,  is  applied  to  the  support  of  the  almshouses,  in  allowances  in 
money,  clothing,  fuel  and  necessaries  to  the  poor  therein,  in  supplying  articles 
of  clothing  for  other  poor  persons  *,  bread  distributed  at  the’  church  t,  and  an 
allowance  to  a schoolmaster.  The  income,  until  lately,  was  such  as  generally 
to  leave  a considerable  balance  remaining  in  the  receiver’s  hands.  The  fol- 
lowing is  a statement  of  payments  allowed  at  the  audit  the  15th  January 
1828 : 7

It  appears  to  us  that  new  trustees  should  be  appointed  in  addition  to  the 
present,  and  that  the  estates  and  property  should  be  conveyed  to  the  use  of 
the  old  and  new  trustees. 

The  School. 

There  was  formerly  a grammar-school  at  Hadleigh,  kept  in  a house  or 
building  in  the  church-yard,  but  it  has  long  been  discontinued,  and  the  only 
endowment  we  have  discovered  for  its  support  is  the  gift  of  100/.  by  Elias 
Jordayn , mentioned  among  the  charities  vested  in  the  grand  feoffees 

A charity-school  is  kept  in  a house  belonging  to  the  grand  feoffees,  the 
master  of  which  has  the  use  of  the  schoolhouse ; 51.  5 s.  a year,  rent  paid 
under  Alabaster’s  gift  above  mentioned  ; 17 /.  a year  paid  by  the  grand  feoffees; 
7/.  a year  under  Beaumont’s  charity  after  mentioned;  and  51.  a year,  a rent- 
charge  on  a farm  called  Place  Farm,  in  Hadleigh.  The  latter  payment  pro- 
bably originates  under  the  gift  of  Edward  Clarke,  who  by  Will,  dated  18th 
February  1582,  gave  to  the  churchwardens  of  Hadleigh,  and  their  successors, 
a yearly  rent  of  5 /.  out  of  his  tenement  in  Hadleigh,  his  field  there  called 
Basset’s  Field,  and  two  crofts,  for  and  towards  a schoolmaster  to  teach  children 
there.  The  annuity  paid  out  of  Place  Farm  is  recognized  as  a charge  on  that 
property,  in  a purchase  deed  relating  thereto,  dated  11th  September  1708. 

The  schoolmaster  teaches  as  free  scholars,  in  reading  and  arithmetic,  six  boys, 
in  respect  of  Alabaster’s  gift,  appointed  by  the  rector ; six  others  in  respect  of 
Beaumont’s  charity,  who  are  appointed  by  the  trustees  of  that  charity ; and 
twelve  boys  appointed  by  the  grand  feoffees ; and  the  boys  remain  at  school 
three  years.  The  school  is  also  attended  by  several  other  children  as  pay- 
scholars. 

Fiske’s  Gift. 

John  Fislce,  by  Will,  20th  August  1615,  charged  his  estate  in  Wethering- 
sett,  now  the  property  of  Mr.  Charles  Roper,  with  the  payment  of  5 /.  a year, 

to 


* Note. — The  clothing  for  poor  people  of  the  town  is  given  on  St.  Andrew’s-day,  to  the  following 
amount:  poor  men,  32  coats,  other  poor  men,  12  waistcoats;  poor  women,  40  petticoats;  poor  per- 
sons, 40  shirts  or  shifts, 
f £.6.  a year. 
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to  be  laid  out  in  shiftning  cloth,  to  be  distributed  among  the  poor  widows  of 
George-street  on  Lady-day,  and  51.  a year  for  providing  bread  for  the  poor  of 
the  parish. 

This  annuity  of  10/.  is  applied  one  half  in  buying  hempen  cloth  for  poor 
widows  of  George-street,  and  one  half  in  the  purchase  of  bread,  which  is  dis- 
tributed at  the  church. 

Wfiiteing’s  Gift. 

John  Whiteing , by  Will,  16th  June  1643,  gave  40.9.  a year  to  be  distributed 
for  the  relief  of  some  honest  poor  people  in  Hadleigh. 

By  a decree  of  Commissioners  of  Charitable  Uses,  dated  the  8th  October 
1719,  reciting  that  it  had  been  found  that  the  annuity  of  40.9.  was  payable  out 
of  a house  in  High-street  (now  the  property  of  Mr.  Lamb),  it  was  decreed  that 
the  same  should  be  paid  thereout,  and  that  the  minister  and  churchwarden  of 
Hadleigh,  and  the  owner  of  the  house,  should  be  trustees  for  the  charity,  and 
distribute  the  gift. 

The  yearly  sum  of  40.9.  is  paid  by  Mr.  Lamb,  and  distributed  at  a meeting, 
at  which  the  churchwardens  attend,  among  poor  people,  sometimes  in  money 
and  sometimes  in  bread. 

Clark’s  Charity. 

Mary  Clark,  by  Deed,  25th  November  1743,  conveyed  to  trustees  a farm 
at  Foxearth,  in  Essex,  for  buying  and  providing  an  upper  garment  for  every 
poor  man,  and  a petticoat  for  every  poor  woman,  in  Dr.  Pykenham’s-row,  to 
be  given  yearly  on  the  15th  March. 

This  estate  has  been  conveyed  from  time  to  time  to  new  trustees,  and  Mr. 
Thomas  Gray,  of  Hadleigh,  is  now  the  sole  trustee,  or  the  only  acting  trustee. 

The  property,  which  consists  of  22  a.  2 r.  35  p.  of  land,  is  let  to  Mr.  Allen, 
on  lease  for  14  years,  from  11th  October  1816,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  33/.,  and 
the  rent,  after  necessary  deductions,  is  applied  in  the  first  instance  in  buying 
cloth  for  coats  and  petticoats,  given  to  the  poor  people  in  Dr.  Pykenham’s 
almshouses  and  those  at  Benton  End,  the  expense  of  which  is  about  21/.  6.9. 
a year,  and  the  surplus  of  the  rents  is  distributed  among  the  poor  in  the 
almshouses. 

We  think  new  trustees  should  be  chosen,  and  the  estate  conveyed  accord- 
ingly. 

Ann  Beaumont’s  Charity. 

Ann  Beaumont , by  Will,  dated  5th  August  1701,  made  in  execution  of  a 
power  of  appointment,  devised  and  appointed  a messuage  near  Hadleigh  Bridge, 
and  certain  lands  thereto  belonging,  in  the  parish  of  Hadleigh,  to  trustees  and 
their  heirs,  and  to  the  then  rectors  of  Hadleigh,  of  Hintlesham,  and  of  Lay- 
ham,  and  their  successors,  upon  trust,  to  pay  10  /.  a year  to  certain  annuitants, 
and  after  their  decease,  to  the  master  and  governors  of  Christ’s  Hospital,  in 
London,  for  charitable  purposes  in  the  will  specified,  and  to  pay  the  residue 
of  the  rents  of  the  premises  to  certain  persons  for  life ; and  after  their  decease 
she  gave  the  estate  to  the  town  of  Hadleigh,  subject  to  the  payment  of  the 
said  sum  of  10/.  a year,  to  be  disposed  of  as  follows,  viz.  that  the  trustees 
should  pay  51.  a year  to  the  schoolmaster  of  the  free-school  in  Hadleigh,  for 
teaching  six  poor  boys  of  Hadleigh  to  read,  write  and  cast  accounts,  and  their 
catechism,  besides  the  12  boys  that  then  belonged  to  the  foundation  of  the 
school,  the  said  boys  to  be  approved  of  by  the  minister  and  churchwardens  of 
Hadleigh  ; 40,9.  a year  to  the  schoolmaster,  in  order  that  he  might  lay  out  32,9. 
in  finding  loaves  for  the  six  boys,  that  every  of  them  might  have  one  for  break- 
fast every  morning  he  came  to  school,  and  8 s.  every  Christmas,  in  six  pair  of 
stockings  for  the  six  boys  ; 40  s.  a year  to  the  minister  of  Hadleigh,  to  be  laid 
out  in  linen  cloth  for  shiftning  caps  and  neckcloths  for  four  poor  aged  men  and 
four  poor  aged  women,  three-score  years  old;  and  40 s.  a year  to  defray  the 
charges  of  a dinner  of  the  trustees  at  the  audit  to  be  kept  yearly  for  ordering 
the  receipts  and  payments  of  the  estate  ; and  that  the  trustees  should  apply 
the  clear  overplus  of  the  rents  and  profits  in  binding  out  apprentice,  yearly, 
one  or  more  of  the  six  boys  taught  at  the  school  as  aforesaid,  to  such  trades 
as  the  audit  should  think  fit  and  approve  ; and  she  directed  that  when  the  trus- 
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tees  were  reduced  to  four, the  survivors  should  convey  the  premises,  so  that  the 
number  of  trustees  might  be  made  eight,  whereof  the  minister  for  the  parish  of 
Hadleigh  for  the  time  being  should  always  be  one. 

The  masters  and  governors  of  Christ’s  Hospital  having  refused  to  accept  the 
gift  of  the  annuity  of  10/.,  it  was  declared  by  a decree  of  the  Court  of  Chan- 
cery, made  the  29th  November  1769,  in  a suit  between  His  Majesty’s  attorney- 
general,  at  the  relation  of  Thomas  Tanner,  D.D.,  and  others,  informants,  and 
the  mayor,  commonalty  and  citizens  of  London,  governors  of  Christ’s  Hospital, 
and  others,  defendants,  that  the  appointment  of  the  said  annuity  of  10  /.  had 
devolved  on  the  Crown  ; and  by  a warrant  under  the  sign  manual,  dated  the  10th 
December  1784,  it  was  directed  that  the  annuity  should  be  applied  to  the  like 
charitable  uses  as  the  residue  of  the  estate  of  the  said  Ann  Beaumont  was  by  her 
will  directed  to  be  applied,  and  in  addition  to  such  residue. 

By  deeds,  dated  the  23d  and  24th  of  May  1792,  the  estates  in  the  will  men- 
tioned were  conveyed  to  the  then  rector  of  Hadleigh,  the  then  rectors  of  Hin- 
tlesham  and  Lay  ham,  and  12  other  trustees,  of  which  two  are  living,  upon  the 
charitable  trusts  above  mentioned. 

The  charity-estate  comprises  a cottage,  a barn  erected  11  or  12  years  ago,  and 
18  a.  2 k.  17  p.  of  land,  and  is  let  to  Mr.  Thomas  Gray,  on  lease  for  14  years 
from  Michaelmas  1826,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  42/.,  being  the  rent  which  was 
fixed  on  the  valuation  of  a surveyor. 

The  sum  of  160  /.  was  advanced  by  Mr.  Gray,  and  laid  out  in  building  the 
barn.  Part  of  the  money,  and  interest  thereon,  has  been  repaid  out  of  the 
rents,  and  about  80  /.  is  still  due. 

The  estate  is  subject  to  the  payment  of  3 /.  0 s.  8 d.  a year,  for  land-tax  and 
quit-rents. 

The  following  payments  are  yearly  made  : 

£.  7*  to  the  schoolmaster,  for  teaching  six  poor  boys  appointed  by  the  trus- 
tees, with  the  approbation  of  the  rector  and  churchwardens,  the  boys  continuing 
three  years  at  school ; 4 /.  18  a year,  for  providing  coats  and  caps  for  the 
boys  ; and  2 /.  a year  to  the  rector,  for  buying  linen,  &c.  for  poor  people  ; and 
the  residue  of  the  rents,  after  payment  of  interest  on  the  debt,  and  occasional 
sums  in  reduction  of  it,  and  defraying  the  expense  of  repairs,  and  that  of  an 
audit  dinner,  (for  which  it  appears  to  us  there  is  sometimes  too  large  an  allow- 
ance), is  applied  in  apprenticing  some  of  the  boys  educated  under  the  charity, 
the  apprentice-fee  given  being  generally  about  12/.  12  s.,  half  of  which  is 
paid  at  the  commencement,  and  the  remainder  at  the  expiration  of  half  of 
the  term  of  apprenticeship. 


Lost  Charities. 

Lost  Charities.  Of  the  following  donations  no  distinct  account  can  now  be  obtained : 

Eleazar  Cooke  gave  7 /.a  year  out  of  his  freehold  and  copyhold  lands  in  Had- 
leigh and  Polstead,  for  buying  black  frieze  for  poor  persons. 

Arthur  Gael!  gave  to  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  the  rents  of  a tenement 
in  Soddington-street,  for  putting  out  some  poor  boy  yearly  to  trade. 

Sundry  persons,  about  the  end  of  the  14th  and  beginning  of  the  15th  century, 
gave  donations  to  the  amount  of  7 0/.  or  thereabouts,  to  be  lent  to  young 
clothiers,  or  for  similar  purposes,  but  no  traces  of  the  funds,  except  in  the  me- 
morial of  the  gifts,  can  now  be  met  with. 
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This  property,  which  is  partly  of  copyhold  tenure,  is  vested  in  trustees,  whose 
number  when  complete  is  24,  in  trust  for  the  poor  of  the  parish  ; and  it  com- 
prises three  tenements  usually  occupied  by  poor  persons  rent-free,  and  28  a.  3r. 
of  land,  let  to  three  yearly  tenants  at  rents  amounting  to  53/.  per  annum,  which 
is  the  full  annual  value. 

The  rents,  subject  to  a deduction  for  repairs  and  other  expenses  of  the  trust, 

are 
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are  distributed  annually  about  Christmas  among  poor  persons  belonging  to  the  Hitcham. 
parish,  in  various  sums  according  to  their  necessities. 

A sum  of  between  4 1.  and  51.  is  laid  out  for  the  expenses  of  the  trustees  and 
tenants  on  the  rent-day,  which  is  perhaps  more  than  the  occasion  requires. 

The  trustees  are  also  by  custom  admitted  tenants  to  a piece  of  copyhold  land 
called  Thieves  Acre,  or  Timber  Yard,  which  has  for  a very  long  period  been 
held  by  the  rector  for  the  time  being,  subject  to  the  payment  of  a noble  and 
a mark,  which  sum,  with  a voluntary  addition  by  the  rector,  making  in  the 
whole  5 /.,  is  yearly  laid  out  in  bread,  and  given  to  poor  persons  by  the  church- 
wardens. 

Almshouse. 

Sir  George  IValdegrave,  in  1663,  devised  two  tenements  as  an  almshouse  for  Almshouse, 
the  habitation  of  poor  persons,  and  the  lord  of  the  manor,  about  ten  years  ago, 
erected  two  other  tenements  in  lieu  of  the  former,  which  are  occupied  by  poor 
persons  placed  therein  by  the  rector  and  churchwardens. 

Sparrow’s  Gift. 

Benjamin  Sparrow,  in  1714,  granted  a rentcharge  of  18  s.  a year,  out  of  Sparrow’s  Gift, 
lands  in  Hitcham  now  belonging  to  Mr.  Abraham  Dakin,  for  the  teaching  of 
two  poor  children.  This  annuity  is  paid  to  a schoolmistress  for  teaching  one  or 
two  poor  children  to  read. 


PARISH  OF  KERSEY. 

Nightingale’s  Charity. 

Robert  Nightingale,  by  Will,  dated  3d  March  1580,  gave  a tenement  in 
Kersey  for  one  or  more  persons  to  dwell  in,  at  the  discretion  of  the  church- 
wardens, with  the  consent  of  six  or  more  of  the  chief  inhabitants  ; and  he  also 
gave  a piece  of  copyhold  land,  for  the  relief  of  the  poor  aged  of  the  parish,  to 
be  let  for  the  best  price  by  the  churchwardens  and  six  of  the  chief  parishioners, 
and  the  rent  to  be  distributed  among  the  said  poor  yearly  on  Good  Friday ; and 
he  charged  his  copyhold  land,  holden  of  the  manor  of  Sampson’s  Hall,  with 
40  s.  a year,  for  instructing  poor  children  in  the  principles  of  the  Christian  reli- 
gion and  learning,  at  the  discretion  of  the  curate,  churchwardens  and  inha- 
bitants. 

The  cottage  was  rebuilt  at  the  expense  of  the  parish,  and  is  inhabited  by 
three  poor  families  placed  therein  by  the  overseers  of  the  poor. 

The  copyhold  land,  which  contains  2 a.  2 r.,  is  let  at  a parish  meeting  once 
in  seven  years  to  the  best  bidder,  and  the  rent  (now  5 l.  10  s.  a year)  is  distri- 
buted among  poor  persons  at  the  church  on  Good  Friday. 

The  annuity  of  40  s.,  which  is  received  by  the  churchwarden  from  the  tenant 
of  Mr.  Archer,  the  owner  of  the  land  subject  thereto,  is  paid  to  a schoolmistress 
for  teaching  six  poor  children  to  read.

PARISH  OF  KETTLEBASTON.

Two  parcels  of  land  in  Kettlebaston,  containing  about  half  an  acre  each,  are 
let  by  the  churchwardens  at  rents  amounting  at  present  to  6 /.  4 s.  a year,  which 
are  laid  out,  at  the  discretion  of  the  churchwardens,  partly  in  the  purchase  of 
coals,  which  are  distributed  among  the  poor  during  winter,  and  partly  in 
clothing  the  children  who  attend  the  Sunday-school.

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PARISH  OF  LAYHAM. 

Baker’s  Charity. 

The  Rev.  William  Baker,  by  Will,  dated  23d  August  1727,  gave  30 1.,  to  be 
by  the  minister  and  churchwardens  of  Layham  put  to  interest,  for  the  benefit 
of  the  poor  of  the  parish,  and  the  product  thereof  to  be  laid  out  in  bread,  and 
distributed  to  such  of  the  poor  as  commonly  keep  their  own  parish-church. 

The  legacy  was  laid  out  in  1740,  in  the  purchase  of  a field  of  about  one 
acre,  which  is  let  at  the  yearly  sum  of  31.  1 5 s.,  and  the  rent  is  distributed  in 
bread,  according  to  the  testator’s  directions. 


PARISH  OF  LINDSEY. 

Grinsey’s  Charity. 

A yearly  sum  of  15s.  paid  by  Mr.  John  Arthey,  as  the  owner  of  a piece  of 
pasture  land  in  Lindsey,  is  distributed  by  himself  at  Christmas,  under  the  name 
of  Grinsey’s  charity,  among  30  poor  widows. 

Nightingale’s  Gift. 

Robert  Nightingale,  by  Will,  3d  March  1580,  charged  his  field,  called 
Fifteen  Acres,  with  the  payment  of  5 s.  a year,  to  be  distributed  among  aged 
been  persons  on  Good  Friday ; but  we  find  no  traces  of  the  payment  having 
ever  been  made,  and  the  land  charged  appears  to  be  altogether  unknown. 


PARISH  OF  NAUGHTON. 

Jones’s  Gift. 

The  sum  of  20/.,  bequeathed  to  the  poor  by  the  Rev.  Henry  Jones,  in  1723, 
is  placed  in  a savings  bank  at  Ipswich,  and  the  interest  thereof  is  given  to 
aged  and  deserving  poor  persons,  at  the  discretion  of  the  minister  and 
churchwardens. 

Nightingale’s  Gift. 

A rentcharge  of  3 s.  A>d.  a year,  out  of  a field  called  Gazeley’s,  in  Naughton, 
was  given  for  the  poor,  as  understood,  by  Robert  Nightingale,  in  1583  ; but 
it  has  always,  as  far  back  as  can  be  traced,  been  carried  by  the  churchwardens 
to  their  general  account. 


PARISH  OF  SEMER. 

Doles. 

A rentcharge  of  20  s.  a year  is  paid  out  of  land  in  the  parish  of  Roy  don, 
belonging  to  the  Rev.  Mr.  Newman,  having  been  devised  by  John  Goodall,  in 
1607,  to  be  given  in  bread  to  aged  poor  of  Semer,  on  St.  John’s-day  ; and  the 
sum  of  205.  a year  is  paid  out  of  the  poor-rates,  for  providing  bread  for  the 
poor,  as  interest  of  20/.  arising  from  the  sale  of  a cottage  which  formerly 
belonged  to  the  poor.  These  annual  sums  are  laid  out  by  the  churchwardens 
in  bread,  which  is  given  among  poor  persons. 
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PARISH  OF  THORPE  MORIEUX. 

Poors  Money. 

The  sum  of  10/.,  given  by  William  Bowl,  for  the  poor,  is  held  by  Robert 
Mumford,  of  Thorpe  Hall,  at  interest  of  5 per  cent,  and  the  interest  is  dis- 
tributed annually  among  poor  persons.

An  abatement  of  15/.  per  cent,  is  made  to  the  tenants,  being  required  by 
the  present  state  of  value  of  agricultural  produce. 

The  land  at  Finningham  was  vested  at  an  early  period  in  trustees,  for  the 
sole  use  of  the  town  of  Bacton ; that  at  Old  Newton  was  purchased,  in  or 
before  the  reign  of  James  the  1st,  with  100/.  paid  by  the  headboroughs  and 
inhabitants  ; and  the  land  at  Bacton,  part  of  which  is  copyhold,  was  anciently 
held  by  trustees  for  exoneration  from  taxes,  and  other  aid  of  the  inhabitants 
at  their  discretion. 

The  rents,  after  deducting  quit-rents,  11.  %s.  lid.  a year,  and  proper 
allowances,  are  applied,  to  the  necessary  extent,  in  payment  of  the  expenses 
attendant  on  the  office  of  the  churchwarden,  and  the  remainder  is  paid  to  the 
overseers  of  the  poor,  and  applied,  with  the  funds  collected  by  rate,  for  the 
relief  of  the  poor.

A rentcharge  of  13 s.  4 d.  a year,  called  Dame’s  Gift,  is  paid  out  of  the 
estate  of  the  Right  Hon.  John  Hookham  Frere  ; and  a rentcharge  of  8s. 
a year,  called  J Barren’s  Dole,  is  paid  out  of  an  estate  in  the  possession  of 
Edward  Cooper,  the  property  of  William  Tomline,  esquire.  These  rentcharges 
are  applied  with  the  rent  of  the  town  lands,  but  ought,  as  it  appears  to  us,  to 
be  separately  distributed  among  poor  persons.

The  school-building  is  understood  to  have  been  given  by  one  Peter  Duck. 

The  estates  have  been  conveyed  from  time  to  time  to  new  trustees,  upon 
trust,  as  to  the  farm  in  the  occupation  of  S.  Giessing,  for  the  uses  mentioned 
in  the  Will  of  Robert  Lake,  dated  in  1473,  namely,  the  payment  of  fifteenths 
and  other  subsidies  chargeable  on  the  inhabitants,  the  repairs  of  the  parish 
church,  and  the  relief  of  the  poor  of  Mendlesham ; and  upon  trust,  as  to  the 
rest  of  the  premises  (of  the  acquisition  of  which  no  account  can  be  given), 
partly  for  the  maintenance  of  a master  to  teach  children  in  the  free-school  at 
Mendlesham,  and  partly  for  the  common  use  and  advantage  of  the  parishioners, 
according  to  ancient  usage. 

The  income  derived  from  the  property  has  long  been  applied  as  a general 
fund  in  the  following  manner  : 

The  sum  of  20  /.  a year  is  paid  to  the  master  of  the  school,  at  which  15  poor 
children  nominated  by  the  trustees  are  instructed  gratuitously  in  reading, 
writing,  and  arithmetic,  with  about  the  same  number  of  pay-scholars ; the  sum 
of  20/.  a year  is  paid  for  the  maintenance  of  a Sunday-school,  and  finding 
books  for  the  children,  and  bonnets  and  frills  for  the  girls  attending  that  school ; 
and  the  remainder  of  the  rents,  after  providing  for  repairs  and  contingent 
expenses,  is  appropriated  partly  to  the  repairs  of  the  church,  and  partly  to  the 
relief  of  the  poor,  at  the  discretion  of  the  trustees  ; and  of  late  a sum  amounting 
to  nearly  200/.  a year  has  been  distributed  by  the  trustees,  churchwardens  and 
principal  inhabitants,  weekly,  in  vestry,  among  widows,  and  aged  and  infirm 
poor  persons,  in  various  sums  according  to  their  necessities. 
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PARISH  OF  WETHERINGSETT. 

Town  Lands. 

This  property,  which  is  under  the  management  of  trustees,  comprises 
43  a.  2r.  14p.  of  land,  in  Wetheringsett,  partly  copyhold,  let  to  Ann  Ham- 
mond for  11  years,  from  October  11th  1825,  at  65/.  a year;  a barn,  and  22 
acres  of  land  in  Witheringsett  and  Brockford,  let  to  George  Taylor  for  the 
same  term,  at  331.  a year;  10  acres  of  land,  formerly  called  Rook’s,  let  for  the 
same  term  to  John  Peck,  at  15/.  a year;  and  a tenement,  called  Redding  Poke 
Hall,  another  called  Mumford’s,  and  three  other  tenements,  all  occupied  by 
paupers  or  poor  families. 

The  rents  of  the  lands,  after  deducting  for  land-tax  and  quit-rents,  are 
applied  in  repairing  the  tenements  ; in  payment  of  a dole  of  1 /.  10s.  a year, 
distributed  among  six  poor  widows  of  Wetheringsett  and  Brockford  ; a dole  of 
31.  a year  among  poor  persons  of  the  same  place,  with  a preference  to  those  of 
Brockford  ; in  the  repairs  of  the  parish-church  ; and  in  supplying  fuel,  blankets 
and  pecuniary  aid  to  the  poor  : such  course  of  application  being  conformable  to 
the  intention  of  the  donors  of  different  parts  of  the  property,  and  usage. 

Shepherd’s  Charities. 

The  Rev.  John  Shepherd , by  Will,  28th  November  1707,  gave  40s.  a year 
(which  is  charged  on  land  called  the  Church  Pightle  in  Wetheringsett)  to  be 
expended  as  follows,  viz.  20s.  to  buy  meat  and  drink  for  a dinner  for  20  poor 
persons  of  Wetheringsett  and  Brockford  on  Lady-day,  5 s.  for  making  ready 
the  dinner,  2 s.  6d.  to  the  parson  for  reading  prayers  before  dinner,  2 s.  6d. 
for  ringing  a peal  after  dinner,  and  10  s.  to  be  distributed  among  the  20  poor 
persons ; and  he  further  gave  5(^s.  a year  (charged  on  an  estate  at  Kelshall)  to 
the  parson  to  buy  six  twopenny  loaves,  weekly,  for  six  poor  persons  of  Wether- 
ingsett, to  be  named  by  him. 

These  annuities  are  paid  and  applied  according  to  the  donor’s  intention.

This  property,  the  original  acquisition  of  which  is  unknown,  is  vested  in  six 
persons  as  surviving  trustees,  under  a deed  dated  in  1793,  in  trust  for  the 
relief  of  the  poor  inhabiting  within  the  parish  of  Bedfield  ; and  it  comprises  two 
houses,  occupied  by  poor  persons  rent-free,  and  a barn  and  39  acres  of  land, 
let  to  John  Ling,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  56/.  a year. 

The  rents  of  the  land,  after  necessary  deductions,  and  the  expense  of  an 
annual  dinner  of  the  trustees,  being  about  3 /.,  is  laid  out  by  the  churchwardens 
in  coals  and  clothing,  which  are  distributed  among  poor  persons  of  the  parish. 


PARISH  OF  MONK  SOHAM. 

Town  Lands. 

This  property  was  last  conveyed  to  new  trustees,  by  deeds  of  the  9th  and 
10th  August  1792,  and  of  the  eight  trustees  then  appointed,  two  only,  namely 
Mr.  Thomas  Garneys  and  Mr.  William  Ray,  are  living. 

I he  trusts  mentioned  in  the  deeds,  are  to  employ  and  dispose  of  the 
annual  rents  and  profits  of  the  lands  and  premises,  for  and  towards  the  main- 
tenance, relief  and  support  of  the  poor  inhabitants  of  Monk  Soham,  in  such 
manner  as  to  the  trustees  or  the  major  part  of  them  should  from  time  to  time 
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Monk  Soham.  seem  proper  ; and  it  is  provided  that  the  trustees  or  the  major  part  of  them 

— — should  yearly,  on  Easter  Tuesday,  appoint  one  of  their  number,  or  some  other 

inhabitant  of  Monk  Soham,  to  manage  and  look  after  the  premises  until  the 
Easter  Tuesday  next  following,  and  until  that  time  receive  the  rents  and 
profits  to  the  use  of  the  trustees  ; and  that  such  person  should,  on  the  Easter 
Tuesday  following  his  election,  deliver  to  the  trustees,  or  the  major  part  of 
them  present  at  a meeting  of  the  trustees  on  that  day,  in  every  year,  to  be  had 
at  the  parish-church  of  Monk  Soham,  a true  account  in  writing,  of  his  receipts 
and  disbursements,  and  of  all  business  done  in  the  management  of  the  estate  • 
and  that  when  the  trustees  should  by  death  or  otherwise  be  reduced  to  three 
such  three,  or  the  survivors  or  survivor  of  them,  should  forthwith  elect  and 
make  choice  of  so  many,  and  such  other  fit  and  proper  persons,  to  be  trustees, 
with  the  surviving  trustees  or  trustee,  as  to  them  should  seem  convenient,  and 
thereupon  convey  the  premises  to  such  new  trustees  to  be  elected  as  aforesaid, 
their  heirs  and  assigns. 

Property  and  Rental. 

1.  A messuage  called  the  Guild  Hall,  occupied  by  poor  persons  (paupers) 
put  in  by  the  overseers  of  the  poor  with  the  consent  of  the  acting  trustee.

29  p., 
let  to  John  Hall,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  22/.  a year. 

5.  A close  called  Fullgood,  and  a meadow,  containing  together  18  a.  3r., 
let  to  Amos  Goodwin,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  20/.  a year. 

6.  Two  pightles  and  a piece  of  land,  containing  together  9 a.  1 r.  6p., 
let  to  William  Howard,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  10  /.  a year. 

The  lands  are  represented  to  be  let  at  their  fair  annual  value,  or  nearly  so. 

The  rents  are  applied  by  Mr.  Garneys,  the  sole  acting  trustee,  after  pay- 
ment of  quit-rents,  and  the  expense  of  a meeting  of  the  trustees,  parish-officers, 
and  some  of  the  parishioners,  on  Easter  Tuesday,  which  is  about  30s.  a year, 
in  repairing  the  Guild  Hall  and  cottages  occupied  by  poor  persons,  in  providing 
2s.  worth  of  bread  distributed  every  Sunday  at  the  church,  in  the  purchase  of 
coals  for  the  poor  in  the  Guild  Hall  and  cottages,  and  other  poor  persons  of  the 
parish  ; and,  as  to  the  surplus,  in  a distribution  of  money  among  poor  people, 
according  to  a list  made  out  at  the  annual  meeting.  The  surplus  distributed 
in  1825  was  15/.  3s.  3d. ; in  1826,  26/. ; and  in  1827,  33/. 

We  think  the  two  remaining  trustees  should  proceed  to  an  election  of  new 
trustees,  and  convey  the  estate  accordingly  j and  we  have  reason  to  believe  our 
recommendation  to  that  effect  will  be  complied  with.

The  rents  are  applied  towards  payment  of  the  expenses  attending  the  office 
of  churchwarden,  the  support  of  a Sunday-school,  the  purchase  of  clothing  for 
the  poor,  and  the  maintenance  and  repair  of  some  houses  standing  on  part  of  the 
estate,  which  are  used  as  a parish  poorhouse.

Baldry’s  Chanty  ; John  Baldry,  by  Will,  dated  14th  April  1689,  gave  his  copyhold  messuage 
° s an  y.  an(j  jan(js  jn  Monk  Soham  to  the  feoffees  of  the  town  of  Worlingworth,  upon 
trust,  with  the  rents  and  profits,  to  provide  a schoolmaster  to  educate  all  such 
poor  children  as  should  inhabit  in  the  town  of  Worlingworth,  to  read,  write  and 
cast  accounts,  free  of  charge  to  their  parents  ; and  he  devised  to  the  feoffees  a 
pightle  in  Bedfield  called  Gardiner’s  Pightle,  in  trust  that  they,  with  the 
churchwardens  of  the  parish,  should  apply  the  rents  yearly  towards  the  chari- 
table relief  of  such  of  the  poor  of  the  parish  as  should  by  them  be  thought 
most  in  need. 

John  Godbold,  by  Will,  13th  May  1698,  gave  120/.  for  the  yearly  increase 
of  the  salary  and  maintenance  of  a schoolmaster,  to  teach  and  instruct  the  youth 
of  Worlingworth  and  Allington  in  grammar,  writing  and  arithmetic ; and  he 
gave  to  the  use  of  the  poor  of  Worlingworth  two  messuages,  with  the  common- 
ages  and  appurtenances  thereto  belonging,  in  Worlingworth,  to  the  intent  that 
the  churchwardens  should  give  to  such  poor  people  as  should  be  present  at 
Divine  Service  every  Sunday  2 s.  worth  of  bread,  and  that  10  5.  a year  should 
be  paid  to  the  minister  for  service  and  a sermon  on  Ash-Wednesday,  and  the 
overplus,  if  any,  should  be  given  to  such  poor  as  should  be  present  at  the  ser- 
vice on  Ash-Wednesday. 

The  sum  of  120  /.  was  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  land  ; and  the  estates  of 
the  two  charities,  exclusive  of  the  Gardiner’s  Pightle  above  mentioned,  consist 
of  the  following  particulars  :

Part  of  the  rents  of  the  premises  devised  by  Baldly,  and  of  the  lands  pur- 
chased with  120/.,  are  applied  in  the  gradual  reduction  of  a debt  of  141  /.  195.  6d. 
incurred  in  procuring  a new  conveyance  of  the  freehold  part,  and  a surrender 
and  admission,  as  to  the  copyhold  part,  of  the  estates,  and  in  building  a large 
schoolroom  ; and  of  this  debt  about  56  /.  yet  remains  unpaid. 

The  expense  of  the  new  school  was  about  158  /.,  of  which,  however,  the 
sum  of  86  /.  or  thereabouts  was  raised  by  subscription. 

A salary  of  20  /.  a year  is  paid  to  the  master  of  the  school. 

With  the  rents  of  Gardiner’s  Pightle,  and  51.  a year  from  the  Town  Lands, 
and  the  rents  of  the  premises  devised  by  Godbold,  there  are  paid  10  5.  a year 
to  the  minister,  and  51.  4 5.  a year  for  bread  distributed  in  the  church  ; and  the 
residue  is  distributed  in  money,  on  the  Sunday  after  Ash- Wednesday,  among

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the  poor  people  of  the  parish,  a preference  being  given  to  widows,  widowers,  Worlingworth. 
aged  persons,  and  such  as  have  the  largest  families. 

A house  for  the  schoolmaster  was  built  in  1825,  upon  land  belonging  to  the  Godbold’s  Charity’ 
parish,  at  the  expense  of  Mr.  John  Corby , of  Woodbridge,  for  which  the  pri-  continued. 

vilege  was  reserved  to  him,  his  executors,  administrators  and  assigns,  of  sending  v ^ ✓ 

two  children  to  the  school  from  the  parish  of  Southolt. 

The  school  is  free  for  all  children  of  parents  of  Worlingworth,  who  occupy 
at  rents  not  exceeding  10/.  a year,  and  for  two  or  three  boys  from  the  parish  of 
Allington  ; and  the  master  is  allowed  to  take  pay-scholars,  not  exceeding  20  in 
number ; and  the  children  are  instructed  in  reading,  writing  and  accounts. 

The  number  of  free-scholars  is  60  or  70  ; and  the  school  is  satisfactorily  con- 
ducted.

The  property,  except  the  two  cottages  occupied  by  poor  persons,  is  let  at  the 
lull  value.

Jefferson’s  Gift. 

In  1819  the  Rev.  Joseph  Jefferson,  late  vicar  of  Cretingham,  settled  two  Jefferson’s  Gift, 
pieces  of  copyhold  land,  containing  together  two  acres,  in  augmentation  of  the 
glebe-land  belonging  to  the  vicarage,  for  the  use  of  his  successors,  subject  to 
the  payment  of  40  s.  a year  at  Michaelmas,  to  the  churcliAvardens  and  overseers 
for  the  benefit  of  the  poor. 

The  annuity  of  40  s.  is  laid  out  in  coals,  which  are  distributed  among  poor 
people. 
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PARISH  OF  KENTON.

The  rents  received  from  the  lands  are  expended  about  the  repairs  of  the 
church,  and  in  defraying  other  parish  charges. 

Garneys’s  Charity. 

Garneys’s  Charity.  Wentworth  Garneys , esquire,  by  Will,  dated  25th  March  1684,  devised 
a messuage,  farm,  and  lands,  in  Kenton,  two  pieces  of  land  adjoining  to  the 
said  messuage,  and  a cottage  in  Kenton,  to  the  minister,  churchwardens,  and 
overseers  of  the  poor  of  Kenton  and  Debenham,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  to  the 
intent  that  the  said  minister,  churchwardens,  and  overseers  for  the  time  being, 
should  distribute  the  rents  and  profits  amongst  such  poor  people  of  the  said 
parishes  as  they  or  the  major  part  of  them  should  see  fit. 

The  property  devised,  which  consists  of  a messuage,  farm,  and  lands,  con- 
taining about  22  acres,  and  a cottage,  is  let  to  Abel  Ashford  by  agreement  for 
seven  years,  at  31 1,  10 s.  a year,  which  is  the  full  value;  and  the  rents,  after 
deducting  a quit-rent  of  about  31.  a year,  taxes,  and  the  expense  of  repairs, 
are  divided  equally  between  the  two  parishes,  and  distributed  by  the  church- 
wardens and  overseers  among  poor  people,  according  to  the  size  and  necessities 
of  their  families.

Charles  Bedingjield , by  Will,  8th  February  1749,  gave  to  his  executors  80/., 
to  lay  out  or  secure  the  same  for  the  perpetual  relief  of  the  poor  of  the  parish 
of  Belstead. 

In  1754  the  legacy  of  80/.,  with  15/.  given  as  an  addition  to  it  by  Mary 
King , was  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  the  premises  after  mentioned  in  Belstead, 
which  were  conveyed  to  six  trustees,  upon  trust,  yearly,  on  the  1st  December, 
to  dispose  of  the  clear  rents  and  profits  for  the  relief  and  benefit  of  the  poor  of 
the  parish,  as  the  trustees  should  think  fit.  And  it  was  provided,  that  when  the 
trustees  should  be  reduced  to  twro,  the  survivors  should  convey  the  estate  to 
the  use  of  themselves  and  four  other  persons,  being  inhabitants  of  the  parish  of 
Belstead,  to  be  named  by  them,  upon  the  like  trusts. 

By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  the  release  dated  1st  March  1809, 
William  Cole,  heir  of  the  last  surviving  trustee,  conveyed  the  premises  to  Sir 
Robert  Harland,  bart.,  the  Rev.  Henry  Berners,  the  Rev.  Joshua  Rowley, 
Peter  Godfrey,  esquire,  William  Deane,  esquire,  and  Samuel  Harwood,  oi 
Belstead,  farmer,  and  their  heirs,  upon  the  same  trusts,  for  the  poor  ; and  upon 
trust,  that  when  the  trustees  should  be  reduced  to  two,  such  two  should  convey 
the  estate  to  themselves  and  other  persons,  to  be  nominated  by  them,  upon  the 
trusts  aforesaid. 


The 


Belstead. 
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The  charity-estate  consists  of  a double  cottage  and  four  acres  and  a half  of 
land.  The  cottage  is  let,  one  part  to  A.  Penner,  at  4/.  a year,  the  other  part 

to Davis,  at  the  same  rent;  the  land  to  J.  Serjeant,  at  7 /•  185.  9 d. 

a year. 

The  tenants  hold  from  year  to  year,  and  the  property  is  let  at  the  full  annual 
value. 

The  rents  are  received  and  distributed  by  Mr.  Harwood,  the  only  resident 
trustee,  after  deducting  for  repairs,  about  Christmas,  among  poor  persons, 
being  resident  householders  in  the  parish,  in  sums  apportioned  with  regard  to 
the  size  of  their  families  and  their  peculiar  exigencies. 

For  some  time  the  rents  were  misapplied,  being  paid  to  the  overseers  and 
used  in  diminution  of  the  rates ; but  in  1809  Sir  Robert  Harland  interfered, 
and  procured  a conveyance  to  be  made  to  new  trustees,  and  restored  the  charity 
to  its  proper  destination.  As  some  qustion  has  arisen  respecting  the  proper 
mode  of  distributing  the  charity,  we  think  it  proper  to  state,  that  considering 
the  general  terms  of  the  donation,  it  seems  to  us  to  be  competent  to  the  trus- 
tees to  distribute  the  income  among  such  poor  persons,  belonging  to  or  living  in 
the  parish,  as  they  consider  most  proper  objects  of  charity  ; but  as  one  only  of 
the  trustees  is  resident  in  the  parish,  it  is  advisable,  to  prevent  any  imputation 
of  partiality,  that  the  minister  and  parish  officers  or  other  principal  inhabitants 
should  be  consulted  as  to  the  distribution. 

Mary  King's  Charity. 

Mary  King,  by  Will,  dated  1st  August  1765,  bequeathed  the  residue  of  her 
personal  estate  to  the  Rev.  William  Garrod,  and  his  successors,  rectors  or 
vicars  of  Belstead,  in  trust,  to  put  out  the  same  at  interest  on  good  security,  for 
the  use  and  benefit  of  such  industrious  poor  persons,  living  in  Belstead,  as  should 
support  and  keep  themselves  out  of  the  workhouse  erected  in  the  hundred  of 
Sampford,  the  interest  thereof  to  be  annually  distributed  equally  amongst  such 
poor,  at  the  discretion  of  the  said  rector  or  vicar  for  the  time  being,  on  the 
feast-day  of  St.  Thomas. 

The  residue,  which  appears  to  have  amounted  to  200/.  or  thereabouts,  was 
lodged  in  the  hands  of  bankers  at  Ipswich  ; and  part  of  the  fund  appears  to 
have  been  lost  through  their  insolvency.  The  remainder  of  it,  150/.,  is  now  in 
the  hands  of  the  Rev.  William  Lane,  rector  of  Belstead,  who  is  desirous  to  dis- 
pose of  it  on  mortgage  or  other  security  ; and  if  no  other  eligible  security  can 
be  found,  it  seems  to  us  the  money  should  be  invested  in  the  purchase  of 
three  per  cent  consols,  in  the  names  of  the  rector  and  two  or  three  other 
trustees. 

Mr.  Lane  pays  6 /.  a year  as  interest,  which  is  distributed  among  poor 
persons  on  his  behalf,  he  not  being  resident,  by  a gentleman  who  lives  in  the 
adjoining  parish. 


PARISH  OF  EAST  BERGHOLT. 


The  Town  Lands. 

This  estate  was  purchased,  in  or  about  the  year  1695,  with  part  of  a fund 
called  the  Town  Stock,  which  had  arisen  from  contributions  in  and  before  the 
time  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  for  providing  victuals  to  be  sold  at  a cheap  rate,  and 
for  other  charitable  purposes. 

The  estate  was  last  conveyed,  in  trust,  by  deeds  of  22d  and  23d  July  IS  16, 
to  Peter  Godfrey,  esquire;  the  rector  of  East  Bergholt,  and  11  others,  and  it 
consists  of  the  following  particulars  : 

Six  cottages  at  Burnt  Oaks,  in  East  Bergholt,  let  at  17 /•  a year. 

A close  of  5a.  2r.  Ip.,  let  to  Thomas  Woodgate  for  eight  years,  from  11th 
October  1823,  at  9/.  a year.  This  close,  with  a sum  of  150/.,  was  received  in 
exchange,  under  the  powers  of  an  Inclosure  Act,  from  Mr.  Godfrey,  for 
2 a.  3r.  14  p.  of  land,  and  the  money  was  laid  out  in  repairing  the  cottages. 
The  exchange  was  very  advantageous  to  the  charity. 

Land  called  the  Cow  Pasture,  8 a.  3r.,  let  to  Mr.  A.  Constable  for  12  years, 
from  Michaelmas  1820,  at  30/.  a year. 
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The  property  is  let  for  the  full  value. 

The  trustees  are  also  possessed  of  80 /.  stock,  3 per  cent  annuities. 

The  income,  after  charges  for  repairs  and  necessary  outgoings,  is  laid  out, 
agreeably  to  the  usage  which  has  for  some  time  prevailed,  in  the  purchase  of 
linen  for  clothing,  which  is  given  to  poor  people  of  the  parish  according  to 
their  exigencies,  on  New  Year’s-day. 

The  School. 

Edward  Lamb,  by  Deed  of  Feoffment,  dated  25th  September  1589,  conveyed 
to  trustees  a schoolhouse  and  piece  of  land  in  Bergholt,  part  of  the  manor  of 
Illarys,  containing  one  rood,  to  the  intent  that  a free-school  should  be  upheld 
at  East  Bergholt,  for  the  time  to  come,  and  that  the  schoolmaster  thereof 
should  be  nominated  by  the  lord  of  the  manor  of  Illarys,  the  rector,  church- 
wardens and  four  of  the  chief  inhabitants  of  East  Bergholt,  or  the  major  part  of 
them,  whereof  the  lord  of  the  said  manor  should  always  be  one. 

By  Indenture,  dated  the  last  day  of  September  1589,  Lettice  Dykes  conveyed 
to  trustees  a messuage  or  tenement,  with  the  appurtenances,  two  groves  of 
wood,  and  30  acres  of  land,  called  Matthews,  in  Langham,  in  the  county  of 
Essex,  and  a messuage,  garden  and  land  in  Colchester,  and  all  other  her  mes- 
suages, lands  and  hereditaments  in  Langham,  East  Bergholt  and  Colchester,  to 
the  use  of  herself  and  the  heirs  of  her  body,  and  for  want  of  such  issue,  for  and 
towards  the  maintenance  and  finding  of  poor  children  in  learning  and  virtue, 
in  manner  following ; that  is  to  say,  that  with  the  revenues  of  the  premises  the 
trustees  should  pay  405.  for  teaching  six  children,  of  six  of  the  poor  people  of 
East  Bergholt,  to  read  and  write,  or  otherwise  405.  for  teaching  two  children, 
of  two  poor  people  of  Stratford  and  Langham,  grammar  and  good  learning, 
and  6 /.  for  teaching  six  of  the  children,  of  six  other  of  the  poor  people  of  East 
Bergholt,  grammar  and  good  learning,  such  several  children  to  be  nominated 
and  chosen  by  the  minister,  churchwardens,  and  four  of  the  chief  inhabitants  of 
East  Bergholt,  -or  the  most  part  of  them  ; and  that  the  trustees  should  employ 
any  surplus  there  might  be  of  the  clear  profits  of  the  premises,  for  the  main- 
tenance, teaching  and  instruction  of  the  poor  children  of  East  Bergholt  in  good 
literature  and  virtue,  at  the  discretion  of  the  minister,  churchwardens  and  four 
of  the  chief  inhabitants,  or  the  most  part  of  them. 

By  a deed,  dated  28th  September  1685,  Henry  Parker,  esquire,  lord  of  the 
manor  of  Old  Hall,  in  consideration  of  32/.,  enfranchised  and  conveyed  to 
John  Maxey  and  others,  and  their  heirs,  a messuage  in  the  street  of  East 
Bergholt,  near  the  church,  which  had  been  held  of  the  lord  by  the  yearly  rent 
of  10  d.,  upon  trust,  and  for  the  use  of  the  free  grammar-school  in  East 
Bergholt,  according  to  the  will  of  Lettice  Dykes,  foundress  of  the  said  school, 
paying  to  the  lord  of  the  said  manor  the  yearly  rent  of  10 d. 

The  school  property  held  under  these  endowments  consists  of  the  following 
particulars : 

A schoolroom  in  East  Bergholt,  and  a yard  adjoining. 

Lands  in  the  parish  of  Langham,  containing  26a.  Or.  33p.,  let  to  James 
Blyth  for  eight  years,  from  Michaelmas  1827,  at  36/.  a year. 

Land  in  the  parish  of  Langham,  7a.  3r.  33 p.,  and  a house,  barn  and  land, 
18a.  3r.  37p.  (copyhold),  in  the  parish  of  Dedham,  let  together  to  Robert 
Garrow  for  12  years,  of  which  four  years  were  unexpired  at  Michaelmas  1827, 
at  30/.  105.  a year. 

The  property  at  Dedham  was  received  in  exchange  many  years  ago  for  the 
premises  at  Colchester,  mentioned  in  the  deed  of  1589. 

New  trustees  for  the  school  were  appointed  in  1816,  and  the  estates  were 
conveyed  and  surrendered  respectively. 

There  is  also  belonging  to  the  school  the  sum  of  102  /.  4 5.  9 d.,  3 per  cent 
consols,  standing  in  the  names  of  three  of  the  trustees. 

The  premises  comprised  in  the  deed  of  the  28th  September  1685  have  not 
been  held  for  the  benefit  of  the  school  for  probably  almost  100  years,  and  the 
site  of  them  appears  to  be  included  in  the  park  or  grounds  belonging  to  the 
mansion-house,  called  Old  Hall,  belonging  to  Peter  Godfrey,  esquire.  No 
distinct  account  can  be  obtained  of  the  alienation  or  disposal  of  these  premises, 
but  there  is  reason  to  suppose  that  the  premises,  and  probably  some  land 

adjoining 
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adjoining  belonging  to  the  school,  were  sold  to  the  owner  of  Old  Hall  about 
the  year5 1735,  and  that  the  sum  of  102  L 4>s.  9 d.,  3 per  cent  stock  (of  the 
acquisition  of  which  no  other  account  can  be  given),  was  purchased  with  the 
money  arising  from  the  sale. 

Out  of  the  income  of  the  school  property  the  trustees  pay  40  l.  a year  as 
a salary  to  the  master  of  East  Bergholt  school,  for  teaching  30  boys  as  free- 
scholars  in  reading,  writing  and  arithmetic;  2/.  a year  to  a schoolmaster  at 
Stratford,  and  2/.  a year  to  a schoolmaster  at  Langham,  for  teaching  boys  of 
those  respective  parishes  ; and  after  providing  for  repairs,  they  apply  the  sur- 
plus to  the  support  of  a Sunday-school,  and  a school  of  industry,  at  East 
Bergholt. 

The  school  at  East  Bergholt  has  not  for  a long  period  been  maintained  as 
a grammar-school,  and  a school  of  that  description  is  not  wanted  at  the  place. 
It  appears  to  us  that  the  object  of  the  founders  is  carried  into  effect  as  nearly 
as  circumstances  will  allow. 


East  Bergholt. 
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Clarke’s  Charity. 

Edward  Clarke , by  Will,  20th  February  1720,  gave  three  cottages,  with  the  Clarke’s  Charity, 
appurtenances,  on  East  Bergholt  Heath,  and  a rentcharge  of  12  /.  a year  out  of 
his  messuage  and  farm  in  Tattingstone  (now  belonging  to  the  Sampford  hundred 
house  of  industry),  for  the  use  of  three  poor  industrious  widows  of  East 
Bergholt,  to  be  appointed  by  his  trustees  in  the  will  named. 

A conveyance  to  new  trustees  was  made  by  deed  dated  31st  December  1819. 

The  cottages  are  occupied  by  three  poor  widows,  who  receive  the  annuity 
in  weekly  sums,  after  some  deduction  occasionally  made  for  repairs  of  the 
cottages. 

Chaplin’s  Charity. 

Joseph  Chaplin , by  Will,  dated  26th  June  1725,  devised  an  estate  in  East  Chaplin’s  Charity. 
Bergholt  to  Henry  Hankey  and  his  heirs,  to  the  intent  that  the  rents  thereof 
might  be  applied  for  providing  coats  and  shoes  for  five  poor  men,  and  gowns, 
petticoats  and  shoes  for  five  poor  women,  at  East  Bergholt,  and  such  as  receive 
no  alms,  to  be  given  them  yearly,  but  not  to  the  same  persons  for  two  years 
together  successively,  by  the  owner  of  his  the  testator’s  manors  and  lands  in 
East  Bergholt,  who  should  have  the  nomination  of  such  poor  men  and  women. 

And  he  directed  the  overplus  of  the  rents  of  the  premises  to  be  given  amongst 
such  poor  men  and  women  at  Michaelmas,  yearly. 

Peter  Godfrey,  esquire,  the  owner  of  the  testator’s  manors,  &c.  is  the  trustee 
of  this  charity. 

The  charity-estate,  which  consists  of  a cottage,  barn,  and  14  a.  0 r.  13  p. 
of  land,  and  an  allotment  of  nearly  two  acres,  is  let  to  Mr.  Joseph  King,  for 
a term  of  12  or  14  years  from  1817,  at  30/.  a year,  the  full  value  ; and  the 
income  is  applied  in  providing  for  poor  persons  such  articles  of  clothing  as  are 
mentioned  in  the  will,  any  surplus  that  remains  being  distributed  among  them 
in  money. 

As  the  income  is  more  than  sufficient  to  effect  the  apparent  intention  of  the 
testator,  the  number  of  objects  has  been  increased  beyond  that  specified  in  the 
will ; but  it  is  found  difficult  to  confine  the  benefit  of  the  charity  to  persons 
not  receiving  parochial  relief.

Mitchell’s  Charity  ; Poors  Allotment. 

Elizabeth  Mitchell,  by  Indenture  of  Bargain  and  Sale,  enrolled  in  Chancery,  Mitchell’s  Charity  - 
dated  the  21st  September  1758,  in  furtherance  of  the  desire  of  her  late  brother,  Poors  Allotment/ 
James  Mitchell,  that  3 /.  a year  should  be  given  in  bread  on  Christmas-day, 

Easter-day,  and  Whit-Sunday,  among  poor  persons  within  and  belonging  to  the 
parish  of  East  Bergholt,  not  receiving  alms,  conveyed  to  trustees  a close  of 
4 a.  1 r.  19  p.  called  Annett’s,  in  East  Bergholt,  upon  trust,  to  pay  the  clear 
rents  to  the  churchwardens,  that  they  might  lay  out  and  distribute  the  same  in 
bread,  with  the  approbation  of  the  rector,  on  the  days  above  mentioned,  20  s. 
each  day  ; and  in  case  the  clear  rents  should  exceed  3 /.,  then  that  they  should 
lay  out  and  distribute  the  surplus  in  bread  on  the  first  Sundays  in  Advent  and 
in  Lent,  and  such  other  Sunday  as  the  rector  and  churchwardens  should  think 
fit. 
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East  Rergholt.  The  trust  was  last  renewed  by  deed  dated  12th  October  1819. 

Mitchell’s  Charity;  The  close,  together  with  an  allotment  of  two  acres  awarded  on  an  inclosure 

Poors  Allotment,  for  the  poor  of  East  Bergholt,  is  let  to  J.  Wheeler  for  12  years  from  Michael- 
continued.  ^ mas  1826,_at  10/.  a year,  and  the  rents  are  laid  out  in  bread,  which  is  distri- 
buted  on  Easter-day,  Whit-Sunday,  Advent-Sunday,  Christmas-day,  and  the 
first  Sunday  in  Lent. 

White’s  Charity. 

White's  Charity.  Under  this  charity,  an  account  of  which  is  given  in  that  of  the  charities  in 
the  parish  of  Holton,  the  sum  of  21.  85.  2d.  a year  is  laid  out  and  given  in 
bread  by  the  rector. 


PARISH  OF  CHATTISHAM. 

Warren’s  Charity. 

Chattisham.  The  Rev.  Thomas  Warren,  by  Will,  dated  23d  February  1767,  gave  200/., 

after  the  decease  of  his  widow  (who  died  in  1815),  to  the  vicar  of  Chattisham, 

Warren’s  Chanty.  foe  recfor  of  Copdock,  and  the  rector  of  Hintlesham,  for  the  time  being,  on 
trust,  to  apply  the  interest  in  educating  poor  children  at  the  charity-school  at 
Hintlesham,  whose  parents  should  be  resident  in  the  parish  of  Chattisham,  being 
members  of  the  Church  of  England,  in  the  principles  of  the  Christian  religion, 
and  teaching  them  to  read  and  write. 

The  legacy  having  been  invested  in  212/.  15s.,  3 per  cent  reduced  annuities, 
the  stock  was  transferred  into  the  names  of  the  trustees  designated  by  the  will, 
and  out  of  the  dividends,  (61.  7 s.  7 d.  a year,)  six  guineas  are  paid  to  the  master 
of  Hintlesham  school,  for  teaching  four  or  five  poor  children  of  Chattisham,  in 
the  manner  directed  by  the  will. 


PARISH  OF  ERWARTON. 

Poors  Estate. 

Erwarton.  Two  tenements  occupied  by  poor  persons  rent-free. 

Poors  Estate.  Three  parcels  of  land,  containing  together  about  1 a.  2 r.,  let  at  rents 
amounting  together  to  'll.  9 s.  a year. 

The  rents  of  the  land  are  received  and  applied  by  the  churchwardens,  after 
providing  for  the  repair  of  the  cottages,  with  other  funds  voluntarily  given,  in 
the  purchase  of  coals,  which  are  carted  by  the  farmers,  and  sold  to  the  poor  at 
reduced  prices. 


PARISH  OF  HIGHAM. 

Glanville’s  Charity. 

Higbam.  Thomas  Glanville,  in  or  about  the  year  1725,  settled  or  gave  a cottage  in 

. — — Higham,  to  the  intent  that  the  rents,  after  deducting  for  repairs,  might  be 

Glanville  s Charity.  between  the  three  parishes  of  Higham,  Holton,  and  Roydon,  and  given 

to  five  widows  of  each. 

The  cottage  is  let  by  the  minister  and  churchwardens  of  Higham,  and  so 
much  of  the  rent,  which  is  3 /.  a year,  as  remains  after  providing  for  repairs,  is 
distributed  among  poor  widows  of  the  respective  parishes. 
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PARISH  OF  HINTLESHAM. 


The  School. 


The  trustees  of  this  school  are  the  rector  for  the  time  being,  and  J.  Hayward 
Buckingham,  esquire. 

The  school-premises  consist  of  a schoolroom  and  playground  of  2r.  12  p. 
built  and  given  respectively  by  the  Misses  Lloyd  of  Hintlesham,  in  exchange 
for  an  old  playground  of  somewhat  less  dimensions  than  the  present. 

The  school-estate,  which  was  purchased  by  the  parishioners,  with  the  assist- 
ance of  Francis  Colman,  esquire,  formerly  of  Ipswich,  is  copyhold,  and  consists 
of  a cottage,  small  barn,  and  about  six  acres  of  land  in  the  parish  of  Aldham, 
which  are  let  at  10  l.  per  annum,  the  fair  annual  value. 

The  rents  are  paid  to  a schoolmaster,  for  teaching  seven  poor  children  to 
read,  write,  and  cast  accounts  : these  he  teaches  with  others  paid  for  by  their 
friends. 

The  master  occupies  a house  built  by  the  Misses  Lloyd.

PARISH  OF  HOLTON  ST.  MARY. 

The  Town  Land. 

It  is  unknown  how  this  property  was  originally  settled  or  acquired.  Holton  St.  Mary. 

The  principal  part  of  it,  being  a piece  of  ground  of  six  acres  or  thereabouts,  

called  the  Town  Pightle,  was  demised  in  1755,  by  the  then  churchwarden  and  The  Town  ^and* 
the  overseer  of  the  poor,  to  the  Piev.  Stephen  White,  the  then  rector,  to  hold 
to  him  and  his  successors  for  99  years,  for  the  use  of  the  school  at  Holton, 
at  the  yearly  rent  of  18  s.,  and  the  rent  thus  reserved  is  distributed  at  Easter 
among  poor  persons  of  the  parish  by  the  churchwardens. 

A cottage  which  formed  part  of  the  estate  called  the  Town  Land,  was  sold 
in  1803  by  a resolution  of  vestry,  for  20/,,  and  the  purchase-money  was 
applied  towards  payment  of  expenses  incurred  in  sinking  a well  for  the  benefit 
of  the  inhabitants ; and  other  part  of  the  Town  Land,  being  a small  piece  of 
ground  adjoining  the  church-yard,  was  demised  in  perpetuity,  at  the  yearly 
rent  of  10s.  to  be  applied  annually  towards  keeping  the  well  in  order.  The 
remainder  of  the  property  consisted  of  a cottage  which  used  to  be  occupied 
by  poor  persons  rent  free,  but  the  cottage  fell  down  some  time  ago,  and  has 
not  been  rebuilt. 

Benefactions. 

The  sum  of  20/.,  given  by  some  person  unknown,  is  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Benefactions. 
John  Cooke  of  Holton,  at  interest  of  1 /.  per  annum,  and  the  interest  is  dis- 
tributed with  the  rent  of  the  Town  Pightle. 

The  sum  of  10/.,  given  as  supposed  by  a person  named  Partridge,  is  also 
in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Cooke,  at  interest  of  85.  a year,  and  the  interest  is  laid 
out  in  bread,  which  is  distributed  at  the  church  on  Christmas-day. 

Another  benefaction  of  10/.,  given  by  a person  unknown,  was  applied  with 
other  funds  in  sinking  the  well  above  mentioned. 


Glanfield’s  Charity. 

A cottage  and  garden  in  the  parish  of  Higham  was  given  by  Thomas  Glamille , Glanfield’s  Charity, 
in  or  about  the  year  1725,  for  five  poor  widows  of  each  of  the  parishes  of 
Holton,  Ray  don,  and  Higham. 

These  premises  are  let  at  the  yearly  rent  of  3 /.  or  thereabouts,  and  one  third 
part  of  the  rent  is  given,  with  the  rent  of  the  Town  Pightle,  among  poor 
widows,  and  other  necessitous  poor  of  Holton. 

The  Charity  School. 

This  school  was  established  and  endowed  by  the  exertion  and  through  the  The  Charity 
pecuniary  aid  of  the  Rev.  Stephen  White,  a late  rector,  and  is  under  the  School, 
management  or  direction  of  the  present  rector,  the  Rev.  Joshua  Rowley. 
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Holton  St.  Mary.  For  some  time  after  the  first  establishment,  several  annual  subscriptions  were 
— 7“  . received  for  the  support  of  the  school,  but  the  only  subscription  now  regularly 
paid  is  that  of  3 /.  3 s.  a year,  from  Corpus  Christi  College,  Cambridge,  which 
continued.  is  possessed  of  a considerable  estate  at  or  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Holton. 

The  property  and  income  of  the  school  consist  of  the  following  particulars  : 


1.  A school-house  erected  on  the  waste,  which,  with  a garden  of  about 
10  perches,  was  conveyed  by  Sir  Francis  Mannoclc , baronet,  lord  of  the 
manor,  to  trustees  in  fee,  by  Deeds,  dated  1 9th  and  20th  September  1749. 

2.  The  ground  called  the  Town  Pightle,  above  mentioned,  held  by  demise 
for  99  years,  at  185.  a year.  This  land  is  in  the  occupation  of  the  school- 
master, at  the  yearly  rent  of  31. 

3.  A piece  of  land  in  the  parish  of  Stratford,  called  Dock  Meadow,  con- 
taining three  acres,  let  to  Robert  Atkins,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  6/.  a year,  being 
the  fair  annual  value. 

This  land  was  conveyed  by  the  Rev.  Stephen  White , by  Indenture  of  Bargain 
and  Sale,  enrolled  in  Chancery,  dated  25th  August  1758,  to  trustees,  upon 
trust,  that  they,  together  with  the  rector  of  Holton  for  the  time  being,  should 
yearly  apply  the  rents  towards  raising  premiums  to  be  given  every  year,  on  a 
Sunday  in  October,  to  the  children  in  the  charity-school,  or  persons  brought 
up  in  the  school,  bringing  certificates  of  good  behaviour,  in  service  or  appren- 
ticeship, under  such  regulations  as  the  trustees  and  rector  of  Holton  should 
judge  most  conducive  to  encouraging  honesty,  industry  and  Christian  be- 
haviour. 

4.  Two  tenements  in  Holton,  let  respectively  to  William  Scott  and  John 
Bloomfield,  as  yearly  tenants,  at  31.  per  annum  each. 

As  to  this  property,  we  find  that  Sir  William  Mannoclc , baronet,  by  Indenture, 
dated  19th  August  I76O,  demised  to  trustees  a cottage  with  the  appurtenances, 
for  41  years,  at  the  rent  of  one  penny,  to  the  intent  that  the  rents  should  be 
applied  for  the  charity-school,  the  lessees  covenanting  to  take  down  the  cottage 
and  erect  tenements  on  the  site ; and  the  lease  containing  a request  from  the 
lessor,  that  in  consideration  of  the  expense  of  the  new  buildings,  the  owner  of 
his  estates  would,  on  the  expiration  of  the  term,  grant  a new  lease  at  the  same 
rent,  for  the  like  term. 

5.  The  sum  of  200/.,  contributed  by  the  Rev.  Stephen  White  and  others, 
for  the  support  of  the  school,  now  in  the  hands  of,  or  due  from  the  Rev.  Joshua 
Rowley,  the  interest  paid  being  10/.  per  annum. 

6.  £.  100.  135.  4 d.,  3 per  cent  reduced  annuities,  purchased  by  the  Rev. 
Stephen  White ; and  129/.  65.,  31  per  cent  reduced  annuities,  purchased  in 
1787,  with  surplus  income,  or  arrears  of  income,  then  received  : which  stocks 
are  standing  in  the  names  of  the  Rev.  Joshua  Rowley,  the  Rev.  J.  G.  Dobree, 
and  H.  Hankey  Dobree.

The  master  of  the  school  has  the  use  of  the  school-premises,  and  receives 
a salary  of  12/.  125.  a year.  Twenty-five  children,  16  boys,  and  9 girls,  are 
instructed  as  free-scholars,  in  reading,  writing  and  arithmetic,  and  the  girls  are 
taught  needlework. 

The  income,  after  payment  of  -the  master’s  salary,  is  appropriated  for 
defraying  the  charge  of  repairs  of  the  different  premises,  and  the  expenses  of 
an  annual  dinner,  books  and  rewards  for  the  children,  and  of  furnishing  each 
of  them  on  leaving  school  with  a suit  of  clothes,  a Bible,  and  Common-prayer 
book. 

It  appears  from  the  accounts,  that  the  income  received  from  the  sources 
above  mentioned,  and  others  of  an  uncertain  kind,  has  been  for  the  last  three 

years, 
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years,  on  an  average,  43  /.  6 s.  3d.  a year  ; and  the  yearly  expenditure,  on  an  Holton  St.  Mary, 
average,  36/.  3 s.  3d.  a year,  and  there  is  a balance  in  hand  of  18/.  9s.  

White’s  Gifts. 

The  Rev.  Stephen  White,  by  Will,  dated  the  18th  February  1773,  gave,  after  White’s  Gifts, 
the  death  of  his  wife,  to  the  rector  of  Brantham  with  East  Bergholt,  for  the 
time  being,  500  /.,  in  trust,  to  pay  one  moiety  of  the  interest  thereof,  on  the  1st 
>of  January,  yearly,  to  the  rector  of  Holton,  provided  he  should  have  been 
vesident  in  the  parish,  or  any  other  parish  adjoining,  nine  months  in  the  pre- 
ceding year,  and  in  default  of  such  residence  to  the  curate  of  Holton,  provided 
he  should  have  been  resident  in  the  parish  nine  calendar  months  in  the  pre- 
ceding year,  and  in  default  of  such  residence  to  the  use  and  improvement  of 
Ihe  charity-school  of  Holton,  in  such  manner  as  the  rector  of  Brantham  should 
ihink  proper,  he  being  permitted  to  nominate  children  in  proportion  to  the 
money  paid  by  him ; and  to  pay  on  the  first  Monday  in  January,  yearly,  one 
fourth  of  the  other  moiety  of  the  interest  to  the  rector  or  curate  of  Holton, 
one  fourth  to  the  rector  or  curate  of  Stratford,  and  one  fourth  to  the  curate  of 
Nayland,  the  other  fourth  to  be  kept  by  the  rector  of  Brantham,  to  the  intent 
that  they  the  said  rectors  or  curates  should  distribute  the  same  within  one  year 
after  the  receipt  of  the  money,  on  any  Sunday  after  Divine  Service,  to  such 
poor  housekeepers,  dwelling  in  their  respective  parishes  of  Holton,  Stratford, 

Nayland  and  East  Bergholt,  as  should  have  attended  Divine  Service  on  that 
day,  in  their  respective  parish  churches,  by  delivering  to  them  a ticket  empow- 
ering them  to  receive  bread  or  flour  to  the  value  of  4 d.  each,  such  rectors  or 
curates  concealing  from  the  poor  the  time  of  distribution. 

In  pursuance  of  an  order  of  the  Court  of  Chancery,  made  in  a suit  con" 
cerning  the  administration  of  the  testator’s  personal  estate,  the  sum  of  321/.  7^.» 

■3  per  cent  consols,  since  transferred  to  and  now  standing  in  the  names  of  Sir 
William  Rowley,  bai’t.  and  Mr.  Bradstreet,  was  appropriated  to  answer  the 
bequest  in  favour  of  the  rector  or  curate  of  Holton  ; and  the  sum  of  321  /.  7 s., 
like  stock,  since  transferred  to  and  now  standing  in  the  names  of  the  Rev. 

Joshua  Rowley,  rector  of  Brantham  with  East  Bergholt,  and  also  rector  of 
Holton,  the  Rev.  Charles  Golding,  rector  of  Stratford,  and  the  Rev.  W.  E. 

Sims,  curate  of  Nayland,  was  appropriated  to  answer  the  bequest  for  poor 
housekeepers  of  the  four  parishes  ; and  the  dividends  of  the  stocks  are  paid  and 
applied  according  to  the  directions  of  the  testator  as  stated  above. 


PARISH  OF  ROYDON. 

Mayler’s  Gift. 

The  Rev.  John  Mayler,  D.  D.,  in  or  about  the  year  1663,  charged,  by  his 
Will,  his  lands  in  Roydon,  now  the  property  of  Mr.  William  Hart,  with  the 
payment  of  105.  a year  to  the  minister,  and  405.  a year  to  be  laid  out  in  bread 
and  distributed  among  the  poor ; and  these  annuities  are  paid  and  applied 
accordingly. 

Glanville’s  Charity. 

A cottage  and  garden  in  the  parish  of  Higham  were  given  by  Thomas  Glanville’s  Charity. 
Glanville,  in  or  about  the  year  1725,  the  rents  thereof  to  be  divided  be- 
tween five  poor  widows  of  each  of  the  parishes  of  Roydon,  Higham  and 
Holton. 

These  premises  are  let  at  31.  a year,  or  thereabouts,  and  the  rent,  after 
deducting  for  repairs,  is  divided  into  three  portions,  one  of  which  is  distributed 
by  the  rector  of  Roydon  among  poor  widows  of  that  parish. 


Roydon.

This  property,  which  was  devised  for  six  poor  inhabitants  of  Shotley,  by 
Andrew  Barfoot,  in  1591,  comprises  two  orchards,  a piece  of  fen,  and  two 
pightles,  and  contains  in  the  whole  nearly  five  acres,  and  it  is  let  by  the  church- 
wardens to  John  Rivers,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  61.  6s.  a year,  which  is  the  fair 
annual  value.  The  rent  is  distributed  annually  among  poor  widows  and  other 
poor  persons. 


Sacrament  Fund. 


Sacrament  fund.  The  sum  of  10/.,  which  was  formerly  given  for  finding  bread  and  wine 
for  the  Communion,  is  in  the  hands  of  the  churchwardens,  at  interest  of  5 per 
cent,  and  the  interest  is  duly  applied  to  the  purpose  of  the  gift. 


PARISH  OF  STRATFORD  ST.  MARY. 


Poors  Lands. 

Stratford,  St.  Mary.  This  property  comprises  an  acre  of  land  in  the  Stour  Meadow,  in  the  occu- 

pation  of  James  Stutter,  esquire,  at  31.  3 s.  a year,  and  an  acre  of  land  in  the 

1’oors  Lands.  JVXill  Meadow,  in  the  adjoining  parish  of  Langham  in  Essex,  in  the  occupation 
of  R.  Garwood,  at  1 /.  10  s.  a year. 

It  is  unknown  when  or  by  whom  the  lands  were  given.  They  are  let  by  the 
churchwardens,  and  the  rents  were  formerly  laid  out  in  fuel,  but  are  now  dis- 
tributed among  poor  persons  in  money,  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  them  to 
purchase  fuel  for  themselves. 


Cloth  Charity  Estate. 

Cloth  Charity  The  sum  of  114/.  belonging  to  or  given  by  the  parishioners,  was  laid  out,  in 
Estate.  or  about  the  year  17 35,  in  the  purchase  of  a house,  yard  and  garden,  and  two 
acres  of  land  adjoining,  in  Stratford,  which  were  conveyed  to  or  for  the  use  of 
the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor,  for  finding  linen  cloth  for 
the  poor. 

The  premises  used  to  be  let  at  G /.  10  s.  a year,  and  the  expense  of  repairs 
was  defrayed  out  of  the  rent ; but  in  1777  they  were  let,  in  pursuance  of 
a resolution  in  vestry,  on  a lease  for  99  years,  from  the  24th  June  in  that  year, 
at  the  annual  rent  of  51.  15  s.  6d.,  the  lessee  covenanting  to  leave  a messuage 
standing,  at  the  end  or  sooner  determination  of  the  lease,  worth,  to  be  let  exclu- 
sive of  the  land,  2/.  10  s.  a year,  clear  of  all  deductions;  and  a sum  exceeding 
200  /.  has  since  been  expended  by  the  assignee  of  the  lease  in  buildings  and 
improvements. 

The  rents  are  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  linen  cloth,  which  is  distributed 
yearly  among  poor  widows,  and  other  poor  persons  belonging  to  the  parish, 
according  to  a list,  and  in  the  quantities,  agreed  upon  at  a parish  meeting. 

Church  Estate. 

Church  Estate.  A house,  in  two  tenements,  and  a piece  of  ground,  containing  about  one 
acre,  near  the  church,  are  let  by  the  churchwardens  at  J l.  10  s.  a year, 
and  the  rents  are  applied,  agreeably  to  ancient  usage,  to  the  reparation  of  the 
church. 

A customary  payment  of  5 s.  a year,  out  of  a close  belonging  to  Mr.  R. 
Partridge,  is  received  by  the  overseers,  and  carried  to  their  account. 


White’s  Charity. 

White’s  Charity.  A portion  of  the  income  of  White’s  charity,  of  which  an  account  is  given  in 
the  Report  of  Charities  for  the  parish  of  East  Bergholt,  being  2/.  4s.  a year,  is 
given  in  bread  twice  a year,  to  such  poor  persons  frequenting  the  church  as 
have  tickets  to  receive  it,  from  the  minister  and  churchwardens. 
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School  Charities. 

Robert  Clarke , by  Will,  dated  27th  July  1731,  gave  to  the  parson  of  Strat- 
ford, and  his  successors,  a yearly  rentcharge  of  5 /.,  out  of  his  freehold  lands 
and  tenements  in  East  Bergholt,  payable  on  Lady-day,  to  the  intent  and  on  con- 
dition, that  the  parson  for  the  time  being  should  teach  or  cause  to  be  taught  to 
read  and  write  such  poor  children  in  the  parish,  not  exceeding  ten,  as  the 
owners  of  the  said  estate  in  East  Bergholt  should  appoint,  or  in  default  of  such 
appointment,  then  any  number  of  poor  children  of  the  parish,  not  less  than 
five,  to  be  appointed  by  the  parson. 

The  yearly  sum  of  51.,  is  paid,  by  the  occupier  of  the  land  in  East  Bergholt, 
to  the  rector  of  Stratford,  and  applied  in  sending  six  poor  children  to  a school 
in  Stratford,  where  they  are  taught  to  read  and  write. 

One  poor  child  is  sent  to  school  under  the  charity  of  Lettice  Dykes,  of 
which  an  account  is  given  among  the  charities  at  East  Bergholt. 

One  poor  child  is  also  sent  to  school  under  the  charity  of  William  Littlebury, 
which  is  connected  with  the  grammar-school  at  Dedham,  in  Essex. 


PARISH  OF  STUTTON. 

Poors  Land  ; Poors  Fund. 

A piece  of  land,  containing  somewhat  more  than  one  acre,  is  let  by  the 
churchwardens  and  overseers  to  the  Rev.  Thomas  Mills,  at  4 /.  4 s.  a year. 

The  sum  of  100/.,  three  per  cent  reduced  annuities,  standing  in  the  names 
of  the  Rev.  C.  Cole,  Thomas  Chisnall,  and  Joseph  Daniel,  was  purchased  with 
money  arising  from  the  sale  of  a cottage  formerly  belonging  to  the  poor,  and 
an  addition  made  thereto  by  the  parish. 

The  rent  and  the  dividends  of  the  stock  are  added  to  the  money  received  at 
the  Sacrament,  and  laid  out  partly  in  bread,  which  is  distributed  at  Christmas ; 
and  partly  in  coals,  which  are  distributed  in  the  winter  among  poor  persons,  at 
the  discretion  of  the  minister  and  churchwarden.

Salter’s  Gift. 

A rentcharge  of  1 /.  a year,  given  by  Mark  Salter,  for  the  poor,  by  Will, 
in  1615,  is  paid,  7 s.  6d.  by  Mrs.  Cotton,  10s.  by  Mr.  R.  O.  Fuller,  and  2s.  6d. 
by  Mr.  John  Barnes,  in  respect  of  lands  in  Buxhall,  in  their  possession  5 and  is 
laid  out  by  the  churchwardens  in  coals,  which  are  distributed  annually  among 
the  poor. 


PARISH  OF  COMBS. 

Church  Lands. 

There  are  two  pieces  of  land  in  this  parish  lying  intermixed  with  the  lands 
of  those  who  occupy  them,  which  are  severally  let  at  11.  14s.,  and  11.  6s.  Sc/, 
a year,  and  the  rents  are  applied  by  the  churchwardens  to  the  repairs  of  the 
parish-church.

Th£  Town  Estate. 

Great  Finborougb.  This  estate,  which  has  from  ancient  time  been  vested  in  feoffees,  in  trust  for 

the  use,  benefit  and  advantage  of  the  inhabitants  of  Great  Finboromd]  consist* 

, c own  state;  of  a fiirm-liouse  with  outbuildings,  two  cottages,  and  about  60  acres&of  land  in 
^ Great  and  Little  Finborougb,  and  is  let  to  William  Hunt,  as  tenant  from  year 

to  year,  at  59,1.  10  s.  a year,  which  is  stated  to  be  the  full  annual  value  • 'and 
the  rents,  after  deducting  for  repairs,  when  required,  are  distributed  by  the 
feoffees  among  the  poor  of  Great  Finborough,  according  to  their  necessities  and 
the  size  of  their  families. 


PARISH  OF  LITTLE  FINBOROUGH. 

Fowler’s  Charity  Estate. 

Little  Finborough.  This  property,  which  was  settled  for  the  use  of  the  poor  by  William  Fowler 
- — - . in  1671,  was  last  conveyed,  in  1787?  to  15  trustees,  of  whom  some  are  yet 

r°w Estate*iaUt^  living?  in  trust,  to  permit  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor  to 
apply  the  yearly7  rents  for  and  towards  the  maintenance  of  the  poor  of  the  parish; 
and  it  comprises  a messuage  called  Bennetts,  with  a garden  and  croft,  containing 
in  the  whole  about  six  acres,  in  the  parish  of  Ringshall,  let  to  a yearly  tenant 
at  1 91.  a year,  and  a piece  of  ground  in  Little  Finborough,  in  the  occupation 

of Durrant,  containing  8 poles  by  6,  being  the  site  of  an  old  messuage, 

and  which  was  let  in  1786,  for  60  years  from  the  12th  October  in  that  year,  at 
9 s.  a year.  The  lessee  had  to  level  and  bring  the  land  into  cultivation. 

The  rents  are  distributed  among  the  poor  of  the  parish  according  to  their 
necessities,  preference  being  given  to  widows,  and  the  most  deserving  poor 
persons. 


PARISH  OF  GIPPING. 

English’s  Charity  Estate. 

Gipping.  Margaret  English,  by  Indenture,  dated  2-1  th  June,  9th  James  1st,  conveyed 

to  Thomas  Tyrell  and  others,  and  their  heirs,  a messuage,  barn,  orchard,  and 

EnSliEstafeharity  lalKlS’  in  Thorney,  in  Stowmarket,  upon  trust,  yTearly  to  give  90  s.  to  ten  poor 
people  at  Newton  Church,  that  is,  1 s.  every  half  y7ear  to  each  ; 30  6’.  at  the 
church  of  Stowmarket  to  15  of  the  most  indigent  people  living  in  Stowmarket, 
1 s.  to  each  every  half  yrear  ; and  the  residue  of  the  rents  to  the  poor  of 
Gipping. 

The  estate,  which  comprises  a cottage,  barn,  and  11  acres  of  land,  is  under 
the  management  of  Charles  Tyrell,  esquire,  as  sole  trustee,  and  is  let  to  his 
several  tenants  in  the  parish  in  succession,  for  terms  of  seven  years,  the  tenants 
being  bound  by  agreement  to  cart  wood  and  fuel  for  the  poor,  and  find  straw 
for  thatching  the  cottage  and  barn.  The  annual  rent  is  14/. ; and,  considering 
the  other  conditions  to  which  the  tenants  are  liable,  and  the  tithes,  rates  and 
taxes,  the  estate  may  be  considered  as  fairly7  let. 

The  rent,  after  deducting  the  annuities  mentioned  in  the  deed,  is  distributed 
by  the  churchwarden,  under  Mr.  Tyrell’s  direction,  in  coals,  wood,  blankets  or 
wearing  apparel,  and  small  pecuniary  donations  among  poor  persons  of  the 
parish. 

English’s  Dole. 

English’s  Dole.  A renteharge  of  3 /.  6 s.  8 d.  a year  for  the  poor,  payable  out  of  an  estate  at 
Gipping,  belonging  to  Mr.  Tyrell,  and  which  was  given  by  the  will  of  the  said 
Margaret  English , is  added  to  and  applied  with  the  rent  of  the  charityr-estate. 
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PARISH  OF  HAUGHLEY. 


The  Town  Lands.

This  property,  part  freehold  and  part  copyhold,  is  vested  in  different  feoffees, 
and  consists  of  the  following  particulars,  viz.  : 


Haughley. 
The  Town  Lands. 


1.  A messuage,  formerly  called  the  Guild  Hall,  now  called  the  Town  House,  v- 
consisting  of  four  small  tenements  with  a garden  adjoining.  It  is  not  known 
how  the  Guild  Hall  was  originally  acquired;  part  of  the  ground  was  purchased 
by  the  feoffees  in  1763,  and  the  premises  are  now  let  out  in  separate  apartments 
to  poor  people,  some  of  whom  pay  a small  annual  rent,  and  others  hold  rent- 
free.  The  aggregate  of  the  rents  received  at  present  is  7 l-  7 s • 


2.  Two  parcels  of  ground  called  the  Town  Meadows,  one  of  them  containing 
1 a.  2r.,  let  to  Joseph  Fairs,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  31.  a year  ; the  other  con- 
taining by  estimation  3 a.,  let  together  with, 


3.  A piece  of  arable  land  called  Broom  Hall  Field,  containing  by  estimation 
3 a.  3 r.,  to  Candle  Clarke,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  7 l.  for  the  two  parcels. 


The  Broom  Hall  Field  is  copyhold,  held  of  the  manor  of  Dagworth  with 
Sorrel. 


4-.  A piece  of  ground,  copyhold  of  the  manor  of  Haughley,  containing  a little 
more  than  a rood,  formerly  the  site  of  a house  adjoining  the  church-yard,  let  to 
the  Rev.  James  Ward,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  16  s.  a year. 

The  property  is  under  the  management  chiefly  of  the  churchwardens  and 
overseers,  but  two  or  three  of  the  trustees  last  appointed  are  still  living. 

Subject  to  the  repair  of  the  Town  Houses,  the  rents  are  applied  partly  in  the 
way  of  distribution,  and  partly  in  the  purchase  of  coals,  which  are  brought  free 
of  expense  to  Haughley,  and  sold  at  reduced  prices  to  poor  persons  of  the 
parish,  at  the  discretion  of  the  churchwardens  and  overseers. 


An  account  is  kept  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements. 


Ballard’s  Charity. 

Thomas  Ballard,  by  Will,  dated  the  1st  March  1599,  devised  the  close  and  Ballard’s  Charity, 
ground  which  he  lately  bought  of  John  Burrough,  of  Thornham,  to  hold  to  the 
said  John  Burrough,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  for  ever,  subject  to  the  following 
payments  and  charges  : viz.  to  pay  10  s.  yearly  to  the  relief  of  the  poor  of  the 
parish  of  Haughley,  to  be  distributed  to  ten  of  them,  by  the  discretion  of  the 
said  John  Burrough  and  Robert  Garnham,  their  heirs,  executors,  administrators 
and  assigns  ; and  to  lend  5 /.  upon  security,  to  the  poor  neighbours  of  the  said 
John  Burrough,  for  the  space  of  a year  or  less,  if  need  so  required,  without 
taking  any  thing  over. 

It  appears  from  a presentment  of  the  jury  under  a Commission  of  Charitable 
Uses,  dated  in  1662,  that  an  agreement  had  been  entered  into  between  John 
Symonds,  as  owner  of  the  lands  called  Shackery’s,  and  one  John  Musgate, 
whereby  the  former  undertook,  besides  the  10  5.  a year,  to  pay  5 s.  a year  for 
ever,  instead  of  lending  the  sum  of  5 /.  as  directed  by  the  will ; and  under  this 
arrangement  the  two  sums  of  105.  and  5 s.  are  stated  to  have  been  received 
from  successive  owners  of  the  estate,  until  about  10  years  ago,  when  the  pro- 
perty was  purchased  by  Mr.  Samuel  Peck,  of  Mildon  Hall  in  this  county,  who 
has  refused  to  pay  the  sum  of  5 s.,  on  what  particular  ground  we  are  not  in- 
formed, but  continues  the  payment  of  10  s.,  and  that  sum  is  applied  sometimes 
in  a distribution  among  poor  widows,  and  at  others  in  increasing  the  coal  fund 
above  mentioned.

The  sum  of  1 /.  a year,  the  amount  of  this  donation,  is  distributed  by  the 
vicar  and  churchwardens  in  bread,  among  the  poor. 


PARISH  OF  SHELLAND. 

Kent’s  Gift. 

The  yearly  sum  of  20  5.,  being  a rentcharge  given  by  William  Kent , by  Will, 
dated  19th  September  1712,  to  be  distributed  among  the  poor  at  Christmas, 
is  paid  out  of  a house  and  orchard  on  Shelland  Green,  the  property  of  Robert 
Buckle,  and  is  distributed  by  the  churchwardens,  among  poor  persons  not 
receiving  parochial  relief. 


PARISH  OF  STOWMARKET. 

Charity  Estates  and  Rentcharges. 

The  following  property  is  under  the  management  and  direction  of  feoffees; 
new  feoffees  are  chosen  as  occasion  requires,  by  those  who  survive  or  remain, 
but  the  estates  are  not  comprised  in,  or  conveyed  from  time  to  time  by  any 
general  deed  of  feoffment. 

Gowle’s. — By  a decree  of  the  Court  of  Chancery  in  1623,  and  another 
decree  in  1633,  it  was  decreed  that  the  following  estates,  which  had  been 
devised  with  others  by  Margaret  Gowle,  in  1523,  for  superstitious  uses,  should 
be  settled  as  follows : viz.  that  Chilton  Hall  Meadow,  containing  10  acres, 
should  be  settled  in  feoffees,  for  the  repair  of  the  church  of  Stowmarket,  the 
feoffees  deducting  yearly  out  of  the  rents  405.  to  be  employed  for  the  relief 
and  maintenance  of  the  poor  of  Stowmarket;  and  that  a tenement  called 
Wyles,  with  two  acres  of  land  adjoining  ; one  acre  in  Perry  Field,  and  two  acres 
of  meadow  called  Cross  Pightles,  should  be  vested  in  feoffees  for  the  relief  and 
maintenance  of  the  poor  of  Stowmarket. 

The  Chilton  Hall  Meadow  contains  the  following  parcels,  which  have  been 
recently  let  by  auction  for  terms  of  11  years  commencing  at  Michaelmas  1828, 
at  the  rents  after  mentioned  : 

A cottage,  and  2 a.  Or.  33 p.  of  garden-ground,  let  at  16/.  a year. 

2a.  2r.  5p.  of  meadow-land,  let  at  14/.  105.  a year. 

3 a.  1 r.  18p.  of  ozier-ground  and  garden-land,  and  2 a.  1r.  26p.  of  meadow- 
land,  let  together  at  32  /.  a year. 

The  rent  of  the  Chilton  Hall  Meadow,  after  deducting  405.  a year  for  the 
poor  of  Stowmarket,  is  appropriated,  one  half  to  the  churchwardens  of  Stow- 
market, and  the  other  half  to  the  churchwardens  of  the  hamlet  or  district  of 
Stow-upland,  to  be  applied  by  them  respectively  for  the  purpose  of  the  repairs, 
&c.  of  the  parish  church  at  Stowmarket. 

The  property  called  Wyles,  consisting  of  a double  cottage  and  2a.  Or.  15p. 
of  pasture-land  in  Stowmarket,  let  at  18/.  10  5.  a year. 

The  Cross  Pightles,  containing  1 a.  2 it.  23  p.,  let  at  10/.  105.  a year. 

The  land  in  Perry  Field,  1 a.  1 r.  10  p.,  together  with  1 a.  1 r.  9p.  in  the 
same  field,  being  part  of  Shute’s  charity-estate  after  mentioned,  is  also  let  from 
Michaelmas  for  11  years,  at  8/.  a year. 

Common  Weal  Lands. — By  Deeds,  dated  28th  and  29th  September  1 71G, 
certain  lands  called  Spoonman’s,  in  Stow-upland,  containing  about  11  acres, 
which  were  purchased  by  the  inhabitants  of  Stowmarket  with  105/.,  were  con- 
veyed to  trustees,  in  trust,  to  be  employed  for  the  benefit  of  the  inhabitants.

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The  land  was  subject  to  a mortgage  for  40 /.,  which  was  paid  off  with  40/.,  Stowmarket. 
part  of  the  sum  of  100/.  bequeathed  for  the  poor  by  the  Rev.  Richard  Shute,  . — ~ 
as  after  mentioned,  and  the  estate  in  consequence  remains  subject  to  the  pay-  c Relftcharge!,^1 
ment  of  40s.  a year  for  the  poor  of  Stowmarket.  continued.  ’ 

James  Rivett,  by  his  Will,  dated  27th  February  1586,  gave  certain  lands  ' 
adjoining  Spoonman’s  lands,  being  partly  copyhold  of  the  manor  of  Thorney 
Leezons,  and  partly  copyhold  of  the  manor  of  Thorney  Campsey,  upon  trust, 
that  the  rents  and  profits  should  be  bestowed  amongst  the  poor  of  Stow- 
market. 

These  lands,  which  are  now  all  called  Spoonman’s,  containing  together 
20  a.  2 k.  3p.  of  land,  with  a barn  thereon,  are  let  from  Michaelmas  1828, 
for  11  years,  at  40/.  a year. 

Old  White  Lion. — This  property  was  originally  settled,  but  at  what  time  is 
unknown,  in  trustees,  to  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  inhabitants  of  Stowmarket, 
to  the  intent  that  the  profits  should  be  for  buying  four  gowns  for  poor  men  or 
women,  of  the  value  of  30s.  at  the  least,  with  the  letters  M.  F.  thereon,  in 
remembrance  of  Michael  Flegg,  to  be  given  at  the  discretion  of  the  vicar  and 
churchwardens  of  Stowmarket. 


The  property  consists  of  the  following  particulars  : 

1.  A dwelling-house  and  shop,  near  the  market-place,  Stowmarket,  with 
a large  yard,  let  from  Michaelmas  for  11  years,  at  22/.  a year,  the  lessee  cove- 
nanting to  lay  out  50/.  immediately,  and  20/.  during  the  lease,  in  repairs. 

2.  Two  tenements  in  the  market  place,  with  a piece  of  ground,  part  of  land 
called  the  George  Yard,  being  12  yards  by  five  and  a half,  comprised  in  a lease, 
dated  20th  May  1812,  to  James  Hunt,  for  44  years,  from  11th  October  1811, 
at  the  yearly  rent  of  13/.  Is.  The  lease  purports  to  be  granted  in  conside- 
ration of  the  lessee  having  expended  100/.  in  reparations  and  improvements, 
but  it  has  not  been  executed  by  any  of  the  parties  ; James  Hunt,  however, 
pays  the  rent  of  13/.  Is.,  with  a further  sum  of  1/.  Is.  a year,  for  the 
market-cross. 

It  is  supposed  that  the  George  Y"ard,  is  part  of  the  original  Old  White 
Lion  premises. 

A stable,  warehouse  and  workshop,  standing  on  the  ground  formerly  called 
the  George  Yard,  demised  to  Francis  Wright  Everett,  the  elder,  and  F.  W. 
Everett,  the  younger,  by  lease  for  44  years,  from  11th  October  1811,  at  the 
yearly  rent  of  3/.,  the  lease  being  granted  in  consideration  of  the  expenditure 
of  140/.  in  repairs  and  improvements. 

4.  A house  and  garden  in  the  George  Yard,  let  to  Jeremiah  Howchin  on 
lease  for  44  years,  from  11th  October  1811,  at  2/.  a year,  the  lease  being- 
granted  in  consideration  of  the  lessee  having  rebuilt  the  house. 

5.  A house  and  stable  in  the  George  Yard,  in  the  occupation  of  William 
Baker,  on  lease  for  the  same  term,  at  4/.  a year,  also  granted  in  consideration 
of  rebuilding. 

Siiute’s. — Richard  Shute,  by  Will,  dated  13th  January  1686,  gave  100/.  to 
purchase  lands  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  of  Stowmarket. 

Part  of  this  gift,  40  /.,  was  laid  out  in  discharging  a mortgage  on  Spoonman’s 
land  as  mentioned  above,  on  condition  of  40 s.  a year  being  charged  thereon 
for  the  poor;  and  the  remainder,  60/.,  was  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  land  in 
Perry  Field,  of  which  one  part  is,  with  other  land  there,  in  the  occupation  of 
William  Bridges,  as  above  mentioned  ; and  the  remainder,  which  is  partly  copy- 
hold,  containing  1a.  3b.  24p.,  was  demised  for  44  years,  from  the  11th 
October  1811,  to  Edward  Lockwood,  since  deceased,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  10/. 
The  object  of  the  demise  for  so  long  a term  was  to  enable  the  lessee  to  place 
a windmill  on  the  ground. 

Kent’s. — William  Kent,  by  Will,  dated  19th  September  1712,  gave  his  mes- 
suages in  Stowmarket  to  the  minister,  churchwardens,  and  overseers  of  the 
parish,  to  provide  five  coats,  worth  25  s.  each,  with  letters  W.  K.  upon  them, 
for  five  poor  men. 

These  premises,  which  are  in  Ipswich-street,  Stowmarket,  were  let  to 
Frederick  Norman  on  lease,  for  44  years  from  11th  October  1811,  at  the 
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Stowmarket.  yearly  rent  of  10/.,  the  lease  being  granted  in  consideration  of  an  expenditure 

— 'of  240  /.  in  reparations  and  improvements  ; and  the  premises  are  now  in  the

given  by  John  Wage,  and  settled  by  deed,  in  4th  and  5th  Philip  and  Mary,  out 
of  land  called  Chilton  Hayward,  in  the  parish  of  Onehouse,  belonging  to 
the  directors  and  guardians  of  the  house  of  industry  for  the  hundred  of 
Stow. 

Ditto. — £.  2.  given  and  settled  in  like  manner  for  a schoolmaster  to  teach 
two  poor  boys,  out  of  property  adjoining  that  last  mentioned,  belonging  to 
Mr.  William  Ransom. 

Flegg’s. — The  Old  White  Lion  premises  were  given  as  above  mentioned,  for 
the  use  and  benefit  of  the  inhabitants  of  Stowmarket,  to  the  intent  that  the 
profits  should  be  for  buying  four  gowms,  of  30 s.  each  ; and  in  the  construction 
which  has  been  put  on  the  terms  of  the  donation,  it  has  always  been  considered 
that  the  lands  belong  to  the  use  of  the  inhabitants,  subject  to  a rentcharge  of 
6 /.  a year  for  buying  gowns. 

How’s. — £.  4.  a year  given  for  the  poor  of  Stowmarket  by  John  Hou',  by 
Will,  dated  in  1586,  payable  out  of  a tenement  called  Bills  or  Bess  Garnham’s, 
in  the  occupation  of Green. 

Rivett’s. — £.4.  13s.  4 d.  a year  for  the  poor  of  Stowmarket,  given  by 
James  Rivett,  by  Will,  dated  in  1586,  out  of  land  in  Stow-upland,  the  property 
of  Mr.  Dalton. 

Kent’s. — £.  1.  5s.  a year  given  by  William  Kent,  by  Will,  in  1712,  for  buy- 
ing a coat  for  a poor  man,  issuing  out  of  a shop  formerly  the  George  Inn,  the 
property  of  James  Hunt. 

Booth’s. — £.  2.  a year  for  bread  for  the  poor,  given  by  Charles  Booth,  by 
Will,  in  1710,  payable  out  of  premises  in  Tavern-street,  Stowmarket,  the  pro- 
perty of  Mrs.  Ward. 

English’s — £.  3,  6s.  8 d.,  given  by  Margaret  English,  by  Deed,  in 
3d  James  1st,  for  the  poor,  out  of  lands  in  Gipping,  the  property  of  Charles 
Tyrell,  esquire. 

Ditto. — £.1.  10  s.  a year,  given  by  Margaret  English,  by  Deed  9th  James  1st, 
for  15  poor  persons,  payable  out  of  lands  in  Gipping,  belonging  to  the  poor  of 
that  parish. 

Johnson’s. — £.  1.  10  s.  a year  given  by  Jacob  Johnson,  by  Will,  in  1708,  for 
10  poor  persons,  out  of  a house  in  Stowmarket,  now  the  property  of  Mr. 
W.  Smith,  in  the  occupation  of  Mr.  Abbott. 

Blackerby’s. — The  yearly  sums  of  2/.  12  s.  for  bread  for  the  poor,  and  1 /. 
for  teaching  poor  children,  devised  by  Thomas  Blackerby,  are  a charge  upon 
the  manor  of  Stowmarket,  otherwise  called  the  manor  of  Abbotts  Hall,  which 
was  purchased  subject  to  those  charges  by  the  late  Mr.  Marriott,  in  1819,  and 
is  now  the  property  of  his  widow.  The  annuities  have  not  been  paid  for  some 
time,  but  it  is  proposed  and  intended  to  pay  the  arrears  from  the  time  of  the 
purchase,  and  to  resume  and  continue  the  payment  in  future. 

The  further  sums  of  4/.,  once  in  four  years,  for  gowns  for  two  poor  men  of 
Stowmarket,  and  one  of  Stow-upland  ; 1 /.  a year  to  the  minister  for  sermons ; 
and  2/.  125.  a year  to  a lecturer  for  sermons  on  Thursdays,  given  by  the 
said  Thomas  Blackerby,  are  charged  on  the  tithes  of  Stowmarket,  the  property 
of  Mr.  Boby. 

These  several  rentcharges,  except  as  above  noticed,  are  received  by  the 
feoffees,  and  are  carried  by  them  to  the  same  account  with  the  rents  of  the 
lands  and  estates  above  mentioned  ; and  out  of  the  revenues,  after  payment  of 
necessary  expenses,  there  are  supplied  2 s.  worth  of  bread,  which  is  distributed 

among 
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among  the  poor  every  Sunday  by  the  churchwardens,  and  coats,  which  are 
given  to  poor  men  once  a year,  to  the  value  or  amount  of  from  13/.  to  18/. 
The  sum  of  26/.,  or  thereabouts,  is  also  distributed  in  money  among  poor  per- 
sons in  small  sums  ; and  the  general  residue  of  the  income  is  applied  in  or 
towards  payment  of  the  expenses  attending  the  office  of  the  churchwardens. 

The  accounts  are  settled  annually  at  Easter,  at  a meeting  of  the  parishioners 
or  inhabitants  of  Stowmarket,  in  vestry. 

Part  of  the  funds  used  to  be  applied  for  educating  children,  but  that  course 
has  been  discontinued  as  unnecessary  since  the  establishment  of  a national 
school  now  supported  by  voluntary  contributions  ; it  will  be  proper,  how- 
ever, again  to  apply  the  funds  given  for  education  in  that  way  whenever 
occasion  requires.  Some  doubt  being  at  present  entertained  of  the  utility  or 
general  advantage  of  the  distribution  of  money  which  is  made  among  the  poor, 
it  is  under  the  consideration  of  the  trustees  whether  the  funds  so  dispensed 
may  not  be  better  applied  in  the  way  of  apprenticing  children,  or  in  some  other 
mode  less  indiscriminate  and  more  likely  to  be  of  substantial  benefit  than  the 
former.

A moiety  of  the  rents  of  the  Chilton  Meadow  above  mentioned,  after 
deducting  40  s.  a year,  is  paid  to  the  churchwardens  of  this  hamlet  or  division 
of  the  parish,  and  applied  towards  satisfaction  of  the  charges  to  which  the  inha- 
bitants are  liable  for  the  expenses  of  repairing  the  church  and  incidental  to  the 
office  of  churchwarden.

Poors  Estate. 

This  property,  of  which  the  acquisition  is  unknown,  is  under  the  manage- 
ment of  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  Stow-upland,  and 
consists  of  the  following  particulars,  part  of  it  being  freehold  and  part  copy- 
hold  : 

A small  dwelling-house,  with  outbuildings,  and  22  acres  of  land  in  Stow- 
upland,  let  to  Martha  Wilding,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  35/.,  the  fair  annual 
value. 

A cottage,  piece  of  land  called  Colman’s,  (18  acres,)  and  the  Town  Meadow, 
(three  acres,)  let  to  John  Stedman,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  30  /.  a year,  the  fair 
annual  value. 

The  rents,  after  deducting  necessary  expenses,  are  given  in  money  and  coals 
among  poor  widows,  and  also  among  other  poor  persons  of  Stow-upland,  in 
proportion  to  the  size  of  their  families.

Under  this  donation  above  mentioned  a coat  is  furnished  once  in  four  years  Blackerby’s  Gift, 
to  a poor  man  of  Stow-upland. 


PARISH  OF  WETHERDEN. 

The  Town  Lands. 

This  property  was  last  conveyed  in  1787,  to  13  trustees,  of  whom  three  are  Wetherden. 

living,  upon  trust,  to  permit  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor  to  

receive  and  apply  the  rents  and  profits  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  poor  of  The  Towu  Lands' 
Wetherden. 

The  estate  consists  of  several  parcels  of  land  lying  dispersed,  containing  in 
the  whole  11a.  3ii.  34 p.,  which  are  in  the  occupation  of  seven  different  per- 
sons, as  yearly  tenants,  at  rents  amounting  together  to  20  /.  15  s.  a year,  which 
is  stated  to  be  the  full  annual  value.  Some  of  the  parcels  are  intermixed  with 
the  land  of  other  persons,  but  the  boundaries  were  ascertained  by  survey  in 
1806. 

The  sum  of  5 /.  5 s.  a year  is  applied  towards  the  support  of  a Sunday-school 
at  Wetherden,  attended  by  about  40  children,  and  the  residue  of  the  rent  is 
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laid  out,  with  other  sums  occasionally  allowed  by  the  parish,  in  the  purchase  of 
coals,  which  are  sold  at  a cheap  rate  to  the  poor  during  the  winter. 

Chinery’s  Gift. 

A rentcharge  of  20  s.  a year,  given  for  the  poor  by  Margaret  Chincry,  by 
Will,  dated  28th  September  1730,  out  of  lands  in  New-street,  Haughley,  now 
the  property  of  Charles  Tyrell,  esquire,  is  paid  to  the  minister,  and  distributed 
by  him  among  poor  persons.

PARISH  OF  DRINKSTONE. 

Wrenn’s  Charity. 

John  JVrenn , by  Deed  of  Feoffment,  dated  20th  November  1564,  settled  land 
in  Drinkstone,  now  in  three  closes,  containing  nearly  Id  acres,  to  be  ploughed, 
tilled  and  sown  by  poor  householders  of  Drinkstone  for  their  own  profit. 

There  has  been  no  conveyance  of  the  land  to  trustees  since  1742,  and  the 
legal  estate  appears  to  be  in  Joshua  Grigby,  esquire,  but  the  rector  and  church- 
wardens act  as  trustees. 

The  land  is  let  to  Edmund  Craske,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  17  /.  10  s.  a year,  the 
fair  value,  and  the  rent  is  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  bread  corn,  which  is  dis- 
tributed among  poor  householders  living  in  the  parish. 

The  original  trust-deed  contains  sundry  special  directions  as  to  the  manage- 
ment of  the  charity,  &c.  which  it  would  be  impracticable  to  carry  into  effect. 

Camborne’s  Charity. 

Thomas  Camborne , by  Will,  dated  26th  February  1692,  devised  the  residue  of 
his  real  estates  to  be  disposed  of  for  the  setting  and  keeping  to  work  the  poor 
people  within  the  parish  of  Drinkstone. 

The  property  derived  under  the  will,  of  which  a house  and  garden,  and  about 
17  acres  of  land,  are  copyhold,  is  under  the  management  of  trustees,  to  whom 
the  copyhold  part  was  surrendered  in  1793;  Joshua  Grigby,  esquire,  John 
Moseley,  esquire,  and  Mr.  Orbell  Hustler,  are  the  surviving  trustees.

The  lands  are  let  at  the  full  annual  value. 

The  rents  are  applied  by  Mr.  Grigby,  with  the  consent  of  the  other  trustees, 
in  apprenticing  poor  children  of  Drinkstone,  with  premiums  to  each  of  between 
20 1.  and  30  /.  The  rents  were  formerly  given  to  poor  persons,  but  the  present 
course  of  application  has  prevailed  some  years,  and  it  does  not  appear  any 
better  can  be  suggested. 


The  Widows  Cottage. 

A cottage  and  small  garden,  appropriated  by  usage  to  the  relief  of  poor 
widows,  together  with  some  waste  ground,  being  the  site  of  a cottage  which 

was 
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was  burnt  down,  were  let  in  1814  to  Henry  Ward  for  20  years,  at  1/.  15  s. 
a year,  the  tenant  undertaking  to  take  down  and  rebuild  the  cottage. 

The  rent  is  laid  out  in  coals,  which  are  given  to  poor  widows  by  the  rector, 
he  with  the  churchwardens  having  the  management  of  the  charity. 

Church  Land. 

The  rents  of  a piece  of  land,  containing  live  acres,  let  to  John  Reeve  at 
61.  65.  a year,  and  a rentcharge  of  18  s.  6 d.  a year,  paid  by  Edmund  Task, 
are  appropriated  and  applied  to  the  repairs  of  the  parish-church. 

Moseley’s  Charity. 

The  Rev.  Richard  Moseley,  by  Will,  dated  20th  January  1804,  gave  to  John 
Moseley,  esquire,  and  the  Rev.  Orbell  Ray,  700  /.,  to  be  laid  out  in  3 per  cent 
consolidated  annuities,  the  dividends  thereof  to  be  applied  for  establishing  and 
supporting  a Sunday-school  and  weekly  day-school  for  teaching  poor  children 
belonging  to  or  residing  in  the  parishes  of  Drinkstone  and  Rattlesden  to  read 
and  write;  and  he  directed  the  said  John  Moseley  and  Orbell  Ray  to  appoint 
such  persons  as  they  should  think  proper  to  be  trustees  with  themselves,  and  he 
desired  there  should  never  be  less  than  six  trustees,  and  that  the  lords  of  the 
manors  of  Rattlesden  and  Drinkstone  with  Lovaine,  and  the  rectors  of 
Rattlesden  and  Drinkstone  if  desirous,  should  always  be  of  the  number  of 
trustees ; and  he  directed  a declaration  of  trust  of  the  stock  to  be  executed, 
containing  regulations  for  nominating  trustees,  and  for  appointing  the  school- 
masters and  the  children  by  the  trustees,  and  regulating  the  charity. 

The  legacy  has  been  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  1091/.  3s.  6d.}  3 per  cent 
consols,  the  dividends  of  which  are  applied,  part  in  the  support  of  a day-school 
and  a Sunday-school  at  Drinkstone,  and  in  teaching  at  school  poor  children  of 
Rattlesden,  the  schools  being  under  the  management  or  superintendence  of 
the  rectors  of  Drinkstone  and  Rattlesden  respectively  ; and  part  has  been 
retained  to  increase  the  fund,  with  a view  to  establish  permanent  day  and  Sun- 
day-schools at  each  of  the  above  places  ; the  dividends  on  the  stock  being 
insufficient  for  the  purpose.  The  savings,  amounting  at  present  to  114/.  4s.  7 d., 
are  deposited  in  the  bank  of  Messrs.  Oakes,  of  Bury,  but  they  are  about  to  be 
invested,  and  additional  trustees  are  likewise  about  to  be  appointed,  to  carry  the 
intentions  of  the  testator  into  fuller  effect. 


PARISH  OF  RATTLESDEN. 

Poors  Land. 

This  land,  which  is  in  two  parcels,  containing  together  seven  acres,  was 
partly  given  for  the  poor  by  William  C/opton,  in  or  about  the  year  1711  ; and  it 
is  let  by  the  parish  officers  and  principal  inhabitants  to  two  persons,  as  yearly 
tenants,  at  rents  amounting  together  to  10/.  per  annum,  being  the  lair  annual 
value  ; and  the  rents  are  distributed  among  the  poor  belonging  to  the  parish  in 
small  sums,  at  the  discretion  of  the  churchwarden  and  overseers. 

Church  Estate. 

A small  tenement  and  yard,  appropriated  to  the  use  of  the  church,  are  occu- 
pied by  the  parish  clerk ; the  rent,  3/.  a year,  being  retained  by  him  as  part  of 
his  salary.

They  are  let  to  poor 
persons  at  51.  10s.  a year,  a moderate  rent;  and  the  rents,  after  deducting  for 
repairs,  are  laid  out  in  bread,  distributed  quarterly  at  church  among  52  poor 
persons.

Of  this  charity,  which  was  founded  in  or  about  the  year  1G48,  for  a free- 
school,  and  the  relief  of  the  poor  in  Debenham,  the  master  and  fellows  of 
Pembroke  Hall,  Cambridge,  are  appointed  by  the  founder  special  visitors. 

Simpson’s  Charity. 

John  Simpson,  by  Will,  7th  May  1697>  charged  a farm  and  lands  in  Simpson’s  Charity. 
Debenham,  and  a farm  and  lands  in  Helmington,  in  the  will  described,  with 
the  payment  of  17 /.  Gs.  8 d.  a year,  to  be  laid  out  in  bread  for  the  poor,  to 
be  distributed  every  Lord’s-day  in  42  penny  wheaten  loaves,  to  be  given  at  the 
.parish-church  in  Debenham;  and  with  12/.  13  s.  4 d.  a year,  payable  on  the 
25th  December,  to  be  laid  out  in  eight  coats  of  light  grey  cloth,  marked  J.  S. 
on  the  breast  in  black  list,  and  six  gowns  for  six  poor  women  of  the  town  of 
Debenham,  with  the  like  mark,  to  be  yearly  delivered  to  the  eight  most  needy 
poor  men,  and  six  most  needy  poor  women,  of  the  parish  of  Debenham,  at  the 
discretion  of  the  churchwardens. 

The  sum  of  30  /.  a year  is  paid  out  of  a farm  in  Debenham  in  the  occupation 
of  Isaac  Barker,  and  17 /.  6 s.  8 d.  a year,  part  thereof,  is  laid  out  and  given 
in  bread,  as  directed  by  the  will ; and  the  remainder,  12  /.  13  s.  4 d.,  is  laid  out 
by  the  churchwardens  in  buying  cloth  and  stuff  for  and  making  coats  and  gowns, 
which  are  given  to  poor  persons  on  the  25th  December,  and  by  means  thereof 
most  of  the  labouring  poor  receive  clothing  in  turn.

Edward  Coltman,  John  Kendall,  Robert  Gale,  Thomas  Goffe,  and  their  heirs, 
for  ever,  of  and  in  one  messuage  and  six  parcels  of  land,  meadow  and  pasture, 
with  their  appurtenances,  called  and  known  by  the  name  of  Hockers  on  the 
Hill,  containing  together  by  estimation  24  acres,  be  they  more  or  less,  as  they 
were  severally  situate  and  lying  in  the  parish  of  Edwardston  aforesaid,  and 
then  in  the  tenure  and  occupation  of  Abraham  Warde  ; to  hold  unto  the  said 
Thomas  Gale  and  Henry  Browne,  and  others  their  co-feoffees  aforesaid,  their 
heirs  and  assigns,  to  the  use  of  him  the  said  Edward,  and  of  Alice  his  wife,

having  in  the  said  messuage,  lands,  meadows,  pastures  and  hereditaments, 
called  Hockers  on  the  Hill,  with  their  appurtenances,  or  of  or  in  any  parcel 
thereof,  should  stand  and  be  thereof  seised,  and  that  all  feoffments,  fines  and 
other  assurances  and  conveyances  of  the  same  messuage,  meadows,  pastures 
and  hereditaments,  or  of  any  part  thereof,  to  be  had  or  suffered,  to  the  only 
uses  and  intents  in  that  his  will  specified  and  declared  ; that  is  to  say,  to  the 
use  of  himself  and  the  said  Alice  his  wife,  during  their  natural  lives,  and  the 
life  of  the  longer  liver  of  them,  and  after  their  decease,  to  the  use  of  his  said 
feoffees  thereof,  made  and  to  be  made,  in  form  thereunder  written,  and  of  their 
heirs  for  ever,  to  the  intent  thereunder  specified ; that  is  to  say,  that  the  same 
feoffees  of  the  same  messuage,  lands  and  tenements  called  Hockers  on  the  Hill, 
or  the  more  part  of  them  for  the  time  being,  should  from  time  to  time  for  ever 
have  full  power  and  authority  to  demise  and  grant  the  same  messuage,  lands 
Rep.  20.  4 M 3 and 
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General  Charities,  and  tenements,  with  their  appurtenances,  by  lease  or  leases  for  year  or  years, 
— — not  exceeding  the  term  of  21  years  at  the  most  from  the  time  of  the  making  of 

Appl«:;ai,ty’  every  the  same  lease  or  leases,  reserving  such  yearly  rent,  for  the  same,  or 

N v more,  as  had  been  theretofore  paid  or  reserved  for  the  same,  to  be  paid  at  the 

times  therein  mentioned,  the  which  rents  and  profits  should  be  given  and  be- 
stowed yearly  for  ever  as  follows  : 40  s.  thereof  to  be  every  year  delivered  and 

paid  to  the  hands  of  the  churchwardens  or  collectors  of  or  for  the  poor  people 

of  the  parish  of  Little  Waldingfield  aforesaid,  on  the  feast-day  of  All  Saints 
yearly,  or  within  14  days  after,  to  the  use  of  the  same  poor  people  of  the  same 
parish  ; and  40  s.  more  thereof  coming  and  arising,  to  be  every  year  delivered 
and  paid  to  the  hands  of  the  churchwardens  or  of  the  collectors  of  or  for  the 
poor  people  of  the  parish  of  Much  Waldingfield,  at  the  like  feast,  to  the  use  of 
the  same  poor  people  of  the  same  parish  ; and  20  s.  more  thereof  coming  and 
arising  yearly,  to  be  every  year  delivered  and  paid  to  the  hands  of  the  church- 
wardens or  of  the  collectors  of  or  for  the  poor  people  of  the  parish  of  Edward- 
stone,  at  the  like  feast,  to  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  said  parish  ; and  he 
directed,  that  the  same  should  be  from  time  to  time  indifferently  given  and 
distributed  by  the  churchwardens  or  collectors  aforesaid,  with  the  consent  or 
oversight  of  the  parson,  vicar  or  minister  of  the  same  parish,  amongst  the  poor 
people  inhabiting  within  the  several  parishes,  yearly,  for  ever,  within  3 months 
at  the  farthest  next  after  every  of  their  receipts  thereof,  according  to  their  good 
discretions  : And  to  the  intent  that  the  said  messuage,  lands  and  tenements 
called  Mockers  on  the  Hill,  with  their  appurtenances  at  all  times  to  come, 
might  continue  in  feoffees  hands,  he  ordained  that  whensoever  the  then  feoffees 
should  be  reduced  by  death  to  the  number  of  five,  four,  or  three,  that  then  by 
the  labour  and  means  of  his  next  heir  then  living,  and  of  the  said  feoffees  then 
surviving,  or  of  the  most  part  of  them,  a new  feoffment  of  the  premises  should 
be  made  to  two,  three,  or  more  persons,  and  their  heirs,  in  fee  ; and  that 
thereupon  the  said  two,  three,  or  more  persons  so  newly  enfeoft,  to  re- 
enfeoff the  said  old  feoffees  and  other  persons  with  them,  to  the  number  of  10 
or  12  persons  in  all,  to  the  intent  to  have  his  will  in  that  behalf  truly  performed, 
and  so  under  that  form  the  feoffment  of  the  same  premises  should  be  made 
and  renewed  when  the  case  should  so  require  from  time  to  time  ; and  he  willed 
that  whosoever  as  aforesaid  should  cause  any  of  the  said  feoffments  to  be 
renewed,  should  take  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  same  messuage,  lands 
and  tenements,  13/.  4 d.  for  his  and  their  charges  at  every  such  renewing:  And 
his  will  and  intent  was,  that  if  Thomas  Appleton  his  nephew,  or  any  of  his 
heirs  who  should  thereafter  have  hold  and  inherit  his  capital  messuage  in 
Edwardstone  aforesaid,  wherein  he  then  dw?elt,  should  be  at  anytime  thereafter 
desirous  to  have  and  take  in  farm,  or  by  lease  for  years,  his  said  tenement 
called  Hockers  on  the  Hill,  and  the  aforesaid  lands,  meadows,  and  pastures 
thereunto  appertaining,  he  should  have  the  preferment  in  the  taking  and 
having  thereof,  in  lease,  at  the  hands  of  his  foresaid  feoffees,  from  time  to  time, 
before  any  other,  on  condition  that  he  or  they  should  so  require  to  have  and 
take  the  same  on  lease,  by  deed  indented  at  his  feoffees  hands,  or  the  more 
part  of  them,  for  any  term  of  years  certain,  not  exceeding  21  years,  and  should 
yield  and  pay  unto  his  said  feoffees,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  therefore,  yearly, 
the  yearly  rent  of  5L,  at  the  feasts  of  St.  Michael  and  the  Annunciation,  or 
within  14  days  next  after  either  of  the  same  feasts,  by  equal  portions,  to  be 
by  his  said  feoffees  yearly  employed  and  bestowed  to  the  use  of  the  said  poor 
people  of  the  said  several  parishes  of  Little  Waldingfield,  Much  Waldingfield, 
and  Edwardstone,  in  manner  and  form  as  aforesaid ; and  upon  the  like  further 
condition,  that  he  the  same  Thomas,  his  heirs  and  assigns  as  aforesaid,  who 
should  have  or  take  the  same,  should  from  time  to  time,  yearly,  during  his 
and  their  said  term  therein,  as  often  as  any  need  should  require,  maintain  and 
repair  the  said  tenement  called  Hockers,  and  all  the  buildings,  walls  and  pales 
thereof  in  good  repair,  and  should  pay  all  taxes,  fifteenths,  subsidies  and  rents, 
and  other  needful  charges  that  should  be  due  and  payable  for  the  same  ; and 
should  likewise  pay  the  charges  for  renewing  of  the  said  feoffment  thereof, 
from  time  to  time,  in  manner  aforesaid,  when  the  case  should  require ; and  his 
will  was,  that  whensoever  his  said  nephew,  or  any  of  his  heirs  should  fail  or 
refuse  to  accomplish  and  perform  the  premises,  or  any  part  thereof,  according 
to  his  intent  and  true  meaning  in  that  his  will  declared,  that  then  his  and  their 
estate  and  interest  of  and  in  the  said  tenements  called  Hockers,  and  of  and 

in 
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in  all  the  lands  thereunto  appertaining,  should  cease  and  be  from  thenceforth  General  Charities, 
utterly  void  and  of  no  force  or  effect : and  his  will  was,  that  then  and  from  “ . 

thenceforth  his  said  feoffees,  or  the  more  part  of  them,  should  from  time  to  App  fontinued^  ^ 

time  have  full  power  and  authority  to  demise  and  let  the  same  to  any  other ^ 

person  or  persons,  according  to  that  his  will  in  that  behalf  above  declared,  for 
such  yearly  rent,  or  more,  as  had  been  theretofore  usually  paid  for  the  same  ; 
and  that,  the  aforesaid  money  being  first  paid  out  of  the  same,  to  the  use  of  the 
said  poor  people  by  his  said  feoffees,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  in  manner  and 
form  above  specified,  and  the  said  reparations,  outrents,  and  all  other  charges 
paid,  his  will  was,  that  all  the  remnant  and  overplus  of  all  the  rents,  revenues 
and  profits  of  the  same  messuages,  lands  and  tenements  received  by  his 
feoffees,  or  any  of  them,  should  be  by  him  or  them  so  receiving  the  same, 
yearly,  within  convenient  time  next  after  the  receipt  thereof,  given  and  paid 
into  the  hands  of  the  aforesaid  churchwardens,  or  of  the  collectors  of  or  for 
the  poor  people  of  the  said  parish  of  Edwardstone,  to  be  by  them  indifferently 
given  and  bestowed,  with  the  consent  of  the  “ person,”  vicar  or  minister  for 
the  time  being,  serving  the  cure  there,  to  and  among  the  poor  people  inhabiting 
within  the  same  parish,  yearly,  for  ever,  in  like  manner  and  form  as  his  other 
legacy  of  20 s.  yearly  was  theretofore  given. 

In  respect  of  this  charity,  we  find  that  Job  Hanmer,  late  of  Holbrook  Hall, 
in  the  parish  of  Little  Waldingfield,  esquire,  who  died  about  13  or  14  years 
ago,  and  who  was  the  owner  of  considerable  property  in  the  parishes  of  Great 
"Waldingfield,  Little  Waldingfield,  Edwardstone,  and  adjoining  parishes,  was 
in  the  habit  of  paying,  until  within  a few  years  of  his  death,  the  sum  of  2/. 
a year,  under  the  name  of  Appleton’s  charity,  to  the  churchwarden  of  Great 
Waldingfield,  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  that  parish,  which  was  distributed  by 
the  rector  and  churchwarden  among  poor  people  not  receiving  parochial  relief; 
and  he  appears  to  have  made  a similar  payment  for  the  poor  of  Little  Walding- 
field, and  to  have  paid  until  the  time  of  his  death  1/.  a year  for  the  poor  of 
Edwardstone. 

Part  of  Mr.  Hanmer’s  property,  on  his  death,  devolved  upon  William  Walden 
Hanmer,  esquire,  since  deceased ; and  other  part  upon  Job  Hanmer,  now  ot 
Holbrook  Hall,  esquire,  a captain  in  the  navy  ; but  a considerable  part  of  his 
estates  lying  in  the  parishes  of  Great  Waldingfield  and  Edwardstone,  and 
which  had  been  settled  upon  his  younger  children,  was  sold  in  his  lifetime,  in 
the  year  1809,  and  was  purchased  principally  by  Thomas  Waring,  esquire, 
since  deceased,  who  had  married  his  daughter.  On  the  death  of  Mr.  Thomas 
Waring,  his  part  of  the  estates  w'ent  to  his  brother  Mr.  Richard  Waring,  and 
having  since  been  put  up  to  sale  under  a decree  of  the  Court  of  Chancery, 
was  purchased  by,  and  is  now  the  property  of  Charles  Dawson,  esquire,  of 
London,  solicitor. 

No  payments  have  been  made  on  account  of  the  charity  since  the  death  of 
the  late  Job  Hanmer,  esquire,  the  rector  of  Great  Waldingfield  made  applica- 
tion on  the  subject  both  to  Mr.  William  Hanmer  and  to  Mr.  Thomas  Waring, 
but  was  given  to  understand  by  each  of  them  that  his  share  of  the  estate  was 
not  liable  to  the  payment. 

No  part  of  the  estates  of  the  late  Job  Hanmer,  esquire,  is  now  known  by  the 
name  of  Hockers  on  the  Hill,  and  that  name,  we  are  assured  by  Mr.  Dawson, 
does  not  occur  in  any  of  the  title-deeds  relating  to  his  property. 

In  the  award  of  the  commissioners  for  enclosing  lands  in  the  parishes  of 
Great  Waldingfield-cum-Chilton  and  Great  Cornard,  dated  in  1813,  mention  is 
made  of  certain  pieces  of  land  forming  part  of  the  parish  of  Great  Walding- 
field, but  lying  within  the  bounds  of  adjoining  parishes  ; and  part  thereof 
is  described  in  these  words,  viz.  “ Secondly,  in  a farm  called  Hockets,  late  the 
property  of  Job  Hanmer,  esquire,  now  of  Thomas  Wearing,  esquire,  seven  acres 
in  one  field,  but  formerly  divided  thus : in  the  upper  yard,  half  an  acre  ; in 
Barn  Field,  two  acres  and  a half;  in  Long  Langley’s  three  acres;  in  Langley 
Bottom  (a  meadow),  one  acre  and  in  the  particulars  of  sale,  printed  on  the 
occasion  of  the  sale  in  1809  above  referred  to,  part  of  the  property  comprised 
in  the  fourth  lot  is  described  under  the  name  of  Barn  Field,  and  that  field  is 
described  as  being  partly  in  the  parish  of  Great  Waldingfield  and  partly  in  that 
of  Edwardstone.  The  lands  comprised  in  lot  four  were  part  of  the  property 
purchased  by  Mr.  Dawson,  but  there  is  no  messuage  standing  or  any  traces  of 
a house  on  that  part  of  the  estate.  Mr.  Dawson  had  no  notice  at  the  time  of 
Rep.  20.  4 M 4 his 
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General  Charities,  his  purchase  that  the  estate  s'old  was  liable  to  any  charge  under  Appleton’s 
“7~  . will,  or  otherwise,  for  any  charitable  use. 

ApPcon"iz<ei!U  y’  The  resemblance  which  the  name  “ Hockets”  bears  to  that  of  the  property 

v , mentioned  in  the  will,  has  led  us  to  make  inquiry  of  the  gentleman  who  was 

engaged  as  commissioner  for  the  purpose  of  the  inclosure,  whether  he  was 
enabled  to  assign  in  his  award  the  name  of  Hockets  to  the  farm  therein  men- 
tioned by  means  of  any  old  map  or  survey,  or  from  what  other  source  of  in- 
formation he  obtained  the  name  ; but  his  letters  in  answer  to  this  inquiry,  and 
of  which  a copy  is  given  at  the  end  of  the  Report,  furnish  no  satisfactory- 
information  on  the  point. 

The  several  circumstances  above  mentioned  appear  to  us  to  afford  consider- 
able ground  of  probability  that  Mr.  Dawson  is  now  in  possession  of  part,  at 
least,  of  the  property  mentioned  in  the  will  by  the  name  of  Hockers  on  the 
Hill,  but  we  apprehend  no  means  exist  of  ascertaining  that  property  with  suffi- 
cient precision  to  render  it  probable  the  charity  could  be  re-established  by  aid 
of  any  legal  proceedings ; lest,  however,  this  conclusion  should  be  erroneous, 
we  think  it  proper  to  submit  the  particulars  of  this  case  to  the  consideration  of 
the  Attorney-general 


* DOCUMENTS  and  Writings  referred  to  in  the  above  Report. 

Edward  Appleton,  of  Edwardstone,  in  the  county  of  Suffolk,  gentleman,  by  his  last  will,  bearing 
date  7th  August  1580,  gave  405.  per  annum  to  the  poor  of  Great  Waldingfield,  and  405.  per  annum 
to  the  poor  of  Little  Waldingfield,  and  20  s.  per  annum  to  the  poor  of  Edwardstone,  to  be  paid  yearly, 
for  ever,  to  such  poor  as  take  not  alms  of  the  parish  ; all  which  he  chargeth  on  his  messuage  and  six 
several  parcels  of  land,  meadow  and  pasture,  belonging  to  a farm  in  Edwardstone,  called  Hockets. 

This  will  was  proved  in  the  Prerogative  Court  of  Canterbury,  the  10th  of  November  1580,  before 
William  Goviridy,  L.L.D.  and  commissary,  and  Lawrence  Argell,  registrar  of  London.

Extract  from  the  Award  of  the  Commissioners  named  and  authorized  in  and  byr  an  Act  of 
Parliament  made  and  passed  in  the  fifty-first  year  of  the  reign  of  His  present  Majesty  King 
George  the  Third,  intituled,  “ An  Act  for  inclosing  lands  in  the  parishes  of  Great  Waldingfield 
cum  Chilton  and  Great  Cornard,  in  the  county  of  Suffolk.” 

“ Besides  the  land  which  the  before-mentioned  boundaries  comprehend,  there  are  divers  parcels 
of  land  belonging  to  and  forming  part  of  the  said  parish  of  Great  Waldingfield,  but  lying  within 
the  boundaries  of  adjoining  or  neighbouring  parishes,  and  are  as  follow ; that  is  to  say,  5 pieces  in 
the  parish  of  Edwardstone  : first,  1 acre  in  a field  called  Llog’s-ear,  alias  Hog-land,  by  the  Round 
Maple;  2 acres  and  a half  in  the  field  next  adjoining,  called  Wood  Field,  and  half  an  acre  in  the 
same,  formerly  wood ; the  above  lands  are  the  property  of  Robert  Cooper,  and  in  his  own  occu- 
pation : — second,  in  a farm  called  Hockets,  late  the  property  of  Job  Hanmer,  esquire,  now  of  Thomas

“ In  reply  to  yours,  in  ascertaining  the  boundaries  for  the  inclosure  of  Waldingfield,  See.  it  ap- 
peared that  several  pieces  of  land  (though  situate  within  other  parishes)  were  found  to  belong  to 
Great  Waldingfield,  from  the  information  of  the  persons  who  were  examined  as  to  the  boundary,  &c. ; 
such  were  pointed  out  to  the  surveyor,  who,  under  my  direction,  laid  them  down  on  the  map ; and 
if  the  award  is  referred  to,  you  will  find  the  same  described  and  marked  g,  abutting  south  on  a road 
leading  from  Lower  Waldingfield  to  Groton,  north  and  west  on  Mr.  Waring’s  land,  and  east  on 
J.  Hanmer’s ; the  one  acre  is  a triangular  piece,  abutting  one  side  on  a road,  and  the  other  sides  on 
Mr.  Waring’s  land.  Some  two  or  three  years  since  application  was  made  to  me  (my  father  having 
been  concerned  under  an  Act  of  Parliament  in  dividing  of  these  and  other  estates)  as  to  an  annual 
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General  Charities,  said  several  sums  of  money  among  such  poor  of  their  towns  as  they  should 

- — ; . think  fit,  in  bread  ; and  he  willed  that  the  surplus  rents,  if  any,  should  go  to 

Corder’s  Charity.  t]ie  renewing  0f  feoffments  of  the  premises,  and  that  if  the  rents  should  be 
insufficient  to  make  good  the  yearly  sums,  the  several  payments  should  be 
rateably  abated. 

The  charity-estate  was  conveyed  by  deed,  dated  the  5th  April  1791,  to 
several  new  trustees,  some  out  of  each  of  the  parishes  mentioned  in  the  will, 

and  several  of  the  trustees  are  yet  living,  but  Mr.  Ezra  Dalton  and  another, 

are  the  sole  managing  trustees. 

The  charity-estate,  consisting  of  a dwelling-house,  out-buildings,  yard  and 
garden,  and  six  closes,  containing  together  about  18  acres,  was  let  by  tender 
in  1818,  to  Thomas  Sparke,  for  12  years,  at  50/.  per  annum,  but  the  trustees 
found  it  necessary  two  years  after  the  letting,  to  reduce  the  rent  to  30/.,  which 
is  now  paid,  and,  taking  into  consideration  the  charges  for  tithes  and  poor  rates, 
may  be  considered  a proper  rent. 

The  rents  are  applied  by  the  acting  trustees,  after  deducting  for  outgoings, 
in  payments  of  money  to  the  ministers,  &c.  of  the  different  towns  and  parishes 
mentioned  in  the  will,  the  sums  paid  being  varied  according  to  the  state  of 
disposable  income  ; and  of  late  the  sums  paid  in  lieu  of  every  sum  of  1 /.  in 
the  will  specified,  have  varied  from  11.  5 s.  to  1/.  6 s. 

The  outgoings  are  for  land  and  house  taxes,  quit  rents,  and  occasional 
repairs ; about  1/.  12  s.  for  dinners,  and  an  allowance  of  10  s.  a year  to  one  of 
the  trustees  for  his  trouble  in  making  the  payments  to  some  of  the  ministers 
and  churchwardens  of  different  parishes.  The  accounts  are  settled  yearly. 


rent  to  a charity  left  by  Edward  Appleton ; at  that  time  I had  lent  all  my  papers  to  the  solicitor 
who  tried  the  cause  as  to  the  heriots,  Garland  v.  Bunbury ; as  such  I could  not  give  an  answer,  but 
I have  wrote  to  have  the  papers  returned  me,  which  will  possibly  show  the  payment  being  allowed 
when  the  division  of  estates  were  made ; if  I can  give  any  further  information  I shall  with  pleasure 
attend  to  it.

I regret  I cannot  furnish  the  commissioners  with 
any  other  information  than  what  may  be  obtained  from  the  award  map  made  under  the  Great 
Waldingfield  inclosure.

KING  Edward  the  Sixth,  by  his  Letters  Patent,  bearing  date  the  2d  of 
January,  in  the  fifth  year  of  his  reign,  at  the  humble  petition  as  well  of  the 
inhabitants  of  the  town,  parish,  and  manor  of  Brymyncham,  in  the  county  of 
Warwick,  as  of  very  many  other  of  his  subjects  of  the  whole  country  neighbour- 
ing thereunto,  granted  and  ordained,  that  for  the  future  there  should  be  one 
grammar-school  in  Brymyncham  aforesaid,  which  should  be  called  the  Free- 
Grammar-school  of  King  Edward  the  Sixth,  for  the  education,  institution  and 
instruction  of  boys  and  youth  in  grammar  ; and  the  said  school,  of  one  master  or 
pedagogue  and  one  sub-pedagogue  or  usher  to  continue  for  ever,  did  thereby 
erect,  create  and  found.  And  did  further  ordain,  that  for  the  future  there 
should  be  20  men  of  the  more  discreet  and  trusty  inhabitants  of  the  town  and 
parish  of  Brymyncham  aforesaid,  or  of  the  manor  of  Brymyncham  to  the  same 
town  adjoining,  for  the  time  being,  who  should  be  and  be  called  Governors  of 
the  Possessions,  Revenues  and  Goods  of  the  said  School,  commonly  called  and  to 
be  called  the  Free  Grammar-school  of  King  Edward  the  Sixth  in  Brymyncham 
in  the  county  of  Warwick.  And  after  nominating  the  first  governors  of  the  said 
free  grammar-school,  his  said  Majesty  granted,  that  the  said  governors  should  for 
the  future  be  one  body  corporate  and  politic  for  ever,  by  the  name  aforesaid, 
and  by  the  same  name  should  be  persons  fit  and  capable  in  law  to  have  and 
receive  of  the  said  King  the  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments  thereunder 
specified,  and  other  lands,  tenements,  possessions  and  hereditaments  whatsoever, 
of  the  said  King,  or  of  any  other  person  or  persons  whatsoever.  And  he  further 
ordained,  that  whensoever  it  should  happen  that  any  one  or  more  of  the  20 
governors  of  the  possessions,  revenues  and  goods  of  the  said  free-school  for  the 
time  being  should  die,  or  elsewhere  out  of  the  town,  parish,  and  manor  of  Bry- 
myncham aforesaid  should  dwell,  and  with  his  family  should  depart,  that  then 
and  so  often  it  might  and  should  be  lawful  for  the  others  of  the  said  governors 
surviving,  and  there  with  their  families  dwelling,  or  the  greater  part  of  them, 
to  choose  and  nominate  another  fit  person,  or  other  fit  persons,  of  the  inhabitants 
of  the  town,  parish,  and  manor  of  Brymyncham  aforesaid,  into  the  place  or 
places  of  him  or  them  so  dying,  or  with  his  or  their  family  or  families  so  as 
aforesaid  departing,  to  succeed  in  the  said  office  of  governor  ; and  this  as  often 
as  the  case  should  so  happen.  And  to  render  effectual  in  that  behalf  his  inten- 
tion and  purpose,  his  said  Majesty  thereby  gave  and  granted  to  the  said

situate  in  Dalende  in  Brymyncham  ; [2.]  likewise  all  those  lands  and  heredita- 
ments called  Foldes,  and  three  messuages  or  tenements,  with  all  their  appur- 
tenances, situate  in  Chappell-strete,  in  Brymyncham  aforesaid ; [3.]  and  also 
seven  messuages  or  tenements,  and  two  crofts  of  land,  with  the  appurtenances,

Carte-lane,  in  Brymyncham  aforesaid ; [13.]  and  also  all  those  lands,  fields, 
meadows,  pastures  and  hereditaments  whatsoever,  with  the  appurtenances, 
called  or  known  by  the  name  or  names  of  Longe  Croft,  Bynges,  Rotten  Feldes, 
Walmores,  and  Seyncte  Mary  Wood,  lying  and  being  in  the  foren  of  Bry- 
myncham aforesaid ; [14.]  likewise  one  messuage  or  tenenement,  and  all  his  said 
Majesty’s  lands,  fields,  meadows,  pastures  and  hereditaments  whatsoever,  with 
the  appurtenances,  in  the  several  tenures  of  the  persons  therein  mentioned, 
situate,  lying  and  being  in  the  foren  of  Brymyncham  aforesaid ; all  wrhich 
several  premises  are  described  as  “ to  the  late  guild  of  the  Holy  Cross  in  the 
town  of  Brymyncham,  in  the  said  county  of  Warwick,  some  time  belonging  and 
appertaining,  and  parcel  of  thepossessions  thereof  late  being  which  messuages, 
lands,  tenements,  rents,  reversions,  services,  and  all  other  the  premises,  were 
then  extended  at  the  clear  yearly  value  of  21/. ; — to  have,  hold  and  enjoy  the 
aforesaid  messuages,  lands,  tenements,  &c.,  and  all  and  singular  other  the  pre- 
mises, with  the  appurtenances,  to  the  said  governors  and  their  successors  for 
ever;  to  hold  of  his  said  Majesty,  his  heirs  and  successors,  as  of  his  Castle  of 
Kenelworthe,  in  the  said  county  of  Warwick,  by  fealty  only,  in  free  socage ; 
and  rendering  therefrom  annually  to  his  said  Majesty,  his  heirs  and  successors, 
20  s.,  to  be  paid  at  the  feast  of  St.  Michael  the  Archangel  every  year.  And  his 
said  Majesty  further  granted  to  the  said  governors  and  their  successors,  and  to 
the  major  part  of  the  same,  full  power  and  authority  to  nominate  and  appoint 
a pedagogue  and  sub-pedagogue  of  the  aforesaid  school,  as  often  as  the  same 
school  should  be  void  of  a pedagogue  or  sub-pedagogue ; and  that  they  the 
governors,  with  the  advice  [ cum  advisamento ] of  the  bishop  of  the  diocese  there 
for  the  time  being,  from  time  to  time  might  make  tit  and  wholesome  statutes 
and  ordinances  in  writing,  concerning  the  order,  government  and  direction  of 
the  pedagogue  and  sub-pedagogue  and  scholars  of  the  aforesaid  school  for  the 
time  being,  and  of  the  stipend  and  salary  of  the  said  pedagogue  and  sub-peda- 
gogue, and  otherwise  concerning  the  said  school,  and  the  order,  government, 
preservation  and  disposition,  of  the  rents  and  revenues,  to  the  sustentation  of  the 
said  school  appointed  or  to  be  appointed.  And  his  said  Majesty  willed,  and 
by  the  said  letters  patent  ordained,  that  all  the  issues,  rents  and  revenues  of  the 
lands,  tenements  and  possessions  aforesaid,  and  [of  those~\  in  future  to  be  given 
and  assigned  to  the  sustentation  of  the  aforesaid  school,  from  time  to  time, 
should  be  applied  to  the  sustentation  of  the  pedagogue  and  sub-pedagogue  of 
the  aforesaid  school  for  the  time  being,  and  not  otherwise,  nor  to  any  other  uses 
or  intentions. 


The  vacancies  in  the  body  of  governors  have  been  filled  up  from  time 
to  time,  according  to  the  directions  of  the  charter.  The  governors  have  not 
deemed  a vacancy  necessarily  to  occur,  upon  the  removal  of  any  of  their  body, 
out  of  the  limits  of  the  town  and  parish  of  Birmingham  ; being  led  by  eminent 
legal  opinions  to  think,  that  the  clause  of  the  charter  to  that  effect  was  not  im- 
perative. 
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perative.  But  where  a governor  has  removed  to  such  a distance,  as  to  render 
his  attendance  inconvenient,  they  have  deemed  it  competent  to  them  to  declare 
a vacancy,  and  to  appoint  another  in  his  room ; and  have  acted  accordingly.

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The  earliest  body  of  statutes  and  orders  which  we  find  to  have  been  made  by 
the  governors  of  this  school,  are  dated  the  20th  October  IG76,  and  contain 
among  others  the  following  provisions  : 

1st.  That  no  person  being  tenant  of  any  part  of  the  school-property  should  be 
elected  a governor  of  the  said  school ; and  that  if  any  governor  should  purchase, 
in  his  own  name,  and  to  his  own  use  and  behoof,  any  lease  of  any  part  of  the 
said  property,  it  should  be  lawful  for  the  governors  to  choose  another  in  his 
room,  as  if  such  governor  were  wholly  departed  out  of  the  lordship  of  Bir- 
mingham, or  were  naturally  dead. 

2d.  That  the  dwelling-house,  with  the  outbuildings,  gardens  and  premises, 
occupied  by  the  then  chief  schoolmaster,  and  also  a barn  and  croft  in  New- 
street  in  Birmingham,  and  a close  called  the  Lower  Leasowe  or  Broom  Close, 
being  part  of  the  Bingies  in  the  foreign  of  Birmingham,  and  the  Pit  being  on 
the  lower  side  of  the  said  Leasowe  and  at  the  end  of  the  meadow  called  Bingies 
Meadow,  allowing  liberty  of  water  to  the  farmers  of  the  Bingies  land  and  the 
cattle  that  should  go  there,  should  be  appropriated  to  the  use  of  the  chief 
schoolmaster  and  his  successors  for  ever. 

That  the  house  in  the  possession  of  the  then  usher,  with  the  garden,  use  of  the 
pump,  and  other  appurtenances,  and  also  a barn  and  croft  in  New-street,  and  a 
croft  called  Kimberley’s  Croft  in  More-street,  alias  Mole-street,  in  Birmingham, 
should  be  appropriated  to  the  use  of  the  usher  of  the  said  school  and  his 
successors  for  ever. 

That  a salary  of  68 /.  15  s.  per  annum,  by  half-yearly  payments,  should  be 
paid  to  the  chief  schoolmaster,  and  a salary  of  341.  6 s.  8 d.  per  annum,  by  like 
payments,  to  the  usher. 


[By  a subsequent  statute,  dated  the  12th  January  1738,  the  governors  resumed 
the  possession  of  the  two  barns  and  crofts  in  New-street,  and  of  Kimberley’s 
Croft,  respectively  appropriated  as  abovementioned  to  the  master  and  usher ; 
and  in  lieu  thereof  made  an  addition  to  the  salary  of  the  chief  master  of  20/. 
a year,  making  its  total  amount  88/.  15  s.,  and  to  the  salary  of  the  usher  of 
2 51.  13  s.  4d.  a year,  making  its  total  amount  60/.,  which  respective  salaries 
have  been  further  increased  by  subsequent  statutes  as  follows,  viz. : 

By  statute  27th  August  1788  master’s  to  150/.,  usher’s  to  100/. 

— 2d  March  1796  - - 200/.,  - - 150/. 

— 20th  December  1816  - - 400/.,  - - 300/.] 

3d.  That  a sum  of  20/.  per  annum  should  be  paid  half-yearly  to  an  assistant 

to  the  chief  schoolmaster  for  the  time  being,  to  be  nominated  and  presented  by 
the  chief  schoolmaster  to  the  governors,  to  be  approved  by  them,  and  to  be  con- 
tinued while  unmarried  ; subject  to  be  displaced  by  the  governors  and  chief 
master  on  marrying,  or  for  other  reasons,  at  their  discretion. 

That  the  like  sum  of  20/.  per  annum,  by  half-yearly  payments,  should  be  paid 
to  an  English  master  as  an  assistant  to  the  usher,  to  teach  in  a school,  distinct 
from  the  grammar-school,  50  boys,  whose  parents  at  the  time  of  their  admission 
should  be  inhabitants  of  Birmingham,  to  read  English  ; to  be  nominated  and 
presented  by  the  usher  to  the  governors,  and  to  be  approved  by  them,  and 
continued  while  unmarried;  subject  to  be  displaced  by  the  governors  and  usher 
on  marrying,  or  for  other  reasons,  at  their  discretion. 


Rep.  20. 
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That  the  like  sum  of  20/.,  by  half-yearly  payments,  should  be  paid  to  a scri- 
vener for  teaching  continually  at  once  20  boys,  inhabitants  ot  Birmingham,  to 
write  and  cast  accounts  ; such  scrivener  to  be  nominated  and  approved,  and,  in 
case  of  marriage,  displaced  by  the  governors  (unless  they  should  think  fit,  under 
their  common  seal,  to  permit  him  during  his  employment  there  to  marry),  or 
for  other  just  cause  appearing  to  the  said  governors  ; such  boys  to  be  com- 
mitted by  the  said  schoolmaster  to  the  care  and  teaching  of  the  said  scrivener, 
with  the  approbation  and  direction  of  the  said  governors.

4th.  That  it  should  be  lawful  for  the  governors,  out  of  the  rents  and  revenues, 
over  and  above  the  stipends  and  reservations  above  mentioned,  to  raise  the  sum 
of  70/.  per  annum  towards  the  maintenance  of  scholars  bred  up  in  and  sent 
from  the  said  school  to  the  university,  in  one  of  the  two  following  ways  ; viz. 
either  10/.  per  annum,  for  the  raising  of  two  exhibitions  of  51.  a-piece,  to  be 
settled  on  Catherine  Hall  Cambridge,  and  to  be  added  to  two  of  their  scholar- 
ships of  51.  a-piece,  which  the  said  Hall  had  promised  to  grant  and  fix  upon 
the  scholars,  who  should  be  sent  from  the  said  school  to  the  said  Hall ; and  also 
60/.  per  annum,  for  the  settling  of  two  fellowships  of  30/.  per  annum,  at  least, 
upon  two  scholars  to  be  sent  from  the  said  school  to  the  said  Hall ; and  this  to  be 
settled  according  to  the  best  discretion  and  management  of  t he  governors  and 
chief  master  with  the  said  Hall;  but  if  such  intention  should  not  be  effected,  then 
the  sum  of  70/.  to  be  employed  to  the  raising  of  seven  exhibitions,  or  scholar- 
ships, viz. : 

£.  10  per  annum  a-piece,  if  so  much  should  be  raised  out  of  the  overplus  of 
the  rents,  to  be  paid  to  seven  scholars  successively,  to  be  sent  from  the  said 
school  to  any  college  of  either  university ; the  children  of  inhabitants  of  the 
manor  of  Birmingham,  to  be  first  presented  for  such  scholarships  ; next,  the 
children  of  such  as  should  live  in  adjacent  places,  to  be  bred  the  three  last  years 
at  least  in  the  said  school ; and  for  want  of  such,  the  same  to  be  bestowed  on  the 
most  indigent  and  best  deserving  in  the  said  school;  and  no  exhibitioner  or 
scholar  to  continue  any  longer  than  seven  years,  in  the  enjoyment  of  the  said 
scholarship. 

That  the  election  of  such  scholars  should  be  in  manner  following ; viz.  that 
on  Tuesday  next  before  the  Annunciation  in  every  year,  the  chief  master 
should  present  all  the  scholars  of  the  upper  form  of  the  said  school  to  three 
neighbouring  ministers,  being  masters  of  arts  of  either  of  the  universities,  two 
to  be  nominated  by  the  governors,  and  one  by  the  chief  schoolmaster  ; and  such 
one  of  them  as  upon  examination  of  the  said  ministers,  or  any  two  of  them, 
should  be  found  most  poor  and  capable,  should  be  elected  by  the  said  governors, 
and  under  their  common  seal  presented  as  scholars  to  the  said  hall  or  other 
college. 


[It  appears,  from  the  accounts,  that  an  attempt  was  made  to  establish  the 
exhibitions  and  fellowships,  according  to  the  first  plan  specified  in  the  above 

clause. 
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clause.  In  the  year  1682,  30/.  a year  was  paid  for  a fellowship  at  Catherine 
Hall,  and  two  exhibitions  of  5 /.  each  ; but  these  appear  to  have  been  discon- 
tinued after  the  year  1684.  By  a subsequent  statute,  dated  4th  April  1753,  it 
was  ordered,  that  any  number  of  scholars  in  the  school,  not  exceeding  seven 
at  one  time,  might  be  sent  by  the  governors,  as  their  exhibitioners,  to  be 
educated  at  one  of  the  universities  of  Oxford  or  Cambridge,  with  a stipend  to 
i each  of  20  /.  a year,  to  be  paid  by  equal  half-yearly  payments,  out  of  the  rents 
and  revenues  of  the  school,  for  the  term  of  seven  years  ; provided  he  should  so 
long  continue  to  reside  in  one  of  the  said  universities,  eight  calendar  months  in 
each  year ; to  be  paid,  on  producing  a certificate  from  the  college  of  such 
residence. 
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By  a subsequent  statute  of  the  7th  July  1773,  this  amount  of  residence  was 
only  to  be  required,  till  the  exhibitioner  should  take  his  degree  of  bachelor  of 
arts  ; after  which,  he  should  only  be  obliged  to  such  residence,  as  the  universities 
should  require  for  taking  his  degree  of  master  of  arts. 

In  1774,  the  exhibitions  were  by  another  statute  raised  from  20  /.  a year  to 
2 51.  a year;  and  by  statutes,  respectively  dated  the  2d  March  1 791,  and 
2d  March  1796,  the  number  of  exhibitions  was  increased,  first  to  nine,  and  then 
to  ten,  and  the  stipends  were  raised  to  35  /.  a yar.] 


5.  That  when  the  governors  could  raise  any  considerable  stock,  it  should  be 
lawful  for  them,  with  the  approbation  of  the  chief  schoolmaster,  (they  reserving 
at  least  100/.  to  answer  any  emergent  occasion  of  the  school,)  to  set  out  to  poor 
tradesmen  10/.  a-piece,  gratis,  upon  good  security,  for  such  time  as  the 
governors  and  chief  schoolmaster  should  think  fit. 

[It  does  not  appear  that  this  statute  has  been  of  late  years,  (if  ever,)  acted 
upon.] 

By  subsequent  statutes  the  following  regulations  were  made : 

By  statute  of  6th  November  1751,  (recited  to  be  made  after  due  deliberation 
on  the  state  of  the  school  and  the  revenues  thereof,  and  the  great  number  of 
children  of  Birmingham,  who  by  reason  of  the  poverty  or  the  negligence  of  their 
parents  were  never  taught  to  read  the  English  tongue,  and  the  advantages 
which  might  be  expected  to  arise  from  having  many  such  children  taught  to 
read  English,  more  than  could  be  taught  in  the  said  school,)  It  was  ordered 
that  four  masters  or  mistresses  should  forthwith  be  inquired  after  and  ap- 
pointed by  the  said  governors,  for  teaching  and  instructing  such  and  so  many 
boys  and  girls  in  the  English  tongue,  in  such  different  parts  and  places  within 
the  said  town,  as  the  governors  for  the  time  being  should  nominate  and 
appoint ; that  no  such  master  or  mistress  should  be  obliged  to  teach  more  than 
40  scholars  at  one  time  ; and  that  there  should  be  paid  to  each  master  or  mis- 
tress, so  long  as  he  or  she  should  have  the  full  number  of  40  boys  or  girls 
appointed  by  the  said  governors,  the  yearly  sum  of  15/. ; when  there  should  be 
a deficiency  of  that  number,  the  salary  to  abate  in  proportion. 


[By  statute  of  the  3d  October  1764,  reciting  the  preceding  one,  the  gover- 
nors ordered,  that  the  approbation  and  consent  of  the  bishop  should  be  desired 
to  the  appointing  one  or  more  schoolmaster  or  mistress,  for  instructing  boys 
and  girls  in  the  English  language,  in  such  parts  of  the  town  of  Birmingham,  and 
within  the  liberty  or  parish  thereof,  as  the  governors  should  appoint,  and  that 
the  governors  should  be  at  liberty  to  augment  the  salaries  of  such  masters  and 
mistresses  5/.  a year,  at  their  discretion. 

From  a statute  made  the  17th  August  1788,  it  appears  that  a school  had 
been  established  in  Shutt-lane,  under  a master,  whose  salary  was  thereby  raised 
from  40/.  to  50/. 


By  statute  of  the  20th  December  1816,  reciting  an  order  made  by  the 
governors  on  the  14th  October  1794,  that  a school  should  be  opened  in  some 
convenient  part  of  the  town  for  the  education  of  40  girls,  and  that  a proper 
governess  should  be  appointed  to  instruct  them,  it  was  ordered,  that,  with  the 
concurrence  of  the  Bishop  of  Lichfield  and  Coventry,  the  said  school,  which  was 
opened,  should  be  continued.] 

By  statute  made  the  7th  July  1773,  it  was  ordered  that  a French  master 
should  be  forthwith  inquired  after,  and  appointed  by  the  governors,  or  the 
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major  part  of  them,  for  teaching  and  instructing  five  of  the  scholars  of  the  said 
school,  being  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Birmingham,  who  should  be  under  the 
care  of  the  head-master,  in  the  French  language  ; that  the  five  scholars  should 
be  nominated  by  the  governors,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  and  that  the  said 
French  master  should  have  a salary  of  201.  a year. 

[By  resolutions  of  the  governors  of  the  19th  and  31st  January,  and  28th 
February  1774,  a French  master  and  a drawing-master  were  appointed,  (which 
is  the  first  mention  we  find  of  the  latter,)  with  salaries  of  40/.  each.  The  French 
master  has  been  since  discontinued  ; but  the  drawing-master  remains,  and  has 
now  a salary  of  100/.] 

By  the  statute  of  the  20th  December  18  lG  it  was  further  ordered, 

1st.  That  all  the  masters  should  attend  in  the  school  every  day  in  the  week 
(Sundays  excepted,)  at  seven  in  the  morning  in  summer,  and  half-past  seven  in 
winter,  and  continue  there  till  nine ; that  they  should  attend  again  at  ten,  and 
continue  till  twelve ; that  in  the  afternoon  of  Monday,  Wednesday  and  Friday, 
all  the  masters  of  the  upper  school  should  attend  from  two  till  five  ; that  the 
master  of  the  lower  school  should  cease  from  his  attendance  in  the  said  after- 
noons, and  attend  in  the  afternoons  of  Tuesday  and  Thursday,  from  two  till 
four  ; that  the  writing-master  should  cease  to  teach  at  any  morning  hour,  but 
that  he  should  attend  the  boys  at  the  lower  school  on  Monday,  Wednesday,  and 
Friday  afternoons  from  two  till  five,  and  the  boys  of  the  upper  school  on 
Tuesday  and  Thursday  afternoons  from  two  till  four,  besides  giving  his  attend- 
ance at  some  leisure  time  to  prepare  pens,  copy-books,  &c. 

2dly.  That  prayers  should  be  read  in  the  presence  of  all  the  boys  of  both 
schools,  assembled  in  one  place,  every  day  before  the  business  of  the  school 
should  commence,  and  again  at  its  close  ; that  the  attendance  of  all  the  masters 
at  the  above-mentioned  hours  should  be  punctual  and  precise  at  all  times,  and 
in  particular  that  no  master  of  the  upper  or  lower  school  should  neglect  to 
attend,  at  the  time  of  the  morning  prayers. 

3dly.  That  there  should  be  a regular  gradation  of  classes  in  the  school  under 
the  respective  masters,  and  that  the  boys  should  rise  regularly  in  the  classes, 
whether  the  master  with  whom  they  might  board  or  read  as  private  pupils, 
should  be  the  teacher  of  the  class  to  which  they  might  rise  or  belong,  or  not. 

All  the  foregoing  statutes  have  been  confirmed  by  the  Bishop  of  Lichfield 
and  Coventry  ; and  the  two  first  of  them,  viz.  the  statutes  of  I676  and  1738  were 
confirmed  by  decrees  of  the  Court  of  Chancery,  upon  proceedings  which  appear 
to  have  been  instituted  by  the  governors,  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  such 
confirmation.  It  seems,  however,  that  the  decree  for  confirming  the  first  body 
of  statutes  was  not  binding,  in  consequence  of  the  informality  of  the  Attorney- 
general  not  having  been  made  a party  to  the  proceedings. 

Doubts  having  arisen  as  to  the  validity  of  some  of  the  foregoing  statutes,  not 
only  on  account  of  the  informality  just  alluded  to,  but  also  on  the  ground  that 
the  appointment  of  English  and  other  masters,  and  the  foundation  of  fellow- 
ships, scholarships,  and  exhibitions,  were  not  conformable  to  the  intention  of  the 
letters  patent,  further  proceedings  have  been  lately  instituted  by  the  Attor- 
ney-general ; and  by  a decree  made  by  the  Master  of  the  Rolls  on  the  14th 
July  1825,  it  was  declared,  that  the  charity  intended  to  be  established  by  the 
said  letters  patent  was  a free  grammar-school,  for  the  instruction  of  boys  and 
youths  in  the  learned  languages  ; and  it  was  referred  to  the  Master  to  inquire 
into  the  present  state  and  condition  of  the  said  charity ; and  it  was  ordered  that 
the  said  Master  should  settle  and  approve  of  a scheme  for  the  future  establish- 
ment of  the  said  free  grammar-school,  having  regard  to  the  declaration  therein- 
before made,  and  to  the  present  amount  of  the  annual  income  of  the  said 
charity-estates  and  property,  and  to  any  future  increase  thereof  which  might 
appear  to  him  to  be  likely  to  take  place ; and  also  having  regard  to  the  several 
statutes  or  orders  from  time  to  time  made  or  agreed  to  by  the  governors,  with 
the  advice  of  the  Bishop  of  Lichfield  and  Coventry,  so  far  as  such  statutes  or 
orders  respectively  were  consistent  with  the  intention  of  the  said  letters  patent, 
and  so  far  as  the  same  might  appear  to  be  beneficial  to  the  said  free  grammar- 

school 
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The  following  alienations  of  some  parts  of  the  premises,  granted  by  the  char- 
ter, have  taken  place  under  the  authority  of  different  Acts  of  Parliament. 

1.  Under  the  authority  of  the  Worcester  Canal  Act,  a parcel  of  land  near 
Broad-street  was  taken  for  the  use  of  that  canal,  in  respect  of  which  the 
Canal  Company  pay  to  the  governors  the  annual  sum  of  149/.  12s.  6r/. 

2.  Under  the  authority  of  the  Birmingham  Canal  Act,  another  parcel  of 
land  near  Broad-street  was  taken  for  the  use  of  that  canal,  in  respect  of  which 
that  Canal  Company  pay  the  annual  sum  of  88/.  6s.  Qd. 

These  two  parcels  of  land  were  part  of  what  is  described  in  the  charter  as 
lying  in  the  Foreign. 

3.  Under  the  powers  of  an  Act  passed  in  the  41st  year  of  Geo.  3,  for 
, enlarging  the  powers  of  former  Acts  for  laying  open  and  widening  the  streets 

of  Birmingham,  and  for  other  purposes,  there  were  sold  to  the  commissioners 
for  carrying  that  Act  into  execution  nine  messuages  or  tenements  adjoining 
St.  Martin’s  Church-yard  and  the  Corn  Market,  or  Bull-ring,  for  the  sum  of 
I 1,730/. 

4.  Under  the  powers  of  an  Act  of  the  47th  Geo.  3,  for  enlarging  the  church- 
yard of  the  parish  of  St.  Martin  in  Birmingham,  and  for  providing  an  addi- 
tional cemetery  or  burial-ground  for  the  use  of  the  said  parish,  there  were 
sold  to  the  trustees  for  carrying  that  Act  into  execution  five  messuages  or  tene- 
ments fronting  to  Spiceall-street  for  the  sum  of  423  /.,  and  a piece  of  land 
situate  near  Park-street,  containing  in  the  whole  13,192  square  yards,  being 
rather  more  than  2£  acres,  for  the  sum  of  1,600/. 

This  piece  of  land,  (which  has  been  appropriated  for  the  new  burial  ground,)  is 
I supposed  to  have  been  one  of  the  two  crofts  mentioned  in  the  charter  as  situate 
in  Molle-street,  now  called  Moor-street. 

5.  Under  the  powers  of  the  Acts  of  the  58th  and  59th  Geo.  3,  for  building 
additional  churches,  a piece  of  land  containing  3,965  square  yards  was  sold  for 
200/.  to  the  commissioners  under  those  Acts,  for  the  site  of  a new  church, 
which  has  been  since  erected  thereon,  and  called  St.  George’s  Church. 

This  is  part  of  the  land  described  in  the  charter  as  situate  in  the  Foreign. 

The  several  Acts  authorizing  the  three  last-mentioned  sales,  respectively  con- 
tained provisions,  that  the  consideration-monies  to  be  received,  in  respect  of 
such  sales,  if  amounting  to  200/.  should  be  paid  into  the  Bank  of  England  in 
the  name  of  the  Accountant-General  of  the  Court  of  Chancery,  to  be  applied 
in  the  purchase  of  the  land-tax,  or  discharge  of  such  encumbrances  as  that 
court  should  authorize  to  be  paid,  or  in  the  purchase  of  other  lands,  tenements, 
or  hereditaments,  to  be  conveyed  and  settled  to  the  like  uses  as  the  premises 
sold  stood  limited  to;  and  in  the  mean  time  that  the  said  monies  should  be 
invested  in  the  three-per-cent  consols,  or  three-per-cent  reduced  annuities,  and 
the  dividends  be  paid  by  order  of  the  court  to  the  persons  who  would  have  been 
entitled  to  the  rents. 

This  provision,  however,  was  not  complied  with  by  the  governors  on  occasion 
of  the  sales  above  mentioned ; the  monies  which  were  paid  in  respect  thereof

school : And  it  was  ordered  that  the  said  Master  should  inquire  and  state  to  the 
court,  whether  it  would  be  for  the  benefit  of  the  said  charity  that  the  present 
school-house,  masters’  houses,  and  buildings  belonging  thereto,  or  any  part 
thereof,  should  be  rebuilt ; and  if  he  should  be  of  opinion  that  the  same,  or  any 
part  thereof,  ought  to  be  rebuilt,  then  that  he  should  inquire  and  state  to  the 
court  what  sum  of  money  wrould  be  proper  to  be  applied  for  that  purpose,  and 
| by  what  means  such  sum  of  money  should  be  raised. 

By  a subsequent  order,  made  the  22d  January  1828,  it  was  further  referred 
to  the  Master  to  enquire,  whether  it  would  be  for  the  benefit  of  the  charity,  that 
the  school  buildings  should  be  rebuilt  upon  the  same  or  another  site,  and  what 
would  be  an  eligible  site  for  that  purpose  ; and  whether  a competent  sum  for 
that  purpose  should  be  raised  by  mortgage  or  sale  of  any  of  the  charity  estates  ; 
and  whether  it  would  be  proper,  that  any  application  should  be  made  to  Parlia- 
ment for  effectuating  any  of  those  objects. 

The  proceedings  before  the  Master  are  still  pending. 
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Birmingham.  being  carried  to  the  current  account  as  they  were  received,  and  expended  in  the 

. general  disbursements  of  the  charity.  The  particulars  of  the  sums  thus  paid

continued.  ment  B.),  from  which  it  will  be  seen  that  there  still  remains  due  from  the  trus- 

v 3 tees  of  the  burial-ground,  for  principal,  1,223  /.  11s.  lid.  and  for  interest  697  /. 

and  from  the  commissioners  of  the  streets  190/.,  for  interest.  The  discovery  of 
this  remaining  debt  was  the  result  of  a minute  investigation  on  our  part  into 
the  accounts  of  the  governors.  The  governors  themselves,  at  the  commence- 
ment of  our  Inquiry,  were  not  aware  of  the  existence  of  such  a debt ; but  gave 
us  to  understand  that  the  whole  of  the  purchase-monies  had  been  paid  up,  and 
exhausted  in  the  current  expenses  of  the  charity ; and  that  feeling  it  their  duty 
to  refund  the  same,  in  order  to  their  being  invested  according  to  the  directions 
of  the  several  acts,  they  had  opened  an  account  in  their  books,  under  the  title 
of  “ Capital  to  be  refunded,”  in  which  they  had  charged  themselves  with  those 
respective  sums,  amounting  together  to  3,953  /.  This  sum  will  still  be  the 
amount  to  be  invested,  when  the  part  remaining  due  for  principal  as  above- 
mentioned  shall  have  been  paid.  We  shall  have  occasion  to  advert  hereafter 
more  particularly  to  the  circumstances  of  the  remaining  debt. 

In  addition  to  the  sales  above  mentioned  we  are  also  to  notice  a sale  by  the 
governors  in  1802  of  two  parcels  of  land,  containing  together  1a.  1 r.,  which 
were  allotted  to  them  in  lieu  of  common-right  under  the  Birmingham  Inclosure 
Act.  This  last-mentioned  sale  they  effected  under  the  powers  of  the  Land-tax 
Redemption  Act.  With  part  of  the  money  received  for  the  sale  the  sum  of 
2,131/.  85.  0 %d.  three-per-cent  consols  was  purchased,  and  paid  for  the 
redemption  of  the  land-tax  on  the  whole  of  the  trust-estate  ; and  the  balance 
was  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  92/.  14s.  8 d.  in  the  same  stock,  which  has 
been  since  sold  out,  and  the  produce  invested  in  the  sum  of  77 1-  7 s.  5 d.  new 
four-per-cents,  now  standing  in  the  corporate  name  of  the  governors. 

The  following  additions  to  the  charity-estate  have  been  acquired,  by  pur- 
chases made  in  the  name  of  William  Villiers  esquire,  but  in  trust  for,  and  for 
the  use  of,  the  governors. 

On  the  19th  October  179L  from  John  Green,  for  the  sum  of  130/.,  a mes- 
suage situate  in  a yard  in  New-street  Birmingham  called  the  School-house 
yard,  adjoining  the  free  grammar-school,  and  being  the  lowermost  but  one  of 
the  several  messuages  in  the  said  yard  ; and  also  a small  piece  of  vacant  ground 
lying  next  below  the  said  messuage,  together  with  the  joint  use  of  the  said 
yard,  &c.  and  of  the  way  or  passage  leading  from  New-street  to  the  premises. 

On  the  10th  November  1791,  from  Thomas  Salt,  for  300/.  four  other  mes- 
suages, with  the  outbuildings,  also  situate  in  the  above-mentioned  School-house 
yard,  with  the  yards,  gardens,  and  appurtenances  thereto  belonging. 

On 
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On  the  24th  September  1795,  from  John  Blews,  for  144/.  7 s.  a piece  of  Birmingham, 
land,  as  the  same  was  then  measured  or  staked  out,  situate  in  the  parish  of  — — 

Aston,  fronting  at  the  south-west  to  a new  street  called  John-street,  and  ^School™^ 
abutting  eastward  on  land  belonging  to  the  governors  of  the  free  grammar-  continued. 

school,  and  containing  in  breadth  in  the  front  thereof  next  to  John-street,  \ ^ 

16y.  If.  6in.,  and  on  the  back  part  thereof,  16  y.  2f.,  and  containing  in 
depth  on  the  south-east  side,  20  y.  2f.  6 in.,  and  on  the  west  side,  20  y.  Of.  7 in., 
and  in  the  whole  containing  330  square  yards,  or  thereabouts. 

Since  these  purchases  were  made,  Mr.  Villiers  has  died,  and  it  is  the  intention 
of  the  governors  to  obtain  a conveyance  of  the  legal  estate  from  his  heir-at-law. 

The  two  first  of  these  purchases  were  made  on  account  of  the  contiguity 
of  the  buildings  to  the  school-premises,  and  to  which  it  was  intended  at  some 
future  time  to  add  them.  This  intention,  however,  has  not  been  carried  into 
effect,  in  consequence  of  the  plans  which  have  been  since  under  consideration 
for  removing  the  school.  The  buildings  were  very  old  and  dilapidated,  and 
of  late  years  have  from  this  cause  been  incapable  of  yielding  any  profit. 

The  last  purchase  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  a road  from  John- 
street  to  garden-ground  belonging  to  the  governors  in  Walmer-lane,  to  which 
they  had  previously  no  access  on  that  side. 

We  ought  also  here  to  notice  the  purchase  by  the  governors  in  1810,  for  the 
sum  of  25  /.  15  s.  6d .,  of  the  annuity  of  205.  which  was  reserved  to  the  Crown 
by  the  charter. 

The  charity  estates  now  consist  of  numerous  houses  and  other  buildings  in 
the  town  of  Birmingham,  erected  for  the  most  part  under  building  leases 
granted  for  long  terms  of  years,  and  of  pasture-ground  and  gardens  lying 
adjacent  to  the  town.  The  particulars  of  the  property,  and  of  the  leases  or 
annual  lettings  under  which  it  is  held,  will  be  found  in  the  following  rental ; 
in  arranging  which,  we  have  endeavoured  to  show  the  correspondence  of  the 
present  parcels  with  those  set  forth  in  the  charter,  so  far  as  we  have  been  able 
to  identify  them.  This,  however,  must  be  in  some  instances  a matter  of  uncer- 
tainty, in  consequence  of  the  great  generality  of  the  descriptions  in  the  charter, 
and  of  the  very  altered  state  which  the  property  has  since  assumed.  This 
may  be  particularly  observed  with  respect  to  the  lands  in  the  Foreign,  and  the 
lands  called  “ Foldes,”  supposed  to  be  part  of  the  property  in  “ Chappell- 
street,”  now  called  Bull-street.  The  terms  in  which  these  latter  lands  are 
mentioned  in  the  charter,  led  us  to  expect  a much  larger  quantity  than  we  now 
find  in  that  situation.  It  is  possible  that  the  situation,  specified  in  the  charter, 
was  intended  to  refer  only  to  the  houses,  mentioned  in  the  latter  branch  of  the 
sentence,  and  that  the  “ Foldes”  are  to  be  looked  for  among  the  lands  in  the 
Foreign.

Previously  to  granting  leases  of  the  trust-property,  it  is  the  custom  of  the 
governors,  as  we  are  informed,  to  appoint  a deputation  of  their  body  to  inspect 
the  premises,  and,  with  the  assistance  of  a surveyor,  to  report  to  the  next 
meeting  of  the  governors  their  state,  and  the  rent  at  which  they  ought  to  be  let ; 
and  they  are  accordingly  let  at  such  rent,  or  one  as  near  thereto,  as  can  be 
obtained  from  a responsible  tenant. 

The  building-leases,  or  such  as  require  extensive  repair  or  rebuilding,  are 
almost  invariably  for  99  years,  as  may  be  perceived  from  the  foregoing  rental ; the 
only  instance  there  found  of  an  excess  above  that  term  being  the  lease  to 
Charles  Norton  for  120  years,  of  premises  at  the  Crescent,  &c.,  which  may  be 
considered  as  sufficiently  explained  by  the  large  expenditure  (to  the  amount 
of  12,900/.),  which  he  engaged  to  make  upon  the  premises:  In  some  cases  the 
term  has  been  made  somewhat  less  than  99  years,  in  order  that  the  respective 
leases  of  adjoining  property  may  expire  at  the  same  period. 

In  all  such  building-leases,  the  lessee  covenants  to  lay  out  a stipulated  sum,  in 
the  erection  of  buildings  of  a specified  description,  and  to  keep  and  leave  them 
in  good  and  substantial  repair,  and  to  insure  from  fire  at  fixed  sums,  being  in  all 
cases  equal  to  two  thirds  of  the  sum  covenanted  to  be  laid  out ; with  a proviso 
that  the  lessee  shall  not  assign,  demise,  or  part  with  all  or  any  part  of  his  estate 
in  the  premises,  without  a license  from  the  governors  under  their  common  seal ; 
and  with  a power  of  entry  to  the  lessors  on  breach  of  any  of  the  covenants.  This 
covenant  to  insure,  being  limited  to  two  thirds  of  the  sum  covenanted  to  be  laid 
out,  may  have  the  effect  of  leaving  unprotected  any  buildings,  which  the  lessees 
may  erect  beyond  that  value,  if  they  should  not  have  taken  the  precaution 
(which  it  may  be  presume  dthey  generally  would  do,)  of  insuring  them,  for  their 
own  security,  to  the  full  extent. 

In  ordinary  leases  of  houses,  the  term  is  generally  for  21  years ; but  in  these 
also  the  tenant  is  bound  by  covenant  to  lay  out  a specified  sum,  in  making  cer- 
tain repairs  previously  ascertained  as  requisite  by  the  governors’  survevor  ; and 
care  is  always  taken,  that  the  stipulated  sums  are  expended  before  the  leases  are 
executed  : In  some  cases,  but  very  rarely,  the  term  is  somewhat  extended,  in 
consideration  of  permanent  improvements  to  be  made  by  the  tenant.  The  lessee 
covenants  to  keep  in  repair  and  to  insure  in  a fixed  sum,  being  about  two  thirds 
of  the  estimated  value ; with  provisoes  for  re-entry,  as  in  the  first-mentioned 
leases. 

The  premises  held  on  yearly  tenancies,  which  are  with  few  exceptions  con- 
fined to  land,  are  let  for  the  best  rents  that  can  be  obtained.  These,  as  the  land 
consists  of  grazing  or  garden-ground  near  the  town,  are  for  the  most  part  high.

School, 
continued. 


The  funds  of  this  charity  have  been  applied  in  the  maintenance  of  a grammar- 
school,  and  of  other  schools  in  the  town  of  Birmingham,  and  of  exhibitions  at 
the  Universities,  pursuant  to  the  statutes  above  set  forth.  The  smaller  schools 
appear  latterly  to  have  amounted  to  the  number  of  eight ; six  for  the  instruction 
of  boys  in  the  English  language  (in  one  of  which  drawing  was  also  taught),  and 
two  tor  the  instruction  of  girls  in  English  reading,  knitting  and  sewing.  Of 
these  eight  schools  there  was  but  one  remaining  at  the  time  of  our  Inquiry ; the 
rest  were  discontinued  upon  the  deaths  or  resignations  of  their  respective  mas- 
ters and  mistresses,  the  governors  having  abstained  from  appointing  others  to 
succeed  them,  in  consequence  of  the  proceedings  now  pending  in  the  Court  of 
Chancery. 

Together  with  these  small  schools,  may  be  classed  the  privilege  exercised  by 
the  governors  of  sending  60  children  to  the  national  school  in  Pinfold-street,  in 
satisfaction  and  in  lieu  of  the  ground-rent  of  15  /.,  payable  to  them  by  the  trus- 
tees of  that  institution  as  before  stated.  Whatever  objection  may  lie  against  the 
establishment  of  the  small  schools,  on  the  score  of  inconsistency  with  the  intent 
of  the  charter,  would  equally  apply  to  this  arrangement  with  the  trustees  of  the 
national  school. 

The  grammar-school  is  held  in  a building  situate  in  New-street,  which  is 
understood  to  have  been  erected  upon  the  site  of  the  ancient  guildhall.  It  con- 
sists of  a centre  and  two  wings,  occupying  three  sides  of  a small  quadrangle, 
and  comprising  a dwelling-house  for  the  head-master,  a large  school-room,  and 
two  smaller  school-rooms  and  a library ; and  has  behind  it  a distinct  dwelling- 
house  for  the  second  master. 

We  have  already  adverted  to  the  ruinous  state  of  this  building,  and  to  the 
plans  which  are  under  the  consideration  of  the  Master  in  Chancery,  for  the 
erection  of  new  school-buildings  on  the  same  or  a different  site. 

The  school  is  under  the  conduct  of  a head-master,  a second  master  or  usher, 
and  an  assistant  to  each  master ; there  is  also  a writing-master  and  a drawing- 
master. 


The  governors  forbear  to  grant  leases  of  this  part  of  the  property  in  its  pre- 
sent state,  in  order  that  they  may  retain  the  power  of  granting  it  out  in  build- 
ing-leases as  opportunities  may  occur. 

It  is  their  intention,  as  soon  as  it  shall  be  practicable,  to  lay  out  the  w hole  of 
the  Lady  Wood  and  Sand  Pit  lands,  as  also  the  land  at  Walmer  Lane,  into 
streets ; and  in  pursuance  of  this  plan  one  street  has  already  been  laid  out  by 
them  at  the  Sand  Pits.  To  enable  them  to  do  this,  the  head-master  was  pre- 
vailed upon  to  give  up  to  them  a small  portion  of  his  garden -ground,  for  which 
they  pay  him  the  annual  sum  of  15/.  15  5.  The  surrender  of  the  whole  of  his 
land  would  facilitate  the  execution  of  their  plans,  but  to  this  the  present  master 
does  not  seem  disposed  to  accede. 

In  addition  to  the  inspections  of  particular  premises  on  the  occasion  of 
granting  new  leases,  it  is  the  custom  of  the  governors,  as  we  are  informed,  to 
perambulate  from  time  to  time  the  whole  charity  estate,  for  the  purpose  of  in- 
specting its  state  and  condition.

In  addition,  to  their  salaries,  the  head-master  and  second  master  respectively 
enjoy  the  benefit  of  residences  free  of  expense  in  the  school-premises,  as  has 
been  already  stated ; and  the  head-master,  the  further  advantage  of  such  of  the 
land  appropriated  to  him,  under  the  statute  of  1676,  as  was  not  subsequently 
resumed  by  the  governors  under  the  statute  of  1738.  This  land,  which  is  about 
nine  acres  in  extent,  is  divided  into  gardens  ; one  of  which,  containing  about  one 
quarter  of  an  acre,  is  occupied  by  the  head-master  himself,  and  the  rest  are  let 
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out  by  him  to  several  tenants,  at  rents  amounting  to  186/.  per  annum  ; besides 
the  annual  sum  of  15/.  1 5 s.,  which  he  receives,  as  we  have  above  stated,  from 
the  governors,  for  a small  portion  of  this  land  given  up  to  them,  for  the  purpose 
of  assisting  in  the  formation  of  a new  street. 

The  head-master  and  second  master  have  also  the  privilege  of  taking  boarders, 
for  whom  they  have  sufficient  accommodation  in  their  respective  dwellings. 
The  head-master  had,  at  the  time  of  our  examination,  only  one  ; the  second 
master  eight. 

In  addition  to  these  emoluments,  the  head-master  receives  the  produce  of 
Milward’s  Endowment,  the  particulars  of  which  will  be  stated  hereafter. 

The  other  masters  do  not  reside  in  the  school-premises,  nor  have  any  other 
emoluments  besides  their  salaries.  Of  the  stipend  paid  to  the  head-master’s 
assistant,  10/.  is  considered  as  paid  to  him  for  taking  care  of  the  library,  pur- 
suant to  an  early  statute  made  to  that  intent. 

This  library  is  understood  to  have  gradually  arisen,  from  purchases  made  from 
time  to  time  by  the  governors,  out  of  their  funds.  It  consists  at  the  present  day 
principally  of  classics,  lexicons,  grammars  and  elementary  works,  and  some 
books  of  divinity  and  general  literature,  with  globes  and  maps. 

In  addition  to  the  grammar-school,  there  is,  as  has  before  been  mentioned, 
a school  for  teaching  English  ; in  which  also  instruction  is  given  in  reading, 
writing,  arithmetic  and  drawing.  This  school  is  held  at  present  in  a building 
belonging  to  the  charity-estate,  situate  in  Shutt-lane.  The  master  receives 
a salary  of  100/.  a year,  and  resides  rent  and  tax-free  in  a dwelling-house  appro- 
priated to  his  use,  adjoining  the  school,  and  also  being  part  of  the  charity-estate. 
The  repairs  of  the  house  are  defrayed  by  the  governors. 

The  instruction  given  in  the  grammar-school  is  divided  into  four  departments. 
The  principal  of  these,  consisting  of  the  most  advanced  scholars,  is  under  the 
teaching  of  the  head-master,  the  Rev.  J.  Cooke. 

The  second  department,  consisting  of  boys  one  degree  less  advanced,  is  under 
the  management  of  the  Rev.  Francis  Freer  Clay,  the  head-master’s  assistant. 

The  third,  consisting  of  boys  still  less  advanced,  is  under  the  management  of 
the  Rev.  Rann  Kennedy,  the  second  master  or  usher : And 

The  fourth,  consisting  of  the  younger  boys,  is  under  that  of  the  Rev.  John 
Darwell,  the  assistant  to  the  second  master. 

The  three  first  of  these  masters  occupy,  for  the  purposes  of  instruction,  dif- 
ferent parts  of  the  large  school-room  ; the  fourth  teaches  his  scholars  in 
another  room,  constituting  the  ground-floor  of  one  of  the  wings  of  the 
building. 

The  children  are  admitted  into  the  school,  upon  the  recommendation  of  a 
governor ; and  are  placed,  after  being  examined  as  to  their  proficiency,  in  that 
department  of  the  school  for  which  they  appear  to  be  fit,  and  they  are  passed 
from  the  lower  to  the  upper  departments  in  succession. 

The  instruction  given  in  Mr.  Darwell’s  department  is,  the  rudiments  of  Latin, 
construing,  and  writing  easy  exercises.  On  Saturday  the  boys  repeat  the 
Church-catechism,  and  read  the  prayers,  with  the  epistles  and  gospels  for  the 
ensuing  Sunday. 

In  Mr.  Kennedy’s  class  the  boys  are  carried  on  in  Latin,  and  sometimes,  but 
not  always,  enter  upon  the  Greek  grammar ; Mr.  Kennedy  also  instructs  them 
in  geography. 

Mr.  Clay  carries  them  still  farther  in  Latin  and  Greek  ; and  instructs  a few 
of  them  in  geography  once  a week. 

Mr.  Cooke  completes  their  classical  education ; he  further  requires  his  scholars 
to  read  history  and  geography,  and  examines  them  as  to  their  acquirements 
therein. 

The  attendance  of  the  masters,  in  all  the  grammar  departments,  is  from  about 
half  past  seven  till  nine,  and  from  ten  till  twelve,  every  morning ; in  the  after- 
noon, they  attend  in  the  three  upper  departments,  on  Mondays,  Wednesdays 
and  Fridays,  from  about  half  past  two  till  five ; and  the  master  of  the  lower 
school  attends  on  Thursdays  and  Fridays,  from  two  till  five. 

The  writing-master  attends,  in  the  apartment  over  Mr.  Darwell’s  school,  on 
Mondays,  Wednesdays  and  Fridays,  from  two  till  five  o’clock,  when  the  boys 
of  Mr.  Darwell’s  department  are  taught;  and  on  Tuesdays  and  Thursdays 
from  two  till  four,  when  the  boys  of  the  other  departments  are  taught. 
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The  drawing-master  attends,  in  the  writing-school,  on  Tuesdays  from  half  past 
seven  till  half  past  nine  in  the  morning,  and  from  half  past  eleven  till  half  past 
one  ; and  teaehes  such  boys  as  wish  to  receive  that  species  of  instruction. 

At  the  assembling  of  the  boys  in  the  larger  school  in  the  morning,  and  when 
they  separate  in  the  evening,  a prayer  is  read  by  the  boys  of  the  senior  class  in 
rotation,  Mr.  Cooke,  or  one  of  the  other  masters,  being  present ; but  this 
appears  to  have  been  sometimes  omitted,  when  the  attendance  has  happened  to 
be  late.  Mr.  Cooke  assures  us,  that  he  has  made  regulations,  for  preventing  the 
omission  of  this  observance  in  future.  Mr.  Darwell  reads  a prayer  himself  in 
his  own  school-room.  It  was  formerly  the  custom  for  one  of  the  masters  to 
read  the  prayers  in  the  large  school,  and  for  the  boys  from  the  lower  school 
to  attend  there  on  the  occasion ; — a course  apparently  more  consonant  to  the 
provisions  of  the  statute  than  the  present.

Of  the  boys  in  Mr.  Cooke’s  division  two  were  removed  into  it  from 
Mr.  Clay’s,  and  three  immediately  from  Mr.  Kennedy’s,  during  the  course  of 
our  Investigation. 

The  number  of  40  is  considered  both  by  Mr.  Cooke  and  Mr.  Darwell  as  the 
complement  of  the  lower  department  of  the  school,  or,  as  it  has  been  usually 
called,  the  English  school.  This  notion  seems  to  have  arisen  from  a mistaken 
application  of  the  statute  of  17-51,  made  for  establishing  the  small  English 
schools,  (and  by  which  the  numbers  in  these  schools  were  respectively  limited  to 
40,)  to  the  English  school,  required  by  the  statutes  of  1676  to  be  kept  by  the 
assistant  to  the  usher,  and  which  was  established  expressly  for  50  children  ; it 
is  however  stated,  that  Mr.  Darwell’s  school-room  would  not  conveniently  hold 
more  than  40.  This  number  is  always  full,  and  there  are  generally  more 
waiting,  upon  recommendations  from  the  governors,  for  admission  on  vacancies 
taking  place.  At  the  time  of  our  Inquiry,  there  were  12  such  candidates  for 
admission. 

The  succession  of  scholars  is  stated  to  be  very  rapid  ; the  majority  of  those  in 
the  two  lower  departments  being  taken  away,  and  sent  to  trades,  before  they 
proceed  any  higher.  This  will  account  for  the  small  proportion  of  scholars  in 
the  higher  departments.  Mr.  Cooke  states  that  the  number  now  in  his  depart- 
ment, 15,  may  be  taken  as  about  the  average  that  have  attended,  during  the 
30  years  that  he  has  been  head-master. 

The  exhibitions  since  the  statute  of  1796  have  been  10  in  number  ; the  vacan- 
cies being  filled  up,  shortly  after  they  have  respectively  occurred. 

Under  recent  orders  of  the  governors,  the  candidates  for  exhibitions  are 
examined  by  three  Masters  of  Arts,  who  are  invited  for  the  purpose  from  the 
two  universities,  one  being  appointed  by  the  head-master,  and  the  two  others 
by  the  governors.  All  the  boys  of  the  senior  class  in  the  head-master’s  depart- 
ment, (which  consists  of  three  classes,)  are  presented  for  this  examination,  and 
are  placed  by  the  examiners  according  to  their  respective  merits.  It  appears 
that,  since  the  making  of  this  rule,  the  election  has  been  invariably  made  accord- 
ing to  priority  in  the  examiners’  list. 

On  these  occasions  a gratuity  is  usually  given  to  the  examiners  of  10  guineas 
each  ; and  a dinner  is  provided  for  the  governors  and  examiners,  the  average 
cost  of  which  may  be  stated  at  about  25/.  This  charge  was  formerly  higher,  a 
large  additional  company  having  been  generally  invited ; but  this  custom  has 
of  late  years  been  discontinued.

Coals,  candles  for  the  school-rooms,  gas-lights,  brushes,  and  other  household 
implements. 

Books  for  the  library. 

Repairs  and  improvements.  These,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  subjoined 
account,  have  amounted  in  the  course  of  the  last  20  years  to  a very  large  sum, 
the  extent  and  condition  of  the  school-premises  having  frequently  rendered 
very  considerable  disbursements  thereon  necessary ; some  expenses  have  also 
been  incurred  in  the  improvement  of  other  parts  of  the  charity-estates,  and 
occasional  sums  have  been  contributed,  for  the  improvement  of  the  streets  adja- 
cent thereto. 

Law  charges.  In  addition  to  certain  ordinary  charges  contained  in  the 
secretary’s  account,  (he  being  also  solicitor  to  the  governors,)  for  preparing 
leases,  and  various  other  services  in  relation  to  the  management  of  the  pro- 
perty, occasional  costs  have  been  incurred  in  proceedings  against  tenants,  to 
recover  possession,  or  to  enforce  the  payment  of  rent ; and  not  long  since,  dis- 
bursements to  the  amount  of  nearly  200/.  were  made  in  a tithe-cause,  in  which 
the  governors  were  engaged. 

Costs  also,  to  a very  large  amount,  have  been  incurred  in  the  proceedings  now 
before  the  Court  of  Chancery,  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  the  directions  of  the 
Court  for  the  regulation  of  the  charity,  and  for  rebuilding  the  school-premises  ; 
and  also  in  some  prior  proceedings  which  had  taken  place,  with  a view  to  an 
application  to  Parliament  for  effecting  the  above  objects,  but  which  it  was  found

Other  miscellaneous  charges  in  the  management  of  the  property  ; — such  as 
payments  to  the  surveyor  employed  by  the  governors,  interest  and  commission 
to  the  bankers  for  money  occasionally  advanced  by  them,  printing  and  adver- 
tising, stamps,  &c.

An  annual  subscription  of  10  guineas  is  paid  to  the  lecturer  of  St.  Martin’s 
church  ; two  guineas  a year  to  the  organist,  and  10 s.  to  the  pew-cleaner.  These 
payments  are  made  by  the  governors  as  seat-holders,  in  respect  of  certain  pews 
in  the  church  dedicated  to  their  use. 


The  amounts  of  these  several  disbursements,  and  of  some  others  occasionally 
made,  which  do  not  properly  fall  under  any  of  the  foregoing  heads,  will  appear 
from  the  subjoined  statement  of  the  accounts. 

The  rents,  which  are  collected  (as  above-mentioned)  by  the  secretary,  are  by 
him  paid  into  one  of  the  Birmingham  banks,  appointed  by  the  bailiff  for  the 
year,  to  the  credit  of  his  separate  account,  as  “ Bailiff  of  the  Free  Grammar- 
school.”  This  title  is  given  to  one  of  the  governors,  who  is  annually  chosen 
soon  after  the  25th  of  March,  according  to  seniority,  from  among  such  of  the 
governors  as  have  not  served  the  office,  while  any  such  remain. 


The  governors  meet  from  time  to  time,  at  the  call  of  the  bailiff  for  the  year, 
to  arrange  the  matters  of  the  charity  ; and  minutes  are  made,  and  signed  by  the 
governors  present,  of  the  proceedings  at  those  meetings.  At  a meeting  annually 
held  at  or  about  Lady-day,  it  has  hitherto  been  the  practice,  to  appoint  a depu- 
tation of  their  body  to  audit  and  examine  the  accounts,  (which  are  made  up  to 
the  25th  March  in  every  year),  and  to  make  a report  thereof  to  their  next 
meeting,  at  which  it  is  the  course  to  pass  them.  Henceforth,  in  pursuance  of 
a recent  resolution,  the  bailiff  for  the  ensuing  year,  together  with  the  bailiffs  of 
the  two  preceding  years,  are  to  be  the  official  and  permanent  auditors  of  the 
accounts.

* The  late  Mr.  Whateley  was  for  several  years 
receiver  of  the  rents,  which  it  was  his  practice  to  pay 
into  a banker’s  appointed  by  the  bailiff.  If  anv 
balance  remained  in  his  hands  at  the  end  of  the  year, 
it  was  carried  forward  to  the  next  year’s  rent-ac- 
count, or  to  his  private  account  with  the  charity. 
All  his  balances  appear  to  have  been  thus  accounted 
for,  with  the  exception  of  the  two  here  specified, 
which  still  appear  as  debts  against  him  in  the  books 
of  the  Grammar-school.  If  has  been  intimated  to 
us,  that  the  executors  have  agreed  to  be  responsible 
for  the  amounts. 

The  governors  of  the  Grammar-school  are  trustees 
of  Ingram’s  charity,  and  advanced  this  small  sum  of 
1/.  7s.  to  make  up  an  investment  in  the  funds,  from 
the  dividends  of  which  they  will  be  able  to  repay  it. 

Gibbins’s  bank  became  bankrupt ; a dividend  to 
the  amount  of  126/.  6s.  2 d.  has  been  since  received 
under  their  commission,  leaving  this  sum  of 
338/.  14s.  lid.  still  due.

To  these  demands  against  the  charity  must  also  be  added  the  amount  of  the 
money,  which  has  been  received  by  the  governors  for  principal,  on  account  of 
the  houses  and  land  sold ; and  which,  having  been  applied  to  the  current 
expenses,  instead  of  being  invested,  will  be  to  be  refunded.  The  particulars  of 
the  money  which  has  been  thus  received,  as  also  of  what  yet  remains  due  on 
account  of  those  sales,  will  be  found  in  the  statement  given  in  Supplement  (B.), 
and  the  subsequent  observations  thereon. 


The  foregoing  account  is  not  to  be  considered  as  exhibiting  in  the  column  of 
rents,  the  rents  accruing  in  each  year ; the  sums  there  specified  being  for  the 
most  part  made  up  of  arrears  from  former  years,  with  a portion  only  of  the 
rents  of  the  current  year.  The  following  is  a statement  of  the  annual  arrears 
from  the  year  1803-4,  inclusive.

It  is  necessary,  however,  to  state,  with  respect  to  the  sum  of  190/.  above 
inserted,  as  interest  remaining  due  from  the  commissioners  of  the  streets,  that 
we  have  been  informed  by  the  governors,  that  they  were  induced  to  remit  that 
sum,  in  consideration  of  the  immediate  payment  by  the  commissioners,  in  1815, 
of  four  remaining  annual  instalments  of  principal  of  200/.  each. 

This  communication  was  made  to  us  by  a letter,  in  which,  after  stating  the 
agreement  made  by  the  governors  to  relinquish  the  interest  of  190/.,  it  is  added, 
“ This,  they  contend,  it  was  fully  competent  for  them  to  do.  The  interest  was 
income,  which  they  had  a right  to  expend  ; and  by  giving  it  up,  they  secured  the 
immediate  payment  of  800/.,  instead  of  receiving  it  by  long  instalments.” 

The  800/.  bore  interest  at  five  per  cent  until  paid ; and  was  secured  upon  the 
rates,  authorized  by  the  Act  to  be  levied,  upon  all  houses  in  Birmingham.  This 
was  a profitable  and  secure  investment ; and  it  was  therefore  not  necessary  to  the 
interests  of  the  charity,  that  the  money  should  be  called  in ; still  less  that  it 
should  be  called  in,  at  the  sacrifice  of  a sum  equal  to  nearly  one-fourth  of  its 
amount.  It  was  not,  indeed,  proper  that  it  should  be  called  in  at  all,  except 
for  the  purpose  of  being  immediately  invested  in  other  houses  or  lands,  or  in  the 
Government  funds,  agreeably  to  the  directions  of  the  Act  of  Parliament ; which 
was  not  done  on  this  occasion,  the  800/.  when  received  having  been  laid  out  in 
the  current  expenses  of  the  charity. 

It  appears,  therefore,  that  the  190/.  interest  was  given  up  by  the  governors 
for  no  adequate,  or  even  warrantable  cause ; and  when  they  contend  that  it  was 
competent  for  them  so  to  do,  because  the  interest  was  income  which  they  had 
a right  to  expend,  they,  in  fact,  contend  for  a right  to  make  a free  gift  of  the 
income  of  the  charity,  for  purposes  in  which  its  interests  are  not  concerned. 

We  cannot  but  regard  this  transaction  as  involving  an  unjustifiable  sacrifice 
of  the  property  of  the  charity  ; and  we  conceive  it  to  be  a fit  case  for  the  inter- 
position of  the  Court  of  Chancery,  in  order  to  recover  the  money  thus  impro- 
perly given  up,  unless  it  should  be  voluntarily  refunded*. 

With  respect  to  the  debt  of  1,900/.  remaining  due  from  the  trustees  of  the 
burial-ground,  the  governors  have  informed  us,  that  a mortgage  on  the  tolls,  to 
be  levied  under  the  Act  of  Parliament,  and  the  personal  bond  of  the  commis- 
sioners named  in  that  Act,  have  been  found  among  their  records ; under  which 

securities, 


* We  have  been  since  informed  by  the  commissioners  of  the  streets,  Cto  whom  we  had  intimated 
our  opinion),  that  having  investigated  the  subject,  they  had  given  directions  that  the  interest  in 
question  should  be  paid ; and  we  have  since  learned  from  the  governors,  that  it  has  been  paid  to 
them  accordingly. 
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securities,  they  trust  they  shall  be  able  to  recover  the  amount  of  principal  and 
interest  remaining  due. 

We  cannot  here  refrain  from  observing  upon  the  very  singular  circumstance, 
of  the  existence  of  this  debt  being  unknown  to  the  governors,  or  to  their  secre- 
tary, Mr.  Whateley,  until  made  known  to  them  by  us. 

Mr.  Whateley  has  been  secretary  and  collector  to  the  charity,  from  the  year 
1820;  and  for  five  years  preceding  had  assisted  his  father,  (who  held  those  offices), 
in  the  collection  of  the  rents  and  of  the  instalments  upon  the  sales  above  men- 
tioned. The  last  instalment,  paid  by  the  trustees  of  the  burial-ground,  was 
received  by  him  in  1816,  about  which  time  it  seems  an  arrangement  was  made, 
by  which  the  future  sums  were  not  to  pass  through  his  hands,  but  to  be  paid  to 
the  bankers  for  the  charity;  but  as  it  appears  that  he  has  attended  all  the  meet- 
ings of  the  governors,  including  those  at  which  the  banker’s  accounts,  among 
others,  have  been  annually  examined  and  passed ; and  as  he  has,  moreover,  for 
the  last  two  years,  been  entrusted  with  the  duty  of  keeping  the  books  of  account, 
in  addition  to  his  duties  of  secretary  and  collector,  we  find  it  difficult  to  recon- 
cile, with  these  opportunities  of  knowledge,  his  ignorance  that  so  large  a debt 
still  remained  due  from  the  trustees  of  the  burial-ground. 

Of  the  present  governors  it  will  be  seen,  on  reference  to  the  list  which  we 
have  before  given,  that  five  have  filled  the  office  since  1797>  anti  must  therefore 
necessarily  have  concurred  in  the  sales  of  the  houses,  and  in  the  terms  which 
were  settled  for  the  payment.  A sixth  governor  was  appointed  in  1813,  four 
years  before  the  last  payment  was  made  by  the  trustees  of  the  burial-ground. 
That  these  six  governors  should  have  remained  in  ignorance  of  the  actual  state 
and  progress  of  this  affair,  is  most  extraordinary ; and  it  is  scarcely  less  so,  that 
those,  who  have  been  subsequently  appointed,  should  have  so  failed  to  acquaint 
themselves  with  previous  transactions,  and  with  the  consequent  state  of  the  pro- 
perty, which  they  undertook  to  administer,  as  not  to  be  aware  of  a circumstance 
of  so  much  importance. 

Having  apprised  the  governors  of  the  result  of  our  examinations  into  these 
accounts,  which  disclosed  to  us  the  circumstance  of  the  remaining  debt,  and 
expressed  our  regret  that  they  hail  not,  by  carefully  going  over  the  accounts 
themselves,  guarded  against  the  error  which  they  had  committed,  in  informing 
us  that  the  whole  of  the  monies,  payable  from  the  trustees  of  the  burial-ground, 
had  been  received,  and  exhausted  in  the  current  expenses  of  the  charity,  they,  in 
reply,  “ claimed  to  exculpate  themselves  from  censure,  on  the  ground  that  nearly 
all  the  present  acting  governors  have  been  elected,  since  the  accounts  between 
the  governors  and  the  trustees  of  the  burial-ground,  appear  by  the  entries  in  the 
account  books  clearly  to  have  been  settled  ; ” alleging,  “ that  it  was  not  to  be  ex- 
pected, that  new  governors  should  take  up  and  investigate  all  the  accounts,  and 
transactions  of  their  predecessors,  which  were  stated  in  the  books  of  their  trust 
to  be  finally  closed.” 

On  desiring  to  see  the  entries  and  closed  accounts  thus  alluded  to,  we  were 
referred  to  the  account,  headed  “ Capital  to  be  refunded,”  which  we  formerly 
mentioned  to  have  been  entered  by  the  governors,  under  a sense  of  the  duty 
prescribed  to  them  by  the  Acts  of  Parliament,  with  respect  to  those  monies  ; and 
in  this  account,  indeed,  the  monies  to  be  refunded  are  described,  as  sums 
“ received.” 

This  account  purports  to  have  been  entered  in  1820;  at  which  time  eight, 
being  one  half  of  the  present  governors,  were  in  office.  To  these  eight,  there- 
fore, the  excuse  of  having  been  misled  by  that  account  cannot  apply.  It  was 
not  the  account  of  their  predecessors  ; it  was  an  account  entered  in  their  own 
time  ; and  a memorandum  at  the  foot,  in  the  handwriting  of  Mr.  Whateley,  proves 
that  it  was  entered  with  his  privity.  We  are  told,  indeed,  that  that  account 
was  entered  by  Mr.  Capper,  then  one  of  the  governors,  and  to  whom  the  rest  ol 
the  governors  had  referred  it  to  make  out  and  state  the  accounts ; he  being 
understood  to  be  very  conversant  with  such  matters,  and  being  well  acquainted 
with  the  affairs  of  the  grammar  school.  But  still  it  is  difficult  to  conceive  how 
the  rest  of  the  governors,  including  the  eight  above  mentioned,  and  their  secre- 
tary, could  acquiesce  in  a statement,  which  some  of  them,  at  least,  ought  to  have 
known  to  be  incorrect,  if  it  was  intended  to  import,  that  the  whole  ol  the  monies 
had  been  actually  received. 

The  ignorance  on  the  part  of  the  governors  and  their  secretary,  of  the  existence 
Rep.  20.  1 & 4T  of 
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of  so  considerable  a debt,  implies  a degree  of  inattention  and  neglect  to  the 
concerns  of  the  charity,  deserving  of  marked  reprehension.  We  trust  that  the 
danger,  to  which  the  charity  has  been  in  this  instance  exposed,  will  induce 
the  governors  to  adopt  a better  regulated  system  of  management,  which  may  be 
usefully  applied,  not  only  to  the  affairs  of  the  grammar  school,  but  also  to  those 
of  Richard  Scott’s  and  Hill’s  charities,  (hereafter  mentioned,)  which  are  under 
their  superintendence. 

Milward’s  Charity. 

John  Milward,  by  Will,  dated  10th  June  1654,  as  to  his  lands  and  tene- 
ments wrhich  he  had  granted  by  lease  to  Michael  Hunt  for  divers  years  at  the 
yearly  rent  of  26/.  lying  in  Bordesley,  in  the  county  of  Warwick,  and  as 
to  his  right  and  interest  in  a house  in  Birmingham  called  the  Red  Lion, 
devised  the  said  messuage,  lands,  and  tenements  in  Bordesley,  and  the  said 
rent  of  26/.  thereon  reserved,  and  the  said  house  called  the  Red  Lion  in  Bir- 
mingham, to  the  Principal  of  Brazen  Nose  College,  in  Oxford,  for  the  time 
being,  the  bailiff  of  the  town  of  Birmingham  for  the  time  being,  and  the 
mayor  of  the  town  and  county  of  Haverford  West  for  the  time  being,  and  their 
successors  for  ever,  to  the  uses  following,  (that  is  to  say) ; that  the  said  rent 
of  26/.  should  for  the  first  two  years  after  his  death  be  paid  to  his  executrix 
for  the  purposes  in  the  said  will  mentioned,  and  that  afterwards,  the  said  rent 
should  be  paid  as  follows;  viz.  81.  13s.  4 d.  yearly,  as  an  addition  of  mainten- 
ance to  the  free-school  of  Birmingham,  to  be  paid  to  the  schoolmaster  there  for 
the  time  being,  by  the  direction  of  the  bailiff  of  the  said  town,  and  his  brethren  ; 
other  81.  13s.  4<d.  yearly,  to  the  use  of  the  principal  and  fellows  of  Brazen 
Nose  College,  to  be  by  them  bestowed  on  a scholar,  towards  part  of  his  educa- 
tion and  maintenance  there,  to  be  sent  to  the  said  college,  either  from  the 
school  of  the  said  town  of  Birmingham,  or  from  the  school  of  the  town  and 
county  of  Haverford  West,  by  turns,  and  the  like  sum  of  81.  13  s.  4 d.  yearly, 
as  an  addition  of  maintenance  to  the  free-school  of  the  said  town  and  county  of 
Haverford  West,  to  be  paid  to  the  schoolmaster  there  for  the  time  being,  by 
the  direction  of  the  mayor,  aldermen,  and  brethren  of  Haverford  West  afore- 
said : and  that  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  house  called  the  Red  Lion 
should  remain  to  the  said  principal,  bailiff,  and  mayor,  and  their  successors,  to 
the  use  of  the  said  schools  and  college,  to  be  divided  between  them  in  equal 
parts ; and  he  directed  that  after  the  said  lease  should  be  expired,  the  said  land, 
and  the  said  house  called  the  Red  Lion,  should  be  set  forth  and  improved  by 
the  said  principal,  bailiff,  and  mayor,  or  their  successors,  either  by  fine  or  other- 
wise, so  that  the  said  rent  of  26/.,  and  the  rent  then  reserved  for  the  said  house, 
should  be  for  ever  reserved  and  paid  as  above  expressed,  and  the  fine  (if  so  it 
should  be  set)  be  equally  divided  betwixt  the  said  schools  and  college. 

The  lands  and  tenements  in  Bordesley  constitute  an  estate  commonly  called 
Henn’s  Farm,  which,  in  a lease  of  one  undivided  third  part  thereof  granted  by 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Cooke,  as  the  head-master  of  the  grammar-school,  in  1822,  is 
described  as  consisting  of  six  messuages  or  tenements,  (there  are  now  eight,) 
with  the  appurtenances,  and  21  parcels  of  land,  therein  particularly  set  forth  by 
their  names  and  quantities,  and  containing  in  the  whole  52a.  Or.  29  p. 

This  estate  is  held  by  James  Taylor,  esquire,  under  three  leases,  respectively 
granted  by  the  head-master  of  the  grammar-school  at  Birmingham,  the  principal 
and  scholars  of  Brazen  Nose  College,  and  the  mayor,  See.  of  Haverford  West, 
of  the  undivided  third  parts  in  which  they  are  respectively  interested. 

It  has  always  been  customary  for  the  master  of  the  grammar-school  at  Bir- 
mingham to  let  his  third  part  at  the  ancient  reserved  rent,  taking  a fine  for 
renewal  every  seven  years. 

The  lease  above  mentioned  was  granted  by  Mr.  Cooke,  the  present  head- 
master, to  Mr.  Taylor,  in  consideration  of  a fine  of  158/.  17  s.,  for  21  years  from 
Lady-day  1822,  at  the  annual  rent  of  81.  13s.  4 d. 

The  fines  received  by  Mr.  Cooke  on  former  renewals  since  he  has  been  head- 
master have  been  as  follows  :

Of  the  land  originally  comprised  in  Henn’s  Farm,  5 a.  1 r.  Sp.  were  taken  for 
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the  purposes  of  the  Birmingham  and  Warwick  Canal,  for  which  the  Canal 
Company  pay  a compensation-rent  to  the  tenant,  Mr.  Taylor,  of  31/.  15  s.  9 d. 
a year. 

Mr.  Cooke  does  not  appear  to  have  been  aware  of  this  circumstance,  or  to 
have  taken  into  account  the  benefit  thence  accruing  to  the  tenant,  in  fixing  the 
amount  of  the  fine  to  be  required  for  the  renewal  of  the  lease. 

Of  the  house  called  the  Red  Lion  nothing  appears  to  be  now  known.  It  is 
supposed  to  have  stood  in  Deritend,  but  we  have  not  been  able  to  obtain  any 
information  tending  to  identify  it  with  any  premises  now  existing  there. 

We  do  not  find  any  trace  of  scholars  having  been  sent  from  the  grammar- 
school  at  Birmingham  to  Brazen  Nose  College,  under  this  charity.

Foundation. — By  Indenture,  dated  6th  November  1722,  between  the  Right  The  Blue  Coat 
Honourable  William  Lord  Digby  and  others,  appointed  to  be  commissioners,  School 
supervisors  and  trustees,  by  John  late  Lord  Bishop  of  Coventry  and  Lichfield, 
pursuant  to  an  Act  of  Parliament,  intituled,  “ An  Act  for  building  a parish- 
church  and  parsonage-house,  and  making  a new  church-yard  and  new  parish  in 
Birmingham,  to  be  called  the  parish  of  St.  Philip,”  of  the  first  part ; the  Right 
Rev.  Father  in  God  Edward  Lord  Bishop  of  Coventry  and  Lichfield,  patron  of 
the  said  parish-church  of  St.  Philip,  and  William  Higgs,  clerk,  rector  of  the 
said  parish-church,  of  the  second  part ; and  Richard  Banner,  clerk,  and  ten 
others,  described  as  inhabitants  of  the  said  town  of  Birmingham,  of  the 
third  part ; reciting,  that  by  the  said  Act  power  was  given  to  Elizabeth 
Phillips,  and  others,  to  convey  to  the  supervisors  and  commissioners,  to  be 
appointed  as  therein  mentioned  by  the  said  late  Bishop,  a piece  of  ground 
known  by  the  name  of  the  Horse  Close,  in  trust,  for  building  the  said  church 
thereon,  for  setting  out  a cemetery,  and  for  building  a parsonage -house  there- 
upon, which  conveyance  had  been  accordingly  made  ; and  that  after  building 
the  said  church  and  parsonage-house,  with  all  conveniences,  and  setting  out 
a cemetery,  there  still  remained  a little  piece  of  ground  not  yet  made  use  of, 
which  ought,  or  was  directed  by  the  said  Act,  to  be  disposed  of  for  the  most 
advantage  of  the  rector  of  the  said  new  church  ; and  further  reciting,  that 
several  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Birmingham,  and  other  pious  people,  consider- 
ing that  profaneness  and  debauchery  were  greatly  owing  to  gross  ignorance  of 
the  Christian  religion,  especially  among  the  poorer  sort,  and  that  nothing  was 
more  likely  to  support  the  practice  of  Christianity  than  an  early  and  pious  edu- 
cation of  youth,  and  that  many  poor  people  were  desirous  of  having  their  child- 
ren taught,  but  were  not  able  to  afford  them  a Christian  and  useful  education, 
had  therefore  raised  a considerable  sum  of  money  for  erecting  and  setting  up 
a charity-school,  and  for  a stipend  and  salary  for  a master  and  mistress  for  the 
teaching  poor  children  to  write  and  read,  and  instructing  them  in  the  know- 
ledge of  the  Christian  religion  as  taught  in  the  Church  of  England,  and  such 
other  things  as  are  suitable  to  their  condition  and  capacity  : It  was  witnessed, 
that  the  said  parties  of  the  first  part,  with  the  consent  of  the  said  Lord  Bishop, 
and  William  Higgs,  parties  of  the  second  part,  and  also  the  said  parties  of  the 
second  part,  for  the  better  promoting  so  pious  and  charitable  an  undertaking, 
thereby  granted  and  demised  to  the  said  parties  of  the  third  part,  all  the  said 
piece  of  ground  (upon  part  whereof  a charity-school  was  then  building),  from 
the  front  of  the  said  intended  charity-school  up  to  a stake  or  mark  which  was 
within  five  yards  of  the  said  rector’s  garden,  which  said  piece  shot  from  the  said 
stake  down  to  the  lane  leading  from  Bull-street,  and  carried  an  equal  breadth 
with  the  said  rector’s  garden,  to  hold  to  the  said  grantees  from  the  29th  Sep- 
tember then  last  for  the  term  of  1,000  years,  but  upon  the  trusts  after  mentioned  ; 
that  is  to  say,  to  the  intent,  trust,  and  purpose  to  permit  the  said  intended 
charity-school  to  be  completed,  and  to  be  used  and  employed  during  the  said 
term  by  the  governors  thereof,  or  such  other  persons  as  should  from  time  to 
time  be  appointed,  pursuant  to  the  orders  and  directions  for  governing  the  same 
already  made,  or  thereafter  to  be  made,  at  a solemn  meeting  of  such  persons  as 
then  subscribed  one  guinea  a year  each,  or  upwards,  for  the  maintaining  and 
teaching  poor  children  to  read  and  write,  and  instructing  them  in  the  know- 
ledge of  the  Christian  religion  as  profes  ed  in  the  Church  of  England ; and  also

for  the  habitation  of  a discreet  and  sober  master  and  mistress  for  the  purposes 
aforesaid,  and  for  such  other  intents  and  purposes  already  agreed  upon  by  the 
subscribers,  or  which  from  time  to  time  should  be  agreed  upon  by  them,  or  by 
a majority  at  such  meeting  as  aforesaid ; and  upon  further  trust,  that  when  the 
said  trustees  should  be  reduced  to  the  number  of  four  by  death,  or  going  to  live 
out  of  the  said  town  of  Birmingham,  such  four  should  assign  the  premises  for 
the  remainder  of  the  term  to  seven  such  other  persons,  inhabitants  of  the  said 
town,  being  then  subscribers  to  or  towards  the  said  charity-school  of  the  sum  of 
one  guinea  a year,  or  upwards,  each,  as  they  the  saidfour  survivors  should  think  tit, 
in  trust,  for  themselves  and  such  seven  other  persons,  upon  the  trusts  aforesaid, 
yielding  therefore  yearly  during  the  said  term  to  the  said  William  Higgs  and 
his  successors,  the  yearly  rent  of  10  s.  at  Lady-day  and  Michaelmas,  by  equal 
portions,  being  the  utmost  value  of  the  said  demised  premises. 

By  virtue  of  subsequent  assignments,  the  latest  being  dated  24th  August  1805, 
these  premises  are  now  vested  in  the  Rev.  Spencer  Madan,  John  Duperoy, 
Thomas  Cheston,  and  John  Holt. 

Elizabeth  White's  Charity. — Elizabeth  White,  by  Will,  dated  3d  February 
1722,  devised  to  Charles  Blackham,  Theophilus  Levett,  Thomas  Luthner,  and 
Richard  Careless,  their  heirs  and  assigns  all  her  closes,  lands  and  tenements, 
called  Brook  House  Fields,  and  Slows  Moor,  in  the  Parish  of  Aston-juxta-Bir- 
mingham,  in  trust,  (subject  to  the  payment  of  certain  annuities),  to  and  for  the 
use  of  her  brother  Thomas  White  for  life  ; and  after  his  death,  to  the  use  of  her 
sister  Sarah  White  for  life  ; and  after  her  death,  to  the  use  and  behoof  of  the 
charity-school  in  Birmingham,  to  be  applied  for  ever  for  the  education  of  boys 
and  girls  in  the  said  school,  in  such  manner  as  her  said  trustees  and  their  heirs 
should  direct,  recommending  to  them  such  children  whose  parents  were  of  the 
communion  of  the  Church  of  England  ; and  for  perpetuating  her  said  charity, 
she  empowered  and  directed  her  said  trustees  and  the  survivors  of  them,  when 
they  should  think  proper,  to  convey  the  premises  to  other  trustees  and  their 
heirs,  in  trust,  for  the  said  charity-school,  and  subject  to  such  orders,  directions, 
and  ordinances  as  her  said  trustees  therein  named  should  make  about  the  same, 
for  the  benefit  and  advantage  of  the  said  charity-school. 

By  Indenture,  dated  15th  May  1745,  between  Sarah  White,  sister  of  the  said 
Elizabeth  White,  Theophilus  Levett,  and  Thomas  Luthner,  of  the  one  part,  and 
William  Vyse,  clerk,  rector  of  St.  Philip’s  church,  Birmingham,  Richard  Dovey, 
clerk,  rector  of  the  old  church  in  Birmingham,  and  others,  of  the  other  part ; 
reciting  the  will  of  Elizabeth  White,  and  that  the  said  Thomas  White  was  dead, 
and  the  annuities  charged  on  the  said  trust-estates  extinguished  and  discharged, 
and  that  the  said  Theophilus  Levett  and  Thomas  Luthner,  the  then  surviving 
trustees,  being  advanced  in  years,  were  desirous,  with  the  consent  of  the  said 
Sarah  White,  to  transfer  the  trusts  to  other  respectable  and  substantial  persons 
for  the  better  managing  and  perpetuating  the  said  charity : it  was  witnessed, 
that  the  said  Sarah  White,  Theophilus  Levett,  and  Thomas  Luthner,  conveyed 
to  the  parties  of  the  second  part,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  the  said  trust-premises, 
upon  trust,  to  permit  the  said  Sarah  White  and  her  assigns  to  possess  and  enjoy 
the  same,  and  the  rents  and  profits  thereof  during  her  life,  and  after  her  death  to 
let  the  premises  to  the  best  advantage,  and  to  apply  the  rents  and  profits 
for  the  use  of  the  said  charity-school  in  Birmingham  for  ever,  for  the  education 
of  boys  and  girls  in  such  manner  as  the  said  trustees  or  the  major  part  of  them 
should  direct,  according  to  the  will  and  intention  of  the  donor,  with  the  like 
power  as  by  the  said  will  was  given  to  the  said  Theophilus  Levett  and  Thomas 
Luthner,  and  (so  far  as  by  law  they  might)  to  make  rules,  orders  and  ordinances 
for  the  management  of  the  said  school  and  charity,  and  for  the  application  of 
the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  premises,  and  the  conveyance  of  the  said  pre- 
mises to  new  trustees,  that  the  said  charity  might  be  perpetuated  to  future  ages, 
and  managed  and  applied  in  the  best  manner  for  the  benefit  of  the  said  school, 
and  the  boys  and  girls  to  be  taught  there,  regard  always  being  had  to  such 
children  whose  parents  were  of  the  communion  of  the  Church  of  England  as 
by  law  established,  of  which  the  said  donor  was  a worthy  communicant. 

There  has  been  one  subsequent  trust-deed,  dated  3d  May  1788,  whereby  the 
trust-premises  were  vested  in  several  trustees,  of  whom  the  Rev.  Charles  Curtis, 
rector  of  St.  Martin,  Birmingham,  the  Rev.  Spencer  Madan,  James  Woolley, 
Joseph  Gibbs,  and  Theodore  Price,  are  now  living.

Salusbury’s  Charity. — Benjamin  Salusbury,  by  his  Will  dated  20th  June  1726, 
gave  to  his  cousin  Ann  Rann,  and  after  her  death  to  her  son  Joseph  Rann  and 
his  heirs,  all  his  closes  of  land  lying  in  the  parish  of  Birmingham,  at  or  near  a 
place  called  Lady  wood-lane,  on  trust,  to  pay  yearly  15s.  on  the  1st  November  to 
the  rector  of  St.  Martin’s  church  in  Birmingham,  and  15  s.  more  on  the  5th  June 
to  the  rector  of  St.  Philip’s  church  in  Birmingham,  for  a sermon  to  be  preached, 
by  each  of  them,  viz.,  one  by  the  rector  of  St.  Martin,  at  his  church  on  the 
1st  November,  and  one  by  the  rector  of  St.  Philip,  at  his  church  on  5th  June, 
for  the  benefit  of  the  charity-school  then  lately  set  on  foot  in  Birmingham,  and 
maintained  by  the  subscription  of  several  of  the  inhabitants  there  for  teaching 
poor  boys  and  girls  to  read,  and  for  instructing  them  in  the  principles  of  the 
Christian  religion  ; and  he  gave  the  further  sum  of  20s.  on  each  of  the  said 
days  in  every  year  to  the  governors  and  managers  of  the  said  charity-school  for 
the  time  being  for  the  use  of  the  school,  and  the  further  sum  of  5 s.  on  each  of 
those  days  in  every  year  to  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  Birmingham  for  the  time 
being,  to  be  laid  out  in  penny-bread,  and  to  be  distributed  by  them  at  the 
church  there  to  poor  old  people  of  that  place;  and  in  case  either  of  the  rectors 
should  refuse  to  preach  the  sermon  on  the  days  prescribed,  the  money  thereby 
appointed  for  him  should  be  given  upon  every  such  refusal,  but  no  oftener,  to 
the  said  overseers  of  the  poor,  to  be  by  them  distributed  in  bread  as  aforesaid. 

The  premises  thus  charged  are  now  the  property  of  Mr.  John  Clarke  of 
Birmingham,  by  whom  the  annual  sum  of  2 /.  for  the  use  of  the  school  has  been 
duly  paid.  The  other  annual  sums  not  having  been  applied  for  have  not  been 
paid  for  many  years.  We  have  drawn  the  attention  of  the  respective  rectors 
and  overseers  to  the  existence  of  these  charges,  of  which  they  appear  to  have 
been  in  ignorance,  and  which  Mr.  Clarke  expresses  his  readiness  duly  to  pay. 

Buncombe’s  Charity. — Thomas  Buncombe , by  his  Will  bearing  date  19th 
September  1729,  gave  to  his  wife  Sarah  Buncombe,  all  those  two  messuages, 
tenements,  or  dwelling-houses  which  he  had  then  lately  erected  in  Temple-row 
Birmingham,  with  the  appurtenances,  for  her  life;  and  after  her  decease  he  gave 
one  of  the  said  houses,  viz.  that  which  adjoined  the  lands  of  Mr.  Williams,  with 
an  equal  part  of  the  garden  and  other  appurtenances,  to  his  nephew  Thomas 
Ireland  and  his  heirs  for  ever;  and  the  other  messuage,  and  the  remaining  half 
of  the  garden,  with  the  appurtenances,  to  his  nephew  John  Ireland,  and  his 
heirs  for  ever;  but  declared  his  will  to  be,  that  from  and  immediately  after  the 
decease  of  his  said  wife,  the  same  messuages  should  be  chargeable  with  the 
payment  of  the  yearly  sum  of  40  s.  payable  out  of  the  same,  for  the  benefit  and 
promotion  of  the  charity-school  for  ever,  or  so  long  as  the  same  should  continue 
and  be  kept  on  foot,  to  be  paid  by  half-yearly  payments  at  Michaelmas  and 
Lady-day. 
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This  annual  sum  of  40.S.  is  received  by  the  trustees  of  the  Blue  Coat  School 
from  Mr.  Humphrey  Evett,  the  present  owner  of  the  houses  charged. 

Charity  of  the  Lords  of  the  Manor  of  Birmingham. — By  Indenture,  bearing 
date  l6t.li  May  1795,  between  the  Right  Honourable  Other,  Earl  of  Plymouth, 
Christopher  Musgrove,  Henry  Howard,  and  Edward  Bolton  Clive,  esq.  lords 
of  the  manor  of  Birmingham,  of  the  one  part,  and  Matthew  Bolton,  esq.  of 
the  Soho,  Joseph  Gibbs,  and  John  Ward,  both  of  Birmingham,  being  three 
of  the  trustees  appointed  to  inspect  into  the  management  and  care  of  the 
Blue  Coat-school,  erected  for  the  maintenance  and  education  of  orphans  in  the 
said  manor  of  Birmingham,  in  trust  for  the  benefit  of  the  said  school,  but  not 
otherwise,  of  the  other  part : It  was  witnessed,  that  for  the  considerations 
therein  mentioned,  the  said  parties  of  the  first  part  granted  and  demised 
to  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part,  their  and  every  of  their  heirs,  suc- 
cessors and  survivors,  in  trust  as  aforesaid,  but  not  otherwise,  all  that  plot  or 
parcel  of  waste  land  newly  to  be  inclosed  by  the  said  trustees,  with  all  build- 
ings thereafter  to  be  erected  upon  the  said  premises  ; which  said  land  abutted  or 
was  bounded  by  all  parts  of  Birmingham  Heath,  and  contained  by  estimation  four 
acres,  situate  at  Birmingham  Heath  within  the  manor  of  Birmingham  : to  hold 
the  same  to  the  said  grantees,  their  heirs,  successors  and  survivors,  in  trust  as 
aforesaid,  from  the  25th  of  March  then  last,  for  the  term  of  999  years  at  the 
yearly  rent  of  Is. 

[This  deed  was  executed  only  by  Christopher  Musgrove  and  Edward  Bolton 
Clive.] 

On  the  back  is  indorsed  a memorandum,  importing  that  Joseph  Harding,  of 
Solihull,  steward  of  the  manor  of  Birmingham,  by  virtue  of  a power  of  attorney, 
dated  the  2d  July  1796,  under  the  hands  and  seals  of  the  said  parties  of  the 
first  part,  did,  on  the  21st  February  1797,  enter  into  the  said  premises,  and  de- 
liver seisin  thereof  to  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part,  to  hold  the  same  to 
their  heirs,  successors  and  survivors,  according  to  the  force,  form  and  effect  of 
the  said  Indenture,  in  the  presence  of  nine  persons,  whose  names  are  thereunto 
subscribed. 

By  Indenture,  dated  5th  June  1819,  reciting  the  above-abstracted  Inden- 
ture, and  also,  that  by  an  Act  of  Parliament,  passed  in  the  38  Geo.  3,  for 
inclosing;  the  commons  and  waste  lands  on  the  forests  and  manor  of  Birming- 
ham,  after  reciting  the  said  lease,  it  was  enacted  that  the  commissioners  for 
the  said  inclosure  should  allot  to  and  for  the  trustees  of  the  Blue  Coat-school 
the  said  piece  of  land  for  the  uses  and  purposes  of  the  said  school,  according 
to  the  said  lease ; and  further  reciting,  that  the  commissioners,  by  their  award 
dated  27th  May  1802,  did  accordingly  allot  and  set  out  to  the  trustees  or 
governors  of  the  Blue  Coat  charity-school,  adjoining  to  St.  Philip’s  church- 
yard in  Birmingham,  a parcel  of  land  containing  4 a.  3r.  9p.  then  occupied 
by  the  said  trustees  for  the  use  of  the  said  charity,  (bounded  on  the  east 
by  Little  Hockley  Pool),  subject  to  the  said  lease  : It  was  witnessed  that 
the  said  Joseph  Gibbs  and  John  Ward  thereby  conveyed  and  released  to  the 
Rev.  Charles  Curtis  and  others,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  the  said  parcel  of  land 
so  allotted,  and  containing  by  admeasurement  4a.  3r.  9 p.,  in  trust,  for  the 
present  and  immediate  benefit  of  the  said  Blue  Coat  charity-school,  and  that 
the  rents  and  profits  thereof  should  be  for  ever  converted,  applied,  and  dis- 
posed of  for  the  ends  and  purposes  of  that  institution  ; and  upon  further  trust, 
that  when  the  trustees  should  be  reduced  by  death,  or  ceasing  to  reside  in  Bir-

10s. ; the  lessee  also  covenanting 
within  four  years  to  erect  thereon  three  or  more  substantial  messuages,  accord- 
ing to  a description  specified  in  the  lease,  and  to  expend  1,000  /.  at  least  in  the 
improvement  of  the  premises. 

Charity  of  Brown,  Kempson  and  Gibbs  ; also  Vaugh ton’s  Charity. — By  Inden- 
ture, dated  15th  May  1799,  enrolled  in  the  Court  of  Chancery  3d  October  fol- 
lowing, between  William  Brown,  Henry  Kempson,  and  Joseph  Gibbs,  of  the 
one  part,  and  the  Rev.  William  Woodcock,  and  six  others  (described  as  all  of

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Birmingham,  and  as  trustees  nominated  by  the  said  parties  of  the  first  part,  Birmingham. 

for  the  due  performance  of  the  gift  and  disposition  after  expressed)  of  the  other  

part,  reciting  that  the  said  parties  of  the  first  part  were  seised  in  fee,  as  tenants  ^Schoo^03* 
in  common,  in  one  equal  undivided  moiety  of  the  premises  after  mentioned,  continued. . 

subject,  so  far  as  respected  the  whole  of  the  piece  of  land,  to  a mortgage  ' ^ • 

thereof;  and  further  reciting,  that  they  being  persuaded  of  the  great  utility 
and  very  humane  institution  of  the  Blue  Coat  charity-school  in  St.  Philip’s 
church-yard,  and  wishing  to  aid  and  assist  its  support,  were  desirous  of  giving, 
as  an  absolute  and  voluntary  gift  in  their  life,  for  the  benefit  of  such  charity, 
to  take  effect  in  possession  immediately  from  the  making  thereof,  all  their  said 
undivided  moiety  in  the  premises  after  mentioned  : It  was  witnessed,  that  they 
thereby,  each  according  to  his  interest,  granted  and  conveyed  to  the  said  parties 
of  the  second  part,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  all  such  part  or  share  which  they  or 
either  of  them  had  of  in  and  to  all  those  two  messuages  or  tenements  in  or  near 
to  Moor-street,  with  the  slaughter-houses  and  premises  thereto  belonging,  and 
of  and  in  a piece  of  land,  containing  by  estimation  seven  acres,  situate  in  the 
parish  of  Aston,  near  Birmingham,  called  by  the  name  of  the  Brickkiln-piece, 
which  said  moiety  of  the  said  premises  had  been  devised  to  them  the  said  parties 
of  the  first  part  by  Mary  Woolley  widow  deceased,  to  hold  to  the  said  parties 
of  the  second  part,  and  their  heirs,  subject  to  the  payment  of  one  equal  half- 
part  of  the  said  money  so  secured  upon  interest,  in  trust  for  the  present  and 
immediate  benefit  of  the  said  Blue  Coat  charity-school,  and  to  be  from  time  to 
time  converted,  used,  applied  and  disposed  to  and  for  the  ends,  intents  and  pur- 
poses of  that  institution,  in  such  manner  as  the  said  trustees,  or  the  major  part 
of  them,  should  from  time  to  time  think  most  fit  and  conducive  to  the  benefit 
and  advantage  of  the  said  institution  ; and  upon  further  trust,  when  the  trustees 
residing  within  the  parish  of  Birmingham  should  be  reduced  to  three,  to  renew 
the  trusts  in  manner  therein  mentioned. 

In  the  year  1806  the  trustees  of  this  school,  with  a legacy  of  400/., 
bequeathed  by  Mr.  Humphry  Vaughton,  (“  to  be  laid  out  in  purchases,  or  placed 
out  on  securities,  so  as  to  produce  annual  and  permanent  income,  and  not  to  be 
otherwise  appropriated  or  disposed  of,”)  and  a further  sum  of  31  /.  Ids.  6d. 
from  the  funds  of  the  school,  discharged  the  mortgage  above  mentioned,  then 
amounting,  with  interest,  to  231/.  145.  6d..,  and  purchased  the  other  moiety  of 
the  piece  of  land ; as  appears  from  the  deed  whereby  the  same  was  conveyed  to 
them,  being  an  indenture  of  bargain  and  sale,  dated  16th  April  180G,  enrolled 
in  the  Court  of  Chancery  28th  June  following,  between  Thomas  Colmore,  of  the 
first  part ; the  Rev.  William  Woodcock,  and  others,  described  as  trustees  of  the 
estate,  of  the  second  part ; John  Houghton,  and  others,  executors  of  Humphrey 
Vaughton,  of  the  third  part ; and  the  Rev.  Charles  Curtis,  and  others,  trustees 
of  the  school,  of  the  fourth  part. 

The  moiety  of  the  houses  in  Moor-street  was  sold  to  the  commissioners  of  the 
Birmingham  Street  Act  for  the  sum  of  236/.  25.  6d.,  which,  after  remaining 
some  time  in  their  hands  at  5-per-cent  interest,  was  paid  in  and  added  to  the 
funded  capital  of  the  school. 

The  land,  consisting  as  above  stated  of  about  seven  acres,  is  now  held  under 
a lease  granted  to  James  Rickards,  for  a term  of  99  years  from  Lady-day  1825, 
at  the  rent  of  162/.  185.  2 d.,  with  a covenant  on  the  part  of  the  lessee  in  each 
year  during  the  first  seven  years  of  the  term,  to  lay  out  so  much  money  in 
erecting  good  and  substantial  messuages  and  outbuildings  on  the  said  land,  as 
would  actually  produce  yearly  rents  amounting  together  to  40/.,  so  as  to  make 
a total  annual  rental  of  280/.  at  the  least,  at  the  expiration  of  the  first  seven 
years,  and  to  erect  each  of  such  buildings  according  to  the  rules  therein 
specified. 

Investments. — 1st.  In  Land.— We  have  already  noticed  that  of  Vaughton’s 
legacy  of  400/.  Other  legacies  and  donations,  with  savings  from  the  general 
funds,  have  been  in  like  manner  invested,  partly  in  land,  partly  in  the  funds. 

The  following  are  the  particulars  ; viz. 

1st. — 21st  October  1731. — The  sum  of  680/.  in  the  purchase  of  “ a messuage 
or  tenement,  with  the  appurtenances,  and  all  barns,  buildings,  gardens,  hem- 
plecks,  orchards  and  back-sides  thereto  belonging ; and  five  closes  of  land,  and 
one  moor,  and  two  meadows  called  the  Hindswith,  all  situate  in  Bordesley,  in 
the  parish  of  Aston,  a lane  lying  between  Coventry  road  and  Warwick  road 
on  some  part  thereof ; and  also  three  closes  or  parcels  of  land  called  the  Birch 
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Fields,  and  a meadow  joining  on  one  end  of  them,  lying  in  Bordesley  aforesaid, 
a lane  leading  from  Spark  Brook  to  Small  Heath  on  some  part  thereof,  (except 
and  reserved  thereout  to  the  vendor  William  Wharton,  his  heirs  and  assigns, 
tenants  or  occupiers  of  a meadow,  part  lying  in  Yardley  and  part  in  Bordesley, 
free  liberty  to  take  one  half  of  the  water  that  should  come  to  some  ground 
thereby  granted,  at  or  near  the  upper  end  of  the  said  meadow,  for  the  improve- 
ment thereof),  which  premises  were  conveyed  by  indenture  of  the  date  above 
mentioned  to  William  Hunt  and  ten  others,  trustees  of  the  school,  upon  trust, 
and  to  the  intent  that  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  premises  should  be  yearly  for 
ever  applied  by  them  and  their  heirs  for  the  use,  benefit  and  support  of  the  said 
charity-school,  according  to  the  rules,  orders  and  directions  that  should  from 
time  to  time  be  duly  made  and  given  by  the  governors  of  the  said  school  for  the 
time  being  concerning  the  same. 

Part  of  this  property  is  held  by  John  Chattaway  and  James  Chattaway  under 
a lease,  (in  which  the  premises  demised  are  described  as  six  several  closes,  pieces 
or  parcels  of  meadow  and  pasture-land,  containing  in  the  whole  by  admeasure- 
ment 27a.  Or.  3p.,  situate  at  or  near  Spark  Brook,  in  the  parish  of  Aston,)  for 
14  years  from  Lady-day  1819,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  140/. 

The  residue  of  the  estate,  (described  as  a messuage  or  dwelling-house,  with  the 
malthouse,  barn,  cow-houses,  stables  and  other  buildings,  and  five  closes,  pieces 
or  parcels  of  meadow  and  pasture-land  thereto  adjoining  and  belonging,  contain- 
ing in  the  whole  by  admeasurement  14  a.  2r.  20p.,)  is  under  lease  to  William 
Barnes,  for  14  years  from  Lady-day  1819,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  90/. 

2.  — 29th  December  1787. — The  sum  of  127 /.  in  the  purchase  of  three  mes- 
suages situate  in  Bull-lane,  in  Birmingham,  with  outbuildings  and  premises 
thereto  belonging  (subject,  with  seven  other  houses  in  the  same  street,  to  a mort- 
gage for  250/.),  which  premises  were  conveyed  to  the  trustees  of  the  school, 
their  heirs  and  assigns,  by  indenture  of  this  date,  in  trust  “ for  the  use,  profit 
and  advantage  of  the  Blue  Coat  charity-school,  and  to  answer  the  ends,  intents 
and  purposes  of  that  institution  ; and  to  be  from  time  to  time  converted,  used 
and  disposed  of  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  said  school,  in  such  manner  as  the 
governors  for  the  time  being  should  think  most  for  the  advantage  of  the  said 
charity.” 

22d  April  and  2d  July  I78S,  and  2d  October  1792. — The  sum  of  562/.  in 
the  purchase  of  seven  other  houses  in  Bull-lane,  which  were  conveyed  to  the 
trustees,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  by  deeds  of  these  respective  dates,  subject,  with 
the  three  messuages  above  mentioned,  to  the  mortgage  for  250/.  And  on  the 

22d  July  1814  the  further  sum  of  250/.  was  applied  to  the  redemption  of 
the  said  mortgage. 

3d  July  1789. — The  sum  of  100/.  in  the  purchase  of  a parcel  of  ground  on 
the  south  side  of  Bull-lane,  now  called  Monmouth-street,  adjoining  at  the  west 
end  to  the  buildings  and  ground  belonging  to  the  charity-school  as  above  men- 
tioned, which  said  parcel  of  ground  was  conveyed  to  the  trustees,  their  hems 
and  assigns,  by  indenture  of  bargain  and  sale  enrolled  of  this  date. 

The  ten  houses  above  mentioned  have  been  taken  down,  and  the  greater  part 
of  the  site  thereof,  and  of  the  land  purchased  in  1789,  has  been  converted  into 
a play-ground  for  the  children  in  the  school,  or  occupied  by  offices  belonging 
thereto.  The  rest  is  held  by  William  Barrows,  under  a lease  for  7 5 years  from 
Michaelmas  1811,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  11/.  IS s.  3\d.  The  lease  is  expressed 
to  be  granted  in  consideration  of  his  having,  in  pursuance  of  a previous  agree- 
ment, erected  on  the  ground  a substantial  dwelling-house,  with  out-offices,  and 
the  land  demised  is  described  as  containing  in  front  towards  the  street  44  feet, 
and  in  the  whole  200  yards  seven  feet  and  six  inches. 

In  1810  and  1811  the  materials  of  the  old  buildings  were  sold  for 
181/.  155.  6d. 

3.  — 1823.  The  sum  of  79/.  Is.  Qd.  in  the  purchase  of  John  Jukes’s  interest 
in  the  lease  of  99  years  from  1811,  granted  to  him  by  Lench’s  trustees  of  the 
Callow  Closefield,  as  will  be  seen  in  our  account  of  that  trust. 

Before  this  purchase,  several  under-leases  of  parts  of  the  premises  had  been 
granted  by  Jukes,  at  rents  amounting  in  the  whole  to  130/.  195.  L2d. ; and  since 
the  purchase,  the  following  further  leases  of  other  parts  of  the  premises  have 
been  granted  by  the  trustees  of  the  school.

The  additions  from  annual  subscriptions  and  collections,  and  casual  benefac- 
tions, make  in  the  whole  an  income  of  more  than  2,000/. 

The  greater  part  of  this  income  is  annually  exhausted  by  the  current  ex- 
penses of  the  school,  at  which  about  160  children  of  both  sexes  (in  addition 
to  those  from  Fentham’s  charity,  of  which  hereafter)  are  instructed  in  reading, 
writing  and  arithmetic,  and  the  principles  of  the  Christian  religion,  and 
entirely  clothed,  lodged,  and  boarded. 

This  institution  being  under  the  management  of  a committee  of  the  sub- 
scribers, we  have  forborne  to  inquire  more  minutely  into  the  appropriation  of 
the  funds. 


Fentham’s  Charity. 

Fentham’s  Charity.  George  Fentham  of  Birmingham  mercer,  by  Will  bearing  date  24-th  April 
1090,  gave  to  Ambrose  Foxhall,  George  Jackson,  George  Bradnock,  and 
Robert  Loggins,  their  heirs,  executors,  and  assigns,  all  his  messuages,  lands, 
meadows,  pastures,  tenements,  and  hereditaments  whatsoever,  with  the  appur- 
tenances, and  all  his  goods,  chattels,  debts,  rights,  and  credits  whatsoever,  on 
trust,  for  the  performance  of  his  said  will ; and  after  directing  the  payment  of 
his  debts  and  several  legacies  therein  mentioned,  and  giving  an  annuity  of  30/. 
to  the  poor  of  Hampton  in  Arden,  he  further  gave  and  appointed  an  annuity 
or  yearly  rent  of  20/.,  without  any  defalcation,  or  charge  for  taxes  or  other 
cause  whatsoever,  to  be  for  ever  after  his  decease  employed  as  follows,  viz.  : 
10/.  thereof  to  be  paid  half-yearly  at  Lady-day  and  Michaelmas,  by  even  por- 
tions, to  such  person  as  from  time  to  time,  by  the  major  part  of  the  male 
inhabitants,  housekeepers,  and  dwelling  within  the  space  of  200  yards  from  and 
about  the  Bull-ring  in  Birmingham,  of  full  age,  and,  as  appointed  by  the  law, 
paying  to  the  relief  of  the  poor  in  Birmingham,  but  not  having  received  or 
asked  any  such  relief  within  the  space  of  one  whole  year  next  before,  should 
be  appointed  to,  and  in  Birmingham  should,  teach  to  know  their  letters,  spell, 
and  read  English,  such  poor  children,  either  male  or  female,  of  such  poor 

inhabitants 
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inhabitants  of’  Birmingham  as  the  major  part  of  the  same  male  inhabitants,  Birmingham. 

housekeepers,  and  dwelling  within  the  space  of  200  yards  from  and  about  the  

Bull-ring  aforesaid,  of  full  age,  and  paying  to  the  relief  of  the  poor  in  Bir-  Fentham’s  Charity, 
mingham,  but  not  having  received  any  such  relief  within  the  space  of  one  >.  contin^d- 
whole  year  next  before,  should  agree  on,  for  the  maintenance,  pains,  and  salary 
of  the  same  person,  who  from  time  to  time  should  there  so  teach;  and  10/., 
residue  of  the  said  annuity,  to  be  yearly,  after  his  decease,  paid  and  employed 
for  the  providing,  buying,  and  paying  for  10  as  good  coats  as  for  the  same 
might  be  without  fraud  had,  for  10  such  poor  widows  inhabiting  in  Birmingham, 
as  the  major  part  of  the  said  male  inhabitants,  housekeepers,  and  dwelling 
within  the  space  of  200  yards  from  and  about  the  Bull-ring  aforesaid,  of  full 
age,  and,  as  appointed  by  the  law,  paying  to  the  relief  of  the  poor  in  Bir- 
mingham, but  not  having  received  or  asked  any  such  relief  within  the  space 
of  one  whole  year  next  before,  should  be  from  time  to  time  yearly  agreed  on, 
every  one  of  the  same  poor  widows  to  have  one  of  the  same  coats  yearly 
delivered  to  her  at  Michaelmas,  or  within  one  month  next  after,  for  her  own 
use  and  wearing,  but  not  otherwise  ; and  the  same  coats  to  be  all  alike  in  value 
and  colour  as  nigh  as  might  be  : And  his  will  was  that  one  such  of  the  same 

widows  as  from  time  to  time  should  be  agreed  and  appointed  by  the  major  part 
of  the  same  male  inhabitants,  housekeepers,  dwelling  and  paying,  but  not 
having  asked  or  received  relief  as  aforesaid,  should  continually  wear  in  some 
visible  place  upon  her  coat  the  capital  letters  G.  and  B.  in  some  different  colour 
from  that  of  the  coat,  in  the  memory  of  Goodyth  Burridge,  widow,  deceased ; 
one  of  whose  executors  the  testator  was,  and  by  whose  executorship  he  gained 
20/.:  And  he  gave  and  appointed  the  residue  of  his  estate  to  be  divided  into 
two  equal  parts,  and  that  the  yearly  rents  and  profits  of  one  part  should  be  for 
the  relief  of  poor  inhabitants  of  the  parish  of  Hampton,  and  that  the  yearly 
rents  and  profits  of  the  other  part  should  be  for  ever  yearly  employed  and  laid 
out  for  the  relief,  maintenance,  and  other  benefit,  of  such  poor  inhabitants  of 
the  parish  of  Birmingham,  and  in  such  manner,  as  the  major  part  of  the  said 
male  inhabitants,  housekeepers,  and  dwelling  within  the  space  of  200  yards 
from  and  about  the  Bull-ring  aforesaid,  of  full  age,  and,  as  appointed  by  the  law, 
paying  to  the  relief  of  the  poor  in  Birmingham,  but  not  having  received  or 
asked  any  such  relief  within  the  space  of  one  whole  year  next  before,  should 
from  time  to  time  agree  on,  and  appoint,  either  in  or  by  the  relieving  or  making 
more  easy  or  comfortable  the  living  of  such  of  the  same  poor  inhabitants,  as 
should  honestly  and  industriously  labour  and  endeavour  to  maintain  themselves 
and  their  families,  without  charging  the  parish  therewith,  or  in  teaching  poor 
children  of  the  poor  inhabitants  of  the  same  parish  to  knit,  spin,  sew,  or  do 
other  like  work,  or  in  setting  out  poor  children  to  be  apprentices,  provided  that 
the  idle  and  vicious  poor  in  the  said  parishes  of  Hampton  or  Birmingham,  or 
who  for  the  time  being  should  have,  or  within  the  space  of  one  whole  year  next 
before  should  have  had  or  received,  or  asked  any  parochial  relief  from  the  over- 
seers of  the  poor  of  either  of  the  same  parishes,  should  not  have  or  receive  any 
immediate  benefit  or  relief  by  any  thing  in  the  said  will ; and  he  desired  his 
trustees  to  take  especial  care  that  the  honest,  laborious,  and  industrious  should 
be  relieved  and  comforted  thereby  as  much  as  might  be,  but  not  at  all  to  make 
easy  or  take  off  the  comforts  of  the  rich,  in  paying  or  doing  what  they  by  the 
law  ought  or  were  required  to  do  themselves : And  he  further  declared  his  will 
to  be,  that  all  grants  and  securities  to  be  made  of  or  concerning  the  securing  of 
the  payment  of  the  said  annuity  of  20/.,  or  any  other  part  of  his  said  estate 
appointed  for  charitable  use  in  Birmingham,  should  be  made  by  his  said  trustees 
and  executors  to  10  of  the  most  substantial  inhabitants,  housekeepers,  and 
dwelling  within  the  space  of  200  yards  from  and  about  the  Bull-ring  in  Bir- 
mingham, and  to  their  heirs  and  assigns  for  ever,  and  that  the  new  grants  and 
assignments  should  be  from  time  to  time  made  thereof  so  and  in  such  manner 
that  always  two  or  more  of  the  most  substantial  housekeepers  and  dwelling 
within  200  yards  from  and  about  the  said  Bull-ring  should  be  always  legally 
estated  therein,  in  trust  for  the  performance  of  his  said  will;  and  that  in  every 
grant  and  assignment  so  to  be  made,  the  respective  trusts  relating  to  that 
charitable  use,  together  with  so  much  more  of  his  said  will  as  concerned  the 
same,  should  be  briefly  and  expressly  recited. 

The  testator,  by  a codicil  to  his  said  will,  dated  2d  December  1697*  appointed 
his  brother  Henry  Fentham,  and  Richard  Jarvis,  and  Samuel  Packwood, 
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together  with  Ambrose  Foxhall,  George  Bradnock,  and  Robert  Loggins,  his 
trustees  and  executors  of  his  said  will. 

[Of  the  part  of  this  charity  to  which  the  parish  of  Hampton  in  Arden  was 
entitled,  an  account  was  given  among  the  charities  of  that  parish  in  our  18th 
Report,  p.  431,  et  seq .] 

By  Indenture,  dated  31st  March  1739,  between  Samuel  Packwood,  (described 
as  only  son  and  heir  of  Samuel  Packwood,  deceased,  who  was  the  only  surviving 
executor  and  trustee  of  the  last  will  of  George  Fentham,)  of  the  one  part,  and 
John  Hanstead,  clerk,  and  nine  others,  (described  as  being  all  of  Birmingham, 
and  living  within  200  yards  of  the  Bull-ring  in  the  town  of  Birmingham,)  of  the 
other  part ; after  reciting  the  will  of  the  said  George  Fentham  as  above  ab- 
stracted, and  also  reciting  the  proceedings  in  Chancery  for  establishing  the  said 
charity,  (already  given  in  our  18th  Report,  p.  432-4,)  and  that  the  Master  to 
whom  the  cause  was  referred  had  appointed  the  parties  in  the  said  indenture  of 
the  second  part,  to  be  trustees  of  the  moiety  to  be  assigned  by  the  Commissioners 
of  partition  for  the  parish  of  Birmingham ; and  further  reciting,  that  the  said 
Commissioners  had  by  their  Return  to  the  Commission,  dated  the  1st  June  then 
last,  certified  that  they  had  allotted  and  set  apart  to  the  said  parish  of  Birming- 
ham the  several  premises  therein  particularly  mentioned  : It  was  witnessed,  that 
the  said  Samuel  Packwood,  in  pursuance  of  the  decree  of  the  Court  of  the 
20th  December  1737,  (mentioned  in  our  former  Report,)  did  thereby  grant  and 
convey  to  the  parties  of  the  second  part,  and  their  heirs,  the  said  several  pre- 
mises so  allotted  and  set  apart  as  aforesaid  to  the  said  parish  of  Birmingham,  to 
hold  to  them  and  their  heirs  and  assigns  for  ever,  upon  the  trusts  in  the  said 
will  declared. 

The  trusts  of  this  charity  have  been  duly  continued  by  successive  conveyances, 
by  the  last  of  which,  being  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date 
20th  and  21st  December  1816,  the  premises  were  conveyed  by  William  Hicks 
and  James  Woolley,  the  then  surviving  trustees,  to  the  use  of  the  Rev.  John 
Cooke,  the  Rev.  Rann  Kennedy,  John  Cope  the  younger,  Westley  Richards, 
Humphrey  Pountney,  Edward  Villers  Wilkes,  John  Greensall,  Joseph  Blunt, 
and  Thomas  Bower,  (all  described  as  living  within  200  yards  of  the  Bull-ring  in 
the  town  of  Birmingham,)  their  heirs  and  assigns,  in  trust,  for  the  several  uses 
declared  in  the  will  of  George  Fentham.  A recital  in  this  deed,  after  noticing 
that  all  the  trustees  except  William  Hicks  and  James  Woolley  were  dead,  and 
that  William  Hicks  had  removed  from  Birmingham,  states  that  it  had  been 
thought  proper  that  nine  more  persons  should  be  added  to  the  name  of  James 
Woolley,  as  co-trustees  with  him,  to  make  up  the  number  of  the  said  trustees  ten 
in  the  whole,  and  that  the  nine  persons  to  whom  the  conveyance  was  made  as 
above  mentioned  had  been  fixed  on  for  that  purpose ; but  this  intention,  it  is 
obvious,  has  not  been  carried  into  effect,  Mr.  Woolley  not  being  included 
among  the  new  trustees.  That  gentleman,  however,  under  the  apprehension 
that  he  had  been  continued  as  a trustee,  has  continued  to  act  as  such.  All  the 
newly-appointed  trustees  are  still  living. 

The  premises  allotted  by  the  Commissioners  of  partition  to  the  parish  of  Bir- 
mingham, as  specified  in  the  indenture  of  31st  March  1739  above  abstracted, 
were  as  follows  :

proper  buildings  thereto,  and  to  expend  therein  the  sum  of  400/.  at  the  least. 

The  lessee  built  a house  upon  the  land  at  an  expense  far  exceeding  the  sum 
stipulated,  and  which  with  the  garden  is  stated  to  be  now  worth  at  least  100/. 
a year  without  the  land. 

These  premises,  except  a close  containing  2 a.  3r.  38  p.,  were  by  Indenture, 
dated  4th  December  1797>  assigned  to  James  Reynolds,  he  paying  the  whole- 
reserved  rent  of  45/.,  and  in  consequence  of  his  death  have  since  become  vested 
in  his  widow,  from  whom  the  rent  is  duly  received. 

The  excepted  close  of  2 a.  3r.  38  p.,  which  was  situate  on  Handsworth 
Heath,  was  at  or  about  the  same  period  assigned  to  James  Watt,  esq.,  dis- 
charged from  any  part  of  the  reserved  rent.  This  parcel  is  now  in  the  posses- 
sion of  Mrs.  Watt  his  widow.

Of  these  several  farms  the  Field  Gate,  the  Gravelly  Hill,  and  the  Handsworth,  Birmingham, 

were  let  by  auction,  the  others  were  let  by  private  contract  upon  the  valuation  — — 
of  respectable  surveyors.  Fenthams  Charity, 

It  is  contemplated  that  the  convenient  situation  of  some  parts  of  these  pre-  1 ' 

mises,  besides  the  Field  Gate  Farm,  will  hereafter  afford  opportunities  of  granting- 
building-leases,  whereby  the  income  of  the  charity  may  be  materially  im- 
proved. 


In  addition  to  the  land  allotted  to  the  Birmingham  branch  of  the  charity  by 
the  partition,  that  branch  was  also  entitled  under  the  decree  of  the  20th 
December  1737,  given  in  our  former  Report  (j).  433)  to  a moiety  of  the 
money,  which  was  thereby  ordered  to  be  paid  to  the  trustees  ; in  respect  of 
which,  as  we  have  there  also  stated  (p . 436),  the  two  sums  of  151/.  65.  9 d.  and 
35/.,  were  subsequently  agreed  to  be  paid  over  to  the  use  of  the  charity  at 
Birmingham. 

These  two  sums,  amounting  together  to  the  sum  of  186/.  65.  9 d.,  are  credited 
in  the  first  account  that  appears  in  the  books  of  the  Birmingham  branch  of  the 
charity,  under  the  date  of  29th  April  1740,  and  180/.  thereof  is  entered  on  the 
other  side'of  the  account  as  having  been  lent  to  Mr.  John  Walter,  at  three-per- 
cent  interest.  The  small  residue  is  stated  to  have  been  paid  to  Mr.  Samuel 
Packwood  for  his  trouble  in  the  affair  of  the  charity.  A memorandum  is  sub- 
joined to  this  account,  purporting  that  at  Michaelmas  1741,  the  sum  of  20/. 
was  paid  by  Mr.  Rann  into  the  hands  of  Mr.  John  Walter  to  make  the  principal 
up  200/.,  for  which  sum  he  then  gave  his  bond  at  4-per-cent. 

In  the  year  1751  the  sum  of  206/.  is  credited  for  principal  and  interest  in 
full  received  of  Mr.  Walter,  and  on  the  other  side  of  the  account  the  sum  of 
200/.  is  entered  as  lent  to  Mr.  William  Collins,  on  mortgage  of  some  houses  at 
41-per-cent,  interest.  The  money  appears  to  have  continued  on  this  security 
until  the  year  1799,  when  it  was  paid  off.  It  is  found  among  the  receipts  cre- 
dited in  the  accounts  of  that  year,  and  against  which  are  set  on  the  other  side  of 
the  account,  among  other  items,  a payment  of  70/.  10.9.  6d.  for  the  redemption 
of  the  land-tax  on  the  lands  in  Erdington,  and  a balance  of  180/.  18s.  6f</., 
which  had  been  for  some  years  accumulating  against  the  charity  on  the  current 
account,  and  of  which  on  the  balancing  of  the  accounts  for  1799,  after  crediting 
the  mortgage-money  as  above  stated,  there  still  remained  unsatisfied  the  sum  of 
37/.  6 s.  10 d. 

In  the  further  examination  of  these  accounts  we  find  that  to  meet  the  ex- 
penses of  the  inclosure,  amounting  together  to  the  sum  of  288/.,  two  sums  of 
100/.  each  were  borrowed  in  the  years  1803  and  1805  at  5-per-cent,  and  that  by 
a reduction  in  the  scale  of  expenditure  these  sums,  with  interest,  were  repaid  in 
the  years  1815  and  1816,  and  a saving  realized  at  the  end  of  the  year  1818  of 
538/.  18  s.  7 d. 

Of  this  saving  400/.  was  deposited  in  February  1819  in  the  bank  of 
Messrs.  Woolley,  Moilliet,  & Gordon,  at  three-per-cent  interest ; but  100/. 
having  been  withdrawn  in  1823,  there  now  remains  but  300/.,  of  which  the 
annual  interest  is  9/. 

This  fund  may  not  improperly  be  taken  as  a substitute  for  the  mortgage- 
money  which  was  absorbed,  as  we  have  seen,  in  the  accounts  of  1799.

These  sums  amount  together  to  317  being  an  average  of  39  /.  125.  6 d. 
per  annum,  which,  deducted  from  the  above-mentioned  sum  of  308/.,  leaves 
a net  annual  income  of  268/.  Js.  6d. 

Of  this  income  a part  is  applied  to  the  maintenance,  clothing,  and  education 
of  poor  children  of  both  sexes  at  the  Blue  Coat  School  in  this  town,  of  which 
an  account  has  been  given  above. 

There  is  paid  to  the  trustees  of  the  school  for  the  board  and  lodging  of  these 
children  at  the  rate  of  11/.  (formerly  12/.)  per  annum  each  ; and  there  is  paid 
to  the  master  and  mistress  of  the  school  a gratuity  of  10/.  (formerly  5 /.  and 
7 guineas  successively,)  in  acknowledgment  of  their  services  in  the  instruction 
of  the  children,  which  is  the  only  expense  incurred  on  that  account,  except 
some  small  charges  for  books.  The  children  are  fully  clothed  once  a year,  and 
are  distinguished  from  the  other  children  in  the  school  by  the  colour  of  their 
coats  and  gowns,  which  are  made  of  coarse  green  cloth.  On  leaving  the  school, 
(which  they  do  at  the  age  of  If),  if  an  opportunity  occurs,  they  are  apprenticed, 
and  an  additional  suit  of  clothes  is  given  to  them  ; but  no  premium  of  appren- 
ticeship is  paid. 

These  children  are  appointed  by  the  trustees,  each  of  whom  in  his  turn  sends 
one.  They  are  generally  children  of  poor  parishioners  of  Birmingham,  but 
have  been  occasionally  taken  from  the  adjoining  parishes.  The  number  at 
school  during  the  last  eight  years  has  varied  from  10  to  20. 

Other  part  of  the  income  is  expended  in  providing  gowns,  handkerchiefs, 
and  bonnets  for  poor  women,  of  whom  an  equal  number  is  appointed  by  each 
trustee.  The  whole  number  is  regulated  by  the  state  of  the  funds,  and  is 
annually  fixed  at  a meeting  of  the  trustees  at  Michaelmas.  It  has  varied  during 
the  last  eight  years  from  60  to  100. 

The  individuals  appointed  by  the  respective  trustees  are  generally  old  women, 
for  the  most  part  widows,  resident  in  Birmingham.  In  some  few  instances,  of 
more  than  ordinary  urgency,  young  women  and  non-residents  have  been 
admitted  to  participate. 

By  a regulation  of  the  trustees,  the  same  persons  are  not  permitted  to  enjoy 
the  charity  for  two  successive  years.  We  have  suggested  to  the  trustees  the 
propriety  of  excepting  10  poor  widows  from  the  operation  of  this  rule,  in  com- 
pliance with  the  directions  of  the  will,  that  the  “same  10  poor  widows”  should 
annually  receive  coats. 

These  appointments  of  the  poor  women  and  scholars  by  the  trustees  who 
do  not  form  the  major  part  of  the  male  inhabitants  about  the  Bull-ring,  are  an 
infringement  of  the  provisions  of  the  will  in  that  particular  ; but  the  increased 
population  of  the  town  appears  to  present  difficulties  to  the  strict  observance  of 
those  provisions  at  this  day.

The  excess  of  this  expenditure  above  the  current  income  was  provided  for 
by  the  balance  of  138/.  18s.  7 d.  which  remained  in  hand  on  the  accounts  of 
1818,  after  the  payment  into  the  bank  mentioned  above,  and  by  the  100/.  sub- 
sequently withdrawn  from  the  bank,  and  a further  sum  of  208  /.  for  timber  sold 
in  1820 ; of  which  several  sums  there  remained  in  hand  at  the  close  of  the 
accounts  on  the  23d  June  1827,  the  sum  of  65/.  12s.  3d. 

But  to  this  balance  must  be  added  a sum  of  31  /.  16s.  3d.  erroneously 
charged  as  paid  to  Mr.  Ward  for  the  balance  of  his  account  in  1812;  that 
balance  having  been  included  in  a sum  of  96/.,  which  is  also  charged  as  paid  to 
him  in  the  year  181 6. 

The  total  amount  of  timber  sold  in  1820  was  230/.,  but  of  this  22/.  was  paid 
for  by  a bill,  which  was  dishonoured,  and  which  there  remains  little  prospect  of 
recovering. 

For  some  years  previous  to  1812  the  funds  of  the  charity  were  entirely  under 
the  management  of  Mr.  William  Ward,  one  of  the  trustees ; and  after  his  death, 
which  then  took  place,  were  for  some  time  under  the  management  of  his  nephew, 
Thomas  Ward,  who  had  been  his  partner  in  business.  During  this  their  several 
management  of  the  funds,  the  accounts  do  not  appear  to  have  been  kept  with 
much  clearness  or  regularity,  to  which  neglect  may  be  attributed  the  error 
above  noticed.  Since  the  year  1816,  when  the  surviving  trustees  came  to  a set- 
tlement with  Thomas  Ward,  a more  regular  course  has  been  observed,  which 
we  have  suggested  the  propriety  of  adhering  to.  We  have  also  suggested  the 
advantage  of  registering  in  a book  the  names  of  the  children  who  shall  be  from 
time  to  time  sent  to  school,  and  of  the  women  who  shall  be  respectively 
appointed  by  the  several  trustees  to  receive  the  clothing  allowed. 

William  Piddock’s  Charity. 

William  Piddock,  by  Will,  dated  24th  August  1728,  devised  to  his  wife 
Sarah,  for  life,  his  farm  at  Winson  Green,  in  St.  Martin’s  parish,  Birmingham, 
with  the  buildings,  lands,  and  grounds  thereto  belonging,  and  after  her  death 
he  gave  the  same  to  his  cousins,  William  Reddell  and  John  Reddell  and  their 
heirs  and  assigns  for  ever,  upon  trust,  to  dispose  of  the  rents  and  profits  thereof 
for  the  benefit  of  poor  boys  of  the  parishes  of  St.  Martin  and  St.  Philip,  Bir- 
mingham, either  in  schooling,  or  in  setting  them  out  apprentices,  or  otherwise 
at  their  discretions. 

By  Indenture  dated  30th  January  1763,  between  the  said  John  Reddell,  of 
the  one  part,  and  his  son  Luke  Reddell,  of  the  other  part,  reciting  the  fore- 
going devise,  and  that  the  said  Sarah,  the  wife  of  the  testator,  was  lately  dead, 
and  that  it  was  greatly  inconvenient  to  the  said  John  to  execute  the  trusts 
reposed  in  him  by  the  said  will,  and  that  he  had  prevailed  upon  his  son,  Luke 
Reddell,  to  take  upon  him  the  performance  thereof,  the  said  John  conveyed 
to  the  said  Luke  one  undivided  moiety  of  the  said  messuage  and  farm,  with  the 
buildings  and  lands  thereto  belonging,  to  hold  to  him  and  his  heirs  and  assigns 
for  ever,  upon  the  trusts  of  the  said  will. 
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By  Indenture  dated  the  26th  August  1769,  between  William  Reddell  the 
elder,  of  the  one  part,  and  John  Reddell  the  younger,  of  the  other  part,  the 
said  William  Reddell,  in  consideration  of  natural  affection,  and  of  the  sum  of 
5/.,  granted,  released,  and  confirmed  to  the  said  John  Reddell  one  undivided 
moiety  of  and  in  a messuage,  tenement  or  dwelling-house,  and  barn  thereto 
belonging,  and  four  several  closes  of  land  adjoining  and  lying  near  to  the  said 
messuage,  containing  by  estimation  eight  acres,  which  said  premises  had  been 
devised  by  William  Piddock  to  the  said  William  Reddell,  to  hold  to  him  and  to 
his  heirs  and  assigns  for  ever,  to  his  and  their  own  proper  use.  And  it  was 
declared  by  and  between  the  said  parties  that  their  true  intent  and  meaning 
was,  that  it  should  be  lawful  for  the  said  William  Reddell  and  his  assigns  during 
the  term  of  his  natural  life,  and  for  his  wife,  Mary  Reddell,  in  case  she  should 
survive  him  for  the  space  of  six  calendar  months  next  after  the  decease  of  the 
said  William  Reddell,  to  live  and  reside  in  and  enjoy  and  receive  the  rents  and 
profits  of  the  said  moiety  of  the  said  premises  thereby  granted  and  released, 
without  paying  or  allowing  to  the  said  John  Reddell  any  money  or  satisfaction 
for  the  same. 

By  Indenture  dated  28th  September  1779,  between  John  Reddell,  son  of 
William  Reddell  deceased,  of  the  one  part,  and  Luke  Reddell,  son  of  John 
Reddell  deceased,  of  the  other  part,  reciting  the  will  of  William  Piddock  as 
above  given,  and  the  death  of  Sarah  his  widow,  and  also  of  William  Reddell, 
one  of  the  said  devisees,  whereby  the  right  of  the  said  William  in  the  said  trust 
became  legally  vested  in  his  son,  the  said  John,  and  that  it  was  inconvenient  to 
the  said  John  to  execute  the  said  trusts,  and  he  had  prevailed  upon  the  said 
Luke  to  take  upon  himself  the  execution  thereof,  and  he  had  agreed  to  transfer 
the  same  premises  to  him ; it  was  witnessed,  that  in  pursuance  of  the  said 
agreement,  the  said  John  thereby  granted  and  conveyed  to  the  said  Luke,  and 
his  heirs  and  assigns,  one  undivided  moiety  of  all  the  said  messuage  and  farm, 
with  the  buildings,  lands  and  premises  thereto  belonging,  to  hold  to  him,  his 
heirs  and  assigns  for  ever,  in  trust  for  the  uses  and  purposes  declared  concerning 
the  same  in  the  said  will. 

By  Indenture  dated  28th  February  1783,  between  Luke  lleddell  of  the  one 
part,  and  James  Rollason,  and  eighteen  others  of  the  other  part,  reciting  the 
will  of  William  Piddock  as  above  noticed,  and  the  respective  conveyances  of 
1763,  1769,  and  1779  abovementioned  ; and  further  reciting,  that  his  Majesty’s 
Attorney  General,  at  the  relation  of  certain  persons  therein  named  on  behalf  of 
themselves,  and  all  other  the  inhabitants  of  the  parishes  of  St.  Philip  and 
St.  Martin,  in  Birmingham,  had  in  Trinity  Term  then  last  filed  an  information 
in  the  Court  of  Chancery  against  the  said  Luke  Reddell  and  others,  to  compel 
the  said  Luke  to  convey  the  said  premises  to  a sufficient  number  of  new  trustees 
and  their  heirs,  in  trust  for  the  charitable  purposes  contained  in  the  said  will,  to 
which  information  the  defendants  appeared,  but  had  not  put  in  any  answer ; 
but  the  said  Luke,  in  whom  the  legal  estate  in  the  said  premises  was  then 
vested  by  virtue  of  the  recited  conveyances,  being  willing  that  the  said  premises 
should  in  future  be  applied  for  the  uses  directed  by  the  said  will,  had  for  that 
purpose,  and  to  prevent  any  further  proceedings  in  the  said  suit,  agreed  to  con- 
vey the  said  premises  upon  the  trusts  after  mentioned ; It  was  witnessed,  that 
the  said  Luke  thereby  granted  and  conveyed  to  the  said  parties  of  the  second 
part,  the  said  messuage,  tenement,  or  dwelling-house  and  garden  thereto 
belonging,  and  the  said  four  several  closes  of  arable,  meadow  or  pasture-land 
adjoining  or  lying  near  to  the  said  messuage  or  tenement,  containing  by  estima- 
tion eight  acres,  being  the  same  messuage  and  premises  which  were  devised  by 
the  said  William  Piddock  to  the  said  William  Reddell  and  John  Reddell,  in 
trust  as  aforesaid,  to  hold  to  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part,  their  heirs  and 
assigns,  for  ever,  upon  the  trusts  declared  in  the  said  will  of  the  said  William 
Piddock  concerning  the  same ; and  it  was  thereby  agreed  between  and  by  the 
said  parties,  that  whenever  it  should  happen  that  any  of  the  trustees  parties 
thereto,  should  remove  from,  and  not  continue  resident  in,  the  town  or  parish  of 
Birmingham,  as  his  or  their  usual  place  of  abode,  every  such  trustee  so  removing 
should,  from  the  time  of  such  removal  or  non-residence,  cease  to  be  a trustee, 
and  no  longer  act  or  be  concerned  in  the  execution  of  the  said  trusts  ; and 
whenever  it  should  happen  that  the  said  trustees  should,  by  means  of  such 
removal  or  non-residence,  or  by  death,  be  reduced  to  six,  then,  or  sooner,  if  the 
surviving  trustees  should  think  proper,  such  surviving  trustees  should  convey 
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over  the  said  premises  to  such  and  so  many  other  persons  as  should  be  agreed 
on  by  the  surviving  resident  trustees,  to  the  use  of  them  the  said  survivors  and 
the  said  new  trustees,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  upon  the  trusts  before  declared. 

By  a subsequent  conveyance  of  the  13th  December  1804,  (the  latest  which 
has  been  executed,)  these  premises  were  vested  in  2 6 trustees,  (including 
six  old  ones,)  of  whom  the  following  are  now  living:  Thomas  Cocks,  Georg'e 
Burrish,  Harry  Hunt,  Thomas  Barrs,  John  Underhill,  James  Alston,  and 
William  Shorthouse,  and  the  following  four,  who  not  residing  in  the  town  of 
Birmingham  take  no  part  in  the  management  of  the  concern,  viz.  John  Griffith, 
Robert  Lucas  Chance,  Plumstead  Lloyd,  and  John  Matthew  Gutch. 

The  property  belonging  to  this  charity  now  consists  of  a farm-house  and  out- 
buildings, and  four  parcels  of  land,  containing  together  13  a.  1 r.  31  p.  according 
to  a survey  and  plan  made  in  the  year  1800.  Two  of  these  parcels,  containing 
with  the  house  and  garden  8a.  1 r.  Ip.,  are  the  same  which  were  described  in 
the  deeds  of  1769  and  1783  as  four  closes,  containing  eight  acres.  The  remain- 
ing two,  containing  5 a.  Or.  30p.,  were  allotted  to  the  charity  upon  the 
Birmingham  Heath  Inclosure. 

This  farm  is  now  in  the  occupation  of  Charles  Ray,  at  the  annual  rent  of  4.5  /., 
he  paying  all  taxes.  Fie  holds  under  an  agreement  for  a lease  for  seven  years 
from  Lady-day  1822,  subject  to  a power  reserved  by  the  trustees  of  resuming 
any  part  of  the  land  for  building  purposes,  on  making  him  a proportionate 
allowance. 

The  house  and  farm-buildings  were  rebuilt  shortly  before  the  present  letting, 
in  consequence  of  the  inability  of  the  trustees  to  procure  a tenant  who  would 
undertake  to  repair  them  in  their  then  ruinous  state  ; but  the  whole  of  the  land 
appears  to  have  been  in  bad  condition,  and,  under  all  the  circumstances,  the 
rent  appears  to  have  been  the  fair  value  of  the  premises.  The  tenant,  although 
not  bound  by  his  contract  to  do  so,  has  since  been  at  considerable  expense  in 
improving  the  land,  and  appears  to  have  succeeded  in  fertilizing  a part  of  it 
heretofore  gravelly  and  unproductive. 

The  former  tenant  gave  up  the  possession  of  the  premises  at  Christmas  1820, 
at  which  time  there  was  a balance  in  the  hands  of  the  trustees  of  80/.  65.  Id. 
The  buildings  being  left  in  a ruinous  condition,  five  of  the  remaining  trustees 
subscribed  20/.  each,  in  the  hope  that  this  loan,  with  the  balance  in  hand,  would 
suffice  to  put  the  premises  in  a fit  condition  to  be  let  on  a repairing  lease,  but 
on  unroofing  the  house  it  was  found  in  so  ruinous  a state  as  rendered  it  neces- 
sary to  rebuild  it  entirely.  In  consequence  of  this,  Mr.  Alston,  one  of  the 
trustees,  undertook  to  superintend  the  rebuilding  of  the  premises,  to  repair  the 
fences,  and  to  crop  the  land  till  it  should  be  let,  and  to  advance  the  money 
necessary  for  this  purpose,  in  addition  to  the  loan  and  balance  above  mentioned; 
such  advance,  with  interest  at  five  per  cent,  being  to  be  repaid  by  the  profits 
which  should  from  time  to  time  be  made  from  the  premises.  The  expense  of 
the  new  building  and  repairs,  and  of  cropping  the  land  for  one  year,  previously 
to  its  being  let  to  the  present  tenant,  amounted  to  5351.  Is.  5 d.,  of  which 
70/.  15s.  6d.  was  supplied  by  the  produce  of  the  farm,  during  the  year  that  it 
remained  on  hand.  The  rents  subsequently  received,  after  paying  thereout 
poors  levies  and  charges  for  advertising  in  the  year  1822,  and  some  other  small 
expenses  for  insurance  and  receipts  in  subsequent  years,  have  been  paid  over  to 
Mr.  Alston  in  discharge  of  his  advance,  and  on  March  25th  1827  there  remained 
a balance  due  to  him  of  136/.  18  s.  10 d.  There  also  still  remains  due  to  the 
five  trustees  the  100/.  advanced  by  them,  but  which,  by  a minute  in  the  charity- 
book,  they  have  expressed  their  willingness  to  forbear  until  the  debt  due  to 
Mr.  Alston  shall  be  wholly  discharged.  They  will  then  require  to  be  repaid, 
with  interest  at  five-per-cent. 

The  charity  has  been  in  the  mean  time,  and  must,  it  is  feared,  for  six  or  seven 
years  longer,  remain  in  a great  degree,  if  not  wholly,  suspended.  For  some 
years  before  the  commencement  of  this  suspension,  the  course  was  to  apply 
30  guineas  a year  towards  the  support  of  the  Madras  school  established  in  Bir- 
mingham, and  in  consideration  thereof  to  send  60  poor  children  to  be  educated 
at  the  school.  This  payment  not  having  wholly  exhausted  the  rent,  left  at  the 
end  of  1820  the  balance  of  80/.  65.  Id.  before  mentioned. 
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Ann  Crowley’s  Charity. 

Ann  Crowley,  by  Will  dated  3d  April  1733  gave  to  William  Hawks  and 
Joseph  Cartwright  and  their  heirs,  her  two  messuages  or  dwelling-houses  and 
garden,  with  the  appurtenances,  in  or  near  to  a place  or  street  in  Birmingham 
called  Priory-street,  then  in  the  possession  of  William  Lea  and  Francis  King, 
and  the  uppermost  part  of  a garden  then  in  the  holding  of  one  Ann  Harper, 
upon  trust,  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  messuage  or  tenement  in  the 
possession  of  the  said  William  Lee,  to  pay  yearly  the  sum  of  20s.  on  the  1st 
May,  to  such  dissenting  minister  of  the  gospel  then  inhabiting,  or  that  should 
inhabit  in  the  town  of  Birmingham,  and  who  should  be  a secular  preacher  at 
one  of  the  meeting-houses  there,  as  her  said  trustees,  their  heirs  and  assigns, 
should  think  fit,  which  money  she  willed  should  be  paid  without  any  deduc- 
tion whatsoever.  And  she  further  gave  to  the  said  William  Hawks  and 
Joseph  Cartwright  and  their  heirs,  six  messuages  or  dwelling-houses,  with  the 
appurtenances,  situate  in  Birmingham,  in  a lane  there  called  Whittal’s-lane,  in 
trust,  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  thereof  to  pay  yearly,  for  ever,  the  sum  of 
51.,  to  and  amongst  such  poor  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Birmingham  that 
should  receive  no  collection,  as  her  said  trustees  should  think  fit,  and  at  such 
times  in  the  year,  and  in  such  proportions,  as  they  should  think  proper  : and 
upon  further  trust,  to  apply  the  residue  of  the  said  rents  and  profits,  after  pay- 
ment of  the  said  51.,  and  reasonable  deductions  for  repairs  of  the  said  messu- 
ages, and  for  taxes,  and  for  their  own  charges  and  expenses,  to  the  mainten- 
ance of  a school,  in  which  ten  poor  children  of  the  town  of  Birmingham  should 
be  taught  gratis  to  read  English,  in  the  town  of  Birmingham,  by  some  poor 
woman,  who  with  the  said  poor  children,  she  willed  should  be  chosen  from  time 
to  time  by  her  said  trustees  and  their  heirs. 

By  Indenture  dated  25th  March  177L  between  Joseph  Cartwright  of  the 
one  part,  and  William  Russell  and  seven  others,  of  the  other  part,  after  recit- 
ing the  will  as  above  abstracted,  and  that  the  said  William  Hawks  was  lately 
dead,  and  that  the  said  Joseph  Cartwright  was  advanced  in  years,  and  appre- 
hended that  the  purposes  of  the  trust  might  be  better  answered  by  a collective 
body  of  trustees  in  succession,  than  by  permitting  the  trust-premises  to  remain 
solely  in  himself  and  his  heirs,  and  had  therefore  requested  the  parties  of  the 
second  part  to  join  with  him  in  the  execution  thereof,  to  which  they  had  con- 
sented : It  was  witnessed,  that  the  said  Joseph  Cartwright  thereby  granted  and 
conveyed  to  the  parties  of  the  second  part  the  said  rent  of  205.  and  the  said 
six  messuages,  to  hold  to  the  use  of  him  and  them,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  upon 
the  respective  trusts  thereof  before  mentioned ; and  upon  further  trust,  that 
when  the  trustees  should  by  death,  resignation,  or  expulsion,  be  reduced  to  the 
number  of  three,  the  remaining  three  should  nominate  six  more  substantial 
persons  for  the  time  being,  resident  in  or  near  the  said  town  of  Birmingham,  to 
whom  they  should  convey  the  premises  to  the  use  of  them  and  such  survivors,  so 
that  upon  every  such  renewal  there  might  be  nine  legal  acting  trustees,  provided 
that  every  such  expulsion  should  be  voted  by  a majority  of  the  trustees  for  the 
time  being,  when  assembled  for  that  purpose,  and  the  same  should  be  notified 
in  writing  to  the  party  expelled,  by  serving  the  same  personally,  or  leaving  the 
same  at  the  usual  place  of  his  residence,  from  whenceforward  the  legal  estate 
and  interest  of  the  party  expelled  in  the  trust-premises  should  totally  cease,  as 
effectually  as  if  he  were  actually  dead. 

An  indorsement  on  this  Indenture,  signed  by  the  said  Joseph  Cartwright, 
states  that  a shop  belonging  to  one  of  the  within-mentioned  six  dwelling-houses, 
had  been  converted  into  a dwelling-house,  and  was  intended  to  pass  by  that 
deed. 

By  a subsequent  trust-deed,  dated  the  20th  June  1792,  (the  last  which  has 
been  executed),  the  premises  were  vested  in  William  Russell,  Thomas  Colmore, 
Samuel  Colmore,  George  Russell,  Samuel  Ryland,  Thomas  Lee,  John  Law- 
rance,  Samuel  Rogers  and  Edward  Smith,  and  their  heirs,  upon  the  trusts 
above  expressed,  of  whom  Mr.  Lee  is  now  the  only  survivor. 

A new  trust-deed  is  therefore  become  necessary,  and  will,  as  we  are  informed, 
be  forthwith  prepared. 

The  annuity  of  1 /.  is  at  present  received  from  Mr.  E.  Y.  Wilks,  as  the  owner 
of  a large  building  used  for  the  purposes  of  his  manufactory,  situate  in  the  Lower 
Priory,  and  which  covers  the  site  of  the  premises  subject  to  the  charge.  This 
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annuity  is  paid  by  the  trustees  to  the  minister  of  the  old  Meeting  House  in 
Birmingham. 

The  six  houses,  granted  upon  the  other  trusts  of  the  will,  appear  to  have  been 
situate  in  Steelhouse-lane,  fronting  Whittall-street. 

In  the  year  1796,  in  consequence  of  the  ruinous  condition  of  these  houses, 
the  trustees  came  to  the  determination  to  let  them  on  a building-lease,  which 
they  accordingly  granted  to  Bohun  Fox,  for  99  years,  from  the  25th  March  in 
that  year,  at  the  clear  annual  rent  of  12/.,  he  covenanting  within  six  years  to 
lay  out  300/.  in  building  one  or  more  dwelling-house  or  houses  upon  the  site  of 
the  old  ones,  which  he  was  to  take  down. 

This  covenant  was  performed  by  building  upon  the  site  ten  small  houses,  two 
in  front  to  Steelhouse-lane,  and  the  others  in  a court  at  the  back,  which  are 
underlet  to  weekly  tenants,  producing  from  Is.  6d.  to  35.  6d.  each  per  week. 
The  rent  of  12/.  is  now  received  from  Joseph  Taylor,  in  whom  the  lease  is 
understood  to  be  vested. 

On  inspecting  the  accounts,  it  appears  that  for  many  years  before  the  grant- 
ing of  this  lease  the  houses  had  been  let  to  different  tenants,  at  rents  amounting 
together  to  about  12/.  per  annum,  three  of  them  having  been  for  several  years 
held  by  the  said  Bohun  Fox  at  the  rent  of  6/.  195.  They  appear  to  have  been  of 
a very  mean  and  poor  description,  and  to  have  been  incapable  of  being  repaired  ; 
and  as  the  trustees  had  no  adequate  fund  for  rebuilding,  it  does  not  appear  that 
they  were  able  to  pursue  any  other  course  than  that  which  they  have  adopted, 
and  we  have  no  reason  to  think  that  they  could  have  effected  the  lease  on  more 
advantageous  terms  than  they  have  obtained. 

A portion  of  this  income  is  annually  applied  to  the  relief  of  poor  widows  and 
others,  such  as  the  trustees  have  thought  most  in  need.  This  relief  appears  to 
have  been  formerly  given  for  a series  of  years  in  sums  of  1 /.  1 5.  or  1 /.  to  each 
individual,  and  to  have  occasionally  exceeded,  in  its  annual  amount,  the  5/. 
limited  by  the  testatrix ; but  of  late  years  it  has  been  given  in  smaller  sums, 
varying  from  25.  6d.  to  105.,  and  the  total  amount  per  annum  has  been  much 
diminished,  being  upon  an  average  of  the  last  ten  years  little  more  than  2/.  per 
annum. 

Another  portion  of  the  income  is  paid  to  a schoolmistress,  for  instructing  at 
her  own  house  in  Birmingham  10  girls,  sent  by  the  trustees,  to  read,  sew  and 
knit.  The  sum  of  6/.  is  the  salary  which  has  been  annually  paid  to  the  mistress 
as  far  back  as  the  year  1779,  before  which  time  the  payment  appears  to  have 
been  5 /.  a year. 

These  payments  not  having  exhausted  the  income,  there  remained  in  hand, 
on  the  close  of  the  account  in  1826,  the  sum  of  58/.  45.  5 dr,  of  this  a portion 
will  be  to  be  applied  to  the  renewal  of  the  trust ; but  there  will  still  probably 
remain  a larger  sum  than  there  appears  any  sufficient  reason  for  keeping  in 
hand,  and  we  have  suggested  that  the  sum,  annually  distributed  to  the  poor, 
should  more  nearly  conform  to  the  direction  of  the  testatrix,  than  it  has  of  late 
years  done. 

Mrs.  Scolds  Charity. — In  the  year  1804,  as  appears  from  a minute  in  the 
book  of  this  charity,  Mrs.  Scott  (since  deceased)  made  a donation  of  100/.  for 
the  use  of  the  children  and  schoolmistress  of  this  charity. 

This  sum  appears  to  have  been  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  175/.,  three-per- 
cent consols,  now  standing  in  the  names  of  Thomas  Lee,  Samuel  Ryland  and 
John  Towers  Lawrence  ; and  the  dividends,  amounting  to  51.  5 s.  per  annum, 
appear  to  have  been  duly  received  and  paid  over  under  the  directions  of  Mrs. 
Scott  during  her  life,  and  in  pursuance  of  those  directions  since  her  death,  to 
two  ladies  of  Birmingham,  Mrs.  Mansell  and  Mrs.  Lee,  for  the  use  of  the  child- 
ren and  schoolmistress.  The  money  has  been  disposed  of  by  these  ladies  in 
the  purchase  of  cloth  and  worsted,  and  other  materials,  which  are  given  to  the 
girls,  to  be  by  them  worked  up  into  clothing  for  their  own  use.

8th  December  following),  between  Joseph  Scott,  of  the  one  part,  John  Allen,  Charity. 
Abel  Humphrys,  Thomas  Cheeke  Lee,  John  Berry,  Thomas  Cocks,  Joseph 
Rogers,  Jurant  Hidson,  William  Hutton,  William  Aitkin,  Samuel  Partridge,  and 
Samuel  Tutin,  of  the  other  part,  after  reciting  that  certain  protestants  dissenting

from  the  church  of  England,  commonly  called  Independents,  had  theretofore 
much  increased,  insomuch,  that  there  was  occasion  for  the  building  a meeting- 
house for  them  to  assemble  in  for  the  worship  of  Almighty  God,  and  for  the 
promoting  and  encouraging  of  such  religious  worship,  several  well-disposed 
persons  did  purchase  a certain  piece  or  parcel  of  land,  and  caused  a certain 
meeting-house  to  be  erected  for  that  purpose,  with  other  convenient  buildings, 
and  did  settle  and  convey  the  said  meeting-house  and  premises  to  certain  trus- 
tees, (of  whom  the  said  John  Allen,  Abel  Humphrys,  John  Berry,  and  Thomas 
Cocks,  were  part),  in  trust,  that  the  same  might  be  used  and  continued  as  a 
meeting-house  from  time  to  time  for  ever  thereafter,  (so  long  as  by  the  laws  and 
statutes  of  the  realm  the  said  protestant  dissenters  might  according  to  the  true 
intent  of  the  said  conveyance  or  deed  of  trust  use  the  same),  and  which  said 
meeting-house  was  standing  near  to  a certain  place  in  Birmingham,  commonly 
called  Carr’s-lane  ; and  also  after  reciting  that  the  said  Joseph  Scott  being  de- 
sirous still  further  to  promote  and  encourage  the  said  dissenters  in  the  free  exer- 
cise of  their  said  religion  or  profession,  was  pleased  and  disposed  to  grant  and 
convey  the  messuages,  tenements  or  dwelling-houses,  several  pieces  or  parcels 
of  land  and  premises  thereinafter  mentioned,  to  the  said  trustees,  their  heirs  and 
assigns,  for  ever,  upon  the  trusts  after  mentioned  ; it  was  witnessed,  that  in  con- 
sideration of  10 5.  to  the  said  Joseph  Scott  paid  by  the  said  parties  of  the 
second  part,  the  said  Joseph  Scott  thereby  granted  and  conveyed  to  the  said 
parties  of  the  second  part,  all  that  messuage  or  dwelling-house,  together 
with  a close,  piece  or  parcel  of  land,  or  ground  thereto  adjoining,  formerly 
called  the  Hither  Cross  Field,  and  afterwards  called  by  the  name  of  the 
Cake  House  Close,  containing  4 acres,  or  thereabouts,  formerly  in  the  occu- 
pation of  Esther  Freeth,  widow ; and  also  all  that  messuage  or  dwelling- 
house  theretofore  in  the  occupation  of  Joseph  Millner,  next  adjoining  to  the 
said  last-mentioned  messuage,  both  which  said  messuages  and  close  of  land 
were  situate  in  the  parish  of  St.  Martin,  in  Birmingham,  and  adjoined  on 
the  one  side  thereof  to  a road  called  Walmer-lane,  and  other  part  thereof 
fronted  to  another  road  called  Aston-street,  and  on  other  parts  thereof  was 
bounded  by  the  land  of  Mr.  Stamford,  and  the  land  of  Thomas  Fisher,  esq.  ; 
and  all  the  several  dwelling-houses,  shops,  stables  and  outbuildings  erected 
and  built  thereupon,  or  then  erecting  thereupon,  (subject  to  the  proviso  and 
covenants  comprised  in  a lease  thereof  granted  by  the  said  Joseph  Scott  to 
Joseph  Duncombe,  esq.  for  120  years  from  the  25th  of  March  then  last)  ; and 
also  all  that  messuage,  tenement  or  dwelling-house  situate  in  the  said  lane  called 
Wilmot-lane,  called  the  Golden  Fleece,  then  in  the  tenure  of  James  Proctor,  together 
with  the  outbuildings,  garden,  skittle-alley,  ground  and  premises,  with  the  appur- 
tenances behind  the  same,  and  then  used  and  enjoyed  therewith  ; and  also  all 
those  two  closes,  pieces  or  parcels  of  land  lying  near  or  adjoining  thereto,  one 
whereof  was  fronting  to  Walmer-lane,  and  the  other  was  lying  behind  the  same, 
and  was  fronting  towards  another  lane  called  Summer-lane,  and  both  together 
contained  three  acres,  then  in  the  tenure  of  Joseph  Cooper,  cabinet  maker,  and 
adjoined  to  two  other  pieces  of  land  then  or  late  belonging  to  Thomas  Bellamy 
and  Thomas  Bingham : — to  hold  the  said  premises  to  the  said  parties  of 
the  second  part,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  for  ever,  to  and  for  their  only 
proper  use,  in  trust,  nevertheless,  to  and  for  the  several  uses,  intents  and 
purposes  after  declared,  that  is  to  say,  upon  trust,  and  to  the  intent  and 
purpose  that  they  and  the  survivors  and  survivor  of  them,  their  heirs  and 
assigns,  should  yearly  and  every  year  receive  and  bestow  all  and  every  the  rents 
and  profits  of  all  the  said  first-mentioned  premises  mentioned  to  be  demised 
to  the  said  Joseph  Duncombe,  (subject  to  a proportionable  part  of  the  expense  of 
the  erecting  a wall  for  enclosing  the  burying-ground  as  after  mentioned),  in  the 
repairing  of  the  said  meeting-house  in  Carr’s-lane,  or  any  other  meeting-house 
to  be  thereafter  erected  by  them,  or  the  survivors  of  them,  or  the  communicants 
of  Carr’s-1  ane  meeting  in  or  near  Birmingham  aforesaid,  or  in  the  maintenance  of 
the  parson  or  minister  for  the  time  being  who  should  attend  or  do  divine  service 
there,  or  in  the  support  and  maintenance  of  the  poor  of  the  congregation  who 
should  assemble  there,  or  in  such  other  pious  and  charitable  uses  as  the  said  trus- 
tees, or  their  heirs  or  assigns,  or  the  greatest  part  of  them,  should  from  time  to  time 
think  fit;  and  after  the  expiration  of  the  said  term  of  120  years  upon  trust, 
to  convert  such  of  the  aforementioned  dwelling-houses  or  tenements,  as  the  said 
trustees  should  think  proper,  into  a charity-school,  for  teaching  and  instructing 

children 
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children  of  the  society  or  congregation  of  protestant  dissenters,  called  Inde-  Birmingham, 
pendents,  inhabiting  in  or  near  Birmingham  aforesaid,  for  ever  thereafter;  and  — ~

charitable  uses  as  they  for  the  time  being,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  should 
see  proper  and  convenient  according  to  their  own  discretion  : And  as  to  the 
said  two  closes  or  pieces  of  land,  upon  trust,  that  the  said  trustees,  and 
their  heirs  or  assigns,  and  the  greater  number  of  them,  should  from  time  to 
time  and  at  all  times  thereafter  (so  long  as  the  laws  and  statutes  of  this  realm 
would  admit),  permit  and  suffer  the  lowermost  part  of  the  said  two  pieces  or 
parcels  of  land  or  ground,  being  that  which  lay  next  to  Summer-lane,  to  be  used 
and  occupied  as  and  for  a burial-ground  for  the  said  society  or  congregation  for 
the  time  being,  and  also  for  a burying-ground  for  the  several  societies  of 
protestant  dissenters  in  Birmingham  who  should  meet  for  worship  at  the  old 
meeting-house  in  Old  Meeting-street,  and  the  new  meeting-house  situate 
near  Moor-street  and  New  Meeting-street;  and  also  as  and  for  a burying-ground 
for  the  people  called  Particular  Baptists,  worshipping  in  Cannon-street;  and  as 
a burying-ground  also  for  such  other  protestant  dissenters  as  the  said  trustees, 
their  heirs  or  assigns  for  the  time  being,  or  the  greater  number  of  them,  should 
think  proper:  And  as  to  the  said  dwelling-house  called  the  Golden  Fleece,  with 
the  outbuilding  and  skittle-alley  behind  the  same,  in  trust,  for  such  charitable 
uses,  intents  and  purposes  as  the  said  trustees,  and  their  heirs  and  assigns  for  the 
time  being,  or  the  greater  number  of  them,  should  in  their  discretion  think  most 
proper  and  convenient  from  time  to  time;  with  a covenant,  that  when  the  trus- 
tees should  be  reduced  by  death  to  five,  the  survivors  should  convey  the  pre- 
mises to  the  use  of  themselves  and  six  more  protestants,  dissenting  from  the 
church  of  England,  called  Independents,  who  should  be  communicants,  and 
worship  at  the  said  meeting-house,  called  Carr’s  Lane  Meeting-house,  or 
some  other  Independent  meeting-house  in  Birmingham,  if  there  should  be 
found  a sufficient  number  of  them,  and  if  not,  then  the  residue  should  be 
subscribers  to  the  said  meeting-house,  or  some  other  meeting-house  called  an 
Independent  meeting-house,  in  Birmingham,  to  be  nominated  and  appointed 
by  a majority  of  the  said  surviving  trustees,  upon  the  trusts  before  expressed. 

There  have  been  three  subsequent  trust-deeds,  by  the  last  of  which,  dated 
the  2d  and  3d  April  1824,  the  premises  were  vested  in  Thomas  Cocks,  William 
Edwards,  Joseph  Phipson,  John  Berry,  Joseph  Orme,  Richard  Watson,  John 
Gansby,  William  Coney,  John  Walford,  Rice  Harris,  and  George  Goodwin, 
upon  the  former  trusts. 

The  premises  comprised  in  the  lease  to  Mr.  Duncombe  having  been  consi- 
derably improved  in  building,  are  now  estimated  at  a rental  of  from  1,500/.  to 

2,000/.  The  reserved  rent  (being  30/.)  is  paid  by Perkins,  esq.,  in  whom 

the  lease  is  now  vested. 

Of  the  two  closes,  intended  for  the  burial-ground,  a very  small  part  only  has 
yet  been  inclosed,  which  is  appropriated  to  that  purpose.  The  rest  the  trustees 
are  endeavouring  to  qualify  for  the  same  use  by  removing  the  clay,  of  which 
the  surface  consists;  and  by  the  sale  of  which  they  expect  to  raise  money  enough 
to  build  a wall  around  the  whole. 

The  house  called  the  Golden  Fleece,  and  premises  appurtenant,  are  supposed 
to  be  the  same  premises  of  which  a lease  for  99  years,  at  85.  per  annum,  has 
lately  expired,  The  house  is  now  very  old  and  decayed;  if  put  into  a proper 
state  of  repair,  the  premises,  it  is  estimated,  would  produce  about  15  /.  per 
annum. 

The  profits  derived  from  these  several  premises  (except  the  produce  of  the 
clay,  which  is  destined  for  building  the  wall),  are  applied  by  the  trustees  to  the 
general  purposes  of  the  Carr’s-lane  meeting-house  society  of  Independents, 
which  is  principally  supported  by  voluntary  contributions,  and  is  under  the 
management  of  a committee  of  the  subscribers.

The  school  to  which  these  benefactions  are  supposed  to  have  been  given  is 
situated  in  Park-street,  where  it  has  been  carried  on  for  many  years.  It  ori- 
ginated in,  and  is  still  principally  supported  by,  voluntary  contributions,  with 
the  addition  of  legacies  and  other  casual  benefactions ; nor  is  there  any  land 
belonging  to  the  charity,  except  the  school-house  and  the  ground  on  which  it 
stands.  We  have  not  therefore  considered  it  as  falling  within  the  scope  of  our 
Inquiry. 

Charities  or  Lench  and  others,  commonly  called  Lencii’s 

Trust. 

Charities  of  Lench,  By  an  Inquisition  taken  at  Birmingham  25th  March,  3 Car.  1,  under  a 
&c*  commission  of  charitable  uses,  it  was  found  as  follows: 

Lench's  Charity. — That  William  Lendl  being  seised  in  fee  of  divers  lands 
and  tenements  called  Lench’s  Lands,  viz.  of  a croft  or  parcel  of  land  in  Bir- 
mingham called  Hawke’s  Croft,  then  late  in  the  tenure  of  Edward  Whittal, 
near  Walmore-lane,  and  a garden  lying  in  a certain  street  in  Birmingham 
called  Moor-street  alias  Mole-street,  then  in  the  tenure  of  Robert  Smallbrooke, 
and  a croft  in  the  said  street  then  in  the  tenure  of  Edward  Colmore,  and  a 
barn  and  one  croft  or  parcel  of  land  to  the  same  belonging  or  adjoining,  and 
lying  near  to  the  common  Pinfold,  and  then  in  the  tenure  of  Thomas  Small- 
brooke and  Robert  Smallbrooke  ; two  houses  or  tenements  situate  in  Moor- 
street,  one  of  them  being  then  in  the  tenure  of  Francis  Grevis,  and  the  other 

of  them,  then  in  the  tenure  of  Holmes,  widow,  and  Thomas  Beardsley, 

or  one  of  them,  and  one  stable  to  the  said  last-mentioned  tenement  adjoining, 
and  part  of  the  same,  in  the  tenure  of  Edward  Colmore;  and  one  close, 
pasture,  or  parcel  of  land  called  Callow  Close,  or  Callow  Field,  lying  in 
Bordesley  in  the  county  of  Warwick,  near  Blakeley  Style,  then  in  the  tenure 
of  Joan  Smith,  as  under-tenant  to  William  Colmore:  by  deed  dated  the  11th 
March,  17th  Henry  8,  enfeoffed  John  Shilton  and  18  others  of  the  premises, 
by  the  name  of  all  and  singular  his  lands,  tenements,  meadows,  feedings, 
pastures,  rents,  and  services,  with  all  and  singular  their  appurtenances,  in  the 
villages  and  fields  of  Birmingham  aforesaid,  also  in  the  villages  and  fields  in 
Dunstone,  in  the  county  aforesaid,  and  in  the  villages  and  fields  of  Aston  in 
the  county  aforesaid,  and  in  Bordesley  in  the  county  aforesaid,  and  at  Little 
Bromwich  in  the  county  aforesaid,  and  in  Saltley  in  the  county  aforesaid  : 
To  hold  to  the  feoffees,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  to  the  intent  that  they  and 
their  heirs  should  from  thence  stand  seised  to  the  use  of  the  said  William 
Lench  and  Agnes  his  wife,  for  their  lives  and  the  life  of  the  longer  liver  of 
them,  and  that  after  their  deaths  they  should  stand  seised  to  their  own  proper 
uses  ; and  that  the  profits  of  the  premises  should  be  distributed  for  works 
of  charity:  of  which  said  feoffees,  the  survivors,  after  the  deaths  of  the  said 
William  Lench  and  Agnes  his  wife,  viz.  John  Shilton  and  three  others,  by 
their  deed,  dated  29th  March,  31  Henry  8,  enfeoffed  John  Lane  and  John 
Wigsted,  and  their  heirs,  upon  condition  and  to  the  intent  that  they  should 
enfeoff  the  said  John  Shilton  and  the  said  other  three  survivors,  and  certain 
others  therein  named,  to  have  to  them,  their  heirs,  and  assigns,  with  intent 
that  they,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  after  such  feoffment  to  them  thereof  made, 
should  apply  and  distribute  all  the  issues  and  profits  arising  out  of  the  premises, 
in  manner  following,  viz.  that  two  of  the  said  feoffees,  with  the  consent  of  the 
rest,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  by  their  common  nomination  and  appointment, 
should  receive  yearly  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  premises,  and  the  same  dis- 
tribute for  the  uses  following,  viz.  for  the  repairing  the  ruinous  ways  and 
bridges  in  and  about  the  said  town  of  Birmingham,  where  it  should  want,  and 
for  default  of  such  uses  should  bestow  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  premises  to 
the  poor  living  within  the  said  town,  where  there  should  be  most  need,  accord- 
ing 
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ing  to  the  appointment  and  disposition  of  the  said  feoffees  for  the  time  being, 
or  the  major  part  of  them,  or  to  other  pious  uses,  according  to  the  like  dis- 
cretion and  appointment,  and  that  the  said  two  feoffees  who  should  so  receive 
and  distribute  the  said  rents,  should,  of  the  distribution  and  non-distribution 
thereof,  yearly,  in  the  end  of  the  year  in  which  they  were  elected,  in  St.  Ca- 
therine’s chancel,  in  the  parish-church  of  Birmingham,  before  the  rest  of  the 
feoffees,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  render  a reasonable  account  when  thereunto 
required,  and  the  rents  and  profits  not  distributed,  should  there  deliver  to  the 
rest  of  the  feoffees  ; and  also,  that  as  often  as  it  should  happen  that  seven  of  the 
said  feoffees  should  die,  the  seven  survivors  should  enfeoff  of  the  premises  cer- 
tain other  honest  men  of  the  town  of  Birmingham,  who  so  being  seised  should 
re-enfeoff  the  said  seven  survivors,  and  other  seven  honest  men  within  the  said 
town  of  Birmingham,  so  that  the  said  feoffment  should  be  renewed  for  ever,  in 
the  same  manner : which  said  John  Lane  and  John  Wigsted  did  afterwards, 
viz.  on  1st  April,  31st  Henry  8,  enfeoff  the  said  John  Shilton  and  the  others  in 
that  behalf  mentioned,  being  16  in  the  whole,  (including  John  Vesey  and 
Richard  Smallbrooke,)  to  hold  to  them  and  their  heirs  in  the  manner  and  to 
the  uses  above  mentioned.

Colmore’ s Charity. — That  William  Colmore,  being  in  his  life-time  seised  in 
fee  of  a messuage,  with  the  appurtenances,  in  Birmingham,  situate  in  Corn 
Cheaping  there,  near  to  the  upper  corner  of  Moor-street,  alias  Mole-street,  by 
his  Will,  bearing  date  14th  May,  8th  Eliz.,  gave  to  Richard  Smallbrook  and 
John  Vesey,  by  the  name  of  the  feoffees  of  Lench’s  Land,  and  their  heirs,  an 
annuity  or  yearly  rentcharge  of  10  s.,  to  be  issuing  out  of  the  aforesaid  mes- 
suage, and  willed  that  the  same  annuity  should  be  disposed  of  as  the  said  lands 
and  tenements  called  Lench’s  Lands;  and  that  5s.  of  the  said  10a\  should 
annually  be  employed  in  repairing  common  ways,  and  the  other  5s.,  residue  of 
the  said  10  s.,  should  be  given  for  the  relief  of  the  poor  of  Birmingham  afore- 
said, yearly,  on  Good  Friday. 

Vesey’ s Charity. — [ See  post , Cooper’s  Charity.] — That  the  said  John  Vesey , 
being  seised  by  right  of  survivorship  of  the  premises  called  Lench’s  Lands,  and 
of  the  said  annuity  of  10 s.,  and  being  also  seised  in  fee  of  a parcel  of  land  in 
Birmingham,  called  Loveday  Croft,  by  his  deed  indented,  bearing  date  30th 
July,  2bth  Eliz.,  granted  the  aforesaid  premises  called  Lench’s  Lands,  and  the 
said  annuity  of  10 s.,  and  the  said  close  called  Loveday  Croft,  to  William  Severn 
and  William  Woodwall,  and  their  heirs,  to  the  intents  therein  mentioned  ; which 
said  William  Severn  and  William  Woodwall  did  afterwards,  by  indenture,  bear- 
ing date  3d  July,  28th  Eliz.,  enfeoff  thereof  the  said  John  Vesey  and  thirteen 
others,  to  hold  to  them  and  their  heirs,  to  the  intent  that  the  rents  and  profits,  as 
well  of  the  said  premises  called  Lench’s  Lands  as  of  the  said  close  called  Love- 
day Croft,  should  be  distributed  in  the  manner  therein  mentioned  (being  the 
same  as  before  directed  with  respect  to  Lench’s  Lands) ; and  that  the  said 
annuity  of  10 s.  should  be  distributed  according  to  the  appointment,  of  the  said 
William  Colmore  by  his  said  will : of  which  last-mentioned  feoffees  the  sur- 
vivors afterwards,  by  two  deeds,  respectively  dated  the  20th  and  22d  October, 
11th  James  1,  conveyed  the  said  trust  premises  to  a new  set  of  trustees  upon  the 
like  trusts. 

Wrixam’s  Charity. — That  William  Wrixam,  clerk,  formerly  rector  of  the  parish 
church  of  Birmingham,  being  seised  in  fee  of  a tenement,  with  the  appurtenances, 
situate  in  a certain  street  in  Birmingham  called  Spicer’s  or  Mercer’s-street,  by 
his  Will,  bearing  date  9th  July  1568,  gave  the  said  tenement  to  John  Shilton 
and  five  others  and  their  heirs,  to  the  intent  that  the  said  feoffees,  their  heirs 
and  assigns,  should  distribute  the  rents  and  profits  thereof  yearly  on  Good 
Friday,  among  the  poor  inhabiting  within  the  parish  of  Birmingham  aforesaid,  as 
they  in  their  discretions  should  think  most  needful. 

Redh ill’s  and  Shilton’ s Charity . — That  Thomas  Re dhill,  and  Henry  Shilton,  being 
seised  in  fee  of  a croft  or  parcel  of  land,  with  the  appurtenances,  called  Wood- 
cock’s Croft,  lying  within  the  lordship  of  Dudstone,  in  the  county  of  Warwick, 
by  Indenture  dated  12th  March,  9th  Henry  8,  enfeoffed  thereof  John  Shilton, 
William  Colmore,  and  two  others,  to  hold  to  them  and  their  heirs,  of  whom 
William  Colmore,  being  the  survivor,  did  by  indenture,  on  10th  April,  1st  Queen 
Mary,  enfeoff  William  Symonds  and  certain  others,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  to 
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the  intent  that  they  should  distribute  the  rents  and  profits  thereof  in  manner 
therein  mentioned  (being  the  same  as  above  set  forth  respecting  Lench’s  lands). 

The  Inquisition  having  further  found  that  some  improvident  leases  had  been 
granted,  and  were  yet  subsisting  of  certain  of  the  premises,  it  was  by  the  decree 
of  the  Commissioners  adjudged  and  decreed  that  the  same  leases  should  be  void, 
and  that  they  should  be  surrendered  up  within  a specified  time  ; and  that  upon 
such  surrender  the  feoffees,  or  the  greater  part  of  them,  should  make  new  leases  to 
such  person  or  persons  as  were  or  had  been  ancient  tenants  to  the  former  feoffees 
thereof,  or  to  such  other  person  or  persons  as  they  should  name,  so  that  such 
leases,  or  any  of  them,  did  not  exceed  the  term  of  21  years,  to  be  accounted 
from  the  day  of  making  that  decree,  and  that  such  leases  should  be  in  possession, 
and  that  such  yearly  rents  or  sums  of  money,  and  no  more,  should  be  reserved 
during  the  said  terms,  as  the  jurors  in  the  Inquisition  had  found  the  same  to  be 
yearly  worth ; and  that  thereafter  the  feoffees  should  have  power  to  make  the 
like  leases  for  the  like  term  in  possession,  and  not  otherwise  ; and  that  upon 
every  such  other  lease  to  be  made,  there  should  be  reserved  the  full  yearly  value 
of  the  thing  leased,  save  that  they  should  have  power  to  make  some  abatement 
from  the  true  value  for  the  relief  or  ease  of  a poor  tenant,  but  no  lesser  rent 
than  the  sums  aforesaid  should  in  any  case  be  reserved  ; and  that  in  all  leases 
thereafter  to  be  made,  there  should  be  contained  a clause  of  re-entry  for  non- 
payment of  the  said  rents  for  20  days  after  the  rent-days,  and  conditions  or 
covenants,  that  the  lessees  should,  at  their  own  charges,  keep  the  thing  demised 
in  good  and  sufficient  reparation,  and  that  no  lease  should  be  made  without  im- 
peachment of  waste  ; and  that  the  deeds,  writings,  and  other  evidences  whatso- 
ever, concerning  the  premises,  should  be  kept  in  a chest  to  be  provided  for  that 
purpose,  the  said  chest  to  be  kept  in  the  said  parish  church  of  Birmingham,  or  in 
some  other  convenient  place,  as  to  the  said  feoffees  should  be  thought  fit,  and 
to  be  locked  with  three  several  locks  at  the  least,  the  keys  of  which  should  be 
kept  by  three  of  the  said  feoffees : And  for  that  it  appeared  by  the  Inquisition 
that  the  croft  called  Loveday  Croft,  and  the  croft  called  Woodcock’s  Croft,  were 
conveyed  to  the  same  uses  as  the  lands  lately  Lench’s  were,  it  was  ordered 
by  the  said  decree,  that  the  rents  and  profits  of  those  several  lands  and 
crofts  should  ever  thereafter  be  employed  to  the  same  uses,  viz.  in  repairing 
ways  and  bridges,  ruinous  or  in  decay,  in  or  about  the  said  village  of  Birming- 
ham, where  need  should  be  ; and  for  want  of  such  use,  that  the  same  should  be 
distributed  to  and  amongst  the  poor,  dwelling  within  the  said  town  of  Birming- 
ham, &c.  (as  has  been  already  apecified  in  the  abstract  above  given)  ; and  that 
the  said  rent  of  lOs.  given  by  Colmore,  and  the  rent  of  the  tenement  given  by 
Wrixam,  should  be  ever  afterwards  applied  according  to  the  intent  of  their 
respective  wills.  And  to  the  end  that  the  said  charitable  uses  might  not  in  any 
part  be  defrauded,  nor  the  rents  of  the  premises  misemployed,  the  Commissioners 
further  decreed,  that  the  then  surviving  feoffees  of  the  said  several  premises 
should,  within  six  months  next  after  the  date  of  the  said  decree,  make  a new 
feoffment  or  conveyance  of  the  said  premises,  to  one  or  more  such  persons  of  the 
town  of  Birmingham,  as  to  them  should  seem  fit,  with  intent  that  such  persons 
should  re-enfeoff  them,  together  with  certain  other  persons  in  the  decree  men- 
tioned, (being  all  of  the  town  of  Birmingham),  and  their  heirs,  to  the  intent  to  per- 
form the  trusts  aforesaid ; and  upon  such  re-feoffment  made,  two  of  the  said 
feoffees  to  be  chosen  by  the  rest,  to  collect  and  distribute  the  rents,  and 
annually  render  an  account  of  them,  and  pay  over  any  money  remaining  in  their 
hands  to  the  rest  of  the  feoffees,  to  be  delivered  over  to  such  other  two  as  should 
be  chosen  to  the  said  office  for  the  year  following;  and  that  upon  Tuesday  in 
Easter  week  yearly,  in  the  afternoon,  upon  the  tolling  of  a bell,  such  meeting 
for  the  purposes  aforesaid  should  be  had,  and  the  like  account  should  be  made 
and  taken,  and  two  new  officers  chosen  for  the  purposes  aforesaid ; and  that  at 
all  times  thereafter,  when  there  should  be  living  seven  of  the  said  feoffees  and 
no  more,  such  seven  surviving  should  make  such  feoffment  or  conveyance  of 
the  said  premises,  as  that  there  should  be  14  feoffees  at  the  least,  and  those  of 
the  most  honest  and  sufficient  inhabitants  of  the  said  town  of  Birmingham. 

In  pursuance  of  this  decree,  the  then  surviving  feoffees  did,  by  deed-poll, 
dated  28th  January  1628,  convey  the  several  premises  above  mentioned  to 
Richard  Colmore  and  his  heirs,  to  the  intent  that  he  should  re-convey  them  to 
them  the  said  survivors,  and  others  therein  named,  upon  the  trusts  before 
declared. 
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The  deed  of  re-conveyance  is  not  now  found  among  the  documents  of  the  Birmingham, 
trust,  but  there  is  a deed  dated  27th  April  l64d,  whereby  Robert  Shelton  and  ... — ~ 

six  others,  (being  seven  of  those  to  whom  the  said  re-conveyance  was  to  be  ianue^°  enc  > 
made),  describing  themselves  as  surviving  feoffees  of  the  premises,  conveyed  continued. 
the  same  to  18  others  and  their  heirs,  upon  the  trusts  before  declared.  v ^ • 

The  next  trust-deed  found  among  the  documents,  is  an  Indenture  dated 
17th  November  1G91,  which  recites  an  intermediate  conveyance  of  13tli 
January,  19th  Car.  2,  (not  now  found,)  whereby,  in  addition  to  the  premises 
above-mentioned,  were  also  vested  in  the  new  trustees  the  premises  derived 
from  the  respective  gifts  of  John  Ward  and  Richard  Kilcup  (to  be  further 
noticed  below) ; and  also  “ All  that  messuage  in  Birmingham  commonly  called 
*•  the  Almshouse,  then  into  several  tenements  divided,  and  the  gardens  thereto 
“ belonging ; and  also  a croft  called  Bell-rope  Croft,  in  Birmingham,  contain- 
“ ing  by  estimation  21  yards  in  breadth  at  each  end,  and  lying  between  the 
“ lands  called  the  Binges,  being  school-land,  and  the  way  leading  from  New- 
“ street  in  Birmingham  towards  the  Five  Ways  ; and  also  a messuage  or  tene- 
“ ment,  garden,  croft,  or  back-side,  with  all  edifices,  &c.  thereto  belonging, 

“ situate  in  Birmingham  aforesaid,  in  the  said  street  called  Moor-street,  which 
“ were  purchased  of  John  Shelton,  esq.  with  certain  monies  given  for  charitable 
“ uses  by  the  trustees  thereof;  and  also  a croft  or  parcel  of  land  to  the  said 
“ messuage  belonging,  containing  by  estimation  two  acres,  lying  in  the  parish 
“ or  foreign  of  Birmingham,  near  to  Walmer-lane  there,  adjoining  to  a lane 
“ called  Summer-lane,  and  the  said  lane  called  Walmer-lane,  on  some  part  or 
“ parts  thereof which  said  several  premises  were  by  the  said  Indenture  of 
1691  conveyed  to  the  new  trustees,  “ upon  the  several  trusts  thereof  respec- 
tively declared  in  the  said  conveyance  of  the  19th  Car  2.” 

This  general  form  of  reference  is  retained  in  the  subsequent  trust-deeds,  down 
to  that  of  13th  March  1789>  in  which  the  trusts  of  the  several  original  grants 
are  respectively  specified,  and  the  new  trusts  declared  in  reference  to  those  ; 
and  the  same  course  is  followed  in  the  next  subsequent  deed,  dated  4th  De- 
cember 1805. 

The  next  deed,  being  the  latest  which  has  been  executed,  bears  date  13th 
December  1821,  and  in  addition  to  the  several  premises  before  vested  in  the 
trustees,  (except  certain  parts  previously  sold),  also  conveys  the  premises  derived 
from  the  gift  of  Ann  Scott,  (as  stated  below.) 

The  new  trustees  appointed  by  this  deed,  were  John  Towers  Lawrence, 

Timothy  Smith,  Samuel  Smith,  John  Ryland,  William  Phipson,  Harry  Hunt, 

Joseph  Phipson,  George  Eyre  Lee,  John  Towers  Lawrence  the  younger, 

Henry  Smith,  Joseph  Richards,  Thomas  Ryland,  Joseph  Weatherley  Phipson, 

Joseph  Webster,  John  Berry,  William  Henry  Stewart,  George  Crosby  Lee, 

James  Pearson,  John  Culcope  Bond,  Thomas  Osier,  and  William  Brunton ; of 
whom  John  Towers  Lawrence,  the  first  named,  is  since  dead,  and  William 
Brunton,  the  last  named,  having  removed  from  Birmingham,  has  ceased  to  act. 

Of  the  premises  included  in  the  trust-deeds,  in  addition  to  those  specified  in 
the  decree,  the  following  particulars  are  furnished  by  the  original  instruments 
of  grant  remaining  among  the  documents  of  this  trust. 

Ward’s  Charity. — John  Ward,  by  Deed  dated  15th  December  16th  Elizabeth, 
granted  to  John  Vesey  and  others,  and  their  heirs,  a tenement  with  the  appur- 
tenances, and  all  his  lands  and  tenements,  meadows,  pastures,  rents,  and  other 
hereditaments,  situate  within  the  manor,  lordship,  village,  or  hamlet  of  Mars- 
ton  Cube,  in  the  parish  of  Bickenhill,  in  the  county  of  Warwick,  to  the  intent 
that  two  of  the  feoffees  should  receive  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  premises, 
and  should  distribute  one  half  thereof  yearly,  on  the  Friday  next  before 
St.  Thomas’s-day,  and  the  other  half  on  Good  Friday,  to  the  poor  and  needy 
people  in  Birmingham,  as  to  the  said  two  feoffees  should  seem  best. 

Kilcup’s  Charity. — Richard  Kilcup,  by  Will  dated  19th  September  1G10, 
devised  to  Robert  Shilton  and  Richard  Fox,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  a messuage 
or  tenement  with  one  close  of  ground  thereunto  adjoining,  with  the  appur- 
tenances, in  the  occupation  of  Henry  Nunn,  lying  in  Bordesley,  in  the  county 
of  Warwick,  upon  trust,  that  the  said  Robert  Shilton  and  Richard  Fox,  and  their 
heirs  and  assigns,  should  within  three  years  of  his  decease  convey  the  said  mes- 
suage and  close  of  ground,  discharged  of  all  charges  and  encumbrances,  to  20 
or  more  of  the  most  discreet  persons,  being  yeomen  freeholders  and  inhabitants

in  Birmingham,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  to  and  for  the  use  of  some  of  the  chari- 
table uses  limited  and  allowed  by  the  two  last  statutes  provided  for  charitable 
uses,  to  be  for  ever  yearly  done  and  continued  in  Birmingham  aforesaid. 

By  indenture,  dated  1st  February,  9th  James  I.,  the  said  Robert  Shilton  and 
Richard  Fox,  after  reciting  the  will  of  the  said  Richard  Kilcup  to  the  effect 
above  mentioned,  granted  and  conveyed  to  Robert  Whittal  and  several  others 
ihe  said  messuage  and  close,  with  the  appurtenances,  to  hold  to  them  and  their 
heirs  to  their  own  use,  but  upon  trust,  yearly  to  bestow  and  employ  all  the  rents 
and  revenues  of  the  said  premises  towards  the  relief  of  the  poor,  aged  and  im- 
potent of  the  said  parish,  and  the  repairing  of  the  church  in  Birmingham,  to  be 
distributed  in  the  manner  after  mentioned  ; and  it  was  agreed  that  no  fine  should 
he  taken  for  any  lease  to  be  thereafter  granted  of  the  said  premises,  but  in 
every  lease  there  should  be  reserved  yearly  a convenient  and  reasonable  rent 
rnswerable  to  the  true  yearly  value  of  the  said  premises,  with  a clause  of  re-entry 
cn  nonpayment  thereof ; and  that  no  lease  should  be  for  a longer  term  than 
SI  years  from  the  time  of  making  thereof,  during  which  term  every  tenant 
should  covenant  sufficiently  and  tenantably  to  repair  and  maintain  the  said 
premises  ; and  it  was  further  agreed,  that  every  year,  on  the  Tuesday  next  before 
the  feast  of  the  Annunciation,  all  the  feoffees  then  living  should  meet  at  the 
place  where  the  leets  and  courts  of  Birmingham  should  be  usually  kept,  and 
should  then  elect  one  of  their  fellow  feoffees  to  be  their  bailiff  for  the  whole 
year  then  next  following,  which  bailiff  should  for  that  year  receive  the  rents  of 
the  premises,  and  deliver  13  s.  4 d.  thereof  to  the  churchwardens  of  Birming- 
ham, to  be  bestowed  and  employed  on  and  towards  the  reparations  of  the 
church  of  Birmingham  aforesaid ; and  the  residue  of  the  said  rents,  the  said 
bailiff,  with  one  or  two  other  of  the  said  feoffees,  then  to  be  nominated  by  them, 
or  the  greater  part  of  them,  should  bestow  and  employ  for  and  towards  the 
relief  of  the  poor  in  Birmingham,  at  such  times  and  in  such  manner  as  should 
be  then  agreed  upon  in  writing  by  the  feoffees  then  present,  or  the  greater 
part  of  them  ; and  every  year  after,  at  such  time  as  the  feoffees  should  meet 
together  again  about  the  choice  of  a new  bailiff,  the  bailiff  for  the  year  last  past 
should  yield  unto  them  then  present  a particular  account  in  writing,  what 
rents  he  had  received  for  the  said  premises,  and  how  he  had  disposed  of  them. 
And  it  was  further  agreed,  that  if  any  of  the  feoffees  should  remove  from  the 
said  town,  and  dwell  in  any  other  parish  than  in  the  parish  of  Birmingham,  or 
should  be  no  freeholder  in  Birmingham,  every  such  person  should  within  six 
months  thereafter  by  deed  in  writing,  release  all  his  right,  title  and  authority 
in,  to,  or  concerning  the  said  premises,  to  the  rest  of  the  feoffees,  and  their  heirs  ; 
and  when  so  many  of  the  feoffees  should  be  dead,  or  dwell  in  any  other  parish 
than  Birmingham,  or  be  no  freeholder  there,  as  that  there  should  not  be  above 
the  number  of  six  living  and  dwelling,  and  being  freeholders,  in  the  said  parish, 
then  ail  the  said  feoffees  so  living  and  dwelling,  and  being  freeholders,  should 
convey  the  said  premises  to  20  or  more  of  the  most  discreet  persons,  being 
yeomen,  freeholders  and  inhabitants  in  Birmingham,  and  their  heirs,  upon  the 
trusts  before  expressed. 

Shelton’s  and  other  Charities. — By  Indenture,  dated  20th  January  1654, 
between  John  Shelton,  esq.  of  the  first  part,  the  Rev.  Thomas  Peake  and  others, 
of  the  second  part,  and  John  Hopkins  of  the  third  part,  reciting  that  John 
Shelton  deceased,  grandfather  of  the  said  John  Shelton  party  thereto,  did  ill 
his  lifetime  give  to  the  poor  of  the  town  and  parish  of  Birmingham  the  sum 
of  10^.  yearly,  forever;  and  that  the  said  Thomas  Peake  and  others,  the 
parties  of  the  second  part,  had  certain  monies  in  their  hands  given  for  charitable 
uses  within  the  said  parish  ; and  to  the  end  that  the  same  might  be  disposed  of 
for  the  good  and  benefit  of  the  said  poor,  and  that  the  poor  of  the  said  town 
might  the  better  be  provided  for  out  of  the  same,  It  was  witnessed,  that  the  said 
John  Shelton,  party  thereto,  for  the  satisfaction  and  discharge  of  the  said 
105.  yearly  to  the  poor  people  of  Birmingham  aforesaid,  and  in  consideration 
of  the  sum  of  86/.  IO5.  to  him  paid  by  the  said  Thomas  Peake  and  others 
the  parties  of  the  second  part,  granted  and  conveyed  to  the  said  parties  of  the 
second  part,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  a messuage  or  tenement,  garden,  croft'and 
back-side,  with  all  buildings,  barns  and  stables  thereto  belonging,  situate  in 
Mole-street,  otherwise  Moor-street,  in  Birmingham,  then  or  late  in  the  tenure 
ot  one  Martin  Day,  and  between  the  land  belonging  to  the  free  grammar- 

school 
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school  of  King  Edward  6th,  a common  ditch  called  Hassam’s-ditch,  and  the  Birmingham. 

said  street  called  Moor-street;  and  also  a little  croft  or  parcel  of  land  to  the  . 

same  messuage  belonging,  containing  by  estimation  two  acres,  lying  in  the  Charities  of  Lencb, 

parish  or  foreign  of  Birmingham  aforesaid,  near  to  Walmer-lane  there,  and  continued. 

adjoining  to  Summer-lane  and  the  said  Walmer-lane,  or  some  parts  thereof,  to  ^ 

hold  to  the  said  grantees,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  for  ever,  subject  to  a lease, 

granted  the  20th  September  1645  by  the  said  John  Shelton  to  Martin  Day,  for 

21  years,  at  4 /.  10s.  per  annum  ; to  the  intent  that  they  should  distribute  and 

dispose  of  the  yearly  rents  and  profits  thereof  to  and  for  the  best  use  and  benefit 

of  the  poor  people  inhabiting  within  the  parish  of  Birmingham  aforesaid, 

according  to  the  discretion  of  the  said  grantees,  or  the  major  part  of  them  ; 

and  to  the  further  intent,  that  when  14  or  16  of  the  said  grantees  should  be  dead 

or  depart  the  said  town,  the  four  or  six  survivors  should  enfeoff  eighteen  others 

of  the  most  honest  and  able  inhabitants  of  the  said  town,  and  their  heirs,  of  the 

said  premises,  to  the  uses  aforesaid. 

It  does  not  appear,  from  what  sources  the  charitable  monies,  stated  to  be  in 
the  hands  of  the  parties  of  the  second  part,  were  derived.  We  shall  hereafter 
notice  some  ancient  benefactions  recorded  on  tablets  in  St.  Martin’s  church,  of 
which  no  account  can  now  be  given,  and  which  it  is  therefore  possible  may  have 
been  applied  towards  this  purchase.  [See  post,  Charities  of  Edward  Smith,  &c.] 

Ann  Scott’s  Charity. — By  Indenture  of  Bargain  and  Sale,  dated  12th  May 
180S,  and  enrolled  in  Chancery  the  29th  October  following,  between  the 
Rev.  Thomas  Astley,  clerk  of  the  first  part,  Ann  Scott,  of  Birmingham, 
widow,  of  the  second  part,  and  Benjamin  May  and  others,  described  as  sur- 
viving feoffees  of  Lench’s  charity,  of  the  third  part ; after  reciting  that  the 
said  parties  of  the  third  part,  as  such  surviving  trustees,  were  seised  of  certain 
almshouses  in  Steelhouse-lane  and  Dudley-street,  in  Birmingham,  built  out  of 
the  funds  of  the  said  charity  upon  certain  freehold  lands  belonging  to  the  said 
charity,  for  the  reception  of  aged  and  infirm  poor  ; and  that  the  said  Ann 
Scott,  being  desirous  to  afford  a further  relief  to  each  of  the  inhabitants  of  the 
said  almshouses,  by  an  annual  donation  on  Michaelmas-day  in  every  year,  had 
given  in  September  then  last  to  the  said  trustees  the  sum  of  525/.,  of  which 
the  sum  of  2 51.  was  intended  to  be,  and  was  on  Michaelmas-day,  in  part, 
distributed  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  almshouses,  and  the  remainder  was  to 
be  applied  towards  paying  the  expense  of  conveying  and  settling  some  free- 
hold premises,  to  be  purchased  with  the  said  principal  sum  of  500/.,  the  rents 
and  profits  whereof  should  be  applied  to  the  relief  of  the  inhabitants  of  the 
said  almshouses,  and  of  such  others  as  by  the  said  charity,  called  Lench’s 
charity,  might  be  afterwards  built,  on  Michaelmas-day  in  each  year,  under 
the  title  of  “ Scott’s  Gift and  further  reciting,  that  the  said  trustees 
having  contracted  with  the  said  Thomas  Astley  for  the  purchase  of  the  premises 
after  mentioned,  for  the  sum  of  630/.,  the  said  Ann  Scott  had  presented  the 
said  trustees  with  the  further  sum  of  130/.  to  complete  such  purchase,  in  order 
that  the  whole  of  the  rents  of  the  said  premises  might  go  as  was  intended  of  the 
interest  of  the  said  sum  of  500/. : It  was  witnessed,  that  in  consideration  of  the 
said  sum  of  630/.,  the  said  Thomas  Astley  thereby  granted  and  conveyed  to 
the  said  parties  of  the  third  part,  and  their  heirs,  a messuage  or  dwelling-house 
situate  in  Birmingham,  fronting  to  a street  called  the  Upper  Priory,  leading 
from  Whittal-lane  down  to  the  square,  and  a range  of  workshops  lying  be- 
hind the  said  messuage  ; another  messuage  fronting  to  the  Upper  Priory  ; 
another  messuage  next  adjoining,  fronting  in  part  to  the  Upper  Priory,  and  in 
part  to  Whittal-lane,  then  called  Steelhouse-lane ; a malthouse  next  adjoining 
fronting  to  the  said  Whittal-lane ; and  all  the  land  or  ground  lying  behind 
the  messuages  and  malthouse ; which  said  premises  were  then  subject  to  a 
lease  granted  15th  July  1790  to  James  Jackson,  for  a term  of  70  years,  at  the 
yearly  rent  of  31/.  105. ; to  hold  to  the  said  parties  of  the  third  part,  their  heirs 
and  assigns,  to  their  own  use,  but  upon  the  trusts  after  mentioned,  viz.  upon 
trust,  to  employ  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  premises  to  the  relief  of  the 
several  inhabitants  for  the  time  being  of  the  almshouses  in  Steelhouse-lane 
and  Dudley-street,  as  already  directed  ; and  also  of  the  several  inhabitants  of 
such  other  almshouses,  as  might  thereafter  be  erected  by  the  said  Lench’s 
charity  in  Birmingham,  by  an  equal  annual  donation  in  money  to  each  inha- 
bitant of  such  almshouses,  either  wholly  on  Michaelmas-day,  or  by  two  equal 
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Birmingham.  donations  in  part  on  Michaelmas-day,  and  in  part  on  some  other  day  in  each 

. — - year,  as  in  the  discretion  of  the  trustees  should  seem  most  fit.  And  it  was 

Charities^ot  Lench,  covenanf-ecl  by  and  between  the  said  parties,  that  all  leases  thereafter  made  of 
continued.  the  premises,  should  be  by  writing  or  deed  indented,  made  between  the  trustees 

v ’ of  the  one  part,  and  the  lessee  of  the  other,  one  part  of  which  should  be  signed, 

sealed  and  delivered  by  such  lessee  ; and  that  upon  such  leases  no  fine  should 
be  taken  by  the  said  trustees  ; and  that  no  lease  should  be  made  to  endure  for  a 
longer  term  than  21  years,  except  in  case  of  new  building  upon  the  premises ; 
and  that  no  lease  should  be  made  without  impeachment  of  waste  ; and  that 
there  should  be  reserved  the  full  improved  yearly  value,  or  not  abating  more 
than  the  tenth  part  thereof,  to  be  paid  half-yearly  or  quarterly ; and  that  in 
every  such  lease  there  should  be  contained  a clause  of  re-entry,  and  a covenant 
on  the  part  of  the  lessees  to  keep  the  premises  in  repair ; and  that  no  lease 
should  be  granted,  until  every  former  lease  should  be  surrendered  or  determined, 
except  to  the  lessee  or  his  assigns  in  possession  of  the  premises ; and  for  the 
better  collecting  of  the  rents  of  the  premises,  it  was  agreed  that  every  Tuesday 
and  Wednesday  in  Easter-week  yearly,  all  the  trustees,  or  the  greater  number 
of  them,  should  meet  and  choose  two  of  the  said  trustees  to  be  the  bailiffs  for 
the  year  then  next  following,  which  said  bailiffs  for  that  year  should  take  notice 
of  the  reparations  of  every  particular  tenement,  and  whether  the  several  tenants 
observed  their  covenants,  and  should  collect  and  distribute  the  rents  to  the 
purposes  before  declared  ; and  that  the  bailiffs  should  yearly,  at  the  meeting  of 
the  trustees,  give  an  account  in  writing  of  their  receipts  and  disbursements  of 
the  said  rents,  and  pay  over  what  might  remain  in  their  hands  to  the  bailiffs 
for  the  next  year ; and  it  was  further  agreed,  that  when  the  greater  number  of 
the  trustees  should  be  dead,  or  should  depart  and  inhabit  out  of  the  said  parish 
of  Birmingham,  or  their  estate  in  the  premises  be  determined,  so  that  there 
should  not  be  above  seven  living  in  the  said  parish,  the  survivors  should  convey 
the  premises  to  two  or  more  other  of  the  most  sufficient  and  discreet  persons 
inhabiting  in  Birmingham,  and  to  their  heirs  and  assigns,  to  the  use  of  those 
persons  who  should  so  convey,  and  of  the  said  two  or  more  other  persons,  and 
of  so  many  of  the  inhabitants  of  Birmingham,  so  as  there  might  be  21  persons, 
inhabitants  as  aforesaid,  trustees  of  the  premises  upon  the  trusts  aforesaid  ; 
provided,  that  if  any  of  the  trustees  parties  to  that  indenture,  should  at  any 
time  remove  from  the  said  parish  of  Birmingham,  and  reside  in  any  other  parish, 
the  estate  and  interest  of  such  person  so  departing  should  determine. 

The  Almshouse  and  Bell-rope  Croft. — Of  these  respective  premises,  which 
are  first  brought  to  our  notice  by  the  trust-deed  of  the  17th  November  1691,  as 
having  been  conveyed  to  the  trustees  by  the  preceding  deed  of  19th  Car.  2,  no 
original  instruments  of  grant  are  now  found  among  the  documents,  nor  do  we 
find  any  evidence  of  the  particular  source  from  which  they  were  derived. 

The  Almshouse  appears  to  have  stood  in  Digbeth,  and  to  have  been  in  use  as 
an  almshouse  down  to  the  year  1765,  when  the  premises  were  let  on  a build- 
ing-lease, as  will  be  hereafter  seen. 

The  trusts  of  the  Bell-rope  Croft  wre  first  find  mentioned  in  the  trust-deed 
of  1789,  where  they  are  stated  to  be  “ to  pay  to,  or  to  permit  the  churchwardens 
of  St.  Martin’s  church  to  receive  all  the  rents  and  profits  thereof,  to  be  employed 
and  disposed  by  them  for  buying  bell-ropes  for  the  said  church,  and  keeping  the 
same  in  order  from  time  to  time.”  The  Croft  itself  is  noticed  in  the  accounts 
(by  a credit  of  8 s.  for  the  rent  of  it),  as  early  as  the  year  1668-9,  being  the 
year  after  the  date  of  the  missing  trust-deed  of  19  Car.  2. 

Of  the  premises  settled  upon  the  foregoing  trusts,  the  following  have  been 
sold  by  the  trustees  under  the  authority  of  Acts  of  Parliament ; viz. 

1.  The  rent-charge  of  10s.,  granted  by  Colmore  out  of  a house  at  the  corner 
of  Moor-street. 

2.  And  two  other  houses  in  Moor-street. 

These  were  sold  under  the  authority  of  the  Acts  of  the  9th,  13th,  and  41st 
years  of  the  late  King,  for  laying  open  and  widening  certain  ways  and  passages 
within  the  town  of  Birmingham. 

This  sale  was  made  on  the  4th  December  1805,  for  the  price  of  250/.,  whereof 
40/.  was  paid  to  the  lessee  of  the  premises  for  his  interest  therein,  and  the  remainder 

was 
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was  left  in  the  hands  of  the  commissioners  under  those  Acts,  at  5-per-cent  interest,  Birmingham, 
on  the  security  of  the  rates.  Being  afterwards  paid  off,  it  was,  with  the  addition  of  . . — r 
40/.  from  the  general  trust-funds,  laid  out  on  the  5th  April  1825,  in  the  purchase  of  Cbaritie^°f  Leuch' 
certain  premises  at  Handsworth  ; which  by  indenture  of  that  date  were  conveyed  continued. 
to  the  trustees,  under  the  description  of  “ a parcel  of  land  lying  upon  Handsworth  v - 

Heath,  in  the  parish  of  Handsworth,  in  the  county  of  Stafford,  bounded  west- 
ward by  the  road  leading  from  Birmingham  to  Walsall,  and  eastward  by  another 
road  leading  from  Birmingham  to  Walsall,  and  containing  in  front,  on  the  west 
part  thereof,  31  i yds.,  or  thereabouts,  and  on  the  east  or  back  part  thereof 
31  I yds.,  and  in  depth  on  the  north  side  72  yds.  1 ft.  9in.,  and  on  the  other  side 
85 yds.  or  thereabouts,  and  containing  in  the  whole  2,420  square  yards;”  subject 
to  a lease  thereof  previously  granted  by  the  vendor  to  William  Baker  for  113 
years  except  five  days,  from  Lady-day  1802,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  10/.  1$.  8d. ; 
and  of  which  premises  the  trusts  were  by  the  conveyance  declared  to  be,  to 
apply  5 s.  yearly  out  of  the  rents  and  profits,  towards  the  repairing  of  ruinous 
streets  in  and  about  Birmingham,  and  to  apply  the  residue  of  the  rents  and  pro- 
fits to  the  use  of  poor  people,  residing  in  the  parish  of  Birmingham,  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  trustees. 

These  trusts,  as  to  the  5 s.,  refer  to  Colmore’s  charity  ; in  respect  of  which  5 s. 
more  is  applicable  on  Good  Friday  to  the  relief  of  the  poor.  The  trusts  of  the 
residue  correspond  with  those  of  the  premises  purchased  of  Shelton,  and  import 
that  the  two  houses  in  Moor-street,  sold  as  above  mentioned,  were  part  of  that 
property. 

3.  Two  messuages,  with  the  brewhouses  and  other  outbuildings  thereto  be- 
longing, situate  in  Spicer-street,  Birmingham,  on  the  site  of  the  messuage  given 
by  William  Wrixam. 

These  premises  were  sold  under  the  authority  of  an  Act  of  the  47th  of  the 
late  King  for  enlarging  the  church-yard  of  St.  Martin’s  parish  in  Birmingham, 
and  the  consideration-money,  being  250/.,  was  secured,  with  interest  at  5-per-cent 
from  the  29th  September  1819,  by  a mortgage  of  the  rates  authorized  to  be  col- 
lected by  that  Act. 

This  mortgage  was  on  the  point  of  being  discharged,  at  the  time  of  our  Inquiry 
in  September  1827,  and  the  amount  was  intended  to  be  laid  out,  with  a further 
sum  of  87/.  10/.  from  the  general  funds,  (but  which  may  be  considered  as  part 
of  the  interest  due  on  the  mortgage,)  making  together  337/.  10$.,  in  a purchase 
of  a parcel  of  land  fronting  Hospital-street,  in  Birmingham,  containing  about 
1,350  square  yards,  for  which  the  trustees  had  contracted,  and  of  which  a deed 
of  conveyance  was  already  prepared,  expressing  the  trusts  to  be,  to  distribute  the 
rents  and  profits  to  and  for  the  use  of  poor  people,  within  the  parish  of  Birming- 
ham on  Good  Friday  yearly ; which,  as  has  been  shown  above,  were  the  trusts 
of  Wrixam’s  charity. 

4.  A small  allotment,  awarded  under  the  Bickenhill  Inclosure,  in  respect  of 
the  lands  in  Marston  Culey,  has  been  sold  under  the  powers  of  the  Inclosure 
Act  for  30/.,  (being  the  value  assessed  by  the  commissioners),  for  the  purpose 
of  exonerating  the  rest  of  the  land  from  tithe. 

The  consideration-money,  together  with  4/.  16s.  as  interest  thereon,  was  re- 
ceived by  the  trustees  in  1826,  and  remains  in  their  hands  to  be  applied  accord- 
ingly, as  soon  as  the  value  of  the  tithe  shall  have  been  ascertained.

These  premises,  by  the  effect  of 
successive  building-leases,  now  consist  of  several  rows  of  houses  and  streets, 
distinguished  by  the  names  of  Lench’s-street,  Lancaster-street,  Loveday-street, 
Russell-street,  and  others,  and  are  at  present  respectively  held  under  the 
following  leases,  viz. :

wards  on  tenements  lately  erected  by  the  feoffees  on  part  of  Baylis's  Croft, 
and  intended  to  be  used  as  almshouses,  and  bounded,on  one  side  by  Steelhouse- 
lane,  fronting  at  one  end  towards  a certain  foredrove,  and  adjoining  to  a small 
slip  of  land,  parcel  of  Baylis’s  Croft,  then  lately  laid  into  the  said  foredrove, 
and  intended  to  be  made  into  a street  to  be  called  Russell-street,  for  99  years 
from  Lady-day  1705,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  4/.  The  lessee  covenanting 
within  two  years  to  expend  300/.  at  the  least  in  building  thereon  two  or 
more  substantial  dwelling-houses,  ranging  in  a straight  line  along  the  said 
intended  street. 

The  premises  now  consist  of  six  front-houses  to  Russell-street,  and  five 
back-houses  and  a small  shop,  and  one  front-house  to  Steelhouse-lane,  shops, 
stable  and  yard  at  the  back  thereof,  estimated  at  the  annual  value  of  105/. 
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1.*  Adjoining-  to  these  premises  are  the  almshouses  mentioned  above  in  the 
lease,  and  consisting  of  12  apartments. 

These  almshouses  appear  to  have  been  built  to  supply  the  place  of  an  old  set 
standing  on  the  land  demised  by  the  lease  No.  2,  and  of  those  in  Digbeth 
demised  by  the  lease  No.  40.

34.  To  Mary  Budd,  (now  vested  in  John  Chattaway,)  a messuage,  called 
the  Woolpack,  (formerly  the  White  Lion,)  and  a stable  adjoining,  for  42  years 
from  Lady-day  1809,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  20/.  for  the  hi  st  four  years  of  the 
said  term,  and  40/.  for  the  remainder  thereof.

The  lessee  covenanting  to  keep  the  said  premises,  or  such  as  he 
should  erect  in  the  room  of  them,  in  repair. 

The  premises  now  consist  of  two  front-houses,  (Nos.  10  and  11,)  and  four 
back-houses  and  shops,  with  a yard,  estimated  at  7-5/.  per  annum. 


36.  To  John  Lee,  (now  vested  in  Jesse  Greaves,)  two  messuages,  with  a 
bakehouse,  stable,  brewhouse,  and  other  buildings,  for  39  years  from  Lady- 
day  1813,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  2 51.  The  lessee  covenanting  to  lay  out  200/. 
in  substantial  repairs,  and  to  keep  the  premises  in  such  repair.

1773,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  15/.  The  lessee  covenanting,  within  one  year  from 
the  commencement  of  the  said  term,  to  expend  150/.  in  erecting  thereon  one 
or  more  good  and  substantial  houses,  and  within  seven  years  from  the  com- 
mencement of  the  said  term  to  expend  the  further  sum  of  250/.  in  building 
one  or  more  good  and  substantial  dwelling-houses,  or  other  buildings,  upon 
the  said  premises.

39.  To  Charles  Norton,  (now  vested  in  Mrs.  Russell)  a parcel  of  land, 
called  Bell-rope  Croft,  fronting  a way  or  road  leading  from  New-street  in  Bir- 
mingham to  a place  called  the  Five  Ways,  containing  in  front,  being  the 
narrowest  part,  8 yards,  and  at  the  back,  25  yards  in  length,  on  one  side, 
179  yards,  and  on  the  other  side,  215  yards,  and  in  the  whole,  3,049  square 
yards,  for  130  years  from  Michaelmas  1789>  at  the  yearly  rent  of  8/.  The 
lessee  covenanting  within  the  first  two  years  to  expend  200/.  in  building  one  or 
more  dwelling-houses  upon  the  said  land,  and  to  keep  them  in  good  repair 
during  the  term.

29p.,  together  with  the  hovel  standing  thereupon,  lying  in  Bordesley 
in  the  parish  of  Aston  ; a lane  leading  from  Dudstone  towards  Camphill,  called 
Watery-lane,  and  another  lane  leading  from  Dudstone-bridge  towards  Yardley, 
at  or  near  some  or  most  parts  thereof;  for  99  years  from  Midsummer  1811,  at 
the  yearly  rent  of  110/.  3s.  6 d.  for  the  first  10  years  of  the  said  term,  and 
137  /.  14  s.  4 d.  for  the  remainder  of  the  lease.  The  lessee  covenanting 
within  the  first  14  years  to  lay  out  3,000  /.  at  the  least,  in  substantial  messuages 
and  buildings  to  be  erected  on  the  said  land,  and  to  insure  the  said  messuages 
against  fire  to  the  amount  of  3,000  /.,  with  power  to  the  lessors,  within  the  last 
seven  years  of  the  term,  to  enter  upon  the  several  messuages,  and  make  an 
inventory  of  fixtures  to  be  left  at  the  expiration  of  the  term. 

There  have  been  erected  42  front-houses  to  Green  and  Watery-lanes,  and 
31  back-houses  and  43  front-houses  to  newly-laid-out  streets  on  the  estate,  and 
14  back-houses,  valued  at  sums  amounting  together  to  845  /.  per  annum. 

IX.  (2dly),  Kilcup’s  Premises. 

43.  To  George  Russell,  (now  vested  in  John  Rotton)  a messuage,  with 
shop,  barn,  stable,  outbuildings,  garden  and  appurtenances,  by  the  side  of  the 
turnpike-road  at  Spark  Brook,  (in  Bordesley),  in  the  parish  of  Aston,  and  two 
closes  of  land  then  laid  together  to  the  said  messuage  belonging,  containing  by 
estimation  two  acres ; and  also  a cottage  at  Spark  Brook,  for  42  years  from 
Lady-day  1800,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  30/.  The  lessee  covenanting  to  keep  the 
premises  in  repair,  and  to  cultivate  the  land  in  a husband-like  manner.

The  land  near  Walmore-lane,  after  several  mesne  assignments  by  way  of 
mortgage,  was,  by  Indenture  dated  8th  August  1796,  re-vested  in  the  possession 
of  the  trustees  for  the  remainder  of  the  term,  in  consideration  of  130/.  paid 
by  them,  and  of  the  yearly  rent  of  10/.,  part  of  the  rent  of  30/.  reserved  by 
the  lease  as  above  mentioned ; and  after  a lease  to  John  Mason  for  50  years, 
at  the  rent  of  21/.  per  annum  (which  was  surrendered  by  his  executors  in 
1825),  was  let  to  Edward  Lightwood  at  100/.  per  annum,  being  the  land  and

The  remainder  of  the  premises  comprised  in  the  lease,  viz.  Woodcock’s 
Croft,  is  now  held  by  William  Wheelwright  and  Joseph  Gibbons,  from  whom 
the  rent  of  20/.  (being  the  residue  of  the  30/.  reserved  by  the  lease),  is  received 
in  equal  moieties. 

Upon  this  part  of  the  demised  premises  there  have  been  erected  17  front- 
houses  and  ranges  of  shops  at  the  back  in  Prospect-row,  and  15  back-houses ; 
and  53  front  and  21  back-houses  and  shops  to  Woodcock-street,  now  valued  at 
a rental  of  1,310/.  per  annum. 

XI.  In  Marston  Culey. 

45.  To  William  Aston,  (and  still  vested  in  him),  four  pieces  of  land,  meadow 
and  arable,  in  the  hamlet  of  Marston  Culey,  in  the  parish  of  Bickenhill,  con- 
taining all  together  9 a.  2r.  34p.,  for  21  years  from  Lady-day  1809,  at  the 
yearly  rent  of  20/. 

In  consequence  of  the  depression  of  agricultural  produce,  this  rent  has  been 
since  abated  to  18/.,  which  appears  to  be  at  present  the  fair  value. 

XII.  At  Handsworth. 

46.  The  lease  to  which  they  were  bought  subject,  as  above  mentioned, 

(viz.  113  years,  minus  five  days,  from  Lady-day  1802,  at  10/.  Is.  8 d.  per 
annum),  and  which  is  still  vested  in  William  Baker. 

These  premises  now  consist  of  two  houses  in  front  of  Hampstead-row,  with 
gardens,  and  one  back-house  and  land  to  the  back-lane  ; and  are  valued  at  the 
annual  rent  of  36  /. 


In  addition  to  the  rents  reserved  by  several  of  the  leases  above  mentioned, 
there  are  now  also  paid,  in  respect  of  the  land-tax  (which  has  been  redeemed 
since  the  granting  of  those  leases),  the  respective  sums  which  will  be  found 
specified  in  the  following  Recapitulation  :

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Among  the  leases  above  enumerated,  we  must  notice  that  granted  in  I670  to 
John  Hunt,  of  certain  premises  in  Moor-street,  (No.  30,)  part  for  200  years 
from  the  23d  March  1671,  and  the  remainder  for  99  years  from  the  expiration 
of  a then  existing  lease  for  99  years  from  the  said  23d  March  I67I,  making  in 
the  whole,  as  to  this  portion  of  the  premises,  a term  of  198  years.  It  seems  impos- 
sible at  this  day  to  determine,  whether  the  circumstances  stated  in  the  lease,  as 
the  considerations  for  granting  it,  were  sufficient  to  justify  the  granting  of  so  long 
terms,  or  whether  there  were  any  other  circumstances  attending  the  transaction, 
which  might  subject  the  lease  to  be  successfully  impeached,  at  this  distance  of 
time,  in  a court  of  Equity. 

Some  other  of  the  building-leases,  more  recently  granted,  are  for  longer  terms 
than  are  generally  met  with,  but  not  more  so  than  the  custom  of  this  part  of  the 
country  appears  to  warrant,  or  the  special  circumstances  of  the  case  may  be  pre- 
sumed to  have  required.  We  forbear  to  refer  to  the  clause  of  the  decree  which 
restricted  leases  to  21  years,  as  that  could  not  have  been  intended  to  apply  to 
building-leases. 

The  mode  of  letting  the  trust-property  which  is  now,  and  has  of  late  years 
been  pursued,  is,  when  any  premises  become  vacant,  to  have  them  examined  by 
a competent  surveyor,  and  to  fix  the  terms  upon  which  they  shall  be  let,  accord- 
ing to  his  estimate  of  their  value. 

Among  the  disbursements  out  of  the  annual  revenue,  the  following  may  be 
considered  as  necessary  outgoings  in  the  management  of  the  trust,  and  to  be 
taken  as  deductions  from  the  disposable  income.

which,  deducted  from  the  above  rental,  leaves  a clear  income  of  611/.  1 6 s.  4>d. 
applicable  to  the  charitable  uses  declared  in  the  foregoing  deeds.  It  should 
however  be  noticed,  that  some  further  disbursements  have  occasionally  been 
made,  in  the  management  of  the  property,  as  for  surveyors  charges,  and  other 
things,  which  we  have  not  been  able  to  bring  into  an  average. 

The  following  are  the  payments  at  present  made,  to  the  several  purposes  of 
the  trust : 

The  sum  of  81.  for  the  rent  of  the  Bell-rope  Croft,  and  135.  4>d.  in  respect 
of  Kilcup’s  gift  for  the  repair  of  St.  Martin’s  church,  are  annually  paid  over  to 
the  churchwardens  of  St.  Martin’s  parish,  and  are  by  them  carried  to  their 
general  account. 

There  is  also  paid  to  the  overseers  of  St.  Martin’s  parish  an  annual  sum  of 
C /. — This  payment  is  traced  in  the  accounts  as  far  back  as  the  year  1678-9,  and 
appears  to  have  been  the  rent  reserved  on  a lease  for  21  years,  granted  in  1666, 
of  the  premises  purchased  of  Shilton  in  1654.  The  circumstance  of  these  pre- 
mises having  been  purchased  with  money  given  for  the  use  of  the  poor,  may  have 
occasioned  this  original  appropriation  of  the  rent ; and  the  payment  thus  com- 
menced has  continued  without  variation  to  the  present  time,  in  ignorance,  as  it 
should  seem,  (at  least  of  late  years,)  of  the  ground  on  which  it  was  first  esta- 
blished. This  money  is  carried  by  the  overseers  to  their  general  account,  and 
applied  in  aid  of  the  poors-rate.  As  the  trustees  are  directed  by  the  first  trust- 
deed  to  apply  the  rent  for  the  best  use  and  benefit  of  the  poor  at  their  discretion, 
it  would  seem  to  be  a fit  exercise  of  this  discretion  to  dispose  of  this  61.  in  some 
more  direct  purpose  of  charity ; and  we  have  accordingly  suggested  that  this 
payment  to  the  overseers  should  in  future  be  discontinued. 

Considerable  sums  are  annually  expended  in  the  repair  of  the  streets  in 
Birmingham. — These  sums  are  either  advanced  to  the  commissioners  of  the 
streets,  upon  applications  made  by  them  to  the  trustees,  for  contribution  towards 

particular 
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particular  repairs,  or  are  expended  by  the  trustees  themselves,  in  repairing  such 
of  the  streets  as  they  think  require  it,  with  the  approbation  of  the  commissioners. 
The  annual  disbursement  for  this  purpose,  on  the  average  of  the  last  five  years, 
has  been  227  /.  14  s. 

A further  portion  of  the  income  is  applied  towards  the  maintenance  of  the 
almspeople,  and  the  support  of  the  several  almshouses. — The  almspeople  are 
poor  aged  females,  inhabitants  of  Birmingham,  who  are  appointed  from  time  to 
time  by  the  trustees,  and  allowed  to  retain  their  places  for  life,  if  they  conduct 
themselves  with  propriety.  They  are  112  in  number,  and  receive  each  105.  on 
Christmas-day,  and  5 s.  on  each  of  the  other  quarter-days,  making  the  annual 
payment  to  each  1/.  5 s.,  and  the  total  disbursement  140/.  The  additional  5s. 
paid  at  the  Christmas  quarter  commenced  in  1821.  No  specific  payment  is  made 
in  respect  of  the  gift  of  Mrs.  Ann  Scott. 

The  repairs  of  the  almshouses,  together  with  an  annual  sum  of  1/.  13  s.  9</. 
for  insurance,  have  cost,  on  the  average  of  the  last  five  years,  70 1.  per  annum.

It  is  to  be  observed,  that  this  amount  of  surplus  has  not  been  of  long  con- 
tinuance, and  is  to  be  attributed  to  the  increase  of  rents  upon  the  leases  lately 
granted,  especially  to  that  of  Shelton’s  Croft,  let  in  1825  at  100/.  per  annum,  of 
which  the  previous  rent  had  been  21/. 

It  should  further  be  noticed,  that  this  surplus  may  be  reducible  by  such 
further  occasional  disbursements,  in  the  management  of  the  property,  as  we 
have  above  adverted  to. 

Out  of  the  balances  which  have  from  time  to  time  remained  in  hand  from  the 
surplus  of  income,  two  sums  of  40/.  and  87/.  10s.,  have  been  appropriated,  as 
has  been  before  noticed,  for  completing  the  purchase  of  the  land  at  Hands- 
worth  and  in  Hospital-street;  and  between  the  years  1799  and  1803  sums 
amounting  to  292/.  18s.  71^*  were  paid  for  redeeming  the  land-tax  on  the 
trust-estates  ; the  rest  has  been  chiefly  applied  in  the  erection  of  the  several  sets 
of  almshouses. 

We  have  been  unable  to  ascertain  with  any  precision  from  the  accounts  what 
was  expended  in  erecting  the  almshouses  in  Steelhouse-lane,  which  were  built 
about  the  year  1764.  The  cost  of  three  new  houses  which  were  added  to  that 
set  in  1814  amounted  to  320/. 

The  expenses  incurred  in  building  the  almshouses  in  Dudley-street  in  1801, 
amounted  to  539/.  4 s.,  of  which  120/.  was  defrayed  by  the  value  of  old  mate- 
rials of  buildings  previously  standing  on  the  site  thereof. 

Of  the  almshouses  in  Park-street,  one  half  were  built  in  1815  and  1816,  at 
the  cost  of  794/.  15  s.,  including  40/.  paid  for  the  lease  of  the  house  on  the  site 
of  which  they  stand,  and  the  other  half  in  1820  at  the  cost  of  633/.  3s. 

For  the  purpose  of  completing  these  buildings,  various  sums  have  been  bor- 
rowed by  the  trustees  in  aid  of  the  accumulations  in  hand.  All  these  loans, 
with  the  interest  thereon,  have  been  paid  off  from  subsequent  surpluses,  and  at 
the  annual  audit  at  Easter  1827  there  remained  in  hand  a cash  balance  of 
110/.  15s.  6£d.,  and  500/.  vested  in  notes  of  the  bank  of  Messrs.  Moilliet,  Smith 
and  Pearson,  of  Birmingham,  bearing  interest  at  2f-per-cent.  This  deposit  has 
been  accumulating  since  April  1824,  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  an  additional 
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set  of  almshouses,  which  are  about  to  be  built,  as  we  have  already  stated,  upon 
the  ground  in  Hospital-street  lately  purchased. 

The  trustees  annually  attend  the  service  at  St.  Martin’s- church  on  the  Tues- 
day in  Easter  week,  and  a meeting  is  afterwards  held  at  a neighbouring  tavern, 
when  the  accounts  are  audited,  and  the  two  bailiffs  for  the  ensuing  year  are  appoint- 
ed. Other  meetings  are  held  in  .the  course  of  the  year  as  occasion  requires ; 
and  a resolution  has  been  lately  passed,  but  not  yet  regularly  acted  on,  that  quar- 
terly meetings  of  the  trustees  shall  be  held  in  the  months  of  January,  April, 
July,  and  October. 

It  will  be  observed,  that  no  distributions  of  money  are  made  from  the  trust- 
funds,  except  the  quarterly  payments  to  the  almswomen.  It  appears  from  the 
accounts  that  formerly  an  annual  distribution  to  the  poor  was  made  on  Good 
Friday;  and  for  several  years  previous  to  1802,  the  money  thus  appropriated 
was  divided  among  the  trustees  to  be  distributed.  In  1783,  37/.  16-s.  was  thus 
distributed  by  five  trustees;  in  1787-8,  43/.  Is.;  in  the  following  year, 
the  sum  was  reduced  to  12/.  12s.  In  March  1789  a new  appointment  of  trus- 
tees took  place,  and  in  that  year  it  appears  that  six  trustees  received  2/.  2 s. 
each  for  distribution,  and  in  the  subsequent  years,  as  those  six  trustees  died, 
the  portions  allotted  to  them  for  distribution  were  discontinued  ; and  after  1802, 
when  one  trustee  only  received  2/.  2s.,  they  ceased  altogether.  For  a few  years 
previous  to  this,  these  sums  seem  to  have  been  given  to  the  poor  in  the  alms- 
houses; and  from  this  period,  the  trustees  have  considered  the  quarterly  payments 
to  the  almswomen,  as  satisfying  all  the  trusts  reposed  in  them,  by  any  of  the 
foregoing  benefactions,  for  distribution  among  the  poor. 

In  order  to  judge,  whether  this  is  an  adequate  performance  of  those  trusts,  it 
may  be  proper  to  recapitulate  the  benefactions  made  for  this  object.  They  are 
the  following  :

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From  this  statement  it  appears,  that  of  the  sums  destined  wholly  for  the  poor, 
there  remains  unappropriated  50/.  165.  4c/.,  besides  the  balance  ot  108/.  12s.  8 d. 
remaining  for  their  use,  in  default  of  demand  for  repairs. 

As  we  have  seen,  however,  that  the  greater  part  of  the  surplus  income,  which 
has  been  hitherto  kept  in  reserve,  has  been  from  time  to  time  applied  to  the 
erection  of  additional  almshouses,  and  thus  eventually  to  the  benefit  of  the  poor  ; 
which  mode  of  appropriation  may  be  deemed  as  judicious  an  exercise  of  the 
discretion  of  the  trustees,  as  the  annual  exhaustion  of  the  whole  income,  we  do 
not  feel  called  upon  to  suggest  any  alteration  of  that  system,  further  than  that 
specific  distributions  should  be  made,  on  Good-Friday  and  the  Friday  before 
St.  Thomas’s-day,  in  respect  of  Colmore’s  and  Ward’s  respective  charities,  as 
also  in  respect  of  Wrixam’s  charity ; to  which  latter  should  be  assigned,  from 
the  general  funds,  a fair  rent  for  the  use  of  the  land  in  Hospital-street,  purchased 
with  the  produce  of  the  house  in  Spicer-street,  belonging  to  that  charity. 

We  think  it  right  also  to  suggest,  that  of  the  payments  to  the  almspeople  the 
sum  of  31  /.  10^.,  being  the  produce  of  Ann  Scott’s  charity,  should  be  specifi- 
cally divided  among  them  on  Michaelmas-day,  by  the  name  of  “ Ann  Scott’s 
Gift,”  in  compliance  with  the  directions  contained  in  the  recitals  of  the 
Foundation  Deed,  of  which  we  have  given  an  abstract. 

As  the  existing  leases,  most  of  which  are  for  building-terms,  fall  in,  the 
income  of  this  trust  will  greatly  increase,  and  become  capable  of  a far  more 
extended  application.  The  total  annual  value  of  the  trust-property  in  its 
present  state  is  estimated  at  near  G,000/.,  but  most  of  the  leases  have  yet  many 
years  to  run,  and  the  value  of  the  property,  which  these  comprise,  will  probably 
have  undergone  much  alteration  before  their  termination.  The  present  value, 
however,  of  the  premises,  of  which  the  leases  will  expire  in  1849,  1851,  and 
1852,  will  not  perhaps  have  suffered  much  deterioration,  and  this  value  alone, 
as  now  estimated,  would  give  an  addition  to  the  present  rental  of  1,500/. 
a year.  No  satisfactory  estimate  can  perhaps  be  made  of  the  increase  of  income 
likely  to  be  obtained  upon  the  termination  of  leases  subsequent  to  that  period, 
the  earliest  of  which  will  be  in  I860,  and  most  of  them  much  later.

Richard  Scott’s  Charity. 

Richard  Scott,  by  Will  dated  the  17th  December  1694,  gave  to  the  go-  Richard  Scott'a 
vernors  of  the  Free  Grammar  School  of  King  Edward  the  Sixth,  in  Binning-  Charity, 
ham,  the  sum  of  100/.,  in  trust,  that  they  should,  as  soon  as  they  could  con- 
veniently, lay  out  the  same  in  purchasing  lands  and  tenements  of  inheritance  of 
that  value,  and  settle  the  same  upon  such  trustees  as  they  should  think  fit,  upon 
trust,  that  such  trustees  should  yearly  pay  and  dispose  of  405.,  part  of  the  rent 
thereof,  unto  the  non-conforming  minister  or  ministers,  equally,  which  should 
constantly  officiate  in  the  meeting-house  in  Birmingham,  standing  near  Pinfold- 
street,  during  such  time  that  such  minister  or  ministers  should  officiate  there ; 
and  in  default  of  such  minister  or  ministers,  that  then  such  trustees  should 
yearly  pay  the  said  405.  equally  between  two  such  ministers’  widows,  or  in  de- 
fault of  two  such  widows,  then  to  one  such  widow  living  in  or  nearest  to  the 
town  of  Birmingham,  during  her  or  their  life  or  lives ; and  that  such  trustees 
should  yearly,  for  ever,  dispose  of  the  residue  of  the  rent  of  the  land  to  be  pur- 
chased, towards  putting  out  a poor  boy,  being  son  to  an  inhabitant  in  Bir- 
mingham, as  an  apprentice  ; and  for  want  of  such  minister  or  ministers,  and 
his  or  their  widow  or  widows,  that  the  said  trustees  should  yearly  dispose  of  the 
whole  rent  of  the  said  lands,  in  or  towards  putting  out  one  or  more  such  boys  to 
apprenticeships,  at  the  discretion  of  the  said  trustees. 

By  Indenture  dated  1st  April  1752,  between  the  governors  of  the  grammar- 
school  of  the  one  part,  and  Alexander  Taylor  and  seven  others,  all  of  Birming- 
ham, of  the  other  part : after  reciting  the  will  of  Richard  Scott,  and  further,  that 
the  executor  of  the  said  Richard  Scott  had  paid  the  said  100/.  legacy  into  the 
hands  of  Samuel  Eden,  gent.,  one  of  the  then  governors,  who  kept  the  same 
many  years  to  the  time  of  his  death,  but  neglected  to  procure  the  same  to  be 
laid  out  according  to  the  directions  of  the  said  will,  whereby  a great  arrear  of 
interest  was  owing  to  the  said  charity  at  the  time  of  his  death,  and  that  proceed- 
ings were  afterwards  commenced  by  the  governors  against  his  daughter  and 
executrix,  to  recover  the  said  legacy  and  interest,  who  had  thereupon  paid  to 
the  said  governors  the  said  100/.  and  50/.  10  5.  for  the  interest  thereof ; and 
that  the  said  governors  were  afterwards  desirous  to  lay  out  the  said  money  in 
Rep.  20.  5 B such 
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Birmingham.  such  purchase  as  was  directed  by  the  said  will,  but  were  advised  by  counsel  not 
— cons  to  so’  as  ^ was  doubtful  whether  such  purchase  would  not  be  affected  by 
^Charity,0  3 the  Statute  of  Mortmain  ; and  thereupon  the  said  governors  afterwards  lent  the 
continued.  said  100/.,  with  the  interest  which  at  the  time  of  such  loan  had  accrued  upon  it, 

— ^ * amounting  in  the  whole  to  204/.  85.  Qd.,  to  Abel  Walford,  who  gave  his  bond^ 

dated  the  12th  April  1749,  for  the  repayment  of  the  same  with  interest  at  4-per- 
cent, to  the  said  governors : It  was  witnessed,  that,  for  establishing  and  con- 
tinuing the  said  charity,  the  said  governors  assigned  the  said  bond  to  the  par- 
ties of  the  second  part,  and  appointed  them  their  attornies  to  receive  the  monies 
due  and  to  become  due  thereon,  upon  trust,  to  continue  the  same  money  at 
interest  where  it  then  lay,  or  to  call  in  the  same,  and  invest  it  in  their  own  names 
upon  government  or  other  securities,  at  their  discretion,  and  to  employ  the 
dividends  and  interest  thereof,  to  the  charitable  purposes  expressed  in  the  said 
will,  in  respect  to  the  rent  of  the  real  estate  thereby  directed  to  be  purchased ; 
which  said  trustees  should,  on  the  Tuesday  in  Easter-week,  in  every  third  year, 
meet  the  said  governors  at  such  house  and  place  in  Birmingham  as  they  should 
appoint,  and  render  an  account  to  them  of  the  dividends  or  interest  received, 
and  how  the  same  had  been  applied,  and  how  much  of  the  said  trust-money  then 
remained,  and  on  what  security ; which  account  should  be  entered  in  a book 
kept  for  the  purpose  ; and  that  when  the  number  of  trustees  should  be  reduced 
to  three,  so  many  new  trustees  should  be  appointed  by  the  governors  for  the 
time  being,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  as  with  the  survivors  should  make  up  the 
number  eight ; and  the  said  trust-money  and  securities  should  be  assigned  to 
and  vested  in  the  surviving  trustees  jointly  with  such  new  trustees. 

There  have  been  two  subsequent  trust-deeds,  one  dated  the  13th  April  1785, 
and  the  other  the  30th  January  1821,  by  the  last  of  which,  (after  reciting  the 
will  of  Scott,  and  that  the  governors  had  from  time  to  time  appointed  trustees 
of  the  charity,  all  of  whom  were  dead  except  Thomas  Russell  and  Edward 
Smith,  and  that  the  trusc-monies  then  consisted  of  250/.  principal  money, 
secured  by  the  bond  of  William  Villers,  dated  26th  August  1806,  and  87/.  10s. 
for  seven  years  interest  due  thereon,  on  the  26th  August  then  last,  making 
together  the  sum  of  337/.  10s.);  Thomas  Russell  and  Edward  Smith,  at  the 
request,  and  by  the  direction  of  the  said  governors,  testified  by  their  being 
■ parties  to  the  said  deed,  and  affixing  thereto  their  common  seal  (as  it  is 

stated  in  the  deed,  but  which  common  seal  is  not  in  fact  affixed),  assigned 
to  eight  new  trustees  (of  whom  William  Congreve  Russell,  Thomas  Lee, 
Harry  Hunt,  Walter  William  Capper,  William  Wynne  Smith,  and  John  William 
Crompton,  now  survive),  the  said  principal  money,  and  all  interest  then  due  and 
to  grow  due  thereon,  upon  the  same  trusts  as  are  specified  in  the  first-abstracted 
indenture. 

This  deed  was  prepared  and  intended  to  be  executed  in  1819,  and  the  state- 
ments, as  to  the  amount  of  interest  due,  not  being  subsequently  adapted  to  the 
altered  time  of  execution,  viz.  the  date  of  the  deed,  are  consequently  inaccurate, 
with  reference  to  that  date.  The  following  is  the  correct  statement  of  what 
was  then  due  from  Mr.  Vihers :

which,  with  about  five  months  more  interest,  was  all  that  was  due,  in  addition  to 
the  principal,  on  the  30th  January  1821,  being  the  date  of  the  deed. 

The  principal  was  finally  discharged  on  the  3d  June  1823,  with  interest,  then 
amounting  to  47/.  3 s.,  making  together  the  sum  of  297^-  3 s. 

Out  of  this  sum,  and  the  100/.  received  for  interest  in  1819,  the  sum  of 
305/.  5s.  was  invested  in  August  1823,  in  the  purchase  of  .300/.  4-per-cents, 
in  the  names  of  William  Congreve  Russell,  Thomas  Lee,  and  Harry  Hunt, 
yielding  an  income  to  the  charity  of  12/.  per  annum. 


The 
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The  only  accounts,  now  remaining  in  the  hands  of  the  trustees,  commence  in 
November  1788.  From  that  period  till  November  1820,  it  appears  that  31.  a 
year  was  paid,  out  of  the  interest  received,  first,  to  two  ministers  1/.  10s.  each, 
and  afterwards,  (viz.  from  1804,)  to  one  alone,  viz.  the  Rev.  Robert  Kell,  mi- 
nister of  the  old  meeting-house  in  Birmingham.  In  1820,  as  appears  from  a 
minute  dated  8th  December  in  that  year,  the  governors  having  ascertained  from 
a reference  to  the  deed,  that  2/.  only  was  destined  for  the  minister,  directed 
the  future  payment  to  be  limited  to  that  sum  ; and  from  that  time  2/.  only  has 
been  so  paid.  The  rest  of  the  income,  down  to  the  year  1819,  (except  deductions 
for  property-tax,  while  it  was  in  force)  was  applied  in  putting  out  apprentices  j 
a premium  of  5 l.  being  paid  on  each  apprenticeship,  besides  the  cost  of  the  in- 
denture. This  latter  item,  down  to  the  period  last  mentioned,  appears  to  have 
included  a stamp-duty ; from  which,  as  the  apprenticeship  was  at  the  sole 
charge  of  a public  charity,  the  indenture  was  by  law  exempt.  This  error 
having  been  at  length  discovered,  the  charge  has  not  been  since  incurred. 

Since  the  appointment  of  the  new  trustees,  the  management  of  this  charity  has 
been  left  entirely  to  Mr.  Thomas  Lee,  one  of  their  number;  and  the  following  is 
the  substance  of  the  account,  which  he  has  rendered  to  us,  of  his  receipts  and  dis- 
bursements. They  begin  in  1819,  when  the  firm  of  Lee  and  Hunt,  of  which  he 
was  a partner,  and  who  were  employed  as  solicitors  to  arrange  the  affairs  of  the 
charity,  and  prepare  the  new  trust-deed,  received  the  100/.  for  interest  which 
has  been  before  noticed.

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The  apprentices  have  been  the  sons  of  poor  artificers,  and  have  been  put 
generally  to  the  manufacturing  trades  in  the  town  ; many  of  them  to  pin- 
makers. 

We  are  informed  by  Mr.  Lee,  that  the  demand  for  the  charity  has  not  for 
some  years  been  sufficient  to  exhaust  the  annual  income ; and  thence  the  laro-e 
balance  now  in  hand.  It  appears,  however,  that  little  pains  have  latterly  been 
taken  to  give  that  publicity  to  the  charity,  which  might  have  led  to  more 
frequent  applications  for  the  benefit  of  it.  We  have  suggested  the  propriety  of 
a more  diligent  attention  to  this  circumstance  in  future  ; and  we  have  recom- 
mended an  increase  of  the  premium,  (which  is  not  restricted  by  the  will  to  any 
particular  sum),  should  such  increase  be  necessary  for  giving  a more  active 
operation  to  the  charity. 

The  delay  in  the  execution  of  the  last  trust-deed,  to  which  we  have  adverted, 
appears  to  have  arisen,  in  part,  from  the  refusal  of  the  governors  to  join  in  the 
execution,  until  a proper  statement  of  the  accounts  had  been  laid  before  them, 
agreeably  to  a provision  in  the  preceding  deeds  to  that  effect.  This  salutary 
provision  does  not  appear  to  have  received  of  late  years  all  the  attention 
to  which  its  utility  entitles  it ; and  we  have  suggested  to  the  governors  the 
propriety  of  a more  strict  observance  of  it  in  future. 


Jackson’s  Charity. 

Jackson’s  Charity.  George  Jackson,  by  Will  dated  25th  January  1696,  gave  his  houses  tene- 
ments and  hereditaments,  with  the  appurtenances,  situate  in  Deritend,  in  the 
parish  of  Aston-juxta-Birmingham,  with  the  outhouses,  gardens  and  here- 
ditaments thereto  belonging,  to  Abraham  Foxall,  Richard  Scott,  and  others, 
and  their  heirs  and  assigns,  for  ever,  in  trust,  that  they  should  at  all  time  there- 
after manage  and  improve  the  said  houses  and  premises  to  the  best  advantage, 
and  receive  the  rents  and  profits  as  the  same  should  become  due  and  payable, 
and  should  yearly  employ  and  dispose  of  the  same  to  the  uses  and  in  the  manner 
after  mentioned,  that  is  to  say,  that  they  should  yearly  for  ever  apply,  order  and 
dispose  of  all  and  every  the  clear  yearly  rents  and  profits  of  all  the  said  houses  or 
tenements  and  premises  with  the  appurtenances,  (taxes,  necessary  repairs,  ex- 
penses, and  other  contingent  charges  in  managing  the  trust  being  first  paid  and 
deducted,)  to  and  for  the  setting  and  putting  forth  apprentice,  yearly,  two  or 
more  of  the  male  children  of  such  of  the  poorest  sort  of  the  housekeepers 
and  inhabitants,  living  within  the  town,  parish,  and  lordship  of  Birmingham 
as  did  not  receive  collection  of  or  from  the  said  town  or  parish  of  Birming- 
ham. And  he  declared  his  will  to  be,  that  for  the  better  continuance  of 
the  said  premises  in  persons  fit  to  manage  and  dispose  of  the  same,  to  and  for 
the  intents  and  purposes  aforesaid,  whenever  it  should  happen  that  the  greater 
number  of  the  said  trustees  should  die,  or  depart  out  of  the  town  and  parish  of 
Birmingham,  so  that  there  should  not  be  above  the  number  of  three  at  any 
time  living,  then  such  three  surviving  trustees  should,  within  three  months  next 
after  they  should  be  reduced  to  that  number,  convey,  settle  and  assure  the  said 
premises  upon  themselves,  and  ten  more  substantial  and  honest  inhabitants  in 
Birmingham,  and  so  from  time  to  time,  for  ever  thereafter,  as  oft  as  the  case 
should  so  happen. 

These  trusts  have  been  duly  renewed  by  successive  conveyances,  by  the 
latest  of  which,  dated  11th  July  1825,  the  premises  were  vested  in  Edward 
Smith  (since  dead),  Timothy  Smith,  John  Culcope  Bond,  John  Towers  Lawrence 
the  younger,  Abel  Peyton,  Thomas  Small  the  younger,  Samuel  Beel,  Thomas 
Bolton,  William  Hyland,  Henry  Smith,  Brook  Smith,  and  William  Hawkes, 
(all  of  Birmingham,)  their  heirs  and  assigns. 

These  premises  are  now  held  by  Joseph  Jennings,  as  assignee  of  a lease 
granted  to  William  Phillips,  for  99  years  from  25th  March  1735,  at  the  annual 
rent  of  (i  /.,  payable  half-yearly  at  Lady-day  and  Michaelmas.  In  this  lease 
the  premises  are  demised  by  the  description  of  “ all  those  old  messuages,  with 
“ the  shops,  garden-ground  and  appurtenances  to  the  same  belonging,  three 
“ whereof  front  to  the  street  called  Deritend,  and  the  other  tenements  are 
“ standing  behind  them,  adjoining  to  some  houses  of  John  Baylis  on  the  one 
“ side,  to  some  houses  of  Jacob  Pemberton,  on  the  other  side,  the  land  of 
“ Thomas  Green  on  the  back  part,  and  the  said  street  on  the  front,  and  con- 

“ taining 
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“ taining  in  length  to  the  front  15  yards  1 foot,  and  from  the  front  to  the  back 

part  77  yards.”  And  there  is  a covenant  on  the  paid  of  the  lessee,  within 
the  space  of  10  years  from  the  date  of  the  lease,  to  expend  the  sum  of  150/.  in 
building  to  the  front  of  the  said  premises,  and  making  a well,  and  to  build  three 
good  and  substantial  houses  to  the  whole  front,  three  stories  high  above  the 
ground,  all  the  outward  walls  to  be  nine  inches  thick,  with  good  brick,  timber, 
lime,  and  tile ; and  also  during  the  said  term,  as  often  as  there  should  be  occa- 
sion, to  well  and  sufficiently  repair  the  front-houses  that  then  were,  or  should  be 
pulled  down  and  rebuilt ; and  all  the  said  premises  at  the  end  of  the  said  term 
should  yield  up  to  the  lessors,  the  said  front-houses  being  left  in  such  good  and 
tenantable  repair  as  aforesaid. 

There  are  now  standing  on  the  premises  three  front-houses,  built  according  to 
the  stipulations  of  the  lease,  and  six  back-houses,  and  a shop  and  outbuildings, 
situate  in  High-street,  Deritend.  All  these  buildings,  but  especially  the  back 
tenements,  appear  to  be  at  present  much  out  of  repair  ; but  notice  has  been 
given  to  the  lessee  to  repair  them,  according  to  his  covenant.  It  is  estimated 
that  they  might  now  produce,  if  put  into  complete  repair,  80  /.  a year,  on  yearly 
tenancies  ; and  50/.  or  60  /.  a year,  if  let  in  their  present  condition,  on  a building 
or  repairing  lease  ; and  such  the  trustees  conceive  that  it  will  be  the  interest  of 
the  charity  to  grant,  if  they  can  obtain,  as  they  hope  to  do,  a surrender  of  the 
now  existing  term. 

The  income  of  this  charity  appears  to  have  been  regularly  applied  in  appren- 
ticing, with  the  exception  of  occasional  charges  incurred  in  the  renewal  of  the 
trusts,  and  the  general  administration  of  the  charity,  which  appear  to  have  been 
of  rare  occurrence  ; the  only  charge,  within  the  last  30  years  and  upwards,  being 
that  incurred  on  the  last  renewal  of  the  trust  in  1825,  and  the  taking  counsel’s 
opinion,  upon  some  points  relating  to  the  interests  of  the  charity,  the  total 
amount  of  which  expenses  was  17  /. 

The  apprentices  put  out  are  boys,  the  children  of  poor  inhabitants  of  Bir- 
mingham ; and  upon  each  apprenticeship  of  late  years  the  premium  has  been 
2 /.  105.,  and  7 s.  for  the  indenture,  the  master  covenanting,  at  the  expiration  of 
the  term,  to  provide  the  apprentice  with  a good  new  suit  of  clothes.  The  term 
of  apprenticeship  is  generally  for  seven  years,  or  until  the  apprentice  attains 
21  years  of  age  ; generally  two  apprentices  in  the  year  have  been  put  out ; in 
one  or  two  instances,  only  one  has  been  apprenticed  in  the  course  of  the  year  ; 
in  some  others  the  number  has  extended  to  four  and  five. 

Upon  the  examination  of  the  accounts,  which  have  been  duly  preserved  (from 
the  first  commencement  of  the  charity  in  1699  to  the  present  period),  there 
appeared  at  the  time  of  our  Inquiry  (3d  October  1827),  a small  balance  in  hand 
of  2 /.  1 5.  9 d. 

The  management  of  the  charity  is  principally  left  to  one  of  the  trustees,  who 
is  chosen  every  three  years,  and  is  called  the  bailiff. 

Charity  of  Richard  and  Samuel  Banner. 

By  indenture  of  Feoffment  dated  16th  November  1716,  between  Richard 
Banner,  clerk,  of  the  one  part,  and  John  Brierly,  Samuel  Banner,  Richard  Ban- 
ner, John  Banner,  and  three  others,  of  the  other  part,  reciting,  that  Richard 
Banner , deceased,  had  left  at  his  death  the  sum  of  100/.  to  be  laid  out  by  his 
brother  the  said  Samuel  Banner  in  purchasing  freehold  lands  within  the  town 
or  parish  of  Birmingham,  or  within  10  miles  of  the  same  town,  and  to  be  settled 
by  him  upon  such  trustees  as  he  should  think  fit  to  nominate,  upon  trust,  out  of 
the  rents  thereof  to  buy  six  cloth  alms-coats,  on  which  the  letters  R.  B.  should 
be  set,  for  six  poor  men  of  the  said  town  of  Birmingham,  and  with  the  residue 
of  the  said  rents  to  place  out  one  or  more  poor  boy  or  boys,  as  after  men- 
tioned ; and  further  reciting,  that  the  said  Samuel  Banner , in  part  performance 
of  the  trusts  in  him  reposed,  did  lay  out  the  said  sum  of  100  /.  and  the  further 
sum  of  44/.  14^.  3d.,  being  interest-money  made  upon  the  said  100/.,  and 
the  further  sum  of  29/.  5 5.  9 d..  being  the  said  Samuel  Banner’s  own  proper 
money,  amounting  in  the  whole  to  the  sum  of  174  /.,  in  the  purchase  ot  lands 
in  Erdington,  in  the  parish  of  Aston,  about  three  miles  from  the  town  of  Bir- 
mingham ; and  that  the  said  Samuel  Banner  did  not  in  his  life-time  settle  the 
said  lands  according  to  his  said  brother’s  directions,  but  directed  his  son, 
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Richard  Banner,  party  to  that  indenture,  of  the  first  part,  to  convey  and  settle 
the  same  in  manner  following  ; that  is  to  say,  first,  to  lay  out  of  the  rents  of  the 
premises  25 s.  yearly  in  buying  two  cloth  alms-gowns  and  petticoats  for  two 
poor  widows  of  the  town  of  Birmingham,  to  be  given  and  disposed  of  as  the 
charity  of  the  said  Samuel  Banner,  and  all  the  rest  of  the  rents  of  the  said  pre- 
mises to  be  disposed  of  as  the  charity  of  the  said  Richard  Banner  deceased  : It 
was  witnessed,  that  the  said  Richard  Banner,  party  to  that  indenture,  for  the 
performance  of  the  trusts  so  in  him  reposed,  did  thereby  grant,  enfeoff,  and 
comfirm  to  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part,  and  their  heirs,  several  crofts, 
closes,  or  parcels  of  land  and  mowing-ground,  lying  together,  and  being  part  of 
a ground  theretofore  called  Wyson’s,  and  all  the  moat  or  pool  of  water  there, 
which  were  lying  in  Erdington,  between  certain  lands  therein  specified,  the  lane 
called  Wolson’s  Lane,  a gutter  or  stream  of  water  running  from  the  said  moat 
to  the  cross-hedge  there,  the  same  cross-hedge  to  Wolson’s  Lane,  and  one  other 
hedge  going  from  the  said  moat  to  the  lane  and  way  leading  from  Moor’s  End 
to  Blecknall  Green  ; and  also  a dole  or  parcel  of  meadow-ground  called  by  the 
name  of  the  Seven  Swaths,  lying  in  a common  meadow  in  Edrington  called 
Bromford  Meadow : — to  hold  the  said  premises  to  the  said  feoffees,  their 
heirs  and  assigns,  for  ever,  upon  trust,  to  receive  and  lay  out  the  sum  of  25  s ., 
part  of  the  rents,  in  buying,  making,  and  providing  two  cloth  alms-gowns 
and  coats,  on  which  the  letters  S.  B.  should  be  set,  for  two  poor  wddows  of  the 
said  town  of  Birmingham,  who  should  receive  no  collection  from  the  said  towm, 
each  to  have  one  of  the  said  gowns  and  petticoats  on  All  Saints-day  yearly,  or 
within  20  days  after,  to  be  delivered  to  the  said  poor  widows  as  the  gift  of  the 
said  Samuel  Banner,  deceased  ; and  such  poor  widows  were  to  wear  the  said 
gowns  and  petticoats  the  following  year  ; and  the  same  to  be  yearly  disposed  of 
to  such  poor  widows  for  ever,  as  the  said  Richard  Banner,  party  thereto,  during 
his  life,  and  after  his  decease,  as  the  said  feoffees,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  should 
nominate  to  receive  the  same  : and  that  the  said  feoffees,  and  the  survivors  of  them, 
also  out  of  the  said  rents,  should  yearly,  for  ever,  buy,  provide,  and  make  six 
cloth  alms-coats,  on  which  the  letters  R.  B.  should  be  set,  for  six  poor  men  of  the 
town  of  Birmingham,  each  one  to  have  one  of  the  said  coats  at  the  said  feast  of 
All  Saints  yearly,  or  within  20  days  after,  to  be  delivered  to  them  as  the  gift  of 
the  said  Richard  Banner,  deceased,  and  the  poor  men  so  receiving  them  were  to 
wear  them  the  following  year  : and  that  the  feoffees  should  pay  and  employ  the 
rest  of  the  rents  of  the  said  premises,  for  the  putting  out  of  one  or  more  poor  boy  or 
boys,  born  or  living  in  the  said  town  of  Birmingham,  to  be  an  apprentice  or  ap- 
prentices to  a fit  master  or  masters,  or  trade  or  trades  ; and  that  such  mens  alms- 
coats  were  to  be  yearly  given  to  such  six  poor  men,  and  such  poor  boy  or  boys, 
to  be  put  apprentices,  as  the  said  Richard  Banner,  party  thereto,  during  his  life, 
and  after  his  decease,  as  the  said  feoffees,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  should 
nominate  and  appoint.  And  to  the  intent  that  the  most  rent  might  be  raised  of 
the  same  premises,  it  was  concluded  and  agreed  upon  by  all  the  said  parties, 
that  no  person  should  be  tenant  or  occupant  of  the  said  premises,  or  any  parts 
thereof,  but  by  virtue  of  a lease,  in  writing,  to  be  executed  by  the  feoffees  or 
trustees  of  the  premises  for  the  time  being  ; and  that  no  fine,  income,  or  sum 
of  money,  or  any  reward,  should  be  taken,  in  respect  of  any  lease  to  be  made  of 
any  part  of  the  said  lands,  but  that  there  should  be  reserved  a reasonable 
yearly  rent,  proportionable  to  the  best  yearly  value  of  the  same,  with  a clause 
for  re-entry  on  non-payment  thereof  when  due  ; and  that  no  such  lease  should 
be  made  to  continue  for  any  longer  term  than  21  years  from  the  day  of  the  date 
thereof.  And  it  was  further  agreed,  that  in  every  year  on  the  said  feast  of 
All  Saints,  the  said  feoffees  or  trustees  who  should  be  then  living,  should  meet 
at  some  convenient  house  in  the  said  town  of  Birmingham,  and  there  give  to 
each  other  a full  and  just  account  in  writing,  of  all  monies  laid  out  in  the  pre- 
ceding year,  according  to  the  charities  above  mentioned,  and  should  also  then 
and  there  yearly  nominate  and  appoint  the  two  poor  "widows  "who  should  have 
the  said  two  gowns  and  petticoats,  and  the  six  poor  men  who  should  have  the 
same  six  cloth  alms-coats,  and  the  boy  or  boys  who  should  be  set  apprentice, 
according  to  the  trusts  above  recited  •,  and  that  if  any  of  the  said  trustees 
should  remove  from  out  of  the  said  parish  of  Birmingham,  and  dwell  elsewhere, 
the  estate  and  interest  of  the  person  so  removing  should  cease  : and  that  as 
often  as  it  should  happen,  that  there  should  be  but  three  of  the  said  trustees  living, 

and 
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and  inhabiting  in  the  said  town  of  Birmingham,  then  those  three  should  convey 
the  said  premises  to  the  use  of  themselves,  and  seven  or  more  such  other  of  the 
best,  and  most  substantial  inhabitants,  as  should  be  then  living  in  the  said  town 
of  Birmingham,  and  their  heirs,  upon  the  trusts  aforesaid. 

The  original  deed  of  feoffment  is  not  now  found  amongst  the  documents  of 
the  charity.  The  foregoing  abstract  is  taken  from  an  indenture  dated  the  13th 
July  1736,  between  the  Rev.  Richard  Banner,  doctor  in  divinity,  (described  as 
son  and  heir  of  Samuel  Banner,  deceased,  which  said  Samuel  was  the  brother 
of  Richard  Banner,  deceased),  Samuel  Banner  and  Richard  Banner,  of  the  one 

part,  and  the  Rev. Vyse,  rector  of  St.  Philip’s  Birmingham,  the  Rev. 

Richard  Dovey,  rector  of  St.  Martin’s  Birmingham,  and  five  others  described 
as  all  of  Birmingham,  of  the  other  part ; whereby,  after  reciting  the  feoffment 
as  above  described,  the  parties  of  the  first  part  conveyed  the  said  premises  to 
the  use  of  themselves,  and  the  parties  of  the  second  part,  and  their  heirs  and 
assigns,  upon  the  trusts  before  declared. 

The  trusts  have  been  since  duly  renewed  by  successive  conveyances  ; by  the 
latest  of  which,  dated  the  20th  March  1800,  the  premises  were  vested  in  Joseph 
Gibbs,  James  Woolley,  Walter  William  Capper,  John  Wilks  Unett,  John  Clark, 
and  George  Barker,  and  four  others  since  deceased,  and  their  heirs. 

Under  the  Erdington  Inclosure  Act,  which  passed  in  the  41st  year  of  Geo.  3, 
an  allotment,  containing  1a.  1 r.  10  p.  in  Ash-hole  meadow,  was  awarded  to  the 
trustees  of  this  charity,  in  lieu  of  the  dole,  described  in  the  trust-deeds  as  lying 
in  Bromford  meadow. 

The  property  now  consists  of  five  parcels  of  old  inclosure,  containing  toge- 
ther, (as  ascertained  by  a survey  and  plan  made  in  1814,)  9 a.  3 r.  Up.,  and  the 
allotment  above  mentioned,  making  together  11a.  Or.  21  p.  These  premises 
are  now  in  the  occupation  of  Joseph  Wells,  under  a lease  for  21  years,  (deter- 
minable at  the  end  of  the  first  7 or  14,  at  the  option  of  either  party,  on  giving 
six  months  notice),  from  Lady-day  1821,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  20/.;  with  a 
covenant  on  the  part  of  the  lessee  to  drain  a portion  of  the  land,  and  make 
other  improvements  specified  in  the  lease.  The  same  tenant  had  previously  held 
the  premises  under  a lease  for  a like  term,  (determinable  as  above),  at  the  rent 
of  12  /.  ; before  the  granting  of  which  lease,  the  premises  were  held  by  William 
Wilkinson,  under  a lease  for  19  years,  at  the  rent  of  9 /. 

The  present  rent  appears  to  be  the  full  value  of  the  estate. 

Out  of  the  rent,  there  is  paid  the  land-tax,  amounting  to  1 /.  2 s.  Id . ; and 
since  the  granting  of  the  present  lease,  there  has  been  paid  at  different  times  the 
sum  of  61.  14^.  for  soughing-tiles  ; and  in  1822  there  was  further  paid  a sum 
of  2/.  65.  6 d.  to  a surveyor,  for  viewing  the  land ; and  in  1823,  1 /.  2s.  6 d.  for 
plans.  The  survey  and  plan  made  in  1814,  as  above  mentioned,  cost  the  sum 
of  4/.  15  5.,  as  appears  from  the  accounts  of  1816. 

The  residue  of  the  income  has,  for  many  years  past,  been  almost  exclusively 
applied  to  the  furnishing  of  coats  and  gowns,  for  poor  men  and  widows  of  Bir- 
mingham ; the  only  instance  of  any  disbursement  for  the  purpose  of  appren- 
ticeing,  since  the  year  1802,  being  the  payment  of  a sum  of  1 /.  in  the  year  1824, 
for  the  stamp  of  an  indenture  of  apprenticeship.  The  course  is  for  the  trustees 
to  assemble  once  a year,  on  or  about  All  Saints-day,  and  then  to  fix  upon  the 
number  of  poor  persons,  to  whom  coats  and  gowns  should  be  furnished  by  each 
trustee.  The  number  of  poor  persons  thus  supplied  has  varied,  but  is  generally 
from  6 to  10  men,  and  from  20  to  30  widows,  the  former  at  the  expense  of 
about  11  5.,  and  the  latter  of  about  10  5.  each. 

These  disbursements  have  not  of  late  years  wholly  exhausted  the  funds,  as 
there  remained  in  hand  at  the  close  of  the  account  in  1826,  a balance  of 
37  /.  12  5.  9 d.  This  was  however  subject  to  outstanding  bills  for  the  gowns  and 
coats  for  Christmas  1826,  which  being  since  paid,  reduced  the  balance  in  hand 
at  the  period  of  our  Inquiry,  in  September  1827,  to  the  sum  of  18/.  3 5. 

The  poor  persons,  to  whom  this  charity  is  dispensed,  are  selected  by  the 
respective  trustees  from  among  those,  whom  they  consider  most  deserving,  and 
who  do  not  partake  of  the  ordinary  parish  relief. 

This  mode  of  applying  the  funds  of  the  charity,  in  exclusion  of  apprenticing, 
has,  it  appears,  been  pursued  by  the  trustees,  from  an  opinion  that  it  was  more 
beneficial  to  the  poor  at  large,  and  attended  with  less  expense  to  the  charity  in 
the  administration  of  it ; but  as  it  is  directly  at  variance  with  the  express  pro- 
visions of  the  trust-deed,  we  conceive  that  it  cannot  be  sanctioned,  and  wre  have 
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Birmingham.  accordingly  suggested  to  the  trustees  the  propriety  of  observing  in  future  a more 
— - strict  adherence  to  those  provisions. 

S.^Banner.  [We  have  since  been  furnished  with  a minute  of  a resolution,  made  at  a meeting 
continued.  of  the  trustees  on  the  1 9th  September  1827,  whereby  it  was  resolved,  that  in 

v future  the  funds  of  the  charity  should  be  appropriated,  in  strict  conformity  with 

the  direction  of  the  foundation  deed.] 

Hopkins’s  Charity. 

Hopkins’s  Charily.  Joseph  lloplcins,  by  Will  dated  7th  April  1G81,  gave  to  the  poor  people  of 
Birmingham  the  sum  of  200/.,  to  be  laid  out  in  lands  or  tenements  in  or  near 
Birmingham,  and  to  be  settled  and  assured  to  them,  by  such  ways  and  means  as 
his  executors,  John  Cotterell  and  Thomas  Edwards,  by  their  counsel  should  be 
advised. 

By  Indenture  dated  21st  July  1691,  between  Thomas  Tyrer  and  John  Cot- 
terell the  elder,  of  the  one  part,  and  Sir  Charles  Holt,  bart.  and  17  others,  of  the 
other  part,  reciting  the  will  of  Joseph  Hopkins  as  above,  and  that  after  his 
death,  Thomas  Edwards,  one  of  the  executors,  renounced  the  executorship 
thereof,  but  the  said  John  Cotterell  the  elder  took  upon  himself  the  same,  and 
proved  the  will ; and  further  reciting,  that  with  the  200  /.  so  given  by  the  said 
will,  the  said  John  Cotterell  the  elder  purchased  of  Humphrey  Powell  and 
Elizabeth  his  wife  the  premises  after  mentioned,  and  caused  them  to  be  con- 
veyed to  the  said  Thomas  Tyrer  and  John  Cotterell  the  elder,  and  their  heirs, 
to  the  intent  that  they  might  convey  and  settle  the  same  for  the  benefit  of  the 
said  poor  people,  in  pursuance  of  the  said  will : It  was  witnessed,  that  they 
thereby  granted  and  conveyed  to  the  parties  of  the  second  part  four  several 
closes  or  parcels  of  inclosed  land,  meadow  or  pasture,  called  by  the  name  of  the 
Blake  Moor,  and  lying  in  the  parish  of  Sutton  Coldfield,  in  the  county  of  War- 
wick, between  certain  lands  therein  specified,  and  a certain  little  close  containing 
by  estimation  one  day’s  math,  and  lately  also  conveyed  by  the  said  Humphrey 
Powell  and  his  wife  to  Samuel  Leigh  and  Humphrey  Holden,  all  which  premises 
were  then  in  the  occupation  of  the  said  Samuel  Leigh,  under  a demise  to  him 
thereof  lately  made  by  the  said  Thomas  Tyrer  and  John  Cotterell,  for  the  term 
of  seven  years,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  8/.  10  s. ; to  hold  to  the  parties  of  the  second 
part,  their  heirs  and  assigns  for  ever,  to  their  only  use,  but  in  trust  for  the  said 
poor  people,  in  manner  following  ; that  is  to  say,  in  trust,  out  of  the  rents  and 
profits  to  defray  all  charges  and  expenses  which  should  happen  to  them  by  reason 
of  the  trust,  and  to  dispose  of  the  residue  of  the  rents  in  yearly  providing  and 
bestowing  upon  four  such  poor  men  and  four  such  poor  women,  inhabitants  of 
the  town  or  parish  of  Birmingham,  as  the  said  trustees,  or  the  major  part  of  them, 
should  think  meet  to  nominate,  good  new  woollen  coats  and  gowns,  that  is,  to 
every  one  of  the  men  a coat,  and  to  every  one  of  the  women  a gowrn ; all  the 
coats  and  gowns  together,  in  any  one  year,  not  to  exceed  the  value  of  4/.,  and 
to  be  delivered  to  the  said  poor  men  and  poor  women  yearly  on  the  feast-day  of 
Saint  Thomas  the  apostle,  at  the  parish-church  of  Birmingham  immediately 
after  Divine  Service,  if  such  should  be,  and  if  not,  then  betwixt  eleven  and  twelve 
of  the  clock,  if  there  should  be  such  poor  men  and  women  as  would  wear  the 
same  ; and  also  yearly  on  the  next  Friday  before  Whitsuntide,  in  the  same  parish- 
church,  immediately  after  Divine  Service,  if  such  should  be  there  that  day  cele- 
brated, or  elsewhere  in  Birmingham,  to  employ  and  distribute  all  the  residue  of 
the  rents  in  bread  and  money,  to  and  among  such  other  poor  inhabitants  of  the 
said  parish  as  the  said  trustees,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  should  think  meet  to 
nominate  ; provided  that  none  of  the  said  bread  or  money  should  be  provided 
for,  or  bestowed  upon  any  person  who  then,  or  within  the  space  of  one  year  next 
before  the  day  of  distribution,  should  have  received  or  claimed  relief  from  the 
churchwardens  or  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  said  parish  ; and  it  was  provided, 
that  wdien  the  trustees  should  be  reduced  by  death  to  five,  they  should  appoint 
10  new  trustees,  to  whom,  jointly  with  the  survivors,  the  premises  should  be 
conveyed  upon  the  same  trusts. 

This  deed  is  executed  by  the  said  Thomas  Tyrer  arid  John  Cotterell  only,  and 
the  execution  and  delivery  by  them  are  attested  by  four  witnesses. 

There  is,  however,  no  evidence  that  this  deed  ever  took  effect,  but  we  are  led 
to  infer  the  contrary  from  subsequent  deeds,  in  which  no  notice  is  taken  of  the 
one  above  abstracted,  and  in  which  the  trusts  are  somewhat  varied. 


The 
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The  first  of  these  subsequent  deeds  is  an  indenture  bearing  date  the  25th 
October  1746,  made  between  George  Cotterell,  therein  described  to  be  the  son 
and  heir  of  John  Cotterell,  who  was  the  son  and  heir  of  John  Cotterell,  thereto- 
fore of  Birmingham,  deceased,  of  the  one  part,  and  Abraham  Spooner,  and  seven 
others,  all  of  Birmingham,  of  the  other  part,  whereby,  after  reciting  the  will  of 
the  said  Joseph  Hopkins  to  the  effect  above  mentioned,  and  that  Thomas  Ed- 
wards, one  of  the  executors,  had  renounced  probate  ; and  also  reciting  an  inden- 
ture of  the  26th  March  1689,  whereby,  in  consideration  of  the  sum  of  200  /. 
received  from  John  Cotterell,  and  of  61.  9 s.  received  from  Samuel  Leigh,  Hum- 
phrey Powell  and  Elizabeth  his  wife  had  conveyed  to  Thomas  Tyrer  and  the 
said  John  Cotterell  a piece  of  inclosed  land,  meadow  and  pasture-ground,  called 
by  the  name  of  the  Blake  Moor,  then  or  late  into  five  parts  divided,  lying  in 
Sutton  Coldfield,  to  hold  the  same  (except  a little  close  or  inclosed  parcel  of  land 
meadow  or  pasture-ground,  parcel  thereof,  containing  one  day’s  math  or  there- 
abouts) to  the  said  Thomas  Tyrer  and  John  Cotterell,  and  their  heirs  for  ever, 
to  their  own  use  ; and  to  hold  the  said  little  close,  so  excepted  as  aforesaid,  to 
the  said  Samuel  Leigh  and  to  Humphrey  Holden,  and  the  heirs  of  the  said 
Samuel  Leigh,  to  the  use  of  the  said  Samuel  and  Humphrey,  and  the  heirs  of 
the  said  Samuel  for  ever ; and  also  reciting  that  the  said  parcel  of  land  so  con- 
veyed to  the  said  Thomas  Tyrer  and  John  Cotterell,  and  their  heirs,  (except  as 
aforesaid,)  was  purchased  with  the  money  so  given  to  the  poor  people  of  Bir- 
mingham by  the  said  will,  and  was  so  conveyed  to  them  in  trust,  and  for  the 
only  benefit  of  the  said  poor  people,  although  no  use  had  been  before  declared 
thereof,  but  that  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  premises  had  been  all  along 
employed  for  the  benefit  of  the  said  poor  people  in  manner  after  mentioned  ; 
and  further  reciting,  that  the  said  John  Cotterell,  the  grandfather,  survived  the 
said  Thomas  Tyrer  : It  was  witnessed,  that  the  said  George  Cotterell  thereby 
granted  and  conveyed  to  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part,  and  their  heirs,  the 
said  piece  or  parcel  of  inclosed  land,  except  as  before  excepted,  to  the  use  of 
him  and  them,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  for  ever,  upon  the  trusts  following;  that 
is  to  say,  upon  trust,  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  land  to  defray  all 
charges  accrued  to  them,  in  and  about  the  performance  of  the  trust  reposed  in 
them,  and  yearly  to  employ  and  dispose  of  the  residue  of  the  said  rents  and 
profits,  in  providing  for  such  and  so  many  poor  men  and  poor  women,  inhabit- 
ants of  the  town  or  parish  of  Birmingham,  as  to  them  should  seem  meet,  good 
new  woollen  clothing,  in  such  sort  and  manner  as  to  them  it  should  seem  meet  to 
appoint,  to  be  delivered  to  the  said  poor  men  and  women  yearly,  upon  the  feast- 
day  of  St.  Thomas  the  apostle,  in  the  parish-church  of  Saint  Martin,  in  Birming- 
ham, immediately  after  Divine  Service  in  the  said  church,  or  if  there  should  be 
no  service  there  that  day,  then  betwixt  11  and  12  o’clock  in  the  forenoon ; and 
it  was  provided  that  when  the  number  of  trustees  should  be  reduced  by  death 
to  three,  the  survivors  should  convey  the  trust-premises,  to  five  such  other  of  the 
most  fit  and  substantial  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Birmingham,  as  they  should 
think  proper,  to  the  use  of  them  and  the  said  survivors,  and  their  heirs,  upon  the 
same  trusts  as  were  therein  declared. 

These  last-mentioned  trusts  have  been  since  continued  by  successive  new 
conveyances,  by  the  latest  of  which,  dated  2d  May  1818,  the  premises  were 
vested  in  Samuel  Ryland,  John  Hyland,  Thomas  Bower,  John  Cope,  Edward 
Freer,  and  three  others,  since  dead. 

The  property  belonging  to  this  charity,  as  we  collect  from  an  admeasurement 
and  plan  made  in  1802,  consists  of  five  several  closes,  called  the  Bleak  Moor, 
containing  together  25a.  Or.  31  p. 

This  estate  is  now  held  by  John  Smith,  under  a lease  for  21  years  from  Lady 
day  1825,  at  the  clear  yearly  rent  of  37 1.  10  s.,  payable  at  Lady-day  and  Mi- 
chaelmas; with  the  usual  covenants  for  good  husbandry,  and  with  a reservation 
to  the  lessors  of  timber-trees.  The  same  tenant  had  previously  held  the  farm 
for  a like  term  of  21  years,  at  the  rent  of  30/. 

Previously  to  the  granting  of  the  present  lease  the  premises  were  valued  by 
a surveyor  appointed  by  the  trustees,  who  reported  the  extreme  value  to  be 
40/.  6s.  2 d.  The  trustees  were  however  induced  to  abate  of  this  valuation  to 
the  lessee,  in  consideration  of  his  having  been  an  old  tenant,  and  of  his  having 
taken  very  good  care  of  the  land.  The  present  rent  appears  to  be  the  fair  value 
of  the  estate.

„ . T~7,h  t an  Act  °f  Parliament  then  lately  passed. 

0p  continued^1  Y’  From  the  inspection  of  the  accounts  of  this  charity,  we  find  that  in  addition  to 

v. ^ / the  rents,  there  was  received  in  the  year  1819,  a sum  of  37/.  for  timber  cut  on  the 

estate,  and  that  out  of  the  rents  received  and  this  timber-money,  there  has  been 
paid  for  the  expenses  of  the  last  appointment  of  trustees,  and  of  the  lease  granted 
in  1825,  28/.  15  s.  5d. ; for  the  valuation  of  the  land  preparatory  to  that  lease, 
2/.  2 s.  and  some  other  small  charges  amounting  to  1 /.  7 s.  6d. 

Of  the  rest  of  the  income,  the  greater  part  has  been  applied,  in  an  annual  dis- 
tribution of  gowns  to  poor  women  of  the  town  of  Birmingham. 

The  trustees  meet  annually  in  the  month  of  November,  and  upon  auditing  the 
accounts,  ascertain  what  number  of  gowns  the  funds  in  hand  will  admit  of  their 
providing,  subject  to  a small  reservation,  to  meet  the  expenses  of  a new  trust- 
deed,  when  it  shall  become  necessary. 

The  number  of  gowns  to  be  given  being  ascertained,  stuff  for  the  purpose,  and 
materials  for  making  are  provided,  and  divided  in  equal  proportions  among  the 
trustees,  who  have  them  made  up,  and  give  them  away  to  poor  people  selected 
by  themselves.  The  number  of  gowns  so  distributed  in  each  of  the  last  four 
years  was  60,  but  from  the  different  price  of  the  materials  the  whole  cost  varied 
as  follows  : in  1823,  32/.  155.  6d.-y  1824,  34/.  65. ; 1825,  32/.  95.;  and  1826, 
28/.  165.,  being  an  average  of  about  32/.  per  annum.  At  the  time  of  our  In- 
quiry, in  September  1827,  there  remained  in  the  bank  of  Messrs.  Atwood  and 
Spooner,  of  Birmingham,  where  the  funds  of  the  charity  are  kept,  a balance  of 
11/.  155.  5 d. 

Pemberton’s  Charity. 

Pemberton’s  It  is  stated  on  a table  of  benefactions  in  St.  Martin’s  church,  that  Mr.  Joseph 
Charity.  Pemberton , A.  D.,  1722,  gave  405.  per  annum  for  ever,  payable  out  of  an  estate 

in  the  parish  of  Tanworth;  and  also  205.  per  annum  for  ever,  payable  out  of  an 
estate  in  the  parish  of  Harborne  ; which  said  3 /.  was  to  be  laid  out  yearly  by  the 
churchwardens  in  purchasing  coats  for  four  poor  men  inhabiting  in  the  town  of 
Birmingham,  and  to  be  given  them  at  Christmas. 

The  sum  of  405.  a year  is  regularly  paid  to  the  churchwardens  by  Mr.  Francis 
Green,  of  Lapworth,  as  a charge  on  an  estate,  in  the  parish  of  Tanworth,  of 
which  he  is  the  owner. 

This  sum  is  applied  in  the  purchase  of  two  coats,  which  are  given  away  by 
the  churchwardens  to  poor  men,  inhabitants  of  Birmingham. 

The  annuity  of  205.  was  also  regularly  paid,  till  about  13  years  ago,  by  Mrs. 
Grundy,  of  the  Lightwoods,  in  the  parish  of  Harborne.  The  estate  subject 
to  the  charge  is  now  the  property  of  her  daughter,  Miss  Grundy,  who  on  our 
application  has  engaged  to  pay  up  the  arrears,  and  to  continue  the  payment 
regularly  for  the  future. 

Hollier’s  Charity. 

Hollier’s  Charity.  Elizabeth  Hollier,  of  Birmingham,  widow,  by  Will,  dated  9th  December 
1789,  devised,  in  case  she  should  die  before  the  8th  day  of  August  then  next, 
all  her  land,  with  the  hereditaments  and  appurtenances  thereto  belonging, 
situate  in  the  parish  of  Aston,  near  Birmingham,  in  the  tenure  of  John  Parsons 
and  Phoebe  Webster,  widow,  to  Roger  Vaughton  of  Ilandsworth,  Edmund 
Wace  Patteson  of  Edgbaston,  and  Edward  Patteson  of  Smithwick,  clerk, 
their  heirs  and  assigns,  not  doubting  but  they  would  perform  her  charitable 
intentions  concerning  the  same  in  the  same  manner  intended,  in  case  they 
should  not  be  performed  by  her  before  that  time. 

The  testatrix  died  the  4th  May  1790. 

By  Indentures,  dated  31st  May  and  1st  June  1790,  and  enrolled  in 
the  Court  of  Chancery,  Roger  Vaughton,  Edmund  Wace  Patteson,  and 
Edward  Patteson,  clerk,  devisees  in  fee,  under  the  will  of  Elizabeth  Hollier,  of 
the  lands  after  mentioned,  granted  and  conveyed  to  the  use  of  themselves  and 
of  Isaac  Spooner,  of  Elmden,  esq.,  William  Hicks,  of  Birmingham,  gent., 
Richard  Geast,  of  Brown’s  Green,  in  the  parish  of  Handsworth,  William 
Ward,  of  Birmingham,  mercer,  and  Humphrey  Vaughton,  of  Birmingham, 
gent.,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  four  closes  of  arable,  meadow  and  pasture- 
ground,  with  the  appurtenances,  situate  in  the  parish  of  Aston,  two  of  which 
pieces  of  land  were  then  let  to  John  Parsons,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  15/.  105. 
and  the  other  two  were  in  the  tenure  of  the  widow  Webster,  at  the  yearly  rent

of  14/.,  and  all  other  the  lands  and  hereditaments  whatsoever  of  the  said 
grantors,  or  either  of  them,  then  in  the  tenure  of  the  said  John  Parsons  and 
the  widow  Webster,  or  either  of  them,  upon  trust,  to  apply  the  clear  rents 
and  profits  of  the  said  premises  in  providing  12  or  more  coats  or  gowns,  and 
such  other  linen  and  clothing  as  to  them  should  seem  convenient,  to  be  distri- 
buted yearly  to  12  or  more  poor  men  or  women  parishioners  of  the  parish  of 
Birmingham  aforesaid  ; and  eight  or  more  coats  or  gowns,  and  such  other  linen 
and  clothing,  as  to  them  should  seem  convenient,  to  be  distributed  yearly  to 
eight  or  more  poor  men  or  women,  parishioners  of  Aston,  near  Birmingham, 
the  same  proportion  of  12  to  8 being  always  to  be  observed  in  respect  of  the 
number  of  poor  men  and  women  in  Birmingham  and  Aston  ; and  it  was  pro- 
vided, that  when  the  number  of  trustees  should  be  reduced  to  three,  they  should 
nominate  new  trustees,  being  members  of  the  church  of  England,  in  the  room 
of  such  trustees  as  should  be  then  dead,  to  make  up  the  number  seven. 

By  subsequent  Indentures,  dated  15th  and  16th  August  1810,  also 
enrolled  in  Chancery,  Roger  Vaughton,  Isaac  Spooner  the  elder,  and  Wil- 
liam Hicks,  survivors  of  the  trustees  before  named,  conveyed  the  trust- 
premises  to  the  use  of  themselves,  and  of  Isaac  Spooner  the  younger,  of 
Whitton,  esq.,  William  Anderton,  of  Moseley  Wake  Green,  in  the  parish  of 
King’s  Norton,  esq.,  and  Thomas  Hall  Vaughton,  of  Ashfurlong  House,  in  the 
county  of  Warwick,  esq.,  and  Roger  Ryland  Vaughton,  of  Emanuel  College, 
Cambridge,  esq.,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  upon  the  same  trusts  as  before 
declared. 

The  four  new  trustees  appointed  by  this  deed  are  now  surviving. 

A plan  of  the  charity-land  is  indorsed  upon  one  of  the  last-mentioned 
deeds,  from  which  it  appears  that  the  four  closes  contain  in  the  whole 
9a.  Or.  37p. 

These  four  closes  are  now  in  the  respective  occupation  of  the  following 
yearly  tenants,  and  at  the  following  rents,  which  appear  to  be  the  fair  value  of 
the  respective  premises  ; viz.

The  rent  is  received  by  Mr.  Spooner,  one  of  the  present  trustees. 

Coats  for  men,  and  gowns  and  shifts  for  women,  are  provided  by  a draper  in 
Birmingham,  to  the  amount  of  the  rent,  as  nearly  as  can  be  done.  The  num- 
ber ordered  in  each  of  the  last  four  years  has  been  16  coats,  40  gowns,  and 
40  shifts,  the  cost  of  which  was  51/.  16s.  The  small  surpluses  of  rent  which 
have  remained,  after  paying  the  draper’s  bill,  have  been  from  time  to  time 
applied  in  additional  gifts  of  clothing,  as  they  have  accumulated  to  a sufficient 
sum.  From  these  surpluses  there  remained  in  hand  at  the  period  of  our 
Inquiry  in  April  1827,  the  sum  of  10/.  13  s.  6 d.,  and  also  a further  sum  of 
10/.  arising  from  the  sale  of  the  materials  of  an  old  barn,  which  had  stood 
upon  the  trust-premises.  These  sums  it  was  proposed  to  reserve  as  a fund  for 
the  renewal  of  the  trust-deeds. 

The  clothing  is  supplied  at  Christmas,  and  the  different  articles  are  delivered 
to  the  persons  appointed  to  receive  them,  according  to  written  orders  furnished 
by  the  respective  trustees,  to  each  of  whom  an  equal  proportion  of  the  clothing 
is  assigned  for  distribution. 

Mr.  Spooner  and  Mr.  Anderton,  in  the  selection  of  the  persons  to  whom 
they  give  the  clothing,  observe  as  nearly  as  practicable  the  proportion,  between 
the  poor  of  Birmingham  and  those  of  Aston,  directed  by  the  trust-deed. 

The  portion  assigned  for  distribution  to  the  Rev.  R.  R.  Vaughton,  another 
of  the  trustees,  who  is  not  resident  in  the  neighbourhood,  is  given  away  by 
his  brother-in-law  Mr.  Oughton,  of  Sutton  Coldfield.  This  gentleman  has 
selected  for  the  gift  poor  persons  from  each  of  the  parishes  of  Birmingham  and 
Aston,  but  has  not  observed  the  proportion  between  them  directed  by  the 
trust-deeds,  not  having  been  aware  of  that  provision. 

The  other  surviving  trustee,  J.  H.  Vaughton,  esq.,  resides  at  Fillongley  in  this 

5 C 2 county. 
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county,  and,  as  he  informs  us,  never  having  seen  the  trust-deed,  was  not 
aware  of  any  limitation,  respecting  the  residence  of  the  objects  of  Mrs.  Hollier’s 
bounty.  He  has  therefore  been  accustomed  to  give  the  clothing,  to  such 
poor  persons  as  he  thought  most  deserving,  without  regard  to  their  parish,  or 
place  of  residence,  and  for  this  purpose  he  has  had  sent  to  him,  by  the  draper  in 
Birmingham,  clothing  of  the  same  amount  in  value,  but  not  consisting  of  the 
same  articles  as  that  supplied  to  the  other  trustees.  He  has  been  informed  by 
us  of  the  provisions  of  the  trust-deed,  and  has  expressed  his  intention  to  attend 
to  them  in  future. 


Billingsley’s  Charity. 

Billingsley’s  John  Billingsley  the  elder  by  Will  dated  24th  March  1G29,  gave  to  John 
Chanty.  Billingsley,  (his  eldest  son,)  and  his  heirs  and  assigns,  his  two  houses,  gardens 
and.  appurtenances,  situate  in  Deritend,  in  the  county  of  Warwick,  to  the  use 
and  intent  that  he  should  give  and  pay,  for  ever,  12  d.  to  buy  14  loaves  of  good 
wholesome  and  sufficient  baker’s  bread  every  week,  to  poor  people  inhabiting 
within  the  parish  of  Birmingham,  and  within  the  liberties  of  Deritend  and  Bordes- 
ley, equally,  that  is  to  say,  to  the  poor  people  of  Birmingham  seven  loaves,  and  to 
the  poor  people  inhabiting  in  Deritend  and  Bordesley  other  seven  loaves,  to  be 
distributed  and  given  to  such  poor  people  weekly,  as  should  seem  to  stand  in 
most  need  thereof  in  the  places  above  named  ; and  his  will  was,  that  the  said 
John  Billingsley  should,  within  the  space  of  five  years  next  after  his  decease, 
make  a sufficient  feoffment  in  writing,  sealed  and  delivered,  to  nine  honest 
men,  whereof  some  should  inhabit  in  Birmingham,  and  so  many  inhabit  in 
Deritend,  and  the  same  number  in  Bordesley,  of  the  said  two  houses,  for  the 
perpetual  giving  of  the  said  14  loaves  weekly  to  the  poor  as  aforesaid. 

By  Deed,  dated  25th  March  IG67,  John  Billingsley  the  son,  after  reciting  the 
will,  as  above  abstracted,  for  fulfilling  and  confirming  the  same,  infeoffed  and  con- 
firmed the  said  two  houses  and  premises,  (described  as  then  made  into  one  house, 
and  as  being  situate  in  Deritend,  between  the  land  of  Richard  Forest,  the  land 
late  of  the  lord  of  the  manor,  called  the  Birchalls,  and  the  streets  there,)  to  Abra- 
ham White  and  eight  others,  (being  three  of  Birmingham,  three  of  Deritend, 
and  three  of  Bordesley,)  their  heirs  and  assigns,  to  their  only  proper  use,  upon 
trust,  to  employ  the  rents  and  profits  thereof  according  to  the  true  intent  of 
the  said  will,  viz.  one  moiety  to  the  poor  of  Birmingham,  and  the  other  moiety 
to  the  poor  of  Deritend  and  Bordesley,  for  the  buying  of  bread  for  the  people 
as  was  mentioned  aforesaid.  And  the  said  feoffees  covenanted  with  the  said 
John  Billingsley,  that  if  they  or  any  of  them  should  at  any  time  thereafter 
remove  and  depart  forth  of  the  said  town  of  Birmingham,  Deritend,  or  Bordes- 
ley, to  any  other  place,  to  inhabit,  and  should  so  inhabit,  then  so  many  of 
the  said  nine  feoffees  as  should  so  depart  and  inhabit  in  any  other  place  should 
not  thenceforth  receive  or  dispose  of  any  of  the  rents  of  the  said  premises. 
And  it  was  further  agreed  by  and  between  the  said  parties,  that  so  often  as 
four  of  the  feoffees  should  be  dead,  or  departed,  and  dwelling  elsewhere,  it 
should  be  lawful  for  so  many  of  the  nine  as  should  be  then  living,  with  the 
consent  of  the  chiefest  inhabitants  of  Birmingham,  Deritend,  and  Bordesley,  to 
elect  other  persons,  of  the  inhabitants  of  those  places,  to  make  up  the  said  num- 
ber of  persons,  as  should  be  thought  meet  to  be  feoffees  in  trust,  and  to  stand 
seised  to  the  uses  aforesaid,  according  to  the  said  will,  and  due  conveyances 
should  be  made  of  the  premises  accordingly. 

The  trusts  of  this  charity  appear  to  have  been  renewed  by  a series  of  succes- 
sive conveyances ; by  the  latest  of  which,  dated  29th  September  1801,  the 
premises  were  vested  in  Gregory  Whyley,  George  Yeates,  William  Hamper, 
James  Cockle,  Isaac  Marshall,  Henry  Parker,  John  Parker,  John  Slater,  (all 
resident,)  and  William  Jabot  (who  left  the  neighbourhood  for  many  years,  and 
has  recently  returned),  and  six  others,  since  deceased ; five  trustees  from  each 
of  the  places  specified  being  then  appointed.  The  premises  are  in  this  deed 
described,  as  two  messuages  with  the  gardens,  &c.  formerly  in  the  tenure  of 
William  Jenks  and  John  White,  but  since  (the  same  having  been  converted  into 
three  tenements),  of  the  several  tenants  therein  named. 

The  premises  were  demised  in  1675  for  a term  of  90  years,  at  a rent  of  31., 
the  lessee  covenanting  to  keep  them  in  repair. 


On 
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On  the  expiration  of  that  lease,  they  were  let  to  tenants  for  short  periods  at 
various  rents,  between  11/.  and  17/.,  which  latter  was  the  annual  amount 
received  in  the  year  1802.  They  appear  however  during  this  interval  to  have 
been  subject  to  very  heavy  expenses  for  repairs  ; from  which  circumstance,  as 
well  as  losses  sustained  by  tenants,  they  were  productive  of  small  benefit  to  the 
charity. 

In  the  year  1804,  the  trustees  set  on  foot  a subscription,  to  raise  a fund  for 
rebuilding  the  premises;  and.  the  money  thus  raised,  being  about  180/.,  was 
invested  in  the  funds,  and  allowed  to  accumulate  till  1813,  when  it  was  sold  out, 
and  with  the  dividends,  and  a sum  borrowed  by  the  trustees,  making  together 
the  sum  of  381/.,  was  then  laid  out  in  rebuilding  the  premises;  which  on 
being  rebuilt,  were  let  at  rents  amounting  together  to  33/.  16  s.  per  annum. 
These  rents  have  since  varied,  and  at  the  time  of  our  Inquiry  were  as  follows, 
viz.

These  rents  are  the  full  value  of  the  premises. 

They  are  subject  to  deductions  for  the  poor’s  levies,  amounting  in  1826  to 
1/.  165.  4 d. ; for  insurance,  amounting  to  9<s*  or  10s. ; and  for  the  expense  of 
keeping  the  premises  in  repair. 

After  these  payments,  the  whole  of  the  income,  since  the  repayment  of  the 
money  borrowed  for  the  building,  (which  was  finally  effected  in  the  year  1822), 
has  been  expended  in  the  purchase  of  bread,  which  is  distributed  every  Sunday 
afternoon,  one  half  at  St.  Martin’s  church,  Birmingham,  and  the  other  half  at 
St.  John’s  chapel,  Deritend.  This  distribution  is  made  among  the  most  deserv- 
ing poor  of  the  respective  places,  under  the  superintendence  of  three  of  the 
trustees,  who  are  specially  appointed,  for  that  purpose  at  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  trustees,  at  which  the  accounts  are  audited. 

It  is  in  the  contemplation  of  the  trustees  to  reserve  in  future  a small  part  of 
the  income  to  accumulate,  as  a repairing  fund,  with  a view  of  securing  the 
charity  against  the  risk  of  future  interruption. 


Hill’s  Charity. 

By  Indenture,  dated  the  26th  March  I67S,  between  George  Hill,  of  the  one 
part,  and  Henry  Stone,  John  Stone,  Nathaniel  Brooksby,  master  of  the  free- 
school  in  Birmingham,  Humphrey  Jennings,  Samuel  Carter,  John  Hunt  and. 
John  Rotten,  of  the  other  part,  the  said  George  Hill  granted  and  conveyed 
to  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part,  a messuage  or  tenement,  and  back- 
side, and  the  gardens,  orchards,  barns  and  buildings,  with  the  appurtenances, 
situate  in  the  parish  of  Sutton  Coldfield,  in  the  county  of  Warwick;  and  also 
a close  or  parcel  of  land  or  pasture,  called  or  known  by  the  name  of  the  Quarry 
Close  or  Croft,  with  the  herbage  of  the  Quarry  Pits  at  the  end  of  the  same 
croft  or  close ; and  another  close  or  parcel  of  land  called  the  Long  Croft ; and 
another  close  or  parcel  of  land  or  pasture  called  the  Wheatfield  Close,  all 
which  premises  were  situate  in  Ash  Furlong,  and  in  the  parish  of  Sutton 
Coldfield,  excepting  and  always  reserving  to  the  said  George  Hill,  and  his 
heirs  and  assigns,  all  stone  and  minerals  that  might  be  found  in  the  Quarry 
Rep.  20.  5 C 3 Pits 
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Birmingham.  Pits  before-mentioned,  with  liberty  to  search  for  and  carry  away  the  same : 

To  hold  the  said  premises  to  the  said  grantees,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  for  ever, 

Hill’s  Chanty,  Up0n  trust,  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  thereof,  to  provide,  and  on  every 

v colltL""e  • y Sunday  for  ever,  immediately  after  morning-prayer  and  sermon  ended,  at  the 

parish-church  of  Birmingham,  distribute  12  penny  loaves,  of  good  wheaten 
bread,  to  12  of  such  of  the  most  aged  poor  and  impotent  people,  inhabitants 
of  the  parish  of  Birmingham,  that  should  be  there  from  time  to  time  ready 
to  receive  the  same ; and  on  further  trust,  yearly  to  pay  the  sum  of  205., 
for  the  better  encouragement  of  some  honest  and  able  person  to  preach  the 
word  of  Almighty  God  in  the  chapel  called  Deritend  chapel,  situate  in  the 
parish  of  Aston-juxta-Birmingham ; and  upon  further  trust,  to  dispose  of  all 
the  residue  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  same  premises,  towards  the  relief  and 
maintenance  of  five  such  poor  honest  men,  as  had  studied  or  should  study  the 
word  of  Almighty  God,  that  were  not  capable  of  places  by  reason  of  subscrip- 
tion, or  oaths,  or  were  or  should  be  inhabitants  in  Birmingham,  or  within 
10  miles  distance  thereof,  and  whom  the  governors  of  the  free-school  in  Bir- 
mingham, or  the  major  part  of  them,  should  from  time  to  time  judge  fit  objects 
of  charity,  and  therefore  appoint  to  have  and  receive  the  relief  and  maintenance ; 
and  if  five  such  at  any  time  should  not  be  found,  then  the  same  number  to  be 
made  up  with  poor  widows  of  such  like  men,  to  be  from  time  to  time  nomi- 
nated and  appointed  by  the  said  governors,  or  the  major  part  of  them  ; and  if 
such  five  men  or  widows  should  not  be  found,  then  to  employ  the  residue  of  the 
said  rents  in  and  for  the  relief  of  such  poor  indigent  people,  inhabitants  of  Bir- 
mingham, as  the  said  master  and  governors  for  the  time  being,  or  the  major 
part  of  them,  should  therefore  nominate  and  appoint.  And  upon  further 
trust,  that  the  said  trustees  should  from  time  to  time  demise  the  said  premises 
to  such  person  or  persons  as  would  take  the  same,  for  any  term  or  time  not 
exceeding  21  years,  or  three  lives,  and  whereupon  the  best  improved  yearly 
rent  should  be  reserved  for  the  same  yearly,  during  all  such  term,  with  fitting 
covenants  and  provisoes;  and  also  that  the  said  trustees  should  yearly,  upon 
the  feast-day  of  St.  John  the  Baptist,  at  the  free-school  in  Birmingham,  give 
a true  and  just  account  to  the  governors  of  the  said  free-school  of  all  the  rents 
and  profits  of  the  premises  which  they  should  receive,  and  of  their  disburse- 
ments thereof,  and  if  any  part  should  remain  in  their  hands,  should  pay  such 
part  to  the  said  governors,  to  be  by  them  employed  according  to  the  trusts 
aforesaid;  and  upon  further  trust,  that  when  it  should  happen  that  there  should 
be  but  two  trustees  living,  the  said  two  survivors  should  convey  the  same  pre- 
mises to  some  fitting  person  or  persons,  and  his  or  their  heirs,  who  immediately 
thereupon  should  re-convey  the  same  to  the  same  two  surviving  trustees,  and  to 
seven  others  at  the  least,  fitting  persons  and  inhabitants  of  Birmingham,  and 
their  heirs  and  assigns,  upon  the  same  trusts  as  aforesaid;  the  same  seven  new 
trustees  always  to  be  named  and  appointed  by  the  governors  of  the  free-school 
of  Birmingham,  or  the  greater  part  of  them,  and  to  be  of  the  same  governors, 
as  well  as  other  fit  persons,  inhabitants  of  the  said  parish  of  Birmingham. 

These  trusts  were  duly  renewed  by  successive  conveyances,  by  the  latest  of 
which,  dated  the  26th  May  1780,  the  premises  wrere  vested  in  Joseph  Smith, 
Thomas  Price,  chief  master  of  the  free-school  at  Birmingham,  and  14  others, 
of  whom  James  Male  was  one,  (described  as  all  of  Birmingham,  and  as  being 
trustees  nominated  by  the  governors  of  the  free-school,)  and  their  heirs,  upon 
the  former  trusts. 

These  trustees  are  all  now  dead,  the  last  survivor  being  Mr.  Male. 

The  trust  premises  are  now  held  by  Lucius  Jenkins,  as  devisee  of  his  late 
father  John  Jenkins,  to  whom  they  were  demised  by  the  trustees,  by  indenture 
dated  the  9th  November  1786,  to  hold  to  him  and  his  heirs  during  the  natural 
lives  of  John  Jenkins  then  aged  about  six  years,  Lucius  Jenkins  then  aged 
about  four  years,  and  Christopher  Jenkins  then  aged  about  two  years,  (sons  oT 
the  said  lessee),  and  the  life  of  the  survivor  of  them-,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  10/., 
payable  at  Lady-day  and  Michaelmas,  clear  of  all  deductions  except  land-tax. 
Two  of  these  lives  are  still  subsisting. 

The  premises  comprised  in  this  lease  were  particularized  by  the  description 
of  “ three  closes  or  parcels  of  arable  land,  containing  by  estimation  11  acres, 

and 
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and  the  old  tenement  standing  upon  part  thereof,  together  with  the  barn,  yard, 
garden  and  appurtenances  thereto  belonging,  situate  in  Ash  Furlong,  in  the 
parish  of  Sutton  Coldfield.”  And  there  were  excepted  from  the  lease  “all 
“ woods,  underwoods,  timber-trees  and  saplings ; and  all  mines,  veins  and  jelfs 
“ of  coal,  stone,  lime,  sand  and  clay,  and  all  other  mines  and  minerals  what- 
“ soever.” 


By  a recent  survey  and  admeasurement,  the  premises  have  been  found  to 
consist  of  the  following  parcels  and  quantities  ; viz.

And  there  was  found  timber  on  the  premises  fit  for  falling  to  the  value  of 
200 /. 

The  present  value  of  the  premises  is  estimated  at  from  35  o 4 0 /.  per 
annum. 

In  granting  this  lease  for  lives,  the  trustees  exercised  a power  expressly  given 
to  them  by  the  foundation  deed,  and  we  are  not  aware  that  they  could  have 
obtained  better  terms  than  they  procured.  It  appears  indeed  that  the  premises 
were  demised  as  long  ago  as  the  year  1727,  at  the  like  rent  of  10/.,  upon  a lease 
for  21  years ; but  a subsequent  lease,  granted  in  1741,  for  a like  term  of  21 
years,  reserves  a rent  of  8 /.  only. 

On  reference  to  the  accounts,  which  have  been  produced  to  us  from  the  year 
1742  to  the  present  time,  it  appears  to  have  been  formerly  the  practice  to 
appropriate  the  rents  of  this  charity  with  a due  regard  to  the  directions  of  the 
founder,  viz.  the  sum  of  2/.  12s.  annually  to  the  purchase  of  bread,  and  1/.  an- 
nually to  the  minister  of  Deritend  chapel ; and  what  surplus  remained  was 
divided  from  time  to  time  among  a certain  number  of  dissenting  ministers,  or 
sometimes  their  widows,  appointed  by  the  governors  of  the  grammar  school. 
But  this  regularity  in  the  administration  of  the  funds  has  been  long  since  inter- 
mitted, and  the  payment  of  1 /.  yearly  to  the  minister  of  Deritend  chapel  is  the 
only  one  which  has  been  continued  to  the  present  day ; the  payment  for  bread 
having  ceased  in  the  year  1814,  and  that  to  the  dissenting  ministers  in  the  year 
1779,  a period  of  nearly  fifty  years.  It  also  appears  that  the  collection  of  the 
rents  was  intermitted  from  1796  to  1821,  when  the  sum  of  204/.  15 s.  6d.  was 
paid  to  Mr.  Whateley,  under  the  circumstances  hereafter  stated,  and  again 
from  1821  to  the  period  of  our  inquiry  in  1828,  when  the  balance  of  the  rent 
was  paid. 

These  facts  afford  a proof  of  great  neglect  on  the  part  of  the  Governors  of 
the  Grammar  School,  under  whose  superintendence  this  charity  is  placed,  and 
from  among  whom  the  trustees  are  in  part  chosen.  A proper  attention  on  their 
part  to  that  clause  of  the  foundation  deed,  which  requires  the  annual  production 
and  examination  of  the  accounts,  could  not  have  failed  to  check  the  evil ; but 
no  such  examination  appears  to  have  taken  place  since  the  year  1780.

The  sum  of  204/.  Ids.  6d.  received  by  Mr.  Whateley  in  1821,  as  stated  in 
the  foregoing  account,  was,  as  he  informs  us,  so  received  by  him,  not  as  secre- 
tary to  the  Governors,  but  as  the  solicitor  of  the  last  surviving  trustee,  Mr.  Male, 
who  had  employed  him  to  enforce  the  payment  of  the  arrears  of  rent,  and  to  v. 
get  the  charity  affairs  placed  in  such  a state,  that  he  might  lay  the  accounts  be- 
fore the  Governors,  who  had  called  for  them  preparatory  to  a new  appointment 
of  trustees.  This  money  has  remained  in  Mr.  Whateley’s  hands  to  the  present 
time  without  profit  to  the  charity,  and  for  its  having  so  remained  he  assigns  two 
reasons  ; first,  because  there  were  no  trustees  to  whom  it  could  be  paid  ; and 
secondly,  because  it  was  paid  to  him  by  the  tenant  Jenkins  without  prejudice 
to  a claim  for  an  allowance  of  property-tax.  He  further  states,  that  he  had  no 
communication  with  the  Governors  on  the  subject ; and  that  the  completion  of 
the  business  was  delayed,  by  the  illness  and  subsequent  death  both  of  the  tenant 
and  the  surviving  trustee. 

We  have  thought  it  due  to  Mr.  Whateley  to  state  the  explanation  which  he 
has  given  to  us  of  the  circumstances,  under  which  this  money  has  remained  in 
his  hands.  Upon  the  reasons  which  he  has  assigned  for  it,  we  must  however 
observe, — first,  that  on  reference  to  the  foundation  deed,  he  would  have  seen, 
that  it  was  to  the  governors  of  the  Grammar  School,  and  not  to  the  trustees,  that 
this  money,  being  surplus,  ought  to  have  been  paid ; and  secondly,  that  the 
pendency  of  a claim  for  property-tax,  to  a small  amount,  affords  no  justification 
for  his  having  kept  the  whole  of  the  money  in  his  hands,  without  profit  to  the 
charity. 

We  must  also  express  our  regret  that  Mr.  Whateley,  in  his  frequent  inter- 
course with  the  governors  as  their  secretary,  should  not  have  mentioned  this 
payment.  If  he  was  not  aware  that  the  money  ought  to  have  been  paid  to 
them,  still  he  was  not  ignorant  that  they  had  the  power  of  appointing  trustees, 
and  he  ought  to  have  apprized  them  of  the  necessity  of  making  such  an  appoint- 
ment, in  order  that  the  money  which  he  had  received  might  be  applied,  accord- 
ing to  the  trusts,  and  that  the  charity  might  thus  be  restored  to  some  degree  of 
activity. 

Our  opinion  upon  this  matter  has  been  intimated  to  Mr.  Whateley,  and  he 
has  expressed  his  willingness  to  pay  interest  upon  the  money  so  retained  in 
his  hands,  at  whatever  rate  may  be  thought  equitable.  It  seems  to  us  that  the 
justice  of  the  case  would  be  satisfied,  by  a payment  of  four  per  cent  from  the 
period  of  Mr.  Male’s  decease,  when  he  may  be  considered  as  having  become 
personally  responsible  to  the  Governors. 

Mr.  Whateley  informs  us  that  a new  appointment  of  trustees  by  the  Governors 
of  the  Grammar  School  is  in  progress ; and  that  it  is  the  intention  of  the 
governors  to  invest  the  surplus  which  has  accumulated,  for  a permanent  aug- 
mentation of  the  charity.

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John  Crowley’s  Charity. 


Birmingham.  John  Crowley , by  Will,  dated  the  7th  September  1709,  devised  to  Sarah 
— 1-  Harper  a messuage  or  dwelling-house,  fronting  to  a street  in  Birmingham,  called 

John  Crowley's  the  Lower  Priory-street,  adjoining  on  one  side  to  another  street  called  London- 
Chanty.  ; Prentice-street,  and  also  a garden  or  small  piece  of  ground,  then  or  theretofore 
used  for  a garden,  situate  behind  or  near  to  the  said  messuage,  and  belonging 
to  and  usually  held  with  it,  subject  to  the  payment  of  205.  a year,  for  ever,  to 
the  poor  of  Birmingham,  to  be  laid  out  in  sixpenny  bread  on  St.  John’s-day,  in 
the  Christmas,  and  to  be  given  on  that  day  by  the  overseers  to  the  poor. 

This  note  of  the  will  is  taken  from  an  Indenture  of  Bargain  and  Sale,  dated 
the  3d  October  1748  (enrolled  in  Chancery),  whereby  Elizabeth  Lea,  devisee  of 
James  Greaves,  who  had  purchased  the  premises  from  the  said  Sarah  Harper 
(afterwards  Sarah  Jones)  conveyed  the  same  to  S.  Birch,  subject  to  the  said 
charge. 


The  charity  is  also  recorded  in  an  inscription  on  one  of  the  tablets  in 
St.  Martin’s  church,  which  varies  from  the  foregoing  extract,  in  appointing  the 
bread  to  be  distributed  “ in  the  church,  by  the  churchwardens,  to  such  poor 
housekeepers  in  Birmingham  as  receive  no  collection,  and  to  be  given  in  whole 
sixpenny  loaves.” 

This  annuity  appears  to  have  been  duly  paid  and  applied  (except  in  the  sub- 
stitution of  threepenny  for  sixpenny  loaves)  until  about  two  years  ago,  when 
the  house  charged  having  become  the  property  of  Mr.  E.  V.  Wilkes,  of  Bir- 
mingham, was  by  him  sold  to  the  commissioners  of  the  streets,  by  whom  it  was 
pulled  down,  and  the  site  laid  into  the  street,  of  which  it  now  forms  a part. 

There  was  no  garden  “ behind  or  near”  the  house  when  it  thus  became  the 
property  of  Mr.  Wilkes.  The  ground,  which  is  thus  described  in  the  will,  pro- 
bably now  forms  the  site  of  some  one  or  more  of  the  neighbouring  buildings, 
but  the  description  is  too  vague  to  enable  us  to  trace  it,  with  any  degree  of 
certainty. 

It  is  the  less  necessary  to  do  so,  as  Mr.  Wilkes,  who  sold  the  house  to  the 
commissioners  without  noticing  the  charge,  has  declared  his  readiness  to  invest 
an  adequate  sum  in  a savings  bank  to  provide  for  the  annuity  in  future,  if  he 
should  fail  in  accomplishing  some  equally  effectual  arrangement  with  the 
commissioners. 


Salusbury’S  Charity. 


Salisbury's  The  particulars  of  this  charity  (for  bread)  have  been  given  above  in  our 

Charity.  account  of  the  Blue  Coat-school ; to  which  we  are  now  enabled  to  add,  from 

subsequent  information,  that  the  sum  of  10/.  has  been  paid  by  Mr.  Clarke,  and 
accepted  by  the  parish-officers  in  satisfaction  of  the  arrears  due  to  the  parish  of 
St.  Martin. 

The  arrears  to  the  parish  of  St.  Philip  had  not  yet  been  discharged. 


Mary  Sheldon’s  Charity. 

Mary  Sheldon’s  Mary  Sheldon , by  Will,  dated  22d  November  1821,  and  proved  in  January 
Charity.  1826,  gave  to  the  rector  and  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  St.  Philip,  in  Bir- 
mingham, 1,000/.  in  trust,  to  invest  the  same  in  the  public  funds,  and  to  apply 
the  interest  or  dividends  thereof  annually  for  ever,  in  equal  proportions,  to  ten 
old  maidens,  or  single  women  of  virtuous  character,  parishioners  of  Birmingham, 
to  be  nominated  by  the  rector  and  churchwardens  for  the  time  being,  with  the 
approbation  of  her  executor  during  his  life,  as  to  each  individual  object  of  that 
trust. 

For  this  legacy  with  interest,  after  payment  of  the  legacy-duty,  the  sum  of 
915/.  was  received  on  the  26th  November  1826,  and  laid  out  on  the  20th  De- 
cember following,  in  the  purchase  of  1,160/.  1 s.  3d.,  3-per-cent  Reduced  An- 
nuities, in  the  names  of  the  Rev.  Lawrence  Gardner,  D.  D.,  rector,  and  John 
W.  Whateley,  and  John  Cope,  esqrs.,  churchwardens  of  St.  Philip. 

The  dividends,  being  35/.  165.  per  annum,  had  not  been  received  at  the. 
period  of  our  Inquiry  in  September  1827. 
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Ingram’s  Charity. 


Thomas  Ingram , of  Ticknell,  near  Bewdley,  esq.,  by  a codicil  to  his  Will, 
dated  30th  September  1816,  gave  out  of  his  personal  estate  to  the  governors 
at  the  time  being  of  the  free  grammar-school  in  Birmingham,  founded  by  king 
Edward  the  6th,  and  to  their  successors,  the  sum  of  600  /.,  in  trust,  to  be  by 
them  placed  out  on  good  security,  or  otherwise  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  free- 
hold land  as  they  might  judge  fit ; and  he  directed  that  the  interest  or  rent 
arising  therefrom  should  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  one  or  more  clergymen, 
upon  condition  that  he  or  they  should  annually  preach  in  the  parish-churches 
or  chapels,  in  the  said  town  of  Birmingham,  or  elsewhere,  if  the  said  governors 
should  so  direct,  always  instructing  such  clergyman  to  set  forth  in  his  sermon 
every  good  and  forcible  argument  he  could  for  the  merciful  and  kind  treatment 
to  all  dumb  animals,  but  more  especially  to  that  of  the  horse.  And  it  was  his 
wish,  that  on  the  Monday  previous  to  the  preaching  of  such  sermon,  notice 
thereof  might  be  inserted  in  the  Birmingham  Gazette,  requesting  the  masters  of 
families  to  direct  their  servants,  who  should  have  the  care  of  their  horses,  to 
attend  Divine  Service  on  that  day.

This  legacy  was  reduced  by  the  payment  of  duty  to  the  sum  of  540  /.,  which, 
with  the  addition  of  1 /.  Is.  from  the  funds  of  the  Grammar  School,  was  laid 
out  in  the  purchase  of  508/.  4 s.  9 d.  Navy  five  per  cents,  since  converted  into 
5331.  12  s.  11  d.  four  per  cents.  This  investment  was  at  first  made  in  the  name 
of  G.  Simcox,  esq.  one  of  the  governors,  by  whom  it  was  afterwards  transferred 
into  their  corporate  name,  in  which  it  now  stands. 

The  following  is  a short  abstract  of  the  accounts  which  have  been  pro- 
duced to  us  of  the  application  of  the  dividends :

Elizabeth  Piddock’s 
Charity. 


The  following  inscription  appears  on  a benefaction  table  in  the  church  of 
St.  Martin  : 

“ Mrs.  Elizabeth  Picldock,  of  Winson  Green,  widow,  gave  by  Will,  20 s.  per 
annum  to  the  poor  of  Birmingham,  to  be  distributed  at  the  discretion  of  her 
heirs  and  assigns  for  ever,  as  by  feoffment  for  that  use  may  appear.” 


We  do  not  find  that  any  thing  has  been  received  within  living  memory  in  re- 
spect of  this  recorded  bequest,  of  which  the  foregoing  inscription  is  the  only 
evidence  now  in  the  possession  of  the  parish.  If  the  Elizabeth  Piddock  here 
alluded  to  be  the  same,  of  whose  charity  an  account  has  been  already  given 
among  the  charities  of  Handsworth  and  Harborne,  in  our  9th  Report,  pp.  550-2, 
it  is  not  improbable  that  the  inscription  above  noticed  may  refer  to  the  same 
charity,  and  that  the  notion  of  an  annuity  of  205.  having  been  bequeathed  by 
the  testatrix,  may  have  arisen  from  the  annual  distribution  of  that  sum  by  the 
trustees,  among  the  poor  of  Birmingham,  out  of  the  residue  of  the  rents,  which 
under  the  deed  of  1653,  were  to  be  distributed  among  poor  people  (without 
restriction  to  any  parish  or  place)  at  the  discretion  of  the  trustees.  This  con- 
jecture would  be  strengthened  by  the  circumstance  of  a like  sum  of  205.  having 
been  annually  distributed  among  the  poor  of  Handsworth  ; if  we  suppose  the 
legacy  of  4*0/.  mentioned  in  the  old  charity-book  of  that  parish,  and  in  respect 
of  which  the  20  5.  was  annually  distributed,  to  be  one  and  the  same  with  the 
legacy  of  40  /.  which  is  recorded  on  the  benefaction-table  of  Handsworth,  and 
which  was  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  land.  We  have  searched  in  vain  for  the 
will,  by  which  the  fact  might  have  been  ascertained. 


Cooper’s  Charity. 

Cooper’s  Charity.  “ John  Cooper  gave  one  croft  for  the  making  of  love-days  amongst  Birming- 
ham men.” 

This  inscription  appears  upon  another  tablet  in  the  church,  on  which  are 
recorded  several  of  the  charities,  of  which  we  have  given  an  account,  as 
composing  Lench’s  trust.  In  that  account,  we  have  ascribed  a croft  called 
Loveday  Croft  to  the  charity  of  John  Vesey  ; but  the  circumstance  there  stated 
of  his  being  seized  in  fee  of  that  croft,  does  not  necessarily  import  that  he  was 
more  than  a trustee  thereof,  as  he  appears  to  have  been  of  the  other  premises 
there  mentioned,  and  will  therefore  admit  of  the  presumption,  which  the  name 
of  the  croft  seems  to  invite,  that  it  was  the  same  which  is  recorded  on  the 
church  tablet,  as  the  gift  of  John  Cooper. 

Charities  of  Edward  Smith,  Barnaby  Smith,  Catherine  Roberts, 
John  Jennings,  and  Richard  Smallbrook. 

Charities  of  These  charities  are  also  severally  noticed  on  the  benefaction  tables  in  the 
Edward  Smith,  &c.  following  terms,  viz.  : 

“ Edxoard  Smith , A.  D.  1612,  gave  20 /.,  the  benefit  thereof  to  be  distri- 
buted to  the  poor  yearly.” 

“ Mr.  Barnaby  Smith,  A.  D.  1 633,  gave  20/.  to  be  lent  to  poor  tradesmen 
for  two  or  three  years,  at  the  discretion  of  the  churclnvardens.” 

“ Mrs.  Catherine  Roberts,  the  wife  of  Mr.  Barnaby  Smith,  A.  D.  1642,  gave 
20  /.,  the  benefit  thereof  to  be  given  yearly  to  the  poor,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
churchwardens,  the  Friday  first  in  Lent.” 

“ Mr.  John  Jennings,  A.  D.  1651,  gave  50  5.  per  annum,  for  ever,  for  the 
buying  and  making  of  coats  for  poor  aged  people  born  and  dwelling  in  Bir- 
mingham. He  also  gave  20  5.  per  annum,  for  ever,  to  be  given  on  St.  Thomas’s- 
day  to  the  poor.” 

“ Richard  Smallbrook  gave  to  the  poor  of  Birmingham  105.  per  annum,  arising 
out  of  a salt-vat  in  Droitwich.” 

We  have  been  unable  to  obtain  any  further  information  respecting  any  of  the 
gifts  thus  recorded.  The  dates  of  the  four  first  admit  the  possibility  of  their 

being 
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being  the  source  from  which  the  sum  of  8G/.  10s,,  which  was  applied  in  1654* 
to  the  purchase  of  Shelton’s  premises,  (as  mentioned  in  the  account  of 
Lench’s  Trust.,  ante  p.  722,)  was  derived  ; but  the  terms  in  which  the  fourth  is 
expressed  seem  rather  to  import,  that  the  gift  consisted  of  rentcharges,  than 
of  a gross  sum  of  money. 

Of  Smallbrook’s  gift,  a more  particular  mention  is  made,  in  an  entry  in  an  old 
vestry -book  of  St.  Martin’s  parish,  in  which  it  is  stated  that  the  rent  of  10s.  was 
“ paid  at  Christmas  out  of  the  profits  of  a quarter  of  a phats  walling,  springing 
in  the  pit  in  Upwich,  which  was  theretofore  the  inheritance  of  Mrs.  Packington, 
then  in  the  possession  of  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Smallbrook,  widow,  and  after  her 
decease  to  give  it  to  her  daughter  Jane  Wheeler,  paying  10  s.  per  annum  as 
above.” 

It  appears  that  the  salt-phats  have  undergone  very  considerable  changes,  and 
it  seems  impossible  at  the  present  day  to  trace  that,  out  of  which  this  annuity 
was  payable.
